oidrff and Ham the young efl. 2 The fop?t 
of Japheth were, Gomer, whence the 
Phrygians, in Afta the £efs. Tbit, in 
Greek, denotes burnt ; and that, con- 
fumed. The Gauls, toe Cimmerians, 
Cymhrians, of A mb riant , to the north „of 
fftide a. See Jofcphusy Pliny, Herodotus, 
and E tch. xxxvii.fi. ban. xl. fi. 
gog, who dwelt northward , {as all «- 
gree,) and near to Mejheb and Tubal, if 
next to G ig, E-x,ek. xxxviii. in Scythia, 
near mount Caucafus.; Pliny, Herodotus, 
Strabo, Plutarch. They %>ere horferne/t. 
and archers ; hence alfo the Getce and { 
Tartars* Macfai, hence the MeJes, or * 
rather the -Macedonians. Javan, or Jon, 
was the father of the Ionia ns, of AJia 
the Lefs ; and of tixe Greeks in general , ^ 
m Europe , oj which fome removed to A- 1 
jia 'the Ltefs.

He ufurped a tyrannical dominion , ufed 
violence and opprejjion. 9 He was a 
powerful plunderer, in defpite of the wor- 
flrip of the Eternal, from which he with¬ 
drew men to tyranny, perfecution, and i- 
dolatry. He was a hunter, not fo much 
of wild leajls as of men. He was 
bloody , and. more like them than men. 
Tyrants were called hunters, Pfal.X ci. 3. 
fyflxek. xxxii. 3c. He paved the way to 
power, by collecting a body, of men, on 
pretence of killing wild bcajls; by which 
exercifes , he prepared them for violence, 
yfn every age, braving dangers in hunt¬ 
ing wild bcajls, was reckoned the befl 
preparation for war, plunder, U tyran¬ 
ny. He was the rnojl dr.ring man under 
heaven, before the Eternal, to a proverb. 
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Hence the faying. Like Nimrod, a pawn - 
fui plunderer, in def it e of the Eternal, 
regarding neither God nor man. He was 
the fir/I monarch, and author of idolatry.

10 The begimng of his kingdom was 
Babel, aud Erech, and Acad, fie Cahul), 
in the land of Shinaar. In him began the 
4 th, or iron age of war.—Arech is Edf. 
fa, a city of Mejopotamia, on the Ei - 
phrates, or on the Tigris, where it.joins 
Euphrates ; Heb. the long city.—-Arad 
is on the Tigris—and Calncb alfo .— The 
land of Scnaar was about Babylon. It 
comprehends Mejopotamia, including of 
old, Chaldea. part of Arabia, Ferjia, anil 
Syria.

Naphtuhites, in Ethiopia. - Mitfraim, 

i. e. I be robber, the firft Egyptian mo¬ 
narch. -( Cir t 1570.) 14 Pathrufites, 

in Egypt —Cafluhites are alfo a people 
of Egypt’, in which were three kings at a 
time -—from whom fprung the Philiftiner, 
in Canaan, frein whom the country was 
ediled Pale(line— and Caphtorites Cap - 
padorians . 15 Canaan begat Zidon, his 

Aril-bum, r?nd Hetfi. Zidon is a city in 
Phoenicia, on the we(l of Canaan,—• Heth 
i . c. terrible. The Hittites dwelt near 
Zidon , towards Euphrates on the caff. 
16 And the Jebufite, and the Amorite, 
and the Girgafite ; thrfc and the follow¬ 
ing arc nations of Canaan. 17 And the 
Hivite, and the Archite, and the Sinite, 
1$ And the Arvadite, and tjie Zemarite, 
and the Hamathite ; afterwards weie the 
families of the Car.aanites fpread abroad. 
All thrfc eleven fons of Canaan are men¬ 
tioned here, cud vi 1 Chrcn. i. 1-5• on¬ 
ly. 19 The bound ary of tlic Canaar.itcs, 
after the difpeifion of their families, w as 
from the ih er of Egypt Sihcr to the 
great river Euphrates, by the way 10 Zi¬ 
don, and to the weftern lea ; having Ge- 
rar and Gaza, by the w r ay to Sodom and 
Gomoriba,,, Adr'ub, and Zeboim, ev n 
to Las.huill. 
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*ao There were the poflcrity of Ham, 
according to their dialetfh, tubes drid ter- 
morns. li Shem the progenitor of the 
whole HehretV nation, Japh^t's fecond 
brother, had children. He and bis poflc¬ 
rity only were railed Hebrew t , as they 
kept the language and religion of Heber 
and of Sent—the fujl language and the 
true religion.

dead therein. 14. 15. Ephron an- 

fwered. My lord, the* land is worth 
four hundred fhekels of filver ; wRat 
is that between me and thee ? therefore 
bury thy dead. itfAnd Abraham weigh¬ 
ed to Ephron the money which he had 
mentioned in the hearing of the polari¬ 
ty of Heth, even four hundred fhekels of 
filver (about L. 57.) of market currency. 
17 So the field of Ephron in MachpclacH 
oppofite to Manure, with the cave in it, St¬ 
all the trees therein and round about, 
i8-were fecured to Abraham for his poflef- 
fion before ail that frequented the gate of 
the city and by the Tons of Heth. 19 
And then Abrahara buried Sarah his 
wife in the cave which is in the field of.

12 And there Was with us in the prifon a 
young Hebrew, fervapt tu the captain of 
the guard, and we told him our dreams 
and according as he interpreted, it hap 
pened to each of us; 13 He reftored me 
to niin»* office, and him he hanged. 

14 *jf T.icn Pharaoh fent for Jofeph ; 
and they brought him l'pbedily out of the 
dungeon—and having fluved liimfeLf, and 
diangeii his raiment, he came unto Pha- 
laoli; 15 Who faid to him, I have dfeani r 
td a dream, which none can interpret; 
?nd I have heard it (aid, that, when thou 
feared a dream, thou cun ft interpret it’. 

16 And Jol<*ph anfWercd Pharaoh, fay¬ 
ing, Ii is not of me, but of God, who will 
give Pharaoh a fctisfackory anfwer in 
peace. 

17 Then Pharaoh faid to Jofeph, Lo, 
in my dream, I (tood on the bank of the 
liver Nile. iS And law feven good fat 
tows come out of the river, and feed in a 
me ulow. j9 And (even poor, unfeemly, 

1 an, cows came up out of the river after 
1 nein, worfe than any ever feen in Egypt. 

And the bad devoured the better 

ones; 21 But they teemed not the better 
h»r ir. 

12 I faw alfo in my dream, feven cars 
of corn, full and good, grow on one ftalk. 

13 And after them fcv*n ears, thin, and 
blalled with the eaft wind. 24 And the 
thin ears confuraed the full bncs. Thefe 
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I told to the magicians; but none could 
interpret them. 

2 5 If J°. f fP h faid to Pharaoh, Both the 
dreams denote the fame thing; God hath 
fliewed Pharaoh what lie is about to do. 
2 6 The feven good cows, are feven good 
years; and the feven good ears of corn, 
are the fame feven y^ars of plenty. 27 
The feven poor Jean cows, that came af¬ 
ter the others, are feven bad years ; and 
the feven empty ears, bJafted with the 
ealt wind, are the fame feven years of fa¬ 
mine. 28 God flieweth to Pharaoh what 
he is about to do, as I have already faid. 

29 Behold, there will be feven years of 
great plenty thro* all ihe'land of Egypt. 

30 But .there will come after them feven 
.years of famine, whi<;h will confume the 

land— f» that it will pot be known, that 
there,had ever been plenty in it, 31 The 
famine will be fo grievous. 32 And 
as the dream was doubled, it is Iccaufe 
the thing is determined by God ; and he 
Will foon accomplilh it. 

33 Now, therefore, let Pharaoh hoofe 
a uian difcreetiand wife, and fet him 0- 
vtr the land of'Egypt; 34 An' let 
him appoint overfters over the land, 
to lay up the fifth part oF the p:ouu e of 
the land of Egypt, during the fever- ; ear* 
of plenty ; 35 And let them gather up 

provifion, during thofe good years, &C lay 
up corn in the king’s treasuries, that they 
may keep food in the cities, 36 For a 
(tore in the land, for the feven years of 
famine, which fiiall be in ihe land of E- 
gypt; that its inhabitants pefilh not in 
the famine. 

37 This fcheme appeared good to Pha¬ 
raoh, and to all his fervants. 

^36 And Pharaoh faid to his fervants. 
Can we find fuch a man as this? for the 
Spirit of God is in him. 

4 9 And Pharaoh faid to Jofeph, As 
God hath fliewed thpe *11 thefe things, 
theye is none fo cl iforce t and wile as thou 
art. 40 Thou (halt be over my houfc, 
and according to thy word, .flmll all my 
people he ruled ; only in the throne will 
I he fuperior to thee. ‘ ’ . ' 

41 And he faid to him, I hatfe fet thee 
over all the land of Egypt. 

41 And he took the ring from off liis 
finger, and put it on ofeph’s, and ar¬ 
rayed him in garments of fine linen, and 
put a golden chain about his neck. 43 
And he made him tQ ride in hie feconll 
chariot, arid to rule over all the land <?f 
Jfgypt; and they cried before him. Bow 
the knee. 

44 And Pharaoh faid to Jofpph, as I 
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a m the king, no aftion t or expedition, 
(«. e. nothing of importance) lluill be 
^one in all the land of Egypt without 
l hee. * 

45 And Pharaoh called Jofcph*s name 
Zaphriath-pnaneah, (1.4. revealer of fe¬ 
rrets, and faviour of (he world) ; and he 
gave him for a wife Affenath, the daugh¬ 
ter of Potipherah, prieft of On, (Heliopo-

Jofeph went out over all the land of 
Egypt. 4 6 He was now thirty > years 
old. ' 

47 Amlin the feven plenteous years 
the earth pcoduccd fruit in great abun¬ 
dance. 48 And lie gathered up all the 
fifth part -of the produft of. the feven 
years of plenty, in the land of Egypt, and 
Mid it up in the cities: the pjoduft of the 
field, that was round about every city, he 
laid up id the fame. 49 And Jofeph ga¬ 
thered very muth corn, avthe fand of the 
fea,* until he left numbering; fqr it 
was pall numbering, ('having bought it 
with the king’s money). 

50 Jofeph had two fons before the 
years of famine came. 5! And he called 
the name of the .firft AfwnafTeh, (1. <% for¬ 
getting); for faid he, tod bath made me 
forget all my toil, and my father’s houfe. 
52 And he called the name of the fecond 
Ephraim; for faid he, God hath caufed 
me to be fruitful in (he land of my afflic¬ 
tion. 

53 The feven years of plenty, were 
now ended. 54 And the feven years of 
famine began, according as Jofeph had 
foretold : * there was dearth in all lands ;

5-5 And when all the land of Egypt 

was fainiflung, the people cried to Phara- 1 
loh for food-—and Pharaoh faid to all the 
Egyptians, Go to Jofeph ; and whatever 
he faith to you, do.

4 And his fitter flood at a d ittancr to 
fee what would become of him* 5 And 
Pharaoh’s daughter, nvbofe name was 
Tbermut , came with her maids to bathe 
in the river ; and feeing the ark beficle 
the river, flie lent h^r maid to fetch it. 6 
And having opened it, the faw the child 
weeping, and (hr. had compaflion on him, 
feeing he was a Hebrew child. 

7 And his fitter being adjacent, faid to 
her, Shall I go and leek a Hebrew mule, 
to nurfc this child for thee ? 8 Then 

Pharaoh’s daughter bade her go. So 
file went and brought his mother, 9 To 
whom (he faid, Take this child and nurfc 
it for me, and I will give thee thy wages. 
So flie took him and mirfed him, and he 
grd w. 10 Then, flie brought him to Pha¬ 
raoh’s daughter, who adopted him for her 
fon, and called film Mofes, becaufe fli® 
dre w him out of the water. 

it And when Mufes was grown, he 
went to fee his kindred, and beheld their 
burdens. And he difeovered an Egypti. 
an fruiting one of them ; 12 And hav¬ 

ing looked every way, and feeing no nuui, 
he fmote the Egyptian to death, becaufe 
he would have done fatohis brother and 
iiimfelf, and hid him in the fand. 

13 And having gone out next day, he 
fa‘w- two Hebrews driving, and laid to 
the pile that did the injury, Why fruited 
thou thy. companion ? 1,4 Ami he re¬ 

plied, VVhu made tfipc i prince and t 
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judge over us ? intended thou to kill me 
:is thou did ft: the Egyptian ? And Mofes 
laid, This roatter.is furely known. 

15 And Phacaoh having heard the 
matter fought Mofes to kill him ; but he 
fled to Midian, and lat down befidgjs 
well. 

1 6 And the pried of MiJian had feven 
daughters; and they came to draw wa¬ 
ter, and filled-the troughs to water their 
father's flocks. 17 And the' fliephcrds 
came with their flocks, and drove away 
the daughters with theirs ; but Mofes 
came to their aflirtance, and watered 
their flocks. 

18 And when they came to Reuel 
their father he find, How happens it that 
ye are come fo foon to-day ? 19 And they 
faiil, An Egyptian interpofed in our be- 
half agaiuft the fliepherds, and alfo drew 
water, and watered our flock, ao And 
he fairl to them, Where is he ? why have 
ye left him ? call him that he may eat 
bread.

23 And in procefs of time the king of 
Egypt who fought to flay Mofes died; fit 
the Ifraelites fighed and cried under their 
bondage, and their cry came up to God. 

24 And he heard their groaning, and 
remembered his covenant with Abraham, 
Ifaac and Jacob, 2 j And he had regard 
to their pofterity. 

ill. Now Mofes kept the flock of 
Jethro his lather-in-law, the prieft of 
Midian; and he led the flock to the 
back fide of the debu t, to H<*reb or Sinai, 
the mount ot God.

4 And the Eternal God feeing that he 
turned a fide to behold, called from* the 
midft of the bufh, Mofes, Mofes \ who 
fnid, I am attentive. 5 Then he faid, ' 
Come not near, put olT thy flioes, for this 
place is confer,rated* d Moreover Ire 
laid, I am the God of-thy fathers, Abra¬ 
ham, Ifaac, and Jacob. And Mofes hid 
his lace, for he was afraid tq bdhold the 
glory of God. 

7 And the Eternal faid, I have fully 
obferved my people’s affliftiob, fit know a 
Mie,r Arrows ui Egypt by’rcafon of their 
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tafkmafters, S And am about to,deliver 
them from the Egyptians power, and to 
bring them out of that land to a good fit 
fpacious land, flowing with milk and ho¬ 
ney, poflefled at prefent by the Canaap- 
ites, the Hittites, the Amofites, the Pe- 
rizzrtes, the Hivitcs, and the Jel^afitc!. 
9 The cry of the Ifraelites is come unto 
me, and.I have feen their oppreflion. 10 
Be ready prepared ; for I will fend thee 
to Pharaoh, that thou mayeft bring my 
people the Ifraelites out of Egypt. 

:i And Mofes anfwered, What am I 
that I Jhouhl go to Pharaoh, and bring 
the Ifraelites out of Egypt ?

2 Then the Eternal (hid to him, What 
is that in thy hand ? And he laid, A rod. 
3 And he fyid, Call it on the ground. Sc 
when he did fo it became a ferpent; and 
he fled from it. 4 And the Eternal faid 
to Mofes, Put forth thine band, and take 
it by the tail; and when he did fo it be¬ 
came a rod in his hand. 5 And he faid, 
Do this, and they (hall believe that the E- 
ternal, the God of their fathers, Abra¬ 
ham, Ifeac, ahd Jacob, hath appeared to 
thee. 

6'Tbe Eternal alfovfaid to him, Put 
tbinc hand into thy bofom; and having 
done fo, when he brought it out it was 
lejirbu9, white as fnow.

19 Again, the Eternal faid 10 Mofes, 
while he was yet in Midirin, Return tn 
Egypt now, for all the men are dead who 
fought thy life. 

20 And Mofes took 1 ijs wife and Ir’s 
Tons, and fet each of them on an rift, and 
returned to Egypt. 

21 And the Elernal faid to Mofes, 
WliQri thou returned: to Egypt, do ail 
thoTe wonders before Pharaoh which I 
have.put in thy power; but I will give 
him up to the hardiiefs of his heart, ( Pi. 
Ixxxi. 12.) fo that he will not let the 
people go. • 2i And thou fhajjb- fay to 
him. Thus faith the Eternal, Ifiael is to 
me as a fiiflhorn foil, 25 And if thou 
refufe to let him go, that he may ferve 
me, I will flay thy firft born. 

24 And'whlift Mofes lingered by the 
way in the inn, the angel appeared to 
him with a threatening afpert, as if he 
would kill him for ncglcCling his me I- 
fage and the circumeifing of his child. 

25 Then Zippomh took a (harp ilono, - 
and cut oft* the foreskin of her child, And 
caft it at his feet, faying, Surely a bloody 
relation art thou to me, bee a life of the 
circumciflon. 26 Then he let him go. 

27 And the Eternal faid to Aaron, Go 
unto the vuilderiiefs to nidet Mofes. . u.d 
he went, and met him at the mount of 
God, and faluied him. 

28. And Mofes told Aaron all lhe 
words which the Eternal font him to fay, 
and all the wonders he had commanded 
him. to do.

6 And the fame day Pharaoh com¬ 
manded the peoples talkmafters and their 
uHlcerR, faying, 7 Ye dial! no more give 
the people draw to make bricks, as for¬ 
merly ; let them go and gather ftraw for 
themfelves. 8 Yet they fliall make as 
much brick as formerly; for they tyad not 
work enough, but are idle: therefore they 
cry. Let us go, and lacrilice to our God.

14 And the Ifraclitilh officers, whom 
TMnraoh’s Egyptian talk-mailers had Get 
over the people, were beaten, beeaufe 
ih'r talks were nut fulfilled, in making 
brick as formerly.

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24 And both man and bead were tor¬ 
mented with the giievousfwarms of flies.' 
25 And then Pharaoh called Mofes and 
Aaron and faid, Go and facrifice to yotfr 
God in the land. 

2 6 But Mofes faid, Wecanriot, for the 
Egyptians would ft one us, when they faw 
us facrifice the animals with Which they 
do abomination in worfhipping them as 
gods. 27 But we will go three days jour¬ 
ney into the wilderneft and facrifice to the 
Eternal our God as he commanded. aS 
Then Pharaoh faid, I will let you. gb to 
facrifice to the Eternal your God in the 
wilderncfe, only you (hall not go far.

11 And this plague Was on all the E- 
gyptians, fo that the magicians could rot 
It and before Mofes, it was lb fore upon 
them, 12 And the Eternal gave up Pha¬ 
raoh to the hardnels of 4I119 heart, fo that 
he obeyed not wlut Was fpoken by Mc- 
fes. 

13 Then the Eternal faid to Mofes, Go 
early in the morning, and appear before 
Pharpah fit fay to him, Thus faith the E- 
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ternal, thojGod tif the Hebrews, -let,, my 
people go that tht£,may -ferve rate*,.' *4 
lilfe t will now fend.all cny plagnei ripon 
thy heart, and opooi.thy fervaots art^peo-

X. THk Eternal (hid to MofesjT’httve 
giveh up Ph&rabb and his fervants to tfhc 
hardnefs of theft hearts ; and'On thdt ac¬ 
count I will fjieiv my wuoderi before 
them; 2 That ye mtfy felate to yuiu 
children, and they to theiri, from ajjc 
to age, what WondeTS I have done in E- 
gypt; that they maj- know I am the E- 
ternal. 

3 And Mofes and Aaron came-to Pha¬ 
raoh, a’S the Eternal commanded them ; 
and faid to him, Thus fifth the Eternal, 
the God of the Hebrews, How long wilt 
thou refufe to bumble thyfelf before me ?

fliall fee no nnjre. 14 The Eternal (hull 
fight for you ; and ye fhall be (ilent. 

15 Then the Eternal faid to Mofcs, 
■Wherefore cricft thou to me? fpcak to the 
Ifraelites, that they may go forward. 16 
But lift .up thine hand, with thy rod, and 
•ftretch .it out toward the fea, and it fliall 
be divided, and the Ifraelites fhall .walk 
through the rjijdftof its channel, a? oh 
dry ground. 17 And I will leave th,e E- 
gyptians to tire hardnefs of their hearts, 
and they fhall pyrfure them, and I will 
•honour my juftice on . Pharaoh, with his 
horfemen, and all his. hoft. i 3 Then the 
Egyptians (ball know that I am the E- 
ternal. 

19 Andthe jingpl of God, who went 
before the camp of Ifrael, removed, and 
Went behind^ themthe cloudy pillar 
went alfo from before them, and flood 
behind them, 20 - And it came between 

the camp of thq Egyptians, and* the If- 
raelites^ the fide- of it next :hofe was 
darkne/s, and the fide next thefe was 
light,- fo that thofe came not near theie 
'aU that night. 

2i Then Mpfes ftretched out his hand 
over the fca, and the waters of.it were 
divided, and the channel of it made dry 
land, by. a ftrong ejift wind, which 
the Eternal caufed to blow all that night, 
which drove .the waters aflunder. 22

23 So the waters 
returning, covered Phanoh, and his cha¬ 
riots, atid horfemen, 6c all his hoft ; there 
remained not one.

6 The 
right hand of the Eternal is become glo¬ 
rious in power—the right hand of the In¬ 
ternal hath dallied in pieces the enemy. 

7 In the greatnefs of thine excellency, 
thou haft overthrown them that rofc u;ji 
againft thee-; thou fenteft forth thy 
p;rath, which confirmed them as Hubble. 

8 And with the biaft of thine anger, the 
waters were colledled together, the floods 
cf them ftood upright as a wall,-and the* 
depths of the fea were compared togc-- 
ther in the midft of it. 9 The enemy 
faid,"I will purfue, I will oveitakc, I will! 
divide the fpoil; my wrath fliall'be nr- 
complilhed on them ; I will draw my 
fivdrd, and (object them to me. 10 But 
thou dulft fend forth -thy wind,- which 
made tlie fea cover them : they Gink as 
lead in the mighty wateis.

24 Thou ftrct^hedft oat thy 
right hand, and roadeft the depth , fW>l- 
lon them uj>, 13 But t^ovt in thy Mer¬ 
cy halt led forth thy people, whom tliou 
haft redeemed; thou wi|t Condiuft them 
by thy power unto tbe ^bitation of thy 
bolincls. *4 The people Mail hear, and 
Jm afraid—for row fliall lcize the inhabi¬ 
tants of Palestine. 15 The dukes of E- 
tlom fhall he aftonlfhcd ; the mighty men 
of Moab (hull tremble ; the heart of alt 
the inhabitants of Canaan, fhall melt. 16 
Great terror fhall fall upon tfiem: by the 
greatnefs of thy power, they fhall be

14 And 
when it was dried up,a Email round thing 
as the hoar fro ft lay on the face of the 0- 
pen field. 15 And when the Ifraelitcs 
law it, they faid to one another. VVhr.t is 
this prepared food * for they will not 
what it was.

30- Then the people redted on the fab-

31 The manna {-preparedfood} was 
like coriander feed in bulk, and white ; 
and its tafle w 4 s like wafers made with 
honey. 

32 And Mofesfaid, The Eternal hath 

commanded. to fill ao omer of it, to be 
kept, for your pbfterity to fee the bread 
Wherewith he fed you in the wilderntfs 
after he delivered you from Egypt. 33 
Then Mofes faid to Aaron; Put an omer 
ofit in a pot, 8c lay it up before the fym- 
bol of the divine prefence, to be preferr¬ 
ed for your pofteriry. 34 36 And Aaron 
laid it up for-a trftrrhony, as the Eternal 
commanded Mofes. An omer, /even 
Etiglifb pints , is the tenth part of an E-

Then the feteinal faid to Mofes, Take 
Witli thee the elders of Ifrael and thy rod 
wherewith thou fmoteft the river in tliy 
hand, and go before the people. 6 And 
behold, live fy mhol of my prefence will 
ftand on thfe rock in Horeb before thee : 
and thou (halt fmite tire rock, and wa¬ 
ters (hall fpriug out of it for the people 
to drink. 

7 And Mofes did To before the elders 
of Ifrael. And he called the name of the 
place Meribah and MafTah, chiding aud 
tempting, becaufe of the Ifraelites chid¬ 
ing, and tempting tlieVEternal, faying. 
Is the Eternal prefent With us ? 

8 ‘If Then came Amalek, and fought 
With Ifrael in Rephidim. 

9 And Mofes faid to Jolliua, Take 
chofen men, and go to fight with Atna- 
lek. To-morrow I will ft and on the top 
of the hill, with the rod of God in mine 
hand. 10 So joflma went and fought 
with Amaiek, as Mofes faid to him.. 

■ n Theti Mofes, A ardn, and Hur went 
up to the top of the hill. And it enrae to 
pais, that \vhen Mofes lifted up his hand 
with the rod, Ifrael prevailed; but when 
he let down his hand, Amalek prevailed. 

1 1 And when Mofes’ hands becatnc wea¬ 
ry they placed a (tone for him to lit on;

15 Anri Mutes built an altar, 8c narrteq 
it The Eternal in my banner ; 16 Bccauf** 
laid lie, the Eternal hath laid, Ivis banner 
i\ in defence uf bis people ifgainfl: An)a- 
h k and their adv&rfaries in all genera¬ 
tions. 

XVIII ydhro'hriiigeth to Mofes his 
■wife and t wo Jons. 

ETHRO the priell of Midian, Mofes* 
father-in law, having heard of all 
that the Eternal had done for liis people 
in bringing them out of Egypt by Mole®, 

2 Took. M>fes’ wife (whom he had fent 
back) 3 and Iwr two tens, (th/ one called 
Grrfltom, bee an ft he was a fl ranger in a 
IIrange land, 4 And the other Eliezer, ’ 
becaufc the God of his fathers was his 
lif Ip fvo;n the power of Pharaoh), 5 And ' 
t ame into tli3 wildcrnefs unto him en¬ 
camped at the mount of God.

S And Mof- s related to his father-in- 
law all that the P.rmml had dune to Pha¬ 
raoh and rhe Egyptians on LfraeJ’s ae¬ 
ro mt, with all their troubles by the way, 
to id how tlie'Etcrnal had delivered them, 

9 And Jethro rejoiced at all the good- 
nefs which the Eternal had fhewn to If- 
rael in delivering them from the power 
of the Egyptians.

ri And Jethfo, Moles’ father-in-law, 
odered a burnt-olTering and facvifL'es fco 
God.

N the firll day of the third njbnth 
after the IlracUtes came out 
pypt, they came to Sinai in the vyilder- 
dernefs. 2 After they h;id departed from. 
Rephidim, they came and pitched there 
before the mountain.

All that the E- 
ternal hath faid, we will dq. Aqd Mofas 
teftifiedtheir words to the Eternal. 9 
And the Eternal laid to Mofes, I wi]l 
fpeak to thee in a thick cloud, that the 
people may hear, and hearken to the? al- 
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ways afterward. ' 10'And h e faid to 
Mofcs; Prepare the people to-day and to¬

16 And on the third day in the morn¬ 
ing, there was a thick cloud upon the 
mount, and lightnings, and thunders: and 
the trumpet founded exceeding loud—fit 
all the people in the camp trembled. 

17 And Mofes brought them out of 
the camp, nigh to the mount, to meet 
with Go !. 

18 Arid the Eternal descended on mount 
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XX. Tta ten co?7iinantlments. 
^pHJ?N God fpake ail thefe words, fay- 
' A ing, a I am the Eterhal, thy Cod, 
“Who brought thee out of the land of E- 
gypt, out of the houfe of bondage. 

3 Thou flialt have 110 God but me. 

4 Thou shalt not make unto thyfrlf a. 
ny graven image, nor any likenefs of any 
thing that is in tha heavens above, or oil 
the earth beneath, or in the waters un¬ 
der the earth; 5 Thou shalt not bow thy - 
felf to them, nor ferve them : becaufe l 
the liternrl, thy God, am a jealous God, 
vifuing the iniquities of the fathers upon 
the childieii, unto the third or fourth 
race of them; who (by following their 
ex-imple, and approving tlu ir cunduft, n- 
riopt their iniquities) hate my laws, 6 
And shewing mercy to thoufands of them 
that love me, and keep my command¬ 
ments.

18 The fix 
branches proceeded out of (the fides of) 
the (haft, three out of each, 19, 20 The 
bowls were made like almonds, with balls 
and flowers, every branch had one of each 
of 1 thefe upon it. zi Each of the fix 
branches proceeded fiom the fliaft, and a 
ball tinder two. 22 All the parts of it were 
ot one piece of fed id work ot pure gold, 
■aj The fiiufl'crs, and fmiIF holders, for the 
feven lamps, were alfo of gold. 24 The 
cumlleftick, with all its utenfils, were 
made out of one talent of pure gold. 

2 £ And he made the incenfe altar of 
Shittirn wood four-fquare, a cuhit long, 
and a cubit broad, and tivo cubits higii, 
Its horns were of the fume piece. 26 The 
top, the horns, and the tides all around, 
he ovctlnid with gold ; he made alfo a 
border around it in form of a crown. 27 
And he made two rings of gold for two 
of the comers nnrter the crown, to be pla¬ 
ces for ihc ftaves to carry it. 2S And he 
made the ft aves alfo of Shittirn wood, &. 
bvefiaid them with gold. 

29 And he made the holy anointing oil, 
and the pure inoerife of fweet fpices, with 
the apothecary’s art.

A N 1 ) he made the altar for burnt- 
rdi'crings of Shittirn wood, four- 
fipiarc, five cubits Uig, Jive broad, and 
three high. 1 And he made horns on the 
four corners out ol the fame piece, and 0- 
verlaid it with br*ls. ‘ 

^ And lie made all the utenfils of the 
altaT. even the pets, ftmvels.baiais, forks, 
and fire pans, of bra ft. 

4 And he made for the altar a bra fen 
grate of net-wcil: around it, the half of 
its height from the bottom. 5 And he 
roat.e four rings for the four coi ners of it, 
to lie places (or the Haves to cany it. 6 
And he made the Haves of Shittirn wood 
and overlaid tin ui with brafs. 7 And he 
put dm ftaves along the lides of it, Vin- 
to the rings to carry it ; he made the al¬ 
tar hollow, with bo aids for holding the 
•lieJing. - ® 
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8 And he made the laveT, to wafli in, 
of brafs, and its loot of brafs: he mafif 
alfo of brafs, looking-glafles far the wo¬ 
men, who aflembied af il^e door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

9 And he made the court about the 
tabernacle. The hangings of the foutb 
fide were a hundred cubits ot' fine twilled 
linen. , 10 Their pillars and fockets of 
brafs, twenty ; the hooks of the pillars, 
and their fillets were of filter. 

11 The hangings of the north Jiue were 
alfo an hundred cubits, apd their piilats 
and fockets of brafs twenty: the hooks of 
the pillars, and their fillets.were of filver. 
I2~ The hangings of che weft fide, were 
filty cubits, their pillars, with their foc- 
kets, ten ; the hook; of tfie pillars, and 
their fillets, of filver.. ij The hangings 
of the eaft fide were fifty cubits. 14 
The hangings of one fide of fjie gate were 
fifteen cubits, their pillars three, ,St their 
lockers three. 15 And'thole of, the other 
fide of the court gate on eachliand, were 
fifteen cubits; their pillars three, and 
their focket? three. , ^ 

16 AH the hangings of the court round 
about were of fine twjfied linen. 17 And 
the fockets for the pillars were of brafs; 
the hooks of the pillars, and tlieu: fillets, 
nt filver, fie the overlaying of their head 3 
of filver; and all the pillars of the court 
wer~ filleted with filver. , ; . 

18 And the hanging ,for the gate of 
the court, was needle work, of blue, 
and purple, and fcailct, ar.d fine doubled 

linen-it was twenty cubits long, its 

height and breadth five, ip proportion to 
the hangings of the court. i<* Their pil¬ 
lars, ami fockets, of brafs,. were four each.; 
their bookstand the overlaying of their 
heads,' a.id their fillets of. filver. 20 AH 
the pins of. the tabernacle,- and of the 
court around, were of brafs. 

at This is the i'ura qf the work of the 
tabernacle of the (Divipc) teftirpony, 
it was appointed by the coinma.nd of 
Moles, for the religious for vice of the Le- 
vites, under the miniftry of Ithurnar, the 
priclt, the Ion of Aaron. 

22 Eezalcel. the Ion of Uri, .the fun of 
Hur, of the tribe of Jufiah, njade all thflt 
the .Eternal commanded Mofes. 23 With 
the aid of Aholiab, the fon .of Ahifaipali, 
of the tribe oi Dan, an engraver,',a ,ikil- 
ful workman, St an embroiderer in blue, 
and purple, and leaflet;,, and fipe twilled 
linen. 24 Ali the gold.pf the work was 
twenty nine talents,,fit ,fpy<jn hundred fit 
thirty /l^ekeIs according to the fiiekels uf 
theiantfluary: all which were given in 
will .offerings. 25 And the filver was an

i&A bckah, tK&^t i?,hajf a fliekel of the

ay And of the hrindred talents of fil- 
vtr, were cart the foCkcts of the farndtu* 
ary, and the fockets for the vail, a talent 
for a focket. 28 And of the thpufand 
reTernhim4red arid feventy five fhekfels, 
Wert Koofis mr.de for the pillars; the 
heads Wert overlaid, and filleted. 29 And 
the brafs occupied was feventy talents, 
two thdufimd and four hundred fhekels. 
30 Of which Vere made fockets for the 
door of the tabfcrn&cle of the congrega¬ 
tion, arid the brazen altar, and the brazen 
gfate, and alt the VefTels of the altar, 31 
And' the fOckels of the court round a. 
bout, and of the court gate, and all the 
pins of the tabernacle. 

XXXIX. The clothes of fcrvice. 

N D of blue, purple and fcirlet, and 
fine twifted linen, were made the 
hbfy garments for Aaron to rtiinifter in 
holy things, as the Eternal commanded 
Mofes; 2 He made the Epbod of gold, blue, 
purple and fcprlet, arid fine double linen. 
3 They beat the gold-into thin plates fit 
cut it into wires to work it'in the blue, 
the purple, and fcarlet and fine duplicat¬ 
ed lined with flcilful work; 

4 They made shoulder pieces for it to 
couple it together,' arid it was clofed by 
its two edges; 5 And the broidered girdle 
of the ephod was of the fame materials 
and the fame colours as the Eternal com¬ 
manded Mofes. 

6 And they fitted together onyx ftones 
inclofed in gold having the names of Che 
twelve tribes engraven with the lapidary’s 
art* likefignets; 7 And he put them in 
.•the shoulders of the ephod for a memori- 
isl of the tribes of IfraeI, as the Eternal 
commanded Mofes. - 
* 8 And he made the breaft-plate, cf 
skilful Work like.that of the epbod; of 
gold, blue, purple and fcarlet, and fine 
fwifted linen. 9 It was a doubled four- ' 
fquare, a fpan JOng and a fpan broad, bc- 
irig doubled ; 10 And they fet in it four 

rows of ftones, the firll contained a ruby, 
a-topaz and a carbuncle; ir Arid the 
lecond an emerald, a fapphire and a dia¬ 
mond; 12 And the third a figure an a- 
gate and an airiethift. t3And the fourth, 
a beryl,‘an onyx and a jafper; they were 
endofed in. golden fotkels. * 14 And 
the twelve ftones bad the names of the 
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twelve tribes engraven in them, each ha¬ 
ving the natnedf a tribe engraven in it, 
fikfcthe engraving of a fignet; 15 And 
they iriade upou the breaft-plate chains at 
the ends, to tie it to the ephod ; they were 
twifted work of pure gold. 1 6 And they 
made two fockets of gold, and two gold 
rings, and put thefe in the two fides of the 
ephod. 17 And they put the two twill- 
Gd'chains of gold in the two rings in the 
two fides of the breaft-plate'. r8 Thefe 
were fo fitted to one another, before and 
behind, that they bound the ephdd ami 
breaft-plate together. 19 And they made 
two rings of gold, and put them on the 
twoendsof the breaft-plate, on the edge 
of it which was on the infide of the ephod. 
20 And they made two other golden rings 
and put tbem on the two fides of it, oppo- 
lite the other coupling above the curious 
girdle of the ephod. 21 And they bound 
the breast-plate by its rings unto the 
rings of the ephod With a lace of blue, 
that it might be fixed upon the curious 
girdle of the ephod' fit not be loofedfroin 
it, as the Eternal commanded Mofes. 22 
And he made the robe of the ephod of wo¬ 
ven work, all of blue'* 23 And the hole 
of the rol>e thro* which the head ■ was put 
inputting it on, was in the"*'midst ofit9 
neck, as the collar ofan habergeon with a 
binding about it, that it might not rent. 
24 And they* made'upon the hems of the 
robe pomegranates of blue j Sc. purple; 6c 
lcarlet, 6c fine doubled linen. 25 And they 
made bells of pure gold, and put one be¬ 
tween each two pomegranates upon' the 
hem of the robe all around, 26 To mini¬ 
ster as the Eterlial commanded Mtsfes. 

27 They next made coats of fine linen 
of WoVen work for Aaron and his Doris. 
>28 A mitre of fine linen, and goodly caps 
of fine linen, and linen breeches define 
doubled .linen ; 29 A girdle of fine dou¬ 

bled linen; and blue; and purple and fear- 
let of embroidered work, as the Eternal 
had commanded Mofes. 

30 Finally, they made the plate of the 
holy crown of pure gold, and wrote upon 
it a fuperfeription,'” like to the engraving 
of a fignet, HolineJs to the Eternal. 31 
And thev tied unto it a Jace of blue, to 
fallen it above upon the, mitre, as the E- 
ternal commanded Mofes.

TI»; golden candleftiek, v<ritli its lamps, to 
be let in order, and all its utenfils, with 
the oil for light: 38 And the golden 
altar, and the anointing oil 4 and the in- 
canfc offweet fpices, and the hanging/or 
the door of the tabernacle ; 39 The bra¬ 
zen altar, with its grate of brafs alfo, the 
Haves for carrying it, and all its utenlils, 
the liver and ita foot. 40 The hangings 
of the court and court gate, with their 
pilKrs and fockets, cords and pins, and 
all the vdllls for the fervicc of the taber¬ 
nacle, thsi tent of the congregation; 4 I 
The garments for mmiltering in holy 
things, even the hply garments for Aa¬ 
ron the prieft, and his Tons to minifter in 
the priefts office; 42 /According to all 
that the Eternal commanded Moles, did 
the Ifraclites make all the work. 

43 And Moles looked upon all the 
Work when it w is fin idled, and it was 
done js the Eternal had commanded. And 
Moles bleffed them, 

XL. Ti)c tabernacle anointed. 

A ND the Eternal Jpake to Mofes, 
faying. 2 On the firfl: day of the 
fir ft month limit thou fet up the taber¬ 
nacle or the tent of the congregation. 3 
And tliou (halt put therein the ark of the 
toftimony, and conceal it with the fecund 
vaii hung up before it- / ,#■ 

4 And thou limit bring in the table, &. 
the rhingR that are to be fet in order u-

5 And he fliall kill the 
bullock before the (altar of the) Eternal; 
and the priefts fliall fprinkle the blood 11- 
pon the altar, which is by the door of the 
tabernacle, round, about. 

,6 And he (ball flay the Iiulocauff, and 
cut it to pieces., :rj -And the pritfts fliall 
put fuel, to feed the fire from heaven 11- 
pon the altar, and lay the wood in order 
upon it, to keep it perpetually burning: 
%nd they fliall lay the parts, 6 The head, 
inti the fit, in older on the wood, which 
is on the fire upon the altar. 9 But his 
inwards, aud his legs, fliall they wafii 
with water; am! the prieft (hall bum all 
<jjp the altar, for a buiTit-farrifice, an of¬ 
fering made by fire, of a fweet favour un- 
4b the Eternal. 

to But it his offering for a burnt-facri- 
fice, be cf the flocks, {i.-e. ot the (beep, 
or of the,goats), it flial! be a male with¬ 
out hleini/h. n And the prieft (ball kill 
j^on the north fide of the altar, before 
the Eternal, &. fliall fprinkle the,blood on ' 
the altar:round about. 12 Andjie fliall 
Cut it into pieces, with the head, and then 
/at-—and (hall Jay tbs® in order cn the 


wood, which is on the fire upon the altar. 
13 And he fliall wafli the inwards and the 
legs with water; .and shall take it all, fie 
burn it on the altar, as a burnt-facrifice, 
an offering made by fire, for a fweet fa¬ 
vour unto the Eternal. 

14 But if his offering to the Eternal, 
for a burnt-fac.iilce, be of fowls, they 
shall be turtle doves, or young pigeons. 
15 And the prieft shall bring it unto the 
altar, and wring off its head, and burn it 
upon the altar; its blood being wrung 
out at the fide of fHc altar. 16 And irs 
crop, with its feathers, being pluckt off, 
and caft at the eaft part of the altar, by 
the place of the ushes. 17 And he shall 
cleave it—-its wings remaining on it, but 
it shall not be divided afundcr : a.nd the 
prieft shall burn it on the altar, upon the 
wood that is upon th<e file ; it is a buiiit- 
facrificc, an offering niadc by fire, of a 
fweet favour, to the Eternal; ■ 

II. The meat -offering of four Hu/th oil. 

A M D when any will offer a meat- 
offering to the Eternal; it shall he 
of fine flour, and he shall pour oil upon it, 
and put frapkina rife on it: ‘ 2 And he 
shall bring it to the priefts, and shall raise 
a handful of the flour, with the oil, and 
all the frank inccnfe \ and the prieft shail 
bum this memorial of it on the altar, m 
an offering made by fire, of a fweet favour 
to the Eternal. 3 And the remainder 
shai* be the prieft V; it is a 11,0ft facred 
thing of the fire-offerings’ of the Eter¬ 
nal’s. s • 

! 4 And if any offer a meat-efi’ering, bak¬ 
ed in the oven, it shall be of unleaven¬ 
ed cakes ot fine flour, and mingled with 
oil, or unleavened bi feu its, anointed v/ilb 
oil. 
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5 And if an oblation be a meat-offer¬ 
ing, baVn I’n a pan, it fl/all be of fine 

flour, unleavened, mingled with'oil. 6 

It HialI be divided in pieces, and oil fliall 
be poured upon it; for it is a meat-offer¬ 
ing. 

7 And if an oblation be a meat-offer¬ 
ing, baken in a frying pan, it (hall be of 
fine flower, with oil. B And it fliall be 
brought before the fymhol of the Eter¬ 
nal’s preface ; and the prieft having rc- 
crived it, Avail bring It to the altar. 9 
And he /hall burn a memorial of it upon 
the altar ; it is a fire-offering of a fweet 
favour to the Eternal. 10 And the re¬ 
mainder of it fliall be the prielts’; it is a 
molt tarred thing, of the iire-offcrings of 
the Eternal. 

11 No meat-offering flnll he made 
with leaven ; for ye fliall burn no leaven, 
nor any honey, in any fire-offering to the 
Eternal. 

12 Ye Avail offer the oblation of the 
firft-fruits to the Eternal; but they fhall 
npt be burnt on the altar, for a fweet fa¬ 
vour. 13 Every meat-offering fliall be 
i'eafoned with fait; fait, the fymbol of 
God’s covenant, which doth not fee cor¬ 
ruption, fliall not be a wanting to it—— 
fait fliall accompany every offering. 14 
The meat-offering of firfl-fruits fliall be 
green ears of corn, full, beaten out, and 
dried by the fire. 15 Oil and frankin- 
cenfc fliall be put upon it, for a meat-of¬ 
fering. 1 6 And the prieft ijiAll burn, for 
a memorial of it, a parr of the beaten corn, 
ami ul the oil, with all the frankinccnfe ; 
it is a firc-oflVring to the Eternal. 

III. The fcenec-njfcring of the herd. 

I I a pcace-cllei ing from the herd be fa- 
nifierd, whether it be male or female, 
it fln‘l be perfect before the Eternal, a 
The uf.Lrer (lia.ll lay his hand on the head 
of it, and the prielt fliall kill it at the door 
nf the tabernacle, and he (hall fprinkle 
the blood on the altar round about; 3 
And lie lhall offer all the fat that covers 
/he inwards, and all the fat that is on 
them, in his peace-offering, made by Are 
to the Eternal; 4 And the two kid¬ 
neys, with the fat that is upon .thepi 
by the flanks, and the caul over tlic li¬ 
ver, with the kidneys, 5 Shall lie take 
and burn upon Lire, ^iltar, with the 
l.-urni -faeriiice, upon the wood that is on 
1 he lire; it is a fit e-offering of a fweet 
favour to the Eternal. 6 But if the peace- 
offering unto the Eternal be of the flock, 
a male or Icmalc, it muft be without bie- 
mifli.

Eternal. 15 And the two kidneys, with 
their fat,on the flanks, and the caul above 
the liver, with the kidneys, fliall he 
take, 1 6 And burn them bn the altal'; it 
is the meat of the fire-offerm* ; all the 
fat belongs to the Eternal: 17 It fliall be 
a perpetual ftatnre to all your genera¬ 
tions, in all their habitations, to eat nei¬ 
ther fat nor blood.

A ND the Eternal fpake to Mofes, 
faying, 2 Say to the I’f^elic'es, If 
a perfon lin by; niiltake, or through? igno¬ 
rance, doing, contrary to any of the fcam- 
mands of the Eternal, what flioulid not 
be done ; 3 Or if the anointed prieft fin 
wjth the people, let him bring a young 
bullock without Idemi/h for a lin-offering 
to the Eternal 4 To the door of fhe ta¬ 
bernacle before the Eternal, and lay his 
hand upon its head, and kill it. 5 And 
the annomted prieft fhalj take its"blbod, 
and bring it into the. tabernacle, 6 And 
dip his finger in it, and fprinkle it feven 
times before the vail of the mofl: holy 
place, before the Internal. 7 And "he 
lhall put lome of it upon the horns of Che 
altar of fw’ect incenfe in the public tent, 
before the Eternal, and fliall pour all the 
reft of it at the bottom of the altar Of 
burnt-ottering, at the door of the taber¬ 
nacle. 8 And he fl?all take all the fat pf 
the bullock for the fm-gffering, even what 
covers the inwards, and all that is on 
them ; 9 And the kidneys, with the fat 
on them by the flanks, and the caul a- 
bove,the liver, 16 As it was done in the 
peace-offering; and he (hall burn tlittu 
upon the altar of burnt-offering, rt The 
fkin^ all the flefh, th£ head, the leg3, all 
tii c .inwards, and the dung," 12 Evert all 
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the reft. of the huflock, (hall he carry tfut 
of the camp to'a clean place, Where the 
aflics are laid, and burn it on the wood 
with fire. 

13 And if all the hflembly oflfraelal*. 
lb err through ignorance, in doing what 
fhould not be doiie ti gain ft any of the 
commands of the Eternal, and the guilt 
be ljid from them ; 14 When their fin is 
known, they fliall bring and offer a young 
bullock before the tabernacle. 15 Ann 
the eldcs of thu Congregation (ball lay 
their hands on his head before the Eter¬ 
nal, and he fhall be killed before the ta- 
behiacle. 16 And the high prieft fliall 
bring its. blood'into the tabernacle, 17 
And fliall dip his finger in it, and fprinkle 
it feven times towards the vail before .the 
Eternal. iS And he fliall put fome of 
tlie blood upon the horns of the altar of 
incenfe", before the Eternal in the public 
tent^ and shall pour all the reft at the 
bottom of the altar of burnt-offering, at 
the door of the tabernacle. 19 And he 
shall take all the fat, and burn it-upoti; 
the altar.- 20 And he 1 shall do Vrith this 
bullock as he did with that for a fin-offer¬ 
ing, and shall make atonement for"the 
people, and they shall be forgiven. it 
Ami he shall! carry forth the bullock 
withoiLt.the ramp, and burn it as he did 
thfe other bullock ; it is a fin-offering for 
the aflVmhly. % 

22 When; a ruler hath finned by mif- 
takc in doing, contrary to any of the 
commands of the Eternal, what should 
not be done, being giiilty ; 23 When he 
becomes fen Able of ir, he shall bring a 
male kid without blemish'for his offering,' 
24 And lav his hand on its head; and 
the prieft shall krill it In the place where 
the biirr.t-offerings are killed, before the 
Eternal; it i a fin-offering. 23 And he 
shall take fome of the blood with his fin¬ 
ger, -amt,put-it upoh the horns of the al¬ 
tar of burnt-offering, and pour out the 
reft at the bottom of the altar. 26 And 
he shall burn r. 11 the fat upon the altar, 
as he did that of the facrifice of peace- 
offerings, and shall'make an atonement 
for liis fin, and it shall be forgiven him. 

‘27 And if any; oP the common people 
fin through ignorance, being guilty of do¬ 
ing what should hot be clone againft any 
of the commands of the Eternal ; 28 
When he becomes confcious of his fin, he! 
shall bring a female kid without blemisl^ 
2$ And shall lay his hand on the head oF 
tni,s fin-offering, and the. prieft shall flay 
it in the place of the burnt-offering ; 
3c And shall take forae of the blood with 
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his finger, and put it upon the horns of 
the £ltar of burnl-oflerirtg, and pour out 
the reft at the bottom of the altar, jt 
And he shall take all the fat, as in the 
peace-offerings, and burn it upon the al¬ 
tar, for a fweet favour unto the Eternal; 
and 'the prieft shall make an atonement 
for him, and he shall be forgiven. 

' 32 Or if a lamb be brought for a fin- 
offering, it shall be a female without ble¬ 
mish ; 33 And he shall lay his hand on the 
head of it, and flay it in the place where 
the'' bui nt-offering Is fl.iin. 34 And the 
prieft shall take fome of the bloud with 
hi&finger, and put it on the horns of the 
altar'of burnt-offering, and pour out the 
reft at the bottom of the altar. 35 And 
he shall take all the fat, as in the lamb 
for a peace-offering, and burn it upon the 
altar, as in the Grc-offerings to the Eter¬ 
nal ; and the prieft shall make an-atonc- 
ment for his fin, and it shall be forgiven 
him. 

V. The trefpafs-offerwg for fundry fins. 

A ND if a perfon hear another bluf- 
pheming or curfing, or fee him 
committing any fin, and be adjured, or 
folemnly (failed as a vvitnefs, to atteft 
what be knows, if he convi<£ts not the 
tfanfgreffor, but conceals his crime when 
called as an evidence, he shall be punish¬ 
ed as the tranfgreffot. 

' 2 If-a perfon touch any uncltao thing, 
as the carafe of an uhclean beaft, if it be 
unknown to him at the time, he shall pu¬ 
rify and atone for that uncleannefs, when 
he comes to know he ; i^guilty. 3 Or if 
he touch any uncleannefs of a n an, un¬ 
known to hrnv v. hdn he conies to know 
it, he shaft purify and atone, being guilty. 

4 If a pei fon fw*ear vainly or rashly,in- 
confideratcly or ignorantly, to do evil or 
good, and do it not, when he becomes 
confcious of it, he shall atone, being guil¬ 
ty. 5 Aod wneh he. hath- fo finned he 
shall Contis it, G And ; briog a female 
lamb or kid for his fio-offering to the E- 
, ternal; and the prieft shall make an a- 
tonement fur his trefpafs. 7 But if. be 
cannot.afford a iamb, he shall bring two 
turtfe doves or two young pigtons, the 
one for a fin-offering, and the other for 
a burnt-offering, to the Eternal. 8 He 
shall bring them to the prieft, who shall 
offer the fin-offering firft, having wrung 
oft' its head, hut not divided it afunder. 
9 And he shall fprinkle fome of the blood 
on the fide cf the altar, and the reft he 
shall wring out at the bottom of the ai- 
tar; it is a fin-offering. 10 And lie shall 
offer i!ic fcccntl for a burnt-offering in the 
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itfual manner, and the pricft having made 
atonement for his fin, it shall be forgiven 

him. , . 

u But if he cannot afford two turtle 

doves or two. young pigeons, he shall 
bi mg the tenth pait of an ephah of fine 
flour ; he shall pat neither oil nor frank- 
iticenfc upon it, for it is a fin-ofteiing. 
12 And he shall bring it to the piitft, 
who shall take a handful <Tf it for a me¬ 
morial, and x burn it upon the altar as a 
fin-eflering, in the manner of fiie-offer- 
iii; ?, to the Eternal. 13 And the prieft 
shall make an atonement tor his fui, and 
it shall be forgiven him ; and the re¬ 
mainder shall be the prieft’s, as in the 
meat-offering. 

14 And the Eternal fpake unto IVIofes, 
faying, 15 If a pci'for 1 fin through igno¬ 
rance in the holy things of the Eternal, 
he shall bring a r;.m without blemish, 
whofc value shall be eltiinated by the 
prieft in shekels ot filver, by the shekels 
of the fandtuary- 16 Ami he shall make 
amends for the damage he hath done, or 
lack lie luith made in the holy thing, and 
shall add a tilth part to it, and give it to 
the prieft, who shall make an atonement 
for him, and he shall be forgiven. . 

17 If a pc-rfon fin, doing any thing iff* 
noranlly, contrary to any command of the 
Eternal, yet lie is a delinquent, and bear- 
cth iniquity. 18 Ami lie shall tiring a 
ram without blemish to the prieft, wliofe 
value is to lie ellinutcd as a delinquency- 
ofl’ering; and having made an atonement 
lor his error from ignorance, it shall be 
forgiven him ; 19 It is an offering for ne¬ 
glecting his duty to the Eternal. 

2-3 And the Eternal fpake unto Mofcs, 
laving, 21 If a perfon lin agairift the E- 
tcm.il in lying, by denying to his neigh¬ 
bour what was lent or given him to keep, 
or in fellowship, or in a tiling taken by 
violence, or deceives, or falfely aceufcsjhis 
neighbour j ai Or finds 11 tiling lofi.* and 
lies about it; or fwcars iallely; 23 He 
Mi all rettnre what he took violently, 
w hat he fraudulently got, or what war 
delivered him to keep which was loft, pr 
what he found ; 24 Or whatever he fware 
fabcly about, aod shall add a fifth part, 
and give it to whom it belongs in the 
day of his trcfpafs-cffcring, 25 Which 
shall be a ram without blemish, by the 
prieft’s eftimation, 26 Who shall make 
an atonement before the Eternal; and 
what be hath done amifs shalfbc forgi¬ 
ven him. 


I C U S; -Chap. VI. 

VI. Law of the bur::t and Jin offerings. 
ND the Eternal fpake to Mofes, fay¬ 
ing, 2 Command Aaron and his 
fens concerning the burnt-offering, fay¬ 
ing, This is the law of it, the fire shall be 
burning it upon the altir all night. 3 
And the prieft shall put on his undermolt 
linen garments, and his linen drawer* 
and take up the ashes of the lacriftce, jiud 
put them befide the altar. 4 Then he 
shall put oft' thefe garments, and put qn 
others, and carry forth the ashes without 
the camp to a clean place. 5 The lire 
shall burn continually on the altar ; eve¬ 
ry morning the prieft shall burn wood up¬ 
on it, and lay the burnt-offeiing'in order, 
upon it, and burn thereon the fat of the 
p -ace offerings, and that of others. 6 
The fire shall be maintained conftantly* 
on^the altar. ; 1 

7 The law of the'meat-offering is. 
That Aaron and his fons fhall oftcr it to 
the Eternal before the altar. 8 He fliall 
take a handful of the flour of it with the 
oil and all the frunkinccnfe upon it, and 
burn it upon tjie altar* as a fwtet favour 
fur a memorial to the Eternal. 9 Ami 
the remainder fliall Aaron and his fony 
eat with unleavened bread, in the holy' 
place, in the court of the tabernacle. 10 
It fliall not be baken with leaven ; L it is 
their portion of the lire-oiferirtgis of thf 
Eternal,-being moft holy, as in the fin-of¬ 
fering and the trefpafs-offering. 11 All 
the males of Aaron’s feed fliall eat of it; 
but this is a perpetual ftatute to all your 
generations concerning the fire-oftefings 
of the Eternal—-Every one Audi be holy 
that touchetK'them. 

12 Anq fhe Eternal fpake to Motes,, 
faying, 13 In the day when Aaron, &. his 
foil sure anointed, they fliall offer to tht 
Eternal the tenth part of an ephah of 
fine flour for a perpetual meat-offering; 
the one half In the‘morning, and tlie o- 
other half at night- 14 It fliall be ba£- 
cn in a pan with oil, and offered for i 
fiycct favour to the Eternal. 15 And 
his firft-born who is anointed in his fb.ad 
fliall offer it perpetually to the Eternal ; 
it fliall be. wholly burnt, 16 Every meat- 
offering for the prieft fhall be wholly 
burnt; none of it fhrtU be eaten. . - ' 
17 And the Eternal fpake unto Mo¬ 
fes, laying, 18 Say to Aaron and his fons. 
The , Law of the fin-offering is. That it 
l!i«dl he flain where the bmnt-oflcving is 
ffliin, before the tabernacle ; it Is moll ho¬ 
ly. 19 Tk? prieft that offeteth it for fin 
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shall eat pf it, in thq holy' place, ii> the 
ccprt oF the (abeniaflc. 20 Whatever 
touches the flesh of-it $ha!l be holy; and 
Whcii any of theptppd of it is fprinkled 
oh his garments if MiaH be washed in the 
holy’place.* 2 r The earthen veffel wheft- 
in it is fcdden shall be broken ; but if it 
be fodderiin a brazen pot it shall be fcou- 
fed and rinfed with water. 22 AIL the 
males among the priefts shall eat thereof; 
it is moil holy, 23 No fin - offering 
whereof any of the blood is brought into 
the tabernacle, to make atonement, shall 
be eaten ; it shall be burnt with fire, 
•VII.’ The law of the trejpafs-offeritig. 
J*| 'HE jaw of the offeringTor ncgledl;’ 
J, which is molt holy, is this: It 

shall be flam where the holocaufl is^flain, 
and the blood shall be fprinkled on the 
altar round about. 3 All the fat and 


ferethit, but it shall be an abomination ; 
lie that! doeth it shall bear his iniquity, 
ip The flesh of the facrifice that touch- 
eth any unclean thing shall not be eat¬ 
en,-it shall be burnt; cvciy clean per fun 
may eat of the peace-offering'with the of¬ 
ferer. 20 But if any perfon having an 
uncleannefs eat of the peace-offering, 
which pertains to the Eternal, he shall 
be exterminated from the people. 21 
The perfon that tone he th any unclean 
thing, as the untleanncfs of man, or any 
unclean bead, or any abominable thing, 
and eat the flesh bf peace-offerings which 
pertain to the Eternal* he shall be excom¬ 
municated from the church. 

22 And the Eternal fpake to Mofcs, 
faying, 23 Say to the Ifraelites, Ye fliall 
eat no kind of fat of ox, or of.fficep, or of 
goats. 24 The fat of a beaft that dieth 


the rump, 4 With the kidneys and the 
c 4 ul above the liver, shall be Taken, 5 
4^nd burnt on the altar, for a fire-offering 
to the Eternal., 6 Every male among 
the priefts shall eat of it, but only in the 
holy place, it being molt holy. 7 The 
law for the fin-offering and for the de¬ 
li nquency-ofle ring'(i.e. for neglctt) is. 
That the prieft that makes atonement 
therewith shallhave it. 8 And the prieft 
that uffereth any man’s burnt-offering 
shall Fraye the fkin of It. 9 And all the 
theat-oftering, that is baken in the oven 
ordrefled ipr the frying-pan, or other pan, 
shall be the prieft’s that effereth It. 10 
But every meat-offering mingled with 
oil or dry, all the. foils of Aaron shall have 
divided among them, 

1 r The law of the peace-offerings to 
the Eternal is this ; 12 itffijf-'be offered 

folT^Thankfgiving, there sfr£ll be offered 
with it unleavened cakes mingled with 
pil fried, 13 Befides thp cakes he shall 
offer leavened bread, with the facrifice of 
thankfgiving of his peace-offerings. 14 
And he shall offer a loaf out of the whole 
^ffclation for an heave-offering to the.E- 
teinal^ and it shall be the prieft’s that 
fp;»nkleth the blood of the peace-offer- 
ings. 15 And the flesh of. the facrifice 
of piace-cfferings for thanksgiving shall 
be eaten the .fame, day that it is offered ;, 
none of it shalT be left till the morning. 
16 Bpf if the faerxfipe of his offering be a 
vow, ora voluntary offering, the remain¬ 
der of it may be eaten on the morrow. 17 
But if aijy of the flesh of it yemain till the 
third day, it sliall he bqmt with fire, ffe 
Andiif any of th? flesh of the peace-of¬ 
fering be eaten on the third day, it shall 
noFbe acdepttd, nor profit him that of- 


of itfelf. or of one that is torn with beads, 
may be applied to' any other ufe; ye fliall 
not eat of it. 25 Whoever cats the fat 
of the beads of wjiich firc-ofterings are 
offered to the Eternal, (hall be cut off from 
his people. 

26" TJ Yc fliall eat no kind of blood, 
whether of fowl, or of bead, in all your 
habitations. 27 Whoever eateth any kind 

blood, fliall be cut off from his peo¬ 
ple. 

28 And the EterpaL fpake to Motes, 
faying, 29 Say to .the Ifraelites, Hr that 
offereth the facrifice of his peace-offering 
to the Eternal, fliall bring his oblation pi 
the fir ( c-"offering, with his own hands. 39 
The fat, with the bjeaft ; that this nr.ay 
be waved, for a wavp-offering. before the 
Eternal. 31 And, the prieft fliall burn 
the fat upon the altay; but the bread fliall 
be Aaron’s and his for.s. 32 The right 
flioulder of -your peace-offerings, fliall ye 
give to the pried, for an bea^e-offerirg. 
33 He among the funs of Aarpnf that ef¬ 
fereth the blood of the peacc-offerirg, 
the fat, fliall have the right,, flioulder for 
his part. 34 The Ilraelitcs fliall give the 
wave-bread and the beave-fliciiider ol 
l’their peace-offcringslfco the high pried, 
and the inferior priefts continually. 

35 This became the property of Aa¬ 
ron and his fons, as anointed priefts, pul 
of tfye fire-offerings of the Eternal, from 
the time they were prefented to miniftev 
ip the prieft’s office; 3 6 The Eternal com¬ 
manded the Ifraylitcs to give it them, 
from the dyy of their anointing, by a per- 
petualffatute to.your generation*. 

37 Thefe are the laws of the burnt-of¬ 
fering, of the mcat-offering, of the fin-of¬ 
fering, and of ilie dviiucjuepcy-offering. 
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and of the peace-offering, and of the con- 
fccrations. 38 Which the Eternal com¬ 
manded Mofes at mount £iiiai, when he 
commanded the Ifraelites to offer their 
oblations unto the Internal in the wilder- 
nefs of Sinai. 

VIII. Aaron and his font confc crated. 

N D the Eternal /pake to Mofes, 
faying, 2 Take Aaron, and hit funs 
with him, and the garments, and the r- 
nuinting oil, and a bullock, for the fin-of- 
fering, and two rams, and a br.fket of un¬ 
leavened bread ; 3 And affemble all the 
< .ngregation at the dour of the taber¬ 
nacle. 

4 And Mofes did as the Eternal com¬ 
manded him. 5 And he told all the con¬ 
gregation what the Eternal commanded 
to be done. 

6 And he brought Aaron and his fobs, 
and wafhed them with water/7 And put 
upon him the coat, and girdeJ him with 
the girdle, 8c clothed him vtith the robe, 
and put the ephod upon him, and with its 
curious girdle he girded him, binding it 
to him therewith. 8 And with it the 
breafl-plate was put on, in which was put 
the Urim 8c Thummim. 9 And he put the 
mitre on his head, upon which, on hi's 
lore-front, he put the golden plate, of the 
holy crown ; as the Eternal commanded 
him. 10 And he took the anointing oil, 
and anointed the tabernacle, and all tjiat 
was therein, and cbnfecrated them. 11 
And he fpiinktcd thereof on the altar fe¬ 
ven times, and anointed all its vefiels, 6c 
the laver, and its foot, to confecrate them. 
12 And he pour d of the anointing oil oh 
Aaron’s head, anointing him, to con fee rite 
him. 1 

/3 And Mof * brought Aaron’s funs, 
and put coats upon rhern, and girded them 
with girdles, and put caps on them; as the 
Eternal comtnarule.1 linn. 14 And he 
brought the hullo.-k for the fin-offering; 
and Aaron and hi; funs laid their hands 
on its head. I3 And he flew it, and took 
the blood, and put It on the boros of the 
r.tar round about with 1 us finger, felting 
it apart: and poured the reft of the blood 
at toe bottom of it, confecrating it, to 
atonement upon it. 10 And be took 
*di the fit that was upon the inwards, 8c 
1 he caul above the liver, arid the two kid¬ 
neys, with their lit, and burnt it upon the 
17 lint the bullock, and bis hide, 
h.s flelb, mid bis dung, he burnt witho it 
tnc camp, as the Eternal commanded hi a. 
1 3 And he brought the ram for the bum - 
n ueruig, and Aaron anj his fons laid their 


hands on the head of it; 19 And he killed 
it, and fprinklcd the blood on the altar 
round about 20 And he cut the ram in¬ 
to pieces, and burnt the head, and the 
pieces, and the fat. 31 And he waflied 
the in,wards, and the legs, in water, and 
burnt the whole rarti upon the altar ; it 
was a burnt-facrificc, foi a fweet favour, a 
fire-offering to the Eternal; as he com¬ 
manded Mofes. 

2z And he brought the other ram, for 
confecration, and AarOn and his fons laid 
their hands on its head. 23 And he Ikw 
it, and took forae of its blood, and put it 
upon the top of Aaron’s right ear, and on 
the thumb of his right hand, and on the 
great toe of his right fpot, (devoting 
thefe to divine fervice). 24 And he did 
with his fons in like manner. 25 And he 
took the fat, and the rump, all the fat 
that was upon the inwards, and the caul 
above the liver, and the two kidneys with 
their /at, and the right (boulder; 46 And 
out of the baiket of unleavened bread 
that was before the oracle, he took oiie 
unleavened-ake, <Ec a cake of oiled bread, 
and one wafer, and put them on the fat, 
and on the right .flioulder: 27 And he 
put all on the hands of Aaron &c his fons, 
to wave them for a wave-offering before 
the Eternal. 28 Then Mofes took tKefti 
from off t heir hands, and burnt thetarpii 
the altar with the burnt-offeririg,; thejr 
were con fee rations for a fweet favour, a 
fire-offering to the Eternal. 29 And Mofes 
took the breaft, Sc waved it for & wave-of¬ 
fering before the Eternal: for of tjhe ram 
of confecration it was his part; as the E- 
fernal commanded him. 30 And he took 
of thf anointing oil, and of the blobi], 
which was upon the altar, and fprinkldd 
it upon Aayon, and on hi« garments, and 
upon his fons, 8c on their garments, with 
him, and confect a ted him and them, and 
their garments. 

31 And Mofes laid to Aaron, and to his 
fons, Boil the flefli at the door of the ta¬ 
bernacle; and eat it there with the bread 
that is in the baiket of confecration, v as 
commanded. 3 2 And what remains of the 
flefh, and of liie bread, ye (lull burn. 33 
And ye ilia 11 not go out of the door of th^ 
tabernacle during feven days, until the 
days of your confecration be ended. 34 
As is d,one this day; fo the Eternal hatii 
commanded to do, to make an atonement 
for you. 35 There (ball ye abide even at 
the door of the tabernacle day and night 
feven days, and keep the charge of the E- 
tcrnal, that ye die not : for fo it is cpm- 
manded. 
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$6 So Aajon and ,b\S, funs did all thf^t, 
the Eternal commanded |>y Mofes. . f 
..IX.,, .Aaron's ojfetfygs fot himfelf. 

A ND on the fr)ghy^<lay Moles callejd ■ 
Aaron, andfeis tons, 8t the elderspj^ 
Israel; a And he tidd tp Aaron, Take a 
yopng ca?f for p Go-offering, and a ram for, 
a,burnt-offering, without blemifli, and of¬ 
fer them before the Eternal. 3 And tp. 
the Ifraelites thou /halt fpcak, faying. 
Take, a kid for a (in-offering, and a calf 
and a Iamb, both a,year old, without blc- 
mfOi, for it burnt r offering ;, 4 And alfo a 
bpllock and a ram for peace-offerings to 
fa^rifice before, the Eternal; and a meat- 
offering, mingled witq oil: for to day tire 
Eternal will appear.tp you. 

5 And they brought all that Mofes 
commanded before the tabernacle ; and. 
all the congregation drew near, and Good 
before the Eternal. 4 

6 And Mofes. faiJ, This is what the E-^ 
tpmal ha^h commanded you to do, and. 
the glory of the Eternal, lliall appear to 
7°U* • ^ 

, 7 And Mofes faid ; to Aaror, Go to the 
ajtar and offer thy fin-offering, and tby 
burnt-offering^afid make an atonement 
for thyfelf and the people ; and offer the 
offering of the people, and make an a- 
toupment for them; as ; the Eternal com¬ 
manded. 

• 8 Aaron, therefore, went to the altar. 
Sc fie W the calf of the fin-offering, which 
was for himfelf. e> And his Cons brought 
the blood to him, end he dipt his finger 
in it, and put it on the horns of the altar, 
and poured out the reft at the bottom of 
the altar. 10 But the fat.and the kid¬ 
neys, and the caul above the liver, of the 
i&pffering, he burnt upon the altar; as 
the Eternal commanded Mofes. 11 And 
the flesh and the hid^* he burnt without 
the camp, 12 And he flew the burnt-of¬ 
ferings and his Tons prefented to him the 
blood, which he fprinkled round about 11- 
pon the altar.

ment- covering, or meicyi-fcat, all 
rimes lelt he die ; tor I will appear in 
the bright cloud, upon tJ« (atonement- 
c ipering, or) mercy-teat, which is upon 
the ark. 3 He shall otter a young bul¬ 
lock for a 'tin-offering, and a rain for a 
burnt-offering, when he is about to en¬ 
ter. s 

4 And he shall put on the facrerl linen 
garments, i. e. the coat, the breeches, 
ami the mitre, and shall be girded with 
the linen girdle ; having firlt .washed 
bin if If in water. 5 And he shall take of 
the congregation ot Itrael, two kids for a 
fin-offering, and one ra:n for a burnt-of¬ 
fering. d And he shall offer a bullock for 
a fin-uttering for himiVlf, and make a- 
toncment for himfelf, and his hotife. 7 
And he shall take the two goats, 8c pre¬ 
rent them before the Eternal, at the door 
of the tabernacle. 8 And he shall caft 
lots upon the turn goats; the one lot for 
the Eternal’s oblation, and the other for 
the fr ape-go at. 9 Anri he shall offer the 
goat on which the Eternal's lot fell, for a 
fin-offering. to lint the goat on which 
the fcape-lot fcJI, shall he prefented alive 
before the Eternal, to make atonement; 
he shall remove it into the wildernefs, (fo 
take away their fun into a land of for- 
g etfulncjs , and there become an execra¬ 
tion for them )- 11 And Aaron shall of¬ 
fer the bullock for the fin-offering, which 
is to make atonement loi him fell,and his 
houle. 12 And take n cenferfull of bum* 
mg coals, fconi'off.the brazen altar before 
the Eternal, and his hands full of fwcet 
ineenlc beaten finall, and bring jt within 
the vml. 13 And he shall put the incenfe 
upon the lire in the \cnfei before the E-. 
ternal, that the cloud of incenfe may co¬ 
ver the a tone men t-r ovc ling ; that he be 
not llruck dead by the brightnefs of the 
Divine glory. 14 And he shall take fome 
ot the blood of the bullock, and I pi inkle 
it feven times with his finger beloite the 
atoncment-cuvering, eaft-ward, 

15 Then shall he kill the goat of the 
fin-offering, that is for the people, and 
bring his blood within the vail,St do with 
that blood as he did with the blood of the 
bullock, and fprinkle it upon the niercy- 
ftJt, and before the mercy-feat- 16 And 
he shall propitiate for the holy place, be- 
caufc ot the pollution of the Israelites* 
tranigreffions and fins, whereby they pol¬ 
lute all their holy things; and lie shall do 
the fame for the tabernacle that is among 
th^ni, becauie of their pollution. 17 And 
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there shall be none in the tabernacle, 
when he enters intu the moll holy place 
to make atonement, till he come out, dhd 
mulct atonement for hiinfelf,.Ac his Houfe- 
hohl, and all the congregation. 18 And 
he fhall go out to the altar before the E- 
ternal, and propitiate for it; 8c take fomc 
of the blboa of the bullock, Sc of the goat, 
and put it upon the horns of the altar 
round.about.

27 The Ikin, the flesh, 8c the 
dung, of the bullork, and the goat for the 
fin-offering, whofe blood was brought in¬ 
to the holy place to make atonement, 
fliall be carried out of the camp. Be burnt. 
zS And he that doeth it fliall wash his

29 This shall be a perpetual ordinance 
to you; that on the tenth day of the fe- t 
venth month, ye lhall mourn fin your fins, 
during the palt year; ami neither you, nor 
your ftrangers, shall do any work.

For on that day lhall the piiclt make an 
atonement for you, (it is the grea-t day of 
repentance and atonement yearly), that 
you may be cleanfed from all your fins, 
before the Eternal. 31 It lhall be a great 
fubbath to you, wherein ye fliall afflict 
your fouls far your fi» 9 , every year.

And eveiy anointed confecrated prielt, 
that filcceeds his father in his office, fliall

plaice where he fcifli the fin-offering apd 
the burnt-offering in the holy place ; for 
as the fin-offcrir.g l is the prieft’s, fo is the 
trefpafs-dftering, bring rood holy. 

14 And the pried Hi all take fome of 
the blood of the trefpafs-offering, and pht 
it upon the top of the right ear of him 
that is to be clefcnfed,and upon the thumb 
of his right hand, and upon the great toe 
of his right foot* 15 And the pried (hall 
take fome of the log of oil and pour it in¬ 
to the palm of his own left hand. 16 And 
he (half dip his right finger into it, and 
fprinkle of it with his finger feven times 
before the Eternal. 17 And of the re¬ 
mainder of the oil that is infus hand (hall 
he put upon the top of the right ear of 
him that is to be cleanfed add on the 
thumb of his right hand, and on the great 
toe of his right foot, and on the blood of 
the trefpafs-offering. iS And the reft of 
the oil that is in the prieft’s right-hand 
he (hall pour on the head of him that is 
tube cleanfed, and make atonement for 
him before the Eternal. 19 Add offer 
the fin-offering, and make atonement for 
him that is' to be clfeanfed from his un- 
cjeatmefs, and afterward he (half kill the 
burnt-offering, 20 And fliall offer the 
burnt-offering and the meat-offering up, 
on the altar and make atonement for him, 
21 And he fhall he dean, but if he be 
poor and cannot afford fo much, then he 
shall take one4atnh for a trefpafs-offering 
to be waved to make atonement for him, 
and' one terith deal of, fine flour mingled 
with oil, and A fog of oil, for a meat-of¬ 
fering, 22 And two turtle doves or two 
young pigeons fuch as he is able to get; 
the-ode for a fin-offering add the other a 
burnt-offering; 23 And he (hall bring 

them the eighth day to the prieftunto the 
doorofthe tabernacle for his cleanfing be¬ 
fore the Eternal, 24 And the prieft fliall 
take the lamb of the trefpafs-offering and 
the log of oil and wave them for a wave- 
offering before the Eternal; 25 And kill 
the Iamb of the tiefpafs-offering, and take 
fome of the' blood of it, and pour it up¬ 
on the- top-of' the right ear of him 
that is to be deputed, add -upon the 
thumb of his tight hand, and upon the 
great toe of his right foot. 26 And the 
prieft (hall papr fome of the oil into the s 
palm of his own left hand, 27 And 
fjprinkle with his right ffnger fome of that 
oil feven times before the* Eternal.

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And heshallput of tfreoil thatisinhis hand 
an the top of the right eaj of him that is 
to be cleanfed, and on the thumb of hi* 
right hand, and on the great toe of his 
right foot,,on the place where the blood 
of the trerpafs-offering was put. 29 And 
the reft of the oil that is in his hand he 
(hall put on the head of him that is to 
be cleanfed, to make atonement for him 
before the Eternal. 30 And he fliall of¬ 
fer the one of the turtle doves, or young 
pigeons, 31 Such as he is able to get, 
for a fin-offering, fit, the other for a burnt 
offer in f* with the meat-offering ; and he 
(hall make atonement for,him that is to 
be cleanfed before the Eternal. 

32 This is the law for him that hath 
the plague of the leprofy, and who is not 
able to get. what pertains to his clcatif- 

»ng* 

3.3 t And the Eternal faid to Mofes 
and Aaron, 34When ye are come into the 
land of Caiiaan Which I give you to pof- 
fefs, and I bring the plague of the lepm- 
fy into a houfe, 35 The owner ©f the 
houfe fhall come and tell the priefts that 
the plague of the leprofy appears to hint- 
to be in the houfe. 

3<f Then the pried shall command to 
empty the houfe before he come in to fee 
the plague, that all which is in the houfe 
be not made unclean ; but what can be 
purified may be removed. 

37 And when he enters into the houfe 
and examines it, if the plague he in the 
walls of the Hou fe, with hollow drakes 
greenish or redish, .deeper than the fur-

40 Then the piipft shall command to 
take away the (tones in. which the plague 
is, and caft them into an unclean place 
without the city.

43 And if the plague break out in tho 
houfe again, 44 And fpread r it is a 
corroding leprofy in the honfe : the prieft 
fliall pronounce it unclean, 45 And (hall 
break it down; and all the materials of 
it fliall be carried out of the city to an un-; 
clean place. ■ ' - 

4<f Moreover, that goes into the 
houfe all the time that it i$ ihut up (haU 
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put on the linen clothes, the holy gar¬ 
ments, and make the atonement. 33 And 
he (hall propitiate for the tabernacle, fit 
the fanftuary, and the altar, and for tHc 
prieft, and for all the pi pp'c. 

3.j This shall be a perpetual ftatote un- 
you, to make an atonement for all the fine 
of the people of ifrael, once a vear.

lamficc, 9 And bring it not to the door of 
the tabernacle to offer it to the Eternal, 
he shall be exterminated from his people! 

if. IO r A,1(l amon £ you, whether an 
mr 'te or a ltranger, eat any blood, my 
wrnth s.jall wax hot againft that man, fit 
cut hun off from among his people, n 
f 0t the life , s i n t | lc blood, and j haye 
appointed it to make atonement for your 
ives; tor it is by blood that atonement 
ls ,or foul, (Heb. ix. 22.). 

11 I here I ore have I laid to the IfracU 
ites. None of you, nor any Hunger that 
lujotirns among you shall eat blood. 

And every man among yoU| whether an 
Iiraelite ora (Danger, rhat hunteth or 
catcheth any bead or fowl that may be 
wtC1 ’’ shii11 out the blood thereof, 


and cover It with duft. 14 For the life 
of every creature is in the blood. Whoe¬ 
ver eats it shall be cut off, 

15 Yc shall net eat that which dieth 
of Itfclf, or is torn of beads, becaufe the 
blood is in it.

20 Thou shalt not approach thy neigh¬ 
bour’s wife. 

21 Thou shalt not let any of thy child? 
len paf$ thro’ the fire for idolatry to Mo¬ 
loch, nor profane the name of the Eternal - 
thy God. 

22 Thou shalt not have .connection wkh 
mankind as with woman-kind; it is an a- 
bomlnation. 23 Nor fiia.il either man or 
vVbman have iuch connection with beattp; 
it is coofuflon. 

24 defile not yourfelves by any fuch 
pollutions as the nations which I caft out 
be!or you, becaufe they have done lo,. 
23 And defiled rnyland,' l'o that it loathes 
and vooiits out its inhabitants; there- 
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tyre do I punish thfflpi, for their iniquity. 

26 But ye sbalV tyiep my ftatutes,a"nd 
obfervemy ordinaucea ; that neither ypu 
ngryour fttauujetsttjgfcfu journ among you, 
do any fuch abominations, 27 Turtteftle 
the land as hz> been done before' you, 
w That it vomft cot you out n Ifo. 29 
For whoever do filch abominations shall 
be cut.off. 30 From , ail fuch'cuftoms 
shall.ye abftain, and not defile yourfelvcs;

A NI> the Eternal laid to 'Vlofts, Tell 
the prietts, the Ions of Varqn, that 
none of’them (hall defile tl.^r.i [elves for 
the dead, that are not nearly related to 
them, by touching or burying them, and

7 And 
when the fun’s light is gone, he fliall be¬ 
come clean, and fliall afterward eat of the 
facred things, becaufe it is his food.

43 Tl)0u mayft alfo purchafe the 
children of the ftrangers that • fojourn 
with thee, and the pofterity that they 
have in thy land, for bond men ; if they. 
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chufe rallier to be fuch, than to renounce 
Idolatry, and worth ip the Eternal, or de¬ 
part ffokn hi$ 1 ‘arid. 46 They-fliall be 
bond men for you, and your children— 
but with your brethren, that are of your 
race, of Worlhip ybur God, it fliall not be 
fo; ye fliall not rule with feverrty. 

47 If a fojourner or a ftranger become 
rich amohg you, and thy brother become 
poor befide him, and fell himfelf to him 
or to his pofterity, 4® He be re¬ 
deemed by one of his brethren ; 49 A9 

his unile, or his uncle's fon, or any that 
is nearly related; or if he be able, lie 
may redeem himfelf. 50 And he fliall 
reckon with.him that bought him, from 
the year that he fold himfelf to him unto 
the year of Jubilee; and the price of thy 
redemption fliall be accordingly—it fliall 
be reckoned according to the time of an 
hired fervant. 51 According to the num¬ 
ber of years- until the Jubilee, flfall he 
give back of the money, for which he 
was bought. 52 It fliall be proportioned 
to the number of the years. 53 As a 
yearly hired fervant fliall he be with 
him : thou flialt not fuffer any to rule 
with cruelty before thee. 1 54 If an If- 
raclite be not redeemed till the Jubilee, 
he, and his childreri, fliall'then be free: 
55 For the Ifraelites are my fervants, 
whom I redeemed from Egypt; faith the 
Eternal, your Gocl. 

XX VT Of idolatry , religioufnefs , &c. 

E fliall make no ftatucs, nor a gra¬ 
ven image, nor inclole a Handing 
image in a wall, nor fet up an image oF 
figured ftone in your land, tp bow down 
to them; for I the Eternal am your God, 
2 Therefore shall ye kedp my Sabbaths 
and reverence mine ordinances, faith the 
Eternal. 3 If ye walk according to my 
laws, and keep my commands, to do them, 
4 Then I ,will give you the formei and 
latter rain in their due feafons, (to make 
the feed fpring up and fill the car ) ; and 
the land fliall yield her increafe, and the 
trees of the field fliall produce their fruits 
'5 And your threlhing fliall continue to 
the vintage, and it fliallcor.tinue until feed 
time, &. ye shall have abundance of provi- 
lion, and dwell in your land fafely. 6 For I 
will give peace in the land : when ye ly 
down none shall make you afraid; the 
fworef shall not pafs thro 1 your land ; and 
I will free it from evil beafts. 7 And 
ypur enemies shall ftee before you and 
falL S A very feyv of you shall chafe a 
hundred, and a hundred of you shall put 
ten thoufand to flight: 9 for 1 will have re- 
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gard unto you, and make you incrcafe and 
multiply ; and I will establish my coye- 
naut with you. 10 And ye shall eat of 
the old flore, until the new come to oc¬ 
cupy its place, ii And I will place my 
tabernacle among you, and will delight 
in von ; nl will dwell among you, fit 
will be vouv God, and ye shall be ray peo¬ 
ple. 13 I atn the Eternal your God, who 
redeemed you from Egyptian bondage, 
that ye should not be bondmen. I have 
bioken the bands of your yoke, and made 
you walk upright. 

14 But if ye will nut hearken unto my 
voice and do 4II my commands, 15 But 
difregard my ftatute% and abhor my righ¬ 
teous judgments, and break my covenant, 
16 l will bring upon you terror and con- 
rump t ion; and the burning fever, that 
shall cunfume thine eyes, and caufe for- 
row of heart; and ye shall fow your feed 
in vain, for your enemies shall eat the 
fruit of it. 1.7 And I will turn my face 
away from you, and yc shall fall before 
your enemies; they that hate you shall 
reign over you. and ye shall flee for fear 
when none purfueth. 

18 And if all this do not make you o- 
b?y my words, I will punish you feven 
times more for your fins. 19 And I will 
iring down the pride of your pomp, and 
>vill make the heaven as iron over you, 
md the earth as brals. 20 And ye shall 
pend your flrength in vain, for your land 
hall not yield her increafe, nor shalf the 
fees thereof yield their fruits. 11 But 
f yc will yet walk contrary to my law, 6c 
vill not hearken to my 4 wo» J, 1 will bring 
r'et it-ven times more plagues upon you 
ireording to your fms. 22 1 will alfo lend 
vild lie alts finong you, which shall de- 
mu ryuur children and dellroy your cattle, 
ill.I make you lew in nuuibci, and render 
'Cur highways dtiolale. 43 But if ye 
v:ll not be rdurmed by all thele things 
mt It ill walk contrary to my law, 14 
Llien u ill I a!fo walk contrary to you, fit, 
lunish y^u yet feven times more for your 
ins, 23 And will fend tli“ fword unto 
ou, winch vrill avenge the quarrel of my 
oven,mt. 

26 And when I have broken the ftaflf 
>f youi bread, ten women .shall bake 
ufir bread in one oven, and shall leturn 
f to you by weight, and ye shall not be 
at i>lb*d with CLth'.g. 

27 And ii jEui.l not for ail”this hear- 

.. n to my wonb, .ml will walk contrary 
o me ; 28! iu'ii 1 will pour out tny fu- 

> n l*» you, a v.d v/illjjunjsh-jou.ycf fe¬ 


ven time* more for your fins. 29 And 
ye shall eat the flesh of your fens apd 
your daughters. 30 Aqd I will de¬ 
fray your high places, and break down 
your images and call your carcafes upon 
your idols; and I will abhor you. 31 
And I will lay your cities wafte, and 
make your fan£hiaries defolate, and will 
not accept the favour gf your fweetodors. 
32 And I will Jay your land defolate, and 
your enemies who shall dwell therein 
shall be aftonished at it; 33 And I will 
fcattcr you among the heathen, and will 
draw out the fword after you. 

34 Then shall the. land enjoy her fab- 
baths, when it lies defolate, and ye are in 
jour enemy’s country then shall it reft 
from wickednefs ; 35 Becaufe it did not 

reft in the fabbath* when ye d welt there¬ 
in. 3 6 t will fend a fearfulnefs into the 
hearts of them that are left alive of you 
in the lands of their enemies, 4nd the 
found of the shakirg Of the leafs fliall 
chafe them; and they shall flee as 
from the fword, and f ;II when none pur¬ 
fueth. 37 Yea, they shall fall upon one 
another, as before the lword, when none 
purfueth ; ye shall have no power to ftand 
before your enemies. 38 And ye shall 
perish among the heathen, and be devour¬ 
ed in the land of your enemies ; 39 And 

fuch as are l^eft oi you shall pine away by 
their iniquities in the land ofyqurenemies, 
and by the iniquities of. their father*, 
(whofe example and conduct they have 
followed and approved'). 

40 But if they idia'l confefs their ini¬ 
quities, and lament the iniquity and 
tranfgreflions of their fathers againft me, 
in walking contrary to me, 41 And that 
I have therefore heen agci. lt them and 
brought them inro the land of their ene- 
thics; if their unc ire omci le# heart she then 
humbled, and they acknowledge that 
they are punifhed for their iniquities. 
42 Then will I remember my cove¬ 
nant with Jacob, Ifaac, and 'Abraham, fit 
bring them back to their own land. 43 
Wh ich was left without them,-and en¬ 
joyed her (abbaths, wliilft. she lay defo¬ 
late ; hecaufe they rejeiflrd my judg¬ 
ments, and difregarded my ftntuUi. 44 
If,they shall acknowledge the punish¬ 
ment of their iniquity, when they are in 
the,land of their enejnie/, I will not yet 
call them away, nor. abhdr them, fo a*to 
defiioj thutn utterly, and break my co¬ 
venant with them; for I, the Internal, am 
tEeif God. 45 But in their behalf I will 
remember the covenant with their ancef-

tors, whom I delivered from Egypt, in 
the fight of tbe Heathen, that I might 
be their God; faitfythe Eternal. 

46 Theft are the ltuls, and ftatutesYte 
judgments, (from ». to this place)* 
which the Eternal made beweCn him fit 
the Kraelites, at mount Sinai, by the mi- 
liiffcration of Mofei. 

XXVII. Concerning fonvs. 

N 1 J)-the J^ternal fttid to Moles, a 
Say to the Israelites, When a man 
(hall make a particular vow to-devote 
himfelf perpetually to the lervile offices 
of the tabernacle—as* hewing of wood; or 
drawing of water; the perfijni, pr their 
cattle* or goods, which they have devot¬ 
ed to the Eternal, For whatever purpefe, 
may be exempted by giving a price equi¬ 
valent to. the value of the perfonV ler- 
vice, or the worth of the goods, accord¬ 
ing to the prieft's eftimatioc. 3- Which 
ftiali be fifty fhekels of ‘filvdr, according 
^ to the fbekel of the fanCtuary, for a male 
from twenty years old till fixty, 4 And 
thirty for a female. 5 And if the time 
he from five years till twenty, it Ihall be 
twenty Ihekels for the male, and ten foi 
the female. 6Jf they be from a month, till 
leven years old, that are devoted by their 
parents under a vow,, it Ihall be five Ihe- 
kds for the male, and- three for the. fe¬ 
male. 7 But if it be from fixty years old, 
and. upwards, it Ihall be fifteen lliekels for 
the male, and ten for the female., S But 
if Tie be not able to give that, he Ihall 
prefent, himfelf to the prieft, who Ihall va¬ 
lue him according to his ability. 9 And 
if it be a beaft that is devoted, and offer¬ 
ed by a vow to the Eternal ; it is confe- 
crated tp a facred purpofe, and cannot be 
applied to a common ufe, or redeemed ; 
it mult be facrificed. 10 Therefore it 
Ihall not be exchanged, for either a bet¬ 
ter or a worfe: for if it be exchanged for 
another, both Ihall be accounted facred: 
11 And if it Ihall happen to be unclean, 
and ^cannot be .offered in facrifice to the 
Eternal; then it lha|l be prefcnted to the 
prieft. 12 And whether it be good or 
bad, its value Ihall be as he reckons it. r3 
And if it be at all redeemed, a fifth part 
Ihall be added to his cftimation. 

14 And when a h)an (frail confecrate 
fris houfie to be facred to the Eternal; then 
whether it be good or bad, its value fhall 
be according to the prieit’s eftimr.tton. 
15 And if he that devoted it will re¬ 
deem it, he Ihall add a fifth part to the 
prieit’s eftimation of it. 

id And if a man ejevote to the Eter¬ 


nal Tome part of a field which he pof- 
fefles; then it Ihall be cltimated accord¬ 
ing to the feed it requires; a homei of 
barley.fcdd Ihall be valued at fifty lliekels 
of filver. 17 If he confecrate his field 
from the year of Jubilee, according to 
the prieft’s valuation, it shall ftand thus, 
iff But if he do it after the Jubilee, the 
prieft shall eft im ale the money, acaording 
to the years that rerdain unto the next 
Jubilee, fit the rebate from the valuation, 
shall be accordingly. 19 And if it bfe re¬ 
deemed, a fifth part shall be added to th£ 
valuation, flt it shall be certified to him. 

20 But if It was not. devoted by a finjle 
vow, or if the prieft hath fold it to ano¬ 
ther man ; it cannot be redeemed at all. 

21 But when the Jubilee is come, it shall 
be facred to the Eternal, a6 a derated 
field-* and poflefled by the priefts. 

22 And if a man confecrate to the E- 
ternal a field not of his paternal pofleflion, 
but bought by him. 23 Then the prieft 
shall reckon the value of it, until the year 
of Jubilee ; which shall be then given as 
a thing devoted to the Eternal. 24 In the 
year of Jubilee it shall returfi to its fitft 
pcffeffor, of whoiti it was bought. 25 And 
all thy eftimatioins shall be according to 
thS shekels of the fan£hiary, tHat^bein^ 
twenty gerahs. 26 But none can devote 
the fit-filings of beads, becaufe they are 
not his own ; for they are the Eternal's 
already. 27 But the firfrlings of unclean 
beads shall be redeemed according to the 
prieft’s eftimation, and a fifth part more 
Ihall be added.to it;, and if it be not re¬ 
deemed, it Ihall be fold according: to the 
prieft’s eftimation, and the price given to 
the temple fer'ice. 

28 But whatever is devoted more than 
a fimple vow, be it man, or beaft, or field, 
cannot be redeemed ; every thing fo de¬ 
voted is doH facred to the Eternal. 29 
Nothing thus devoted, Ihall be redeemed, 
it fliall lurely die in that Hate. 30 AH 
the tythe of the land, whether of feeds 
fotvn, or of the fruit of trees is facred to 
the Eternal, being derated to him. 31 
If any will redeem amy.thing of tlie tythes 
he iliall add to the value aftfthpart more. 
32 And the tenth part of the production 
of the herd or of the flock is devoted to 
the Eternal. 23 Whether it be good cr 
bad it shall not be changed, lor if it be 
changed, both it and what was changed 
for it Iliall be facred to the Eternal and 
not be redeemed. 

34 Thefe commands the Eternal gave 
to the Ifraeteves by Mufe® at mount Sinai. 
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The Fourth Book of Moses, called NUMBERS.

IP Eternal fpake to Mofts, in the 
wildcrneTs of Sinai, in the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, on the firfl day 
of the fecond month, of the fecond year,

5 Thefe are the names of the men 
that shall aflift you: Of the tribe of Reu- 
ben j Elizyr the fon of Shedeuf. tf Of 
Simeon; Shchimiel the fon of Znrishad* 
dai. 7 Of Judah ; Nahshon the fon of 
Apiminadab. 8 OflfTuchar; N^thatpcl 
the fon of Zuar. 9 Of Zebulun ; Eliab 
the fon of Helon. 10 Of the offspring of 
Jofeph ; of Ephraim, Elishama the fort of 
Ammihud; of Manaffeh, Gamaliel the 
fon of Pedahanr. 11 Of Benjamin; A- 
bidan the fon of Gideon. 11 Qf Dan ; 
Ahieaer^the fon of Amroishaddui. 13 
Of Asher; Pagiel the fon of Ocrin. 14 
Of Gad ; Eliafaph the fon orDeuel. 15 
Of Naphthali; Ahira the fon of Euan. 

1 6 Thefe were the chief the congrega¬ 
tion, princes of their father’s tribes, heads 
oi thoufands in Ifrael. 

17 And Mofes and Aaron took thefe 
me i, whole names arc mentioned. 18 
And they aflerabted all the congregation, 
on the firft day nf the ftcond month, and 
declared their pedigrees, according to 
their families, and their tribes, giving 
the number ot their names, from twenty 
years old and upward, by their poll. 19 
Yfoies caufed them be numbered in the 
wildernefs of Sipai, as thp Eternal com¬ 
manded him. zo And of the paAerity of 
taben, Ifrael’s eideft fon, zi Were 
numbered, ib rty-fin thpufanfd and five 
hundred. . 

2 a 23 Of the pofterity of Simeon,, were 
".umbered, fifty-nine thousand and three 
Kindred,

30 Of the pofterity of Zebulun, 31 
Were numbered fifty-feven thoufand four 
hundred 

31 Of the pofterity af Jofeph, even of 
Ephraim, 33.Were numbered foitythoif- 
fand five hundred. 

34 And of Manafleh, were numbered, 
35 Thirty^two thoufand two hundred. 

36 Of the pofterity of Benjamin, 37 
Were numbered thirty-five thoufand four 
hundred. . 1 

38 Of the pofterity of Dan, ^9 Were 
numbered fiity-tWo thoufand fqVen hun¬

40 Of the pofterity of Aflier, were 
npnjbered forty one thoufand five hun¬ 
dred. 

,41 Of the pofterity of Naphthali, 4a 11 
Were numbered, 43 Fifty-three thoufand 
four hundred. 44 Thefe are they that 
were numbered by Mores and Aaron, fit 
the princes of Ifrael, being twelve men, 
dach one was for his father’s houfe. 45 
Thefe were all in Ifrael, that Were abltf 
tp go forth to war; 4 6 Being fix luipV 
drpil thoufand, and three tboufau'd fit fiVe 
hundred and fifty. 

47 The Levites only were not number¬ 
ed. 48 For the Eternal had faid to Mofe#, 
49 Thou flialt not nnrnber the tribe of 
Levi among the other tribes of Ifrael. 50 
For thou fiialt appoint dwm thp charge 
of the tabernacle, and all that belongs to 
it, to carry and keep it and all its veficls, 
to do the fiery ice of if, fit encamp around 
it. 51 They fliall take it down, when it 
is to be carried forward ; and they fliall 
fet it up, when it is to be pitched: and 
if any that is not of the tribe of Levi ap,- 
proachcth it .bo fliall die. j;z And every? 7 
man of the Ifraelites fliall pitch his tent 
by his own camp, and by his 0^11 £Uh, 
tfard, according to their tribes. 53 But 
the Levites fliall-pitch round the taber¬ 
nacle qftiie teftimanj^'fce keep the choree- 
0l it, .that there bo no wrath'upon tnp ; 
congregation. . . . \ 

54 And. fhe. Ifraefitcs did according

33 But the Levites went not to war, 
and were not numbered among them, as 
the Eternal commanded Mofes. 

34 Thus the Ifraelites did all as the E- 

ternabcommanded Mofes; fo they pitch¬ 
ed by their ftandards, and fo they fet out 
every one by their families after t|ie houfe 
of their fathers.. ,. 

III. The fojis of Aaron , We. 

OSES and. Aaroa were of the tribe 
of Levi. Theft offspring, when the 
Eternal commanded Mofes to number the 
other tribes at mount Sinai, were theft : 

2 Of the fons of Aaron,,the names were 
Nadab and Abihu, Eleazar and Ithamar, 

3 Who were anointed priefts, confecrated 
to minifter in that office. 

4 Nadab and Abihu offered ilrange 
fire on the altar of the Eternal in the wii- 
dernefs of Sinai, and were confuroed 
they had no children: But Eleazar and 
Ithamar miniftered in the prieft's office, 
before Aaron their father. 

.5 And the Eternal lpake to Mofes, 
faying, 6 Bring the tribe of Levi near 
to prefent them before Aaron the prieft, 
that they may aflift him in theffervice of 
the church. 7 ,,And they Jhall keep his 
charge, ferving him in the duties of his 
office, and the charge of y the religious 
fervice of the whole congregation : before 
the tabernacle, tado tho^feLvice of it. S 
Tnhey filial kcep^alL the. utealif* of the ta- 
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bemacle. 9 The (lull be whol- 

It given from among their tribes to Aa¬ 
ron and his fons for this purpofe. io Aa¬ 
ron and his fons are appointed to wait on 
the prieft’s office ; and if any other come 
nigh he fliall be put to death. 

:i And the Eternal fpake to Mofes, 
faying, it I have taken the Levites 
from among the tribes of Ifrael, inftead 
of the firft-born, to minifter in holy 
things. 13 Therefore they are mine; 
(leciiufc the firft-born were mine fince the 
day that l Hived them ; when I fmote all 
the firft-born of the Egypt‘S 1 *, 1 confe- 
< rated and fet apart for myfelf the firft- 
|,orn of both man and beaft, laith the E- 
ternal. 

14 And the Eternal fpake to Mofes in 
the wildcmefs of Sinai, faying, 15 N^im- 
ber every male of the tribe ot Levi, from 
a endnth old 3«d upward. 16 And Mo¬ 
fes did as the Eternal commanded him. 

17 The fons of Levi were Gerthon, 
Kohath, and Merari. 18 The fons of 
Gerlhon, Libni and Shimei. 19 The 
fons of Kohath, Amram anATzhar, He¬ 
bron 8c Uzzid. 20 The fons of Merari, * 
Machli St- Mufiii. 

21 The. families of the Gerflionites 
were the Libnitcs and the Shimeites. 12 
Their ntimber was feven thoufand and 
live hundred. 13 They fliall pitch be¬ 
hind the tabernacle on the weft.

33 The Mahlitcs and the Muflilites 
are the pofterity of Merari. 34 Their 
number was fix thoufand and iv^o hun¬ 
dred.

78 On the twelfth day, Ahirathelon 
of Enan the chief of the tribe of Napb- 
thali, offered, 79 A filver flagon, weighing 
one hundred, fit thirty fliekels, a filver vial, 
of feventy fbekels after the ljhekel of the 
fandluary, both full of fine flour mingled 
with oil, for a meat-offering: 80 A gol¬ 
den fpoon of ton fhfekels, full of incenie : 
Si A young bullock, a cam, a lamb, of a 
year old, for a bumt-offering: 8 a A kid 
far a fin-offering : 83 And for a facrifle* 
©f peace-offerings, two oxen, five rams, 
Efive he-goats, five lambs, of a year old. 

.v. 84 This was the donation by the heads 
oi the tribes -of Ifirael, when the taber¬ 
nacle was anoipted: twelve filver plates, 
twelve filver bowls, twelve golden fpoons: 
Eg Each filver flagon weighing one hun¬ 
ted and thirty fhekels: each vial feven- 
Xy—all the filver veffels weighed two 
Hhoufand and four hundred fliefcels, after 
the shekel of the fan ft u ary. 86 There 
were twelve golden* fpoons; full, of in- 
cenfe, each weighing ten shekels^ after 
‘the shekel of thi'fanftuary : all tfyp gold 
of the fpoons wasrone hundred and twen¬ 
ty shekels. 87 There were twelve bul¬ 
locks, twelve rams, twelve lambs, tof a 
.year old, for a burnt-offering, with their 
meat-offerings, and twelve kids. For a fin- 
offering. $08 There were twenty-four bul¬ 
locks, fix(fy rams, fixty he-goats, fixty 
lambs, of a year old, fbn peace-pfjermgs, 
fx^r the dedication of the altarafter it 
wadianointed. 

89 And when Mefes had entered into 
the tabernacle, to fpeak with God, he 
heard a voice from fhe oracle over the 
■(atonement covering, or) mercy-feat, U- 
pon the ark of the teftimofty; from be¬ 
tween the cherubims, which fpake to 
him.

lit feyen lamps with their flowers, were

* £ The Eternal fpake agaia to, Mo fas, 
faying, 6 Take the Levites from a- 
mong the Ifraelites, and purify them. 
7 In ordey to cleantfe them, thou (halt 
fprinkle water pf purifying uppn them, 
(Nub. xjjx. 9). .And they flialijbave off 
ull the hair, that Is upon theoi; and wash 
their, clothes, and make thcmfelv^S clean. 

0 Then shall they take a young .bul¬ 
lock (for a hqj^ocaujl) with its pieat of¬ 
fering, even fine flour mingled with oil 1 
and another young bullock for*'a (pi-offer- 
ing. 9 And. thetv shaft bring the bpyites 
before the tabernacle and a^emtjlfrall the 
elders of the Ifraelites there; ip. And 
.they shall put their hands on the Levites, 
before the Eternal, n And A^ron shall 
offer the Levittfs as the offering of the If¬ 
raelites for the fervice of the ,EteriSaL 1 a 
And the Levites shall lay their hands on 
t he heads of the bullocks : and thou shalt 
offer the one for a fin-offering and the o- 
ther for a burnt offering to the’Eternal, 
to make atonement for the Levites. 13 
And thou shall fet them before Aaron 
pi)d his fons, as an offeringto the Eternal. 

14 Thusshalt thou feparatetheLevites 
from among the Ifraelites, and they shall 
be mine, faith the Eternal. 

. 15 Arid after they are cleanfed, and of¬ 
fered, they shallcome nigh to do the fer¬ 
vice of the tabernacle, 16 Ifor I have 
chofcnfthem inftead of the firft-born, (fo 
minijler in holy thbigs'), 1 7 Which were 
mine ; fince I fmote thofe ofEgypt, both 
of man and of bead, L confecrated thofe 
of Ifirael for myfclf, 18 And i have ta¬ 
ken the Levites lor thofe of the Ifraelite s, 
19 And have given them as a donation 
to Aaron and his fens to dothe fcrvicc

20 And Mofes and Aaron and all the 
Ifraelites did all that the Eternal com¬ 
manded concerning the Levites, 21 And 
they being purified, and their clothes 
washed, were offered to the Eternal by 
Aaron, Who' mad* atonement for them, 
to cleanfe them. ^2 After which they 
went to do their fervice at tbe tabernacle, 
with the priefts; as the Eternal com¬ 
manded. 

23 And the Eternal fpake again to 
Mofes, faying, 24 The age cd the Levites 
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to wait upon the fcivirc or the taber¬ 
nacle, shall be from twenty-five years old 
and upwards. 25 AfteC-which they shall 
wait no mere upon it: a (5 But shall mi- 
mfter with their brethren, in fceepin*the 
charge of the tabernacle, without floirig 
any more burdtuforoc fervice. 

IX. The pajfo'ver is again comma sided. 
rp*HE Eternal had l^ioken to Mofes, iA 
JL the wildemefe of Sinai, ih the firft 
month of the fecond year after coming 
out of Egypt, faying, 1 Let the Ifraelites 
Iceep the paffovei at the feafon appoint¬ 
ed. 3 In the fourteenth day of this month 
•t 6ven, according to dlf the ftatutes and 
ordinances thereof. 

‘4 And when Mofes told them to keCp 
it; 5 They did fo; ds the Eternal com¬ 
manded. 

6 And certain men who were defiled 
by the dead body of a man, fo that they 
could not keep it on that day, came to 
Mofes and Aaron: 7 And faid, Wherefore 
■re we kept back from offering an offer¬ 
ing to the Eternal alnong the Ifraelites 
at the feafon appointed ? 

I And Mofei faid, Stay, till I hear 
what the Eternal will command concern¬ 
ing you. 

9 And the Eternal fpake to Mofes, fay- 
ing, 10 Say to the Ifraelites, If any be 
qnclean by realon of a dead body, or he 
on a journey at a diftnnCe ; 11 He shall 

keep the paflbverto the Eternal, on the 
fame day of the fecond irionth, with un- 
leavened-bread and bitter herbs. 12 Not 
breaking a bone of it r nor leaving any of 
it until the morning. 

13 But he that is clean, and not On a 
journey, and negledleth to keep it, shall 
he exterminated from his people; he shall 
bear the punishment of his iniquity, be- 
caule he ntglcdled the offering and fer¬ 
vice of the Eternal ift the feafon appoint¬ 
ed. 

14 And if 1 flranger, being a profelyte, 
fjjoui ning among you, will keep the paff- 
ovtr; he shall do it in the fam^, manner 
as the native ifraelites. 

*5 IT -And on the day that the taber¬ 
nacle was reared up, the cloud of glory 
covered the ark of the teffirrtony ; and 
the appearance of fire was over the taber¬ 
nacle, Iroraevening to morning. idAcloud 
always covered it by day, which became 
bright like fire by night. 17 When it 
went up and moved before them, they 
journeyed, following it: and-when it 
itood It ill, they remained in their tents. 

15 Thus, according to the will of the 
liter™!, they journeyed, or refted in their 
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tetofs. Even when It nrfted long, thejy 
' kept the charge of the Eternal Tit their 
tehts: 20 Whether for many days, or 
few ; It Whether the Cloud moved by 
day or bight, they journeyed it Whe¬ 
ther it tvm n day, or a month, or a year, 
that it reftvd on the tabernacle, they a- 
bo<Jjp in their ter.ts.

A N D tne Elernkt fpake to Mofes, 
faying, 2 Caufe two trumpets of 
filver <0 be made, each of a whole piece ; 
to be ufed for aflembiing the people, ; ; fld 
moving the camp to joufrtey; (alio for 
feftivaJs, faciificts, and war). ,3 And 
When they arc bloivh,. all the congrega¬ 
tion fliall affemblc Unto thee, at the door 
of the tabernacle. 4 If but on-.? found, 
only the heads of the tribes shall aiTem- 
ble. 5 When an alarm is founded, the 
eaft part of the canip fliall march. 6 
When it is founded twice, thfc foutii fide 
of the camp fliall take their journey. 7 
When the congregation 1 is to be aflem- 
bled, ye itiall only blbw, but not found ah 
alarm. 8 They fliall be blown by the in¬ 
ferior priefts thro* all generations. 9 When 
ye go to w r ax^ again ft an enemy that op- 
preffeth yOu, intruding upon your land, 
yq fliall fouhd an alarm; and the Eter¬ 
nal, ydur God, will rein Cm be r yon, and 
fave you froit> your enemies, 10 In y6ur 
feftivals alio, and in your foleitin days, 
in the beginning of your months, yo mull 
blow the trumpets over your halocaults, 
and over your peace-offerings, thjf they 
may he for a memorial of you before your 
God : faith the Eternal, your God. 

ti ^ And on the twentieth day of the 
fecond month, of the fecond year After 
their exit from Egypt, the cloud was lift¬ 
ed up from off the tabernacle, 12 And 
removed from the vvildefnefs of Sinai, t« 
the wildernefs of Parao, where it relied ; 
the Ifraelites having followed it. 13 And 
the journey was begun, (according to the 
com in and of the Eternal given to Mofes,) 
14 By the ftandard of the tribe of Jiu 
dah’s camp, in the firlt place, with their 
armies ; over which Naflion, the fon of 
Amminudab, prefided. 15 Nathaniel, the 
fun of Zuar, pteGded over the boll of the 
tribe of llf&char. 16 Eliab, the foil of 
He Ion, prefid cd over the' tribe of Zebu* 
Inn. 17 And the tabernacle being ta¬ 
ken down, was carried by the lens of 
Gerflion, and of Merari. 

18 Elizur, the fon of Shedeur, prefid-* 
ed ever thrhoft of the tribe of R.cuben._ 
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19 And Shclnmiel, the fon of Zurishad- 
<Hii, prefided over th® boft of the tribe <rf 
Simeon. 20 Eliufaph, the fon of Deuel, 
preflHcd over the hqft of the tribe of Gad. 

21 Then went t ho Rohat bites, carry¬ 
ing the fandluary, the molt holy place.of 
the tahcrnacleand the other. Ltfvitcs 
fet up the tabcnacle, againft they ccme. 

22 Elifliama, the fon of Ammilnul,ftre- 
Tided over the hoft of Ephraim, with their 
ilandard. 23 Gamaliel, the fon of Pe- 
daKzur, prefided over the holt of the tribe 
of Mana|Teh. 24 Abidan, the fon of Gi- 
deoni, presided over the hoft of the tribe 
of Benjamin. 

25 The-ftandard of the camp of Dan 
was in the rear of all the reft; over it 
prefided Ahie?er, the fon of Zurifliaddai. 
26 Pagiel; the fon of Orran, prefided o- 
ver the hoft of the .tribe of Asher. 27 
AndAhira, the fon of Enan, prefided o-. 
ver the, hoft of the tribe of Naphthali, (on 
the wings.) 

2S This was the cider in which the If- 
raelites journeyed, with their ftandards 
in their camps, and hofts. 

29 And Mofes Paid to Hobab, the fon 
of Ragucl, the : lyiidianite, his father-in- 
law, We are going to the place which 
the Eternal hath promifed to give us: 
come thou with us, and we will do thee 
good : for the Eternal hath fpoken good 
concerning Ifrael. 30 And he anfvvcred* 

I will not go;>but I will return to my 
country, ar.d my kindred. 31 And be 
faid, Leaye us npt, I pray thee; lor as 
thou knoweft that .we ate to encamp in 
the wildernefs, tb®u may eft be to us in- 
ftcad of eyes, .to guide us. 32 And if 
thou wilt go with us, whatever-good 
the Eternal shall do to us, the fame will 
wfe do to thee. • . 

,33 And they departed from the mount 
(Sinai); of the, .Ettrnal thret: days’ jour¬ 
ney, during which the ark of the cove-r 
nant of the Eternal went before them, to 
fiqcl a retting, place for. them. 34 And 
the cloud of the Eternal was upon them 
by day when they went outcKihe camp, 
(to shade them from the heat). 

35 And when the ark removed, Mofe* 
fa id, A rife, O Eternal,.and let thine ene¬ 
mies he fcattered, and let them that hate 
thee flee before thee. 3d And when it 
retted, he Paid, .Return, O Eternal, to 
the multitudes of IfraeL.

XI. ‘The burning at Tcberah quenehed. - 
ND when the people became dif*. 
cpntented with their condition, andj 
complained of their pilgrimage in the 


wildernefs, and of their provider, tt.ougfi 
fed with bread from heaven, it difplcafcd 
the Eternal, who ktiows all the ways 
of men; and the fiery caft-wind of his 
wrath was kindled among them, and con- 
fumed thofc that were in the utmoft parts 
of the camp, who began the nuirimirinr. a 
Then they cried to Mofcv; who prayed 
to the Eternal; find th® fire w^s quench¬ 
ed. 3 And the name of the place was 
called Teberah ; i. r. Conflagration. 

4 And the mixt multitude, (of Egyp¬ 
tians, Arabians, 61c.) that was among 
them, lulled, for the Egyptian dainties; 
and the Ifraelites alfo wept, faying a- 
gain. Who will give us flesh td cat ? j We 
remember our eating fi.-h abundantly in 
Egypt, and cucumbers, and mellons, and 
leeks, and onions, and garlic: 6 But flow 
our cl(fne is not gratified ; and there is 
nothing for us, bnt this manna. 7 It was 
like coriander-feed in fize, its colour 
white and clear. 8 And the people went 
out, and gathered it, and glouwl ft in 
mills, or beat it in a mcrtJar, and baked 
it in pans, and made cakes ;~the tafte cf 
it was as that of fresh oil, fvvect as ho¬ 
ney. 9 And when the dew fell upon the 
camp in the riight, the manna fell with 
it. 

10 And when Mofes heard the people 
weep in the doors of their tents in each 
family, he was offended ; and the arger of 
the Eternal was much incenfed. n And 
Mofes fard to the Eternal, Why haft thou 
fo afflidlcd thy fi-rvant,as to lay the bur¬ 
den of all this people on me; wherefore 
havji I not obtained thy favour, to be 
free^of this burden. 12 Have I generat¬ 
ed all this- people ? that thou sliouldeft 
fay to me. Conduct them tenderly, as k 
miffing father doth the fucking child in 
his bofom, unto the land, which thou pro- 
mi fedft to their fathers to give them? 13 
Whence can I fupply all this people with 
flefli ? for they weip unto me, for fleth 
to eat. 14 The burden of all this people 
is too hpavy lor me to heat alone. 15 
Let me rather die fpeedily, than find my- 
felf fo wretched ; if I may obtain thy fa¬ 
vour in this refpr< 5 t. 

1 6 And the Eternal faid to. MofeS, Af- 
fcmble feventy of the elders and oveifceis 
ol the people of Ifrael, at the tabernacle, 
to /land there with thee. 17 And Twill 
defeend,and fpebk with thee there; 6c I 
will take a portion dfthy authority, &: fpi- 
rit of government, 6c'confer it on them,; 
fle they fhalf aflift thee in bearing the bur¬ 
den of the peopltj that thou bear it not 
alone. v 9 Ai>d tayHhou 19 tbe people, 
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Prepare yourftlves for to cat flefh to-mor¬ 
row; for the Eternal hath heard your 
weeping, and faying. It was. well with ns 
in Egypt; who will now give us flefh to 
cat ? Therefore the Eterjaal will give 
you flefh, and ye fliall eat, 19 More than 
uuu, or two, or five, or ten, or twenty 
Jays; 20 For ye fliall eat a month, until 
it come out at your uoflrils; becaufe ye 
have defpifed the provifion of the Eter¬ 
nal, who is among you, and have wept

ihc herds he (lain, to fatisfy them > or 
fliall all the fifh of the fca be brought to¬ 
gether, for that purpofe ? 

23 And the Eternal faid to Mofes, Is 
the Eternal's naud fhortened, or weaken¬ 
ed ? thrm (halt fee new whether or not 
my word will lie accomplilhcd. 

24 And Mofes went out, and told the 
people what the Eternal had faid, and 
convened the feventy elders of the people, 
and placed them around the tabernacle, 

25 And the Eternal dele ended in a 
cloud, and fpake to him, and took a por¬ 
tion of the fpiritof authority and Govern¬ 
ment olT Mofes, and conferred- it on the 
(evenly ciders ; and, pofTtfling the fpiri- 
tual gifts, they pruphefied, and the fpirit 
did not ceafe to reft upon them. 

2d And there were two ciders, whofc 
names were enrolled, being Eldad and 
Medad, who went not out to the tabfer- 
n;u lc, but they prophefied in the camp ;

5 l And a wind proceed^ from the.E- 
le.rnal, (j.e. a mighty wind), &. brought 
l it fowls from ihe fea, which fell aronnd 
the camp, and to the diltance of a day’s 
journey from it, in heaps, two cubits 
high. 32 And the people were occupied 
all that day, and all that night, and all 
the next day, in gathering thtfc quails, 
iat low»s)j the Icajt that any ga¬ 


thered was ten homers: and they fpread 
them to dry aiound the camp. 33 Anri 
win HI they were eating, before they had 
done ; the wrath of the Eternal was kin¬ 
dled againft them, and fmottr them with 
a very great plague. 34 And the name 
of the place was called The graves ofluft; 
as they buried the people there that lull¬ 
ed. 

35 And they journeyed from thence, 
to Hazeroth ; and abode there. 

XII. The /edition of Miriam and Aaron* 
OW Miriam and Aaron fpake againft 
Mofes, becaufe he had married a 
Midiamtifh woman, whom they called 
an Ethiopian. 1 And they faid, Hath 
the Eternal fpoken only by* Mofes, and 
not by ns alfo 1 And the Eternaj, hear¬ 
ing it, was difpleafed. 

3 (Now Mofes was the meekeft man 
upon earth.) 

4 And the Eternal fpake fuddenly to 
Mofes, and Aaron, and Miriam, .faying, 
Come forth you three to the tabernacle, 
and they came. 

5 And'the Eternal descended in the 
pillar of the cloud, which flood in the 
door of tfie tabernacle, and called Aaron 
and Miriam, wHo both came forth. 6 
And hr* faid, Hearken to my Words. If 
there be a prophet among ydu, I the E- 
ternal make tnyfelf known to him in a vi- 
fion or in a dream, (peaking to him. 7 
But not fo to my fervant Mofes, who is 
faithful in all the affairs of my church. 8 
For to him I fpeak familiarly, (not in fi¬ 
gures) ami Ihew him apparently the to¬ 
kens of my favour. Wherefore, then, 
were ye not afraid to fpeak again;: my 
fervant Mofes ? 

9 And the nngerof the Eternal be.rig 
kindled againft them, lie depnrteci ?r;m 
them, 10 As the cloud removed from 
the tabernacle; and Miriam became le¬ 
prous, white as fnow, in the fight of Aa¬ 
ron. 

11 And he faid to Mofes, Alas! my 
Lord, I bcleech thee, Let not the punifli- 
inent of this*fin fall upon us, wherein we 
have done fobhfhly. 12 Let her not be 
cut off, &l call'out as an abortion ; for her 
fltflh is half confuined. *■ 

73 And Mofes praved to the Eternal 
to heal her. 14 And he faid to Moles, If 
her father had fpit in her face, as a fi^n 
ot his indignation and contempt for any 
milcondudl, her fliame for it would have 
prevented hcr<ipprOaching hjm for feven 
days ; let her be (hut out of the camp 
ieven days, and then received into it.

’ 30 Afad Cdleb Quieted the tutnilltuous 
murmurs of the’, people before-Mofes; fit 
laid, Let tA go up and poflefs it at once ; 
for w;c are flifficicntly able to overcome 
them. i 

31 jput thofe who went with-him faid. 
The inhabitants are flronger than we. 

' 32 And they gave an ill report of the 
lapfi they had viewed to the Ifraelites, 
faying. It devoure 1 its inhabitants by pel- 
tllentia] difeafes; and all the men we 
-law are of great' flature ; 33 As the gi¬ 

gantic race ofAnakims, in corrparifon ol 
whom we wore as graflioppers. 

XIV. The people mi/nnur at the tttnus. 

A ND all the people cried with a loud 
voice, when they heard the evil 
report of the land and its inhabitants, fit 
wjept that night, and murmured againft 
Mofes fit Aaron, faying. 2 Would to 
God ihjat we had died in Egypt or iu this 
wifdefnefs. ‘3 Why hath the Eternal 
brought us td this land, to fall by the 
fWord, that our yives and children Hiould 
be a prey l 4 Were it not better for us to 
return tb Egypt ? 

5 lTi.enTVIofi-.s SL Aaron fell proftrate 
beio.re all the affembly, befeeching them 
to dcfiH: from thefe prbpofals. 

6 And Jofhua the fon of Nun, and Ca¬ 
leb the fon of Jephunfeh, wlio were of 
thejn that fearthed the land, rent their 
clothes, 7 And {aid to all the p.ilembJy 
of the Ifiaelites, The land thro’ which 
we palled to learch it, is an exceeding 
good land. 8 If we pie ale the Eternal, 
fo that he delight in us, he will bring us 
into this land, and give it us to poflefs. 
If is a land flowing with milk and honey. 
9 Rebel-not againfl the Eternal; but 
fear him only, aod not the inhabitants.of 
the land ; for the Eternal is departed 
frpm them for their wickednefs; they 
are a prey for us, being without defence, 
and the Eternal is with us; fear them 
not. 

io But all the affembly proposed to 
ftor.e them; and the glory of the Eternal 
appeared in the tabernacle before all the 
Ifraelites. 

ri And the Eternal laid to Mofes, 
IIpw long will this people provoke n*e ; 
■ai:d hov/" Jong will it be ere they beLeve 
nte, uotwithftaoding all the wonders I 
"ha+e done for them ? 11 Let me finite 

them with thejieftilcnce, and diliuher t 
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them , and I will make of thee a niuiop 
greater fit mightier thpnthey.. 

13 And MofcsfaidtoyheEtejnah ThftE- 
gyptians, from whom thou dflLveredft this 
p ople with might, will bear it; 14 Ami 
will f|>eak of it to the inhahitanw of this 
lund, who have hrird that tl|Qu the Eter¬ 
nal art among this people, {hewing thy- 
ftrlf familiarly, thy cloud ftanding o^er 
them, and thou going before them, lead* 
ing the way by day in a pillar of clopd, 
fit by night in a pillar of fire. 15 Now, 
if thou kill all this people as one man, 
then the nations which have heard the 
fame of it 16 Will fay, Becaufe.the E- 
ti m.il was not able to bring this people 
into the land which he promifed them, 
therefore he hath flam them in the wil- 
dernefs. 

17 And now, I befeech thfe, Let the 
power of thy patience be great, accord¬ 
ing as thou haft fpoken, faying, 18 The 
Eternal is long-fufTerjng, fit of great mer¬ 
cy: forgiving iniquity fin, and by no 
means clearing the impenitently guilty ; 
vifiting the iniquity of the fathers upon 
the third and fourth generation, tba,t fol¬ 
low tbeir example , and approve tbeir 
conduct. 

19 Pardon, I befeech thee, tpe,iniqui¬ 
ty of this people, according to the great- 
nefs of thy mercy, as thou haft forgiven 
them from Egypt until now. 

ao And the Eternal faid, I have dope 
according to thy defire. 21 But as cer¬ 
tainly as I live, all the land Audi be filled 
with the glory of my power. 22 All 
thafe men who have lean the glory pf 
my miracles in Egypt fit in the yvilder- 
nefs, and have tempted me fo often, and 
have not obeyed my words, 23 Shall 
Itorely not lee the land \yhicb Jpromifed 
to their fathers; none of them that pro¬ 
voked me fliali fte it. 24 But ! will 
bring niy fervants Caleb and Jofliua into 
the land which they have feen, and.tlifir 
feed fliatl polTefs it : bccaufe they, had an¬ 
other fpirit, and have fully obeyed-my 
word.

28 Say unto them; As 1 Jive, 
faith the Eternal, I will do umo you ar- 
: ordjng to your uni 1 muring, 29 All ths>t 
have murmured agp.inft me, from twen¬ 


ty. yean old fle .upward, fha 11 fall in the 
Wildernefs. 30 None that came out of 
Egypt fl|tdl enter into the land that I 
protqifed you, except Caleb the fon of Js* 
phunneh, and Jofhua the fon of Non: 31 
But your little ones, whom ye (aid fhcmLcJ 
be a prey,• will I bring in to pofTefs the 
Und yp have defpifed. 32 And your car¬ 
afes ftiall fall in the wild^rnefs, 33 And 
your children ftiall wander in the wilder- 
nef$ to the end of forty years from your 
exit from Egypt, fuftering the consequen¬ 
ces of your crimes, until.your carcass be 
wafted in the defert. 34 According to 
the number of the days employed in 
fearching the land fhall ye bear your in¬ 
iquities, having rendered my promife 
void by your unbelief, in not fulfilling its 
condition- , 35 This evil people that dif r 
obey my law ft tall die and be confumed 
in this ciefart* I the Eternal have faid it, 
6c will bring it to pafs. 

3<> And the men who brought the 
flanderops report of it, and made the peo¬ 
ple murmur, 37 Died by the plague be¬ 
fore the Eternal. 38 But Calei) and jo¬ 
fliua, who ajfo went to fee the land, died 
not. 

39 And Mofes told the words of the 
Eternal to the people; and th^y mourn¬ 
ed greatly. 

40 Apd they rofe early, and went up 
unto the top of the mountain, faying;, A- 
las, we have finned ; hut we .will go jun¬ 
to the place which the Eternal.hath pro¬ 
mifed to us. 

41 And Mofes faid, Why do-ye now 
tranfgrefs the cqmmapd.pf the Eternal? 
ye Will not profper. 42 Co not up, that 
ye be not fipitten l>y your enemies ; for 
the Eternal is not among you; 43 Tor 
ye ffiall fall by ihf fwprd of the Amaiek- 
ites 6c. the Canaanites: becaufe ye for- 
fook the Eternal, he hath forfakjcn ypu. 

44 But they prefumed to go up.to the 
top of thc)iill, tho’ the ark of the cove¬ 
nant of the Eternal, and Moles, remain¬ 
ed in the camp. 

45 And the Amalekites apd the Ca- 
tuianites who dwelt in the hill, camo 
dp wo, and fiuotc and routed them, even 
to Hormah.

A N D the Eternal fpake to Mpfes, 
faying, % Say to the Ifaujlites.

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the Eternal, aP offering of the herd, 01 of 
the floefr : ' 4 ‘ A rifoit-offering Audi ab- 
ccriribttoy it, A'tenttdp&tt of nn ephahrif 
fine tWfir, mingled the fourth p&rt df 
atrbiti of oil. 5 AflBthe fourth part'of 
afi'hirt of wirit for 1 a-drink-offering, (halt 
tKtfu bring 1 Wfth tlife,1forht-oftering,,oi* ft- 1 
crifice, for one lamb. C Or for a ram, thoU 
/halt prepare for a fheat-ofteiing, two 
tenth- partroftfriephah of fine flour, min-’ 
gfofl with the third part of an hin of oil. 

7 And for a dririk-dffering, thou flialt 
bririg the third (>art of an hin of wifte, for 
a ftveet f *W>ur to the Eternal. S And 
When thou bringeft a bullock for a holo- 
cauft, or for a (kcriRce in performing a 
vdw, or peace-offerings to the Eternal; 

O Thou flialt bring with it thte’e terith- 
pdrts. of an ephah of flour, mingled with 
half an hin of 6il. io And thriii (halt 
Wing, for a dfink-offering an hin o£ wine, 
for a fire-Offerrng, of a fweet favour to* 
the Eternal, it Thus (hall it be done for 
one bullock, or for a ram, or a lamb; or a 
kid, ti In proportion/to the mlmber of 
fire-dfferiDg^. 13 All natives fliall intfiis 
mariner ofer their fiie-offerings for a 
fweet favour to the Eternal. 14 The 
profelyted ft ranger, and your pofterity, 1 
(half do like Wife. 15 There (hall be no 
difference ; 16 As God is no refpedler of 
pbrforis.. 

17 And the Eternal fpake again to 
Mofes, faying, T8 Say to the Ifraelitds, 
When ye are crime into the land whither 
I will bring you, 19 Ye fliall offer an 
heave . coring of the produ« 5 l of the land 
to the Eternal, from tH<* -threlhing floor. 
20 Arid a cake of the firft that ye make. 
2t And your poftdrity fliall continue to 
do likewife. 

11 And if, by rniflake or negle<Sl,- ye 
hare not obfcrved all thefe command- 
merits, which the Eternal hath given bjr 
Mofes; 23 Or ifyriur poflerity fail alfo ; 
24 For fuch error, or failure, with re¬ 
gard tb the Worfliip of God by the con¬ 
gregation, they (hall offer a young bul¬ 
lock as a hurnt-otferfog,^ for a fweet fa¬ 
vour to the Eternal,' with its meat-of¬ 
fering, and drink-offering in the manner 
appointed-, and one kid for a fm-offering. 
.25 And the prieft fliall make aronement 
for ali the congregation's havingserred by 
ignorance, and they Shall be forgiven; 
they fliall bring their fire-offering, With 
their fio-ofiering, for their error through 
ignorance. 2 6 Am] ali the eongregaricn 
of Ifrad, with the (tranger, being a pro- 
felyte, fliall be forgiven their error thro* 
ignorance. 
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• 27 But if an individual flu through ig¬ 
norance, he shall Vio£ a fem a }e goat of 
a^ear old for a fm-uftering. 28 And the 
pneft shall moke atonement for him; St 
lie Shall forgiven. 29 There shall be 
the fame law for fins of ignorance to na¬ 
tive IffaelirtFs and ftrangcr profclytes. 

30 But whoever finneth prefumptu- 
oufly, wilfully provoketh the Eternal, &. 
shall be cut off from his people, (Pfalm 
xix.' 13. Heb. x. 26.) 31 Becaufe he 

hath defpifed the Eternal, and broken his 
commands, the punishment of hi? ini¬ 
quity shall be upon him. 

32 And whilft the Ifraelites were in 
the wildernefs, they found a man gather¬ 
ing (ticks on the fabbath day. 33 And 
they Who found him brought him to Mo¬ 
fes and Aaron, arid all the congregation. 
34 And they put him in ward, till it 
should be declared what should be done 
to him. 

35 And the Eternal faid to Mofes, That 
mAn shall furely be put to death; all the 
congregation shill (tone him without the 
camp. 36 Arid they did as the Eternal 
commanded. 

37 The Eternal fpake again to Mofes, 
foxing, 3S Tell the Ifraelites, and their 
pofterity, to make broad borders to their 
garments, and,“put on them lace of ethe- 
rial blue. 39 On which ye shall inferibe 
the commands of the Eternal; that yc 
may obferve them, to do them; that ye 
may not folloW the'defires of your own 
heart, and of your eyes, after the lufts of 
which ye had gorie a whoring in Egypt : 
40 That ye may' remember, and do all 
my commands; faith your God : and be 
holy, as he is htfly. 41 I, the Eternal, ara 
your God, who delivered you from E- 
gypt, that the Eternal might be your 
God. 

XVI.' The rebellion of Korab. 
ORAH, the fon of Izhar, the fonof 
Krihath, the offspring of Levi, and 
Dathan and Abiram, the Tons of Eliab, 
and On, the fon of Peleth, the offspring 
of Reuben, 2 With two hundred and 
fifty chieftains, notables, and men of re¬

{ jainft Moles, 3 And again ft Aaron; and 
laving cbme together, they fafd to them, 
Why do yc iflume a luperioritv over the 
people of the Eternal ? it is too much for 
you, as all the people are holy; the Eter¬ 
nal is aipong them. 

4 And when Mofes heard it, he fell 
proft’rate on the ground, ("humbly fuppli- 
cating the Eternal to quell the; (edition ). 
5 And he faid to Korah, end all his com- 
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pany, To-morrow the Eternal will shew 
who are holy, and are his; and will caufc 
them he hath chofcn to come,nigh to him. 
6 Lr-t Korah, and all his company, take 
ctnfers, * 7 And put fire therein, and put 
inrenle thereon before the Eternal to-mo'r- 
io'.v; and he whom the Eternal shall 
chufe, shall be holy : it is too mucli tor 
you, yc Lcvites. 

8 And Mofes faid alfo to Korah, Give 
car, I pray you, ye Levites; 9 Seemeth 

it but a little matter to you, that the God 
of Ffnel hath feparated you from (he peo¬ 
ple of Iirael, to bring you ft ear to hirafelf, 
to do the fervice of the tabernacle of the 
internal, and to Hand before the congre¬ 
gation, toininifter unto them? to He 
hath brought thee, Korah, near to him, 
and all thy brethren, the Levites, with 
thee; and feek ye the priefthood alfo? 
it For which caufe thou and all thy 
company are rifen up agaioft the Eter¬ 
nal ; for Aaron look not this uptm him of 
himfelf, that ye should murmur ggainft 
him ; but he was called of God to it. 

12 And Mofes lent for Dathau and A- 
biram ; but they would not come; 13 
And laid, Is it a little.matter, that thou 
haft brought us out of a land that flo'weth 
with milk and honey, to make us die for 
want in the toihleWicfs? muft.rhou alfo be 
allogethcr a ruler bver ns? 14 Moreo¬ 
ver, thou haft not brought us into the 
land that Hows with milk and. honey, to 
give us fields and vineyards for an inheri¬ 
tance: wilt thou blind-folcl thefe meual- 
fo > we will not come to thee. 

15 And Mofes was much difpleafed, 
nml befought the Eternal not to regard 
their oolarion ; and faid, I have not re¬ 
ceived the lipalUft matter from them, 
nor done any injury to any of them. 

16 And he faid to Korah, Come, thou 
and all thy company, and Aaron, to ap¬ 
pear before the Eternal to-morrow, 17 
And let eveiy man of the two hundred Sc. 
hfty\ and Aaion, bring theii cenfers, with 
lucerne thereon, before the Eternal, to¬ 
morrow. 

18 So every one brought his cenfer, 
with fire in them, apd ii.icenfe .therein,

them in a moment. 22 And they Tell 
pro ft rate to the ground, and faid, 0 Al.‘

greg?tion for,the fin of one of them ? 

23 And the Eternal fpake to Mofes, 
faying, 24 Say to all the congregation, 
Depart from ihe tents of Korah, Dathari, 
anil Ahiram. . 

25 And Mnfcs wept unto them, find 
all tJie elders of Ifracl followed him, 3$ 
And he faid to the congregation, I pjay 
you depart from the tents of thefe wick¬ 
ed men, and touch nothirtg they have, left, 
being partakers of their fins ye be confuarr- 
ed with them, 

27 $0 the people on c.yery fide ftpara- 

ted therpfeives From thefe mens habita¬ 
tions. And Dathan and Abiram came 
forth with their families, to the door of 
their tents,and flood therein. , - 

28 And Mofes laid, Hereby fljall yc 
know that tlic Eternal hathcora million- 
ed me to do all thofe things, and that.! 
have not done them of myfelf.; r 29 If 
thefe men die tire natural death that is 
common to all men, and not be .puni(bed 
by a vifible judgment, tbcji the. Eternal, 
hath not fent-me,: 30 But if the.Eternal, 
itiflift a new and particular judgment, bv 
making the earth' open her mouth, aod 
fwallow them up , alive, with all that b$p . 
longs to them, fo that they defcend quicj^ , 
into the pit, the* ye flialK’uderftand that 
they have provoked the Eternal.. 

31 And when he Jbad. made an end, of 
fptaking, the earth was rent undei them, 
32 And opening its devqurinjj mouth, 
(wallowed tjiern tip, with their habita¬ 
tions, and all tliofe that aflociatcd With 
them, ^iid all their goods,- .33 And hav¬ 
ing defeendqd alive into the pit, the earth 
elofed its mouth upoiKtlyem ; fo they pe- 
riflied from among the coagregratiou.

39 And Eleazar the prieft made places* 
cf the brazen cenfers for the brazen al-

hes, that a* I who aJre'ndt of A nr art’s feed, 
being ft rangers, beware of ibrttuig 

near to offer incfiiip before the Eternal, 
& be cut off, like KbAhi and his company, 
‘the Eternal commanded Mofes. 

41 But on-the morrow all the congre¬ 
gation of Ifrael murmured againll Mofes 
And Aaron, faying, Ye have killed the 
people 0/ the Eternal. 42 And being al- 
fpmbied agairift Mofes and Aaron, they 
(aw taberpacle covered with the 
dTotfd, aoft the glgryof the Eternal ap¬ 
peared. 

43 And Mofes an 4 Aaron came before 
Che tabernacle.

A 7 Then the Eternal fpake to Mofes, 
faying, 8 Take the rod, and aflemble the 
pebple, with Aaron thy brother, 6t fpeak 
to the rock, audit fliall give water; fo 
thou fhalt bring water out of it before 
their eyes, for them and their cattle to 
drink. 

9 And Mofes took the rod from before 
the ark, as lie was commanded, ro And he 
and Aaron aflembled the people before 
the rock; &'he faid to them, Hear'now, 
yd rebels, muft we bring you watef oat 
of this rock ? 11 And he fmote the rock 

with the rod twice, and the water came 
out abundantly ; and the people drank, 
and alfo their cattle. * 

12 Theri the Eternal faid to Mofes and 
Aaion, Becaufe ye believed me not, to 
glorify my power and faithfulnefs before 
the Ifraelites, ye fliall not bring them in¬ 
to the land which I have promife<{ them. 
13 This Is the water of ftrife, becaufe of 
the Ifraclitys Contention with Mofes, n- 
gainft the Eternal, and his power, which 
appeared glorious to them. 

14 Then Mofes lent meffengers from 
Kadefli, to the king of Edom, faying, 
Thus faith thy brother Ifrael,Thou know- 
eft all the trouble that hath befallen us : 
15 How that our fathers went down to 
Egypt, and we 0 welt long in it: 8t how 
the Egyptians opprefled our fathers arid 
us. 16 And when we cried to the Eter¬ 
nal, he heard us, and fent an angel, and 
delivered us from it: and now we are in 
Kadefli'a city in. the extremity of'thy 
borders.' 17 Let uspafs, I pray thee, thro’ 
thy country ; we will not go thro’ 1 com 
fields, nor vineyards j neither will we 
drink the water of the wells : we will go 
by the king’s high way, net turning to 
the right hand, nor to the left, until we 
have pa!Ted thy border. 18 But Edom 


afferabled agatnft Mofes and Aaron, 3 
And chided with Mofes, faying. Would 
to God,we had died with our brethren-be- 
' ford the Eternal-(xvi. 31.) 4 Why have 
ye brought the ; affembly of the Eternal 
into the wildemefs, that we and our cat¬ 
tle ftionW die there ? 5 Wherefore have ye 
: brought u$ out of Egypt, into this evil 
■plare, where there is no fowing, nor figs, 
nor vines, nor .pomegranates, neither is 
'there any water to drink. 

6 Then Mofes and Aaron went from 
the prefehce of the affembly, to the door

the ground, imploring" the Divine aid; Aaron, in mount Hoc, on the borders uf 
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the land of Edom, fay' n £i 2 4 Aaron shall 
be gathered to his people; for he shall 
not enter into the land which I have gi¬ 
ven to the Ifraelites, becaufe ye rebelled 
againft my word at the waters of ftrife. 
15 Bring Aaron, and Eleazar his fon, up 
into mount Hor ‘ a6 And put Aaron s 
garments on Eleazar his fon ; and Aaron 
shall die there, and be united to his peo¬ 
ple. 

ay And Mofes did as the Eternal com¬ 
manded ; they afeended mount Ilor, in 
the fight of ail the people. a8 And.Mo¬ 
fes (Iriped Aaron of his garments, and put 
them upon Eleazar his fon; and Aaron 
died- on the top of the mount: and Mofes 
and Eleazar caine down from it. 29 And 
all the Ifraelites mourned for Aaron thir¬ 
ty days. 

XXL The Canaanites deflroyed. • 

ND when king Arad the Canaanite, 
who dwelr fouthward, heard that 
the Ifraelites came by the way wherein 
the fpies had formerly gone, he fought 
againft them, and carried olT fome prey. 
2 And Ifrael vowed a vow to the Eternal, 
faying, if this people he delivered into my 
hand, I will utterly deftroy their (rrfo/o- 
trous') cities. 

3 And the Eternal hearkened to the 
voice of Ifrael, and delivered up thefe (1- 
do tat runs') Canaanites, who were utterly 
deftroyed with their cities; and the 
name of the name of the place was called 
Accurfed. 

4 And they journeyed from mount Her, 
by the way of the weedy fea, to conipafs 
the land of Edom: and the fpirit of the 
people was much difeouraged by the way, 
5 And they murmured againft Mofes; and 
again*! God, faying, Why have ye brought 
us out 0! E£ypt to die in the wildernefs, 
where there is no bread nor water, and 
nnr foul loathetli this light bread ? 

6 And the Eternal lent fiery ferpents 
among the people, who were bitten by 
them, whereby many died. 7 Therefore 
the people came to Mofes, and faid, We 
have finned in fpsaking againft the Eter¬ 
nal and thee ; pray to the Eternal that he 
may take away the ferpents from us, and 
Moles prayed foi the people. 

8 And the Eternal laid to Mofes, Make 
thee a brazen ferpent and put it upon a 
pole ; and whoever is bitten lhall live, if 
they look upon it.. 

y And Mofes made a ferpent of brafs, 
(having the Ukencfs of the fiery Jlaming 
[rrpant s) and put it upon, a pole ; and 
when any who who were bitten by the 
y Icrpents beheld it they lived. 
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10 And\the Ifraelitps jopxneyed, and 
pitched in Oboth. n And they journey¬ 
ed from the nee, and pitched in Ije-abariro 
in the wildernefs oppofite the city of 
Moab, eaftward. 1 2 Aqd lh?y removed 
from thence, and pitched in the valley of 
Zared. 13 From whence they removed 
and pitched oppofite to the brook Arnon, 
which is in the wildernefs : Arnon pro- 
ceedeth out of. the coafts of the Amorites, 
being the boundary of Moab between 
that and the Aniorites. , 14 Wherefore it 
is mentioned in the narration of the wars 
of the pternal, what, he did in the wee¬ 
dy fea, and at the.ljTooks of Arnon, 15 
The ftream thereof which drfeends to the 
habitations of Moab and toucheth at the 
border of it. 16 And from thence they 
went to the place of the well, at which, 
the Eternal faid to Mofes, Gather the 
people together and I will give them wa¬ 
ter.

Ihan, who dwelt at Aftarotn in Edrei. 

5 Mofes thus declared and ^plained 
the lalv, in the land tf Moub, on the eatt 
fide of Jord an.

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16 For yc\kocw hfow,;\ve dwelt in Egypt, i 
and how we. came .through the nations 
by-which we pafledjujy Whpfe abomi¬ 
nations, end u>>U of) wood and ftone, fil. 
vcr.'and gold, ye h#\te fcen, i8 Lcfttheto . 
ftiould ihe among you'man or woman, fa*

XXTHEN all flhefe thing? are come ij-

fixt the boundaries of the people, with a 
view, to the number ’there would he of 
the Ifraelit*5:

to He found him in a- defert land, in 
the wafte howling^ wildernc-is; he led 
him about, and inftrudlcd him ; he kept 
him as the pupil of his eye.

13 He will place him on a high and 
excellent rcgkm.of the earth, that he may 
eat the encreafe of the fields, fit fuck ho- 
nej^out of the rock, and the oil of the o- 
lives among the rocks; 14 Butter of 
beeves, and milk of sheep, with fat of 
lambs, and rams of Bashan’s choice kind ;

20 A-nd he faid, I will hide my face 
from their mifery---I will make their 
eudjde ft fusion, for they are a very fro- 
w afd and faithlefs generation. ,« 

21 They have moved me- to jealoufy, 
with what is no god : they have provok¬ 
ed me to anger with their follies; and I 
will move them to jealoufy’with that 
which is not now my people, (by. mak¬ 
ing the Gentiles the church, Rom. s. 19.) 
I will’ provoke them to anger with what 
is now a fooljsh (;.e. idolatrous) nation. 

For a fire is kindled in mine anger, 
and shall burn unto the loweft hell; it 
shall confume the earth with -her in- 
creafe, and the foundations (of yerrfu- 
lem) on the mountains.

5 No man Hi all be able to ft and before 
thee all the days of thy life ; ns I was 
with Mofes, I will be with thee ; I will 
not fail thee nor forfake thee. 6 Be 
brave ar.d courageous; for thou llialt 
caufe this people to inherit the land 
which I promifed to their fathers to-give 
them. 7 Only be brave, and veiy cou¬ 
rageous; obferve to do according to alb 
the law which Mofes roy feivant com¬ 
manded thee, without going to any ea- 
trr- ne, that thou mnyeft profper in all 
thou doell. S Thou (halt be alwaysmind- 
ful of this law, and meditate thereon 
ihty and night, that thou mayeft obfeive 
to do according to all that is written 
therein ; fur then thou (halt be wife and 
profperouH. 9 I have given thee com¬ 
mandment not to be afraid ; for the eter¬ 
nal thy God is with thee whitherfoever 
thou goeft.

1 } 1 ° the Rcubenites, Gadites, and 
half tribe of Mima lie h, Jofliua faid, 
13 Remember what Mofes the fervant 
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of the Eternal, commanded yo>i, as the 
Eternal your God hath given you reft in 
this land as your portion, 14 Your wives, 
and children and cattle fhall remain in it 
on this fide Jordan ; but all your men of 
valour fhill go over armed before your 
brethren and help them, 15 Until the 
Eternal have given your brethren reft as 
he hath given vou, and they alfo have 
poflefled the land which the Eternal your 
God giveth them, then fhall ye return 
to your pofFeflion which Mofes the fer¬ 
vant of the Eternal gave you on this fide 
Jordan eaftward and cnjgy it, 16 AiuL 
they faid to Joftuia, We will do all that 
thou conimandeft us, dnd go whitherib- 
cver thou fendefl us; 17 We will heark¬ 
en to thee in all things as we did to Mo¬ 
fes ; may the Eternal thy God be with 
thee in all th'.’gs, as he was with hint. 
l8 Whoever obferves not-all that thou 
commandeft him, or rebels agaiqft thee, 
fhall be put to death ; be brave and cou¬ 
rageous.

ND Jofiiua the fon of Nun lent two 
men from Shittini (in the plains of 
Moab, where lie was) to explore the land 
privately, faying, Gp view the land and 
Jericho; and they went and entered in¬ 
to an innkeeper’s houfe named Rahab, 
and lodged there. 

2 And it was told the King of Jericho, 
that men of Ifrael came there that night 
to explore the place. 3 And he lent un¬ 
to Rahab, faying, Bring 1 forth the then 
that are come into thine lioufe,,for they 
are come to- explore all the country. 
4 And flic hid them, and faid, There came 
two men to me, but I knew not whence 
they were.

rites on the weft fide of Jordan, 
and all the kings of the CanaauHes, to¬ 
wards the (we(lern) fea, heard that the 
Eternal had 1 dried up the Waters of Jof- 
dah before tlief, Ifraelites, till they had 
patted'over, their hearts fainted becau/c 
of the Ifraelites, and they left all cou¬

5 Ar.d when the trumpet hath founded 
long, all the people hearinguts found shall 
give a great shout, ar.d the wall of the 
city shall fall, and every man shall go 
flraight forward over it. 

6 And Joshua called the griefts, and 
bade them take up the ark; and let feven 
priefts found feven trumpets of jubilee 
before it. 7 And he bade the people go 
round the city, and the armed men go 
rom.t't the ark. 8 . And ihe people did as 
he bade themand the armed men did 
likewife. 9 And the promiscuous crowd 
followed the ark. ic And Joshua com¬ 
manded theryi neither to shout with their 
voice, nor fpeak, till fuch time as he gave 
them orders. . 

11 And when the priefls had encorn- 
pafled the city once .with* the ark, they 
went into the camp, and lodged there. 
it And Joshua rofe early, and the priefts 
took up the ark of the Eternal, 13 And 
feven priefts, bearing feven. trumpets of 
jubilee, before the ark; went-on, blowing 
them,continually, the armed men going 
before, and the inixt multitude (of feniors, 
females, and children)following. 14 Thus 
they went round it, and retpmed to the 
camp daily, fix days. 15 And on the fe- 
venth day they rofe at the dawning c£ 
the day, and went feven times round the 
city in the fame order. 16 And the fe¬ 
venth time, when the priefts blew with 
the trumpets, Joshua faid, Shout, for the 
Eternal hath given you the city ; 17 And 
the city is devoted to deftrudlion, with 
all that is in it, except Rahab the hoftefs, 
with all that are. in her houfe, becaufe 
she concealed the miflionaries. iS And 
take care to keep yourfelves from what 
is devoted to.deftiudlion, becaufe ft is 3C- 
curfed, left you brings curfe upon your- 
felvts, and the camp of Ifrael, to trouble 
it, 19 But all the lilvcr and gold, and 
veflVls of brafs and i^on, sh ill be brought 
into the treafury of the Eternal, being 
devoted to him. . 


to So when the priefts blew the trum¬ 
pets on ihe feventh day. the people fliuut- 
ed alouil, and the wall fell, fo that the 
people went into the city, every one go- 
ir\g Itraight forward, and took it, ix And 
deflroyed every creature in it, except Ra- 
l:ab the hoftefs, and t'nofe that were in 
lur houfe ; 22 Whom Joshua ordered the 
miflionaries*to bring out and favq, as they 
piomifi d ;o her,. 23 And they did fo', and 
left hei with her kindred, and all that flje 
■had, at the outfide of the camp. 24 And 
having flaiit every creature, they burnt 
the city and all that was the rein, except 
the fiiver and gold, anti brafs and im»n vef- 
fels, which they brought, into the trea¬ 
sury of the houfe of the Eternal 

25 And Rail ah with her kindled, and 
all that fhe had, being faved, continued 
to dwell in Ifratl, bctaule flie concerned 
the miflionaries. 

, 26 And Joshua adjured them.,* 1 that 
time, faying, Whcfocvcr attempt? to re¬ 
build this city is aicurfed ; his el left f<m 
shall die when be lnyeth l» louiHk.tinn, 
and his young,eft when he fcttcih ui: *.i»c 
gates. 27 The Eternal was with Jo hua, 
and his fame lpiend through ail the. hind. 

VII. ‘Ihe Ifrael : lts fmttrn nt Ai. 

B UT one of the IfracJitcs tianfgrcfled 
in the accurfed tiling, even Ai.hun 
U.t fon of Carrn:. of the trine of Tiv.bih : 

p 3 , *' 

and the anger of the. Eternal w^s,kindled 
againft the Ifraclites, till 1 hey pumihed 
him. 

2 And Joflrna fent men from Jericho 
to Ai, which k> be fide Jiethaven, on the 
eaft fide of Bethel, and faid to them, Co 
and view the place. And they did fo. 

3 And they /returned, and faid tq Jo- 
fliua, Let not, >tll the people take the 
trouble of going to A); for there are few 
in it,—let tWo or three thoufand go and 
.finite it. 

4 So about three ihoufand went, but 
they fled before the men of Ai. 5 Who* 
fmote about thirty-fix of them ; having 
chafed them from before the gate, until 
they were routed ^fronting th*m in the 
defeent; therefore the Ifraelites became 
faint-hearted, and unllable as w ater. 

6 Then Jofliua rent, his clothes, and . 
. he with the elders of Ifrael, fed proflrate 
to the earth before the aik of the Eter¬ 
nal, until the even, and put duft on their 
. heads. 7 And -he faifl,..Alas., O Eternal 
God of heajyen-and earth ! why haft thou- 
brought this people over Jordan to de¬ 
liver us to the Amorites 10 deftroy 11s ? 

I wifli we had been content to dwell 04* 
the other fide of Jordan. S O Lord, whetu 
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the Ifraelius Kirn their backs before their 
enemies, whai fliall I fay? 9 For the 
Can. anites, end all the inhabitants of the 
land hear of it, anti I'urround us, 6c 
cui tis off: and what wilt thou do tor the 
honour of thy name ? (i.e. the,credit of 
thy promife.) 

to And the Eternal fa id to Jofhua, A- 
rifi* ; why lit*ft thou thus proftrate ? 11 

III .-el have finned, tranfgrefling my co¬ 
venant anrt command, in taking of the 
accurfed thing, which they have ftolen, 
end iliflVinhled, and put it among their 
own fluff. 12 Therefore they could not 
ft rind before thpir enemies, hut turned 
1 heir barks, becaufe they were acciirfed; 
neither will I be with yon any more, ex¬ 
cept ye Heftroy the accurfed from among 
you. 13 Arife, and have the people fanc¬ 
ied, and fay. Simplify ycurfrlvcs againft 
lu-morrow • for thus faith the Eternal 
the Gud of Ifrael There is an accursed 
thing in the midit of tlice, O Ifrael—^you 
cannot Hand before vour enemies., till ye 
have removed the accurfed thing from a- 
niong you. 14 In the morning ye shall 
approach accoiding to your tribes---and 
the tribe which is taken by lot shall 
luinc, according to their lineage and 
houfebolds, of whom that which is taken 
fliall come man by man. T5 Apd he 
that is taken with the accurfed thing 
shall be burnt,, with all that; he hath; 
btcaufe ho tranfgrcfled the covenant of 
the Eternal, and wrought wickeJnefs in 
Ifrael. 

16 So Joshua refe early, and brought 
TlHci by their tribes -and the tribe of 
Jud.ili was tab n - f 17 And of it the flock 
01 tr.- Zarchites, and of that Zabdi, and 
ul hi* lineage, Achan his grandfon. 18 
And he brought hi* houlehold man by 
nun ; and Achan, the fon of Camd, the 
fun ol Zandi, the fon of Zerah, of the 
trine of Judah, was taken. 

And Joshua laid to Achan, My fon, 
giv. now the glory of his Omnifcience 
to ttier iJer cal the God 61 Ifrael, by con- 
hmug ; £•- tell me what thou haft done, 
conceal . )t. 20 And he replied. In¬ 

deed I have finned ogainfl the Eternal 
the God of br:ul. 21 Seeing among the 
Ipoilsa go >di, Baby Ionifh fcarlct robe, 
and tw,. hundred flickels of diver, and a 
wt-dge of gold, weighing fifty ffcckcls, I 
coveted them, aid hid tiiem in the earth 

m th ’midlt of my tent, and the filver 
under it. 

22 So J'jshun fent mefTen^ers, who rah 
to the it nt, and found it hid there, with 
the Ihver um.r- it. 23 And they brought 


them to Jofhua, and all Ifrael,'and fpiread 
them out before the tabernacle of the E- 
ternal. 

24So Joshua 6c all Ifrael took Achau; 
and the filver, and the garment, and the 
wedge of gold, and his children, and his 
'cattle, and his tent, and all that he had, 
and tonight them to the valley of Arhor, 
(or trouble). 

25 And Joshua faid. Why haft thou 
troubled us ? the Eternal fliall trouble 
thee this day. And all Ifrael ftoned 
him to deafh, and then burnt him. 26 
And laid a great heap of ftoncs noon 
him : fo the Eternal turned from the 
fiercenefs of his anger ; and the place 
retained the na„rae of The valley of 
trouble. 

VIII. God encouragetb JoJbua. 
HEN the Eternal faid. to Jofhua, 
Fear not, nor be dilcouraged ; take 
with thee all the men of war, and go 
tjuickly againft Ai : for I have delivered 
into thy hand the king, and his people, 
and his city, and his land. 2 And thou 
(halt do to Ai and its king, as thou didft 
to Jericho and its king ; except that ye 
fliall take the fpoil and the cattle to 
yourfelves for a prey : lay aq ambulli for 
the city behind it. 

3 .-Jo he and all the men of war pre¬ 
pared lo go quickly againft Ai—and he 
fete cl ed thirty thou land valiant, courage¬ 
ous men, and fent them away by night. 
4 Having commanded them to lie in am- 
bufh behind the city not far from it, and 
to be ready. 5 And he with his atten¬ 
dants would approach the city ; and 
when the citizens came out againft them, 
they would flee. > 6 Then the citizens 
would piirfue, faying, They flee before 
us as at the firft. 7 Then they that lay 
in ambufh fhould feize on the city ; for 
the Eternal, the God of IfraeJ, Would de¬ 
liver it unto their hand; 8 And Jofhua 
commanded them to fet the city on fire, 
as the Eternal commanded him. 

9 The men Joftiua fent lay on the weft 
fide of Ai, between Bethel and it. 

10 And Jofhua rofe early next morn* 
ing, ana numbered the peopte, and went 
with the eideis in fight of Ai. n Ahd 
all the men'of war that were with him; 
came nigh before the city on the north 
fide; there being a valiey between the 
place where they pitched and the city. 

12 And five troufand now lay in ara- 
bufli on the welt tide; between Bethel 6c 
Ai. 13 And when all the ho ft was on 
the north fide, and thbfe that lay in am- 
bull; were on the weft fide of the city ; 
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Jofhua went that night into the midft of 
the valley. 

14 And when the Icing of Ai faw it, 
he* end nil his citizens rofe early* and 
haftened to go out agninft Ifrael I; not 
knowing of the anlbulh behind the< oity. 
*5 And Jortmn with all his attendants 
fled toward the de&rt of Bethavetu ‘ id 
And all the people of Ai, were called, to¬ 
gether, to pUrfue them ; and were thus 
removed from the city. 17 Not a man 
in Ai, or of Bethel, flayed in the city, 
Which they left open. 

18 Then the Eternal fuid to Jofliua, 
Stretch out the fpear in thine hand to* 
ward Ai; fbr I will give it into thine 
hand. And he did fo. 19 Which the 
arahufh having feen, they aroCe quickly, 
and took the city, and fpepdily fet it on' 
fire. 20 And when the pdrfuers looked 
behind them, and faw the fmoke of the 
city, they had flo power to go this way or 
that way: then the Ifraelites turned on 
their purfuers, 21 And flew them, af¬ 
ter feeing that the atabufh had taken the 
city, and fet it on fin?. 22 The arobm/h 
hav’Hfg alfo iflued out of tlie city, attack¬ 
ed them on the Other fide—and being 
thui endured, none eftaped. *3 But they 
brought the king of Ai alive to Jofliua. 

24 And-all ’thfe Iftaeiites returntd to 
Ai, and ftnote ill in it. 25 And all that 
fell that day wefe tvyelve tlioufand. *26 
For Jofliua'ft re tchdd out his hand, till all 
the inhabitants of Ai were deftrdyed. 27 
But the Cattle arid the fpoil they took for 
a prey to therofelves, as the Eternal com¬ 
manded Jofliua.' 2B Who burnt Ai, and 
made it a defclate lieap for ever* 29 
And the. king of Ai tliey hanged on a 
tree, |ill the fun fet; and then raifed a 
great heap of flours on him, at the en¬ 
trance of the city,which remained thereon. 

30 Then Jofliua built an altar to the 
Eternal the God of Ifrael cm mount Ebal, 
31 Of whole Hones, upon which no in¬ 
strument came; as it is commanded in 
the book of the law of the Eternal writ¬ 
ten by Motes; and they offered thereon 
burnt-offerings and peace-offerings. 32 
And he \vrotfe on the Hones a fuizmiary 
of the law before Ifrael. 

33 And all Ifrael, with their elders, 
officers, and judges, flood on each fide of 
the ark, before the priefts and Levites, 
who bare it, the one half of both ft rang¬ 
ers and native Ifraelites, on the fide to¬ 
wards mount Gerizzim, and the other 
half bn the fide towards mount *E- 
bal; as -Mofes the fervant of the E- 
terrtal had command d concerning bil¬ 


ling the people. 34 And'u Iter wards he 
read all the blefftngs and curfes for 0- 
Iredieocg and difobcdicncc, 35 To all 
the people, men,’ women, children* and 
ftrangers. 

IX. The kings combine agdinfl Ifrael. 

W HEN all the kings on the weft of 
Jordan, on the hills and valleys, 
and in all the coaflsof the Mediterranean 
lea, oppofite to Lebanon, heard thereof, 
in*, the Hittite, the Amorite, the Ca- 
naanite, the Perizzite, the Hivite, 4 c the 
Jebufite, 2 They aflerabled jointly to 
attack Ifrael. 

3 And when the inhabitants of Gibe- 
on heard what Jofliua had done to Jericho 
and Ai, 4 They had recourfe to cun¬ 
ning, reprefenting themfelVes as ambafla- 
dors—and having taken old fackson their 
afles, and old rent wine bottles fewed, 3 
And oUf patched flioes on their feet, and 
only dry, mouldy bread for provjfibn. 6 
They went to Joshua at the camp at Gil- 
gal, and faid to him and Ifrael, Wc 'arc 
come from a'country far diftant, to make 
an alliance with you. 

7 And the Ifraelites faid to the Hiv- 
ites. Perhaps ye dwell among us: how 
then shall we make an alliance with 

. . , j. ' 

you ? 

8 And they faid tO Joshua, We are 
thy fervants. And he replied to thefn, 
\Vho are ye ? and from whence came 
ye ? 

9 And they anfwered from, From a 
vetf diftant country, on account of the 
wonderful works of the Eternal thy God, 
to make a covenant with you, and wor¬ 
ship him ; for we have heard the fame 
of all he did in Egypt, 10 And in the 
wildernefs, to the two kings of the A- 
morites, on the eaft fide of Jordan, to 
Sihon king of Heshbon, and Og king of 
Baslran, at Aslitaroth. n Therefore 
our elders, and all the inhabitants of our 
country, direded us to take victuals for 
the journey, and go to meet you, and fay 
we are your fervants, therefore make a 
league witfr us. 12 This bread we took 
hot out of our houfes for pn* ifion when 
we carrfe away, and now it is dry and 
mouldy ; 13 And thefc bottles of wine 
were new, and now they are rent; ami 
thefe our clothes and shoes are become 


old by the very long journey. 

14 And the Ifraelites made a covenant 
with them, without alking counfel of th~ 
Eternal. 15 Thus Joshua tnadc peace 
with them to let them live, and the ei¬ 
ders of the people folemnly bound them 
felvcs to keep the conditions. 
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\C And at-lhc end of three days after all his mighty and courageous men of 
this, they hoard that they were their War: 8 And the Eternal faid to him. Fear 
neighbours; 17 For the Ifraelites came not, for I have delivered them into rhino 
on the third day’s journey to their cities, hand; none of them Diall be able to 
which were Gibeon, and Mephirah, and ftnnd before thee. 9 So Jofliua marched 
Bierotb, and Kirjath-jearim. iB And from Oilgal nil night, and came upon 
ihe fliaelitea fmote them not, becaufe the fhera fuddenly. 10 And the Eternal 


chiefs of the people had folcmnly ratified 
the Alliance in the name of the Eternal 
the God of Ifrael; and al| the people 
murmured again It the chiefs- 19 But 
they replied to them. We cannot touch 
them, bteaufe of our folemn engagement; 
mo Therefore will we let them live, left 
we bring the wrath of heaven upon us. 
ai Dot let them be hewers of wood anil 
drawers of water to all the people. 

22 And Jofliua called them, and fail! 
to them, Why have ye deceived us, fay¬ 
ing, ye came from afar ? 23 Ye are of 

the nations that are accurfed, therefore 
fliall ye be'all bond men, to hew wood 
and draw water for the houfe of my God. 

24 And they replied to Jolhua, Becaufe 
it whs certainly told thy fervants, ioW 
that the Eternal thy God commanded Ids 
fervant Mofes to give you all the land, 
and to deflroy all the inhabitants before 
you ; therefore being fore afraid of our 
Jives, ive did thus. 25 And now we are 
in thine hands, do to us what feemeth 
good and right to thee. 

26 So he faved them from being /lain 
by the people, 27 And made them hew¬ 
ers of wood and diawers of water for the 
people*, and the altar of the Eternal. 


overthrew them before Ilrael at Gibecm, 
and purfued them along the way to Beth- 
horon, Azekah, and Makedah. ti And 
as they were on the defeent to Bethlio- 
ron, fleeing before Ifrael, great hail domes 
were fent by the Eternal from heaven up¬ 
on them at Azekah, which - deftroyeil 
more of them than the Ifraelites did. 

12 Then Joshua faid to the Eternal, in 
the prefencp of Ifrael, on the day that he 
delivered the Amorites to the Ifraelites, 
Let a portion of the fun’s light remain 
on mount Gibcon, and of the moon's on 
the valley of Ajalon. 13 And it was fo, 
till they overthrew their enemies; it is 
written in the book of the people of God, 
that the fun’s light continued about the 
fpace of two days together. 14 There 
was no fuch day before nor fince, that 
the Eternal hearkened in like manner to 
man ; for he fought for Ifrael. 

15 And Jo/hua, with all Ifrael, return¬ 
ed to the enmp at Gilgal. id But thefe 
five kings fled, and hid themfelves in a 
cave at Makkedah. 17 And it was told 
Jofliua. iS And he faid. Roll great 
floncs on the mouth of the cave, and fet 
men there to keep it; 19 But do not you 
ftay, but purfue your enemies, and finite

W HEN Adonizedek king of Jerufa- 
lem, heard that Jolhua had de- 
flruytd Jericho and Ai, with their kings, 
and how the Gibeonites had made peace 
with the Iiraelit'S, and were among 
them, 2 Brea ufe Gibion was greet, and 
like one of the royal cities, being greater 
than Ai, and all the men of it mighty : 
3 Where lore Adonizedek king of Jerufa- 
lom fent to Hoham king of Hebron, and 
Eutam king of Jannuth, anil Japhia king 
ol Lachifli, and Debir king of Eglon, 
4 Come and aflift tnc to finite Gi- 
7 on * hath made peace with Jo- 

Ihna and Ifrael. 5 Therefore the five 

*' 7 ‘ s Uir Amorites, with all their 
attacked Gibeon. 

6 A l the Giheonites fent to Joshua at 
- ,r I J J >ng, Negledt not thy fervants: 
corne f|ni£ kly to help and lave us; for all 
l,iC of the Amorites that dwell in 

the uiuuii tarns are convened againft us. 

7 Jolhua uicriulcd from Cilgal, with 


the hindej-pioft, fuller them not to enter 
into your cities, fbr the Eternal your God 
hath delivered them into your hands. / 

20 And when Jofliua, with the Ifrael- 
ites, had made an end of overthrowing 
them with a very great ovei throw, that 
thofe that remained entered into fenced 
cities. 21 And all the people returned 
to Jofliua, at the camp at Makkedah in 
peace, none giving any trouble to the Il¬ 
rael i tea. 

22 Then faid Jolhua, Open the cave, 
and bring out the five kings to me. 23 
And they did fo 24 Then Jofliua called 
all the men, and faid to the captains, Put 
your !ce\ upon the necks df thefe kings ; 
and they did fo. 25 And Joshua laid to 
them, Fear not nor lx* difmayed, be brave 
and courageous ; for thus flirdi the Eter¬ 
nal do to all your enemies againflt whorh 
ye fight 26 And afterwards Jofliua flew 
them, and hung them up on five trees un¬ 
til the evening; 27 And at fuu-fet he 
commanded t|iem to he taken,down, and 
pul into the cave where they had been 
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hid, and great (tones to be laid on its 
mouth, which (till remain there. 

aB At that time Jofliua took Makke- 
dah r and fmote all therein, and did to its 
king as he did to, the king of Jericho. 

»9 And he went from thence, with ail 
Ifracl, to Libenah, and attacked it, and 
the Eternal delivered it into his hand ; 
and he fmote its king, with all that were 
ther.cin, doing to him as he did unto, the 
king of Jericho. 30 And he went from 
thence, with all Ifrael to Lachilh, and at¬ 
tacked it, 31 And the Eternal delivered 
it into his hand; 31 And on the fecond 
day he took it, and fmote all therein as 
he did in Libenah. 33 Hoi am king of 
Gczer came to aflift Lachifli, but Jofliua 
■fmote him. with all his people. 34 And 
from thence he pa Red. with all Ifrael, to 
Eg Ion, and attacked it, 35 And took it 
at that time, and fmote all theiein as he 
had done in Lachifh* 36 And from 
thence he went, with all Ilrael,.to He¬ 
bron, and attacked it. 37 And they took 
it, and fmote it, with its king, and all the 
principalities thereof, with all that were! 
therein, as they had done in Eglon. . ,38 
And Jofliua went, and all Ifrael, to-De¬ 
bir, and attacked it, 39 And took it, and 
fmote it with .its king, and all the muni¬ 
cipalities thereof, with all that were 
therein, as they had done in Debir. 

: 40. So Jofliua fmote all the mountain¬ 

ous parts, and the vallies, and the defert, 
and the fruitful places, with their 'kings, 
and all that were therein, as the Eternal 
the God of Ifrael commanded. 41 From 
Kadefb-batnea even to Gaza, and all the 
country of Gofhen (in Canaan-) even un¬ 
to Gibeon. 42 Jofliua took all thefe 
kings and their land at one expedition, 
becaufc the Eternal the God of Ifrael 
fought for Ifrael. 43 Then Jofliua re¬ 
turned, with all Ifrael, to the camp at 
Gilgal. 

XI* Divers kings and cities taken . 
HEN Jnbin king of Hazor heard 
of the foregoing exploits, he fent 
to Jobab king of Madon, and to the kings 
of Shiraron and of Achfhaph. 2 And to 
thofe that were in the hill country north¬ 
ward, ( about Lebanon , Hermon , Giiboa t 
and to thofe in the plains of Cin- 
neroth fouthward, ami in the valley, and 
in the regions of Dor w r eftward, toward 
the MediteiTancn fea, 3 And to the Ca- 
naanites of the eaft and weft, nearjor- 
..dan and the Mediterranean fea y and to 
•the Amorite, and the Hiune, and the 
Perizzite, and the Jebuflte of the moun¬ 
tains ; and to the Hivites under Hermon, 
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in the land of Mizpeh. 4 And they 
went out with all their hbrts, being an 
exceeding great multitude, with very 
many horfes and Chariots. 5 And when 
all thefe kings had a (Tern hied by appoint¬ 
ment, they pitched at the waters of Me- 
rom to attack Ifrael. 

6 Then the Eternal faid to Jofluin, Be 
not afraid of them, for to.morrow about 
this time, I will deliver them all into 
thine hand, fo that they (hall be flain Viy 
Ifiael ; thou (halt hough their hoiff-s, 
that they be no more Jit fir war, and 
burn their chariots. 7 So Jofliua and all 
his men of war came upon them fudden- 
ly at the waters of Merom, and attacked 
them ; 8 And the Eternal delivered them 
into the hand of Ifracl, w r ho fmote them, 
and pursued them to Great Zulon, and to 
Mizrephothmaim, and to the valley of 
Mizpeh eaftward, and routed them whol¬ 
ly. 9 And Joshua did as the ^Eternal 
commanded him. 

10 Then Joshua returned and took 
Hazor, and fmote its king; it was for¬ 
merly the head of all thofe kingdoms. 

11 He fmote all that were in it, and burnt 
it. 12 All thofe kings, with their cities, 
lie fmote, as Mofes the fervant of the 
Eternal had faid. 13 But they burred 
none of the fortified cities that were on 
hills,, except Hazor; 14 They fmote all 
the men of tlrem, and took the cattle 
and all the fpoil of them for a prey. 
15 As the Eternal commanded Mofes his 
fervant fo did he command Joshua, and 
fo did Joshua ; he left nothing undone of 
all that the Eternal commanded Mofes. 

.16 So Joshua took all that land, the 
hihs and the vallies. all the fouth coun¬ 
try, and all the land of Goshen and the 
plain, the mountain and the valley of If- 
fael, where Jaroit dwelt y T7 From mount 
Habak, which extends to Seir, even unto 
Balgad, in the valley of Lebanon, under 
mount Hcrmoft, and he fmote all their 
kings. 18 Having warred a long time, even 
feven years t with all thofe kings, 19 And 
taken all their cities, except Gibeon, the 
Hivites, whofe inhabitants made peso e 
with Ifrael: 20 For the Htcinal aban¬ 
doned the reft to the hard nets of their 
hearts to fight againft Ifrael, and to be 
utterly deftroyed, having no favour shewn 
them, as the Eternal commanded Moles. 
21 At that time Joshua cut off the Ana- 
kirns, with their cities, from the moun¬ 
tains, from Hebron, and Debir, and Anab, 
and all the mountain* of Judah and ot 
Ifiae); 22 None of them remained in the 
land of tire Il’raelites, except in Gaza, in 
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Gath, and i!l Ashdod. 23 So Joshua 
took all the lanJ which he attacked ac¬ 
cording to all that the Eternal laid to 
Mofes, and pave it for an inheritance to 
Jfiacl, according to the divifion 9 of their 
tribes': and the land retted from war.

kings on the eaft fide of Jordan, 
JL whom the lira elites finote, and 
whofe land they pofcfled, from the river 
A1 non to mount Hermon, and all the 
plain on the ea/t fide, 2 Were Sibon king 
of the Amorites, who dwelt in Heshbon, 
ruling Aroer on the banks of Arnon, and 
fiomtlie middle of the torrent, and of 
m.jimt Gilead unto the river Jabbock, 
which is the border of the Ammonites; 

3 And from the plain to the lea of Cin- 
ncrotli, and to the fea of the plain, the 
tube of h'jdorn, both eaft ward, on the 
way to Bcth-jeshimoth, and. from the 
Couth under the fprings of Pifgah. 

4 And the coalt of Og king of Bash an, 
who was of the remnant of the giants, 
that dwelt at Ashtaiuth and at Edrei, 

5 And reigned in mount Hermon, and in 
Sabah, and in all Bashan, unto the bor¬ 
der of the Ccsbuiitcs and the Maacha- 
tliites, mid the other half of Gilead, to 
the border of Silion king of Heshbon. 

C Them did Mofes the fervant of the E- 
ternal, and the Ifruvlites, finite, and he 
gave it to the Renbenites, the Gadites, 
and the hall tribe of Manaffeli, to pof- 
fefs. 

7 Joshua and the Jfraelites fmole thir¬ 
ty one kings on the weft fide of Jordan, 
in Canaan , from Eaal-Gad in the valley 
of Lebanon unto mount Halak, which cx- 
tendeth to Seir, which Joshua gave to 
the tribes of TUael to pollefs, according 
to their divitions, B In the mountains, 
and in the vallus. and plains, by the 
Ip rings in the <hfert, and in the fouth ; 
the Hi tikes, the Amorites, the Canaan- 
ius the Pcrizzbe*, the flivitcs, and the 
J« bufitf.9 ; 9 The king of Jericho, one; 
the king of Ai, which is befide Bethel, 
two; 10 The king of J«*r\ifahsn, three; 
the king of Il'cbron, four; 11 The king 
ol Jarmuth, five; the king of Ladiish, 

1 he king of Eglon, feven ; the 
king of Cczcr, eight; 13 The king of 
Debir, nine; the king uf Geder, ten;

XIN. Bounds of the land not conquered. 
OSHUA being now old, and. the years 
of his life being many, the Eternal 
faid to him, Thou art now old, and there 
remains yet much land to be taken and 
poflVHcd, 2 Even all the borders of th«; 
Philiftines, and of the Geshuiites, not yet 
occupied; 3 From the river Sihor, coo- 
term inate with Egvpt, to the borders of 
Ekron northward, which was uken from 
the Canaanite by the Philiftinc poten¬ 
tates ; their principalities, the Grza- 
thites, the Ashdothites, the Eshkalonites, 
the Gittites, the Iikronites, and alio the 
Avites; 4 And ail the land of the Ca¬ 
naan! tes, from the fouth northward, with 
Merab of the SJdoriians unto Aphek 
beyond Jordan, to the borders of the A- 
morites; 5 And the land of the Gib- 

litcs, and all Lebanon eaft ward, from 
Baal-Gad umUr mount Hermon, to the 
entrance to Ilamath ; 6 A nd all the hill 
counry, from Lebanon to-the waters of 
Mifirephoth; and all the Sidonian na¬ 
tions, will I, the Eternal; drive out be¬ 
fore the Uraelitcs; therefore divide thou 
it previoufly by lot for an Inheritance, as 

I have commanded thee, 7 To the nine 
tribes, and the half of the tribe. of Ma- 
nafleh, $ The other half,tribe, with the 
Reubenites and’ the Gadites, having re¬ 
ceived their inheritance, which Mofes the 
fervant of the Eternal gave them on tli^. 
call fide of •Jordan, 9 Front the city 
Aroer on the river Anton, atid. all the 
plain of Medcba to Dibon. 10 And all 
the cities of Sihon king of the Amofitcs, 
who reigned in Helhbon, unto the border 
of the Amunitcs : n And th6 regibn of 
Gilead, and the. border of the Gefiiurites, 
and Maacljathites, And ’all mount Her- 
mou, and all Beaflran, unto SalCah : 

II And all lhc kingdom of Og in Baflian, 
who ruled.over Alb tarot h. And ‘Edrei, be¬ 
ing of the remnant of the giants j'lbefe 
did Mofes finite and caft out. 13 But 
the Ifruelites expelled not the Gefliurites 
and the Maachrtthitcs of the niountuifts, 
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for they continued to dwell with the If. 
raelites. 14 To the tribe of Levi only 
Mofcs gave no inheritance, the offerings 
and facrifices of the Eternal the God of 
Ifrael being their inheritance, as he faid 
to them. 

15 Mofes gave the tribe of Reuben an 
inheritance fufficieht for all their fami¬ 
lies, 'id From the city Aroer on the river 
Amon, and all the borders of Medcbah ; 
17 Helhbon and all its cities in the plain, 
Dibon, and Bamoth-Baal, and Beth-BaaU 
Meon, And Jahazah, and Redemoth, 
and Mephaatb, 19 And Kirjxthaim, and 
Sibmah, and Zaieth-lhahar in the mount, 
nvhich /lands in the middle of the valley, 
20 And Beth-Peor, and Afhcloth-Pifgah, 
and Bethjdliimoth ; 21 And all the ci¬ 
ties of the plain, and all the kingdom of 
Sibon king of the Amoiites, who dwelt 
in Helhbon, whom Mofes fmote with the 
princes of Midian, Evi, and Rekem, and 
Zur, and Hur, and Rcba, dukes of Sihon 
dwelling in the country. 22 The Ifracl- 
ites flew alfo Balaam the diviner with the 
reft. 

23 And Reuben’s boundaries weflvvard 
were Jordan and its confines, with their 
cities and villages. 

24 The tribe of Gad received their in- ' 
heritance alfo from Mofes. .25 Their 
fouth-eaft border was Jazer, with the ci¬ 
ties of Gilead, and the h '.If of the land 
of the Anionites, unto Aroer, oppofite to 
Rabah; 26 And from Helhbon, on the 
fouth % unto Ramoth-Mi?peh and JBeto- 
nim, and from Machanaim unto the bor¬ 
der of Debir, 27 And in the valley Beth- 
aram and Bethnimrah, and.Succoth, and 
Zaphon, the* reft of the kingdom of Si¬ 
hon, who dwelt in Helhbon, the confines 
cf Jordan caftward, unto the coaft of the 
fea of CLnneroth. 28 The Gadites pof- 
feffed this &s their inheritance, with the 
cities and villages. 

29 Mofes alfo gave the half tribe of 
Manafleb an inheritance. 30 Their bor¬ 
der was from Mahanaim, on the fonth, 
all the kingdom of Bafhan, and all the 
towns of Jair therein, fixty cities, 31 
And part of Gilead, and Afiitaroth, and 
Earei. cities of the kingdom of Balhao, 
pertained to the half of the pofterity of 
Machir, the offspring of Man&fieh. 

32 Thefc are the places which Mofes 
diftributed when in the plains of Moab 
on the eaft fide of Jordan, oppofite to Je¬ 
richo. 33 But to the tribe of Levi Mo¬ 
fes pve no part of the land for an inhe¬ 
ritance, the.Eternal the God of Ifrael be¬ 
ing their inheritance, as he faid to them. 


XIV. TJje lots of inheritance. 

HE Israelites poffcfled the following 
places in.the land of Canaan, accor¬ 
ding to the diftrihution of Fleafer the 
higb-prieft, and Jolhua the fon of Nun, 
and the chief fathers among the tribes. 

2 The nine tribes and the half tribe of 
Manaffeh received their inheritances by 
Jot. as the Eternal commanded by Mofes, 

3 Who gave the other two tribes, and 
the half tribe, their inheritances beyond 
Jordan ; but he gave none to the Lcvitcs. 

4 The fons of Jofcph, Manaflch and 
Ephraim, became two tribes, and no part 
of the land was given to the Levites, but 
cities to dwell in, with field* for their 
cattle. 5 The Ifiraelites did as the I ter- 
ml commanded Mofes, and fo they divid¬ 
ed the land. 

6 Then the poftcrity of Judah came 
to Jolhua in Gilgal; and Caleb the fon 
of Jephuneh, 01 Kenez, faid to him,-Thou 
know eft what the Eternal faid to Mofes 
the man of God, concerning me and thee 
in Kadefti-harrea, 7 When Mofes the 
fervant of the Eternal fent me from thence 
to view the l?nd, I was forty years old, 
and I brought him a faithful account ; 
S For I was wholly upright before the 
Eternal my God, though my brethreu 
who accompanied me made the people 
faint-hearted. 9 And Mofes foltrmnly 
declared on that day, faying. Surely the 
land on which thy feet have trodden fhall 
be thine inheri once, and thy pofterity’s 
after thee, becaufe thou hall been up¬ 
right before the Eternal thy God with 
thy whole heart. 10 And now behoJil 
the Eternal hath preferved my life, as he 
faid, thefe fuity-five years, even fince he 
fpake thus to Mofes, when the Ifraelites 
fojourned in the wildernefs; and now I 
am eighty-five years old. ri I am as 
flrong and vigorous this day, as when 
Mofes fent me to view the land. 12 Now 
therefore give me Shis mountain whereof 
the Eternal fpake in that day ; for thou 
lieardeft in that day that the Anakimi 
were there, and that the cities were 
Drong and fenced ; if the Eternal will be 
with me, I fhall be able to expel them as 
he faid. 

13 And Jolhua gave to Caleb the fun 
of Jephuneh, Hebron for an inheritance, 
and prayed for his profperity and bappi- 
nefs. 14 And it remained with his pos¬ 
terity, becaufe he was upright with God. 
15 Hebron was foimerly called the city 
of Arba, who was a great man among 
the Anakims. Add the land refted from 

war for a time.

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XV. The borders of the lot of Judah. 

lot of the tribe of Judah, was 
JL toward the border of Edom, in 
which the wilderncTs of Zin, was the ut- 
mort part of the fonth coaft. 2 Their 
fun rh border began fiom the extremity 
of the Drad fea. and the fouthward bay, 
3 Extending fouthward to the afccot of 
Acrabbira, and from thence to the 
citv Zin, reaching fouthwardsto Kadcfii- 
barnea. and from thence to Hezron, and 
to Adar, &. taking a compafsfrom thence 
to Karkaa. 4 And from thence it ex¬ 
tended towards Azmon, and to the E- 
gyptinn torrent, the confines of whole 
bnr ler .vere at the fea ; this was their 
loutli border. 5 AmJ the eaft border 
was the Dead fea, to the mouth of Jor¬ 
dan ; and their northern border was 
from thence at the bay of the fea. 6 And 
it extended to B^-thholga, and front 
thence by the north of Betharabah, and 
1‘ram thence to the ft one of Bohan the 
Reubenite. 7 And from thence to the 
valley of Achor, toward Dcbir; fit thence 
northward,oppofitc to Gilgai, which is 
oppolite the aict-nt to Adummim, on the 
fuuth fide of the torrent, and extended 
towards the waters of the fountain of the 
inn ; and its boundaries were at the foun¬ 
tain of Rogcl. 8 And the border ex- 
tended by the valley of the Ton of Hinoni, 
unto the fonth fide of Jeruf.dem, where 
the Jelmfitcs dwelt; and from rhence to 
the top of the mount Zion, oppofite the 
valley id Miuom well ward, which is at 
tfie end of the giants vale northward. 9 
And tiie boundary took a compafs from 
tiie tup of the mountain, unto the 
loumain of the water of Ncphtoah, and 
extended to the citi- s of mount Epliron, 
and to Balali, ;which is K.irpitli-jearim. 
10 And took a compafs from Baalalv 
weft ward, to mount Stir, and extended 
idong untutht north fide of mount Jca- 
rim, which is Cheialon, and tp Bethfbe- 
mclh, and to Timnah, 11 And to the 
north fide of Ekron, and to Shikron, and 
to mount Baalah, and to J aimed; and 
it ended at the fea of Galilee. 

11 And the weltwjrd border wm the 
coult of the great fea, (/. *. the Mediter¬ 
ranean) ; tiiis is tiie border of the tribe 
ul Judah round about, according to. their 
familicj. 

13 And to Caleb the fon of Jcplmnneh 
he gave a part among the race of Ju- 
dah, according to the command of the 
Eternal given to Jolliua, even the city of 
Arba, (he father of Anak, which is He¬ 
bron. 14 And Caleb expelled from 


thence the three Tons of Anak, Shelhai, 
and Ahiman, and Talmai, the giants^ 1 5 
And he went from thence to Debir, whufa 
name before was Kirjath-fepher. 

16 And Caleb faid, He that taketli 
JCirjath-fcpher„ (ball pet Acbfah my 
daughter for a wife. 17 fkbuiel, the 
fon of Kenaz, the brother of Cd« 1 >, took 
it, and got her. 18 And being moved 
by her hufband to alk a favour of her fa¬ 
ther, flie defrended from her afs; and 
her father faid to her, What dolt thou 
defire ? 19 And file replied, As thou hall 
given me a Iburh land, give me alfo wa- 
t< r finings as a bleffing to it. And he 
gave her l'prings for both the higher and 
lower places. 

20 This is the inheritance of the tribe 
of Judah, according to their famrlies. 2t 
Their utmoft cities fonth-ward, towards 
the border of Idumea, were Kabzeel, 8c 
Eder, and Jagur, 22 And ICiaah, &c Di- 
monali, and Adadah, zy And Kedelh, 

Ha zor, and Ithnari, 14 Ziph,and Telem, 
and Healoth, 25 And Huzar, Hadattah, 
and Kcrioth, with Hezron, which is Ra¬ 
zor, 2 6 Am an, and Shcniah, and Mo- 
ladah, 27 And Hazu.r-ga.ddah, 8c Hel>- 
mon, and Beth-palet, 2B And Hazar- 
Ihual, and Beer fiieba, 29 A»d Bitk- 
jothjah, B*alah, and [im r and Azim, 30 
And Eltolad v and Chefil, and Horniah, £fc 
Ziklag, 31- And Madmanna.li, and San* 
fannah, and I.ehaoth, 32 And. Shillim, 
and Ain, and Riimnon : all the cities are 
twenty, with tbt-ir villages. 

33 And in the valley, Efljtanl, and 
Zbreah, and Alhnah, 34 And Zanouh, 
and Engannim. Tuppuah, and Enum, 33 
Jannuth, and A dull urn, Socoh, aiul Aze- 
kuh, and Shuraini, 3 6 And Adithaim, 
and Gederah, and Gedcrothaim; fourteen 
cities, wah their villages. 37 Zcnan, 2 c 
Hudalhah, and Migdal-gad, 3S And Di¬ 
lean, and IVlizpeh, 39 Lahiili, ami Boz- 
kath, and liglon, 40 And Cubbon, and 
Lahmas, and Kithlilh, 41 And Gedcruth, 
and Beth-dagon, and Naamali, and Mak- 
kah ; fixteeu cities, with their villages.— 
42 Libuah, and Eiher, and Ajfilan, 43 
And Jiphtah, and Afiimuh, and Nczih, 
44 And Kcilah, ami Achzih, and Mure- 
Ihali i- nine cities with-their villages. 43 
Ekron, with her towns ancj villages. 4 6 
Front Ekron, even unto the lea, all rear 
47 Afiidod, with her towns, and her vrl- 
fK-s- 

48 And in the mountains, Shamir, and 
Jattir, and Socoh, 49 And D&nnah, and 
Kirjath-fannah, which is Dcbir, 5® 
And Anab, and Efhtemoh, and Anirp, 
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51 And Goflien, andHolon, and Gohli; 
eleven cit/es with their villages. 5a A- 
fab, and Dumah, and Efhean, 8c Januni, 
53 And Beth-tappua, and Aphfckah. 54 
And Humtah, and Kirjath-araba, whiph 
is Hebron, and ZioT : nine cities with 
their villages^ * 55 Maon, Carmel, and 
Ziph, and Juttah, a Ad Jezreel, 56 And 
Jokdeam, and Zrtnoah, Cain, 57 Gibe- 
^h, and Timnah : ten cities with their 
villages. 58 And Halhnl, Bethzur, and 
Gedor* 59 And Maarah, and Beth-a- 
noth, and Eltekon,. 60 Kirjath-baal, 
which is Kirjathrjearim, and Rabbah : 
two cities with their villages. 

61 In the wildernefs Beth-nrabah, 
Middin, and Secacah, 62 And Nibflian, 
and the city of fait, and En-geddi; fix 
cities with their villages. 

$3 As for the Jchafites, the inhabi¬ 
tants of Jerufalem. the pofterity of Ju¬ 
dah could not wholly expel them ; biit 
a part of them dwelt there at the fame 
time with the others. 

.XVI.' General borders of the tons of 
. Jo/eph. 

-ND the lot of the pofterity of Jo- 
feph, fell from Jordan by Jericho, 
to the waters of the fountain of Jericho, 
on the eafti along the wildemcfs that ex- 
tands from Jericho, over the mount of Be¬ 
thel, 2 Extending from Bethel to Luz, 
and to th*- borders of Archi and Maroth. 
3 And weflward, to the border of Japh- 
leti. to that of Beth-haron inferior, and 
%o Gazer, and its extremities are' bounn- 
cd by the fea. 4 So the race of Jo- 
feph, Manafleh, and Ephraim, had their 
inheritance, {even the half of the tribe 
of Manajfch , the other half having re¬ 
ceived theirs on the e$Jl fde of Jor¬ 
dan). 

.5 The border of Ephraim was Ataroth- 
addar, on the eaft, to the upper Beth- 
boron. 6 'And extended weft-ward, to 
Michinethah, on the north fide, and took 
a compafs caftward* to Taanath-fliiloh, 
patting by it on the weft to Janohath. 7 
And from .hence to Ataroth, Sc to Naa- 
roth, and to Jericho, and was bounded by 
Jordan. 8 And extended from Tappuafi 
Weft ward, unto the river Kauah, and 
its extremities were at the fea; This 
was the inheritance of the tribe of Eph¬ 
raim. 9 And all the feparate cities, for 
the tribe of Ephraim, with their villages, 
were in the inheritance of Manafleh. io^ 
They expelled not the Canar.nites of Ge 
zer, but they became tributaries to the 
Ephraircites their neighbours.. 


XVII. The lot of Manajfch. 

Achir the Gileadite, the firft born 
of Manaflth, who was the firft bom 
of Jofcph, had his lot with his brethren ; 
the half cf .the tribe of ManalTeh, having 
received their inheritance on flie eafl fid© 
of Jordan, with the Reubenites and the 
Gadites; becaufe he was a valiant man* 
be had his inheritance in Gilead and Ba¬ 
nian. 2 The other half of the tribe of 
Manafleh received their inheritance in the 
land of Canaan, with the other nine 
tribes, even the pofterity of Abiezrr, and 
of Heleck, and of Afriel, and of Shechem, 
andofHepher, and of Shcmida: thefe 
being the male offspring of Manafleh the 
fon of Jofepb. 

3 But Zflophehad the fon of Hepher, 
the Ion of Gilead, the fon of Machir, the 
fon of Manafleh, had no Ions, but only 
daughters, whofe names were Mahlah, 
Noah, Hovlah. Milcah, and Tirzah. 4 
They approached Eleazar the prieft, and 
Jofliuah, and the chiefs, faying. The E- 
ternal commanded Mofes to give us an 
inheritance among our brethren ; which 
accordingly was given them. 5 Ho there 
fell ten portions to Manafleh, Gefide the 
land of Gjlead and Baflian, on the other 
fide of Jordan. 6 Bec aufe thefe daugh¬ 
ters had a portion among thefe his fons; 
and his other foils had the land of Gi¬ 
lead. 

7 The borders of Manafleh were from 
Afher to Michmethah, before Shechem, 
continuing on the right hand to En-tap- 
puah. 8 Manafleh had the land of Tap¬ 
puah, except the border of it, which be¬ 
longed to Ephraim. 9 And the border 
extended to the fouth fide of the biook of 
reeds: and to the notth fide, the cities of 
Ephraim being there among thofe ©f Ma¬ 
nafleh, and was bounded by the fea. 10 
Southward, it was Ephraim’s, and north¬ 
ward, Manafleh’s; and,they joined Aflier 
on the north", and Iffachar on the eaft r r 
Manafleh had in the confines of Iflachnr 
and of Afher. Bcthlliean with its towns, 
and Ibleam with its towns. Dor, and the 
fountain of Dor, with their towns and in¬ 
habitants, Taanach and Mcgiddo, with 
her towns and inhabitants, three territo¬ 
ries. 12 Manafieh's pofterity could not 
expel the inhabitants of thefe cities, but 
thefe Canaanites would dwell therein. 
13 But when the Ifraelites were become 
mighty, they laid them under tribute, but 
did not expel them. 

74 And the pofterity of Jofeph faid to 
Joflma, Why haft thou given me but one 
lot, and ore portion to inherit* feeing J 
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im a great people, as the Eternal hath 
profprrcd me hitherto ? 15 And he an- 

fwered them, If thou he a great people, 

f 'o up to the woody country, in the 
.mcl of the Perizeires, and of the giants, 
and cut it down for ihyfelf, if mount E- 
phraim be too fmall for thee, 16 And 
they replied, The hill is not enough for 
us: and all the Canaanites that dwell in 
rhe va'Iey have chariots of iron, both 
thofc of Bethfitean and its towns, and 
thofe of the valley of Je*reeL 

17 And Jofhua fiid to Ephraim and 
"Manafleh, the poftcrity of Jofeph, Since 
tliou art a gicat people, and hall great 
power: thou fiialt not have only one lot; 
iS But the mountain (hall be thine, for 
il is a wood: and thou (halt cut it down, 
and (halt poflefs its boundaries ; for thou 
(halt drive out the Canannites, tho* they 
have iron chariots, and be ftrong. 

XVIII. The tabernacle is fet vp at 
Shiloh. 

ND all the congregation of Ifrael 
alTiimblcd at Shiloh, and fet up the 
tabernacle of tbe congregation there, as 
the land felted from war. 


their families. 11 And the border of 
Benjamin’s portion was between Judah 
and Benjamin, 12 Their north border 
was Jordan, it extended to the north of 
Jericho! and over the mountains weft- 
ward, and its boundaries was at the wiU 
dernefs of Beth-avcn. 13 And extended 
from thence to Luz, called Bethel, fouth- 
w&rd, and to Ataroth-adar, near the hilt 
on the foutli fide of the nether Bcthhoron. 
14 And the boundary of if was at Kir- 
jath-baal, called K.irjath-jearim, a city 
of Judah. 

15 This was the weft quarter. And 
the fouth quarter was from the end of 
Kirjath-jearim, and the border extended 
weftward, and reached the well of Neph- 
toah, 16 And to the end of the moun¬ 
tain that rs before the valley of the fon 
of Hinom, which is the giants valley, 
northward, and extended to the valley of 
Hinom, which is on the fouth fide of Je- 
bufi, and to En-rogel, 1.7 And was 
drawn from the north, forth to Enflie- 
mefh, and te Geliloth, which is oppofite 
the afeent of Adumjm, and to the ft one

their northern one 6 And when ye have 
delineated it unto feven parts, St brought 
that to me, f will cad lots for you before 
the Eternal our God. 7 But the Levites 
have no lot among you, for the prielihood 
of the Eternal is their portion; and Gad, 
and Reube n, and the half of the tribe of 
Manalk-h, have received their inheritance 
beyond Jordan eartward, which Mofcs 
the lrrvant of the Eternal gave them.

T HE fecond lot was Simeon*?, whofe 
inheritance was within the confine* 
of Judah’s, a In the tribe of Simeon’s 
inheritance was Beer-flieba, ind Sheba, 
and Moladah, 3 And HazJt-ShauI, ami 
Balah, and Azem, 4 And Kltolad, ami 
Bethuel, and tlormah, 5 And Ziklag, 
and Beth-markaboth, and Hazar-fufah, 
6 And Beth-lebaoth, and Sharuhen; thir¬ 
teen cities with their villages. 7 Ain, 
Riramon, and Ether, and Aftim ; four 
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citie 9 and their villages. 8 And all the 
villages that were round about thefe ci¬ 
ties to Ba lath, beer, and Rnmoth of the 
fouth. This-was the inheritance of the 
tribe of Simeon. 9 Becaufe the portion 
trf juda'h wastoo large, Simeon's inheii- 
tanoe was within the limits of it. 

to The third lot was Zebulun\ whofe 
border was Sarid. 11 And exttnded to¬ 
ward the Mediterranean fca, and Mara- 
lah, and Dabbalheth, and the rivet;, that 
is oppofite ro Jokuean, 11 And turned 
back eaftward, from Sarid to the border 
of Chifloth-tabor, and thence to Dabe- 
rath, and to j aphia, 13 And thence a- 
long the eaft to Gittah-'hepher, to Ittah- 
kazin, and Rimmon, and reacheth to Ne- 
ah. 14 Round which it went on the 
north fide to Hannathon ; and the valley 
of Jiphthah-el is the boundary thereof. 
15 And Kattah, and Nahallal, & Shim- 
ron, and Idalah, and Bethlehem ; twelve 
cites with their villages. 16 This is the 
inheritance of Zebulun. 

17 And the fourth lot was Iffachar’s. 
■18 Whofe border was towards Jezreel, 
and Chefuloth, and Shunem, 19 And 
Hapharaim, and Shihon, and Anaharath, 
so And Rabbith.and Kiflion, and Abez, 
2t And- Renoeth, and En-gannira, and 
£n-haddah, 2i And Beth-pazzez, and 
the coaft reacheth to Tabor, and Sha- 
hazimah, and Bethfliemefli: fixteen ci¬ 
ties with their villages ; anti Jordan was 
the boundary. 23 This was Iflachar's 
inheritance. 

- 24 And the fifth lot was Aflier’s, 25 
And their border was Helkath, and Hali, 
and Beten, and Achanlhaph, 26 And 
Alaramelech, and Amarl, and Miflieal— 
and extendeth to Carmel, Sliihor, fit Lib- 
nah,- weft-ward, 27 And goeth eaft¬ 
ward to Bethdagon, and extended to Ze- 
buion, and to the valley of Jiphthah-el, 
toward the noith fide of Beth-eitiek and 
Neiel, aod is bounded by Cabul, north¬ 
ward, 28 And Hebron, and Rehoh, and 
Hammon, and Kanah, 'even to Zidon, 
which was a great city. 29 And then 
the border turneth to Kamah and Tyre, 
a ftrong city, and Hofah, apd its boun¬ 
daries are at the fea, from the coaft to 
Acbzib; 30 And Ummah, and Aphek, 
and Rchob; twenty, two cities with their 
villages. . 31 This is the' inheritance of 
Afber. 

32 The fisth lot wasNaphthali's; whofe 
border w as from Heleph;* and A Ion, in ■ 
Zaanannim, and Adann, 33 Nekeb, au(J 
Jabneel, unto Lakum. 34 Jordan was 
the boundary, which turned back. 
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weft-ward, to Aznoth-tabor, and pro¬ 
ceeding to Hukkok, and reaching to Ze¬ 
bulun, on the fouth, and to Aflier, on the 
weft, and to Judah, by Jordan, weft- 
ward. • 35 The fenced cities are Ziddim, 
Zcr, and Hamath, 36 Rakkath, and Cin- 
neieth, and Adamah, and Ramah, and 
Hazor, 37 And Kedelh, and Edrei, and 
Enhazor, 38 And Iron, and Migdal-el, 
Horem and Bethanath, and Bethniemefli, 
nineteen cities with their villages. 39 
This was Naphthali's inheritance. 

4© And the feventh lot was Dan’s ; 

41 And the border of their inheritance 
was Zorah, and Eflltaol, and Ir-Shemefli, 

42 And Shalabin, and Ajalon, and Jeth- 
lah, 43 And Elon, and Thimnathnh, and 
Ekron, 44 And Eltekeh, and Gibbethon, 
and Baalath, 45 And Jehud, and Bene- 
berak, and Gath-rimmon, and Mejar- 
kon, 4 6 And Rakkon, with its border, 
oppofite to Joppa. (Adis ix. 36.) 47 And 
their limits being too fmall for them,-— 
feme of them went and attacked Lefliem, 
and took and pdlTeficd it,,apd called it 
Dan, after their father. 47 This is Dan's 
inheritance. , - 

49 And when the Ifraelites had finilhed 
dividing the land for pofleifion to them, 
they gave Jolhua the fon of Nun a pof- 
feffion ajnong them. 50 Timnath-ferah 
in mount Ephraim, which he alked, ac¬ 
cording to the word of the Eternal; and 
he built a city, and dwelt in it. 

51 Thefe are the inheritances which 
Eleazar the prieft, and Jolhua the fon of 
Nun, and the chief of the fathers among 
the tribe of Ifrael, divided by lot r in Shi¬ 
loh, before the Eternal, at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. So they 
made an end of dividing the country. 

XX. The Ifraelites appoint cities of re~ 
fvge. 

HEN the Eternal faid to Jolhua. 2 
Say to the Ifraelites, Appoint the 
cities of refuge, whereof I fp-ake by Mo¬ 
les ; 3 That he who kileth any una¬ 

wares may flee thither, for a refuge from 
the avenger. 4 And having given the 
evidence uf his caufe at the gate to the 
elders of the city ; they fliall take him 
into it, and give him a place to dwell in. 

5 And not deliver him to the avenger; 
becaufe he hated not his neighbour in 
time paft, nor defigned to flay him. 6 
And he shall dwell there till the death 
of the high prieft ; then shall he return 
to his own city, and be judged by the 
judges of it. and dwell in his own home. 

7 And they let apart Kadesh in Gali¬ 
lee* on the mountain of Napbtali, and 
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Shechem, on mount Ephraim, and Kir- 
jath-araha, which 19 Hebron, on the 
mountain (if furl ah. 9 Anti on tlif eaft 
fide of Jordan, oppofite to_ Jericho, they 
affigncd Bczer in the wildernefs, upon 
the plain, in the pofleflion of Reuben, & 
Kamoth in GHeath, in the pofleflion ot 
Gad, aud Golan in Balhan, in the poflbf- 
fion of the half tribe of Manafleh; 9 

That any, whether Ifraelite or flranger, 
who happened to kill a perfon unawares, 
mi({ht flee thither, till his caufe was de¬ 
cided. 

XXL Cities given to the Levites. 
1 HBN the chief fathers of the Lev¬ 
ites appronchedEle*zar the pried, 
and JiMhua the fon of Nun, and the chief 
ol the fathers of the tribes, of Ifrael, 1 
At Shiloh, in the land of Canaan, and 
faid, The Eternal commanded by Mofes, 
to give us cities to dwell in, with their 
fuburbs for our cattle. 

3 So the other tribes gave’ citic9 f 
with their fulmrb% out of thpir poflef- 
lions, to the Levites, according to the 
command of the Eternal. 4 And the lot 
came for the Kohathites. The pofterity uf 
Aaron the pried, being Levites, they had 
by lot out of the tribes of Judah, Simeon, 
fit Benjamin, thirteen cities. 5 And the 
reft of the Kohahites had by lot ten ci¬ 
ties, in tbe tribe of- Ephraim, Dan, and 
the half tribe, of Manafleh. 6 And the 
Geiflionites had by lot thirteen cities, in 
the tribes of lilachar, Alher, and Naph- 
tali, and the half tnibp of Manafleh, in 
Uaflian. 7 The Merarites had twelve 
cities, from the tribes of Reuben, Gad, 
ami Zebulun. fl The Ifraelites gave thefe 
1 ilic:; to them, at the Eternal command¬ 
ed . 

9 And they gave out of the tribes of 
Judah and Simeon the following cities, 
10 Which the Kohathites, being of the 
pofterity of Aaron, received ; for they got 
tbe firit lot, n Even the city of Arlta, 
the father cf Anak, which is Hebron, 
in the hill country of Judah, with its fu¬ 
burbs, around it. ti But they gave the 
lie-id's ol the city, and its villages, to Ca¬ 
leb the fon of J< phuneli, for his poflef- 
lion. 

1 l I hey gave to the offspring of Aa¬ 
ron the pried, Hebron with its fuburbs, 
lu be a city of refuge, and Libenah, 14 
Anri Jattir, and Eihtemou, And Ho- 
,0, VA«1 A Debir, 16 And Ain, and JuttsHi, 
and Hotbffiemefli, with their fuburbs: 
nine cities trom thole two tribes. 17 And 
liocn the tribe ol Benjamin, Gfbeon, and 
Gehah, 1-8 And Aiutkolh, and Almon, 
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four cities with tbpir fuburbs. 19 All 
the cities of the offspring of Aaron the 
prieft, wejre thirteen cities, with their 
fuburbs. 1 

20 Ann the reft of the Levites of Ko- 
hath’s pofterity, had the cities-of their 
lot from the tribe of Ephraim, even She- 
chem with its fuburbs. 21 In the moun¬ 
tain of Ephraim to be a- oity of refuge, 
and Otic r, 42 And Kibzirim; and Beth- 
ltoron ; four cities with their fuburbs. 23 
And from the tribe of Dan, Elteketh, fit 
Gibethon, 24 Aijalon, and Gtth-rim- 
mon ; four cities with their fuburbs. 25 
And from the half tribe of Manafleh, 
Tanaack, with its fuburbs. 26 All the 
cities were ten, with their fuburbs, fur 
the remnant bf'the Kohathites. 

27 And the Levites of Gerflrords otf- 
fpring received from the other half 
tribe of Muhafleh, Gdhm in Bafltan, with 
its fuburbs, to be a city of rtflige, arid: 
Beefliterah with its fuburbs/ 28 And 
from the tribe of Iflachar, Kilhon, and- 
Dabareb, 29 And Jarmuth,. and En- 
gannim ; four cities with their fuburbs/ 

30 And from the tribe of Afher, Mifhal, 

31 And Abdhn, andKelkath, flt Rehob: 
four cities with their fuburbs. 32 And 
our of the tribe ef Naphtnli, Kadcfh in 
Galilee, with its fuburbs, to be a city of 
refuge for the accidental flayer, Hamo{h- 
dor. and Kartan, with their fubarbs,—- 
three cities. 33 All the cities of the 
Gerlhonites were thirteen with their fub-* 
urbs. 

34 And the reft of the Levites, the 
Merarites, received from the ti ibe of Ze¬ 
bulun, Jocknean, and Kartah, 35 Dim-*, 
nah and Nahalal; four cities with their 
fuburbs. 36 And out of the tribe of Reu¬ 
ben, Bczer, and Jahazah, 37 Kedemoth 
& Mephaoth; four cities with their fub- 
urbs. 38 And from the tribe of Gad, 
Ramoth in Gilead, and Mahanaim, 39 
Heftihon and Jazer ; four cities with 
their fuburbs. ' 

40 Thus all the cities of the reft of 
the Levites, the offspring of Mera- 
n, were twelve, according to their lot. 
41 The number of cities, which all the 
l.evitcs poftVfled, within the inheritance 
of the Hrdelkcs, were forty-eight, with 
their fuburbs. 42 Every-One had fuburbs, 
or fields Art and them for cattle . 

43. And the Eternal gave to the If- 
raelites the land which' he promifed t<* 
their fathers. 44 And he gave them reft ; 
in it f r om all their enemies. aVoundf ac¬ 
cording to all that he pr^miled to their 
lathers; he delivered all their enetnica 1 ' 
Y 
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into their hand ; nbt^wcre able to ftand 
before them. 45 HP performed all the 
good things he had promifed. 

XXII. The two frffiex and half return* 

T Hen Jofhua called the tribes of Reu¬ 
ben and Gad. and the fyalf tribe of 
Manafleh, 2 And faid to them, Ye have 
obferved all that Mofes the fervant of 
the Eternal commanded you. and have 
obeyed in all that I commanded you. -3 
And have thus kept the charge we gave 
you by the command of the Eternal your 
God* in accompanying your brethren un¬ 
til now. 4 And as he hath given them 
the reft he promifed them* in poffefling 
the land of Canaan, return ye to the 
land of your pofleffion, which Mofes the 
fervant of the Eternal gave you on the 
other fide of Jordan. 5 But obferve di¬ 
ligently the law of the Eternal, which 
Motes the fervant of the Eternal charged 
you to do, that ye love the Eternal your 
God, and walk in all his ways, by keep¬ 
ing his commands, and cleaving to him, 
and ferving him with all the faculties of 
your foul and bodily powers. 

6 So Jofliba blefled them, and tent 
them away to their pofleflions. 

; 7 To the one half of the tribe of Ma- 
naffeh Mofes had given pofleflions in Ba- 
fhan, and to the other lofliua gave poffef- 
fions among their brethren, on the weft 
fide of Jordan; and having blefled them, 
he fertt them away alfo-to their habita¬ 
tions. 1 

8 And he faid to "them. Return with 
much riches to your tents, and with very 
much cattle, with filver and gold, and 
biafs, and iron, and very much raiment; 
and give a part of the fpoii of your ene- 
-mies to your brethren. 

9 Scythe Reubenites,Gadites,and half 
tribe of Manafleh, departed from the If- 
rraelites.in Shiloh, in the land of Canaan, 
and returned to their pofleflions in Gi¬ 
lead, which they received, according to 
the word of the Eternal by Mofes. 

.10 And when-they came to the banks 
of Jordan,.they built a nPtable great altar 
■before they palled over. 

n And the Ifraeliles of the other 
tribes heard of it, 12 And aflembled at 
Shiloh, to go & make war againft the/n. 
13 And they fent Phinehas the foil of E- 
Jeazar the prieft to them at Gilead, 14 
Accompanied with ten chiefs, one -from 
bach principal family among all the 
tribes. .15 And they faid to them, 16 
Thus faith the whole congregation of the 
Eternal, Why have ye committed this 
trefpafs againft the God of Ifiael, to apos¬ 


tatize now from the Eternal, by building 
yourfelves an altar, that ye might rebel 
againft him ? 17 Is the iniquity of Peor 

too little for us (Num. xxv. 4.) to bear ? 
we are not yet cleared from it, though, 
there 'was a plague in the congregation, 
ifl And will ye yet apoftatize from the 
Eternal, that his anger may be kindled 
againft tlie whole congregation. 19 If 
the land of your pofleflions be wholly 
unclean, come over to our pofleflions, 
where the tabernacle of the Eternal 
dwells, and we will fhare them among 
you; but rebel not aganift the Eternal 
and his people, in building yourfelves an 
altar befides the altar pf the Eternal our 
God. ao Did not Achan the fon of Ze- 
rah commit a trefpafs in the accuifed 
thing, and wrath fell on the whole con¬ 
gregation, fo that he periihed not alone 
in his iniquity ? 

21 Then they replied to the chiefs pf 
Ifrael, 22 The Eternal, the God of gods, 
who is the only true God, knows, and If- 
rael Ihall know, that it is not in rebellion 
or tranfgreflion againft the Eternal, 23. 
That we have built us an altar ; may he 
deftroy us this day, rather than that we 
fliould apoftatize from him. 24 But we 
have built this altar for a memorial, left 
your pofterity fliould fay to ours in future 
times. Why-come ye over to the feafts of 
the God of Ifrael* 25 The Eternal hath 
made Jordan the boundary between us 
and you-i—fo that ye have no part in him; 
and thus might your pofterity make ours 
apoftatize from the Eternal. 26 There¬ 
fore we faid, Let us build here an altar, 
not for offering facrifices, 27 But for a 
teftimony to our pofterity and yours, that 
ihofe may thus ascertain their priviiedge. 
to go over Jordan, to offer facrifices at 
the altar or the Eternal; and if your pof- 
tcrity tell ours, ye Have.no part in this 
Gervice of the Eternal; 28 They may re¬ 
ply, Behold the pattern of the altar of the 
Eternal, which our fathers made for a 
witnefs in this matter. 29 Far be it from 
us to rebel againft the Eternal, and apos¬ 
tatize from him, to have another altar for 
offering facrifices, befides the altar of tbu 
-Eternal our God, which is before his ta¬ 
bernacle. ir 

30 And Phinchas the prieft, with the 
chfefs of the Israelites, having heard this, 
were pleated. 

31 And Phinehas faid, We perceive 
ithis day that the Eternal is among us, 
-becaufe ye have not trefpaffed againft 
him, nor brought wrath upon us. 

32 And the prieft, with the chiefs of 
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the other tribes, returned from Gilead to 
Canaan, and reported the matter. 3 -3 
And it pleafed the other tribes, and they 
b 1 c(Ted God, that they had not to go and 
deftroy them like the idolatrous Canaan- 
itei. 14 And the Reubenites and Gad- 
net called the altar, A WITNESS • for 
frtid they, It Hiall be a witnefs between 
ns, that the Eternal is our Cod. (A C. 
cir. 1444*) 

XXIII. JaJhua's exhortation before bis 

rfe.itb. 

0 \V when the Ifraelites had, by the 
favour of the Eternal, enjoyed reft 
for a long time from all their enemies a- 
imind them, Jofliua was far advanced in 
years, a And he called the elders, and 
<• hiefs, and judges, and officers, apd all 
lira11, and fjioke to them of his age : 3 

And fa id to them, Ye have feen all that 
the Eternal your God hath done to all 
thefc nations; for it is he that fought for 
you. 4 Behold, I have divided to you 
by lot the nations wbofe inhabitants 1UU 
remain, to be an inheritance for your 
tfibes, with all the nations whofe inhabi¬ 
tants arc expelled, from Jordan to the 
Mediterranean fen, the well boundary. 5 
The Eternal your God (liall expel them 
from before you, and drive them out of 
your fight, and ye Hiall polTefs their land, 
mu he hath promifed you. 

6 Be ye, therefore, very courageous, 
and do all that is written in the law by 
Mofcs, that ye neither come fliort, nor 
iranfgrefs. 7 Form'no alliance nor af- 
fociations with thefe nations that yet re¬ 
main among you, nor fo much as mention 
t he name of their gods. S For if ye will 
cleave to the Eternal your God, as at this 
day, p He will expel before you great 
and (hung nations; thus none hath been 
able to flan-l before you hitherto, ie One 
of you ilia II chafe many; as the Eternal 
hghteth for you, as he hath promifed. it 
Tlici elore be very attentive to your duty, 
that ye love the Eternal your God. 1; 
Tor if ye apoflatize in any way, and af- 
lociatc with thelc nations, or make mar¬ 
riages with them ; 13 Afluredly the E- 

ternal your God will expel no more of 
thefe nations before you ; but they Hiall 
be traps and fnaies to you, fpurs to your 
fidcs, and thorns in your eyes, till ye pe- 
riHi from nfl this good land which the E- 
terpai your God hath given you. 

14 I am now going the way of all the 
faith, and ye know it for certain that 
the Eternal your Cod hath performed all 
the good things which he promifed you. 
l S But ir yc apoftatize.be will bring up¬ 
on you all the evil things he hath 
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threatned, til 1 ye be destroyed from off 
thi9 good land. 16 If ye tranfgrefs the 
commands, and break the covenant of the 
Eternal your God, and worlliip falfe gods; 
the anger of the Eternal (hall be kin* 
died againft you, aud ye Hiall peiiHi 
quickly from off this good land which he 
hath given you. 

XXIV. yojbua nffembletb the tribes. 
GAIN JoHiua aflembled all the 
tribes of Ifrael at Shechem, &. call¬ 
ed for their elders, and their heads, and 
their judges, and their officers: and they 
jircfentcu ihemfelves before God. 2 And he 
laid to all the people, Thus faith the Eter¬ 
nal the God of Ilrael, Your fathers in for¬ 
mer times dwelt on the other fide of the 
river F.uphrates, even Tcrah, the father 
of Nachor and ot Abraham, and were i- 
dolaters. 3 And I brought your father 
Abraham over the river, from among i- 
(hlaters , and led him through all ^he 
land of Canaan, and gave him his fon E- 
faac, and multiplied hie feed. 4 And I 
gave to Ifaac Jacob and Efau: and I gave 
to Efau mount Seir to poffcfs ; but Jacob 
and his children went down into Egypt. 
5 I fent alfo Mofcs and Aaron, and pu- 
niftied Egypt for opprefling them, and 
delivered them. 

6 And when your fathers came to the. 
weedy fea, the Egyptians purfued them 
with chariots and horfehleu. 7 And 
when they cried to the Eternal, he put 
darkntfs between them and the Egyp¬ 
tians, whom he overwhelmed in the fea; 
yc know afiuredly what I have done in E- 
gypt; ye dwelt in the wildernefs a long 
time. 8 And I brought you into the land 
of the Amorites, who dwelt on the eaft 
fide of Jordan--they fought with yon ; 
but I delivered them into your hand, and 
expelled them from before you, that ye 
might poffefs their land. 

9 Then Balak, king of Moab, oppofed 
Ifrael, and fent for Balaam to.curfe you: 
10 But I would not fuffer him to do it— 
and he blefled you ftill. n And ye went 
over Jordan, and came to Jericho ; and 
the inhabitants fought againft you, the 
AmoriteSj and the Ferizzites, and the Ca¬ 
na an ites, and the Girgafhites, the Hiv- 
ites, and the Jehufites; and I delivered 
them into your hand. 12 And I fent 
hornets, terrible Jlies t before you, which 
drave out from before you two kings of 
the Amorites, which thy fword and thy 
bow could not have done. 13 And I 
have given you a land cultivated, and ci¬ 
ties built to inhabit; ye eat of vineyards 
?,nd of olive-yards which ye did not plant. 
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14 Now, therefore, fear the Eternal, 
and fcrve hi|n in fincerity and in truth, 
and ferve not the, gods which your fa¬ 
thers ferved In MefopoUmia, hnd in E- 
gypt. 15 And if itTeeta grievous to you 
to ferve the Eternal, chufe ye this day 
whom yc will ferve, whether the gods 
which your fathers ferved, and thofe of 
the Amorites, in whofe land ye dwell: 
but as for me and my houfe, we will 
ferve the Eternal. 

16 But the people replied. Far be it 
from us to foifake the Eternal, and ferve 
other gods. 17 For it is the Eternal our 
Cod who delivered us from Egyptian 
bondage, doing great wonders in the 
fight of all the people, and of all Egypt, 
and preferred us in all the way wherein 
we went, and among all the people thro’ 
whom we patted. iS And expelled, be¬ 
fore us the Amorites, and all the people 
df the land ; therefore will we ferve the 
Eternal, for he is our God. 

19 And Jofliua faid to the people, Ye 
cannot ferve the Eternal together with 
other gods; for he is a holy and a jealous 
God ; and will not forget your tranfgref- 
fions and fins in fo nioing. 20 If ye for- 
fake the Eternal, and ferve falfe gods—- 
he will deflroy you, with all the good he 
hath'done youJ 

21 And the people faid to Jofliua, We 
will ferve ntae but the Eternal. 

aa And Joflma faid, As ye have chofen 
the Eternal for your God, if ye foffake 
him, ye fcte witnelTes againft yourfelves. 
And they faid, It is fo. 

23 Now, the re foie, faid he, If there be 
any ftrange gods among you, put them 
away, and incline your heart wholly to 


the Eternal as the God of Ifr&eh 

24 And they replied, The Eternal our 
r«od will we ferve', and his word w ill we 
obev. 

25 So Joflma made a covenant with 
them that day in Shechcm, propofing 10 
them the conditions and duties of it, and 
tlie rewards promifed to fuch as keep it. 

2 6 And Joflma Infciibed the terms of 
the covenant in his tranfe tipt of the. law 
of God, and took a great ttouc, and fet it 
up there under an oak, befide the fanc- 
tuary of the Eternal. 27 And faid to nil 
the people, Behold, this (tone fhall be a 
witnefs to us, for the fight or recollec¬ 
tion of it will recal to your mind thefe 
words, even as if it had heard them,—if 
ye do not obferve them, but deny artl 
foifake your God. 28 Then Joflma let 
the people go each to his poflelfion. 

29 And he died, being a hundred and 
ten years old. 30 And they buried, him 
in Timnah-ferah in the border of his i in¬ 
heritance, in mount Ephraim, on the 
north fide of the hill of Gaafh. 31 And 
Ifrael ferved the Eternal all the days' of 
Jofliua, and of the elders that out-lived 
Joflma, who had feen all the great works 
which he had done for Jirael, 32 And 
the Ifraelites buried the bones of Jofeph, 
which they brought out of Egypt, in She- 
chem, in a piece of ground which Jacob 
bought from the 10ns of Han.or the 
father of Shechcm, for an hundred 
pieces of filver; and it became the in¬ 
heritance of the pofterity of Jcfcph. 33 
And Eleazar the fon of Aaron died, and 
they buried him in a hill that belonged 
to Phinehas his fon, which was given him 
in mount Ephraim- 


The Book of J U D G 

I. The qEIs of Judah and Simeon . 

F T E R the death of Jofhua, the 
Ifraelites afked council of the E- 
ternal by his oracle, enquiring who fliouid 
be their leader, when warring with the 
Canianites. 2 And the anfwer was. 
That the tribe of Judah, being led by 
their chiefs fhould be preferred to fubdue 
and rule in the land. 

3 Then the tribe of Judah faid to the 
tribe of Simeon, Come and aflifl me a- 
giinft the Canaanites in my lot, and I 
will do with thee in like manner: So 
they.agreed to,aflifl one another. 4 And 
Judah led the varij and the Eternal deli-

vered the Canaanites and the Perizzilcs 
into their hand ; and too thoufapd q 1 
them fell in Bezek, 5 Where they alio 
found the lord of Bezek; 6 But he e- 

fcaped, and they purfued him, and caught 
him, and cut off his thumbs and his great 
tots. 7 And he faid, Seventy kings, hav¬ 
ing their thumbs and great toes cut oil. 
gathered their meat under my table, of 
the crumbs that Jell from it; as I have- 
done to others, io hath God done to me. 
And they brought him to [erufdleoi, 
where -he died. 8 For the tribe of Ju¬ 
dah having,fet it on fire, had .taken it, 
9 And expelled the bulk of its inhabi- 
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tants, they did thofe of the mountain 
where Hebron was, and of the fouth at 
Debit', and in the valley. 

io Judah having attacked the Canaan- 
iti-s in HcJjron, whofe name formerly was 
the city of Arba, they flew Shefhai and 
Ahiman, and Tahnai. u And from 
thence he went to attack Debir, whofe 
name formerly was the city of Sepher. 
11 Aiul Caleb fa id, I will give Arhfah 
my daugnter for a wife to him that tak¬ 
er!) it; 13 Which he did to Cthnici the 
fon of Kenex, Caleb’s younger brother, 
who took it. 14 And flic being moved 
by him to afk of her father a held, a- 
Jighting from her afs, Caleb faid to her, 
What doft thou defire ? 15 And flie re¬ 
plied, Give me a 1 > 1 < fling ; for thou halt 
given me a fouthern field, give ine fprings 
to' .tu it; and he gave her fprings in 
the holier and lower places. 

16 Now the posterity of Jethro the 
K.rnite, Moles father-in-lacy, went up 
with Judah from the city of Palm Trees, 
in the territor y of Jericho, unto the wii- 
dcrncTs of JuiLdi, fouth ward of Arad,- and 
dwelt among ihcm. 

17 And Judah, accompanied with Si¬ 
meon, took Zcphaath, whofe name tor- 
mcrly was Hormah; : 8 And alfu Gaza, &c 
A ike Ion, and Ekrun, with their territo¬ 
ries. 19 Thus the Eternal profpered Ju¬ 
dah, and he expelled the inhabitants of 
the mountain, but be could not expel 
thofe of the valley, becaufe they had 
chariots of iron, no And Hebron was 
given to Caleb, as Moles had faid it would 
be , he expelled thence the three fons 

Auak {giants). 

21 Ami the Benjaminites did not ex¬ 
pel the Jcbufites from their portion of 
Jeruftlem , hut they continued to dwell 
there with them. 


22 Now the. pofterity of Jofeph wen 
to attack Bethel, whofe firft name wa 
Luz, and the Eternal profpered them 
23 But they lent lirft to defery it. Am 
the fpies (eeing a man coming out of it 
faid, Shew us the entry to the city, an< 
wc will shyw thee kindnefs, 15 Which h 
pul, and they took ft, hut let him am 

c l L y - g0 » 26 Who went t0 the lam 
J* . e Hutitcs, and built a city and cal 
ltd it Luz, which name it retained. 

27 But Manairdi did not expel the in 
habitants of llethshean, nor of Taanach 
nor of Dor, nor of IMeam, nor of Megid 
do, and their towns; but the Canantfite 
dwelt in the land, 2B Under certain con

29 Nor did tlie Ephraim ites expel the 
Canaanitcs in G eaer, hut they dwelt there 
_with^ them; 30 Nor did Zebulon expel 
the inhabitants of ICilVon, nor of Nphalo!, 
but the Canaan iitesdwelt therewith them 
as -tributaries : 31 Nor did Asher drive 
out the inhabit ants of A echo, nor of Zi- 
don, ner of Aclllab, ner of Achzib, nor of 
Helbach, nor ot Aphik, nor of Rehab ; 
32 But they dwelt with, them: 33 Nor 
did Naphtali expel the inhabitants of 
Bcthshemesh, nor of Bethiuath ; buf 
they dwelt the re, and became tributaries 
to them. 

34 And th - Amorites, with thejr cha¬ 
riots, drove th<; Danites to the mountain, 
not fullering t hem to come into the val¬ 
ley. 35 They alfo dwelt in mount Hems 
in Aijalon, and in Shaalbini; yet the 
poftcrity of Jofeph prevaiied, fo that they 
became tributaries. 3d The border of 
the Amorites xvas northward towards 
Dan, from the a (cent to Akrabrim, that 
is, Scorpions, from the rock and upwards, 
foutb-nvard. } 

If. The per Pie rebuked at Bochim . 

A N ambafTidor of the Eternal came 
. from Gilyjal tu Bochim, and fpeak- 
ing in the name of the Eternal, faid, I 
delivered you i torn Egypt, and brought 
you into the hind which I proroifed to 
your fathers to gjive their poftcrity, and I 
faid I will never Break my covenant with 
you. if you a bid r in it. 2 And make no 
covenant with the inhabitants of the 
land, but caft d o wn their idolatrous al¬ 
tars ; yet ye hav/e not obeyed my com¬ 
mand : Why ha ve ye not done it. 3 
Therefore I alfo faid, I will not expel 
them before you, but they fliall be as 
thorns in your ft Its, and their gods will 
be a fnart to you. 

4 And when t Jie people heard tliefe 
words, they wepit aloud ; 5 Thence 

the place has got its name : And they 
facrificed there to the Eternal. 6 When 
Jo ft) u a had difniiilcd the people, each of 
them went to his t>.) Hellion. 7 The peo¬ 
ple ferved the E ;etnal during Jofliua’s 
life, and alfo that nf the elders who out¬ 
lived him, Who h.ad feen all the great 
works which the Eternal had done for 
Ifrael. 

8 When Joflma the fon or Nun the fer- 
vant of the Eternal’ was uo years old he 
died, 9 And thev b uried hitn in Timnath 
Heres, on mount E;>hraini, on the north 
fide of the hill of Gaulh. to All that gene¬ 
ration alfo were joined to their facheu, 
and there arufe another generation after 
them, who confide tied not the works of 
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^hap. Ill* 

the Eternal, and did not worfhip him* 
11 ^Tbe Ifraelites then did evil in the light 
bf the Eternal, artd ferved Bilalira, an 
idol; la Having forfahen the Eternal'the 
-God of their fathers^ who delivered them 
from Egypt, they worshipped the falfe 
gods of the people of the land, provok¬ 
ing him to anger, 13 By worshipping 
Baal and Ashtaroth. 14 His anger be¬ 
came hot againft Ifrael, and he gave them 
into the hand of their fpoilers and ene¬ 
mies around them, fo that they could no 
longer Hand before them. 15 His hand 
was againft them for evil wherever they 
went, as. lie folemnly declared to them, 
and they were greatly diftrefled. 16 Ne- 
verthcleft he raifed Dp judges, who deli¬ 
vered them from their fpoilers; 17 Ytt 
they would not hearken to thole,' but 
■went a whoring after other gods by wor¬ 
shipping them, having turned quickly out 
of the way in which their fathers walk¬ 
ed, obeying the commands of the Eternal, 
which they did not. j8 And when the 
Eternal raifed up a judge, he was with 
him, and delivered them from their ene¬ 
mies all his days; for he pitied their 
groaning under thole that vexed and op- 
prelTed them. 19 Yet when the judge 
died, they apoftatifed,. and corrupted 
themfelves more than their fathers, in 
worshipping other gods; they ceafed not 
from their obftinacy in doing evil. 

20 For which the Eternal became in- 
cenfed again ft Ifrael, and he faid, Be¬ 
cause this people has tranfgreffed the co¬ 
venant I made with their fathers, and 
have not hearkened to* 1 my word, 21 I 
will not henceforth e^pel before them 
the nations which Joshua left when he 
died, 22 That thereby I may try whether 
Ifrael will walk in the way of- the Eter¬ 
nal. by keeping his commands, as their 
fathers did, or not. 23 Therefore the 
Eternal left thefe nations, and did not 
drive them out haftily, nor deliver them 
into the hand of Joshua. 

HI. Tlje nationr left to;prove Ifrael. - 

T HE Eternal left thefe nations to try 
the Ifraelites who had not confider- 
ed the caufe of the wars of Canaan, the 
idolatry of the Canaanites : 2 Nor how 
great an evil'war is, and that they might 
learn the fame by experience. 3 The five 
lords of .the Philiftines yet remained, and 
all ( the Phoenicians, the Sidoniam, and 
the Hivites that dwell in mount Leba¬ 
non, from mount-Baal Hermon to the'en¬ 
try of Hamath, 4 That Ifrael might be 
tried by thefe, whether they would obey 
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the commands of the Eternal given by 
Mofes, or worship heathen idols. 

*5 So the Ifraelites dwelt among the 
Canaanites, Hittites, Amorites, Petiz- 
zites, Hivites, and Jebufites: 6 And they 
tooks their daughters for wives, and gave 
tlieir own daughters to their fons, and 
worshipped their gods. 7 Thus the If- 
raelitcs did evil in the fight of the Eter¬ 
nal their God, and forfook him, and wor¬ 
shipped Baalim in the groves'; 8 There¬ 
fore his anger became hot againft Ifrael, 
and he delivered them into the hand of 
Cuthanri^hathaim, king of Mefopotamia, 
Syria, between the rivers Tigris and Eu¬ 
phrates. 9 But they crying to the Eter¬ 
nal. he raifed up faviours who delivered 
them, even OthnicI the fon of Kenez, 
Caleb’s youngeft brother. 10'Thefpirit 
of the Eternal was with him ; lie judged 
Ifrael, and led them to war, and the Eter¬ 
nal delivered the king of Mefop’btamia 
into his hand. 11 Then the land had reft 
from bondage and war forty years, ami 
OthnicI died. 

iz But the Ifraelites did evil again in 
the fight of the Eternal, and he profper- 
ed Eglon king of IWbab againft them. 
13 Who, with the aid of the Ammonites, 
and Amalekites, fmote Ifrael, and poflef- 
fed the city of Palm Trees. 14 They 
ferved him eighteen years; 15 But when 
they cried to the Eternal, he raifed up a 
deliverer, even Ehud the fon of Gera, a 
B^njaminite, a left-handed man, by whom 
the Ifraelites fent a prefent to the king 
of Moab, 16 Ehud made him a two- 
edged dagger, a cubit long, and girded it 
upon his right thigh, 17 And he brought 
the prefent to the king of Moab, who was 
3 very fat man. 18 And when he lud 
made an end to offer the.prefent, he fent 
away the people that bare the prefent, 
19 He turned from the graven images 
that were by Gilgal; and being come to 
the king, he faid, I have a.fecret errand 
to theo, O king ; who faid, keep filence ; 
then all that were with him went out. 

20 And Ehud came near him, fitting 
in his" furamer parlour by himfelf, and 
Fnid, I haye a meffage from God to thee ; 
Then he rofe from his feat. 21 And 
Ehud, with his left hand, took the dag¬ 
ger from his right thigh, and thiuft it in¬ 
to the king’s bflly. 22 The handle alfo 
went in after the blade, which the fat 
elofed up, fo that he could not draw it 
out, [and the dirt came out.] 

23 Then Ehud went out through the 
porch, having fhut the doors of the par¬ 
lour and locked them. 24 And when h^ 
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was gone, the fervants came ; but when 
they faw the doors (hut and locked, they 
faid, Surely he eafetli himfelf in his fum- 
mer chamber. 35 And having delayed 
till they were afliamed, as he opened not 
the doors of the parlour, they opened 
them, and found their loid fallen down 
dead on the earth. 

26 And Ehud efcaped beyond the 
groves into Seirah, during their delay. 
27 And being returned, he blew a trum¬ 
pet in mount Ephraim, and the Ifraehtes 
followed him down from the mountain; 
38 Saying to them, Follow me, for the 
Eternal hath delivered your enemies the 
Moabites into your hand : And following 
him, they occupied the fords of Jordan, 
oppofite to Moab, fo that none could pafs 
over. 19 And they flew then about ten* 
thoofand brave and valiant men; none 
efcaped. 3® So Moab was fubdued then 
by Ifrael, and the land had reft eighty 
ycar9. 

31 After Ehud, Shamgar the fon of 
Anarh delivered Ifrael; he flew fix hun¬ 
dred Phrliltines with a ploughing inftru- 
ment. 

IV. Deborah and Barak deliver Ifrael. 
ITER, the death of Ehud, the If- 
raelites did evil again in the fight 
of the Eternal, a And he fold them into 
the power of Jabin, a king in Canaan, 
who reigned in Hazor, the captain of 
whofe hoft was Sifcra, who dwelt in Ha- 
roflieth, whither a concourfc of various 
nations had reforteef. 3 He had nine 
hundred chariots of iron, and opprefled 
Ifrael greatly twenty years; and they 
cned to the Eternal. 

4 Deborah a prophetefs, the wife of 
Eapidoth, judged Ifrael at that time: 

5 And fhe lat to judge under the palm 
tree of Deborah, as ufual of old , between 
Rumali and Bethel, un mount Ephraim ; 
and the people ol Ilraelcame to her for 
judgment, 6 And die lent for Barak the 
Ion of Abinoaat from Kedeih-Naphtali, 
and faid to him, The Eternal the God of 
Ifrael hath commanded you to gQ to¬ 
ward mount 1 ahor, pnd lo take with 
thee ten thoulaiid men of the offspring 
ot Hnphrhali and of Zebulon; 7 And I 
will draw Sifcra the captain of Jabin’s 
army to thee at the river Kiflign, with 
his chariots and his multitude, and will 
deliver him into thine hand. 8 Then 
Barak replied to her, I will go if thou 
wilt go with me, hut I will not go with- 
out thee. 9 And d,c laid, I will furely 
K'J with thee ; hut thou wilt not have the 
h0,101,1 o! ‘ :!lii mi .lei taking, for the Kter-

nal yfill deliver Silera into the hand of a 
woman. So Deborah went quickly to 
Kedefh with Barak, 10 Who tqok with 
him ten thoufnnd men of the tribes of 
Zebulon and Naphtali. 1 r Now Heber 
the Kenite, the defeendant of Hobab, 
Mofes* father-in-law, hqal feparafed from 
the Kenites, and pitched his tent in the 
plain of Zaanaim, by Kedelli, and dwelt 
among the tribe of Naphtali. 

ta And Siferah being inforilied that 
Barak the fon of Abinoam was come to 
mount Tabor, 13 Called together all his 
people, from Harofheth of the Gentiles 
unto the river Kiflion, with nine hun¬ 
dred chariots of iron. 14 And Deborah 
faid to Barak, Make hafte, for this is the 
day in which the Eternal hath delivered 
Siferah into thine hand; the Eternal go- 
eth before thee. So Barak defeenaed 
from mount Tabor with ten thoufand 
men. 15 And the Eternal overthrew Si- 
fera, with all his hoft, and his chariots, 
before Barak, fo that Siferah defeended 
from his chariot, and fled on foot. 16 But 
Barak purfued Siferah’s hoft, with thfir 
chariots, unto Harofheth of the Genti/es, 
and all the hoft was overthrown. 

17 But Sifcra fled on foot to tte tent 
of Jael the wife of Heber the Kenite; 
for there was peace between him and Ja¬ 
bin the king of Hazor. 18 And Jael' 
faid to Siferah, come into my tent; and 
flie covered him with a mantle.. 19 And 
he faid to her, Oive me water, for I am 
thirfty ; and flie gave him a bottle of 
milk, and covered him. ao And he faid 
alfo to her, Stand in the tent door, and if 
any come and alk, Is there any man here ? 
fay, No.' at And being weary, he felt 
into a deep fleep. Then Jael went foftly 
to him, with a hammer and a nail, which 
flie ftruck through his temples into the 
ground, and he died. 

aa And as Barak purfued after him, 
flie went out and faid to him, Come and 
I will fhew thee the man whom thou 
feekeft; and having come into the tent, 
he found Sifcra dead, with the nail in his 
temple. a3 So God overthrew on that 
day Jabin, a king of Canaan, before the Is¬ 
raelites, 24 Who prevailed againft him, 
and profpered. 

V. Song of Deborah and Barak. 

N that day Deborah and B^rak fang, 
and faid, 2 Praife ye the Eternal, 
for the avenging of Ifrael; when the peo¬ 
ple willingly offered thomfelves. 3 Hear¬ 
ken and contidcr this ye kings afid princes; 
I win fin g to the Eternal the G id of If- 
raH. 
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. 4 O Eternal* when ihou Wenteft out 
©I Seir, (Deut. iv. ri.) out of the land 
of Edom* the earth trembled, and the 
clouds were diflolved, and th? heavens 
diftilled water. 5 The mountains moved 
before the Eternal, even Sinai before the 
God of Ifrael. 6 In the days of Sham- 
gar the fon of Anatti, and of Jael, the 
highways were infefted, and travellers 
■walked in private ways. 7 The villages 
in Ifrael were alfo forfaken, till 1 Debo¬ 
rah 'aroft a mother in Ifrael. 6 The Is¬ 
raelites allowed fatfe gods, and their ci¬ 
ties were taken and themfeives difarmed 
by thdir enemies. 

9 My heart is towards the governors 
and people of Ifrael, who offered them¬ 
feives willingly to deliver and defend 
their nation. Btefs ye the Eternal, who 
gave you a heart and ability to do it. 

10 Ye nobles that ride on white affts, 
and fit in judgment, and ye that walk in 
the way, rehcarfe this; 11 The noife of 
die archers at the river of waters being 
nafed, there fhall be rehearfed the righ¬ 
teous atfts of" the Eternal, in avenging 
theyillages of Ifrael; then fhall the'peo- 
pie of Ifrael go in and put of' their gates 
in fafetjr. 

1 a S^ig with heart and'voice ; fing a- 
loud joyfully, Deborah : Lead thy capti- 
vity^captive, Barak, thou, fon of Abi- 
noam. 13 Then the Eternal made me to 
have dominion over the nobles. 

14 Out of Ephraim came forth power 
againff Atnalek, after thee, O Benjamin; 
out of Manaffeh came forth governors, 
and out of Zebulon the learned and wife. 

15 The princes of Iffachar were with 
Deborah and Barak alfo, who went on 
foot into the valley by the brook.; but 
the differences of opinion among the 
Reuhenites concerning this attempt cauf- 
ed great anxiety. 16 Why abode ye by 
the fheep folds, O Reubenites, hearing 
the Meetings of the flecks: 17 And the 
Gileadites abode beyond Jordan, and Dan 
by his fliips, aud ATlier alfo iu his fca 
ports.. 1 3 Zebulon and Naphtaii hazard¬ 
ed their Ii\ T cs in defence of their country. 
19 The kings of Canaan came and fought 
in Taanach by the waters of Megiddo ; 
but got no fpoil which they expected. 

20 The heavens with their bofts fought 
againft Sifera; the (tars in an eclipfe 
appeared: 21 That renowned river Ki- 
flion fwept away the carcafc-s. O my 
might thou haff overthrown their ftrength. 
2i The horfe hoofs of their mighty ones 
were broken by their prancings. 

23 Curl’ ye Meroz, laid the angel of 
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the Eternal, ctirfe bitterly the inhabitants 
of it j becauft they ernne not to aflift in 
the caufe of the Eternal againff the 
mighty. 

24 Bleffetf above women fhall be Jael 
the wife of Heber the Kenite : *5 In the 
tent he alked water, and flie gave him 
milk, and butter in an elegant difli: 
26 And (he thruff a nail thro* his tem¬ 
ple, and fmote off his head, 27 And he 
died. 

28 The mother of Sifera looked out at 
a window, and r cried thro* the lattcfs. 
Why is his chariot fo tong in coming ? 
Why move the wheels fo ffowly ? 29 Her 
wife ladies replied to her, yea, flie replied 
herfelf, 30 Surely they have profpe.rcd 
and divided the fpoil, to every man a 
damfel or two; to Sifera for a prey a robe 
of double embroidery of divers colours, 
• fit for the necks of fpoilers. 

31 So let all thine enemies perifli, O 
Eternal; but let them that love thee be 
illuffrioufiastlie fun fhining in hisffrength. 

And the land had peace forty years. 

VI. The Ifraeiites opprejfed by Midian. 

T HE Ifraeiites did evil again in the 
fight of the Eternal, and he deliver¬ 
ed them into the hands of the Midianites 
feven years. 2 And the hand of Midian 
prevailed againft Ifrael; and becaufe of 
the Midianites the Ifraeiites made them 
the dens which are in the mountains, and 
the caves, and the ftrong holds. 3 And 
when the Ifraeiites had fawn, the Mi¬ 
dianites, ^nd the Amalekitcs, and the 
eaftern nations, edme 4 And encamped 
againft them, and deitroyed the fruits of 
the earth, even unto Gaza, and left nei¬ 
ther fheep, nor ok, nor afs, nor any fup- 
port for Ifrael. 5 They carpe with their 
cattle and their tents, as grafshopers for 
multitude, and they entered into the land 
to deftroy it. 

6 And the Ifraeiites being greatly 
wafted, cried to the Eternal. 7 And 
when they did fo, 8 He fent a prophet 
to them, who faid, Thus faith the Eter¬ 
nal the God of Ifrael, I delivered you 
from the Egyptian, bondage, 9 And from 
all your opprcffbrs, flt gave you this land, 
having expelled its inhabitants for their 
idolatry; ic And I laid to you, I am 
„the. Eternal your God ; worfhip not the 
gods of the Anionites.in whofe land ye 
dwell; but ya hare not obeyed my 
word. 

.11 And the angel of the Eternal (J. c. 
the angel of the covenant) appeared un¬ 
der the oak in Ophrah, which pertained 
to Joalh the Abi-ezrite, and his fon Gi- 
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dcon threlhed wheat by the wine-prcls, 
that he might conceal it from the MiJi- 
anites. u So the angtl of the Etefnal 
a ret’ to him, ami laid, The Eternal 19 
with tl»ce, thou mighty valiant man. 

tj And Oideon laid to him, 0 my 
T.urd, if the Eternal be with u*, how 
hutb all this evil come upon us? 8 c why 
doth he not fuch miracles as our fathers 
told- us he did in delivering them front E- 
gy pt > But now the Eternal hath forfak- 
en us, having delivered us into the hands 
of the Midianites. 

14 Then the angel regarded him gra¬ 
ciously, and faid. Go in this thy forti¬ 
tude, and thou (halt fave Ifrael from the 
hand of the Midianites; lo, I have-fent 
thee. 

15 And he faid to him, O my Lord, 
how (hall I lave Ifrael ? behold itiy fami¬ 
ly is the meanett in Mauaflch, and I am 
the leuft in my father’s houfe. 

16 And the Eternal faid to him, Sure¬ 
ly I will be with thee, and thpu Ulialt 
finite the Midianites all as one man. 

17 And Gideon laid to him. If I have 
row obtained thy favour, /hew me an e- 
vidcnce, c ei tilying me who thou art that 
talked with me. 18 And depart not, t 
pray thee, until I bring an offering, and 
prefent it ro thee. And he faid, 1 will 
tarry till thou return. 

19 Then Gideon went in, and prepar¬ 
ed a kid, and unleavened cakes or an e- 
phah of flower ; he brought the kid’s 
flefli in a balket, and the broth of it in a 
pot. And having brought it out, he pre- 
fonted it to him under the oak 

10 Then the angel of God faid to him. 
Take the fleih ami the unleavened cakes, 
am) lay them on the rock, and pour out 
ihe broth. And he did fo. 

21 Then the angel of the Eternal 
touched' the fldh and the unleavened 
cakes with the Half in his hand : and 
then fire arofe out of the rock, and con- 
fumed them: then the angel of the ,E-* 
ternal departed from his fight. 

12 And when Gideon perceived that 
he wa« an angel of the. Eternal, he faid, 
Al as, () I.ord God ; I nrutft die, as I have 
fecn an apparition of a fpicit, fond talked 
I HTiiliarly with 1 dm. (Exod, xxxiii. 20.) 
24 But the Eternal faid to him, Peace be 
to thee. fi*ar not, thou fhalt not die. 

24 Thrn GiJion built an altar there 
to the Eternal, and called it Peace with 
the Eternal : it continued to remain in 
Oplirah of the Aiii-e&rUes.- 

25 And in that night, the Eternal faid 
10 Take thy father's young bullock, 
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even the fecond bullock of feven yea;» 
old, the fifty being already facrificed , 8c. 
cart down the altar which thy father 
made far Baal, and cut down the grove 
that furrounds it; 16 And build an al¬ 

tar to the Eternal thy God on the top of 
this rock, in a proper manner, and N oflfer 
the feeand bullock as a holocaufl, with 
the wood of the f grove which thou flialt 
' cut down. 

27 Then Gideon took ten men of his 
fei vants, and did as the Eternal faid to 
him ; but he did it by night; bccaule he 
feared his father’s houfehold, 8c the men 
of the city^ he could not do it by day. 

28 And early in the morning, when 
the men of the city arofe, behold, the al¬ 
tar of Baal was call down, and the grove 
that furrounded it was cut down, and the 
fecund bullock was offered on the altar 
that was already built. 29 And they laid 
one to another. Who hath done this thing? 
And having fought and enquired, they 
faid, Gideon the ion of Joaili hath done 
it. 

30 Then the men of the city faid to 
Joafl), Bring out thy fun, that he may be 
put to death, becaufe he hath call down 
the altar o(.Baal, and cut down the grove 
that was around it. 

31 And Joafli faid to all his adverfariei. 
Will ye plead for Baal ? will yefave him ? 
he that will plead for him, rqjjing a tu¬ 
mult thereby, let him be puB to death, 
whilfl it is yet morning : if he be a god, 
let him avenge his own caufc, at the E- 
ternal i .1 no20 about to do on the adver- 
faries of them that fierce him. 3 2 There¬ 
fore Gideon on that day called his fon 
JerubbSal, faying, Let B&al decide his 
quarrel with him, for calling down his 
altar. 

33 Then all the Midianites, and the 
Amalekites, and the people of the call, 
being aflembled, palled over Jordan, and 
pitched in *he valley of Je creel. 34 But 
Gideon, being endowed with the Spirit of 
the Eternal, blew a trumpet ; and the 
Abi-ezrites were gathered to him. 3$ 
And he font mefleogtrs thro* all Manaf- 
foh, and foo Aflier, and Zebu Ion, fit Naj h- 
tali, and they c,ame to meet them; 

35 And Gideon called on. God, faying, 
If thou wilt fave Ifrael by mine hand, as 
thou haft faid, 37 I will fpread a fleece- 
of wool on the ground ; and if there be a 
dew on the fleece alone, and not on the 
ground about it, by this evidence I will 
certainly know that thou wilt fave IlVatl 
by me. 38 And i: was fo—for next 
morning he rofe early, and.’having thruft 
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the fleece together, he wiinged out of it 
tof <Jcw, a bowl-full of water. 

39 And Gideon called again upon 
God, faying. Be not angry at me, while 
I d2k another proof, and I will a(k no 
more ; let the fleece oqly be dry, and let 
all the giound be covered with dew. 40 
And it was fo. 

VII. Gideon's army . 

HEN Jerubbaal, who is Gideon, and 
all they that were with him, riling 
early, encamped at the well of .Ha- 
rod ; fo that the Midianites* camp was 
on the north of them, by the hill of Mo- 
reh, in the valley: 

2 Then the Eternal faid to Gideon, 
Thou haft too many people with thee ;'I 
will not give the vi<flory to fo many, left 
Ifrael boaft, faying, Mine own hand hath 
faved me. 3. Now, therefore, make a 
proclamation, that all who are feaiful or 
falnt-htfaTted. may depart early to mount 
Gilead, and return. So twenty-two thou- 
fand returned, and ten thoufand only re¬ 
mained. 

4 *But the Eternal faid to Gideon, 
There are yet too many : bring them 
down to the water, And I will try them 
there—tlidfe whom I appoint to go, Ihall 
go; and thofe whom I appoint to ftay, 
fliall ftay. 5 So he brought them ddwn 
to the witer; Sc the Eternal faid to him, 
All that lape water with their tongues as 
dogs, fliali.be fet by thcmfelves; and al- 
fo all that how down, on their knees to 
drink. 6 And three bundled lapped out 
of the hollow of thdir hands; but the reft 
fiooped to drink. 7 Then the Eternal faid 
to Gideon, I will fave you by the three 
hundred who laped the water, deliver¬ 
ing the Midiaftites into thine hand; and 
let the reft go home. 

6 So they took with them visuals* Sc 
trumpets in their hands—and the hoft of 
Midiatrwas beneath in the valley. 

9 And that night the Eternal faid to 
binij Go -quickly down to the hoft, for I 
have delivered it into thine hand. 1 o 
But if thou: be afraid to go down, take 
Phurah-thy fervant with thee ; 11 And 

thou (halt hear what they fay, and af¬ 
terwards flialt thou have fortitude to go 
down to them* Then lie went withPhu- 
1 ah his fervaftt'tothe outfide of the arm¬ 
ed rtieti. x 2 And the Midianites, fie the 
Aoj^itkites, mid all the eafterns, - were. 
.fu f Fi£ad over the valley like graflioppeis 
fdf jnultkude • with their camels as the 
foVfliore innumerable., 

13 And* w hen Gideon was come, there 
wa$ a-man who told a>dreain ’to his fel^ 
'■*« frying* do uiy dream, J faw a-bar- 


lev-cake, which tumbled intq the hoft of 
Midian againft a tent, Which it overturn¬ 
ed. 14 And his fellow replied, This is 
a figure pf Gideon** fword; for into his 
«hand hath God delivered all Midian’s 
hoft. 

15 And when Gideon heard the dream, 
and the interpretation, he worfliipped. 
And having returned to the hoft of IlVacl, 
hie faid, Arife, for the Eternal hath de¬ 
livered Midian’s hoft into your hand. „ 16 
And he divided the three hundred men 
into three companies, and put a trumpet 
into every man*s hand, with empty pit¬ 
chers, and lamps within the pitchers. 17 
And faid to them, Wlicu we come to the 
outfide of the camp, look to me, and do 
as I do. 18 When I blow’ the trumpet, 
do likewife on every fide of all the camp, 
and fay, The fword of the Eternal, and of 
. Gideon. 

19 So Gideon, and the three hundred 
men that were with him, came fo the 
outfide of the camp in the beginning of 
the middle watch, it being newly placed; 
and they blew the trumpets, and brake 
the pitchers, which weic in their hands, 
ao And the three companies blew the 
trumpets, and brake the pitchers, and 
held the lamps in their left hands, and 
the trumpets . in their right hands, to 
blow them, and cried, The fword of 
the Eternal, and of Gideon. 21 And 
they ftood every man in his place around 
the cani|>; and all the hoft ran, 6c cried, 
and fled. 22 And when the three hun¬ 
dred blew the trumpets, the Eternal made 
every one take his neighbour for his ene¬ 
my, and finite him, through all the hoft ; 
and they fled to' Beth-fliittah in Zere- 
rath, to the border of Abel-meholah, by 
Tabath. 23 And then the Ifraelites aflem- 
bled out of Naphtali, 8c Aflier, St'all Ma- 
nafleh, and put fued after the Midianites, 
• 24 And Gideon Cent meflengers thro* 
all mount Ephraim, faying, Come down 
againft the Midianites, and guard the 
fords of Jordan before them, frorii Beth- 
barah. And all the men j 1 Ephraim did 
fo. 25 And they took two princes of the 
Midianites, Orcb and Zeeb; they flew 
Orcb at the rock Oreb, and Zceb at the 
wine.prefs of Zeel); and brought their 
heads to Gideon, on the eaft fide of Jor¬ 
dan, purfuiiig Midiau. 

VIII, The Epbrnimites pacified. 

T HEN the men cf Ephr fim chided Gi¬ 
deon, 'becaufe he called tliero not 
when he vxnt to fight with the Midiaiv 
ites. -2 But he replied to them, What 
.have I done in comparifob-cf ycu? Is r.Jt 
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the gleaninr of the grapes of Ephraim 
better than the vintage ofAbiezrr? 3 
God hath delivered into your hand Oreb 
and Zerb, the princes of Midian, though 
ye came lajl. Then their anger was pa¬ 
cific d. 

4 When Gideon had parted over Jor¬ 
dan, with the three hundred men that 
were with him, and faint, yet ftill purfti- 
in/ f 5 He faid to the men of Succoth, Give 
I pray you loaves of bread to the people 
that fjliow me ; for they be faint; and I 
am purfuing after Zebah and Zalmunnah, 
kings of Midian. 6 Blit the princes of 
Succoth faid to him* Thou haft not yet 
l.tkcn Zebah and Zalmunnah, that we 
fbould give bread to thine army. 7 And 
Gideon replied, Therefore, when tho E- 
ternal hath delivered Zebah and Zal- 
numna into mine hand, I will tear your 
flHh with the thorns and briers of the 
wild-mcfs. 

5 And lie went from thence to Penutl: 
and having made the fame requeft, he 
received the like anfwcr. 9 '1'oMvhich 
he replied, When 1 return in peace, I 
will break down this tower. 

10 Now Zebah nnd Zalmunna were in 
Karkor, and tbeir holts with them, about 
fifteen thoufand men, being all that were 
left of all the holts of the eaftdms; for 
there fell an hundred and twenty ihou- 
fand armed men. 

it And Gideon went up the way of 
thbfe that dwjll in tents, on the eaft of 
Noliah and Jogbeh, and fmote the holt; 
for it was fecure. 12 And he purfued, 
and took Zebah &, Zalmunnah, the two 
kings of Midian, who fled, and dif- 
romfited all the holt. 13 And Qi, 
deon returned (rum the battle be¬ 
fore thfe fun’s light fprung up. 14 And 
caught a young min of Succoth, who, 
being Hiked, deferibed to him the princes 
of Succoth, and the fenators of it,'even 
feventy-feven men. 15 And he came' 
upon the men of Succoth, and faid. Be¬ 
hold Zjbah and Zaimitnna, concerning 
whom ye upbraided ine, faying, Halt 
thou indeed taken them, that we itiould 
give bread to thy men that are weary ? 
1,1 And he took the elders of the city, 
ftDd thorns and briers of the wildemtf*'. 

with which he taught them. 17 And be 
l>cat down the tower of Penuel, and flew 
the men of the city. 

iS 1 hen laid he to Zebah and Zalmun- 
na, What kind of men were they whom 
ye new it Tabor > And they replied, 
Ihey were fuch « thjrfelf. each of them 
rcllentbled the childreii of a king, to 
AnJ he faid, they were iny brethren, li¬ 


ven the fons of my mother; I wifli ye 
had faved their lives, then I would not 
flay you. 20 Then he faid to Jet her his 
eldeft fon, Slay them quickly : but the 
youth drew not his fword. being yet 
timorous, 21 Then Zebah and Zalmun¬ 
na faid, Arifc, as thou art a ihan, a'nd haft 
courage, and fall upon us. And he did 
fo, and took the ornaments from their 
camels necks. 

21 Then the men of Ifrael faid to Gi¬ 
deon, Be thou king over us, and alfo thy 
fon, and his fon, the royalty being heredi¬ 
tary in thy family \ becaufe thou haft 
deliveied us from the power of Midian* 
13 But Gideon replied, Neither I nor 
my fon lhall be your kings; the Eternal 
Hi all (Pfttl- xlvji. 7. continue to) be you* 
king. 

14 Then Gideon faid to ihcmil deflre 
that each of you Would give ide the ear¬ 
rings out of this prey: for the Ilhmaelites 
had golden ear-rings. 25 And they faid. 
We will give them willingly. So 
fpread a garment, and every on? call ; hto 
it the ear-rings of his prey. 26 And th^»r 
weight was a thoufand St feven hundred 
flickeIs of gold, befides ornaments, collars, 
and the purple raiment of the kings of 
Midian, and the chains that were a- 
bout their camels’ necks. 27 And Gi¬ 
deon made an epod thereof, and put it in 
his city Ophrah ; and all Ifrael went thi¬ 
ther a whoring a^ter it, (i. e. abitjing it 
to fiiperjlition and idolatry ; and to it 
was the ruin of Gideon’s hou'.c. 

23 Midian was now fubdutd by thelf- 
raelites, fu thn they rofe no more agninft, 
them, and the land had quietnefs forty 
years, in the tim^if Gideon. 

19 And Jcrubbaal (:.e. Gideon') the fon 
of Joalh returned to his own honlV. 30 
He had feyenty Tons; shaving had many 
wives. 31 His concubine, who was^in 
Shechem, alfo had a ton to him, who was 
called Abimelech. 

32 And Gideon being old, died, aqd 
was buried in the fcpnlchre of his father, 
in Ophrah of the Abi-ezcrites. 

33 And.as foon as he was dead, the If- 

raelites went a whoring after Baalim, 
worrtiipping Banl-bcrith as their god; 34 
And forfook the Eternal their God, who 
had delivered them from all their ene- 
rnies. 35 Nether did they grati¬ 

tude to the family of Gidon, according 
to all the good he had done for Ifrael, 

F IX. -A'bimeleeh made kiyg* 

OR. Abimelech going to Shechem tq 
hi9 mother’s brothers, fpoke to them, 
and to all the family of his mother’s fa¬ 
ther, faying, 2 Say, I pray y 0 u, in tho 
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hearing of all the Shec he mites. Whether is 
it'better for you, that ail the fons of Je- 
rnbbaal, even feventy perfons, or that.pne 
reign over you ? remember alfo, tjiat I 
am your bone and your flefh. 3 So they 
did as he defired them ; and the men. of 
Shechem inclined to /allow Abimelech, 
faying, He is our brother 4 And they 
gave him feventy pieces of fiiver out of 
the temple of Banhberith ; ' wherewith 
Abiraelpch hired vagabonds and giddy 
perfons, who followed him. 

5 Then he went to his father's houfe 
at Ophrah, and flew his feventy brothers 
upon One ftone.except Jotham the young- 
eft, who had hid hfmfelf. 

6 And all the men of Shechem stfTcm- 
bled, with all the houfe of Milo, fit made 
Abimelech king at the flatue in the plain 
of Shechem. 

, 7 And when it was told to Jotham, he 
went and flood on the top of mount Ce- 
rizzitn, and crying with aloud voice,faid 
t^them, Hearken to me, ye mgn of She- 
chcm^ that God may hearken to you. 8 
The trees determined at a certain time 
to appoint a king over them, and fa id to 
the olive tree. Reign thou over us. 9 
But the olive tree faid to them, Should I 
defift from my fatnefs, wherewith they 
honour God and man, to be promoted o- 
ver the trees ? 10 Then they faid ,to the, 
fig-tree. Reign thou over us. n But it 
replied. Should I forfake my fweetnefs„8t 
my good fruit, to be promoted oyer the 
trees? 12 Then they faid to the vine. 
Reign thou over us. 13 But it faid to 
them. Should I leave my wine, which is 
grateful to Gpdand man, to be promoted 
over the trees? 14 Then faid all the trees 
to the bramble,-Be th& our king. 15 Aqd 
the bramble replied to the trees, If in¬ 
deed ye anoint me king over you, come 
an<d reft under my fbadotv ; and if nbt, 
let fire proceed from the bramble, and 
confume even the-cedars of Lebanon. 

16 Con fid er now, if ye have done right 
in making Abimelec h king, Sc if ye have 
dealt well with Jerubbaal and his houfe. 
as he deferved of you. 17 For ray father 
fought for you, and delivered you from 
Miriian, at the peril of his life. i 9 And 
ye have rifen up againft my father’s bon fe, 
and flain, by facrifieing them to the idol % 
all the reft of his fons upon one flone, and 
have miffie Abimelech, his concubine's 
fon, king in Shechem, becaufe he is your 
brpther. 19 If ye havejdealt rightly with 
Jerubbaal and his family, rejoice in Abi- 
melech, and let him rejoice in you ; 20 

But if not, let Abimelech devour the 


men of Shechem, and^hc heufe of Millo ; 
and Jet them devour him. 

a 1 Thpn Jotham fled to Beer, and 
dwelt there, for fear of Abimelech his 
brother. 

22 When Abimelech had reigned three 
years over Ifrael, 23 God fufit-red an e- 
vil fpirit of difcoid to come between him 
and the men of Shechem ; fo that they 
were treacherous to him ; 24 That the 

violence to the feventy fons of Jerub¬ 
baal, and their blood might be avenged 
on Abimelech their brother, who flew 
them, and on the men of Shechem, who 
aflifted him. . 25 Then the men.of She- 
chem placed fome to lie in wait for him 
on the top of thp mountains, who robbed 
all who came that way; fit this was told 
AhimeJech. 

26 And Gaal the fon of Eljcd came to 
Shechem with his brothers; and the men 
of Shechem put their confidence in him. 
27 And they went out into the fields, 8c 
gathered the grapes in the vineyards, and 
pretty them, and drank, and were mer¬ 
ry ; dfrid having entered into the houfe of 
their god, they curfed Abimelech. 

2S And Gaal the for. of Ebe‘d faid. 
Who is Abimelech the Shechemite, that 
we fhou!(| ferve him ? is he not the fon of 
Jerubbaal, and he hath made Zebul his 
officer ? ferve rather the nobles of this 
city, defcended from Hamor the father of 
Shechem: for why lliould we ferve him ? 
29 And I wifli that this people were un¬ 
der my command ; then would I remove 
Abimelech. Then it was faid to Abime¬ 
lech, In ereafe th me army, and come out, 
to fi/pprefsjedition. 

30 And when Zebul, the ruler of the 
city, heard the words of G&al the fon of 
Ebed, his anger was kindled. 31 And he 
fent meflengers to Abimelech in Hor- 
mah, faying, Gaal the fon of Ebed is 
come to. Shechem, and they fortify the 
city againft thee: 32 Therefore, rife by 
night, with the people that accompany 
.thee, and lie in wait in the field. 33 And 
come againft the city early in the morn¬ 
ing, even aj fun's light rifing; 8c when he 
8c the people tint are with him coinc out 
againft thee, thou may eft do to them as 
thou chufeft. 

34 So Abimelech came by night with 
all his men, and lay in wait againft She- 
chera, in four companies. 

35 And Gaal the fon of Ebed went fie 
flood in the gate of the city : anil 'Abi¬ 
melech rofe up with .his men from lying 
in wait. 

30 And when Gaal faw the people, he 
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fa id to Zcbul, Behold, people descending 
from the top of the mountains. And Ze¬ 
bu 1 replied to him, The fliadows oi the 
top of the mountains appear to be like 
men. 37 And.Gaal faid again. Behold, 
people coming down by the middle of the 
land, and others come along the plain of 
Meonenim. 

38 Then^Zebul faid to him, I^et thine 
hand be now as ready to fight, as thy 
mouth was to fay. Who is Abimelech, 
that we fhnuld forte him } Is not this the 
people whom thou haft defpifed? go out, 
I pray, now, and tight againft them. 

39 And Gaal went out before the men 
of Shechcm, anil fought with Abimelech. 
40 But Abimelech chafed him, and he 
fled before him, and many were over¬ 
thrown and wounded, even unto the en¬ 
tering of the gate. 41 Abimelech dwelt 
then at Am mail; and Zebul thruft out 
Gaal and his brethern, that they fliould 
not dwell in Shechem. 

42 And on the morrow people went 
out into the field ; aud it was told Ahi- 
mclech. 43 And he divided his people 
into three companies, and lay in wait in 
the field, and, obferving the people come 
out of the city, he attacked them, and 
fmote them. 44 And he ruflied forward 
with his company, and ftood in the en¬ 
trance of the or the gate ; and the two 
other companies tan upon all the people 
that were in the fields, and flew them. 
45 And he fought againft the city all 
that day, and took it, and flew the jieo- 
plc that were in it; and having heaten 
down the wall, h«* lowed it with lalt, 

45 And when all the men of the cita¬ 
del of .Shechem heard that, they entered 


man eaft a piece of milftone upon h*« 
head,'which broke his flcull. 54 Then he 
faid haftily to the young man his armour- 
bearer; Draw thy fword, atid flay me, 
that it be not faid of me, A woman flew 
him. v 

55 And when the IlVaelites faw that 
Abimelech was dead, cveiy man went tp 
his place. 

56 Thus God requited the wickdenefs 
of Abimelech towards his father, in flay¬ 
ing his feventy brothers. 57 And all the 
evil of the men of Shechem did God re r 
turn upon their own beads; and on them 
came the curfe of Jotbom Jerubbaal’s 
fon. 

X. Tola judgrth Ifrael. 

FTER Abimelech. Tolah the fon of 
Puah, of the tribe of HTiichar, a- 
role to fave Ifrael; he dwelt in Shamir 
in mount Ephraim. 2 He judged Ifrael 
twenty-three years, and died, and toas 
buried in Shamir. 

3 And after him a role Jair, in Gilead 
of Manafleh; and he judged Ifrael twed- 
ty-two years. 4 And he had thirty fons 
who rode on thirty mules, and prefided 
over thirty cities in the land of Gilead, 
which continued to be called cities of 
fair. 5 And Jair died, and was buried.in 
Ramon. 

6 And the Israelites did evil again in 
the fight of the Eternal, and worfhipp'ed 
Baalim, and Afhtaroth, and the gods of 
Syria, and thofe of Zidon, and of Mo^b, 
and of the Ammonites, and of the £bj- 
Ii (lines, having foi^ken the Eternifi; 
7 Therefore his anger was hot again# if¬ 
rael, and he delivered them into tfa^liand 
of the Philiftines and of the Ammonites.

Beritli. '47 And it was told Abimelech, 
that al 1 the men of the citadel of Shechcm 
were afleinblcd. 

4 s And Abimelech went up to mount 
Zrtlmon with all his people, having an 
ax in his hand, with which he cut down 
the branch of a tree, and laying it upon 
his (boulder, he faid to thofe that were 
with him. Do quickly as I have done..49 
And having .done fo, they followed him 
and with thefe they fet the tower on 
fire . which devoured all that were in it 
being about a tlioufand men and wtmson! 

50 1 hen Abimelech went to Thebtz 
and encamped againft it, and took it. 51 
But there was a ftrong tower in the city 
to which all in the city fled, and fliut it! 
®nd went up to the top of the tower, c. 
And Abimelech atrackcd the tower, and 
came to burn the door. 53 And a wo- 


8 And they veied and opprefleii all the If- 
raelites who were in Gilead, on the caft 
fide of Jordan, eighteen years. 9 Moreo¬ 
ver the Ammonites palled over Jordan, tt>| 
attack alfo Judah, and Benjamin, and Ef - 
phraiiu, fo that the Ifraelitcs were foredb- 
trefled. 10 And they called upon the Pa¬ 
ternal, faying, We have finned againlt 
thee, both in forfaking our God, and alfo 
in, ferving Baalim. 1 r Then the Eternal 
anfwercd them, faying, I delivered yin* 
from the Egyptians, and the Amorite*. 
and the Ammonites, and the Philiftiaes ; 
12 And when the Zidnniaus and the A- 
melekitC9, and the Maonites, opaireired 
you alfo, and ye cried to me, I delivered, 
you from their power; 13 Yet ye li^ve 
forfaken me, and fei ved other gods, where¬ 
fore fliould .I deliver you any more? 
14 Call upon the gods which ye have 
chofen, to deliver you in the time of your 
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tribulation. 15 Then the Israelites fni<l 
to the Eternal, Wte have finned,-pupifli 
11s with thine own hand as it fcemeth 
meet to thee; deliver us now we prdy 
thee from the hand of man. t6 And 
they put away the talfe gods from among 
them, and ferved the Eternal; and he 
Jii 3 companion on their mifcry. 

17 Then the Ammonites a (Tern bled and 
encamped in Gilead, and the Ifnielitcs 
ailemb'l&d and encamped in Mizpeh. 
18 And the people and chiefs of Gilead 
faid to each other. Whoever will begin 
to attack the Abiraonites, (hall prefide 
over all the inhabitants of Gilead. 

XI. Jepbtbah's covenant- 
EPHTHAH the Gileadite was valiant; 
he was the fun of a (trumpet. 2 And 
Gilead^ had Tons by his wife, who being 
gro wn tip fhiuft out Jcphlhah, faying to 
Jim. Thou (halt not partake of our fa. 
thcr’s inheritance, for thou art the fon of 
a Grange woman. 3 Then he departed 
fronhis brethren, and dwelt in the land 
of Tab; and deftitute men joined him, 
and accompanied him in adventures. 

4 And after fome time the Ammonites 
attacked Ifrael. 5 Then the elders of 
Ifra el js‘efit to bring Jephthah from his 
fartii& l&nd. 6 And faid to him. Come 
M be our captain againft the Ammo* 
nites. 7 But he replied, Ye hated me, 
and expelled me from my father’s houfe, 
Why come ye to me now in your diftrefs ? 
S^ml they faid to him, We want thee 
flpw to fight for us againft the Ammo, 
rates, and to prefife over all the inhabi- 
xihri of Gilead: 9 And he faid. If ye 
bring ni&jhome to attack the Ammonites', 
and the Eternal fubdue them before me, 
fhall I be your head? lo'Then they faid 
to him, The Eternal be judge between 
us if it be not fo. 

1 Then Jephthah went with thtel- 
■^trs of .Gilead* and the people made him 
.their head and captain. And he uttered 
all his words, concerning the conditions 
o f the undertakings before the Eternal’s 
high prieji In Mizpeli. 

it And he fent meffengers to the king 
of the Ammonites, frying. Why haft 
thou invaded my land ? 13 And he replied 
to them, Becaufe the Ifrtfelites took pof- 
feflion of Any land, when they came out 
of Egypt, from Arnon even to Jabock 
and Jordan; now therefore reftoie thofe 
lands peaceably. 14 But Jephthah fent 
meftergers again to him, 15 Saying, thus 
faith jephthah, The Ifraelites took not 
away the land of Moab, nor that of the 
Ammonites; 15 But rtheo they came from 
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Egypt through the wild^rncfs of the Red 
Sea to Kadcfh, 17 They fent moflengers 
to the king of Edom, faying, Let us, we 
pray thee, pafs through thy land ; and to 
the 'king of Moab in like manner; but 
they would not. 18 And the Ifraelites 
went throueh the wildemefs, compelling 
the land of Edoin and the eaft fide of 
Moab, and pitched on the other fide of 
Arnon, without the border of Moab, 
which they did not enter, for Arnon was 
the border. 19 The Ifraelites fent mef- 
fengefs alfo to Sihon king of the Amo. 
rit.., m H« (bon, faying, We pray thee let 
us paf3 through thv land into our place ; 
10 Bnt Sihon fit (fared them not to pafu 
through his bounds, and alTemblfd all his 
people, 2nd having pitched in Jachaz, at¬ 
tacked Ifrael. 21 And the Eternal the 
God of Ifrael delivered Sihon and all Fits 
people into the hand of the Ifraelites; fo 
Ifrael poflelfad their land, 22 Frorti Ar¬ 
non even to Jabok, and from the wil- 
dernefs even ■ to Jordan. 23 Shouldeft 
thou polTefs what the Eternal, to whom 
the earth belongs, took from thee and 
gave to his people? 24 Wilt thou not 
poffefs what thy king and god Che modi 
giveth thee, as we do what the Eternal 
our God and King j-iveth 11s > 25 Ait 
thou any better than Bnlv.k king of 
Moab ? Did he ever attack Ifrael ? 26 If* 
rael hath dwelt in Hefhbon, and in Aroer 
and their towns, and in all the cities along 
the coafts of Arnon, about three hundred 
years; Why did ye rot recall them with¬ 
in that time. 27 ( Wherefore.I have not 
trefpafled againft thee, but thou injure!! 
me in attacking me. The Eternal, the 
judge of the world, be judge this day be¬ 
tween the Ifraelites and the Ammonites. 
28 But the Ammonites’ king hearkened 
not to Jephthah. 

29 then the fpirit of fortitude from 
the Eternal animated Jephthah, and he 
palled over Gilead, and ManaflTeh, and 
Mizpeh, in the utraoft borders cf Gilead, 
and from thence to the Ammonites. 

30 And Jephthah folemniy vowed to 
the Eternal, fayipg, If thou wilt indeed 
deliver the Ammonites into my hand, 
31 Then whatever cometh nrft out of my 
houfe to meet me, when I return in peace, 
(hall be offered to the Eternal as a holo- 
cauft. 

. 32 So Jephthah went againft the Am¬ 
monites, and the Eternal delivered them 
into his hand; 33 And be vauauiflied 
them from Aroer to Minnilh, even twen¬ 
ty cities, and unto the valley ot the vine¬ 
yards, with a vefy great overthrow. Thus 
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the Ammonites were fubdued before the 

IiVaelites. , 

34 AnJ when Jephthah returned to Ins 
houle at Mizpcli, his daughter, being his 
only child, came out to meet him with 
timbrels and with dances. 35 And when k 
he f.ivv her, he rent his clothe6, faying, 
Alas, my daughter, thou haft humbled 
und di lire fled me ; for I hav? opened my 
mouth to the Eternal, and I cannot draw 
back. 

3<J And (lie faid to him, My father, do 
to me according as thou haft vowed to 
the Eternal, fmte he has taken vengeance 
of thine enemies the Ammonites; 37 On¬ 
ly fi I low me two months to walk on the 
mountains with my companions, bewail¬ 
ing my perpetual celibacy, in being de¬ 
voted to the fervice of the tabernacle, to 
do female work therein. 38 And he faid 
to her, Go as thou haft laid; and flic 
went. 39 And at the end of two months 
fkr returned to her father, and he devot¬ 
ed her as he had vowed. 40 And it was 
the cuftom of the daughters of Ifrael to 
converfe w ith Jephthah’s daughter four 
days yearly, 

XIf. Tie Ephraimites quarrelling. 
IIEN the men of Ephraim aflembled 
and went over Jordan to Jephthah, 
and faid, Why did It thou go to fight a- 
guinft the Ammonites, without calling us 
to go with thee ; we will burn thy boufe 
upon thee. 2 And he replied, I and my 
people had great contention with the 
Amm mites, and when I called you, ye 
did not rtfoue me : 3 And when 1 faw 
this, I went againft them at the peril of 
my life, and the Eternal delivered them 
into tny hand, Why then are ye come a- 
gdiiift me to fight ? 

4 *1 hen lie aflembled all the men of 
Gilead, and fought with Ephraim, and 
fmete them, becaufe they faid, Ye Gi¬ 
leadite-- an? fugitives of Ephraim, and 
being bafe, dwell between the famous 
Ephraimites and Mana (files. 5 Then the 
Gileadites leized the paflages of Jordan 
before the Ephraimites, and when fnch 
as efcaped faid, Let me go over, the GU 
Jeiuiitts laid, Art thou an Ephrairmte? 
and he Paid, N<j. 6 They fail to him fay 
Shibboleth ; hut he. faid'SiI,Violetli, for he 
romd not pionounce if right; then they 
flew hint. J bus fort) - -two tlioufand K- 
'phraiinite* fell. 7 And Jephthah having 
judged Iirae! fix years died, and was bu- 
ried in Mizpeh. 1. , itv >■( r; 

8 And after him ib*an of Bethlehem 
in Juciali jud^-d Ifrael; 9 lie hud thirty 
aud ulici (hitry daughters, whom lie 
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gave out in marriage, and brought in 
thirty wives for his fons.. He judged If¬ 
rael (even years, i» And diet!, and was 
bulled in Bethlehem. 

II And after liim Eton a Zebu Ignite 
judged Ifrael ten years. 1 7 And he died 
and w^s buried in Aijalon, in the territo¬ 
ry of ZebuJon. 

13 And after him Abdon the fon of 
Hillel, a Pirathonite, judged Ifrael eight 
years. 14 He had forty fons and thirty 
grand-fons, who rode on feventv mules. 
15 Ha died and was buried in Pirathon, 
in the land of Ephraim, on the mount of 
Amalek. 

XIII. An angel appeareib to Manoah's 
wife. 

ND the Ifraelitcs did evil again in 
the light of the Eternal, and he de¬ 
livered them into the hand of the Fhi- 
liftines fortpr years, 2 And a man of Zo* 
rah, a Damte, named Manoah, had a bar¬ 
ren wife; 3\And the angel of the Eternal 
appeared to her, and faid, Thou (halt 
have a fon; 4Therefore drink no w inq 
nor flrong drink, nor eat any thing Un¬ 
clean ; 5 For thy child fliall be a Na*a- 
rite, devoted to God from hi# birth ; he 
(hall not be (haven, and he fliall begin to 
deliver Ifrael from the Philiftines.—- 
(Num. vi.) 

6 Then (he came and told lierhufoand, 
faying, A man of God came to mo, hav¬ 
ing the afpeft of an angel of God, very 
venerable ; but I a(ked him not whence 
he was, neither told he me his name;. 
7 But he faid to me. Thou (haltiiave a 
fon; drink no wine nor ftrong drink,- nor 
eat any thing unclean, for the child fliall 
be a Nazarite, i. e. Jeparated and fet a- 
part to God from his birth to his death. 

8 Then Manoah entreated the Eternal, 
faying, O' my Lord, let the man of God 
whom thou did ft fend return, and teach: 
us what wft fhall do to the child that wr 
dial! have. 9 And his requeft wis grant¬ 
ed. The angel of'God appeared again 
to his wife.n* the fat in the field; 10 And 
(lie .Haft?(ltd tt> her husband, and faid to 
him, Tlie man of God hath again appear¬ 
ed to nte : 11 So he went with his wife 
to the man of God, and faid. Art thou, 
the one that fpake to my wife ? arid lie 
fair! I am. 12 And Manoah faid, Now 
let thy words he fulfilled. How fliall we 
do with the child ; and what fliall he do ? 
13 And the angel faid, Let thy wife ab- 
/Uin from ah that J have forbidden her; 
,. : I4 She may not eat any thing of the vine, 
and ail that I commanded her lecher oh- 
forve, if And Manoah faid to the an- 
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gel of the Eternal, I pray thee detain till 
we have made ready a kid for thee, 
if But he replied. Though thou shouldft 
detain me", I would not cat of thy bread ; 
and if thou wilt offer a burnt-offering, 
thou mult offer it to the Eternal * for 
Manoah knew not that he was an angel 
of ihe Eternal. 17 Aud Manoah (aid to 
him, Tell us thy name, that when thy 
words are verifier! we may honour thee. 
iS And the angel replied, Aik not my 
name, for it is a myftery. .. 

19 So Manoah took a kid, with a meat 
offering, and offered it upon the rock 
to the Eternal; and the angel did won¬ 
derfully, bringing fire out of the rock; 
and Manoah and his Wife beheld 20 How 
he afeended in the flame that confumed 
the facrifice, and went up from the altar 
towards heaven. Ai l as Manoah and his 
vigjfe beheld it, they fell prbne upon the 
earth. 21 Then they knew that he was 
an angel of the Eternal; but he appeal¬ 
ed no marc to them. 

aa And Manoah faid to his wife. We 
shall furely die, becaufe we have Teen an 
angel as God. (Chap vi. 23.) 23 But 

hisvwifc faid to him, If it pleafed the E- 
ternal to kill us, he would not have re¬ 
ceived our offering, nor shewed us thefe 
things, nor foretold us fiich things. 

24 And ManoahV wife had. a fon, 
whom she named Samfpn, and he grew 
up, and the Eternal favoured him. 25 
And the fpirit of fortitude from the E- 
tfernal began to move him at times iti the 
camp of-Dan, between Zorah and Efli- 
tadl/ 

XIV. Samfon dejireth a nOife. 

T HEN Samfon went to Timnath, and 
faw there a Philiftwe woman, 
.Whom he defired his parents, after he 
le home, to get him for a wife. 3 But 
iey replied, Canft thou not find, among 
all thine o^n people, a woman that is 
agreeable to thee, that thou wouldft take 
a foreigfler for a wife from among the 
uncirrmncifed Philiftines. But Samfon 
fatd to his fatlier, Get her for me, be¬ 
cause she plcafcth mine eyes 4 But his 
parents knew not that this matter pro¬ 
ceeded from the Eternal, that he fought 
an occalidn againftthe Philiftines, for at 
tKht time they had dominion over Ifrael. 

5 ThenBamfon’s parents went with him 
to Timnah, and coming to ks vineyards, 
a young lion met him roaring. 6 And 
the fpirit of fortitude, from the Eternal^ 
as mighty in him, and having nothing 
n-his hand, he took the' Hon and rent ’ 


him as if he had been a kul? but he told 
not his father and mother-what he had 
done. 

7 And having tnlked with the woman, 
she pleafed him welt S And after fome 
time he retained to take her; and hav¬ 
ing turned afide to fee the dead lion, he 
faw a fwarm of bees, and honey in the 
carcafe. 9 Some of the honey he took, 
and went on eating ; and having come 
to his parents, he gave them fome of it, 
which they ate; but he did not tell them 
where he got it. 

IQ And having come with his parents 
to the woman, he made afeafl ; as young 
men ufed to do. it And when her pa¬ 
rents faw him, they brought to him thir¬ 
ty for companions. 12 To whom he faid, 
X will propound to you a riddle; which 
if you can unfold to me, within the feven 
days of the feaft, I will give you thirty 
Iheets, and thirty fait of clothes. 13 But 
if ye cannot expound my problem, you 
fliall give me Ss many. And they faid to 
him. Let ul hear thy problem. 14 And 
he faid to them, From the cater proceed¬ 
ed meat, and frdtn the ftrong fweetnefs. 
And they could not in three days refolve 
the riddle. 

15 And on the feventh day, they faid 
to his wife. Influence thy hulband to ex¬ 
pound to us the riddle, left we burn thee 
with thy father’s houfe ; have ye invited 

us to damage us. . 

16 So flie wept before him, faying, 
Thou loveft me not, but hatrft me ; be¬ 
caufe thou haft propofed a riddle to my 
people, and haft not expounded it to me. 
And he replied to her, Neither have I 
expounded it to my parrnts.^ l to 7 And 
flie continued to weep before him the reft 
of the feyen days: and on the feventh, 
becaufe flie wearied him, he told it hei: 
and flie told it to her people. 

18 And on the feventh day, before fun 
fet, they faid to him. What is Tweeter 
than honey ; and what is ftronger than a 
lion ? But he replied. If ye had not 
plowed with my hiefer, ye had not found 
out my riddle. 19 And the fpirit of for¬ 
titude from the Tternal excited him, and 
he went to Alkelon. and flew thirty Phi- 
liflincs, and brought their apparel to thofe 
that expounded the riddle. And his an¬ 
ger being kindled, he went to his father's 
Houfe. 20 But Samfon’s wife was given 
to his companion, whom he had ufed as 
his friend. 

XV. Sampfon is deniedbi* wife. 

A Fter^ards, in the tune of wheat- 
haiYcft, Sampfon came to fee his 
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wife, and brought a kid with him ; but 
when he propofed to go into her cham¬ 
ber unto her, he wan ftopt by her father, 
2 Who laid to him, I thought that thou 
hadll hated her, therefore I gave her to 
thy companion ; her younger niter is fair¬ 
er tli an /lie, take her I pray thee in ft ad 
of her. 3 But Sainfo« replied, Now fli &41 
I be kfs culpable than the Philiftines, 
though I do them an injur/. 

4 And Samfon procured three hundred 
Thots, and having turned their tails to one 
another in pairs, he put a torch between 
each two, 5 And let them go into the 
/landing corn of the Philiftines, and a- 
mong tlu* heaps what was reaped, and 
into the vine-yaids and olive-yards. 6 
And when the Philiftines found that Sam¬ 
fon had done to, becaufe his father-in-law 
had given his wife to another, they burnt 
her and her father. 

7 Then Samfon faid to them, though 
ye have done this, I will be avenged of 
you before I ceafe ; 8 And he overthrew 
both their cavalry and infantry with a 
great overthrow. And he went and 
dwelt io Saliaph, on the rock Etham. 

9 TThen the Philiftines went and pitch¬ 
ed in Judah, and fpread th'enifelves in Le¬ 
hi; 10 And when the men of Judah faid, 
Why are ye come up againft us? they 
replied, To bind Samfon, that we may 
retaliate upon him. 11 Then three thou- 
fand men of Judah went to Sahaph on 
the rock Etham, and fuid to Samfon, 


hi, out of which there came water* 
which, when he had drunk, he was re¬ 
vived, therefore he called that place The 
well of him that called. Its name Lehi 
continued. 20 And he judged Ifrael 
during the twenty years of the Philiftines 
oppreflion. 

XVI. Samfon carrietb off the gates of 
Gar.a. 

HEN Samfon having gone to Gata, 
went into an Innkeeper whom he 
faw there, a And* the Gazites having 
heard it, encompaflVd him, lying in wait 
all night quietly in the gate, laying. We 
will kill him in the morning as foon as it 
is day. 3 But Samfon arofe at midnight, 
and carried with him the leaves, and 
polls, and bar of the gate of the city on 
his shoulders, to the top of an hill before 
Hebron. 

4 He afterwards loved a woman in the 
valley of Sorek, whole name was Deli¬ 
lah. 5 And the lords of the Philiftines 
came to her, and faid, Entice him to tell 
where his great ftiength lieth, and by 
what means he can be overcome, that we 
'may bind him to afflict him, and eaqh of 
us will give thee eleven hundred Ihekels 
of filver. 6 And Delilah faid to Samfon, 
Tell me I pray thee where thy great 
ftiength lieth , / and wherewith thou 
mighteft be bound to afflidl thee. 7 And 
he replied, If they bind me with feVen 
reen twigs twifted together, then fhall 
be as unable to break them as another 



knowell thtju uut that the Philiftines rule 
over us, why haft thou been the caufe of 
it? And he faid, I only retaliated-upon 
them, iz And they laid to him, We are 
mine to bind thee, that we may deliver 
tlier to them , And he faid, Swear to me 
ihai ye will not fall upon me yourfelves. 
13 And thty faid, We will not kill rhee ; 
fo they bound him with two new cords, 
and brought him from the rock. 

14 And when he came to Lehi, the 
Philiftines (boated againft him, and the 
fpirit of fortitude from the Eternal etf- 
cited him mightily, and the cords on his 


man. S Then the lords of the Philiftines 
brought her thefc, and Ihe bound him; 
9 And having men lying in wait in the 
chamber with her, fhe faid unto him, The 
Philiftines be upon thee, Sampfon ; and 
he brake them like a flaxen thread when 
it loucheth the fire ; fo his ftrength was 
not known. 

10 Then flie faid to him, Thou haft 
mocked me and dilfembled ; tell me now 
I pray thee wherewith thou mighteft be 
bound. 11 And he faid to her, If they 
bind me fall with new ropes, then fhall I 
feem as weak as another man. 12 And

15 And hr found a new jaw bone of an 
alj, a:.cl flew with it a thoufand men. 

16 And he laid, 1 hive llain heaps upon 

Jieap$. 17 he caft it awav, and 

18 And 
being very thiifty, he called upon the 
Eicmal, laying, thou halt grunted this 
great deli trance by the hand of thy fer- 
v mt, and lliai! I now die for third, and 
J.dl into the hands of the nncircumcifed ? 
i o flat GjJ clave an hollow plate inLe- 


Ihe did lo; and having i’omc men lying 
in wait in the chamber, ihe faid. The 
Philiftines be upon thee Samfon ; and lie 
brake them like a thread. 

13 Then /he laid to him, Hitherto thou 
halt mo>.kcd me and deceived me, tell 
me wherewith thou mighteft be bound ; 
and be faid to her,- If tlum weavjift the 
f v vM) locks of my head with tbe web that 
• rS folded about the weavers* beam, it at ill 
1 : .id me fajl. 14 And she did fo, fafteti- 
1 ing it with a pin, and laid, The Philii- 
■ tujes bs upiMi thew S a nip fun ; and he 
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waked, and went away with the pin of 
the beam and the web. > 

15 And she faid to him. How canft 
thou fay I love thee, when thine heart is 
not with me ? thou haft mocked me (hefe 
threb times, and liafl: not told me where¬ 
in thy great ftrength lieth. 16 And 
when fhe troubled him daily with her 
words, and vexed him fo as to make him 
weary of his life, 17 He told her all that 
was in his heart, and faid to her. There 
hath not a razor cotfe upon my head, for 
I have been a Nazarite to God ever fince 
I was bom; If I be /haven, I will lofe 
my ftrength. and become as another man. 

18 Arp when pelilah faw that he had 
told her all that was in his heart, Hie Tent 
to call the lords of the Philiftines, fay¬ 
ing, Come only this time, for he hath 
difeovered to me all his heart. Then 
they camb to her with money in their 
hands. 19 And /he made him fteep upon 
her kne^s, and called a man to /have the 
feven locks of his head, and having loft 
his ftrength, /he began to difquiet him, 
a© Saying, The Philiftines be upon thee 
Sampfon. And he awoke, and faid, I 
will go out as formerly, and exert myfelf, 
not knowing that the Eternal had ceafcd 
to ftrengthen him. 

21 Then the Philiftines took him, and 
put out his eyes, and brought him to Ga¬ 
za bound in fetters of brafs, and made 
him gtind corn in the prifon. 22 But 
the hair of bis head began to growiagain. 

■ 23 Then the lords of the Philiftines 
aflembled to offer a gFeat facrifice to Da- 
gon their god with joy, faying. Their 
god had delivered Samfon their enemy 
into their hands. 24 And when the peo¬ 
ple faw him, they praifed their god, lay¬ 
ing, He hath delivered up our enemy the 
deftroyer of our country, who flew many 
of us. 25 And when 4 hey were merry, 
they canfed Samfon to be brought out of 
prifon to make Iport of Him'; and they 
let him between the pillars. 2 6 And he 
faid to the lad who held him by the hand, 
Suffer me to feel the pillars which fup- 
poit the houfe, that‘I may lean upon 
them. 27 Now the houfe was full of 
men and women, and all the iords of the 
Philiftines were therein, and upon the 
roof there, were about three thoufand 
men and women, who l>eheld the fport 
made, of Sampfon. 

,28 And Samfon invoked the Eternal, 
fayiygf O Eternal dod, ftrengthen me I 
pray thee only this time, that I may be a- 
vfenged oft he Philiftioesjor my two eyes. 
49 And having taken hold of the pillars 
that fupported the houfe. 30 He faid, Let 
ftie die with the Philiftines. And he 
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bowed himfelf with all his might, and 
pulled down thevboufe. So he flew more 
at his death than'hi had done during his 
whole life. 

31 Then his brethren, and all his fa¬ 
ther’s houfe, came and took him away, 
and buried him between Zorah and Elh- 
taol, in the burying place of Manoah his 
father. And he judged Ifrael twenty 
years. , 

XVII. • Micah rejforetb the Jlolen money. 

A MAN of the mount of Ephraim, 
called Micah, 2 Said to his mother, 
I took the eleven hundred fliekbls ol fil- 
ver, about which thou madeft impreca¬ 
tions, and I have it. Then flie faid, 
Bleffed be thou of the Eternal, my fon, 
for epnfefling thy fault to repair it. 3 
3 And when he had reftored it, llie faid, 
I had wholly devoted it to the Eternal, 
for my fon to nfake a molten and a gra¬ 
ven image of it, there foie will T give it 
to thee for this purpofe. 4 But he re¬ 
turned it to his mother, and Jhe gave two 
hundred fliekels of it to the founder, who 
made the images, which Micah kept in 
his houfe. ’ 

5 Thus Micah had houfehold gods, and 
made an ephod, priejls garments , and te- 
rapliim < figures of the cbtnihim, and con- 
fecrated a Ton, viz. the oldefl , to be his 
prieft. 6 In tliofe days there being no 
king in Ifrael, every man did what he 
pleafed. 7 There was a young Levite of 
Bethlehem of Judah, his mother being 
of that tribe; 8 And he went from 
thence to feek a pla^e of abode, and came 
to the houfe of Micah, 9 Who laid to 
him. Abide with me, to be a prieft and a 
father to me, and I will give thee ten 
fliekels of fiilyer yearly,^ and a fuit of 
clothes, &. thy victuals: 10 So he went in 
to him, 11 And was content to ttay with 
him, and became as one of his fanri iiy. 

12 And Micah confecrated the Levite 
to be his prieft, and he abode in his 
houfe. 13 Then Micah faid. Now I 
know.that the Eternal will favour me, as 
I have a Levite for my prieft., 

XVIII. The Danitcs f’ck an hihnitanrc. 
N tboTi days there being no ku g in If- 
rael, the Danites fought for a larger 
inheritance; they had not rece.ved all 
the cities of their lot, being unable to 
take them. 2 Therefore they fent out 
five of their valiant men from Zorah and 
Eflitaol, to view the land, who came to 
the heufe of Micah at mount Ephraim, 
•and lodged there. 3 And they laid to 
the Levite, how earned thou hither, and 
what'doft thou here * 4 To whom he re¬ 
plied, Micah engaged me lo t.e his prieft 
5 And they laid to him, Aik couafcl of 
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Cod for us, whether or not our way fhall 
be prefperous. 6 And he replied to them, 
Go on and profper, before the Eternal is 
your way. 

7 Then they came to Laifh, and faw 
that the inhabitants were carelefs about 
danger, quiet and fecure after the man¬ 
ner of the Zidonians, reflrained by no 
governor that might put them to fhatne 
in any thing; and they were far from 
the Zidonians, and had no league or bufi. 
ncf> with any man. 

E So thfcy returned to their brethren 
at Zorah and Efhtaol, 9 And faid,' We 
have feen that the land is very good, let 
us go quickly to take pofleflion of it; 
10 For God hath given it to us. It is 
large, and abounds in every thing, and 
the people aie fecure. 11 Then fix hun¬ 
dred Danites, men of war, went from 
Zor h and Efhtaol, ti And pitched be¬ 
hind the city of Jcarim in Judah ; the 
place was called the camp of Dan. 13 
They went thence to mount Ephraim, to 
the houfe of Micah. 14 And the 'five 
that went to view the land faid to the 
reft, There is here an ephod and a tera- 
pliim, .‘ i nd a carved and a molten image ; 
confidcr what yc (lionId do. 15 So they 
c ame to the houfe of Micah, and faluted 
him; 16 And the fix hundred men of 
tear flood at the gate. 17 But the five 
n.en went into the houfe, and took the- 
molten and the graven image, the tera- 
phim and the ephod ; and the prieft flood 
with the fix hundred men of war in the 
gate ; 18 And faid to them that brought 
ihe image, the teraphim, and the ephod. 
Why do yc this? 19 Then they faid, 
Speak not, but go with us, to be a prieft 
and a father to us; it is better tq.be a 
prieft to a tribe and a family in Ifracl, 
than to the houfe of one man. 20 Apd 
being glad of it, he took the. ephod, and 
the teraphim, and the image, and went 
in the midfl of the people. 

21 So they departed, putting the lit¬ 
tle ones, the cattle, and the carriages be¬ 
fore them. 22 And when they were a 
good Way from Micah*s houfe, the neigh¬ 
bours ntrembled with him.fe overtook the 
iXiniles; 23 And having called to them, 
they turned about, and faid to Micah, 
What nikth thee, that thou romeft with 
fiich a company, 14 And he faid, yq 
have taken away-my gods which I made, 
with the prieft, and what.have I more ? 
Why then do ye fay, what ai>th thee? 
25 And the Danites faid, Speak not, left 
enraged fellows run upon thee, and kill 
thee, with thy houfehold. 20 And fee- 
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ing they were too many fur him, lie're¬ 
turned to his houfe. 

27 And ti e Danites came to Laifli, and 
fmote the inhabitants, who were fecure, 
and burnt the city, 28 There being none 
to deliver, as they were far from Zidon, 
and had no alliance with any, being in 
the valley of Bethrehob. And they 
built a city, and dwelt in it, 29 And cal¬ 
led it by the name of their failier-Dan, 
the fon of Ifrael. 30 And they fet up 
the graven image, and Jonathan the fon 
nf Gerfhom, the fon of Manafleh, with 
his fons, wyre prieft* to the Danites, until 
the captivity of the land. 31 And they fet 
up Micah’s image all the -time that the 
tabernacle of God was at Shiloh. 

XIX. A Levitet concubine obufed. 
ND in thofe days, thei.e being no 
king in Ifracl, a Levite fojourning 
at the fide of mount Ephraim, look a 
concubine out of Bethlehem-Judah, 2 
Who having adulterized, left him, and 
went to her father’s houfe.3 And after 
four months, her I.ufband weut with his 
fervant, and a couple of afles,. to bring 
her back in a friendly manner; and. flic 
received him into the houfe of her father, 
who rejoiced to fee him- 4 And having 
eaten and drunk, and lodged there three 
days, 5 On the fourth, having rifen early, 
he willied to depart, but his father-in-law 
defired him to eat, 6 And detained him 
til! next day, 7 And prefled him tq fley 
that day alfo ; 8 And on the fifth day he 
detained him 1 ll 1 noon, 9 And then tijl 
night, feafting him. 10 But he would 
not tarry that night, though urged to it, 
11 But went away with,her over againft 
Tebus, which is Jerufalem: la Where 
he would not lodge apiong ftrapgers; 
13 But went to lodge with Ifraelites, iu 
Gibea of Benjamin* 14 Where he arriv¬ 
ed at fun-fet; 15 And he fat down in a 
llreet, as no man took them, in, 16 Till 
an old man of mount Ephrajm. came 
from his. work, in the field, at even, who 
fojourned in Gibeah, for the inhabitants 
were Benjaminites. 17 And having be¬ 
held the ftranger iu the ftreets, he faid. 
Whence Cornell thou, and whether goeft 
thou ? 18 And he,faid, From Bethkhein- 
Judah to the fide qf mount. Ephraim ; 
whence I came I ,ani nowtgqing, to the 
houfe of the Eternal^but no man receiv- 
eth me ipto hi* h.opfe, 19 Though I have 
provender and ft raw. for the afles, and 
bread and wine for ourlelves, and need 
nothing, 20 And the pld man (aid, Peace., 
be with thee ; I would rather fupply alj 
thy wants, than let the? lodge in tlief 
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ftreet. ai So he took him into the houfe, 
and pave provender to the affes, and they 
warned their feet, and did eat and drink. 

22 And when they were cheerful, bad 
men of the city furrounded the houfe, 
and knocked at the door, faying to the 
old man, the mafler of the houfe. Bring 
out the man wh<Tcame into thine houfe, 
that we may know him. 23 Then he 
went out and faid to them, I pray you 
brethren do not fo wickedly, a* the man 
came into my houfe to lodge, do not this 
folly : 24 I will bring out hU concubine, 
and my daughter, who is a virgin, to yob, 
and humble ye them ns it pleafeth you, 
but to this ipan do not fo vile a folly. 
25 But they would not hearken td him ; 
but h<j took the concubine out to them, 
and they proftituted her and abufed hey 
until the morning, when they let her de¬ 
part. «6 Then flic came at the dawn, 
ing, and fell down at the door of the 
houfe wherein her hufband was, and re¬ 
mained there till it was light. 27 And 
when her husband rofe, and opened the 
door to go away, he round her fallen 
down at the door, and her hands upon 
the threshold. 28 And having faid, Rife 
and let ns go ; flie gave him no anfwer. 
Then he took her up, and fet her upon 
an afs, and went unto his place. 

29 And when he was come into his 
houfe, he took a knife, and cut her into, 
twelve pieces, which he fent unto all the 
tribes of Ifrael. 30 And all that faw it 
faid, There was no'fuch thing feen nor 
done fince the Ifraelites came from E- 
gypt: Confuler the matter, take counfel, 
and give your fentence. 

XX. The Lcvitc declareth his wrong. , 
HEN all the chief of all the tribes 
of Tfra'l, from Dan even to Bcer- 
fliebn, with thofe of Gilead, affembled 
with one confent at Mizpeh, 2 Before the 
tabernacle of the Eternal, to alk counfel 
r>f him, 3 Being four hundred thoufand 
armed men on footJ 4 And having en¬ 
quired concerning the matter, the Ben- 
jaminites heard or it. 

5 Then the Levite told them the dan¬ 
ger h6 was in as to his life, and how they 
ravifhed and abufed his concubine unto 
death, 6 And what he had done was to 
exhibit the effc&suf their lewdnefs and 
folly, 7 Saying, You are all Ifraelites, 
judge in this matter. ’ 

8 Then they all arofe ai one man, 9 
Saying, None of us will return home, 
till we go-up by lot againft Gibeah. *0 
And we will take ten men out of an 
hundred, and an hundred out of a thou- 
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f. nd, and a thoufand out of ten thoufand' 
nut of all the tribes of Ifrael, to bring 
provifions for the people, that when they 
come to Gibeah of Benjamin, they may 
do to it according to the folly that the 
Gibeonites have done in Ifrael. 

ti So all the men of the other tribes 
of Ifrael aflfembled with one cunP.-nt n- 
gainft the city of Gibeah? 12 And they 
fent men through all the tribe of Benja¬ 
min, faying, What wickednefs is this 
that is done among you? 13 Deliver un¬ 
to us the bad men that are in Gibeah, 
that we, may put thefo to death, and put 
away evil from Ifrael. v 14 But the tribe 
0/ Benjamin would not hearken to their 
brethren the other tribes of Ifrael. 

15 At that time the number of the 
armed Benjaminites out ol the cities 
were twenty-fix thoufand men, befides 
the inhabitants of Gibeah, which were 
feven hundred chofen men. 16 Among 
all this multitude there were feven hun¬ 
dred chofen men left-Kamled, who could 
fiing a Hone at a Hair’s breadth, atid not 
mils. 17 And there were four hundred 
armed men of the other tribes. t8 They 
went 'to the Sandhiary, to enquire of the 
oracle who fiiould go foremoft to attack 
the Benjaminites, and the piefcrence was 
given to Judah. 

19 So the other tribes of Ifrael en T 
camped againft Gibeah 0/ Benjamin in 
the morning, 20 And put thcmfelvcs in 
battle array againft Benjamin. 21 And 
the Benjaminites rallied out of Gibeah 
that day, and overrhrew on the ground 
twenty-two thoufand of the other tribes. 
22 But they affumed courage, and fet 
themfehves again in battle array where 
they had done fo the firft day. 23 And 
they went before the Sandluary, and fad¬ 
ed and wept bitterly until the evening, 
and afked counfel of the Eternal il they 
fhould attack their brethren the Benja- 
minites; and they were anfwered m the 
affirmative. 

24 So they came near te Gibeah the 
fecond day, 25 Apd the Benjaminites ral¬ 
lied out of Gibeah that day againft them, 
and overthrew eighteen thoufand armed 
men. 

26 Then all the other tribes went to 
the houfe of God, and failed and wept 
before the Eternal until the evening, and 
offered burnt-offerings and peace-offerings 
before him, 27 And alked counfel of him 
at the ark of God, with the oracle that 
was there in thofe times. 2S And Phi- 
peas, the fon of EJeazer, the fon of Aa¬ 
ron, fniniftred then before it, and enquir- 
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ed if other the tribes fhould again attack 
the Beojaminites their brethren, or ceafe; 
and the anfwer was, That they fliould 
go, for to-morrow they would be deliver- 
ed into their hands 

29 So the other tribes placed fomc to 
lie in wait around Gibeah; 30 Then 
they went on the third day to attack the 
Benjiminiics, and fet themfelvea in bat¬ 
tle array againft Gibeah, as at other 
times. 31 And the Benjamimtes went 
out againft them, and were drawn away 
from the city, and began to finite and 
hill about thirty of them as formerly, in 
the high ways, whereof one goeth to 
Bethel, and another to the other city Gi¬ 
beah, which is in the fields. 32 And 
the Benjamimtes faid, They are Imittcn 
before u? as formerly; but the other 
tribes faid, Let us flee and draw them 
after us from the city into the high-ways. 
33 Then all thofe of the other tribes rofe 
up out of their place, and put themfelvcs 
in array in the valley of Palm Trees, and 
thofe that lay in wait in their places, 
even the meadows of Gibeah, came forth 
out of them. 34 So there came againft 
Gibeah ten tlioufand chofen men out of 
all the other tribes of Ifrael, and the bat¬ 
tle was fliarp; but the BeAjamimtes 
knew not that deftrudlion was coming 
upon them from every where: 35 For 
The Eternal fmote them before the other 
Tribes, who deftiojcd that day twenty- 
five thoufand and one hundred men of 
war. 36 The Bcnjamlnitcs then found 
themfelves fmitten (though the other 
tribes gave place to them, becaufe they 
trufted to thofe thret lay in w a it befide 
Gibeah). 31 Who hafted and rufhed 
upon it, and fmote all the city. 

3S Thdre was a time appointed by 
thole that lay in wait, with them that 
placed them, when the former fliould 
make a great flame and fmoke to rife up 
out of the city. 39 Benjamin began to 
fmile and kill about thirty of the other 
tribes, when they retired in the battle, 
faying, Surely they are overthrown be¬ 
fore us at the firft. 40 But when the 
fl;.me of the city, with a pillar of fmoke, 
began to rife, the Benjaminites having 
looked back, faw it afeend toward* hea¬ 
ven ; 41 And they were amazed to fee 
the other tribes turn again, and found that 
deftriufUon was coming upon them. 42 
Therefore they turned back and fled be- 
luie the other tribes, unto the way of the 
wilderaefs { hut the other tribes overtook 
tham, and deftroyed alfo in the other ci¬ 


ties of Benjamin thofe that were coming 
out of them. 

43 Thus they encompaffed the Bcnja- 
minites, and chafed them, andtrode them 
down with eafr unto the envi/ons of Gi¬ 
beah eaftward. 44 And eighteen thoufand 
valiant Bcnjaminites were fmitten, 45 
And they turned and fled towards the 
rock Rinimon ; and five thoufand lagging 
behind in the high-ways were fmitten, 
and the reft were purfoed to Gidom, and 
two thoufand of them were (lain there. 
4 6 So that twenty-five thonfand Benja- 
minites, valiant warriois, were fmitten 
that day. 47 But fix hundred, who turn¬ 
ed and fled to the rock Riinmon in the. 
wihlernefs, abode there four months. 48 
And the other tribes turned again upon 
the Bcnjamites, and fmote the men 01 c- 
vciy city, and all that they found, even 
unto the beafts ; they alfo fei on fire all 
the cities to which they cainc. 

XXI. Defelation of Benjamin bewailed. 
r ~j~ , IIE other tribes had fwyrn in Miz- 
JL peh, before they attacked the Ben- 
jam ites, That none of them would give 
his daughter to a Benjamite for a wife. 
2 And they came to the houfe of God, Sl 
abode there till the evening falling, and 
weeping, and moulding; 3 And Saying, 
Alas, O Eternal God of Ifrael ! that there 
fhould be one tribe lacking in ffrael. 

4 And on the morrow, they rbfe early, 
and built an altar, nfl'ered burnt-offerings 
and peace-offerings on it. 5 And the If- 
raclitcs faid, Who is there among all the 
tribes of Ifrael, that came not up with 
the congregation at Mizpeh ? for they 
had made an oath concerning fuch that 
they fliould die. 6 And they lamented 
for Benjamin, faying, There is one tribe 
cut off from Ifiael. 7 What fliall be done 
for wives to the remnant, feeing we have 
fwom not la give our daughters to them ? 

8 And having aflsed, Who of all th£ 
tribes came to Mizpch ; they found that 
none came from Jabeffogilcad, 9 When 
they were numbered. 16 So they Cent 
twelve thoufand of the molt valiant, 11 
To finite all the men and women that 
were not virgins. 11 And they found 
four hundred virgins, whom they brought 
to Shiloh in the land of Canaan. 13 And 
they fent to call peaceably the remnant 
of Benjamin from the rock Rimmon. 14 
And they gave them the ' Jabcfll-gilead 
virgins for wives; but they were too few. 
15 And they lamented for Benjamin, 
that a breach was made in the tribes of 
Ifrael, 16 And the Elders faid, What

(hall be done for wives to them that re¬ 
main? 17 The remnant that eftaped 
ntuft be preferved, that a tribe be not 
Tacking in Ifrael. tS However, we mull 
not.giVe t^iem wives, as we have fwom 
not to do. 

19 Then they faid, there is a feaft of 
the Eternal in Shiloh yearly, northward 
of Bethel;, ^nd e aft ward of the high¬ 
way from Bethel to Shechem, and fouth- 
ward of Lebonah. 20 Therefore they 
'commanded the Benjaminites to go and 
lie in wait in the vineyards,. 21 That 
when The virgins of Shiloh came out to 
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dance, they might catch every man a 
wife,.and carry the,m to the land of Ben¬ 
jamin. iz And the) faid, When their 
fathers and their brethren come to 11s to

23 And the Benjaminites did ns they 
were defired, and went with their wives 
to their inheritance, and repaired their 
cities, and dwelt in them. 24 And all 
the lfraelites returned lo their habita¬ 
tions. 25 In thofe days there was no 
king in Ifrael; everyone did vhat was 
light in his own eyes.

T HERE was a famine-ill the land of 
Ifrael in the time of the Judges, 
Tmd a certain man of Bethlehem, ip,the 
tribe of )udah, wont, with his wife and 
his two fons, to fojourn in the country of 
Moab.

21 And Ruth faid to her, He dcfired

23 So fhe kept clofe by the maids of 
Boaz, during the barley and the wbeat- 
harvefts, and dwelt with her mother-in- 
law. 

III. Ruth re fifth at Boatfs feet. 
HEN Naomi her mother-in-law laid 
to her. My daughter. Shall I, not 
feek reft for thee, that it may be well 
with thee ? 1 Boaz our kinfman, with 

whofe maids thou waft, winnoweth bar¬ 
ley this evening on the threfliing floor. 3 
Wafli, anoint, and drefs thyfelf, then go 
down to the floor; but make not thyfelf 
known to him, till after ( lie hath eaten 
and drunk. 4 And thou (halt obferve 
when he lieth down, and go and lift up 
the clothes at his feet, and lie down 
there ; and he will tell thee what thou 
fhalt do. 

5 And Ruth replied, All that thou 
fayeft, 1 will do. 6 And flie did accordf 
ing!y. 

7 And when Boaz had eaten St drunk, 
he was cheerful, and lay down at the end 
of the heap of corn ; and Ihe came foftly, 
and lift up the heap of clothes, and lay 
down at his feet. S And at midnight, as 
he turned himfelf, finding one at his feet, 
he was afraid, 9 And faid, Who art thou? 
And flie replied, I am Ruth thine hand¬ 
maid; fp re ad therefore thy Ikirt over me, 
for thou haft a right to redeem. 10 And 
he faid, Blefled be thou of the Eternal, 
my daughter; for thou haft fhewed more 
regard to thy mother-in-ljW, & thy liuf- 
band after his death, tlian when thou 
wait joined to Ifim, in that thou didtt 
leave thy country and people, without 
fecking to obtain another hufband in it, 
whether poor or rich ; and here thou haft 
not followed fifier young men fiiitable to 
thy age, but deflredft to raife up a name 
to thy hulband in his own family. t( 
And now, fear not, my daughter, I will 
do what thou defifedll ; for all the city 
of my people knoweft that thou art a vir¬ 
tuous woman. 12 It is true, that I am 
thy near kinfman ; yet there is one near¬ 
er than I. 13 Remain here this night, 
and in the morning, I V/ill fee if he will 
do a kinfman’s part ; and if he will not, 
I will furely do-it. 

14 S > flie lay at Ids f jet till the morn¬ 
ing; and then role before one could know 
another. 

15 He faid ain>, Bring the llieet that 
was upon thee, and hold it. And he put 
fix iucafurcs^i.e. t~uo epbahs') of hurley 
uito it e and flic took it into the city, i& 
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And came to her mother-in-law, and told 
her all that the man did to her; 17 Say¬ 
ing. He faid, Go not empty to tliy jno- 
ther-in-law. 18 Who faia to her. Stay 
herf, my daughter, till thou know how 
the matter will end; for the man will 
not reft, till he hath finiflied it. 
rv. Boaz, and Naomi's next kinfman y 
HEN Boaz went to the gate of the 
city, where the courts of judgment 
were kept t and fat down there ; and 
waiting the kinfman’s coming of whom 
he fpake ; to whom he fuid, Come here. 
And he came, and fat down. 3 And he 
defined ten of the elders of the city to fit 
down. Which they did. 2 And he faid to 
the kinfman, Naomi, who is returned 
'front the land of’ Moab, felleth a piece of 
land which was our kinfman Elimelech’s. 
4 And I thought it proper to inform thee, 
that if thou wilt redeem it, thou mighteft 
buy it before the inhabitants and the el¬ 
ders of the city ; but if thou wilt not, let 
me know : for thou art the neareft, and I 
am the next to thee. Ahd he faid, I am 
willing. 5 Then faid Boaz, If,thou wilt 
buy it of Naomi, thou muft alfo buy it of 
Ruth the Moabitefs, the widow, to raife 
up an offspring to take the name of the 
dead, as an heir to his inheritance. 

6 A fl d the kinfman faid, I cannot re* 
deem it for myfelf, left I hurt mine own 
inheritance; occupy thou my right. 

7 It was a cuftom formerly in Ifrael, 
in cafes of redeeming, and changing, for 
confirming all things, that a man tdok off 
his /hoe, and gave it as an evidence. 8 
Therefore the kinfman took off his flroe, 
and gave it to Boaz, faying, Buy it for 
thyfeif. 

9. And Boaz faid to the Elders, and to 
all the people, Ye are witneffea this day, 


that I haVe boucht all that was EJime- 
lech’s, and Chilian V and Muh Ion's, his 
fons, from Naomi, xo And have alfo ta¬ 
ken Ruth the Moabitefs, the widow of 
Mahlon, to be iny wife, to raife up an - 
heir to the dead, to take his name and his 
inheritance, that I119 name perifii aot 
in his city, from among his brethren. 

11 And all the people that were in the 
gate, and the elders, faid, We are wit- 
rieffes. May the Eternal make the wo¬ 
man that thou haft taken for a wift like 
Rachel and like Leah, who built the houfe 
of Ifrael; and be thou profpeious in E- 
phrath, and famous in Bethlehetn. 12 
And let thy houfe, of the offspring which 
the Eternal Hull give thee by this young 
woman, be like that of Phare*, the fon 
of Judah by Tamar. 

13 So Boaz took Ruth for a wife; and 
had a fon b/ her. 14 And the women 
faid to Naomi, Bleffed be the Eternal, 
who hath not left thee this day without 
a kinfman, whofe name (hall be famous 
in Ifrael. 15 He fhall be the comfort of 
thy life, and nouiiflt thine old age ; he is 
the fon of thy daughter-in-law, who lov- 
eth thee, and is better to thee than feven 
fons. 

16 And Naomi took the child into her 
bofom, and nurfed it. 17 And the women 
of her neighbourhood called himObed; 
he is the father of JelTe, the father of 
David.' 

18 This is the genealogy of Pharez: 
He was the father of Hezron, i<j The fa¬ 
ther of Ram, the father of Amminidab, 
20 The father of Nailien, the ✓ father 
of Salmon, 22 The father of Boaz, the 
father of Obed, 23 The father of Jefic, 
the father of Da.vid. (A.C. cir . 1312*)

I. Hannah's, prayer . Samuel is horn . 
OW there was a certain man of Ra- 
mathaim-zophiro, of mount Eph-< 
raim, his name was Elkanah, the fot) of 
Jehoram, the lbn of Elihu, the fen of To- 
lm, the fon of Zuph an Ephrathite : 2 

And he Ifad two wives; the one named 
Hannah, and the other named Ptninnah ; 
Peoinnah had children, but. Hannah hacl 
none. 3 And this man wfcnt from his 
.city (Erod. rxiii. 14.J yearly, to worfli»p 


& facrifice before the Eternal God of hofts 
in Shiloh ; and Eli’s two fons, Hophni 
and Pi.inehi s, the priefts of the Eternal, 
were there. 

4^And when Elkanah offered, he gave 
to Pcninnab his wife, and all her Ions and 
daughters, portions: 5 But to Hannah 

he gave a double portion; for he loved 
her-—hut the Eternal had rendered her 
barren. 6 Her rival alfo provoked he r 
lore, to make her fret, becaufe the Eter- 
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nal had mode her barren. 7 And as El- 
kanah did fo yearly,from the time Han¬ 
nah went up to the houfe of the Eternal: 
fo Pcmimah provoked her; thatfhc wept, 
and did not cat* ^ Then faid Elkanah 
her hufliand to her. Why weepeft thou ? 
and why eatefl thmi not? and why is thy 
heart vrn-vtd ? am not I better to thee 
than ten Ions? 

9 So Hannah rofe up after they had 
eaten am! drunk in Shiloh: (now Eli 
the priefl fat on a feat by a port before 
the temple .of the Eternal;) 10 Now Hie 
ivas in hiitcrnefs of foul, and prayed to 
the Eternal, and wept fore. 11 Now fhe 
made a vo v , faying, O Eternal God of 
holls, if thou wilt indeed look on the af¬ 
fliction of thine handmaid, and remem¬ 
ber me, and nut forget thine handmaid, 
but will' give to thine handmaid a man- 
clnld, then will I devote him to the Eter¬ 
nal, to be a Nam rite, all the days of his 
life, and theic fhall 110 razor come on his 
head. 

12 Now. as fhe continued praying be- 
fme the Eternnl, Eli obferved her mouth. 


will bring him, that he may appear before 
the Eternal, and there abide during his 
courfe. 23 And Elkanah her hufband 
faid to her, Do what feemeth to thee 
good; tarry until thou have weaned him; 
but may the Eternal perfedl what con¬ 
cerns him. So the woman abode, and 
fuckled her foil until fhe weaned him. 

24 And being weaned file took him Up 
with her, with three bullocks, and one 
ephah of flour, and a bottle of wine, and 
brought him to the houfe of the Eternal 
in Shiloh ; the child being young. 25 
And they flew a bullock, and brought 
the child to Eli. 2 6 And fhe faid. Oh, 
roy lord ! as thy foul liveth, truly, I am. 
the woman that flood by thee here pray r 
ing to the Eternal. 27 I prayed for thin 
child—and ihe Eternal hath given me 
the petition I afketl of him. 28 There¬ 
fore a'fo I have returned him, whom I 
obtained by petition, to the Eternal ? as 
long as he liveth, he whom I have obtain¬ 
ed by petition, fhall be returned to the E-‘ 
ternal. And they worfliipped the Eter¬ 
nal there 


13 Now Hanuah fpakc in her heart only; 
her lips moved, but her voice was not 
heard ; ilitjefbre Eli thought Ihe was 
drunk. 14 Then Eli faid to her, How 
long wilt tliou be drunk ? put away thy 
wine 'from thee. ' 15 Hut Hannah re¬ 
plied, N®, my lord ; I am a woman of a 
furrow fill fpirit; I have drunk neither 
wine nor llrong drink, but have poured 
out my foul in prayer before the Eternal. 
16 Reckon not thine handmaid bad as a 
daughter of Belial ; for out of the abun¬ 
dance of my mejitation and grief have I 
Ipokni hitherto. 17 Then Eli replied. 
Go in peace; ami the God of Ifrael grant 
the petition thou hall allied of him. 18 
And ihe faid, Let thine handmaid obtain 
tliv f ivour. So the woman went away, 
and did e:it, and her countenance was fad 
no more. 

19 Al)l] ,llc X r ofe early in the morn¬ 
ing, and worlhipped before the Eternal, 
ami returned to their own houfe at Ra- 
in,ih— 4 ml Elkanah knew Hannah his 
w'fe ; ami ihe Lord remembered her. 20 
aow when the full time was come,after 
Jim nan had conceived. Ihe hare a fon, 5c 
ciiucd his name Samuel, becaufe fhe alk- 
«d him o' the Eternal. 

21 Now the man Elkanah, and all hfs 
l.ttruly, went up to offer to the Eternal 
the ye.my tacrifice, and what ue had 
vowed. 2z But Hannah went not uu; 
01 ,l,c .f aia h<¥ r hufband, [-will riot go 
^ until the child be weaned, and then I 


II. Hannah's fong. A prophecy againjt 
Eli*4 houfe. 

A ND Hannah prayed, and faid, My 
heart rejoiceth in. the Eternal; my 
power is exalted by the Eternal; my 
mouth is opened towards my rivals ; be¬ 
caufe I rejoice'in thy falvation. 

2 There is none holy as the Lord: for 
there is none Eternal helides thee ; nei¬ 
ther is there any refuge like our God. 3 
Speak no rriore fo exceeding proudly ; let 
not arrogancy come out of your mouth : 
f »r the fct .rnal is a God of knowledge, and 
by him anions arc weighed. 4 The tow* 
of the migluy are broken, ami they that 
Rumbled are become ftroug. 5 They that 
were full have hired out themfelves 
fo? bread ; and they that were hungry 
arc tatistied: fo that the barren hath born 
feven; and fhe that hath many children 
is waxed fee hie. 6 The Eternal killcth, 
and maketh alive—-he brmgeth down to 
the grave, and biingeth up. 7 The E- 
tcrnal maketh poor, and makerli rich; he 
b-ingeih low, and lifteth lip. 8 He raif- 
eth up the poor out of the duft, and lift¬ 
eth up the beggar from the dunghill, to 
fet them among princes,anfl to make them 
inherit the throne of glory—For the pil¬ 
lars of the earth arc the Eternal's, and ho 
hath efluhliflied the world upon them. 9 
He will keep the f.-et of his faints from 
evil, and the wickNj frail be filent in 
darknefj; toy by ::length fbrrll no man 
prevail. 10 "lhc aciverJaries of the Eter- 
b 
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nal fliall he brolc^n to pieces; out of hea- 
ven fli.all he thunder upon them : the E- 
ternal fliall judge the ends of the earth.; 
and he fliall give'ftrength to his Mefliah, 
and exalt the power of his anointed 
king. , 

11 And Elkanafy went to his houfe at 
Ramah : and the child did minifter to the 
Eternal before Eli the prieft. 

12 Now the Tons of Eli were fons of 
Beliak very bad ; they ple.ifcd not the E- 
ternal. 13 And the priefts euftom with 
the people was, that, when any man of¬ 
fered the fat for a facrifice, the prieft’s 
fervant came, while the flt-Ai was in 
feething, witlj a fleflihonk of thr-e teeth 
in his hand : r4 And he (truck it into 
the pan, or kettle, or caldron, or pot; all 
that the flefhhook brought up the prieft 
took for hiinlclf. So they did in Shiloh 
to all the Ifraelitcs that came thither. 1$ 
Alfo before they burnt the fat the priefts 
'fervant came, and fnid to the man that 
facrificed, Give-flefh to the prieft ; for he 
will not have fodden flefh of thee, but 
raw. 16 And if any man laid to him, 
Let them not fail to burn the fat present¬ 
ly, and then take as much as thy foul de- 
fireth : then he would anfwcr him, Nay : 
but thou fliall give it me now; and if 
not, I will take if by force. 17 Where¬ 
fore the fin of the young men was very 
great before the Eternal ; for men ab¬ 
horred the offering of the Eternal, by their 
conduct- 

18 But Samuel miniftered before the 
Eternal, being a child, girded with a 
linen ephod. 19 Murecrer, his mother 
made and brought to him a little coat 
yea#y, when.fhe came up’with her huf- 
band to offer the yearly facrifice. 

20 And Eli bleffed Ell: an ah and his 
wife, and faid, The Eternal give thee 
pofterity by this woman, for the petitiun 
which she alked of the Eternal. And 
they went home. 21 And the Eternal 
bleffed Hannah, fo (lie had three fons and 
two daughters. And the child Samuel 
grew before the Eternal. 

22 Now Eli was very old, and he heard 
a'U that his fons did to all ifrael; and 
how they tampered with the women that 
affembled at the dour of the tabernacle of 
the congregation. 23 And he fnjd to' 
them, Why do ye fueh things ? for I hear 
evil Words of you by all this people. 24 
Nay. my. fons---for it is no good report I 
hear; ye make the Eternal’s people to 
ttanfgrels. 25 If one fin again ft another, 
3he judge fliall judge him; but if a/mari 
fm againft the Lotjd, who shall entreat 
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for him ? Yet they hearkened not to the 
voice of their father, though the Eternal 
would flay them. 

26 And the child Samuel made pro- 
grefs. and was in favuurJioth with the E- 
ternal, and with men alfo. . 

27 And there came a man of God, \a 
prophet, to Eli, and faid to him. Thus 
laith tlie Eternal, Did I not evidently ap¬ 
pear to the houfe of thy father, when 
they were in Egypt in Pharaoh’s houfe 3 
28 And did I not choofe him out 'Of all 
the tribes of Ifrael to he my prieft, to of¬ 
fer on mine altar, to*burn incenfe, to wear 
an ephod before me ? and did I not give 
to the houfe of thy father all the offer¬ 
ings of the Ifraelites made by fire? 29 
Wherefore fpurn ye at my facrifice and 
mine offering, which I commanded in my 
tabernacle; and honoured thy fons above 
me, to make yomfelvcs fat with the chief 
of all the offerings 0: Ifrael try people ? 

30 Wherefoie the Eternal the God of li- 
rael faith, I faid indeed that thy houfe, 
and the houfe of thy father, should walk 
before me, to honour me , forever ; but 
now the Eternal faith, As ye have dijho- 
itcured me\ he far from me; for them 
that honour me I will honour, and they 
that difpife me shall be lightly eflfemcd. 

31 Behold, the days come that I will cut 
off thine arm, and the power of thy fa¬ 
ther’s houfe, that there shall not be an 
old man in thine houfe. 32 And thou 
shalt fee the affliction of the tabernacle, 
for all the wealth which God would have 
given Ifrael; and there shall never be an 
old riian in thine houfe. -33 And the man 
of thine houfe, whom I shall not cut eff 
from mine altar, shall be to confume thine 
eyes, and thine heart wi'.h gri^’; and till 
the progeny of thine houfe shall die in 
the flower of their age. 34 And this 
which shall come upon thy two fen-*, 
Hophni and Phinrlias, shall be a fign to 
thee ; in one day they shall both^ie. 35 
And I will taife me up a faithful prieft, 
.that shall do according to what is in mine 
heart and in niy mind ; and I will give 
him a lure pofterity-—ami he;, shall walk 
before mine Anointed always. 36 Ami 
every one that is left in thine houfe shall 
come ajnd crouch to him {being high 
prieft, injlead cf thee) for a piece ol filver, 
and a moilel.of bread, and fay. Pul me, I 
pray thee, into one of the pritfts offices, 
that I may eat a piece of bread. 

, III. The word of the Etet nal revealed to 

Samuel. 

0 \V the child Samuel mir.iftered to 
the Eternal before Eli. And the 
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ivrm! of the Eternal was precious in thofe 
days; there being no man if:-it vifion. 

2 And at that time, Eli had lien clown 
in his place, and his eies began to wax 
tltm, i : , that he could iiOt fee, 3 And 

ere the lamp of God went <?ut in the 
rmiple of the Eternal, where the ark of 
God was, while Samuel had lain down 
to fleep; 4 lhe Eternal called Samuel, 

»vliu anfwered, Here am 1 . 5 Then he 

ran to Eli, faying, Here am I—for thou 
cal led ft me. But he faid, I called not; 
hr down again. So he went and lay 
down. 

6 Then the Eternal called yet again, 
fcaiouel. N T ow Samuel arofe and went 
to Eli, and faid, Her? am I; for thou didft 
call ine- But he anfwered, I called not, 
my fmi—-lie down again. 7 Thus did 
Samuel before he knew the voice of the 
Eternal, and before the word of the Jo¬ 
urnal was revealed to him. 

8 Then theJEtemal called Samuel a- 
gain the third time. So he arofe and 
wcutfeo Eli, and laid, Here am I: for 
thou did ft call me. Now Eli perceived 
that the Eternal had called the child. 9 
Therefore Eh faid to Samuel, Go, lie 
down ; and, if he call thee again, thoa 
wilt fay. Speak, Eternal; lor thy fervant 
hcareth. So Samuel went and lay down 
in his place. 

10 Now the Eternal came near, and 
called as at other times. Samuel, Samuel. 
Then Samuel anfwered, Speak ; for thy 
fervant hcareth. 

11 Then the Eternal faid to Samuel, 
Behold, I \viil do a thing in Ifrael, which 
lhall make both the ears of ev ry one 
ilia- lieareth it to tingle. 12 In that day 
I wili perform againft Eli all things which 
I have Ipbken concerning his houfe: when 
I begin, 1 will aim make an end. 13 For 
I will tell him. that I will punilh his 
lv wle perpetual(y, for the iniquity which 
he kuoweth: becaufe his fans made them- 
u Ivrs vile, and he reftrained them not. 
14 Now therefore I have (worn concern¬ 
ing the hnulc of Eli, that the .iniquity of 
Eli % houfe lhall never be purged with l*a- 
crificti nor offering. 

15 Now Samuel lay until the morn¬ 
ing, then he opened t lie doors of the home 
ot the Eternal. But Samuel feared to 
Ihew Eli the vifion. 16 Then Eli called 
Samuel, laying, Samuel, my fon. And 
he anlu ert d. Here am I. 17 Then he 
laid, What hath the Eternal faid to thee* 
I pray thee hide it not from me : God do 
lo to tbce,/v r thou luoulthjt do to me, and 
more alio, if thou hide any thing from 
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me of all th.it he faid to thee. iS The 11 
Samuel told him'-ali, hiding nothing from 
him. And he faid, It is the Eternal ; let 
him do what feemeth him good. 

19 Now Samuel grew, and the Eternal 
was with him, and performed all that he 
fpoke by him. 

20 And ail Ifrael, from Dan even to 
Becr-flicba, knew that Samuel was faith¬ 
ful to be a prophet of the Eternal. 21 
And the Eternal appeared again in Shi¬ 
loh ; for the Eternal revealed him felt to 
Samuel in Shiloh by his word. 

IV. The Ifraelites beat by the Philif- 
tiues . 

ND the word from Samuel came 
to all Ifrael. # Now Ifrael we-nt out 
aguinft the Fiuliftines lu buttle, and pitch¬ 
ed bcf.de Eben-ezer ; ana the P|iilillinc9 
pitched in Aphck. 2 And the Philiftines 
put themfelvi i in array againft Ilracl* &c 
when they joined buttie, Ifiael was fmit- 
len before the Philiftines; and they flew 
of the army in the field about four tliou- 
fand men. 

3 And when the people were conic in¬ 
to the camp, the eiders of Ifrael faid. 
Wherefore hath the Eternal Gnitten us 
to-day before, the Phi H dines? Let us 
biing the ark of the Lovr iiiint ui the E- 
tc'V.il out of Shiloh tons, that, when it 
comcth among us, it may Live us out of 
the hand of our enemi s. 

4 So the people lent .to Shiloh, to bring 
from thence the ark of the covenant of 
the Eternal God of bolls, whole glory 
(Exod. xxv. 22.) dweileth between the 
cherubims: and the two fons of Eli, Hoph- 
ni and phineluvw*ie there with the ark 
of the covrnani of God. 

5 And when the ark of the covenant 
of the Eternal came into the camp all If¬ 
rael fliouted greatly, fo that the earth re- 
founded. C And the Philiftines hearing 
the noife of the Ihout faid, What nictfn- 
eth the hoife of this gre.it,Ihout in lhe 
canip of the Hebrews? Now they uncier- 
ftood that the Aik of the Eternal was come 
into the camp. 7'Then the Philiftines 
were afraid ; for they faid, God is ccme 
into the camp. And they laid, Wo to us l 
for there hath not been r ueli a thing hei£- 
tofure... 8 Wo to ns ’. who {hall delifer 
us out of the hand of the mighty God ? 
tins is the God that 1‘mote the Egyptians 
with a!t the plagues by his word. 9 Be 
Itrong, and quit ycurfelves like men, O 
ye Philiftines ! that ye lie nbt l 4 rvants to 
the Hebrews: quA youiMvea di,. men, 
and fight, 

10 Thgn the Philiftines fought, and If. 
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racl was fmltten, and fled every man to 
his tent; now tliera was a very great 
daughter—for there fell of Ifieel thirty 
thoufanO men it And the ark of God 
Was taken; and the two fons'of Eli, Hoph- 
ni and Hhinehas,'werc finin. 

12 And a man of Benjamin ran from 
the army to Shiloh the fame day with his 
clothes rent, and with earth upon his 
head. 

13 And when he came, lo, Eli fat on a 
Teat by the way-fide watching ; for his 
heart trembled for the ark of God. And 
when the man came into the city, all the 
city cried out. 

14 Now when Eli heard the noife of 
.the crying, he faid, What meaneth the 
noife of the tumult ? Then the man 
came in baftily, and told Eli. 15 Now 
Eli Was ninety-eight years old; and his 
•yes were diin, that he could not fee. 

16 Then the man,faid to Eli, I fled to¬ 
day out of the army; And he faid, What 
is there done^my f.;n? 17 Tfien the mef- 
fenger anfwered, Ifrael is fled before the 
Philiftines, and there hath been alfo .a 
great daughter' among the people, & thy 
two fons alio. Hophni and Phinchas, are 
dead, and the ark of God is taken. * 

18 Now, when h e mentioned the ark 
of God, Eli fell from, the feat backward 
by the fide of the gate, and his neck 
brake, and he died; for he was an old 
man, and heavy and he had judged If¬ 
rael forty years. 

19 And bis daught^f^n-Uw, PHinehasV* 
wife, was pregnant, fofitf to be delivered: 
and when flie heard the tidings that the 
ark of Gbd was taken,her father-in- 
law and her huiband were dead, flic bow¬ 
ed hei felf, and travailedfor her pains 
came upon hdr. 20 And about the time 
of her death the women that flood by her 
faid to her, Feat not; for thou haft bom 

a fon. But flie anfwered not, neithef did 
flie regard it. 21 And Ihe named the 
child Ichabod, faying, The glory is de¬ 
parted fiom Ifrael; (for the ark of God 
is taken, and becaufe of hdr father-in-law, 
and her hulband.) la And (he repeated, 
The glory is departed from Ifrael; for 
,Uhe ark of God is taken. 

"V. The Philifllnes carry away the ark. 

T HEN the Philiftines brought the ark 
of God from Eben-ezer to Aflidod, 

2 Into the houfe of Dagoil, and fetit by 
Dagon their god. ; 

3 Now when they of Aflidod arofe ear-- 
ly on the morrow, behold, Dagon was 
fallen on his face to the earth before the 
aik of the Eternal. Then they took Da- 
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gon, and fet him in his place again. 4 
But when they arofo early on the next 
morning, behold, Dagon was fallen on his 
face to the ground before the ark of the 
Eternal;, and his head and hands were 
cut off on the thrc/hoH; only the flump 
for fifliy .part) of Dagon remained. .5 
Therefore neither Dagon’s priefts, nor a- 
ny that came into Dagon’s houfe, tread 
on the threshold of Dagon in Aflidod to 
this day. 6 But the hand of the Eternal 
was heavy on them of Aflidod, and fmoie 
then? with hemeroids, even Afhdod. and 
the coafts thereof, and he deftroyed tliem. 
7 And the meu of Aflidod feeing that it 
was fo, faid, The ark of the God of If¬ 
rael (hall not abide with us; for his hand 
is fore upon qg, and Dagon our god. 

8 Therefore they fent and gathered all 
the lords of the Philiftines to them, ami 
fetid,- What flfall we do with the ark of the 
God of Ifiaei?. Then they anfwered, 
Let it be carried about to Gath. So they 
carried it about thither. 9 Having car¬ 
ried it about, the hand cff the arenuil 
was again ft the city with a very great 
deftruction ; for he fmote the men of the 
city, both fmall and great, and they had 
hemeroids in their under parts. 10 There¬ 
fore they fent the ark of God to Ekron. 
And as it came to Ekron, the Ekronitcs 
ciied out, faying. They have brought 
bout the a:k of the God of Ifrael to us, to 
flay us and our people. 

it So rhey. fent and called together all 
the lords of the Philiftines, and faid, Send 
away the ark 0/ the God of IfraeJ, and 
Jet it go again to its own plate, that it 
flay us .not, arid our people ; for there 
was a deart ( y deftru&ion through all the 
city —the hand of God was very heavy 
there. 12 For the men.thht died not 
were fmitten with the hemeroids: and 
the cry of the city went up to heaven. 

VI. "The Philijlinei fend hack the ark . 

N OW the ark ul the Eternal was in 
the country of tbe Philiftines feveu 
months. 

2 Then the Philiftines caHed lor the 
priefts and the diviners, faying. What 
fliall we do with the ark of the Eternal ? 
tell us how we fliafl fend it to its place. 

3 Then they faid. If ye fehd away the 
ark of the God of Ifrael, fend it not emp¬ 
ty; but in any wife return him a trefpals- 
oflering : then ye fliall be healed, and it 
fliall be known 10 you why his -hand is 
not removed from you. 

4 Then faid they, What (hall be the 
trefpafs-offering which we fliall retiurji to 
him ? They anfwered, Five golden heme- 
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rmds; and five golden mice, according to 
tlie number of the lords of the Philiftines: 
for one plague wasoi: yon all, ami on yoiir 
lords. 5 Wherefore ye flniJI make imiges 
of your hemeroids, and images «f your 
mice tl.at mar the land : and ye lliall 
give glory to the God of Ifrael; perad- 
venture he will lighten Itis hand from off 
you, and from off your gods, and from off 
your land. 6 Wherefore do*ye harden 
your hearts, as the Egyptians amt Pharaoh 
hardened their hearts? When he had 
wrought wonderfully among -them, did 
they not let the people go.&t they depart¬ 
ed. 7 Now,,therefore, make a new cart, 
and take two milk-kine, on which there 
hath come n > yoke, and yoke the kine to 
the car', and bring their calves home 
from them : 8 And take the ark of the 

Etern.il, and lay it on the cart; and put 
the jewels of gold, which ye return him 
for a trefpafs-ortering, in a coffer by the , 
fide thereof; and fend it awuy, that it 
may go. jj And fee, if it go by the way 
of his own conft to Beth-flicmed), theffit 
hath done this great evil; but if not, then 
we (lull know that it is not his hand that 
finote us-- it was a chance that happened 
to us. 

to Then the men did fo; they took 
two milk-kine, and tied them to the cart, 
and dint up their calves at home, n And 
they laid the ark.pf the Eternal upon the 
cart, and the coffer with the mice of gold 
and the images of their hemeroids. ia- 
Then the kine took the ftraight road to 
the way of Bcthlhemcili, and went along 
the h ghway, lowing as they went, and. 
turned, not afide to the right hand or to 
the le't; and the lords of the Philiftines'' 
went after them to the border of Belli- 
Ihemelh. 

13 l hen they of Bcth-flicmefh were 
reaping their wheat-hafveft in the'val¬ 
ley 1 and they lifted up their eyes, and 
fnw the ark, and rejoiced to fee it. 14 
And the cart came into the field of Jo- 
ihui a Beth-dlemite, and flood there, 
where w*s a great Hone ; and they clave 
the wood of the cait, and offered the kine 
&'burnt.offering to the EternaJ. flj en 

the Levies took down (lie ark of the E- 
teriiAl, and the coffer that was with it, 
wherein the jewels of gold were, and 
put them on the great (tone-And the 
men of Beih-fiiemeili offered burnt-offer¬ 
ings, aod fncrificed facrifices, the tame 
day to the Eternal. 

16 And when the live | or ds of the Phi- 
iiftmes had feen ir, they returned to Ek- 
lon the fame day. 


17 And the golden henreroids, which 
the Philiffines returned for & trcfpaft-of- 
fering to the Eternal, were five—for 
dod, Gaza,, Afftelon, Gath, andEkron. iS 
And the golden mice, according to thff 
number of all the cities of the Philiftines 
belonging to the five lords, both of fenc¬ 
ed cities, and of country villages, even to 
the great ftonc of mourning, whereon they 
fet dowYi the ark of the Eternal; which 
' (tone remaineth to this clay in the field 
of Joflma the Beth-fhemite. 

ip Then he 1‘mote of the men ef Beth- 
themesh, becaufa they had looked into 
the ark of the Eternal, fifty thou rand and 
feventy. A nd the people murmured, be¬ 
cause the Eternal had fmitten them with 
a great daughter. 20 Then the men of 
fleth-fltemesh faid, Who is able to Hand 
before this holy Eternal God ? and* to 
whom shall he, with bis ark, go up from 
us ? 

21 Then they fent tneffengefe to the in¬ 
habitants of Kirjath-jcarim, trying, The 
Philiftines have brought again the ark of 
the Eternal ; come yc down, and carry it 
up to vou. * 

Vn. The Ifraelites repent at Mix, p eh. 
Sam7/el praying, the PhiUJlines are dif- 
eomfited. ■ 

T HEN the men of K.irjath-jearini 
came, and took up the ark ofaxhe 
Eternal, and brought it into tlie houfe of 
Abinadab on the hill, andTanttified Ele- 
azar his fon to keep it. 2 Now the ark 
* abode in Kirjath-jcarim a long time, event 
.twenty years ; and a!l the haute of Hrae! 
followed after the Eternal. 

3 And Samuel fpuke to all the houfe of 
Ifrael, faying. If ye do return to,tbe Eter¬ 
nal with all your hearts, then put away 
the ft range gods anil goddefles from a- 
mong you, and prepare your hearts for 
the'Eternal, and ferve him only; and he 
will deliver you out of the hand of the 
Philt (lines. 4 Then the Ifraelites pnt 9- 
wa^ the gods and goddefit9, and ferved 
the Eternal only. 5 An.l Samuel faid. 
Gather all Ifrael to Mizpeh, and I will 
pray the Eternal for you. 6 Then they 
affiembled at Mizpeh, and drew water, 
and poured it out before the Lord, CM 
lx. r.) and fafted that day, and faid there. 
We have finned agaihft the Eternal. And 
Samuel judged the Ifraelites in Mizpeh. 

7 And tne Philiftines heal ing that the 
Ifraelites were affVmbled at Mizpeh, the 
Lords of the^Philiftines went up againft 
Ifrael. Now when the Ifraelites heard 
it, they were afraid of the Philiftines 
8 Then the Ifraelites laid to Samuel* 
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Ceafe not to cry to the Eternal our God 
for us, that he will fave us from the hand 
of the Philiftines. ' ■ 

9 T*hen Samuel Took a fucking lamb, 
and offered it for a whole bufnt-offeting 
unto the Eternal; and cried unto.thi 1 : In¬ 
ternal for Ifrael, aod the Eternal anfwer- 
ed him. io And as'Samuel was offering 
up the burnt-offering, the Philiftines drew 
near to battle agairilt Ifrael; but thCvE- 
temal thnndered greatly that day upon 
the Philiftinesj and difeomfited them ; 
and they were fmitten before Ifrael. n 
Then the men of Ifrael went out of Miz: 
peh, and purfued the Philiftines, and 
fmote'them, until they came under Beth- 
car. i a Then Samuel took a‘ftone, and 
fet it between Mizpch and Shen, arid 
cabled the name of it Fben-ezer. faying, 
Hitherto hath the Lord helped lis. 

i j So the Philiftinds were fubdued, and 
thev came no more into the coaft of If¬ 
rael ; for the band of the Eternal was a- 
gainft the Thiliftines all the days of Sa¬ 
muel. 14 Then the cities which the 
Philiftines had taken from Ifrael were re- 
ftored to Ifrael, from Ekion even unto 
Gath ; and the con Its thereof did Ifrael 
deliver out of the hand of the Philiftines. 
And there was peace between Ifrael and 
the Amorites. ' 

15 And Samuel judged Ifrael all the 
days of his life. 16 And he went year¬ 
ly the circuit to Bethel,' and Gilgal, and 
Mizpeh, and judged Ifrael in all thofe 
places. 17 And his return was to Ra- 
mah, for there was,his houfe ; and there 
he judged Ifrael; and there he "built 
an aitar to the Eternal. 

VIII. The lfraclitcs njk a king. 

ND when Samuel was old, he made 
his Tons judges over Ifrael; 2 The 
name of his firft born was Joel, and the 
name of his fecond Abiah; they were 
judges in Beerflieba. 3 But his fons 
walked not in his ways, but turned afide 
after gain and took hribes, and perverted 
juftice. - 4 Then all the elders of Ifrael 
afferobled and came unto Ramah 'unto 
Samuel, 5 And faid to him, Behold thou 
art old, and thy fons walk not in thy 
ways; now make us a king to judge us 
like all the nations. 

6 But when they (aid. Give us a king, 
the thing difpleafed Samuel; and Sa¬ 
muel prayed to the Eternal. , 7 Then the 
• jEternal laid to Samuel, Hearken to the 
voice of- the- people, in all that they fay 
to thee; for they have not only rejected 
thee/ but they have rej'^ted me alfo, 
that I Ihould not reign over them. 8 -Ac- 
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cording to all the works.which they have 
done fince the' day that I brought them 
up out of Egypt even to this day, where¬ 
with they have for Taken me, and ferved 
other gods; fo do they alfo to thee. 9 
Now, therefore, obey their voice ; not- 
withftrfbding, when thou haft foleinnly 
protefted againft them, then thou flialt 
fliew them the manner .of the king that 
shall reign over them. 

10 Then Samuel told all the words of 
the Eternal to the people that afked of 
him a king. .11 Now, he laid, This will 
be the njannerof the king that shall reign 
over you ; he will take your Ions for him- 
felf, for his chariots, and his horfemen, 
and to run bt ; ire his chariots. 12 And 
he will appoint captains ewer thou fends 
and over fifties, and will k*L them to plow 
his ground, and reap his harveft, and to 
make his inftrunients for war, and for his 
chariots. 13 And he will take your 
daughters to be cbnfedlioncrs, and cooks, 
and bakers. 14 And he will take the 
beft of your fields, and your vineyards, 
and your liliveyards. and give them to 
his fervants.- 15 He will alfo take 
the tythe of-your feed*, and youi; vine¬ 
yards, and give to his officers and to 
his fervants. 16 He will alfo takr the 
beft of your nir n-i>rvants, and inaid- 
fervants, and youn;' men, and alfcs. and 
put them to his w ork. 17 M-’ will take 
the tythe of youi flocks, a»'d ye flip.ll be 
his fervants. 18 And ye Ibail cry out at 
that time becaufe of your king which ye 
fliall have chcfcn,' and the Lord will not 
heaf you in that day. 

19 Yet the people refufed to obey the 
voice of Samuel, and faid, Nay, but we 
will have a king over us, -20 That we al¬ 
fo may be like all the nations; and that 
our king may judge us, and go out before 
us, and fight cur battles. 21 And Samuel 
heard all the words of the people, ami 
rehearfed them in the hen ring of the 
Lord. 22 Then the Lord faid to Samuel, 
Hearken to* their voice, and make them 
a king. And Samuel faid to the men of 
Ifrael, Go ye every roan to bis city. 

IX. Saul leaves the ajfcs to be a king. 
OW there was a n:an of Bynjamin 
named Kifl), the fon of Aibiel, the 
Ton of Zeror, the fen of Bechoiath, the 
fon of Aphiah, a Benjamite, a mighty 
wealthy man. 2 And he had a fon nam¬ 
ed Saul, a comely young man, there was 
not; among the Ihaelites a goodlier per- 
fon; from his fl.ouklcr upv>aici he was 
higher than any of the ptop-X 1 . ; Now 
the affes of Kill), SaulV father, were luft | 
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then Kill) faid to Saul his fun, Take now 
one of the fervants with thee, and arfe, 
go feek the afles. 4 1 hen he pa(Te(i 
through mount Ephraim and tlie land of 
Shaliiha. hut they found them not; then 
tliey pair-d through the land of .S^ulirn, 
aiul found them nit; then he palled 
through the land of the Bcnjaminitcs, 
hut found them not. 5 And being come 
u the land of Zuph, Saul fa id to his fer¬ 
vent, Come, let us return ; lell my father 
leave caring for the alfes, and take 
thought for us. 6 But he f**id to him. 
Be! 1 old now, there is in this city 9. man 
of God, and. he »s a noble man; all that 
lt<_ faith cometh furely to pals; now let 
u r > go thither, perhaps he can fliew us the 
way that we fliould go. 7 I hen Saul 
laid to his fervant, 1 But lo if we go, what 
Until we bring the man; for the bread is 
fpent in our vcfleJs, and there is not a 
prelent to bring to the man of God : 
What have we > 8 But the fervent an- 

fwered S.iul again, Behold 1 have here at 
hand the fourth partol a Ihekel of fiiver; 
that will I give to the man of God to 
tell us our way. (9 Formerly, when a 
fuan in Il'rael went to enquire of God, 
he fpake thus. Come and let us go to the 
fcer; for he that is now called a prophet 
was formerly called a feor.) 10 Theu 
faid Saul to his Icrvant, Well laid ; come, 
l^t us go. So they went to the city 
where the man of God was. 

11 And as they went up to the city, 
tliey found young maidens going out to 
draw water, and laid to them, Is the fecr 
here ? 12 And they anfwered, faying. He 
is; behold lie is hdfore you : Make halte 
now for he came to-day to tiie city, fpr 
a l.wriftcc of the people thi? day in the 
high place. 13 As fuon as ye arc cojne 
inro the city, ye (hall fuaightway find 
hun briore he go up to the high-place to 
eat; lor the people will not cat until lie 
come, becaule he doth blels the facrifice, 
and afterwards thc-y that are bidden eat. 
Now, therefore, get ye up, for about this 
time ye ihall fmd him. 14 So they went 
up uivo the city j and when they were 
conic, behold Samuel came out oppofue 
to them, lor to go up to the high place. 

15 Mow, the Eternal had revealed it 
to rhe ear ot Samuel, a day before Saul 
came, laying, 16 To-morrow about this 
time I will lend thee a man out of the 
Und of Benjamin, and thou fUalt anoint 
him to be captain ovet my people. IlYael, 
that he may iav<» t,,y people out of the 
hand 01 tin; IMuhlliues ; lor I have look¬ 
ed upou my people, becaufe their cry is 


come unto me. 17 Now when Samuel 
faw Saul, the Stern.’.! faid to him, Behold 
the man of whom I fpake to thee ; this 
fame fha.ll reign over niy people. 

18 Then Sau! drew near to .Samuel in 
the gate, and faid, Tell me, I pray thee, 
where the feer's houfe is? 19 Now Sa¬ 
muel anfwered Saul, faying, I Htn the 
leer : Go up before me to the high place, 
for ye Until eat with me to day,' and to¬ 
morrow 1 will let thee go, and will $ell 
thee all that is m thine heart. 40 Artd 
as to thine afles that were loft three days 
ago, fet not thy mind upon them, for 
they are found. And on whom is all the 
defire of Ifrael? Is it not oti thee, and on 
all thy father's houfe ? 21 But Saul an¬ 

fwered, faying. Am not 1 a Btnjamite, 
the linafleft of the tribes of Ifrael; and 
my family tlfe lea’ll of the families of that 
.tribe 3 Wherefore then fpcakeft thou fo 
to me ? 

22 But Samuel took Saul and his fer¬ 
vant, and brought then) into the parlour, 
and made them fit in the chief place a- 
mong them that were bidden, which 
were about thirty perfous. 23 Then Sa¬ 
muel faiil to the cook, Bring the portion 
which I gave thee, of which I faid to 
thee, Set it by thee. 24 Then the cook 
took up the Ihoulder, and what was upmt 
it, and let it before Saul. And Sarntpl 
faid. Behold what is left, fet it before 
thee, and eat; for until this time hath it 
been kept fur thee, fine4 I faid, I have 
invited fome people. So Saul did eat 
with Samuel that day. 

25 Now when they were come down 
from the high place into the city, Samuel 
communed with Saul on the top of the 
lioule. 26 Fo" they arofe early : and 
about the fpring of rhe day, Samuel cal¬ 
ico- Saul to the ton of the houfe, faying. 
Up, that I may fend tbeo away. So Saul 
arofe, and both fet out; anil went abroad, 
he and Samuel. 27 Now as they were 
going down to the end of the city,.Sa¬ 
muel faid to Saul, Bid the fervant pafs 
on before us, (fo he pafT.il on,) but !t*nd 
thou Itiil a while, that I may flieyv thee 
the word of Gwd. 

X. Saul wade /Jap. 

MEN Samuel took a vial of oil, and 
, poured it on his head, and killed 
h.m, and faid, Is it not hecaufe the Eter¬ 
nal hath anointed thee to be.captain over 
his inheritance ? 2 When thou art de¬ 

parted from me to day, , thou flialt find 
two men by R,n haul's fepulchrc, in the 
border of Benjamin, at Zelzah ; and they 
will fay to thee, The afles which thou 
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wenfeft to feek' are found ; and lo, thy 
father hath left coring for.the afles, and 
forroweth for you; laying,' Whut^fhall l 
do for my fon ? 3 Then (halt thou go for¬ 
ward from thence, and thou (halt come 
to the plaip of Tahor, and there (hall 
meet thee three ilneh going up to Bethel 
to God’s ark," one carrying three kids, a- 
nother three loaves of bread, and another 
carrying a bottle of wine : 4 And they 
will falute thee, and givy $hec two loaves 
of bread, which thou flja.lt receive of 
their hands, 5 After that thou fir alt 
come to the hill of Gnd, where is, the 
garrifon of the PhiliUines; and when 
thou art come thither to the city, thfr 
ahalt meet a company ol the difciples of 
the prophets coming down .from the high 
place, with a pfaltery, and a tabret, and 
a pipe, and a harp, before them ; and 
they fhall prophefy. 6 Then the Spirit 
of the Eternal will come upon thee, and 
thou shalt prophefy with theit^, and shalt 
be changed into another mao. 7 And 
when. thofe figns are come unto thee, 
thou shalt do as occafion shall ferve, for 
God is with shee. 8 And thou shalt go 
down before me to Gil gal then, behold I 
will come down to thee, to offer burot- 
offetings, and to facrifice peace-offerings: 
Ikyen days shalt thou tarry till I come to 
^ec, and shew thee what thou shalt do. 

9 And fo it was, that when he had 
turned his back to go from Samuel, that 
God gave him another heart; and all 
thofc figns came to pafs that day* TO And 
when ehey came thither to the hill, be¬ 
hold a company of prophets pupils met 
him; and the Spirit of Cod came upon 
him, and he prophefied among them.' 
11 And when all that knew him former¬ 
ly, faw that he now prophefied among 
the^ prophets, then the people faid one to 
another. What is tjiis that is come to the 
fon of Kifli? Is Saul alfo among the pro¬ 
phets ? 12 And one of the fame place 
anfweiing, faid, But|who is their head' 
and father > So it became a proverb. Is 
Saul alfo among the prophets? 13 And 
■v^hen he bad made an end of prophefy- 
ing, he came to the high place. 

14 Then Saul’s uncle faid to him and 
to his fervant. Whither went ve ? Then 
he laid, To feek the affes; and when we 
fWw them ro where, we came to Samuel. 
15 But Saul’s uncle faid, Tell, me I pray 
thee wha^t Samuel faid to you ? 16 Then 
Saul faid to his uncle, lie told us pininly 
that the nffes were found. But concein r 
mg the kingdom, Samue l fpoke, 

lie tola him not. . ‘ , 


Chap. XL 

17 Tlten Samuel called th£ people to-' 
gether to Mizpeh, to the ark of the E- 
temal. 18 And he faid to the Ifraelites, 
Thus faith the Eternal Goci of Ifrhtl, I 
brought up Ifrael out of Egypt, and de¬ 
livered you out of the hand of the Egyp¬ 
tians, and out of the hand of all king¬ 
doms, evep of them that oppreffed you : 
19 But ye have this day rejedlcd your 
Ood, whu himfelf fayed you out of all 
your adverfilies and your tribulations; 
and have find to him. Nay, but fet a king 
over 11s. Now, therefore, prefent your- 
fclves before the Eternal by your tribe?, 
and by your thoufunds. 

to So when Samuel had caufed all th<> 
tiibes-of Ifrael'-to come near, the tribe of 
Benjamin was taken. 21 When he had 
caufed the tribe of benjamin to come 
near by their families, the family of Ma*. 
tri was taken, and Saul the fon of Kilh 
was taken; and when they fought him 
he could not be found. 22 Therefore 
they enquired of the Eternal farther, if 
the man fhouid yet come thither. And 
■the Eternal anfwered, Behold he hath 
hid himfelf*among the fluff. 23 Then 
they ran and fetched him thence: Anri 
when he flood among the people, he was 
higher than any of the people, from his 
flioulders upward. 24 Then Samuel faid 
to the people. See ye him whom the E- 
ternal hath chofen, that there is none like 
him among air the people ! Then all the 
people fliouted, faying. Let the king live. 

25 Then Samuel told the people the 1 
manner of the kingdom, and w rote it in 
a book, and laid it up before “the ark of 
the Eternal. Then Samuel font all the 
people away, every man lo his houfe. 

26 Then “Saul alfo went houje to Gi- 
beah, and there went with him a band 
of nren, whole hearts God had touched. 
27 But the children of Belial, bad boys % 
faid, How fhall this manfaveus* And 
they defpifed him, and brought him no 
prefects! But he held his peace. 

XL Nn^njh's terms to yahejb-gilead. 

T HEN Nahafh the Ammonite canie 
up, and encamped oppofite te Ja- 
befh-Gilead : and all the men of Jahefli 
laid" toNahafli. Make a covenant with u«, 
and w,e will ferve thee. 2 Then N.<hafli 
the Ammonite anfwercd rb^oi, this 
condition will I make a co- enrnt with 
yon, that I may thruft out all your tight 
eyes, and lay it as a reproach on all Iirael. 
3 Then the elders of Jabelh laid to him, 
Give us (even days refpite, that we may 
fiod meflengers to all the tyifls of Ifratrl; 
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and then, if there be no mm t© fave u», 
Tj/c will come out to thee* 

4 Then came the meflen^ert to Gi- 
brah of Saul, and told the tidings in the 
hearing of the people ; then all the peo¬ 
ple wept aloud , 

i Now behold Saul came after the herd 
out of the field, and faid, What aileth the 
people, that they weep ? Then they told 
him the tidings of the meQ of Tabesh. 6 
And the fpirit of fortitude from Grid 
came on Saul when be heard thefe tid¬ 
ings, aud his anger was kindled greatly. 
7 And he took a yoke ofoien and hewed 
them in pieces, and fent them through¬ 
out alt the coafts of Ifrael by the hand* 
of meflengers, faying, Whoever cometh 
not forth after Saul and after Samuel, fo 
shall it be done to his exen. Then the 
fear of the Eternal fell on the people, and 
they came out with one confent. 

8 And when he numbered Them in Be- 
tek, the men of Ifrael were three hun¬ 
dred thoufand, and the men of Judah 
thirty thoufand. 9 And they faid to the 
incffengers that came, Thus .shall ye fay 
to the men of Jabesh Gilead, To-mor¬ 
row by the time the fun be hot, ye shall 
have deliverance. So the meflengers 
came, and shewed it to the men of Ja- 
besh, and they were glad, to Therefore 
the men of Jabesh faid, Te-morrow we 
will come out to you, and ye shall do to 
us all that feemeth good to you. 

11 And fo it was on the morrow, that 
Saul put the people in three companies, 
and they came into the midft of the hoft 
in the morning watch, and flew the Am¬ 
monites until the heat of the day: And 
they who remained were fcattcred, fo 
that two of them were not left together. 

11 Then the people faid to Samuel, Who 
is lie that laid, Saul shall not reign over 
us ? bring the men, that we put them to 
death. 13 But S;'ul faid, There shall not 
a man be put to death this day; for to-L 
day the Eternal hath wrought falvatioi 
lit Ifrael. 

14 Then Samuel faid to the people, 
<*utne and let ui go to Gilgal, and con¬ 
firm the kingdom there. 15 Then all 
the people w’ont to Gilgal; and there 
they mailt Saul king before the ark of 
the Eternal in Gilgal; and there they 
Sacrificed peace-offerings before theEtcr- 
nnl; and there Saul and all the men of 
Ifrael rejoiced greatly. 

XII. Samuel rcpro'vetb the ^people of ar 

pnflncy. 

HEN Samuel faid to all Ifrael, Lo I 
have,hearkened to y«u, in all that 

C 
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ye have faid to me, and have made a king 
over you. a And now, behold the king 
walketh before you, and T am old and 
gray-headed; and, behold my fons are 
with you; and I have walked before you 
from my childhood to this da). 3 Be¬ 
hold, here I am ; witnefs again If roe be¬ 
fore the Eternal, and before his anoint¬ 
ed; whole ox have I taken? or wbofe 
afs have I taken ? 01 whom have I de¬ 
frauded ? whom have I opprefled ? or of 
whofe hand have I received any bribe to 
blind mine eyes therewith ? and I will 
reftore it you. 4 'Then tht-y faid, Th< j 
haft not defrauded us, nor oppreflVd us, 
neither halt thou taken ought of any 
man's hand. 5 Then he faid to them. 
The Eternal is witnefs agaibft you, arid 
his anointed is witnefs this day, that ye 
have not found ought in my hand. And 
they aufwered, He is witnefs- 

6 Then Samuel faid to the people. It is 
the Eternal that advanced Mofesand Aa¬ 
ron, and brought your fathers up out of 
the land of Egypt; 7 Now, therefore. 
Hand ft ill, that ! may reafon with you 
before the Eternal, about all the benefits 
of the Eternal, which he did to you and 
to your fathers, 8 When Ifrael had comp 
into Egypt, and your fathers cried unto 
the Eternal, then he fent MofeS and< Aa¬ 
ron, who brought forth your fathers out 
of Egypt, and made them dwell in this 
place. 9 But when they forgot the E- 
ternal their God, lie fold then into tho 
hand of Sifera, captain of the hoft of Ha- 
zor, and into the hand of the Philiftirtes, 
and into the hand of the king of Moab; 
and they fought againft them. 10 Then 
they, cried to the Eternal, faying, We 
have finned, beeaufe we have forfaken the 
Eternal, and have ferved other gods and 
goddeflp9; but now deliver us out .of the 
hands of our enemieS| and we will ferve 
thee, it And then the Eternal font Je- 
rubbaal, and Bedan, and Jephthah, and 
Samuil* and delivered you out of the 
hand of your enemies on every fide, and* 
ye dwelled fafely. 

it But feeing Nahafli'the king of the 
Ammonites come againft you, yc fajd to 
me, Nay, but a king fliall reign over us; 
when the ETERNAL your. GOD was 
your King. 13 Now, therefore, bebohl 
the king whom ye have delired and cho- 
fen; behold, tho Eternal hath fet a king 
over you. 14 If ye will fear the Eter¬ 
nal* and ferve him, and obey his voice, 
and not rebel again ft his commandment, 
then fliall both ye, and alfo the king r^at 
ruletb over you, continue by following 
c 
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the Eternal your’Ood : 15 But if ye will 
not obey the volte of the Eternal, but 
rebel againil: his commandment, then 
fhall the hand of ’the Eternal be againft 
you, a« it was againft your fathers. 

1 6 Now, therefore, (land and fee this 
great thing which the Eternal will do be¬ 
fore your eyes. i^Is it not wheat-har- 
veft to-day ? I will epll unto the Eternal, 
and he fliall fend thunder arid rain, that 
ye may perceive and fee that your wick- 
ednefi is great which ye have done in 
the fight of the Eternal, in alking you a 
king. ,x8 So'Samuel called to the Eter¬ 
nal ; and the Eternal fent thunder and 
rain all that day ; and all the people 
greatly feared the Eternal and Samuel. 

19 Then all the people faid to Samu'el, 
Pray for thy fervants to the Eternal thy 
God, that we die not; for we have ad¬ 
ded to all our fins this greateft evil, to aik 
its a king. ' ■ 

20 Then Samuel faid to the people, 
Fear not, (though ye have dorie all this 
wickednefs, but turn no more afide frotfl 
following the Eternal, but ferve him with 
all your heart. 21 Turn ye not afide; 
for theu fiiould ye go after vain gods, 
which cannot profit nor deliver,- as they 
are vain) : 22 For the Eternal will not 

forfake his people for his great name*s 
fake ; becaufe it hpth plea fed the Eternal 
to foake. you his people. 23 Moreover, 
as. for me, God forbid that I fliould fin a- 
gainft the Eternal in ceafing to pray for 
you; but I will teach you the good and 
the right way. 24 Only feat the Eternal, 
and ferve him in truth with all your heart: 
for confider how great thing's he hath 
done for you. 25 But if ye (till do -wicked¬ 
ly, ye fhall be contained, both you and 
your king;' 

- r 

XIII. The Ifraelites Ai/irefs, 

S AUL reigned one year without op- 
preffion 1 ; and when he had reigned 
two years 2 He* chofe three- tlttmfand 
men of Ifrael, whereof t\yo thoufand 
were with him in Micfcimafh and in mount 
Bethel,* and a thoufand vfcere with Jona¬ 
than in GibeaH of Benjamin; and the 
reft of the people he fent every man to 
his tent. 

3 Then Jonathan fmote the garrifon of 
the Philiftines that was in the bill, and 
the Philiftines heard of it. .And Saul 
blew the trumpet * throughout all the 
land, faying. Let the Hebrews hear. 4 
Now all Ifrael heard that Saul had fmit- 
t qm a garrifon of the Philiftines, and that 
Jftael alfo was Bad in abomination with 
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the Philiftines. Arid the people were 
called together, after Saul to Gilgal. 

5 Then the Philiftines affcmbled to 
fight with IfmeL three thoufand chariots, 
and fix thoufand horfemcn, and people us 
the fand which is on the lea fliore in mul¬ 
titude.; arid they came up and pitched in 
Michroafli, eaftward from Beihaven. 

6 When the Ifraelites faw them fe Ives 
in a flrait, (for they were diftreifed) then 
the people hid themlelves in caves, and 
in thickets, and among the locks,, and iri 
high places, arid in.pits. 7 And Come of 
the Hebrews went over Jordan to the 
land of Gad and Gilead; as for Saul, he 
was yet in Gilgal, and all the people fol¬ 
lowed him trembling. 

8 Then he tarried feven clays, accord¬ 
ing‘to the fet time that Samuel had ap¬ 
pointed ; but Samuel came not to Gil. 
gal, and the people were fcattered from 
him. 9 Then Samuel faid, Brjng hither 
a burnt-offering to me, and peace-ofler- 
ings. And be offered the burnt-offering. 
10 And as foon as he bad made an end cf 
offering the burnt-offering, behold Sa¬ 
muel came, and Saul went out'to meet 
him, that he might, falute biro. 

zi But Samuel faid. What haft thou 
done ? And Saul faid, Becaufe I faw that 
the people were fcattered from me, and 
that thou earned: not within the days ap¬ 
pointed, and that the. Philiftines were ga¬ 
thered at Micjimafli; 12 Therefore, laid 
I, The Philiftines willcotne down now 
upon me to Gilgal, and I have net made 
Application, to the Eternal 1 forced my. 
felf therefore to offer a burnt-offering. 
13 Then Samuel faid to Saul, 'Thou halt 
done fQolifhly*; thou haft not kept the 
commandment of the Eternal thy-God* 
which he commanded thee; for now*, 
would ‘the Eternal have^eftablilhed rl-y 
kingdom upon Ifrael perpetually. 14 But] 
now thy kingdom fliaJI not continue; the; 
Eternal hath fought him a man to iu!e 
after his own heart, and the Eternal hath 
commanded him to be captain over hii 
people, becaufe thou 'haft not obferud 
what the Eternal, commanded.thee. 

15 Then Samuel arofc, and gat him up 
from Gilgal to Gibe^h of JSenjaroin; and 
'Saul numbered the people ^lat-were pie- 
fent with "hitfi). about mm* 

16 Then Saul and Jonathan his ,fbn, at'J 
the people that were with them, ^abod* 
in Gibcah of Benjamin; but theTKilifr 
tines encamped in. Mich mail*. , 

17 Then fpoilefs came out of thq carrel, 
of the Philiftines 'in : three compapjcM 
one Compaq turi\ed, ,U> tf|e way 
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lea (let 1 i to Ophrali, to the land of Shual; 
iS ^nd another company turned to the 
way of Belh-horon ; and another turned 
to the way of the border that luoketh to 
the valley of Zcboiiai toward the wil- 

dtrnefs. ... 

19 Now there was no fmith Jett 

throughout all the land of Ifrael; (for 
the Pliiliftines laid, Left the Hebrews 
make them fwords or fpears) : ao But all 
the Ifraelites went down to the Philif- 
tines, to (harpen every man his plow 
(hare, and his coulter, and his ax, and his 
mattock. 2i Yet they had a file for the 
mattocks, and for the coulters, and for 
the forks, and for the axes, and to fharpen 
the goads. 22 So in the day of battle 
there was neither fword nor fpear (bund 
in the hand of any of the people that 
Were with Saul and Jonathan ; but with 
Saul and Jonathan themfdtfes. 23 And 
the garrifon of the Philiftincs went out 
to the palfage of Michinafh. 

XIV. Jonathan's rn iraculout exploits. 
OW Jonathan the fon of Saul faid 
to the young man that bare his 
armour, Come, and let us go over to the 
Philiftines garrifon, which is on the other 
fide ; but he tend not his father. 2 Saul 
th*n tarried in the uttermoft parts of Gi- 
beah, under a pomegranate tree in Mi- 
gron ; and there were with him about fix 
hundred men ; 3 With Ahia the fon of 
Ahitub, Ichabod’s brother, the fon of Phi- 
neas, the fon of Eli, the Eternal's pried 
in Shiluh, Wearing an ephod. But the 
people knew not that Jonathan yvas 
gone. 

4 Now on each fide of the paftage by 
which Jonathan fought to go over to the 
Pi. iliftines garrifon, there was a (harp 
ro k; 'the name of the one was Buzez, 
and the name of the other Seneh. 5 The 
(harp po.nt of the one was fitu&te north¬ 
ward over againft Michmafti, and the o‘- 
thcr fouthward over agarpft Gibeah. 

6 1 hen Jonathan faid to the young 
man that hare his armour. Come and let 
m go over to the garrifon of thefe un¬ 
til cum ci fell ; it may be that the Eternal 
will work for us; for there is no re- 
ftiaint to the Eternal to fave by many or 
by 7 Then his armour-bearer faid 
tu him, l)o all that Is in thine heart; 
luin then, behold I am with thee, accord¬ 
ing to thy Helm-. S Then faid Jonathan, 
lid,old we will pafs over to thefe men, 
and we will difeover onrfelve's to them : 
V If they fay thus to us, Tarry till we 
come to )on, then we will ft.md (till in 
0'ic place, and will not go up to th^ni; 


Chap. XIV. 

10 But if they fay thus, Come up to us, 
Then will we go up; for tlie Eternal 
hath delivered them into out hands; and 
this fhall be a fign to 11s. 

11 So they both difeovered therofelve# 
to the garrifon of'the PJiiliftines; then 
the PhUiftipes faid. Behold the Hebrews 
come put of the holes wherein they had 
hid theml'elvps. iz 'Then the men of the 
garrifon faid to Jonathan and his armour- 
bearer, Come lip to us, and we will fliew 
you a thing. Then Jonathan faid to his 
armour-bearer, Come up after me; for 
the Eternal hath delivered them into the 
hand of Ifrael, 13 Then Jonathan climb¬ 
ed up upon his hands and his feet, and 
his armour-bearer after him : And they 
fell before Jonathan, and his armour- 
bearer (lew after lum, 14 And - that firlt 
flaughter, which Jonathan and his ar¬ 
mour-bearer made, was about twenty 
men in about an half acre of plowed 
land. 15 Then there was trembling in 
the hoft, in the field, and among all the 
. people; the garrifun and the J’poilers* 
they alfo trembled ; the earth alfo quaMP* 
ed ; fo it was a very great trembling. 

16 Now the watchmen of Saul in Gi¬ 
beah of Benjamin looked, and behold the 
multitude melted away; for they went 
on beating down one another. 17 Then 
faid Saul to the people that were with 
him, Nunjber now, and fee who is gone 
from us. And when they had numbered, 
behold Jonathan and his armour-bearer 
were not there. r8 Then Saul faid to 
Ahiah, .Bring hither the ark of God ; 
(for the ark of God was at that time 
with the Ifraelites.) 

, 19 While Saul talked to the prieft, the 
noife in the hoft of the Philiftines went 
oft and increafed; then Saul faid to the 
prieft, Withdraw thine hand, lo So Saul 
and all .the people that were with him 
aflemljled themfelves, and canie to the 
battle; and behold every man’s fword 
was- againft his fellow, and there was a 
vir.y great difcomfiturc. 71 Moreover, 
the Hebrews fhat were with the Philif¬ 
tincs before that time, who went up with 
them into the camp from the country 
round about, even they alfo tinned to be. 
with the Ifraelites that were with Saul 
and Jonathan. 22 Like wife all the men 
of Ilrael who had hid themfelves in 
mount Ephraim; when they hfaril that 
the Philiftines had fled, even they alfo 
followed-hard after them in the battle. 
23 So the Eternal faved Ifrael that day, 
and the battle palled over to Eeth-aven. 

24 But the meo of Iljrael were 3 kftref- 
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fe<J that day ; for Saul had adjured the 
peoplk tijBt dny, frying Curfcd be the 
mart ihat eatetb any food until evening, 
that! only be avenged on mine enemies. 
So none of the people tafteyd apy food. 
25 New all they of the land came to a 
wood, and tbpi'e Vis honey hpbn the 
ground. 26 And when the people,were 
come iq(o the wcioji, behold the honey 
dropped ; but no man put his hand to bis 
mouth; for the people feared the oath. 

27 But Jonathan heard not when his fa¬ 
ther charged the people with the oath ; 
therefore he put forth the end of the lod 
that ^.s in hii band, and dipped it in an 
honey-comb» and put his hand to bis 
mopth; arid hi? eyes were enlightened. 

28 Th^n faid one of the peopje,. Thy fa¬ 
ther ftraitly charged tae people with an 
oath, faying, Cor fed be the mao thateat- 
eth any food this day; .though the peo¬ 
ple were faint. 49 Then faid Jonathan, 
My father hath {{pubjed the land ; fee, I 
pray you, hoiv miofc eyes haye been en¬ 
lightened, bedimHe I tafted a little of this 
honey f . 30 Howfouch more, if haply the 
people had eaten freely tp day of the 
fpoil of their enemies which they found f 
Jbr,had the«* pop been now a pouch geez¬ 
er daughter among the fliiliftines ? v . 

31 they, fmote the Philiftines that 
day from IVIichufafb toAijalon; but.the 
people were* very faint. 32 Then the 
people flew' upon the fpoilf and took 
fheep, and oxen, and calves, and flew 
them on the ground j yea the people did 
eat them with the hjopd. 

33 Then they told Saul, faying,. Be¬ 
hold the people fin again# the Eternal, 
in that they eat with the bipod. So he 
faid, : 'Y# have tranfgfeflcd; 10JI a. great 
ftene to me this day, to build an altar. 
34 Then Saul faid, Difpejfe yourtelves a- 
mong the pfeople, and fay to them, Bring 
me hither every man his ox.*ndJbis (beep, 
and flay them here, and eat; and fin not 
againft the Eternal, ip eating with the 
blood. So all the people brought every 
man his ok with hiip that night, and 
Hew them there. 35 Then Saul built 
an altar to ‘the Eternal; the fame was 
the firft altar that die built to. the Eter- 
nal. w . 

3d Then he faidfXet us go down after 
the Fhiliftines by night, and fpoil them 
until tbe ‘morning light, and let'us not 
leave a man of them. Then they faid, 
JDo whatfoever feemetb good to thee. 
Then faid the prieft, Let us here draw 
near to God. 37 Then Saul aflted copn- 
felufGed, laying, Shall I go down after 
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the Philfftines; wilt thou deliver them 
into the hands j)f Ifracl > But he ajnfwer- 
ed him not that day. 38 Then Saul faid, 
Let all the chief of the people draw near, 
to know and fee wherein the fin hath 
been this day ; 39 For as the Eternal 
Jiveth, who favetJh Ifrael, though it be 
Jonathan my (bn, he fliall furely die. But 
there was not a man among all the peo¬ 
ple that anfwered him. 

40 Then faid be to all Ifrael, Be ye on 
oQe fitfe, and! and Jonathan my fob will 
be an the uther fide. Then the people 
faid to Saul, Do what feemeth good to 
thee. 41 Therefore Saul faid to the E- 
temal God of Ifrael, Shew the innocent 
by lot. Then Saul and Jonathan were 
taken ; but the people efcaped. 42 Then 
Saul faid. Call lots between me aad Jo¬ 
nathan my Con. So Jonathan was taken. 
43 Then Saul faid to Jonathan, Tell me 
what thou hall done ? So Jonathan told 
him, faying, J did but tafte a littU ho¬ 
ney with the end of the rod that was in 
mine fund, and lo I muft die ! 44 Then 

Saul anfwered, God do. fo to me, and 
more alfo, if thou ihalt not furely die. Jo¬ 
nathan. 45 Then the people faid to 
Saul, Shall Jonathan die, who hath 
wrought .thjis great falvation in Ifirael? 
God forbid:. As the Eternal liveth, there 
ill all pot one bolt.of his head fall to the 
ground ; for he bath wrought for God 
this day. So the people refeued Jona¬ 
than, that he died not. 46 Then Saul 
went up from following the Philiftines » 
apd the philiftines went to their own 
place. 

. So Saul took the kingdom over If¬ 
rael* and fought-against all his enemies 
on every fide. Against Moab, and against 
the Ammonites, and against Edom, and 
against the kings of Zobab, and against 
the, Philistines ; and whitherfoever he 
turned himfelf he vexed "them; 4® f^® 
alfo wrought mightily, and fmote the 
AmalckiteS' and delivered Ifrael out of 
the bands of them that fpoiled them. 

1 49 Now the fons of Saul were Jona¬ 
than, antblftuii, and Melchi-ftiua; and 
the names of his two daughters were 
thefe ; the name of the first-born Merab, 
and the name of the younger Michal; 50 
And the name of Saul’s wile was Ahino- 
am th^ daughter of Ahimaaz; and the 
name of the captain of his host was Abner 
the fon of Ner,'Saul’s uncle: 51 Kifli 
„ was the father of Saul; and Ner the fa¬ 
ther of Abner was the fon ot Abiel. 5a 
So there was war against the Philistines 
all the days of Saul $ -and when Saul faw 
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iny strong man, i?r any valiant man. he 
took him onto him. 

XV. Saul fent to cicJfrOy Am ale k.. 
[QAMU 1 L alfo fa id to Saul, The Etcr- 

O nal lent me to anoint thee to he king 
over his people, even over Ifrael, now 
tlieiefore hearken to the voice and the 
words of the Eternal, a Thus faith the 
Eternal God of hosts, I remember what 
Am.ilek did to Ifrael, how he laid wait 
for him in the way when he came up 
from Egypt. 3 Noyy, go and finite Ama- 
lek, and utterly destroy all that they have, 
/pare them not; but flay both jnan and 
woman, infant and fuckling, ox and flieep, 
rirnrl and a fa. 

4 Then Saul gathered the people, and 
numbered them in Telaim. two hundred 
thou fa ml footmen, and ten thou fa nd men 
of Judah. 5 -So Saul came to a city of 
Amalek, and fought in the valley. 

6 And Saul faid to the Kenitcs, Go, 
depart, get ye down from among the 
Amalckites. left l deftroy you with them; 
for ye (hewed ktndnefs to all the Ifrael- 
itea when they came out of Egypt; ’ So 
the Kenitcs departed from among the 
Amalekites. 

7 Then Saul fmote the Amatekitea from 
Havilah unto Shur, which it over again ft 
Egypt. 6 And he took Agag the king 
alive, and utterly deftroyed all the people 
with the edge of the fword. p But Saul 
and the people fpared Agag, and the beft 
of the (beep, arid of the oxen, and of the 
Cecond fort, and the Iambs, and ali that 
was good, and would not utterly /leftroy 
them ; but every thing that was vile and 
lefufc that they deftroyed utterly. 

10 Then came the word of the Eternal 
to Samuel, faying, u I relent that I 
fet up Saul'to be King : for he is turned 
back from following me, and hath not 
performed my commandments. So it 
grieved Samuel; arul he cried to the E- 
ternal all night. 

ta And when Samuel rofe early to meet 
Saul in the morning, it was told Samuel, „ 
faying, Saul came to Carmoi, and, behold, 
he fet him up a monument, and is gone 

about, and pafTed on, and gone down to 
Gilgal, 

13 Then Samuel came to Saul; and 
Saul faid to him, BlefTed be thou of the 
Eternal: I have performed the command* 
J 1 ?" 1 tl,c Eternal; i 4 But Samuel 
Jj ud * What meaneth this bleating of the 
i^ep in mine cars, ahd the lowing of the 
oxen which I hear > 15 Then Saul faid, 

1 he, have brought them from the Arna- 
h kites; for the prople fpared the beft of 
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the fheep and of the oxen to facrifice'to 
the Eternal thy God; apd thd reft wr 
have utterly deftroyed. 16 Then Samuel 
laid to Sauli'Stay, and I will tell thee what 
the Eterngl hath faid to me this night.— 
And he faid to him, Say on.' 

17 Then Samuel laid, When thou waft 
little in thine own fight, w v aft thou not 
made the head of the tribes of Ifrael: for 
the Eternal anointed thee king over If¬ 
rael ? iS And the Eternal fent thee on 
a journey, and faid, Go, and utterly de- 
ftroy thefe finnersthe Aroalekites, and 
fight againft them until they be confirm¬ 
ed. ip Wherefore then didft thou not 
obey the voice of the EternaJ, but didft 
flee upon the fpoil, and didft evil in the 
fight of the Eternal ? 

20 Then Saul faid to Samuel, Yea, I 
have obeyed the voice of the Eternal, and 
have gone the way which the Eternal fent 
me, and have brought Agag the king ©f 
AmaJek, and have utterly deftroyed the 
Amalekites. *1 JBut the people took of 
the fpoil, (Weep and oxen, the chief of the 
things which (hould have been utterly de¬ 
ftroyed, to faciiftce to the Eternal thy 
God in Gilgal, 21 But Samuel faid, Hath, 
the Eternal as great delight in burnt-of¬ 
ferings and facrifices as in obeying his 
voice ? Behold, to obey is better than fa- 
crifice; Sc to hearken than the fat of rams. 
$3 For rebellion is as the fin of divination, 
and ftubbornnefs is as iniquity and/idola¬ 
try ; hecjiufc thou haft reje&ed the word 
of the Eternal, he hath alfo rejected the* 
from being king. 

24 Then Saul faid to Samuel, I have 
finned; for I have tranfgielTed the com¬ 
mandment of the Eternal, and thy words, 
beetufe I feared the people, and obeyed 
their voice. 25 Now, therefore, I pray 
thee, pardon my fin, and turn again with 
me, that I may fei vc the Eternal. 

But Samuel faid ta Saul, I will not re¬ 
turn with tkee ; for thou haft reje<5led M 
the word of the Eternal, and the Eternal 
hath rejected thee from bung king over 
Ifrath

®7 But as Samuel turned about to go 
away he laid hold upon the fttirt of l; 1 * 
mantle, and it rent. 2S Then Samuel 
faid to him, The Eternal hath rent the 
kingdom of Ilrad from thee this day, and 
hath given it to a neighbour of thine, 
who is better than thou art. a 9 Yea al- 
fo the Strength of Ifrael will not lie nor 
repent; for he is riot a man, that he Humid 
repent.

4 Then Samuel did as the Eternal faid, 
and came to Beth*lehein. Now the el¬ 
ders of the 'towp trembled at his coming, 
faying, Cornell thou peaceably ? ' 5 Then 
he faid, Peaceably ; I come to facrifice to 
the Eternal; prepare your Selves, and 
come with me to the facrifice. So he 
funttified Jefle and his fons, and called 
them to the Sacrifice.

But Samuel Said 
to Jefle, Send and fetch him : for \ve will 
not fit down till he come hither, 12 So 
he Sent and brought him in. Now* he was 
ruddy, having a beautiful countenance, 
being goodly to look on. Then the E- 
ternal faid, Aitfe, anoint him ; for this is 
he. 13 Then Samuel took the horn of 
oil, and anointed him in the midlt of his 
brethren ; fo the Spirit of the Eternal 
came upon David from that day forward.

19 Therefore-Saul fent meflengers to 
Jefle, faying, Send me David thy fon, who 
is with the flieep. 10 Then Jefle took 
an afc laden tvith bread,,and a bottle ol 
wine, and fent them by David hi$ fon to 
Saul. •’ 

xi So David came to Saul, and flood 
before him: and he loved him greatly; 
and he became his armour-bearer. 22 
Then Saul fent to Jefle, faying, Let Da¬ 
vid, I pray thee. Hand before me; for lie 
hath obtained my favour. 

23"And when the evil Spirit permitted 
by God was upon Saul. David took an

4 Then there went a champion out of 
the camp of the Philiftines, named Go¬ 
liath, of Gath, whofe height was fix cu¬ 
bits and a fpan. 5 And he had a helmet 
of brafson his head, and was armed with 
a coat of mail; the weight of the coat 
wa# five thoufand fhtkels of brafs. 6 
And he had grieves of brafs upon his fogs, 
and a target of brafs between his (bould¬ 
ers.

19 Now Saul, and they, and all the 
men of Ifrael, were in the valley of Elan, 
fighting with the Philiftines. 

20 So David rofe early in the morn¬ 
ing, and left the fiieep with a keeper, and 
took, and went, as Jelfo had commanded 
him ; and he came to the trench as the 
hoft whs going forth to the place of fight, 
ahd fljouted for the battle. 21 For If- 
rae! and the Philiftines had put the bat¬ 
tle in array, army againft army. 22 Then 
David left his carriage in the hand of the 
keeper of the carriage, and ran to the ar¬ 
my, and fainted his brethren. 

23 Now, as he talked with them, be¬ 
hold, there came up the champion, (the 
Philiftine of Gath, Goliath by name) out 
of the armies of the Philiftines, and (pike 
according to the fame words ; and David 
heard them.

25 Then the men of Ifrael faid, Have 
ye fecn this man that is come upf furcly 
to defy Ifrael is he comeoup; the king 
will enrich with great riches the man 
who kilieth him, and will give him. his 
daughter, and make his -father’s houfe 
noble in Ifrael. 

26 Then David fpake to the men that 
flood by hifn, faying, What fliaLLbe done

, rael ? for who is this uncircumcifod Phi¬ 
liftinc, that'he fliould defy the armies oF 
the living God > 27 Then the people an- 
fwttied him after the forefaid manner, fay¬ 
ing, So fliall it be dbncityo the man who 
kilieth him. • r‘i 


Epiuathite of Bcth-lchenj-Judah, whofe 
mm. was Jeflc, who had eight Tons; and 
the ipan Was accounted an old man in the 
days of Saul, t j Now the three eldeft 
fons of JelTc went and followed Saul to 
the battle ; the names of his three fons 
that went to the battle were, Eliab the 
full horn ; and next to him Abinadab ; 
and the third, Shunuuah. 14 And Da¬ 
vid was the youngeft. 15 But David 
had returned from Saul to feed his fa¬ 
ther’s fiirep at Bcth-lehem. 

16 Now the Philiftine drew near 
morning and evening, and prefented 
hiinltjl forty days. 

17 Then JeflV faid to David his fon, 
Take now for thy brethren an ephah of 
this parched corn, and thefe ten loaves, 
and run to the camp to thy brethren; 18 
And carry thefe ten rheefes to the cap¬ 
tain of their thoufand, and look how thy 
brethren fare, and take their pledge. 


28 Then Eliab his eldeft brother heard

the naughtinefs of thine heart; for thou 
art come down that thou inightcft: fee 
the battle.

30 Then he turned from him toward 
another, and fpake alter the fame man¬ 
ner: and the people anfwereu him again 
after the former manner.

after him, and fmote him, and delivered 
it out of his mouth : and, when he arofe 
again ft me, I caught him by hi 4 beard, fit- 
fmote him, and flew him. 35 Thy fer¬ 
vant flew both the lion and the bear: and 
this uncircumcifed Phili(line (hall be 
as one of them, feeing he hath defied rhe 
armies of the'Jiving God. 37 David laid, 
moreover, The Eternal that delivered me 
out of the paw of the lion, and out of the 
paw of the hear, he will deliver me out 
of the band of this Philiftine. Then Saul 
faid to David, Go, and the Eternal be 
frith thee. 

3S So Saul aimed David with his ar- 
idqjui, and he put an helmet of brafs oh 
hi* head ; he alfo armed him with a coat 
of mail. 39 Then David girded his fword 
upon his armour, and cflayed to go : but 
he had not proved it. Then David faid to 
JSjul, I cannot go with thefe ; for I, have 
not proved them.

a fair countenance. 43 Then the Philis¬ 
tine faid to David, Am 1 a dog, that theu 
comeft to me with Haves ? And the Phi¬ 
liftine curfed David by his god6. 44 Then 
the Philiftine faid to David, Come tome, 
and I will give thy flefh to the fowls of 
the air, and to the beafts of the field. 45 
Then faid David to the Philiftine, Thou 
Cornell to me with a fword, and with a 
fpear, and with a Afield/;.hut I come to 
thee in the name of the Eternal God of 
hofts, the' -God of the arfsies of Ifrael, 
whom thou halt; defied.

53 Then thdfiaelices returned from chaf¬ 
ing the Philiftines, and fpoiled their tents 

54 And David took the head of the Phi¬ 
liftine, and brought it to Jerufalem ; but 
he put his a-:mour in his own tent. 

55 And when Saul faw David go forth 
againft the Philiftine, he laid to Abner 
the captain of the Iiost^Abner, whofe fon 
is this youth ? But Abner faid, As thy 
foul liveth, O king, I. cannot tell. 5 6 
Then the king faid,. Enquire whofe fon 
the stripling is. 

57 When David returned from the

XV. 1 II. Jonathan lovcth David. 
OW, when he had made an end of 
fpeaking to haul, the foul of Jona¬ 
than cl»ve to the foul of David, lor Jona¬ 
than loved him as his own foul. 3 So 
Saul took him that day, and would Jet 
him go no more home to his, father’s 
hotife. 

3 Then Jonathan and David made a 
covenant, becaufe he loved him as his 
own foul. 4 And Jcnath;:n ftripped him- 
felf of the robe that was upon lfirti; and 
his garments, c ven to the fword, and to 
his bow, and to his girdle, and gavz them 
to David. 
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5 Then David went out whitherfoever 
Saul fent him, and profpered: and Saul 
fet him over the men of war; and he was 
acceptable to all the people, and alfo to 
Saul’s fervants. 

6 And as they came, when I)avul was 
returned from the daughter of the Phihj- 
tiue, the women came out of al'l thc^ ci¬ 
ties of Ifrael, finging and d^ncingf to 
meet king Saul, with tabrets, with joy, 
and with inftruments of imifick. 7 ^ ^en 
the women aofwered one another as they 
played, Saul hath flain his thoufands, and 
David Ins ten thoufands. 8 Then Saul 
was very wroth, for the faying difpleafed 
him ; and he laid.

11 1 litn Saul laid, I will give hiui 
her, that ilic may be a Inare to him, and

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againft him. Wherefore Saul'fauj to 
David, Thou Hi alt this day be my fon-iq- 
law with one of the twain. 

22 Then Saul commanded Ijii fervants, 
faying. Commune with David fecreily,fi& 
fay, Behold, the king hath delight in thee, 
and all his fervants lovr thee: now, theie- 
fore be the king's fon-in-law.

now, ye Bcnjaiiiites, Will the fon of Jefle 
give every one of you fields and vine¬ 
yards, and make you all captains of thou- 
lands and captains of hundreds, 8 That 
all of you have confpircd again!! me, and 
there.is none that fhewelh me that my 
fob hath made a league.' with the fon of 
Jefle ; and there is none of you that-is 
foriy for me, or flieweth me that my fun 
hath ftirred up my fervants again!! me, to 
lie in wait, as at this day ? 

9 Then anfwered Doeg the Edomite, 
(who was fet over the fervants of Saul) 
I faw the fon of Jefle coming to Nob to 
Ahimelech the fon of Ahitub. 10 And 
lie enquired of the Lord for him, ami 
gave him victuals, and gave him the 
fword of Goliah the Fhiliilinc. n Then 
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the king fent to rail Ahimelech the prieft, 
the ion of Ahitub, and all his father’s 
houfe, the priefts in Nob ; and they came 
all to the king. iJt I'hen Saul faid, 
Hearken now thou fun of Ahitub.

22 I hen David laid’to 
A In at bar, 1 knew that day, as Doeg the 
Edomite was there, that he would fnrely 
tell Saul; I have orenfioned the death of 
all the pertons of thy father’s houfe. 
Abide thou with me, fear not; for he thRt 
feekuth my life feeksth thy life ; but .ich 
ine thou limit he in latc-guard. 

X X111. David refereth KcHah . 

HEN they told David, faying, Lo 
the PhiJi'tincs fight againft Keihh, 
and rob the thrething floors. 2 Thcic- 
fore David enquired of the Eternal, fay¬ 
ing. Shall I jo Sc finite thefe Philiftines ? 
And the Eternal laid to David, Go and 
finite the Phi lift ines, and fave Keilah. 
3 'Hun David’s men (hid to him, behold 
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we be afraid here in Judah, how much 
more then if wq come to Keilah againft 
the armies of the Philiftines? 4 Then 
David enquired of the Eternal yet again. 
And the Eternal anfwered him, Arifc, 
go down to Keilah ; for I will deliver the 
Philiftines into thine hand. 5 So David 
and his men went to Keilah, and fought 
againft the Philiftines, and fmote them 
with a great (laughter, and brought away 
their cattle. So David faved the inhabi¬ 
tants of Keilah. 6 Now when Abia- 
thar the fon of Ahimelech, fled to David 
to Keilah, he came down with an ephpd 
in his hand. 

7 Now it was told Saul that David was * 
come to Keilah. Then Saul faid. God 
hath delivered him into mine hand ; for 
he is (hut in, by entering into a town 
that hath gates and bars. 8 So Saul cal¬ 
led all the people together to war, to go 
down to Keilah, to beGege David and his 
men. 

9 But David knew that Saul fecretly 
devifed inifcltief againft him ; and he faid 
to Abiathar the prieft. Bring hither the 
ephod. to Then fud David, O Eternal 
God of Ifrael, thy fervant hath ceif Airily 
heard that Saul feeketh to come to Kei¬ 
lah, to deftroy the city for my fake, it 
Will the men of Keilah deliver me 
up into his hand ?

15 Now David law that Saul wa.sccuie 
out to feck his lit"-; and David was in 
the wildemefs of Ziph, in a wood, id 
Then Jonathan, Saul’s fon arofe,and went 
to David into the wood, and ftrengtheq- 
ed his hand by hope in God. ij For he 
faid to hina, Fear not; for the hand of 
Siui my father (hall not find thee: And 
thou (bait be Ling over 1ftaej, and I lliall 
be next unto thee ; and that alfo Saul my 
lather knoweth. 18 So they both made 
a covenant before the Eternal.

ip Then came up the Ziphites to Saul 
to Gibe&h,'faying* Doth not David hide 
Inrafelf with U9 in ftrong holds in the 
wood* in the hill of Hachilah, which is 
on the fouth of Jefltimon ? ao Now, 
therefore, O king, come down according 
to all the defire of thy foul, and our part 
Hi all be to deliver him into the king's 
hand, xi Then Ssnl faid, Blefled be ye 
pf the Eternal; for ye have eompaflion 
on me. »2 Go, I pray you, prepare yet, 
know and fee the place where his 
haunt is, ana who hath feen hirp there.; 
for it is told me that he dealeth.very fub- 
tflely. 23 See, therefore, and take no¬ 
tice of alL. the lurking places where he 
hideth hiohfeif, and come ye again to me 
-with the certainty, and I will go with 
you; and if he bp in the land, I will 
fearch him out throughout all the thou- 
f^nds of Judah. 24 So they arofe, and 
went tu Ziph before Saul; but David £4 
his men were in the wildernefs of MaoD, 
in the plain on the fouth of Jelhlmon. 
2 <; Saul aifo and his men went to feck 
mo. 'And they told David; wherefore 
he came down and abode in the wilder- 
nefs of Maon: And when Saul beard 
that, he purfued after David in the wil- 
derntfsof Maon. .26 But Saul went on 
this fide of the mountain, and David and 
his men on that fide.

4.Then 
David’s (pen faid to him. Behold the day 
of which the Eternal faid to thee, I will 


deliver thine enemy into thine hand, that 
thou mayeft do to him as it fhall feem 
good to thee. Then David arofe, and 
cut off the fkirt ol‘ Saul’s robe privily. 
3 But afterwards David’s heart fnriote 
him, becaufe he had cut ofl' Saul’s Ikirt. 
6 Then he faid to his men, The Eternal 
forbid that I fliould do this thing to my 
mailer, the Eternal's anointed, to ftretch 
forth my hand again ft; him, feeing he is 
the anointed of the Eternal. 7 So David 
flayed his feivants with thefe words, and 
fuffered them no{ to rife again!! Saul.

21 Then David came to the two hun¬ 
dred men,.who were fo faint tli at they 
could not follow, but abode at the ■ brook 
Befor ; and they went forth to meet Da¬ 
vid, and the people With him : and when 
David came near to the people he fainted 
them* 

22 Then anfwercd all the wicked men, 

even the men of Belial, of thofe that went 
with David, faying, Becaufe they went 
ubt with us, we will give them none of 
thfe lj)oil we recove red, fav: to every man 
his wife and children, to take them away 
■with them. 23 Then faicl David, Ye 
fliall not do fo, my brethren, with what 
the Bterual hath given us, who hath pre- 
Jeived its, and delivered the company th at 
came againft us into our hand. 24 ''For 
whp wilt hearken to you in this matter? 
Bui they thjit went to battle, and they 
that tarried by the fluff, fliall fliare alike. 
25 So frodl. that .day forward, he made it 
a ilatute and an ordinance for Iir&el to 
this day. . % 

26 Now when David came to Ziklag, 
he fent of the.'fpoil to the elder of Judah, 
hven to his friends, faying, Behold a pre- 
fent for you of the fpoil of the enemies of 
the Eternal., 27 To them w ho were iu 
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Beth-et, npd in fouth Rammh, and in 
Jattir, 4$ And iff Afoer, and in Siph- 
moth, and in Efhtemoa, 29 And in 
Rachel, and in the citutof the Jrhar- 
meelites, and in the cities of the Kenites, 
30 And in Hormah, and in Chor^aflian, 
and in Athach, 31 And in Hebron, ard 
to all the plftces where David himfelf fit 

his men were wont to haunt.'

XX,XT. Savl is conquered. 

N OW the Philiftines taught againft 
, Ifrael; and the Ifraclitcs fled be¬ 
fore them, and fell in mount Giiboa. 2 
Then, the Phililiines follow td hard upon 
Saul and his fens, and il(w Jonathan, and 
Aminadab, and Malchi-fliua, Saul’s fon$. 
3.For the battle went fore againft Saul 
and the archers hit him, and wounded 
him fore. 4 Then faid Saul to his ar¬ 
mour- beater. Draw thy fword, and thru it 
me through, left the uncircumcifrd .come 
and tbrnft 'me through, and abule me. 
But Ills armour-bearer being fere afraid, 
would rot; therefore Srul tock a (word, 
and fell upon it - 5 And when his armour- 
bearer faw tl^it Saul was dead, he fell 
likewife upon his fword, and died with 
him. 6 So Saul, and his three furs, ami 
his aimour-bearer, died, and all his men, 
that day togeiher. 

7 Now the Ifraelitifli men on the other 
fide of tire valley, and they on the other 
fide Jordan, feting that the Ifraelites fled, 
and that Saul and his fons weft dead, 
they forfook the cities and fled; and ihc 
Philiftines came and dwelt in them. 

8 And on the morrow, when the Phi¬ 
liftines came to ftrip the flaiih they found 
Saul and his three fons fallen in mount 
Giiboa. 9 And they cut off his head, £& 
ftripped off his armour, and fent them in¬ 
to t he land of the Philiftines round about, 
to publifli it in the houfe of their idols, 
and among the people, jo A.nd they put 
his armour in the houfe of Afl.taroih ; 
and they fattened his body to the wall ut 
Beth-flian. 

irNow the inhabitants of Jabefli-Ci- 
lead hearing what the Fhi!iftin„es had 
done to Saul, 12 All the valiant men »- 
rofe, and went all night, and took Saul’s 
body, and thofe of his Tons, from the wall 
of Beth*flian, and came to Jabeih, and 
burnt them there. 13 They took alfn 
their behes, and buried them under a tree 
at Jabefh, and fatted feven d»s. 
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1 . The Amah kite tellt of Sav?s death, 

N OW after Saul’s d^ath, Davitl being 
returned from the daughter cf the 
Amalekites, abode two days in Ziklag; 
a And on the third day, lo, a man came 
out of the camp from Saul with his 
clothes rent, and eaTth on his head; and 
when he came to David, he fell to the 
earth, apd did homage, 3 Then- David 
laid to him, "Whence comeft thou ? And 
he faid. From the camp of Ilxael am I e- 
fcaped- 4 Then David faid to him, ifow 
went the mattrr ? Tell me I pray thee. 
Then he anfvvcrcd, The people *trc fled 
from the battle, and many alfo are fallen 
and dead; and Saul arid Jonathan his 
fon are dead. 5 Then David faid to him t 
How knoweft thou that Saul and Jona¬ 
than his fon arc dead ? 6 Tnfc young man 
faid, As I was by chance on mount Gil- 
boa, behold Saul leaned on his fpear, and 
lo the chariots and horfemen followed 
hard after him. 7 And looking behind 
him he faw me, and called me, 8 And 
faid to me, Who art thou ? And I^anfv/er- 
ed him, 1 am an AmSlekjte. 9 lie faid 
to me again, Stand. 1 pray thee, upon 
me, and (lay nie; for my coat of nwil 
hindereth me, to that iny life is yet whole 
in me, 10 So 1 flood upon him, and flrw 
him, heciiufe I was lure he could not live 
after he Was fallen : And I then took the 
(r iwn from his head, and the bracelet 
liom his arm, and have brought them 
hither to my lord, 11 Then David rent 
his ciorh*:s, us like wife all the men that 
were with him. n And they mourned 
and wepr, aod faded until even, for Saul 
and for Jonathan bis fop, and for the E- 
ternal’s people, and lor the houfe of If- 
r^icl, becaule they were fallen by the 
livord. 

13 Then David faid to the young man 
that told him, Whence art thou ? And he 
anfwered, I am the fon of a 11 ranger, an 
Amalikite. 14 Then David faid to him, 
How waft thou not afraid to ft retch forth 
thine hand to Jeftioy the Eternal's anoint¬ 
ed ? 15 So Divid called one of the 

young men, and faid, Go near and fall 
upon him. So he linote him that he 
died. 16 Then David laid to him, Thy 
blood be upon thy head; for thy mouth 
hath teftified againll thee, laying, I have 
flam the Eternal’s anointed. 


17 Then David lamented with this la¬ 
mentation over Saul and Jonathan his 
fon: 18 (Alfo he bade them teach the 
children of Judah the ufe of the bow^); 
behold it is written in the book of Jallier, 
or vpt ight heroes. 

19 The beauty of Ifrael is flaln on thy 
high places, How are the mighty fallen I 

20 Tell it not in Gath, pub’ifh it nocin 

the ftreets of Alkelon ; left the daugh¬ 
ters Philiftmes rejoice, left the 

daughters of the uncircumcifed triumph. 

21 Ye mountains of Gilboa, let thcre be 
no dew, neither let there be rain on you, 
nor firlt fruits of fields of offerings; for 
there the fliitld of the mighty is vilely 
caft away, the fliield of Saul, as tho’ he 
had not her n anointed with oil. 22 Frctrti 
the blood of the Daughter, from the fat 
of the mighty, the bow of Jonathan 
turned not back, and the lword of $auf 
returned not empty.' 23 Saul and Jona¬ 
than were lovely and ntealant in ‘their 
lives, and in their death they were not 
divided ; they were fwift^r than eagles, 
they were ftronger than lions. 24 Ye 
daug!;t:is oflfraeJ, weep over Saul, who 

clot lied voh in fcarict, and wilhother de- 
* \ 

lights ; who put on ornaments of gold on 
your apparel. 75 How are the mighty 
fallen in the rr.idft of the battle! O Jo¬ 
nathan, llmu waft flain in tlrine high 
places. 26 I am diftreffed for thee, my 
brother Jonathan, very pleafant haft thou 
been to me ; thy love to me was wonder¬ 
ful, pa fling the loveof women.’ 27 How 
are the mighty fallen, and the weapons 
of war p'eriflred : 

II. David is made kirrj of Judah. 
ND nfref this, David enquired of the 
Eternal, faying. Shall I go up in¬ 
to any of the cities of Judah ? Then the 
Eternal faid to him, Go up. Then Da¬ 
vid fspil, Whither flt.'.l! I go up? And he 
faid, To Hebron. 2 So' David went thi¬ 
ther, with his two wives alfo, Ahinoam 
the Jezreelitef 9 , and Abigail, Nabai’s wi-, 
dow, the Carmelite. 3 David brought 
up affo his men with him, every min 
with his houfe hold, and they dtyelt in 
the cities of Hebron. 4 Then the. men 
of.Judah came, and they anointed David 
king there ov^r Judah. And they told 
David that the men of Jahcfli-Gilead bur 
vied Saul. 
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' 5 Then David Centtneflengers to them, 
•faying, BlefiTed be ye of rbe fitetaiai for 
(hewing this kindnefs. to your loid 
and ha^e buiiecl.him. 6 May th^ Eter¬ 
nal (hew tneregard faiihftilncfs to yau ; 
and I alfo will requit jou this kindnefs. 
7 Therefore row. let your hands be 
ftrengthened,nnd be ye vnliant; for your 
mafte'r Saul is dead, and: alfo the houfe of 
Judah have anointed me king over them. 

$ But Abnci \the fon of\Ner, captain 
of Saul's holt, brought Ifh-boflielh,.Saul’s 
fon, over to Mahanaim ; 9 And he wide 
turn king over Gilead, and over the A. 
mniitcs, and over Jczreei, and over 'i- 
phrainr, and over Benjamin, ancLpyer a!l 
Ifrr.cl. to Ifli-^oflicih, Saul’s fan, w..s 
forty years, old when he began to reign 
over Ifrael, and reigned two years ■ but 
the boufi* cf Judah followed David. 1 j 
(And David was k»ng in Hebron over the 
houfe cf Judah levcn years and fix 
n»nths. a.. 

12 Now Abner, Ner’s fon, and the fer- 
yants bf Ifb-bofhcth Saul’s fon, went out 
fioro Mahanaim to Gibeon 13 And 
Jo:*.b,. Zeruiah’s fort, with David's fer- 
vants, went cut, and met by the pool of 
Gibeon ; and fat down, the one.oh the 
one fide, and the other on the other fide 
of the pool. ,14 Then Abner faid to 
Joab, Let the youngtroen now arife and 
play before us. And Joab faid, Let them 
arife. 15 Then twelve of Benjamin, 
who pertained to Ifii-bofneth, Saul’s fob, 
arofe, and .twelve of David's, fervants, 
1 6 And every one caught his antagonift 
by the head, and thftjft his fwpid into his 
fide 5 fo they fell down together, where¬ 
fore that place is called the Field of 
flrongmen; it is in Gibeon. 17 Now 
the battle was very fore that clay; and 
Abner, with the men of Ifrael, were 
beaten before the fervants of David. 

18 Now three Tons of Zeruiah were 
there, Joan, and Ahifliai, and Afahel; 
Afahel was as light of foot as a wild roe. 
19-Now Afahel pur feed (Haight after 
Abner. 20 Then Abner looking behind 
him, faid, Art thou Afahel? And he an- 
fwered, I am. 21 Then Abner faid to 
him. Turn afide to thy right'hpnd or tby 
left, and lay hold on one of the young 
men, and take his atm our. But Afahel 
Would not turn afide from following hiip. 
22nBut Abner faid again to Afahel, Turn 
away from following roe; wherefore 
fliou id I finite th.ee to the ground ? How 
then Jliould I hold up my face to Joab- 
thy brother? 23 Howbeit he refufed to 
turn afide; wherefore Abner, with thr 


hinder end of the fpear, fmote him under 
lb* fifth rib, fo that the fpcar came out 
behind him ; fo he fell down ape! died in 
that place ; and ns many as came to the 
place w»here Afahr.l fell down and died, 
(tpod (HU. 24 Joab alfo and Abifiiai pur- 
fue Jnftor Aimer; but the fun’s light de¬ 
parted when they came to the hill of 
Amnmh before Giah, by the' way of the 
W'ihltrnefs of Gibeon. ,, 

zj Now the Bcnjaminites gathered 
thenWclves atn-r Aimer, and became one 
troop, and hood on the top of an hill. 
16 ilicn Abm r callri) Joab, faying, Shall 
the fword devour for ever? Knowtft 
thou not that it will be bitufhels in the 
latter end : How long ihali it be then ore 
thou bid flic people re rum fioro follow¬ 
ing their brethren > :y Then Joab faid. 
As Gotl liveth, nrleiV thou had If fpoker, 
furcly from the morning the people had 
gone away every one from following Ins 
brother. 28 So Joab blew a trumpef, 
and all the popple flood (till, and-purfued 
Ifrael no more, nor fought any more. 

29 Then Abnrr and his me:- walked all 
that night through rhe ph.i;i, and paded 
over J ;tdan, and went through all Bi- 
tluon, and came to Mahv.rairo. 30 So 
Jo ib returned from (olI.Avii.g Abner; and 
having gathered *11 the'people, there 
lacked of Dahl’s fcrvrnts nineteen men 
apd Afahel. 31 But they had fmitten of 
Benjamin and of Abner’s m^r. three 
hundred and threescore* fo that they 
died. 

32 Then they took up Afahel, and bu¬ 
ried him in the fepttlchre of his father, 

in Beth-lehem. And Tor.h and his men 

/* • , * 

went all night, and came to Hebron at 
break of day. 

III. David Jiill m axeth jlronger. 
OW theie was a long war between 
the houfe of Saul and that o! Da¬ 
vid ; but David waxed ftrongei and 
ftronger, and Saul’s boufe weaker and 
weaker. 

- 2 Anil to David were fons burn in He¬ 
bron : His firlt-born wa? Amnon, of Ahi- 
noam the Jeziedilefs; 3 And his feccod, 
Chileab, of Abigail, the w idow of Nibal 
the Carmelite; anti the third, Abfalom 
the fon of Maacah, the daughter of Tal- 
mai, king 0/ Gefluir ; 4 And the fourth, 
Adonijah the Ton of Haggith ; and the 
fifth, bhephatiah the fon of Abital; $ 
And the fixth* Ithream, by Eglab, Da¬ 
vid’s wife. 

6 Now while the war was between 
Saul’s houfe and David’s, Abnei made 
hiu.ifelf (Long for the houfe oF Saul. 
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7 Saul had a oncnbhe named Rizpah, 
the daughter of Aiah • And Iflibolieth 
laid to A liner, Wherefore haft thou gone 
in to my father’s cuncuhine ? 8 Mien Ab¬ 
ner was very wroth for the word? of Illi- 
Mlitib, and faid, Am I a do^ head, 
who againft Judah llic.V kindnels thu 
day to Lhe houle of Saul thy father, to 
his brethren, and to Jus friend*, and hava 
nut delivered thee into the hand of DaviJ, 
that thou charged me ro-diy with a fault 
concerning this woman ? 9 God do fj to 

Abner, and more nllo, if 1 do not to Da¬ 
vid as the Eternal hath fworn to him ; 
to To translate the kingdom from Saul’s 
liuufc, and to let un the throne of David 
jver Ifrael and over Judah, from Dan 
5vcn to Beer-lhrba. n And he copld 
not anfwer Abner a wold a^ain, becaufe 
he feared him. 

Then Abner fent mclVcngers to Di- 
vid, on his behalf, faying, VVhofe is the 
land ? Make thy league with me, and 
behold my hand (lull be with thee, to 
bring about all Ifracl to thee. 

13 Then he laid, Well, I will make a 
league with thee ; but one thing I re¬ 
quire cf thee, th: t is, Thou /halt not fee 
my face, except thou firft bring Mich a I, 
Saul’s daughter, when thou comeft to fee 
iny face. 14 Then David fent niellen- 
gers to Ifli-bolheth, Saulfr foil, faying, 
Deliver me my wife Michnl, whom I e- 
fpoufed for an hundred of the Thiliftincs. 
15 Then Iih-hoflie<h feat, and took, her 
from her halbard:! Plialticl the foil • of 
Laisti. 16 And her Ini/band went along 
with her, weeping behind her to Bahu- 
rim. Then laid Abner to him, Go, re¬ 
turn. St* he retm ned. 

17 l hen Abner had communication 
with the elders of Ifracl, faying, Yc 
fought for David in times paft lo be king 
over you ; iS Now then do it, for the E- 
tcfrftl hath fpjkrn of David, faying, By 
the hand of my fervant David I will fave 
my people Liael from the hand of the 
Philiftincs, and from all their enemies. 
19 Abner alto fpake in the hearing cf 
Benjamin ; and lie went alfo to Ipeait i:i 
the cars of U vvid in Hebron all that 
fremed good to Ifracl, and to the whole 
honk- ol licnja nui. zo 3 o Abner came 
to Da\ul at Ilcbfon with twenty men j 
then David made Abner and his men a 
h’Hd. 11 flitn Abner laid 10 David, I 
will go and gather all ffruH to my h,ui 
the king, to make a league with ti er A~ 
f* ,,l "“ •"««« rc^i uve, r,li that 
lli,ne 1:1 * rt '-'cfiretli. .v 0 David ftmt Ab¬ 
ner away nnd he went in pence. 
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zz Now hr hold Joab came, with the 
fervent* of David, from purfuing a troop, 
and hroughi in a great fpoil with them ; 
(but Abner was not with D<* v id in He¬ 
bron, for he had lent him a%vay in peace.) 
zj Now Juab and all his hoft being come, 
it was tofd him that Abner die fon of 
Ner came to tlie king, apd he fent him 
h way in peace. 24 Then foab came to 
the king, and laid, Whit haft thou done? 
behold Abner came to thee; why haft 
thou fent him away ? 15 Thou k no we It 
Abne/ the fem of Ner came to deceive 
thee, and to know thy going out and thy 
coming in, and all that thou doeft. *6 
So when Joab was come out from David, 
he lent meflengers after Abner, who 
brought him again from the well of Si- 
rah; but David knew it not. 27 And 
when Abner was returned to Hebron, 
Joab took him afide in the gate to fpeak 
with him quietly, and fmote him there 
under the filth rib, that he died, for the 
bl ood of A failed, Joab’s brother. 

2S But afterward, when David he?nl 
it, lie fold, I and my kingdom arc guillt- 
lels before the Eternal for ever from the 
blood of Abner the fon of Ner : 29 Let 
it fall on the head of Joah, and on all his 
father’s huufe ; ’and there shall not fail 
from the houfe of Job one that hath an 
■ flue, or that is a leper, or that leaneth on 
a ftafT, or that falleth on the fword, or 
that lacketh bread. 30 So Joab and A- 
lrnhui his brother flew Abner, becaufe he 
had /lain their brother Afa.be 1 at Gibcou 
in the battle. 

31 Then David faid to Joab, and to all 
the people with him. Rend your clothes, 
apd gird you with lack-cloth, and mourn 
before Abner* king David hiinfelf 

f>ilowed the bier. ' 32 Now they buried 
Abner in Hebron, and the king wcut a- 
loud at the grave of Abner; and all the 
people wepr.- 33 The king lamented o- 
ver Abnor, and iVd, Died Abner as a 
fool dicth ? 34 Thy hands were not 
bound, nor thy foet put into fetters ; as a, 
man falleth before wicked men, lo fellell 
thou. And alj.tm: people wept again o- 
voi him. 35 And v.’h n all the people 
came*to caufc David eat while’*it was yet 
day, David fware. faying, So do God t»j 
me, and mo e alfo, if * :altc bread, or 
ought elle, till thcA'urc’s light deport. 36 
*'■ nd ail the pcop£ Vxdt notice of it, and 
it -p’eafcd then*; As whatever the king 
did plea fed all tlic people. 37 For all 
tiic people, and all ifrael, underftood that 
day that it was not of the king to flay 
Abnt;i the fon of Ner. 38 Then the 
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. king fold to his fatVsnis, KnSW ye not 
that there is a piibce arid a great man 
falleirthi? day io ? 19 And I am’ 
this day weak; thorigh anointed' king; 
and thefe niin the Tons of 2eruiah be too 
hard for rhe: iThe Eternal fhall regard 
the doer of '^Vil according to his wicked- 
rieffl. 

IV. IJb-bbJlttb Jldih. 

0 "V^ when Saul’s fon HVatd that Ab¬ 
ner was dead in Hebrdn, his hands 
were feeble, and ail the IfraMitcs Were 
tiiKibled. ,i Now Saul's ton had two 
rfren, captains uf bands, the one narpecl 
Baanah tfiia the otheV Rechab, the fobs 
of Rimmon a Beefothits, Benjamiriidti, 
for Betroth alio was reckoned to Benja¬ 
min. 3 £ Vow the Beefothiies fled to 
Gittaini, and fojourhed there until this 
day.) 4 Now Jonathan, Saul's ion, had 
a fon fame in his feet. 5 He was five 
years old when the tidings came of Saul 
'and Jonathan flotfi Jexreel, and his norfe 
took-him up, and fled; and as fhe mad# 
halte to flee,' lie fell, arid became lame; 
arid his name ^Vas MepKibolheth. * Now 
the Cans of Rimmon the Bedrothrre, Ite- 
chab and Baanah, went, and came-about 
the he at of the day to Ilh-bolheth’s hcnlfe, 
who lay on a bed af noon. 6 And they 
canie eVen into the niidft tof the houfe, 
as though they. Would -have fetched 
frhtfat ; and they fniote hind under the 
fifth rib, and efcaped. 7 .For when they 
came into the houfe, he lay on his bed in 
his bed-chamber, and they l mote him, 
.and, flew him, and beheaded him, and 
took his head, and gat them a way through 
the plain all night, ' 8 And they brought 
his head to David, and fa»& to the king, 
Behold the head b$ rflj*boftierh, Saul's 
fon, thine enemy," Ivho fonght thy life; 
the Eternal hath avenged my lord the 
king this day of Saul and of his feed. '■ 

9 But David anfwered Rechab and 
B&anA his brothef, the funs of Rimmon 
the Beerothite, As the Eternal liveth, 
who hath redeemed my foill out of all 
adverfity, (5 When one told me, faying, 
Behold Saul' is dead, (thinking to have 
brought good tidings)} l took hold of liitrt, 
and- flew him in Ziklag, which was the 
reward I gave him for his tiding*; n 
How much more, when wicked men have 
flam a righteous peifon in his own houfe 
upon bis bed ? Shall 1 not therefore now 
require hi* blood of your hand, and take 
you away from the earth. 12 So David 
commanded his young men, and they flew 
them, and cut off their hands and their 
1 feet, and hanged them up over the pool 


in Hfibrbn ; flat they took the head of 
Iiii-bdflieth, and huried it ill the fepul- 
chre of Abner in Hebron. 

V. the tribes make David their 

. king. 

HEN cdihe all the,tribes of Ifrael 
to David at Hcbiou, and fpake, fay¬ 
ing. Behold, tvfc are thy bone and thy 
flelh. 2 Alfo in .time pail, when Saul 
Was king over us, thou leddeft out and 
brpughteft in Ifrael; and the Eternal faid 
to tliee, ThoU limit feed my people Ifrael, 
and be a captain ovor Ifrael. 3 So all the 
elders of Ifrael came to the king at Ha- 
bron ; and king David made a league 
with thdm in Hebron before the Eter¬ 
nal ; and they anointed David king over 
Ifrael. r 

4 David was thirty years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned forty 
years. 5 In Hebron he reigned over Ju¬ 
dah feven years and fix months; and in 
Jcrufalem he reigned thirty and three 
years over all Ifrael and Jtidali. 

6 Then the king and his men went to 
Jerusalem to the Jebufiles,: the inhabi¬ 
tants of th£ land ; Who fpake to David, 
faying. Except thou take away the blind 
and the lame thou flialt not-come in hi¬ 
ther; for evdnihey will hinder thee, fay¬ 
ing, David* flifi! not come in hither. 7 
But David took the ftrong hold of Zion : 
which is the city of David. 

8 Arid David faid that day, Whoever 
getteth up to the grttter, and fmiteth 
the Jebiifites, and the lame, and the blind, 
that are hated of David's foul, he (hall be 
chief captain. As they faid, Bccaufe of 
the blind and the lame, he fliall not come 
into the houfe. 9 So David dwelt in the 
fort, and called it, The city of David : fit. 
he built round about, from Millo and in¬ 
ward/ 10 Thus David went on, and grew 
great: for the Eternal God of holU was 
with him. 

it Now Hiram king of Tyre fent nlef- 
fcngeis to David, and cedar-trees, and 
carpenters, and mafons; and they built 
David an houfe. 12 Now David per- 
(ciyed that the Eternal had eftabliflied 
bine king over Ifrael, £c exalted his king¬ 
dom for his people Ifrael *s fake. 

13 Then David took more concubine* 
and wiv~s out uf Jerijfiilem,' aftei he was 
come from Hebron; and there was yet 
foos and daughters born to David. 14 And 
thrfe are the names of thefe that were 
born to him in Jerufalem ; ^Shammuab, 
and Shobab, andi Nathan, and Solomon, 
13 Ibhsr alfo, and Elifhua, andNeplieg,, 
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and J.iphia, 16 And Elifliama, and Ell¬ 
ada, and Elipbalet, 

17 Bnl wh *n the Philiflines heard that 
they had anointed David king over Ifrael, 
they 1 ante all to feek D.ivid; and David 
h ard it, and went down to the ho\d. 18 
The Pnililtines alfo came andfpread them- 
lelve> iu the valley of Rcphalm. 

19 And D ivid enquired of the Eter¬ 
nal, faying. Shall I go up to the Philif- 
tincs ; will thou deliver them into mine 
hand? And the Eternal faid to David, 
Co up ; for I will doubtlefs deliver the 
I'nili (tines into thine hand* 

ao So David came to B*a!-perazini, 6c 
fmnte them tiiere, and faid, The Eternal 
hath broken forth upon mine enemies be¬ 
fore me, as the breach of waters. There¬ 
fore he called the name of that place, 
The plain of breaches. 11 There they 
left their images, arid David with his 
men burnt them. 1 

ii The Pluliftines came up yet again, 
and Ipread thenafclves in the valley of 
Rcphaim. 13 And when David enquired 
of the Eternal, he laid, Thou llult not go 
up ; but fetch a compafs behind them, Sc 
come upon them over againft the mul¬ 
berry-trees. 14 And when r.hou heareil 
the found of a going in the tops of the 
mulberry-trees, then thou lhalt beftir thy- 
ftlf; for then fliulI the Eternal go before 
thee, to fmite the hod of the Philiflines. 
25 So David did as the Eternal com¬ 
manded him ; and fniote the Philiftines 
from Geba to Gazer. 

VI. David iningeth up the ark. 

A GAIN, David gathered all the cho. 

fen men of Ifrael, thirty thoufand. 
2 i’iien lie BroCe, and went with all the 
p r °pk that were with him from BaaUh 
of Judah,To bring up from thence the 
ark ol God, at which the name, even the 
name of the Eternal God of hofts, was 
called upon, that dwelleth between the 
chcrubuns. 3 Then they fet the ark of 
God upon a new cart, and brought it out 
of the houle of Abinadab in Gibeaii; and 
Uitzah and Ahio, the funs of Abinadab, 
druve the new cart. 4 So they- accom¬ 
panied the ark of God ; and Ahio went 
before the ark. 5 r Ihen David, and all 
the Ifraelites, played before the ark of 
the Eternal on all manner of inllruments 
made of fir-wood, even on harps, and on 
plalteries, and on timbrels, and on cornets, 
and on cymbals. 

6 Now. when they came to Nachon’s 
thrcHi ng-floor, Uzzah put forth his hand 
to thclirk of God, and took hold of it; 
lux the jgen fliouk It. 7 But the anger 
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of the Eternal was kindled againft Uzzah, 
and God fmote him Tor his raflinefs ; and 
there he died by the ark of God. S 
Then David was difpleafed, becaufe the 
Eternal made a breach upon Uzzah ; and 
he called the uamepf the place The bleach 
of Uzzah to this day. 9 Then David was 
afraid of the Eternal that day, and faid, 
How fliall the ark of the Eternal come to 
me ? 10 So David would not remove 

the ark of the Eternal to hirafelf into the 
city of David; but he carried it a fide in¬ 
to the houfe of Obed-edom the Gittite. 
11 And the ark of the Eternal continued 
in the houfe of Obed-edom the Gittite 
three months ; and the Eternal blefled 
Obed-edom, and all his houfehold. 

Then it was told king David, Aly- 
ing, The Eternal hath UelTed the" houfe 
of Obed-edom, and all that pertaineth to 
him, becaufe of the ark of God. So Da¬ 
vid went and brought the - ark of God 
from the houfe of Obed-edom into the 
city of David with gladnefs. 13 Now, 
when they that bare the ark of the Eter¬ 
nal had gone fix paces, lie facrifked oxen 
and failings. * 14 Then David danced be¬ 
fore the ark ef the Et'erpal with all his 
might; and David was girded with a 
linen ephoef. 15 So David and ^11 the 
Ifraelites brought the, ark of the Eternal 
with Ihouting, and the found of the trum¬ 
pet. 16 But as the ark of the Eternal 
came into the city of David, ^ Michal, 
Saul's daughter, looked through a win¬ 
dow, 6c faw king David leaping and 
dancing before the ark °f the Eternal j 
and flie defpifed him in her heart. 

17 Then they brought in the ark of the 
Eternal, and fet it iu its place, in the 
midst of the tabernacle that David had 
pitched for it: and David offered burnt- 
offerings and peace-offerings before the 
Eternal. 

18 And when David finiflied offering 
burnt-offerings and peace-offerings he 
blefled the people in the name of the E- 
ternal God of hofts. 

• T9 And he dealt to every one/ the 
whole multitude of Ifrael, as well to the 
women as men, a cake of bread, and a 
good piece of Belli, and a flagon of wine*. 
So all the people departed, every one ta 
his houfe. 

20 [Then David returned to blefs Eis 
houfehold. And Michal,Saul’s daughter, 
came out to meet David, and faid, Mow 
glorious ^as the king of Ifrael to-day, 
who put off his upper garment to-day in 
the fight of the handmaids of his fervants, 
as one of the vain fellows puts off his long 
Jobe. 21 But David faid to Michal, It 
f 9 
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was before the-Et$r 1 lal, who chofc me 
. before thy father, and all his houfe, to 
appoint me tuler over Ifrael the Eternal** 
people : there I ore wkl I play before the 
Eternal. 3 a And T wrtll yet be more vile 
than this, and be bale in mineown fight; 
and in that of the handmaids of my fer- 
vants of whom thou haft fpoken, of them 
fhall I be had in honour. 53 Therefore 
Michal, Saul’s daughter, had no more 
children.] 

VII* God forbids David to b7/ild a 
temple. 

OW, when the king fal in his houfe, 
and the Eternal had given him reft 
round about from ail bis enemies, 2 He 
'/hid to Nathan the prophet, See now, I 
dwell in an houfe of cedar, but the ark of 
God dwelleth in a tent within curtains. 
3 Then Nathan laid to him. Go, do all 
that is in thine heart; foi the Eternal is 
wi^h tliee. 

4' But that night, the word of the E- 
ternal came to Nathan, faying, 5 Go 
arid tell my fervant David, Thus laith. 
the Eternal. ShaJt thou build an houfe for 
me to dwell in ? 6 Whereas I dwelt hot 
in any houfe, fince the time I brought the 
JTraelites out of Egypt, eveD to this day, 
but walked in a tent and in v a tabernacle, 
7 In aJl the places wherein I walked 
with all;lfrael, fpake I a. word with 
^nyjof tlifir tribes of Ifrael, whom I com¬ 
bi and ed to feed my people Tfrael, faying, 
Why'build ye me not an houfe of cedar ? 
fi Now, therefore, thou fiialt fay to my 
fervant David, Thus faitlj the Eternal 
God of hofts, I took thee from tlie/heep- 
cot, from following the Qtfep, to be rul¬ 
er over my people Ifrael. 9 And I was 
With thee wherever thou wenteft, and 
cut off all thine enemies from thy 
fight, and made thee a great name, like 
the name of the great men in thr earth. 
16 (Moreover, I appoint a place for my 
people Ifrael, and plant them, that they 
may dwell in a place of their own, and 
nov^ no more ; nqr fliall the children of 
jejekednefs afflidfc them any more, as for¬ 
merly. ix And fince the time I com¬ 
manded judges to be over my people If¬ 
rael, and can fed thee to reft from all 
thine enemies.) The Eternal telleth thee 
alfo, that he will make tliee an boufe. 

12 And when thy days are fulfilled, 
Chat thou ftialt fleep with thy fathers, I 
will fet up thy fon after thee, and eftab- 
iilh his kingdom. 13 He lhall build an 
hotife for the glory of my name, and I 
vr ill eftabliih the throne of Jus kingdom 
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perpetually.' 14 I will be to him a fa* 
ther, and he fliall be to me a fon. If he 
commit iniquity, I will choften him in 
mercy, ms-a father. 15 But my mercy 
/hall not depart from him, as hom Saul, 
whom I put away before thee. 16 But 
thine houfe aftft thy kingdom fliall be e- 
ftabliflied for ever: thy throne lhall be 
eftabliflied for ever, fpiritually in the 
MeJJiah. 17 According to all theie worris, 
and accordmjr tp all this viliuO, Nathan 
fpake to David. 

18 Then went king David in, and fat 
before the ark of the Eternal, and faid. 
Who am i, O Sternal Cod * and what is 
my houfe, that thou haft brought Alt' hi¬ 
therto? 19 And as if this was yet a 
fmall thing in thy fight; O Eternal God ; 
but thou haft fpoken alfeof thy fervant r si 
houfe for a great while to come and is 
this thy manner with man, O Eternal 
God ? 20 And what can David fay more 
to thee? for thou. Eternal God, kuoweft 
thy fervant. - 21 For thy weed's fak*, 
and according,to thine own heart, halt 
thou done all theft* great things, to make 
thy fervant knpw them. 22 Therefore 
thou art great, O Eternal God ; for there 
:s none like thee, Neither is there any god 
befidesthee, arcording to all that we have 
heard with our earfc. 23 And what one 
nation in the earth is like thy people If¬ 
rael, whom God went to redeem for a 
people to himfelf, and to make him a 
name, and do for them great things, and 
teirible, for thy land, before thy people, 
which thou redeemed!! to thee from E- 
gypt, from the Heathens and their gods ? 
,24 For tbou haft confirmed to thy fell'thy 
people Ifrael to be a people to tfyee for 
ever: and thou, Eternal, art become their 
God. 25 And now, O'Eternal God, the 
word that thou haft fpoken concerning 
thy fervant, and concerning his houfe, e- 
ftabli/h it for ever, and do as thou baft 
faid. 26 And let thy name be magnified 
for ever, faying, Tr.e Eternal God of 
hofts is the God of Ifrael: and let the 
houfe of thy fervant David be eftabliflied 
before thee. v 27 For tbou, O Eternal 
God of hofts, God of Ifrael, haft revealed 
to thy fervant, faying, I wiH give the* 
pofterity; therefore hath thy fervant 
fouAd in his heart to pray this prayer to 
thee. 28 And now, O Eternal God, thou 
art the God, and thy worcs are true, end 
thou haft promifed this goodnefs to thy 
fervant: 29 Therefore now let it pleaie 

thee to blefs* the houfe of thy fervant, 
that it may continue for everbefore thee: 
for thou, O Sternal God,"hast fpdkeo it, 
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with thy bleflitig let the houfe of thy 
ffrva U be blflTed for ev.r.

A Kl'Kib this, David i'mote the Philif- 
tines, and fubdued them ; and took 
Mctheij-ammah from them, l He ftnote

and with one full line to keep alive: fo 
the Moabites became David's fervants, fit 
brought gilts* k 

3 David I mote r.lfo HadaJezer, the fon 
of keliob.king of Zobah, as he went to 
irrover his border at the river Euphrates. 
4 And D^vil took from him a thoufand 
chariots, and *ven hundred horfemen, fit 
twenty thouland footmen : and David 
houghed ail the chaiiut-l.oifcs, but an 
hundred, to unfit them for •war . 

5 And when the Syrians ol Danaafcus 
rame to f.iccour Hadadezcr king of Zobah, 
David Hew of them twenty-two thoufand 
men. 6 Then David put garrifons ip Sy*- 
i iii of Dam^fcus; and the Syrians became 
fervants to David, and brought gifts. And 
the Eternal proferved David whereVer he 
went. 7 David took the golden fliijl.il 
that were on Hadadezer’s fervants, and

18 And Benaiah the fon of Jehoiada was 
over both the Cherethites and the Pe- 
lethites; and David’s funs we?« princes.

N OW David faid, Is there yet any left 
of Saul’s family, that I may (hew* 
him kindnefs for Jonathan’s fake ? i Now 
theie was of Saul’s houfe a fervant, nam¬ 
ed Ziba ; and, being called to David, the 
king faid to him, Art thou Ziba ? Then 
he faid, Thy fervant is he. 3 Then the 
king faid, Is there ytl any of Saul's houfe, 
that I may fliew the kindnefs of God to 
him ? And Ziba faid to the king, Jona¬ 
than hath yet a fen, who is lame in his 
feet. 4 Theu the king laid, Where is he ? 
And Zfba faid, Behold, he is inThe houfe 
of Machir, the fon of Ammiel, in Xo-de- 
bar. 

5 Then king David fent, and fetched 
him from the houfe of Machir, the fan of 
4 mmiel, from Lo-riebar.

7 Then David faid to him, Fear not; 
for I w ill,(urely ftiew thee kindnefs for Jo¬ 
nathan thy father's fake, and will reftore 
thee all the land oi Saul thy father; and 
thou flialt eat at my table continually. 
Then he bowed himfelf, and faid. What 
is thy fervant; that thou fllotildeft look 
on fuch a dead dog as I am ? 

9 Then the kmg called Zibah, Saul’s 
fervant, and faid to him, I have given to 
thy matter's fon all that pertaincth to Saul, 
and to all his houfe. 10 Therefore, thou 
and thy funs, and thy fervants, (hall till 
the land for him, and thou Ihalt bring in 
the fruits, that thy mailer’s fon may have 
food to eat ; but Mephiboihcfth tlvv maf- 
tcr’s fon flutll eat bread alw'uy at my ta¬ 
ble.

1*3 bo Mephibcftieth 
dwelt in Jerufalem ; tdr he ate"Continual¬ 
ly Rt the king's table ;- arid iVas lamt ia 
both his feet. 
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X- *The Ammonites are wereome, 
FTER. this, the king of the Ammon¬ 
ites died, and Hq^nln his fon reign¬ 
ed in his ftead. 2 Then faid David, I 
will fhew kindpefs to Hauun the fon of 
Nfeh»fh» as his father (hewed kindneTs to 
me. So David fent by his fervants, to 
conifort him for his father. So David’s 
fervant came into the laud of the Am¬ 
monites. 

3 Now the princes of the Ammonites 
faid to Hanan their lord, Thtnkeft thou 
David doth honour thy father, that he 
hath fent comforters to thee ? Hath not 
David rather fent his fervants to thee, to 
fcarch the city, and fpy it out, .and over¬ 
throw it?

^6 Now when the Ammonites faw that 
they flank belore David, they fent and 
hired the .Syrians of Beth-rehob, and the 
Syrians of Zoba, twenty thoufand foot¬ 
men, 8c opting Maacah a thoufand men, 
and of Jtfh-tob’twelve thoufand men. 7 
Now David hearing.of it lent Joab, and 
all the holt of the mighty inert. 

> S So the Ammonites came out, and 
put the battle in array at the entering in 
of the gate ; .and the Syrian’s of Zoba, fit. 
of Rehob, and Ifh-tob, and Mjracah", were 
, by thcmfelves in the field. 

9 When Joab faw that the front of the 
battle was againflhim before and behind, 
he chofe fome of all the choice men of If¬ 
rael, and put them in array against the 
Syrians. 10 But the rest of the people 
he delivered into the hand of Abifliai his 
brother, that he might put them in array 
against the Ammonites. 11 Then he faid, 
If the Syrians be too strong for me, thou 
fhalt help me ; hut if the Ammonites be 
■too strong for tjbeg, then I will come and 
'Aelp tbee. ^12 Be ofgood courage, and 
let us play the men for our people* and for 
the cities of our God: and tile Eternal 
will do what feemeth to him good. 

13 So Joab, and the people that were 
with him, drew nigh to tire battle again!! 
the Syrians ; and they fled before him. 
14 Now the Ammonites feeing that the 
Syrians fled, they fled alfo before Abifliai, 
and entered into the city ; fo Joab- re- ■ 
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turned from the Ammonites, and came to 
Jerufalem. 

15 Now the Syrians, feeing they were 
fmitten before Ifrael, aflembled. 1 6 And 
Hadar^zer fent to bring the Syrians that 
were beyond the rjver, and to I-Iclum ; 
and Shobftch the captain the hod of 
Hadarezer went before them. 17 David 
being now told, he gathered all Ifrael, 
and palled over Jordan, to Helam; and 
the Syrians fet themfelves in array again!* 
David, and fonght with him. i9 But the 
Syrians fled before Ifrael; and David 
flew the men of feven hundred chariots of 
the Syrians, and forty thoufand horfemen, 
and fmote Shobach the captain of their 
hoft, who died there. 19 So all the kings 
that were fervants to Hafiarezcr, feeing 
they were fmitten before Ifrael, made 
peace with Ifrael, and ferved them.— 
So the Syrians feared to help the Am¬ 
monites any more. *

N OW, at the return of the year, the 
time when kings go forth to battle, 
David fent Joab, and his fervants with 
him, and all Ifrael; and they deftroyed 
the Ammonites, and befieged Kabbah:

2 [And, in an evening tide, David arofe 
from pff his bed, and walked on the roof 
of his houfe; and from thence faw a wo¬ 
man walking herfeif, who was very beau¬ 
tiful. 3 Then Dftvid fent and enquired 
after her : fie one faid. This is Bath-lheba, 
the daughter of Eliam, the wife of Uriah, 
the Hittite. 4 Then David fent mcflinv- 
gers r who brought her to him ; and he pol¬ 
luted her; and when Ike had purified her- 
felf, she returned to her houfe, 5 Then 
the woman conceived, and Ifent and told 
David, faying, I am pregnant, , 

<S Then David fent to Joab, faying. 
Send me Uriah the Hittite. So Joab font 
Uriah to David. 7 And when Uriah 
.came to him, David enquired of him how 
Joab did, and how the people did, and 
how the war profpered. 8 Then David 
faid to Uriah, Go down to thy houfe, and 
wafli thy feet. So Uriah departed from 
ihe king’s houfe, and there followed him 
a mefs of meat from the king. 9 But 
Uriah flept at the door of the king’s houfe 
with all the fervants of his lord, 6t went 
not to his houfe,* 10 And it being told 
David, he faid'to Uriah, Cameft thou not 
from thy jouiney ? why then didft thou 
not go to thine houfe > n Then Uriah 
faid to David, The ark, and Ifrael, and 
Judah, abide in tents ; and my loid Joab, 
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and the fervants of my lord, are encamp¬ 
ed in the open fields; iliall I then go into 
mine houfe to eat and to drink, and to b« 
’with my wife ? As thou livcft, and as thy 
foul livcth, I will not do.Co. 12 Then 
David faid to Uriah, Tarry here to-day 
filfu, and ro-mnrrcw I will let thee de¬ 
part. So Uriah abode in Jerusalem that 
t 1 *y and the morrow. 13 And David 
having called him, he ate and drank be¬ 
fore him ; and he made him drunk ; and 
at even he went out to lie on his bed with 
the fervants of bis lord, but went not to 
his houfe. . 

14 And in the morning, David wrote 
a letter to Joab, and Cent it by Uriah. 15 
Now he wrote in the letter thus ; Set ye 
Uriah in the forefront of the hot tell bat¬ 
tle, and retire ye from him, that he may 
be fmitten, and die. 

16 So when Joab obferved the city, 
he alTigned to Uriah a place where he 
knew that valiant men were. 17 Then 
the men of the city went out, and fought 
with Joab: and there fell fume of the 
iicrvants of David ; and Uriah the Hittite 
died alio. 

18 Then Joab fent and told David all 
things concerning the war; 19 And 

charged the mcllenger, faying. When 
thou haft made an end of telling the 
matters of the war to the king. 20 And 
if the king’s wrath arife, and he fay to 
thee, Wherefore approached ye fo nigh 
to the city when ye fought* Knew ye 
not that they would (hoot from the wail? 
11 Who fmote Abiaieltch the fon of Jc- 
rubbeflieth ? Did not a woman calt a 
piece of a mill-ft .nc upon him from the 
wall that he died in Thchfz * Why went 
ye nigh the wall ? then fay thou, Thy 
lei vant Uriah the Hittite is dead aifo.

David all that Joab had fent him to do. 

Qj. en tbe meflenger faid to David, 
VeI w the men prevailed againft us, and 
came out to us into the field, and vve 
were with them even to the entering in of 
the gate. 24 Anri the (hooters (hot from 
off tha wall upon thy fervants, and fome 
of the kings fcivants are dead, and thy 
fervant Uiiah the Hittite is dead allb; 
25 Then David fait! tn the meffenger, 
lhus Iliall thou lay to Joab, Let not this 
this thing diTpleafe thee, for the fword 
devonreth one ns (veil as another ; make 
thy battle more ftrong again fl the city, 
and overthrow it : Thus encourage thou 
h m. 

zfi Now when Uiiah’s wife heard that 
her hulbatul was dead, die mourned fur 
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him: 27 But when the mourning vra* 
pall, David fent for her to his houfe, and 
Ihe became his wife, and bare him a fon; 
but the thing that David had done dif- 
pleafed the Eternal. 

XII. Nathan's parable to David* 
I|EN the Eternal lent Nathan t© Da- 
vid, who faid to him. There were 
two men in one city; the one rich and 
the other poor. 2 And the rich man had 
exceeding many flocks and herds ; 3 But 
the poor man had nothing fave one little 
eWe lamb, which,lie bought and nouriib- 
ed ; it grew up together with him and 
with his children ; it ate of his own 
meat, and drank of his own cup, and lay 
in his bofom, and was to him as a daugh¬ 
ter. 4 And there came a traveller to the 
rich man; but he (pared to take of hia 
own flock, or his own herd, to drefs for 
the ftranger that came to him ; but took 
the poor man's lamb, and drclfed it for 
him. 

5 Then David's anger was ‘greatly 
kindled againft the man ; and he faid to 
Nathan, As the Eternal livcth, the mau 
that did this fliall furcly die; 6 But her 
(hall reftore the lamb font-fold, becaufe 
he did this, and becaufe he (hewed no 

Pity; 

7 Then Nathan faid to David, Thou 
art the man. Thus faith the Eternal 
Cod of Ifrael, I anointed thee king fever 
Ilrati, and I delivered thee dut of the 
hand of Saul, 8 And I gave thee thy 
mafter’s houfe, and his wives into thy bo¬ 
fom, and gave thee the dominion of If¬ 
rael and of Judah ; and if that had been 
too little, I would moreover have jnveu 
thee fuch and luch tilings. 9 Wherefore 
haft thou defpifed the Eternal's com¬ 
mand, to do evil in his fight ? Thou halt 
killed Uriah the Hittite with the fword, 
and taken his wife to be thy wife, having 
Haiti him with the fwdrd of the Ammo¬ 
nites. 10 No .v, therefore, the fword fliall 
never depart from thine houfe, becaufe 
ihou. haft dtfpifcd me, and haft taken U- 
riah the II:elite's wife to be thy wife. 
[11 Thus fiith tiic Eternal, Behold I wij.l 
lufler evil to rile againlt thee out of thjpe 
own houfe, and I will Inffer thy wives'to 
be taken before thine yyes by thy neigh¬ 
bour, and he fliall pollute them in the 
light qt the fun. 12 For thoudidft it fe¬ 
ci ctely ; but I will Inft'er this thing to be 
done before all Ilrael, and before the 
fun] 

t’3 Then David laid to Nathan, I have 
fumed again It the Eternal. And Nathan 
laid to David, The Eternal alfohath ptft 
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a Way tty fin; "thou (hilt not die. 14 
But as by this deed thou haft given great 
oCcafion to the Eternal** enemies to blaf- 
pbeme. the child alfo that is horn to thee 
fhall die. 

^ Then Nathan departed to his houfe; 
and the Eternal ftruck the child that U- 
riah’s wife hare to David, and it was very 
lick. 16 David, therefore, befought God 
for the child, and fafted, and went in,' 
and Jay all night on the earth. 17' Now 
the elders of his houfe arofe, and went to 
him, to raife him up from the earth; but 
he would not, neither did he eat bread 
with them. iS And on the feyenth day 
the child died; but David’s forvants fear¬ 
ed to tell him; for they faid, Lo while 
the child was yet alive we fpake to him, 
and he would not heaiken to our voice; 
how will he then be hint, if we tell him 
the child it dead ? 

19 But David feeing tbit his fervants 
whifpered, he perceived that the child 
was deid; therefore he faid ,to his Ser¬ 
vants, Is the child dead > And they faid. 
He is dead, to Then David arofe from 
the earth, and waflied and anointed hira- 
felf, and changed his apparel, and came 
into the houfe of the Eternal ^nd wor- 
fhipped; ttfep he came to his own houfe, 
and when he required, they fet bread be¬ 
fore him, and he ate. 2: Then faid his 
feivants to him. Why hall thou done 
thus? tlKrn did ft- fall and weep for the 
child while it was alive, hilt when it was 
dead thou didft rife and cat. 22 Then 
he faid. While the child was yet alive I 
faded and wept; for I faid, Who can tell 
whether God will be gracious to me, that 
the child may live? 23 But now he.is 
dead, wherefore Ihotild I fall ? Can I 
Bring him back again ? I fliaJl go to him, 
but he fhall not return to me. 

24 Now David comforted Bathfiieba 
bis wife. He went in to her, and flic 
bare a fon,* and he called his name Solo¬ 
mon, and the Eternal loved him. 25 And 
he lent by Nathan the prophet, and cal¬ 
led his name Jedediab, beloved of the E- 
tcrnal. 

*26 Then Joab fohght againft Rabbah of 
the Ammonites, and took the Royal city. 
27 And fent roeflengers to David, faying, 
I have fought againft Rabbah, and taken 
the city of waters : 28 Now, therefore, 
gather the reft of the people together, 
and encamp againft the city, and take it 
alfo, left it be called by my name. 29 So 
David called all the people together, and 
went to Rabbah,'and fought againft Rab¬ 
bah, and took it. 30 And he took their 


king's crown from his head, (the value 
whereof was a talent of gold with the 
precious (tones,) and it was fet on David’s 
head y and he brought forth the fpoil of 
the cily in "reat abundance. 

[31 And he brought forth the people 
that were .therein, and put them under 
fawt, and under harrows of iron, and un¬ 
der axes of iron, and made^them pal's 
through the brick-kiln : Thus did he to 
all the cities of the Ammonites. So Da¬ 
vid and all the people returned to Jeru- 
falem. ■ 

[XTTI. Atnnon ravijbeth Tamar. 

ND after this Abfalom, David’s fon, 
having a fair lifter named Tamar, 
Amnon, David’s fon, loved her. 2 Now 
Amnon was fo vexed that he fell fick for 
his lifter Tamar; for fhe was a virgin ; 
but he thought it hard for him to do any 
thing to her. 3 But he had a friend 
named Jonadab, the fon of Shimea, Da¬ 
vid’s brother, who was a very fubtile 
man. 4 And he faid to him, Why art 
thou, being the king’s fon, lean from day 
to day ? wilt thou not tell me > Theci 
Amnon faid to him, I love Tamar, my 
brother Abfalom’s lifter. 5 Then Jona¬ 
dab faid (to him, X>ie 4oWn on thy bed, 
and make thyfelf lick; and when thy fa¬ 
ther cometh to fee thee, fay to him, I 
pray thee let my filler Tamar come anil 
give me meat, and drefs the meat in my 
fight, that I may fee it, and eat it at hef 
hand. 

6 So Amnon lay down, and made bim- 
lelf fick; and when the king was come 
to fee him, Amnon faid to the king, 1 
pray thee let Tamar my filler come and 
make me a couple of cakes in my fight, 
that l may eat at her hand. 7 Then Da¬ 
vid fent home to Tamar, faying, Go now 
to thy brother Amnon’s houfe, and drefs 
him meat. 8 So Tamar went, (and he 
was laid down) and (he took flemfc and 
kneaded it, and made cakes in hWight, 
and baked the cakes. 9 And fhe took a 
pan, and poured them out before him ; 
bat he refufed to eat. Then he faid, Let 
all men go out from me. So they went 
t. 10 Then Amnon faid to Tamar, 
ing the meat into the chamber, that 1 
may eat of thy hand. So Tamar, took 
the cakes which file had made, and 
brought them into'the chamber to Am¬ 
non her brother. 1 r But having brought 
them to him to eat; he took hold of her, 
and faid to her, Come be with me, my 
filler. 12 But Ihe "anfwered him. Nay, 
my brother, do nor humble .me ; . for fig 
fuch thing ought to be done in Iirael; do

not thou this folly. 13 A* for me, whe¬ 
ther fliall 1 caul'e my lhaine to go; ami 
a* for thf-e, thou Unit be as one of the 
fo >ls in Ifrael.

17 And he called 
his f tv ant and faid, Put now this vro- 
1 man out from me, ana boLt the door af¬ 
ter her. iS Now flic had a gariueht of 
divers colours an her, for with f'lr.h robes 
were the kings daughters that Were vir¬ 
gins apparelled. Then his fervant brought 
her out, and bolted the door aftdr her. 

19 Then Tamar put allies on her head, 
and rent her garment of diverfe colours, 
and laid her hand on her head, and w^nt 
on ciying. 10 Then Ahfalom her bro¬ 
ther laid to her, Halh Amnon thy bro¬ 
ther been with thee ? Hovvheii hold now 
thy peace, my lifter; he is thy brother, 
regard not this thing. So Tamar remain¬ 
ed dtfolate in her brother AbfalonaY 
houfr. 

11 But when king David heard ail 
thefe things, he was very wroth. 22 And 
Abfaloin fpake not to his brother Ani- 
tion; for he hated Amuon, becaufe he 
had forced his After Tamar.] 

23 And after two full years, Abfalom 
had fheep-lhearers in BaaUhazor, whfeh 
is be fide Kphruim ; and Abfaiora invited 
all the King’s funs. 24 Then Ahfaloru 
1 went to the King, and laid, Behold now 
thy fervant hath flieep (hearer*; let the 
king, I Ik fetch thee, and his fervants, go 
with thy fervant. 25 But the king faid 
to Abfalom, Nay, my fon, let us not all 
go now, left we be chargeable to thee. 
Then he prefled him ; howbeit he would 
rot go, but blefled him. 26 Then laid 
Abfalom, If not, I pray thee let iny bro¬ 
ther Amnon go with us. And the king 
faid to him, Why should he go with thee? 

27 But Abfalom prefled him, lb that 

he Jet Ainnen and all the kings foni go 
with him. ®‘ 

28 Now Abfalom Ijatl commanded his 
fervants, faying, Mark ye when Amnon’s 
heart 11 merry with wine,' and when I fay 

you, Smite Amnou, kill him; fear 
*ot; have ntt I commanded you? be 


courageous and vnllant. 29 Then Ab- 
faJom’s fervants did.to Amnon as lie coin* 
mandect: Then all the king’s fons erofe, 
and every man rode upon his mule, and 
fled. 

30 And while they were in the way, 
tidings enrm* t i Divid, faying, Abfalom 
hatii flijn all the king's for.s, there is net 
mic left. 31 Then the king arofc, and 
rent his clothes, and lay on the earth 
and all his fervants flood by with their 
clothes rent. 32 But Jonadab, the fon 
of Shimeah, David's brother, faid. Let 
cot my lord fuppjlc that all the young 
men the king’s ions are flain, for Amnon 
only is dead ; for hy-the appointment of 
Abfaljm this has been determined finec 
the day that he forced his IMer Tamar. 
34 Now let not my lord the king take 
the* thing to heart, to think that all the 
kind's for.s are dead; for only Amnon is 
dead. 34 But Aofrtom fled. And the 
youug man that kept the watch loakhd 
up, and faw, and lo there came much peo¬ 
ple by rhe wgy of the hill fide behind 
him- 33 Then Jonadab laid to the king. 
Behold rhe king’s fans come ; as thy 0 *r- 
vant (aid, fo it U. 36 And as loon as he 
hid made an end pf (peaking/he hold the 
king’s Tons came, and w$pf aloud ; the 
king alfo, and all his fervants, wept very- 
fore. 

37 But Abfihm fled, and went to T;*L 
mai, the fon of Aiuihud, king of Gc- 
flnir; and David mourned for his fgu 
every dA-y. 3S So Abf.ilom fled to Ge^ 
flnir, and was there three years. 39 l>fow 
the foul, of D.ivid longed to go J-orth to 
Abfalom ; for iio was comforted concern¬ 
ing Amnon, feeing he was dead. 

XIV. [foal's policy. 

OW Joab, Zeruiah’s fon, perceived 
that the king’s heart was toward 
Abfalrm. 2 So then Joab fenttoTe- 
koah for a wife woman, and faid to her; 

I pray thee feign thyfelf to bo a mourn¬ 
er, and put on mourning apparel, and a- 
noint not thy felt with oil, but he as a 
woman that had a long time mourned 
for the dead ; 3 And come to the king,. 
aj)d fpeak in this manner to him. So Joab 
put the words in her mouth. 

4 And when the woman of TekoaU 
fpake to the king, the fell on her face t<* 
the ground doing homage, and laid. Help, 
5 Then the king faid 10 hei. 
What aileth thee? And fhe unlvrered, l 
am indeed a widow woman, and my huf- 
band is dead. C And thy handmaid had 
two fans, and they ft rove together in the 
field, flnd there was none to purt them 
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bnt.the one fmote the other, aad flew 
him. 7 And'he hold, the whole family is 
rifen ag&iuft thine handmaid, faying, De¬ 
liver him who fmota his brother, that wc 
may kill him, for the life of hini whom 
he flew ; to we will deftroy the heir alio: 
Afcul fo they will quench my coal which 
is left, and not' leave to my hufband ei¬ 
ther name or remainder on the earth. 8 
Then the.king laid to the woman, Go to 
thine houfe, and l will give charge con¬ 
cerning thee. 9 But the woman of Te- 
koah faid to the'king, My lord, O king, 
the iniquity be on me and my father’s 
houfe; apd the, king and his throne be 
guiltlefs. ro Then the king faid, Who-^ 
ever faith ought to thee 4 bring him to 
me, and he fhall not touch thee any more. 
11 Tbep (he faid, I pray thee, let the 
king remember the Eternal thy God, 
that thou wouldeft not fuflfer the reven¬ 
gers of blood to deftroy any more, left 
they deftroy my fot»; but lie laid, as the 
‘Eternal liveth, there (hall not one-hair 
of thy fon fall to the earth, n Then 
the Woman faid, Let thine handmaid I 
pray thee fpeak one word to my lord the 
king; and he faid, fay on- 13 Then the 
woman faid. Wherefore then haft throu 
thought filch a thing againft any of the 
people of God ? for the king fpesdes this 
as one that is faultyy in that he doth not 
fetch home his baniflied, left he fall to 
idolatry, 14 For we uiuft needs die, &. 
be as water fpilt on the ground, winch 
cam.oVfoe gathered up again* becaufe 
God h^th not taken away his life, he hath 
alfd devifed means that his banifhed be 
not expelled from him. 15 Now, there¬ 
fore, as I came to fpeak this-to my lord 
the king, it is becaufe the. people have 
made me afraid ; So thy handmaid faid; 
I will now fpeak to the king; it may be 
that the king'will grant the reijueft of 
his handmaid. 16 For the king will hea^lr, 
to deliver his handmaid from the men 
that would deftroy me and ray Ton toge¬ 
ther out of the inheritance of God. 17 
Then thine handmaid faid. The word of 
my lord the king (hail be comfortable ; 
for as an angel of God, fo is ray lord the 
king to difettn good and bad ; therefore 
the Eternal thy God will be with thee. 

1S Then the king lpake, faying to the 
woman, hide, not from me I pray thee 
what I will alk thee. Then the woman 
faid, Let my lord the king now fpe^k. 
*9 So the king faid. Is not the hand of 
Joah with thee in all th\s? Then the wo¬ 
man an Twer ed, faying*. As thy foul liveth, 
my fold Q king, nope can turn to the 
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right hand or the Jcft from all that thou 
h^flj.fpokcn ; for tTfjr (jarvant Joab he bade 
m$, apd put all tWbFe words in thine 
handmaid’s mouth. To fetch about 
this form of fpecch hath tliy fervant Joab 
done this; and my lord is wife as an an¬ 
gel of God, to know all things that are 
in,^ earth. 

4(1'Then the king faid tt> Joab, Lo now 
’ I haye granted this; go, therefore, bring 
the young man Abfalom again. 12 Then 
Joab bowed himfclf, and fell to the 

• ground on his face, and thanked the king, 
and Joab laid, To-day.thy fervant know- 
eth that l have found favour in thy light, 
my loyd, O king, in that the king hath 
Fulfilled the requgfl of his fervant. 23 

• So Joab arofe and went to Gefliur, and 
brought Atffalom to Jerufalutn. 24 But 
the king faid, Let him turn to his own 
heufe, and let him not fee my face. So 
Abfalom returned to his lmufc, and faw 
Pot the king’s face. 

25 But in all Ifrael there was none fo 
much piaifcd as Abfalom for his beauty ; 
from the foie ,df his loot, even to the 
crown of his head, there was no blemifli 
in him. 26 And. when he polled his 
head, (Which Ik did at every year’s end 
beenule the hair was heavy) he valued 
the hair of his head at two hundred ihe- 
kels, by the king’s weight. lyiAl-falorp 
had three funs, apd one daughter named 
Tamar; flic was a beautiful woman. ' 

28 So Ahfalora dwelt two full years in 
Jerufalem, and faw not the king’s fice. 
29 Therefore Abfalom fent td Joab twice, 
to have fent him to the king; but he 
would not come to him. 30 Therefore 
he faid to his fervants. See, Joab’s field of 
barley is near mine ; go and ftt it on fire. 
So Abfalom’s fervants fet the field on fire. 
31 Then Joab arofe, and came to Abfa¬ 
lom at his houfe,.and laid to him, \Vrere- 
fore have thy fervants fet my field on 
lire ? 32 Then Abfalom aofwered Joab, 
Lo I fent to thee, faying, Come. hither, 
that L may feo^thee to the king to fay, 
Wherefore am 1 come from Gefliur ? it 
were good for md to be there ftifl: Now, 
therefore, let me fee the king's face ; and 
'.if there be any iniquity in me, let him kill 
me. 33 So Jpab came to the king, and 
told him: And having called for Abfa¬ 
lom, he came to the king, and bowed to 
the ground before the king ; and the king 
killed Abfalom. t

A ND after this Abfalom prepar¬ 
ed him chariots apd horfes, and 
fifty men to run before him. 2 And ho 
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rofc up early, ami floor! in the way to the 
gat' ; and when any man that had a con¬ 
troversy came to the king for judgment, 
then Abfalom called him, and laid. Of 
what city art thou? And he id, Thy

Ahfalom went two hundred men out of 
Jerulalem that were called; they went 
in their fiinplicity, for they knew not a- 
ny thing. 12 Then Abfafcni fent for A* 
hitoplid the Gilonite, D ivid’s eounijllor, 
fioin his city Giloth, while he offered ia- 
cririce: And the confpiracy was ftrong;

But Amato took no heed to the fwovd in 
Joab’s lund ; To he fmofe him therewith 
at the fifth rib, and (lied out his bowels to 
the ground, lb that without itiiking a- 
i/jiii* he died. So Joab and Abiihai his 
brother purfued after Sheba the fon ot 
Bit Ini. n Now one of Joab’s men Hood 
by him, and kid, lie that favoureth Joab, 
and he that is for David, let him go after 
Joab. 12 But Amato wa!lowed in blood 
on the highway ; but the man feeing that 
all the people that caine by him, flood 
Hill, he removed Amato out of the high¬ 
way into the field, and chi! a cloth over 
him. 13 And being removed out of the 
highway, all the people went after Joab, 
to purfuc after Sbeba the fon of Bichri. 
14 Who went through all the tribes of 
Ifracl to Abel, fit to Beth-maachah, U all 
the Derites, who were gathered, and went 
ally after him. 15 So they came and be- 
fiegeil him in Abel of Beth-maachah, and 
cad up a bank aguinrt the city, and it 
flood in the fort; and all the people that 
were with Joab battered the wall to 
make it fall. 

16 Then cried a wife woman out of 
tlie city. Hear, hear ; fay,'I pray yon, to 
Joab, come near hither, that I'may fpeak 
with thee. 17 And bring come near, the 
woman toid. Art thou Joab ) And he hn- 
Iwered, 1 am. Then file faid to him. 
Hear the words of thine handmaid. And 
he anfwcrcd, I hear. 18 Then flie faid, 
They were wont to fpeak in old time, 
l.yiag, They fliall lurely a (It counfel at 
Abel ; and fo make an end. 19 I am one 
of them that arc peaceable and faithful 
in Ifrael ; .thou fei'kefl to deftroy a city 
and a mother in Ifrael; why wilt thou 
devour the inheritance of the Eternal l 
10 Then Joab replied, Far be it, far be it 
from me, to devour or deftroy. *1 The 
matter is not fo : but a man of mount E« 
phraim, (named’Jheba.) hath lifted up 
his hand againlt king David; deliver him 
only, and I will depart from the city. So 
the woman toid to Joab, Behold, his head 
fliall be thrown to thee ovef the wall. 

22 l hen the woman went to all the 
people in her wifdom; and they cut off 
his head, and cafl it out to Joab ; who 
blew a trumpet, and they retired from 
the city, each to his tent; Joab alfu re¬ 
turned to Jerutolcm to,the king. 

23 Now Joab was over all the hdft of 
Ifrael ; and Benaiah, the fon Of Jehoiada 
was over the Cherethites and the P$te.. 
thites; 24 And Adqfam was over the 
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tribute ; and Jehofliaphht the fon of Ahi- 
lud was Secretary ; 25 And'' Sheva was 

feribe ; and Zadok and Aoiathar were 
tl)e pried3; 2 6 And Ira alfo the Jairite 

was chief ruler with. David. 

■XXI. Three years of famine. 

OVV there was a famine in the days 
of David three years together ; fo 
he enquired of the Eternal—who »u- 
fvvered, It is for Saul, and his bloody 
houfe, becaufc lie Hew the Gibeonites. 
i Then the king called the Gibeonites ; 
(now the Gibeonites were not of the If- 
raclites, but of the remnant of the A- 
morit« ; and the Ifraelites had fworn to 
them—but Saul endeavoured to Hay them 
in his zeal for Ifrael and Judah:) 3 
Therefore David faid to them. What 11 '..ill 
ldo for you ? and wherewith (hall I make 
the atonement, that ye may blefs the In¬ 
ternal's inheritance ? 4 Then the Gibe¬ 

onites faid to him. We will have no filver 
nor gold of Saul, or his houfe-—neither 
f.jr us (halt thou kill any man in lfraek 
Then he laid. What ye fay, th»! Will I do . 
for you. 5 Then they anfwcred the kmg, 
Lit fcveri fans of the man that confum- 
ed us, fit. deviled againft wsthat we fliould 
be defl royed from remaining in any of the 
coarts of Ifjael, 6 Be delivered to ns, and 
we will hang them up before the Eternal 
in Gibeah of Saul, whom the Eternal did 
choefe. And the king laid, I will give 
them. 7 But the king fpaied Mephi- 
bonieth the fon of Jonathan, the fon of 
Saul, becaufe of the Eternal’s oath be¬ 
tween them, even himfelf and Jonathan. 

8 But the king took the five fons of Riz^ 
pah, the daughter of Aiah, whom flic 
bare to Saul, Armoui and Mephiboflieth, 
and the two fons of Michal’s filler, the 
daughter of Jiaul, whom she bare to A- 
driel the fon of Barzillai the Mcholafhite: 

9 A-nd delivered them to the Gibeonites, 
wfio hanged them on the hill before the in¬ 
ternal—»So they fell all feven together, 
being put to death in the full days of har : 
veflt, in*the beginning of b irley-liarvert. 

10 Then Rizpah the daughter of Aiah 

took fackcloth, and Ipread it for hei on 
the rock, from the beginning of harvell 
until water dropped upon them out of 
heaven, and fnffered neith$ the birds of 
the air to rell on them by day, nor the 
beafts of the field by night. 11 Npw it 
was fold David what the daugh¬ 

ter of Aiah, Saul’s concubine, had done. 

11 Then David went and took the 
bones of Saul, and tliofe of Jonathan hia 
fon, from the men of Jabefli-gilead, .who 
had rtolen them from the'ftreeb of Beth- 
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(hxn, where the Philiflines'had hanged 
theni, when the; had Haiti Saul in Gil- 
boa : 13 And hfc brought them from 

thence; they gathered alfo the bones of 
them that were hanged. 14 The hones 
of Saul and Jonathan his for. the; buried 
*h rjte cuuntTy of Benjamin in Zelah, in 
the fepuiehre of KLiili his father; fo 
they performed all that the king coto- 
manded.^Bnttift^r that God was entreat¬ 
ed fer'the land. 

15, Moreover, the Philiftuies had yet 
tear again with Ifrael; and David Wer.t* 
down, and bis fervants with him, and 
fought againft the Fhiliftines; but.David 
waxed fahfc. x 5 And Ifijbi-benob, who 
was of the Tons uf the giant, (the weight 
of whofe fpear was three hundred fbekels 
of brafs,) being girdea with a new fwurd, 
thought to haw flain David. 17 But A- 

f iilbai, Zeruiah’s fon, fuccoured hum and 
mote tht Philiftine, and killed him. Then 
David's men-fwaie to him, faying, Thou 
(halt go fto more out?-with us to battle, 
chat thou qjueticb not the Jam p of Ifrael. 
a 18 After this, there was again abattic 
with The PhHiftincs 3 EE Gob; then $Vj- 
bechai the Hufliathite flew Baph, .who 
was of ihe fons of the giaot. 

19 .There was ahu again a ■ battle in 
Gob wish the*Phili(tines, where Elhanan 
the fen of JaaTe-osegim, a Beth-lehemite, 
fleiv the brother of Goliath the Gitiite, 
ihe.ftaff of whole fpeai was like a wcav- 
ei’s beam. 

ao And there was yet a battle in Gath, 
where was*a ananof great flatuns. having 
on every band fix fingers, and on every 
foct fix toes, four "and twenty ui number; 
and he alfo was^ born to the giant, ai 
And when be defied Ifrael, Jonathan the 
uhe fon of Shimeah^the brother of David, 
dew hind a a Thefe four were bom to 
the giarit in Gath, and fell by the hands 
.of David, asd his fervants.

’ fhook and trembled ; the foundations of 
heaven moved am! (hook, bccaufe he was 
wroth, y There went up a fmoke from 
his anger, and fire breHihtd cut of his 
mouth : coals were kindled by it. 10 He 
bowed the heavens alfo and rame down ; 
and darknefa was under his feet. 11 And 
he -ode upon a cherub, and did fly : yo% 
he did fly on the wings of the wind, x* 
He made darknefs his pavilion round a- 
bout him, black waters, and thick clouds 
of the (kies.

A* for God, his v^v is pcjfetft; thfi wQfit 
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of the Eternal is pure ; he is a bjicklcr to 
all that truft in him. 31 For who is 
God, fave the Eternal ? and who is a 

roc k, fave our God ? 33 ^ '* my 

Arenjrth and power ; he roakelh my way 
ftraigkt 34 He maketh my feet like 
hiy.l’i feet; arul fetteth me upon my high 
places. 35 He teachetk my hands to 
war ; lo that a bow of Heel is broken by 
niine'anns. 3d Thou haft alfo given me 
the fliield of iny falvution ; and thy kmd- 
nefs hath made me great. 37 Thou haft 
enlarged my fteps under me ; fo that my 
feet did not flip. 38 I have purfued mine 
enemies, and deftroyed them ; and turned 
m*t again until I confumed them. 39 I 
ha ve con fumed them, and woupded theep, 
that they could not arife ; yea, they are 
fallen under my teet. 40 tor thou haft 
gircLd me with ftrength to battle ; them 
that rofe up againft me haft thou fub- 
dued under me. 41 Trou haft madethufe 
that perfecute me, turn their backs to 
me, that I might deftroy them that hate 
me.

51 He is the 
tower of fjlvation for his king; and fliew- 
eth mercy to hts anointed, to David, and 
to his feed for evermore. 

XXIII. David prof jfeth his faith in 
Cod's prowif s. 

N OW tiiele are the lust words of Di- 
vid, David the ibn of Jefl'e faid, 
even the man w ho was raifed up high, 
the ano.t.ted ut the God of Jacob, and the 
iweet pfalmist of Ifrael, fai;!, 2 The Spi¬ 
ll 
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rit of the Eternal Ipakc by me, and ,h‘s 
word was in my tongue. 3 The God ot 
Ifrael faid, the Rock of Ifrael fpake to 
me, He that ruleth over men must be 
just, ruling in the fear of God ; 4 So 

fliali he be as the light of the morning 
when the fun's light fprings up, even a 
morning without clouds; as the tender 
grafs fpiinging out of the earth by clear 
fliining after rain. 5 Although niy houle 
be not fo peifcift with God; yet he hath 
made with me an cverlaftiug covenant, 
ordered in all things and fure ; for this is 
all my falvation, and all my deflre, altho’ 
lie make it not to enc^eafe. 0 But the 
fons of Belial fliali be all as thorns thrust 
away, becaufe tjiey cannot he taken with 
hands. 7 But the man that touches them 
must be fenced with iron and the staff of 
a fpear ; and they fliali be utterly burnt 
with fin* in the fame place. 

8 Thefe arc the names of the mighty 
men,whom Davidhad; Jofliebbaflebatthe 
Taclnnonite. the head of the three j the 
fame was Adino the Eznite ; he lifted,,tip 
his fpear against eight hundred, 
he flew at one time. 9 And after him 
was Eleazar the fun of Dodo the Ahohite, 
one of the three mighty men with David^ 
when they defied the Philiftines that were 
there gathered to battle, and the men of 
Ifrael were gone away; 10 He arofe, 
fit, fmote the Philiftines, till his hand was 
weary, and it clave to the fword; for the 
Eternal wrought a great victory chat 
day; and the people returned alter him 
only tofpoil. 11 And after Jim) wasSliam- 
mali the fon of ^Vgee the Hararite: and 
the Philiftines were gathered for foraging, 
where was a piece of ground full of ien- 
tiles; and the people fted from the Phiiif- 
tines. 12 Bathe ftgod within the ground, 
and defended it, and flew tbe Philiftines.; 
fg'The Eternal wrought a great vi<flory. 
13 The three captains over the. thirty 
went down, and came to Davkl in the 
harveft, at the cave of AdulUm ; and the 
troop.of the Philiftines pitched in the gi¬ 
ants valley. 14 Dauid was then in th* 
fortrefs. and the garrifon of the Philiftines 
was then in Beth-lehem. - 15 Then Da¬ 
vid longing, faid. Oh that I could drink 
the water of the well of Beth-lehem, 
which, is by the gate! 1 6 Theo'the 
three mighty men brake through the hod 
of the Philiftines, and.drew water out-of 
the well of Beth-lehem, by the gate, and 
took it, and brought it to David ; never- 
thelefs he would not drink thereof, but 
poured it out before the Eternal: 17 For 
he faid, Far be it from me, O Eternal, 
h 
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that I fliould do this; is not this as the 
Mood of ,the men.that, went 10 jeopardy 
of their lives- > therefore he would not 
drink it. Thelie things did thcfe three 
mighty men. iS And Abilhai the bro¬ 
ther of Joab, the fbn of Zeruiah, was 
chief-among three ; he lifted up his fpear 
againft three hundred, and flew them, 6c 
had the name, among three. 19 Was he 
not mod honourable of three ? therefore 
he was their captain ; howbeit, he at¬ 
tained not to the firft three. 20 And 

m 

Benaiah the Ton of Jehoiada, the fon of a 
valiant man of Kabzeel, who had done 
great aefts, he'flew two lion-like men of 
Moab ; he went down ,alfo r.nd flew a 
lion in the mid ft of a pit m time of fnow. 
2t And he flew an Egyptian, a goodly 
man ; though the Egyptian had a fpear 
in his hand f he went down to him with 
a ftaff, and pinched the fpear oitt of the 
Egyptian's hand* and flew him with his 
own fpear. 22 Thefe things did Beitaiah 
the fon of Jehoiada, ir.d h. *l a name a. 
mtong the three mighty men. 23 He was 
honourable among the thirty ; but he at¬ 
tained not to the firft three ; and David 
let him over his guard. 24 Afaliel the 
brother of Joab was one of the thirty; 
.Elhanan the fon of Dodo of Beth-lehem, 
23 Shammah the Harodite, Elika the Ha- 
todite, 2 6 Helez the Paltite, Ira tlie fon 
oflkkefli the Tekoite, 27 Abiezer the 
Anethothite, Mebunro i the Hufhathite, 
28 Zalmon the ABohite, Maharai the 
Netophathite, 29 Helcb the Ion of Baa- 
nah a Netophathite, Ittai the fon of Ri- 
bai out of Gibeah of the children of Ben¬ 
jamin, 30 Benaiah the PiijatHonite, Hid-, 
dai of the vallies of Gafli, 31 Abialbon 
the Arbathite, Azmaveth the Barhumite, 
32 Eliahba the Shaalbooitc; ofthefonsof 
Jafiian, Jonathan, 33 Shammah the Ha- 
rat ite, Ahiarti the fon of Sharar the Ha- 
rarite, 34 Efiphelet the fon of Ahafbai, 
the fonof thfe Maachathite, Eliand the fon 
of Ahitophel the Gilonite, 33 Hezrai

XXIV. David numbereth the people* 

N OW again the Eternal was angry 
with ifrael, and David was moved 
againft them, to fay, Go number Ifrael 
and Judah. 2 For the king faid to Joab 
rhe captain of the hoft, who was with 
hipij Go now through all the tritea of if* 
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rntl, Dan even to Bcerfheba, and 
number the people, that I may krtow their 
number. 

3 Then Joab faid to him, Now the E'c 
ternal thy God add to the people ( how 
many foever they he) an hundred-fold, 8c 
that the eyes of my lord the king may lee 
it; but why doth he delight in this thing * 

4 Yet the king’s word prevailed againft 
Joab, and the captains of the hofl ; fo he 
and they went from the king to number 
the people of Ifrael. 

5 And they palled over Jordan, and 
pitched in Aroer, on the right Gde of the 
city that lieth within the valley of Gad, 
and toward Jazer ; 6 Then they came 

to Gilead, and to the nether land newly 
inhabited ; and they came to Dan-jaan, 
and about to Zidon. 7 They came alfo 
to the fortrefs of Tyre, and to all the ci¬ 
ties of the Hivite^pand the Canaanites; 
they went out alfo to the fouth of Judah, 
even to Beer-flieha, S So when they had 
gone through all the land, they came to 
Jerufalem at thfe etid of nine months and 
twenty days. 9 And Joab gave the fum 
of the number of the people to the king ; 
that there were in Ifrael eight hundred 
thoufand valiant men that drew the 
fword ; and the men of Judah were five 
hundred thoufand men. 

10 Bnt David’s heart fmotc him, after 
that he had numbered the people. Ami 
he faid to the Eternal, I have finned great¬ 
ly in what I Jiave done : and now, I be- 
fecch thee, 0 Et«rnal, take away the ini¬ 
quity of thy fervant; for I have done very 
proudly , vainly , and fooliflily. 11 Aud 
when David rule in the rooming, the 
word of the Eternal came to the prophet 
Gad, Day id’s ftcr, faying, 20 Go and 
fay^o David, Thus faith the Eterua!, I 
offer thee three things; choofc. thee the 
one 1 (hall do to thee. 

13 So Gad came to David, and told 
him, and faid to him. Shall feven years of 
famine come on the land ? or wilt thou 
flee three mouths before thine enemies, 
purfuing thee ? or that there be three days 
peftilence in the land ? now adyife, and 
fee what aofwer 1 fliall return, to him 
that lent me. 

14 Then David faid to Gad, I am in a 
great ftrait; let us fall now into the hand 
of the Eternal ; (for his mercies are 
great;) and |et me not fall into the hand 
of man. 

15 So the Eternal fent a peftilence on 
Ifrael, from the morning even to the time 
appointed ; fo there died of the people 
frpoi Dan even-ftp JScerflicba, Co verity 
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thoufand iren. ^6 And when the angel 
flretched out his hand upon Jerusalem to 
deftroy it, the Eternal relented him of the 
evil, and fa id to the angel that deftroyed 
the people, It is enough ; flay now thine 
hand. Now the angel of the Eternal was 
liy rhe threshing-place of Araunah the Je- 
bufite. 

17 Then David fpake to the Eternal, 
when he faw the angel that fmote the 
people, faying, Lo, I have finned* and 
done wickedly ; but thefe flieep, what 
have they done ? let thine hand, I pray 
thee, he againft me, and againft my fa¬ 
ther’* houle, » 

18 So Gad came that day to David, 
and ('aid to him. Go rear an altar to the 
Eternal in the threfliing-floor of Araunah 
the Jchufite. 19 Then David, accord¬ 
ing to the faying of Gad, went, as the E- 
tenial commanded. ao Now Araunah 
looking, faw the king and his fervants 
coining toward him; fo Araunah went 
out, and bowed before the king, with his 
face to the ground. 21 Then Araunah 
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faid. Why is my lord the king come to his 
fervant ? And David faid, To buy the 
threflting-floor of thee, to bufld an altar 
to the Etern»U that the plague may be 
flayed fromthe people. 22 Then Arau- 
nah faid to David, Let my lord the king 
take and offer up what feemeth good to 
him ; behold, here are oxen for burnt-fa- 
crifice, and threfhing-inflniments, and o- 
ther inftruments of the oxen, for wood. 
13 All thefe things did Araunah, as a 
king, give to the king ; he alfo faid to 
the king, The Eternal thy God accept 
thee. 24 But the king faid to Araunah,- 
Nay; but I will furely buy it of thee at 
a price; neither will I offer burnt-offer¬ 
ings to the Eternal my God of what doth 
coft me nothing. So David bought the 
threfliing-floor and the oxen for fifty fhe- 
kels of filver. 15 Then David built (there 
an altar to the Eternal, and offered burnt - 
offerings, and peace-offerings. So tkeE- 
ternal was entreated for the land * and 
the plague was ftayed from Ifrael. 1 ’

6 And 
his lather had not grieved him at any 
tone by faying. Why haft thou done fo > 
he alfo was a very goodly man 5 and was 
born alter Ablalotn. 7 He conferred alfo 
with jo ib the fon of Zcruiah, and with 
Abiutiiar the prirft ; who, following A— 
donijuh, helped him. S But Zadojc the 
and Brnaiah the fon of Tehoiada, 
and Nathan the prophet,’and Sfffcrmci, fit. 
Rei, ;tbd the mighty men whanf David 
had,’were not with Adonijah. 9 Now

Adonijah flew flieep, and oxen, and fat 
cattle, at the ftone of ^oheletl^, which is 
by the well Rogel, and calfad ajlhis bre¬ 
thren the king’s fans, with all the men of 
Judah the king’s fervants: 10 Except Na¬ 
than the prophet, and fleoaiah,. ,*nd the 
mighty men, and Solomon hip. brother. 

11 Therefore Nathan fpake to Bath- 
flteba, Solomon’s mother, faying, Haft 
thou not heard that Adpnuaft, Haggith’s 
fon, reigns, and David oiir lord knows it 
not ? 12 Now, therefore, copl^rlet me,f 

I pray thee, advife thee, tht\t tfiou 1 mayeft 
fave thine own life, and thy fon Solo- 
man’s. 13 Come, and go tp king David, 
and fay to him, Didft not thou,,my lord* 
O king, fwear to thine handmaid, faying,; 
Alfuredly Solomon thy fon flhalj reign af-> 
tet me, and fit on my throne } why then 
doth Adonijah reign ? 14 Lo, while thou 
art talking there with the king, I alfo, 
will come in after thc<?, and confirm thy 
wpnls. 

13 Then Bath-flieba went jin Lo the 
king In his chamber : lie beipg very old,, 
AbUhag'the Shuiiainmiteifs ministered , ro 
him. l6' Then Bath-fheba, bowp^d,, and 
did homage to him’; and lie laid, 1 what 
wouldest thou have ? 17 Then(he faid 

to him, My lord, thou fwarest by the 
teinal thy God to thine handmaid, faying 1 
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Afluredly Solotnon tliy ion fliall reign af¬ 
ter me, and pt upon my thrupe ; l 6 But 
Jo, Adonijah reigns; ant} now, my lord, 
6 king, thou knOtvest it notv; 19 And he 
hath flain oxen, antf^fajt cattle, and flieep 
in abundance, and called all the king’s 
ions, and Abialhar the priest, and Joab 
the captain Of the host; only Solomon thy 
fervant hath he not called. a6 And now 
my lord, O king, the eyes of ail Ifrael are 
on thee, that thou fhonldest tell them 
who fhall fit on the throne of my lord the 
king after him. ai Other wile it flmll 
come to pafs, when my lord the king fliall 
fleep with his fathers, that I and my fon 
Salomon fliall he counted offenders. 

22 And fo, while (lie yet talked with 
the king, Nathan the prophet came alfa 
in. ,23 So they told the king, faying!, Lo, 
Nathan the prophet. And who, coming 
in before the king, bowed with hw face 
to the ground. 24 Then Nathan faid, 
My lord, O king, h^st thou faid, Adoni¬ 
jah shall reign after me, and fit,upon my 
throne ? 25 For he 15 gone down to-day, 
and hath flain oxen, and fat cattle, and 
flieep in abundance, and hath called all 
the king’s tons,and the captains of the host, 
ancTAbiatftar the priest; and, behold, 
they eat and diink before him, and fay. 
Let king Adonijah live. 16 Excepting 
me, thy fervant, and. Zadok the priest, 
and Benaiah the fon of Jehoiada, and thy 
fervant Solomon, ay Is this done by my 
lord the king, Without fhewing to thy fer- 
yant who should fit on the throne of my 
lord the king after him ? 

2S Then king .David anfwered, Call 
we Bnth-sheba. So she came into* the 
king, and stood before him. 29 Then 
the king fware, faying, As the Eternal 
liveth, that hath redeemed my foul out of 
alldistrefs, 30 Even as l fware to thee 
by the Eternal God of Ifiael, faying, Af- 
furedly .Solomon thy fon shall reign after 
me, and fit on my throne in my stead f 
even fo will I certainly do this day. 31 
^Then Bath-sheba bowed to the earth, re¬ 
verencing the king, faying. Let my lord 
king David live for ever. 

32 Then king David faid, Call me Za¬ 
dok the priest, and Nathan the prophet, 
and' Benaiah the fon of Jehoiada. So 
they came before the king. 33 The king 
alio faid to them,-Take with you the fei'- 
yants oT juur lord, and caufe Solomon my 
fon to ride upon mine own mule, and 
bring him down to Gihon ; 34 And let 

Zadok Inc priest and Nathan the prophet 
.anoint him there king over Ifraei; and 
' ilwr a trumpet, and fay. Let king Solo¬ 


mon five. 35 Then ye flialf come up af¬ 
ter him, that he tivny come and fit upon 
my throne*--for he shall be king in try 
stead, as f HaVe appointed him to be rul¬ 
er over Ifrael and Judah. 36 Then Be¬ 
naiah the fon of'johoiaia anlwered the 
king. So let it be—May the Eternal God 
of my lord the king fay fo. 37 As the 
Eternal hath been with my lord the king, 
even fo be lie with Solomon, and make 
his throne greater than the throne of my 
lord king David. 

38 So Zadok the priest, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Benaiah the fon of Jo- 
hoiada, and the Cherethiti'S, and the' Pe- 
lethitcs, went down, and enufed Solomon 
‘to rid? on king David’s mule, 8c brought 
him to Gihon. 39 Then Zadok the pneft 
took an horn of oil out of the tabernacle, 
and anointed Solomon; and they blew 
a.trumpet; and kll the people faid, Let 
king Solomon live. 40 Then all the peo¬ 
ple came tip after him ; and piped’ with 
pipes, and rejoiced greatly, f6 that the 
earth rung'with the foarnl of them. ' 

41 Now Adonijah, and all his guefts, 
heard it, as they had done eating; and 
Joab, hearing the found of the trumpet, 
faid, Why is this noiec of the city being 
in an uproar ? 41 But while he yet 

fpakc. Jo Jonathan, the fan of Abiathar 
the pried, came : and Adonijah. faid to 
him. Gome in; for thou that art a vali¬ 
ant man, and bringeft good tidings. 43 
Then Jonathan anfwered Adonijah, Ve¬ 
rily our lord king David hath made So¬ 
lomon king. 44 And hath fent witli 
him Zadok the pried, and Nathan the 
prophet, and Benaiah the fon of Jehoiada, 
and the Cherethices, and the Peletbito, 
who have caufed him to ride on the king’* 
mule ; 45 And Zadok tbe prieft and Na¬ 
than the prophet have anointed him king 
in Gihon; and they ate come up from 
thence rejoicing, fo that the city rang a- 
gain; this is the noife that ye have heard. 
46 And Solomon alfo fits on the throne 
of the kingdom. 47 And, moreover, the. 
king’s fervants came to blefs our lord king 
David, faying, God make the name of So¬ 
lomon better than thy name, and make his 
throtie greatei than thy thione. Then the 
king bowed himfelf upon the bed. 48 And 
thus alio laid the king, BleflVd be the E- 
tcrnal God of Ifrael, who hath given one 
to fit on my throne this day, mine eye* e- 
ven feeing it. 49 Then Adonijah’s guefis 
were afraid, and rofc up, and every man 
went away. 

50 Adonijah alfo feared Solomon, and 
ftroie, and went, ^nd took hold of the 
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horns of the altar. 51 Then it was told 
Solomon, laying. Behold, Adonijah fear- 
eth king Solomon ; for, lo, he huth taken 
hold of the horns of the altar, faying. Let 
kmg Solomon fwear to me to day* that 
he will not flay his fervant with the 
tword. 52 Then Solomon laid, If lie 
will ilicw Inmftlf a worthy man, there 
fliall not an hair of him fail to the earth: 
but if wickednefs be found in him^ lie 
shall di<*, 53 So Solomon fent, and they 

brought him down from the altar; and 
he came and bowed himfeif to king Solo¬ 
mon j and Solomon faid to him, Go to 
thine houfe.* 

II. David dicth, and Solomon facceedeth. 

N OW the time of David's death be¬ 
ing near, he chm ged Solomon h s 
fon, faying, 1 I go the way of all the 
earth; be thou ftrong therefore, and 
manly. 3 And keep the charge of the 
Eternal thy God, to walk in his ways, to 
keep his ordinances, and his command¬ 
ments, and hi» mles, and his te ft i monies, 
as it is written in the law of Mofes, that 
thou maycft profper in all that thou 
doeft, and wherever thou turneft. 4 
That the Eternal may continue the word 
he fpake concerning me, faying, If thy 
children take heed to their way, to walk 
before nj« in truth with all their heart & 
foul, there Hull not fail thee (faid he) a 
man on the tluone of IfraeL 
5 Moreover, thou knowcft alfo what 
Joab the fon of Zeruidi did to me, and 
what he did to the two captains of the 
nods of Ifracl, to Abner the fun of Ner, 
and Amafu the fon of Jether, w hom he 
flew, and llird the hlood of War in peace, 
<in<* put the blood of war upon his girdle 
about his loins, and in his limes on his 
6 therefore, according to thy 
wddom, and la not his hoary head come 
down to the grave in peace. 7 But (hew 
kindnels to tne fons of Bar?illai the Gi¬ 
leadite, and let them be uf tJmfc that eat

Ih-d becaulr of Ahlalum thy brother. 

S And lo thou haf: with thee Shinu-i 
the Ion ol Gera, a Benjamite of liahu- 
rnn, who curled me gvievoufty in the day 
i came to Malunaim ; but he came down 
Jo meet me at Jordan, and I fwaretohim 
by the Ltenwi, laying 1 wi ,[ llot 
thee to deatn Wl th the fwonl.

ioThen David flept with his father#, 
arid was buried in the city of David, it 
And the days that he reigned Over Ifrael 
were forty/ears; feden in Hebron, and 
thfrty-three in Jerufalem. 

I z Then Solomon fat on thfl throne of 
David h.s father; arid his throne was e^. 
ftablifhed greatly. 

13 Now Adonijah, Haggith’s fon, came 
to Bath-fheba, Solomon's mother, who 
faid, Cornell thou peaceably? fo he faid. 
Yes. 14 And moreover, 1 have fome- 
wliat to fuy to thee. And Hie faid. Say 
on. 15 Then he faiJ, Thou knoweft the 
kingdom was a.-inc, and that all Ifrael fet 
their faces on me to reign ; howbeit, the 
kingdom is turned itbout, and become my 
brother's; for it was his from the‘Eter¬ 
nal. 15 And now 1 a Ik one petition of 
thee, deny me not. Then flic fat'd to him, 
Say on. 17 So he faid, Speak' I pray 
thee tp Solomon the king, (for he will 
not fay thee nay) that he give me^Abi- 
fliag the Shunauiite to wife. 18 Then 
Bath-fheba faid. Well, I will "(peak,for 
thee to the king 

19 So Bath-fheba went to king Solo¬ 
mon to fpeak to him for Adpiiijah.' An.L 
the king rofe up to meet'fier, gild bow¬ 
ing to her, fat down on his throne. He 
Caufed a feat to be let for his mothfer, to 
fit on his right hand. 20 Then Ihe laid, 

I defire one imall petition of thee, I’pray 
thee fay me not nay. Then the king faid 
to he: - , Aik on, my mother, for l will not 
fay thee nay. 21 Sp flic faid. Let Abi- 
lhag the Shunamire fee given to Adoni¬ 
jah thy brother to wife. 22 But king 
Solomon faid to his mother, Why dolt 
thou alk her for Adonijah? afk for him 
the-kingdom alfo; (for he is mine elder 
brother); even for hi,m, and Abiathar 
the piieft, and Joab the fon of Zeruiali. 
23 Then Solomon fwar? by the Eternal, 
laying, God do fo to rne, and more alio, 
if Adonijah have not fpoken this word 
againlt his own life. 24 Now, therefore, 
as the Eternal liveth, whoeftabliijicd me, 
on the throne 01 David my father, and 
m id- me an houf.-, as he profiled, Ado¬ 
nijah Ihall be put to death this day. 13 
bo king Solomon fent by ficnaia’i the fon 
bl Jeboiadah ; and be fell upon him that 
hedied. 

26 And to Abiathar the prieft the king 
laid. Go to Anathoth, tn thine own fields, 
for thou art worthy ol di^itli; but I wiIL 
ii jt at this time put thee lo death, l>c- 
c.iufe thou bared the ark of the Eternal 
G()d bef.ire David my lather, and hccaufe 
thou haft been alDioteu in ail his aJSifi^ions. 
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27 So Solomon thruft out Abiathar from 
being prieft to the Eternal, 6c fulfilled the 
word* of the Eternblj .which he fpake 
concerning the houfe of Eli in Shiloh. 

‘28 When Riding? qime to Joab, (who 
had ^rned after Adm^jah, but not after 
Abfalom) be fled*o the tabernacle of the 
Eternal, and took hold of the horns of the 
altar. 29 Mow it was told king Solomon 
that Joab was fled thither, and was by 
the altar: then Solomon fcnt Benaiah 
the fon of Jehoiada, faying, Go fall npon 
him. 30 So Benaiah came thither, and 
faid to him, Thus faith the king, Come 
forth. But heJjaid, Kay; but I will die 
her$. Then Benaiah informed the king 
that Joab faid fd. 31 Then the king faid 
tabira, Do as he hath faid; fall upon hitn 
and bury him, that thou mayeft take a- 
way thjp innocent blood which Joab (lied 
from m6, and from my father’s houfe. 
3a So 'the Eternal fliall return his blood 


was returned. 41 Then the^king ftnt 
for Shimei, and laid to him, Did t not 
make thee fwear by the Eternal, and pro- 
tefted to thee, faying, Know for certain, 
on the daj rhou goeft out, and walked 
abioad any where, thou (halt furely die } 
And thou faidft to me, The word that I 
hare heard is good. 43 Why then haft 
thou not kept .the oath of the Eternal, 
and my commandment. 44 The king 
faid moreover to Shimei, Thou knoweft 
all the wickednefs which thine heart is 
confcious of, which thou did ft to David 
my father; therefore the Eternal lliall 
return thy wickednefs upon thine own 
head : 45 But king Solomon ilia 11 be blef- 
fed, and David’s throne /hall be rltablifl)- 
ed before the Eternal perpetually. 46 So 
the king commanded Benaiah the fon of 
Jehoiada, who went out and fell upon 
him that he died. Now the kingdom 
was eftablifhed in the. hand of Solomon. 


on hj$ own head, who Hew two men more 
righteous and better than he, with the 
fword, my father David, not knowing 
thereof, to witj Abner the fon of Ner, 
captain of the holt of Iftael, and Amafa 
the fon of Jether v captain of the holt of 
Judah., 33. Their blood fliall therefore 
return on the head of Joab, and on the 
head of his feed for ever; but oh David, 
aud his feed; aud his houfe, and on his 
throne, fhall there be perpetual profperi- 
ty from the Eternal. '34 So Benaiah the 
fon of jehoiada went up, and fell on him, 
and flew him ; and he was buried in his 
own houfe in the wildethefs. 

35 Then the king put Benaiah the fon 
•f/Jehoiada in his room over the hoft ; 
and Zadok the prieft did the king put in 
the room of Abiathar. 

3$ Then the king fent for Shimei. and 
faid to him, Bui|d thee an houfe in Jeru¬ 
salem, and dwell there, and go not forth 
thence anywhere: 37 For on the day 
thou goeft out, or pafieft over the brook 
Kidron. thou fhalt furely die: thy blood 
/ball be on [ thine own head. 38 Then 
Shimei faid to the king. The faying is- 
good ; as my lord the king hath faid, lb 
will thy fervarit do. So Shimei dwelt in 
Jcrufalem maoy days. 39 But at the’ 
end 01 three years two of Shimei’s fer* 
vantsran away to Achiil)Ton of Maachah, 
king of Gath; and it was told Shimei :; 
that his ftrvants were in Gath. 40 Then 1 
Shimei arofe, and fuddled his-als, and 
went to Gath to 1 Achifb tofeek his Ser¬ 
vants, and brought them from' Grtth.^ 
4 * And ** wa * told SoIomOn that Shimei 
dradr-gonc from Jerufaleih tor Gath, and 


III. Solomon mairieth Pharaoh's daugh¬ 
ter . 

N OW Solomon made affinity with 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, by mar¬ 
rying his daughter, whotfi he brought; in¬ 
to the city of David, till he had finiflied 
building his own houfe, and the Eternal’s 
houfe, anfl tfie wall about Jerufalem. 2 
Only the people facrificed in high places,' 
becaufe there was no houfe built to the 
name of the Eternal till thofe days. 3 
Now Solomon loved the Eternal, walk¬ 
ing in the ordinances of Divid his father; 
only he fa'crificirf ' »n’d burnt incenfe on 
high plkcei. 4 And the king went to 
Gibeon to Sacrifice there, that being the 
great high place; a thouJand burnt-offer¬ 
ings did he offcf on that altar. { 

5 In Gibeon the Eternal appeared to 
Solomon in a dream by night; and God 
faid, Afk what I fliall ^ive thee. 6 Then. 
Solomon faid. Thou h ft ft lhe wed thy fer- 
vant David my father grfcat bountj, ac¬ 
cording as he walked Before thee in 
truth, and in righteoufnefs, and in up- 
rightneft of heart with the'e; and thou 
haft kept for him this jgfeat kuidnefs to 
give him a fon to lit oh ft is throne, as it 
is this day. 7 And now, 1 O Eternal my 
God, thou haft made thy fervant king; 
inftcad of David my father; and I am 
but a littld child; I know nor how to go 
out or come in. ,8 And tliyTtjrvant is 4a 
the inidft of thy‘cholto people ; a great 
people, that cannot be numbered for mul- 
titudei 9 Give, therefore, thy feiyan^ 
an iMIerltanding heart, to judge th«j 
pebjrle, that I mdy. dijeern between gppd 
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j*nd bad; for who is able to judge this 
people of thine, being fo great > 

10 And it pie a fed the Eternal that So¬ 
lomon afked this thing, n Then God 
fa id to him, Becaufe thou haft allied this 
thing, and haft not »fked long life, nor 
riches, nor the life of thine enemies,; but 
under (landing to difrern juftice ; 12 Be¬ 
hold T have granted thy requeft, and gi¬ 
ven thee a wife and an underftanding 
heart above all that were before thee or 
that fhall be after thee. 13 I have alfo 
given thee what thou afked not, riches 
and honour above all other kings. 14 
And if thou wilt walk in my ways, to 
keep my ordinances and commandments, 
as thy father David did, then I will 
lengthen thy days. 15 Now Solomon a- 
woke, being fenfible of his dream ; and 
he came to Jerulalem, and flood before 
the ark of the covenant of the Eternal, 
and offered burnt-olferings and peace-of¬ 
ferings, and made a fcaft to all his Ter- 
vants. 

16 Then two women that were harlots 
came and flood before the king. 17 The 
one faid, O my lord, I and this woman 
dwell in one houfe ; and 1 brought forth 
a child w ith her in the houfe. 18 And 
the third day after this woman was de¬ 
livered alfu ; and there was no other with 
us in the houfe. 19 But this woman’s 
child died in the night, becaufe file over¬ 
laid it. 20 Then Hie arofe at midnight, 
and tnok from me my fon from belide me,, 
while thine handmaid flept, and laid her 
dead child in my bofoin. 11 And when 
1 rofe in the morning to give the child 
fuck, behold it was dead ; hut having 
confidered it, behold it was not my fon. 
22 Then'the other woman faid, Nay, but 
the living is iny fon, and the dead is thy 
fon: and this gainfaid,her. Thus they 
lpake before the king. 

_ 23 .Then faid the king, The one faith, 
This in my fon that liveth, and thy fon is 
the dead ; and the other faith. Nay ; but 
thy Ion is the dead, and my fon is the 
living. 24 Then he faid, Bring me a 
fword. And they did fo. 7.5 T.hcn the 
king faid, Divide the living child in two, 
and give to each a half. 26 Then the 
mother of the living child’s bowels were 
moved lor her fon, and fhe faid, O my 
lord, give her the living child, and flay it 
not; but the other faid, Let it be nei¬ 
ther thine nor mine, but divide* it. 17 
Then the king faid, Give her the.living 
child, and Hay it not • flie is the mother 
thereof. 28 Now all Ifrael hearing the 
judgment which the k\ng had given, 


they feared the king; /or they faw that 
the wiGdom of God was with him to do 
juftice. 

IV. The profperity of Solomon*s king¬ 
dom. 

O Solomon was king over all Ifrael. 

2 And thele were his princes, Aza- 
riah, Zadok’s fon, the prieft ; • 3 Eliho- 
reph and Ahiah, the Tons of Shilha, 
feribes; Jehofliaphat, Ahilud’s fon, the 
recorder: 4 And Bcnaiah, Jehoiada’s fon/ 
was over the lioft ; and Zadok and Abi- 
athar were the priefts. 5 And Azariah, 
Nathan’s fon was over the officers ; and 
Zabucl the fc - of Nathan' was principal 
officer, and the king’s confident. 6 And 
Ahifhar was over the houliekold and A- 
doniram the fon of Abdu was over the 
tribute: > 

7 Solortion had twelve officers over all 
Ifrael, which provided vidloals |for the 
king and bis household ; each man made 
provifion his month in the year. 8 And 
thefe are their names; The fon of Hur, 
in mount Ephraim. 9 The fon of Dekar 
in Makaz, and in Siiaaibim, and Betli- 
Iheniefli, and Elon-bcih-hanan. 10 The. 
fon of He fed in Aruboth: to him per¬ 
tained Sochoh, and all the land of Ile- 
pher. ri The fon of Abinadab in all the 
region of Dor, who had Tanhath the 
daughter of Solomon to wife. 11 Baana 
the fon of Ahilud; to him pertained' 
Taanacli, and Megiddo, and all D^th- 
fliean, which it by Zartanah, beneath 
Tczrcel, from Beth-lhean to Abel-meho- 
lah, even unto the place that js beyond 
Jokncam. 13 The fun of Geber in Ra- 
moth-Gilead; to him pet tabled the 
towns of Jair the fon of ManatTeh, which 
are in Gilead ; and alfo the region of Ar- 
gob, which is in Balkan, threefcore great 
c.ties, wkh walls and brazen bars. 14 
Abinadad the foil of (ddo had Mahan aim. 
15 Ahirnaaz was in Naphtuli; he alfo 
took Bairnath the daughter of Solomon 
to wife. 1 6 Baanah the fon of Hulh.ii 
was in Aflier and in Aloth. 17 Jehoflm- 
phat the fon of Paruah jn Iftaciiar. 18 
Shimci the fon of EJah in Benjamin, 
tp Geber the fon of Uri was in the cotm*> 
try of Gilcacf, in that of Sihon kmg ot 
the Amorites. and of Og;kingof Balkan ; 
afid-he was the only officer which was in 
that land. 

20 Jud?h and Ifrael were rriany, as th^ 
fand fiy the fc.a in multitude, eating and 
drinking, and making merry, at Now 
Solomon was feared over all'kingdoms, 
bom the river Euphrates unto the Ja’nd 
of the Philiftiues v.ed;, and v.nto the bOr- 
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der of Egypt fouth j, they brought pre¬ 
sents, and ferved Solomon 411 Ins life. 

22 And Solomon’s provifions tor one 
day was thirty meafuresof fine flour, and 
threescore meafure* ol meal, 23 Ten fat 
oxen, and twenty oxen out of the paftuies, 
and-ar. hundred ihcep, be. lidcs harts, and 
roe-bucks and fallow-decM, and fatted 
fowl. 24 Fur he had dominion over all 
the region on this fide the river Euphra¬ 
tes, from Tiphfah eveu to Azzah, over all 
/the kings on this fide the river Jordan ; 
and he had peace on all fides around. 
25 Then Judah and Ifrael dwelt fairly, 
every man under hiS vine and his fig-tree, 
from Dan eve® to Beer flieba, all the days 
of Solomon. 

2<S,Now A Solomon had four thoufand 
flails of horfes for his chariots, and twelve 
thoufand horfecnen. 27 Now thofe offi¬ 
cers provided victuals for king Solomon, 
and for all that came to his table, every 
man in his month ; they lacked nothing. 
2 3 Barley aifo and ft raw for the horfes 
and dromedaries they brought to the 
place where the officers were, every man 
according to his charge. 

29 Now God gave Solomon wifdom 
and underftanding exceeding umeb, 2nd 
largenefs of heart, even as the fand on 
the fea ftiore. 30 For Solomon’s wifdom 
excelled the wifdom cf the exft, and all 
the witdom of Egyjt. 31 For he was 
wifer than all men, even than Ethan the 
Ezilhite, and Heman, and Chalcol, and 
Darda, the Ions of Mahol; and his fame 
was in all nations round about. 32 He 
fpake three thoufand proverbs, and his 
fongs were a thouf<*rul and five. 33 He 
fpake aifo of trees, from the cedar that 
is in Lebanon, even unto the hyflfop that 
fpringeth out of the wall; he fpake aifo 
of beafts, and of fowls, aild of creeping 
things, and of fifites. 34 And there came 
of all people to hear Hie wifdom of So¬ 
lomon, from all kings of the earth who 
had heard of his wifdom. 


V. Hiram congratulates Solomon* 

N OW Hiram king of Tyre fent his 
fervants to Solomon ; (having 


heard that.he was anoiuted king ioftead 
of his father) ; for Hiram was ever a 
lover of David. 


2 Then Solomon fent to Hiram, faying, 
3 Thou knoweft how that David my fa¬ 
ther could not build an houfe to the name 


of the Eternal his God for the wars a- 


bout him on every fide, until the Eternal 
put them under £he foies of his feet.. 4 
Bot’now the Eternal my God hath given 
md rest on every fide, fo that there is nei¬ 


ther adverfary nor eviloccUrrent, 5 And, 
behold, I pnrpofe to build an houfe to the 
name of the Eternal my God, as the E- 
ternal fpake to David my father, faying, 
Thy fon, whom I will let upon thy throne 
in thy room, fliall build an houfe to my 
name. 6 Now, therefore, command to 
hew me cedar-trees out of Lebanon ; and 
my fervantsjhal! be with thy feivanti; 
and to thee will I give hire for thy fer- 
v.ants. according to all that thou fliaic 
appoint; for thou knowest that there is 
not 2mong us any that have skill to hew 
timber like to the Sidonians. 

7 Now Hiram rejoiced greatly at the 
words of Solomon, and faid, Bleflcd be 
the Eternal this clay, who hath given to 
David a wife fon over this great people. 
8 Then Hiram fent to Solomon,'faying, I 
have confideied thy meflhge ; and will do 
all thy defire concerning timber of cedar 
and fir. 9 My fervants fliall bring them 
down from Lebanon to the lea; and I 
will convey them by fca in floats to the 
place thou fliait appoint me, and will 
cra fe them to be dilcha;ged there, and 
thou (halt receive them ; and thou flialt 
aecomnlilh my defiie, in giving food for 
mv hou fell old- 10 So Hiram gave Solo¬ 
mon cedar and fir trees, according lo all 
his defire. Ti And Solomon gave Hi¬ 
ram twenty thoufand meafurts of wheat 
for food to his hofehould, and twenty 
roeafures of pure oil, yearly. 

12 Now the Eternal gave Solomon 
wifdom, as he promifed him : and there 
was peace and a league between Hiram 
and Solomon. 

13 Now Solomon raifed a levy out of 
all Ifrael; a levy of thirty tbouf.ind men. 
14 And fent them to Lebanon, ten thou¬ 
fand a month by courfes; 6c. two month* 
at home; and Adoniram was over the 
levy. 

15 And Solomon had threescore and 
ten thoufand that bare burdens, and four- 
fcore thoufand hewers in the mountains— 

16 Bcfides his chief officers, three thou¬ 
fand and three hundred, who ruled nvcv 
Hie people that wrought in the work. 

17 Then the king commanded, and they 
brought great and coftly hewed ftoncs, 
to lay the foundation of the houfe. lS 
So Solomon’s and Hiram’s builders and 
the fione fquarers hewed them—So they 
prepared timber and stones to build the 
houfe. 


VI. 'The building of Solomon's temple. 

N OW, in the four hundred and eigh¬ 
tieth year after the Israelites came 
out of Egypt, in the fourth year of S0J4- 
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mow’ ; reig-i. in the month Zif, which ii 
the fecund mouth, he, began to build the 
Eternal’s houfe.- a Now the houfe he 
lmili f.,r the Eternal was threefcoie cu¬ 
bits lorg, twenty cubits broad, and thir¬ 
ty mbits high. 3 The porch before the 
hunt of the temple was twenty cubits 
Ionaccording to the breadth of the 
houfe, an>l ten cubits broad before the 
houfe. 4 lie made windows, broad with¬ 
in and narrow without. 

5 And joining to the wall of the houfe 
he built chambers round about, of diverfe 
Hays, both of the temple and the oracle, 
or mod holy, place. 6 The nethermoft 
chamber w?s five cubits broad, and the 
middle fix; and the third feven; for in 
the out fide of the wall of the houfe he 
made mrrmved refls round about, that 
the bearns fltould not be fuftened in the. 
walls of the houfe. 7 The houfe was 
built of done made ready.before it was 
brought thither; fo that there was nei¬ 
ther hammer, nor axe. nor any tool of 
iron heard at the houfe, while it was in 
building. 8 The door for the middle 
chamber was on the right hand fide of 
the houfe ; and they went up bp wind¬ 
ing flaiis into the middle ttagc^.and out 
of the middle into the third, p Sp he 
built the houfe, and finirticd it tkus; and 
covered it with beam; and boards pf ce- 
*j Hr * 1 ^ And then he bil l; the chambers 
joining to the whole houfe five cubits 
high; and they retted on th<j houfe by ce¬ 
dar wool. t

flowers; all was celar, there was no 
ftone feen. 19 And he prepared the o- 
mclc in the inmoft part of the houfe, to 
fet there the ark of tlie Eternal’s cove¬ 
nant. t“; The oracle was twenty cubit* 
long, and twenty broad, and twenty high, 
and he overlaid it tyith pur^ gold, and 
the altar with cedar 21 So Solomon 
overlaid the houfe within with pure gold; 
and made a partition with chains of gold 
before the oracle, and overlaid that with 
gold. at And the whole houfe lie over¬ 
laid with gold, till he had finiflied it all : 
alfo the whole altar before the oracle he 
overlaid with gold. 

2; And within the oracle he made two 
cherubs of olive tree, each ten cubit's 
high. 24 Each of the wings of each 
cherub was five cubits; from th£ (ind of 
one wing to that of another Were ten 
cubits. 25 The other cherub was alfo 
ten cubits, both having the fame mea- 
fure and fize. 26 The height of each was 
ten cubits. 27 And he let the cherubs 
within the inner houfe ; and they ftreteh- 
ed forth their wings, fu that the wing of 
one touched one wall, and that of the 0- 
tlier touched the other wall, as their 
wings touched one another in the midft 
of the houfe. 28 And he overlaid the 
cherubs with gold ; 29 And he carved all 
the walls of the houfe round about with 
figures of cherubs, and palm trees, and 
open flowers, within and without. 30 
And the floor of the houfe he overlaid 
with gold within and without the thretti^ 
hold. 

31 And at the entering bf the oracle 
he made doors of olive tree; the lintel 
and fide-polls projection’ wa* five fquare. 
31 'fhe leaves of the doors alfo' were of 
obve tree ; and "he carved on them carv¬ 
ings of cherubs, and palm trees, and open 
flowers, and overlaid them with jjohl, ftr 
iprer.d gpld on the cherubfc and palm 
trees. 33 So alfo he rhade at the door 
of the temple polls of olive tyee, foiir 
fijuare. 34 And the t wo doors were of 
fir Wood; the.two leaves of each d*or 
wcmc folding; 35 AnJ lie carved the/e- 
on cherubs, and piim trees, and open 
flower's, and covered them with gold fit- 
t*d oti the carving.

the appurtenances.,ani manner thereof. 
So he was feven years-in building it. 

VII. The building Of Solomon's houfe . 
UT Solomon haabuilded at his own 
.. houfe thirteen ( years, when he fi- 
niflied it all. 

■ a He built alfo the houfe of the foi;eft 
of Lebanon ; an hundred cubits long and 
fifty broad, and thirty high, on four rows 
of cedar pillars, with cedar, beams on 
them. 3 And it was covered with cedar 
above upon the beams, that lay on forty- 
five pillars, fifteen in a row. 4 And there 
were windows id three rows, and light 
was oppofite;to light in.three rows. 5 
And all the fgjtofces and pillars were fquare 
in profpefft.and light was oppclite light 

6 made a porch of- pillars fifty 

cubiWrlongi ’ and thirty broad; and the 
porch was before according to them, with 
pillars and a thick beam according to 
them. * <* . 

7 Then he made a porch for the 
throne, where he might judge, evep the 
porch of judgment; and.jt was covered 
with cedar from, one fide of the floor, to 
the other s 

- 8 And his dwelling-houfe had another 
court Within the porch, like this work.. 
Solomon made alfo a bcufe for Pharoah’s 
daughter his wife, lik e this porch. <yAH 
thefe weroof coftly ftonesj (according to 
the fneafures ofhewed ftones, fewed with 
faws), within and , without, even from 
the foundation unto the coping, and from 
the outfide to the great court- to And 
the foundation was qf coftly flones, even 
great ftones j A qf ten cubits, and of eight 
cubits. 1.1 And above were cqftly ftones 
(after the hieaftire of hewed ftoncs) ind 
cedars. 12 And the gfeat comt round 
about was with three row* of hewed 
flones, and a row cf cedar beams, both 
for the inner court of the,Eternal's houfe, 
and for the porch of the houfe. 

13 And king Solomon fent and - fetched 
Hiram out of Tyre. 14 He was a >vi- 
dow’s fon of the tribe of Naphtali f and 
his father was a man of Tyre, a worker 
in brafs; and l.e was filled with wifdom 
and underftsnding, and fkilful to wprlf all 
works ip brafs' and he came to kin fl¬ 
ip mgp^apdw^^^^ ali bis (work.,, 15 For 
be call two pillars of br;tfs, pacb 
teen cubits high, ^md a lin^of twelve 
cubits would cacqmpifs each pillar. %<$. 
And he made^tyro -chapiters of molten 
brafs, 'to put on Jthe tops of them j-ithp 
height of each chapiter was five cubits. 
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17 And nets of chequer work, and 
wreaths of chain work for the chapiters, 
feven for each chapiter. i& Thus he 
made alfo the 'pillars, and two rows of 
pomegranates round about upon the one 
net-work, to cover the chapiters that 
were upon the lop, and fo he made for 
the other chapiter. 19 Thofe chapiters 
on the top of the pillars in the porch were 
of lily-work, being four cubits, ao Anil 
to the chapiters upon the two pillars alfo 
above, over againft the belly which was 
by the net work, were two hundred 
pomegranates in rows round about each 
chapiter. 21 And he let up the pillars 
in the porch of the temple ; the right 
pillar he called Jachin, he JlsalleJlablrfh; 
and the left he called Boa2, in it is 
Jlrengih . 22 And upon the top of the 

pillars was lily work; fo was the work 
of the pillars finilhed. 

23 And be made a great molten veffel 
or lea, ten cubits from the one brim to 
the other, the border round, ^nd its height 
was five cuhitS, and a line of thirty cu- 
bits did compafs it. 24 And under th^' 
brim of it round about there were knops 
compelling it,, ten in a Cubit; the knopt 
were call in two rows when it was call. 
25 It flood upon twelve oxen, three lock¬ 
ing northward, and three looking welt- 
ward, and three looking fouthward. ancl 
three looking call ward » and the fea was 
fet upou^them above, and all their hin¬ 
der parts were inward. 2 6 And it was 
an handbreadth thick, and the brim there¬ 
of was wrought like the trim of a cup, 
with flowers of lilies; it contained two 
thou land baths. 

27 And he made ten bafes of leafs, 
each four cubits long, and four broad, fle 
three high. 2fi And the work of the bale* 
was in this manner; they had borders, U 
the borders were between the ledges: 

29 And on the holders-were linns, oxen, 
andchtrubs; and on the ledges was a 
bafe above ; and beneath the lions and 
oxen were: joinings of fpreading wenk. 

30 And every bafe had four wheels ai>l 
plates of brafs; and the four eerier* 
thereof h ( ad flioplders: under the laver 
were under ft tiers molten, at the fide of 
every joining. '31 And the mouth of it, 
within the chapiter and above, was a cu¬ 
bit; but the niqiuih thereof was round, 
according to the woik of the bafe, a cu¬ 
bit and an half; and alio upou the mouth 
of it were four-fquare graving?, with 
their borders., 32 And under the holders 
Werp -four wheels, and the aider trees of 
the ’wheels were in the bafe, cud the 
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height of a wheel was a cubit and a half. 
33 And thr work of the wheels was like 
that of a chariot-wheel; their axle-trees, 
nave?, felloes, and Ipukts, were all mol¬ 
ten. 34 And the four underfetters to the 
four turners of a bafe were ot the ba!ie 
,-frIf. 3j And on the top of the bale 
the lieiglit was h ilf a cubit around ; and 
the hands and the borders thereof were 
of the fame. 36 And on the plates of 
the ledges, and the borders thereof, he 
graved, cherubs, lions, and palm trees, 
according to the proportion of every one, 
and the "joinings round about. 37.Alter 
this manner he made the ten bafi:s ; all 
,.f them had one calling, one meafcre, 
and one fize. 

3S Then he made ten lavers of brafs; 
cue contained forty batl.B; each was four 
cubits; everyone ofothe ten bafes had 
one lavrr. 39 And he put five bafes on 
the right fide of the houle, and five on 
the left fide ; and he let the Tea on the 
right fide of the houle callward, over a-, 
gainll the fou'h, or fouth-eafl. 

And Hiram having made the lavers, 
and fiiovels, and bafons, he ended all the 
work that he made king .Solomon for the 
boLifi of the Eternal: 41 The two pil- 
hr«, and the two globes of the chapiters 
that were on the tops of them, and the 
two net-works to covet,the two globes 
of the chapiters. 42 And four hundred 
pomegranates for tilt two net works, two 
rows of them for one net-work, to cover, 
the two bowls of the chapiters that were 
upon the face of the pillars, 43 And the 
ten bales, and one laver on each. 44 
And one lea, and twelve oxen under the 
fea ; 45 And the pots, the Ihovels, and 
bafons; anti all thefe vtflels which Hi- 
1. in made to king Solomon for the lioufe 
of the Eternal, were of bright brafs. 

46 On the plain of Jordan did the king 
calt them, in the clay ground between 
buccoth and Zarthan. 47 But Solomon 
hit all the veirels unweighed, becaufe 
they were exceeding many ; nor was the 
weight of the brals found out. 48 And 
S idem 0:1 mode all the vdlcls that per- 
tained to the lioufe of the Eternal; the 
altar of gold, and the table of gold, 
whereon the facred bread was, 49 And. 
the caudjerticks of pure- gold, five on the. 
light fide and live on the left, before the 
made, with the fluwcis, the lamps, aod 
the tongs of gold. £0 And the bowls, 
mid fnufitrs, and bafuns, and fpoons, and 
cenfers of pure gold ; and hinges of gold, 
both lor the doors of ihe inner houle, the 
UU'*,. holy pla^c, and for the doors of tht 
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houfe, even the temple. 51 So was end¬ 
ed all the work that king Solomon made 
for the lioufe of the Eternal. And Solo¬ 
mon brought in the things which David 
his fathei had dedicated ; even the filver, 
and the gold, and the vtflels, did he put 
among the treafures of the houfe of the 
Eternal. 

VIII. The dedication of the temple. 
HEN Solomon aflembled the elders 
of UrarJ, and all the heads of the 
tribes, the chiefs of the fathers, of the 
Ifraelitts, to himfelf in Jer/'alem, to 
bring up the ilrk of the Eternal’s cove¬ 
nant from the city of David, which is 
Zion. 2 Then all the men ©f Ifrael af- 
fembled to the king at the feafl, in the 
month Ethanim, the fevinth month. 3 
So all the elders- of Ifrael came, ajjd the 
priefls took up the 4 And they 

brought it, with the tabernacle of the 
con gr eg .at ion, and all the holy viflcli of 
the tabernacle, did the priells and the 
JLcvites bring up, 5 So the king, and all 
the congregation ofllfirael that aficmblcd, 
were with him before the ark, facrificing 
fiieep Hnd oxen without number. 6 Then 
the prirlts brought in the ark to its place 
in the oracle of the houfe, or the moft 
holy place, under the wings of the che- 
rubims. 7 For the cherubims Cpread out 
Iheir two wings over ther place of the 
ark, and covered it, and the.-Raves there¬ 
of above. 8 Now tfliey drew out the 
Raves, fo that their ends were feenin the 
holy place before the oracle, but they 
were not fern without it, and they are 
there to this day. 9 There- was nothing 
in the ark but the two tables of Rone, 
which Mofes put therein at Hofcb, where 
the Eternal made 4 covenant, witn the 
Israelites, when they came, out of Egypt. 

10 Now when the priefli came out ot 
the holy place, the cloud filled the Eter¬ 
nal’s houfe, 11 So that the priefts could 
not.Hand to miniRer becaufe of the clodd; 
for the Eternal’s glory had filled his 
houfe. 

12 Then faid Solomon, Tlie Eternal, 
faid he would dwell in the thick dark- 
nefir. 13 I have furrly built- thee an. 
houfe, a fettled place of abode to dwell in- 
perpetually. 14 Now the king tutned? 
his lace about, and blefted all the congre¬ 
gation.of Ifrael: (and they all ftnod.J 

15 And he faid, B^ejfed be the EternaL 
Cod of Ifrael, who tiilth wit^ his hand 
fulfilled what his mouth fpake to David 
my father, faying, 16 Since the day I 
brought, Jfrapl out of Egypt, I chofe na 
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city among nil .the tribes, tobuiljl a houfe 
/or my name therein ; bill T choie David 
to be over my people lfrael. 17 And it 
wasln the heart of David my father to 
build a houfe for the Eternal God of If- 
rael. 18 And the Eternal faid to him. It 
was well that it was in thine heart to 
build a houfe to my name ; 19 Yer thou 
fhalt not build it, but thyTon (hall do it. 
20 Now the Eternal hath • performed 
what he fpake ; for I am rifen up in the 
room of my father, to fit on the throne 
of lfrael, at the Eternal protnifed; and 
hive built & houfe for the name of the E- 
ternal God of lfrael. 21 And I have fet 
there a place -for the ark, wherein is the 
covenant which the Eternal made with 
cur fathers, whin lie brought them out 
.of -Egypt. 

Oj£Now Solorr.cn flood before the Eter¬ 
nal’s altar, in the pvefence of all the con¬ 
gregation 0/ lfrael, and fpread foith his 
hands towards heaven : **3 Then he faid, 

O Eternal God of l'\ael, ihere is no god 
like thee, in heaven above, or cr earth 
beneath, who keepeft covenant and mer¬ 
cy with thy fervanrs who walk before 
, thee with all their heart; 24 Who haft 
kept with thy fervant David my father 
that which thnu promiledft to him; and 
thou haft fulfilled with thine hand wl.at 
thou fpekeft with thy mouth, as at this 
day. 25 Thertfove now. Eternal God of 
lfrael; keep with thy ftrvant David my 
father what thou picmiftdft him, faying,. 
There fhall not fail chee a roan before me 
to fit on the throne cf Ifrael,Jf thy chil¬ 
dren take heed to walk before me up¬ 
rightly, as thou haft done. 1 6 And now, 
O God of Ilrael, let the word thou fpak- 
eft to thy fervent David my father, I pray 
thee, be verified. 

27 But will God in very deed dwell on 
earth 1 Behold, the heaven, and the hea¬ 
ven of heavens cannot contain thee, hew 
much lefs this houfe that I have builAcd? 

Yet have refpedl to the prayer of thy 
ferv&nt, and his fupplicatiun, 0 Eternal 
my God, by hearkening to the cry and 
the prayer which tbyftrvant praydth be¬ 
fore thee to-day: 29 Thar thine eyes 
may be open towards this houfe night fit 
day, even towards the place of which 
thou fa/eft, Mv name Orall be there; 
that thou mayeft hearken to the prayer 
which thy fervant /hall make towards 
this place. 30 Aqd, hearken to the fup- 
plication of thy fetvant, and thy people 
Jfrae], when they fhall pray towards this 
place ; and hf ar thon in heaven thy dwel¬ 
ling place ; and, having heard, forgive. 
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_3* If any trefpuft ngninft his neigh¬ 
bour, and he is Required to (wear before 
thine altar in this houfe : 32 Then hear 
thou in Heaven, and judge thy feivants, 
condemning the wPkcH, k, bring his evil 
on bis head ; and jullifj ing the righteous, 
to reward his rightedulnrfs. 

33 When thy people lfrael being fmit- 
ten before the enemy, becaufe they fin¬ 
ned againft thee, tLall return to thee, &. 
confefling ihy name, fhnll pray and make 
fupplication to thee towards this houf* ; 
34 Then hear'thou in heaven, and for¬ 
give their fin, and hi ing them again lo 
the land thou gaveft thm fathers. 

35 When heaven is fhut up, that there 
is no rain, becaufe they have finned a 
gainft thee; if they pray toward this 
place, confiding ihy name, and turn ficm 
their fin, when thou afflidtefl them ; 36 
Then hear thou in heaven, and forgive 
thle fin of thy-fcrvr.Dts and people lfrael, 
that thou mayeft teach them the good 
way u herein they flioidd walk, and give 
rain upon thy lard which thou givtft thy 
people to inherit. 

37 If there be famine in the land, pef- 
tilenre, blafling, mildew, lentils, or ca¬ 
terpillar; if their enemies befiege their 
cities, or whatevet plague or Gckntfs 
there be ; 38 All pvayer and fupplication 
made by any man, or bv all thy people 
lfrael, who know each the plague of his 
own heart, and fpread forth his hands to¬ 
ward this houfe ; 29 Hear thuu in hea¬ 
ven thy dwelling place, and forgive, and 
render to each according to his ways 
from his heart; (icr thou a'one knowtll 
the hearts of all inenj ; 40 That they 
may fear^thee while they live iu the iui d 
thou gaveft our fathers. 

41 As for a Granger that is not of thy 
people lfrael, but comcth frem a far 
country for thy name’s fake ; 42 When 
they hearing of thy great name, thy 
ftreng hand, and firetc£nd-cut arm, Audi 
come and pray toward this houfe; 43 
Hear thou in heaven thy dwelling place, 
and do according to ?il that the Granger 
calletn to thee for ; that ali-people of the 
earth may knew thy name, to tear thee, 
as do thy people Lfrael; and that iht y 
may know that this.houfe which I have 
buiided is called bjr thy name. 

44 If thy people go to fight their ene¬ 
my, wherever thou fendell them, and 
pray to thee toward the city thou halt 
chofen, and the houfe I have built fur 
thy name; 45 Then hear thou in hea¬ 
ven theij prayer and fupplication, and 
maintain tlieir caufa. 46 If they fin i< 
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painft tliec, (as.there* is no man that fin- 
neth nnt.) and tuou be angry wiih them, 
to deliver them to the e;:cmy ( to carry 
them captive, far of near; 47 Yet if 
they bethink them (elves, and repent, and 
make fuppiication to thee in the land of 
their captivity, faying, We have finned, 
and done pervcrfeJy, and committed 
wickednefs; 48 And fo return to thee 
with all their heart, and all their foul, in 
their eneipies hnd, and pray to thee to¬ 
ward the land thou gavefl; to their fa- , 
thers, the city thou halt chofcn. and th* 
houfe built for thy name : 49 Then hear 
thou their pcayer and fupplication in hea¬ 
ven thy dwelling-place, and maintain 
their canfe, 50 And 101 give thy peo¬ 
ple who have finned againft thee, all 
their tranfgreflions, and grant that they 
who carried them captive, may have com¬ 
panion on them: 51 For they be thy 
people, and thine inheritance, which 
thou hroughtejj. out ol Egypt, from the 
mi dll of the iron furnace: 51 That 
thine eyes and cars may be open to the 
fupplication of tby fervant,'and thy peo¬ 
ple Ifrael, to hearken ro them in all their, 
calling to thee. 53 Fur thou did ft fepa- 
rate them from all the people of the 
earth, to be thine inheritance, as thou 
fpakeft by Moles thy fervirt, when thou 
brought"!! our fathers out of Egypt, O 
Eternal God. 

54 And tv hem Solomon had made an 
end of praying all this prayer anti fuppli¬ 
cation to the Eternal, he arofe from be¬ 
fore the altar of the Eternal, front kneel¬ 
ing on his knees, with his'hands fptead up 
to heaven, 55 And flood, and blefiVd all 
the congregation of Ifrael with a loud 
voice, laying, 56 BIcITed be the Eter¬ 
nal, who hath given rdt to his people If- 
racl, according to all that he promifed ; 
there hath not failed one word of all his 
good promife, which he made by Moles Ins 
fervent. 57 The Eternal our God be with 
us. as he was with our fathers; let him 
not leave us, nor forfake us; 58 That he 
may incline our hearts to him, to walk in 
all his ways, and keep his commands, and 
ordinances, and rules, which he com¬ 
manded our fathers. 59 And let thtfe 
my words, wherewith 1 have made fup¬ 
plication before the Eternal, be remem¬ 
bered by the Eternal our God day and 
night, that he maintain the caufe of his 
lervant, and of his people Ifrael at all 
times, as the matter lhall require: do 
That nil the people of the earth may 
know that the Eternal alone is God alone, 
there is none clfe. 61 Let your heart, 
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therefore, be peifeft with the Eternal our 
God, to walk in his ordinances, and keep 
his commands, as at this day. 

{2 Now the king, and all Ifrael with 
him, offered fr.erifice before the Eternal. 

63 Solomon now offered a facrifice of 
p.acc- offerings to the Eternal, of twenty- 
two thuufand oxen, and a hundred and 
twenty thou (and lb cep ; fo the king and 
all the Ifraelites demoted the houie ot 
the Eternal. 

64 The famo> day did the king confe- 
crated the middle of the court before the 
Eternal’s houfe ; for there he offered 
burnt-offerings, and meat-offerings, fit the 
fat of the peace offerings; becaufe the 
brafen altar before.the houfe of the In¬ 
ternal was too little to receive them. 

65 At that time Solomon, with all If- 
rad, held a f-.ft, being a great congrega¬ 
tion, from the entering in of Hamath, to 
the river Sitbor of Egypt, before the E- 
terna! out God, ft.ven days.and fevtm days, 
even fourteen days. 

6 6 On the eighth day ho let the peo¬ 
ple go ; who hleffed the king, and went 
to their tents joyful and glad in heart for 
all the goodr.tls that trio Eternal had 
fliewn to David his fervaut, and for Ifrael 
his people. 

IX. Cad’s covenant roitb Solomo?i. 

OW when Solomon had finhhed the 
building of the Eternal’s houfe, and 
his own houfe, and all Ins ilcfire he pieaf- 
ed to do, 2 The Eternal appealed to 
him the fecond time, as he had done at 
Gibeon. 3 And laid to him, I have beard 
tlvc prayer and fupplication thou madeft 
before me ; 1 have hallowed .this houfe 
thou halt built to put my naibe there 
continually, where mine eyes artd mine 
heart lhall be perpetually. 4 And if thou 
wilt walk before me, like David thy fa¬ 
ther, in integrity of heart, fit in upright- 
nefs, to do entirely as I have commanded 
thee, obferving my ordinances and judg¬ 
ments; 5 'Then I will eltablifii thcYhroiie 
of thy kingdom in IIrael continually, as I 
pfomifed to David thy father, laying. 
There lhall not fail thee a man on the 
throne of Ifrael. 6 But if you, or your 
children, at all turu from following m., 6c 
will not keep my coffiifiamlments and my 
ftatutes 1 fet before you, but go and ferve 
other gods, and worlbip tliem ) 7 Then 

will I cut off Ifrael from the land I have 
given them; &. this houfe that l hallowed 
tor my name will I call out of my fight ; 
and Ifrael fhall be 'a proverb and a by¬ 
word among all people: 8 And every 
one that pallet!) by this houfe, which 11 
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high, (lull be aftoniJhed, and hifs; and 
fay. Why hath the'Eternal done thus to 
this land, and this .houfe ? 9 And they 

(hall anfwer, Bccauie they forfook the E- 
ternal their God, who brought their fa¬ 
thers from Egypt, and cleaved tQ other 
gods, and woifliippcd and fervfed them : 
therefoic the Eternal brought upon them 
all this evil. 

10 Now at the end o( twenty years, 
wherein Solomon built the two houfes, 
that of the Eternal, and the king’s houfe, 
11 (Hiram king of Tyre, having furnilhed 
him with cedar-trees, and fir-trees, and 
gold, according to all his defire,) then So¬ 
lomon gave Hiram twenty cities in the 
land of Galilee, 12 So Hiram came from 
Tyre to fee the cities, but they pleafctl 
him not. 13 Therefore he faicl, What 
cities ar,e thefe thou haft y ven me, my 
brother ? They are called The land of 
Difplcafure to this day. 14 Hiram al- 
fo fent to the king lirfeore talents of 
gold. 15 Now this is the reafon for 
the levy king Solomon raifed. To build 
the Eternal’s Jioufe, and his own, and 
the fortrefs, and the wall of Jerufa- 
lem, and Hazor, and Megiddo, and 
Gezer. 16 For Pharaoh king of Egypt 
had gonr, and taken Gezer, and burnt 
.it, and (lain the Canaanites that dwelt in 
th? city, and given it for a prefent to his 
daughter, Solomon’s wife. 17 So Solo¬ 
mon built Gezer, and the nether Beth- 
hoion, 1 3 And Baalath, and Tadmor in 
the wilderncfs, in the country, 19 And 
all the cities of (lore that he had, and ci¬ 
ties for his chariots and horfemen, and 
what he clelired to build in Jerufalem, fit- 
in Lebanon, and in all the land of his do¬ 
minion. 20 For all the people that were 
left of the Amorites, Hittites, Perizzitrs, 
Hivites and Jebufites, which were not of 
the Ifraelites, 21 On their poftcrity that 
were left after them in the land, whom 
the Ifraelites could not deftroy, did Solo¬ 
mon levy a tribute of fervitude to this 
day. 21 But of the Ifraelites he made 
no bondmen; but they were warriors, 
and his Servants, and princes, and captains, 
and rulers of his chariots, and horfemen. 

23 Thefe were the chief of the officers 
that were over Solomon's work, five hun¬ 
dred and fifty who ruled over the people 
that wrought in the work. 

24 But Pharaoh*s daughter came frqm 
the city of David to her houfe he built 
for her; then he built the fortrefs. 

25 And three times yearly Solomon of¬ 
fered burnt-offerings and peace* offering! 
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on.the altar he built to the Eternal, and 
burnt incenfe on the golden altar before 
the Eternal, when he finiflied the houfe. 

zl And king Solomon made a fleet at 
Ezion-geber, befidc Eloth, on the fliore of 
the; Red-fca, in the land of Edom. 27 
Htram alfo fent his fervants in the fleet, 
fhipmen that knew the fea, with Solo¬ 
mon’s fervants. 28 Who went to Ophir, 
and fetched thence gold, four hundred Sc 
twenty talents to Solomon. 

X. The queen of Sheba's arrival. 
OW the queen of Sheba hearing So¬ 
lomon’s fame, concerning the houfe 
for the name of the Eternal, flie came to 
try him with hard quell ions. 2 So (lie 
came to Jerufalem with a very great 
train, with camels carrying fpices, fit, very 
much gold, and precious Itunes ; and, be¬ 
ing come to Solomon, (he fpoke to him of 
all th.ft was in her mind. 3 And Solo¬ 
mon told her all her queftiom ; there was 
nothing hid from the king, which he told 
her not. 

4 Now the queen of Sheba having feen 
all Solomon’s Avifdom, and the houfe he 
had built, 5 And the meat of his table, 
and the fitting of his fervants, and the 
(binding of his waiters, and their apparel, 
and his.,butlers, and his afeent, by which 
he went up, to the houfe of the Eternal, 
there was no more fpilit in her. 6 Then, 
(he faid to the king. It was a true report 
I heard m mine own land of thy aefts, and 
of thy wifdoro. 7 Howbeit, 1 believed not 
the words, til! I came, and mine eyes faw; 
and, lo, the half .was not told me : thy 
wifdom and profpeiity exceedetb the fame 
I heard. 8 Happy are thy men, happy 
thefe thy fervants, who Hand continually 
before thcc, and hear thy wifdom. 9 
Blefled be the Eternal thy God who de¬ 
lighted in thee, to fet thee on the throne, 
oilfrael; be ca ufe the Eternal loved If- 
rael for ever, therefore made he. thee.king, 
to do judgment and juft ice.. 

10 Now (lie gave the king an hundred. 
and twenty talents of.gold, and very ma¬ 
ny fpice9, and precious (tones: the/e came 
no more fuch abundance of fpices as what 
the queen of Sheba gave to king Solo¬ 
mon. 

11 The navy alfo of Hiram, that brought 
gold from Ophir, brought from . it very 
many algum-trees, and precious ftor.es. 
12 Then the king made of the algura-. 
trees rails for the houfe of the Eternal*, 
and for the king’s houfe, harps alfo gnd. 
pfalteries for lingers; there came no fuch- 
aJgum- trees, nor were feen, to this day. 
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13 And king Solomon gave to the queen 
of Sheba all her defire, whatever /he allied, 
I>r j Tides what he pave her of his royal 
bounty. So fire turned, gpd went to her 
own country, with her fiervants. 

14 Now the weight of gold that came 
to Solomon in ono year was fix hundred 
and fixty-fix talents of gold, 15 Be Tides 
what he had of the merchant-men, and 
of the traffic of the fpice-mercliants, and 
of all the kings of Arabia, and of the prin. 
cts of the country. 

16 Anil kin? Solomon made alfo two 
hundred targets of beaten gold ; fix hun¬ 
dred flu-kcls of gold being in one target. 
17 He made alfo three handled fhields of 
beaten gold* three pound of gold be¬ 
ing one fhield ; and the king put them in 
the ho life built of t t ees of the fore ft of 
Lebanon. 

18 Moreover, the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with the 
be ft gold, ip The throne had fix ftep<;, 
and the top of it was round behind ; and 
there were ftuys on both fides of the feat, 
and two lions ftood be fide the Itays. 20 
And twelve lions ftood there upon the fix 
ft< p» on the two fiJes ; there was not the 
like made in any kingdom. 

21 And all king Solomon’s drinking- 
▼cfiels were of gold, and all the velTels of 
I he Iwufe of the foreft of Lebanon were 
jf pure gold ; none were of filver; it Was 
nothing efteemed in the days of Solomon. 
12 For the king had at Tea a navy of 
Tarlhilh with the navy of Hiram; once in 
three years came the navy of Tarlhiih, 
bringing gold, and lilver, ivory, and apes, 
ami peacocks. 

23 So king Solomon exceeded all the 
kings of the earth for riches and for wlf- 
duin. 

24 An I rhole of all the earth fought 
to Solomon to hear his wifdom God had 
put in his heart: r$ And each brought 
his pro ft nt, velTeIs of filver, and of gold, 
and garments, and armour, and fpices, 
liorfcs, and mules, a rate year by year. 

2t> Solomon alfo gathered chariots and 
horfemen ; having a tbouland and four 
hundred chariots, and twelve thousand 
hoflemtii, that he bellowed in the cha- 
not-citu s. W1 th the king at J^rufalem. 
271 ea, the king made filver he in Jeru- 
lalem as itones^nd cedars to be as lyea- 
•oorctrces, in the vale, for abundance.. 

a8 Solomon had alio horfes brought 
from Egypt, and linen y;irn ; tlie' kiiig’s 
merchants received the linen yarn nt a 
pnec. 29 A chariot alfo from Egypt for 
b>\ hundred fbekclr of lilver, and an hoile 
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for an hundred and fifty : and To from aU 
kings of the Hitiitcs, am! thofe of Syria, 
were they brought out by them 
XL Solomon 1 j wives draw him to idola¬ 
try. 

B UT king Solomon loved many ftrange 
women, (betides Pharaoh’s daughter,) 
women of the Moabites, Ammonites, E- 
domites, Zidonians, andHittitcs; 2 Of 
the nations concerning which the Eternal 
faid to the Ifraelites, Ye fiiall not go a- 
mong them, nor lhail they come among 
you; for.furely they will turn away your, 
heart after their gods ; Solomon clave to 
thefe in love. 3 He had feven hundred 
wives, princelfes, and three hundred can- 
cubioes ; and his wives turned away his 
heart. 4 When Solomon was old, his 
wives turned away his heart after other 
gods; fo his heart was not perfe<£l with 
the Eternal his God, as the heart of Da¬ 
vid hif father. 5 For Solomon went af¬ 
ter Afhtoreth, the goddefs of the Zidoni¬ 
ans ; and Molech, the abomination of the 
Ammonites. 6 Thus Solomon did evil 
before the Eternal, and went not fully 
after him, like David /.is father. 

7 Then he built a high place for Che- 
mofh, the abomination of Moah, in the 
hill before Jerufalem; and for Molech, 
the abomination of the Ammonites. 8 
And he did fo for all his ftrange wives 
who burnt incenfe, and facrificed to their 
g#ds. 

9 Now the Eternal was angry with 
Solomon, becaufe his heart was turned 
from the Eternal God oflfrael, who ap¬ 
peared to him twice, 10 And command¬ 
ed him concerning this thing, not to go 
after other gods; hift he obferved not 
what the Eternal commanded, 11 There¬ 
fore he faid to him, As this is dons by thee, 
and thou haft not kept my covenant and 
statutes which ( commanded thee, I wilt 
furely rend the kingdom from thee, and 
ive it to thy fervant. 1 1 Yet in thy days 
will not do it, for David thy father’t 
fake; but I wijI rend it from thy fon. 13 
Howbeit, 1 wiil not rend away ail the 
kingdom ; but will give one tribe to tliy 
fon, for David my lervant’s lake, and 
for Jcrufalem’s fake, which I have cho- 
fcn. 

14 Now the Eternal railed up an ad- 
verfary to Solomon, Had ad the Edomite, 
who Was ot the king’s feed in E iom. 15 
Tor when David was m Edom, and joab 
the 1 aptain of.the host went up to miry 
the ll-iin, after having fnitten almost e- 
very male in Edom, 16 (As Joab re¬ 
mained fix months the!5 with all Ifiaei, 
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till he had cut off most of them,) 17 
Hadad fled, with certain Edonutus 
of his fathers fervants, tb go into Egypt; 
he being yet a little boy. 18' Then they 
went from Midian to Far an ; and taking 
men with them out of Paran, they came 
to Egypt, to Pharaoh the king, who gave 
him an houfe, and land, and appointed 
him victuals- 19 And Hadad found great 
favour with Pharaoh, fo that he gave 
him to wife the fister of his own wife, 
Tahpsnes the queen. 20 And the hare 
hint Gequbuth a ion, whom T*hpenes 
weaned in Pharaoh’s houfe; fo tienubath 
was there among the fens of Pharaoh. 

21 And when Hadad heard in Egypt 
that DavM flept with his fathers, Sc that 
Joab the captain of the lioft was dead, 
he fa^l Jo Pharaoh, Let ipe. depart, and 
go to mitre own country. i\ Then Pha¬ 
raoh faid to him, Eut what halt thou 
lacked with me, that thou fetkefl to go 
thither ? And he anftvcred. Nothing ; 
howbeit, let me go by all means. 

23 And God raifed up another adver- 
fary, Rezon the Ton of El lad ah, who fled 
from his lord Hadadezer king of Zob&h. 
34 And he gathered men to him, and be¬ 
came captain of a band, when David flew 
them of Zobah ; and they went to Da¬ 
rn afeus, and dwelt there, reigning there¬ 
in. 25 And he was an adverfary to I Is¬ 
rael all the days of Solomon, befldes the 
nufehief that Hadad did ; and he abhor¬ 
red Ifrael, and reigned over Syria. 

2 6 And Jeroboam the fon of Nehat, 
an Ephrathite cf Zereca, Solomon’s fer- 
yant, (whofe mother’s name was Zeruah, 
a widow woman.) even lifted up his hand 
againft the king. 27 And this was the 
caufe thereof: Solomon built the fort re Is, 
and repaired the breaches of the city of 
David his father. 28 Now the man Je¬ 
roboam was a mighty man of valour ; fit 
Solomon feeing the young man wr.s in- 
dtuftrious. fet him over all the charge of 
the houfe of Jofeph. 

29 Now at that time, Jcrobof.m going 
out of Jfirufalem, the prophet Ahijah the 
Shilonite found him in the way ; he had 
clad himfelf wi’b a new gahnent; and 
they two were alone in the field. 30 
Then Ahijah cavghi Lis iu.w garment, 
and rent it in t-wilvc pieces! 31 And 
faid to Jeroboam, Take thee ten pieces ; 
for thus faith the Eternal, the God cf If¬ 
rael, Lo, I will nnd the kingdom out of 
the hand of Solomon, and u ill give ten 
tribe* to thee; 32 (But he flu»li have 
pne tribe, for my fervant David’s fake, fit 
l'ur Jtrufjtlem’s fake, the city I have cho- 
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fen aut of all the tribes of Ifrael;) 33 
liecaufe they have forfaken me, and wor- 
fliipped Aflitoreth, the goddef9 of the Zi- 
doniant; ChemtiBi, the god of the Moab¬ 
ites ; and Milcom, the god pf the Am¬ 
monites ; and walked not in my ways, to 
do what is right before me, even to keep 
my fUtutes and judgments, as did David 
his father. 34 Howbeit, I will not take 
any of the kingdom out of his hand ; but 
I will make him prim e all the days of his 
life, for David my fervant’s fake, whom I 
chofe, btcaufe he kept my commandments 
and my flatutes; 35 But I will take it 
from his fon, and give to thee te*; tribe*. 
36 But to his fon I will give one tribe, 
that David my fervant may , ave a light 
always before me in Jerufalem, the eity 
which I have chofcn to put my name 
therein. 37, So thou flialt reign accord¬ 
ing to all that thy 'foul delireth, being 
king over Ifrael. 38 And, il thou wilt 
hearken to all I command thee, and walk 
in my days, doing what I approve, and 
keep my (latutes ahd commandments, as 
David my fervant did, I will be with 
thee, and build thee a fare houfe; as I 
built for David, and will give Ifrael to 
thee. 39 And I will afflidh the offspring 
of David for this, but not for ever. 40 
Solomon fought, therefore, to kill Jero¬ 
boam ; buf he fled into Egypt, to Shifhek 
king of it, and was theie till Solomon’s 
death. 

41 Now the reft of Solomon’s a6ts, and 
all that he did, and his wifdom, are'writ- 
Un in the book of his a<fls. 42 And So¬ 
lomon reigned in Jtmfalem over all If¬ 
rael forty years. 

43 Then Solomon flept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried in the city of David 
his father ; and Rchbboam his fon reign- 
'ed in his (lead. 

XTI. Rehcloam refufes good eovnfcL 
OW Rehoboam .went to Shechcm ; 
for all Ifrael came thither to make 
him king. 2 Which when Jeroboam 
Nchat’s fon, who was yet in Egypt, 
heard,(wM^er he fled from Solomon, and 
dwelt there,) 3 Being fent for, and cal¬ 
led, he ard af! the congregation of Ifrael 
came, and I poke to Rehoboam, faying, 4 
Thy father inede our yoke and fernire 
grievous ; ' now, therefore, in-he them 
lighter, and we wiil (Vrve thee. 

5 But he faid to them. Depart-yet three 
days, and then icturn to me. So the ptu- 
plc departed. 

6 Now king Rehoho.im confuted the 
the old men that ftoocfbefrne Solomon Ins 
father, v hen living, and faid. What do y*s 
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adviie me to anfwer tlua people. 7 
Then they fpake to him, fay^gj t,l0 “ 
wilt ferve this people to-day, and fpeak 
cooi words to them, then they wiU reive 
thee for ever. 8 But h* torf.o ; the old 
men's counfel, and confuted the young 
men that grew up with him and ftood 
before hiaT : 9 And foul to them, What 

tpunfel give ye, to anfwer this people, 
who fay, Make thy father's yoke lighter' 
10 Th< n they foid to him, 1 ell this peo¬ 
ple, My little linger Iliad he thicker than 
my lather’s foins. 11 For, as my father 
made your yoke heavy, I will add to voui 
yoke ■ my father chartiied you with 
w hips, but I will cliaftifc you with ftor- 
pious. 

11 So Jeroboam and all the people 
vamc to Rehoboam the third day, as he 
had appointed. 13 Then the king an- 
fwered the people roughly, and forfook 
the old men’s counfel: 14 But fpake the 
young men's counfel, ‘aying, My father 
made your yoke heavy, aud I will add to 
your yoke j cny father alfu chaftifed you 
with whips, but I will chaftif* you with 
frorpinnt. 

15 Tims the king hearkened not to the 
people ; for the enufe was Irom the-Eter- 
nal, to perform what he fpake by Ahijah 
the Shilonitc to Jeroboam the fon of Ne- 
hat, 

id So all Ifrael feeing that the king 
hearkened not to them, they anfwered 
him, What portion have we in David > 
or inheritance *• •» the fon ofJeflV* go to 
your tents, O Ifrael; now fee to thine 
own houfe, David. So Ifrael departed to 
their tents. 17 But as lor the Ilraelites, 
who dwelt in the cities ol Judah, t'.e Si- 
mennites (wd Bcftjamites^ Rchoboam 
leigned over them. 

iS Then lie fent Adoram, who was o- 
ver the tiiimte; and all Ifrael ft one d him. 


maiah, the man of God, faying, 13 s P ea ^ 
to Rehoboam, Solomon’s fon, king of Ju¬ 
dah, and unto all Judah and Benjamin, 
and to the remnant of the other tribes, 
faying, 24 Thus faith the Eternal, Yc 
Ihall not go tofigHt agr.inft your brethren, 
the Ifruelites; return each to his houle ; 
for this tbint; is from me. They Hear¬ 
kened, therefore, to the word of the E- 
ternal, and k turned according to it. 

25 Then Jeroboam built Shechem in 
mount Ephraim, and dwelt therein, and 
went out from thence, and built Penuel- 
zC Then Jeroboam fold in his he?rt, Now 
fliall the kingdom return to the houfe ol 
David ; 27 If this peopl^go to lacrificc 

in the Eternal's houfe at Jerufalem, then 
fliail their heart turn again to their lord 
Rehoboam king of Judah, and they fliall 
kill me, and retuin again to him- *8 
Therefore the king tool: counfel, St made 
two calves of gold, and faid to them, It is 
too much for you to go up to Jerufalem ; 
behold thy goth, O Ilrael, which brought 
thee from Egypt. 29 And he fet the one 
in Beth-el, and the othrer in Dan. 30 So 
this thing became a fin ; for the people 
went to worfliip before the one, even to 
Dan. 31 Me alfo made an houfe lor wor- 
iliip on high places, and priefts of the 
loweft of the people, who were not of 
Levi’s tribe. 32 He alfo ordained a feaft 
on the fifteenth dav of the eighth month, 
like to the feaft that is in Judah, and of¬ 
fered on the altar, (he did fo in Beth-el,) 
facrificing to the calves lie made; and 
placed in Beth-el the priefts of the high 
places which lie made. 33 So he offered 
on the altar which he made in Beth-el 
the fifteenth day of the eighth month, e- 
ven in the month which he deviled in his 
own heart; and ordained a feaft tor the 
Ifraelites; and offered on the altar, and 
burnt incenfe. 


1h.1t he di -d; tli'*re ore the king r.aftened 
to his chanor, to Hoe to Jerufalem. 19 
So Ifrael rebelled againtt the houfe of Da¬ 
vid to this day. 

20 Now when all Ifrael heard that 
Jeroboam was returned, they fent and 
called him to the congregation, and made 
him king over all Iliac 1; no tribe follow¬ 
ed the houfe of David wholly but the 
tribe of Judah only. 

21 Now when Rehoboam was come to 
Jerufalem he nflembled all Judah, with 
the trine of Benjamin, an hundred and 
iourlcore thoufand men, warriors, to fight 
againft Uritl, to biing the kingdom again 
in hi'rifelf.

4 Yet for 
David's fake, the Eternal his God gave 
liim c himp in Jerusalem, to let up his 
f -n ..ftt.r him, and to eihiblilh Jerufalem; 
56 LLeaufe David Lid what was fight

from any of his cftraipands all his life, 
fave only in the matter of Uriah the Hit- 
tite. 7 Now the reft of Abijam’s adfs, 
and all that he did, aie written in the 
Chronicles of the kings of Judah. And 
there was war between Abijnm and Je¬ 
roboam, 8 Now Abijam flept with his 
fathers, being buried in the city of Da¬ 
vid ; and (6) Afa his fon reignad* in his 
Read.

24 And Afa dept with 
his fathers, being buried with them in 
th’e city of David hi* father; And (7) 
Jehofliaphat his fon reigned in his dead. 

2-5 And Nadah, Jeroboam’s fun, began 
to reign over Ifrael in the fecond year of 
Afa king of Judah, and reigned two 
years. 26 And he did evil before the E- 
ternal, as did his-father, in his fin where¬ 
with he made lfraei to fin. 

27 And Baafha, Ahijah’s fon, of Iffa- 
ebar’s tribe, confpired againd him, and 
fmote -him at Gibbetlton of the Philif- 
tines, which he, with all lfraei, bdieged. 
28 In the third year of Afa king of Ju¬ 
dah, (3) Baafba flew him, aiid reigned 
in his dead. 29 Now he fmote all Jero¬ 
boam’s houfe, according to the faying of 
the Eternal, by his fervant Ahijah the 
Shilonite ; 30 Becaufc of Jeroboam’s fir, 
with which he made Ifrael fin. provok¬ 
ing the Eternal God of Ifrael to anger. 

31 Now the whole of Nadab’s acts are 
written in the Chronicles of tlje king’s 
of Ifrdel. 32 And there was war be¬ 
tween Afa and Baaflia all their days. 33

reigned in his dead. 

11 And ai foon as lie began to reign, 
ha (lew all Bulba's family, leaving him 
n it one male, neither of his kinsfolk nor 
friends. it Thus (5) Zitnri defttoyed 
them all, as the Eternal fpakt againft 
B.iaflia, by Jehu the prophet. 13 For 
all the fins.of Baaflia, and Elah his fon, 
whereby they made Lrael to On, provok¬ 
ing the Eternal God of Iirael to anger 
with their vanities. 14 Now the reft o( 
Elah’s aefts, ai\d all that he did, are writ¬ 
ten in the Chronicles of the kings of 
Ifrael. 

1510 the twenty-feventh-year of Afa 
king of Judah did Ztmri reign feveu days 
in Tirzah : and the people were encamp¬ 
ed againft Gibcthon of the Philiftiues. 
j 6 When they that were encamped 
heard that Ziinri confpired and (lew the 
king, therefore all Iirael made (6) 
the captain of the hoft, king over flrael 
that day in the camp. 17 So he went 
from Gihethon, with all Iirael, and bo- 
fieged Tirzah. 18 And when Zimri law 
the city taken, he went into the palace 
of the king’s hoitfe, and bmnt it over 
him, and died, 19 For his fins, in doing 
evil before the Eternal, like Jeroho .:Ti, 
to make Ilratrl fin.

fo he revived. Then Elijah took the 
child, and brought him down out of the 
chamber into the houfe, and deliver* d 
hire to his mot hrr, - laying, See, thy fori 
lrveth ! 

»4 Then the woman faid to Elijah, 
Now by this I know tl.r.r thou art a man 
of God, and that the word of the Eter¬ 
nal in thy mouth is truth. 

XVIII. Elijah ohtainetb rain. 

OVV the word of the Eternal came 
to Elijah in the third year of the 
drought, Jayir.g, Go f*;ew thyleif to A- 
hab, ^nd I will lend ruin on the earth. 

2 So Elijah went to fliew hiinfelf to A- 
hab ; and there was a fore famine in Sa¬ 
maria. 1 

3 Now Ah ah calk'd Obadiah. the go¬ 
vernor of his houfe, who feared the Eter- 
»al greatly : 4 For, when Jezebel cut off 
the Eternal’s prophets, Obadiah rock 
an hundred prophets, and hid them by 
fifty in a cavr, and hd.thera with bread 
and w? ter. 5 Now Ahab faid .to Ob::- 
diah, Go into the land, to all fountains 
of water, and to all brooks: perhaps we 
may find g-afs t0 keep the horfes ai:d' 
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mules aHve, that we loft not all the 
beafts. 6 So they divided* the land be¬ 
tween them to pafs through it ; Ahab 
went one way by hinif.lt, and Obadiah 
went another way by hiinltlf. 

Now Obadiah met Elijah on the 
way, and knowing him, lell on his fa< e, 
and faid, Art thou my lord Elijah ? S 
And he anfwercd, lam; go tell thy lord 
that Elijah is here. 9 But he faid, What 
have I finned, that thou would deliver 
thy ftrvant into Ahab’s hand to flay me ? 
10 As the Eternal thy Gcd liveth, there 
is no nation or kingdom whether my lord 
hath not lent to feck thee; and when 
they faid, He is not there, lie took an 
oath of the kingdom and nation, that 
they found thee not. 11 And now thou 
fay; ft, Go tell thy lerd that Elijah is 
here. 1 1 And as foon as I am gone from 
thee, the Spirit of the Eternal fhall car¬ 
ry thee I know not where ; and fo, when 
I come and tell Ahah, and he canuot find 
thee, he will flay me : but I thy ferv;:nt 
fear the Eternal from my youth. 13 Was 
it not told my lord what I did, when Je¬ 
zebel flew the Eternal’s prophets, hove 
I hid- an hundred of them by fifty in a 
cave" and fed them with bread and wa¬ 
ter? 14 And now thou fayeft. Go tell 
thy lord that Elijah is here ; and he fliall 
flay me. 15 But Elijah faid, as the In¬ 
ternal God cf holts liveth, before whom 
1 ftand, I will finely llicw myfelf unto 
him to-day. 16 So Obadiah went to 
meet Ahab, and to id him ; and Ahab 
went to meet Elijah. 

17 And when Ahab faw Elijah, he faid 
to him, Art thou he that tioubleth If- 
rael ? 18 But he anfwered, I have not 
troubled IlYacl; but thou and thy fa¬ 
ther’s houfe, by forfaking the Eternal’s 
commands, and following Baalim. 19 
Now, therefore, fend and gather to me 
all IIVpel lo mount Carmel, with the pro¬ 
phets of Baal four hundred and fifty, and 
tiiofe of the groves four hundred, whi> 
eat at Jezebel's table. 20 So Ahab fent 
to all the Ifraclites, and gathered the 
pruphets io mount Carmel. 

21 Then Elijah f, came to all the people, 
and ftid. Mow lung halt yc between two 
opinions? If the Etein;;! be God,' follow 
him ; but if Baal, then follow him ; but 
the people ai.fwertd bim nut a word. 22 
Then faid Elijah ,to the people, I inyftif 
only remain a piophct of the Eternal, 
but Baa-’s pi uplifts are four bundled and 
fifty. 23 Therefore give us two bullocks; 
and Jet them choofe ore for their.felves fc 
?nd cut .j; oitcM, and !;*y i; cn wood, 
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'rutting m f;ic under it ; ami I will drefs 
the other bullock, and lay it on wood, 
putting no lire under it. 24 And calf ye 
on your gods, and I will call on the Eter¬ 
nal; and tiie god MiiA anfweretli by Gre, 
l rt him be God. And all the people faid, 
It Is well fpoken. 

25 Then Elijah f.iid to Baal's prophets, 
Choole one bullock tor yourfelves, and 
dicfs it fi ll, for ye are many; and call 
on your gods. 2G So they too!; the bul¬ 
lock which was given them, and called 
on Baal from morning till noon, faying, 
U Baal anfwer us ! But there was no 
voice, nor any that heard. And they 
bnped upon the altar which was made. 
27 And at noon Elijah mocked them, lay¬ 
ing, C»y aloud, for he is a God ; he is 
cither talking, purfuing, pr on a journey, 
or perhaps he fleepeth, and mud: lie a- 
waked. 2S So they cried aloud, and cut 
ihcm.'e'v-s after tlicir manner, with 
knives and lancets, till the blood gullied 
out. 20 And mid-day being paft, they 
prophdied until the time of the evening 
faerilice; but there was no voice, nor 
anfwer, n,or any that regarded. 

30 Then Elijah laid to all the people, 
Colne near me ; fa they came near him ; 
and he repaired the Eternal’s altar that 
was broken down. 31 And Elijah took 
Iwelve Hones, according to the number 
of the tribes nf Jacob, to whom the word 
of the Eternal came, faying, I True 1 (hall 
be thy name : 32 And with the ftones 
he bui't an altar in the name of the E- 
t rnal, ani ma le a trench about it, as 
! i cat as would contain two incafares of 
i< * d. 33 And lie put the wood in order, 
and col the bullock-in pieces, anJ laid 
h:m on 1 he wood, and faid, Fill four bar- 
t\ls will) water, and pour it on the lacri- 
fice, and on the wood. 34 He alio laid, 
Bo it t lie fecond time ; and they did fo. 
He fuid again, Do it the third U ne ; £c 
they did lo. 35 And the water ran round 
about the a'tar, and he filled the. trench 
aifo with water. ?6 And at the time of 
the evening fucrilice, Elijah the prophet 
drew near, and faid, Eternal God of A- 
ti.iha.rn, ItVac, and Ilrael, let it be known 
this day that thou art God in Ifrael, and 
that 1 am thy fervant, and that I have 
done ail thelc things at thy word. 37 
Hear me, O liternai, hear me; lliat this 
people may know that thou art the Eter¬ 
nal God, and that thou haft turned their 
hearts back again. 33 Then the fire of 
the Eternal fell and confirmed the facri- 
fke, anti the wood, and the ftunes, and 
tnw dull, and licked up the water that 
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was in the trenc 1 '. 39 Now all rhe peo¬ 
ple feeing it, fell on their faces, and faid, 
the Eternal he i* Gol. 

40 Thep Elij ih f.iid to them, T ike 
Baal’s prophets, let none of them efcape. 
.So they took them ; and Elijah rook 
them down to the brook Killian, and (lew 
them there. 

41 Then Elijah faid to Ahab, Go up, 
eat and diink ; for there is a found of h- 
bumlance of rain. 42 So Ahab went up 
to eat and drink ; ami Elijah went up to 
tlie* top «f Carmel, and caft hinifelfdown 
on tlie earth, and put his face between 
his knees: 43 And he faid to his fervant. 
Go now, loof; toward the fea. And he 
did fp, and faid. There is nothing. But 
he laid, Go again feven. times. 44 And 
at t::e f ventli time he fa : d, Lo there a- 
riferh a little cloud out of the fea, like a 
man’s hand. Then he faid, Go up, fay 
to Aliah, Prepare thy chariot, and go 
down, that the rain flop thee not. 45 
45 Now m the mean time the heaven 
was black with clouds and wind, and 
there was a great rain. So Ahab rode 6c 
went to Jtz:/:cl. 46 Nmv the hand of 
the Eternal was on Elijah ; and he gird¬ 
ed up liis loins, and ran befure Alub to 
the entrance of Jezreel. 

XIX. Elijah anoints llahuel, jektljatid 
Elijbn. 

OW Ahab told Jezebel all that Eli¬ 
jah hail done, and withal how he 
had fliin all the prophets with the (word. 
2 Then J ’zcbcl fent a nieftcnger to Eli¬ 
jah, faying, So let ihe gods do to me. Sc 
more aifo, if I make not ihy.ljfe as the 
life of one of them, by tomorrow about 
this time. 3 And hearing thatj he went 
for his life to Beer-lheba of Judah, and 
left his fervant there. 

4 But he himfclf went a day’s journey 
into the wihlcrnefs, and fat down under 
a juniper tree; and requeued that he 
might die, faying, It is euough, row, O 
Eternal, take away my iile ; for I am not 
better than my fathers, 5 And as he lay 
mid dept under the juniper tree, lo an 
angel touched him, and faid to him, A- 
rife and eat. 6 So he locked, and behold 
u cake baken on the coals, and a cruft- > i 
water at his head ; fo he ate and drarri f 
and lay down agiin. 7 Then The ahgtl 
of the Eternal cams the fecond time, 6c 
touched him, faying, Arile and eat; b;- 
caufie the journey is too great for thee: 
8 So he arolc, and ate and drank, ard 
went in the ftrength of that meat and 
drink forty days and forty nights, to IIo- 
rcb the mount of God. 
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9 Now he came thither to a cave, and 
lodged there ; and lo the word of the E- 
ternal came to him* faying. What doeft 
thou here Elijah ? 10 Then he faid, I 

have been very .zealous for the Eternal 
God of hcfT; for the Ifraclitcs have for- 
fakrn thy covenant, broken down thine 
altars.- and flain thy prophets with the 
fword* and I myfelf only am left, Ik. they 
feek to take away my life, ri But he 
faid, Co forth, and ftand on the mount 
before the Eternal; who, verily, palfed 
by, when a great ftforig wind rent the 
mountains, and brake in pieces the rocks 
before him ; but the Eternal was not in 
the wind ? and after that an earthquake, 
but the Eternal was not in it. 12 .And 
alter that a fire, but the Eternal was not 
in it: and after that a quiet fmaJI voice, 
*3 Which Elijah hearing, he wrapt his 
face in his mantle, and going out, flood 
in the entering in of the cave: and be¬ 
hold there came a voice to him, faying. 
What doeft thou here, Elijah ? 14 Then 
he faid, I have been very zealous for the 
Eternal Cod cf hofts; for the Ilraelites 


were thirty and two kings with him, and 
horfes, and chariots: .And'he went up 8t 
befieged Samaria, and warred againft it. 
2 And he fent meflengers to Achab king 
of Ifrael into the city, faying to him, Thm 
faith Ben-hadad, 3 Thy iilver and thy 
gold is mine; thy wives alfo arid thy chil¬ 
dren, even the gbodlieft, are mine. 4 
Then the king of Ifrael anfwered, My 
lord, O king, according to thy faying, I, 
and all that I have, am thine. 5 Now 
tl'e mefl'engers came again, faying, Thus 
fpeaketh Beohadad, Although I fent, dc- 
firing thee to deliver me thy filvcr aiul 
gold, and thy wives and children ; 6 Yet 
I will fend my fervants to thee to-morrow 
about this time, to fearch thine houfe, and 
thofe of thy fervants: and whatever 11 
pleafant in thine eyes they fliall take a- 
way, ivhntever'is defwablc. 

7 Tfien the king called all the elder* 
of the land, and faid, Mark, I pray you, 
and fee how this roan feeketh milchief ; 
for he fent to me for my wives, and chil¬ 
dren, and filver, and gold ; arn^ I denied 
him not. 8 Then all the elders, and all 


have forfsken thy covenant, thrown down 
thine altars, and (lain thy prophets with, 
the fword; and I myfelf only am left, 
and they feck my life. 

-iff And the Eternal faid to him, Go, 
return to the wildernefs of BfUnafcus; 
and, when thou comeft, anoint Hazael to 
be king over Syria: i 5 And Jehu the 
fon of Nimflii to be king oyer Ifrael: & 
Eli (ha the fon of Shapkat, of Ahel-me- 
holah, to be prophet in thy room. 17 
And he who efcapeth the fword of Ha- 
zael fliail Jehu flay ; and he who efcap¬ 
eth the fword of Jrhu fhali Elifha flay. 
iS Yet I have left feven thoufand in If¬ 
rael who have not bowed the knee to 
Baal, nor killed.his image. 

19 So he departed thence* and found 
Elitha the fon of Shaphat plowing with 
twelve yoke of oxen before him, he be¬ 
ing with the twelfth; fo Elijah parted 
by him, and call his mantle on him. 20 
Then he left the oxen, and ran after Eli¬ 
jah faying, Let me, I pray thee, kifs mv 
fith er and ray mother, and then I will 
fallow thee. But he faid to him. Go back 
again; for what have I done to thee ? 2 1 
So he returned from him, and took a yoke 
of oxen, and flew them, and boiled their 


the people, faid to him, Hearken not to 
him,-nor eonfent. 9 Therefore he faid to 
the meflengers of Ben-hadad.Tcll my lord 
the king, All that thou didft fend to thy 
fervants for at the firft I will do; but this 
thing I may not do. So the meflenger* 
departed with this meflage. 

10 Then Ber.-hadad fent to him, fay¬ 
ing, The gods do fo to me, and more alfo, 
if the dull of Samaria /office for handful* 
to all the people that follow rne. '11 But 
the king of Ifrael anfwered. Tell him, Let 
not him rhat girdeth on his harnefsboafl ai 
he that putteth it off. 1 2 Now Ben-harlnd 
heard this meflage, (while drinking with 
the kings in the tents,) and he faid to hi* 
fervants, Set yourfelves in array againft 
the city. And they did fo. 

13 Now, behold, there came a prophet 
to Ahab king oflfrael, Caying, Thus faith 
the Eternal, Haft thou feen all this great 
multitude ? Lo, I will deliver it into 
thine band this day, fo thou lhalt know 
I am the Eternal. 14 And Ahab faid, 
By whom ? And he laid, Thus faith the 
Eternal, Even by the young men of the 
princes of the provinces. Then he faid, 
Who fliali order the battle ? Aod he an- 
fwered. Thou. 


flefli with the inftruments of the oxen, &. 
gave to the people, and they ate ; then 
be arofe, and went after Elijah, and at¬ 
tended him. 


XX. Bcn-hadad bejiegeth Samaria. 

N OW Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
gathered all his hoft—and there 


15 Then he numbered thefe young 
men, who were two hundred and thirty- 
two : And after them he numbered all 
the people of Ifrael, being feven thou¬ 
fand. 

16 ^n 3 they went out at noon: But 
Bcn-hddad was drinking himfelf drunk in 
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the pBvilions, with the thirty-two king* 
that hclpetl him. 

17 So the young men of the prince* ot 
the provinces went out lirft ; then Ben- 
hadsul fent out, and they told him. There 
are hied come out of Samaiii* 1 ® Then 
he faid, Whether they be come out for 
peace or war, take them alive. 

19 So thcfe young men came out of 
the city, and the army which followed 
them, 10 And liew every one a m.m: 
then-the Syrians fled, and Ifrael pnrfued 
them ; and Bcn-liadsid efcaped on an 
horfe with the hoviti/ien- 

ai Tin-11 the king of Ifrael went out, 
and imote the holies and chariots, v&nd 
Biade a great flaughter of the Syrians.. 

22 Then the prophet came to the king 
ofllVuel, and faid to him, Go ftrengthen 
thyfelr', and mark now, fit fee what thou 
dueft : for at the return of the year the 
king of Syria will come up againft thee. 

2^ Now the fervants of the king of 
Syria faid to him, Their ijods ai;e pods of 
the hills, therefore they were Wronger 
than we ; but let us fight Againft them in 
the plain, and furely sve fliall he ftronger 
than they. 24 Therefore, now, take the 
kings away, evrry one out of his place, fit 
put captains in their rooms: 25 And 
number thee an army like that thou haft 
loft, borfc for horfe, and chariot for cha¬ 
riot ; and we will fight againft them in 
the pluiu, and furely we fliail be itronger 
than they. Then he hearkened 10 their 
voice, and did fo. 

26 So at the ret»rn of the year, Ben- 
hadad numbered the Syrians, and went 
up to Aphek, to fight againft Ifrael. 27 
N»vv the Urachus were numbered, and 
bemj all prefent, went againft them ; 
and pitched before thetn like two little 
flocks of kid*; but the Syrians filled the 
Country. 

28 Now there rame a man of Go 1 , St 
faid to the king of Ifrael. Thu* faith the 
Eternal, Became the Syrians have faid. 
The Etcrn tl is God of the hills, hut ha is 
not God of the vallies ; therefore will I 
deliver all this great multitude into thine 
hand ; and ye flull know that I am the 
Etrru.'l. 

19 Then th y pitched the one over a- 
g.unil the other fevtn days: and in the 
fevrnih day the batile was joined; Rnd 
the Uvaeliles flew of the Syrmn9 an hun- 
d el thou I and fmtincn in onp day. 30 
Byt the reft fled tn Aphek, iivro the city ; 
and tliere a wall fell upon twenty-feven 
t]>ouiuii>! of thcifl that were left. And 
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Ben-hadad fled, and came into the city, 
into an inner chamber. 

31 Th«n his fervants faid to hiai, Lo, 
we have heard that the kings of Ifrael 
are merciful kings; let us, we pray thee, 
put fackcloth on our loins, and ropes on 
our heads, and go out to the king of If* 
rael: perhaps he will fave thy life. 

32 So they girded fackcloth on their 

loins, and put ropes on their heads, and 
came to the king of Ifrael, and faid, Thy 
fervant'Ben-badad faith, I pray thee, let 
me live. Then he faid, Is he yet_alive ? 
He is my brother* - 

33 New the men diligently obferved 
whether any word would come froro him, 
and haftily catched it; fo they faid, Thy 
brother Ben-hadad. Then he faid, Go 
ye, bring him. Then Ben-hadad came 
forth to him : and he caufed him come- 
up into his chariot. 

34 Then Ben-hadad faid to him, The 
cities which nay father took from thy fa¬ 
ther I will reftore; and thou flialt make 
ftreets for thee in Damafcns as my father 
made in Samaria. Then, faid Ahab; I 
will fend thee away with this covenant. 
So he made a covenant with him, and 
fent him away. 

35 Now one of the fons of the pro¬ 
phets faid to his neighbour by the word 
of the Eternal, Smite ine, I pray thee. 
But the man refufed to fmite him. 3 6 
Then he faid to him, Becaufe thou haft; 
not obeyed the voice of tbe Eternal, Io, 
as foon as thou art departed from me a 
lion flial) flay thee. And fo it was. 

37 Then he found another, and faid, 
Smite me, I pray thee. And the man 
finote him, fo that he wounded him. 

S>! the prophet departed, and waited for 
the king by the way, ml difguifed him- 
felf with a(hes on his face. 

38 Now as tb* king palled by,he ciied 
to him, fnying. Thy fervant went out in¬ 
to the midft of the battle ; and, lo, one 
turned afidc, and brought a jnan to me, 
faying. Keep this man ; for if lie lie milT- 
ing, thy life ihnli he for his life, or elfe 
thou ftialt pay a talent of (ilver. 40 And 
as thy fervant was bufy here and there, 
he was gone. Then the king faid 
to him, So (hall thy judgment be; thy- 
felf hail decided it. 41 Nmv he halted 
to take the allies away from his face ; fo 
tbe king difeerned that he was of the pro¬ 
phets. 42 Then he faid to him, Thus 
faith the Eternal, becaufe thou haft let 
go «ut of thy hand a mail whom T ap¬ 
pointed to utter deftiuifhon, therefore thy 
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life fliall go for his life, and thy people for 
his people. 43 Then the king of Ifrael 
went to his houfe heavy and difpleafed, 
at Samaria. 

XXT, Ahab covets Naboth's vineyard . 
OW after thefe things. Naboth the 
Jezreelite had a vineyaid in Jez- 
reel, hard by the palace of Ahab the 
king. 1 And J .hab ijffiid to Naboth, Give 
me thy vineyard to be an herb-garden, 
heezufe it is near my houfe, and I will 
give tliee a better vineyard; or, if thou 
ehoofe, I will give thee the worth of it in 
money. 3 But Nahoth faid to Abab, 
The Eternal lorbid that I fliould give the 
inheritance of my fatheis to thee. 4 
Then Ahab came into his houfe heavy St 
difpleafed. So he lay down on his bed, 
and turned away his face, and would not 
cat. 

5 But Jezebel his wife came and faid 
to him. Why is thy fpirit fb fad that thou 
eateft not? 6 Then lie faid th her, Be- 
caufe 1 faid to Naboth the Jeareelite, 
Give me thy vineyard for money ; or elfe, 
if it pleafe thee, I will give thee another 
for it. But he anfwered, I will not give 
thee my vineyard. 7 Then Jezebel hiji 
wife faid to him, Doeft thou now govern 
the- kingdom of Ifrael? Arife and eat, 
and let thine heart be merry; I will give 
thee Naboth’s vineyard. 8 So fhe wrote 
letters in Ahab’s name, and fealing them 
with his Ceal, fent them to the elders and 
nobles of his city, 5 Saying proclaim a 
faft, and fet Naboth on high among the 
people ; 10 A.nd fet two fons of Belial, 
bad men , before him. to witnefs again ft 
him, faying. Thou blaCphemeilft God Ac. 
the king; and then carry him out of the 
city, and ftone him to death, ti Then 
the elders land nobles of ht«, city did To. 
12 They fet up Naboth, 13 And the Be- 
lialites fat before him in the prefence of 
the people, and prevailed. 14 Then they 
fent to tell Jezebel, 

15 Then fhe faid to Ahab; .Arife, take 
pofTeflion of Naboth’s vineyard, which 
he refufed to give thee for money, for he 
is dead. 1.6 So Ahab went to take pcf- 
feflion of the vinevard. 

1 7 Then the word of the Eternal came 
to illijah, faying, 18 Arife, go to meet 
Ahab, behold he is in Nabotn’s vineyard, 
taking poficfliou of it. 19 And thou (halt 
fay to him. Thus faith the Eternal, Haft 
thou killed and alfo taken poffeflion ? 
Thus faith the Eternal, In the place 
where dogs licked Naboth’s blood, /hall 
(logs lick thy blood alfo. 20 Then Abab ( 
faid to Elijah, Hail thou found me, O 
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mine enemy ? And he anfwered, I ba\e 
found thee. Becaufe thou haft fold thy • 
felf to work evil in the fi^ht of the Eter¬ 
nal, 21 Behold I will bring evil upon 
thee, and take away thy pofterity ; I will 
cut off from Ahab every male, w ith him 
that is (hut up and left in Ifrael; 22 And 
will make thy houfe like that of Jcro- 
boam, and like that of Baaflia, for thy 
provocation of me to anger, and making 
Ifrael to fin. 23 Ami of Jezebel alfo the 
Eternal fpake, faying, The dogs fhall eat 
her by the wall of Jezreel, 24 Him th.it 
dieth of Ahab in the city fliall the do; 1 
cat; and him that dieth in the field (h*U 
the fowls of the air eat. 

25 But there was none like Ahab, wln> 
fold himfelf to work, wickednefs before 
the Eternal, whom Jezebel his wife ftir. 
red up. 26 Alfo he did ve>y ^honiinn - 
kly in following idols, in all things ai the 
Aroorite.% whem the Eternal caft out be¬ 
fore the lfraelites. 

27 Now when Ahab heard thefe word*, 
he rent his clothe*, and put on fackcloih, 
and layin it, and faffed, and went foftly. 
28 Then the word of the Eternal came 
to Elijah, faying, 29 Seeft thou how A- 
hab humbleth himfelf before me; there¬ 
fore I will not bring the evil on his-houfe 
in his days ; but in his fou’s days. 

XXII. Ahab is Jcduced.hy falfe prophets. 

T HREE yean pa (Ted without war be. 

tween Syria and Ifrael. 2 And in 
the third year, Jebofliaphat king of Ju¬ 
dah tfame to the king of Ifrael ; 3 Who 
faid to his fervants, Know ye not that 
Ramoth-Gilead is ours, yet we are ftill, 
and take it not from the king of Syria ? 
4 Then he faid to Jebofliaphat, Wilt thou 
go with me to Ramoth-Gilead to battle ? 
who faid to him, I im as thou art, my 
people and mi horfes as thine. 5 He faid 
alfo to him. Enquire, T pray, v.hat is tin- 
word-of the Eternal to-day. 

6 Then Ahab gathered the prophets, 
being about lour hundred, and laid lu 
them. Shall I go againff Ramotlr.-Gileml 
or not? And they faid. Go; ter the li- 
ternaj fliall deliver it to the king. 7 Bur 
Jebofliaphat find, Is there not here a 
prophet of the Eternal btfidcs, that we 
might enquire of him ? S Then faid A- 
hab to him.

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io Now each king fat on his throne, 
having on their robes In a void place in 
the entrance of the gate of Samaria; fit 
all the prophets propliefied before them, 
it Now Zedrkiah, Chenaanah’s fon, 
made him horns of iron, and laid. Thus 
laich the Eternal, With thefc lb,alt thou 
pulh the Syrians till thou haft confirmed 
them. 12 And all the prophets laid alfo. 
Go up to Kainoth-Gilrad and profper; 
for the Eternal (hall deliver in into the 
king’s hand. 13 And the meflenger that 
went o Micaiah faid to him, Lo now the 
prophets declare good r,o the king with 
(inc month, let thy word, I pray thee, be 
like theirs, and fpcak what is good. 14 
But Micaiah faid, As toe Etcrnyil liveth, 
what he faith to I will fpcak. 

15 So he came to the king, who f»id 
to him, Micaiah, (hall we goagainft Rn-, 
moth-Gilead to battle or not ? Then he 
Rnlwered, Go and profiler ; for the Eter¬ 
nal fhali deliver it into the king’s hand. 
16 But the king faid to him, How many 
times Ikall I adjure thee that thou tell 
tne nothing but truth in the name of the 
Eternal; 17 So he faid, I law all Ifrael 
feattered upon the hills, as flioep having 
no llu-pherd ; atul the Eternal faid, Thefe 
have no mailer; let each return to his 
houfe in peace. 16 Then Ahab C,Ai\ to 
Jehofliaphat, Did I not tell thee that he 
would not propliefy good to me, but evil? 
ip Then he laid. Hear thon therefore the 
word of the Eternal: I law the Eternal 
fitting on his throne, and all the hoft of 
heaven (landing by him, at his right hand 
ami at his left. ?o Then the Eternal 
laid, Who (hall perfuade Ahab to .go up. 
and tall at Ramoth-Gilead > And onefold- 
nnC thing, and another faid another, 11 
Then there came forth a fpirit, and ftood 
brlore the Eternal, and faid, I will per- 
fua-’e him; 22 1 hen the Eternal faid to 
him, Wherewith 1 And he faid I will go 
and be a lying fpirit in the mouth of all 
his prophets. So he faid, Thou (halt per- 
fuade him, and prevail alio; thou wilt 
go forth, and do fo. 23 Now, therefore, 
lo the Eternal hath permitted a lying 
(pint to enter into the mouth of all thde 
thy prophets, for the Eternal hath fpoken - 
evd concerning thee. 24. But Zedekfoh 
went near, and finote Micaiah on the 
cheek, laying. Which way went the fpi- 
Ut ot the Eternal from me to fpeak to 
thee 25 Vhcn Micmah faid, Lo thou 

• , ltfe . m (la y, when thou (licit go 
into an inner clumber to hide thytelf. 

26 I hen the king of Iliad faid. Take 

Mac.uab, and carry him back toApmn 


the governor of tire city, and to Joafh the 
king’s fon ; 27 And lay, Thus f.iirh the 
king. Put this fellow in the prifun, and 
feed him with bread and with water of 
affliction, till I come in peace. 2S Then 
Micaiah faid. If thou return at all in 
peace, the Eternal hath not fpoken by 
me. He laid alfo, Hearken, O people, 
each of you. 

29 So the kings of Ifrael fit Judah went 
up to Ramoth-Gilead. 70 And ah faill 
to Jehofliaphat, L will difgtiilc myfelt, and 
enter into the battle; |>ut put thou on 
thy robes. And Ahab did to. 31 But 
the king of Syria commanded li-is thirty- 
two captains, that were over bis chariots, 
faying,- Fight neither with fmall nor 
great, fave only with the king of lliacl. 
31 Now the captains of the chariots iec- 
ing Jehofliaphat, faid, Surely it is the 
king of Ifrael; fo they turned afide to 
light againft him ; but Jehoihaphat cried 
out. 33 So perceiving that it was not 
the king of Ifrael, they turned back from 
purfuing him. 34 But a certain man 
drew a bow in his fimplicity, .and fniot* 
the king of Ifrael between the joints ami 
tlu* bread-plate ; therefore he laid to the 
driver of hi* chariot, Turn, and carry, 
me out of the hod, for I ain wounded. 
35 Then the battle inereafed that day 
and the king was flayed up in his chariot 
againft the Syrians,, aud died at even: 
and the blood ran out.of, the wound into 
the'midft.of the chariot. 36 And there 
went a proclamation througjh the hoft, as, 
the iuo’s light-departed, laying, Every, 
man to his city and his-owa country. 

37 So the king died, arul was brought 
to Samaria, and buried there. 38 And. 
one waflied his chariot and armour in the 
pool of Samayia, and the dogs licked up 
his blood, according to the word which 
the Eternal fpake. 39 Now the reft of 
Ahab’s adls, and all that he did, and the. 
ivory houfe he made, and the cities which 
he built, are written in the Chronicles ot 
the kings of Ifrael. 4© So Ahab flept 
with his fathers, and (8-)> Ahaziah his fon. 
reigned in his (lead. 

41 Jehofliaphat the fon of Afa began, 
to reign ever Judah iu the fourth year of 
Ahab king of Ifrael. 42 He was thirty-, 
five years old when he began to reign, 8c 
he • reigned' twenty-live years in Jerufa- 
lem ; and his-mother’s name was Azu-. 
bah, the daughter of Shilhi. 43 And. 
imitated in r all things Ala his father, dol 
ing what was right before the Eternal;, 
yet the high-places were ndt taken a-, 
way; for the people offered and burnt. 
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incenfc yet thereon, 44 And Jehoflia- 
phat made peace with the king of Ifrael. 
45 Now the reft oF Jeholhaphat’s 
and his might which he (hewed, and how 
he warred, aie written in the Chronicles 
of the kings of Judah. 46 And the rem- 
nont of the Sodomites, which remained 
in the clays of his father A fa, he took out 
of the land. 47 There was then no king 
an Edom, a deputy being king. 

48 Jehofliaphat made /hips of TJiar- 
fliifl), to go to Ophir for gold ; but they 
went not; for the fliips were broken* at 
Ezion-geber. 4P Then faid Ahaziah, A- 
hab's ion, to Jehofliaphat, Let my fer- 


vant* go with thy fci vants in the fliips; 
but Jenolhaphat would not. 

50 Now Jchofliaphat flept with his fa¬ 
ther’*,' being buried with them in the ci¬ 
ty of David his father; and (8) Jehoram 
his fun reigned in his liead. 

5 ( Ahaziah, Allah’s forr, began to reign 
over Ifrael in Samaria, in the feventeenth 
year of Jehofliaphat kin;'of Judah, and 
reigned two years over Ifrael. 5? And 
he diil evil before the Eternal like his fa¬ 
ther, his. mother, and Jeroboam, Ncbai’s 
fon, who made Ifrael to lin. 53 For he 
ferved and wor/hipped Baal, and provok¬ 
ed to anger the Eternal God of Ifiael, 
like his lather, in all things. 


The Fourth Book of KINGS. A. C. cir. 896. 


I. Elijah twice bringeth jirc from 
heaven. 

M OAB rebelled againft Ifrael after 
the death of Ahab. 2 Now A- 
haziah fell through a lattefs in his upper 
chamber, in Samaria, and being Tick, he 
lent meflengers, faying. Go, enquire of 
Baal-zebub, the^God of Ekron, whether 
I fhall recover of this difeafe. 3 But the 
angel of the Eternal faid to Elijah, Arife, 
go to meet the king’s meflengers, and fay 
lo them. Is it becaufe there is not a god 
in Ifrael, that ye go to enquire of Baai- 
zebub the god of Ekron ? 4 Now there¬ 

fore fay, Thus faith the Eternal, Thou 
/halt not come down from that bed, but 
/halt futely die. So Elijah departed. 

3 Now the meflengers,turning back to 
him, he faid. Why have ye now turned 
hack? 6 Then they faid to him, A man 
met us, who faid to us. Turn ; go again 
to the king who fent you, and fay to him. 
Thus faith the Eternal, Is it becaufe there 
is not a God in Ifrael, that thou fendeft 
to enquire of Baal-zebub the god of E- 
kron ? therefore thou (halt not come 
down from thy bed, but /halt furely die. 
7 Then he faid to them, What kind of a 
man was He who met you» and told vou 
thefe words? 8 So they anfwered him, 
An hairy man, gilded with a leather gir¬ 
dle about his loins. Then he faid, It is 
Elijah. 

9 Then the king fcot to him a captain 
with fifty men, who went up to him, (for 
lo he fat on the top of an hill) ; and he 
laid to hirn. The king hath faid, Thou 
man of God, come down, ro But Elijah 
faid, If I be a man of God, fire will come 
down from heaven, anc^confumc thee fit 


thy fifty ; and it was fo. 

11 He fent again alfo to him anotl ei 
captain of fifty with his fitly; who faid 
to him, O man of God, thus faith the 
king. Come down quicldy. 14 But Eli¬ 
jah faid to them, If I be a man of God, 
fire will come down from'heaven, and 
coyfume thee with thy fifty. So the fire 
of God came down from heaven, and 
confirmed him wilh his fifty. 

13 Then he fent again a third captain, 
with his fifty; but he went up, and fell 
on his face before Eljjah, and be fought 
him, faying, O man of God, I pray thtc, 
let my life, and the life of thefe thy fifty 
fervants,-be precious in thy fight. 14 Lo 
fire came down from heaven, and burnt 
up the two former captains with their 
fifties. 15 Then the angel of the Eter¬ 
nal faid to Elijah, Ge down with him ; 
be not afraid of him. So he arofe, and 
went down with him to the king. . 16 
Then he faid to him, Thu* faith the F- 
ternal, As thou hall fent meflengers 10 
enquire at Baal-iebub the god of Ekron, 
is it becaufe there is not a ,God in Ifrael 
to enquire at his word ? theiefore thou 
shalt not come down from that bed, but 
shalt furely die. 

17 So he died, as the Eternal fpake by 
Elijah. And (9) Jehoram reigned in his 
ftcad, in the ftcond year of Jehoram, Je- 
hoshaphat king of Judah’s Ion, becaufe 
he had no fon. rS Now the reft of Aha¬ 
ziah T s adls are written in the Chronicles 
of the kings of Ifrael. 

II.- Elijah afeends to heaven. 

OW when the Eternal would take 
up Elijah to heaven by a whirl, 
wind, Elijah went with Elisha from Gil- 
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gal 2 Then Elijah faul to Elisha, Tar¬ 
ry here I pray thee, for the Eternal hath 
fent me to Beth-eh But E!i>h i laid to 
hh.i, As the Eternal liveth, and as thy 
foal liveth, l will not leave thee. So they 

went down to Beth el. 3 Then the dif- 

ciiiJcs of the prophet* at Bethel came 
forth and laid to Elisha, KuowefHhou 
that the Eternal will take away thy maf- 
tcr from thy Iieud. to-day * And he faid, 
Yea, I know it; hold your peace. 4 
Now Elijah laid lo him, Elisha, tarry 
here I pray thee, lor the Eternal hath 
fent me to Jericho. But he laid. As the 
Eternal liveth, and as thy foul liveth, I 
will not leave thee. So they came to Je- ., 
richo. S Then the funs of the prophets 
at J< richo came to Elilha, and fa id to 
him. Knoweft thou that the Eternal will 
take thy mailer from thy head to-day ? 
And lie anfwertd, Yea, I know it; hold 
your peace. 6 Then Elijah faid to him, 
Tuny, 1 pray thee, here ; for the Eter- 
i.al hath lent me Lo J*idan. But he faid, 
As the Eternal liveth, and as thy foul 
liveth, l will not leave thee. So the two 
went on. 8 Then fifty men of the dif- 
ciples of the prophets went, aad flood to 
view afar off: and the two Hood by Jor¬ 
dan. 8 Then Elijah took his mantle, 8c 
wrapt it together, and Imote the waters, 
nnd they were divided hither and thi¬ 
ther, fo that they two-went over 00 dry 
ground. 

9 Now. having gone over, Elijah faid 
to Elilha, Aik what I (hall do tor thee 
before 1 be taken away fro.n thee. And 
Elilha laid, I pray thee, let a double por¬ 
tion of thy fpirit be upon me. 10 Then 
he Thou hall afked a hard thing; 
yet if tljou fee me taken from thee, it 
llial! be fu to thee ; but if not, it lliall 
not be fo. 11 Now, as they ftill went on 
and talked, behold there appeared a cha¬ 
riot of fire, with horles of fire, and part¬ 
ed them; and Elijah went up by a whirl¬ 
wind into Heaven. 

12 And Elilha faw it, and cried, My 
father, my father 1 thou art as the cha¬ 
riot of Ifrael, and the horfemen thereof; 
ami he faw him no mpre. Then he took 
hold of his own clothes, and rent them 
in two pieces. 13 He to ;k up alfo Eli¬ 
jah’s mantle that fell from him, &t went 
back, and flood by the bank of Jordan: 
14 Then with Elijah's mantle We fmote 
the waters, and laid, Where is the Eter¬ 
nal God of Elijah ? And having alfo : 
fmitten the waters, they partecj hither 
and thither; and Elijah went over. 15 
Now the funs of the prophets who went 
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to view at Jeiicho, having feen him, they 
faid. The fpirit of Elijah re Its on Elilha. 
So they came Lo meer him, a-nJ bowed 
themfrjvcs to the ground be foie him. 16 
Then they faid to hitn, Lo now thers arc 
with thy fcrvanis fifty fl».;ng men, Ifet 
them go, we pray thee, and feek iliy maf¬ 
ter; left, perhaps, the Spirit of the Eter¬ 
nal hath taken him up, and caft him up¬ 
on fome mountain, or into fome valley. 
But he laid, Ye Hi all not fend. 17 But 
having urged him till he was afhamed, he 
faid, Send. They fent, therefore, fifty 
men ; and they fought three days, byt 
found him not. iS So having returned 
to him, (as he tarried at Jericho), he 
faid to them, Did! not fay to you, Go not? 

19 Now the citizens faid to Elilha, Be¬ 
hold, I pray thee, the fituation of this 
city, it is pleafant, as my lord feeth ; but 
the water is bad, and the ground barren. 
10 Then he faid, Bring me a new crule, 
and put {alt therein ; fo they brought it 
to him. 21 Then he went to the fpring 
of the waters, and call the fait therein, 
and laid, Thus faith the Eternal, I have 
healed thclie waters; there shall not be 
from hence any more death 'or barren 
land. 22 So the waters continued to be 
healed, according to the faying/.which 
Elisha fpake. 

23 ‘Then he, went from thence to Beth¬ 
el; and in his going up the way, there 
came foith young men out of the city, 
who mocked him, faying, Go up, thou 
bedhead ; go up, thou baldhead. 24 But 
he turned back, and looking on them, he 
pronounced them vile in the name of the 
Eternal; then there came forth two she- 
bcars out of the wood, and tare farry-two 
of them. 25 Then he went from thence 
to mount Carmel; and from thence he 
returned to Samaria. 

III. fcliflm obtaintth water. 

OW Jchoram, Ahab’s fon, began to 
reign ovcr*Ifrael in Samaria the 
eighteenth year of Jchoshaphat king of 
Judah, and he reigned twelve years. ?. 
And he did evil in the light of the Eter¬ 
nal, but not like his father and mother ; 
for hr put away the image of Baal which 
his father made. 2 Nevertheless he clave 
to Jeroboarfi, Nebat’s Ton's fins, who made 
Il'rael to fin, and for Took them not. 

4 Then Mesha king of Moab being a 
sheep-nmftcr, rendered to the king of If¬ 
rael a hundted thoufand lambs, 6c as many 
rams, with the wool. 5 But when Ahab 
was dead, the king of Moab rebelled. 

6 Then king Jelioram went out of Sa¬ 
maria the fame time, and numbered all 
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Ifrael. 7 And then he fent to Jchosha- 
pbat, faying. The king of Moah hath re¬ 
helled againft nr»e; wilt thou go with me 
againft Moab to battle ? Then he Ibid, 

I will go : lam ns thou ait, asd my peo¬ 
ple and horfes at thy people and thy 
hotfes. 8 But he faid. Which way shall 
w e go ? Then he anfwered, The way 
through the wildernefs of Edom. 9 So 
the kings of Ifrael, Judah, and Edom 
wer.t, and fetched a compafs of (even 
days journey*; b ut there was no water 
for the hod, and the cattle that followed 
them, to Then {he king of Ifrael faid, 
Alas! that.the Eternal hath called tbefe ' 
three kings together, to deliver them in¬ 
to the hand of Moab. 11 But Jehoslia- 
phat faid. Is there not here a prophet of 
the Eternal, that vie may enquire of the 
Eternal by him ? Then one of the king 
of Ifrael’s fer'ants anfwered. Here isEli- 
ftia the fc;n of Shaphat, who poured wa¬ 
ter or the hands of Elijah, fi Then 
Jehoshaphat (aid, The word of the Eter r 
nal is with him. So the kings of Ifrael, 
Judah, and Edom, went down to him. 
i2 Then Elisha faid to the king of Ifrael, 
\Vhat have I to do with thee y go to thy 
father’d prophets, and thy mother’s pro- 
phets.-But he faid to him. Nay ; for the 
Ete^ral hath called thefe three kings to¬ 
gether, to deliver them into the hand of 
Moab. 14 Then Elisha faid, As. the E- 
ternal God of hofts liveth, hefore whom 
Tftand, furely were it nof that I regard 
the prefence of Jehoshaphat king of Ju¬ 
dah, I would not look toward thee, nor 
fee thee. 15 But now bring me a pfal- 
mift, to prntfe the Eternal. And when 
the pfalmift praifed, the hand of the E- 
ternal came upon him. 16 Then he faid. 
Thus faith the Eternal, Make this val¬ 
ley full of ditches; 17 For thus faith the 
Eternal, Ye shall not fee wind nor rain, 
yet that valley shall be filled with water, 
that both ye, and youi*cattle, and beads, 
raaydrir.lv, 18 And this is but a light 
thing before the Eternal; he will deli¬ 
ver the Moabites alfo into your hand. 
19 And ye shall finite every fenced city, 
and’every choice city, and fell every good 
tree, ,and ftop all wells of water, and mar 
every good piece of land with (tones, 
ao Now in the morning, when the meat- 
offering was offered, lo there came water 
by the way of Edom, and the country 
was filled with it. 

41 Now all the moabites hearing that 
the kings were come to fight againft 
them, they gathered all that were able 
to put on armour, and upward, and ftood 
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in the border, it So they rofc early in 
the morning, and the fun shone on the 
water, which the Moabites faw on the o- 
ther fide as red as blood. 13 Then they 
faid, This is blood ; the kings are furely 
(lain. they have (mitten one another j now 
therefore, Moah, to the fpoil. 14 So 
having come to the camp of Ifrael, the 
Ifraelitcs rofe and froote them, fo that 
tluiy tied before them ; and they went 
forward firming them, even in their 
country. 25 They beat down alfo the 
cities, and on every good piec,e of land 
every man cart a ftone, and filled it; and 
they (topped all the wells of water, and 
felled all the good trees: only in Kir-ha- 
refeth they left the (tones; liowbeit, the 
(lingers went about it, and (mote it. 

' 26 Now the king of Moab feeing the 
battle was too lore for him, he tool; wit It 
him (even hundred fword-men, to break 
thro* even to the king of Edom; but they 
could not. 27 Then he took his eldeft 
(on, .that should have reigned in his dead, 
and offered him for a burnt-offering on 
the wall. And there was great indigna¬ 
tion. againft IfraeL. So Ifrael departed 
(rom him, &. returned to their own land. 
IV. Elijbak raifeih the dead* 

OW a wife of one of the difciples of- 
tfie prophets cried to El iff. a, faying. 
Thy fervant my hufband is dead; &. thou 
knoweft that he feared the Eternal: and 
the creditor is come to take my two fons 
to be bondmen, i Then Elifha faid to 
her. What (hall I do for thee ? tell me 
what thou haft in thy houfe. And (lie 
faid, Thipe handmaid hath nothing, fave 
a pot of oil. 3 Then he faid. Go, borrow 
many empty vcflvls of all. thy neigh¬ 
bours. ’ 4 And having come in, thou 
flralt (hut the doer upon theo add thy fons, 
;md pour out into all thofc veffels, and fet 
afide what is lull. 

5 So (lie went from him, and Unit the 
door upon her and her Ions, who brought 
the veffels to her; and (lie poured out. 
6 Now when the veffels were full, die 
fak) to,her fon, Bring me yet a voffel. 
But he faid to her, There is not a veflel 
more. So the oil ftayetl. 7 Then (lie 
came and told the man of God ; and he 
faid, Go, fell the oil, and pay thy debt, 
and live thou with thy children on the 
reft. • H 

8 Now on a certain day, Elifha paffed 
to Shunem, where was a great woman, 
who cotiftrained him to eat bread. And, 
as oft as he pafled-by, he turned in thU 
ther to eat. 9 Then flie faid to her hnf- 
band, Lo, now, I perceive that this is ad 
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holy man of God, whopiffeth by usxon- 
tinually. 10 Let usnisike a little cnam- 
biT, I pray thee, on the wall; and fet for 
him there a bed, und a table, and a ftool, 
and a camlleflick; and, when he cometh 
to ui, he fl)all turn in thither. 

ii Now on a certain da) lie catne thi¬ 
ther, and turned into the chamber, and 
lay there. 

ra Then he faid to Cehazi his fervant, 
Call this Shunamitefs. And, having 
called her, Hie flood he rode him. 13 He 
laid alio to him, Say now to her,Lo, thou 
haft bellowed on us all this care; what is 
to be done for thee 9 wouldest thou be 
ipnlren for to the king', or to the captain 
of the host? But flie aufwered, [ dwell a- 
mong mine own people. 14 But he faid, 
What then is to be done for thee ? Then 
Cehazi aufwered, Verily flie hath no 
child, and her hufband is old. 15 Then 
he faid, Call her- And when he called 
her, Hie stood in the door. 16 Then he 
faid. About this fcafon next year, thou 
(halt embrace a fon. But flic faid, Nay, 
my lord, thou man of God, do not lie to 
thine handmaid. 

17 Then the woman conceived, and 
bare a fon at the feafon Eliflia mention¬ 
ed, though old. 

lS And wl^cn the child was grown, 
on a certain day, be went out to hi* fa¬ 
ther to the reapers. 19 And faid to hi* 
father. My head, my head. Then he faid 
to a lad, Carry him to his mother. 10 
And when he had brought him to his mo- 
ther, he lat on her knees till noon, and 
then died. 21 So (lie went, and laid 
him oo the bed of the man of God, and 
llmt the door on him, and went out. 

2 i Im n (he called to her hufband, 
faying, Send me, l|’>Tuy thee, one of the 
young men, and one of the idles, that I' 
may fun to the man of God, and cpme 
again. 23 But lie* laid, Wherefore wilt 
thou go to him to-day? it is neither new- 
inoon nor fahhath. But Ihe anfwered, It 
fhall be well. 24 Then (lie faddled an afs, 
;md laid to her fervant. Drive, mid go for¬ 
ward; flack not thy riding for me, except 
I bid thec. 

25 So (he went, and came to the man 
of God io mount Carmel, Now the men 
of God feeing her afar off, he faid to -his 
fervant. Behold, yonder is the Slniuam- 
mitels 26 Run now, I pray thee, to 
meet her ; and f*y to her, Is ii w-ell with 
thee ? is it well with thy lmfband f is it 
w ell with the child ^ And flit unlive ted 
It is well. ’ 

27 Now having come to the man of 
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God at the hill, fhe caught him by the 
feet; but Gehazi came near to thrust her 
away. But the man of God faid, Let her 
alone; for her foul is vexed within her, 
and the Elerpal hath hid it from me, and 
not told me. ^ 

2S Then she faid, Did I deflre a fon 
of my lord ? Did I not fay, Do not de¬ 
ceive me ? , 

29 Then he faid to Gehazi, Gird up 
thy loins, aad take my staff in thine 
hand, and go away ; if thou meet any 
man, fftlutc him not; and if any lalute 
thee, anfwer him not again ; and lay my 
staff on the child's face. 

30 Then the mother of the child faid. 
As the Eternal liveth, and as thy foul 
liveth, I will not leave thee. Then he 
arofe, and followed her. 31 But Gehazi 
palled on before them, and laid the staff 
on the child’s face; but there being neither 
voice nor attention ; therefore he went 
again to meet him, anti told him, faying, 
Th* child is riot awaked. 

31 Now Elisha having come into th» 
houfe, Jo, the child being dead, and laity 
upon his bed.

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he anfwered, Fear not; for they that are 
with us are more lhan they that are with 
them, 17 Then Eliflia prayed, faying, 
O Eternal, I pray thee, open his eyes to 
fee. So the Eternal opened the young 
man's eyes ; and he faw the mountain 
full of hprfcs and chariots of lire around 
Eliflia. 

18 Now as the Syrians came to Eliflia, 
he prayed to the Eternal, faying. Smite 
this people, I pray thee, with blindnefs.

6 For the 
EternaF made the ho ft hear a node of cha-' 
ripts and horfes as of a great hoft; fo 
they faid one to another, Lo, the king of 
Ifrael hath hired the kings of the Hittites 
and of the Egyptians to come upon us. 7

4 But in the feventh year Jehoiada 
fent for the lulers over hundreds, with 
the captains and the guard, to the Eter¬ 
nals houfe, and made a covenant with 
them by an oath there, shewing them 
the king’s fon. 5 Then he commanded 
them thus: A third part of you coming 
in on the Sabbath shall keep the watch 
of the king’s houfe ; 6 Another shall be 
nt the galfe of Sur; another at that 
behind the guard ; fo stall ye keep the 
charge of the houfe, that it be not bro¬ 
ke^ down: 7 And two parts of you all 
that go forth on the Sabbath, shall keep 
the watch of the Eternal’s houfe for the 
kipg.

9 Now 
the captains over the hundreds di(L all 
that Jehoiada tHe pried commanded £for 
each took his men tl^t came in on the 
Sabbath, with them that went out on it, 
and-came to him. -io Now to the cap¬ 
tains over hundreds, the priclt gave king 
David’* l'pears 'and shields that”wcrein 
the temple. 1 r The guard (rood alfo 
each with his weapons in his hand about 
the /king, from the right corner of the 
temple to the left, at the altar and the 
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temple. -11 Then he brought forth the 
king's fun, and put the down on his 
head, and gfeve him the ffftimony.

17 Then Jehoiada the prieft made a co¬ 
venant between the Etefnal and the king 
and ' the people,, that they Ihould te th<t 
Eternal’s people ;> and between- the king 
alfo and the people. 18 Then all the 
people of the.land went to Baal’s houfe, 
and brake it down ; as alfo his altars and 
his images, and, (lew Mattan, EaalV 
prieft, before the altars : then the prieft 
appointed officers over the houfe of the 
Eternal. 19 And lie took the rulers over 
hundreds, and the captains, and the guard, 
and all the people of the land ; and they 
brought down the king from the Eternal’s 
houfe; and he fat on the throne of the 
kings- 20 Then all the people of the 
land rejoiced*, and the city was in quiet, 
when Athaliah was (lain with the (word 
at the king’s houfe.

N tfle feventh year of Jehu Jehoalft 
began to reign, and forty years he 
reigned in Jerufaleiti ; and his mother's 
name' was Zibiah of Beerflieba. - a And 
he did what was right before the Eternal 
all the* days of Jehoiada the prieft, who>- 
inftru.dled him. 3 Brit the high places- 
were-not taken away; the people ftill ! 
facrificed and burnt incCnfe thereon. 

4 Then Jehoafii laid to the priefls; All 
the money of coufeciated things that is 
brought into the houfe uf the Eternal ; 
that of vows, Qaphatfon money, and all 
that it tomes into* any man’s heart freely 1 
to bring into the houfe of the Eternal* 
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5 Let the priefls take it of their acquain¬ 
tances, anti Kpnir the bleaches of the 
houfe, wherever any flia'l be found, 6 
But even in the twenty-third year of Je- 
IhmIH the priefls had not repairerthefe 
breaches. 7 Then Jrhoafh called for Jc- 
hoiada and the other priefls* and faid to 
them. Why repair ye not tjie breaches of 
The houfe ? Now, therefore, receive no 
more money of your acquaintance, but 
deliver it for the breaches of thejioufe. 
8 The priefls confented to receive no 
more money of the people, neither to re¬ 
pair the breaches of the houfe. 

9 But Jehofada the prieft bored a hole in 
the lid of a chcfl, and let it op the right 
fide of the altar, as one enters the houfe; 
and the priefls that kept the door put 
therein ail the money {hat was brought 
into the temple. ia And feeing much 
money in the chert, the king’s feribe and 
thejugh-priefl came, and pot it in bags, 
and counted the money that jvas found 
io the tempted n Then they gaye the 
money, being told. Into the hands of the 
workers and overfeers; and they gave it 
to tfc carpenters and builders that 
wrought on the houfe. 12 And to ma- 
fons, and hewers of done, and to buy 
timber and hewed ftone, to repail the 
breaches, and for all the expences of re¬ 
pairing it. 13 But there were not trade 
bowls of filver, Inuftcrs, batons, trumpets, 
■of any veil'd* of gold, or of filver, of 
the mcne) that was brought. 14 But 
they gave it to the workmen, and repair¬ 
ed therewith the houfe. 15 Nor reckon¬ 
ed they with the men to whom th^y de¬ 
livered the! money tu lie bellowed on 
wink men, fur they dealt faithfully. itf 
The trefpafs money and fin-oll’tring mo¬ 
ney was not brought into the houfe ; it 
was the prints.

N the twenty-third year of Joasb, A- 
haziali’s fon, king of Judah, Jehoa- 
haz, (11) Jehu’3 fon, began to reign over 
Ifrael in Samaria, and he reigned feven- 
teen years. % And he did evil before the 
Eternal, following the flna of Jeroboam, 
Neb&t’s fon, who made Ifrael to fin. 

3 So the angfr of the. Eternal was 
kindled againft Ifrael, and he delivered 
them into the hand of Iiazacl king of 
Syria, and of Ben-hadad hie fon, all their 
days. 4 Then Jehoahaz befought the 
ternal, and he hearkened to him, feeing 
the oppreffion of Ifrael by the king of 
Syria. 5 Now the Eternal gave IlYael a 
faviour, that brought them from undef 
the hand of the Syrians; and they dwelt 
in their tents as before. 6 Yet they de* 
parted not from the fins of Jeroboam 
houfe, who nude Ifrael fln; and the 
grove remained alfo in Samaria. 7 And 
he left no people to Jchoaluz, but fifty 
horfemcn, and tert chariots, and ten thou- 
find footmen ; for he deftroyed them, .fit 
made them like the dull by thre(hin*f. 
8 Now the reft of Jehu.ihaz’s adls, and 
his might, are written in the Chronicles 
of ihe kings of Ifrael. 9 So Jehoahaz 
flcpt with his fathers, being buried in Sa¬ 
maria, and (12) Joafluilis fon reigned in 
his dead.

N the fecond year ,pf Joash ion of Je- 
hoahaz king of Ifrael, reigned (i t)

He was twenty-five years old when he 
began to icign, aod reigr.ed twenty.nine 
years in Jerufalem, and his mother’s 
name was, Jehoaddan of Jcrufalem. 3 
He did what was right before tire Eter¬ 
nal, yet not like David his father; but 
he did all things as joash his father did. 
4 Yet rise high places were not taken a- 
way, as the people- facrifiecd and burnt 
incenfe thereon. 

5 When the kingdom was confirmed in 
his Ivarjj, he flew his fervarts who flew 
the k irp his father. 6 .But the murder¬ 
ers children bp flew not, as it is v. 1 it ten 
in the Jaw of Mo fits, wherein the Eter¬ 
nal commanded, faying, The fathers shall 
uoi be put to death for the children, nor 
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the children for the fathers; but every 
man shall dif for his own iin. 7 He ijew 
of Edom in the valley of fait ten thou- 
fd'ml, and .took the fort by war, and cal¬ 
led it Obedience to Oos!, to this day. 

8 Then Amaziah fent mclVengers to 
Jehoash king of Ifrael, faying. Come let 
us look one another in the face. 9 But 
Jehoash fent to him, faying, The thiflle 
in Lebanon fent to the cedar' there, fay¬ 
ing, Give thy daughter to my fon to wife ; 
but a wild bead palled by, and uqjIc 
down the thiftle. 10 Thou halj indeed 
fmitten Edom, and lliine heart is lifted 
up: Glory of this, and tarry at home; 
for why shouldell thou meddle to thjjne 
hurt, that thou fall,- and Judah with 
thee ? 11 Eut Amaziah would not hear¬ 
ken ; therefore Jehoash went up, and 
they looked one Another in thq lace at 
Beth-shemesh of Judah. 12 Then Ju¬ 
dah was fmitten before Ifrael, and fled 
each to their tents. 13 Then Jehoash 
king of Ifrael took Amaziah king of J*£ 
dah, and came to Jerufalem, and brake 
down the wall, from the gate of Ephraim 
to the corner gate, four hundred cubits. 
14'He took a‘fu all the,gold and filver, 
and all the veflels found in the Eternal’s 
houfe, and in the treafures of the king’s 
houfe, and hofljigcs, and returned to Sa¬ 
maria. ■ 

15 Now the reft cf the a<fls of Jehoash, 
and his might, are written in the Chro¬ 
nicles of the kipgsof IlVael. 16 And Je¬ 
hoash flept with his fathers, and was bu¬ 
ried in Satnariah fc with the kings of If¬ 
rael ; arid Jeroboam his fon reigned in 
his llead. 

17 And Amaziah king of Judah lived 
after the death of Jehoash king cf Ifrael 
fifteen years. 18 Now the reft of the 
a<fts of Amaziah are written in the Chro¬ 
nicles of the kings o! Judah 19 Now 
they corfpired againft him in Jerufalem, 
and he fled to Lachish ; but they fent 
after him, and flew him there. 10 And 
brought him on holies, and buried huu 
at Jerufalem with his fathers in the city 
of David. 

21 "then a’l the people of Jndah took 
(12 ) Azarian (who was fixteen years 
old), and inVle hjm^kmg inftead of his 
father. 22 He built Elaih, and leflorcd 
it to Jndah ; after' that te flept *i'h his 
tethers. 

23 in il.e fifteenth year of Amaziah, 
king of Judah, Jeroboam the fon of Jo^fli 
king of Ifrai-i began to reign in Samaria, 
and reigned forty-one years. 24 But he 
did evih-bciuie ti e Eternal, following all 
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the fin< of Jeroboam, Nebat's fun, who 
made Ifrael fin. 15 He reftored the coaft 
of Ifrael, from the entering of Hamath 
to the dead fea of the pl«fin, as the Eter¬ 
nal God of Ifrael fpake by his fervant Jo- 
rali the fon of Amittai, the prophet of 
fJath-hephcr. 26 Tor the Eternal Uw 
the afflirtion of Ifrael was very bitter; 
there being none fbut up, nor any left, 
cor any helper for Ifrael. 17 And the 
Eternal fpake not to blot out the name of 
Ifrael from under heaven ; but he faved 
them by Jeroboam the fun of Joafli. 

28 Now the reft of Jeroboam’s arts, 
and all that he did, ami his might, how 
he warred, and how he recoyered Da- 
rnafeus, and Hamath of Judah, for I frail, 
are written in the Chronicles of the kings 
of Ifrael. 2y Now Jeroboam flept with 
his fathers the kings of Ifrael, and (14) 
Zachariah his fon reigned in his (lead, 
after eleven years inter reign. 

XV. Amr tub's good reign . 

N the twenty-lVventh year of Jero¬ 
boam king of Ifrad’s co-reign, began 
(12) Azaviah Ibn of Amaziali king of Ju- 
dali to reign. 2 Sixteen years old was 
he when he began to reign, and he reign¬ 
ed fifty-two years in Jerufalcrii ; and his 
mother's name was Jccholiafi of Jrtufa- 
Jem. 3 Aod he did right before the E- 
rrrnal, like to all his father had done. 
4 But the high places Were not removed; 
Lhe people facriflctfd and burnt inconle 
Hill on them. 

5 Now the Eternal fmote the king 
with the leprofy to the day of his death, 
lie dwelt in a feparate houfe, and Jo-- 
tliam hU Ton was uVcr the houf«. judging 
the people of the land. 6 Now the reft 
ul Azaiiali’s arts, and all he did, are 
written in" the Chronicles of the kingiof 
Judah. 7 So'Aznriah llept with his fa¬ 
thers, and w;',s buried with them in Lbe 
city of David; (rj) And Jotham his 
fon reigned in his Head. 

B In the thirt y-eighth year of Azariah 
king of Judah, did Zachariah, Jeroboam's 
fon, reign over Ifrael in Samaria fix 
months, p But he did evil'before the £- 
tcrnal as his father did ; he followed the 
fins of Jeroboam, Ncbat’s fon, who made 
Ilraei to fin. 10 So (1-5) Shalbim. fon 
of Jabelh, confpired againft him, and flew 
hint before the people, and reigned in his 
ftead. 11 Now the reft of Zachaiiah's 
arts are written in the Chronicles of the 
kings of Ifrael. 12 Thus the Eternal 
fpake to Jehu, faying, Thy fons 111 all lit 
on the throne of Ilraei to the fourth ire- 
• N/ii 


neration, and fo it was. 

13 Shallum fon of J.ibefh bewail to 
reign in the thirty-ninth yea/ of Uzzikh 
king of Judah, and reigned a full month 
in Samaria. 14 For (16) Mcnaheiti, 
Gad's fon, went up from Tirzah to Sa¬ 
maria, and flew Shallura in Samaria, afid 
reigned in his Head. 15 Now the reft of 
Shallum’s arts, and his cotifpiracy, arc 
written in the Chronicles of the kings of 
Ifrael. 

16 Tlien Menahem fmbte Tiphfali, fio 
all therein, and die roafts thereof fiorn 
Tlrzih, becaufe they opened not to him ; 
at;d all lhe pregnant women therein lie 
ripped up. 17 In the thirty-ninth year 
of Azariah king of Judah, began Mena- 
htm to reign over Ilraei, and reigned ten 
years in Samaria. jS And he did evil 
before the Eternal: he followed all his* 
day-j the fins of Jeroboam, Ncbat’s fon, 
who made Ifrael to fin. 19 Now Pul 
king of Aflyria name againft the land; 
and Menahem gave Pul a thoufand ta¬ 
lents of lilvefr to confirm the kingdom in 
his hand. 20 And Menahem exarted 
the money of all the very wealthy men, 
of each man fifty fhekelsof ftlVer, to give 
to th.* king of Aflyria; To he returned 
and flayed not in the land. 

2i Now the reft of Monahem’s arts, 
and all that he did, are written in the 
Chronicles of the king’s of, Ifrael. «2 
Now Menahem flept with his fathers, fit 
(17) Pck;ih»ah Ids fon reigned in his ftead. 

23 In the fiftieth year ofAzapiah king 
of Judah, Pek&hiali bega-i to reign over 
Ifrael in Samaria, and reigned t Wo years. 
24 And be did evil before, the Eternal, 
following the fins of Je/oUoauv, Ncbat’s 
fon, who -made Ifrael to fin. *25 But Pe- 
kali, Remaliah's fon, pne of his captains^ 
confpired againft and fmote him iif 
the palace of the king’s houfe, with Ar- 
gob and Arioh, and fifty men of Gilead, 
and killed him, and reigned in lus room. 
16 Now the reft of Ptkai.th's arts, and 
all that he did, lo they aie written in the 
Chronicles of.,the kings of Ifrael. 

17 In the fifty-fecoiul year of the reign 
of Azariah king of Judah, (tS) Pekwh 
'began to reign over Ifrael iu Samaria, Sc 
reigned tweuty years. 2S And he cficl 
evil before the Eternal following the ltm 
of Jeroboam, Nebat’s fon, who made Il¬ 
iad to fin. 29 In Pekall's days came 
'Tiglhth-pilefer king of Aflyria, and tbbk 
Ijon, and Abel-bcth-maachaH, and Ju- 
noath, and Kcdelh, and HazoVJ and Gi¬ 
lead, and Galilee, all the land of N.iph- 
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tali, and carried the people captive to Af- 
fyria. 1 

* 3 ° A n ^ ( r p) Hofliea, Elfch’s fort, c®n- 
fpired againft Pt'kaH. and flew him, and 
reigned in liis* 1 iVad, in the twentieth 
year of Jotliam. Uzziah’s foil. 31 Now 
the reft of ^ekah’s^ aitfs, and all that he 
did, lo they are written in the Chronicles 
of the kings of Ilrael. 

3a In the fccond year of Pekah king 
of Ifrael, began Jotham, Uzziah’s fon, to 
reign in Judah. 33 Twenty-five years 
old was he when he began to reign, and 
he leigned fix teen years in Jerufalem ; 
^nd his mother’s name was Jerufli?, the 
daughter of Zadok. 34 And he did right 
before the Eternal, after all that his fa¬ 
ther Uzz’uh did, 

• 3^ Yet the high places were not re¬ 
moved''; the people facrificed and burnt 
inceafe ftill thereon. He built the high¬ 
er gate of the Eternal’s houfe. 

Now tht reft of [orham’s aifts, and 
that h« did, dre written in the Chro¬ 
nicles df thd lt^h^s of Judah. 37 (lit 
tftbfe days file Eternal began to fend a- 
guinfl; Judah Rezin king of Syria, and 
Pekah, RemalLh’s fon). 38 N;w Jo- 
tham- flept' with his fathers, being bu¬ 
ried with them in the city of David ; 6 l 
( 14) Ahaz his fon reigned in his field. 
XVI. Thi nJuitked reign of Aba 2. 

N the feventeenth year of Pekah, Re- 
maliah’s fon, Ahaz, Jotliam’s fon, 
began to reijn J over Judah, a Twenty 
years old was Ahsz’ when he began to 
reigh, and reigned fixteen years in Jeru- 
’ falem, and did not right before the Eter¬ 
nal his God like David his father. 3 But 
did like the kings of Ifrael} yea, and 
made his Tons to pais through the fire, ac¬ 
cording to the abominations of the hea¬ 
then,, whom the Eternal caft out before 
the Ifraelites. 

‘ 4 And he facrificed and burnt incenfe 
on the high places, and the hills, and un- 
•iier every green tree. 

5 Then Rezin king of Syria, and Pe¬ 
kah king of Tfrael, came up to Jerufalem 
to war, and befieged Ahaz, but could not 
overcome him. 6 At that time Rezin- 
recovered Elath to'Syria, and drove the 
-Jews from it; fo the Syrians came to E- 
iath, and dwelt there to this day. 

7 So Ahaz fent meflengers to Tiglath- 
pilefer king of Afiyria, faying, I am thy 
fervant and thy fon; come up, and fave 
me from the king of Syria, and.the king 
of Ifrael, who rife up again ft Die. 8 Now 
Ahaz took the filvCr and gold found'in 
the-Eternal’a houfe, and in the treafurei 
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of the king’s houfe, and fent it for a pre- 
fent to the king of Afiyria. 9 So he 
hearkened to him, and went up againft 
Dareafcu*, end took it, and carried the 
people captive to Kir, and flew Rezin. 

10 Then king Alu'z went to Damafcus 
to meet Tiglath-pilcfer, and faw an altar 
there; and he lent to Urijah the pricll 
its form, and the pattern of its whole 
ftrutfture. 11 And U’ijah built an alt. r 
accordingly againft king Ahaz came from 
Damafci^s. iz Now when he come, lie 
faw the altar; and he approached it, ar 1 
offered thereon. 13 And lie burnt liis 
buint-oflering and his peace-offering, 
poured his drink-offering, and fprinklnl 
the blood oF his peace-offerings thereon. 

14 He brought alio the brazen altar, 
which was before the heufe of the Eter¬ 
nal, from the front of the houfe, fioui 
between his altar and the Eternal’s houfe, 
and put it on the north fide of his altar. 

15 Then he commanded Urijah to burn 
the morning burn:-iffciing upon the 
great altar, and the e\eiing meat-offer¬ 
ing, and the king’s burnt-facrifice, and 
his meat-offering, with the burnt-facri¬ 
fice of all the people of the land, and 
their drink offciings; and fprinkle on it 
all the blood of the burnt-offering, and 
of the lacrifice; and the brazen altar 
(hall b’e for m^ to tnqu.re by. 16 So U- 
rijaJi the piicft did all that king Al.zt 
commanded. 

17 And Ahaz cut off the borders of 
the bales, and removed the laver from off 
them; and totik down the fea from olV 
the brazen oxen that were under it, and 
put it upon a pavement of ft ones; iS 
And the covert for the Sabbath, built by 
the houfe, and the king’s entry without, 
turned he away from rhe Eternal’s houfe, 
for conformity to the king of Aflyria. 

19 Now the reft of Ahaz’s a<£ls are 
written in the Chronicles of the kings of 
Judah- 20 And Ahaz flept with his fa¬ 
thers, being buried with them in the ci¬ 
ty ui David; and (15) II( zckiah his Ion 
reigned in Ys ftead. 

XVIC. Samaria, for their Jins, is cap- 
tivoted. 

N the twelfth year of Ahaz king of 
Judah, begim Holhta, Elah’s fon, to 
reign over Ifrael in Samaria nine yean. 
2 And he did evil before the Eternal, but 
not as the kings of Ifrael before him. 

3 5 ha 1 id anti'er king of Afiyria came a- 
gainft him, and Hofliea became his fer- 
vant, and gave him prefents. 4 But the 
king of Afiyria found confpiracy in Ho- 
flicaj f^r he feormeffengers to So king 
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of Egypt, an l brought no more pfefrnts 
to the king of A fly rift, as formerly year¬ 
ly ; therefore the king of AfTyria fluit 
him up, and bound him in prifon. 1 
5 Then he came ihrbugh all the land, 
ai d went to Samaria, and bcfiegeH ii 
three years. 6 In the ninth year of Ho- 
fhea he took Samaria, and carried Ifrael 
away into Aflyrin, and placed them in 
Halah, and in H *bor by the river of Go- 
z;\n, and in the cities of the Medes. 7 
Fur the Ifraulitcs had finned againft the 
Eternal their God, who brought them 
from Egypt, from the yoke of Pharnab, 
and had feared other Gods. 8 And did 
like the heathen, whom the Eternal caft 
out before the Ifraelites, and like thofe 
made by the kings of Ifrael.. 9 For the 
Ifraelrcs did fecretly things not right be¬ 
fore the Eternal their God; they built 
high places in all their cities, Irom the 
tower of the watchmen to the fenced 
city. 10 And they fet up images and 
groves on every high hill, ami under eve¬ 
ry green tiee : 11 And they burnt in- 

cenfe on all the high places, like the hea¬ 
then, whom the Eternal carried away 
before them; and did wickedly to pro¬ 
voke him to anger. 12 For they fei*7cd 
idols which he forbade them. 13 Yet 
he te'fti fieri againft Ifrael and Judah, by 
nil the prophets, laying. Turn from your 
evil \v:iy9, and kjt-p my commandments 
and ftatutes, even all the law I com¬ 
manded your fathers, which l.fenttoyou 
by my fervants the prophets. 14 Yet 
they would not hearken, but hardened 
their necks like their lathers, and obey, 
ed lint the Eternal their God 15 For 
they rejected his ftatutes, and his cove¬ 
nant th.it be made, with their fathers, At 
Ins teflimonies which he teflified againft 
them ; and followed vanity, and became 
vain, going alter the heathen idqjs round 
about them, though the Eternal charged 
them not to do like them. 16 For they 
left ad the commandments of the Eter¬ 
nal their Go;!, Bnij made multen images, 

1 wo calves, and a grove, and wonbipp-d 
al! the holt of heaven/and fetved Baa). 
17 And they caufed their Ions and daugSi- 
!f ii to paTs through the fire; and ufed

tliemiOives io do evil before the Eternal 
id provoke him to „ngcr. 18 Therefore 
the Eternal was voiy a«si^ with Jlrafil, 
nd temov *41 them ou| of hi> ^ pidv 
toe trbe of Judah remained, 19 Judah 
a u> kept not .the cum mantis gf the Eter- 
n ii the r God, bi t nid like IlraeF 
Ji.viifu.e the Bfcriul rejected all' the 
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progeny qf Ifrael, and afflidlcd them, and. 
delivered them to the fpoilers, until he 
had caft them out of hisfigN ai For 
he rent Ifrael from the houfe of David ; 
and ,they made Jeroboam, Npba.t’s fop, 
king, who drave Ifrael from following 
the Eternal, making them (hit a,great fin, 
22 For the Ifraelites followed all Jero¬ 
boam's fins, 23 Till the Eternal removed 
them from his fight, as he faid by.all his 
fervants the prophets. So Ifrael was car¬ 
ried away out of their own land to Afly- 
ria to this day. 

24 Then the king of AfTyria brought 
men fiom Babylon, and Culhatli, and A- 
vft, and Hamath, and Sepliarvaim, and 
placed them m the cities ofSanmia, in- 
ilead of the Ifraelites; and they polTef- 
fed Samaria, and dwelt in its, cities. 25 
Now at the beginning pf their dwelling 
tlicre, they feared not the Eternal; there¬ 
fore the Eternal fent lions,among;them, 
which flew fome of them. , 26 There¬ 
fore they faid tp the king of AfTyfia, the 
nations which thou haft removed and 
placed in Samarja, know not the man¬ 
ners of il.» God qf the land; therefore 
he hath fent lions an>png them, and lo 
they flay them. 27 Then the king of 
AfTyria commanded to carry thither one 
of the prlefts brought from thepce, to 
dwell there, and teach them the manner 
of the God of the land, a,8 Then oije 
of them came and dwelt in Beth-cl, arid 
taught them how to fear And ferve tfic 
Eternal. 29 Yet &very nation made god* 
of their own in afl their cities, and put 
them in the houfes of the hjgh places 
which the Samaritans mailt. 30 For the 
Babylonians made Succo$h-bcnoth, and 
the Cuthites made Nergal,, and the Ha- 
tnathites made Afhima, 31 And tbe Ar 
vites made Nibhaz and Taruk, and the 
Scpharvites burnt their children in fire 
to Adrammelcch apd Anammelech, the 
gods c:f Sepliarvaim. 32 So they feared 
the Eternal, and made to themfelves 
priefts of the luwfll of them, for the 
b*mlr*s of the high places, Who f.o.i rficed 
for them therein. 33 I hey fcare.t the 
Eternal, and icrvrd their own gods like 
*h“ nations who can. d them away from 
thence. 34 To I his clay they do alter, the 
former maimers; they fear not the Eter¬ 
nal alone, neither do thpy after the-fta¬ 
tutes, nor the ordinandi, oi\thela<y and 
comma ml qienjs which t^e Eternal rqm- 
1 he, child rep pf Jacob,, jajfr<yn : l)e 
oaoieil Itigcl;. 3^ With whom the 
ns'.l f had made, a covenant, and charged 
> their ? '‘ i y*ng, ■ Yc fiiiil uat tsta other 
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pods, nor bow yourfelv$s to them, nor 
ferve them, nor facrifice to them : 3d But 
the Etcttial, 'who brought you from E- 
gypt with great power displayed, him 
fhall ye fear, and ftiall ye worlhtp, &nd to 
him lliall yte facrifice. 3) But the fta- 
tutes and ordinances, and the law and 
commands which he wrote for you, ye 
fliall obferve for ever, and not fear other 
gods. 38 And the covenant I made with 
yoii ye fhaM not forget; nor fear other 
gods, 3p But the Eternal your God fliall 
ye fear, and he fliall deliver you from all 
yonr enemies; 40 Howbeit they heark¬ 
ened not, but did'after their former man¬ 
ner. 41 So thefe nations feared th<;E- 
terhpi, and .ferved their graven images ; 
and then- offspring have ftill done fo. 

XVm. Hcxekiab's good rtign. 

N OW in the third year of Holhca fon 
of Elah king of Ifrael, He^ekiah 
fon of Aliaz king of Judah began to 
reign, 2 Twenty-five years old was ho 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
twenty-nine years in Jerufalem ; his mo*, 
therms name allb Was Abi, the daughter 
of Zdchlfiah. 3 And he did light he- 
Xofq the Eternal, according to all that 
David his father did. 

4 He removed the high places, and 
brake - the -linages, and cot ddwn the 
groves, and brake in pieces the biazen 
ferpetit that IWofe* made ; for till thofe 
days the Israelites burnt incenfe to it; fit. 
lie called it a piece of brafs. 5 He ttuft- 
od'in the Eternal God of Tfrael; fo that 
after him there was none like him among 
all the kings of Judah, n(>r any before 
him. ! 6 For he >clave to the Eternal, fit 
departed not from following him, but 
kept his commandments which he com¬ 
manded Mofcs. 7 And the Eternal was 
with liihn wherever he went; and he re¬ 
belled agAinfl the king of Aflyria, and 
fervfed him not. • 8 He fmote the Philif- 
tines, even unto Gaza, and its borders, 
from the tower of the wntchmen to the 
fenedd city. 

9 Now in the fouith year of king He¬ 
zekiah, which was the feventh year of 
libflica fon of Ehh king of Ifrael, Shal- 
xnanefei. king of Aflyivi came up agaiull 
Samarii, and tlefieged it. 10 And at the 
end of'three .years they took it; in the 
lixth year of IT-zrkiah (which was the 
ninth of Hofbea king of Ifrael) Samaria 
was taken. 11 Thus the king of Aflyria 
carried away Ifrael into Aflyria, a&d-prtt 
thehn in Halath and Hiber'jy the river 
Gozan, and in the cities of the Medes: 
irBeCflufc Lhcy ob-yed not the xoicc of 
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the Eternal their God, but tranfgreffed 
his covenant, and nil that Mofes his fer- 
vartt commanded, and would not hear dor 
do it. - 

13-Now,in the fourteenth year of He¬ 
zekiah Serrnacharib kingof Aflyria eftme 
up ag&irrft all the fenced cities of Judah, 
and took them. 14 Then Hezekiah king 
of Judah fent to the king of Aflyria at 
Lstcbifli, faying, I have offended ; return 
from me ; whot thou potted on me will 
I bean Then the king of Aflyria ap¬ 
pointed to Hezekiah king of Judah three 
hundred talents of filver, and thirty ta¬ 
lents of gokl. 15 So Hezekiah gave him 
all the filver that was found in the houfr 
of the Eternal, and in the treafures of 
the king's houfe. 16 At that time He¬ 
zekiah cut off the gold from the doors of 
the temple, and from the pillars which 
he had overlaid, and gave it to the king 
of Aflyfia. 

17 Now the king of Aflyria f«mt Tar¬ 
tan, and Kabfaris, and Rab-fliakeh, from 
Lachifh, to king Hezekiah, with a great 
hoft againft JetufalCm - t and they went 
up to Jerufalem, And when they were 
come, they flood by the conduit of the 
upper fiihing-pond, in the high-way of 
the fullers field. 18 And when they had 
called to the king, there came oot to 
them Eliakim, Hiikiah’s fon, the toward 
of the houfe, and Shebna the feribr, and 
Joah, Afaph’s fon, the 1 recorder. 19 Then 
Rah-lbakeh faid to them, Say now to He¬ 
zekiah, Thus faith the great king, the 
king of Aflyria,‘What confidence is it 
wherein thou trailed ? 20 Thou fayell, 
(but they are vain words) I have counfel 
and Arength for the war. Now, on 
whom doll thou trull, that! thou rcbelleft 
againll me ? 21 Now, lo thou trulleft to 
the ltaii of this bruited reed, Egypt, on 
which if ja man lean, it will pierce into 
his hand : fo is Pharoah king of Egypt to 
all that trull on him. 22 Biit if ye fay 
to me, We truft in the Eternal our God, 
is it not he whole- high places and altars 
Hezekiah hath taken away, ami faid to 
Judah and Jerufalem, Ye Hull worftiip 
before' this altar at Jerufalem ? 23 Now 
therefore, I pray thee, give hoftages to 
my lord the king of Ailyria, and I vrill 
deliver thee twp thoufand if thou 

be jible, oil thy part, to let riders on 
them.* 24 Hu*' then wilt thou turn ft- 
way the face of one captain of theVkmt 
of my mailer’s lejvauts, putting thy trull 
pn Egypt for chariots ami h or ft men ? 13 
Am I now come up without the Eternal 
.againft this place tudeftruy it ? he fend 
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to me, Go up againft this land and de- 
ftroy it. 16 Then faid Eliakinr, Hil- 
kinh’s ton, and Shebria, and Joah to Rab- 
Ihakeli, Ipeak, I pray you, to thy fervants 
in the Syrian language, (for we under, 
ftand it), and talk not with ui in the 
Jews language in the hearing of the peo¬ 
ple on the wall. 27 But Rab-ihukeh faid 
to them, Hath my mafter lent me to thy 
matter and to thee to fpcak thefe words; 
and not to the men who lit on the wall, 
that they may eat the dun£, and drink 
the water oF their feet with yon? 28

15 Thru llczdtiah pray¬ 
ed before the Eternal, laying, O Eternal 
God of Jfrael, who inhabited the chern- 
hiim, thou art the L*u!, even thou alone, 
of all the kingdoms of the earth; thou 
hnft made liraven ami earth, ifi Eter¬ 
nal, incline thine car, and lrtar; , open.

17 Truly, Eternal the kings 
of .JiTyria Ij^ve deftroyed the nations and

therefore they have deftroyed them. 19 
Now, therefore, O Eternal our God, I 
bofcech thee, fave u’s out of his hand;

to Then Ifaiah the fon of Amoz fent 
to Hezekiah, faying.

10 Now the reft of Hezeki h% afls, 
and all his power, and bow he, made a 
lidi-ponri, and a conduit, and brought wa¬ 
ter mro the city,;.re written in the Chro¬ 
nicles ol the kings of Judah. 

3 1 Now Hezekiah (lept with his fa¬ 
thers; and (16) Mail a (Teh his fon reign¬ 
ed in Ins Head. 

XXI. Manajfth's wicked reign. 

M ANASSEH was twelve years old 
whrn he began to reign ; and 
reigned fifty-live years in Jerufalem ; 3c. 
his mother’s name was Hephzi bah. 2 
But he did evil before the Eternal, after 
the abominations of the Heathen, whom 
the Eternal call out before the Ifraelites. 
3 For he built again the high places 
which Hizckiah his father had-dellroyed j 


and he reared up altars or fBaal, and made 
a grove, as did Ahab king of Ifrael; and 
woi dripped all the (tarry hoft of heaven, 
and lerved then). 4 And lie built altars 
in the courts of the houfe of the Eternal 
in Jerufalem, of which the j£ternal laid, 
In Jerufalem will I put my name. ^ 
Yea, he built altars for al l the hoft ot 
heaven in the two courts of the Eternal’* 
houfe. d He mad? alfo his fops pais thro' 
the fire, and obfeived times, and ul’ed 
fortune-telling, and dealt witl} fpeakers 
from the belly, and magic ; he wrought 
much wickednefs before the Eternal, to 
provoke him to anger. 7 For he fet a. 
graven image of the grove that he had 
made, in the houfe of which the Eternal 
laid to David; and to Solomon his fon, In 
tbfa houfe. and in Jerufalem. which [ 
have cholVn out of all the tribes of ll- 
ratd, will I put thy name perpetually. 8 
Neither will I make the feet of Ifrael 
move any more out of the land which I 
galve their fathers; if they will obferve 
to do according to all the law I have 
commanded'them by my iervant Mol vis. 
9 But they hearkened not; and M.maflcir 
(Educed them to do . more evil than the 
nations whom the Eternal clvitroyed be¬ 
fore them. 

10 Now the Eternal fpake by Jiif fer- 
vants the prophets, faying, , n Eec.iufe 
Man 1 (Teh king of Judah hath done tl^efe 
abominations, doing wickedly above ill 
th.it the. Aulorites did, who were before 
him, and hath made Judah alfo to fin 
with his idols; 12 Therefore thus faith 

the Eternal God of Ifrael, Behold, I am 
biinging fuch evil upon Jerufalem and 
Judah, that both his ears (hall tingle who 
heareth it. 13 For I will lire toll over 
Jerufalem the line of •Samaria, 'and the 
plummet of Ahab’s houfe ; aird will,wipe 
Jerufalem as a man doth a diflr, turning 
it upfide down. 14 And ( will loitako 
the remnant of mine inheritance, and de¬ 
liver them into the hand of all their ene¬ 
mies, to whom they llull become a prey 
and a fpoil; 15 Bicaufc they have dpne 
evil before me, provoking mq ttl anger, 
fince the day their fathers came out" of 
Egypt, cvcn to this day. 

16 Moreover, Manafleh Hied innocent 
blood Vfe'ry much, till he filled Jerufalem 
from the one end to the other, belides his 
(in wherewith he made Judah to^fin, in 
doing evil before the Eternal. 

(7 Now the reft; of Manafleh’s 
and all that he did, and nllo his fin he 
comrfutted, are written in the jChrbaiclts 
of the kings of Judah. ' t8 Now Muur.i- 
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ehflapt with his fathers, and was buried 
*n the garden of hi* own houfe, in that of 
Uzza: And (17) Anaon his fon reigneJ 
fte&d. \

tj> Atnon was twenty-two years old 
when he began to reign; and he reigned 
two years in JerufJem j and his mother's 
name was M.lhullemeth, Hamz of Tot- 
bah’s daughter. ?o And he did evil be¬ 
fore the Eternal, as his father Manaflch 
did. 21 And be waited in all the ways 
of his father, and ferveckthe idols that he 
ferved, worfhipping them. 22 For 
he ferfook the Eternal God of his lathers, 
and walked not ift his way.

J OSIAH was eight years old when he 
began to reign,; and he reigned thir- ' 
ty-orte years in Jerufakm ; ana his mo¬ 
ther's name was Jedidah, Adaiah of JJof- 
cath*s daughter, a And he did. right be¬ 
fore the Eternal; and ruled in ail the w?y 
of David-his father, and turned not afiile 
to t}ie right hand or to the left. 

3 And in his eighteenth year, he fent 
Shaphan the fon of Azaliah, the fon of 
Melhullam the ferihe, to the houfe of the 
Eternal, faying, 4 Go to Hilkiah the high ' 
prieft, and cauie him fum up the fijver 
which is brought into the houfe of the 
Eternal,which the door-keepers have 
gathered of the people ;■ 5 And let them 
deliver it into the hand of the manageis 
of the work, that have the overfight of 
the houfe of the Eternal; and let them 
give it to the doers of the work of tbe 
temple, 6 Unto carpenters, and builders, 
and (safaris, and to buy timber and hewn 
’(tone to repair the houfe. 7 Howbeit 
there was no reckoning made with them 
of the money delivered into their hand, 
becaisfe they dealt faithfully.

Becaufe they have forfaken me, and burnt 
incenfc to other gods, and provoking m# 
to auger with all the works of their 
hands; therefore my wrath fhall be kin¬ 
dled againft this place, fit-net be quench* 
ed. 18 But to the king of Judah, who 
fent you to enquire of the Erernal, ye 
ftiall fay, Thus faith the Eternal God of 
Ifrael, As touching the words which thou 
haft heard ; 19 Becaufe thine, heart was 

teoder, and thou haft humbled thyfelf 
before tbe Eternal, when thou heardtft

S Anri he biought all the priefts out of 
toe cut. is of Judah, and defiled the high 
places wljire the priefts had buint in- 
cf-nie, from Geba to Bncr-flieb*, and 
1-lake down 1)11* high places of the gates 
ibar were in the entering in of the gate 
Ot Joihua the governor of the city, which 
was un the left hand at the gate of the 
c.i>. 9 Y: t the priefts of the high plaits 
came not up to the altar of the Eternal

And the 
high places before Jerufalem, on the 
right hand of the mount of deftru£tion, 
which Solomon king of Ifrael builded for 
Alhtoretb the abomination of the Zido- 
nians, and for Chccnofli the abomination 
of the Moabites, and for Milrom the abo¬ 
mination of the Ammonites, the icing de¬ 
filed. 14 And brake in pieces the images, 
and cut down the groves, and filled their 
places with the bones cf men.

And 
the men of the . ity told him, It is the 
fcpulchre of the ntan'of God who came 
from Judah, and proclaimed thefe thing* 
that thou haft done againft the altar of 
Bethel. iS Then he laid. Let him a-, 
lone; let no man move his bones. So 
they let his bones alone, with the bones 
of the prophet that came out of Sama¬ 
ria. T9 And all the houfesof the high 
places in the cities of Saciaria, which 
the kings of Ifrael had maae, to provoke 
the Eternal to anger, Jofiafi took away, 
and did to them as he had done in Beth¬ 
el. ag And he flew all the. pi lefts of the 
high places there upon the altais, and 
burnt men’s bones on them, and returned 
to Jerufalem. 

at Then thfc ki»;g commanded all the 
people, faying, Keep the paflbver to the 
Eternal your God, as it is written in the 
book of this covenant. 22 Surely thefljff. 
was not holden fiuch a paflaver, from the 
days of the judges that judged lfrpel, 
even all the time of the kings of IlVaci, 
and Ltiofujpf Judah, 23 As in the eigh¬ 
teenth year of king Jofiah, wherein this 
callover was kept to the Eternal in Je-. 
rufalem. * '"£? 

24 Moreover the fortune-tellers a n<l 
d)vii.fis, and the images, and the idols, 
and a 11 the abominations that were Tjpicd 
in Ujc land of JndVh and in Jerulaleotf 
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di(\ Jofifth put away, that he might per- 
fbtfn the words c f J aw , written in the 
book that Hiikiah the prieft found in the 
houfe of the Eternal. 25 And there was 
no king like him before him, that turned 
to the Eternal with all his heart, and with 
all his foul, and with all his might, ac¬ 
cording to all the law of Mofes; neither 
after him arofe there any like him, 

26 Yet the Eternal turned not from 
the fiercenefs of his great wrath, where¬ 
with hjjariger was kindled againft Ju¬ 
dah, bccaufe of all the provocations 
wherewith Manaffeh provoked him. 27 
For the Eternal faid, I will remove Ju^ 
<lah a!*n oyt of my fight, ns I have re¬ 
moved Ifrael, and will caft off this city 
which I have chofcn, and the houfe of 
which I faid. My name fiiall be there. 
28 Now the reft of Jofiah’s arts, and all 
that he did, are written in the Chronicles 
of the kings of Judah. , 

29 In his days Paraoh-neeho, king of 
Egypt went up againft the king of Aify- 
ria to Euphrates; and.king Jofiah went 
againft him, and having feen him, he 
dew him at Megiddo. 30 So his fervants 
carried him in a chariot dead from.Me- 
giddo to Jerofaiem, and buried him in 
his o wp fepulchre; and the people of the 
land took (19) Jehoahaz his foD, and a- 
nointed him king in his father’s ftead, . 

31 Jehoahaz was twenty-three years 
old when be began to reign, and he 
reigned three months in Jcrufalem ; and 
his mother’s name was.Hamutal, Jere¬ 
miah of Libnah’s daughter. 32 And he 
did evil before the Eternal, according to 
all that liis fathers had done. 33 And 
Pharaoli-necho put him in bands at Rib- 
lah, in the land of Hamath, that he might 
not reign in Jerul'aiem ; and put on the 
land a tribute of an hundred talents of 
filver, and a talent of gold.. 34 And 
Pharaoh-necho made (20) Eliakim,' Jo- 
fiah’sfon, king in the room of Jofi-h his 
father, and turned his pame to Jehoia- 
■kim, took\Jehoahaz away to Egypt, 
where he died. 35 And Jehoiakim gave 
l4 the filver and the gold to Pharaoh ; bat 
She taxed the land according to the com¬ 
mand jof Phkroah; he exarted the filver 
and the gold of thp people of the land, 
pf every one according to his value, to 
give it to Pharaph T necho. 

36 Jehoiakim was twenty.five years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
^reigned eleven years in Jerufalcm ; and 
his mother’s name was Zebudah, the 
daughter of Pedaiah of Kumah. 37 And 
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he did evil before the Eternal, according? 
to all that bis father hnd done.

N his days Nebuchadnezzar king of Ba* 
bylon came up, and Jehoiakim be¬ 
came his fervant three years; then h» 
turned and rebelled again ft him. 2 Now- 
the Eternal fent againft him bands of the 
Chaldees, and of the Syrians, and of the 
Moabites, and of the Ammonites, even 
againft Judah, to deftroy it, according to 
the word he fpake by his fervants the 
prophets. 3 Surely according to the word 
of the Eternal came this upon Judah, to 
remove them out of his fight, for all tha 
fins pf Manaffeh ; 4 And efpecially for 
the innocent blood which he filed, (for 
lie filled Jerufalcm with innocent blood) 
which the Eternal would not pardon. 

5 Now the reft of Jehoiakim’s arts, &l 
all that he did, are written in the Chro¬ 
nicles of the kings of Judah. 6 So Je¬ 
hoiakim flept with his fathers, and (11) 
Jehoiachin his fon reigned in his ftead. 
7 Now the king of Egypt came no more 
out,of his land, for the king of Babylon 
took fidm the river of Egypt, Sichor, to 
the river Euphrates,- all that pertained to 
him. 

3 Jechoiachin was eighteen years old 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
in Jerttfalem three months,.and his mo¬ 
ther’^ name was Nehuflita, the daughter 
of Elnathao of Jerufalero. 9 And he 
did clril before.the Eternal, according to 
all that his father had done. 

to At that time Nebuchadnezzar king

17 And he made Mattaniah his fa- 
ilier’* brother king in his ftead, and 
changed his name to (* 4 ) Zedekiah. iB 
Zedekiah was twenty-one years old when 
he began to rcig'i, and he reigned eleven 
years in Jerufalem ; and his mother’s 
nome was Hamutal, the daughter of Jc- 
reminh of Libnah. 19 And he didevil 
before the £ternal, according to all that 
Jehoiakim had done, ao For the Eter¬ 
nal in bis anger call Jerufalem and Ju¬ 
dah from his prefence, when Zedekiah 
rebelled againft the king of Babylon.

N OW in the tenth day of the tenth 
month, in the ninth year of his 
reign, Nebuchadnezzar king of Ballon, 
came with all hi*; holt a^ainft Jerufalem, 
and encamped againft it, building forts 
aguinll it round about, a So the city 
was befieged to the eleventh year of king 
Zedekiah. 3 When on the ninth day of 
the fouith month the famine prevailed in 
the city, and there was no bread for the 
people of the land. 

4 Then the city was broken up, and all 
the men of war lied by night, by the way 
of the gate, between two walls, Which 
was by the king’s garden ; (now the 
Chaldees were again!! the city found a- 
boirt) ; and the king went the way of the 
pl.fn. 5 But the array of the Chaldees 
purfued after him, and overtook him in 
the plains of Jericho, all his army being 
n attered from him. 6 And taking the 
king, thcy'biought hipi to the king of 
Babylon at Rildah, and gave judgment 
upon him. 7 And they flew Zedekiah’s 
Tons btlore Ins eyes, and put out his eyes, 
and bound him with fetters of brafs, and 
cHiried him to Babylon. 

8 Am! on the feventh day of the fifth 
month, (which was the nineteenth year 
nf Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon), 
came his fervnnt Nebuzur-adan, captain 
of the guard, to Jerufalem, 9 Ami burnt 
the Eternal's houfe, and the king’s houfe, 
and every great man’s houfe, and all the 
houl'es ot Jerufalem. to And all the ar¬ 
my of the Cnalde-cs, with the captnin of 
the guard, bmke*duwn the walh-of Jeni- 
iHlem round about U Now the reft c 
the people that were left in the city, and 
the fugitives that deferted to thiking 6f 
Babylon, with the remnant of the mul¬ 
titude, did Ncbuzar-adan, the captain of 


the guard carry away. 11 But he Ifeft 
of the poor of the land to be vine-dref- 
fers and "hulbamlmcn. 

13 And the pillars of brafs in the E- 
ternaPs houfe, with the bafCs, and the 
brafen fea, the Chaldee? broke in pieces, 
and carried the brafs of them to Babylon. 
14 And the pots, and the fhovels, and 
the fnuffers, and the l'poon9, and all the 
veflels-of brafs wherewith they minilter- 
ed, they took away. 15 And the fire¬ 
pans, and the bowls, fuch thifigs as were 
of gold in gold, and of filver in filver,tbc 
captain of the guard took away ; 16 

With the two pillars, the one Tea, and the 
bafea which Solomon had made for the 
Eternal’s houle; the brafs of all thele 
vcflels was without weight: 17 The 
height of one pillar was eighteen cu¬ 
bits, the chapiter upon it was brafs, 
whofe height was three cubits, with the 
wreatlien work, and pomegranates upon 
it round about, all of brafs; the fecond 
pillar was like thele, with wreathen 
work. f 

18 The c apt nib of the guard took alfo 
Sera ah th>- chief prieft, and Zephaniah 
the ftcoud piieit, and the three door¬ 
keepers. 19 And out of the city he took 
an officer^ that wa9 fet over the men of 
war, and G vi* of them that weie .with 
the king, who were found in the city, fit 
the principal feribe of the 1/tift, who 
muttered the people of the lanij, and fix- 
ty men of thefe people that were found 
in the city. 20 Nebuzar-ndan,. captain 
of the guard took thele, and brought 
them to the king of Babylon at Riblah, 
2 1 And he fmote them, and flew them 
at IL&lah in the lapd of Hamath. So 
Judan was carried away, out of their 
land. 

11 But as for the people that remained 
in the land of Judahi, who'm Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar king of Babylon had left, over 
them he fet Gedahah the fon of Aliik.m, 
the fon o/ Shnphan. 13 Which when all 
the captains of the armies and tliefr men 
heard, tiiey came to Oedali^h to Mii;- 
pah, even Iflimaei the fon of NethjniaH, 
p.nd J Oh ana n the fon of Care^h, and Se- 
raiah the Ton of Tanhumeth the Neto- 
phathite,.. and Jaazaniah the fon of a 
Maachathite, with their men, 24 And 
Gsdaliah fWare thus to them and to their 
men : Fear not to ferve the Chaldee^: 
dwell in the land, and ferve the, king qE 
'Babylon, and it (hall be well with you. 
25 But in the feventh month, Illimani 
the fon of Nethaniah, the fon of Eliflia- 
Cja, of tbs' feed royal, came with ten 
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mefltanclfmote (^edaliah. that lie died, 
arid^thc Jews and Chaldees that w«re 
with" hint at' Miipnh. 26 Then all the 
people, both fhiill and frcat, with the 
captains bf the nrrtiies, went to Egj'pt,' 
being afraid of the Chaldees. 

17 Now in the tliirty-feventh year of 
Jehoiaehin king of Judah's captivity, on 
the twenty feventh day of the twelfth 
month, Evil-merodach king of Babylon, 
in the yeairthat he began to reign, lilted

up, the bead of Jehoiaehin king of Ju¬ 
dah out of nrifon ; 28 And fpwkc kindly 
to him/' and fet his feat above thofe of 
the kings that were with him in Baby¬ 
lon ; $9 And changing his pvifon-gar- 
ni^nts, he ate bread before him all the 
days of his life. 30 And his allow a mb 
was a continual oue given him of the 
king, a daily rate for every day, all the 
days of his life.

6 Then he put garrifons 
in Syria-Damafcils, and the Syrians be¬ 
came his fervants, St brought gifts. Thus 
the Eternal pteferved David wherever he 
went. 7 And he brought the golden 
foields that were On Hadarezer’s fervant* 
to Jt'rufalem. 8 Like wife frorU Tibhath 
and Chun, cities of Hadarezer, he brought 
very ‘much brats, wherewith ' Solomon 
made the brazen Tea, and the pillars, and 
the veffejs of brafs. 

9 Now when Tou king of Hamath 
heard how David had fmitttfn all the hoft 
of Hadarezer king of Zohdh, 10 He fent 
Hadouro his fon to enquire of his wel¬ 
fare, and tb congratulate him, bcraufe.he 
had fought againft Hadarezer, and fmit- 
ten him, (for he had war with Tou), St 
with him all kinds of vqflels of gold, Gi¬ 
ven, .and.brdfs/. itThbno alfo David de¬ 
dicated to the Eternal, with the filver St 
the gold that he brought frbm all thefe 
nations ; from Edom,"Moab, and the Am¬ 
monites, and the FMliftihes, and Amalek. 
11 Moreover, Abifhai, ! Zeruiah r s fon, 
flew of the Edomites in the valley nf Salt 
eighteen thoufabd. 

13 He put alfo garrifons in' Edom ; fo 

all the Edomites bets me David’s fei vants.

So David 
lent m-flengers to comfort him concern¬ 
ing hi' father So David’s fervants came 
into the land of the A mrnonites to com¬ 
fort him. 3 Rut tl.c pri.iccs of the Am¬ 
monite* fnid to Hamm tbinkrft thou Da¬ 
vid honours thy father, in fending com¬ 
forters to iker ? are nor his fervants come 
to fr'.'.rch and tpy out the land, and to o- 
v'Tthtowr it ?

D vul’f fervants and ihavt-d them, and 
cut off their garments in the middle fb 
the breach, and font them away. 5 Then 
f.,nic went and told David how they weTe 
ferved ; ft, he lent to meet them, for the 
men were greatly alhamed.

4 Now after this, there arofe war at 
Dczer with the Dnliftines, when Sibbe- 
chai the Hufhaihitc flew Sippui, the 
giant’s brood ; aAd they were fubdued. 
5 There was war again with the Phili'f- 
tines; andClhanau foil of Jair flow Tam- 
hi, blether to Goliah the Gittite, whofe 
fpear ftaff was like a weaver’s be?m. 6 
And yet again there was war at Gatty 
whpfe was a man of great (I store, who 
had fix fingers and toes on each hand and 
foot. He alfo was tlje giant’s brood. 7 
Bur when hf defied Ifrael, Jonathan, Shi- 
ukh’s (’on, Divui’s brother, flew him. 

UuTr were bur 1 to the giant id G^th ■ 
and they fell by the hand of David anil 
his fervants.

N OW Satan ftanmig up agfiiiiA Ifrael, 
provoked David to numbed Ifrael. 
a r lien he faid to Jowb, and the rulers of 
the people, Go.jmnibe- IliaeL from Beer- 
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fheba even to Dan, that I niay know 
their number. 3 But-Toab anfwered. the 
Etersal make his people an hundred times 
more than they arc ; hut as they^are all 
my lord’s fervants, vyhy requires he this, 
to become guilt "to Ifrael ? 4 But-the 
king’s word prevailed upon Joab, fo he 
went through all Ifrael, and- returned to 
^erufalem. 

5 Then he gave their number to "Da¬ 
vid, that of Ifrael were a thoofand thou- 
$md and an* hundred thoufand for war ;

Now 
Oman was threlliing wheat, a 1 Now as 
David came to Oman he beheld him, and 
went but of the ftoor, and bowed him- 
fell to David with his face to the ground, 
it Then David faid to him, Gr?ot rae 
this threlhing-floor, to eredl an altar 
there to the Eternal, for the full price, 
that • the plague may be ftayed from 
the people. 23 Then Oman faid to Da- 
,vid, Take it, and let my lord the king do 
what he pleafeth : Io, I give thee the 
oxen for burnt-offerings, and the threfh- 
ing inftruments for wood* and the wheat 
for the meat-offering; I give all.

10 Alfo Hofah, of Merari’s fons, had fona-|

the fiilt-born, yet'his fathei made him th« 
chief,) 11 Hilkiah the fccond, Tpbaliah 
the third, Zechariah the fourth— All 
the fons and brethren of Hofah were thir¬ 
teen. 12 Among thofe were the divifions 
of the porters, even among the chief men,, 
having wards one aguinft another, to mi- 
nifltr in the houfe qf the Eternal. 

13 They alfo call lots, as well the finall 
as the great, according to the houfe, of 
their fathers, for every gate.

in his courfe likewise wefe twenty-four 
thoufand. 5. ^The third Captain of the

ver the camels alfo was Ohil the Ilhmael- 
ite: and over the afles was Jehlciah the 
Meronothite; 31 And over the flocks 

All jhefe were 
the rulers of king David's fubftance. yz 
Alfo Jonathan David’s uncle was a go' an¬ 
te Her, a wile man, and a flcrclary ; and 
Jclricl the Hachnjf»nite was with the 
king’s for.s; 33 And Ahithophel Was 

die king’s eunnl'cllrr ; and HulhaL the’ 
Archite was the king’s friend; 34 Af¬ 

ter Ahithophid w#« Jehoiada Ton of Bc- 
naiah, and Aliiathar; and the general of 
the king’s army was Joab. 

XXVIll liaiil c\bortcth to fear God, 

N OW David alfenihied all the princes 
of the tribes of Ifrael, and the cap¬ 
tains of the companies that miniftered to 
the k:n? by courfc, and thofe over the 
thonfau is, anti the hundreds, and the 

ftrwards over all the Tubllance and pof- 

feflinn of the king, and of hit Ions, with 
the officers, and the mighty men, and e- 
very valiant man, to Jc-rufalcm. 

1 Then king Dav.d flood up on his 
feet, and laid, Hear me. my brethren, and 
people ; It was in mine heart to build an 
houfe of reft for the ark of the Eternal’s 
covenant, the footftool of our God, and I 
had prepared to build; 3 But God .raid 
to me, 1 .mu Omit not build an houfe* for 
my name, beraufi- iliou haft been a man 
of war, and had dud blood. 4' Huwbcit 
the Erennl G.ii of Iliac 1 chore me be¬ 
fore any of my father’s family to be 
king over ftrael for ever; for he hath 
chuit-n Judah to be the ruler ; and of the 
huule of Judah that of my father ; and a- 
mong my father’s fons be chufed me, to 
*"* king over all Ifrael. 5 And of all ray 
. >ijs, for he hath given me many, he chofe 
Solomon to fit upon the throne of the E- 
ternal’s kingdom over Ifrael. 6 And he 
Did to me-Soloinou thy fon fliall build 
my houfn and omr^; for I have choferi 
liim to be niy Ion, ami I Will be his fa- 
rber. 7 Moreover, 1 will eftablifli his 
kingdom for tvci, if he be conflant to do 
mjr curaniKndmcntSf and judgments, as at 


pbe r ent. 8 Now, therefore, in the fight 
of ’ll Ifrael, the Eternal’s congregation, 
and in the audience of our God, keep and 
feek'itft the commandments of the E- 
ternal your God, that ye may puifelis this 
good Dnd, and caufe your children after 
you poflefn it for ever. 1 • 

9 And thou,Solomon, my fon, know 
the God of thy father, and ferve him with 
a perfect heart, and a willing mind; for 
the Ettrrtal fearchtlh all hearts, and 'up- 
derftandeth all the imaginations of the 
thoughts —If thou feck him, he will be 
found of thee; but if thou for fake him, 
he will caft thee off for ever, to Take 
heed now; for the Eternal hath ohofeiv 
thee to build in houfc for the fan&uarv ; 
be courageous, and do it. 

11 Then David gave to Solomon hi* 
fon the pattern of the porch, and of its 
bml li.i^s, and trenfurics, upper chambers, 
fit inner looim, with the place of tlietnejr- 
Cy-lcut. rx Yea, the pattern of all that 
W;ii fliewn him in a vifion by the Spirit, 
of :he courts of the Eternal’s houfe, and 
of all the chambers round about, of the 
tteafuries of Gad’s houlc, and of thofe of 
the dedicated things. 13 Alio for the 
courfcs of the priefts and Lcvites, for all 
the work of the fcrvice of the Eternal’s 
houfe, and-all the vtifels of its forviee. 
14 He gave nf gold by weight for golden 
things, for nli inffniinents of each fervice ; 
ftlycr alfo for jll inflrumcnLs pi filver by 
weight, for aii iuilvij merits or each' fer¬ 
vice; 15 Even the weight of the candle 
flicks of gold, and tiicir lamps of gold by 
weight, every, caftdlt flick* amd its lamps ; 
fit Iqf the candlefticki of filver by weight, 
for a candieftick* and its lamps, according 
to the life of every camllettick. 1 6 And 
by Weight he gave gold for tho tables of 
facred bread,Jor every talkie ; with lilv^r 
fur the fables of filver. 17 Alio pure gold 
tar the forks, bawls, cups; and for the 
golden bn fans he gave gold by weight for 
every bafon of gold ; and likewife filvci 
by weight for every bafon of filver; 18 
And for the altar of incenfe refined gold 
by weight, and gold for the pattern of 
thcchuriot,(i.e. thr feat') of the cherubs, 
■that fpread out their wings, and covered 
the ark of. the Eternal’s covenant.' 19 
All this defeription, faid David, the Eter- 
u ;l made me undetflnnd as in writing by 
his hand upon me, tven all the works of 
this pattern. 

10 Then David Did to Solomon his 
fon, Be flroag, and courageous, and do it; 
fear nut, nor be difmayed; for the Eter¬ 
nal God, even my God, will be with thee; 
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he will not fail thpe, nor forfait thce^ un¬ 
til thou haft finiQiet} all the work fc^^tbe 
fervice of the Eternal's houfe. zi And, 
behold, the couifes of the pricfts hruj Le- 
vites, for all the fervice of God’s lioufe; 
for there is with thee, for every work, e- 
very willing fkilfuj matf for any fervic*.; 
alfo the princes with all the people will 
i be wholly at thy command. 

XXIX. David's reig7i and death - 
Oreo^er, king David laid to all 
the congregation, Solomon my fon, 
Whom God alone bath chofen, is yet 
young and terfder, anil the work is great; 
for the palace is not for man, but for the 
Eternal God. 2 Now, I have prepared 
with all my.iqi£hf for the houfe of iny 
God, gold for golden things, and filver foi 
filver things, and braft for braztn things, 
and iron for* iron things, and wood lor 
Wooden things oayx ftpnfcs, and thefe to 
b? fet, pointed and variegated ftones, and 
alftnanner of precious ftones, and marble- 
ftones in abundance. 3 Moreover, in my 
affeftiou to the houfe of my God, I have 
given of mine own property, of gold and 
filver, for it, over fic above *11 that I pre¬ 
pared for the holy houle, 4 Even three 
thoufand talent of Ophir gold, and feven 
thoufand talents of refined filver, to over¬ 
lay the walk of the houfe ; 5 The gold 

for golden things, and the filver for filver 
things, and for all work to be made by the 
hands of artificers. • And who is willing 
to confeciate; his fervice,this day to the 
Eternal? 1 

6 Then the chief father^, and princes 
of the tribes of tfrael, and captains of 
thoufands and hundreds, with the rulers 
over th? king’s work, offered willingly, 7 
And gave, for the fervice of Gad’s., houfe, 
of gold, five thoufand talents. ten thou- 
fqnd drams; and of filver, ten thoufand 
talents ; anil of brafs, eighteen thoufand 
talents'; and oncEundred thoufand ta¬ 
lents of iron. S And they-with whom 
precious ftones were found, gave them to 
the treafury of the Eternal’s houfe, by 
Jehiel the Gerflionite. 9 Then the peo-- 
pie rejoiced, for their offering willingly, 
for they did it with a perfect heart to the 
Eternal: And king David alfo rejofted 
greatly. 

10 So David blefTed the Eternal before 
all the congregation thus;Blefled be thou, 4 
Eternal God of lira*] our father, from c- 
verlafting to .everlafting. it Thine, O 
Eternal, is gTeatnefs, power, gloty, eter¬ 
nity, and majefty ; foi all in heaven and 
on earth is thine ; thine is the kingdom, 

O Eternal, and thou art exalted as head 
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above all,, ia Both rlphes and honour 
are ff^m fhec, and ttfou reigneft over all; 
and in thjne hand is power and might; 
- and to make many great and ftroug. 13 
Now, therefore, our God, we thank thee, 
and praife thy glorious name. 14 But 
who am I, and what in my people, that 
we fhould lip able toofllr fo willingly af¬ 
ter this fort ? for all is from thee, and of 
thine own we give thee. 15 For we are 
ftrangcis before thee, and fojourners, like 
all our fathers ;our days on the earth are 
as a fliaclow, and there is none abiding. 
16 O Eternal our God, all tins (lore that 
we have prepared to build thee an.houfe 
for thine holy name is from thine hand, 
and is all thine own. 17 I know alfo, nay 
God, that thou trieft the heart, and ap- 
proveft uprightnefs. In the upiightnefs 
of mine heart j have willingly offered all 
thefe ;* and now I fee with joy thy peo¬ 
ple. here preflint, offer willingly to thee. 
iS O Eternal God of Abraham, Ifaac. Sc 
IlraeJ our fathers, keep this for ever in the 
imagination of tj.e thoughts of thy peo¬ 
ple’s heart, and prepare their heart for 
thee ; 19 And give to Solomon my fon 

a peifedl heart, to keep thy command¬ 
ments, tefhmonies, and ftaiutes. and to do 
all things, yea, to build the palace for 
which Jjiave prepared. 

20 Alfo David laid to all the congre¬ 
gation, Now blci's the Eternal your God. 
So all the congregation blefi'ed the Eter¬ 
nal God of their fathers, bowing, and re¬ 
verencing the Eternal, and the king. 11 
And they offered faciifices and burnt-of¬ 
ferings to the Eternal the next day, even 
a thoufand bullocks, a thoufand rams, and 
a thoufand lambs, with their drink-offer¬ 
ings, and facrilkes abundantly for all If- 
rael. zz They ate and drank too before 
“the Eternal that day with great gladnefs; 
and made Solomon David’s Ion king the 
fecond time, and anointing hirn to the F.- 
ternal to be the ruler, and Zadok to be 
prieft. 23 Then Solomon fat on the E- 
ternal’s throne as king inllead of David 
his father, and profpered ; and ail Kraci 
oheyed him. 24 Now all the princes, &. 
the mighty men, and all king David's 
Tons, fubmitted themfelves to Solomon 
the king. 25 So the Eternal magnified* 
Solomon exceedingly before all Ifrae 1 , and 
bellowed on him fiicb royal dignity as 
had not ‘been on any king before him 
in Ifrael. ' 

*6 Thus David, Jefle’s fon, reigned 0- 
veT all Ifrael 27 Forty years; feven in 
Hebron, and thirty-years in Jerufalem. 28 
No^y he di s d in a good old age,‘full of

N O W Solomon, David's fon, was 
flrentjtlKned in his kingdom, and 
ll»t Eternal his God was with him, and 
magnified him exceedingly. 

2 Then Solomon Ipuke to all Ifrael, 
to the captains of thoufands and of hun¬ 
dreds, and to the judges and to every go¬ 
vernor in all Ifrael, the heads of the fa- 
theri. 3 He, and all the congregation 
with him, went to the high place at Gi¬ 
be on j fur there was the tabernacle of the 
congregation of Cod, which Mofes, the 
Eternal's fei vant, made in the wildcrnefs. 
4 But the ark of Cud David had brought 
from Kirjath-jcarim to the place he pre¬ 
pared for it; having pitched a tent for it 
at Jerufalem. 5 Moreover, the brafen 
altar that Brzfcleel the fon of Uri, the fon 
of Hur, made,,he put before the taber¬ 
nacle of the Eternal; which Solomon and 
the congregation fought. 6 Novf Solo¬ 
mon went thither to the hrafen altar be¬ 
fore the Etainal, at the public tent, and 
offered a thoufand burnt-offerings on it-- 
7 That night God appeared toSoIomon, 
faying, Aflt what 1 lhall give thee, 8 
Then he laid, Thou halt Hie wed great 
mercy to David my father, and nude me 
reign in his Head. 9 Now, O Eternal 
God* Kt thy promife to him be eltablifli- 
ecl ; lor thou haft made me king over a 
people like the dull of the earth in mul- 
riuide. to Give me now wifdom and 
knowledge, to go out and in before this 
people ; for who can judge this thy great 
people ? 

Ii Then God replied to him, Becaufe 
this is in thine heart, and thou haft not 
a fa-d riches, wealth, or honour, nur the 
lile ul thine enemies, nor loyig life; but 
wiulom and knowledge for thyfclf, to, 
ju Ige my people, over whom I made thee 
king ; 11 They are granted to thee ; I 

alfo will give th-c riches, and wealth, fit 
honour, ILidi as no king had before thee, 
nor any attcr thee Audi have. 

13 1 hen Solomon cam©, from, before 
the tabernacle of the congregation, Do 
the high place at Gibeon tg jerfifalem, 
and reigned ever Ifrael. 14 And he ga¬ 


thered chariots and hof.ftjpien ; having a 
thoufand and four h 119afed; chariots, and 
twelve thoufand hqrfejto*?, which he pla¬ 
ced fn the chariot-cities, and with the 
king at Jerufalem. 15 And he.made fil- 
ver and gold at Jerufalem as ftones, and 
cedar-trecs as fycamore tree) in the vale 
for abundance. 16 Re all'o had horfea 
brought from Egypt, and linen-yarn; the 
king's merchants received it at a price. 
17 They alfo brought frdm Egypt a cha¬ 
riot for fix hundred (lickels of filver, and 
an horfe for an hundred and fifty; and 
thus they brought horfrs frorry all th« 
kings of the Hittites, and thofe of Syria. 
II. Solomon's builders. 

OW Solomon determined 4 o build 
an houfe for the Eteinal's name, 
and an houfe for his kingdom, a So he 
numbered feventy thouland men to bear 
burdens, and eighty thoufand to Hew on 
the mountains, with three thoufand fix 
hundred to overfee them. 

3 Then he fenito Huram king of Tyre* 
faying, Do as thou didft with David my: 
father, to whom thou fe lit eft cedars to 
build him an houfe to dwell.in. 4 Lp I 
build an houfe to the name of the Eter¬ 
nal iny God, to cnnfecrate to him for to 
burn before him fweet incenfe, and for 
the continual facred bread, and for the 
burnt-offerings mornjng and evening, on 
the Sabbaths, and the new moons, and 
the folcmn feafts of the Eternal our God, 
this being perpetual in Ifrael. 5 And 
the houfe which I build is great ; for 
great is our God above all gods. 6 But 
who is able to build him an houfe, feeiug 
the heaven, and heaven of heavens can¬ 
not contain him? whom am I then.19 
build him an houfe, fave only to burn in¬ 
cenfe before him ? 7 Send me now, there¬ 
fore. a man Ikiiful to work in go Id,’'filver, 
brafs, iron, purple, crimfon, and blue, and 
that has (kill to grave with the fkilful 
men that i)re with me in Judah and le- 
rufalern, whom David my father provid¬ 
ed. 8 bend me alfo trees of cedar, ancl 
fir, and aigun,, from Lebanon \ (For T 
know thy fcrvants under ft and to cut 
trees there ;*) and lo uny LefvaDU fhall bi 
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9 Even to prepare timber 
; for the houfe I am about to . 
b*ViuLw'1 **womlpr^C; to 
Analo l w.i,U ;^ive thy fervantft* .tflie 
hewers that ent timber, twenty thousand 
meafures of threfhed .wheat, and twenty 
■ thou land meafures of barley, and twenty 
thoufand baths of wine, and twenty thou- 
fond baths of oil. 

Il :Ejieh fluradi king of Tyre a'nfwer- 
ed Solomon in writing, Becaufe the E* 
terntJ loved hjiTWedplfe, he made thee 
Icing oVertberfy^Tt H« fa id alfo, Blef-" 
fed he the EtftfflM ‘God of heaven and 
'earth, who hath given king David a wifp' 
-fori, having 1 ingenuity to build * hdufe for 
the Eternal,and one for'his kingdom.' 1*3 
And now-I ftfid'thee a Skilful noanof 'Hu^ 
yam ‘my lather’s, having ingenuity, 14 A 
Daoite woman's ahd a Tyrian man'sTon, 
fkilful to woik in gold, filver, brafs, iron, 
■ftone, wood/put pie, blije, fine lujeh/ and 
tfitnfon ; and alfo in any kind of ehgraV- 
\ ing, and to ttevife every device that (UaU 
be pht to him with thy (kilful men, and 
thofe/of pry lord thy father David.. 1,5 
Now, therefore, let my lord fend the 
s Swhejir, 'the barley, the oil, arid t \te wine 
lie hath mentioned to his fervants;' 16 
And we wiH cut as much woOtl on -Leba¬ 
non as thou (halt need, and 1 bring it to 
•thee in -floats by fea to Joppa, that thou 
mayeft tarry it up to Jerufalem.' 1 1 

17 Now Solomon numbered all the 
grangers; in the land of ifreel, after the 
.1 Jiutubering David his father made of 
- •Ihem ; aud they were -found an hundred 
v hn<f, fifty a three-thoufand and fix hundred. 
-r8 And he canfed feventy-three -thoufand 
of "them to bear burdens, and eighty 
thoufand to hew on themountains, &. three 
thoufand fix huhdied.to overfee the peo¬ 
ple at work. 

III. The temple's mngnific&nee . 

HEN Solomon began to build the E- 
ternal’s houfe at Jerufalera dn.mount 
flforiah, whereon he appeared to David ‘ 
his father, in the place David prepared 
in the floor of'Oman the Jebufite. 4 He 
began building in the feeond year of the 
fecond month, in the fourth year of /his 
Tetgn. 

-3 New tteefe ate the foundation dimen- 
fions of Solomon for building the houfe of 
" God. The -length by the firit meaftire 
was fixty cubits, and the breadth twenty! 

• 4 Of the vporch in the front, the length, 
according to the breadth of the houfe, W >4 
twenty,'and the height an hundred and 
twenty ; and he -overlaid it within with- 
pure -gold. * 5 And the greater houfe he 
•vhdaftl with fir waffd, «nd covered *it 


with fine .gold, engraved with- palm-trees 
And chains- 6 And he covcifMl the houfe 
with/preoious (lone* for beauty ; and the 
gold was of Pnrvaifli. 7 He overlaid al¬ 
fo the houfe, its beams, pods, walls, and 
doors with gold^and eng raved cherubs on 
the Walls. 8 And he made the length of 
the mod holy place the breadth of the 
houfe, twenty Cubits being a fquare,which 
he overlaid with fix hundred talents of 
fine gold. .9 And the weight r .of the 
nails was fifty Ihekels of gold; and he 
overlaid .-the-chambers'with gold. 10 
Arid in the moft holy place he made two 
tberribitns of ftatdary work, and overlaid 
them with gold. ■ 

. ii Their wings were twenty cubit* 
long bije wing being five cubits, reach¬ 
ing to the wall; ana another alfo five, 
reaching to thfc wing of the other che¬ 
rub. 1 2 The, wing of the other cheiub 
was alfo five, reaching to the oppofite 
wall of the houfe; and the other wing 
was five alfo, joining the wing of thff 
fine cherub. 13 The wings of thefe che¬ 
rubs extended twenty cubits ; they flood 
on their feet, with their faces toward the 
houfe. v; 

14 Anfl he made the vuil of blue, and 
. purple and crinifen, and fine linen, and 
wrought cherubs thereorr. 15 He alfo 
made before the houfe two pillars of thir¬ 
ty-five cubits higlw and .the chapiter on 
the top of each was five cubits^- 16 And 
he made ehams as in the oracle, and put 
them on the heads of the pillars; and 
made an hundred pomegranates, and put 
them on. the, chains. 17-And he reared 
up the pi|Urs before the temple, one on 
.the right hand, -and the other on the left; 
naming tflbTormer Jackin, be.Jball ejla~ 
blijb ; atad the latter Boaz, in it is 
Jlrength. 

IV. The furniture of the temple . 
LfiO he made a brazen altar, whofe 
length and breauth was twenty 
cubits, each, and its height teri. 

. 2 He made alfo a molten fea, ten cu¬ 
bits from brim fo tyrim, round iri cbmpafii, 
and fiye cubits high ; a line of thirty cu¬ 
bit* encernpafling it. 3 Arid under it 
was the likthels of oxens mouths ifl’uing 
out water, inclofing it round about in 
two rows! They were call when it was 
cart.; 4 But it .flood upon twelve oxen, 
three looking northward, and three look¬ 
ing wtriftwanl, and three looking fouth- 
ward, and three looking call ward; the 
fea Was fet upon them above, and all 
Iheir hinder parts were inward* 5 It 
Was an hand-breadth thick, having a 
brim like that of the work df a cup, with 
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flowers nf lilies; and it contained three 
thoufand !mli«. '■* 

6 He made alfo ten walking veflell,.& 
put live oil the ri^ht hand, and five on 
the left, to wufti in them the work of 
burnt-offering; but the fra >vns for the 
priefts to walli in. 7 And he made ten 
cnnrihdtirkt of gold, according to their 
appointed lorm, and fet them in the'Mro- 
ple, live on the right hand, and five on 
the frit. S He made alio ten Tables, ond 
placed tlum thtic in the fame manner; 
and lie made an hundred golden howli. 

g Moreover he m^le the court of the 
priefts and The great rourt of rhr people, 
its floors be uveilaid with brafr 10 And 
he jfrt the fra on the right fide eafiward, 
over ayaiull the fouth. 

11 Hiram alfo made the pots, the /hov¬ 
els, and the hafons. And finilhed the 
work he made king Solomon for the honie 
of God : 11 To wit, the two pillars and 

the hetiiifpheris of the rhnptt.rs to their 
tops, and tiie two chains to the,two hemif- 
plicrcs; T3)And foul hundred pomegranates 
tm the chains two rows of them on each 
to com pa fa the two hemifphercs. 14 He 
made alfe hah B, and w.iftnng veflels upon 
them : 13 One fra, and twelve o$en up- 
dcr it : 16 And the pots, fhovels, forks, 
«nd all their inft/umeurs, Hu ram his fa¬ 
ther made king Solomon for the houfe of 
the Eternal, of pnliliod brafs. 17 In the 
plain of Jordan did the king rail them, 
in the clay ground between Succoth and 
Zertdath.-h. 16 Thus Solomon made all 
thtfr v. fie Is in great' abundance ; for the 
weight o: the brill’s was not frarched out. 

1 . Solomon .ilfo made all the veflels for 
thr Ik, ufc of God, the golden alt it, and 
the tallies whereon tSe lacred bread was 
fet, ' 10 Moreover, the camllcllitki* of 
pure giilil, iv.tli their lamps, to burn alter 
the manner pickribed before the oracle; 
at And ihr fin wen, the lamps and the 
turn's, ol pc 1 ii-cl gold; 21 With the 
InulTi-ri, the balons, the f poo ns, and the 
ceniers, of pure gold; yea. the entry of 
the houfe, the inner doors thereof for the 
rnolt holy place, and the doors of the 
fillet houle ot the temple, were of guld. 
V. Cod givf t a wjihlt fign of his fa - 
•vour. 

r UUj all tin? work that Solomon made 
X lor the houfe of thr Eternal being 
finilhed, he brought irj the coulee rated 
things ol David his f;itlier, and the filver, 
,the gold, and nil the iulhumenls he put 
nrnong the tieafu es of God’s houfe. 

i lhen he alVembled the elders of If. 
rael, and all the heads of the tubes, the 
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chief fathers oT the Ifraelites, to Jerusa¬ 
lem, to bring'Up the ark of the Eternal’s 
covenant frotjr Zion, the city of David, 
j So all the men of Ifrael came tt the 
feaft in the foventh month. 

4 So all the elders of Ifrael came, 8c the 
Levites carried the ark. 5 And they, 
with the priefts, brought it, and the ta¬ 
bernacle of the congregation, and aP the 
holy veflels in it. 0 King Solomon alfo, 
with all the congregation of Ifrael, before 
the ark, -facrificed multitudes of fl.cep &. 
oxen unnumbered. 7 The priefts alfo 
brought the ark of the Eternal’* cove¬ 
nant into its place, in the oracle of the 
houfe, the moft holy place, even under 
the wings of the cherubs: 8 Which 
fpread forth their wings over the ark’s 
place, and covered the ark above, and its 
ftaves. 9 And they drew out the ftaves^ 
that their ends appeared before the ark 
in the oracle, but were not fieon without, 
where il is to this day. 10 There was 
nothing in the ark -but the two tables 
which Mofes put therein at Horeb,\vheo 
the Eternal made a covenant wi{h the Is¬ 
raelites, afrer coming out of Egypt. 

11 And when the priefts weie came out 
of the holy place ; (for all thofe preterit 
were confecrated, and did not then wait 
by courfe ; 12 Alfo the Levites which 
were fingers, all of them of Afaph, He- 
■ mifn and Jeduthun, with their Tons and 
brethren, arrayed in white linen, having 
cymbals and pl.dterics, and harps, flood 
at the eaft of the altar, with an hundred 
and twenty priefts founding trumpets;) 
13 Then the rrivmpeters and fingers being 1 
as one, to make one found be heard in 
praifing and thanking the Eternal, and as 
they lifted up their voice with the trum- 
P';ts, cy 7)bal3, anti inftruments of mufic, 
and prailVd the Eleiniil, faying, For he 
is good, for his mercy endureth forever; 
the houfe of the Eternal w;.s filled with 
a cloud. 14 So that the priefts could not 
(land to minifter by realon of it, fot the 
Loid’s gloiy filled God’s houfe 

VI. Solomon's prayer qt the conferra~ 

tii» 1 . 

’T'lIEN faid Solomon, the Lord foid thet 
he would dwell in' thick darkncls. 
*2 But 1 fiave built thee & dwelling houfe 
tor thy abode perpetually. 3 And the 
k ing turned his face, and blefled the whole 
congregation of IlraeJ; (who flood.) 4 
Then.he faid, III e fled be the Lord Goil 
ol Iirael, that haih with his hands fulfil¬ 
led wbat he fpake with his mouth to my 
f .thcr Davi(J, faying, 5 Since the day ( 
brought forth my people out of the land 
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of Egypt I choTeW tity amdtrg all the 
tribes of Ifrael to build an houfe in, for 
nry name to be there ; neither chofe 1 a- 
ny man to be a rulfcf~ovrr my people" If¬ 
rael : 6 But I have chofen Jenifnlees 

for mv uaroe to be there ; and hnve oh*- 
fcn David to be over my people Ifrael. >: 7 
Now it was in the heart of David my fa¬ 
ther to build an houfe for the name of 
the Lord God of Ifrael. 8 But he faid 
to him thou did ft well in that it was in 
thine heart to build ao houfe for my 
same: 9 Yet thou (halt not build the 
boufe ; but thy fon, (ball do it. to The 
Lord, therefore, hath performed his word 
fdr l am rifen in the room of David my 
1 father, to fit on the 'throne of Ifrael, as 
the Lord proroifed, and; have built the ■ 
houfe for the name oif the Lord God of Isra¬ 
el : li And in it I have put the ark, where- 
inis the Lord’s covenant 'he made with 
the Ifraelites. 

ta And (landing before the Lord’s al¬ 
tar-before all the congregation of Ifrael, 
he fpread forth his hands. 13 For Solo¬ 
mon . having made a brazen fcaffold five 
cubits long, and five broad* and three hi^t 
be fet if in the niidft of the court; and 
ftanding or. it he kneeled dp wn before all 
rhe congregation ol Ifrael, and fpread 
forth his hands towards heaven,) 14 
Saying O Lord God of Ifrael, there is no 
god like thee in heaven nor in earth: 
Who keepeft fovenant, and fheweft mer¬ 
cy to thy fervans that walk before thee 
'.with all their hearts: 15 Thou who 
haft kept with [thy fervant David my fa¬ 
ther what thou promifedft him with thy 
mouth, and hath fulfilled it with thine 
hand, as at this day. 16 Now therefore O 
Lord\God of Ifrael, keep with thy fervant 
David try. father what thou promifedft 
him, faying, Thou flialt not want an heir 
to fit before me on the throne of Ifrael: 
yet fo if thy children obferve to walk in 
my Jaw, as thou didft before me. 17 
Now O Lord God of Ifrael, let thy word 
poken to thy fervant David be.verified, 
18 But will God indeed dwell with men 
01 the earth ! fo heaven and the heaven 
of heavens cannot contain thee; how 
much lets the houfe which I built > 19 

regard therefore, thy fervants prayer .and 
and fupplication, 0 Lord my God, hear¬ 
ken to his cry and his prayer before thee; 
*0 That thme eyes be open on this houfe 
day and night, on the place wherein thou 
faidft thou tvouldft^put thy name to hear¬ 
ken to thy fervants prayer in this place, ai 
Hearken therefore, to the fupplicatioui. of 
tby fervant, and of thy people Ifrael, to- 
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ward this place? hear from heaven thy 
dwelling place, and, when thou heareit; 
forgive ^ > 

a&Tfone fin againft his neighbour and 
he require an oath of him to make him 
(wear, and the oath come before thine 
altar in this houfe: 73 Then hear 

from heaven, and judge thy fervants, by 
requiting the wicked in rrcompenfing 
his way on his own head amVby juftify^ 
ing the rightedus in giving him accord¬ 
ing to his lighteounefs. 

24 And if thy people Ifrael be fmitten 
before the enemy, becaufe they finned a- 
gainft thee ; and (hall return and conftfs 
thy name, and pray with fupplication be¬ 
fore thee toward this heufe ; 25 Then 
hear from heaven, and forgive the fin of 
thy people Ifrael, and bring them again 
to the land thou gaveft them and their 
fathers. 

26 When the heavens are fhut from giv¬ 
ing rain, becaufe they have finned againft 
thee; yet if they pray toward this place, 
and confefs thy name, and turn from their 
fin,when thou affl idle ft them; 27 Then 
hear thou from heaveri, eftti forgive the 
fin of thy fervants, and of thy people If- 
raCl, when thou haft taught them the 
good way wherein they fliould walk ; fit 
fend Tain upon the land thou givelt thy 
people for art inheritance. 

28 If there be famine in the land, or 
peftilence,of blafting, or mildew, locufts, 
or caterpillars;-if their enemies befiege 
them in thejr cities in the lard of their 
gates; whatever fore or ficknefs there be; 
29 Then whatever prayer or fupplication 
(hall be made by any or all thy people 
Ifrael, when every one knows his own 
fore and grief, and (hall fpread forth his 
hands towards this houfe ; 30 Then hear 
from heaven thy dwelling place, and for¬ 
give, and render to every man according 
to all his ways, whofe heart thou knoweit, 
(for thou only knoweft the hearts of all 
men) ; 3t That they may fear thee, and 
Walk in thy ways' fo long as they live in 
the land thou gaveft our fathers. 

32 Moreover, cdncerfiing the flranger 
to thy people Ifrael, from a far country 
fo? thy great name’s fake, thy mighty 
hand, and ftretched out arm ; if they 
come and pray in this houfe ; 33 Then 

hear from thy dwelling-place* from hea¬ 
ven, and do all the ftranger alketh of 
thee ; that all people of the eaath may 
knbw thy name, and fear thee, as doth 
thy people Ifrael; and may know this 
houfe is called by thy name. 

34 If thy people go to war againft tbei r 
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enemies by the way'thou flnlt lend them, 
and they pray to thee toward this city 
thou balk cholen, and this houfe called 
by thy nany ; 35 Then hear Ironi the 

heavens ih^ii prayer and lupplieation, 0c 
mainlaiu their cauls. 

36 If they fin agaioft thee, (as there is 
none whofinnrth not,) and thou be an¬ 
gry with them, and deliver them to their 
enemies, to carry far off or near ; 37 Yet 
if they cunfider in the land of their cap¬ 
tivity, and repent, and pray to thee, fay¬ 
ing, We have finned, we have done arnifi, 
we have done wickedly; 38 If they re¬ 

turn to thee with all their heart & foul, 
and pray toward this land, thou giveff to 
tbeir fathers, and toward the city thou 
halt cholen, and the houfe called by thy 
name ; 39 Then hear from heaven, thy 

dwelling-place, their prayer and repli¬ 
cations, and maintain their canfr, and 
forgive thy people who finned again ft; 
thee. 

40 Now, my God, let, I befeech thee, 
thine eyes be open, and thine ears be at¬ 
tentive to the prayer made in this place. 
41 Now, therefore, ariffc, 0 Eternal God, 
into thy rcfting-platie, with the ark of thy 
llrent'tli ; let thy pried*, O Eternal God, 
lie clothed with falvation, and thy faints 
rejoice in goodnefs. 41 O Eternal God. 
fnrn not away the favour of thine anoint¬ 
ed ; remember the mercies of David thy 
fervaut. 

VII. God accepts Solomon's prayer• 

N OW, when Solomon had finifhed his 
prayer, fire defeended from heaven, 
ami confumcd the burnt.offering and fa- 
criflees; and the Eternal’s glory filled the 
houfe, a So as the prieffs could not en¬ 
ter the Eternal's houfe, becaufe his glory 
filled it. / 

3 And when all the Ifraelm-s faw the 
fire come down, and the Eternal's glory 
upon the houfe, they bowed to the ground 
on the pavement, and worfiiipped, and 
prailWl the Eternal, faying, He is good; 
for hi* merry endurelh for ever, 

4 Then the king with all the people 
offered facrificei before the Eternal. 5 
He offered a facrifice of twenty-two thou- 
land oaen, and an hundred and twenty 
thoufand flieep : fa the kinjj and all the 
people dedicated the houfe of Ood. 6 
And the prieff* waited on their offices ; 
the Levites alfo with infkruments of the 
Eternal s mufick, which king David made 
to pvaife the Eternal, becaufe his mtircy 
endureth for ever, when David praifcd 
hy their miniftry; and the prialU founded 
trumpets before tbcm, all Tfra«l Handing. 


7 -Moreover, Solomon confecrated - the 
middle of the court br f ,re the Eternal’* 
houfe ; for there he offered the bumt-ofi- 
feriftga, the meat offer in fj, and the fat of 
the peace-offering*, be aufe the hrafen al¬ 
tar was not able to receive them, , 

8 At that time alio Solomon had » 
feafl feveu days, with all Ifrael, a very 
great congregation, from the entering in 
of Hamath to the river of Egypt. 9 And 
in the eighth day they made a folemn af- 
femhly : tor they kept the dedication of 
the altar feven days, and the feaft feven; 
10 And on the twenty-third day of the 
feventh month he fent the people away 
to their tents glad and joyful in heart* 
for the goodnefi-that the Eternal had 
flieweel to David, and to Solomon, and to 
Ifrael his people. 11 Thus Salomon fi¬ 
nished the Eternal’s houfe, and the king’* 
houfe; and all that catne into his heart 
to make in the Eternal's houfe, and in his 
own houfe, he profperoufly efletted. 

12 And the Eternal appeared to Solo¬ 
mon by night, faying to him, I heard thy 
prayer, and have chofen this place to my-* 
I’df for an houfe of facrifice. 13 If I fluid 
heaven from raining, or if I command the 
Jocufts to devour the land, or fend pefti 
lence among my people ; 14 If my peo¬ 

ple, called by my name, humble tnein- 
felves, and pray, and leek my face, and 
turn from their wicked ways; then will 
I hear from heaven, and forgive their fin; 
and heal their land. 15 Now mine eye* 
lhall be open, and mine ears attentive t*» 
the prayer made in this place. 16 For 
now I have chofen and l'andtified this 
houfe, that my name, and. mine eyes, and 
my heart, fliall be their perpetually. 17 
And, if thou wilt walk before me, as Da¬ 
vid thy father did, doing all I command¬ 
ed thee, ebfervmg my ffatutes and judg¬ 
ments; 18 Then I will eftablilh the 
throne of thy kingdom, as I covenanted 
with David thy father, laying, Thou 
(halt not want an heir to rule m Ifruet. 

19 But if ye turn away, and forlalcc my 
ftaLutes, and commandments, I fet before 
you, and go ferve other gods, to worfiiiji 
them ; .20 Then [ will root them out of, 
my land I gave them ; and this houfe, 
that I fanftified for my name, will I caff 
out of my fight, and make it a proveib &l 
a by-word among all nations. 21 This 
high lioule flail be an affonifliment to r- 
very one that pa (Vet h by it; fo that hv 
fliall lay. Why hath the Eternal done 
thus to this land, and this people * 22 

And one fliall fay, Becaufe they forfook 
the Eternal God of their fathers, who 
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brought them out p'CEgypt, ami fallowed 
other ^ous, worlhippecl and ferved them ; 
therefore l ath he brought all Xhi^pril u- 
pun them... . 

VIII. Solomon's buildings- 

N OW, at the end of twenty years, 
wherein Solomon was building the 
Eternal’s houfe, and his own. a He built 
the cities which Huram reftored, and 
earned the Israelites to dwell thtie. 3 
He alfo went to Haciathzob&b, and pre. 
▼ailed agair.fr it. 4 And he built Tad- 
rnor in the wildenicfs, with a|l his It ore- 
cities in Hamath. 5 He "Silo built the 
upper and the nether Beth-horou, fenced 
cities, with walls, gates, and bars # ; 6 
And £aalath,hnd all the ftore-ciues that 
he had, aod all the cbariuNcities, fie thofe 
of the hbrfemen, and ail that he defired 
to build in Jerufalem, acd in Lebanon, St 
through ail his dominion. 

7 All that were left of the Hittites, 
ana the Ameiites, and the-Pcrizzites, and 
the Hivitea, and the Jebufuts, 8 The 1 
Canaamtcs children, who were rot de- 
ftroyed, but left in. the land, Solomon 
made to pay tribute until this day. 9 
But of the Ifraelitts Solomon made no 
Vervauts for his work ; for they were 
warriors, the chiefs of his captains, and 
governors of his chariots and horfemen. 
it3 The chief of his officers, were two 
hundred and £fty, that baic rule over 
the people. 

n And Solomon brought Pharaoh’s 
daughter from the city of David to the 
houfe he built for her: for he laid, My 
wife frail not dwell in the houfe of Da¬ 
vid king of Iftael, becaufe the places are 
holy whereuDto the ark of the Eternal 
hath come. 

iz Then So ; omon offered burnt-offer- 
ings to the Eternal on the Eternal’s altar, 
before the porch ; 13 Even a certain 

rate ev^ ry day, according to the com¬ 
mand of Mofesi cm the fabbaths, the new- 
moons, and folemn feaft s, three times in 
a year, even in the feaft of unleavened 
bread , the paflbver, and in the feaft of 
penteeotti or /even weeks after it , and 
in the feaft of tabernacles. 

14 And be appointed, according to 
David his father’s order, the prlefts courfes 
to their fervice, and the Levites to their 
charges, to praife and mini Iter before the 
prieits, as every day’s duty required,; the 
porters alfo by theit courfes at every gate; 
as David the man of God commanded. 
?5 And they departed not from the king’s 
command to the priefts and Levites, con¬ 
cerning no matter, nor the treafnres. 16 
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Now, all Solomon’? work was prepared 
from the .day of founding of the Eternal’s 
houle, even until it Was fmiflied ; fo it 
was perfwfted. 

17 Then went Solomon to Ezion-ge* 
ber. and Elu’.h, at the fea-ftde in Edonft. 
18 And Huraro Tent him, by his fervent's, 
ftiipi. and fervants that knew the fca j 
who went with Solomon’s fervants to O- 
phir ami brought thence four hundred 
fifty talents of gold to king Solomon. 

IX. The queen xf Sheba comes to admire 
. Solomon's •suifdoti 1. 

ND the queen of J-heba hcariiyg of 
Solomon s 1 :me. Hie came to him 
with hard queftiuns at Jerufalem, with a 
very great retinue, and camels bearing 
fpices, and gold in abundance, and pre¬ 
cious ftones: and being come to him, flie 
communed with him cf all that was in 
her heart. 1 And Solomon told her all 
her quell ions ; nothing I ling hid from 
him which he told her nut. 3 And fee¬ 
ing his w;fdc;ti», ahd the houfe he bruit, 
4 And the meat of his table, and the fit¬ 
ting of-bis fervauts, and the attendance 
of his waiters, with their apparel; nis 
cup-bearers alfo, apd theirs; and his a- 
fccnl into the Eternal’s houfe ; fre could 
not exprtf^her admiration. 

5 And file fa id to him, It was a true 
report I heard in mine own land of thine 
a<Ts, and of thy wifdom ; 6 Yet I be¬ 

lieved it not, till I came and f»w ; and, 
lo, the one half of thy wifdum was hot 
tv Id me; for thou exo-idc-ft the fame I 
heard. 7 Happy are thy (hen, and hap¬ 
py Jthefe thy fervants. vthoflund continu¬ 
ally before thee, and hear thy wifjom. 8 
BlfclTed be the Eternal tliy God, who de- 
lighteth in thee, to ftt thee On his throne, 
to be king for himfelf; bpcaufe thy God 
loveth Iftael, to eftablilb them perpetu¬ 
ally, therefore he made thee king over 
them, to do judgment and juftice. 9 
And Hie gave the king an hundred ami 
twenty talents of gold, and great abun¬ 
dances of fpices, and precious ftones ; 
there was no fuch fpices as fbe gave him. 
10 Huram’s and Solomon’s fervants, who 
brought gold from Ophir, brought alfo 
algum-trees, ahd precious ftones. ft And 
the king made of the incorruptible *1- 
tr.ug-trees ten aces to the Eternal’s houle, 
and to the king’s palace, and harps and 
pfalteries for fingets; there was none 
fuch fetn before m the Jaiql ol Judah. 
12 Ann he gave her all her defire, which 
fhe aftud, the recompenfe for what ftie 
bad brought to the king. So flit turned It 
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went away to her •inland with her fer- 
v.m ti. 

13 Mow the weight of gold that came 
to Solomon in one ycir was fix hundred 
an l fix'y-iix talent.*, 14 Brfiiles *hat 
triers and merchants brought : and all 
thr kings of Arabia, and governors of the 
country, brought goUl and filver to him. 

i ^ And he made two hundred targets 
rd iK-aten gold : fix hundred fliekeh of 
beaten gold were one target. 16 And 
three hundred fhicld 9 of beaten gold : 
ihier hundred fliekels were one Ihield: fit 
he put them in the houfe of the forclt 
trees of L-banon. 

T7 Moreover, he made a great ivory 
throne, aud overlaid it with pure gold. 
iS And there were fix (teps to it, with a 
foot (too I of gold, fattened to it, aryl (fays 
on each fide of the fitting-place, and two 
lions Handing by the ftays : 19 And 

twelve lions It.jod there on each fide i^p- 
on the,fix ttepn , there was nothing fuch 
made in any kingdom. 

20 And all his drinking-veffels were of 
gold, and all thefe of the houfe of the fo- 
rttt.uf Lebanon of pure gold ; none were 
of fiiver ; it was of no account in the days 
of Solomon. 21 For the king’s Ihips 
wen; to I’aribifh with Huram's fervants; 
once every three years they returned, 
bringing gold, filver, ivory, apes, and pea¬ 
cocks. 12 And he furpafled all the kings 
of the earth tn riches and wifdom. 23 So 
they fought Solomon’s prefence, to hear 
his wifdom Gb <1 had given him. 24 
And every man brought his prefent, vef- 
fels of Giver, gold, and rument, armour, 
ami fpices, horfes, and mules, a rate year 
by year. 

7 .; And he had four thoufand Halls for 
hori^ and chariots, and twelve thoufand 
hoiicnicn, wnom he bellowed is the cha¬ 
riot citus, and with himfelf at Jerufa- 
lcm. 

26 And he reigned over all the kings, 
from the river Euphrates, even to the 
land of the Pnilillincs, and the border of 
Egypt. 1 7 And made filver in Jeru- 
Ulem as (lones, fit cedar asf>c.imo e trees 
in the vale in abundance, 2$ And they 
biought to Solomon lioi'fcS out of Egypt, 
and out gl nil lands. 

29 Now, the retb of Solomon’s afls, 
irlt in<l Kill, are written in the book of 
Nathan lire prophet, and in the prophecy 
i>f Alujah thr Sbi'onitc, and in the v.lions 
H Iddo the trei ugaiofi Jciuboam. Nebat’s 
on. 30 A.id S'tlon;0 1 reigned in Jeru¬ 
salem over all IIr jc I forty years. 31 Mow 
Solomon tl:pt with his fathers, and was

buried in the city of David his father: 
And Rehuboam his fyn reigned in hi? 
Head, 

X. From Reboboarn ten tribes revolt. 
OW all Ifrael came to make Reho- 
hoim king at Sheehem. 2 But 
when Jeroboam, Mcbat’s fon, heard in 
Effypt, ( whither he fled from Solomon,) 
he returned from it. 3 So they fent and 
called him ; fo he and all Ifrael came and 
fpake to Rehobo.im, faying, 4 Thy father 
made otir yoke heavy; uow,"therefore, 
eafe thy father’s grievous fervitude, and 
b-avy yoke, and we will ferve thee. 5 
But hr f.iid to them. Return to me after 
thtee Jays. So the people departed. 

6 Now king Rehohoam coftfulted the 
old min that Hood before his father, fay¬ 
ing, What counfel give ye me, to anfwer 
to this people ? 7 And they faid to him, 

If thou be kind to this people, and picafe 
them, and fpeak good to them, they will 
ferve the** perpetually. 8 But ne furfook 
the old men’s counfel, and confulted the 
young men that were brought up with 
him ; 9 Saying to them. What advice 

give ye, to anfwer this people, who lay, 
Eafe fomewhat tby father’s yoke ? 10 And 
they faid, Anfwer them thus: My little 
finger lhall be thicker than my father’s 
loins. 11 For, as any father made your 
yoke heavy, I will add to it; he chaftifed 
you with whips, but I will chaftife you 
\vith fcorpions. 

12 13 Now Jeroboam and all the peoplig 
returned to Rehohoam on the third day, ail 
he bade. 14 But he anfw«red them rough¬ 
ly, afrer the young men’s counfel. 15 
And hearkened not -'o them; lor the caufc 
was God’s, fer the Eternal to perform 
what he fpake by Ahijah the Shilonit^ to 
Jeroboam, Nebat’s fon. 

16 So when all Ifrael faw that the 
king Would not hearken to them, they 
anfwr/ed thus; What portion have we 
in David ? we have no inheritance in 
the ion 01 fdie ; go every oii^ to your 
tents, O Ifrael; and now, O David, fee 
to thine own houfc ho all Ifrael went 
to their tents. 17 But Rthohoain reign¬ 
ed over the Ifraelit.es that dwelt in the 
cities of Judah. i 3 Turn he lent Hadu- 
• am, th.it was over the tribute ; and the 
Iftaeiites Honed nim 10 death; but Re¬ 
hohoam haftenrd to go into his chariot, 
to flee to Jeruf lem. 19 So Ifrael re¬ 
belled againif David’s houfe to this day. 

XI. Rehob cam raljing aft army- 
OW when Rehohoam came lo Jeru- 
faletn, hr gathered of J\idah mnl 
Benjamin ^hundred and eighty thoufand 
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chofen warriors, tp fight againft Ifrael, to 
fubdue the kingdom to himfelf. a But 
tbe word'of the Eternal came toShtmai- 
ab the roan of God, faying, 3 to 
Rehoboam, Solomon’s fon. king of Judah, 
mod to ab Ifrael in Judah and Benjamin, 
4 Thus faith the Eternal, Ye (hall not go 
to fight againft _your brethren ; return 
each .to his houfe; for this is done by 
me. So they obeyed the words of tbe E- 
ternah 

5 Rehoboam dwelt in Jerufalem, »nd 
built cities for defence in Jud&h. 6 He 
built Beth-lehero, Etam, Ttkot, 7 Beth* 
zur, Shoco, Adullaru, 8 Gath, Marafhah, 
Ziph, p Adoraim, Lachifii, Azckah, 10 
Zorah, Aiialon, and Hebron, fenced ci¬ 
ties in Judah and in Benjamin. 11 He 
alfo fortified the ftrong holds, and put 
captains in them, and ftore of VitfuaJ, and 
oil, and wine, 12 And in every feveral 
city be put fhields and fpears, making 
them exceeding-ftrbng,'having Judah-and 
Benjamin on his fide. 

13 4,11 the priefts and Lrrites m Tffael 
rcfortcd to him Irons all their coafts. 14 
(For the Luvites leaving their ftiburhs, fit 
poffeflioo, came to Judah and Jerufalem ; 
for Jeroboam and his fens had eaft-them 
off from executing the priefts office to the 
Eternal ; 15 As he appointed him priefts 
for the high places, and for the devils, and 
for the calves he made.) 16 And after 
them, fuch,o£ all the tribes of Ifrael^ as 
fet their hearts to feek the Eternal God 
of Ifrael, came to Jerufalem tofacrifice to 
the Eternal God of their fathers. 17 So 
they ftrengthened the kingdom cf Judah, 
making Rehoboam. Solomon's fon, ftrong, 
three years; which they walked in the 
way of David and Solomon. 

18 And Kthoboam married Maha- 
lath, daughter of Jcrimoth, David's fon, 
and Abihail, daughter of Eliab, fon of 
Jeffe; 1 p Who bare biro children; Jeufii, 
and Shacnariah, and Zaham. 20 And 
next he took Makchah, AbfVom’s daugh¬ 
ter, who bare him -Abijah, and Altai, and 
Ziza, and Sbelomith- at But Rciioboam 
loved MarchaH above all his wives and 
concubines; (having eighteen-wives, and 
fixty concubines, he had twenty-eight 
fons, and fixty daughters.) 22 And he 
made Abijah fun of Maacbah to be chief 
ruler among his brethren, for to make him 
king. 23 And-being fubtile, he difpeffed 
all his children threugh all tbe coun¬ 
tries ofjudah and Benjamin, into every 
fenced city; and gave them visual a* 
hundant!)-.-He defined many wives. 


Chap. XI L 

XII. Rebobonm, forfakirtg Go 4 t is pv- 
nijhed . 

OW, when Rehoboam had eftablifli- 
ed the kingdom, and ftrengthened 
himfclf, he forfook the law of the Eter¬ 
nal, and all Ifrael with him. 2 Now in 

Rehoboam f s fifth year, Shifiiak king of 
Egypt came againft Jerufalem, for their 
offending the Eternal, 3 With twelve 
hundred chariots, and fixty thoufand 
horfemen; and people without number 
from Egypt; the Lubites, the Sukkites, 
and the Ethiopian'. 4 And taking the 
fenced cities pertaining to Judah, he came 
to Jetufalem. 

5 Then cameShemarah the prophet to 
Rehoboam, and to the princes of Judah 
that were gathered tp Jerufalem becaufe 
of Shifhak, and faid to them, Thm faith 
the Eternal, As ye have ferfaken me, fo I 
affo left you in the power of Shifiiak. 6 
Then the princes of Ifrael and the king 
humbled themfclves, and (aid. The Eter¬ 
nal is righteous. 7 And when the Eter¬ 
nal Caw this, the word of the Eternal 
came to Shetnaiah, faying. They have 
humMeif themfelves, therefore I will not 
deftroy them, but grant them fome de¬ 
liverance ; and my wrath (hall not he 
poured out upon Jerufalem by the hand 
of Shifiiak. 8 But they fhalt ferve ; to 
know that my fervice is better than that 
of the kingdom^ of' the countries/ p So 
Shifiiak came agaihft Jetufalem, fit took 
away ail the treqifnres of the Eternal’s 
houfe, and of the king’s houfe ; and alfo 
the golden fhialds Solomon made. 10 
Inflead of which Rehoboam, made brafs 
fhields, and committed them to the chief 
of the gdard, who kept the gate of the 
king’s houfe. 1 i And when he entered 
into the Eternal’s houfe, the guard came 
and fetched them, and brought thegi a- 
gain into the guard-chamber. 12 A"nd 
when he humbled him felt, the Eternal’s 
wrath turned from him, that he would 
not deftrpy him altogether : and alfo in 
Judah matters went well. 

13 So Rehoboam ftrengthened himfelf 
in JerufaUm ; he was for.y-one years old 
when he begau to reign, and he reigned 
feventeeti yeais in Jtrufalcm, the city 
which the EreTual had chofen out of all 
the tribes of Ifrael to put his name there; 
and his mother’s name was Naarrah an 
Ammonitrfs. 14 But lie did evil in not 
preparing his heart to ft ek the Eternal. 
15 Now Rehoboam’s a<fts, tirft and iaft, 
are written in the book of Shemaiah the 
prophet, and of Iddo the leer, concerning 
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genealogies. And there were ware be* 
tween him and Jeroboam continually* 
16 And Rohoboum flept with his ii- 
thcrs, and was liurird in the city of Da¬ 
vid : And Abijah his fon reigned in tin 
Acad. 

XIII. Abijah fights again/I Jeroboam. 

N OW, in Jeroboam’s eighteenth year 
began Abijah to reign over Judah. 

2 He reigned three years in Jerusalem ; 
(bis mother’s name alfo was Michaiah 
dau-htu <?f Uriel of Gibeah ,) and there 
was war between him and Jeroboam. 3 
And lie fet the battle in array with an 
army of valiant warriors, four hundred 
thoufand cholen tn?n ; Jeroboam alfo fet 
the battle in array againft him with eight 
hundred thoufand diofen mighty valiant 
men- 

4 And Abijah flood on mount Zerua- 
raim, in mount Ephraim, and faid. Hear 
me, thou Jeroboam, and all Ifrael; 5 Ye 
ought to know that the Eternal God 
of Ifrael gave the kingdom over Ifrael to 
David and his Tons perpetually, by a co¬ 
venant of fait, that corruptetb not . 6 

Yet Jeroboam, Neliat’s fon, fervant to 
Solomon, David’s fon, rebelled againft his 
Jord. 7 And to him are gathered vain 
men of BeliaJ, and (lengthened thera- 
felves againft Rehoboam, Solomon’s fon, 
when lie was young and teuder-hearted, 
and coufd not withftand them. 8 And 
now ye think tu with ft and the Eternal’s 
kingdom, in the hands of David's font; 
and ye are very m^ny, fir. have with you 
golden calves, which Jeroboam made you 
lor gods. 9 Ye have call out the Erer- 
rial’s priefti, Aaron’s fans, and the Levites, 
and made you priefts like other nations; 
lo whoever comes to confecrate himfelf 
with a younjr bullock and feven rams, may 
he a plicit ol them that are no gods. }o 
But rha Etc rival is our God, whom wo 
have isol hulMken ; and the priefts, who 
sumiflrr.to him, ace Aaron’s funs, and thu 

Levitts wait on ihcir bufintfs; 11 And 
they burn to the Eternal, every morning 
and evening; bumt-facrifices and fweet 
incerlr ; the lacred bread alfo fet they in 
order upon the pure table ; and the gol¬ 
den candle Hick, with its lamps, to bum 
every evening; for we keep the charge 
of the Eternal our God ; but ye have for-- 
faken him iz And, behold, God him. 
felt a with us for our captain, and h« 
pried* with founding trumpets to cry a- 
Jarm againft you. O Ifraelites 1 fight ye 
not again ft the Eternal God of your fa¬ 
thers ; ye dial 1 not profper. 

*3 Eu 1 Jeroboam cgufod an arobufli- 


ment cpm© behind thepi; (jo they were 
before Judah and it was hehind. 14 And 
Judah loqkin|, lo. the battle was before 
and behind ; but they cried tp the Eter¬ 
nal, and the pried* founded the trumpets. 
15 Then the men of Judgh (houting, 
God finotc Jeroboam and ajl Ifrael be¬ 
fore Abijah and Judah, ifi So the lfrael- 
ites died before Judah; and God deliver¬ 
ed them into their power. 17 And Abi¬ 
jah with his people made a great (laugh¬ 
ter ; for there fell of Ifrael five hundred 
thoufand chofen men. 18 Thus Ifrael 
was reduced at that time, and Judah pre¬ 
vailed, becaufe they relied on the Eternal 
God of their fathers, 19 And Abijah pur- 
fued after Jeroboam, and took cities from 
him, Bethel, Jeflianab, apd Ephraim, 
with their tqwns. 20 Neither did Jero¬ 
boam recover ftrength in the clays of A- 
bijah ; yea, the Eternal (truck him, fohe 
died. 

zi But Abijah wated mighty, and 
married fourteen wives, and begat twen* 
ty-two fons, and fifteen daughters. zz 
And the re/l of Abijah'* aefts, with hi» 
ways and fayings: are written in the hif* 
tory of the prophet IJJo. % 

XIV. Afa t Juccecditig % dejlroyeth idola¬ 
try . 

S O Abijah flept with his father), being 
buried in th.? city of David; and Afa 
his fon reigned inJiis fteal. In his day* 
the land was quie- ten years. 9 And h* 
did what was good and right before the 
Eternal his Gbd ; 3 For he took away 
the altars of the fttange gods, with the 
high place*, and brake down the images, 
and cut down the grove*; 4 And com* 
rounded Judah to feck the Eternal God 
of their fathers, and to obferve the law 
and its command*. 5 He alfo took away 
out of all the cities-of Judah the high 
places and the fun-image*;.and „the kingv 
dom was quiet before him^, 

6 And he built fenced citie* in Judah; 
for the land had reft without war in thofp 
days; becaufe the Eternal gave them reft, 
7 So he faid to Judih, Let us build thefip 
cities, and enclofe them with walls and 
towers,gates-and bars, while the land is 
yet before us; becaufe we fpught the E- 
ternal our God, he hath given us rgft on 
every fbfe ; fo they built apd.profpered. 

ft Ala had an army of Judah three hun¬ 
dred thoufand that bare targets dt fpeajs; 
and two hundred and eighty thoufand of 
Benjamin that bare fhields aijd drew 
bows ; all thefe were valiant rpen. 

9 And Zerah the Qufhite came, out tt- 
gainft them with an hoft of a thoufand 
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thoufand, and thfee hundred chariots, 
cfcroing to Marefligh. 10 Then A fa went 
out againft him, and they fet the battle 
in array in the valley of Zephrfth&li at 
Marefltah. j't AndAfa cried to the E- 
ternal his Cod,’ faying, O Eternal, it is 
nothing with thee* to help, whether with' 
many, or with them that have no power; 
help us, O Eternal our God ; far we reft 
on thee, and in thy name we go againft 
this multitude!; O Eternal, thou art dur 
God; let not man prevail againft thee, 
ia So the Eternal fmote the Ethiopians 
before Afa and Judah ; and they fled. 13 
So Afa, with hit people, purfued them to 
Geraf ; where the Ethiopians were over¬ 
thrown, that th>*y could not recover them- 
felves; for they were deftroyed before the 
Eternal, and hr< heft ; viho carried away 
very much fpoil. 14 And they fmote all 
the Cities round about Gtrar; for the fear 
of the Eternal came upon them; and 
they fpoiled them all; and there was ex¬ 
ceeding much fpoil in them. 15 They 
fmote alfo the tents of cattle, and carried 
away Iheep and camels* abundantly, and 
rethrned.to Jerufalem. > 
r XV. A+, and ethers, covenant’with 

God. 

r JOW the Spirit of God came upon 
■ Azariah, Oded’s fon. % And he 
■*ent out before Afa anti faid to him; 
Hear me, Afe , afnd all Jndah and Benja¬ 
min ; The Eternal is with you, while ye 
are with him; add rf ye’feek him, he‘will 
Be found of you; but if ye forfake him, 
hfc wilt forfake you. 3 Now Tfrael hath 
Been long without the true God; a teach¬ 
ing prieftyand the law. 4' But when in 
their trouble they turned to the Eternal 
GodofTfrael, and fought him, he was 
found *of them. 5 And in thofe times 
there was no peace to him that went ou% 
orcanle in ; * but great vexation* on all 
the inhabitants of the countries. <S And 
one nation afc one city deftroyed another; 
for-God ;vtied them with all diftrefs. 7 
Be ye ftrong,. therefore, and let not your 
hands be flack r for your work will be 
rewarded. 

• 8 And Afa hearing thefe words of O- 
ded the prophet’s prophecy* was encou¬ 
raged, and pbt away the abominations 
out of all the land of Judah and Benja¬ 
min, arid out of the cities he took from 
mount Ephraim, and renewed the Eter¬ 
nal’s alter before the Eternal’s porch. ■ 9 
And gathered all Judah and Benjamin, 
and the llrangers with them, out of E- 
phraim and Mauaflch, and Simeon ; (for 
they deferted to him,cut of Ilrael abuo- 


r 

dantly', whrn they flw the .Eternal his 
God was with him): 10 So they a He ru¬ 
bied lit Jerufalem in the third month of 
the fifteehth year of Afa’s reign, 11 And 
they offered to the Eternal the 1 ‘aind time 
fome of the fpoil they had brought, feven 
hundred Wen, and feven thoufmd flierp. 
la And they entered into a covenant to 
feek the Eternal God of their*fathers 
with all their heart and foul; 13 That 
whoever would not feek the Eternal God 
of Ifrael (hould be put to der.tk, whether 
fmall or great, man nr woman. 14 And 
they fware to the Eternal with a loud 
,voice, and with fhoutirg, and with trum¬ 
pets, aad with cornets. 15 And all Ju¬ 
dah rejoiced Jit the oath : ,fcn they fware 
with all their heart, and f. tight him with 
their whole, defire ; aud he was. found of 
them, and gave them reft round about. 

1 6 And Afa removed Mazthah hi» 
grandmother from being queen, bccaufe 
flie made nn horrible idol in a, grove, 
which Afa cut down, and beat fmall, ami 
burnt at the brook Kidron.

io Ala enraged at this, put the leer in a 
prifoo ; he alio opprtifed forue of the 
people the fame nine.

5 He followed nlfo their counfcl, and 
went with Jehoram fon of Ahab king of 
Jfracl to war ngninft Hazael king of Sy¬ 
ria at R.iinorh-Gile^d; and the Syrians 
fmoie Joram \ 6 Who returned tq be 

hValed of hi* wounds in Jczrrel, Now 
Azariah, fon of Jehoram king of Judah, 
went to fee Jehoram fon of Ahab at Jez- 
reel, bring Pick- 7 Now Ahaziah’i deftruc- 
tion was of God, by coming to Joram ; 
for having pome, he went out with Jelio- 
i aqi ..g.iinfl Jehu fon of Nimffii, whom 
tli2 Eternal anointed te cut off* Ahab’s 
liouf. 1 . 3 Mow when Jehu executed judg¬ 
ment on AiiiiO’j houfc 1 and found the prin¬ 
ces of Judah, and' the'Tons of Abazi- 
ah’s brethren, attending him, he flew 
tl.e.n. 9 He alio fought Ahaziah ; ftfid 
they caught him, (hid at Megiddo in the 
t.ie kingdom of Samaria,) and brought 
him to Jehu ; and having (lain him they 
buried null; for they Paid, he is the fon of 
Jchufluphat, who fought the Eternal 
with all his heart. So Ahaziah’s houfe 
hail no power t» keep dill the kingdom. 

10 Hut when Athaliah, mother of A- 
h .iziah, faw her fon was dead, (he deltroy- 
td all the Iced royal of Judah. 11 flut 
JviMiihabcafli, the king's daughter, Hole 
foafh, Ahaziah’s fun, from among the 
king • fon*, putting him and hi* nurfc in a 
Wil-chamber. So king Jehor^m’s daugh¬ 


ter, Jehoiada the prieft’s wife, lifter of A 4 
haziah, hid him from Athaliah, 12 With 
them at the hpufe of God fix years: So 
Athaliah reigned of or the land. 

XXni Jehoiada tnaktth JoaJh king* 

A N D in the feveijth year JehoiaiJa 
ftrengtbeneil hiri)fe If. taking the 
captains of hundreds, Azariah fon of Je¬ 
horam, and Iftmnel fon of Jehohana*, to 
Azariah fon of Obed, and Maafeiah fori 
of Adaiah, and Eliffiaphat fon of Zichri, 
into covenant with him ; 2 IVflio went 4- 
bout in Judah, and gathered the Levies 
out of all the cities with the chief fathers 
of Ifrael, who came to Jerufalem. 

• 3 Then all the congregation made a 
covenant with the king at the houfe of 
God. And he Paid to them, Lo, the king's 
fon (hall reign, as the Eternal fa id of Pa* 
vid’s font. 4 This ye ftiaH do ; A third part 
of you, prieds and Levites, entering on 
the fabbath, Gixj! be porters pf the doors; 
Another frail'be at the king’s houfe; 
the other at the gate of th« foundation: 
and all the people in the courts of the fi¬ 
le in al's houfe. 6 But let none come in¬ 
to the Eternal's houfe Pave the piiefts, find 
the miniltering Levites; they may come 
in, for they are holy; hut all the people 
Ihall keep the charge of the Eternal. 7 
And the-Levites dmII encompafs the king, 
with their weapons in hand ; pnd whoe¬ 
ver elfc cometh into the houfe he frail be 
put to death ; but be ye with* the king 
when he cometh in, and whan fte got-fcn 
out.' S So the Levites, with all Judah, 
did all things as Jehoiada the prieft com¬ 
manded, and taking every one his men 
that came in on the fabbath, with them 
that went out on it; for JehoiadadifmjlT- 
ed not the courfes. 9 Moreover, he de¬ 
livered to the captains of hundreds fpe^rs, 
and bucklers, and iliields, that were king 
David’s, which were in the houfe oT Gud» 
le And he Tet all the people, (each hav¬ 
ing his weapon in his hand,) fiom the 
right fide of the temple to the left, at the 
altar and the temple, by the king round 
about- 11 Then they brought out the 
king’s fun, and put the crown on him, 
giving him the teftimony, and made him 
king, whom Jehoi acta and his tons anoint¬ 
ed, and Paid, Let the king live. 

it But-Athaliah hearing the node of 
the people running and prmiltug the king, 
(he came to rhem at the Eternal’s houfe. 
13 And foe looking, beheld the king Uajul 
at his pillar, at the entrance, attended }^ 
the princes and the trumpets ; and all th* 
people of the land rejoiced, and (Qumde^ 
with trumpets-; there were alf® foagafa

loweth her he (lain with the fword. For 
the prieft faid, Slay her apt at the houfe 
of the Eternal. So they fuzed her; 
and being come to the entering of the 
horfe-gaic, by the king’s houfe, they flew 
her there. 

* 16 And Jehoiada made a covenant be¬ 
tween him and all the people, and the 
kihg, that they fbould be the Eternal’s 
people. 17 Then they ail went to Baal’s 
houfe,v and brake down it, and his altars, 
and images alfo, in pieces; and flew Mat- 
tan his priefl befoTe the altars. 18 Je¬ 
hoiada appointed thp offices of the Eter¬ 
nal’s houfe to the priefts the Invites, 
whom David diftributed in the Eternal’s 
houfe, to offer, the burnt-offerings of the 
Eternal, as it is written in the law of Mo* 
fes> with rejoicing and with finging, as 
direifted by.

•fes.the Eternal’s feryspU, ,and of toe con- 
gregation of ICraei,-for the tabernacled of 
wituefs? 7 For-wicked Athaliab’s fons 
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bsd brokeivppcu God’s houfe; and alfo 
plfeparW all the dedicated things of the 
Eternal’s houle,'for Baalim. 8 Mow the 
king commanding, they made a cheft, 
and fet it without, at the gate of the E- 
■ ternalSi houfe. 9 They made alfo a pro- 
c Initiation through Judah and Jerufalem, 
to bring in to the Eternal’s houfe the col- 
‘ legion Mofes* God’s lervatir, laid upon 
Iltael in the wildernels. 10 Then all the 
princes and people rejoiced, and brought, 
and caft into the chelt, till they had fi- 
niflied. :i Now when the cheft was 
brought irito the king’s offiefe by the JLe- 
Vites, when they faw therein much mo¬ 
ney, the king’s feribe and the high prieft’s 
officer came and emptied it, and then 
, carried it to its place again. Thus they 
did day by day, an^ gathered money a- 
bundantiy. 12 Which the king and Je¬ 
hoiada gave to fuch as did the work of 
the Eternal’s houfe, and hired malons and 
carpenters to repair it, and alfo luth as 
wrought iron and bTafs to mend it.

17 Now after his death, the princes of 
Judah, came, and bowed to the king ; 
who hearkened to them,. 18 And they 
forfook the houfe of the Eternal God of 
their fathers, j^nti ferved groves and idols; 
fo wrath came on Judah and Jerufalem 
for this their trefpafs.

1.3 Now at the year’s end, the boA of 
Syria tame againft him, to Jud*}) 
Jeiufalem, and deltroyed all the princes , 
of the people Irora among them, and fent 
all their fpoil to the king of Damafcus.

God of their fathers; fo they executed 
judgment againft Joalb.

27 Concerning his Tons, and the great- 
nefs of the burdens upon him, for repair¬ 
ing the houfe of God. behold, thoy are 
written in the hiftory of the book of 
Kings : and Amaziah his fon reigned in 
his head. 

XXV. Amaziah reigni well at fir ft. 

A Maziaji was twenty-five years old 
when he began to reign, ’and' he 
reigned twenty-nine years in Jemfiileui; 
and his mother’s name was Jehoaddan of 
Jirufalcm. 2 And he did right before 
the Eternal, but net with a perfect 
heart. 

3 When the kingdom was eftabliflicd 
to him, hr (lew his fervants that killed 
his father ; 4 But he (lew not their chil- 
dren, rr; it is written by Mofes in the 
law, wh'-re the Eternal commanded, fay¬ 
ing. ihc fathers (ball not die for the chil¬ 
dren, nor the children for the fathers,but 
each fliall die for his lin. 

5 Moreover, Amaziah gatheted Judah, 
and made captains over thoufands and 
hundreds, according to the boufes of their 
fathers, throughout alt Judah and B.n ja- 
niiu ; lie numb red them from twenty 
yeaisohl and above, and found three hun¬ 
dred thmland chufen men foj war that 
cool.i handle fp* ar ant l fliield. 6 He hir¬ 
ed alfo an hundred thoufand valiant men 
out ot Ifrjvcl for an hundred talents of 
filver. 7 But a man of God came to him; 
faying. O king, let uot the army of Ifrael 
go with thee; for the Eternal is not with 
Iunel, even all the Ephraiuijtei. 8 But 


fmote three’theufand of them, taking 
much fpoil. 

14 Now. after Amaziah camq from 
flaying the Edomites, having brought the 
gods of the men of Seir, he let them up 
for his god% bowed down before them, 
and burnt inccnfe to them. 15 Therefore 
the Eternal’s anger being knullcd, he fent 
to him a prophet; who faid, Why haft, 
thou fought to the gods of the people 
who could not deliver their own people 
from thine hand 5 16 Now as he fpoicc,

Then the pro¬ 
phet forbare, but faid, I know that God 
hath determined to deftroy thee, beciulc 
thou haft done this, fcnd not hearkened to 
my counfel.

of 1 Ltdah. si Add Judah was beaten 
before Ifrael. So each fled to their tents. 
S3 Joafli king of Ifrael took alfo Atn&i- 
ah king of Judau at fteth-lhemelh, and 
brought him to Jerufalcm, and brake 
down its walls, from the gate of Ephraitn 
to the cornet gate, four hundred cubits. 
24 And took kll the gold and filver, and 
all the ycftels found in the houfe of God 
with Obed-edom, and the treafurfesof the 
king’s houfe, and his Jons t for holt ages 
and returned to Satnana. 

35 And Amaziah fon of Joafh king of 
Judah lived after the death of Joafh, Ton 
of Jelioahazicing of (fiael, fifteen years. 
06 Now the red of Amaztah's a&*, firft 
and lajt. they are written in the book fcf 
the Kings of Judah and ifrael. 

27 Now aftei Am&2i$h tuftitd away 
flam following the Etefrtkl they made a 
cenfpi acy again ft him in Jemfalem; and 
he fled to Lachifh; but they fent after 
hito. and flew, him there. 28 And they 


he had fniieh cattle, both in the low 
country ahd in thh plains; hulbanrimen 
alfo and Vrtw-drefferi in the mountains, 
and in fruitful fields; for he loved huf- 
bandry. 11 He had alto an host of war¬ 
riors, that went to war in troops, accord¬ 
ing to the number of their muster maria 
by Jeiel thc feribe, and M&efeiah the rul¬ 
er, at the director <bf Hananiah, one of 
the king’s captains.

15 He made alfo in Je- 
rufaK m engines, invented by artful men, 
to be on the towers and the bulwarks, to 
fliooi ar ows and gnrat stones with; fo 
his fame fpiead far; for he was roarvcl- 
loufly helped till he was stion;.

Uzziah did; only he entered, not ihto the 
temple of the Eternal. Arid the people 
did yet coiruntly.

in on* day,*11 valianltnen t becaufe they 
had'forfahen the Eternal God of their fa¬ 
thers* 7 And Zichri, a mighty man of 
Epraim, flew Mannish the king’s ft»n*, 8fc 
AftriJcam the geyhrrtor of the hpufe, and 
ELknnih that’.was next to the king/ -ft 
And the Ifntetftcs carried away captive 
of their brethren two hundred thojifand, 
women, Tons, and daughters, and alfo 
much fpoil, to Samaria.

And the 
men already named took*the Captives, fie 
wirh the Ipoil,clotli nd ..all the naked-a- 
mong them, arxiThodthem, and. gave 
them to eat aud, to drink, and an.oi.nted 
them, and carried Chft.foeblt of -them 
upon afies to JflMchoi,; thh .city of palm 
trees, to their brethren4 then they re¬ 
turned to Samaria* 

16 At that time Ahsz feat to the king 
of AfTyria to help him. 17 For the Edo¬ 
mites came again and fmote Judah* and 
carried away captives. vS The Philif- 
tints alfo invaded the cities of the low 
country, and of the foutli of Judah, and 
took Beth-Aiemefa, and Ajalou, and Ge- 
deroth, and Shoe ho, with their villages, 
and Timnah, with its villages, Gimzo aJ- 
fo and its villages, and dwelt there. 19 
For the Eternal brought Judah low, be- 
caufe of Ahhz king of I free l, who made 
Judah naked, and tranfgrefTed tore again ft 
the Eternal, a® Now Tilgath-pilnei^r 
kir^ of Ajflyria. came to him ftnddUtreifrd 
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him, but ftrengthenfcd him not*- ax'For it is 'ijr thine heart tp make a covenant 
Ahaz took a portion oat gf the [Eternal's with the Eternal God of Ifrad, that his 


houfe, and of the king’s houfe, and of. the 
princes, and gave it to the king ofAffy- 
fria ;. but he helped'Hita not. 

> aa And in the time of his diftrefs Ahna 
trefpaffed yet more againft the Eternal; 
13 For he facrificed to the gods of Da- 
m a feus that fmote him, and faring, Be- 
caufe the gods of Syria help them, there¬ 
fore will I facrifice to theta, that they 
v may help rne ; but they were the ruin 
of him and of all Ifrael. 14 Ahaz 
athered alfo the veflels of God’s 
oufe, and cut them in pieces, and fout 
up the doors of the Eternal’s houfe, and 
mane him altars m every corner of Jerti- 
falem. 45 And in, every feveral city of 
Judah he made high places to burn in- 
cenfe to other gods, provoking to anger 
the Eternal God of his fathers. 

26 Now the reft of his adls, and of all 
- his ways, firft and laft, are written in the 
book of the Kings of Judah and Ifrael. 
27 And Ahaz flept With his fathers, and 
thgy buried him in the city Jerofalem, 
but not in the fepulchtes of the kings of 
Itifafcl: and Hezekiah bis fon reigned in 
his ftead. 

XXIX. Hezekiah's good reign. 
Ezekiah began to reign when he 
was $w<enty-five years old, and he 
reigned twenty-nine years in Jerufalem; 
and his mother’s name was Ahijah, the 
daughter of Zechariah. 2 And he did 
right before the Eternal, entirely as 
l)avid his father had done. 

3 In the firft month of the firft year of 
his reign, he opened the doors of the E- 
ternaPs htufe, and s repaifed them. 4 He 
brought J in alfo thd priefts, and the Le- 
Vites, and gathering them into the eaft 
ftreet, 5 He faid to them, Hear me, ye 
Eevites, confcerate now yourfelves, and 
yHe houfe of the Eternal God of your fa¬ 
thers, and carry the pollutions out of the 
holy place. 6 For our fathers Hid evil &, 
trefpaffed againft the Eternal ^ur God, 
frrfaking him, and turned away their 
faces from his habitation, turning their 
backs. 7 They alfo flmt the doors of the 
porch, and put out the lamps, and burnt 
not incenfe, nor offered burnt-offerings, 
in the holy place to the God of Ifrael. 

9 Therefore the wrath of the Eternal was 
upon Judah and Jerufalenvand he deli¬ 
vered them to trouble, to afford foment, 
and to hiding, as ye fee with your eyes. 
9' For, lo, our fathers have fallen by fhe 
fword; and our Ions, and daughters, and 
wives, are in captivity for this. xoiNow 


fierce, wrath may turn away frg^n us. j.i 
M y Tons, be not how negligent j fgr the 
Eternal .hath chofep. you.to Hand before 
him, to ferve him, and miniftar to hiip, 
and burn incenfe. 

n Th^n the Levitrs argfe, Mahath the 
fon of Amafai. and Joel fun of Azariah, 
of .the fons of the Kohathites; and of the 
fons of Merari, Kifo fon of Ahdi, and.A- 
zariah fon of Jehalelel; and of the Ger- 
foonites, Joah fon of Z-mma, and IJden 
fon of Joah ; 13 And of Elizaphan’s fons, 
Shimri, and Jeiel; and of Afaph’s fons, 
Zechariah and Mattaniab ; 14 And of 
Heman'sTons, Jehiel and Shiraei; and of 
Jeduthun’s fons, Shemaiah and Uzziel. 
15 They gathered their brethren, aud 
confecrating themfelyes, came according 
to the king’s command, by the word of 
the Eternal, to cleanfe the Eternal's 
houfe., 16 Lo the priefts went into the 
inner part of the.Eternal’s houfe to cleanft 
it, and brought out all the i^ncleannel's 
they found in the Erernal’s temple into' 
the court of,the Eternal's houfe. .And 
the Levitfs took and carried it to the 
brook Kidron. 17 They began on the 
firft day of the.firft month td confecratc, 
and on the eighth day or the month th^y 
came to the porch of the Eternal’s houfe, 
fo they confeciated the Eternal’s houfe in 
eight days; and fin the fixteenth day pi 
the firft month they.finifoed it. 18 Then 
they went in.to king Hezekiah, and faid. 
We have clean fed the Eternal's houfayflt 
the altar of burnt-offeung, with all its 
veflels, and the: table of fapred bread, 
with all its veflels. 19 Moreover* aU the 
veflels Which king Ahaz, in his reign, caft 
away in his tranfgrefliQn; haye we prp- 
pared and purified, and lo they are be fora 
the altar of the Eternal.. . 

20 Then Hezekiah rofe early, and ga¬ 
thered the rulers of the city, and went 
up to the Eternal s houfe. .21 And they 
brought feven bullocks, and feven rams, 
and feven lambs, and feven he-goats, for 
a fin-offering for the kingdom, the faijc- 
tuary, and Judah; and he commanded 
tfib priefts, Aaron's fons, to offer them on 
the Eternal’s aitar. 22 So they killed the 
bullocks, and the. priefts took the blood, 
and fprinkled it on ,the alt/r; with the 
rams and lambs they did likewife. 23 
And they brought ijbc hc-goats for the 
fin.offering before the king and the con¬ 
gregation, and they laid theii hands on 
them : 24 And the, pciefts killed them, 
and offered their blood oh the altar, to 
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make atonement for fin for all Ifmfcl. ■ £5 
And he fet the Levhec in the Eternal’s 
houfe with pfalteries, and harps, 

after the command of David, of Gadth® 
kind’s feer, and K.ithan the prophet; for 
fo was the Eternal's command by his pro¬ 
phets. 16 So the Levites flood with ihe 
inflrnmentsof David, and the priells with 
the trumpets. *7 And Hezekiah com¬ 
manded to offer the burnt-offering an the 
altnr: and when it began, the fong to 
the Eternal began alfo with the trum¬ 
pet?, and the inflrumenls ordained by Da¬ 
vid king of Ifrael. 78 Thus aU the con¬ 
gregation worfliipped, and the fingers 
fang, and the trumpeters founded; and 
all this continued till the burnt-offering 
was Sniffled. *9 And having finiflied of¬ 
fering, the king and all prefent bowed 
themfelves and worfhipped. 30 More¬ 
over king Hezekiah and the princes com¬ 
manded the Levites to ling praife to the 
Eternal with the words of David and of 
Afaph the feer ; fo they fang praifes with 
gladnefs, and bowed their heads and wor¬ 
th ip ped. 31 Then Hezekiah faid, Now 
ye have con recrated yourfelves to the E- 
ternal, come near and bring faenfiecs 6c. 
burnt-offerings into the houfi of, the E- 
ternal; fo th<; congregation did fo ; and 
whoever were of a free heart, burnt-offer¬ 
ings. 32 Now the number of burnt-of¬ 
ferings the congregation brought was fe- 
venty bullocks, an hundred rams, and two 
hundred iambs; all thefe were for a 
burnt-offering to the Eternal. 33 And 
the confecrated things were fix hundred 
ox^n, and three thoufand ffieep. 34 But 
the priefts weie too few to ftrip all the 
burnt-offerings ; therefore /heir brethion 
the Levites helped them till the work 
wr-.s end>'d, and till the other priells bad 
confecrated themfelves ; for the Levites 
were more upright in heart to confecrate 
themfelves than thr priefls. 35 The 
liunit-offerings ulfo were in abundance, 
with the far of peace-offerings, and the 
drink -offerings for every peace-offering. 
So the I ervict of the Eternal’s houfe was 
fet i.i order. 36 Now H'-zekiah and all 
the people rejoiced that God had prepar¬ 
ed the people; tor the thin<r was done 
fuddenly.

N OW Hezekiah lent to all Ifrael 
and Judah, and wrote letters alfo 
to hph:uini and Manaffah, to come to the 
Eternal s houfe at Jcrnlalem, and keep 
the pa (To vc r to the Eternal God of Iliael. 

2 For the king had taken counfel with 
hrs piinets, and all the congregation in 


Jerufelem, to keep the paffoverin the fe^ 
,ccmd month, 3 For they could not keep 
it at the ufual time, btcaufe the prie’fta 
hod not purified themfelves fufficicntly, 
neither had the people affembled to Jeru¬ 
salem. 4 And this pleafed the king 6c all 
the congregation. 5 bo they eftablifbed 
a decree to make proclamation through, 
all Ifrael, from Bcer-llieba even to Dan, 
to come to keep the paflover to the Eter¬ 
nal God of Ifrael a,t Jcrufalem ; for they 
had not done it of a long time as it was 
written. 6 So the priells went with the 
letters from the king and bis prin: es thro* 
all Ifrael and Judah, by the king’s com¬ 
mand, faying, Ye Ifraclitcs, turn again 
to the Eternal God of Abraham, Ifaac, 
and Ifrael, and he will return to the rem¬ 
nant of you who are efcaped from the 
kings of Affyria. 7 And be not like 
your fathers and your brethren, w ho 
trefptfled againff the Eternal God of their 
fathers, who therefore delivered them up 
to defolation, as yc fee. 8 Now, be not 
ftiff-necked lfke your fathers, but yield 
yourfelves to the Eternal, and enter into 
his fandluary he confecrated for ever, and 
ferve the Eternal your ,God, that the 
fiercenefs of his wrath may turn away 
from you. 9 For if y« turn again to the 
Eternal, your brethren and your children 
lhall find companion before thofe that 
lead them captive, fo they lhall come a- 
gain to this land ; for the Eternal your 
God is gracious and merciful, and will 
not turn away his favour frotp you, if ye 
return to him. 10 So the polls preffrd 
from city to city, through the country of 
Ephraim 6 l Manaffeh, even to Zvbulun ; 
but they derided them and mocked them. 
11 Yet divers of Aljicr, and M&nalfeh fit 
Zebulun, humbled themfelves, and came 
to Jerufalem. ir In Judah alfo the hand 
of God Was to give them one heart to dp 
the king’s and the princes command, b'y 
the word of the Eternal. 

13 bo there affembled at Jcrufalem to 
keep the fealt of unleavened bread in the 
fceond month, a very great congregates. 
14 And they took away the idol altait 
that were in Jerufalem, wiih ail thofe for 
incenfe, and call them into the brook Ki- 
dron. 15 Then they killed the palTbv$.r 
on the fourteenth day of the lecond 
month: ‘and the negligent priells and Le¬ 
vites werealhamed, and purifying them- 
lelves, brought the burnt-offerings into 
the Eternal’s houfe. , 16 Thuy/ftuod alfo 
in their place as ufual, according to the 
law wi Molds the man of God ; the priells 
fpriukled .the blood they received fr^tn 
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the Levitts: .17 Fpr many In the Congre- 

f ition were not purified, therefore the 
icvites had , the charge of kdJlrig'the 
paflovers for every one that was not 
clfean, to purify thorn to the Eternal. 18 
For many of Ephraim and Mailaffeh, y» 
fachar And Zebu Win, had not cleanfcd 
themfelves, fo they ate the paflbver other- 
wife than it was written; but Hezekiah 
prayed for them faying. The good Eter¬ 
nal prfrdon every one 19 That prepareth 
his heart tofeok God, the Eternal God of 
his fathers, though he he not clean fed ac¬ 
cording to the purification of the (auxili¬ 
ary, so Aud the Eternal hearkened to 
him, and healed the people. 21 Now the 
Ifraelites that were prefent at Jerufalem 
kept the feaft of unleavened bread feven 
days with great gladnefs; and the Le- 
vftes and 'priefts praifed the Eternal day 
by day, fingiug with loud mftratnents to 
the Etemall iz And Hezckiah fpake 
comfortably to all the prophets that 
taught the good knowledge of the Eter¬ 
nal; and they ate through the feaft fe- 
ven days, offering peace-offering*, and 
making confeflion to the Eternal God of 
Tffeir fathers. 23 The whole aflembly 
alfo took eourifel to keep other feven day*, 
hiid did fo with gladnefs. 24 For Heze- 
kiah king of Judah gave to the congre¬ 
gation a thoufand bullock*, jind (Wen 
thoufand (beep; And' the princes gave 
them a thoufand bullocks, and ten thou¬ 
fand flieep ; and a great number ef priefts 
purified themfelves. 25 So all the Con¬ 
gregation of Judah, with the priefts and 
Levites, and all the congregation that 
tame out of Ifrael, and the ftrangert that 
came out from the land of Ifrael, and 
^hat dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 2 6 So 
there was great joy in Jerufalem ; for 
ifince th« days of 6olomon was not the 
^ike in Jernfalem. 

27 Then the pTiefts and Levites arofe 
and blefled the people ; and their voice 
was heard, and their prayer came up to 
the habitation of his hoiiuefs, even to 
keAven. 


der, acco/tling t©' his fervlce, the priefts 
and the Levftcs for burnt-offerings, and 
peaci-dfterings, to miniftrr, and give 
thanks and ptaife at the gates of the E- 
ternaPs camp*. 3 He appointed alfo the 
king’s portion of ht 9 fubftance for the 
burnt-otftrlugs, for the morning and e- 
vening, and for the fabhaths, and for the 
new moons, and for the fet feafts, as it is 
written in the law of the Eternal. 4 
Moreover, he commanded the people that 
dwelt in Jerufalem to give the portion of 
the priefts and the Levites, to encourage 
them in the law of the Eternal. 

5 Now as foon as the command was 
publjfhed, the Ifraelites brought in a- 
bundance the firft fruits of corn, wine, oil, 
and honey, and of all the increafe of the 
field ; and the tithe of all things abun¬ 
dantly. 6 As for thofe of Ifrael and Ju¬ 
dah, that dwelt in the cities of Judah, 
they alfo brought in the tithe of oxen fit 
(beep, and of holy things confecrated to 
the Eternal their God, and laid by heaps. 
7 In the third month they began to lay 
the foundation of the heaps, and finifhed 
them in the feventh month, 8 And Hc- 
zekiah, with the princes, coming and fee¬ 
ing them; blefled the Eternal, and his 
people llHel. 9 When he qtieftioned the 
priefts and the Levites concerning the 
heaps, 10 Azariah the chief prieft, of 
Zadok’s houfe, artfwered him thus. Since 
the people began to bring the offerings 
to the Eternal’s houfe, we had enough to 
eat, and left plenty; for the Eternal hath 
blefled hi* people, and this great (tore is 
what is left. ! 

it Then Hezekiah commanded to pre¬ 
pare chambers in the Eternal’s houfe, 
which they did. -12 And brought in the 
offerings, tithes, and dedicated things, 
faithfully; ever which Cononiah the Le- 
vite was ruler, and Shimei his brother 
was the next. 13 And JehieJ, and Azr.- 
zia.h, aud Nahath, and Azahel, and Jeri- 
moth, and Jozabad, and ElitI, and ltnrra- 
chiah, and Mahath, and Benaiah, were 
overfeers under Cononiah and Shimei his

N OW all this being finiflieii, ail the If- 
^ raelites prefent went to the cities 
of Judah, fit brake the images, cut down 
the groves, call down the high places and 
the altars, through all Judah and Benja- 
njin, in Ephraim alfo and Manqfl*eh;hj’n- 
til they hail deftroyed them all. Then 
jjll the Ifraelites returned, each to his pof- 
eflion in their own cities. 

% Hezekiah appointed the courfes 
of the priefts and the Levites in their or¬ 


brother, at the command of king Hezc- 
kiah, r.ntl Azrieh the ruler of Goo’s 
houfe. 14 And Kofe fon of Imnah the 
Levite, the porter toward the eaft, was 
bver the free-will offerings of God, to 
diftribute the Eternal’s oblations, and the 
mod holy things. 15 And next him 
were Eden, 2nd Minhmin, and Jefliua, 
and Shemaiah, Amana, and Shecaniah, 
in the priefts cities, in their fet office, to 
give to TheiT brethren by courfes, as Well 
to the great as to the fuip.ll; 16 Bitidix 
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their genealogy df male*, from three 
yrars old an 1 upward, even to every pne 
that cntei-'t!. into the Eternal’s bemfe, 
his daily portion for their fervicr in their 
charges, .u Curding to their courfes.j 17 
Both’ to (he genealogy of the priefti by 
the huult- of their fathers, and the Re¬ 
viles from twenty years old and upward, 
in their charges by their courfcs; i3 And 
lu the genealogy of all their little ones, 
their wires, and their fons, and their 
daughters, through all the congregation;

5 He alfo ftrength- 
ened hunielf, built up all the wall that 
w.;s br« k'-n down, ra fing i? up to the 
tuwe:s, mid another wall without, and 
r p iied the fortief. of the city of David, 
ami made d. rtsand fliields abundantly . 6 
He aim iM caijiains oi war ov,-r the peo¬ 
ple, /md g .ihocd them to him in the 
ftrei-t ol tor gafe ot the city, and ipake 
Ctj'iif irt.iidy to them, laying, 7 he lirong 
an I cou ageous, be not aliaid nor dtf- 
mayi-d lor the king >.•! Alfyiia, nor all the 
multitude iliut is wipi him ; lor tbvrebo 
in me with - us than with him.

14 Who among all the gods of thole na¬ 
tions, that my fathers utterly destroyed, 
could deliver his people from my band, 
that your God should he able to deliver 
you from it ? 15 Now, therefore, let not 

Hezekiah deceive you, nor perfuadc you 
on this manner, neither yet believe him ; 
for no god of any nation or kingdom was 
able to deliver his people from my hand, 
and that ofrny father’s; how much lefs 
fha'l your Goa deliver you from 'it.

nj£brought gifts to the Eternal to Jefufa- 
lem, ana prefents to Hezekinh kitik bf Ju¬ 
dah ; fo that he was magnified in tnfe fi^ht 
of all natious henceforth. 

14 In thole days H^zekiah fras fick, 
likely to die, and prayed to the Eternal; 
who fpake to him, and gave him ft fi'gn. 
25 But he rendered not according to thfc 
benefit done to him; for his heftrt was 
lifted up : fo there was .wrath upon him, 
and upon Judah and Jerufalem. i 5 But 
he was humbled, with the inhabitants of 
Jerufalem, for the pride of his heart; fo 
that the wrath of the Eternal came not 
upon them in his days. 

27 lie had exceeding much riches and 
honour; and made him treafuries fot fil- 
ver, and gold, precious ftones, fpices, and 
for Ihields, and all pleafant things'; 
Storehoufes alfo for the increafe bf c'ofti, 
and wine, and oil; and ftalls for all man* 
ner of hearts, and herds at the flails, fp 
Moreover, he provided him cities, 4 hd 
pofltfiions or flocks and herds abundantly; 
for God gave him lubftance very much. 
30 He alfo flopped the upper waterfpring 
ofGihon, and brought it firaight dbWn to 
the Weft fide of the city bf David. And 
he profpefed in all his works. 

31 Howheit, in the matter oF the am- 
hafiadors of the'princei of Babylon, who 
Ibnt to him fo'fenquire of the wonder (2 
Kings, xX.

9 He wai eight years old when he be¬ 
gan to reign, Ac he reigned three months 
and ten days in Jerufalem ; and he did 
evil before the Eternal. 10 And at the 
return of the year, Nebuchadnezzar fent 
and brought him to Babylon, with the 
goodly veflels of the Eternal's houfe ; 
made Zedekiah, his father's brother, king 
over Judah and Jerufalem. 

11 Zedekiah was twenty-one years old 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
eleven years in Jerufalem; izAnd he 
did yvil before the Eternal his God, and 
humbled himfelf not before Jeremiah,the 
piophet*fpeaking from the Eternal.

N OW, in the firft year of Cyrus king 
of Perfia, that the word fpoken by 
Jeremiah from the Eternal might be ful¬ 
filled) ihe ftirred up the fpirit of Cyrus 
king of Perfia, to make a proclamation 
through his kingdom, and put it alfo in 
writing, faying, 2 Thus faith Cyrus king 
of Perira, . The Eternal God of heaven 
hath given me all the kingdoms of the 
earth; and charged me, by his prophet , 
to build him an houfe at Jerufalem in Ju¬ 
dah ; 3 Who is there of all his people a- 
mong you ? his God be with him, and let 
him go up to Jerufalem in Judah, and 
build the Eternal God af Ifrael’s houfe, 
(he is the true God) whofe temple was 
in JetuCalem. 4 And whoever remaineth 
fojourning in any place, let tho men of 
his place help him with filver, and gold, 
and goods, and with beafts, befides the 
free-will offering for the houfe of God in 
Jerufalem. 

5 Then rofe up the chief fathers of Ju¬ 
dah and Benjamin, and the priefts and 
Levitts, with all thofe whofe fpirit God 
ftirred up, to go up to build the Eternal's 
houfe in Jerufalem.'

Thy bowels, 
O Zion ! fruitful with a beautiful off- 
fpring, refemble.a heap of Wheat f<y: a- 
bout with It Liei. 4 Thy vi<fh)T[ous frith, 
with its eoncomitajit graces of (he fpiri- 
tual armour,j(Eph. vi, tt.]f adorn thee 
more than a neck refsmbling a tower of 
brightyft ivory. Tbine eyevofknbwlerlge, 
perceiving wondefs in fhe farred books, 
sclemble the clear h!h-poolo in I'leHiban , 
by the gate of Bctbrabbim. Thou fmel- 
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le^Uft^the wile) of ihine enrmies, as 
the tower of Lebanon's gorM-d fpec tilate 
towards Damufciis, (the tower ficniing 
towards the capital o» Syria), 5 Thy 
head-jpiece, thine helpiet ot hope, foars a- 
loft, far above Cnrmel’s top, to heaved it- 
felfl Thy (carlet ciirftfon coloured head 
and hair, arc dyed in the purple flood of 
atonement; which the King of faints 
poured out for thy redemptibn and puri¬ 
fication : he is held hv the hand of faith, 
io the galleries of his grace. 6 How 
comely, pleafant, and full of delights, art 
thdu, within and without, with grace Sc 
righteoufnefs, O my church ! the object 
of'iny lovei 7 Thy path, and thy ftature, 
are like the palm-tree, (Pfal. xcH. 12. i. 
3^,Pfov*iv. iS.), ever flourifliing, (the 
more.weight it bears, the ftronger it is); 
and-the dire arts of thine ordinances like

3 The ox knows his 
owner and the afs his matters crib ; but 
Jiracl knows nut me, neither do my peo¬ 
ple confidtr. 4 Wo to the finfui nation, 
a people laden with.iniquity, a race of c- 
vil doers, children that corrupt Lhemfelves 
they have fo'fakcn the Eternal, they pro- 
vokeJ the holy of Ifrael to anger, they 
art gone back from following him. 

5 Wny will ye be bnitten any rno^e * 
by proceeding in aputtacy. The whole 
head i> lick and the whole heart faint. 6 
Prom tin* lolc of the foot even to the 
head tnrre is no f.miidnefs, but there are 
wounds and bruiPcs, and putrifying fores: 
they have not been clofeil nor bound up, 
nor fofttueil with ointment. 7 Your 
country fhall be watte and your cities 
burnt; your land devoured by ftrang ers 
in your prcfence, and ba defolated as 
watteJ by ftrangers. S And Zion’s inha¬ 


bitants left like a cottage in a vineyard, 
as a lodge in a garden of cucumbers, as a 
city taken by a fiege. ^ Had not the 
Eternal God of'holts left us a remnant we 
had foon become as Jiodom and like Go¬ 
morrah. 1 

10 Hear the Eternal’s mefTage ye prin¬ 
ces like Sodom’s hearken to out God’s 
law ye people like Gotribr rail's. n To 
what purpofc is iha bbultitude of your

more * 13 Bring no inure vain oblations ; 

your inernfe is an abomination to me ; the 
new moons and fabbaihs. the calling of 
afl’emblies, I cannot endure, even the fo- 
lemn meeting is iniquity.

fie as if I had not nourished youths nor 
brought up virgins. 5 When the tidings 
$hall reach Egypt, they shall be forely pain¬ 
ed at the tidings of Tyre. 6 Pafs ye ov<.r 
to Tarshish ; howlO ye inhabitants of the 
fea coaft. 7 Is this ycur triumphant city 
whofc antiquity is of the earljeft date ? 
her own feet shall carry her afar off to fo- 
journ. 8 Who purpoled tpis againftsTyrc, 
who difpenfed crowns, vvhofe merchants 
w s ere princes, whofe traders were nobles 
of the- land. 9 The Eternal ofhoflscounfel- 
ed it, to ftain the pride of all beauty, & to 
bring into contempt all the nobles of the 
*arth. 10 Pafs thro’ thy land like a river 
tD inhabitant of Tarshish ; the mighty, as 
stimound that kept in thy people as wa¬ 
ters, is no more. 11 He ilretchrd out his 
hand over the fea ; he shook the king¬ 
doms z. the Eternal gave a commandment 
concerning Canaan to deftioy her ftrong 
places. 12 And he faid, Thou shalt tri¬ 
umph no more, O thou vitiated virgin, 
the daughter of Zidon : arife pafs over to 
Chittim (Macedonia in Greece) there 
thou shalt have no reft. 13 Behold the 
habitation of the Chaldeans ; this people 
was of no account till the Ailyriatis foun¬ 
ded it/or the inhabitantsof thedefartj'they 
fet up its watch tower*, they raifed its 
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palaces, it is reduced to a ruin, 14 Howl* 
O ye ships of Tarshiih; for your ftrong 
hold is deftroyed. 15 And at that time 
lyre shall he forgotten feventy yean, ac¬ 
cording to thofe of one king ; after the 
end thereof Tyre shall fing as an harlot 
fingeth. 15 Take thy lyre, go about the 
city, thou harlot that haft been long for¬ 
gotten ; make fweet melody, fing many 
songs that thou mayeft again be remem¬ 
bered. 

17 At the end of feventy years the E- 
ternal will take account of Tyre, and she 
shall return to her commerce, and shall 
have traffic with all the kingdoms of the 
wot Id. 18 Then her mereluimlilc and her 
gain shall be holy to the Eternal; it shall 
not be treafured nor laid up in ftore,for it 
shall be tor them that dwell before the 
temple of the Eternal, fur food fufficient, 
and for dui able clothing. 

XXIV. judgments c n the land: 

O, the Eternal empties the land, and 
makes it wafte; yea, he turns it up- 
fide down, and fcatters abroad its inhabi¬ 
tants. 2 And it lhall be, as with the peo¬ 
ple, fo with the pried ; as with the fer- 
vantjfowith his riiader; as with the 
maid, fo with her miftrefs; ;:s with the 
buyer, fo with the feller; as with the 
lender, fc with the borrower; as with 
the ufurer, fo with the giver of ufury.

therefore its inhabitants aie«lfftoyed, few 
being left. 7 The new wine mourns, the 
vine languiflieth, all the merry-hearted 
figh. 8 The mirth of tabrets, and the 
joyful found'of the harp ceafeth; the 
noife of them that rejoice endeth. 9 They 
fliall -no more drink wine with a fong; the 
palm wine fhall be bitter to its dr.nktrs. 
10 The city is broken down, and de.ulatc ; 
every houfe is fliut up, that no man may 
come in. 11 There is a cry in the streets 
for wine; all, joy is pa fled away, the mirth 
of the whole land is gone. 12 In the city 
defolation is left, and the gate is battered 
down with a tumult. 13 Yea, thus it 
fliall be in the land among the people, as 
the fhaking of an olive, and as the glean¬ 
ing when the vintage is fiuiQied. 14 But 
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thrfe null lift up tlieir voire, they Ihsll 
fnj, the waters fliall refound with the 
etata.ion. 15 Therefore glorify ye the 
Eternal in ’he diftant coafts, even the E- 
ternal God oflfracl in the diftant coalU 
of the ff*a. 

16 From the uttermoft part of the land 
wc heard longs, even glory to the righte¬ 
ous. But I laid, Alas I my wretchednr.fi, 
my wretchednefs; woe is me, the plun¬ 
derers plunder, yea, the plunderers con¬ 
tinue ftill their cruel plunderings! 17 
Fear, and the pit, and the fnare, are lor 
thee, O inhabitant of the land. 18 And 
it lliall be, that he who fleeth from the 
terror lliall fall into the pit; and he that 
efcapeth from ihe pit flia'1 be taken in the 
fnare : for the flood-gates from on high 
are open, and the foundations of the earth 
fliake. 19 The land isgrlevoufly fliaken, 
it ii fluttered utterly, tlie land is moved- 
exceedingly.

(\ F01 thus the Eternal God of hofts 
faid, Hew ye down tree:, and call: a mount 
against Jcrulalcm ; this is the city to be 
vifited, .til that is within it being ojiprcf. 
fion. 7 As a fountain fends out its wa¬ 
ters, fo doeth she her wickednefs; vio¬ 
lence and fpoil is heard in it; before me 
continually is grief and wounds. 8 Be 
thou instructed, O Jerufalcm, lest my 
foal depart from thee ; lest I make thcc 
delblate, a land not inhabited.

20 To’what pnrpofe covneth in- 
cenfe to me from Sheba, and the fweet 
cane from a far country ? your burnt-of¬ 
ferings are not acceptable, nor your facri- 
fices fweet to me. 21 Therefore thus 
faith the Eternal, Lo, I will lay ftumbling- 
blocks before this people, and the.fathers 
with the funs fhall fall upon them : the 
inhabitant and his neighbour fliall perifln 
22 Thus faith the Eternal, Lq, a people 
comes from the north country, and a great 
nation shall ,be ratferl from the diftant 
parts of the earth. 23 They fhalbhandle 
bow and fpcar; they are cruel, having 
no mercy ; their voice roars like the fe,a, 
and they ride on horfes, fet in array, as 
men for war, againft thee, O citizen of 
Zion. 24 We'.heard the report thereof ^ 
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our. hands was feeble anguish had feiz- 
ed us, and pain, as of a parturient woman. 
35 Go not into the field, nor walk by the 
way ; for the enemy's fword, and lVar is 
on every fide. 

a 6 O my people, gird thee with fack- 
cloth, and roll thyOIf in ashes ; make 
th •:t mourning, as for an only fon, mod 
bitter lamentation ; for the fpoiler shall 
fuddcnly come upon us. 27 X fet th^efor 
a to jeer and a fortrefs among my people, 
that thou mayeft know and tiy their way. 
38 They are all very unruly, walking a- 
bout with fltvnders; they are like brafs 
and iron ; they are all corrupters. 29 
The bellows are burnt, the lead confum- 
ed by the- fire, the founder mcltcth in 
vain ; for tile wicked are not cleared a- 
way, till confumed. 30 Refufe of filver 
shall they be called ; "becaufe the Eternal 
bath rejected them. 

VII. 4 call to true repentance. 

HE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Eternal, faying. 2 Stand 
at tb'e gate of the Eternal's houfe, and 
proclaim there this word, faying, Hear 
the Eternal's word, all ye of Judah, that 
enter" in at thefe gates to worship him. 3 
Thus faith the Eternal God of hofls th* 
God of Ifrael, Amend your ways and your 
doings, and I will caufe you to dwell in 
this place. 4 Truft ye noton falfe things, 
faying. The Eternal's temple, the Eter¬ 
nal’s temple, the Eternal’s temple, (will 
fave the place, and us in it). 5 For if ye 
wholly amend your ways and your doings, 
and fully execute juftice between a man 
and his neighbour; 6 If ye apprefs not 
the ftranger, and fntherlefs, and the w i¬ 
dow, and shed not innocent blood in this 
place, nor go after other gods to your 
hurt; -7 Then I will caufe you- to dwell 
in this placfe, in the land I gave your fa¬ 
thers, from age to age. , 

S L>o,'ye truft: in fiilfe things that can¬ 
not profit. 9 Will ye Ileal, murder, and " 
commit adultery, and fwear falfely, and 
burn incenfe to Baal, and walk after o- 
ther geds whom ye know not; 10 And 
come to (land before toe in this houfe 
called by my name, and fay. We are at 
liberty to dn-ail thefe abominations ? 1 r 

Is this houfe, which is called by oiy name, 
become a den of robbers in your fight ? 
Even I indeed havefeen it, faith the.E- 
ternab 13 But go ye now to Shiloh, 
where I fet the ark for my name at firft, 
and fee what I did to it for IfraelYwick- 
eonefs. 13 And now, becau/e yc have 
done all thefe works, faith the Eternal, 
when I fpake to you early, but ye would 


not hearken; and I called you, but ye nn- 
fwired not; 14 Therefore J will do to 

this houfe called by my name, wherein ye 
truft, and to the place which I gave you 
and your fathers, ns I have done to Shi- 
loh. 15 And I will cart you out of nry 
fight, at I cad out all your brethren, even 
the whole feed of Ephraim. 16 Therefore 
pray not at all for -this people, nor cry, 
nor make interccftion to me for them: for 
I will not heat ken to thee . 

17 Set ft thou'not what they do in the 
cities of Judah, and in the ftrev!s of Jeru- 
lalem ? 18 1 he children gather wood, 

and the fathers kindle the fire, and the 
women knerd their dotiph, to make cake s 
to the moon the quiet: of heaven, and to 
pour out drink-offerings to other gods, to 
provoke me to anger, jp And°dtbafr 
themselves to the confufion of their own 
faces. 20 Therefore thus faith the Lord 
God, Lo, mint anger and my fury shall lie 
poured out on this place, on man and 
beaft, and the trees of the field, and the 
fruit ol the ground; it shall burn, and 
not be quenched. 

21 Etuis frith the Eternal God of hofts, 
the God ofllrsiel, You put your burnt-nl- 
ferings to your facrifices, and cat their 
flesh, which yc ought not. 22 For I lorice 
not f*Jl to your fatheVs, nor commanded 
them in the day X brought them out ni 
Egypt, concerning burni-offit rings or fa- 
crifices, as the chief thing. 23 But this 
is the thing I commanded them fitj? y fay¬ 
ing, Obey my yoic^ and I will hi your 
God, and.ye shall be-my people ; fit walk 
in all the ways I command . you, that it 
may be "well with you. 24 But they liMir- 
kened not, nor inclined their ear, but 
walked in the counfels and imagination of 
their evil heart, and went backward, and 
not forward. 25 Since the day your fa- 
thbrs came out of Egypt to this day, I c- 
v> fent to you all my fervantj the pro¬ 
phets,.and that daily, lifiug early. ?.6 
Yet they hearkened not to me, nor in¬ 
clined their ear, but hardened their neck ; 
they did worfe than their fathers. 27 
Therefore thou shalt (peak all thefe words 
to them ; but they will not hearken to 
thee: thou shalt alfo call them; but they 
will not anfwcr thee. 28 But thou shalt 
fay to them. This is a nation that obeyeth 
'not the voice of the Eternal their God, 
nor receives correction ; truth is perish¬ 
ed, being cut off from their mouth.

31 Ami built the high 
pUccs of‘fftphet. io the valley of Hin- 
nom's foil, to hunt their l'rmi and their 
daupeters in the tire to l^T*lecb t which I 
iti icily fori hade them. 

32 Therefore, behold, the days conic, 
faith the Eternal, that it shall no irorc 
he c? bed Tophet, nor, The valley of Uin- 
nom’i fun, but, The valley of Slaughter: 
for they shall bury in Tophct till there 
be mu room 33 And the carcates ol this 
people fl all he meat for the io\vls of hea¬ 
ven, anu the benffy of the earth; and 
none (hall fright them away. 34 Then I 
will caufe to leaf, mini Judah’s cities, 
a no n om Jtrufaiem'-,* ftreets, the voice of 
mirth ana glauncfs, of the bridegroom 
and the bride; for the land fliall betleib- 
late. 

VILI. The Jews calamity for their fins. 
T that time, faith the Eternal, they 
fiiall bring the hones of the kings of 
Jcd.ili and thole of h is princes, and thole 
of 1 he priefts, and of the prophets, and of 
the u:::..biunts of Jerufalem, out of their 
g* i . : ■ i And fpreari them before the 
tun, riu moon, and all the holt of heaven, 
whom 'hey lewd, aud ftrvcd, and follow¬ 
ed, H'Kl fought, and wu;dripped: they 
fliall not he gathered, r.or be buried, but 
be i'o: dung on the face of the eaith. 3 
And death Ihall be cholen rather than 
life by ail that remain of this evil family, 
in all the place;. whither I have diiven 
them, faith the Eternal God of hofls. 

4 Moreover, id-uu ;halt fay to them, 
Thus huh the E>« rnal,Shall they fall, and 
not arifr ) fliall he turn away, and not 
return? 5 Why then is this people of 
ferurdem Hidden back by a perpetual 
back Hiding } they hold fill deceit, they 
refufe to return. 6 I hearkened ar.d heard, 
but they fpakc not aright : no man re¬ 
pented of his wickrdnei's, frying, What 
have I .lone ? every one turned to his 
cduric, as the horfc rulheth into the battle. 
7 Even the rtork in the heavews knows her 
Icafon, and the turtle, .the crape, and the 
fwalj ow, oblerve the time forlheir com¬ 
ing ; but my people know not the judg¬ 
ment ol the Eternal; 8 How fay ye. We 
are wile, and the law of the Eternal is 
with us J Lo, certainly in vain he made 
it for you ; the pen of the feribes is in 
vain, 9 The wife men are alhamed, dil- 
mayed, and taken: Jo, they rejedled the 
word of the Eternal; and what wifdom 


is in them J 10 Therefore I will cive 
t*eir wives, and plnrir fields to others that 
fliall inherit them ; lor every one, from 
the lead even to the greateft, is given ta 
covetoiifnefs, from the piopbet even :o the 
priefe, every one deals fillely. 11 For 
they headed the breach of my people 
flightly, faying, Peace, p^nce ; wh-'n 
there is no peace. 12 Were they a- 
fliamed when they committed abomina¬ 
tion ? No, nor at all. neither could they 
blufii ; therefore fliall th.ry fall among 
them that fall: in tlv; nn v of their viG- 
tation, they Ihall be cull down, taith the 
Eternal. 

13 I will furcly take them uway, faith 
the E’ernal : there lhai! l-c no giapes on 
the vinf, nor figs on 11fig-tree, and the 
leaf ihali fad*; and the tilings I gave 
them limit pais from them. 14 Why fit 
we Hill ? allembic*, and let us enter into 
the fenced cities and be filent there ; for 
the Eternal our God hath put us to 
file nee, and given 111 water of gall 
to drink, becauie wc fumed againft him. 
15 Wc looked for p juice, but no good 
came ; and for a time 01 healing, .^nd be¬ 
hold trouble ! 16 The fnoning of his 

holies was heard from Dan ; the whole 
land trembled at the neighing of bis ftrnng 
ones: for they me come, and have de¬ 
voured the land, jivilh all tn.it is ^n it; 
the city, with thole that dwell therein. 
17 For, lo, 1 will fend ferpants, cocka- 
tjicos, among you, which will not be 
charmed, and they fliall bite you, faith 
the Eternal. 

IS When T jvouhl comfort my fed f a- 
gaiuft furrow, my heart is faint in me. 19 
Be hold, the voice of the cry of my people, 
becaufe of them that dwell in ifar coun¬ 
try. Is riot the Eternal in Zion ? is not 
her K-ing in her, ftying. Why have they 
provoked me to anger with their graven 
images, and with the vanities of gran¬ 
gers ? 20 The liar vc ft is pa ft, the fum- 
nier is.ended, and we arc not laved- 21 
For the breach of my people I am hurt; 
I ant gloomy, allonitluTicnt hath feized 
me. 2a Is there no balm in Gilead? is 
there no phyfician there ? why then is 
not the health of the daughter of my peo¬ 
ple recovered? 

IX. The fezvs.fm ami mijery lamented. 

O H that my head were waters, And 
mine tyrs a fountain of tears, thitl 
might weep i\%y and night lor the flain 
•.jof my people 1 z Oh that I had in the 
wilderncfs a lodging-place of travellers, 
that I might leave my people, and retire 
from them ! for they are all adulterer*, 
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treacherous pn the folemn day. 3 And 
they bend their tongues like bows for 
lies: but they are not valiant for the 
truth up in the earth : for they proceed 
from evil to evil, and know not me, faith 
the Eternal. 4 Let every one lie aware 
of his neighbour, and trull not in any bro¬ 
ther : for every brother will utterly de¬ 
fraud, and every neighbour will walk a- 
bout with Handers. 5 And they will de¬ 
lude every one his neighbour, and not 
fpeak truth : they have taught their 
tongue to fpeak lies, and weary them- 
felves to commit iniquity. 6 Thine ha¬ 
bitation is in the midft of deceit; thro' 
deceit they refufe to know me, faith the 
Eternal. 7 Therefore thus faill^ the E- 
ternal God of hods, Behold, I will try 
them, and nrove them ; for what fliall I 
not do for my people ? 8 Their topgue 

is as an arrow hammered out; it fpeaks 
decek : when one fpeaks peaceably to his 
neighbour with his mouth, in his heart 
he iycth in wait for him, 

9 Shall I not punish them for -thefe 
things > faith the Eternal; shall not my 
foul he avenged on fuch a nation as this? 
10 For the mountains I Will take up a 
weeping and wailing, even for the paf- 
tures of the wildernefs a lamentation, be T 
caufe they are burnt up, fo that none pafs 
through them ; neitherran man hear the 
voice of the tattle : both the fowls of the 
air and 'the hearts are fled away- 11 And 
I will make JerufaJem heaps, and a den of 
dragons; and the cities of Judah defolate, 
without inhabitant. 

n Who is a Wife man, to underrtand 
this ? and to whom the Eternal hath fpo- 
ken, that he may declare, for, what the' 
land pensbeth and is burnt up like a wil- 
dc-rnefs, that none paffrth through ? 13 

For the Eternal faith, Becaufe they have 
forfaken my Jaw I fet befoie them, and 
not obeyed my wbrd, nor walked there¬ 
in ; 14 But walked after the imagina¬ 

tion of their own heart, antf after Baalim, 
which their fathers taught them ; 15 

Therefore thus faith the Eternal God of 
hofts, the God of Ifrael, Behold, I will 
feed this very people with wormwood, 8c 
give them water of gall to drink. 16 X 
will fcatterthem alfo among the heathen, 
whom neither they nor their fathers 
knew • and fend a l'word after them, till 
I have confumed them. 

17 Thus faith the Eternal God of hofts, 
Confider, and call the mourning women, 
and fend for wife ottes; 18 Let them alfo 
make harte, and let theln take up a la¬ 
mentation for us; let our own eyes alfo 


caufe the tears to run down, and our eye¬ 
lids the water to flow. T9 For a voice 
of wailing is heard from Zion, How are 
we fpoiled ! we arc greatly confounded 
becaufe we have forfaken the land, as our 
dwellings have cart us out. 20 Now 
hear the word of the Eternal, ye women, 
fit let your ear receive it from his mouth, 
and teatn your daughters wailing, and c- 
very one her neighbour lamentation : 21 
. For death is come up into our windows, 
an<J.entered into our palaces, to cut oft 
the children from being without, and the 
young tnen in the ftreecs. ii Say, Thu* 
faith the Eternal, .Even the carcafes ot’ 
men. shall .fall as dung on the open field, 
and as the handfuls after the reapers, and 
none shall gather them, 

13 Thus faith the Eternal, Let not the 
wife man glory in his wifdem, nor the 
mighty in his might, nor the rich in his

loving-kindnefs, judgment, and righteouf- 
nefs in the earth; for in thefe things I 
delight, faith the Eternal.

EAR the Eternal’s word to you, O

Eternal, Learn not the heathens way, and 
be not difmayed at the fig ns of heaven ; 
for the heathen are difmayed at them. 3 
For the cuftonts of thofc people are vain; 
for one cuts a tree in the foreft (the work 
of an artift’s hand) with an axe, 4 They 
deck it with filver and gold, ihey fallen 
its parts with nails and hammers, that it 
may not totter. 5 They are ftraiglit as 
the palm-tree, but cannot fpeak ; they 
muft needs be carried, becaufe they can¬ 
not go. Be not afraid of them : for they 
can do no yil, neither alfo is there any 
thing in them to do good. 6 For there 
is none like to thee, O Eternal ; thou art 
great, and thy power is great in might. 7 
Who would not feat thee, O King of na¬ 
tions ? for to thee it belongs ; for among 
all the wife men of the nations, in all their 
kingdoms, there is none like to thee. 8 
But they are altogether fenfelefs and ig¬ 
norant ; that-Wood is vain for inftrutfiok. 
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9 Silver fpread into plates is brought from 
T«*rshish, ami gold from Uphaz, the work 
of the artiu’s and of the founder’s hands; 
blue and pm pie is their clothing; they 
are all tlie work of cunning men. io 
But the Eternal is the living and true 
God, and the everlasting King ; at his 
wrath the earth shall tremble, and the 
nations shall not be able to abide his in¬ 
dignation. n Thus shall ye fay to them, 
in the Chaldean language, The gods that 
made not the heavens and the earth, shall 
p"r. : sh from the earth, and from under 
thefe heavens, n He made the earth by 
his power, be established the world by his 
whilom, and stretched out the heavens by 
iiis understanding. 13 When he uttereth 
his thundering voice there is a noife of 
waters in the heavens, he caufeth the va¬ 
pours to afeend from the borders of the 
earth ; he makes lightnings with rain, fle 
b ings forth the wind out of his treafures. 
,14 Every man is too fenfelefs to know; 
cveiy founder Is ashamed thro’ the graven 
image ; for his molten image is fallehood, 
there being no bieatb in them. 15 They 
are vanity, and the work of errors ; in 
the time of their violation they shall pe¬ 
rish. 16 'Hie Portion of Jacob is not 
Id;e them ; for he is the furmer of all 
things; and Ifrael is the tribe of his in¬ 
heritance; The Eternal Cod of hosts is 
his name.

^HE word that came to Jeremiah, 
from the Eternal, faying, 2 Hear 
ye the words of this covenant, and fpeak 
to the men of Judah, with the inhabitants 
of Jerufalem, 3 Saying to them, thus 
faith the Eternal God of Ifrael, Curled be 
the man that obeyeth not the words of 
this covenant, 4 Which I commanded 
your fathers at the time I brought them 
out of Egypt, fium the iron fur.-iacc, fay- 
ing, Obey my voice, and do, according to 
all which I command you ; fo flinll ye be 
my people, and I will be your God ; 5 

That I may perform the oath I livore to 
your fathers, to give them a land flowing 
with milk and honey, as it is this day. 
Then anfwered I, faying, fo let it be, O 
Eternal. 6 Then the Eternal fan) to me. 
Proclaim all thefe words in the cities of 
Judah, and in the ftieets of JeruTalent, 
* a y' n E> Hear ye the words of this cove¬ 
nant, and do them. 7 For I fully tefti- 
fied to your fathers, the day I brought 
them out of Egypt, even to this day, fit 
diligently protelting, and faying. Obey 
my voice. 8 Yet they obeyed not, nor 
inclined their car, but walked every one 
in the imagination of their evil heart; 
therefore I will bring upon them all the 
tbreainmgs of this covenant which I com¬ 
manded them ty do; but they did them 
not. f) Uhe Eternal laid alio to me, A 
conlpiracy is found among the men of Ju¬ 
dah, and the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 
10 They arc turned back io the iniquities 
of their lorefathcrs, who refufed to hear¬ 
ken to my words; and went after other 
gods to ferve them: Ifrael and Judah 
have broken my covenant, I made with 
their fathers. 

1: 1 hereiors thus faith the Eternal, 
lo, 1 will bring evil upon them, which 
they (hall not be able twclVapc ; and tho’ 
they t ry to me, I will not hearken to them.

eroufiy ? 2 Thou haft ; -lamed them, yea, 

they have taken root: they grow, yea, 
they yield fruit ; iliou 'art near in their 
mouth, but far from their reins. 3 But 
theu O Eternal, feeft me. an-' knowtlt me, 
and had ui.*cl mine heart, towaid thee, 
thou wilt pull them ‘ out-line fhetp for 
the (laughter and'prepare them for the 
day o' daughter.

* co ning all the people of Judah, in 
the fourth year of Jehoiakim fon of Jofiali 
king of Judah, being the firft year of Ne¬ 
buchadrezzar king of Babylon ; 2 Which 
Jeremiah the piuphet fpake to all the peo, 
pie of Judah, flt inhabitant-, T Jernfalem 
faying, 3 From the thirteenth year of 
Jofiah fon of Amon kint» of junah, even to 
this day, (in th' twenty-thud) year the 
word of the Eternal came to me, and I 
fpoke to you diligently ; but ye Ik .li ken¬ 
ed not. 4 And »lle Eternal fent to yon 
all his fervants the prophets, diligently 
fending them ; but ye : -a:kened not, nor 
inclined your ear.' 5 They laid, return 
ye now, every one from his evil ways and 
doings, and dwell hr the land that the E- 
tcrn ii gave to you and your' fathers from 
age to agt.

Thus frith 
the Eternal, II ye will not hearken to me, 
to walk in my law which I fet before you,

ye would not diligentlv hearken. 6/Then 
I will make this houfe like Shiloh .(and this 
city a curfc to all the nations of the earth.

gypt into a land flowing with milk and 
honey, the glory of all lands; 7 Then I 

faid to them, Call away every one tht a- 
bominations that are before his eyes, and 
defile not yourfelves with the idols of E- 
gypt, as I am the Eternal your God. 8 
But they rebelled againft me, and would 
not hearken to me; they did not every 
one rejelh the abomination they faw, nor 
forfake the idols of Egypt; then I faid, I 
will pour out my fury upon them, to ac- 
compliih my anger againft them in Egypt* 
9 But I wrought for my name’s fake, that 
it should laot be polluted before the hea¬ 
then, where they were, before whom I 
made myfelf known to them, by bringing 
them out of Egypt. 

10 So I brought them into the wilder- 
nefs. 11 And I gave them my ftatutts 
and judgments, to do, and live thereby, 
la I gave them alfo my fabbatbs, for a 
fign between me and them, to know that 
I tbe Eternal faultily them. 13 But If¬ 
rael rebelled againft me in the wilder- 
»efs; they walked not-in my ordinances, 
they defpifed my judgments, by doing 
which they shall live ; and my fabbaths 
they greatly polluted ; then I faith 1 
would pour out my fury upon them in the 
wildcrnefs, to cor fume them.

Yet the children rebelled againft me ;

pradlifed my judgments, to live by them ; 
they profaned my fabbaths: then I 
threatned to pour out my fury on them, 
and accompliOi my anger againft them in 
the wilderneft. 22 Yet I withheld mine 
hand, and p<flcd for my name’s fake, that 
it be not polluted in the heathens fight, 
before whom I brought them out. 23 I 
threatned alfo in the wildernefs to fcatter 
them among the heathen, and difperfe 
them through the countries; 14 Becaufe 
they executed not my judgments, but de- 
fpifed ray ordinances, profaned my fab- 
baths, and lulled for their fathers idols. 
25 Have I given them ordinances that 
were not good, or laws, whereby they 
fljould not live ? 26 Made I them impure 
by their gifts, when I confccrated to my- 
ie!f their tirft-born, to ravifii them with 
admiration, that they might know that I 
am the Eternal >

24 Then the kihjf.commanded to bring 
bis acctifers, and caft them into the lions' 
den, with their children, and their wives; 
and the lions had the power of them, and 
brake all their hones in pieces before they 
came to the bottom of the den. 

25 Then king Darius wrote to the peo¬ 
ple of all nations and languages, on all the 
earth ; Peace be multiplied to you. 26 I 
make i decree, That in all the dominions 
of my kingdom men tremble and fear be¬ 
fore the God of Daniel; for he is the liv¬ 
ing God, enduring for ever, his kingdom 
fliall not be deftroyed, nor his dominion 
have any end. 27 He delivers, & refeues, 
and works fig ns and wonders in heaven 
and on earth, who delivered Daniel from 
the power of the lions.’ a8 So this Da¬ 
niel profpered in the reign of Darius, and 
in that of Cyrus the Perfian. 

VII. I)aniel's prophetic vtfion . ; 

N the firft year of Bellhazzar king of 
Babylon, Daniel had a dream, and vi¬ 
rions of his head on libbed; then he wrote 
the dream, expreffing the fum ofthe mat¬ 
ters. 2 Daniel fpake, faying, I faw in my 
vifion by night, the four winds of heaven, 
many •wars , flrove On the great fea of na¬ 
tions. 3 And four great beads, or mo¬ 
narchies , came out of the fea, diverfe 
from one another. 4 The firft ( Babylon ) 
was like a lioir, and had eagle's wings, 
fpeedy contjutfts- 1 beheld till its wings 
Were plucked off, whereby it then was 
lifted up from the ground, and made ftand 
on its feet as a weak man, 6c a frail man's 
heart was given to it. 5 And, behold, a 
fecood, *•/<&. Pcrjia, like a bear, it railed 
up itfelf 6n one lido, the Perfian , and it 
had three talks, or rckilms, betwedn its 
teeth ; and it was laid to it, Arife, devour 
much ftefli. * 6 After this I beheld ano¬ 
ther like. a 1 leopard,, viz,. Greece , which 
had on its back four wings of a fowl, as 
quick cojiqucfts : it had four heads, or 
principalities ; and dominion was given 
to it. 7 After this I faw in niv night- 
vifions a fourth beaft, Ro?ne, dreadful and 
terrible, and exceedingly ftrong, it had 
great iron teeth : it devoured, brake in 
pieces, and damped the reft with its feel: 
it was different from all the beads that 
were before it; and it had tqn horns, or 
dominions. 8 Whilft I contemplated the 
horns, another litth? horn came up among 
them, the papacy, before which three of 
the firft horns were rooted out; and,.lo, 
in this horn were •eyes-like a devout man’s, 
and a mopth fpeaking'gre at things. 

p I beheld till the earthly thrones were 
caft down, and the Ancient of days, the 
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Almighty, King, and Judge, fat, whole 
robe was vyhite as fnow, and his haif lil>e 
the pure wool': his throne was like the 
fiery flame, 6c his chariot wheels as burn¬ 
ing fire. to A fiery flood flowed out 
from before him, a thoufond thou lands of 
angels miniftered to him, 6c ten thoufaml 
times ten thoufand flood before him : the 
judgment of papacy took place, and the 
booka were opened, {Rev. xx. 15.) it I 
beheld then becaufe of the voice of the 
great words which the papal hprn fpake ; 
.1 beheld even till the papal beaft ,was 
flain, and his body deftroyed, being giyen 
to the burning flame. 12 The reftpfjthe 
fecular beasts had their dominion taken 
from them : yet their lives were prolong- 
for a time and feafon. 13 In the nighr- 
vifions I beheld one like the Son of m&n, 
MeJJiah, coming in the clouds of heaven ; 
and he came to the Ancient of days, that 
he might-be placed before him. 14 And 
there was given him dominion, 6t honour, 
and a kingdom, that the people of,all Ra¬ 
tions and languages fliould feive hid) : 
his dominion is eveilastlog, it pafftfth 
not away, Se his kingdom fliall not perifh. 

15 I Daniel was grieved in my jfpirit 
within my body, and the vifi«n& of my 
head troubled me. 16 I approached one 
of them (i. e. angels) that ftaod by, and 
afited him the meauing of all thisi So lie 
made me know the interpretation of) the 
things. 17 Thefe four beaAs are four 
kings, which fliall arife out of the earth. 
18 But {in the millennium ) the faints of 
the moft High will receive the kingdom, 
and poflefs it perpetually. --ivi.v 
ip Then I would know the meaning 
of the fourth beaft, which -was dif¬ 
ferent from all the others, exceeding 
dreadful, whofe teeth were iron, -and his 
claws of bral's; which devoured, brake in 
pieces, 6c trampled the reft with its feet; 
20 And of the ten horns on it$ head, anti 
of the other which arofe, before whom 
three fell; even of that horn -which had 
.-deluding eyes, and a mouth (peaking very 
great things, whofe appearance Was great¬ 
er than his fellows. 21 I beheld, till the

VIII. Daniel's prophetic •vifion s. 

N the third year of king Belfhazzar’s 
reign, a vifion appeared to me, Daniel, 
after tl>t which appeared to me at firft. 

1 I being, when I law it, at the palace in 
Shudian, in the province of Elam ; in 
which vifion I faw that l was by the river 
of UUi ; 3 Where looking, I faw ltand r 
ing before the rirer a realm as a ram, ha¬ 
ving two horns, that were high ; the one 
{Media) Was higher than the other, 
(TVfjfa), and the higheft came up lull:. 
4 I faw the mm pulhing weftward, north¬ 
ward, and font toward, fo that no bcaft 
could (laud before him, and lions could 
deliver out of his power , but he did what 
he wo lid, and became great. 5 Whilft 
1 contemplated, behold, an he-goat ( the 
C re dun) unne from the weft, on the face 
of the whole earth, fo quickly , that he 
icar:.vJy touched the ground : and he had 
a nurab!c horn between his eyes, (viz. 
Alexander.) 6 And he came to the ram 

that had two horns, which I faw (landing 
before tho river, running at him m his 
powerful fury. 7 I faw him come clofe 
to the ram, and being exalpcrated againft 
him, he fmote the ram, and brake his two 
horns; there being no power in the ram 
to (land before him, fo lie cast him to the 
giouud, and tiode on him : fit none could 
deliver the ram out of his power. 8 So 
the hc-goat waxed very great; but when 
he was strong, the great horn was broken; 
and in its romn came up lour realms^ not¬ 
able ones, toward the four winds of hea¬ 
ven. 9 AnJ from one of them came out 
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a little horn, Epiphanes prefiguring the 
papacy , which waxed exceeding great, 
towhrd the fouth, the eaft, and Judea 
the pleafant land. 10 Thus it waxed great 
againft the faints of the hull of heaven; 
and call down fome of the (tars of the holt 
(viz. the priefls ) to the ground, and trode 
on them. 11 Yea, it magnified itfelf e- 
ven againft the prince of the hod, the 
high priest , and by it the daily Tacrifice 
was taken away, and the order of the 
fandluary was caft down. 12 And power 
was againfl the daily facrifice by a bold 
tranfgreffion, fo that it caft down the 
tiuth to the ground ; and adled profpei- 
oufly. 

13 Then I heard one faint fpeaking, 
and another alked him, How long (liall 
be the vifion concerning the daily facrifice, 
and the irafifgreflnn that maketh defolate, 
eaufmg both the fandluary and 1 the hoik to 
be trampled on ? 14 And he faid to me, 

Onto two thoufnnd and three hpndred 
prophetic days, or years'. then (liall the 
fahdtuary be deanfed, at the millennia 
t un. 

15 Now, when I,.Daniel, faw the vi- 
fion, and fought for its meaning, lo, one 
flood before me like the appearance of a 
man. id Then I heard a-man’s voico.be- 
tween the banks of Olai*, which called 
thus, Gabriel, make this man upderltand 
the vifion. 17 So he came pears where I 
flood ; and when lie came I was afraid, 
and fell on my face : but lie faid to me, 
Underftaixl, O fan. of man; for the vifion 
will reach to the laft time. 18 And 
when he (pike with me, I fell a(\voon on 
my face to the ground : but be touched 
me, and fet me upright. 19 He faid, Be¬ 
hold, I will make thee know wba* (liall 
be ut the end of the indignation ; for the 
end iliaU be at the time appointed. 20 
The ram which thou faweft having two 
horns are the kings of Media and Perfia. 
■2 1 And the fierce hc-goat is the king of 
Grccia ; and the great horn between hi* 
eyes is the firft king. 22 Now, that be¬ 
ing broken, as four flood up for it, four 
kingdoms (liall (land up out of the nation, 
but not'with his power. . 23 And in the 
latter times of their kingdoms, when the 
tranfgrc*(Tors are come to the full, a king 
(Ep ip ha ties') 91' fierce countenance, and 
utiderftanding dark, craf(.6 L (hall (land up.

hand With feorners. 6 For they prepare 
thdyr h,cart like an oVen, while- they lie in 
watt; their baker fleeps all night; in the 
morning it burns as a flaming fire. 7 
They are all hot as an o$en, antlconfumc 
thrir judges; all their kings are fallen , 
none among them rails on me. 8 Eph¬ 
raim mixeth himfolf with the people j 
he is as a cake not turned. 9,Stranger?

7 For they lowed the wind, and they fliall 
reap the whirlwind, it hath no Hulk, the 
fprout fl\^l yield.no meal, tho* It IhouUl 
yield, ftrangirrs would devour it. S If- 
• rael is devoured, now aie they among the 
gentiles, as a yeflel whercin,1s no delight. 
9 For they went to Aflyria as a wild afs a- 
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Jone, Ephraim hired idol lovers, io Yea 
tho’ they hired allies ampng the nations^, 
now I will con ft rain them, and they /hall 
forrow in a little while by the burden o£ 
the king of princes. It Becaufe Eph r 
raitu m ide many altars to fin with, altars 
he fliall have to fin with. U I wrote to 
him the great things of my law, but they 
were counted as a flrange th*i>g. 13 They 
facrifice and eat the fiem of animals with¬ 
out nprightnefs of heart, but the Eternal 
accepts them not. Now will be remem¬ 
ber their iniquity, and vifit their fins 
they fliall return to Egypt. 14 For Ifra- 
lI hath forgotten his Maker, and buildeth, 
idol,temples ; and Judah hath multiplied 
fenced cities; but I will fend a fire into 
jiis cities, and it fliall devour their pala¬ 
tes.

The authenticity of the Old Teftament books was fettled by the great Synagogue, 
Senate, Sanhedrim, or National Council,(and that of the New Teftament by the ge¬ 
neral councils of the church); the former confided of the elders, the high prieft, arid 
prophets; they made what explanations and additions were requilite ; as to Deu¬ 
teronomy, Jofhua, and Samuel, after the death of Mofes, and them, if the books had 
been publilhcd by the private authority of their authors only, it is not likely that 
they would have recorded their own faults,-not their virtues, isiiJtiT obliged fur their 
vindication, ns St Paul was. The Chronicles weie daily recoriis cariying on during 
the reign of the kings —They were obliged to keep perfonrJ, family. and public re¬ 
cords, for.the fevemh year, and Jubilee; wiffh genealogirs gf lamiiies and tribes; 
what the prophets. Solomon, &e. wrote without infpiration, though referred tca> 
tefi(monies, were kept out of She canon as Apocryphal ; all tk* autographs that 
weft genuine, were kept in the iibrify at the temple—Judah’s tribe carried th"ir 
copy to BabjJon, and it exifted in Adrian’s time, a century after C!irift, --/V/.it 
ALs.tb Chap.

By particular dcfire, eleven years ago, I propofod a Work of this kind;' iubor¬ 
der to do the Bible fome juftice, and make it underftood by every reader, 
without the neceflity of Commentators, as moft people cannot fpare the ex¬ 
pence and time they require, tho’ mankind in general were at a lofe for the 
ftnfc of the Bible without them ; nor can any have them always at hand— 
but they will flill be ufeful. It is well known, that the Romilh ecclefiaftics 
prohibit the ufeofthe Bible to laics, and there are fome of other denominations 
who do not care for the laics knowing it fo well as themfelves, and therefore 
are not friendly to a work of this kind, tho* it may feem ridiculous to cavil a(- 
ter the approbation of the mod learned, able, and judicious; yet like th* De- 
ids, and fome Deidical fe<5ls of profefled Chriftians, if they cannot get faults 
they will make faults by perverting; and tho’ they may be,offended at the De¬ 
lfts for doing fo, yet they are unwilling to have ftumbling blocks removed out 
of their way. The Bible, and every other book, either has fenfe, or it has none; 
it it has fenfe, why is it not given? If it has none, why are word9 without 
fenfe tr anil a ted ? But as the very learned and judicious author of the BJfay 
for a nenv TranJlatio?i y publithed near a hundred yeitts ago; pbferves, the tranf- 
lators either wanted ability or integrity; and fo they often tranflate the words 
without the fenfe, like fchool boys, and their example has been followed by 
fucceeding attempts. The idioms of all languages are fo different, that the 
words which are decent and make fenfe in one, if rendered literally, are inde¬ 
cent and make no fenfe in another, but ridiculous or barbarous abfurdities, 
which have caufed infidelity antfrUcentioufriefs, fuinifhed hardened ftnners and 
hypocrites with excufes, liber tines and Atheifts with matter of jelling, enthu- 
fiafts or lunatics with fuperftitious and foolifh fancies, thrown ,the weak into 
defpair, and confirmed Sceptics by feeming coo traditions ; and this is too of' 
ten the cafe, as faid Author Ihews by abundance of examples out of aim oft 
all the books of the Bible. Tho* it is unjuft to condemn one mah upon 
another’s mifrepreientation of his meaning, yet the Deifts, 8tc. often do fo, 
through ignorance of the original. A virulent one complains, that except 
iume broken leraps it is abfolutely unintelligible (viz. in the Tranflation), and 
is often neither proper language not fenfe. Dr Watts made a colle<5lion of 
the cleared parts ol it for ft hoots, but that contains flill fuch a mixture of 
abfeurities that the Bible is not read, but young people are bred ignqcant of 
it as Heathens in fchools of taftc that ufc no books but what are und^jfftood ; 
tho’ there is no book or hiftory, real or romantic, fo entertaiping and inltrudt- 
ing as the Bible, or that has fo great *a variety. This Interpretation is adapt¬ 
'd to be read in Churches Schools, Families, and other Societies.

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Xaft year, I published as a (Specimen, part of Geiifcfis and all Solomon's 
Song, with a preliminary Differtation, demonftrating the authenticity and 
neceffity of Religion and Revelation, having a Philofophical and Medical Com¬ 
mentary, deforiking the"ancient Orientalligures, manners, and coftoms; the 
elements, the kingdoms of nature, the true theory of the earth and of the 
deluge ; the origin of nations, languages, politics, Heathen Gods and mytho¬ 
logy, geography, altronomy, flee.; with various other illuftrations and oo. 
cafional reflections, (hewing that the infpired writings contain the feeds of 
thedvaluable Sciences, being the fource whence the ancient Philofophers de¬ 
rived them, and are the moft .entertaining as well a9 inftruCKng to both the 
ferious and curious--To be completed in 3 volumes 8vo, when fuitably en¬ 
couraged or patronized. The reader of the Interpretation by itfelf is referred 
to the Commentary for the reafons of differing from the Tranflators. When 
I had occafion to read any of the Bible to others, I read the fenfe, or interpret¬ 
ed what was no better than an unknown tongue, tho* in Englifh terms, and 
pafled over what was fuitable to be read only in private, which is here inclo- 
fed thus [ ] ; Suppliments are inclofed thus ( ). It is intended to render e- 
veTy thing clear and plain to the common fenfe of fjtich as have not known the 
Bible, and to give the moft beautiful and ftriking figures, as allegories, para¬ 
bles, complete in their own ftile ; and to infert or add the fenfe, though 
it will encreafe the lize of the Work. No book that I know is tranflated 


like the Bible; if any were fo tranflated they would not be read, but be reck¬ 
oned in a great meafure ufelefs, except by thofe to whom things appear great 
and admirable, in proportion to their obfeurity and confuflon, and think no¬ 
thing well faid that is well under flood,—as things feen in darknefs and night 
feem more large and awful than they are. Tho’ there is claflical Greek in the 
New Teftament, yot as it is the accomplifhment of the Old, the authors of it 
often ufe the phrafeology, idioms, and figures of the Old; and as the difeour- 
fesand converfations in the gofpels, flee. were nfanaged in Hebrew, it is more 
neceflary to the right underitanding of the New Teflament than the Greek in 
which it was written ; for the authors of it^m referring to or quoting from 
the Old, fuppofe their readers acquainted with the different fenfes of- the 
Hebrew words, and of the voices of the Hebrew verbs, and give the Greek 
words and verbs their different fignificatiobs, taking them in any fenfe that the 
othfer&have, quite different from their common acceptation in Greek authors. 
The want of attention -to this has caufed many blunders in the Translations. 
The very learned and judicious Squire Spearman has demonflrated, in his Let¬ 
ters on the Septuagint and the Heathen Mythology (which he fhfews to be of 
an Oriental origin) that the Oriental words in the New Teftament are not 
Chaldaic'or Syriac, as the Critics and Commentators generally alleged, miftak- 
ing the Hebrew words with Greek terminations for Syro-Chaldaic; and that 
the Hebrew did not ceafe to be a living language after the Babylonilh Capti- 
vityflffifflflCorionides wrote the Jewifh Hiftory in the eleventh Century in plain 
Hebrew,-perhaps the beft for learning the language. The Hebrew was from 
'the beginning, (till is, and probably will continue to the end a living language, 
and it is the language of Heaven, A<fts xxvi. 14. But the Syriac Verfion is 
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the molt ancient," except the Hebrew one of Matthew, and the Epiftle to 
the Hebrews which is loft, ;.nd is the belt human aid to the fenfc,—though 
the other Oriental Verfions, as the Ethiopic, Arabic, and Perfian are alfo ufe- 
/ul.

6 Caft not pearls before fwine, left 
they trample tjiem under their feet; nor 
give that which is holy to dogs, left they 
turn again and tear you. (So is it to give 
advice and reproof to the prop basic and 
fcoffers.) . 

7 Aik, and it fliall be given you; 

feek, a he! ye fliall find; knock, and it fliall 
be opened unto you: 8 For everyone 

that alketh receiveth, and he that teek- 
eth findeth, and'to him that knockcth. 
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fliall be opened. 9 Or what man is 
ere of you, who, if his fon »/k bread, 
ill give him a hone ? 10 Or if he aft 

fillip will he five him a ferpent ? 

1: ' If ye then, being evil, know how 
1 i^ivc good gifts unto your children, 
)\v much mere Ihsill your X atht*r u ho 
in heaven give good things to them 
iat a(k him ? 

12 Therefore all things what foe ver 
• would that men fliould do to you, do 
; even fo to them ; for this is the law 
id the prophets. 

13 % Enter ye in at the ftrait gate; 

„• wide is the gate, and broad is the 
ay that lcadcth to definition, and mi- 
y there be who go in thereat: 14 I 3 e- 
uife flora it is the gate, and narrow is the 
ay that lcadcth unto life, and few there- 
c that find it. 

15 Beware of faife prophpts, who 
31110 to you in flieeps t lothing, blit in- 
-ardly are ravening wolve*. 16 Ye fliall 
now them by their fruits. Bo menga- 
ier grapes of thorns, or figs of thirties ? 

17 Even fo, every good tree bringeth 
>rth good fruit; hut a corrupt tree 
ringeth forth eViL fruits. 1S A good 
,ce cannot briog forth evil fruit ; nei- 
licr can a corrupt tree bring forth good 
•11 it. 19 Every tree that bringeth not 
>rth good fruit is hewn down, and call 
lto ihe lire. 20 Wherefore by their 
■nits ye- fliall know them. 

?. 1 '[J Not every one that faith unto 
if, Lord, Lord, fliall enter into the 
in rlohi of heaven ; but he that doth 
he will of my Father who is in heaven. 

22 Many will fay tome in that day, 
.urd. Lord, have,we not prophefled in 
hy name ? and in ihy name have call 
ait devils ? and in thy name done many 
vunderful works ? 23 And then will 

i profefs nr,to them, I nevfer approved of 
ou ; depart from me, ye that work in¬ 
anity. 

24 Therefore, who foe ver heareth 
hefe fayings of mine, and doeth them, 

! will liken him unto a wife man, who 
milt his houfe upon a rock ; 25 And 

he rain defeended, ami the floods came, 
uid the winds blew, and beat upon that 
houfe ; and it fell not; for it was found¬ 
ed upon a rock. 

26 And every one that heareth thefc 
fay mgs of mine, and doeth them not, fliall 
he likened unto a foolifli man, who^uilt 
his houfe upon the fand ; 27 And the 

rain defeended, and the floods ctime, and 
the winds blew, and beat upon that 
houfe; and it fell; and great was the 
fall of it.

28 And it came to pads, when Jcfi:% 
had ended thefe layings, that the people 
iveie aftonifhed at his doftrine ; apFor 
he taught them as one having authority, 
and not as the feribes. 

CHAP. VIII. 

Cht ji cleanfeth a leper. 

HEN he was come down from the 
mountain, great multitudes (ol- 
lowed him. ' * 

2 And, behold, there came a leper, and 
worfllipped him, faying, Lord, if thou 
wilt, thou cnnft make me clean. 3 And 
Jefus put forth his hand and touchedhim, 
faying, I will ; be thou clean ; and im¬ 
mediately hislepvofy wasclcanfcd. 4 And 
Jefus faith unto him, See that thou tell 
no man ; but go thy way, (hew thyfelf 
to the pnefl, and offer the gift that Mofes 
commanded, for a teftimony unto them. - 

5 And when Jefir? was entered into 
Capernaum, there came unto him a cen¬ 
turion, befeeclung him, 6 And laying, 
Lord, my fervant licth at liome fickotlbe 
palfy, grievoufly tormented. 7 And Jefus 
faith unto him, I will come and heal him. 

8 The centurion anfwcrcal, and faith, 
Lord, I am not worthy that thoufliouldcft 
come under my roof; but (peak the word 
only, and my fervant fliall be healed. 9 
For I am a man under authority, having 
foldicrs under me; and I fay to thi5 man, 
Go, and he goeth; and to another. Come; 
and he eoineth ; and to my fervant, Do 
this, and lie doeth it, (and difaifes are 
ns much fubjcil to thy 'word of com¬ 
mand, as my fervant s arc to mine ). 10 

When Jefus heard it, he marvelled, and 
fetid to them that followed, Verily I fay 
unto you, I have not found fo great faith, 
not even in Ifrael. 

ir And I fay unto you, That many 
fliall cofnc from the eaft and weft, and 
fliall fit down Xvith Abraham, and Ifaac, 
and Jacob, in the kingdom of heaven : 

1 2 But the children of the kingdom fliall 
bc'rsft out into outer darktiefs; there 
(hall be weeping and gnafliing of teeth. 

13 And Jcpjsfaid unto the centurion. 
Go thy way ; and as thou haft believed, 
fo be it done unto thee. And his fer¬ 
vant was healed in the very fame hour. 

14 And when Jefus was come into 
Peter’s houfe, lie faw his wife’s mother 
laid, and Tick of a fever. 

15 Aml'he touched her hand, and the 
fever left her; and flie arofe and ini mi¬ 
tered unto him. 

16 When the even was come, they 
brought uuto him many thatwere poiTef- 
fed with devils; and he eaft out thedpi- 
rits with his word, and healed all that 
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were fick; 17 That it might br fulfil¬ 
led which was fpoken by Iiaiah the pro¬ 
phet, faying, Himfelf took our iuunr.i- 
ties, and bore our lickr.cfs, (as ourpby- 
Jician , removing them). 

1S 'jf Now, v/hen Jefus faw great mul¬ 
titudes about him, he gave commandment 
to depart unto the ether fide. 

19 Then ?. certain'feribe came, and 
faid unto hira, iVl&fter, I will follow thee 
whitharfoever thou goeft. 20 But Jefus 
faith unto him, The foxes have holes, and 
the birds of the air have nefts; but the 
Son of man hath cot where to lay his 
head. 

21 And another of his difciples faidun- 
to him. Lord, fuffer me Jirft. to go and 
bury my father. 22 But Jefus laith to 
him, Follow me; and let thole that are 
(fyiritually) dead, bury thefe that are 
( Tinturally) dead. 

*3 ir And when he was entered into 
a flrip his difciples followed him. 24 
And, -behold, there arofe a great lem- 
peft in the fea, infomuch that the ftiip 
was covered with the waves; but he was 
afleep. 25 And his difciples came to 
him, and awoke him, faying. Lord, fave 
us ; we perirtr. 2 6 And he faith unto 
them. Why are ye fearful? O ye oflittle 
faith ! Then he arofe, and rebuked the 
winds and the fea; and there was a great 
calm. 

27 JGut the men marvelled, faying. 
What manner of man is this, that even 
the winds and the fea obey him ! 

28 And when he was,come to the 

other fide,, into the country of the Ger- 
gefen^s, there met him two poflefled 
with devils, coming out cf the tombs, 
exceeding fierce, 10 that no man might 
pafs by that way ; 39 And, behold, 

‘they cried out, faying, What have we to 
do with thee, Jefus, thou Son of God ? 
art thou come hither to torment us be¬ 
fore the time ? 30 And there was a 

great way ofif from them an h-rd of ma¬ 
ny fwine feeding, 31 So the devils be- 
fought him, faying, If thou caft ’is out, 
fuffer us to go away inlb the herd of 
fwir.fe. 32 And he faid unto them, Go. 
And, when they were come out, they 
went into the herd of fivine ; and, be¬ 
hold, the whole herd of fwine ran vio¬ 
lently down a fteep place into the fea, 
and perifhed in the waters. 33 And 
they that kept them fled, and went their 
ways into the city, and told every thing; 
and what was befallen to the poflefled 
of the devils, 34 And, behold, the whole 
city came out to meet Jefus, (who bad

thus p unified them for dealing in pwir.c* 
contrary to the law) ; and when they 
faw him, they befought him, that he 
would depart out of their coafts. 

C H A P. IX. 

Chrijl cureth one fick of the palfy. 

A ND he entered into a fl:ip, and paf- 
fed over, and came into his own 

city. 

2 And. behold, they brought to him a 
man fick of the pally, ly ing on a bed: and 
Jefus, feeing their faith, faid unto the 
lick of the pally. Son, be of good cheer ; 
thy fins be forgiven thee. 4 And, be¬ 
hold, certain of the feribes faid witluu 
themfelves, This man blafpheraeth. 

4 And Jefus, knowing their thoughts, 
faid, Wherefore think you evil in your 
hearts. 5 It is in my power, but more 
difficult to remove fin, the caufe of fitk- 
nefs, and fo make the effeft to ceafe. 0 
But that ye may know that the Son of 
man hath power on earth to forgive fin«, 
(then faith he to the fick of the pally) 
Arife, take up thy bed, and go into thine 
houfe. 7 And lie arofe, and departed tu 
his houfe. 

8 But when the multitude faw it, they 
marvelled, and glorified God, who had 
given fuch power unto men. 

9 ^ And as Jefus pafled forth from 
thence, he faw a man, named Matthew, 
fitting at‘the receipt of cultom ; and he 
faith unto him, Follow me. And he a- 
rofe, and followed him. 

10 T[ And it came to pafs, as Jefus fat 
at meat in the houfe, behold, many pu¬ 
blicans and finners came and fat down 
with him and his difciples. 11 And 
when the Pharifces faw it, they faid unto 
his difciples. Why eateth your mailer 
with publicans and finners ? iz Bu t 
when Jefus heard that, he faid unto 
them, They that be whole need not a 
phyfician, but they that are fick. 13 But 
go ye and learn what that meaneth, I 
will rather have mercy than facrifice : 
for I am not come to call the righteous, 
but finners to repentance. 

14 T[ Then came to him the difciples 
of John, .faying. Why do we and the 
Pharifees fait often, but thy diiciples fait 
not. 

15 And Jefus faid unto them, Can the 
children of the bride-chamber mourn as 
long as the bridegroom is with them 1 
But the days will come, when the bride¬ 
groom lhall be taken from them, ami 
then they lhall fait. 16 No man puttelh 
a piece of new cloth into an old garment; 
for that which is put in to fill it up tab- 
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eth from the garment, # and the rent is 
made word*. 17 Neither do men put 
new wine into old bottles; elfe the bot¬ 
tles break, and the wine runneth out, 
and the bottles perifh; but they put new 
wine into new bottles, and both arc pre- 
fcrvcd. (The Pharifcts are /till under 
durknefs an l terror ; and John's dif- 
riples mourn his abfence, 'which mint 
will do with f {fling afterwards; hut as 
yet they are not prepared ; it would beta 
them as new wine to old leathern bot¬ 
tles. 

18 While he fpake thefe things un¬ 
to them, behold, there came a certain 
jnlcr, and worfhipped him, faying, My 
daughter is even now dead j but come 
and lay thy hand upon her, and /he fhall 
live. 19 And Jefus arofe and followed 
him, and fo did his difciples. 

m If (And, behold, a woman who 
was difealcd with an ifTue of blood twelve 
years, came behind him, and touched the 
hem of his garment: 22 For (he faid 

within herfelf. If I may but touch his 
garment I fhall be whole. 21 But Jefus 
turned him about; and, when he faw 
her, he faid, Daughter, be of good com¬ 
fort ; thy faith hath made thee whole. 
And the woman was made whole from 
that hour.) 23 And, when Jefbs 
came into the rule 1 Vs houfe, and faw 
the minftrels (women ufing mvfiral 
injlruments, for mourning here) and 
the people making a nsile, 24 He 
laid unto them, Give place ; for the maid 
is not dead, but flecpcth. And they 
laughed him to fcorn. 25 But when 
Llie people were put forth he went in, 
and took he. by the hand, and the maid 
a role. 27 And the fame hereof went a- 
uroad into all tlut land, 

271[‘And when Jefus departed thence, 
two blind men followed him, crying, and 
laying, Thou Ion of David, have mercy 
on us. 

2) And when he vv?s come into the 
houfe, the blind men came to him : and 
Jefus faith unto them, Believe ycthat I 
am able to do this? They faid unto him, 
Wa, Lord. 29 Then touched he their 
tyc-,, laying, According to your faith be 
it unto you. 30 And their eyes were o- 
|>« r,rd ; and Jefus ftraitly charged them, 
laying, See that 110 man know it. 31 But 
they, when they were departed, fprenda- 
uruud his fame in all that country. 

32 As they went out, behold, they 
si ought to him a dumb man poflTclTcd 
with a devil. 33 And when the devil 
was call out, the dumb fpake : and the 
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multitudes marvelled, faying. It was ne¬ 
ver fo fecn in Ifrael. 34 But the Phari- 
fees faid, He cafteth out devils through 
the prince of the devils. 

35 And Tefua went about all the ci¬ 
ties and villages, teaching in their fyna- 
gogues, and preaching the gofpel of the 
kingdom, and healing eveny ficknefs and 
every difeafe amonj* the people. 

3 « IT But when he faw t;he multi¬ 
tudes, he was moved with com pa/lion, 
bccaufe they fainted, and were fcatter- 
ed abroad asJhecp having no fliepherd. 

37 Then faith he unto his difciples. 
The ( gofpel ) harveft truly is plenteous, 
but the labourers arc few ; 38 Pray yfe 

therefore the Lord of the harveft that 
he will fend forth labourers into his har¬ 
veft. 

CHAP. X. 

The Apostles f^nt to do miracles. 

ND when he had cAlled unto him 
his twelve difciples, he gave them 
power again/t unclean fpiiits, to caft 
them out, and to heal all manner oflick- 
nefs and all manner of difeafe. 

2 Now the names of the twelve apof- 
tles are thefe : The firft, Simon who is 
called Peter, and Andrew his brother ; 
James the fon of Zebedee, and John his 
brother ; 3 Philip and ‘Bartholomew ; 

Thomas, and Matthew the publican ; 
James the Ion of Alphcus, and Lebbeus 
wliofe furname was Thaddeus; 4 Si¬ 
mon the Canaanite, and judas Ifcariot, 
who alfo betrayed him. 

5 Thefe twelve Jefus fent forth, and 
commanded them,faying. Go not into the 
way of the Gentiles, and into any city of 
the Samaritans enter ye not : 6 But go 

rather to the loft flicep of the houfe of 
Ifrael. 7 And as ye go, preach,faying. 
The kingdom of heaven is at hand. 5 
Heal the fick, cleanle. the lepers, raife 
the dead, caft out devils : freely yc have 
received, freely give. 

9 Provide neither gold, nor fdver, nor 
nor bra ft in your purffcs, 10 Nor knap- 
fack for your journey, neither two coats, 
nor (two pair of) fliocs (Mark vi. 9), 
nor yet rtaves; for the workman is wor¬ 
thy of his meat. 

11 And into whatfoevor city or town 
ye fhall enter, enquire who in it is wor¬ 
thy ; and there abide till ye go thence.- 
12 And when ye come into any. houfe, 
fay. My hlejfmg of peace he here . 13 
And if the houfe be worthy, let *your 
peace le upon it; but if it be not wor¬ 
thy, let your peace return to you. 

14 And whoever Iliall not receive you 
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nor hear your words, when ye depart 
out of that hoafc or city, iliake off the 
duff of your feet (as polluted by them, 
and to be a witnefs againjl them). 

15 Verily I fay unto you, it ihall be 
more tolerable for the land of Sodom and 
Gomorrah in the day of judgment than 
for that city. 

16 Behold. I fend you forth as fhcep 
in the midft of wolves; be ve therefore 
wife as ferpents, and Karmic fs as doves. 

17 But beware of men; for they will 
deliver yap up to the councils, and they 
will fcourge you in their fynagogucs ; 
iS And ye (hall he brought before go¬ 
vernors and kings for my fake. fora tef- 
timony againft them and the Gentiles. 

19 But when they deliver you up 
take no thought how or what ye (hall 
fpeak ; for it Audi be given you in that 
heur what ye shall fpeak. 20 For it is 
not ye that fpeak, but the Spirit cf your 
Father who fpeaketh in yon. 

21 And the brother shall deliver up 
the brother to death, and the father the 
child; and the children shall rife up a- 
gainft their parents, and caufe them to 
be put to death. 22 And ye shall be ha¬ 
ted of all men for my name’s fake ; but 
he that endureth to the end fliall be fu- 
ved. 23 But when they perfccute sou 
in this city, fee ye into another ; for ve- ■ 
lily I fay unto you, ye shall not have gone 
over the cities of Ifrael till the Son of 
man be come (in the poweifvl demot:- 
Jlraticit cf bisfpirit). 

24 The difciple is not above his maf- 
tsr, nor the fervant above his lord. 

25 It is enough for the difciple that 
he be «s his maflcr, and the f< rvant as 
his lord. If they have called the matter 
of the houfe Beelzebub, how much more, 
shall they call them of his houshold ? 

2 6 Fear them not therefore ; for there 
is nothing covered that shall not be re¬ 
vealed ; and hid, that (hull net be known. 

■27 .What I ’tell you privately in cor¬ 
ners that fpeak ye openly in public. 2S 
And fear not them who kill the body, 
but are cot able to kill the foul ; but la¬ 
ther fear him who is able to deftroy 
both foul and body in hell. 

29 Are net two ipnrruws fold for a 
fanhr.isr ? and one cf :i;cir» shall not fall 
to the ground- without your heavenly 
Father. 32 But the very hairs‘of )cur 
head are ail numbered. 31 Tear ye not 
therefore; ye are ci more value than-ma¬ 
ny fparrovys. 

3 2 Whomever therefore -shall ccmfefs 
me before man. hhu will I confafs alfo 
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before my Father who is in heaven. 

33 But whofoever shall deny me before 

men, him will I alfo deny before my 

Father who is in heaven. 

• 

34 Think not that I come to fend 
earthly pcaee r and profperity, (but that 
which is fpiritual and eternal). 1 will 
even fufler the fword of perlccution in 
my lull, and my followers. 35 By the 
pervetfetiefs of men (contrary to the 
peaceful nature and defign of the gof 
pel,) the effcdl of it it till be to fet e ven 
the ncarefl relations , as parents and 
children, at variance, 36 And render 
tbofe of the feme hot [/bold enemies to 
each other. 

37 He that loveth father or mether 
more than me is not worthy of me ; and 
he that loveth fon 01 daughter more 
than me is not worthy of me. 

35 He that is not •willing to bear tit 

crofs, after my example, and fuffer the 
lofs of all things for my fake , is not wor¬ 
thy of my filiation : 39 And he that 

faveth his life by denying me fhall lofc 
happinefs ; but he timtthat lofeth his life 
for the gcfpel, Jbeil obtain happinefs : 
40 As parents reqi.it the kindnefs or in¬ 
juries done their children, fo •will 1 and 
my Father requit thofc done to you and 
me, as done to sne and himfclf y\ 1 He 
that JlsewsFeindnefs to a prophet, or to 
any good man , as fuel), will be reward¬ 
ed accordingly : 42 The Icajl kindnefs , 

tho' but a cup of cold water, to the mean- 
ejl of mine , if it be done in my name, fhall 
uffuredly be greatly rewarded. 

' CHAP. XI. 

John fends his difciplis to Chrifl. 

A ND it came to pais, when Jefus 
had made an end of commanding 
his twelve difciplcs, he departed thence 
to teach and to pieach in their cities. 

2 Now when John had heard in .the 
prifun the works of Cl)rift, he fent two 
of his difciples, 3 And laid unto him. 
Art theu the promifed Mefliah, or is be 
3 et to come ? 

4 Jefus anfwered and faid unto them, 
Go, and shew John again tliofe thing 5 
vrhi li'ye do hear and fee ; 5 The blind 
receive their fight, and the lame \v,.lk, 
the lepers are cleanfcd, and the dri.f 
hear, the dead are railed up, and the 
poor have the gofpel preached .uni > 
ti.e.r. C Bleireu shall h? be who takes 
net offence at my i 5 w condition, and 
want of wordiy grandepr. 

7 And as they departed, Jcfiis began 
to fay unto the multitudes concerning 
lol.r. What ve cut into-the w:l- 
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drrncfs to fee ? a man not wavering 
like a reed shaken with the wind. 

8 But what went ye out for to fee? A 
manluxuriotifly clothed in foft raiment? 
Behold, they that wear foft clothing are 
in kings* homes. 

g But what went ye put for to fee? A 
prophet? Yea, I fny unto you, and more 
than a prophet, id The prophet fore¬ 
told, that lie Humid be fent in the fpirit 
and power ofiilins, as the Meffiuli’s lorc- 
ru.nor, to prepare the way for him._ 11 
Xho’ he be thus greater than any of the 
prophets, yet as the noon-day’s light is 
greater Ui tn the dawn and the morning 
liar, fo tliall the lea It oi my difciples be 
greater tlian he, 12 And from the be¬ 
ginning of the Baptift’s minirtry until 
now, many ftrivc and prefs lor ward thro* 
every oppolition into tlie gofpel difpen- 
fation, 13 Wiiich began with John’s 
ininiftry. 14 And if ye will receive it, 
this is Liras, who was for to come. 

1; He that hath ears to hear, let him 
hear. 

1 6 But whereunto flnll I liken this 
generation? It is like unto.children lif¬ 
ting in the markets, and calling unto 
their fellows, 17 And faying, We have 
piped unto you, and ye have not danced; 
we have mourned unto you, and yc have 
not lamented. 

18 For John came neither eating nor 
drinking, and they fay, He hath a devil. 
19 The Me Hi all came not in a referved 
and ievtre way, like John, but in a free, 
eafy, and foci al manner, and they call 
him an Epicure, a::d a friend of publi¬ 
cans and finners, for eating and drinking 
with them, and then converting them : 
hut Wifelon 1 is jultilied of her children, 
by walking in Iwr ways. 

20 Th. n began he to upbraid thp ci¬ 
ties wherein moll of his mighty works 
were done, ber.mfe they repented not. 

21 Woe unto thee, Chorazin! woe un¬ 
to thcc, Bethfaula ! For if the mighty 
works which were done in you had been 
dune in l yre andSidon, they would have 
repented long ago in fuck: loth and allies. 
zz But I fay unto you, It dial l be more 
tolerable for Tyre and Sul on at the day 
of judgment than for you. 

23 And thou Capernaum, which art 
exalted to heaven, by high gofpel privi¬ 
leges, Iha't be brought down to hell; for 
it the mighty works which have been 
done in thee had been done in Sodom, it 
would have remained until this day. 24 
But I fay unto you, That it fliallbe more 
tolerable ft#r the laud of Sodom in the 


day of judgment than for thee. 

*5 II At that time Jefus anfwered, 
and faid, I thank thee, 6 Father, Lord of 
heaven and earth, beeaufe thou halt hid 
thefe things from the wife and prudent, 
and hall revealed them unto babes. 26 
Even fo, Father; for fo it feemed good 
in thy light. _ 

27 The power over all tilings is de¬ 
livered unto me (as Mediator) by my 
Father; and none knowc tli the Son’s 
power and authority but the Father, nor 
the Father’s council of peace but the 
Son, and he to whom the Son will tc- 
veal it. 

28 Come unto me, all ye that la¬ 
bour, and arc heavy laden (with fin and 
njifery), and I will give you relt. 29 
Take my yoke upon you, and learn of 
me; for I am meek and lowly in heart; 
and ye fhall find reft unto your fouls. 

30 For the yoke of my fervice is eafyl 
and the burden of my crofs light, (com¬ 
pared with thd bondage and (lavery of 
fin and Satan). 

CHAP. XII. 

The Pharisees* blindnefs reproved. 

A T that ti:ne Jefus went on the Sab¬ 
bath-day tluo’ the corn ; and his 
difciplcs being hungry, began to pluck 
and eat the ears of corn, (which the law 
allowed travellers to do). 

2 But when the'Phan fees faw it, they 
faid unto him, Behold, thy difciples do 
that which is not lawful to do upon the 
Sabbath-day. 3 But he faid unto them, 
Have ye not read what David did when 
he was hungry, and they that were with 
him; 4 How he entered into tliehoufi; 
of God, and did eat the lliew-bread, 
which was not lawful for him to eat, nci- " 
ther for them who were with him, but 
only for the priells. 

5 Or have yc not read in the law, how 
that on the Sabbath-days the priefts in 
the temple profane the Sabbath, as pinch 
by doing things nccclfaTy for the fervice 
of the day, and are Ida me lets ? 6 But I 

fay unto you, That in this place is one 
greater than the temple. 

7 But if ye had known what this 
meaneth, I will rather have work* of 
mercy, than of piety, ye would not have 
blamed the guiltlefs. 8 For the Son of ■ 
man is Lord even of the Sabbath-day. 

9 And, when he was departed 
thence> he went into their fynagogufe : 
10 And, behold; there was a man who 
had li is hand withered ; and they aJked 
him, faying, Is it lawful to heal on the 
Sabbath-days ? That they might accufe 
C 
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him. 11 But he faid unto them, Wfc,nt 
man fliall there be among youthat fliall 
have one flieep, ahd if it fall into a pit 
on the Sabbath-day, wiil^he not lay hold, 
on it, and lift it out ? 1a How much 

then is a man better than a (beep? Where¬ 
fore it is lawful to do well on the Sab¬ 
bath-days. 

13 Then faith he to the man,,Stretch 
forth thine hand. And he Ilretched it 
forth ; and it was reftored whole, like 
the other. 

14 Then the Fharifees went o.uf, and 
held a council again!! him, how they 
might deftroy him. 

'15 But when Jefus knc^v it he with- 
tfrew himfelf from thence : Arid great 
multitudes followed him, and he healed 
them all; 16 And charged them, that 
they Ihould not make him known : fcy 
That it might be fulfilled which was fpq- 
ken by Ifaiah the prophet, faying, 18 
Behold him, whom I have chofen to be 
my fervant, as Mediator ; my Beloved, 
in whom my foul is well pleafed. I will 
put my Spirit upon him, and he fihall. 
caufe the judgment of juftice and mercy 
be fhewn to the Gentiles. 19 He ihall 
not ufe violence, and noify, pompous 
fhew in the ftreets. 20 The heart bruif- 
ed for fin fliall he not break, nor rejedt 
the weakeft mints, if fincere, tho* but 
like fmoke without light, till he make 
the power of grace yieft orious. 21 And 
in his name fliall the Gentiles tnift. 

22 ^ Then was brought unto him one 
poflefled with a devil, blind and dumb ; 
and he healed him, infomuch that the 
blind and dumb both.fpake and faw. 

23 And all the people were amazed, 
and laid. Is not this the fon of David ! 

24 But when the Pharifees heaid it, 
they faid, This fellow cloth not caft out 
devils but by Beelzebub, the prince of 
the devils. 

25 And Jefus knew their thoughts, 

and faid unto them. Every kingdom di¬ 
vided againfh itfelf is brought to defla¬ 
tion ; and every city or, houfe divided a- 
gainft itfelf fliall not fliand, 2 6 And if 
Satan caft out Satan, he is divided againft 
himfelf; how fliall .then his kingdom 
ftand ? 27 And if I by Beelzebub caft 

out devils, by whom do your oifciples caft 
them out ? As they do it by invocation of 
the name of Jehov&h, they fliall con¬ 
demn you in the judgment. 28 .But if 
I caft out devils, by the Spirit ofCod, 
then the kingdom of God is come unto 
you. • 29 Or elfe how can one enter in¬ 
to a«tftrt>ng man’s houfe, and fpoil his 
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goods, excejft he fil'd hind the ftrong man ? 
and then he will fpoil his houle. 30 He 
that is not with me, is againft me ; and 
he that gathereth not with me, fcatter- 
eth abroad.' 

31 Tf Wherefore I fay unto you. All 
manner of fin and blafphemy fliall be for¬ 
given unto men ; but the blafphemy a- 
gainft the Holy Ghoft Ihall ndt be for¬ 
given unto men. 32 And whoever 
fpeaketh a word againft the Son of 
man, it shall be forgiven him ; - but 
whoever (thro’ wilful infidelity and irn- 
penitency, eferibes the works of the Ho¬ 
ly Spirit to Satan,) it fliall never be for¬ 
given, neither under the prefent difpen- 
fetion, nor under the fucceeding gofpel 
difpenfation. (Heh. ii. 5.) 

33 Either make the tree good, and its 
fruit good ; or elfe make the tree cor¬ 
rupt, and its fruit corrupt. For the tree 
is known by its fruit. 

34 O generation of vipers ? how ran 
ye, being evil, fpeak good things ? For 
out of the abundance of the heart, the 
mouth fpeaketh. 

35 A gdod man, out of the good trea- 
fure of his heart, bringeth forth good 
things; and an evil man, out of the evil 
treafure, bringeth forth evil things. 

3d But I fay unto you, That men flia.ll 
give an account in the day of judgment 
for every falfe and pernicious word they 
fpeak. 37 For by thy words thou flialt 
be juftified, aud by thy words thou flialt 
be condemned. 

38 Then certain of the feribes and 
of the'Pharifees anfwered, faying, Mafter, 
we would fee a fign from thee. 

39 But he anfwered, and faid unto 
them. An evil and adulterous genera¬ 
tion feeketh after a fign; and there fliall 
no fign be given to it, but the fign of the 
prophet Jonas. 40 Fbr as Jonas (i. 17.) 
was three days and three nights in the 
fifti’s belly, fo fliall the Son of man be 
three days and three nights in the grave. 
41 The men of Nineve shall rife in judg¬ 
ment with this generation, and shall con¬ 
demn it; becaufe they repented at the 
preaching of Jonas; and, behold, a great¬ 
er than Jonas is Here. 42 The queen of 
the fouth shall rife up in the judgment 
with tliis generation, and shall condemn 
it; for she came from a far country to 
hear the wifdom of Solomon ; and, be¬ 
hold, a greater than Solomon is here. 
43 When the unclean fpirit is gODe out 
of a man that is a Jew, he goeth thro’ 
the heathen dry wildernefs feeking reft, 
•but finding none, (when watcrea with 
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the gofpel); 44 Then he faith, I will 
return to iny habitation which I left: 
and when lie is come, he findeth it emp¬ 
ty (of all that is good), and prepared for 
receiving him. 45 Then goeth he, and 
taketli with himfelf feven other fpirits 
more wicked than himfelf, and they en¬ 
ter in and dwell there; and the lull ftatc 
of that man is worfe than the firft. Even 
fo it shall be alfo unto this wicked gene¬ 
ration. 

46 While he yet talked-to the peo¬ 
ple, behold, his mother ( who had no chil¬ 
dren but him, heing always a virgin^ 
and his kindred flood without, defiring 
to fpcak with hint. 

s 47 Then one faul unto him. Behold 
thy mother and thy brethren (land with¬ 
out, defiring to fpeak with thee. 48 But 
he anfwereJ, Hnd Tan! unto him that told 
him, Who is iny mother ? and who are 
my brethren ? 

49 And he Itretched forth his hand to¬ 
ward his ilifciples, and faid, Behold my 
mother and my brethren \ 50 For who¬ 

ever will do the will of iny Fatlier in 
heaven, he is dearer to me than brother,, 
or filler, or mother. 

C H A 1 \ XIII. 

Tl)e parable of the fewer. 
n r*HE fame day went Jefus out of the 
X houfe, and fat by the fca-fide. 

2 And great multitudes were gather¬ 
ed together unto him, fo that he went 
into a.lhip, and fat, and the whole mul¬ 
titude flood on the fiiore. 

3 And he fpakc many tilings unto 

than in parables, faying, Behold, a fow- 
er went forth to fow ; 4 And when he 

lowed, fome feeds fell by the way-fide , 
and the fowls came and devoured them 
them up. 5 Some fell upon ffcony pla¬ 
tes, where they had not much earth; 
and forthwith they fprung up, bccaufc 
the y had no dec pilefs of earth. 6 And 
when the fun was up they were fcorch- 
ed ; and, bccaufe they had no root, they 
withered away. 7 And fome fell among 
thorns; and the thorns fprung up and 
chocked them. 8 But others fell into 
good ground, and brought forth fruit, 
lome an hundred-fold, fome fixty-fold 
and fome thirty fold. 

9 Who hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

10 IT And the difciples came, and faid 
unto him, Why fpeakeft thou unto them 
in parables? 11 He anfwercd tyid faid 
unto them, Bccaufe to you it is given to 
know the myflerics of the kingdom of 
heaven, (as ye have to preach itJ ; but 
to them it is not given (but in parables). 


11 for tp him that improveth whit he 
h&th, more fliall be given in abundance ; 
but whoever improveth not what he 
hath, even that fliall be. taken away fiom 
him : 13 Therefore fpake I unto then* 

in parables, (for they are capable of no¬ 
thing elfej ; becaufc tho’ they fee they 
perceive not, and tho’ they hear they 
hearken hot, nor underftand. 14 Ana 
in them is fulfilled the prophecy of Ifci- 
ah, which faith, By hearing ye Ihull 
hear, and fliall not underftand ; and tee¬ 
ing ye fliall fee, and fliall not perceive: 
1 5 For this people’s heart is waxed grols, 
and their ears are dull of healing, ani 
their eyes they have clofed; lelt at any 
time they fliould fee with their eyes and 
hear with their ears, and fliould tmaer- 
ftand with their heart, and fliould be 
converted, and 1 fliould heaL them. 

id But bleffed are your eyes, for they 
fee ; and your ears, for they hear. 

17 For verily Lfay unto you, that ma¬ 
ny prophets and righteous men have de- 
fired to fee thofe things which ye fee, 
and have not feen them, and to hear 
thofe things which y e hear, and have not 
heard them. 

18 Hear ye, therefore, the parable 
of the fower. 

19 When any One heareth the word 
of the kingdom, and underftandeth it 
not, then cometh the wicked one, and 
catchcthaway the word which waslbwn 
in his heart. This is he who receiveth 
feed by the way-fi 4 e. 20 But he that 
received the feed into [tony places, the 
fame is he that heareth the word^ 
and anon with joy receiveth it: 21 
Vet hath he no footed fixed princi¬ 
ples, (refolutions or fixt imprefTions) 
in himfelf, and fo endureth only for 
a while, but not to the end ; for when 
tribulation or pcrfecutifn arifeth becaufa 
of the woid, he is foon made to ftumble. 
22 He alfo that received feed among the 
thornsis he that heareth the word, arid 
the cares of this world and the deceitful- 
nefsof riches choke the woed, and he be- 
cometh unfruitful. 23 But , he thnt re¬ 
ceived feed into the good ground is he 
that heareth the word, and underftand¬ 
eth it; who alfo beareth fruit, and bring- 
cth forth fome an hundred-fold, fome fix- 
ty, fome thirty. 

24 Another parable put he forth 
unto them, faying, The kingdom ofhea- 
ven is likened'unto a man who fowed 
good feed in his field ; 2$ But while 

men flept, hit enemy came, and fowed 
tares diuong |he wheat, and wentirhis 
J 2 
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way. a6 Bnt when the blade was fprung 
Dp, and brought forth Fruit, then appear¬ 
ed the tares aifb. 

17 So the ferrajits of the houfeholdcr 
came, and faid unto him, Sir, didll not 
thou fow good feed in thy field ? from 
whence then hath it tares ? iS He faid 
ttnto them. An enemy hath done this. 
The fervants faid unto him. Wilt thou 
then that we go and gather them up ? 
29 But he faid. Nay ; left, while ye ga¬ 
ther up the tares, yc root up all'o .the 
wheat with them. 30 Let both glow 
together until the havveft ; and in the 
time of haireft I will fay to the reapers, 
feather ye together firft the tares, and 
bind them in bundles to burn them j but 
gather the wheat into my bain. 

31 JJ Another parable put he forth un¬ 
to them, faying. The kingdom of heaven 
is like to a grain of jnnftard feed, which 
a man took and fowed in his field ; 32 

Which, in 4 eed, is thejeaft of a.'Lfecds ; 
but when it is grown it is the greateft 
among herbs, and becovneth a tree ; fo 
that the birds of the air come and lodge 
in the branches thereof. 

33 If Another parable fpake he unto 
them : The kingdom of heaven is like 

o s 

unto leaven, which a woman took, and 
hid in three nunfuies pf meal, till the 
whole was leavened. 

34 All thefe things fpake Jefus unto 

the multitude in parahles,,»nd without a 
parable fpake he not unto them ; 35 

That it might be fulfilled which was ijio- 
ken by the prophet, faying, I will open 
my mouth in parables ; I will utter 
things which have been kept fee ret from 
the foundation of the world. 

36 JJ Then Jefus font the multitude 
away, and went into the houfe ; and his 
difciples came unto him, faying, Declare 
unto us the parable of the tares of the 
field. 

37 He anfwerrd, and faid unto them, 
He that foweth the good feed is the Son 
of man ; 5S The field is the world ; the 
good feed are the children of the king¬ 
dom ; bnt the tares are the children 
of the wicked ore ; 39 The enemy that 
fowed them is the devil; the harveft' is 
the end of the world, and the reapers are 
the angels. 

40 As, therefore, the tares are gather¬ 
ed, and burned in the fire, fo IhaU it be 
in the end of the world. 41 The Son 
of man fhall fend forth his mgels, and 
they (hall gather out of his kingdom all 
things that oflend, and them who do ini¬ 
quity, 4a And fhal] caft them into a 
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furnace of fire ; there (hall be wailing 
and grafting of teeth. 

43 Then (hall the righteous finite fovth 
as the fun in the kingdom of their Fa¬ 
ther. Who hath cars to hear let him 
hear. 

44 Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like to a treafurc hid in a field, (i.r. the 
gofpel) the which when a man hath 
found he hideth, (7 /. he will not lofe it ) 
bnt for joy then of, goe'h and fePeth all 
that he hath, (fulfcrcth the lofs of all 
things) to obtain that field. 

45 Jf Again, a candidate for the king¬ 
dom of heaven is like to a merchantman 
feeking goodly pearls, 4 6 Who, wh.n 
he had found a pearl of great value. (r <\ 
Chrift) he parted with all that he had 
to obtain it. 

47 Again, the kingdom of heaven if 
like unto a net that was call into the fra, 
and gathered of every bird : 4S Whii li, 
when it was full, they drew to (Lore, r.nd 
fat down, and gathered the good into 
veflbls, but caft the bad away. 

49 So fliall it be at the end of the 
world : the anpcls fliall come forth, and 
fev* the wicked from among the juft, 
50 And fliall caft them into the furnace 
of fire ; there fliall be weeping and gnaflt 
ing of teeth'. 

51 Jefus faith unto them, Have yc* 
underftood all thefe things ? They fay 
unto him, Yea, Lord. 

52 Then faid he ur.to them, Every 
feribe who is ini1 in (fled unto the king¬ 
dom of heaven is l.kc m'to a man th.it 
is an houfliolder. who bringeth forth 
out of his treafurc tilings rew and old. 

53 And it came to pafs, that when 
Jefus had firifhed thefe parables; he de¬ 
parted therce. 

54 And when he was come into his 
own country, he taught them in their 
fvnagosue, infcmuch that they were 
ftonifhed, and faid, Whence hath this 
man this wifdom, and thefe mighty 
works! 5^ Is not tins the carpenter's 
foil * is not his mother called Mary ; and 
his brethren, James, and Jofes, and Si¬ 
mon, and Judas? 56 And his filters, are 
they net all with 11s ? Whence then hath 
this man all thefe things ? And they 
were offended in him. 

C7 But Jefus faitl unto them, A pro¬ 
phet is not without honour, fave m his 
own country, and in his own houfe. 

;S And he did rot many mighty 
works there, becaufc of their unbelief. 

CHAP. XIV. 

Herod's opinion uf Chrift . 
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A T that time, Herod the tetrarch 
Iw-ard of'the fame of Jefus, 2 And 
faid unto his fervants, this is John the 
Bn Mi it ; lie is nfrn from the dead, and 
therefore mighty works do fliew forth 
themfejven in him. 

3 For Ilerod had laid hold on John, 
and bound him, and put him in prdbn for 
Heredias’ fake, his brother Philip’s wife. 
4 Tor John laid unto him, It is not law¬ 
ful fur thee to have Jier. 

5 And when he would have put him 
to death, he feared the multitude, be- 
catife they counted him as a prophet. 

d But when Herod’s hirth-day was 
kept, the daughter of Hcrodias danced 
he fore them, and pleafed Herod. ^Where- 
upon he proiDifetl with an oath to give 
her whatever fire would afle. 8 And 
flic, being before inflrufled by her mo¬ 
ther, fiid, Give me here John Baptift’s 
head in a < harger. 

9 Anil the king was forry : neverthe- 
Jcfs for the oath’s fake, and them who fat 
with him at meat, he commanded it to 
he viven her. 

10 And he fent and beheaded John in 
the prifon. 11 And his head was brought 
in a f'hurgrr, and "oven to the danifel 
and fl;e brought it to .her mother. 

r j And his difciples came and took up 
the body, and buried it, and went and 
told Jefus. 

13 V When Jefus heard of it, he de¬ 
parted thence by fliip into a defert place 
apart : and, when the people had heard 
thereof, they followed him on foot out 
of the cities. 

14 And Jefus went forth, and faw a 
great multitude, and was moved with 
companion toward them, and he healed 
their lick. 

i > 1 [ And when it was evenintr, his 
cl 1 fc'ides nunc unto him, faying, This is 
h dffert place, and the time is now pad ; 
fend tlir multitude away, that they may 
go into the villages, and buy themfelves 
vied 11? Is. 

it) But Jefus faid unto them. They 
nc;d not depart, give yc them to eat. 
17 And they fay unto him, "We have here 
but five loaves and two fifhes. 18 He 
faid. Bring them hither to me. 

10 And he commanded the multitude 
to fit down on the grafs, and he took the 
five loaves and the two fifhes, and, look¬ 
ing up to heaven, he blefTed, and brake, 
and gave the loaves to his difciples, and 
the difciples to the multitude. 20 And 
they did all eat, and were filled; and 
they took up of the fragments that re¬ 


mained twelve baskets full. 2.r And 
they that had eaten were about five thou- 
fand men.befides women and children. 

2t And flraightvvay Jefusconltrain- 
ed his difciples to get into a fliip, and to 
go before him unto the other fulc, while 
he fent the multitudes away. 

24 And when he had fent the multi* 
tudes away, he went up into a mountain 
apart to pray; and when the evening 
was come in* was there alone. 

24 But the fliip was now in the midft 
of the fca to fled with waves; for the 
wind was contrary. 25 And in the fourth 
watch of the night, Jefus went to them, 
walking on the fea. 

2 6 And when the difciples faw him 
walking on the fea, they were troubled, 
faying. It is a fpirit; and they cried out 
for fear. 27 But ftraightway Jefus fpake 
unto thcm r faying, Be of good cheer : It 
is I; be not afraid. 

aS Ami Peter anfwcred him and faid, 
I.ord, if it lie thou, bid me come unto 
thec on the water. 29 And he raid. 
Come. And when Peter was come down 
out of the fliip, hp walked on the water 
to go to Jefus. 30 But when he faw the 
wind builterous he was afraid ; and, be¬ 
ginning to fink, he cried, faying. Lord, 
fave me. 31 And immediately Jefus 
Jlretched forth his hand and caught him, 
and laid unto him, O thou of little faith, 
wherefore didft thou doubt ? 

3 1 And when they were come into the 
fliip, the wind ceafed. 

33 Then they that were in the fliip 
.came and worlhippcd him, faying, Of a 
truth thou art the Son of God. 

34 U And when they wete gone over, 
they came into the land ol Gennefarct. 

35 And when the men of that plarp 
had knowledge of him, they fent out 
into .all that country round about, and 
brought unto him all that were difeafed, 
36 And befougbt him that they might 
only touch the hem of his garment: and 
as many as touched were made pci feci- 
ly whole. 

CHAP. XV. 

Cbrijl reproveth the Pharifres: 

HEN came to Jefus feribes and Pha- 
rifecs, who were of Jerufalcm, 
faying, 2 Why do thy difciples tranf- 
grefs the tradition of the elders ? For 
they wafli not their lwnds when they 
cat bread. . 

3 But he ahfwered,- and faid unto 
them, Why do ye alfo tranfgrofs the 
command of God by your tradition ? 4 

lor God commanded, faying, Honour 
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thy father and mother : and, He that 
curfeth father or mother, let him be put 
to death. 5 But ye fay. Whoever Audi 
*fay to his father or his mother (when in 
want), The tiling thou afkeft is devoted, 
and to be ottered on the altar, 6 And 
honour not his father or his mother, he 
fliall be free. Thus have ye made the 
command of God of none effect by your 
tradition. 

7 Ye hypocrites ! well did Ifaiah pro- 
phefy of you, faying, 8 This people 
draweth nigh unto me with their mouth, 
and honoureth me with their lips; but 
their heart is far from me. 9 But in 
vain they do worfliipme, teaching for 
doctrines the commands of men. 

to If And he called the multitude, 
and faid unto them, Hear, and under- 
ftand : it Not that which' goeth into 
the mouth defiteth a man ; but that, 
which cometh out of the mouth, thisde- 
fileth a man. 

12 Then came his difeipies, and faid 
unto him, Knoweft thou that the Phari- 
fees were offended after they heard this 
faying ? 

13 But he anfwered, and faid, Every 
plant which my heavenly Father hath 
not' planted /hall be rooted up. 14 Let 
them alone, (they are incorrigible); they 
be blind leaders of the blind. And it the 
blind lead the blind, both ihall fall into 
the pit. 

15 Then anfwered Peter, and faid un¬ 
to him, Declare unto us this parable. 

16 And Jesus faid, Are ye alfo. yet 

without unaerftanding ? 17 Do not ye 

yet underftand, that whatever entereth 
in at the mouth goeth into the belly, 
and is call out into the draught: 18 But 
thofe tilings which proceed out of the 
mouth come forth from the heart, and 
they defile the man ? 19 For out of the 

heart proceed evil thoughts, murders, a- 
dulteries, fornications, thefts, falfc wit- 
nefs, blafphemies; 26 Thefe are the 

things which defile a man ; but to eat 

- with unwafhen hands defileth not a 
man. 

21 Then Jefus went thence, and 
departed into the coafts of Tyre and Si- 
don. 2z And, behold, a woman of Ca¬ 
naan came out of the fame coafts, and 
cried unto him, faying, Have mercy on 
me, O Lord; thou £on of David ; my 
daughter is grievcutly vexed with a 
devil. 23 But he anfwered her not a 
word^ And his difeipies came and be- 
. fought him, faying, Send her away; for 
fhe crieth after us. 24 But he anfwered, 
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and faid, I am not fent but unto the loft 
fheep of the honfc of Ifrael. 

25 Then fhe'came and worfhippod 
him, faying, Lord, help me. 16 But lie 
anfwered, and faid, It is not meet to take 
the children’s bread, and to caft it to 
dogs. .27 And flie faid, Truth, Lord ; 
yet thcxlcigs eat of the crumbs which fall 
from their maftcr’s table. 

28 Then Jefus anfwered, and faid un¬ 
to her, O woman, great is thy faith ; be 
it unto thee even as thou wilt. And her 
daughter was made whole from that ve¬ 
ry hour. 

29 And Jefus departed from thence, 
aftd came nigh unto the fea of Galilee, 
and went up into a mounpein, and fat 
down there. 

30 And great multitudes came unto 
him, and having with them thofe that 
were lame, blinds dumb, maimed, and 
many others, and caft them down at Je¬ 
fus’ feet, and he healed them ; 31 In- 
fomuch that the multitude wondered, 
when they faw the dumb to fpeak, the 
maimed to be whole, the lame to walk, 
and the blind to fee And they glorified 
the God of Ifrael. 

32 ^ Then Jefus called his difeipies 
unto him, and faid, I have compaflian on 
the multitude, becaufe they continue 
with me now three days, and have no¬ 
thing to eat; and I will not fend them 
away fading, left they faint in the way. 

33 And his difeipies fay unto him. 
Whence fhould we have fo much bread 
in the wil #-rnefs as to fill fo great a mul¬ 
titude ?' 34 And Jefus faitli unto them. 
How many loaves have ye ? And they 
faid. Seven, and a few little fiflies. 

35 And he commanded the multitude 
to fit down on the ground. 36 And he 
took the feven loaves and the fillies, and 
gave thanks, and brake them, and gave 
to his difeipies, and the difeipies to the 
multitude. 35 And they did all cat, 
and were filled. And they took up of 
the broken meat that was left lcven baf- 
kets full. 38 And they that did eat were 
four thoufand men, befides women and 
childien. 

39 And he fent away the multitude, 
and took fliip, and came into the coafts 
of Magdala. 

QHAP. XVI. 

The Pharifces require a fign. 

T HE Phariiees alfo, with the Sad- 
ducees, came, and tempting him, 
defired him Jo Ihew them a figh in the 
sky. 

2 He anfwered, ar.d faid to theim, 
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When it is evening, ye fay, It wilt be 
fair weather, for the sky is red j 3 And 
in the morning, It will be foul weather, 
for the sky is red and lowring. O ye hy¬ 
pocrites, ye can difeern the face of the 
gky, but yc cannot difeern the figns of 
the times of your definition.

_ 9 Do ye not yet under (land, nei¬ 
ther remember the five loaves of the five 
thoufand, and hovV many baskets„ye took 
up ? 10 Neither the feven loaves of the 
four thoufand, and how many baskets yc 
took up ? u How is it that ye do not 
underfland that I fpnkc it not to you con¬ 
cerning bread, that ye fliould beware of 
the leaven of the Pharifees, and of the 
Sadducees ? 

iz Then underftood they how that he 
bade them not beware of the leaven of 
bread, but of the dodlrine of the Phari- 
iees, and of the Sadducees. ' * 

13 When Jefus came into the coafls 
ofCcfarea Philippi, he asked his dilciples, 
firing. Whom do men fay thar I, the 
Son of man, tun ? 14 And they faid, 

Some fay that thou art John the Baptift ; 
fume Elias; and others, Jcrcmias, or one 
of the prophets. 15 He faith unto them, 
But whom fay ye that I am ? 

1 6 And Sii non' Peter anfwered, and 
faid, Thou art the Chrifl, the Son of the 
living God. 17*And Jefus anfwered, and 
laid unto him, BlefTcd aH thou Simon Bar- 
jona : for ffcfh and blood hath not reveal¬ 
ed it unto thee, but my Father who is 
in heaven. iS And I fay alfo unto thee, 
thou art Peter; and upon this rock (my- 
felf, whom thoft haft con fefled to be Chrifl) 
I will build my church,and the power 
and policy of hell fhall not prevail againft 
it. 19 And I will give unto thee the keys 
of the kingdom ofheaven (the power of 
admitting and excommunicating) , and 
Vhr.tfoevcr thou /halt bind (juitlyYon 
earth fhall be bound iu heaven, and what- 


foever thou (halt (’l ightly) loofc on earth 
fhall be loofed in heaven. 

20 Then charged he his difciples that 
they fliould tell no man that he was Je¬ 
fus the Chrifl (’till he had fiuilhed hi* 
work.) 

a f If From that time forth began 
efus to fliew unto his difciples, how that 
e muft go unto Jerufalem, and fuffer 
many things of the elders, and chief priefH 
and feribes, and be killed, and be raifed 
again the third day. 

22 Than Peter took him, and began 
to rebuke him, faying, Be it far from 
thee, Ij.ord : this (hall not be unto thee. 
23 But he turned, and faid unto Peter, 
Get thee behind me, Satan ; thou art an 
offence unto me : for thou favourefl not 
the things that be of God, but thole 
that be of men. 34 Then faid Jefus uifc- 
to his difciples, if any man will come af¬ 
ter me, let him deny himfclf (the eafe, 
pleafures, riches and honorsof this world) 
and take up his crofs (willingly 'fuffer 
all evils), and follow me. 25 For who¬ 
ever will fave his life 1 fliall lofe (the en¬ 
joyment of) it; and whoever will lofe 
his life for my fake, fliall find (true hap- 
pinefs.) 26 For what is a man profited 
if he fliall gain the whole world and lofe 
himfelf ? or what fliall a man give in ex¬ 
change for himfeU ? 

27 For the Son of man fliall come in 
the glory of his Father, with his angels, 
to judgment; and then he fhall reward 
every man according to his works. 

28 Verily, I fay unto you, there be 
fome Handing here who fliall not tafte of 
death till they fee the Son of man com¬ 
ing to cftablish his'kingdom by abolish¬ 
ing the Jewish flate. 

CHAP. XVII: ■ 

The transfiguration of Chrifl. 

A ND afier fix days Jefus taketh Pe¬ 
ter, James, and John his brother, 
and bringeth them up into an high moun¬ 
tain apart, 2 And was transfigured be¬ 
fore them ; and his face did shine as the 
fun, and his raiment was wdiite as the 
light. 

3 And behold, there appeared unto 
them Mofes and Elias talking with him. 

4 Then anfwered Peter,find faid unto 
Jefus, Lord, it is good for us to be here; 
if thou wilt, let us make here three ta¬ 
bernacles ; one for thee, and one for Mo¬ 
fes, and one for Elias. 

5 While he yet fpake, behold, ,a bright 
cloud overshadowed them ; and behold, 
a voice out of the cloud, which faid. 
This is my beloved fon, in whom I am 
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well pleated, hear ye him. 

o And wlien the difciples heard it, 
they fell on their face, and were fbre a- 
fraid. 7 And Jefus cnme and touched 
them, and faid, Arife, and be rot afraid. 
8 And when they had lifted up their 
tyes, they fa tv no man, fave Jefus only. 

9 And as they came down from the 
mountain, Jefus charged them, faying, 
Tell the vifion to no man, until the Son 
of man be rifen again from the dead. 

"lo And his difciples afkcd him, faying, 
Why then fay the feribes that Elias muft 
firft come ? n And!Jefus anfwered, and 
faid unto them, Elias truly fliall firft come, 
and reftore all things. 12 But I fay un. 
to yop, That Elias is come already, and 
they knew him not, but have done unto 
him whatever they lifted. Likewife fhall 
alfo the Son of man f offer of them, 

13 Then the difciples underftood that 
he IJ>ake unto them of John the Bap- 
tift. 

» 14 And when they were come to 
the multitude, there came to him a cer¬ 
tain man, kneeling down to him, and 
faying, 15 Lord, have mercy on my 
fon ; for he is lunatic, and fore vexed ; 
for ofttimes he falletb into the fire, and 
oft into the water. 16 And I brought 
him to thy difciples, and they could not 
cure him. 

17 Then Jefus anfwered, and faid, O 
faithlefs ard perverfe generation, how 
long fhall I be with you? how long fhall 
1 fuller you ? bring him hitter to me. 

1S And Jefus rebuked the devil; and 
he departed out oMiim. And the child 
was cured from that very hour. 

19 Then came the difciples to Jefus 
apart, and faid. Why could not we call 
him out ? * 20 And Jefus faid unto them,. 
Becaufe cf your unbelief; for verily I 
fay unto yon, If ye have faith'as a grain 
ofmuftatd feed,'ye shall fay to this moun¬ 
tain, be removed hence to yonder place,(or 
difficulties feemingly as great), and no¬ 
thing (hall be impoffible unto you. 21

for your calling out this kind.

24 And when they were come to 
Capernaum, they that received tribute 
money, came to Peter, and laid, Doth 
not your mailer pay'tribute? 23 He 
faitH, Yes. And when he was come in- 
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to the hnufe, Jefus prevented him, faying, 
What thinkeft thou, Simon ? Of whom 
do the kings of Jhe earth take cuftotn or 
tribute ? of. their own children, or of 
ftrangers ? 16 Peter faith unto him, Of 

ftrangers. Jefus fuith unto him, Then 
are the children free, 

27 Notwithftanding, left wefhould of¬ 
fend them, go thou to the fca, and call an 
hook, and take up the fish that firft com- 
eth up ; and when thou haft opened its 
mouth, thou fhalt find a piece of money ; 
that take, and give unto them for me 
and thee.

8 So when eveu was come, the lord of 
the vineyard faith unto his fteward, Gail 
the’ labourers, and give them their hire, 
beginning from the laft unto the firft. 

9 And w hen they came that were hir¬ 
ed about the eleventh hour, they receiv¬ 
ed every man a penny, ('jd.) 10 But when 
the firft came, .they iiippoftd that tiny 
fliouJd have received more; and they 
likewife received every man a penny. 
11 And when they had received it, they 
murmured again!! the goodmsn of the 
houfe, 12 Saying, Thcfc laft have 
wrought but one hour, and thou haft 
made them equal unto us, who have 
borne the burden and heat of the day- 

13 But he ar.fivered one of them, and 
faid, Friend, I do thee no wrong : didit 
not thou agree with me fur a penny ? 

14 Take what is given, and be content 
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(th.it the Gentiles have the fame gofpel 
privileges with you, the Jews, who have 
been hi > church and people ofold, and borne 
the yoke of the ceremonial law). 15 Is 
it not lawtui for me to do what I will 
with mine own ? Is thine eye evil be- 
ran ft: l am good ? 

16 So the lad Hull be fir ft, and the 
full lift: for many be called, but few 
cliof.n. 

17 If And Jcfus, going up to Jerufa- 

lem, took tlie twelve difciples apart in 
the wav, and fa id unto them, 18 Be¬ 
hold, wc go up to Jenifalem ; and the 
Sum of man fiiall be betrayed unto the 
thief priefts, and unto the ferihes, and 
they ill a 11 condemn him to death ; 19 

And fliall deliver him to the Gentiles, to 
mock, and to feourge, and to crucify 
him ; and the third day he fliall rife a- 
gain.

23 And he faith unto them, Ye fliall 
indeed I offer perfect! t ion and martyrdom; 
and have a bloody baptifm: but to lit on 
my right hand, and on my left, I cannot 
give, except to thofe for whom the Fa¬ 
ther hath prepared it. 

24 A-iid when the ten heard it, thfcy 
were moved with indignation againlt 
the two brethren. 

25 But Jelus called them unto him, 

and faid. Ye know »that the princes of 
the Gentiles exercife dominion over them, 
ami they that are great exercife authori- 
ty upon them. 26 But it fliall not be 
lb among you ; but whoever fliall be 
great among you, let him be your mi¬ 
ni Her ; 2.7 And whoever will be chief a- 
mong you, let him be your fervant: 28 

Even as the Son of man came not to be 
miniftered unto, but to minifter, .and to 
give his litc a vanfom for many.

32 And Jefus Hood ftill, and callc-d 
them, and faid, What will ye-that I fhall 
do unto you>' 33 They fay unto him, 
Lord, that our eyes may be opened. 34 
So Jefus had companion on them, and 
touched their eyes'; and immediately 
their eyes received fight, and they fol¬ 
lowed him. 

CHAP. XXL 
Chrijl ridetb into Jew/alcm. 

A ND when they drew nigh unto Jc- 
rufalom, and were come to Beth- 
plingc, unto the mount of Olives, then 
lent Jefus two difciples, 2 Saying unto 
them, Go into the village over againft 
you, and ftruightvray ye fliall find an afs 
tied, and a colt with her: loofe them, 
and bring them unto me. 3 And if any 
niHn fay ought unto you, ye fliall fay. 
The Lord hath need of them; and ftraight- 
way he will fend them. 

4 All this was done, that it might be 
fulfilled which was fpoken by the pro¬ 
phet, faying, 5 Tell the inhabitants of 
Zion, Behold, thy King coineth unto 
thee, meek, and fitting upon an afs, and 
a colt, the foal of an afs. 

6 And the difciples went, and did as 
Jefus commanded them. 7 And brought 
the afs and the colt, and put on it their, 
clothes, and fet him on it. 

8 And a very great multitude (pic ad 
their garments in the way ; others cut 
down branches 4 rom the trees, and ft raw¬ 
ed them in the way. 

9 And the multitudes that went be¬ 
fore, and that followed, cried, faying, 
Hofanna, fave, I pray ! All hail, to th* 
tun of David : Blefled is he that cometh 
in the name of the Lord ; Hofanna m 
the higheft. 

10 And when he was come into Jc- 
rufalem, all the city was moved, faying, 
Who is this ? 11 And the multitude 

faid, This is Jcfus the prophet, of Na¬ 
zareth of Galilee. 

■12 And Jefus went into the temple 
of God, and call out & 1 L them that fold 
and bought in the court of the temple, 
and overthrew the tables or the money¬ 
changers, and the feats of them that fold 
doves; 13 And faid unto them, It is 
written, My houCe^iall be called the 
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boufe of prayer; but ye have made it a 
den of thieves. 

14 And the blind and the lame came 
to him in the temple; and he healed 
them. 

15 And when the chief priefts and 
Crribes faw the wonderful things that he 
did, andtfic children crying in the tem¬ 
ple, and faying, Ho farina to the fon of 
David ; they were fore difpleafed, 16 
And' faid onto him, Heareft thou what 
they fay ? And Jefus faith unto them. 
Yet: have ye new read, Oot of the 
mouth of babes iqtf fucklings thou haft 
perfected praife? (the jitriple and weak}. 

, j 7 ir. And he left them, and went out 
of the city into Bethany; and he lodged 
there. 

18 Now, in the morning, as he return¬ 
ed into the city, he was hungry. 19 And 
when he faw a fig-tree in the way, he 
came to it, aod found nothing thereon 
but leaves only, and faid unto it. Let no 
fruit grow on thee henceforward for e- 
ver. And prefrntly the fig-tree wither¬ 
ed away. 

20 And when the difciples faw it, they 
marvelled, faying. How fooD is the fig- 
tree withered aw2y I 21 Jefus anfwer- 
ed, and faid unto them, Verily, I fay un¬ 
to you, if ye have faith, and doubt not, 
ye (hall nof only do this which is done 
to the fig-tree, but alfo, if ye lhall Cay 
onto this mountain, (or any great diffi¬ 
culty}* Be thou removed, and be thou 
caflt into the fc2, it fhall be done. 22 
Aod all things wh2tfoever ye fhall-alk in 
prayer, believing, ye fhall receive. 

23 And when he was come into the 
temple, the chief priefts and the elders 
0/ the people eame unto him as he was 
teaching, and faid. By what authority 
doeft thou thefe things; and who gave 
thee this authority ? 

24 And Jefus anfwered, and faid unto 

them, I alfo will ask you one thing, 
which if ye tell me, I alfo will tell you 
by what authority I do tbefe things. 25 
The baptifm of John, whence was it? 
from heaven, or of men ? 26 And they 

reafoned with themfeives faying. If we 
lhall fay, From heaven, he will fay, Why 
did ye not thm believe him ? But if we 
fhall fay. Of men, we fear the people; 
for all hold John as a prophet. 

27 And they anfwe ted Jefus, and Caid, 
We cannot tell. And be fa id unto them. 
Neither tell I you by what authority I 
do thefe things. 

28 n But what think ye ? a certain 
man had two fdnj j^Lnd he came td the 
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firft, and (aid, Son,go work to-day in my 
vineyard. 29 He anfwered, and faid, I 
will not: but afterward he repented, 
and went. 30 And he came to the fe- 
cond, and faid like wife. And he anfwer- 
ed, and faid, I go, Gr; and went rot. 

31 Whether of them twain did ti e 
will of his father ? They f2y unto him. 
The firft. Jefus faith unto them. Verily 
I fay unto you, they that have been pub¬ 
licans and harlots go into the kingdom 
of God before you. 32 For John came 
unto you in the W2y of righteoufnefs, and 
ye believed him not; but the publicans 
and harlots believed him : and ye, u h< n 
ye bad feen it, repented not afterwaid, 
that ye might believe him. 

33 Hear another parable. There 
was a certain houfiiolder. who planted a 
vineyard (the "Jewish church,} and hed¬ 
ged it about ( with his powerful protec¬ 
tion), and made a wir.e-prefs in it (tie 
temple} and built a watch tower, and let 
it out to hufbaodmen ( the Jewish elderi 
and people ), and went into a far count) y 
(aftended from Sinai}. 

34 And when the time (of trial for 
bearing the fruits ofright covijnefs} came, 
he fent his fervants (the prophets) to the 
hufbandmen, to receive the fruuts of it. 

35 And the hufbandman took his fer¬ 
vants, and beat one, and killed another, 
and ftoned another. 

36 Again, he fent other fervants more 
than the firft • and they did unto them 
likewife. 

37 But laft of all he fent his fon ( the 
Mefsiab ), faying. They- will reverence 
my fon. 38 But when the hufbandmen 
faw the fon, they faid among them lei vti. 
This is the heir, (the church's bead and 
king} ; come let us kill him, and the in¬ 
heritance will be ours (he will not rule 
over us}. 39 And they caught him, 
and call him out of the vineyard, and flew 
him. 

40 When the lord, therefore, of the 
vineyard cometh, what will he do umo 
thole hufbandmen ? 41 They fay unto 

him. He will mifarably deltroy thofe 
wicked men, and will let out his vine¬ 
yard to other hufbandmen ( the Gentiles ), 
who will yield fruits in their feafous. 

42 Jefus faith to them, Did ye never 
read in the feriptures, The ftone (the 
Mefsiah} which the (JewiJls) builders 
rejcifleo, the fame is become the head of 
the corner (to unite Jews and Gentiles 
in one church} : this is the Lord’s doing, 
and it is marvellous in our eyes.? 3 
Therefore fay I unto you, The kingdom 1 
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of God fl’.all be taken from you, and gi¬ 
ven to a nation bringing forth the fruits 
thereof. 44 And whoever ({tumbling 
thro * i^uovQfict and twbclicj) ftiall fall 
on this done fhall be broken (andperijb)\ 
but on whomfoevcr ( malicious prtfetu¬ 
tors or •wilful infidels or apojlatc /) it fliall 
fall, it will grind him to powder. 

45 And when the chief prices and 
Pharifees heard his parables, they percei¬ 
ved that he fpake of them. 

46 But when they fought to lay hands 
on him, they feared the multitude, be¬ 
cause they took him for a prophet. 

CHAP. XXII. 

The parable of the marriage feajl - 

A ND Jefus Btifwered, and fpake un¬ 
to them again by parables, and 
faid, 2 The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a certain king, who made a mar¬ 
riage for his fon (the union of the church 
to the Me/siah), j And fent forth his 
fervants (the prophets and the Baptijl) 
to call them that were bidden to the 
wedding (vi%. the yews), aod they 
would not come. 

4 Again, he fent forth other fervants 
(the apojlles ), faying, Tell them who arc 
bidden, Behold, I have prepared my din¬ 
ner, my oxen and my fatlings are killed, 
and all things are ready, (the gofpel feajl 
is prepared , and all is jin i/he d by the 
Mefttab's death); come unto the mar¬ 
riage : 

5 But they mad^ light of it, and went 
their ways one to nis larin, and another 
to his merchandife. 6 And the rem¬ 
nant took his fervants, and entreated 
them fpitefully, and flew them. 

7 But wlien the king heard thereof, 
he was wroth ; and he fent forth his ar¬ 
mies, and dettroyed thofe murderers (the 
Jews), and burnt up their city. 

8 Then faith he to his fervants, The 
wedding is ready, but they who weie 
bidden were not worthy. 9 Go ye, 
therefore, into the highways (among the 
heathens), and as many as ye frail find 
bid to the marriage. 

10 So thofe fervants went out into the 
highways, and gathered together all, as 
many as they found, both bail and. good : 
and the wedding was furnifhed with 
guefts. 

11 And when the king came in to 
fee the guefts, he faw there a man who 
had not on a wedding garment, (being 
fo earelefs as not to go into the king's 
•wardrobe, as the rejl did , to put on the 
king's livery ; and bad not faith and re-, 
pentance , with robes of righteoufnefi). 


12 And he faith unto him. Friend, how 
cameft thou in hither, not having a wed¬ 
ding garment ? And he was fpeec.hlefs. 

13 Then faid the king to the fervants. 
Bind him hand and foot, and caft him in¬ 
to a pit rf ou^er darknefs; there fliall 
be weeping and gnafliing of teeth. 14 
For many are called, but few are chofen. 

15 Then went the Pharifees, and 
took Qounfel how they might entangle 
him in his talk. 

16 And they fent out to him their dif- 
ciples with the Herodians, faying, Maf- 
ter, we know that thou art true, and 
teached the way of God in truth, nei¬ 
ther caielt thou, fur any man; for thou 
regarded not the perfon of men. 17 
Tell us, therefore, What thinkelt th6u ? 
Is it lawful to giiip tribute unto Ciefar, 
or not ? 

iS But Jefus perceived their wicked- 
nefs, and faid, Why tempt ye me, ye hy¬ 
pocrites? 19 Shew me the tribute mo¬ 
ney. And they brought unto him a pen¬ 
ny. 20 And he faith unto them, Whofe 
is this image and fuperfeription ? 21 

They fay unto Kim, Cefar’s. Then faith 
he unto them. Render, therefore, unto 
Cefar the things whicn are Cefar’s, and 
unto God the things that are God’s. 

22 When they had heard thefe words, 
they marvelled, and left him, and went 
their way. 

*3 IF ' rhe fame day came to him the 
Sadducces, who fay that there is no rc- 
furredtion, an 1 alked him, 24 Saying, 
Matter Mofes faid, if a man die, having 
no children, his brother (hall marry hik 
widow, and the 6rft child fhall be heir to 
his brother’s name and inheritance. 

25 Now, there were wi h us feven 
brethren; and the firft, when he had 
married a wife, deceafed; and having no 
iflue, left his wife unto his brother ; 26 

Likewifc the fecond alfo, and the third,- 
unto the feveuth : 27 And laft o. all, 

the woman died alfo. 

a 3 Therefore in therefurredtian, whofe 
wife fliall fre be of the feven? foe tKey 
all had her. 

29 Jefus anfwered, and faid unto them. 
Ye do err, not knowing the feriptures, nor 
the power of God. 30 For in the refur- 
redlion they neither marry nor arc given 
in marriage ; but are as the angels of 
God in heaven. 

31 But, as touching the refurredlion of 
the dead, have ye not read that which 
was fpoken unto you by Qod, faying, 
32 I am the God of Abtaham, and the 
God ot Ittue and the God of Jacob (an> 
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allfjijjicicnt good to their complete per- 
forts, foul and body, eternally). 

33 And when the multitude heard this 
they were aftouilhed ut his dodlrine. 

34 But when the Pharifeeshad heard 
that he had put the Saddncees to fileoce 
they were gathered together. 

- 35 Then one of them who was a law¬ 
yer, alked him a queftion, tempting him, 
and faying, 36 Matter, which m the 
greateft commandment in the law ? 37 

jefns faid onto him. Thou (halt lcve the 
Lord thy God with all thy heartland 
wjth all thy foul, and with all thy mind. 
38 This is the firft and great command¬ 
ment. 39 And the fecond is like un¬ 
to it. Thou ihalt love thy neighbour 
as thyfeir. 40 On thefe two com¬ 
mandments Ling all£?»e law and the 
prophets. 

41 While the Pharifees were ga¬ 
thered together, Jcfus asked them, 42 
Saying, What think ye of Chritt ? uhofe 
fon is be ? They fay unto him. The fon 
ofDavid. 

43 He faith unto them. How then 
doth David in fpirit call him Lord, fay¬ 
ing, 44 The Lord faid unto my Lord 
(as the Son of God ) Sit thou on my right 
hand, until i make thine enemies thy 
£ootftool. 45 If David then call him 
Lord, hew is he his fon? (As the fon of 
man.)' 

46 And no man was able to anfwer 
him a ward; neither durtt any than, 
from that day forth, ask him any more 
quettions. 

CHAP. xxni. 

Chrift admomjbeth the people . 

T Hi£N fpake jefus to the multitude, 
and to his difciples, faying, 
z The feribes and the Pharifees fit in 
Mofes’ feat: 7 3 All, therefore, whatso¬ 
ever they bid you obferve, that obfei've 
and do ; but clo net ye after their works; 
far they fay, and do not. 4 For they 
bind heavy burdens, ar.d grievous to be 
beme, and caufe them be laid on men’s 
flioulders, but they themfelves will not 
put one cf their fingejs to them ; ( they 
will net do what they caufe others do ; 
or do as they would be done tod) 

5 But all their work they do to b^c 
feen cf men ; they make broad their * 
phylacfteries (fcrolls of the law on their 
foreheads and arms) and enlarge the 
borders of their garments (thro* vanity 
and pride;) 6 And Jove the up perm oft 
rooms at feafts, and the chief feats in the 
f> nag agues, 7 And greetings in the 

markets, and to be palled of men, Pvabbi, 


Rabbi. t 1 

. 8 But be not ye called Rabbi, {infal¬ 
lible guide) ; for one is your milter, e- 
^ven Chrift, and all ye are brethren. 9 
And call no man your father (or rule of 
confcience ) upon earth : for one is your 
father, who is in heaven. 

10 Neither be ye called Mallets (or 
infallible guides), for one is yonr matter, 
even Chrift. 11 But he that is greateft 
among you Iball be your fervant. 12 
And whefoever lhall exalt bimftlf lhall 
be abafed ; and he that lhall humble 
himfelf lhall be exalted. 

13 But woe unto you* feribes and 
Pharifees, hypocritesfor ye flint up the 
kingdom of heaven againft men, (for¬ 
bidding them to believe in Chrtjl) ; for 
ye neither go io yourfelvcs, nor fuffcr 
them that are entering to go :d. 

14 Woe unto you, feribes ar.d Phari¬ 
fees, hypocrites! for ye devour widows 
livings (of which ye are trufeo), and 
for a pretence of piety make long pray¬ 
ers ; theieforeye fliail receive the greater 
damnation, 

15 Woe unto you feribes and Phari¬ 
fees, hypocrites ! for ye compafs fea and 
land to make one profelyte (to your re¬ 
ligion), and when lie is made, ye make 
him twofold more ( bitter again/I Ckrifli- 

'unity , and) the* child of htril than you:- 
felves. ,i6Woc unto you, ye blind guides, 
who fay, Whofoever fiiali fvvear by the 
temple, it is nothing;.but whofoever fiiali 
fwjear by the gold of tne temple, he is a 
debtor (a finner ). 17 Ye fools, and 
blind ! for whether is greater, the gold,. 
ot the temple that faiufhf.eth the gold ? - 

iS And, Whofoever lhall fvvear by the 
a'tar, it is nothing; but whefoever fwear- 
eth by the gift that is upon it, be is guil¬ 
ty. 19 Ye fools, and blind ! for whether 
is greater, the gift, or the altar that fanc- 
tifieth the gift? 20 Whofo,.therefore, 
lhall fwear by the altar, fweaicth by it, 
and by all things thcrccn. 21 And who- 
fo fliail fwear by the temple, fwcareth 
by it and by him that dwelleth therein 
(even God himfelf). 22 And he that 
fliail fwear by heaven, fweareih by the 
throne of God, and by him thatfitteth 
thereon. 

23 Woe uhtoyou feribes and Pharifeesj 
hypocrites ! .for ye pay tithes of mint, 
and ar.ife, and cummin, anld have omit¬ 
ted the. weightier matters of the law, 
juft ice, mercy, and faith; thele ought 
ye to have done, and not tc leave the ci¬ 
ther undone.. 24 Ye blind guides! who 
ftrain cut a gnat, ancf fwallow a ca-_ 
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mel (arc pi riel in f .stall matters , but 
not in important Xuttes). 

15 Woc unto you, fcribes ami Pharifees, 
hypocrites ! for ye make clean the out- 
licle of the cup and of the platter, but 
within they are full of extortion and ex- 
ref'. id Thou blind Pliarifee ! cleanfe 
that lirlt which is within the cup and 
platter, th.it the outfide of them may 
be dean alfo. 

27 Woe unto you, feribes and Phari- 
fees, hypocrites ! for ye are like unto 
whited fepulchres, which indeed appear 
beautiful outward, but arc within full of 
dead men’.; bones, and of a" unclean nefs. 
iQ Even fo ye alfo outwardly appear 
righteous unto men, but within ye are 
full of l.ypocrify and iniquity. 

29 Woe unto you, feribes and Phari- 
fecs, hypocrites ! becaufe ye build the 
io;nbs of tlic prophets, and garnish the 
fepulchrcs ot the righteous, 30 And 
f:.y, If we had been in the days of our fa¬ 
thers, wc would not have been partakers 
with them in the blood of the prophets. 

31 Wherefore, yc are witnelTes to 
yourfelves, (by having the fame per¬ 
forating fpirit), that ye are the children 
of them who killed the prophets. 32 
And yc will add to their iniquity till 
the men hire be full, (and your nation 
be thus ripe fur Aejlrubiion ). 

33 Ye ferpents, ye generation of vi¬ 
pers ! how can ye efcape the damnation 
of hell. 

?/\ JT Wherefore, behold, I fertd unto 
you prophets, and wife men, and feribes; 
and l'oinc of them ye shall kill and cruci¬ 
fy ; and fomc ol them shall ye fcourge in 
your fynagogues, and pcrfecute, them 
from city to city ; 35 That upon you 

may come all the righteous blood shed 
upon the earth, from the blood of righ¬ 
teous Abel unto the blond of Zacharias, 
ion of Barnchias, whom ye flew between 
the temple and ibe altar. 

Verily 1 fay unto you. All thefe 
Lhi.jgs shall come ujmn this generation, 
(wno adopts their tins by copying after 
their examrd .) 

37 O Jcrulalen, Jcrufalcm, thou that 
ki'f-ft ;hc prophets, and ftoneft them who 
are fent unto thee, how often would I 
have gathered thy children together, e- 
vtn as a hc;i gathcrcth her chickens un¬ 
der her wings,* and ye would not ! 38 

llchohl, your habitation sin^il be left de- 
lolate. 30 For I fay unto you, (That 
after my dereufe) henceforth, ye shall 
not fee m~, till my coining to ( judgment, 
when ye shall (deitre to be of them who) 
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fay, Blefled is he that conieth in the name 
of the Lord. 

CHAP. XXIV. 

The dejlrutlion of the temple foretold. 
KD Jefus went out, and departed 
from the temple : and hisdifciples 
came to hint, for to Ihew him the build¬ 
ings of the temple. 1 And Jefus laid 
unto them, See ye not all thefe things ? 
Verily I fay unto you, There fliall not 
be left here one ftone upon another, that 
Hull not be thrown down. 

3 And, as he fat upon the mount of 
Olives, the difciples came unto him pri¬ 
vately, faying. Tell us, when fliall thefe 
tilings be'? and what shall be the fign of 
thy coining (fo punijh the wicked J,. and. 
of the end (of the fesvijh Jlale^ and) 
of tlie world ? 

4 And Jefus anfwercd, and laid unto 

them, Take heed that no man deceive 
you : 5 For many fliall come in my 

name, faying, I am Chrilt; and fliall de¬ 
ceive many. 6 And ye fliall hear of 
wars, and rumours of ways : fee that ye 
be not troubled; (or all tliofe things muft 
corne to pafs, but the end is not yet. 7 
For nation fliall rife againft nation, and 
kingdom againlt kingdom : and there 
fliall be famines, and pdtilences, and 
earthquakes, in divers places. 8 All 
thefe are the beginning of Ioitows. 

9 Then fliall they deliver you up to 
be afflidted, and fliall kill you;, and ye 
fliall be hated of all nations for my narac’.s 
fake. 10 And then fliall many be of¬ 
fended, and fliall betray one another, 
and fliall hate one another, n And ma¬ 
ny falfe prophets fliall rife, and fliall de¬ 
ceive many. 12 And bccaufe iniquity 
fliall abound, the love of many fliall wax 
cold. 13 But lie that fliall endure unto 
the end, the fume fliall be faved. 

14 And this gofpel of the kingdom of 
God ill nil be preached in all the world, 
for a teflimony (of the ruin and recove¬ 
ry of man ) and then shall the end (of 
the (fe'wifb church and flatc y Rom. x. 
18. Col. i. 6 , 23.) come. 15 Therefore, 
when re shall fee the abomination (of the 

w x 

idolatrous Roman Jlandard ) can ling de¬ 
flation, fpoken of by the prophet Da¬ 
niel, (ix. 27.) ftand in thi holy land, 
whqfoevcr readeth the prophets, let him 
underflancl their accomplishment. 16 
7 'hen let them who be in Judea flefc un- * 
to the mountains. 17 Let him who is 
on the ho life top not come down to take . 
any thing out of his houfe ; lS Neither 
let hitn who is in the held return back 
to take his clothes. 19 And woe unto 
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them that are pregnant, and to them that 
fuckle children, in thofe days/o f danger 
and trouble), 

ao But pray ye that your flight be not 
irt the winter, (being a bad feafon for 
if,) neither on the Sabbath day. (fo bin¬ 
der the duties of it']. at For then 
shall be great tribulation, fuch as was 
hot fince the beginning of the world 
to this time ; no, nor ever shall be. 

22 And except thnfe days should be 
shortened, there should none of the Jews 

- efciipt; hut for the ele&’s fate, thqfe 
days shall be shortened. 

23 Then if any man shall fay unto you, 
Lo, here is Chrift, or there ; believe it 
not. 24 For there shall arife falfe 
thrifts, and falfe prophets, and shall 
make a shew of great (falfe) figns and 
(lying) wonders; infomuch, that ifit 
Were pofUble, they shall deceive the very 
eletft. 

25 Behold, I have told you before. 

2 6 Wherefore, if they shall lay unto 
you. Behold, he is in the defert; go not 
forth ; Behold, he is in the fecret cham¬ 
bers ; believe it not. 

27 For as the lightning cometh (fpee - 
dily) out of the eaft, and shineth even 
unto the weft; fo shall alfo the coming of 
ttief Son of man be (in the light and pow¬ 
er of the gofpel , and at lajl to judge the 
•world). 28 For wherefoever the car- 
Cafc is, there will the eagles be gathered 
to it; (fo will the Roman eagle be to 
make havock bf the yews). 

29 Immediately after the tribula¬ 
tion of thofe days shrill the fun be dark¬ 
ened, and the moon shall net give her 
light, and the liars shall fall from hea¬ 
ven, and the powers of heaven shall be 
shaken. ( All the light , and power , and 
glory of the yewijb city , and temple , 
and church , andJlate y J}jall be darkened , 
and Jhakeny and fail, as thofe if all na¬ 
tions jball be at Chr:Jl*s coming at lajl 
to judgment.) 30 And then shall ap¬ 
pear the glory of the Son of man in hea¬ 
ven ; ami all the tribes of the earth 
(that do wickedly ) frail then mourn, 
when they fh&H lee the Son of man com¬ 
ing in the clouds of heaven with power 
and great glory. - 

31 ArU he frail fend his anjcls with a 
great^ouncl of a trumpet, and they II12II 

'gather together ins elect from the four 
w:nd 3 , from one end of heaven to the o- 
t.ier. 

32 Now, learn a paiable of the fig- 
tree ; When his branch is yet tender, and 
puttetb forth leaves, ye know that fum- 


nier is nigh : 33 So likewife ye, when 
ye shall fee all thefe things, know that 
it is near, even at the doors. 34 Veri¬ 
ly I fay unto you. This generation iliall 
not pftfs, till all thefe things ( concerning 
the destruction of the Jewi/l church 
andJlate, thirty Jix years hence) be ful¬ 
filled. 

35 Heaven and earth Iliall pafs away, 
but my words frail not pafs away. 

36 But of the day and the hour 
(of the coming of the Son of man to 
judge the world) knoweth no man, 
nor even the angels in heaven, but my 
Father only- 37 But as it was in the 
days ©f Noah, fo frail it alfo he at the 
coming oF the Son of man. 38 For as 
in the days that were before the flood 
they were eating and drinking, marrying 
and giving in marriage, until the day 
that Noah entered into the ark, 39 
And knew not until the flood came, and 
took them all away; fo frail alfo the co¬ 
ming of the Son of man be. 

40 Then shall two be in the field ; 
the one (tpat is , a Cbriflian) shall be fa- 
ved, and the other left to perifr fflf the 
deJlruCtio n of Jervfalem , and at the lafl 
judgment) 41 Two women frail be 
grinding at the mill, the one Iliall be fa- 
ved and the other left to perish ; 

42 Watch, therefore; for ye know 
not what hour your Lord doth come. 43 
But know this, that if the goodman of 
the houfe had known in what watch the 
thief would c6me, he would have watch¬ 
ed, and would not have fuffered his houfe 
to be broken up. 

44 Therefore be ye alfo ready; for in 
fuch an hour as ye think not the Son of 
man cometh. 

45 Who then is a faithful and wife 
fervant, whom his lord hath made ruler 
over his houfehold, (bis church ) to give 
them meat in their due feafon * 

46 BleiTed is that fervant whom his 
lord, when he cometh, frail find fo doing. 

47 Verily I fay unto you, That he 
frail make him ruler over alt his goods. 

48 But if that evil fervant frail fay in 
his heart. My lord dclayeth his corning 
(to judgment ) t 49 And frail begin to 
finite his fellow fervants, (perfccute , and 
be cruel and violent) and to eat 2nd 
dnrk with tne drunken; The lord of that 
fervant frail come in a day when he look- 
eth not for him, and in an lionr he is not 
aware of, 51 And frail cut off the un¬ 
faithful ( luxurious, pcifecuiir.g ) watch¬ 
man, and appoint him his portion 'with, 
the hypocrites, where there shall he 
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in the earth, and hid his lord's money, 
{did no good with it in pious or charitable 
attionr, tho* he'did not fpend it ill, but

3 'Chen aflemilled together the chief 
priefts, and the feribes, apd the elders of 
the people, unto the palace ef the high 
prieft, who was called Caiaphas, 4 And 
confultcd that they might take'Jefus by 
fubtilty, and kill him. '5 But they faid. 
Not an the feaft-day, left there be an 


uproar 'among the people. 

6 ‘Now, when Jefus Was in Betha¬ 
ny, in the liouft of Simon the leper, 7 
There came unto him a woman having 
an alabaftcr-box of very precious oint¬ 
ment, and poured it on his held as he 
fat at meat. 

8 But when'his difciples faW it, they 
had indignation, faying. To what pur¬ 
pose is this wafte ? 9 For this ointment 

might have been fold for much, and gi¬ 
ven to the poor. 

10 When Tefus undirftood it, he faid 
unto them. Why trouble ye the woman? 
for /lie hath wrought a good work upon 
me. ii For ye have the poor always 
with you ; but me ye have not always, 
(/ am foon to leave you) : 12 For in 

that Hie hath poured this ointment on 
my body, Ihe did it as a preparation for 
my burial. 13 Verily I fay unto you, 
Wheiefoever this gofpcl fiiall be preach¬ 
ed in the whole world, 'there fiiall alfo 
this, that this woman hath done, be told 
for a memorial of her. 

14 Then one of the twelve, called 
Judas Ifcariot, went unto the chief 
priefts, 15 And faid unto them. What 
will ye give me, and I will deliver him 
unto you 9 And they covenanted with 
him for thirty peiccs of filver, (about 3/. 
1 or.) 16 And from that time he fought 
opportunity to betray -him. 

17 IT Now, the firft day of the feaft of 
unleavened bread, the difciples came to 
Jefus, faying unto him, Where wilt thou 
that we prepare for thee to eat the pafltl 
over? 18 And he faid, Co into the ci¬ 
ty, to fuch a man, and fay unto him, The 
Mafter faith, My time is at hand; I will 
keep" the paflbver at thy houfe with my 
difciples. 

ip And the difciples did as Jefus had 
appointed them j and they made ready 
the paflbver. 

20 N(;w, when the even was come, 
he fat down with the twelve. 21 And 
as they did eat, he faid. Verily I fay un¬ 
to you, That one of you Ihall betray me, 
22 And they were exceeding fonowfuJ, 
and began every one of them to fay unto 
him, Lord, is it I? 23 And he anfwer- 
ed, and faid. He that dippeth his hand 
with me In the dill), the fame /hall be¬ 
tray me. 24 The Son of man goeth, as 
it is written of him : bdt woe unto that 
man by whom the Son of man is betray¬ 
ed 1 It had been good for that man if he 
had not been born. 

25 Then Judas, who betrayed him, 
anfwered, and faidj Mafter, is it I ? He 
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fail unto b’m, Thou haft faid. 

' 20 1 j A V as th f*y were earing', Jefus 
took bread, -md Welled it, anJ brake it, 
ami pave it to the dip iples, rn Paid, 
l ake, c.t; this bread brokfcn represents 
my bed) broken, 27 And he took the 
cup, and gave thanks, and gave it to 
them, laying, Drink yc .ill of it: 23 For 
this is («figure of) my blood, ratifying 
the Nv’.v Tcrtament, which is (lied for 
many for the remiflion of fins. 29 But 
[ fay unto you, I will not drink hence¬ 
forth of this fruit of the vine, (I will 
not tnjl: the joys reprrfcnted by rV), un¬ 
til that day when I will receive them a- 
neiv with you {after my refurreElion , 
and my afcenfion) in my Father’s king¬ 
dom. 

30 And when they had fung an hymn, 
they went out into the mount of Olives. 

31 Then faith Jefus uutp them, All 

ye> lhall be offended bccaufe of me this 
night; for it is written, I will fmite the 
Shepherd, and the Iheep of ihe flock lliall 
be icattered abroad, 32 l»ut after I ain 
rifen again, I will go before you into Ga¬ 
lilee. " 

33 Peter anfvvercd and faid unto him, 
though all men (ball be offended becaufe 
of thee, yet will I never be offended. 34 
Jefus faitl unto him, Verily I fay unto 
thee, that this night, before the cock 
crow,'thou (halt deny me thrice, 35 Pe¬ 
ter faith unto him, though I ihould die 
with thee, yetwill l not deny thee. Like- 
jyifc alto laid all the difciples. 

Then cometh Jefus with them 
onto a place cafled Gcthfcmano,,and faith 
unto the difciples, fit ye here while I go 
and pray yonder. 37 And he took with 
him Peter and the two funs of Zebedee, 
and began to be forrovvlul, and very hea¬ 
vy. 38 Then faith he onto them. My 
foul is exceeding lot rowful, even unto 
death : tarry ye hcr<^ and watch with 
me. 

39 And he went a little further, and 
fell on his face, and prayed, faying, G 
my Father, if it be poflible, let this cup 
{offor row and fnfferiag) pals from me. 
Nevertheless, nut as l will, but ds.thou 
wilt. 

40 And he comcth unto the difciples, 

and fmdeth them afleep, and faith unto 
Peter, What 1 could yc not have watch¬ 
ed with me one hour ? 41 Watch and 

pray that ye enter not in 10 temptation : 
the fpirit indeed is willing, but the flcfli 
is weak. 

41 lie went away again the fecond 
lime, and prayed, faying, O my Father, 


if tliis cup may not pafs away from me, 
except I drink it, thy will be done. 43^ 
And he came, and lound them afleep a- 
gain, for their eyes were heavy, 

44 And he left them, and went away 
pgain, and pi\«yeJ the third time, faying, 
the fame words. 

4<;'Then cometh he to the difciples, 
and faith tp them. Do ycnow Seep and 
take your reft ; beltnld the hour is at 
hand, and the Son of man is betrayed in¬ 
to the hands of Corners. 4 6 Rile, let us 
be going : behold, he is at Kand that doth 
betr'ay me. 

47 IF And while he yet fpake, Io, Ju¬ 
das, one of the twelve, came, and with 
him a great multitude, with fwofds and 
Haves, from the chief pi lefts and elders 
of the people. 

45 Now, he that betrayed him gave 
them a fign, faying, Whomfoevcr 1 Hia.ll 
kifs, that fame is he ; hold him faft. 49 
And forthwith he came to Jefus, and 
faid. Hail, Mailer ; and killed him. 

50 And Jefus faid unto him, Friend, 1 
wherefore art thou conic ? Then came 
they and laid hands On Jefus, and tookhim. 

51 And behold, one of them who were 
with Jefus ftrctched out his hand, and 
drew his fword, and ftruck a fervant of 
the high prieft’s, and fmote off his car. 
52 Then laid Jefus unto him, Put up a- 
gain thy fword into h*s place, for all 
they that take the fword Hia.ll perifli with 
the fword, 53 Thinkeft thou' that I 
cannot now pray to my Father, and he 
fhall prefcntly give me more than twelve 
legions of angels? 54 But how then 
fhall the feripturea be fulfilled, that.thu* 
it mult be > 

55 In that fame hour faid Jefus to the 
multitudes. Are ye come out, as againlt 
a thief, with fvvords and Haves for tu. 
take me ? I fat daily with you teaching 
in the temple, and ye laid 110 hold on me. 

56 But ail this'was done that the ferip- 
tures of the prophets might be fulfilled. 
Then all the difciples for Cook him and fled.. 

5 7 IF And they that had laid hold on 
Jefus led him away to Caiphas the high 
prieft, where the fcribes and the elders 
were affeinbled. 

58 But Peter followed him afar off un¬ 
to the high priell’s palace, nnd+wqnt in,. 
and fat with the fervants to fee the end. 

59 Now* the chief priefts and elders^ 

and all the council, fought falfe witnefs 
againft Jefus, to put him to death ; 60 

But found none: yea, tho’ many falfe 
wit ne lies came, yet found -they none 
(that agreed). 61 At the !aft caine

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two falfi: witnefles, and faid, This man 
faid, I am able to deflroy the temple of 
God, and to build it in three days. ’’ 

, 62 And the high prieft arofe, and faid 
unto him. Anfwereft thou nothing ? 
what is it which thefe witnefs againft 
thee ? 63 But Jefus held his peace. 

An$ the high prieft anfwered, and laid 
unto him, I adjure thee by the living 
God, that thou tell us, whether thou be 
the Chrift, the Son of God. 

64 Jefus faith unto him. Thou hall 
faid ; neverthelefs, I fay unto you, 
Hereafter ye fliall fee the Son of man 
fitting on the right hand of power, and 
coming in the clouds of heaven* 

.65 Then the high prieft rent his c lothes, 
faying, He hath fpoken blafphemjr; what 
further need have we of witnefles ? be¬ 
hold now ye have heard his blafphemy. 
66 What think ye? They anfwered, and 
faid. He is guilty of death. 

6 7 Then they did fpit in his face, and 
buffeted him; and others fmote him with 
the palms of their hands, 68 Saying, 
(after be nvas blindfolded ,) Prophefy un¬ 
to us, thou Chrift; Who is he that fmote 
thee ? 

69 Now Peter fat without in the 
Palace ; and a damfel came unto him, 
faying, Thou alfo wait with Jefus of Ga¬ 
lilee. 70 But he denied before them all, 
faying, I know not what thou fayeft. 

71 And when he was gone out into 
the porch, another maid faw him, and 
faid unto them that were there, This 
rpan was alfo with Jefus of Nazareth. 
72 And again hr. denied with an path, I 
tio not know'tbe man. 

73 And after a while came unto him 
they that flood by, and faid to Peter, 
Surely thou alfo ait one of them ; for thy 
fpeech bewTayeih thee .74 Then began 
he to curfe and to fwear, faying, I know 
udt the man. And immediately the 
cock crew. 75 And Peter remembered 
tbe words of Jefus, who faid unto him, 
Before the cock crow thou ilialf deny me 
thrice. And he went out, and wept bit¬ 
terly. 

CHAP. XXVII. 

Cbrijl it delivered bound to Pilate. 

W HEN the morning was come, all 
t?:e chief prieft s and elders of the 
people took counfel againft Jefus to put 
him to death. 2, And when they had 
Ixiund him, they led him away, and de¬ 
livered him to Pontius Pilate the governor. 

3 Then Judas, who had betrayed 
kim, when he faw that he was condemn¬ 
ed, repented himfelf, and brought again 


the thirty pieces of filver to the chief 
priefts and elders, 4 Saying, I have fin¬ 
ned, in that 1 have betrayed the innocent 
blood. And they faid, What is that ts 
us ? See thou to that. 

5 And he call down the pieces of fil- 
ver in the temple, and departed, and 
went away, and was (lifted with grief. 

6 And the chief priefts took the filver 
pieces, and faid, It is not lawful to put 
them into the treafury, becaufe it is the 
price of blood. 7 And they took coun¬ 
fel, and bought with them the potters* 
field, to bury ftrangers in. 8 Wherefore 
that field was called, 77 je field of blood , 
unto this day. 

9 Then was fulfilled that which w?.'i 
fpoken by Jeremiah the prophet, faying, 
And they took the thirty pieces of filver, 
the price of him that was valued, whom 
they of the children of Ifrr.el did value, 
10 And gave them for the potters’ field, 
r.s the Lord appointed me. 

, 11 If And Jefus ftood before the go¬ 
vernor ; and the governor alked him, 
faying. Art thou the King of the Jews? 
And Jefus faid unto him, Thou fayeft fo. 
12 And when he w'as accufed of the 
chief priefts and elders, he anfwered no¬ 
thing. 

13 Then faid Pilate unto him, Hcarcfl 
thou net how many things they witnefs 
againft; thee ? 14 And he anfwered him 

to never a word ; infomuch that the go¬ 
vernor marvelled greatly. 

!5 If N<> w » at that feaft the governor 
was wont to rcleafeuuto the people a pri- 
foner, whom they would. 16 And they 
had then a n'otable prifoner, called B:’.- 
rabbas. 17 Therefore, when they were 
gathered together, Pilate faid unto them. 
Whom will ye that I releafe unto you ? 
Barahbas, or Jefus, who is called 
Chrift: ? 1 3 For he knew that for envy 

they had delivered him. 

. ??1T When he was fet down on the 
jpdgment-feat, his wife fent unto him, 
faying, Have thou nothing to do with 
that juft man ; for I have futfered many 
things this day in a dream becaufe of 
him. 

20 But the chief priefts and elders 
perfuaded the multitude, that they fhould 
alk Barabbas, and defttoy Jefus. 

21 The governor anfwered, dnd faid 
unto them. Whether of trie twain will 
ye that I releafe unto you? They faid, 
Barabbas. 22 Pilate faith unto them, 
What fhail I do then with Jefus, who is 
called Chrift ? They all fay unto him, Let 
him be crucified. 23 And the governor 
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faid, Why ? what evil hath he done* But 
they cried out the more, faying, Let him 
be crucified. 

*4 <ff When Pilate faw that he could 
prevail nothing, hut that rather a tumult 
was made, he took water, and wa/lied 
iris hand* before the multitude, faying, I 
nm innocent of tlu* blood of this juft per- 
fon ; fee ye to it. 25 Then anfwered 
all the people, and faid, His blood be dn 
us, and on our children. 

26 Then releafed he Bnmbbas unto 
them ; and when he had fcourged Je- 
fin, he delivered him to be crucified. 

27 Then the foldiers of the governor 

took Jcfus into the common hall, and ga¬ 
thered unto him the whole band of fol¬ 
diers. z 3 And they ftripped hirn, and 
put on him a fcarlet robe. 29 And when 
they had platted a crown of thorns, they 
put it upon his head, and a reed in his 
right hand ; and they bowed the knee 
before him, and mocked him, faying, 
Hail, king of the Jews ! 30 And they 

fpit upon him, and touk the reed, and 
fmotc him on the head, 31 And after 
that they had mocked him, they took the 
robe off from him, and put his own rai¬ 
ment on him, and led him away to cru¬ 
cify hi nr. 

32 And, as they came out, they found 
a man of Cyrene, Simon by name : him 
they compelled to bear his arofs. 

33 Tf And when they were come un¬ 
to a place called Golgotha, that is to fay, 
A place of a fail!, 34 They gave him 
vinegar to drink, mingled with gall: 
ami, when he had tailed thereof, he 
would not drink, 

35 And they cruciGed him, and parted 
his garments, calling lots : that it might 
be fulfilled wliich was fpoken by the pro¬ 
phet, They parted my garments among 
them, and upon iny vellurc did they call 
lots. 

3 6 And, fitting down, they watched 

him there ; 37 And fet up over his 

head his accufation written, This is Je¬ 
sus, the Kino of the Jews. 

3S Then were there t\vo thieves cru¬ 
cified with him ; one on the right hand, 
and another on the left. 

,19 If And they that palled by reviled 
him, wagging their heads, 40 And fay¬ 
ing. Thou that deltroyefk the temple, and 
budded it in three days, fave thyfelf. If 
thou be the Son of God, come down from 
the trofs. 

41 Likewifc alfo the chief prielts, 
mocking him, with the feribes and el¬ 
ders, laid, 42 He faved others, himfelf 


he cannot fave. If he be the king of Is¬ 
rael, let him now come down from the 
crofs, and we will believe him, 43 H« 
trufted in God ; let him deliver him 
now, if he will have him : for he faid, I 
am the Son of God. 44 One of the 
thieves alfo, that was crucified with him, 
call the fame ih his teeth. 

45 Now, from the fixth licur, there 
was darknefs over all the land, until the 
ninth hour. 4 6 And about the ninth 
hour Jefus cried with a loud vpice, fay¬ 
ing, Eli, Eli, lama sabacntkani * 
that is to fay, my God, My God, why 
haft thou forfaken me ? 47 Some of them 
that Hood there, when they heard that, 
faid, This man calletli for Elias. 

48 And ftraightway one of them ran, 
4ml took a fponge, and filled it with vine¬ 
gar, and put it on a reed, and gave him 
to drink. 49 The reft faid, Let be ; let 
us fee whether Elias will come td fave 
him. 

50 If Jefus, when he had cried again 
with a loud voice, yielded up the ghoft. 

51 And, behold, the vail of the tem¬ 
ple was rent in twain from the top to 
the bottom ; and the earth did quake, 
and the rocks r'ent, 5* And the graves 
were opened, and many bodies of the 
faints who dept arofe, 53 And came 
out of the graves after his refurrertion, 
and went into the holy city, and appear¬ 
ed unto many. 

54 Now, when the centurion, and.they 
that were with him, watching Jefus, (hw 
the earthquake, and thofe things tlfat 
were done, they feared greatly, faying, 
Truly, this was the Son of God. v 

55 And many women were there, be¬ 
holding afar off, who followed Jefus 
from,Galilee, miniftcring unto him: $6 
Among whom was Mary Magdalene, 
and Mary the mother of James and Jo- 
les, and the mother of Zcbedee’s chil¬ 
dren. 

57 ^f -When the even was come, there 
camt a rich man of Arimathea, named 
Jofeph, who alfo himfelf was Jefus’ 4 if- 
ciple: 58 He went to Pilate, aud'bcgged 
the body of Jefus. ; Then Pilate com¬ 
manded the body to be delivered. 

59 And when Jofeplv had taken the 
body, he wrapped it in a clean linen 
cloth, Co And laid it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn out in the 
rock : and he rolled a great {tone to the 
door of the Vepulehrc, and departed. 6r 
And there was Mary Magdalene, and 
the other Mary, fitting over againft the 
fqmlchre, 
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to^Now, the next day, which follow¬ 
ed the day or the preparation, ‘ the chief 
priefts and Pharifces Qame together unto 
Pilate, 63 Saying, Sir, We Temen.ber , 
that that deceiver: faid, while -he was 
yet aUvc, After three days I will rife 
again. 64 Command, therefore, that the 
fepulchre be made fure until the third 
day, left hii difciplcs come by ni^ht and 
fteal Rim away, cr.d fay unto the people,. 
He is 1i£en from the dead ; fo the laft er¬ 
ror fliall be worfethan the firft. 

65 Pilate faid unto them, Ye have a 
watch ; go your way, make it as* Cure as 
ye can. 66 So they went, and made the 
fepulchre fure, fealing the ftone, and Get¬ 
ting a wr.tr h. “ 

CHAP. XXVIII. 

ChrijVs ref nr region declared. 
the end of the fabbath, as it began 
to dawn towards the firft day of the 
week, came Alary Magdalene, and the 
other Mary, to fee the fepulchre.

into Galilee ; there lhall ye fee him: lo, 
I have told you. 

8 And they departed quickly from the 
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fepulchre with fear and great joy, 'and 
did run to bring his difciplcs word. 

9 U And as they went to tell his, dif- 
ciples, behold, Jefus met them, faying. 
All haiL And tiiey came and held him 
by the feet, and worshipped him. 

to Then faid Joins unto them, Be not 
afraid: go tell my brethren that ihey 
go into G.lilec, and there lhall they fee 
me. 

'11 Now, when they were going, 
behold, fame of the watch canic into the 
city, and Ihewed unto the chief prfails 
all the things that were done, n And 
when they were aflembled with the el¬ 
ders, and had taken counftL, they gave 
large money unto the foldiers, ' 13 Say¬ 
ing, Say ye. His difciplcs came by niglit, 
and Hole him away while we flept. 14 
And if this ccme to the governor’s ears, 
we will perruartf him, aud fecure you 
{from p tmijbtn cut'). 

15 So they took the raonev, and did as 
they were taught. And this faying is 
commonly repotted among the Jews un¬ 
to this day. 

16 Then the eleven dif.iples went 
away into G<thlee, into a mountain where 
Jefus had appointed them. 

17 And when they faw him they wor- 
fl lipped ; but fome hood at a (liftance. 

18 *}f And Jefus came and fpake unto 
them, faying. All power is given unto 
me in Heaven and in earth. 19 Go yc, 
therefore, and teach ^11 nations, baptiz¬ 
ing them in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the holy Spirit; 20 
Teaching them to obferve all things 
whatsoever I have command- d you : and 
lo, I am.with you (by nty fpiritual pre¬ 
fence , fobn xvi. 7.) alway, even unt* 
the end of the world. Amen.

T HE beginning (in the Bapti/l's mt- 
niflry ) of thegofpel of Jcfus-Chrift, 
the Son of Gd 3 : 2 As it is written in 

the prophets, Behold, I fend my njefleu- 
ger‘ {the Baptift) before thy face, who 
ftiail prepare thy way before thee; 3 

The voice of one crying in the wihlei- 
nefs, Prepare y.e the way qjf the Lord, 
make b:s paths ftraight (by f nee re re¬ 
pentance)- 

4 John did baptize in the wilderne fs, 


and preach the baptifin of repentance for 
the reraifiion of fins. 5 And there went 
out unto him all the land of Juuea, <\nd 
they of Jerufalera, and were all baptized 
of him in the river of Jordan, couitfliiig 
their fins. 

6 And John was clothed with a gar¬ 
ment of earners hair, and had a leathern 
girdle about his loins, and his meat was 
carob-beans and wild honey ; 7 And 

preached, faying. There c<»meth one 
mightier than I after me, the latchet of 
whole flioes I am not worthy to ftoop 
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down and tmloofe. 9 I indeed have bap¬ 
tized you with water ; but he fliall bap¬ 
tize v'.ou with the holy Spirit. 

9 And it came to pals in thole day3 
that fefu. came from Nazarnh of Oali- 
lee, and was baptized of John in [j. lstri. 

u And (h aitflitway, coming up out of 
the water, he iaw tiic heavens open;.-1, 
and the Spirit, like a dove* defeending 
upon him. 11 And there came a voice 
front heaven, faying, Thou art my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleafed. 

ii And immediately, the Spirit led 
him into the wildcrnefs. 13 And die was 
there in the wilde rnefs forty days tempt¬ 
ed of Satan ; and was with the wild 
bead,; and the angels miniflercd unto 
him. 

1 4 No .v, after that Jolin was put in 
prilm, Telus came into Galilee, preach¬ 
ing the gofpcl of the kingdom of God, 
15 An 1 faying. Til/ time is fulfil Jed, and 
the k : ng-.(uiTi of God {tbr gnfpel difpen - 
Cation) is at hand : repent ye, and believe 
the go [pel. 

16 *]j’ Now, as he walked by the fea 
of Galilee, h : faw Simon, and Andrew 
his brother, o uting a net into the fea; 
(for th y were fifliers). 

17 An l Jefus faid unto them. Come 
ye aftwT me, and I will make you become 
lilliers of men (by converting tb*m). tB 
And lira ig hr. way they forfook their nets, 
and followed him. 

19 And when he had gone a little far¬ 
ther thence he fnw James the fun of Ze- 
bedee, and John -his brother, who aifo 
were in th- flop mending their no^s. 10 
And itraighrvay he called them. And 
they 1 *ft their father Zobcdee in the ihip 
with tli- hired fervants, and went after 
him. 

vi And they went into Capernaum ; 
and It mi glit w \y on the fahh.ith-lay he 
entered into tlu fy nagogue, and taught. 
iz And they were altonidted at his doc¬ 
trine; for he taught “rhem as one that 
had authority, and hot as the feribes. 

*3 And there vv.is in their fyna- 
gogiie .1 man with an unclean fpirit: 
and he cried out, 24 Saying, Let us a- 
lone ; whit have we to do with thee,’ 
thou J-du- ol Nazareth ? Art thou come 
to del troy us VI know thee who thou art, 
the holy one of God. 

25 And Jefus rebuked him, faying, hold 
thy peace, and come out of him. atf And 
when rhe unclean fpirit had twilled him, 
and cried with a loud voice, he came out 
of him. 17 And they wcjre ail amazed,in- 
1 eunuch that they quell ioued aiaeng 
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themfelves, fayiu^. What thing is this? 
what new doOvint is this ? for with au¬ 
thority commandeth he even un* 
clean fpirits, and they do obey him. 

- a 5 And* immediately, his fame fpread 
ab’-o^ l th r oughout all the regiori round 
about Galilee.* 

19 And forthwith, when they were 
come out of the fynagogue, they entered 
into the houfc of Simon and Andrew, 
with James and John. 

30 But Simon’s wife’s mother lay Tick 
of a fever; and anon they tell him ot 
her. 31 And he came and took her by 
the hand, ayd lifted her up ; and imme*- 
diately the fever left her,' and flie itiini- 
ftered unto them. 

3a And at even, when the fun did let, 
they brought unto him all that were dif* 
eafed, and them that were poflefled with 
.devils, 

33 And all the city was gathered at 
the door. 34 And he healed many that 
were lick of diVerfe difeafes, and callout 
many devils ; and fullered not the devils 
to fpcak, becaufc tliey knew him. 

35 And in the morning, riling up a 
rent while before day, he went out, and 
eparted into a folitary place, and there 

prayed., 

36 And Simon, and they that were 
with him, followed after him. "37 And 
when they "had found him, they faid on* 
to him, All men feck for thee. 38 And 
he faid unto them, Let us go into the 
next towns, that I may preach there al-» 
fo; for therefore came I forth. 

39 And he preached in their fyna- 
gogues throughout all Galilee, and call 
out devils. , 

40-And there came a leper to him, 
befceehmg hi in, anti kneeling down to 
him, and faying unto him, If thou wilt, 
thou can It make me clcrn. '41 And Jo¬ 
ins, moved with compaflion, put forth 
his hand, unci touched him, and faith un-' 
to him, I will; be thou clean. 

4a And as foon as he had fpoken, im¬ 
mediately the leprofy departed from him, 
and he was rleanfed. ’ ‘ * 

43 And he flraitly charged hi n, and 
forthwith fent him awa/_; 44 And faith 
unto him, See thou fay nothing to apjr 
man; but go thy Way, iliew thyfelf to 
the priefl:, and ofTer for thy cleaning 
thofe things which Mofes comin uiden, 
for a lellimony unto them. 

45 But lie went out, and tagan to 
puhlifli it much, and to blaze abroad the 
matter, inforauch that Jefus could na 
more openly enter into the city {for tiJ 
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crowd') but was without in defert pla¬ 
ces : and they canffc ft him from every 
■uarter. ' 

CHA P. -n. 

Cbrif bealctb one Jtck of the palfy. 
ND again lie entered into Caper¬ 
naum after fame days ; and it was 
noifed that he wa^ in the houfe. 

a And ftraightway many were ga¬ 
thered together, infomuch that there was 
no room to receive them, no not fo much 
as about the door: and he preached Hie 
word unto them. .3 And they come un¬ 
to him bringing one fick of the palfy,who 
was borne offour. 4 And t when they could 
not come nigh-unto him for the prefs, 
they uncovered the roof where he was: 
raid; when they had broken it up, they 
let down the bed wherein the fick of the 
palfy lay. 

5 When Jefus faw their faith,' he faid 
unto the fick of the palfy. Son, thy fins 
be forgiven thee. 

6 But there were certain of the feribes 

fitting 'there, and reafoning in their 
hearts, 7 Why doth this man thus 
fpeak blafphemies ? Who can forgive fins 
but God only 1 8 And immediately, when 
Jefus perceived in his fpirit that they fo 
re a Toned within themfelves, he faid un¬ 
to them, Why reafon ye thefe things in 
your hearts ? 9 It is in ray power, but 

more difficult, to remove fin, the caufe 
of difeafe, and fo make the eifed to 
ceafe. 10 But that ye may know that 
the Son of man hath power gn earth to 
forgive fins, (he faith to the fick of the 
palfy ,) ill fay unto thee, Arife, and 
take up thy bed, aud go thy way into 
thine houfe. 

12 And immediately he arofe, took 
up the bed, and went forth before them 
all; infomuch that they were all amaz¬ 
ed, and glorified God, faying, We never 
fa wit on this fafliion. 

‘13 And he wertt forth again by the 
Tea-Tide ; ami all the multitude reforted 
unto him, and he taught them. 

14 And as he pafifed by, he faw.Levi, 
the fon of Alpheus, fitting at the receipt 
of cuftom, and faid unto him, Follow roe. 
And lie atofe and followed him. 

15 TT And it came to pafs, that as Je¬ 
fus fat at meat in his houfe, many publi¬ 
can* and Tinners fat alfo together with 
Jefus and his difi-iples : for there were 
many, and they followed him. 

16 And when the feribes and Phari¬ 
fees faw him cat with publicans and Tin¬ 
ners, they faid imto his difciples, How is 
it chat lie eatetri and diinketh with pu¬ 


blicans and finners ? 

17 When Jefu? heard it, he faith unto 
them. They that are whole have no need 
of the phyfieian, but they that are fick : 
I came not to call the righteous,'but Tin¬ 
ners, to repentance. 

1 3 And the difciples of John and of the 
Pharifees ufed to fall; and they conic 
agd fay unto him. Why do the difciples 
of John and of the Pharifees faft, but thy 
difciples faft not ? 

19 And Jefus faid unto them. Can the 
children of the bride-chamber faft while 
the bridegroom is with them ? as long as 
they have the bridegroom with them 
they cannot faft. 20 But the days will 
come when the bridegroom fliall be ta¬ 
ken away from them, ■ d then fhall^they 
faft in thofe days. 21 No man alfo few- 
eth a piece of new cloth on an old gar¬ 
ment ; elfe the new piece that filled it 
up taketh away from the old, and the 
rent is made worfe. 22 And no man 
p'utteth new wine into old bottles; ellc 
the new wine doth burft the bottles, and 
the wine is fpilled^ndthe bottles will be 
marred ; but new wine mult be put in¬ 
to new bottles. ( The Pharifees are fill 
under darknefs and terror ; and John's 
difciples mourn bis abftnce , which mine 
will do with fafing afterward : but as 
yet they are not prepared ; it would be to 
them, as new wine to old leathern bot¬ 
tles.) 

23 And it came to pafs, that he 
went through the corn-fields on the Sab¬ 
bath-day ; and his difciples began, as 
they went, to pluck the ears of corn. 

24 And thePharilccs faid unto him. 

Behold, why do they on the Sabbath- 
day that which is not lawful ? 25 And 

he faid unto them, Have ye never read 
what David did when he had need and was 
hungry,he, and they that were with him, 
26 How he went into the houfe of God, in 
the days of Abiathaj; the high prieft, and 
did eat the ihew-bread. which is nut 
lawful be eat but for the priefts, and 
gave alfo to them who were with 
him. * 

27 And he faid unto them, The Sab¬ 
bath was made for man, and not man 
for the Sabbath. 28 Therefore the 
Son of man is Lord alfo of the Sab¬ 
bath. 

CHAP. m. 

Cbrif healeth a withered hand. 

A I'fD he entered again into the t'yna- 
goguc ; and there was a man 
there who had a withered hand. 2 
And they wat&ed him, whether he 
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.vould heal him on the Sabbath-day; 
that they might accufe him. 

3 An I he faid unto the man who had 
the withered hand, Stand forth. 4 He 
that ncgleCls the good which he has in 
his power to do, on the Subbath, (or a- 
uy other day), is guilty of the evil that 
thence enfues. He that does not fave 
life, when he has it in ins power, is as 
guilty oi the lols <»f it as if he tc. >k it a- 
vvay. 15 ut they held their pence. 

5 And when he had looked round a- 
bout on them with anger, being grieved 
for the hardnefs of their hearts, he faith 
unto the man, Stretch out thine hand. 
And he ftretched it out : and his hand 
was rcltored whole as the other. 

6 And the Fharifees went forth, and 

ftr.-.i.'litway took counfcl with the He- 
rodiuns againft him, how they might de- 
flroy hint. - 

7 But Jefus withdrew himfelf with 
his difciples to the lea : and a great mul¬ 
tihide from Galilee followed him,- and 
from [tuba, 8 And from Jcrufalem, 
and from Idumea, and from beyond Jor¬ 
dan ; and they about Tyre and Sidon, a 
great multitude, when they had heard 
what great tilings he did, came unto 
him. 9 And he fpake to his difciples, . 
that a fmall fliip fliould wait on him be- 

c iufc of the multitude, left they tbould 
throng him. id For he healeef many ; 
inloinuch that they prefled upon liim for 
to touch him, as inahy as had plagues. 

11 And unclean fpirits, when they faw 
him, fell down before him, and cried, 
fating, Thou art the Son of God. 12 
And he ftraitly charged them that they 
fliould not make him known. 

l 3 U ^nd l 12 gueth up into a moun¬ 
tain, and callcth unto him whom he 
would ; and they came unto him. 14 
And lie ordained twelve, that they fliould 
be with him, and that he might fend 
Hicrn forth to preach, 13 And to have 
power to heal litknelibs, and to caft out 
devils. 

1 6 And Simon he furnamed Peter ; 
17 And Jam js the ion of Zebedee, and 
folia the brother of James; (and he fur- 
11. une l them Boanerges, which is, The 
ions 0/ thunder) ; 18 And Andrew, 

and Philip, and Bartholomew, and Mat* 

1; 1 cw, and Tiiuinas, and James the fon of 
A !plums “"d Thaddons, and Simon the 
C.m.’.unite, >9 And Judas Illanot, who 
alTo betrayed him ; and they went into 
an Iwu.fc. 

20 And the multitude cometh to¬ 
other again, fo that they could not fo 


much as cat tread. 41 And thofe who 
belonged to him, feein&this, went out to 
fupprefs them, for th|y faid, They are 
befide^t he m fe Ivc s. 

az And the feribes who came 
down from Jerufalem, faid, He Jiath 
Beelzebub, and by the prince of the 
devils cafteth he out devils. 

23 And he called unto them, and faid 
unto them in parables, How can Satan 
caft out Satan ? 24 And if 11 kingdom 

be divided, againft itfelf, that kingdom 
cannot ftand. 25 And if a lioufe be di¬ 
vided againft itfelf, that houfe cannot 
ftand. 2 6 And if Satan rife up againft 
himfelf, and lie divided, he cannot ftand, 
but hath an end. 27 No man can en¬ 
ter into a ftrong man’s houfe, and fpoil 
his goods, except he will firft bind-the 
ftrong man ; and then he will fpoil his 
houfe. 28 Verily I fay unto you. All 
fins (hull be forgiven untp the fons of men, 
and blafphcmies wltcrewithfoever they 
(hall blafpheme ; 29 But he that Hi all 

blafpheme againft the holy Spirit, (in 
afefibing bis a£ls to Satan), hath never 
forgivenefs, but is in danger of eternal 
damnation. 30 Becaufc they faid. He 
hath an unclean fpirit. 

31 There came then unto him lys mo¬ 
ther and his kindred, and, ftanding with¬ 
out, fent unto him, calling him. 

32 And the multitude lftt about him; 

and they faid unto him, Behold, thy mo¬ 
ther and thy brethren without feek for 
thee. 33 And he an fwe red them, fay¬ 
ing, Who is my mother, or my brethren? 
34 And he looked round about on them 
who fat about Jiim, and faid, Behold 
my mother and my brethren 1 35 For 

whoever fliall do the will of God, he is 
dearer to me than brother, or lifter, or 
mother.. 


CHAP. .IV. 

The parable of the Joiver. 

A ND he began again-to teach by the 
Ica-fide ; and there was gathered 
unto him a great multitude, fo that he 
entered into a fliip, and fat in the fea : 
and the whole multitude was by the lea 
on the land. 

2 And lie taught them many things 
by parables, and faid unto them in ins 
doctrine, 3 Hearken! Behold, there, 
went out a fewer to fow* '4 And it 
Caine to pafs, as he fuwed, fome fell by 
the way-lide, and the fowls of the air 
came and devoured it up.

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But when the fun w|S up it was fcorch- 
ed; and, becaufe root it wither¬ 

ed away. 7 AnddSnjpi^lI among thorns, 
and the thorns grew up, and chocked it,, 
and it yielded no fruit. S And other fell 
on good ground, and did yield fruit that 
fprung up, and i'ncreafed, and brought 
forth, fome thiity, and fome fixty, and 
fomc an hundred. 

9 Ann he faid unto them, He that hath 
ear* to hear, let him bear. 

10 Ar.d when he was alone, they 
that were about him, with the twelve, 
Hiked ol him the parable. 

n And he faid unto them. Onto you 
it « given to 1 know the myftery of the 
^Kingdom of God : V.ui unto them that 
srre without, all thefc things are,done 
in parables, (as they arc capable of no- 
tpinf rife') ,■ 12 For tbo’ they fee clear¬ 

ly, they do not perceive \ and tho* they 
hear diftinddy, they do not underftand ; 
fo as at any time they Ihould be convert¬ 
ed, and their fins fliould be forgiven 
them. 1*3 And he faid unto them, 
Know ye not this parable ? and how 
then will ye know all parables? 

14 lower To weth the word. 15 

And "thefe are they by the way-fide, 
where the word, is fown; but, when they 
have heard it, Satan cometh immediate¬ 
ly, and ‘taketh away the word that was- 
fown in their hearts. 

.16 And thefc are they like wife rirtiich 
are fown on flony ground ; who, when 
they have heard the wprd, immediately 
receive it with gladnefs ; 17 Arid have 

no root in tftemlelves, and fo endure but 
for ja ti me ; afterward*. when affliction or 
perfecution anfeth for the word’s fake,, 
immediately they are offended. 

1 3 And thefe are they which are fown- 
jtiDong thorns; fuch as hear the word, 
rp And the cares of this world, and the 
deceitfuluefe of riches, and the lufts ofo* 
ther things, entering in, choke the word, 
and it becometh unfruitful. 

io A nd thefe are they which are fown 
on good greumV; fuch as hear the word, 
and receive it,'and bring forth fruit, 
fome thirty-fold, fome fixty, anti fome an 
hundred. 

21 And be faid uftto thcriv, Isa 
candle brought to be, put under a b’.iOiel, 
or under; a bed, and not to be fet on a 
candle flick ? a2 . For there is nothing 
hid, which fhall not be manifefted ; nei¬ 
ther was any thing kept feerct; but that 
it fliould come abroad. 

23 If any man hath ears to hear, let 
hitn hear. 
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24 And he faith unto them, Take 
heed what ye bear. With what tnea- 
fure ye mete, it fhall be meafured to you. 
And unto you that give ear, more fhall 
be given.- 25 Tf>r he that improveth 
what he hath, to him more fhall be gi¬ 
ven ; and hi; that improveth not what 
he hath, from him fiiall be taken even 
that which he hath. ‘ 

2<) Ancl he faid, So is the kingdom 
of God, as if a man fliould cafl feed into 
the ground; 27 And fliould fleep by 

night,, and rife by day, and the- feed 
fhonld fpring arid grow, he knows not 
how. For the’ieaitli bringeth forth 
fruit of herfelf; firft the blade„then the 
ear, after that the full corn in the ear. 
29 But when the fruit is brought, forth, 
immediately he putteth in the fickle, bc- 
caufe the harveft is come. 

30 IT And he faid, Whereunto fhall 
we liken the kingdom of Qod ■* or wi'h 
what comparifon fliail v/e compare it ? 
31 It is like a grain of muftard-fecd, 
which, when it is fown in the earth, is 
lefs than all the feeds that be in the 
earth :■ 31 But when it is fown it 

grdweth upland becometh greater than 
all herbs,, and fhooteth out great bran¬ 
ches; fo that the fowls of the air may 
lodge under the fliadow of it. 

33. And with many fuch parables fpake 
he the word unto them, as they were a- 
ble to hear it. 34 But without a para¬ 
ble fpake he not unto them. And when 
they were alone he expounded all things 
to his difciples. 

35 1 And the fame day, when the 0 - 
ven was come, lie faith unto them, Let 
uj pafs over unto the ether fide. 

36 And, when they had fent away 
the multitude, they took him even as he 
was in the fliip. And there were alfo 
with him other little fliips. 

37 And there arofe a great ftorm of 

wind, ancl the waves beat into the lhip r 
fo that it was now full. 3S And he was 
in the hinder part of the fliip, afleep on 
a pillow ; and they awake him, and lay 
unto him, Mfrfter, careit thou, not that 
we perifli ? 39 And he arole, aqd re¬ 

buked the wind; and faid unto the fea, 
Peace* be IIlM. And the wind ceaied, 
ancl there iyas a great calm. 

40 And he faid unto them. Why are 
ye fo fearful ? how is it that ye have no 
faith ? 41 And they feared exceeding¬ 

ly, and faid one to another, What man¬ 
ner of mar* is this, that even the wind 
and the fea obey.lum, 1 
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CHAP. V. 

Tie legion of ife oils dfpojft fid. 

\ D they came over unto the other 
tide of the lea, into tJie <.om;try of 
the Gadarenes. 

2 Ajul, when lie rotne out of the 
fliijj, iinnv’dlately there met him out of 
the tombs annul with an unclean fpiiii, 3 
Who had his divJ bug among the tom us; 
aivl no mm could bind him, no, not w ith 
cli.tins: 4 Bccaufsr that he had been of¬ 

ten hound with letters and chains, and 
the chains had been plucked a funder by 
him, and the fetters broken in pieces : 
neither could any man tame him. 5 
And always night and day he was iif the 
mountains, and in the tombs, crying, and 
cutting himfelf with ftones. 

6 And when he faw Jefus afar off, he 
ran and wurfliipped !iim, y And cried 
with u loud voice, and laid, What have 
l to de with thee, Jefus, thou Son of the 
moll high God ? I adjure thee by God, 
that thou torment me not. 8 (For he 
faid unto him, Come out of the man, 
thou unclean fpirit.) 

9 And he alknd him, What is thy 
name ? And he anfwercd, faying, My 
name is Legion : for we are many. 10 
And he befought him much that he 
would not fend them away out of the 
country. 

11 Now there was there, nigh unto 
the mountains, a' vieat herd of Twine 
feeding. 1 2 And all the devils befodghl 
him, faying, Send us into the fwine, that 
wc may enter into tlicun. 

1.1 And forthwith Jefus gave them 
leave. And the unclean fpirits went 
out, and entered into the fwine ; and 
the herd ran violently down a deep place 
into the fca, [they were about two thou- 
fand,] and were chocked in the fea. 
( 'Thus yefut ptuiijbed them for dealing 
in J wine contrary to the law). 

14 And they that fed the fwine fled, 
and told it in the city, and in the coun¬ 
try. And they went out to fee what it 
was that was done. 15 Ami they come 
to Jefus, and fee him that was polTeffed 
with the devil, and had the legion, fit- 
ting, and clothed, and right in his mind.; 
and they were afraid. 

id And they that'faw ft told them 
how it bcfcl to him that was poffdTcd 
with the devil, and alfo concerning the 
fwine. 1 y And they began to pray him 
to depart out of their coafls. 

15 And when he w as come into thp 
ihip> he that had been poffeffed. with the 
ievil prayed him that lie might be with 
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him. _ 19 Howbrit, Jcfur fuffcied him 
not, but faith unto him, Go home to thy 
ti rends, and tell tnem how gitut things 
the Lord hath done for thee, and hath 
had companion on thee. 20 And he de¬ 
parted, and began to publish in Decapo- 
lis how great tilings Jefus had done for 
him : and all men did mra vel.

30 And Jefus, immediately knowing 
in himfelf that virtue had gone out of 
him, turned him about in the prel's, and 
faid, Who .touched my clothes ? 31 And 
his difciples faid unto him. Thou fee ft 
the mhltituilc thronging thee, and fayeft 
thou, Who tmiilied me l 

31 And he looked round about to fee 
her that had clone this thing. 33 But 
the woman, fearing and trembling, 
knowing what was done in her, carat, 
and lull down befure him, and told him 
all the truth. 

34 And lie faid unto her, Daugh¬ 

ter, thy faith hath made *.hcc whole; 
go in peace, and be whole of thy

4 But Jeljis faid unto them, A pro¬ 
phet is not ’without honour, but in his 
own country, and among his own kin, 
and in his oWn houfe. 5 And he could 
there do mighty work, fave that he 
laid hiyhands upon a few fick folk, and 
hea led them. 6 And he n)arveiled becaufe 
s of their unbelief. And he went round 
about the villages, teaching. 

7 And he callcth unto him the 
twelve, and began to fend them forth by 
two and two ; and gave them power o- 
ver unclean fpirits ; B And commanded 
- them that they fliould take nothing for 
their journey, no not a ftaff, no knaplack, 
no bread, no money in thqir purfe: *9

21 Anal 
when a convehicnt day was come, tjml 
Herod, on his birth-day, made a fupptr 
to his lords, high captains, and chief’ 
ettates of Galilee ; 22 And when t!.c 

daughter of the faiil Herodias came in, 
and danced, and plcafcd Herod, and thuil

31 And he faid unto them, Come ye 
y011 rfcIves apart into a defart place, and 
rjlt a while: for there were many com¬ 
ing and going, and they had no leiftire 
fu much as to eat. 32 And they depart¬ 
ed into a defart place by fliip privately. 

33 And the people favv them depart¬ 
ing ; and many knew him, and ran afoot 
thither out of all cities (around the 
lake ), and outwent them, and came to¬ 
gether jnto him. 

34 And Jefus, when he came out, faw 
much people, and was moved with com¬ 
panion toward them, becaufe they were 
as fbcep not having a (liepherd : and he 
began to teach them many things. 

33 And, when the day was now far 
fpeut, his difciples came unto him, and 
faid, This ia a ilefart place, and r.pw the 
time is tar palled; 36 Send them away, 
that they may go into the country round 
about, and into the villages, and huy 
them (elves bread; for they have nothing 
to eat. 37 He anfwcred, and faid unto 
them, Give ye them to eat. And they 
fay unto him. Shall we go and buy two

30 And when file was gone to her 
home, fhe found the devil gone out, and 
her daughter laid upon the bed. 

31 And again, departing from the 
coalts of Tyre and Sidon, lie came unto 
the lea of Galilee* thro’ the midfi of the 
coails of Decapolis.

]u-fme them ; and they did fet them be¬ 
fore the people. 7 And they had a few 
I mall Allies; and he blclled them, and 
commanded to fet them before them. 8 
So they did eat, and were filled. And they 
took op ot the broken meat that was left 
It veil balkcts. 9 And they that had 
on ten were about four thoufund; and he 
f it lit them away.

to a Ihip with his difciples, and came in¬ 
to the parts of D-lmamitha.

15 Ami he charged them, - faying, 
Take heed, beware of the leaven of the 
Pharifees, and of the leaven of Herod!

j 7 And when Jcfus knew it, he faith 
nnto them, Why re a I on ye becaufe ye 
have no bread ? pere.-ive ye not yet, nei¬ 
ther under ft and ? have ye your heart yet 
hardened ?

and having ears, hear ye not?'and do ye 
not remember, 19 When I brake the 
five loaves among five tWlaiul, how ma- 
r.v baikcts full ol fragments took ve up ?

and they bring a blind man unto him, 
and bcjbugkt him to touch, him. 

^3 And he took the blind man by the 
hand,-and led him out of the town; and 
wlien he liad Ipit on liis eyes, and put 
Ins hands upon him, he afkcd him if he 
ir..v ought. S4 And he looked, no. nnd 
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faid, I lee men, as trees, walking. • 2$ 
After that he had put hislhands again u- 
pon his eyes, anti made him look up t 
and he was reftored, and faw every man 
clearly. 

26 And he fent him away to his houft?, 
faying. Neither go into the town, nor 
tell it to any in chc town. 

27 And Jefus went out and his dif¬ 
ciples into the towns of Cefarea Philippi; 
and by the way he asked his difciples, 
faying unto them, Whom do men fay 
that I am ? 

28 And they anfwered, John the Bap- 
tift: but fome fay, Elias; and others, 
One of the prophets. 

29 And lie faith unto them, Buf. 
whom fay ye that I am ? And Peter 
anfwereth, and faith unto him,Thou art 
the Chriit. 

30 And he charged them that they 
fiiould tell no man of him* 

31 And he began to teach them, 
that the Son of man inuft fofler many 
things, and be rejected qf the ciders, and* 
of the chief priefts and feribes, and be 
killed ; and after three days rile again. 

32 And he lpalce that faying openly. 
And PeLer took him, and began to re¬ 
buke him. 

33 Ami when he had turned about, 
and looked oil his difciples, he rebuked 
Peter, laying, Get thee behind me, Sa¬ 
tan; for thou favoured not the things 
that be of God, but the things that lieof 
men. 

34 -And when he had called the 
people unto him, with his difciples alfo, 
he faid unto them, Whoever will come 
after me, let him deny himfelf, {all the 
world's good thing/], and take up his 
crofs, {suffer all its evils), and follow 
me. 35 For whoever Hi all fave his life 
{by avoiding fuff?rings] shall lofe ther 
bappinefs thereof; but whoever shall 
lofe his life for iny fake nnd the gofpePs, 
shall obtain happinefs. 3 4 For what 
shall it prrfu a man, it lie shall gain the 
whole w0rid,andlofe himfeIt"?

30 If And they departed thence, and 
palled through Galilee ; and he would 
not that any man ftiould know it. 31 
For he taught his difciples, and laid unto 
them. The Son of nian is delivered into 
the hands of men, and they (hall kill 
him; and, after that he is killed, he shall 
rife the third day. 32 But they.imder- 
ffood not that faying, and were afraid tn 
ask him. 

33 And he came to Capernaum ; 
and, being in the houfe, he asked them, 
What was it that ye difputed among 
yourfelves by. the way? 34 But they 
held their peace ; for by the way they 
had difputed among themfelves' who 
fliould be. the greateft. 

35 And he fat down, and called the 
twelve^and faith unto them, If any roan 
deiire to be firft, the fame shall he laft or 
all, and fervant of aJJ. 

35 And he took a child, and fet him 
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in the midft of them : and when he had 
taken him in his arms, he faid unto 
them, 37 Whofoever fliall receive one 
of fudi Children in my name, receiveth 
me ; and whofoever fliall receive ine, 
receiveth not me, but him that lent me. 

38 And John anfwered him, faying, 
Mailer, we faw ooe calling out devils in 
thy name, and he followeth not us; and 
we forbade him, becaufe he followeth 
not us. 

39 But Jefus faid, Forbid him not; 

for there is no man who fliall do a mi¬ 
racle in my name that can lightly fpeak 
evil of me. 40 For he that is not a- 
gainft us is on our part. 41 For whom¬ 
ever fliall give you a cup ,ut water to 
drink in my name, becaulc ye belong to 
Cluill, verily I fay unto you, He fliall 
not lofe his reward. 41 And whoever 
shall offend one of the meancfl that be¬ 
lieve in me, it were better for him that 
a milftone Were hanged about his neck, 
and he were call into the fea. 43 And 
if thy darling defires, dear to thee as thy 
hand, caufe thee to offend, cut it off: it > 
is better for thee to enter into life maim¬ 
ed, than having two hands to go into 
hell, into the fire that fliall never be 
quenched ; 44 Where their conference 

19 never quiet, and their torments never 
ceafe. 45 And if thy foot caufe thee 
to offend, cut it off’; it is better for thee 
to enter halt into life, than having two 
feet to be cart into hell, into the fire 
that shall never be quenched; 46 Where 
{heir remorfe never ceafeth, and their 
pains never abate. 47 And if thine eye 
caufe rhee to offend, pluck it out; it is 
better for thee to enter into the kingdom 
of God with one eye, than having two 
eyes to be cad into nell-fire; 48 Where 
their conference is never qiliet, and their 
torments never abate. 49 For every one 
jhall bear a fiery trial, (fo purify, and 
Jr afon , or ronfurne them), as every facri- 
lice is leafoned with fait, 50 Salt is 
good, but it it has lod its faltnefs, where¬ 
with will ye feafun it? Have fait (since¬ 
rity) in yuurfei .es, and have peace with 
one another. 

CHAP. X. 

C.hrijVt anftvcr touching divorcement, 

N D lie arole from thence, and com- 
eth into the coafts of Judjea, by the 
j anther lide of Jordan ; and the people 
retort unto him again : and, as he was 
w'ont, he taught them agaiil. 

2 And the Pharifecs came to him, 
and alkcd him. Is it lawful for a man to 
'put away his vigire ? tempting him. 

> And he aufworcd, and laid unto them, 


Cliap. X. 

What did Mofes command you? 4 And 
they faid^ Mofcs differed to write a bill 
of divorcement, and to put her away. 

3 And Jefus anfwermg, faid to them, 
For the hardnefs of 3 our heart Mofes 
wrote yoli this precept, ( rather than ufe 
her cruelly , or kill her) : 6 But from 

the beginning of the creation God made 
them male and female. 7 For this 
caufe fliall a man leave Ills father and 
mother, and cleave to his wife; 3 And * 

they twain fhall be as one flcfli; fo then 
they are no more twain, but as one flesh. 

9 What, therefore, God hath joined to¬ 
gether, let no man put afunder. 

10 And in the houle his difciples Hik¬ 
ed him again of the fame matter. ri 
And he faith unto them, Whoever fliall 
put away his wife, and marry another, 
committeth adultery againft her. 1 2 
And if a woman put away her hufband, 
and be married to another, flie commit¬ 
teth adultery. 

I3^[ And they brought young children 
to him, that he fliould touch them ; and 
his difciples Yebuked thofe that brought 
them. 

14 But when Jefus faw it he was 
much difpleafed, and faid unto them, 
Suffer the little children to come unto 
me, and forbid them not; for of fuch is 
the kingdom of God. 15 Verily I fay- 
unto you, Whoever fliall not receive the 
kingdom of God ( humbly ) as a little 
child, fliall not enter into it. 16 Arid 
he took them up in his arms, put his 
hands upon them, and blefled them. 

17 J[ And, when he was gone forth 
into the way, there came one running, 
and kneeled to him, and $fked -him. 
Good Matter, what fhall I do that I may 
inherit eternal life ? 

18 And Jefus faid unto him, Why 
calleft thou me good ? there is Done good 
but one, that is. God. 19 Thou know- 
eft the commandments, Do not commit 
adultery, Do not kill, Do not fteal, Do 
not hear falfe witnefs, Defraud not, Ho¬ 
nour thy father and thy mother. 

ao And he anfwered, and faid unto 
hiniy Matter, all theie have I obferved 
from iny youth. 

ar Then Jefus, beholding hin?, loved 
him, and faid unto him, One thing thou 
lacked : go thy way, fell whatever thou 
!>att, and give to the v poor, and thou flialt 
have treasure in heaven; and come, take 
up the crofs, and follow me. 

22 And he was fad at that faying, 
and went-'away grieved j for he hail 
great polFcflions. 

23 And JefuS looked roui)d about, 
G 
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and faith unto his difdples, How hardly 
fhall they that have riches enter intathe 
kingdom of God ! *t 

24 And the difciples were aftonished 
at- his words. But Jefus anfwereth a- 
gain, and faith unto them, Children, how 
hard is it for them that trull in riches 
(and cannot part with them to the poor) 
to enter into the kingdom of God. 25 
It is extremely difficult, and hardly pof- 
fible for a rich n?an to enter into the 
kingdom of God. 

16 And they wei?e, aftonifhed out of 
meafure, faying among themfelves, Who 
then can be faved ? 

27 And Jefus, looking upon them, 
faith, With men it isrimpoflible, but nbt 
w ith God j for with God all things are 
poffible. 

25 Then Peter began to fay unto 
him, Lo, we have left all, and have fol¬ 
lowed thee. 

29 And Jefus anfwered, and faid. Ve¬ 
rily I fay unto you. There is no man that 
hath left houfe, pr brethren, or fifters.or 
father, or mother, or wife, or children, 
or lands, foj my fake and the gofpel’s, 
30 But he fhall receive now in this life 
an hundaed-fold ( more joy and comfort 
even in perfections , than in) houfes, 
and brethren, and fillers, and mothers, 
and Children, and lands', and in the world 
to come, eternal life. 31 But many ( of 
the yews) that were firft {the church of 
God), fhall be laft ( in embracing the gof- 
pcl : and the. Gentiles that were lajl in 
becoming the people of Godfhall become 
fir ft the church of Chrift. There be firft 
in the way that'(ball he lafi in attaining . 
the end, anft loje it). 

32 And they were i ( n the way go¬ 
ing up to Jerufalem; and Jefus went be¬ 
fore them; and they were amazed; and 
as they followed they were afraid. And 
he took again the twelve, and began to - 
tell them what things fhouId happen un¬ 
to him, 33 Saying, Behold, we.go lip 
to Jerufalem, and the Son of man fhall 
be delivered unto the chief priefts, and 
unto the feribes; and they (hall condemn 
him to death, and fliall deliver him to 
the Gentiles ; 34 And they fhall mock 

him, and fhall fcourge him, and fhall 
i p i t upon him, and shall kill him ; and 
the third day he fliall rife again. 

35 ^|T And James and John, the fons 
of Zel^edee, come untp him, faying, Maf-r 
Ter, we would that thou fhouldeft do for . 
us whatfbever we fliall defire, 

3d And he faid unto them, What 
would ye that I fljould do for you ? 37 

They faid unto him, Grant unto us that 
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we may fit, one on thy right hand, and 
the other on thy left hand, in thy glory. 

38 But Jefus faid unto them. Ye know 
not what ye afk : can ye drink of the 
cup that I drink of? and be baptized 
with the baptifm that 1 am baptized 
with ? 

39 And they faid unto him. We can. 

And Jefus faid unto them. Ye shall in¬ 
deed fuflfer persecution, and martyrdom, 
and have a bloody baptifm ; 40 But to 

fit on my right hand, and on my left, I 
cannot give, except to thofe for whom 
the Father hath prepared it. 

41 And when the ten heard it, they 
began to be much difpleafed with James 
and John. 

42 But Jefus called them to him, and 

faith unto them, Ye |tnow that they who 
are accounted to rule over the Gentiles 
exercife lordfhip over them ; and their 
great ones exercife authority upon them. 
43 But fo fhall it not be among you; but 
whoever will be great among you, fliall 
be your minifter ; 44 And whoever of 

you will be the chiefeft, fliall be fervant 
of all. 45 For even the Son of man 
came not to be miniftered unto, blit to 
minifter, and to give his life a ranfom 
for many. 1 

46, And they came to Jericho; and 
as he went out of Jericho with his dif¬ 
ciples, and a great number of people, 
blind Bartimeys, the fon of Time us, fat 
by the highway-fide begging. 

*, 47. And when he heard that it was Je* 
fus of Nazareth, he began to cry out and 
fay, Jefus, thou fon of David, have meicy 
on me. 

4S And many charged him that he 
fliould hold his peace ; but he cried the 
more a great deal, Thou fon of David, 
hhve mercy on me. 49 And Jefus flood 
ftill and commanded him to be called. 
And they call the blind man, faying, Be 
of good comfort, rife, be calleth thee. 50 
And he, calling away his garment, role, 
and came to Jefus. 

51 And Jefus anfwered and faid unto 
him. What ivilt thou that I should do 
unto thee 1 The blind man laid unto 
him, That I might receive my fight. 5 * 
And Jefus faid unto him. Go thy way ; 
fhy faith hath made thee whole. Anil 
immediately he received his fight, aud 
followed Jefus in the way. 

CHAP. XL 
Chrift t idetb into Jerufalem • 

A ND when they came nigh to Jeru¬ 
falem, unto Bethohage and Betha¬ 
ny, at the mount of Olives, he lendeiJi 
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forth two of his difciplrs, 2 And faith 
unto thorn, Go your vvoy into the village 
over agatiift you; and as foon us ye be 
entere'i into it yc fliall find a eolt tied, 
whereon never man fat; loofo him, and 
bring him. ^ And if any man fay uuto 
you. Why do ye this ? fay ye that the 
Lord hath need of him ; and lira ight way 
he will fend him hither. 

4 And they went their way, and found 
the colt Lied hy the door without in a 
place where two ways met, and they loofc 
him. 

5 And certain of them that flood there 
laid unto them,What do ye loofingthe colt? 
C And they faid unto them even as Jefus 
had commanded ; and they let them go. 

7 And they brought the colt to Jclus, 
and call their garments bn him, and he 
fat upon him. 8 And-many fpread their 
arments in the way, and others cut 
own branches off the trees, and ftravved 
them in the way. 9 And they that went 
before, and they that followed behind, 
cried, faying, Hnfanna : blclTL-d is he that 
cometb in the name of the Lord:, 10 
Blcfled be the kingdom (typifiedand re- 
prefented by that ) of our father David : 
all hail in the higheft. 

11 And Jclus entered into Jerusalem 
and into the temple ; and when he had 
looked round about upon all things, and 
now the even title was come, he went 
out unto Bethany with the twelve. 

12 And on the morrtnv, when they 
were come from Bethany, he was hun- 
gry. 14 And feeing a fig-tTee afar off 
having leaves, he came, if haply he might 
find any thing thereon : and when be 
came to it he found nothing but leaves, 
for where he was it was the time of figs. 
r 4 And Jcfus anfweied and faid unto it, 
No man cat fruit of thee hereafter for e- 
ver. And his dilciplcs heard it. 

15 If And they came to femfulem. 
And Jclus went into the temple, and be¬ 
gan to call out them that fold and bought 
in the temple, and overthrew the tables 
of the money changers, and the feats of 
them that fold doves; 16 And would 
not lufTer that any man fhould carry any 
veil'd thro’ the temple. 

17 And he taught, faying unto them. 
Is it not written. My houfe fiiall be call¬ 
ed of ail nations the houfe of prayer ? 
but ye have made it a den,of thieves. 

18 And the feribes and chief priefts 
heard it, and fought how they might de- 
ftroy him : f ir they feared,him, becaufe 
all the people were astoniflied at his doc¬ 
trine. 


out of the city. 

20 *[[ And in the morning, as they 
palTed hy, they faw the fig-tree dried np 
from the roots. 

21 And Peter, calling to remembrance, 
faith unto him, Mailer, behold, the fig- 
tree which thou cuvfed(l is withered a- 
way. 

22 And Jefus, anl wering, faith unto 
thepi. Have faith in God.' , 23 Bor veri¬ 
ly I lay ‘unto you, that whofoever dial! 
fay unto this.mountain, Be thou remov¬ 
ed, and be thou call into the fea, and 
lhay not doubt in his heart, hut fliall be¬ 
lieve that thofe things which he faith 
fliall come to pafs, he fliall have whatfo- 
ever he faith. 24 Therefore I fay unto 
you, What things foever.ye defirc \Vlien 
ye pray, believe that ye receive them, 
and ye fliall have them. 25 And vvlieu 
ye ft and praying, forgive, if ye have 
ought againft any; that your Father £ 1 - 
fo who is in heaven may forgive yo;ur 
trefpaires, 26 But if yc do not forgive, 
neither will your Father who is in hea¬ 
ven forgive your trcfpalFes. 

27 And they come again to Jenifa- 
lem. And as he was walking in the tem¬ 
ple, there come to him the chief priefts, 
and the ferihes and the elders, 28 And 
fay unto him, By what authority doft 
thou thefe things ? and who gave thee*, 
this authority ? 

29 And Jclus.anfvecred, and faid unto 
them, I will alfo a(U of you one qucftioii, 
and anfwer me, and I will tell ydu by 
what authority I do thefe things. 30 The 
baptifm of John, waslt from heaven or 
of men ? anfwer me. ; » 

Jt And they reafoned with themfclves, 
faying. If we fliall fay, From heaven, he 
will fay, Why then did ye not believe 
him? 32 But if we fliall fay, Of men; 
they feared the people ; for all men, 
eounted John that he was a prophet in¬ 
deed. 33 And they anfwcred, and faid 
unto Jclus, We cannot tell. And Jcfus 
anfwcting, faith unto them, Neither do 
I tell you by what authority. I do thefe 
things. 

' CHAP. XII. 

The parable of the vineyard,- , ; 

N D he began to /peak unto them 
-by parables. A certain man plant¬ 
ed a vineyard, and fet an hedge about it, 
and digged a place for the wine-fat, and 
built a tower, and let it out to hulbar.d- 
incn, and went into a far country. J 
And at the feafon he fent to the hufband- 


in And d lcrvftnt that he might recc 

19 Am! when even w«s come he went from the hufomdmen of the fruit of 
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vineyard. 3 And they caught him, and 
beat him, and fent him away empty. 
4 'And again he fent unto them another 
fervam ; and at him they caft ftoncs, 
and wounded him in the head, and fent 
him away shamefully handled. 5 And 
again he fent another; and him they kil¬ 
led, and many others; heating fume, and 
killing fome. 0 Having yet. therefore, 
one fon, his wtll-belOvcd, lie fent him al- 
fo I aft uato them, faying, They will re¬ 
verence my Son. 7 But thofe huflnnd- 
men faid among tlicmfolvcs, This is the 
heir ; come, let us kill him, and the in¬ 
heritance fti'all he ours*. 8 Ar.d ^ they 
took him, and killed hinv, and c^ift him 
out of the vineyard. 9 What fhall, there¬ 
fore, the Lord of the vineyard do ? He 
will come anddeftroy the hufbandmen, 
and will give the vineyard unto others. 
10 And have ye not read +he frripture ? 
The ftone whi'h the builders rejected, is 
become the head 0/the corner: (See 
JtfUitth. xxi. 33.) 11 This is the Lord’s 

doing, and it is marvellous in our eyes. 

12 And they fought to lay hold on him’ 
but feared the people; for they knew 
that be had fpoken the parable again!! 
them. And they left him, and went 
their way,* * 

13 And they fend unto him certain 
of the Pharifees, and of the Herodians, 
to catch him in his Words. 

14 And, when they were come, they 

fay unto him, Matter, we know that 
thou art true, and cafeft for no man ; for 
thou regardeft not the perfon of men, 
but teacheft the way cf God in truth ; 
7 s it lawful to give tribute to Cefar, or 
not ? 15 *hall we give, or shall we not 

give ? But lie, knowing their hypocri¬ 
sy. faid unto them, "Why tempt ye me ? 
Biing me a penny, that I may fee it. 16 
And they brought it. And he faid unto 
them, Whofe is this image and fuper- 
feription ? And they faid unto him, Ce- 
far’s. 17 And Jefus ainfwering, faid un¬ 
to them, Render to Cefar the things that 
are Cefar’s, and to God the things that 
are God’s. And they marvelled at him. 

18 Then come unto him the Sad- 
dncees, who fay there is no rcfurre<ftion; 
and they alked him, faying, 19 Mafter, 
/klofes wrote unto us, If a man’s brother 
die, and leave his wife behind him, and 
leave no children, that his brother should 
take his Wife, and raife up feed unto his 
brother. 20 Now, there were feven bre¬ 
thren ; and the firft took a wife, and, 
dying, left no feed. 21 And the fecond 
took her, and died, neither left he any 
feed: and the third like wife. . ‘2 2 And 
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the feven Jiad her, and left no feed. Laft 
of all the woman died alfo. 23 In the 
refurreftion, therefore, when they shall 
rife, whofe wife shall she he of them? for 
the feven had her to wife. 

24 And Jefus anfwcnng, faid unto 
them. Do ye not, therefore, err, beraufe 
ye know not the fcriptuics, neither t!.e 
power ot God ? 25 For when they shall 

rife from the dead, they neither marry 
nor art given in marriage ; but arc as 
the angels who are in heaven. 26 And 
as touching the dead, that they rife; have 
yc not read in the book of Mofe-, how in 
the hiiih God fpakc unto him, faying, I 
am the God of Abraham, and the God of 
Ifaac, and the God of Jacob ? 27 He is 

not the God of the dead, but the God ol 
the living. Ye, therefore, do greatly 
err. (See fllatth. xxii. 23.) 

23 Ar.d one of the feribes came, 
and having heard them reafoning toge¬ 
ther, and perceiving that he had an- 
fwersd them well, alked lam, Which is 
th? firft commandment of all ? 

29 And Jefus anfwered him, The firft 
of all the commandments is. Hear, O If- 
racl; The Lord our God is one Lord : 
30 'And thou fhalt love tire Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all thy 
foul, and with all thy mind, and with all 
thy ftrength. This is the firft command¬ 
ment. 31 And the fecond is like, name¬ 
ly this. Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thylelf. There is none other command¬ 
ment greater than thefe. 

32 And the feribe faid unto him, Well, 
-Mafter, thou haft faid the truth ; foi 
there is one God ; and there is none 0- 
ther but he : 33 And to love him with 

all the heart, and with all the under- 
ftanding, and with all the foul, and with 
all the ftrength, and to love his neigh¬ 
bour as himfeif, is more than all whole 
burnt-offerings and facrificcs. 

34 And when Jefus faw that he an¬ 
fwered difcrectly, he faid unto him, Thou 
art not fai from the kingdom of God* 
And no man after that durft alk him a- 
ny queftioh. 

35 IT And Jefus anfwered, and faid, 

while he taught' in the temple, Hew fay 
the feribes that Chrift is the fon ot Da¬ 
vid ? 35 For David himfeif faid by the 

Holy Ghoft, The Loan faid to my Lord, 
Sit thou on my right hand, till I make 
thine enemies thy footftooh 37 David, 
therefore, himfeif calleth him Lord: '(as 
bei.ig the Son of God, or the Mejftah) ; 
and he is <hL fon, (as being the Son ol; 
man.) And the common people heard 
him gladly. 
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-^3 And he faid unto them in his 
doHrinc. Beware oftheferibes, who love 
to go in long clothing, and love kluta- 
tioiu in' the market places, 39 And the 
chief feats in the fynagogues, and the up- 
permolt rooms at tea Its; 40 Who devour 
widows livings! {forwhuh they (tt e tr/ij- 
tecs ), and for a pretence to ptfty, make 
long prayers; therefore, they iltall re¬ 
ceive the greater damnation. 

41 And Jefus fat over againfl: the 
treafury, and beheld how the people call 
money into the treafury; and many that 
were rich cart in much. 

4 1 And there came a certain poor wi¬ 
dow, and she threw in two mites, which 
make a farthing. 

43 And he called unto him his clifci- 
pics, and faith unto them, Verily I fay 
unto you, That this poor widow hath 
call more in than all they who have call 
into the treafury: 44 For they all did call 
in of their abundance; but she other 
want did end in all that she had, even 
all her living. 

CIHAF. XIII. {See Matth. xxiv.J 
The dcJlruH'ton of the temple foretold. 
ND as he went out of the temple 
one of his clifciples faith unto him, 
Mallei', fee what manner of dones, and 
tvhat buildings, are here! 2 And Jefus 
nnfivering, laid unto him, Seed thou 
thefe great buildings ? there lliall not be 
left one done upon another, that lhall 
not be thrown down. 

3 And as he lat upon the mount of 
Olives, over againlt the temple, Peter, 
and James, and John,^nd Andrew, alk- 
cd him pr ivately, 4 Tell us, when shall 
thefe things be? And what lliall be the 
fign when all thefe things lhall be fulfil¬ 
led ? 

.5 And Jefus anfwering them, began 
to lay, Take heed, Iclfany man deceive 
you : 6 For many shall come in my 

name, faying, I am Clirill; and shall de¬ 
ceive many. 7 And when ye shall hear 
of wars, and rnmours of wars, be ye not 
troubled; for fuch things mull needs be; 
but the end shall not be yet. 3 For na¬ 
tion fliall rife againd nation, and king¬ 
dom againfl kingdom; and there lliall 
be eaithquakes' in diverfe places, and 
there dial 1 be famines and troubles; thefe 
are the beginnings of furrows. 

9 But take heed to yourfelvcjs; for 
they shall deliver you up to councils; 
and in the lynagogues ye shall be Jicaten; 
and ye shall be brought before lulers and 
kings for my fake, for a tedimony againd 
them. 10 Apd the gofpel ruud full be 
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published among all nations. 11 But 
when they shall lead you, and deliver 
you up, take no thought beforehand 
what ye shall fpeak, neither do ye pre¬ 
meditate; but whalfoever shall be given 
you in that hour, that fpeak ye ; for i,t is 
not ye that fpeak, .but the Holy Spirit. 

11 Nmv, the brother shall betray the. 
brother to death, and the father the ion; 
and' children shall rife up againd their 
parents, and shall caufc them to be put: 
to death. 13 And ye shall be hated of 
all men for tny name's fake; but he that 
dial! endure unto the end, the fame shall 
be favcd> . / 

14 TJ But when ye shall fee the abo¬ 
mination of defolation, fpoken of by Da¬ 
niel the prophet, Handing where it ought 
not, (let him that readeth underftand,) 
then let them that be in Judea flee to 
the mountains; 15 And let him that 

is on the houfe-top not go down into the 
hopfe, neither enter therejn, to tako Any 
thing out of his houfe. 16 And let hidi 
thaL is in the field not turn back again 
for to take up his garment. 

17 But woe unto them that are with 
child, and to them that give fuck, in 
thofe days 1 18 And pray ye that your 

flight be not in the winter. 19 For in 
thole days shall be affliction, fuch as was 
not from the beginning of the creation 
which God created unto this.time, nei¬ 
ther shall be. 20 And except that the 
Lord had shortened thofe days, no flesh 
should be fa veil; but fqr the clef’s fake, 
whom he hath chofen,he hath .shortened 

the davs. 

* 

ii And then, if any man shall fay to 
you, Lo, here is Chrift ; or, lo, he is 
there ; believe him not: 22 For falfe 

chrifts and falfe prophets shall rife, and 
shall shew figns and wonder.*, to feduce, 
if it were polTible, even the ele<£l. *3 
But take ye heed ; behold, I have forc- 
tjld you all things. 

24 But in thole days, after that 

tribulation, the fun shall be darkened, 
and the moon shall not give her light; 
25 And the liars of heaven shall fall, 
and the powers that are in heaven shall 
be shaken; 2 6 And then they shall fee

with great power and glory. 27 And 
, then shall he fend his angels, and shall 
gather together his elect from the four 
winds, from, the uttermofl part of the 
earth, to the uttermoft'part of heaven. 

25 Now, learn a parable of the fig- 
tree When her branch is yet tender, 
au.l pntteth forth leaves, ye know that 
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fumyrer is near; 29 So ye, in like man- . 
ner, when ye shall fee thefe things come 
to paft, know tliat, it is nigh, even at the 
doors. 

30 Verily I fay unto you. That this 
generation mall not pafs till all thefe 
things be done. 31 Heaven anti earth 
fliall pafs away ; hut my words ihall not 
pafs away. 

32, • Eut of that day and that hour 

knoweth no man, no, not the angels who 
are in heaven, neither the Son, {as Son 
of waiiy ,yohn xxi. 17.) but the Father. 
33 Take yc heed,, watch and pray ; fer 
ye know not when the time is. 34 For 
the Son of man is as a mail taking a far 
jourr.ey, who left hishonfe, a‘id gave au¬ 
thority to his Servants, and to every man 
his work, and commanded the porter to 
watch. ' „ 

351 Watch ye, therefore; for ye know 
not when the matter of the houle ccm- 
eth ; at even, or at midnight, or at the 
cock-crowing, or in the morning : 36 

Left coming fuddenly, he find you fleej/- 
mg, ( unconcerned .). 37 And what I 
fay unto you, I fay unto all, Watch. 

CHAP. XIV. 

A cbtifpiracy againft Chriji 

VfTER two days was the feaft of 
the paflover, and of unleavened 
bread : anti the chief priefts and the 
feribes fought how they might take him 
by craft, and put him to death. 2 But 
they (aid, Not on the feaft-day, left there 
be an. uproar of the people. 

3 And, being in Bethany, in the 
houfc of Siibon the leper, as he fat at 
meat, there came a woman having an a- 
labafter-box of ointment of fpikenard, ve- 
.xy precious; and she brake the box, anfl 

poured it on his head. 

4 Ar.d there were fome that had in¬ 

dignation within theirtTeives, and faid, 
\Vhy was this watte of the ointment 
made ? 5 For it might nave been fold 

for more than three hundred pence, and 
have been given to the poor. And they 
murmui;cd_againft her. 

6 And Jtliis faid. Let her alone; why 
trouble ye Her? Hie hath wrought a good 
work 09 me. 7 For ye have the poor 
with you always, aod whenfoever ye Will 
ye may do them good ; but me ye have 
not always. 8 She hath done what fhe 
ecu Id ; fl;e is come aforeliand to anoint 
my body ,to the burying. 9 Verily I fay 
unto yct^, Wherefoever this gofpcl fliall 
be p.reaclicd throughout the whole world, 
this alio.(hat she hath done fliall be fpor 
ien ot, for a memorial of her. - 
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to And. Judas Ifcarlot, oneofthp 
twelve, went unto the chief priefts, to 
betray him unto them. 

11 And when they heard it they were 
glad, and promifed to give him money. > 
And he fought how he might conve¬ 
niently betray him. 

12 *ff And the firft day of unleavened 
bread, when they had killed the paflo- 
ver, his difciplcs faid unto him, Wh<*e 
wilt thou that we go and prepare, that 
thou .muyeft eat the paflover ? 

13 And he fendeth forth two.of his 

difciplcs, and faith unto them, Go. ye in¬ 
to the city, and there fliall meet you a 
man bearing a pitcher of water : follow 
him. 14 And tv here foe ver Ife fliall go 
in, fay ye to the goodman of the houle, 
The Matter faith, Where is the gueIt¬ 
ch amber, where I fliall eat the paflover 
with my clifciples? 15 And he tv ill 
fliew you a large upper-room furniflied 
and prepared ; there make ready for 
us. / 

16 And his difciplcs went forth, and 
came into the city, and found as he had 
faid unto them ; and they made ready 
the paflover. 

17 And in the evening he cometli 

with the twelve. • 

1S And as they fat, and did eat, Jefus 
faid, Verily I fay unto you. One of you 
who eatetli with me fliall betray me. 

19 And they began to be forrowful, 
and to fay unto him one by one, Is it I > 
ind another faid, Is it I ? 

20 And he anfwered, and faid unto 
them, It is one of the twelve that dippeth 
with me in the difli. 21 The Son of 
man indeed goeth, as it is written, of 
Jiinr; but woe to that man by whom 
the Son of man is betrayed ! good were 
it for that man if he had never been 
born. 

22 And, as they did eat, Jefus took 
bread, and blefl'ed, and brake it, and gave 
to them, and faid, Take, eat; this is my 
body. {See filattb. xxvi. t.6\) 23 An<l 

he took the cup; and, when he had gi¬ 
ven thanks, he gave it to them ; and 
they <all drank of it. 24 And he faid un¬ 
to them. This- is my blood of the new 
teftaraent, which is flied for many. 23 
Verily I fay unto you, I will drink no 
more of the fruit of the vine, until that 
day that I drink it new in the kingdom 
of Cod. 

2 6. And, When they had fung an 
hymn, they'went out into the mount of 
Olives. 

27 A,ilfl Jefus faith unto them, All ye 
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Dial) hr o[Tendedbecaufe of me this night; 
for it is written, I will fmite tlr* Shep¬ 
herd, and the flieep (hall he featured. 
2? But after that t am rifen I will go 
before you into Galilee. 

%f } But Peter fuel unto him. Although 
ail Jhall be offended, yet will not 1. 

30 And Jefus faith unto him, Verily I 
fay unto thee, That this day, even in this 
night, before the cock crow twice, thou 
fliaIt deny me thrice. 

31 But he fpake the more vehemently, 
If j ihould die with thee I will not deny 
thee in any wile. Likewife alfo faid 
they all. 

32 And they came to a place which 
ivas named Gethfemanc : and he faith 
to his difeipies, Sit ye here while I fliail 
pray. 

33 And he t. keth with him Peter, 
and James, and John, and began to be 
fore amazed, and to be very heavy; 34 
And faith unto them, My foul is exceed¬ 
ing fonowlul unto death. Tarry ye 
here, and watch. 

35 And he went forward a little, and 
fell on the ground, and prayed, that, if 
it were polTible, the hour might pafs 
from him. 

And he faid, Abba, Father, all 
things are polTible unto thee; takeaway 
t]iis cup from me ; nevertheless, not 
what I will, but what thou wilt. 

37 Amt he comcth, and findeth them 
fleecing, and faith unto Peter, Simon,’ 
fleepeflt thou \ couldeft thou not watch 
one huur ? 38 Watch ye, and pray, left 

ye enter into temptation : the fpirit tru¬ 
ly is re*dy, but the llelh is weak. 

39 And again he went away, and 
prayed, aid fpuke the fame words. 

40 Arr-l when he returned he found 
them allecy again ; (for their eyes were 
heavy ;) mither will they what to an- 
I’wer him. 

41 And he cometh the third time, 
and laith to them, Do ye now fleep, and 
take your reft? It is enough, the hour is 
eoire; behold, the Son of man is betray¬ 
ed into the hards of linners. 4* Rife 
up, let mt go; he that betrayed) me 
*s at hand. 

4 .T If And immyliate'ly, while ho yet 
lp ike, cometh Juda>, one of the twelve, 
pml with him a grtat multitude, with 
I words and Haves, Iro n the chief priefts, 
and the feribe - , and th? elders. 

44 And he that betriyed him had gi- 
von them u token, faying, Whomfoever 
1 shall kils, that fame is be; take him. 
and lead him away fofely. 
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45 And asifoon as he was come he go- 
eth ftraightway to him, and faith, Maf- 
tcr, Mafter ; and kiffed him. 4 6 And 
they laid their hands on him, and took 
him. 

47 And one of them that flood by 
drew a fword, and fmote a fervant of 
the high prieft, and cut of his ear. 

48 And Jefus anfwered, and faid unto 

them. Are ye come out, as againft a 
thief, with fwords and ftaves, to take 
me ? 49 I was daily with you in the 

temple teaching, and ye took me not: 
but the feriptures mult be fulfilled, 50 
And all his difeipies forfook him ahdfled. 

51 And there followed him a certain 
yoqng man, (fuddenly raifed out of bit 
Jleep by the hubbubf having a linen 
cloth caft about his naked b&ly, and the 
young men ( the foldiers ) laid hold, on 
him (to rob bim): 52 And he left the 

linen cloth) and fled from them naked'. 

53 And they led Jefus away to the 

high prieft ; and with him were affera- 
bled all the chief prieft^ - and the elder?, 
and the feribes. 1 

54 And Peter followed him afar off^ 
even into the palace of the high pnefl 
and he fat with the fervants, and warm¬ 
ed him ft If at the fire. 

55 And the chief priefts, and fill the 
council, fought for witnefs againft Jefus 
to put him to death ; but found none. 
56 For many bare falfe witnefs ag^inft 
him ; but their witnefs agreed not toge¬ 
ther. 

57 And there arofe certain, and bare 
fiille witnefs againft him, faying, 58 
We heard him fay, I will deftray this 
temple that is made with hands, and 
within three days I will build another 
made without hands. s9 But neither fo 
did their witnefs agree together. 

60 And the high prieft flood up in 
the mid ft, and a Iked Jefus, faying, An-, 
iwereft thou nothing ? what is it which 
thefe witnel’s againft thee ? 

61 But he held liis peace, and atjfwer- 
ed nothing. Again the high prieft afkr 
ed liiin, and Giid unto him, Art thou th? 
Chrilt, the Son of the Blclled ? 

62 And Jefus faid, I am, anti ye (hall 
fee the Son of man fitting on the rigli,t 
hand of power, and coming in the cloudfr 
of heaven. 

63 Then the high. prieft rent hi* 

clothes, and faith, What need we any 
further witnefles ? 64 Ye have heard 

the blalphemy? what think ye ’? Aiul 
they all condemned him to be guilty of 
death. 
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65 And fome began to fpit on him, 

and to cover his face, and' to'buffet him, 
and to fay unto him* Prophecy ; and the 
fervants did ftrike him with the palms of 
their hands. , 

66 And as Peter was beneath in 
the paJace, there cometh one of the 
maids of the high prieft ; 67 And when ■ 
O16 faw Peter warming himfelf, 11 :e look¬ 
ed upon him, and faid, And thou alfo 
waft with Jefus of Nazareth. 

68 But he denied, faying, I know not, 

neither underftand I what thou fayeft. 
And he went out into the porch ; and 
the cock crew. ‘ , 

69 And a maid faw him again, and be¬ 
gan to fay to them that flood by, This 
is one of them. 

70 And he. denied it again. And a 
little after they that ftood by faid again 
to Peter, Surely thou art one of them ; 
for thou art a Galilean, and thy fpeech 
agTeeth thereto; 

• 71 But ho began to curfe and to fwc.ar, 
faying, I know not this man of whom ye 
fp&aJu 

-72 And the fecond time the cock 
crew. And Peter called to mind the 


9 v But dilate anfwered them, faying. 
Will ye that I releaCe unto you the King 
of the Jews? 10 [For heknew-that 
the chief priefls had delivered him for 
envy.] 

n But the chief priefts moved the 
people, that he ftiould“rather releafe Ba¬ 
rabbas unto them. 

1a And Pilate anfwered, and faid 11- 
gain unto them, What will ye then that 
I shall do unto him whom ye call the 
King of the Jews ? 13 And tbey cried 

out again, Crucify him. * 

14 Then Pilate faid unto them. Why ? 
what evil hath he done! And they cried 
out the more exceedingly, Crucify him. 

15 And fo Pilate, willing to content 
the people, releafed Barabbas unto them, 
and deliveied Jefu^ when he had fcourg- 
ed him, to he crucified. 

16 And the foldicrs led him away in¬ 
to the hall called Pretoriom ; and they 
call together the whole band. 17 And 
they clothed him with purple, and plat¬ 
ted a crown of thorns, and put it about 
his head, 18 And began to falute him, 
Hail, King of the Jews’. 19 And they 
fmote him on the head with a reed, and 


word that Jefus faid unto him. Before 1 
the cock crow twice thou shalt-deny me 
thrice. And when he thought thereon 
he wept. 

C H A t*. XV. 

Jefus is brought bound to Pilate. 

A ND ftraightway in the morning 
the chief pricfts held a confutation 
with the elders and fcHl>es, and - the 
whole council, and bound Jefus, and 
carried him away, and delivered him 
to Pilate. 

■ 2 And Pilate afked him. Art thou the 

king of the Jews ? And he anfwering, 
faid unto .him, Thou fayeft it. 

' 3 And the chief priests accufed him 
of many things; but he anfwered no¬ 
thing. 

4 And Pilate afked him again, faying, 
Anfwefest thou nothing ? Beheld how 
many things they witnefs against thee. 

5 But Jefus yet anfwered nothing; fo 
that Pihte marvelled. 

6 IT Now at that fc2St he re leafed un-

to them ore priConer, w Iioml'ocver they 
defired. 7 And, there was one named 
Barabbas, who lay bound with them 
that had' made infurre&icn with him, 


did fpit upon him, and bowing their 
knees, worshipped him. 

; 20 And when they had mocked him, 
they took off the purple from him, and 
•pnt his own clothes on him, and led him 
out to ctucify him. 

And thejr compel one Simon a Cy- 
renian, who paffed by, coming out of the 
country, the father of Alexander and 
Rufus, to bear his crofs. 

22 And they bring him unto the place 
Golgotha, which is, being interpreted. 
The place of a fcull. 23 And they gave 
him to drink wine mingled with myrrh ; 
but he received it not. 

•- 24 And when they had crucified him 
they parted his girments, carting lots.11- 
pon them, what every man rhould take. 

25 And it was the third hour; and 
they crucified him. 

26 And -the fubfcription of his accu 
fation was written over, Tue King or 
the Jews. 

27 And with him they crucify two 
. thieves; the otie on Iris right haUd, and 

the other on his left* 

28 And the fer/pture was fulfilled, 
which faith, And lie was numbered with 


who had committed muidcr in the in- 
furredlion- 

8 And the multitude, crying alopd, 
began to defire him to do as he had ever 
done ur.fb them. 


the tranfgrefforsb 

29 And they that paffed by railed cn 
him, wagging their heads, and faying. 
Ah, thou that deltroyeft the temple, and 
bu iId eft it in thtee d ays, 30 Save thy- 
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felf, and come down from the crofs. 31 
Likewife alfo the chief priefts, mocking, 
faid among themfelves, with the fcribes, 
He favcd other?; himfclf he cannot fave. 
32 Let Chrift the King of Ifrael dcfcend 
now from the crofs, that we may fee and 
believe. And (o/re q/) them that were 
crucified with him reviled him. 

33 IT And when the flxth hour wn 
come, there was darknefs over the whole 
land until the ninth hour. 34 And at 
the ninth hour Jefus cried'with a loud 
voice, faying, Eloi, Elot, lama sa- 
bachtant? wfliich in, being interpret¬ 
ed, My God, my God, why haft thou 
forfaken me ? 

35 And fame of them that Hood by, 
when they heard it, faid, Behold he cal- 
leth Elias., 3(1 And one ran and filled a 
fponge fnll of vinegar, and put it on a 
reed, and gave him to drink, faying; Let 
alone ; let us fee whether Elias will 
come to take him down. 

37 And Jefus cried with a loud voice, 
and gave up the gboft. 38 And the 
vail of the temple was rent in twain 
from the top to the bottom. 

3 0 IT And when the centurion, who 
flood over againft him, faw that he fo 
cried out, and gave up the ghoft, he faid. 
Truly this man was the Son of God. 

40 There were alfo women‘looking 
on afar off; among whom was Mary 
Magdalene, aud Mary the mother of 
James the lei's. and of Jofes, and of Sa¬ 
lome ; 41 [Who alfo, when he was in 

Galilee, followed him,' and miniftered’ 
unto him;] and many other women who 
came up with him unto Jerufalem. 

42 And now, when the even was 
come, [becaufe it was the preparation, 
that is, the day before the Sabbath,] 43 
J ofeph of Ariraathea, an honourable coun- 
fellor, who alfo w'aitedjfor the kingdom 
of God, came, and went in boldly unto 
Pilate, and craved the body of Jefus. 44 
And Pilate marvelled if he were already 
dead. And calling unto him the centu¬ 
rion, he alked him whether he had been 
any while dead. 45 And when he knew 
it of the centurion, he gave the body to 
Jofeph. 46 And he bought fine linen, 
an«l took him down, an* wrapped him in 
the linen, and laid him in a fepulchre 
which was hewn out of a rock, and rol¬ 
led a ftone unto the door of the fepulchre.

A ND when fhe Sabbath was part, 
Mary Magdalene, and Mary the 
mother of James, and Salome, had bought 
fweet fpices, that they might ccme and' 
anoint him. 

1 And very early in the morning, the 
firft day of the .week, they canje unto the 
fepulchre at the rifing of the fun. 3 And 
they faid among themfelves, Who lliall 
roll us away the ftone from the door of 
the fepulchre ?

p Tf Now, when Jefus was rifen ear¬ 
ly, the firft .day of the week, he appeared 
firft to Mary Magdalene, out of whom 
he had call feven devils. 10 And ihe 
went and told them that had been with 
him, as they mourned and wept. 11 And 
they, when they had heard that he wa$ 
alive, and had been feen of her,’believed 
not. 

Alter that he appeared in another 
form unto two of them, as they walked, 
and went into the country. 13 And 
they went and told it unto therefidue; 
neither believed they. them. 

. «4 IT Afterward he- appeared unto 
the eleven as they fat at meat, and-up¬ 
braided them with their unbelief and 
hafdnefs of heart, becaufe they believed 
not them who had feen him after he 
was rifen. 

15 And he faid unto them, Go yc in^ 
to all the world, and preach the gofpel. 
to every cFeaturc. 16 He that Pcliev- 
pth, and is baptised, shall be faved ; but 
he that believeth not shall he damned. 
17 And thefe figns fliall follow them that 
believe : in juy name fliall they caft out ' 
devils ; they fliall fpeak with new 
tongues ; 18 They fhall take up fer- 

pents ; and if they drink any deadlv 
thing it fliall not hurt them : thev iha.il 
11 
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lay hands on the fick p and they fljall re- 
coyer. . 

19 IT So then, after the Lord had fpo- 
k*n unto .them, he was received up into 
heaven, and fat on tfye right hand of God. 
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so And they went forth, and preach¬ 
ed every where, the Lord working with 
thera, and confirming the word with 
figas following. Amen.

as they have transmitted them to us, 
who were themfelves from the beginning. 
(of ChriJVs minijlry ) eye witneftes, and 
minifters of-the word ; 3 I alfo, having 

accurately traced all thefe things from 
their firft rife, as difsovered to me from 
JLbove, have thought it proper to write 
an orderly accoun^ of them to thee, rooft 
excellent Theoptailus, 4 That thou 
mighteft know the certainty of the 
things in which thou haft been inftrudt- 
cd. _ 

* 5 * ■ ’HERE was, in the days of 
X Herod, the king of Judea, a 
Certain prieft named Zacharias, of the 
courfe of Abia; and his wife was of the 
daughters of Aaron, and her name was 
Elifabeth. 6 And they were both righ-, 
teous before God, walking in all the 
commandments and ordinances of the 
Lord blamelefe. 7 And they had no 
child, beeaufe that Elifabeth was bar¬ 
ren ; and they both were now well ad¬ 
vanced in years. • • ' 

8 Arid it came to pafc, that, while he 
executed the prieft’s office before God in 
the order of his couTfe, p According to 
the cullom of the prieft’s office, his lot 
was to burn incenfe when he went into 
the temple of the Lord. 10' And,the 
whole multitude of the people were pray¬ 
ing without at the time of incenfe. 11 
And there appeared unto him an angel 
of the Lord ftanding on the right fide of 
the altar of incenfe. 1

18 And Zacharias laid unto ihe^ngel, 
Whereby lhall I know this } for I am an 
old fnan, and my wife well advanced in 
years. 

• ip Ami the angel anfwering, faid un¬ 
to him, I am‘.Gabriel that Hand in the 
prefence of God ; and am fent to fpeak 
unto thee, and to fliew thee thefe glad 
tidings, zo And, behold, thou fhalt be 
dumb, and not able to fpeak, until the 
day that thefe things fhall be performed, 
beeaufe thou ,believeft not my words, 
which lhall be fulfilled in their feafon. 

21 And the people waited for Zacha¬ 
rias, aud marvelled that he tarried io 
long in the temple. 22 And when he 
came but he could not fpeak unto them: 
and they perceived that he had feen a 
vifion in the temple; for he beckoned 
unto them, and remained fpcechlefs. 

23 sAnd it came to pafs, that, as foon 

as the days of his miniftration were ac- 
complifhed, be, departed to his own 
houfe. ' 1 

24 After thofe days his wife Elizabeth 
becr&me pregnant, and concealed herfelf 
five months, faying, 25 Thus hath the 
Lord done to me in the days wherein he 
looked upon n •, to take; away my re¬ 
proach among mankind. 

2 6 And in the fixth month the an¬ 
gel Gabriel was fent from -God unto a 
city of Galilee, named Nazareth, 27 To 
a virgin efpoufed to a man whofc name 
was J ofeph, of the houfe of David ; ,and 
the virgin’s name was Mary. 

28 Arid the ajirel came in unto her, 
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and faid, Hail, thou that art highly fa¬ 
voured, the Lord is with thee : blefled 
art thou among women.

(at he formed man out of the earth , and 
the woman out of the man t at fir/t)i 
therefore, tint holy child which thou 
slialt have, shall be called the Son of 
God. 36 And, behold, thy coufin Elifa- 
bclh is alfo become pregnant in her old 
age ; and she who was called barren, is 
gone fix months with a fon. 37 For 
with God nothing shall be impoflible.

demefs. 

3 And he came into all the country a- 
bout Jordan, preaching the baptifm of 
repentance for the reurifiion of fins ; 4 

As it is written in the bbok of the words, 
of Efaias the prophet, faying, The voice 
of one crying in the wilderncfs, Prepare 
ye the way of the Lord, make his paths 
ftraight, (by Jincere repentance). 5 E- 
very valley fliall be filled, and every 
mountain and hill fliall be brought lew, 
the humble jhallbe exalted , W the proud 
and haughty abafed) ; and the crooked 
fliall be made tlraight, and the rough 
ways fliall be made fmooth, (the wicked 
< and profligate Jhall become upright and 
fobers and the way to heaven rendered 
caff ); 6 And all flefli fliall fee the fal- 
vation of God. 

7 Then faid he to the multitude that 
cams forth to be baptifed of him, 0 ge¬ 
neration of vipers, who hath warned you 
to flee from the wrath to come ? 3 Bring 
forth, therefore, the fruits of true repent¬ 
ance : and begin not to fay within your- 
felves. We have Abraham to yur father, 
and <we trtifi that bis goodnefi will dq 
for us ; for I fay unto you v that God is 
able of thele ftones to raife up children 
ur.to Abrahaiti, (r<j make iheflony-heart - 
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id real penitent*.and true, believers* 
Gal. iji. 7,) 9 And now alib the ax is 
laid to the root of the trees: every tree, 
therefore, which bringe'h not forth good 
fruit is hewn down and caft into the fire. 
(Alls xvii. 30. God fuflfered the times.of 
ignorance,.but now commands'all every 
where to repent.) 

xo And the people afkcd him, faying, 
What (hall we do then? 11 He anfwer- 
eth and faith unto them. He that hath 
two doats, let him impart to him that 
hath none ; and,he that hath meat, let 
him do likewife. 

x 2 Then came alfo publicans to be 
baptized, and faid unto him, Matter, 
what (hall we do ? 

13 And he faid unto them, Exalt no 
more than that which is appointed you. 
14 And the foldiers likewife demanded 
of him, faying. And what (hall we do ? 
And he faid untofhem, Do violence to no 
man, neither rfccufe any falfely ; and be 
content with your wages. 

15 ^ And as the people were in ex- 
pestation, and all men miifed in their 
hearts of John whether he were the 
'Chritt or not; 16 John anfwered, fay¬ 

ing unto them all, I indeed baptize you 
with water; but one mightier than I 
cometh, the latchet of whofe (hoes I am 
not worthy to unloofe: he (hall baptize 
you with the Holy Spirit, as with fire, 
(enlightening and purifying you): 17 
'Whole fan is in his hand, and he will 
thoroughly purge his floor, and 1 will ga¬ 
ther the wheat {the. uprighl') iifto his 
garner, (heasuen) ; but the chaff (the 
wicked') he will burn with unquenchable 
fire. 18 And many other things, in his 
exhortation, preached he unto the peo- 
pk. ( 

19 T[ But Herod the tetrarch, being 
reproved by him for Herodias his brother 
Philip’s wife, and for all the evils which 
Herod had done, so Added yet this a- 
bove all, that he (hut up John in prifon. 

21 Now, when all the people were 
baptized, it came to pals, that Jefus aho 
being baptized, and praying, the heaven 
was opened,. Z2 And the Holy Spirit 
drfeended in a bodily (hape, like a dove, 
upon him, and a voice came from heaven, 
which faid. Thou art my beloved Sen; in 
thee I am well plrtkfed. 

2 3 If And Jeius himfr lf began to be 
about thirty years of age, being [as was 
luppofed] the fan of Jofeph, who was 
the fon of Hpli,, 24 Who was the fon of 
Matthat, who was the lcn of Levi, who

A N D Jefus, being full of the Ho!y 
Spirit, returned from Jordan, and 
was led by the Spirit into the wi hi erne Is, 
2 Eeing forty days tempted of the devil. 
And in tjiofe days he did cat nothing : 
and when they were ended he was-alter- 
ward hungry. . ■. 
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3 And the devil faifl unto him, If thou 
be the Son of God, command this ftone 
that it be made bread. 4 And Jefus an- 
fvvered him, faying, It ie written, That 
man fliall not live by bread alone, but by 
every thing God hath appointed. 

5 And the devil, taking him up into 
1111 high mountain, (hewed him (in att 
airy vifton) all the kingdoms of the em¬ 
pire in a moment of time. 6 And the 
devil faid to him, All this power will I 
give thee, and the glory of them : for I 
have aflumed a power over the earth 
and the air, and favour the wicked that 
rebel againft God. (John xiv. 30. I 
Cor. iv. 4. Ephef ii. 1. Job i. 12.) 7 

If thou, therefore, wilt worfhip me, all 
fliall he thine. 8 And Jefus anfwered, 
and faid unto him, Get thee behind me, 
Satan; for it is written. Thou (halt wor- 
fliip only the Lord thy God, and him on¬ 
ly /halt thou ferve. 

9 And he brought him to Jerufalem, 
and fet him on a pinnacle of the temple, 
and faid unto him, If thou be the S.on of 
God, caft thyfclf down from hence ; to 
For it is written, He /hall give his an¬ 
gels charge over thee, to keep thee; H 
And in their hands they fliall bear thee 
up, left at any time thou dafh thy foot 
ugainrt a ftone. 12 And Jefus anfwer- 
uig, faid unto him, It is faid, Thou /halt 
not tempt the Lord thy God. 

13 And when the devil had ended all 
the temptation, he departed from him 
for a fcafon. 

14 And Jefus returned by the (im~ 

puijive) power of the (Divine) Spirit 
into Galilee, (to execute the mediatory 
ojjirc') ; and there went out a fame of 
him through all the region round about. 
15- And he taught in their fynagogues, 
being glorified of all. # 

16 J[ And he came to Nazareth, where 
he had been brought up; and, as hiscuf- 
tom was, he went into the fynagogue on 
the Sabbath-day, and ftooci up fojr to 
read. 

17 And there was delivered unto him 
the book of the prophet Ifaiah ; and, 
when he had opened the book, he found 
the place where it was written, 18 The 
Spirit of the Lord is upon me, becaute 
he hath anointed (commijfioned and qua¬ 
lified) me to preach the gofpel to the poor 
(and bumble) ; he hath fent me to heal 
the broken-hearted (for Jin) ; to preach 
deliverance to the captives (of fxn and 
Satan), and recovering of fight to the 
blind, (naturally and fpiritually), to 
fet ill liberty (from the bondage of fear) 
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them that are bfuifed (with a fenfe of 
Jin , and the punijbment due to it). 19 
To preach the acceptable year of the 
Lord, (the great gofpel jubilees of fpi- 
1 ritual liberty. Lev. xiv. Deut. sv. If a. 
Ixi. The accepted time , and day of fal - 
vat ion. * Cor . vi, 2.) 

20 And he clofed the book, and he 
gave it again to the minifter, and fat 
down. And the eyes of all them that 
were in the fynagogue were faltened on 
him. 

21 And he begin to fay unto them. 
This day is this fenpture fulfilled in your 
ears. 

22 And all bare him witnefs, and 
wondered at the gracious words which 
proceeded out of his mouth. And they 
laid, Is not this Jofeph’s fon > 

23 And he faid unto them, Ye will 
furely fay unto me this proverb, Phyfi- 
cian, heal thyfelf. Whatfoevcr we have 
heard done in Capernaum, do alfo here 
in thy country. 24 And he faid, Verily 
I fay unto you, No prophet is accepted 
in his own country. 25 Put I tell yo ii 
of a truth, Many widows were in Ifrdfrl 
in the days of Elias, when the heaven 
was fliut up three years and fix months, 
when great famine was throughout all 
the land ; 2 6 But unto none of them 
was Elias fent, fave unto Sarepta, a city 
of Sidon, unto a woman that was a wi¬ 
dow. 17 And many lepers were in If- 
rael in the time of Elifeus the prophet; 
and none of them was cleanl'ed, faving 
Naaman the Syrian, 

28 And all they in the fynagogue, 
when they heard thefe things, were fill¬ 
ed with wrath, 29 And rofe up, and 
thruft him out of the city, and led him 
unto the brow of the hill whereon their 
city was built, that they might caft him 
down headlong. 30 But he, pafling 
through the Tnidft of them, went his 
way, 31 And came down to Caper¬ 
naum, a city of Galilee, and taught them 
' on the Sabbath-days. 32 And they 
were aftoniflied at his do dir me : lor his 
word was with power. 

33 And in the fynagogue there 
was a man who had a fpirit ©f an unclean 
devil, and cried out with a. loud voice, 
34 Saying, Let us alone ; what have we 
to do with thee, thou Jefus of Naza¬ 
reth ? art thou come to deftroy us ? I 
know thee who thou art; the holy One 
of God. 

35 And Jefus rebuked him, faying, 
Hold thy peace, and come out of hihn. 
And, when the devil had thrown him in 
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the midft, he came out of him, and hurt 
him not. 

3 6 And they 'were all amazed, and 
fp&ke among themfelves, faying. What a 
word Ss this! for with authority and 
power he comm&ndcth the unclean fpi- 
rits, and they come out. 

37 And the fame of him went out in¬ 
to every place of the country round a- 
bout. 

3« ir And he arofe out of the fyna- 
gogue, and entered into Simon’s houfe : 
and Simon’s wife’s mother was taken 
with a great fever; and they befonght 
him for her. 39 And he flood over her, 
and rebuked the ftver ; and it left her: 
and immediately flie arofe, and minifter- 
ed unto them. 

40 Now, when the fun was fetting, 
alLthcy that had any Tick with diverfe 
difeafes brought them unto him; and he 
laid his hands on every one of them, and 
healed them. 

41 And devils alio came out of many, 
trying out, and faying, Thou art Chrift, 
{the Son of God. But he, rebuking 
ifcem, fuffered them not to fpeak further; 
for they knew that he was CKrift. 

43. And when it was day he departed, 
and went into a defart place ; and the 
people fought him, and came unto him, 
and flayed him, that he fhould not de¬ 
part from them. 43 And he faid unto 
them, I mult preach the kingdom of God 
to other cities alfo; for therefore am 1 
fent.

44 And he preached in the fyna- 
gogues of Galilee. 

C H A P. V. 

- Chri/l teacbeth ihe people. 

A N D it came to pafs, that, as the 
people prefled upon him to hear 
the word of God, he flood by the lake of 
Gennefaret, 2 And faw two fhips (land¬ 
ing by the lake ; but the fifhermen were 
gorte out of them, and were walking 
their nets^ 3 And he entered Intp one 
of the (hips, which was Simon’s, <and 
prayed Ium that he would thruft out a 
little from the land.

4 Now when he had left fpeaking, he 
faid unto Simon, Launch out into the’ 
deep, and let down your nets for a draught. 

5 And Simon anfwering, faid unto him. 
Mailer, we have toiled all the night, and 
have taken nothing ; nevertheless at thy> 
word I w'jll let down the net. 

6 And, when they had this done, they 
inclofed a great multitude of fifties; and 
theit net brake. 
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7 And they beckoned Unto their part¬ 
ners, who were in the other (hip, that 
they fhould conje and help them. And 
they came, and filled both the (hips, fo 
that they began to fink. 

8 When Simon Peter faw it, he fell 
down at Jefus knees, faying, Depart from 
me, for I am a finful man, O Lord. 

9 For he was aftoni(hed,‘and all that 
were with him, at the draught of the 
fifties which they bad taken ; to And To 
was aMb James and John, the Tons of Zc- 
bedee, who were partners with Simon. 
And Jefus faid unto Simoni Fear not, 
from henceforth thou flialt catch men 
(iy converting them .) 

it And when they had brought their 
fhips to land, they iorfook all, and fol¬ 
lowed him. 

12 And it came to pafs, when he 
was in a certain city, behold, a man full 
of leprofy : who, feeing Jefus, fell on his 
face, and befought hint, faying, Lord, if 
thou wilt, thou canft make me clean. 

13 And he put forth his hand, and 
touched him,faying,! will; be thou clean. 
And immediately the leprofy departed 
from him. 

14 And he charged him to tell no man: 
butgo, and (hew thyfelf to the pried, and 
offer for thy cleanfing according as Mofes 
commanded, for a testimony {of tty gra¬ 
titude). 

15 But fo much the more went there 
a fame abroad of him : and great mulriv 
tudes came together to hear, and to he 
healed by him of their infirmities. 

1 6 If And he withdrew himfeIf into 
the wildemefs and prayed. 

17 And it came to pafs on a certain 
day, as he was teaching, that there were 
Pharifees and do<ftors of the law' fitting 
by, (not as doers of the word but cavil¬ 
lers\) who were come out of every town 
of Galilee, aDd Judea, and JerufaJem,; 
arid the power of the Lord was mighty 
to heaL them (of the difeafes of the foul 
and body . 

18 And, behold, men brought in a 
bed a man. who was taken with a palfy<; 
and they fought means to bring him in, 
and to lay hini before him.- 

19 And when they could not find by 
what way they might bring hint in be- 
caufeofthe multitude, they went upon 
the houfe-top, and let him down thro’ 
the tiling, with his couch, into the mid ft 
before Jefus. 

20 And when be faw their faith, he 
.faid unto him, Mar, thy fins are forgiv¬ 
en thee. 
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21 And tlic fcribes an.I the Pharifees 
|>qr:ui to j cafon, faying, Who is this who 
fpo'ik.- iii bnfpheuies ? Who can forgive 
fill', hut Gu.l alone* ? 

22 JJ.it wh u Jefos perceived their 

thoughts, he, anfwering, faid unto them, 
Wli.it real on ye in your hearts ? 23 

II i» in my power, but more dilfieult, to 
remove fin, the < mife of difeafe, and fo 
make the efii.vt to rcafe. 24 But that 
ye may know chat the Son of man hath 
power upon caith to forgive fins, (he laid 
unto tire lick of the pally,) I fay unto 
thee, Arife, and take up thy couch, and 
1/0 unto thine houfe. 

25 And immediately he rbfe up before 
tin :in, and took up that whereon he lay, 
an l departed to his own houfe, glorify¬ 
ing Cod. 

2ij And ihoy were al! amazed, and 
they glorified God, and were filled with 
fear, laying, We have Icon ft range tilings 
to-dav. 

27 ][ And after tlwfe things lie went 
forth, and faw a publican, named Levi, 
fitting at the receipt ofculbom : and he 
laid unto him. Follow in?. 23 And he 
left all, role up, and followed him. * 

29 And Levi made him a great feaft 

in his own houfe : and there was a great 
company of publicans, and of others, that 
fat down with them. 30 But their 
fcribes and Pharifees murmured againlt 
his-difciplcs, faying, Why do yc eat and 
drink with publicans and tinners ? 31 

And Jcfus anlwcring, faid unto them, 
They that are whole need not a'phyii- 
ci.m ; but they that are lick. 32 I came 
n >t to call the righteous, but limicrs, to 
repentance. 

33 *| And ihcy faid unto him, Why do 
the difciples of John fa‘l often, and make 
prayers, and like wife the difciples of the 
[’naiiiecs ; but thine eat and drink ? 34 
A i l he faid unto them, Can yc make the 
< billion 01 the bride-chamber fall while 
t’l? hr•id' , groom is wirh them? 35 Lot 
tli? days wdl come, when the bridegroom 
lhali be taken away front them, "and then 
lhall they fall in thofe days. 

30 TJ Ami he fpake alfo a parable un- 
1 1 1 1 1 om : No man puttclh a piece of a 
new garment upon an old ; if otlienvilV, 
th t » bosh the new maketh a rent, and 
t'iv- piece that was taken out of the new 
a*.;i::-f*h not with the old. 37 And no 
man [mttrth new wine into old bottles ; 
<‘iie the new wine will burft the bottles, 
;md be Ipillcd, and tin: bottles find! pe- 
J .' h. 3 j Put nt w wine mult be put in¬ 
to new be files ; and Loth arc l're fervid. 
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39 No man nlfo, having drunk old wine, 
ftraightway dqfireth new; lor he faith. 
The old is better. {The Pharifees are 
Jlill under darknefs and terror ; and 
John's difciples mourn his abfence, 
•which mine will do with faffing after¬ 
wards;'but as yet, they are unprepared , 
it would be to them as new w>ne to old 
leathern bottleThey mu ft proceed 
gradually ; but they have lefs of froth 
orjlu w , and more oj thejubffancr oj re¬ 
ligion than the Pharifees , who arc only 
ULc stew wine'). 

C IT A P. VI. 

Chrifl repro-vetb the Pharifees. 

N D it came to pal’s, on thejecond 
primary, or great Sp.hhath, (or 
the firjl' Sabbath o f the fecend great Jo- 
lemnity), that he went through the corn 
fields; and bis difciples plucked the cars 
of corn, and did eat, rubbing them in 
their hands. 

2 And certain- of the Pharifees faid 
tin t<? them, Why’do ye that which is not 
lawful to do on.the Sabbath-days ? 3 

And Jefos anfwering them, faid, Have ye 
* not read fo much as this, what David did, 
when hiinlelf Was hungry, and they who 
were with him ; 4 How he went into 

the houfe of God, and did take and eat 
the shew-bread, and gave alfo to them 
that were with him ; which is not law¬ 
ful to eat but for the priefts alone ? 5 

And he laid unto them, That the Son of 
man is alfo Lord of the Sabbath. 

6 And it came to pafs alfo, on ano¬ 
ther Sabbath, that lie entered into the 
fynagogue and taught: and there was a 
man whole right hand was withered. 

7 And the fcribes and Pharifees watch¬ 
ed him, whether he would heal on the 
Sabbath-day ; that they might find an ar- 
cufation againft him. 8 But he knew 
their thoughts, and laid to the man who 
had the withered hand, Kile up, and 
Aand forth in the fit id ft. And he arofv, 
and Hood forth. 9 Then fa hi [el’us unto 
them, I will fific you one thing; Is not 
he who neglects the good he has in his 
power to do, oil the Sabhntli, (or any 0- 
thcr dr, ), guilty of-the evil that thence 
cnlucs ? Is not lie that docs not fave life, 
when lie has it in his power, guilty of the 
lofe of it, as il he took it away ? xo And, 
looking lound about upon them all,, he 
laid unto th@ man, Stretch forth thy 
hand. And be did fo ; and his hand 
was reftored whole as the other. ' 

1 1 And tlu-y were filled with mnd- 
nefs; and communed one with another 
what thev mi' v hl do tr> Icfus. 
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12 Tf And it came to pafs in thofe 
days, that he went out into a mountain 
to prty, and continued-air night in pray¬ 
er to God. 13 And, when it was day, 
he called unto him Ls difciples; and of 
them he chofe twelve, whom alfo he 
named Apofties 14 Simon, (whom he 
alfo named Peter,) and Andrew his bro- 
-thcr, James and John, Philip and Bar¬ 
tholomew, 15 Matthew and Thomas, 
James the fon of Alpheus, and Simon 
called Zelotes, 1 4 And Judas the bro¬ 
ther.of James, and Judas Ifcariot, who 
alfo was the traitor. 

17 And he,came down with them, 
and Hood in the plain, and the company 
of his difciples, and a great multitude of 
people out^of all Judea and Jerufalem, 
ancr from the fea-coaft of Tyre and Si- 
don, who came to hear him, and to be 
healed of their difeafes, 18 And they 
that were vexed with unclean fpirits, 
and they were healed. 19 And the 
whole multitude fought to touch him: 
for there went virtue out ofhifcn, and 
healed them all. 

■2v And he lifted up his eyes on his 
difciples, and laid, B letted be ye poor 
(in Jpirit , or humble) : for yours is the 
-kingdom of God. 21 Blefled are ye 
that hunger now (after righteovfnefs) : 
for ye fhall be filled, Blefled are ye 
that weep now (ninth godly forronv): 
for ye fhall exult for joy. 22 Bleffed are 
ye when men fliall hate you, and when 
they fliall feparate you from their com- 
• pany, and fhall reproach you, and call 
out your name as evil, for the Soriof 
man’s lake. 23 Rejoice ye in that day, 
and leap for jpy; lor, behold, your re¬ 
ward is great in heaven ; for in the like 
manner did their fathers unto the pro¬ 
phets. 24 But woe unto ^ou that are 
rich! for ye have no other confolation. 
*3 . Woe unto you that are full (of the 
■ nvorld'j good thwgs t nvithout doing 
good) \ for jf e shall hunger (eternally). 
Woe unto you that laugh (nvitb the 
fool’s mirth) now 1 for ye fhall mourn 
and weep. 26 Woe ui.to you when all 
men fhall fpeak well of )ou ! for fo did 
their fathers of the falfe prophets. 

27 But I fay unto yon who hear,- 
Lovc yotif enemies, do good to them 
who hat£ you ; 28 Elefs them that 

cnrfe you, and pray for them w hodefpite- 
fully ufe you. 29 Bear fma 11 injuries; 
and be ready to receive a fecond, rather 
than revenge the firlt. 30 Giveto.eve- 
rr man that zfkoth of thee (in his need ), 
and of him-that taktth «rvny thy gOeds, 
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(in his neceffty ), aik them not again. 
31 And as ye would that men fhouhl do 
to you, do ye alfo to them likewife. 32 
For if ye love them who love you, what 
thank have ye ? for finners alfo love 
thofe that love them. 33 And if ye do 
good to them who do good to-you, what 
thank, have ye? for linners alfo do even 
the fame. 

34 And if ye lend to them of whom 
ye hope to receive, what thank have ye ? 
for finners alfo lend to finners, to receive 
as much again. 35 But love ye your e- 
nemies, and do good, and lend (to the 
needy), hoping for nothing again ; and 
your reward fliall be great, and ye fliall 
be the children of the Higheft : for he is 
kind unto the unthankful, and to the 
evil. 3 6 Be ye, therefore, mercfiul, as 
your Father alfo is.merciful. 

37 J u ^g c not > yc fliall not he 
judged ; condemn not, and ye fhall not 
be condemned; forgive, and ye fliall he 
forgiven ; 38 Give, and it fhall be gi¬ 

ven unto you; .good meafure, prefTed 
down, and fhaken together, and running 
over, fhall (good) men give into your 
bofom ; for with the fame meafufc that 
ye paete withal,'it fhall be meafured to 
you again. 

39 And he fpake a parable unto them, 
Gan the blind lead the blind ? fliall they 
not both fall into the ditch ? 40 The 

difciple is riot above his mattery but e- 
very one that is perfedl shall be as his 
matter./ 41 And why obferveit thou 
thy neighbour’s fmaller faults, but re- 
gardeft not thine own which are great¬ 
er ? 

42 Either how canft thou fay to thy 
brother, Brother, let me pull out the 
mote that is in thine eye, when thou 
thylelf beholdeft not the beam that is 
in thine own eye ? Thou hypocrite, cart: 
out firft the beam out of thine own eye, 
and then shalt thou fee clearly to pull 
out the mote that is in thy brother’s eye. 
43 For a good tree bringeth not forth 
corrupt fruit;neither doth a corrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit. 44 For every 
tree, is known by its own frurt; for of 
thorns men do not gather figs, nor of a 
bramble-bush gather they grapes. 45 
A good man, out of the good treafure 01 
his heart, bringeth faith that which is 
good; and .an evil man, out of the evil 
treafure of his heart, bringeth forth thsc 
which is evilfor out of the abundance 
of the. heart his mouth fpeake;h. 

46 And why call.ye rne JJbrd. Lord, 
and do r.ct the things which I fay - 
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47 Whofoever eometh to me/ and 
hcaicth my faying*, and doeth them, I 
will shew you to whom he is lika : 48 

He is I ike a man who built an houfe, 
and having digged deep, and laid the 
foundation on a rock ; and when the 
flood arofe, the ft ream beat vehement I yu- 
pon that houfe, and could not shake it ; 
for it whs founded upon a rOsk. 49 But 
he that heardli, and doeth nut, is like a 
m m that, without a foundation, built an 
houfe upon the earth; again!! which the 
/tream did hent'veheinently, and imme¬ 
diately it fell; and the ruin of that houfe 
Was great. 

CHAP. VII. 

The Cent urion's faith.. ' 

OW, when he had ended all his fay¬ 
ing* in the audience of the people, 
he entered into Capernaum. 

2 And a certain centurion’s fervant, 
who was dear unto him, was fick and rea¬ 
dy to die. yA nd when he heaid of Jo¬ 
ins, he fent unto him the elders of the 
Jews, befccching him that ho would 
come and heal his lervant. 4 And when 
they came to Jcfus, they be fought, him 
inlbintly. faying, That he was worthy 
for whom he fliould do this; 5 For he 

loveth our nation, and he hath built 11s a 
tyuagogue. 

6 Then Jcfus went with them. And 
when he was now not far from the 
houfe, the centurum fent friends to him, 
faring, LortL, trouble not thy ft If; for 
I am not worthy that thou (liouldeft 
enter under my roof: 7 Wherefore, nei¬ 
ther thought I inyfelf worthy to come 
unto thee ; but fay in a word, and my 
fervant Hi all be healed. 8 For I alfo 
am a man fet under authority, having 
undor me foldien; and I fay unto one, 
Go, and he gocth ; and unto another, 
Come, and he coitieth; and to my fer- 
vant, Du this, aiul he doeth it; (and drf- 
cafes are as much at thy command, as 
my fervant t arc at mine'). 

9 When Jcfus heard thefe things he 
linn veiled at him, and turned him about, 
and laid unto the people that followed 
him, I fay unto you, I have not found fo 
great faith, no, not in Ifrael. 

10 And they that were fent, returning 
to the houfe, found the fervant whole 
that had been Tick. 

11 And it came to pafs, the day 
after, that he went into a city called 
Nain ; and many of his difciples went 
with him, and much people. 

12* Now, when he came nigh to 
the gate of the city, behold, there was a 
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dead man carried out, the only fon of 
his mother, and ftic was a widow : and 
much people of the city was witih her. 

13 And wh e n the Lord faw her he 
had compnffion on her, and faid unto 
her, Weep not. 14 And he came and 
touched the bier^ and they that bare 
him flood Itlll. And he faid, Young 
man, I fay unto thro, Arife. 15 And 
he that was dead fat up, and began to 
fpeak. Aud he delivered him to his 
mother. 

16 And there came fear on aLI: and 
they glorified God, faying, Tljat a great 
prophet is rifen up among us; and, That 
God hath vifited his people. 

17 And this rumour of him went 
forth throughout all Judea, and through¬ 
out all the region round about. 

18 And the difciples of John flicwcd 
him of all thefe things. 

19 If And John calling unto him 
two or ‘his'difciples, fent them to Jefus, 
faying. Art thou the Mclliah that illouId 
come ? or mult we yet look for him ? 

20 When the men were come unto 
him they faid, John Baptift hath lent us 
unto thee, faying. Art thou the MefRali 
that fhould come ? or look we for ano¬ 
ther ? 

2t And in that fame hour he cured 
many of their infirmities and plagues, 
and of evil fpirits ; and unto many that 
were blind he gave fight. 

22 Then Jcfus anfwering, faid unto 
them, Go your way, and tell John what 
things yc have foen and heard; how tha,t 
the blind fee, the lame walk, the lepers 
are dear.fed, the deaf hear, the dead are 
raifed, to the poor the gofpel is preach¬ 
ed. 23 And bletted is he whoever ihall 
not be offended atroy low condition, (and 
nvant of 'worldly great infs). 

2 4 IF And, when the mefiengers of 
John' were departed, he began to fpeak 
unto the people concerning John. What 
went ye out into the wildcrncfs for to 
fee ? A man not wavering, nor unHeady, 
like a reed ftiaken with the wind ? 25 

But what went ye out for to fee ? A 
man luxurioufly clothed iq foft raiment? 
Behold, they who arc gorgeoufly ap-i 
parelled, and live delicately, arc in kihg’s 
courts. 26 But what went yc out for 
to fee ? A prophet > Yea, I laymnto 
you, And much friore than a prophet (9/ 
the Old Teflament). 27 This is he 
of whom it is written, Behold, I fend my 
mclfenger before thy face, who Hull 
prepare thy way before thee, (by pybVjb-* 
ing that thou art the Mejfiah). 2 3 F\n 
2 
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I fay unto you, Among thofe that arc 
born of woirien there is not a greater 
pro^fyet than Jotin the Bnptift : but he 
that is leaft in the church, when it is e- 
rfabliihed, is greater than lie ; (as the 
nooTb-day's light is greater than that of 
the if turning fUtivnj. 29 And all the 
people that heard him, and thepubli-, 
cans, glorified God, being baptized with 
th 4 e baptifm of John. 

30 But the ^Phnrifees and lawyers re¬ 
jected the counfcl of God, for their 
good, (so that it beef me a te/limonv a- 
gainjl them), not being-baptized of him. 

31 ^P'And the Loid find, Whereunto 

then lhall I liken the men of this gene¬ 
ration ? end to what are they like ? 32 

They arc like unto children fitting in the 
market-place, and calling one to another, 
and faying, We have piped unto you, 
and ye have net danced; we have mourn¬ 
ed to yon. and ye have not wept. ( They 
will neither be allured by goody nor a- 
larmed by evil.) 33 Foi jcbn the JBap- 
tia came (ina referred, jevere manner) 
neither eating bread, nor drinking wine, 
and ye fay, He hath a devil. 34 The 
Son of man can. e (in a free, foetal man- 
f>er)y eating and drinking, and ye fay, 
Behold, an Epicure, a friend of publi¬ 
cans and' fin lid is, (beeaife be ate and 
drank with them, a?id then conceited 
them .) 35 But wifdom is juftified of 
her children, (by walking in her .ways). 

36 *f[ And one of the J h rifles deli red 
him that the would eat with him. Anti 
he went into the Pharii'ce’s houfe, and 
lat down to meat. 

37 And, behold, a woman in the city, 
who was a (inner, wheji (lie knew that 
Jefus fat at meat in the Pharifee’s houfe, 
brought an alabater box of ointment, 
38 And flood at his feet behind him weep¬ 
ing, apd began to wnfii his feet with 
tears, and oid wipe than with the hairs 
of her head, and kifled his feet, and a- 
rointed them with the ointment. 

39 Now, when the Pharifec who had 
hidden-him.law it, lie fpake within hrm- 
felf, faying. This man, if he were a pro¬ 
phet, would have known who aud what 
manner of woman this is that touched 
hifn ; for fire is a finnef. 40 And Jefus 
anfwering, laid unto him, Simon, I have 
fume what to fey unto thee. And hp 
faith, Mailer, fay on. 41 There was a 
certain creditor who had two debtprs; 
the one owed five hundred pence, and 
the other fifty. 42 And when they had 
nothing to pay, he frankly forgave them 
beth. Tell me, therefore r who of them 


.will love him trioft ?. 

.43 Simon an five red, and. faid, I fin- 
pofe thu He to whom he forgave niofl. 
And he faid unto h.m, Thou haft rightly 
judged. 44 And he turned to the wo¬ 
man, and. bid unto Simon, Seefi: thou 
this woman ? I cnlercd into thine hon e, 
thou gaveft me no water for rr.y feet : 
but flie hath walked my feet i:>, 

and wiped them with the hairs of her 
head. 4$ Thou gavclt'mc no kifs ; but 
this woman, lince the lime I came in, 
hath not ccafr.d to kifs niv fict. '46 
Mine head with oil thou didlt rot a- 
noint ; but, this woman hr.tli anointed 
my feet with nintment. 47 Wherefore 
I fay urrto thee, Her fins, whidi are ma¬ 
ny, are forgiven ; for (he lever! mu: h : 
but to whom little is forgiven, the lame 
Jovcth little. 48 And he faid unto her, 
Thy fins are forgiven. 

49 And they th.^t fit at meat with 
him l,e: rn to fay within themfclvcs, 
Who is tliis tliat forgiveth fins alfd? 50 
And he faid to the woman, '1 hy faith 
hath faved thee ; go in peace. 

CHAP. VIII.

ND it came to pats afterward, that 
he wenp throughout every cily 
and village preaching, and (hewing the 
glad tidings ol the kingdom o£God yand 
the twelve were with him, 2 And cer¬ 
tain women who had been heah.rl ol e- 
vil fpirits and infirmities,.

4 And when much people were ga¬ 
thered together, and \v< re tonic to him 
out of every city, he fpake hy. a p& table. 
5 A lower went out to few his feed : — 
and, ns he fowed, tome fell by the wiiv- 
lide ; and it was trodden down, and the 
fowls of the air devoured-it. 6 Ar.il 
fome fell upon a roik ; and as loon as it 
was fprung up it withered aw'ay, becaufe 
it lacked moiilure. 7 And fome leLi 
mong thorns; and the thorns fprang up 
with it, and choked it. 8 And other Tell 
on good ground, and fprang uo. find baie 
fruit an hundred fold. And when heE*d 
faidthefe things, he cried, He that hath 
ears to hear, let him hear. 

9 And his difciples alhed him, faying. 
What might this parable be? 10 And

22 Now, it came to pals on A cer¬ 
tain day, tliat he went into a fliip with 
his dilciples ; an:l he laid unto them, Let 
ns go over to the oilier lidc of tlie Jake , 
And they launched forth. 23 But as they 
lolfd he lull a deep; and there came 
down a ft or in of wind on the Lake; 
and they were filled with water, and 
were in jeopardy. 24 And they catne to 
him, and awoke him, faying, Maftcr.Maf- 
t ' r we periih. Then he arole, and re¬ 
buked the wind, and the raging of the 
water : nnd they ceafed, and there was a 
<alm. 25 A:id he fa id pnro them, udicre 
,s yunr faith ? And thi-y, being afraid, 


wondered, faying one to another. What 
manner of n;an is this! f or he command- 
eth even the winds and water, and they 
obey him. 

26 And they arrived at the country 
of the GadaiCiics, which is ever again ft 
Galilee. 

27 And, when lie went forth to l.ui I. 

I here met him out of the city a certain 
man who had devils long time, and wore 
no clothes, neither abode in any houfe, 
but in the tombs. 2S When lie faw Je- 
fus he cried out, and fcdl down before 
him, and with a loud voice fail, What 
have I to do with the?, Jcfus, Aon Son 
of God m oft high? I be frech the e tor¬ 
ment me not. 21) (For lie had com¬ 
manded the unclean fpirit to come out of 
the man. For oftentimes it had caught 
him ; and he was kept bound with chains 
and in fetters; and he-brake the bands., 
and was 1!rive 11 by the Devil into the 
wildurnefs .) 30 And Jcfus alkecl Him 
laying what is thy name? And ha laid. 
Legion; becaufe many devils were enter¬ 
ed into him. 

31 And they be fought him that he 
would not command them to go out into 
the deep f b HI). 32 And there was there an 
herd of many ( wine feeding on the moun¬ 
tain ; and they he fought him that he 
would fuller them to enter into them; and 
he fuflhrcd them. 33 Then <ve:it the 
devils out of the man, audeutered into the 
lwine ; and the herd ran violently down 
a deep place ioio the lake, and wore cho¬ 
ked. (thus they iverc punijbed for deql- 
if?£ in contrary to the l:nu .) 

34 When they that fed them far/ 
what was done they fled, and went and 
told it in the city, and in the country. 

33 Then they went out to fee what 
was do.ie ; and came to Jefus, and found 
the man, out of whom the devils were 
departed, lilting at the feet of Jcfus 
clothed, and in his right mind ; and they 
were afraid. 3d They alio who faw* it 
told them by what mean:, lie thatwas 
puflo'pjd of the devils w.is healed, 

37 If Thcn'the whole multitude of the 
country of the Gad.nencs round about 
biiought him to depart from them : for 
they were taken with great fear. And 
he went up into the Ihip, and returned 
back again. 

'3S flow the man out of whom the 
devils were'departed, befoughthim that 
lie might brl with him; but Jcfus fent. 
him away, faying, 39 Return to thine 
own houfe, and flievv how great things 
God hath done unto thee. And he went 
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his way, aud published throughbu* the 
whole city how great things Jefus had 
done unto him. 

40 And it came to pits, that, when 
Jefus was returned, the people gladly re¬ 
ceived hinj : for they were all waiting 
for him. 

41 And, behold, there came a man 
named Jairus, and he was a ruler of the 
fynagogu?; an»l he fell down at Jefus 
feet and be fought him that he would 
conic into his houfe. 42 For he had one 
only daughter about twelve years of age, 
aod file lay a dying. Bue as he went 
the puple thronged lu'm. 

43 And a woman having an iffiic of 
blood twelve years, who had fpent all 
her living upon phy.Gcians, neither couM 
be healed.of any, 44 Came behind him 
and touched the border of his garment ; 
and immediately her iffue of blood 
itaunched. 45And Jefus faid. Who touch¬ 
ed me? When all* denied, Peter and 
they that were with him, faid, Mafler, 
the multitude throng thee, andprefs thee, 
and fayefl: thou who touched me? 4 6 And 
Jefus faid, Somebody hath touched me; 
for I perceive that virtue is gone out ofnje. 

47 And when’the woman fawrthat flie was 
not hid flie came trembling, and, falling 
down before him, the declared unto him 
before all the people for what caufe flie 
bad touched him, and how flie was heal¬ 
ed immediately. 

48 And he faid unto her. Daughter, be 
of good comfort; .thy faith hath made 
-thee whole ; go in peace. . 

49 If."While he yetfpake there cometh 
one from the ruler of the fynagogue’s 
houfe, l'ayingto him, thy daughter is dead; 
trouble not the Mailer. 50 But when 
Jefus heard it he anfwered him, faying. 
Fear not: believe only, and flie fhall 
be made whole. 51 And when he 
came'into the houfe he fufFered no "man 
to go in, fave Peter, and James, and 
John, and the father and the mother of 
the maid. 5-2 And all wept and bewail¬ 
ed her ; but he faid, Weep not; flie is 
not dead but fleepeth. 53 And they 
laughed him to fcom, knowing that flie 
was dead. 54 Arid he put them all out, 
and took her by the hand, and called, 
faying. Maid, arife. 55 And her fpirit 
came again, and flie arofe ftraightway; 
and he comrosinded to give her meat. 

56 And her parents were aflonilhed ; 
but he charged them that they (houlct? 
tell do man what was done. 

CHAP. IX. 

‘Cbrijl fendith bis apofiles to preach 


Chap. IX 

HEN-he called his twelve difeiph i 
together, and gave them power 
and authority over all devils, and to cure 
difeafes. 2 Aod'he fent them to preach 
the kingdom of God, and to heal 
the (ick. 

3 And he faid unto them, Take no¬ 
thing for your journey, neither ftaves nor 
ferip, neither bread, neither money, nei¬ 
ther have two coats a piece.' 4 And 
whatfoever houfe ye enter into, there li¬ 
bido, and thence depart. 5 And whom¬ 
ever will not receive you, when ye go 
out of that city fliake oil* the very dull 
from your feet for a teflimony again!! 
them. . 

6 And they departed, aDtl went thro* 
the towns, preaching the gofpcl, ami 
healing every where. 

7 Now, Herod the tetrarch heard of 
all that was done by him, and he was 
perplexed, becaufc that it was faid 1 y 
fome that John was rifen from the dead ; 
8 And by fome, that Elias had appeared ; 
And by others, that one of the old pio- 
phets \yas rifen again. 

9 And Herod faid, John have I be¬ 
headed ; but who is this of whom I hear 
fuch things ? And he deflre'd to fee him. 

10 If Arid the apoftlcswhen theyweie re¬ 
turned, told him all that they had done. 
And he took them, and went afide pri¬ 
vately into a defart place belonging lo 
the city called Bethfaida. 11 And the 
people, when they knew it, followed him 
and he received them, and fpake unto 
them ot the kingdom of God, and heal¬ 
ed them that had need of healing. 

12 And when the day began to 
wear aiivay then came the twelve, and 
faid unto him. Send the multitude away, 
that they may go into the towns and 
counti'y round about, and lodge, and get 
vidluakf; for we are here m a defait 
place. 13 But he faid unto them, Give 
ye them to eat. And they faid, We have 
no more but five loaves and two fifbes; 
except we fliculd go and buy meat for all 
this people, 14 (For they were about 
five thoufand men.) And he faid to 
his difciples, Make them fit down by fif¬ 
ties in a company, 15 And they did fo, 
and made them all fit down. 

16 Then he took the five loaves and 
the two fiflies; and, looking up to hea¬ 
ven, he blefled them, and brake, and 
gave to the difciples to fet before the 
multitude. 17 And they did eat, and 
were aU filled ; and there was taken up 
of fragments that remained .to them 
twelve balkefs. 
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iS ft And it tame to juft, as he was 
alone, praying, his difciples were with 
him ; and Ire alkcd iheiti, faying, Whom 
lay the people that I am ? 19 They 

'.mfw' ring, laid, John the Baptitt ; but 
In me lay, Elias ; ami others lay, That 
one of the old prophets is rifen again, 
ao He faid unto them, But whom fay 
ye that 1 am ? Peter anfwcring, laid, 
the Chrift of Gmi. 21 And he ftraitly, 
charged them to tell no man that thing; 
22 Saying, The Son of man mofl fufTer 
many things and be rejctfted of the elders 
and chief priefts and feribes, and be flain, 
..nd be railed the third clay. 

23 And he faid to them all* If any 
man will come after me let him deny 
Inmfclf (all the world's good things , 
and tale up hit ernfs daily , andfujfer 
'jU evils ) and follow me. 14 Tor who¬ 
mever Dull lave Jits life (fhall lofe the 
enjoyment of it ) hut whofoever will 
lofe his life for my fake, the fame fliall 
lave it. (to life eternal'). 25 For what 
is a man advantaged, if he gain the 
whole world, and lofe himfelf, or be call 
away ? 26 For whofoever fliall be a- 

Hi allied ol me, and of my words, of him 
(hall the Son of man be afliamed when 
lie lhall come in his own glory, and in 
his Father’s, and with the holy angels. 
27 But I tell you of a truth, There be 
lome Handing here who lhall not tafte of 
death till they fee the kingdom of God, 
(fjlahljhcd by the abolijhing of the 
yeiuijh flat r.) J 

2S And it came to pafs, about eight 
days after thcle layings, he took Peter, 
ar.d John, and James, and went up into 
a mountain to pray. 29 And as he pray- 
td, the I a Hi ion ol his roiuitenancc was 
altere d, and his raiment, was white and 
glittering. } j And, behold, there talked 
with him two men, who were Moles 
ami I'dIas; 31 Who appeared in glory, 
ami J'pake of his dcceafe, which he lliould 
fco.ouipliih at Jerufalem. 

32 Bur pLtcr and they that were with 
lion wcie l-.ei.vy with llctp : and when 
they were awaked they law his glory, 
and the two men that Hood with him., 

33 And it came to pafs, as they tle- 
piirtcd trout him, Peter faid unto Jefus, 
Matter, it ii good for us tu be here : and 
et .Ui make three tabernacles; one for 
thee, and out: lor Mofes, and one for E- 
ims: not knowing ^vhat lie faid. 

/M V\ »,ile hr thus* (pakc, there came a 
cloud and overfhadowed tliem; and they 
boned as they entered into the cloud. 

■ T And thertr came a voice out of the 
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cloud, faying. This is my beloved Son ; 
hear him. 

3 6 And when the voice was pall Jefus 
was found alone. And they kept it 
clofe, and told no man in thefe days any 
of thofe things which they had feen. - 

37 ft And it came to pafs, that, on 
the next day, wlnin they were come 
down from the hill, much people met 
him. 

39 And, behold, a man of the com¬ 
pany cried out, faying, Mailer, I befeecU 
thee, look upon my ion ; for he is mine 
only child. 39 And, lo, a fpirit^ketb 
him, and he fuddenly crieth out; and it 
twifteth him, that he foameth again; 
and, bruifing him, hardly departeth from 
him. 40 And I befought thy difciples 
to call him out; and they could not, 
41 And Jefus anfwerhig, faid, O faith- 
lefs and perverfe generation ! how long 
fliall I bp with you, and fuller you ? 
Bring thy fon hither. 42 And as he 
was yet a coining, the devil threw him 
down and twilled him. And Jefus re¬ 
buked the unclean fpirit, and healed the 
child, and delivered him again to hU fa¬ 
ther. 

43 ft -And they were all amazed at 
the mighty power of God. But, while 
they wondered every one at all things 
which Jefus did, he faid unto hh dif- 
ciples, 44 Let thefe fayings fink down 
into your cars : for the Son of man lhall 
.be delivered into the. hands ol men. 45 
But they underftood not this faying, and 
it was hid from them, that they perceiv¬ 
ed it not; and they feared to aflt him of 
that faying. , 

46 ft Then there arbfe a reatiming a- 
niong them who of them should be great- 
ell. 47 And Jefus, perceiving the 
thought ol their, heart, took a child, 
and let him by him, 48 And 5 faid 
unto them, Whofoever (hull receive this 
child in my name, receivcth me ; and 
whofoever fliall receive me, receiveth 
him that fent me; for he that is leaft a- 
niong you all, the lame fliall be great. 

49 ft And John anfwcred, and faid, 
Mailer, we faw one catting out devils in 
thy name, and we forbade him, becaufe 
he followeth not with us. 50 And Je¬ 
fus faid unto him. Forbid him not; for 
he that is not agninll us, is for us. 

51 ft And it came to pafs, when the 
time was come that he fliouUl be delivered 
up, he (ledfaftly fet his face to go to Je- 
rulalcm, 52 And fent meflengersbefore 
his lace ; and they went, ar.d entered in¬ 
to a village of the Samaritans to make 
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ready for him. 53 And they did not 
receive him, becaufc his face was as 
though he wbuld go to Jerufalem. 

54 And when his difciples, James and 
John, faw this, they faid, Lord, wilt 
thou that we command fire- to come 
down from heaven and confume them, 
even as Elias did ? 55 But he turned, 

and rebuked them, and fa id, Ye know 
not what manner of fpirit ye arc of. $6 
For the Son of man is net come to de- 
ftroy men’s lives, hut to fave them* And 
they went to another .village. 

57 IT And it dame to pafs, that, as • 
they went in the way, a certain man 
faid unto him. Lord, 1 will follow thee 
wliitherfoever thou goeft. 58 And Jefus 
faid unto him, Foxes have holes, and 
birds of the air have nefts; but the Son 
of man hath not where to l2y his 
head. 

59 And he faid unto another, Follow 
me. But he faid, Lord, fuller me firft to 
go*and bury my father. 60 Jefus faith 
unto }iim, Let thofe that are (fpi- 
ritually) dead, bury thofe that are (na¬ 
turally ) dead ; but go thou and preach 
the kingdom of God. 

61 And another alfo faid, Lord, I 
will follow thee ; but let n?e fhft go bid 
them farewell who are at home at my 
houfe. 6% Jefus faith to him, A man 
having put his hand to the plough, and 
looking behind him, fpoils his woik, as 
he cannot look before him alfo ; and no 
man that adls fo between God and the 
world, is fit for the kingdom of God. 
CHAP. X. 

Chrifl fendeth out feventy difciples. 
FTER thele things the Lord ap¬ 
pointed other feventy alfof and 
lent them two and two before his face 
into every city and place whither he 
himfelf would come. 2 Therefore faid 
he unto them. The (gofpcl) harveft tru¬ 
ly is great, but the labourers are few; 
pray ye, therefore, the Lord of the har- 
veft, that he would lend forth labourers 
into his harveft. 3 Go your ways; be¬ 
hold, 1 lend you forth as Iambs among 
wolves. 4 Carry neither puife, nor 
knapfa*.k, norfhots; ^nci f.tluie no man, 
by the way. 5 And into whatfoever 
houfe ye enter, firft fay, re ace be to tlrrs 
houfe. 6 And if it be worthy of peace, 
it lhall obtain it; if rot, ye lhall obtain 
the rewaid of your labour. 7 And in 
the fame heufe remain, eating and drink¬ 
ing fuch things as they give : for the la¬ 
bourer is wurlhy of his hire. Go not 
from houfe to Loufe. 8 Am 1 , into.v.Lat*

ever city yc enter, and they receive you, 
,eat fuch things as arc fet before you : 
9 And heal the lick tb at are therein ; 
and fay unto them, The kingdom of God 
is come nigh unto you. 10 Eut into 
whatfo£vcr city ye enter, and they re¬ 
ceive you not, go your ways out into the 
ftreets of the fame, and fay, 11 Even 
the very dull of your city, which tJeav- 
eth to us, we do wipe off, (<7/ polluted), 
for a teftimony againft you : nolwiih- 
ftanding, be ye fore of this, that the 
kingdom of God is coine nigh unto you.

But it lhall be more tolerable foi 
Tyre and Sidon at the judgment than 
for you. 15 And thou, Capernaum, 
which art exalted to heaven, (by high 
g of pel privileges'), fliall be thurft down 
to hell. 16 He that hcareth you, hcar- 
cth me ; and he that defpifeth you, de- 
fpifeth me ; and he that defpifeth me, 
defpifeth him that fent me. 

17 $ And the feventy returned again 
with joy, faying, Lord, even the devils 
are fubjedt unto us through thy name. 

i 3 And he faid unto them. I beheld 
Satan’s dominion fall ( fpeedily) as light¬ 
ning from heaven, (beforeyou), tp Ec- 
. hold, I give unto you power (over ibr 
old ferpent, Satan, ami bis ventmons u- 
gents) to tread on ferpents and u01 pious, 
and over all the power of the enemy, ami 
nothing Hi all by any means hurt you ( ia 
your real ivtercjls). 20 Notwithftaml- 
ing, in this rejoice not that the fpirits aic 
fubjecl unto you ; but rather rejoice, be- 
caufe your names are written in heaven. 

21 T[ Im that hour Jefus rejoiced in 
fpirit, ?rd faid, I thank theei O Father, 
Lord of heaven and earth, that thou halt 
hid ihefe tilings from the wife and 
prudent (of this world), and haft rcvari¬ 
ed fhein totlie lowly nndfimplc, r.Iain ami 
honeft: even fo, Falhei , for fo it lienu*d 
good in thy fight. 

22 All things are delivered to ire 
of ir.v Father; - and no man known h 
who the Son is, but 1 he Father; and 
who the Father is, but the Son, and l.e 
to iv horn the Son Mill reveal him. 

23 And hr torrid him unto his dif¬ 
ciples, and faid privately. Blofied me the 
e} cs which fee the thing'; *1 ar ye Ice. 24 
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For I tell you, That many prophets and 
kin;s have defued t-o fee thofe things 
which yc fee, and have not fcen them ; 
and to hear thofe things which ye hear, 
and have not heard them. 

23 And, behold, a certain lawyer 
fluoJ up, and tempted him, faying, Mnf- 
U*r, what (hall I do to inherit eternal 
|j f 1- > 2 6 He faid unto him, What is 
written in the law ? how readeft thou ? 

27 And lie, anfwering, faid, Thou flialt 
love tiie Lord thy God with all thy, 
heart, and with all thy foul, and with 
ail thy ltrength, and with all thy mind ; 
and thy neighbour as thyfelf. 28 And 
he faid unto him, Thou haft anfwered 
light ; this do, and thou flialt live. 

29 But he, willing to juftify himfelf, 
faid unto Jcfus, And who is my neigh¬ 
bour > 30 And Jefus, anfwering, faid, 

A certain man went down from Jerufa- 
lent to Jericho, and fell among,thieve9, 
who ftripped'hitn of his raiment, and 
wounded him, and departed, leaving him 
half dead. 

31 And by chance there came down 
1 certain prieft that way ; and, when 
he faw him, he palTcd by on the other 
fide. 32 And like wife a Levite, when 
he was at the place, came and looked on 
him, and palled by on the other fide. 33 
But a certain Samaritan, as he journey-; 
r d, came where he was ; and, when he 
faw him, he had compaffion on him, 34 
And went to him, and bound up his 
wounds, pouring in oil and wine, and 
let him on his own heart, and brought 
bun to an inn, and took care of him. 35 
And on the morrow, when he departed, 
h 1 took out twopence, and gave them 
in the hod, and faid unto him. Take 
c.ire of him ; and whatfoever thou fpend- 
ert more, when I come again I will re¬ 
pay thee. 

36 Who now of thefe three, thinkeft 
thou, was neighbour unto him that fell 
among the thieves > 37 And he faid, 

He that Jhewed men y on him. Then 
f-iid Jcfus unto him, Go, and do thou 
likewife. 

3S Now it, came to pafs, as they 
vent, that he entered into a certain vil- 
1 i'je ; and a certain woman named Mar¬ 
tha received him into her houfe. 39 
A id she had a filler called MaTV, who 
all ) fat at Jefus’ feet, and beard his werd. 
>0 Bet Martha was cumbered about 
much ferviug, and came to him, and 
I-»id, Lord, doll thou not care that my 
ii ti"r hath left me to fevve alon? ? Bid 
her, therefore, that she help me. * 
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41 And Jefns anfwered, and faid unco 
her, Martha, Martha, thop art carehil 
and troubled about many things : 42 

But one thing is needful ; and Marv 
hath chofen that good pant, which shall 
not be taken away front' her. 

CHAP. XI. 

Chrijl teach cth to fray. 

ND it came to pafs, that he was 
praying in a certain place, when 
he ceafed, one of his dilciplcs faid unto 
him, Lord, teach us to pray, as John alfo. 
taught his difciples. 

2 And he faid unto them, fYhen ye 
pray fay, Our Father who art in heaven ; 
Hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom 
come. Thy will be done, as in heav.en, 
fo on earth. 3 Give us day -by day our 
neceflary food. 4 And forgive h.s our 
trcfpaflcs; for we alfo forgive every one 
that trcfpalfeth against us. And bring - 
us not to trial, but deliver us from evil. 

5 And he faid unto them. Which of 
you lliall have a friend, and Ilia 11 go un¬ 
to him at midnight, and fay unto him. 
Friend, lend me thrfee loaves ; 6 For a 

friend of mine in his journey is come to 
me, and I have nothing to fet before 
him ? 7 And he from within lliall an- 

fwer and fay, Trouble me not—the door 
is now fiiut, and my children are with 
me in lied ; and I cannot rife and give 
thee. 8 I fay unto you, Tho* he will 
not rife and give him bccaufe he is his 
friend, yet becaufe of his importunity he 
will rife and give him as many as he 
needeth. 

9 And I fay unto you, Aik, and it fhall 
be given you ; feek, and ye (hull find; 
knock, and it lliall be opened unto you. 
10 For every one that asketh receivetb, 
and he rhat feeketh findeth, and to him 
that Tcnockcth it llia.ll be opened. 

11 If a foil lliall afli bread of any of 
yon that is a father, will he give him a 
ft one ? or, ifhe all; a fifli, will he give 
him a ferpent ? t2 Or, ifhe Hull alk 
an egg, will he offer him a fcorpion ^ 13 
If ye then, being evil, know how to giv': 
good gilts unto your children ; how 
much more fhall your heavenly Father 
give the Holy Spirit to them that all; 
him ? 

14 T[ And he was carting cut a devil, 
and it .was dumb. And it came to pal-, 
when the deyil was gone out, the dumb 
fpakc ; and the people wondered. 

15 But fome of them faid, He f afteth 
out devils ‘thro’ Beelzebub, the chief ol 
the devil J 16 And others, tempting 
him, fought of him « fign fiom heaven

Chap. XI.

17 But Tie, knowing their thoughts, faicl 
unto them, Every kingdom divided a- 
gainft itfelf is brought to d,e Eolation ; and 
a houfe divided aga,inft itfelf falleth. 18 
If Satan alfo hijj^vided again ft himfelf, 
how (ball hi&VflEgdom (land ? becaufe 
ye fay that I callout devils thro 1 Beel¬ 
zebub. 19 .And "if I by Beelzebub call 
out devils, by whom do your difciples 
call them out (even by invocation of tbe 
name of Jehovah 1 ) > therefore (ball your 
difciples rife up in judgment againft you. 
20 But if I by the power of God caft out 
devils, no doubt the kingdom of God is 
come unto you. 

21 When a ftrong man, armed, keep- 
eth' his palace, his goods are in peace; 
22 But when a ftronger than he fhall 
come upon him, and evercome him, he 
taketh from hia> all his armour whereijv 
he trulted, and divideth his fpoils. 

23 He that is not with me is agajnft 
me; and he that gathereth not with 
me fcattereth. 

24 When the unclean fpirit is gone 
out of a,man (that is a Jew) he walk- 
eth thro* dry places (of the Gentiles) 
feeking reft, and finding none (when wa¬ 
tered by tbe gofpel ), he faith, 1 xvill re¬ 
turn to my houfe out of which I came; 
25 And when he cometh he findeth it 
fwept and garnifhed (ready preparedfor 
him)., 26 Thengucth he, and taketh to 
-him feven other fpirits more wicked than 
himfelf; and they enter in, and dwell 
there : And the la ft ft ate of that man is 
worfe than the firft. 

27 And it came to pali,ashe fpake* 
thefe things, a certain woman of the 
company lifted up her voice, and faid un¬ 
to hira.Bleired is thy mother and fhe that 
fnckled thee. 28 But he faid. Yea ra- 
tjier, blefled are they that hear the Word 
of God and keep it. 

29 TfAnd when the people were gather¬ 
ed thick together, he began to fay, This 
is an evil generation : they feek a fign; 
and there ihall no fig a be given it, but 
the fign of Jonas the prophet. 30 For as 
Jonas was a fign unto the Ninevires, fo 
lhall alfo the Son of man be to this gener¬ 
ation. 31 The queen of the fourh fhall 
rife up in the judgment with the men of 
this generation, and condemn them : for 
fhe came from a far country to hear the 
wifdom of Solomon, and behold a greater 
than Solomon is here. 32 The men cf 
Nineve flialji rife up in judgment with 
this generation, and (ball condemn, it; for 
they repented at the preaching of Jonas ; 
and, behoiJ a greater than Jonas is here. 
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33 No man when he hath lighted a 
candle, putteth it in afecret place, nei¬ 
ther undetJi'bufhel, hut on a candleftick, 
that they who come in may fee the light, 
(the gofpel light is not confined to pri¬ 
vate places). 34 Therefore when thine 

eye is fingle(anrf clear, or thy mind impar¬ 
tial) thy whole body (and foul) alfo is 
full of light, but when thine eye is evil, 
(andtby mind corrupt and partial) thy 
body (and foul) alfo is full of darknels. 
£5 Take heed therefore' that the light 
which is in thee be not darknefs (or er¬ 
ror and prejudice). 36 If thy whole 

body (and foul) -therefore be full of 
light,and having no part dark, the whole 
(converfation) fl>all be full of light, as 
when the bright (tuning of a candle giv- 
cth the light. ' 

37 And, as he fpake, a certain Pha- 
rifee befonght him to dine with him ; 
and he went in, and fat down to meat. 

38 And when the Pharifee faw it, he 
marvelled that he had not firft waflied 
before dinner. 

39 And the Lord faid unto him. Now 
do ye Pharifees make clean the outfidc 
of the cup and the platter ; but your in¬ 
ward part is full of ravening and wicked- 
nefs. 40 Ye fools', did not he that made 
that whicji is without make that which 
is within alfo? 41 But rather give a 
portion of What is before you to the 
needy, antf behold/all things are clean 
(John xxxi. 17. comfortable) to you. 42 
But woe unto you, Pharifees! for ye tithe 
mint, and rue, and all manner of herbs, 
and pafs over judgment and the love oi 
God : thefe ought yd 'to have done, and 
not leave the other undone. 43 Woe 
unto you Phatffees ! for ye love the np- 
permoft feats in the fynagogues, and 
greetings-in the markets. 44 Woe unto 
you, feribes and Pharifees, hypocrites ! for 
ye are as graves which appear not, and 
the men that walk over them are not a- 
ware of them. 

45 Then anfwered one of the lawyers, 
and faid unto him, Maftcr, thus laying, 
thou reproached us alfh. 

46 And he faid, Woe unto you alfo ye law¬ 
yers ! for ye lade men with burdens grie¬ 
vous to be borne, and ye yourfelves toilcli 
not the burdens, with one of your fingers, 
(ye do not as ye would be done to and 
as ye bid others do). 

47 Woe unto you ! for ye build the 
fepulchres of the prophets, and your fa¬ 
thers killed them. 

48 Truly ye.bear witnefs (by the fame 
perfecting fpirit) that ye allow of the 
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deeds of your fathers; for they indeed 
killed them, and yc build theirfcpulchres. 

49 Therefore alfo faid the wifdom of 
Gad, 1 will fend them prophets and a- 
po flics, and fome of them they fliall flay 
and perfecnte ; 50 That the blood of 

all the prophets, which was died from 
the foundation of the world, may be re¬ 
quired of this generation ; 51 From the 

blood of Abel, unto the blood of Zachari¬ 
es, w!lj perilhed between the altar and 
the temple : verily I fay unto you, It 
flrall be required of this generation ; (as 
they have adopted their fathers crimes 
by following their example , and thus 
Jr ruing the nife Ives heirs to them). 52 
Woe unto you, lawers ! for ye have tak¬ 
en away the key of knowledge. Ye en¬ 
tered not into the kingdom of heaven 
yourfclves, and them that were entering 
in you hindered, (by keeping them in ig¬ 
norance and error). 

53 Ami as he faid thefe things unto 
them, the fcrlbesand the Fhaiifees began 
to urge him vehemently, and tb provoke 
him to fpeak of many tilings; 54 Lay¬ 
ing wait for him, and feeking to catch 
fometl.ing out of his mouth, that they 
might accufe him. 

CHAP. XIX. , 

Chrijl reproveth hypocrify. 

I N the mean time, when there were 
gathered together an innumerable 
multitude of people, infomuch that they 
trodc one upon another, he began to fay 
unto his difciples firft of all, Beware ye 
of the haven of the Pharifees, which is 
hypocrify, 2 For there is nothing co¬ 
vered that fliall not be revealed; neither 
hid that fliall not be known. 3 There¬ 
fore, wbatlbever ye have fpoken in dark- 
nefs fhall be beard in the light; and 
that which ye have fpoken in the ear in 
clolets fliall be proclaimed upon the 
houfe-tups. 

4 And I fay unto you, my friends/ Be 
not afraid of them that kill the body, 

: nd after that liavi no more that they 
can do : 5 But I will forewarn you 

whom ye fliall fear; Fear him who, af- . 
ter lie hath killed, Hath power to caft 
into hell ; yea, I fay unto you, Fear 
him. 6 Are not five fparrows fold for 
two farthings ? and not one of them is 
forgotten before God. y But even the 
very hairs of your head are all numbered. 
Fear not, therefore ; ye are of more va¬ 
lue than many fparrows. 

t» Alio I fay unto you, Whoever fliall 
confets me before men, him fliall the 
‘ un roan r.lfo confefs before the an- 
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gels.of God ; p But he that denieth me 
before men, fhall be denied before the 
angels-of God. io And whofoever fliall 
fpeak a word againft the Son of man, it 
shall be forgiven him; but unto him 
that blafphemeth againft the Holy Spi¬ 
rit, ( maliciovjly aferihing his works to 
Satan), it shall not be forgiven him. 
11 And when they bring you unto the 
fynogogues, and unto rnagiftrntes and 
powers, take yc no thought how or what 
thing ye shall anfwer, or what ye shall 
fay; 12 For the Holy Spirit shall 
teach you in the fame hour what yc 
ought to fay, 

13 And one of the company faid 
unto him, Mafter, fpeak to my brother, 
that he divide the inheritance with me. 
14 And he faid unto him, Man, who 
made me a judge over you (in civil 
caufes ), or a divider (of inheritances). 

15 And he faid qnto them, Take heed, 
and beware of covetoufnefs ; for ( the 
comforts of) a man’s life conlifteth not 
in the abundance of the things which he 
pofleflfcth. 

16 If And he fpake a parable unto 

them, faying/ The ground of a certain 
rich man brought forth plentifully : 17 

And he thought within himfclf, faying. 
What shall I do, becaufe I have no roonr 
where to beftow my fruits ? 18 And he 

faid. This will I do ; I will pull down 
my barns, and build greater; and thefe 
will I beftow all my fruits and my goods, 
rp And I will fay to my foul, ( myfelf 
or my life). Soul, thou haft much goods 
laid up for many years; take thine eafe, 
cat, drink, and be merry, 20 But God 
faid unto him, Thou fool, this night shall 
thy foul, (thy lift) be required of thee : 
then whole shall thole things'be which 
thou haft provided ? 

21 So is he that layeth up ( earthly ) 
treafure loi himfelf, and is not rich to¬ 
wards God (in heavenly treafure). 

22 And he faid unto his difciples, 
Therefore I fay unto you, Be not over 
anxious for your life, what ye fliall eat; 
neither for the body, what ye fliall put 
on. 13 The life is more than meat, and 
the body is more than raiment. 24 Con¬ 
fer the ravens; for they neither fow 
nor reap; which neither have ftcirelioufe 
nor barn ; and God feedeth them : ’ how 
much more are ye better than the fowls? 

2 5 And who of you, with taking thought, 
can add to his ftature one cubit ? atf If 
ye then be- not able to do that thing 
which is leaf!, why are ye over anxious 
for the reft ? 27 Confider the lillies, I10W 
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they grow; they toil not, they fpin not; 
and yet I fay unto you, That Solomon 
in all his glory was not arrayed like one 
of thofe. 28 If then God lb clothe the 
^rafs, which is to-day in the field, find 
.to-morrow js cart into the oven; how 
much jmore will he clothe you, O yc ol 
little faith ? 

29 And feek not ye too anxioufly what 
yc fhall eat, or what ye fhaJl drink, nei¬ 
ther be ye of doubtful mind. 30 For all 
rhefe things do the nations of the world 
1'cek after : and your Father knoweth 
rliat ye have need of thefe things. 1 - 31 
But rather feek ye the kingdom of God; 
i.nd all thefe things fhall be added Unto 
you. 32 Fear not, little flock ; fur it is 
your Father’s good pleafure to give you 
the kingdom {of glory). 

33 Sell that yfr have, and give alms; 
provide yourfelves bags which wax not 
old, a treafure in the heavens that fail- 
eth not, where no thief approacheth, 
neither moth corruptcth. 34 F01 where 
your treafure is, there will your henrtbe 
alfo. 35 Let your loins be girded about, 
and your lights burning;' ( 1 Peter i.13.) 
3 6 And ye yourfelves like unto men that 
Wait for their lord, when he Will return 
from the wedding, (the witting of his 
people to bimfelf by covenant)* that 
when he comeih and knocketh (by 
death), they may (be ready waiting to) 
open to him immediately. 37 Blefied 
are thole fervants, whom the lord, when 
he cometh, fhall find watching : verily 
I fay unto you. That he shall gird him- 
fclf, and make them to fit down to meat, 
and will come forth, and ferve them, 
(he will be ready to pvt them in the pof- 
fejjion of fnbiefs of joy and pleafures e- 
•ver-more), 38 And ii he fhall come in 
the fecond watch, or come in the third 
Watch (of the night), and ijnd them fo, 
bieffed are thofe fervants. 39 And this 
know, that if the goodman of the houfe 
had known what hour the thief would 
come, he would have watched, and not 
have fullered liis houfe to be broken 
through. 

4c Be ye, therefore, ready alfo; for 
the Son of man cometh at an hour when 
ye think not, (to call you by death or 
judgment). 

41 *j[ Then Peter faid unto him,-Lord, 
■fpeukeft thou this parable unto us, or e- 
ven to all ? 

4/2 And the Lord faid, Who then is 
that faithful and wife fteward, whom his 
lord fhall make ruler over his houfehold, 
(the church), to give them thefr portion 


of meat (the food of life ) in due feafon ? 
43 Bit fled is that fervant, whom his 
lord, when he cometh, fhall find fo do¬ 
ing. 44 Of a truth I fay unto you, That 
be will make him ruler over all that he 
hath. 

45 But, and, if that fervant fay in his 
hearty My lord delayeth his comingY fir 
death or judgment) ; and fhall begin to 
beat the men-fervants anil maidens, and 
to cat and drink, and to be drunken ; 40 
• The lord of that fervant will ccme in a 
day when he looketli not for him, and :.t 
an hour when he is not aware, ard \\ ill 
cut him off, and will- appoint him hU 
portion with the unbelievers. 47 Ami 
that feryant who knew his lord’s will, 
and prepared not himfelf, neither did ac¬ 
cording to his will, fit all be beaten with 
many ftripcs. 4S But he that knew r.oi, 
and did commit things Worthy of fhiprs, 
fhall be beaten with few ftripes. For 
unto whoinfoever much is given, of him 
lliall much b e required : and to whom 
men have committed much, of him they 
will alk the moni. 

49 If I ani come to fend fire on earth, 
(to purify or confume) ; and *J that it 
it were already kindled, (to confume 
nvickednefsfrotn t,ff the earth). 50 But 
I have a (bloody) baptifm ro be baptized 
with ; and how am I flrail^ned till it ! u 
accomplifhed ! 51 Suppofe yc that I am 

come to give peace on earth ? I tell sou, 
Nay ; but lather divifion, (which the 
gofpel nvill occafion, not of itfelf, but 
contrary to its peaceful eharaitc , by 
the •wichcdncfs of them that oppoje it 
and its votaries). s2 For from hencr- 
forth there fhall he five in one houle di¬ 
vided, three again ft two, and two again d 
three. 53 The father fhall be divided 
againft the fon, r.nd the ton again ft the 
lather; the mother againft the daughter 
and the daughter againft: the mother ; 
the motlrer-in-1 aW againft her daughter- 
in-law, and the daughter-in-law againft 
her mother-in-law. 

54 And he faid alfo to the people, 
When ye fee a cloud rife cut of the weft, 
ftraightway ye fay, There cometh a show¬ 
er ; and fo it is. 55 And when ye 1 -<• 
the foutli wind blow ye fay, Theie .will 
be heat; 'and it cometh to pafs. 5 6 Yc 
hypocrites ! ye c an difeem the face ol 
the fky and of the earth ; hut how is it 
that ye do not dii’ccrn this time (of MeJ- 
fiah's appearing). 57 Yea, and why c- 
even of yourfelves judge ye no* what is 
right, (in cither temporal or J frit uni 
things) ? 
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<8 TJ When thou goeft with thine ad- 
vcrfary to the magiftrate, as thou art in 
the way give diligence that tliou may- 
eit be delivered from him; left he hale 
thee to the judge, and the judge deliver 
tliec to the officer, and the otih-ci raft 
thee into juiion. 59 I tell thee, Thou 
shall not depart thence till thou hrft 
paid the very la ft mite. (Thy fpir rtual 
pate is f ifi ), 21/it h regard to Clod, and 
Chi ip, and the angels ; and Sat art, and 
r'y pns, and the prifun from whence 
there is no deliverance, as tbou canjl ne¬ 
ver pay what thou ourejl. JHatth. xxx. 

4«0 

CHAP. xm. 

Cbrifl preacheth repentance. 
r INHERE were prelent at that fcafon 
J, Ionic that told him of the Gali¬ 
leans, whofe blood Pilate had mingled 
with their facrifices. 

1 And Jcfus anfwcring, fa id unto 
them, Suppofe ye that thefc Galileans 
were Tinners above-fill the Galileans, be- 
i aulc they fullered fuch tilings ! 3 I tell 
you, Nay ; hut, except ye repent, ye shall 
all like wife perish. 4 Or thole eighteen 
upon whom the tower in Si loam fell, 
and (lew them, think ye that they were 
fmners above all men that dwelt in Je- 
rufalem ? 5 I tell you. Nay ; but, ex¬ 

cept ye repent, yc shall all like wife pe¬ 
rish, (in the dtjl ruction of your city , 
and eternally). 

6 He fpake alfo this parable : A 
certain man had a fig-tree planted in his 
vineyard ; and he came and fought fruit 
thereon, and found none. 7 Then laid 
he unto the dreftbr of his vineyard, Be¬ 
hold, ilitTe three years I come fteking 
fruit on this fig-tree, and find none : cut 
it down; why cumbercth it the ground? 
S And he anlwering, faid unto him, Lord, 
let it alone this year only, till I dig about 
it, and dung it. 9 And if It bear fruit, 
well; and if not, then after that thou 
snalc cut it down. ('The fews bringing 
forth no fruits of repentance during 
three years of Chr ip's mini pry , their 
time of trial , and day of grace ; they 
u>err judicially cut down, and at lajl 
actually fo. If aim Ixxxi. n.j 

10 And ho was teaching in one of 
the fynagogues on the Sabbath. 

it And, behold, there was a woman 
who had a Ipirit of infirmity eighteen 
yeais, and was bowed together, and 
could in no wife lift up her fed f. 12 And, 
when fefus (aw her, he called her to 
him, and laid unto her, Woman, thou art 
looted nom thine infirmity, 13 And he 
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laid his hands on her; and immediately 
she was made llraight, and glorified God. 
14 And the ruler of the fynagogue an- 
fwered with indignation, becaufe that 
Jefus had healed on t lie Sabbath-day, 
and laid unto the people, There are fix 
days in which men ought to tvork; in 
them, therefore, come and be healed, 
and not on the Sabbath-day. 15 The 
Lord then amwered him, ami faid, Thou 
hypocrite ! doth not each one of you on 
the Sabbath Jeofe his ox or his afs from 
the ft all, and lead him away to water¬ 
ing ? 16 And ought not this woman, 

being a daughter of Abraham, whom 
Satan hath bound, lo, thefc eighteen 
years, he loofed from this bond on the 
Sabbath-day ? 

17 And, when he had faid thefc, 
things, all his adversaries were afhameil: 
and all the people rejoiced for all the 
glorious tilings that were done by him. 

18 Then faid he, Unto what is the 

kingdom of God like ? and whereunto 
shall I reiemblc it ? 19 It is like a 

grain of muftarc)-feed, which a man 
took and call into his garden ; and it 
grew', and waxed a great tree, and the 
fowls of the air lodged in the branches 
of it. 

20 And again he faid, Whereunto 
flivi 11 1 liken the kingdom of God ? at 
It is like leaven, which a woman took 
and hid in three meafiircs of meal, till 
till the whole was leavened. 

22 And he went through the cities 
and villages teaching, and journeying 
toward Jemfiilem. 

zj Then faid one unto him, Lord, 
arc there few that be faved ? And he 
faid unto theirt, 24 Strive to enter in 
at the ftrait gate : for many, I fay unto 
you, will leek, (but they will notJtrive) 
to enter in, and (there fere) ftiall not be 
able. 2 5 When once the mafter of the 
houfc ( the church's hedd) Im arifen (to 
judgment), and hath Unit the door (of 
acceptance and acccfs), and ye begin lo 
ftawl without, and to knock at the door, 
faying, Lord, Lord, open to us; and he 
fhall anfwer and fay to you, I acknow- 
ledge you not, you are none of my peo¬ 
ple. 26 Then fiiall ye begin to fay. 
We have eaten and drunk in tjiy pre-. 
fence, (at thy table), and thou haft 
taitgiit in odr ftreet?, (taught us in pu¬ 
blic, thvfclf or by thine upofiles and am - 
bafadors). 27 But he shall fay, I tell 
you, I know you not whence ye are; de¬ 
part from me, all ye (hypocritical) 
worker* oi iniquity. 28 There (hall be 
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Treeping and gnashing of teeth, when ye 
shall fee Abraham, and Ifaae, and Ja¬ 
cob, and all the prophets, in the kingdom 
of God, and you yourlelves thruft out. 
29 And they shall come from the eaft, 
and from the weft, and fjom the north, 
and from the feuth. and shill fit down in 
the kingdom of God. 30 And, behold, 
there are Lit (inprivileges) which shall 
be firft (1V7 irnprove merits ), and there are 
firtt (in the way) who shall be iaft (in 
attaining the end, or lofc it'). 

31 The fame day there Came cer¬ 
tain of the Phatifees, faying unto him. 
Get thee ont, and depart hence; for 
Herod will kill thee. 32 And he fakf 
unto them. Go ye 2nd tell that fox. Be¬ 
hold, I cart out devils, and I 3 o cures to¬ 
day and to-morrow, (the fort period of 
■my life), and the third day (after my 
death) I (hall have perfected my work 
(by my conqitejl over death,the lajl foe). 
33 Neverthelefs, I mult walk to-day and 
to-morrow, and the day following; for 
it cannot be'that a prophet perilhout of 
Jerufalem. 34 O Jerufalem, Jerufalem, 
which killeft the prophets, and ftoneft 
them that are fent nnto thee 1 how often 
would I have gathered thy children to¬ 
gether, as a ben doth, gather her brood 
under her wings, and ye would not! 35 
Behold, your houfe (your city andfate) 
is (foonto be) left unto you defolate; 
and verily I fay unto you, Ye Ihall not 
fee me until the time come when ye Ihall 
(dejire to be of them that) fay, Blelfed 
is he that cometh in the name of the 
Lord (to receive his people to hintfelj ). 

CHAP. XIV. 

1 Cbri/l healeth on the Sabbath . 

A KD it came to pafs as he went into 
the houfe of one of the chief Pha- 
rifees to eat bread on the fabbath-day 
that they watched him. 

2 And, behold, there was a certain 
man befbi< him who had the dropfy. 

3 And Jefiis anfwering, fpake unto 
the lawen and Pharifees, faying. Is it 
lawful to heal on the fabbath-day ? 4 

And they held their peace ; and he took 
him, and healed him, and let him go; 
5 And anfwered them, faying, Which 
of^ou Ihall have an afs or an ox fallen 


bidden of any man to go to a wedding, fit 
not down in the higheft room, left a more 
honourable man than thou be bidden of 
him ; 9 And be that bade thee and him 

come and fay unto thee. Give this man 
place; and thou begin with lhamc to 
take the loweft room. 10 But when 
thcu,?.rt bidden, go and fit down in the 
.loweft rcoTti; that when he that ba»!q 
thee conic th, he may fay unto thee, Friend 
go up higher : then Ihalt thou have wor- 
fl'ip in the prefence of them that fit.it 
meat with thee. 11 For whefoever ev- 
altcth himlelf Ihall be abafed ; and he 
that bmnbleth himfelf fiiallbe exalted. 

12 'I hen fa id he alfo unto him that 
hade him. When thou makeft a dinner 
or a fupper, call not thy friends, nor liiy 
brethren, neither thy kinfir.en, nor thy 
rich neighbours; left they alfo bid thee 
again, and a retompcnce be made thee. 
13 But when thou makeft a feaft, cull 
the poor, the maimed, the lame, the 
blind ; 14 And thou ftialt be hlcfl'cd * 

for they cannot recompenfe thee: for 
thou flialt be recompensed at the refur- 
tedlion of the juft. 

15 IT And when one of them that fat 
at meat with him heard thefc things, lie 
faid unto him, Blefled is he that Ihall 
eat bread in the kingdom of God, (en¬ 
joying its privileges of grace andglot \ ). 

16 Then faid he unto him, A certain 

man (Chrijl) made a great fupper (a 
gofpel feafi ), and bade many (by the 
calls of the word ); 17 And lent his 

fervant (in the gofpel work) at fupper- 
time, (when the JMcdiator's work was 
fnifbeft) to fay to them that were belure 
b.dden (by the miniflry of tire word). 
Come, for all things are now ready; (the 
MeJJiah is afeetided, and the Spirit is 
poured out from on high). 18 And they 
all with one confent began to make ex J 
cufe. The firft faid unto him, I have 
bought a piece of ground, and I muft 
needs go and fee it; I pray thee have 
me excufed. 19 Ard another faid, 1 
have bought five yoke of oxen, and I gu 
to prove them ; I pray thee have me ei- 
cufed. 20 And another faid, 1 have 
married a wife ; and therefore l cannot 
come. 21 So that fervant came and 


into a pit, and will not ftraightway pull fhewed his Lord thefe things (that none 
him oat on the fabbath-day? 6 And ofthem would be obedient to the gofpel). 
they could not anfwer him.again to phefe Then the matter of the houfe (the Mef* 
things. f ah), being angry, faid to Ins lervant, 

7 And he put forth a‘parable to Go out quickly into the ftreets and lanes 
thofe who were hidden, when he mark- of the city, and bring in hither the poor, 
<ed hew they chofe out the chief rooms : and the maimed, and the halt, and the 
laying unto them. 8 When thou art blind, (since the rich, and covetous, a pi 
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•voluptuous refuft ■). 2 2 And the fer- 

vant Paid, Lord, it is done as ifiou haft 
commanded, and yet there Is room, 23 
And the Lord faid unto the fervant, Go 
out into the high ways and hedges (tie 
Gentiles}, and oMige them to come, that 
my houfe (my elurch) may be filled, a4 
>or I fay unto you, that none of thole 
who were bidden ft.all tafte of my flip¬ 
per. (Heb. xii. 16,17.) 

*5 And there went great multi¬ 
tudes with hitn. And he turned and faid 
unto them, 16 If any man come to me, 
and hate not his father, and mother, and 
wiIl, and children, and brethren, and fif- 
ters, yea, and his own life alfu, he cannot 
be my difeiph:—-(//" be lore any of tbefc 
mot e than tne be is not worthy of vie % 
Malth. x. 37.) *7 And whoever doth 
not bear his crofs, (willingly fuffer on 
my account ), and come after me, cannot 
be my di tuple. *S for which of you, 
intending to build a tower, fitteth not 
down fir It and counteth the coft, whether 
lie have fnfficient to finilh it > 29 Left 

haply, after he Lath laid the foundation, 
and is not. able to finilh it, all that be¬ 
hold it begin.to mock him, 30 Saying, 
This man began to build, and was not 
able to finilh. 31 Or what king, going 
to make war agninft another king, fitteth 
not down firft and confultcth, whether 
he mar be able with ten thoufand to 
meet him that cont^th with twenty thou- 
Cand ? 52 Or elfe, while the other is a 

great way off, he fendeth an einbaffage 
mid dehreth conditions of peace. (Do we 
re!x l agaiujl God ? arc we Jfranger than 
be*). 33 So likewiic, whofoever he be 

of you that forfaketh not all that he hath 
he cannot be my dillipie. 

33 Salt (« fuicerc profefion) is good, 
but if the fait hatii loll its favour (its Jin-

35 It is neither fit lor the land nor yet for 
ihe dunghill bu{ men caft it out (apofiatts 
are hopeiefs, Hcb. vi.) 

CHAP. XV. 

The parable of the lofl jbrep, Stc. 

T HEN diew near to him nil the publi¬ 
can! and linuers for t(f hear him. a 
Aral tiie Ph-mlees and lerihes murmured, 
faying, This man leccivtth linuers, and 
eateth with them. 

3 And lie I'pake this parable unto 
them, laying, 4 What man of you, ha¬ 
ving an hundred ilicep, if he lofc one of 
them, doih not leave the ninety and nine 
;n the wildcrnefs, and go after that which 
Is lolt until he find It ? And when he 
luiih found ;L he loyeth it on his ihcui- 
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ders, rejoicing. 6 And when he cometh 
home, he calleth together his friends 
and neighbours, faying unto them, Re¬ 
joice with me, for I have found my Iheep 
which was loft. 

7 I fay unto you, That likewife joy 
fliall be in heaven over one firmer that 
repenteth more than over ninety and 
nine juft perfons who need no repent¬ 
ance. 

8 Either what woman, having ten 
pieces of filver, if flie lofe one piece, 
doth not light a candle and fweep the 
houfe, and feek diligently till flie find it ? 

9 And when flic hath found it v fhe call- 
eth her friends and her neighbours to¬ 
gether, faying. Rejoice with me^ for I 
have found the .piece which I had loft. 

10 Likewifc I fay unto yon* There is 
joy in the prefence of the angels of God 
over one Pinner thatrepenteth. 

11 Tf And he faid, A certain man had 

two Tons : 1 z And the younger of them 

faid to his father, Father, give me the 
portion of goods that falleth to me. And 
he divided unto him his living. 

13 And not many days.. after, the 
younger fon gathered all together,'and 
took his journey into a far country, and 
there wafted his fubftunce with riotous 
living. 14 And when he had fpent "all,, 
there arofe a mighty famine in that 
land, and he began to be in want. 15 
And he Wfcnt and joined himfelf to a ci¬ 
tizen of that country ; and he Pent him 
into his fields to feed fwine. 16 And he 
would fain have filled his belly with the 
hulks that the fwine did cat; and no 
man ga\< unto him. 

17 And when he came to himfelf he 
faid, How many hired fervants ofmy fa¬ 
ther’s have bread enough and to fpiur, 
and I penfli with hunger 1 18 I will a- 

rife, and will go to my father, and xvil! 
fay unto him, Fflthlgf, 1 have finned a- 
gainft Heaven and before* thee, 99 And 
am no more worthy to be called thy fon; 
make me as one of thy hired Icrvantv 

ao And he arofe, and came to his fa - 
iher. But, when he was yet a great way 
off, his father fuw him, ami had compar¬ 
ison, and ran, and llil on his neck, and 
killed him. , 

at And his fon Paid finto him, Father, 
I have finned again ft Heavenward in lliy 
fight, and am no more worthy tube call¬ 
ed thy fon. 

22 But the father Paid to his fervantv 
Eving forth the bell robe ;'td put ii o-n 
him, and put a ring tn hi*, baud, .tin 
11 : ue; on i. E feet. 21 And hr in*/ hit he: 
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the fatted calf, and kill it, and let us eat 
and be merry. 24 Eor-this my fon was 
deadband is alive ; Ue was loft, ^nd is 
foiufdt And they began-to be merry. 

■ 25 Now his elder fon was in the field; 
and as he came, and dfew nigh to the 
houfe, he heard mu fit and dancing. 26 
And he called one of the fervants, and 
alfced what thefe things-meant. 27 
And he faid unto him,. Thy brother is 
come ; and thy father hath killed the 
fatted calf, becaufe he hath received him 
fafe and found. 28 And he was.angry, 
and would not go in ; therefore came 
his father out and entreated him. 29 
And he anfwering, fiiidto his father, Lo, 
thefe many*years do I fetve thee ; neither 
tranfgrefled I at any time thy command¬ 
ment; and yet thou never gaveft me a 
kid, that I might make merry with my 
friends : 3° But as foon as this thy Ion 

was come, who hath devoured thy living 
With harlots, thou haft .killed for him 
the fatted calf. 31 And be faid unto 
him, Son, thou art ever with me, and all 
that I have is thine. (The yews bad 
the double portion of a JirJl born , being 
the people of God t enjoying bis prefence ; 
the Gentiles apojlatnjcd from his ivor- 
fbip to idolatry). 32 It was meet that 
we fhould make merry, and be glad: for 
this thy brother was dead, and is alive a- 
gain ; and was loft, and is found. 

C II A ?. XVI. 

The parable of the unjttjl fleward . 

A N D he faid alfo unto bis difciples, 
There was a certain rich man who 
had a fteward ; (mankind ate hut Rew¬ 
ards of all they have4 which is given 
to them of God/ to whom they are ac¬ 
countable for the ufe they make there¬ 
of) ; and the ft me (mail) was accufed 
unto him, that he had wafted his goods. 

2 Ajid be called him, and faid unto 
him. How is it that JC hear this of thee ? 
Give an accouirfc of tfiy fttwardship ; for 
fhou mayeft be no .longer ftewaid. 

3 Then the fteward faid within him- 
felf, What shall I do, for my lord taketh 
away from me the ftewardship ? I can¬ 
not dig ; to beg I am ashamed. 4 I am 
reft! Vcd what to* do, that, when I am 
put out of the ftrwardship, they may re¬ 
ceive me inro thejir houfes. 5 So he 
called every one of his lord's debtors un¬ 
to lrim, end ftid unto the firft r II ow 
much owefii thou unto ury lord? 6 And 
he faid. An hundred meafurcs of oil. 
And he faid unto him, Take thy bill, 
and fit down quickly, and write fifty. 
7 Then fat'd fit io another, And Low 


much oveft thou? And he faid, An hun¬ 
dred meafurgs of wheat-'And he faid unto 
him, Take thy bill, and write tonrftorc. 

8 And the Lord commended the unjuft 
fteward* (not for his injvjlice to his 
mailer % but) becaufe he had done wifely 
(for himfelf) ; for the worldly men have 
more worldly wifdom and diligence, than 
the children of the light have of fpiritual 
wifdom and diligence. 9 And 1 fay un¬ 
to you. Make yourfelves friends of the 
deceitful, uncertain, unprofitable, riches, 
that when you ami thefe fail, they may 
receive you into everiafting habitations. 
(that having rightly vfvd them , you 
may % by the favour of God , be admitted 
into heaven .7 10 He that is faithful in 

that which is leaft, is faithful alfo in 
much ; and he that is unjuft in the leaft, 
is unjuft alfo in much. 11 If, therefore, 
ye have not been faithful in the unrigh¬ 
teous mammon, who will commit to your 
trull the true riches (of grace). 12 And 
if you have not been faithful in that 
which is another man’s, (wordly things y 
which are not your own ) who will give 
4you any thing to be your own, (asgrace). 
13 No man can ferve two mailers (e- 
qually) ; for he will love the one more 
than the other, and when they have fe- 
parate interefts, he will forfake the one 
and follow the other; ye cannot lerve 
God and riches. 

14 And the Pbarifees alfo, who were 
covetous, heard all thefe things, and they 
derided him. 15 And he faid unto them, 
Ye are they who juftify yourfelves be¬ 
fore men; but God knoweth your hearts: 
for that which is highly efteemed among 
men is abomination in the fight of God. 
16 The law and the prophets were un¬ 
til John: fined that time the kingdom ot 
God is preached, and every man (6 entile 
as well as yew) prefieth into it. (Men 
of every hind enter into it). 17 And it 
is eafier for heaven and earth to pals, 
than one title of the law to fail- 

18 Whofoever putteth away his wife, 
and marrieth another, commiitcth adul¬ 
tery ; and whofoever marrieth her that 
is put away from her hulband commit- 
teth adultery. 

19 Tflliere was a certain rich rca!:, 
-who was clothed in purple, and fine li¬ 
nen, snd fared- fumptuoufty every day : 
20 And there was a certain beggar nam¬ 
ed Lazarus, who was laid at Ins gate fu \ 
of forts, 21 And defiring to be fed with 
th4 crumbs which fell from the 1i1.l1 
man’s table yn ore ever, the degi ..'nine 
and licked his fores. 
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22 And it came to pafs that the beg¬ 
gar died, and was carried by the angels 
into Abraham’s bofotn : the rich man al- 
fo died, and was buried : 23 And in hell 
he lifted up hi; eyes, being in torments, 
and fecth Abraham afar oft', and Lazarus 
in his hofo.n. 24 And he cried, and faul, 
Father Abraham, have mercy on me, and 
n-'i l Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of 
lyis finger in water, and cooPiny tongue; 
tor I am tormented in this flame. 

25 But Abraham faid, Son, remember 
tint thou in thy lifetime receivcdlt thy 
good things, and Jikewife Lazarus evil 
things; hut now he is comforted, and 
hi on art tormented. 26 And hefldcs all 
[bis, between us and you there is a great 
gulf fixed ; lb that they who would pafs 
from! hence to you cannot; neither can 
they pafs to tis, that would come from 
thence. 27 Then he faid, I pray thee, 
therefore, father, that thou wouldit fend 
tim to my father’s houlc; 29 For I have 
ivc brethren ; that lie may teftify unto 
hem, left they alfo come into this place 
if torment. 29 Abraham faith unto him, 
Ihcy have-Mofes and the prophets; let 
hern hear them. 30 And he laid. Nay, 
ather Abraham; hut if one went unto 
hem from the dead they will repent. 

And he faid unto him. If they hear 
iol Mofes and the prophets, neither will 
hey he perfuaded though one rofe from 
'he dead. 

CHAP. XVII. 

Chrifl tencheth to avoid offences. 

r HEN faid he unto the dilciples, it is 
impoflible but that offences will 
ome (inthi/prefent evilworld ,)but woe 
into him thro’ whom they come 2 It 
vere better for him that a railftone were 
ranged about his neck, and he cart into 
be tea than that he fliould offend (or 
'•aufc to /tumble) one of the meaneft or 
wcakeft of the faints. 

3 If Pike heed to yourfclves ; If thy 
jrotlier trcfpafs againft thee, rebuke him; 
md if he repent, forgive him. 4 And 
f he tre I pafs again It thee feven times in 
\ day, and feven times in a day turn a- 
jai i to thee, faying I repent; thou flialt 
o r gi \rc ium. 

5 If And the apoftles faid unto the 
Lord, Increafe our faith. 0 And the 
Lord laid, If ye had faith.fis a grain of 
m’lLtard-fecd, ye might fry unto this fy- 
amine-tree, B: tlua plucked up by the 
root, and hi thou plinted in the fea; 
and it fiiould obey you. (difficulties 
f/'crii/i'ly as great’/hall be fur mounted 
by you) 

7 But which 0/ you, hiving a fervnnt 
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plowing, or feeding cattle, will fay unto 
him by .and by when he is come from the 
field, Go and fit down to meat. # . 8 And. 
will not rather fay unto him, Make ready 
wherewith I may fup, and gird thyfelf, 
and ferve me, till I have eaten and drun¬ 
ken ; and afteiward thou fiialt eat and • 
drink ? 9 Doth he thank that fervant 

becaufe he did the things that were com¬ 
manded him ! I trow not. 

10 So likewife ye, when ye fliall have . 
done all thofe things which are com¬ 
manded you,.fay, We are unprofitable fer- 
vants; we have done that which was 
our duty to do, ( and cannot profit God 
by our 4' oodnefs , or add to his foappi- 
nefs.) 

11 •}[ And it came to pafs, as he went to 
Jerufaleifl, that he patted through the 
the midft of Samaria and Galilee. 

12 And as h e entered into a certain vil¬ 
lage, there jnet him ten men that were 
lepers who flood afar off: 

13 And they lifted up their voices, 
andfaid, Jefus, Mailer, have mercy on us. 

14 And, when he faw them, he faid 
unto them, Go fliew yourfelves unto the. 
priefts. And it came to pafe, that, as 
they went, they were .cleanfed. 15 And 
one of them, when he faw that he was 
healed, turned back, and with a loud 
voice glorified God, 16 And fell dowriv 
on his face at his feet, giving him thanks; 
and he was a Samaritan. 

17 And Jefus anfwering,>faid, were 
there not ten cleanfed ? but where are 
•the nine ? i 9 There arc not found that 
returned to give glory to God, fave this 
ftranger. 19 And he faid unto him, A- 
rife, go thy way ; thy faith hath made 
thee whole. 

20 TJ And when he was demanded of 
the Pharifces when the kingdom of God 
fliould come, he anfwered them andfaid. 
The kingdom of God conicth not with 
outward pomp arid fliew. 21 Neither 
fhall they fay, Lo here, or, Lo there : 
for, behold, the kingdom of God is with¬ 
in you, ( in righ tc 0 ufiefs a n d pea eg, and 
joy in the Holy Spirit; and it is among you 
noni", but siot confined to any particular 
place , here or there .) 

22 And he faid unto the difeinlcs, Tpe 
days will come when ye ilia.ll defirc to fee 
one of the days of the Son of man (fvcb 
as ye no'iv fee in peace and plenty of means 
of grace,) and ye fhallnot fee it, 

2t And th^y ill ill faytoyou, See here; 
or, fi,e there; go not after them, nor 
follow them. 24 For its the lightning, 
that lightened) out of the one part under 
heaven, fliineth unto the oJicr part uu-* 
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tier heaven ; f o fl.all alfo the Son of man 
be in^his day (o/* fprcading tbe gojpel 
light through tbe world.) 35 But firft 

mt»ft he fuffer ( mqny things, and be re¬ 
jected of this'generation. 26 And as it 
was in the days of Noe, fo fhall it be al¬ 
io in the days of the Son of man. 27 They 
did eat, they drank, they married wives, 
they were given in marriage, until the t 
day that Noe entered iftto the ark and 
the flood came and deftroyed them all. 
2,8 Likewife nlfo, as it was 111 the days of 
Lot; they did eat, they drank, they 
bought, they fold, they planted, they 
builded: 29 But the fame day that 

Lot went out*of Sodom it rained fire 
and brimftone r from heaven, and def- 
troyed them all.. 30 Even thus fhall it 
be in the day when the Son of man is re¬ 
vealed (in the eflablifbment of Chrifli - 
anity by the dejlru Elion of the fewifb 
fate.) 31 In that day, he who fhall be 
upon the houle top, and his fluff in the 
boufe, let him not come down to take it 
away; and he that is in the field, let 
him likewife rot return back, ( but 
fee for his life ,) 32 Remember Lot’s 

wife. 33 -Whofcever fball feek to fave 
his life, (by adhering to tfre Jews, or for - 
faking the gojpel) fhall lofe it (and bap - 
pine]s\) but whoever fhall lofe his life 
(for tbe gofpeVs fake ,) fhall preferve it 
(to life eternal.) 

r 34 I tell you. In that-rright there fhall 
be two men in one bed ; the one (that 
is a Chri/lianJball beJaved from the de- 
fraction of Jerufalem, and in the day of 
judgment , and the other Jball be left to 
perijh) 35 Two wqmen fhall be grind- 
ing together; the one fhall be taken, 
and t! le other left. 

36 Two men fha.ll be In tbe field; the 
one fhall be taken and the other left. 

37 And they anfwered, and faid unto 
him. Where, Lord? And he faid unto 
therr, W’herefcever <the Body is,‘there 
will the eagles be gatheredtogether (per¬ 
dition will fei's.e tie wicked wherever. 
they are) 

C H A P. xvni. 

Of the imp ortunate widow. 

N D he fpake a parable unto them 
to this ehd, that men ought al¬ 
ways to pray, and not to faint-; 2 Say¬ 
ing, There w as in a city a judge who 
feared not God, neither regarded man: 
-3 And there was a widow in that city, 
and file came unto him, faying, Avenge 
me of mine adverfary. 4 And he would 
not for a while : but afterward he faid 
within himfelf. Though I fear not God, 
nor regard man ; 5 Yet became this 
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widow troubleth me I will avenge her, 
left by her continual coming flic weary 
me. , % 

6 And the Lord faid, Hear what the 
unjuft judge faith. 7 And fhall not 
God avenge his own elcCl, who cry day 
and night unto him, though he bear long 
with them ? 8 I tell you, that he wifi 

avenge them fpeedily. Neverthelcfs, 
tvhen the Soft -of man cometh, fhall he 
find faith on the earth? (Truth ajul 
faithfulnefs among men, and the power 
of godlincfs). 

9 And he fpake this parable.unto 
certain who trufted in themfelves that 
they were ijghteous, and defpifed others; 
10 Two men went up into the temple to 
pray ; the one a Pharifee, and the other 
a publican. 11 The Pharifee flood and 
prayed thus with himfelf, God, I thank 
thee that I am not as other men are, 
extortioners, unjuft, adulterers, or even 
as this publican. 12 I fall twice in the 
week, I give tithes of all that I pofTefs. 
13 And the publican, ftanding afar off, 
would not lift up fo much as his eyes un¬ 
to heaven, but fmote upon his bTcaft, 
faying, God be merciful to me a firmer. 

14 I tell you. This man went down to 
his houfe juftified rather than the olheT; 
for every one that exalteth himfelf (ball 
be abafed, and he that humbleth him- 
f^lf fhall be exalted. 

15 And they brought unto him alfo 
infants, that he would touch them. But 
when his difciples faw it they rebuked 
them. 16 But Jefus called them unto 
him, and faid, Suffer little children to 
come unto me, and forbid them not; ft r 
of fuch is the kingdom of God. 17 V eri- 
ly I fay unto you, Whofoevcr fliaJl not 
receive the kingdom of God (in a hum¬ 
ble , lowly manner) as a little child, fhall 
in no wife entex therein. ' 

r8 And a certain ruler afked him. 
faying. Good Matter, what shall 1 do to 
inherit eternal life ? 19 And Jefus faid 

unto him, Why called thou me good?— 
cone is good fave one, that is, God. 20 
Thou knoweft the commandments, Do 
not commit adultery. Do not kill. Do not 
tteal, Do not bear fa lie witnefs, Honour 
thy father and thy mother. 21 And he 
faid, All thefe have I kept from my 
youth up. 

12 Now, vvhen Jefus heard thefe 
things, he faid unto him, Yet lacked 
thou one thing; fell all that thou haft, 
and diftributc unto the poor, and theu 
fhalt bavc treafure in heaven; and come, 
follow n:e. 23 And when he heard 
this he was very forrov/ful; for he was. 
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very rich. 24 And when Jefus faw that 
he was very forrowful he faid, How hard¬ 
ly fliall they that have riches enter in¬ 
to the kingdom of God 15 For it is 
extremely difficult, and fcarcely pofliblc, 
for a rich man to enter into the kingdom 
of heaven. 26 And they that heard it 
fuiil, Who then can he laved ? 27 And 

I,; fuiil, The things which are impoflible 
with men are poflible with God. 

iS Then Peter faid, Lo, we have 
left all, and followed thee. 

29 And he faid unto them, Verily I 
fuy unto you, There is no man that hath 
I-ft houfe, or parents, or brethren, or 
wife, or children, for the kingdom of 
Clod's fake, 30 Who shall not receive 
manifold more {joy and comfort) in this 
prefent time, and in the world to Come 
life cverlading. 

31 Then he took ur.to him the 
twelve, and faid unto them, Behold, we 
go up to Jerufalem, and all things that 
are written by the prophets concerning 
the Son of man shall be accomplished, 
yi For he shall be delivered unto the 
Gentiles, and shall lie mocked, and fpite- 
fully entreated, and fpitted on, 33 And 
they shall feourge him, and put him to 
death ; and the third day hq shall rife a- 
gain. 

34 And they underftood none of thefe 
tilings; and this faying was hid from* 
them, neither knew they the things 
which were fpoken. 

35 IF And it came to pafs, that as he 
was come nigh unto Jericho, a certain 
blind man fat by the way-fide begging. 

3d And hearing the multitude by, 
he aikcd what it meant. 37 And they 
told him, That [e.fus of Nazareth pafleth 
by. 3S And he cried, faying, Jefus, 
thou fon of David, have mercy on me. 

39 And they who went before re¬ 
buked him, that he fliould hold his 
peace ; but he cried fd much the more, 
Thou fon of David, have mercy on 
me. / 

40 And Jefus flood, and commanded 
him to be brought unto him. And when 
lie was conic near he afked him, 41 
Saying, What wilt thou that I lliall do 
unto thee? And he faid, Lord, that I 
may receive my fig lit. 41 And Jefus 
laid unto him, Receive thy fight-; thy 
iaith hath faved the?. 43 And imnie-- 
diately he received his fight,-and follow¬ 
ed him, glorifying God ; and all the. 
people, when they law it, gave praife 
unto Cod.

Chnp. XIX. 

CHAP. XIX. 

Of Zaccbeus tbc publican. 

N D Jefus entered and pafJVd»thro’ 
Jericho. 2 And, behold, there 
was a man named Zaccbeus, who was 
the chief among the publicans, and he 
was rich. 3 And he fought to fee Je¬ 
fus who he v/as; and could not for the 
profs, hecaufe lie v/as little of ftature- 
4. And he ran before, and climbed by in¬ 
to a fyc a more-tree to fee him ; for he 
was to pals that way. 5 And when Je-' 
fus came to the place lie looked up, find 
faw him, and laid unto hini, Zaccbeus, 
make liafte, and come down ; for to-day 
I mufl abide at thy houfe. 6 And he 
made hafle, and came down, and receiv¬ 
ed him joyfully. 

7 And when they faw it they all 
murmured, faying, That he was gone to 
be gueft with a man that is\a finner. 

8 And Zaccbeus stood, and faid unto 
the Lord, Behold, Lord, the half of my 
goods I give to the poor ; and if I have 
taken any tiling from any man by falfe 
accufation, I reflore him four-fold. 

9 And Jefus faid unto him. This day 

is falvation cpme to this houfe, foraf- 
much as lie alfo is a fon < of Abraham, 
{both naturally and fpirilually). 10 

For the Son of man is conie^to feek and 
to fave that which was loft. 

M TJ And, as they heard thefe things, 
he added, and fpake a parable, becaufe 
he. was nigh to Jerufalem, and becaufe 
they thought that the kingdom of God 
fliould immediately appear. 

iz,He faid, therefore, A certain noble¬ 
man went into a far country to receive 
for himfelf i kingdom, and to return. 
(See Matth . xxv. 14. Cbrijl afeended to 
heaven to pojfcfs hi: mediatorial king¬ 
dom, and to return to judge the world). 
13 And' he called his ten fervants, and 
delivered them teij.,pounds, and faid un¬ 
to them, Occupy till I - omc. 14 But 
his citizens hated him, and lent a mef- 
fage after him, faying, We .will not have 
this man to reign over us. 

15 And it came to pafs, that when lie 
was returned, having received the king¬ 
dom, then he commanded thefe fervants 
to be called unto him to whom h# had 
given the money, that he might know 
how much every man had guiped by 
trading. 16 Then came the firft, faying, 
Lord, thy pound hath gained ten pdbnds. 
17 And he faid unto him, Well, thou 
good fervai.t; becaufe thou haft been 
faithful iu a very little, have thou autho- 
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rity over ten cities. 18 And the fecond 
came, faying, Lord, thy pound hath gain- 

f five pounds, ip Ana he faid likewife 
him, Be thou alfo over five cities, 
eo And another came, faying. Lord, bg- 
hold, here is thy pound, which I have 
kept laid up in a napkin:' \2i For I 
feared thee, becaufe thou art an auftere 
man-; thou takeft up* that thou laideft 
not down, and reapeft that thou didft not 
low. 22 And he faith unto him, Out of 
thiirc'bwn mouth wHll I judge thee, thou 
wicked fervant. Thou kneweft that I 
Was an auftere man, taking up t|>at I laid 
riot dawn, and reaping that I did not fow : 
23 Wherefore then gave'ft not thou my 
money into the bank^ that at my coming 
I might have required mine own with 
ufury ? (It is not enough not to fpend 
it iU y or not lofe ity but it mujl not be 
kept ttfe leftl)\ but fpejit in pious or cha¬ 
ritable ahions). 24 And he faid unto 
them that flood by, Take from him the 
pound, and give it to him that hath tea 
. pounds. ■ 25 ("And they laid unto him, 
Lord, he hath ten pounds.) , 

26 For I fay unto you. That unto e- 
very one who impiotreth what he hath 
inore fhall be given \ and from him who 
iraproveth-pot what he hath, even what 
he hath fhall be taken away from him. 27 
But tlioff mine enemies (the Jews') who 
would not that I fhould reign over them, 
bring hither, and flay them before me, 
(and dejfroy their nation). # 

28 And when he had thus fpoken 
lie went before, afeending up to Jerufa- 
lem. 

29 And it came to pafc, when he 
tvats come nigh to Betbphage and Be¬ 
thany, at the mount caHe'd the Mount 
of Olives, he fent two of his difciples, 30 
Saying, Go ye into the village over a- 
gainft you : in the which, at your enter r 
ing, ye fhall find a colt tiedj whereon 
yet never man fat; Ipofe him, and bring 
him hither. 31. And if any man afle 
you, Wfiy do ye loofe him ? Thus shall 
ye fay unto him, Becaufe the Lord hath 
need of him. 

32 And they that were fent went.^ 
their way, and found even as he had faid 
unto them. 33 And, as they were lcof- 
ing the colt; the owners thereof faud un¬ 
to them. Why loofe yc the colt ?.* 34 
And they faid. The Lord hath need of 

him. ‘ 

35 And they brought him to Jefus ; 
and they caft their garments upon the 
colt, and they fet Jefus thereon. 3<LAnd, 
as he went,^they fpread their clothes in 


the way, (for royal tapejlry ). 

37 And when he was come nigh, even 
now at the defeent of the mount of CL 
lives, the whole multitude of the difci¬ 
ples began to Fcjoico and praife God 
with a loud voice, f>r all the mighty 
works that - they lufd ft.en ; 33 Saying, 

Blefled be the King (of Zion ) that* 
Cometh in the name of the Lord ; peace 
in heaven, (commrmiun of angels with 
faints), and glory in the lugheft. 

39 Anil fume of the Phaijfces from n- 
mong the multitude faid unto him, M.li¬ 
ter, rebuke thy difciples, 40 And lie 
anfweretl, and faid unto them, I tell ymi, 
That if thefe should hold their peace, 
the ftones would immediately cry om, 
(rather than Cbrifl fljouhl not be prail¬ 
ed, as the rocks rent when he zoas on 
the crofs ). 

41 1. And when he was comq near 
he beheld the city, aud wept over it. 42 
Saying, If thou had known, even tlimi, 
at leaft id this thy day, the things Which 
belong unto thy peace! but now they 
are' hid from thine eyes, (thy time of 
trial ispajl. HeK xii. 17 ) 43 For the 

days fhall come upon thee, that thine e- 
nemics fhall caft a trench about thee, and 
compafs thee round, and keep thee in cm 
every fide, 44 And fliall lay thee even 
with the ground, and thy children with¬ 
in thee; and they fhall not leave in thee 
one ftone upon another: becaufe thou 
didft not improve the time of thy vifiu- 
tion. 

‘ 45 And he went into the tempi*’, 
and began to caft out them that fold 
therein, and them that bought; 4^Say¬ 
ing unto them. It is written, My houle is 
the houfe of prayer ; but ye have made 
it a den of thieves. 

47 And he taught daily in the tem¬ 
ple. But the chief priefts. and the ferihes, 
and the chief qf the people, fought to de¬ 
stroy him ; 48 And could not find what 
they might do; for all the people 
were very attentive to hear him. 

CHAP. XX. 

Chfift avail eh eth his authority. 

N D, it came to pafs, that on one 
of thofe days, as he taught the peo¬ 
ple in the temple, anil preached the gol- 
pel, tjie chief priefts and the feribes came 
upon him, with the elders, 2 And fpake 
unto him, faying. Tell us. By what au¬ 
thority dbeft thou thefe things ? or who 
is he that g^ye thee.this authority ? * 3 
And he anlwered r and faid unto them, I 
will alfo alk you one thing ; arid anfwcr 
me ; 4 The baptifm of JohD, was it 
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from hrarcn, or of rr.cn ? 5 And they 

reaio-.i'-d with themfelves, faying, If we 
ftcill fay, From heaven ? Jic will fay, 
V.'ljv Hun believed yc him not > 6 But, 

ami if we fay. Of men ; all the peopje 
v. ; !I rhu.e us; 1*>r they be perl'uaded that 
John was a prophet. 7 And they nn- 
i .vtred, That they could rf&t tell whence 
it was. S And Jefus faid unto them, 
Neither tell 1 you by what authority I 
liu thtlV things. 

9 'If Then began lie to fpealc to the 
people this parable ; A certain man 
planted a vineyard, and let it forth to 
k iiban-Jmen, and went into a far coun¬ 
try for a long time. {Sec Matth.xxi. 33!) 
to And at the feu Ion lie fent a fervvint 
to Or- l.ulbandmcn, that they, iliould 
give him of’ the fruit of the vineyard; 
1)ut the hulbamlinen beat him, and fent 
him away empty. 11 And. again he 
lent another fervant; and they beat him 
a! lb, and entreated him flu ruefully, and 
bait him away empty. 12 And again 
he lent a third ; and they wounded him 
tilfo, and call him out. 

ty Then faid the lord of the vineyard, 
What fliall 1 do ? I will fend my beloved 
fon ; it may be they will reverence him 
when they fee him. 14 But when the 
lnifliiindmcn faw him they reafoned a- 
rnong themfelves, faying. This is the 
heir; come,let u* kill him, that the-in¬ 
heritance may be be our’s. 15 So they 
oft him out ol the vineyard, and killed 
him. What, therefore, fliall the lord of 
the vineyard do unto them? 1 6 lie 
fliall come and ddtroy the hulbandinen, 
and ilia!) give the vineyard to others. 
And, when they heard it, they faid, God 
forbid. 

17 And he beheld them, and faid, 
What is this then that is written, The 
flonc which the builders rcjc<5ted, the 
fame is become the head of the corner * 
i 3 Whomever dull fall upon that Hone 
Hull be broken ; hut on whomfoever 
it fliall fall, it will grind him to pow¬ 
der. 

19 TJ And the chief priefts and the 
bribes the fame hour fought to lay 
hands on him ; and they feared the peo¬ 
ple ; for they perceived that he had fpo- 
keu this parable again!*: them. 

20 And they watched him, and fent 
forth I pies, who fliould feign themfelves 
juft men, that they might take hold of 
his words, that fo they might deliver 
him unto the power and authority of the 
governor. 

21 And they alkcd him, faying, Maf- 
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ter, we know that thou fayed and teach- 
eft rightly, neither accepted: thuir the 
perfon of any, but teacheft thasway .of 
God truly; 22 Is it lawful for us to 
give triliu*^ unto Ccf.u, or no ) 

23 But he percievc 1 their craftinefs, 
and laid unto them, Why tempt ye me ? 
24 Shew mo a penny. Whole image 
and fuperlVription hath it ? They an- 
five red, and laid, Cc far’s. 25 And lie 
faid unto them, Render, therefore, unto 
CcTnr the things which be Cefai’s, and 
unto God the things which be God’s. 

2 6 And they could not take hold of 
Ills words before the people : and they 
marvelled at his anfwer, and held then- 
peace. 

27 Then came to him certain of 

the Sadducees, who deny that there is a- 
ny refurrection, and they asked liirft, 
{Sec Mattb. Kxii. 23.) 28 Saying, 

.Mailer, Moles wrote unto us, If any 
man’s brother die, having a wife, and he 
die without children, that his brother 
fliould take his wife, and raife up feed 
unto his brother. 29 There were, there¬ 
fore, feven biethren : and the fir.t took 
a wife, and died without children. 30 
And the lecond took her to wife, ami he 
died childlefs. 31 And the third took 
her ; and in like manner the feven alfo ; 
and they left no children, and died. 32 
Laft of all the woman died alfo. 33 
Therefore, in the rcfurre< 5 tion, whole 
wife of them is the ? for feven had her to 
wife. 

34 And Jefus anfwering, faid unto 
them’, The children of this world marry, 
and are given in marriage; 35 But they 
who shall be accounted worthy to obtain 
that {ba{*py) world, and the ( blejfcd) 
refurrerflion from the dead, neither mar¬ 
ry nor are given in marriage ; 3b Nei¬ 
ther can they die" anymore; for they 
are equal r.rito the angels; and arc the 
children of God, ( Horn. via. 33. /vf- 
mortady and completely; their adoption 
being perfected by the regeneration of 
their body). 37 Now that the dead are 
raife l, even Molts flic wed at the both, 
when he calleth jthc Lord the God of 
Abraham, and the God of Ifaac, anc| the. 
God of Jacob. 33 For he is not a God 
of the dg.id, but of the living ; for all 
{his people ) live unto him, {have him 
for a complete, all-fujjicicnt, goyd being, 
p c rfeH ly happy ). 

39Then certain of the feribes, anfwer¬ 
ing, faid, Mailer, thou halt well laid. 
40 Aqd after that they durll not alii 
him any quo (lion It all. 
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41 And he faid onto them, How 
fay they that Chrift is David’s fon f 42 
And David birofclf faith in the book of 
Pfalms, The Lord faid unto my Lord, 
Sit thou on my right hnnd, v 43 Till I 
make thine enemies thy footflool. 44 
David, therefore,caUeth him Lord, (as 
beiHg the MeJJiah , the Son of God), how 
is he then his fon ? (as the Son of man)* 

45 IF Then, in the audience of all 
the people, he faid unto his difciples, 46 
Beware bf the fcribes, who defire to 
walk in long robes, and love greetings in 
the markets, and the hlgheft feats in the 
fynagogues, and the chief room at feafts; 
47 Who devour widow’s livings, (for 
•which they are truflees), and for a fhew 
(of religion) make long prayers; the 
fame fliaJl receive greater damnation. 
CHAP. XXI. 

Clrif commenAeth the poor widow. 

AND he looked up, and faw the 
JTL rich men rafting their gifts into 
the jreafury. 2 And be faw alfo a cer¬ 
tain pGor widow carting in thither two 
mit^s. 3 And he faid, Of a truth I fay 
unto you. That this poor widow h^th 
can in more than they all; 4 For all 

tl/efe have of their abundance caft in un¬ 
to the offerings of God ; but Ibe of her 
penury bath cast in all the living that 
ihe had. 

5 And as forae fpakc of the temple, 
how it was adorned with goodly stones 
and gifts, he faid, (See Matth. rxiv.) 6 
As for thefe things which ye behold, the 
days will come, in the which there ftiall 
not be left one stone upon another that 
ftiall not be thrown down. 

7 And they alkcd him,faying, Master, 
but when fliall thefe things be ? and 
what fign will there be when thefe 
things shall come to pafs ? 

8 And % he faid, Take heed that ye 

be not deceived; for many ftiall come 
in tny name, faying, I am Christ; and 
the time dfaweth rear; go ye not, there¬ 
fore, after them. 9 But when ye fliall 
hear of wilts and commotions be not ter¬ 
rified ; for thefe things muft firft come 
to paGs, blit the end is not by and by. 
10 Then faid he* unto them, Nation 
ftiall rife againft nttion, and kingdom 
againft kingdom ; 11 And great earth¬ 

quakes fliall hr in diverfe places, and fa¬ 
mines, and peftilences; and fearful fights 
and great figns fliall there be from hea¬ 
ven (before the deflrublion ofjerufalem). 
12 But before all thefe they shall lay tbeir 
hands on you, and perfecute you, deliver- 
ihgyou up to the fynagogues, and into pri- 


fons, Teing brought before kings and 
rulers for my name’s fake, 13 Am) it 
fliall turn to you for a teflimony. fro the 
truth). 14 Settle it, therefore, in your 
hearts, not to meditate before what ye 
fliall artfwer; 15 For I will give you a 

mouth and wiflionrv which all your ad- 
verfaries fliall not be able to gairifay nor 
refift. 

i 5 And ye fliall be betrayed b.otli by 
parents, and brethren, and kinsfclks, and 
friends; and fame of you shall they caufe 
to be put to death. 17 And ye fliall be 
hated of all men for my name’s fake. 
18 But there fliall not an hair of your 
head penlh, (ye JlaLl either fuffer no 
lofe, or your lofes flail he doubly repay - 
ed, like Job's , xlii.) 19 In your patience 
pofiefs ye your fouls- 

20 And when ye fliall fee Jerufalem 
comparted with armies, then know that 
the defolation thereof is nigh, at Then 
let them w ho are in Judea flee to the 
' mountains ; and let them who are in the 
midft of it depart out ; and let not them 
that are in the countries enter thereinto. 
22 For thefe be the days of vengcantc, 
that all things which are written may 
be fulfilled. 23 But woe unto them 
that are with child, and to them that 
give fuck, in thofe days ! for there fliall 
be great diftrefs in the land, and wrath 
upon this people. 24 And they fliall 
fall by the edge of the ftvord, rod fliall 
be led away captive into all nations; and 
Jerufalem fliall be trodden down of the 
Gentiles, until the times (for the call- 
ing) of the Gentiles (nitd the convetfiui 
~ of the Jews) be fulfilled. 

25 And there fliall be figns in the 
fun, vand in the moon, and in the flars; 
and upon the earth diflrefs of nations, 
with perplexity ; the fea and the waves 
roaring (beftre the dcfir ubUort of Jcru- 
falem) ; 2 6 Men’s heart's failing them 

for fear, and for looking after thofe things 
which are coming on the earth ; for the 
powers of heaven fliall be lhaken— -(All 
the lights and power and glory-of the 
JewiJb city , and temple , end church and 
state Jball be darkened, andflatten and 
fall; as thofe of all nations flail he at 
Christ's lajl coming to judgment). 27 
And then fliall they fee the Son oi man 
coming in a cloud with power and great 
glory. 28 And when thefe things begin 
to come to pal's, then look up, and lift up 
your heads, fgryour redemption draweth 
nigh. 

29 And he fpake to them a parable. 
Eehold the fig tree, and all the trees; 30 
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When they now (hot forth, ye fee and 
know of your own fclves that fummer is 
now nigh at hand. 31 80 likcwife ye, 
when ye fee thefe things come to pafs^ 
know ye that the kingdom of God is 
ni'^U at hand. 32 Verily I fay unto you, 
this generation fliall not pafs away till 
alI (concerning the dcJlrvElion of Jeru- 
fulcm) be fulfilled. 33 Heaven and 
earth fliull pafs away ; but my words 
fliall not pafs away, 

V| 1 i And take heed to yourfelvcs, 
left at Any tune your hearts be overchar¬ 
ged with furfeiting, and drunkennefs,and 
r .ires of this life, and fo tliatday come u- 
pon you unawares. 35^'or as a fnarefr/n- 
tnu.ires) fliall jt come on all them that 
dw.:ll on the face of the whole land. 

36 Watch ye, therefore, and pray al¬ 
ways, that ye may be accounted worthy 
to efcape all thefe things that fliall come 
to pafs, and to Hand before the Son of 
man. 

37 And in the day time he wa 3 teach¬ 
ing in the Vemple ; and at night he went 
out and abode in the mount that is call¬ 
ed the mount of Olives. 

38 And all the people came early in 
the morning to him in the temple for to 
hear him. 

CHAP. XXII. 

The Jews confpire againjl Chriji. 

N OW the feafl of unleavened bread, 
which is called the Pa Hover, drewr 
nigh. 2 And the chief prielts and feribes 
fought how they might kill him; but 
they feared the people 

3 TJThen entered Satan into Judas, fir- 
mum*:! Ifcanot, being of the number of 
the twelve. 4 And lie went his way, and 
communed with the chief priefts and cap¬ 
tains, how he might betray him unto 
them. 5 And they were gladj and co¬ 
venanted to give hi in money. 6 And 
he pro mi fed and fought an oppoitunity 
to betray him unto tluun in the abfence 
of lliu multitude. 

7 Then came the day of unleaven¬ 
ed bread, when the Pullover in lilt be kil¬ 
led. 8 And he fent Peter and Joho, 
faying. Go and prepare for us the Pitflb- 
ver, ih.it we may eat it. 9 And they 
find unto him. Where wilt thou that we 
prepare it ! 10 And he faid unto them, 

Behold, when ye arc entered into the ci¬ 
ty, there fliall a man meet you bearing a 
pirchcr of water; follow him into the 
boufc where lie enleretli in. n And 
ye llntlUoy unto the goodmrm of the 
houlc, 1 he Mafter faith uuto thee, 
Where is the gun ft-chain her, where I 
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fliall eat the Paflbver with my difciples? 

j % And he fliall (hew you a large up¬ 
per room furnifhed : there make ready. 

13 And they went, and found as he 
had faid unto them ; and they made rea¬ 
dy the Pullover. 

14 And when the hour was come he fat 
down, and the twelve apoftles withhim. 

13 And he faid ,unto them, I have 
greatly defired to eat this Pullover with 
you before I fuffer. 16 For I fay unto 
you, I will not any more eat thereof, un¬ 
til ( the Pajfover and all the types, rites, 
and ceremonies ) be fulfilled in the king¬ 
dom of God, (fuperfeding them)* 

17 And he took the cup, and gave 
thanks, and faid. Take this and divide it 
among yourfelves; 18 For I fay unto 

you, l will not drink of the fruit of the 
vine, (the joys it reprefetits') until the 
kingdom of God fliall come. 

19^ And he took bread, and gave 
thanks, and brake it, and gave untatnem 
faying, this is my body which is given 
for you : .this do in remembrance of me. 

10 Likevvife alfothe cup alter fupper, 
faying, This cup ( ratifies ) the new te(la¬ 
ment in my blood (‘which it rtprefents.) 
which is flied for you. 

aifl But, behold the hand of him th&t 
betrayeth me is with me on the table. 
2 * And truly the Son of man goeth, as 
it was determined ; but woe unto that 
man by whom he is betrayed I 

23 And they began to enquire among 
theinfclvcs who of them it was that 
fliould do this thing. 

H And there was alfo ft ft rife a- 
mong them, who of them fliould be ac¬ 
counted the greatefl. 

25 And he faid unto them, The kings 
of the GentileS cxercifc lordfliip over 
them ; and they that exercife authority 
upon them are called Benefactors (6y 
their flatterers). ' 26 But ye (hall not 
be fo ; but he that is greateft among you 
let him be as the younger; and he that 
is chief, as he that doth ferve. 37 For 
whether is greater, he that fitteth at meat 
or. he that ferveth ? is not he that fitteth 
at incat > but I am among you as he that 
ferveth. 28 Ye are they who have 
continued with me in my temptations: 
29 And I appoint unto you a kingdom, 
as my father hath appointed unto me; 30 
That yc’niay eat and drink at my table, 
(feafl on fulnefs of joys,) in my k ing¬ 
dom, and fit on thrones judging (denoun¬ 
cing a jujl doom on the twelve tribes of 
lfrael ), 

3 J •[[ And the Lord faid, Simon, Simoc, 
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behold Satan hath defired to Have yon, 
that he may fift you as wheat; 31 But 

I have prayed for thee that thy faith fail 
not; and when/ thou art converted 
ftrengthen thy brethren* 

33 And he faid unto him, Lord I am 
ready to go with thee, both into prifon 
and to death. 

34 And he faid, I tell thee, Peter, the 
cock ftiall Dot crow this day before that 
thou fhalt thrice deny that thou know- 
eft me> 35 Aid he faid unto, them, 
When I fent you without purfe, And 
ferip and fkoes, lacked ye any thing ? 
And they faid, Nothing. 

36 Then faid he unto them, (but now 
the times grow worfp) he that hatji a 
purfe let him take it, and likewife his 
knapfack; aud he that hath no fword 
let him fell his garment and buy one ( to 
defend him from robbers'). 37 For I fay 
unto you, That this that is written rauft 
yet be accompliflied in me, And he was 
reckoned among the tranfgreflors ; - for 
the things (fpoken) concerning me have 
ad end, {being fulfilled ). 

38 And they faid, Lord, behold here 
are two fwords. And he faid unto them, 
It is enough*. 

39 f And he came out and went, as 
he was wont, unto the mount of Olives, 
and his difciples alfo followed him.. 

40 And when he was M the place, he 
faid unto them, Pray that ye enter not 
into temptation. 

41 And he wa&'withdrawn from them 
about a ftone’s call, and kneeled down 
and prayed,- ,4a Saying, Father, if thou 
be willing remove this cup from me : ne- 
verthclefs, not my will,but thine, be done. 

43 And there appeared unte him an 
angel from heaven ftrengthening him. 
44 And being in an agony, he prayed 
more earneftjy ; and his fweat was as it 
were great drops of blood falling down 
to the ground. • 

45 And when he rofe up from prayer, 
and was come to his difeipks, he .found 
them fleeping for forrow, 46 And faid 
■unto them, Why fleep ye ? rife and pray, 
left ye enter into temptation. 

47 T[ A.nd while he ytt fpake, behold, 
a multitude, apd ,he that w as called Ju- 
,da$, one of the twelve, went before them, 
and drew, near unto. Jefus to kifs him. 48 
But Jefus faid unto him, Judas, betray- 
eft thou the Son of man with a kifs ? 

49 When they who were about hiln 
Taw what would follow, they faid unto 
him, Lord, fhalL we finite with the 
fword ? 
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50^ And one of them fmote aji rvant of 
the high pried, and cut ofl'his right ear. 

51 And Jefus anfwered and laid. Suf¬ 
fer ye thus faf. And he touched Ills ear, 
and healed him. 

52 Then Jefus faid unto the chief 
priefts and captains oF the temple, and 
the elders which were come to him, Be 
ye cbme out; as againft a thief, with 
fwords and ftaves ? 53 When I was dai¬ 
ly with you in the temple ye ftretched 
forth no hands againd me: but this is 
your hour, and (the hour of Satan) the 
power of darknefs (to triumph over 
me)* 

54 Then took they him, and led 
him, and brought him into the high 
prieft*s lioufe. and Peter followed afar 
•off. 55 And when they had kindled a 
fire in the midft of the hall, and were fet 
down together, Peter fat down among 
them. 5 6 But a certain maid beheld 
him as he fat by the tire, and earneftly 
looked upon hint, and faid. This man was 
alfo with him. 57 And he denied him, 
faying, Woman, I know him not. 

58 And after a little tyhile another 
faw him, and faid, Thou art alfo of 
them, and Peter faid, Man, I am not. 

59 And about the lpace of one-hour 
after, another confidently affirmed, fay¬ 
ing, Of-a truth thifc fellow alfo was with 
him $ for he is a Galilean. And Pe¬ 
ter faid, Man, I know not what thou 
fayeft. and immediately, while he yet 
fpake, the cock crew. 

6 1 And' the Lord turned and looked 
upon Peter, and Peter remembered the 
word of the I.ord, how he bad faid unto 
hifti. Before the cock crow thou fhalt de¬ 
ny me thrice 62 And Peter went out, 
and wept bitterly. 

63^ And the men th at held 1 Jefus.m cok¬ 
ed him and fmote him. 6 4 And when 
they had blindfolded him they (truck 
him on the face, and alkcd him, faying, 
Prophefy, who is it that fmote thee ? 63 
And many other things blafphcinoufly 
fpake they againft him. 

. 66 And, as foon as it was day, the 
elders of the people, and the chief piiells, 
and the feribes came together, and led 
him into their council, 67 Saying, Art 
thou the Chrift ? tell us. And he laid 
unto them, If I tell you, ye will not be¬ 
lieve. 68 And if I alfo alk (your cb- 
jeblMis), ye will not an fiver me, nor 
let me go. 69 Hereafter IhaH the Sou 
of man fit on the right hand of (the poii- 
er) of God. 

70 Then faid they all, Art tlicu then 
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th.» S'*:i of God ? And he faid unto them, 
Ye lay that I am. 71 And they faid, 
What nee.I wc any farther witncls? for 
we ourfelves ‘have heard of his own 
mouth-

Jefus accufed before Pilate. 

NI) the whole multitude of them a- 
lofo, and led him unto Pilate, z 
And they began to accufe him, faying, 
We found this fellow perverting the na¬ 
tion, and forbidding to give tribute to 
GVfar, faying, That he bimfclf is Chrift a 
king. 

3 And Pilate alked him, faying,- Art 
• huu the Ijing of the Jews ? and he an- 
fiverct) him, and faid, Thou Cayelt it. 4 
Then faid Pilate to the chief priefts and 
to the people, I find no fault in this man. 

5 And they ivere the more fierce, fay¬ 
ing, He ftirrclh up the people, teaching 
throughout all JeWry, beginning from 
G.iliJre to this place. 

6 When Pilate heard of Galilee, he 
alk.’d whether the man were a Galilean? 

7 Ami as fooq as lie knew that he be¬ 
longed unto Herod’s juril’dirflion, he fent 
him to Herod, who himlclf alfo was at 
Jerufaleni at that time. 

S And when Herod faw Jcfus, he was' 
exceeding glad ; for he was defirous to 
fee him oi a long feafon, becaufe he had 
heard many things of him, and he hoped 

10 have feen fume miracle done by hint. 

9 Then hequeftioned with him in many 
words; but heanfwcred him nothing. 

10 And. the chief priefts and feribes 
Hood and vehemently accufed him. u 

Herod with his men of y/ar lei him 
at nought, and mocked him, and arrayed 
him in a gorgeous robe, and fent him a- 
g iin to Pilate. 

t 2 Anti the fame day Pilate and He- 
lod were nude friends together; for be- 
lore they were at emnity between them- 

klves. 

1 .1 ^| r And } date, when he had called

Jefus, fuakc ajjain to them. 2t But 
they cried, faying, Crucify him, crucify 
him. 22 And he f;dd unto them the 
the third time, Why ? what evilhath he 
done ? I have found no caule of death in 
him ; I will therefore chaftife him, and 
let him go. 23 And they, were iuftant 
with loud voices, requiring that lie 
might be crucified: and the voices of 
them and of the chief priefts prevailed. 

24 And Pilate gave- fentcnco, that it 
fliould be as they required. 25 And he 
releafed unto them him that forfedition 
and murder was call into prifon, whom 
they had defired ; but lie delivered Jefus 
to their will.

41 And we indeed juftly ; for we re¬ 
ceive the dne reward of our deeds:;,but 
this man hath done fiothing a ini ft. 43 
And he faid unto Jefus, Lord, remember 
me when thou comeft into thy kingdom. 

43 And Jefus faid unto him. Verily I 
fay upto thee. To-day flialt thou be with 
me {thy foul with mine ) in paradife. 

44 TJ And it was aboht the fixth hour, 

and there was darkncfs over ail the earth 
until the ninth hour.

ChriJVs reftirreftion declared. 

N OW, upon the firft day of the week, 
very early in the morning, they 
came untp tuc fepulchre, bringing the 


fpices which they had prepared, and cer¬ 
tain others with them. 2 And they 
found the /lone rolled aiVay from the fe- 
pulchre. 3 And they entered in, and 
found not the body of the Lord Jefus. 

4 And it caibe to pafs, as they were 
much perplexed thereabout, behold, two 
men flood .by them in thining garments. 
And as they were afraid, and bowed 
own their faces to the earth, they faid 
unto them, Why feek ye the living a- 
mong the 'dead ? 6 He isnot here, but 

is rifen : remember how he fpake unto 
you when he was yet in Galilee, 7 Say¬ 
ing, The Son of man muft be delivered 
into the hands of finful men,,and be cru¬ 
cified, and the third day fife again. 

8 And they remembered his words; 
9 A»d returned from the fepulchre, and 
told all, thefe things unto the eleven, 
and to all the reft. 

Io It was Mary Magdalene, and Joan¬ 
na, and Mary the mother of James, and 
othei women that were with them, who 
told thefe things unto the apoftles. ir 
And their words feemed to them as idle 
tales, and they believed them not. 

1 2 Then arofe Peter, and ran unto the 
fepulchre, and /looping down he beheld 
the linen clothes laid by themfelves, iind i 
departed, wondering in him felt at that 
which was come to pafs. 

13 IT And behold, two ofTheiu went 
that fame day to a village called Em - 
maus,-which was from Jerufalem about 
threqfcore forlongs. 14 And they talk¬ 
ed together of all the things wliichdiad 
happened. 

15 And, it came to pafs, that, while 
they coipmuned together, and reafoned, 
Jelus himfelf drew nigh, and went with 
them. 16 But their eyes were holden, 
that they fiiould not know him. 17. 
And he faid unto them. What manner of 
communications are thefe that ye have 
one 4 o another, .as ye walk, and are fad? 
18 And the ope of themy whole name 
was Cleophas, anfwering, faid unto him. 
Art thou only a 1..anger in Jerufalem, 
and haft not known the things which 
are come to pafs there in thefe days? 19 
And he faid unto them, What things ? 
And they faid unto him, Concerning Je¬ 
fus of Nazareth, who was a prophet 
mighty in deed and word before God, 
and all the people : 20 And how the 

chief priefts and our rulers delivered him 
to be condemned to death, and have cru¬ 
cified him. . 21 But we trufted that it 
had been he who fhould have redeemed 
Ill'tic 1 ; and, hefidc all this, to-day is the 
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third clay fince thefe tilings were done. 
72 Yea, and certain women alfo of our 
comp :.uy made us aftonilhed, who were 
curly -i the fepulchre : 23 And, when 

they round nnt his body, they •. ame, fay¬ 
ing, That they h,ul alfo feen a vifion of 
angels, who laid that he was alive. 24 
And ccir.ain of'them who were with us 
vent 11 the lipuldire, and' found it even 
fo as the women had laid; but him they 
law not. 

25 Then he fa id unto therri, O incon- 
fiderate, and ilow of heart to believe all 
that the piophcts have fpoken ! 26 

Ought not Clin ft to have fuftered thefe 
things, and to enter into his glory ? 

27 And beginning at Moles and all 
the prophets, be expounded unto them 
in alj the feripturcs the thingsconcerning 
Jiinnfdf. 

23 And they drew nigh unto the vil¬ 
lage whither they went ; and he made 
ns though lie would have gone farther. 
29 but they con drained him, faying, A- 
lude with us; for it is toward evening, 
:uid the day is far (pent. And he went 
in to tarry with them. 

30 And it tame to pafs, as he fat at 
meat with them, he took bread, and blef- 
fecl it, and brake., and gave to tl\em. , 31 
And their eyes were opened, and they 
Jen ew him^and he vunifhed outofthejr 
fight. 32 And they fa id one to ano¬ 
ther, Did not our heart burq within us 
while he ^lked with us by the way, 
ami* while lie opened to us the ferip- 
turcs? 

33 Ami they rofe up the fame hour, 
and returned to Jerulalem, and found 
the eleven gathered together, and them 
that were with them, 34 Saying, The 
Lord is rile 11 indeed, and hath appeal¬ 
ed to Simon. 35 And they told what 
things were done in the way, and how 
iie was known of thc*m in breaking of 
bread. 

36 TJ And as they thus fpakc, Jefus 
Juiiiiclf flood in the midft of them, and 
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faith unto them, Peace be unto you. 37 
But they were terrified and affrighted, 
and fuppofed that they had feen a fpirit. 
3 ® An ‘ ! he faid unto them, Whv are ye 
troubled ? and why do fuch thoughts a- 
rife in your hearts ? 39 behold my 

hands Lind my feet, that it 1 -- 1 rnyfjlf. 
Handle me, and fee : ior a fpirit hath 
not Belli and bones, as ye fee me have. 
40 A nd, when he had 1 bus fpoken, he 
fliewed them his hands and his feet. 

41 And while they yet believed not 
for joy, and wondered, he faid ^ntn 
them, Have ye here any meat? 41 And 
they gave him a piece of a broiled filb, 
and of an honey comb. 43 And he took 
it, and did eat before them. 44 And lie 
faid unto them, Thefe are the words 
which 1 fpake unto you, while I was yet 
with you, that all things mult be fulfill¬ 
ed. which were written in the law of 
Moles, atid in the prophets, and in the 
Pfalnis, concerning me. 

45 1 hen opened he their umlerfland- 
mg, that they might underftand the 
fcripturcs, 46 And faid unto them. 
Thus it is written, and thus it behoved 
Cbrill to fufl'er, and to rife from the dead 
the third clay : 47 And that'repentance 

and rcmillion of fins fiiould lie preached 
in his name among all nations, beginning 
at Jerulalem. 48 And ye are witnefles 
of thefe things. 49 And, behold, I fend 
the Spirit proinifed by my Father upon 
you. But tarry ye in the city of Jdrufa- 
lem, until ye be endued with the power 
thereof from on high. * 

50 And he led them out as far as 
to Bethany ; and he lifted up his hands, 
and bleired them. 

51 And it came to pafs, while he Hlef- 
fed them, lie was pitted from them, and 
carried up into heaven. 52 And they 
worfliipped him, and returned to Jerufa- 
lem with great joy. 53 And were con¬ 
tinually in the temple, praifing and blef- 
fing God.—Amen.

"’HERE was a man of the -/Pharifees 
named Nicodemus, a ruler of the 
Jews.

thouf art a teacher come from God ; fbr. 
cowman can do thefe miracles that thou 
doeft except God be with him, 3 Jefus 
anfwered. and faid unto him, Verily, 
verily, I fay unto thee. Except a man be 
born again, he cannot fee the kingdom of 
God. 

4 Nicodemus faith unto him. How 
can a man he bom when he is old ? can 
he enter the fecond time into his mo¬ 
ther’s womb, and be bom ? 5 Jefus an¬ 

fwered, Verily, verily, I fay unto thee. 
Except a man be born of water and of 
the Spirit, (become pure and fpiritual) 
he cannot enter into the kingdom of Gcd- 
6 Thai which is born of the flelh is flefh, 
art] that which is horn of the Spirit is 
fpirit. 7 Marvel not that I faid unto 
thee. Ye rnuft be born again. S The 
wind hloweth wheieit liileth.; and thou 
heareft the found thereof, but car.ft not 
tell whence it cometh, and whither it 
goeth : fo is every one that is bom of the 
Spirit. 

9 Nicodemus anfirejed and faid unto 
him, How can thefe things be ? to Je¬ 
fus anfwered and faid unto him. Art thou 
a malier of Ifrael, and knoweft not thefe 
things? t r Verily, verily, I fay unto 
thee, We fpeak what we do know, and 
tefiify what we have feen; and ye re¬ 
ceive not our witnefs. 12 If I have told 
you (fpiritval things in,figures taken 
from) earthly things, and ye believe not, 
how fhall ye believe if I tell you of hea¬ 
venly things ? 13 And no man hath a- 

feended up to heaven, (i. 18. known the 
fee rets of the divine will and counfel ), 
but he that came down from heaven, ( i. 
14. ajfumed the human nature) even the 
Son of man, who is in heaven {by bis u- 
nion with the Divinity). 

14 And as Motes lifted up the (bra - 

•zen, Nvm. xxi. 9.) ferpent (on a pole) 
in the wildemefs, fo fhall the Son of 
man be lifted up (upon the crofs) ; 15 

That whofoever beliveth in him fiiould 
not periih, but have eternal life. 

16 For God fo loved the world that 
he gave his only Son, that whofoever be¬ 
ll eveth in him fheuld not periih, but have 
everlaiting life. 17 For God fent not 
his Son into the world to condemn the 
woild, but that the world thro* him 
mjght be faved. 

15 He that believetli on him is not 
condemned; bat he that believetli not 
is condemned already, beraule he hath 
rot believed in the name of the only be¬ 
gotten Soii'of God. 19 And this is the 
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{cavfe of the) condemnation, that light 
(knowledge of fatontion) is come into 
the world, and men have loved darknets 
{errorand ivickcdneft) rather thanlight, 
becaufe their deeds are evil. 20 Forv . 
very one that doth evil hateth the JicTt 
(of knowledge and holinefs ), neither co¬ 
meth to the light, left his deeds fhould 
be reprove^. 21 "Eut he that doeth 
truth cometh to the light,'that his deeds 
may be made marifeft that they arc 
wrought in God (to bis glory). 

22 If After thefe things came Ti fus 
and his difciplcs into the land of jvuica : 
and there he tarried with them, and bap¬ 
tized. 

23 If And John^ilfo was baptizing in 
JEro.*., near to,Salini, becaufc there was 
much water there ; and they came, anj 
were baptized : 24 For John was not yet 
caft into prifen. 

25 ^ Then there arofe a queflion be¬ 
tween loree of John’s difciplcs and the 
Jews about purifying. 26 And they 
came unto ]ohn, and faid unto him,Rab- 
bi, he that was with thee beyond Jor¬ 
dan, to whom thou bareft witnefs, be¬ 
hold the fame baptizeth, and all men 
come to him. 

27 John anfwered and faid, A man can 
receive ncthiiig, except it be given him 
from heaven. zS Ye yourie'ves bear me 
witnefs that I faid, I am not the Chilli, 
but that I am fent before him. 29 He 
that hath the brfde is the bridegroom ; 
but the friend of the bridegroom, who 
ftandeth and heareth him, rejoicetli 
greatly becaufe of the bridegroom' 1 ; 
.voice. This my joy, therefore, is fulfilled. 

30 He muft encreafe, but I muft decreafe. 

31 He that cometh from above is above 
all; he that is of the earth is earthly, 
and fpeaketh of the earth ; he that com¬ 
eth from heaven is above all. 32 AnJ 
what he hath feen and heard, that he tef- 
tijfieth, and no man receivcth his teftimo- 
ny. 33 He that hath received his tefti- 
mony, hath lit to his feal that God i> 
true.- 34 For he whom God hath lent 
fpeaketh the words of God ; for Gcd gi- 
veth not the Spirit by meafure unrohiru. 
35 The Father loveth the Son, and hath 
given all things into his hand. 36 He 
that brlieveth on the Son hath evtrlal!- 
ing life; and he that believeth not trie 
Son lhall not fee life ; but the wrath oi 
God abideth on him. 

G H A P. IV. 

Cbri/l and the Samaritan woman. 

W HEN, therefore, the Lord knhw 
hoty that the Phariites bad heard 
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that Tefus made and baptized more dif- 
riple^ ibau john, 2 ( I ho’ Jefu< him- 
fclt baptized not, but his difciples,) 3 
He left Judea, and departed again into 
Galilee. 4 And he mud needs go thro’ 
Samaria. 

5 111011 cometh he to a city of Sama¬ 
ria which is called Sychar> near to the 
parcel of ground that Jacob gave to his 
(on fol'eph. 6 Mow, Jacob’s well was 
there- Jefus, therefore, being wearied 
with his journey, fat thus on the well; 
an.I it was about the fixtli hour. 

7 There cometh a woman of Samaria 
to draw water. Jefus faith unto her, 
Give me to drink. S (For his clifciples 
were gone away unto the city to buy 
meaty. 

9 Then faith the woman of Samaria 
unto him. How is it that thou, being a 
jew, afkuft drink of me, who am a wo¬ 
man of Sam aria > (for the Jews have no 
dealings with the Samaritans .) 10 Je¬ 

fus anlWered ;.nd faid unto her, If thou 
kneweft the gift of God, and who it is 
that faith to thee. Give me to drink; 
thou wouldft have afked of him, and he 
would have given thee living water (the 
Spirit's influence to ref refh the foul, 
John vii. 38, 39 ). 

11 The woman faith unto him, Sir, 
Thou haft nothing to draw with, and the 
well is deep : from whence then haft 
thou that living water? 12 Art thou 
greater than our father Jacob, who gave 
us Hie well, and diank thereof himlelf, 
ami his children and Ins cattle? 13 je¬ 
fus anfwcretl and^tud unto her, Whom¬ 
ever drinketh of this water (hall thirft 
again; 14 But whofoever drinketh of 
the watej that I fluid give him Iliad ne¬ 
ver thirft [or want comfort ) ; but the 
water that I diaU ^ivc him finli be tnhim 
a well of water Ipringing up into evcrlaf- 
ti:ig li'V. 

13 The woman faith unto him, Sir, 
give me this water that l tniift not, nei¬ 
ther coine hither lo draw. 16 Jefus 
faith unto lur, Go, call thy hatband, and 
roinc hither. 17 Tue vviman anl’wercd, 
and laid. I have no hulband. Jefus laid 
to her, Finely anfwered . I have no hill- 
band ; 18 For thou haft had live huf- 

b:\nrls; and he whom thou now haft is 
nut thy hulb.md, in that laidft thou tru¬ 
ly' 

19 1 he woman faith untu him, Sir, I 
jxTi.eive that tii.m art a prophet, ao 
()ur fin hers worshipped (at the tempte) 
on this mountain (ctVm'uji 71J, ami ye lay 
that in Jerulalein is the place where tneR 


ought to worfliip. 21 Jefus faith unto her. 
Woman, believe'mr, the hour cometh, 
when ye fhall neither in this mounfan, 
nor yet at Jerusalem, worfliip the Father. 
22 Ye worfliip ye know not how. We 
know what we worfliip; for (the word 
of) falvation is of the Jews. 23 But the 
liour cometh and now is, when the true 
worfhippers fliall worfliip the Father in 
fpirit and in truth ; for the Father feek- 
eih fuch tn worfliip him. 24 God is a 
fpirit; and they that worfliip him inult 
worlliip him in fpirit and in truth., 

25 The woman fait h unto him, I know 
that Meflias cometh,' who is called 
Cluift when he is come he will tell us, 
all things. 2 6 Jefus faith unto her, 1 
that fpeak unto thee am he, 

27 And upon this came his difei- 
ples, and marvelled that he talked with 
the woman; yrt no man faid, What feek- 
eft thou ? or, Why talkeft thou with her ? 

28 The woman thdn left her water- 
pot, and went her way into the city, 
and faith to the men, 29 Come, fee a 
man who told me all things that ever I 
did; is not this the Chrifte 30 Then 
they went out of the city, and came un¬ 
to him. 

31 In the mean while hisdifciples 
prayed him, faying, Mailer, eat. 32 But 
he: (aid unto them, I have meat to eat 
that ye know not of. 33 Therefore 
faid the difciples one to another, Hath 
any man brought him ought to eat ? 
34 Jefus faith unto them, My meat is to 
do the will of him that fent me, and to 
fuiifli his work. 35 Say not ye, There 
are jet lour months, and then cometh 
harvcil ? behold, I fay unto you, Lift up 
your eyes, and look on the fields ; for they 
arc while already to ( thegofpel ) harveft. 

Ami he that reapeth receivcth wages, 
and gaihercth (spiritual) fruit unto life 
eternal; that both he that foweth and 
he that rcapeth may rejoice together. 
3 1 And herein is that faying true, One 
folveth and another rcapeth. 38 I fent 
you to reap that whereon ye bellowed 
no labour : other men laboured, and ye 
are entered into their labours. 

39 *jy And many of the Samaritans of 
that city believed on him for the faying 
of the woman, who teitified, He told me 
all that ever I did> 40 So when the 
Samaritans were come unto hijn, they 
bcTought him that he would tarry with 
them : and he abode there two'days. 

41 Ami many more believed becaufe 
of his own word ; 42 And faid unto the 
■ woman, Now we believe, not becaufe of 
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rhy faying \ for we have heard him our- 
fclves, and know that this is indeed the 
Chriit, the Saviour of the world. 

43 IT Now, after two days, lie depart¬ 
ed thence, and went into Galilee ; 44 

But Jefus himfelf teftifitd, thut a pro¬ 
phet hath no honour in his own coun¬ 
try. 

45 TheD, wljei) he was come into Ga¬ 
lilee, the Galileans received him, hiving 
feen all the things that he did at'Jerufa- 
lem at*the feaft; for they alfo went unto 
the feaft 

4$> Se Jefus came again into Cana of 
Galilee, where he made the water wine. 
And there was a certain nobleman, whofe 
fon was fick at Capernaum. 47 When 
he heard that Jefus was come out of Ju¬ 
dea into Galilee he went unto him, and 
befought him that he would come down 
and heal his fon; for he was at the point 
of death. 48 Then faid Jefus unto him, 
Except ye fee figns and wonders ye will 
not believe. 49 The nobleman faith un¬ 
to him, Sir, come down erg my child 
die. 50 Jefus faith unto him, Go thy 
way ; thy fqn liveth. And the man be¬ 
lieved the word that Jefus had fpoken 
uhto him, tfnd he went his way. 

51 And, as he was now going down, 
his fervants met him, and told him, fay¬ 
ing, Thy fon liveth. 52 Then enquired 
he of them the hour when he be¬ 
gan to amend. And they faid unto him, 
Yeftcrday at the feventhbonr the fever, 
left him. <3 So the father knew that 
it was at the fame hour in the which 
Jefus faid onto him, Thy fon liveth; 
And himielf believed, and his whole 
houfe. 

54 This is again the fecond miracle 
that Jefus did. When he was come out 
of Judea into Galilee. 

C H A P. V. 

Chrijl cureth on the Sabbath-day. 
FTER this inhere was a feaft of 
the *Jews^ and Jefus went up to 
Jerufalem. - 2 Now there is at Jcrufn- 
lem, by the flieep market, a pool, which 
is called in the Hebrew tongue Beth- 
efda, (the bettfe of mercyf having five 
perches 3 In theft: lay a gjtcat mul¬ 
titude of impotent folk, of blind, halt, 
withered, waiting for the moving of the 
water. 4 For an angel went down at 1 
certain feafon into the pool, and troubled 
the water : whofeever then lirft, aft-T 
the troubling of the water, iVepped in, 
v. as made whole of whatfuever dilcafe 
he had. 

5 And a certain man was tlfrre, who 
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had an infiimitv thirty and eight year?. 

6 When Jefus faw him lie, ami kfr'w 
that he had been now a long time in that < 
cafe, Jie. faith unto him, Wilt thou be 
made whole ? 7 The impotent man 

anfwered him, Sir, I have notuan, when 
the water is troubled, to put me into 
the pool: but, while I an: coming, ano¬ 
ther fteppeth down before me. 8 Jcfu* 
faith unto him. Rife, take tip thy bed, 
and Walk. 9 And immediately the man 
was made whole, and took up his bed. 
and walked : and on the fame day was 
the Sabbath. 

to The Jews therefore faid unto 
him that was cured, It is the Sabbath- 
day; it is not lawful for thee to carry 
thy bed. ir He anfwered them, He 
that made me whole, the fame faid unto 
me. Take up thy bed and walk. 12 
Then afked they him. What man is that 
who faid unto thee, Take up thy bed 
and walk ? 13 And he that was healed 

wift not who it was: for Jefus had con¬ 
veyed himfelf away,, a multitude being 
in that place. 

14 Afterward, Jefus findtth him in 
the temple, and faid unto him, Behold, 
thou art made whole ; fin no more, left 
a worfe thing come unto the?. 

15 The man departed, and told the 
Jews that it was Jefus who had .made 
him whole., 16 Anil therefore did the 
Jew's perfecute Jefus, and fought to flay 
him, bec^ufe he had done thefe things on 
the fabbath-day. 

- 17 But Jefus anfwered them!* My 
Father worketh hitherto, and I work. 

iS Therefore the Jews fought the 
more to kill him ; bec&ufe he not only 
had broken the fabhath, but faid alfo 
that God was his Father, making him¬ 
felf equal with God. 

19* IF' Then anfweied Jefus, and faid 
unto them, Verily, verily, I fay unto 
you, The Son can do nothing of himfell, 
blit what he feeth the Father do; for 
what things foever be doeth, thefe abb 
doc-th the ,Son likewife. 20 For the Fa¬ 
ther loveth the Sun, and fheweth him all 
things that himfelf dotlh ; and he w ill 
fliew’him greater works than these that 
ye may marvel. 21 For as the Father 
raifeth up the dead, and quitkennh 
them, even fo the Son quickeneth whom 
he will. 22 For the Father judgeth no 
man, but hath committed all judgment 
unto the Sen; 23 That all men flitu'cl 
honour the Son, even as they honour the 
Father. He that honoureth not the Son 
hor.uureth not the Father wLo hath fciit 
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bin*. 24 Verily, verily, I fay unto you, 
lie that "rareth my word f and believeh 
on liim that fent me, hath cverlafting 
life,- and fliall not come into condem¬ 
nation ; but is paCTed from death unto 
Jjfe. 25 Verily, verily, I fay unto you, 
The hour is coming, and now is, wlicn 
the dead fliall hear the voice of the .Son 
of God; and they that hear fliall live. 

For as the Fatlu r hath life in himfclt, 
fu hatii he given to the Son to have lite 
inhimiVlf; 27 And hath given him au¬ 
thority jo execute judgment alfo, bccaufe 
he is the Son of man. 2S Marvel hot 
at this; for the hour is coming, in the 
winch all tljat are in the graves fliall hear 
his vone, 29 And Iliad come forth; 
they that h ive done good unto the refur- 
reddion 0! life ; and they that htfve done 
evil unto the refm redlion of ,damnation. 
30 I can of miiv* own feIf do nothing; 
as I hear I judge ; and my judgment* is 
juft ; becatife I feck not mine own will, 
but the will of the Father who hatii 
fent me. 

31 *[ If 1 hear witnefs of myfelf, my 
witnefsis not true. 32 There is another 
that bearcth witnefsof me; andfknow 
that the wit nek which he witnefleth of 
me is true. 33 Ye fent unto John, and 
he bare vvitrefs unto the truth. 34 But 
I receive not telliiuony from man ; but 
thefc things 1 fay, that ye might be fa- 
vcd. 35 He was a burning and a fliining 
light ; and ye were willing for a feafon 
to rejoice in his light. 

36 fl |} But I have greater witnefs than 
that of John; fur the works which the 
Father hath given me to finifh, the fame 
works that I do hear witnefs of me, that 
the Father hath fent mt*. 37 And the 
l ather liimfelf, who hath fent me, hath 
bori-e witnefs to rne. Ye hiive neither 
heard his voice a"t any time, norfeen his 
appeal anc / \ 38 And yc have not his 
w-jid abiding in you; for whom lie hath 
fjnr, him ye believe not. 

39 *([ bcaiah t lie fcripturcs; for in 
them ye think ye have eternal life ; and 
they are they which tellify of me. 40 
And ye will not come to me, tjiat ye 
might have life. 41 I receive not ho¬ 
nour from mm, 47. But I know you that 
ye have not the love of God in you. 43 
I am come in my Father’s name, and ye 
rei eiw* me not; if another fliall eoDie in 
his own name, him ye will receive. 44 
I low can ye believe, who receive ho¬ 
nour one of another, and fork not the I10-. 
nour that comet li from God only ? 45 

1)j not ththat I will accv.fe you to

the Father; there is one that accufeth 
you, even Mofes (f>\> hit writings') in 
whomyetnift. 46 For had ye believed 
Mofes-ye would have believed -*■ *- ; for 
he wrote of me. 47 But if ye believe 
not his writings, how fliall yc believe my 
words ? 

CHAP. VI. 

Five thonfaruf then tniraculoujly fed. 
FTER thefe things J^fus went over 
the fez (or lake J of Gahl c, which 
is the iea of Tiberias (and Geii'faretlj}* 

2 Anil a great multitude followed him, 
becaufe they faw his miracles which he 
did on them that were difeafed. 3 And 
Jefus went up into a mountain, and there 
he fat with his difciples. 4 And the 
pa dove r a feaft of the Jews was ni gh. 

5 When Jefus tlien lifted up his eyes 
and faw a great company come unto him, 
he faith unto Philip, Whence fliall we 
buy bread, that thefe may eat ? 6 ( And 
this he fa id to prove him : for he himfelf 
knew what he would‘do). 7 Philip an- 

fvvered him, Two hunch eii pennyworth 
of bread is not fufficient lor them, that 
every one of them may take a little. 

8 One of his difciples, Andrew, Simon 
Peter’s brother, faith unto him, 9 There 
is a. lad here, who hath five barley loaves 
and tfvo fmall fifiit'; : but what are they 
among fo many? 10 And Jifus faid, 
Make the men lit down. Now there 
was much grafs in the place. So the 
men flu down, in number about five thou- 
fimd. 

11 And Jeflis took the loaves; and 
when he had given thanks he 1! iftr:bated, 
to the difciples, and the difciples to them' 
that were let down ; and likewii’e of the 
fillies as much as they would. 12 When 
they wc'ic filled, he faid unto las difci¬ 
ples, Gather up the fragments that re¬ 
main, that nothing be lolt. 13 There¬ 
fore they gathered them together, and 
filled twelve balkcts with.the fragments 
of the five barley loaves, which remain¬ 
ed over and above unto them that had 
eaten. 

14 Then thofe men,, when they had 
feen the miracle that Jefus did, Add, 
This isof a truth that prophet which 
fliould come into ihe world. 

x 5 IT When Jeius, therefore, perceiv¬ 
ed that they would come and tube him 
b)’ force to make him a king, he depart¬ 
ed again into a mountain himfelf alone. 

And when even was now come lus 
-difciples wcutdown-unto the ft* a. 17 And 
entered into a fliip, and went over the 
fl*a toward Capernaum : and it vs as now

dark, and Jefus was not coijie to them. 
18 And the fea arofe by rcafon of a great 
wind that blew. 19 So when they had 
rotted about five and twenty or thirty 
furlongs, th':y fee Jcfus walking on the 
fea, and drawjngnigh unto the fliip ; and 
they were afraid. 20 But he faith jmto 
them. It is I; be not afraid. 21 Then 
they willingly received hin“ into the fliip, 
and immediately the fliip was at the land 
.whither they went. 

22 The day following, when the 
people who flood on the othei fide of the 
fea faw that there was none othei boat 
there fave that one where into his difci¬ 
ples were entered, and that Jefus went 
not with his difciples into the boat, but 
that his difciples were gone away alonef 
33 ('Kowbeit there came other boats 
from Tiberias, nigh unto the place" 
inhere they did eat bread, afttr that the 
Lord had given thanks;) 24 When the 

■people, therefore, faw that Jfcfus was not 
there, neither his difciples, they alfo took 
flipping, and came to Capernaum feck- 
iug for Jcfus.. 25 'And, when they had 

-found him on the other fide of the fea, 
they faid -unto him, Rabbi, when earned 
tlicu hither ? 2 6 Jefus anfwered them, 

and faid. Verily, Verily, I lay unto you, 
Ye feek me, not becaufe ye faw the mi¬ 
racles, but becaufc ye did eat of the 
Ioa.ves, and were, filled. 27 Labour not 
for the meat which periflieth, but for 
that meat which endureth unto everlaft- 
ing life, which the Son of man fhali give 
unto you ; for him hath God the Father 
fealed, {authorized). 

2S Then faid they unto him. What 
fhali we do, that we might work the 
works of God ? 29 Jefus anfwered, and 

faid unto them. This is the work of God, 
that ye believe on him whom lie hath 
rent' , 

30 They faid, 'therefore, unto him, 
■What figns flieweft thou then, that we 
may fee and Believe thee ? what doft* 
thou work?- 31 Our fathers did eat 
manna in the defart; as it is written. He 
save them bread from heaven to eat. 
32 Then Jcfus faid unto them. Verily, 
verily, I fav unto you, Mofes gave jou 
not that bread from heaven; but my Fa¬ 
ther giveth you the true {spiritual') 
bread from heaven— {of <which the other 
r Jsas only a Jigure). 33 For the {spiri¬ 
tual) btead of God is he -who comctli 
down from heaven, and giveth (spiritu¬ 
al) life unto the world. * 

34 Then laid they unto him, Lord, 
evermore give us this bread. 35 And' 
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Jefus faid unto them, I am,the bread o 
(spiritual) life: ke that cometh to mi 
fhali never hunger ; and he that bciitv. 
eth on me fliall never thiift, (nsxei 
want comfort). 35 But I faid unto you 
That ye alfo have feen me, and believe 
not. 37 All that the Father giveth 
me fhali come to me ; and him that 
cometh to inc I will in no wife cult 
out. 38 For I came down from Jicavcn, 
not to Jo mine own will, but the will ot 
him that fent me. 39 And this is \]\n 
Father’s will who hath fent me, that of 
all which he bath given me I fliould Inle 
nothing, but lhould raife it up again at 
the laft day.. 40 And this is the wi‘! of 
him that fent me, that every one who 
fecth the Son, and belicveth on him, may 
have everlafting life ; and I will raifo 
him up at the laft day. 

41 The Jews then murmured at him, 
becaufe^.he faid, I am the bread wlmli 
came down from heaven. 42 And lin y 
faid, Is not this Jefus the fon of Jofej.-li, 
whofe father and mother we know ? how 
is it then that he faith, I came down 
from heaven ? 43 Jefus, therefore, an¬ 

fwered, and faid unto them, Muinuii 
not among yourfclves. 44 No man can 
come to me, except the Father who hath 
fent me draw him: and I will raife him 
up at the laft day. . 45 It is written in 
the prophets. And they fliall be all 
taught of God. Every man, therefore, 
that hath beard, and hath learned of the 
Father, (by bis Spirit), cometh unto me. 
4(1 Not that'any man hath feen the Fa¬ 
ther,fave he who is {the Sen) of God, he 
hath feen the Father. 47 Verily, veri¬ 
ly, I fay unto you, He that belicveih' on 
me hath everlafting life. 4S I am that 
bread of fithe spiritual) life. 45) Your 
fathers did eat {material) manna in the 
wildernefs, and ^are dead. 50 This is 
the {spiritual) bread which cornel li 
down from heaven, that a man may Ciit 
thereof, and not die {eternally). 51 I 
am the living brfcad (the-firuTs food) 
which came down from heaven. If any 
man eat of this {spiritual) bredd lie shall 
live (Spiritually , and be happy) forever; 
and the bread that I will give is my 
flefli, {the benefits that I purjsbafied by 
partaking of fiejh, and fuffering in the 
human nature ), which (benefits) I will 
give for the Ijie of the world. 52 Ihe 
Jews' therefore, ft rove among them- 
felvci, faying. How can this man give us 
his fleih to ear ? 53 Then Jelus faid 

unto them, Verily, verily, I fay unto 
you, Except ye eat (feed fpiritually or. 
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thf benefits pvrebefed by) the flcfli of 
the Son of man, anti drink (receive the 
conflations purchafcd by) his blood, ,ye 
have no (spiritual) life in you. 54, 
Whofo eateth {by faith) my flelh, and 
drinkoth(7u' faifh)\wy blood, hath eternal 
Jifn, and I will raife him up at the laft 
day. 55 For (> be pardon purchafcd 1 ,i) 
my flesh is meat indeed {for the foulj. 
and ( the peuce purchufed by ) my Id >»><l 
is drink (<r:d comfort) indeed {to the 
font ). 50 He that {thru by faith) r at- 

ctli ;nv H?lh, and drinketh my blood, 
(hvcileth in nv: {by faith) and I in him 
(by my spirit). 57 As the living Fa¬ 
ther hath fent me, and I live by the Fa¬ 
ther; fo he that (thut b y faith fpiritual- 
ly) eateth {or feedeth) on me, even he 
111 a II live by me. 58 This is that {spi¬ 
ritual) bvv\id which came down Irom 
heaven ; not as your fathers did eat 
{material) manna, and are dead. He 
that e ifeth ut this bread lliall live ( spi¬ 
ritually) lor ever. 

59 Thefe things fait! he in the fyna- 
gogue, as lie taught in Capernaum. 

60 ^J Many, therefore, of his difciples, 
when they had heard this, fiiid, Thi$ is 
an hard faying ; who can hear it ? 

61 When Jefus knew in himfeif that 
his difciples murmured at it, lie fa id un¬ 
to them, Doth this oflend you? 62 What 
and if ye lliall f<je the Son of in an afeend 
up where he was before ? 6 3 It is the 
fpirit that quickeneth ; the fiefli profit- 
eth nothing: the words that I fpeakun¬ 
to you they are {to be nnderjlood of the) 
Spirit, and {thus ) they are life. tfqBut 
there are fome of you that believe not. 
For Jefus knew from the beginning who 
they were that believed not, and who 
lliould betray him. 65 And he laid. 
Therefore laid I unto you,* That no man 
can come unto me, except it were given 
unto him of my Father. 

66 JJ From that time many of his dif- 
ciples went back, and walked no more 
with him. , 

f>7 Then fa id Jefus unto the twelve, 
Will ye alio go away ? 68 Then Simon 

Fcter anlwercd him, Lord, to whom 
liiall we go ? thou haft the words of c- 
tern;il life. 69 And we believe, and are 
fure, that thou art the Chrift, the Son of 
the living God. 70 Jefus anfwered 
them, Have not I eI10fen you twelve, 
and owe of yon is a devil ? 71 He Ipake 

«t judas licariot, the foil of Simon : 
for he it was that lliould betray him, 
being one o! the twelve. 

c: h A p. VII. 

C‘hri /1 reprove! lr his k inf men. 
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A FTER- thefe things Jefus walked 
in Galilee : fo: he would not walk 
in Jewry, beeaufe the Jews fought to kill 
him. 

2 Now the Jew's feaft of tabernacles 
was at hand. '(Lev. xxiii. 34 ) .4 His 

brethren, therefore, laid unto him, Dc- 
pait hence, and go into Judea, that thy 
dif ipl*s alio may .fee the w orks that 
th«»u Joe ft. 4 For no man docth any 
thing in ferret, who himfelf k*< keth to 
be known openly : if thou doclt tlicie 
miracles, fliew tlivfelf to the world (in 
doing them). 5 For neither did his kin¬ 
dred believe on him. 6 1 lien jefus laid 
unto them, My time (for going to the 
feaft) is not yet come ; but your time is 
alivay ready. 7 Fhe world cannot hate 
you, (as yc are conformed to it) ; but 
tnc it hateth, becaule I teftify ol it tjiat 
the works thereof are evil. 8 Go ye up 
unto t.l*is feaft ; I go not up yet unto this 
fealt; for my time is nut yet ruily come; 

9 When he had laid thefe words unto 
them he abode ftill in Galilee. 10 But 
when liis kindred were gone up, then 
went he alio up unto the tcaft, not open¬ 
ly,'but as it were in fecret. 

11 Then the Jews fought him at the 
feaft, and laid, Where is he ? 12 And 

there was much murmuring among the 
people concerning him ; for tome faid. 
He is a good man; others faid,Nay; but 
he deceivcth the people. 13 Hmvbeit 
no man fpake openly of him for fear of 
the Jews. 

H If Now, about the miclft of tho 
feaft, Jefus went up imto the temple and 
taught. 15 And ihe Jews marvelled, 
faying, How knoweth this man letters* 
having never learned ? 

16 Jefus anfwered them, and faid. 
My doftrine is not mine, but his that 
fent me. 17 If any man will do his. 
vfrill, (by the pence and comfort he Jim t 
therein , Pjalm cxix. 5 ) be lliall know 
of the doctrine whether it be of God, or 
whether I fpeak it of inyfelf. i 3 He 
that fpeaketh of hiinlcif feeketh his own 
glory; but lie th At-feeketh his glory that 
fent him, the fame is true, and no un- 
righleou fuels is in hum 19 Did not 
Moles give you the law, and yet hone 
of you keepeth the law ? Why go ye a- 
bout to kill me ? 

20 The people anfwered, and faid. 
Thou halt a devil: who goeth about to 
kill thee ? 21 J efus anfwered, and laid, 

unto them, I have done one work, and 
yc all' marvel. 22 Mofes, therefore, 
gave unto you circumcifiou, (uot be- 
evwiie it is ot Mofes, but of the fathers*) 
N 2 
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ind ye o/i the fahbath-Jay circumcife a 
man. 23 If 4 man on the fs'bhath-dav 
receive circuncifioo, without breaking 
the law of Mofes ; ye ye angry at n»e^ 
becaufe I h;:ve made a man every whit > 
whole on thp f.ibbath-day ? 24 Judge 

not according to the appearance, but 
judge righteous judgment. 

25 The'.-laid lome of them of Jerufa- 
lem, Is not this he whom they feek to 
kill ? 26. But, lo, he fpeuketh boldly, 

and they fay nothing unto him. Do the 
rulers know indeed that this is the very 
Chrift ? 27 Howbeit we know this man 
whence he is; but when Chrift cometh, 
no man knoweth whence he is. 

28 'then cried Jefus in the temple as 
be taught, faying. Ye both know me, 
and ye know whence l am ; and l am 
not come of mvlt-lf, but he that lent me 
is true, whom ye. know not. ’29 But I 
know’ him ; for 1 am from him, and he 
hath fent me. 

30 Then they fought to take him : 
but no man laid bands on him becaufe 
his hour was not yet come. 31 And ma¬ 
ny of the people believed on him, and. 
faid, When Chrift cometh will he do more 
miracles than-thefe which-this man hath 
done ? 

'32 If The Pharifees heard that the peo¬ 
ple niurnjuted fnch things concerning 
him; aiid the Pharifees and, the chief 
priefts fent officers Lo take him. 

33 Then faid Jefus unto them, Yet a 
little while am I with you, and then I go 
unto him that fent me. 34 Ye fliall fetk 
me, and fliall hot find me ; and .where I 
am thither ye cannot come. 

35 Then laid the Jews among them- 
felvts. Whither will he go that we fliall 
not find him? will he go unto the dif- 
perfed among the Gentiles, and teach the 
Gentiles ? 36 What manner of faying is 

this that lie faid, Ye fliall feek me, and 
fliall not find me ; and where I am, thi¬ 
ther ye cannot come ? 37 In the laft 

day, 4hat great day of the fcaft, jefus 
flood and cried, faying, if any man thirft 
(for the comforts of the Spirit) let him 
come unto me and drink (thereof), 38 
He^that believejli cn me as the leripture 
hath laid, out of his bowels (oyVovir) fliall 
flow rivets of confolations like living wa¬ 
ter. 39 (But this he fpakc of the Spirit, 
which they that believe cn him (hculd 
receive : for the Holy Spiiit was not yet 
given . becaufe that Jefus was not yet 
glorified.) 

40 *\\ Many of the people, therefore, 
when they heard this faying, faid,

43 So there was a divifion among the 
people becaufe of him. 44 And Ionic 
of them would have taken him ; but no 
man laid haudson him. 

45 IF Then came the' officers to the 
chief priefts and Pharifees ;'and they laid 
unto them, Why have ye not brought 
him ? 45 The officers an five red, Never 

man fpake like this man. 

47 Then anfwe ed them the Phari¬ 
fees, Are ye alfo deceived ?, 4S Have a- 
ny of the rulers or of the Pharifees be¬ 
lieved on him ? 49 Butthi people who 

knoweth not the law are turfed. 

■ 50 Nicodemus faith unto them, (lie 
thut caine to Jefus by nip lit being one of 
them,) 51 Doth our law juuge any 
mam before it hear him. imo know what 
he doelh ? 52 They anfwcred. uno laid 

unto him, Art thou alio of Galiiee ? 
Search, and look ; for cut of Galilee n- 
rifeth no prpphet (but Jo/tah and 0- 
tkers). 

53 And every man went unto Bis own 
houfe. 

C II A P. VIII. 

■ Chrijl delivereth an adultercfs. 
ESUS went unto the mount of Olives. 
2 Aod' early in the morning he 
came again into the temple, and all the 
people came unto him ; and he fat down, 
and taught them. 

3 And the ferihesand Pharifees brought 
nnlo hinra woman taken in adultery : and, 
when they had fet her in the tnidft, 4 
They fay unto him, Matter, this woman 
was taken in adultery, in the very a cl. 
5"Now Mofes in the law commanded 
us, that fuch fliouJd be ftontd : but 
what fayeft thou ? 

6 This they faid, tempting him, that 
they, might have to accufe him. Eut Je¬ 
fus /looped down, and \yith his finger 
wrote on the ground, as though he heard 
them not. 7 So when they continued 
a/king him, he lifted up himfelf, and laid 
unto them, He that is without fin among 
you let him firft raft a (tone at her. 8 
And .again he (looped down, and wrote 
on the ground. 

. 9 And they who heard it, being cori- 
viClcd by their own confidence, went out 
one by one, beginning at the eldttt even 
unto the laft : and Jefus was lefr alone, 
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thw woman (landing in tlic midft.

, Th-n fpake Jefus again unto 
n, i'atfM.;, 1 am the light of the World. 
Vit fulioweth me Jhall not walk in 
;nu; ;, hut (hall have the light of life. 

3 The Pharifc^s, therefore faid unto 
i, Thou he a reft record of thyfelf ; thy 
ird is not true 

x Jefus anfwered and faid unto them, 
j" I .icar record of myfelf, yet my re¬ 
el is true ; for I know whence I came, 
wlurhcr I go: but ye cannot tell 
cure I conic, and whither I go. 15 
judgtf after the flelh; I judge no man. 
And yet if I judge, rny judgment is 
: ; for-1 am not alone, butt and the 
her that fent me. 17 It is alfo writ- 
u» your law, that the tcllimony of 
j nun is true. 18 I am one that 
tr witnefs of myfelf, (/ >' my works') ; 

I the Father that fent me beareth 
tnefs of me. 

ly Then faid they unto him, Where 
:ity Father ? J^fus, anfwered, Ye uei- 
r know me no; my Father. If ye had 
j\v 1 m*, yc Ihould have known my 
thci alfo. 

20 Thefe words fpake Jefus in the 
eafuiy, as he taught, in the temple? 

1 no man laid hands on him, for- his 
ir was not yet come. 

21 Then (aid Jefus again unto them, 
ru mv way, and yc fliall leek me, and 
ill die in your fins: whither I go, ye 
nnnt come. uTiien faid the Jews,Will 

kid himfelf? becaufe he l.uth, Whi- 
cr l go ye cannot come. 23And he faid 
them,Ye are from heneath, I am from 
ove; yc areofthis world, I am not of this 
oriel. 24 I faid therefore unto you, 
at yc (hall die in your fins; for if ye 
lieve not that I am the Mefsiahs yc 
all die in your fins. 

25 ' I ‘hen faid they unto him. Who art 
mu ? And Jefus faith unto them, ifven 
ic fame that I fiid unto you from the 
^ginning. 26 l have many things to 
y and to judge of you; but he that 
•nt me is true, and I fpeak to the woild 
iofc things which I have heard of him. 
7 They uiulerftood not that he fpake to 
lem of the Father. 

28 Then faid Jefus unto them; When 
e have lifted up the Son of man (p/i 
he crofs ) yc fliall know that I am the 
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Mefliifh, and that I do nothing of myfelf 
but a9 my Father hath taught me I fpeak 
thefe things. 29 And he that'fent me 
is with me ; the Father hath not left me 
alone; for I do always thoft things that 
e fe him. 

30 As he fpake thefe words,many be¬ 
lieved on him. 

31 Then faid Jefus to thofe Jews 
who believed on him, If yc continue in 
my word, then are ye my difciplcs in¬ 
deed. 32 And ye fliall know the truth, 
and the truth fliall make you free ( from 
error and ignorance ). 

33 They anfwered him, We be A- 

brahain’s feed, and were never in bon¬ 
dage to any man, ( except the Egyptians 
and others) ; how fayeft thou, Ye (hall 
be made free ? v 

34 .M Vis anfwered them, Verily, veri¬ 
ly, I lay unto you, Whofoever xommit- 
tetli fin is the fervant of fin. 35 And 
the fervant ahideth not in the houfe for 
ever, but the Son abidcih ever—{so Jhall 
ye ccafc to be in the houfe of God t . or to 
be his churchy Gal. iv. 24,25.)' 36 If 
rhe Son, therefore, fliall make you free, 
ye fli .11 be ftee indeed. 37 I knpw that 
yc arc Abraham’s feed, ( naturally , not 
fpirit ually ) ; but ye feek. to kill me, be¬ 
caufe my word hath no place in you. 38 
I fpeak that which I have feen with my 
Father, and ye do that which ye have 
feen with your father. 

39 They anfwered, and faid unto him, 
Abraham is our father. Jefus faith unto 
them, If ye were Abraham’s children ye 
would do the works of Abraham. 40 
But now ye feek to kill me, a man that 
hath told you the truth, which I have 
.heard of God : this did not Abraham. 

41 Ye do the deeds of your father. Then 
faid they to him, We be not born of for¬ 
nication ; we have one father, even God. 

42 Jefus faid unto them, If God. were 
your father, ye would love me ; for I pro¬ 
ceeded forth and came from God ; nei¬ 
ther came I of myfelf, but he lent me. 

43 Why do ye not under (land my fpeech? 

even bccanfe ye will not hearken to my 
words. 44 Ye are of your father the 
devil, and the lufts of yojf father ye will 
do. He was a murderer from the begin¬ 
ning,- and abode not in the truth, be¬ 
caufe there is no truth in him. When he 
fpcaketh a lie, he fpeaketh of his own j 
for he is a liar, and the father of lies. 45 
And tho’ I tell you the truth ye believe 
me not, 4 6 Which of you convinceth 
me ol fin ? And if I fay the truth, why do 
ye not believe me ? 47 He that is of 

God hcarctli God’s words; ye, therefore, 
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bear them not.becaufe y$ are not of God. 
~ 48 Then anfwered the Jews, and 
faid unto him, Say we.not well that thou 
aft a Samaritan, and had a devil ? 

49 jefus anfwered, I have not a devil; 
but I hmour nay Father, ami ye do off' 
honour me. 50 And I feek not mine 
own glory, but my Father fecketh it, 
ard punilhetb thpfe that injure it ci 
Verily, verily, I fay unto you, H a itian 
keep n>y faying.he fliall never fee [tnift- 
rj\ or ctemcn) death. 

52 Then fa id the Jews unto him, Now 
we know that thou halt a devil. Abra¬ 
ham is dead, and the prophets; and thou 
fayeft, If a man keep my faying he fliall 
never tafte of death. 53 Ait thou great¬ 
er thzn our father Abraham, who is 
dead ? and the prophets are dead ; who 
makeft thou thyfelf ? 

54 Jefus anfwered, If I honour my- 
felf, my honour is nothing : it is my Fa¬ 
ther that hor.oureth me, of whom ye fay, 
that he is your God. 55 Yet ye have not 
known him ; but I know him : and if I 
fhouJd fay I know him not, I fliall be a 
liar, like unto you but I know him, and 
keep his faying. 56 Your father Abra¬ 
ham rejoiced to fee my day (by faitb r at 
a dijlance^ Heb. si. 13. J and he /Aa/faw 
it, and was glad. 

57 Then faid the Jews unto him. 
Thou art not yet fifty years old, and 
haft thou feen Abraham ? 5S Jefus faid 
unto them, Verily, verily, I fay unto you, 
Before Abraham was, lam., 

59 Then took they up ftones to caft at 
him ; but Jefus hid himfelf, and went 
out of the temple, going thro’ the'midft 
«f them, and fo parted by. 

CHAP. IX. 

A blind man rejlored to Jight. 

A ND as Jefus parted by, he faw a 
man that wis blind from his birth. 
% And hi$ difciplcs alked him, faying, 
Matter who did fin, this man’s (foul be¬ 
fore it came into his body ), ©r his pa¬ 
rents, that he was born blind ? 3 Jefus 

anfwered. Neither by this man’s fin nor 
his parents was he born blind, but that 
the works of God should be made mani- 
feft in him. 

4 I mull work the works of him that 
fent me while it is day; the night {of 
death') cometh, when no man can work. 
5 As leng as I am in the world, I am 
the light of the world. 

6 When he had thus fpoken, he fpat 
on the gTonnd, and made clay of the fpit- 
tle, and he anointed the eyes of the blind' 
man with the-clay, 7 And faid unto 
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him. Go wafli in the pool of Siloam, 
(which is, by interpretation, ScntJ. He 
went his way, therefore, and walked, 
and came feeing. 

8 Tfie neighbours, therefore, and 
they who before had feen him that he 
was blind, faid, Is not this lie that fat 
and begged ? 9 Some faid, This is he ; 

others faid. He is like him ; but lie laid, 
I am he. ’ 

10 Therefore faid they unto him, How 
were thine eyes opened ? 11 He anfwer- 
ed and faid, A man that is called Jefus 
maiie clay, and anointed mine tye% and 
faid unto me. Go to the pool of Siloam, 
ano wall 1 ; and I went and walked, and 
I received fight. 

12 Then faid, they unto him, Where is 
he l He faid, 1 know not. 

13 ^ They brought to the Pharifees 
him that aforetime was blind. 14 And 
it was the fabbath clay when Jefus made 
the clay, and opened his eyes. > 

15 Then again the Pharifees alfo alk¬ 
ed him how he had received his fight. 
He faid unto them. He put clay upon 
mine eyes, and I walhcd, and do fee. 

16 Therefore faid fome of the Phari- 
fecs, This man is not of God, becaufe he 
keepeth not the fabbath day. Others 
faid, How can a man that is a (inner do 
fuch miracles ? And there was a divifion 
among them. 

17 They fay unto the blind man a- 
gain, What fayeft thou of him, that he 
hath opened thine eyes ? He faid. He is a 
prophet. 

18 But the Jews did not .believe con¬ 
cerning him that he had been blind, and 
received his fight, till they called the 
parents of him that had received his 
fight. 19 And they alked them, fay¬ 
ing, Is, this your Ton, who ye fay was 
bom blind ? how then doth he now fee ? 

20 His parents anfwered them, and 
faid. We know that this is our fon, and 
that he was born blind; 21 Hut by 
what means he nbw feeth wc know not; 
or who hath opened his eyes we know 
not. He is of age, 2lk him, he fliall fpeak 
for-himfelf. 

22 Thefe words fpake his parents be¬ 
caufe they feared the Jews; for the Jews 
had agreed already, that if any man did 
confefs that he was Chvift he Ihoulcl be 
put out of the fynagogue. 23 There¬ 
fore faid his parents, He is of age, alk 
him. 

24 Then ..again called they the maa" 
that was blind, and faid unto him, Give 
God the praife; we know that this maa 
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is i finner. 25 He anfwered, and faid, 
\Yhether hcjic a finner or no I know not; 
one thin" I know, that, whereas I was 
blind, novy I fee. 

20 Then faid they to him again, What 
did he to thee? how opened he thine 
eye:.? 27 He anfwered them, I have 
told yon already, ami ye did not give ear. 
Wherefore would ye hear it again ? will 
ye alfo be his diTriples ? 

2S Then they reviled him, and faid, 
Thou art his difciple, but we are Mofes’ 
(IjfcipLs. 29 We know that bod fpake 
untoMofes; as for this man, we know not 
from whence he is. joThe man anfwer¬ 
ed and faid unto them, Why herein is a 
marvellous tiling, that ye know not from 
whence he is, and yet he hath opened 
m ine eyes, 31 Now, we know that God 
hear ctli not dinners ; hut if any man be a 
Wurlhipper ofGud, and doeth his will, him 
he hcareth. 32 Since the world began 
was it not heard that any man opened the 
♦■yes of one that was born blind. 33 If 
this man were not of God, he could do 
nothing. 

34 They anfwered and faid unto him; 
Thou waft altogether born in lins.and do- 
eft iliou teach us? And they call him 
out. 35 Jefus heard that they had call 
him out; and, when he had found him, 
he faid unto him, Dolt thou beheve on 
the Son of God ? 36 Uc anfwered and 

iaid, Who is he that I might believe on 
him ? 47 And Jefus faid unto him, thou 

haft both f,:en Imu, and it is he that talk- 
Lf h with thee. 3S And he faid. Lord, 

I believe. And he vvorfliippcd him, 

39 If -^ ll d Jefus faid, For judgment I 
am come into this world; that they 
who (bajl that they ) fee might be 
left to their Liiiidntfs, ( l*fal. Jxxxi. 12). 
40 \nd Ionic ol the Pli.nilees, which were 
with 1 • in*, heard thefe words, and faid 
umu him. Arc we blii d alfo ? 41 Jefus 

(aid unto them if ye were blind (entirely 
ignorant) ye ftiould have no fm ; but 
now ye lay, wc fee, (tho'yejbutyour 
eye 1 at the truth) therefore your fin ie- 
umincth. 

CHAP. X. 

Chriji the good Shepherd. 

V BRIL'! , verily, I fay unto you, He 
that entereth not by the door into 
tlic llicep-fuld, but climbcth up fonie o- 
tlier way, the la.ue is a thief and a,rob¬ 
ber. (lixek. KX\iv. 31. Vfaltn xxiii. 1.) 

2 But lie that emercth in oy the door is 
the Ihepherd of the ftieep. 3 To, him 
the porter openeth ; and the iheep hear 
his voice; and he cajkth his own ftieep 
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by name, and leadeth them out (to the 
pa/lute , •whither they follow him). 4 
And, when he putteth forth his own 
ftieep, he goeth before them, and the 
Iheep follow him : for they know hi4 
voice. 5 And a ftranger will they not 
follow, but will flee from him ; for they 
know not the voice of flrangers. 

6 This parable fpake Jefus unto them; 
but they undejftood not what things they 
were which he fpake Unto. them. 

7 Then faid Jefus unto them again, 
Verily, verily, I fay unto you, I am the 
.door of the Iheep. 8 And all that ever 
came before me (/// their o<wn authority, 
and not called) are thieves and robbers ; 
but the ftieep did not hear them. 9 I 
am the door; by me, if any man enter 
in, he ftiall be faved, and fha.Il go in and 
out, and find palture. 10 , The thief 
cometh not but for to Heal, and to kill, 
and to deftroy ; I am come that they 
might have life, and that they might 
have it more abundantly. 11 I am the 
good fticpherd; tlugood fticpherdgiveth 
his life for the ftieep. 12 But lie that is 
an hireling, and not the fhepherd, whofe 
own the ftieep are not, feeth the wolf 
(/,!*<■ perfecuting feducer) coming, and 
leaveth the ftieep, and ticeth; and the 
wolf catcheth and fcattereth the fheep. 

13 The hireling flceth, becaufe he is an 
hireling, and careth not for the Iheep. 

14 I am the good Ihepherd, and know 
niy ftieep, and am known of mine. 15 
As th2 Father knoweth me, even fo 
know I the Faiuer; and I lay down ray 
life for the sheep. 16 And other slicep 
(among the Gent ilex) I have, which 
arc not of this fold; them alfo I mult 
oring, add they shall hear my voice ; 
and there shall be one fold, and one 
shepherd. 17 Therefore doth my Fa¬ 
ther love nic, becaufe I lay down my 
life, that I might take it again. 18 No 
man takeih it from me (againjl my 
will), but 1 lay it down of mylclf; I 
have power tp lay it down, and I have 
power to take it again. This command¬ 
ment have I received of iny Father. 

19 Tf There was a divilion, therefore, 
again among the Jews for thefe fayings, 

20 And many of them faid, He hath a 
devil, and is mad ; why hear ye him ? 

21 Others faid, Thefe are not the words 
of lum that hath a devil: can a devil u- 
peu the eyes 0/ the blind J 

2 2 *|J And it was at Jerusalem the 
fqaif ol fhe dedication (of the templ^ y 
x Mac cab. iv. 2 Mac cab. i.J and it was 
^ inter. 23 And Jefus walked in the

temple in Solomon's pofch. 

24 Then came the Jews round a- 
bout him, and faid unto him, How long 
doft thou make utto doubt ? If thou be 
the Chrift, tell us plainly. 25 Jcfus an- 
fwered them, I told you, and ye believed 
not; the works that I do in my Father's 
name they bear witnefs of me. 26 But 
ye believe not ; becaufe ye are not of 
my sheep, as I faid unto you. 27 My 
sheep hear my voice, and T know them, 
and they follow me ; 28 And I give 

unto- them eternal life ; and they shall 
never perish, neither shall any man pluck v 
them out of my hand. _ 20 My Father/ 
who gave them me, is greater than all; 
and no man is able to pluck them out of 
my Father's band. 30 I and my Eather 
ire one. 

31 Tf Then the Jews took up ftones a- 
gain to Hone him, 31 Jefus anfwered 
them. Many good works have I shewed 
you from my Father; for which ofthofe 
works do ye ftone me ? -33 The Jews 

anfwered him, faying, For a good work 
we ftone thee not, but for blafphemy ; 
and becaufe that thou, being a man, 
makeft thyfelf God. 

34 Jefus anfwered them, Is it not 
written in your law, I faid, Ye are £ods ? 

( judges , PfaL ixxnii. 2. Exod. xzii. 28. 
God's •vicegerents'). 35 If he called 
them gods to whom the word (ofau¬ 
thority from ) God came, and the ferip^ 
ture^cannot be broken ; 36 Say ye cf 

him whom the Father hath fan^tified, 
(authorised) t and fent into the world, 
Thou blafphemeft ; becaufe I faid, I am 
the Son of God ?

39 Therefore they fought again to 
take him ; but he ef; aped out of their 
hand, 40 And wmt away again be¬ 
yond Jordan into the place where John 
at firft baptized ; and there be abode. 

41 And many refuted unto him, and 
faid, John mil no miracle; hut all tilings 
that John fpake of rljis man were true. 

42 And many believed cn him there.

OW a certain ruan was lick, named 
^Lazarus, cf-Bethany, the tc-vn of 
Mb' y and her fii cv Martha. 2. fit was 
that Mary who anoiDted the Lord with 
ointment, Lnd wiped his feet witH.her 
hair, whufe brother, Lazarus was "HcloJ 
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3** Therefore his filters fent unto him, 
faying, Lord, behold, he whom thou lov¬ 
ed is ficki 

4 When Jefu> he?rd that be faid. This 
ficknefis is not unto death, hut for the 
glory of God, that the Son of God might 
be glorified thereby. 5 Now Jefus lov¬ 
ed Martha, and her lifter, and Lazarus. 
6 When he had heard, therefore, that 
h6 was fick, he abode two days ftill in the 
fame place where he was. 

7 Then after that faith he to his dif- 
ciples, t-ct us go into Judea again. 8 
His ’difciplcs fay unto him, Matter, the 
Jews of late fonght to ftone thee ; and 
goeft thou thither again ? 

9 Jefus anfwered, Are there not twelve 
hours in the day? If any, man walk in 
the day he*ftumbleth not, becaufe he 
feeth the light of this world ? (Mari's 
life is his day, in which, if he does his 
duty every hour, he walks in the light , 
and (tumbles not). 10 Blit,if a man 
walk in the night (being out of his du¬ 
ty ) fie ftumblcth, becauff there is no 
light (or wifdom) in him. 

11 Thefe things faid he; and after 
that he faith unto them, Our friend La- 
zmis lleepeth ; burl go', that I may a- 
wake him out of llcep. 12 Then faid 
his iiifciples, Lord, if he fleep he lhall do 
well. 13 Howbcit Jefus fpuke of hia 
death ; but they thought that he had 
fj.oken of taking of reft in fleep. 

14 Then faid Jefus unto them plainly, 
Lazarus is dead) 15 And 1 am glad for 
your fakes that 1 was not there, to the 
intent yc; may bclive ; ucverthelf fs, let 
us go unto him. 16 Then faid Thomas, 
who W2S called Didyirus, unto his fel- 
lcw-diG iples, Lot us alfo go, that ive may 
die with him. 

17 Then when Jefus came, he found 
that he bad Lin in the grave four tiai 8 
already. iS *<ow Bethany was nigh un¬ 
to Jerusalem, about fifteen furlon/s off. 

19 And many of the Jc'ws came 10 
Martha and Marv, to c dm fort them con- 
cerning their brother. 

ic Tilers Martha, as foon asflie heard 
that Jefus wes coming, went and met 
him ; but Mery fat ftrll in the houli*. 
2r Then faid Martha unto Jefus, Lord, it 
thou hadlbbeen here, my biother had not 
died. 22 But t know even now, what- 
foevtr tfiou wilt :ifk of God, God will 
give it rhee. , 

23 Jefus faith unto her, Thy brother 
Ihcil rife again. 24 Martha faid unto 
him, I know that he lliall rife again in 
the refurredlion at the iaft day. v 
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15 Jefus fa ; th unto her, I am the [au¬ 
thor a/jd ctiufeof the Jrefurrc&ionandthc 
[nciv) lilt, he that believcth in me tho’ 
he were dead yet /hall he live (happy) ; 
ad And whofoever helieveth on me while 
he liveth fliall not die for ever ; bc- 
lirvolt thou this ? 27 She faith unto 

him, Yea, Lord; Ibclicvc that thou artthe 
Thrift theSon oiGoJ,who fliould come in¬ 
to the world. 28And,when Hie hadfo faid, 
Ihe went her way, and called Mary her 
filter fcirctly, faying, The Milder is come 
and calJeth for thee. 

29 Asf.ion as /lie heard that, Hie arofe 
quickly, and came unto hinti 

30 Now Jefus was not yet come into 
the town, but was in that place where 
Martha met him. 31 The Jew's then 
who were with her in the houfe, and 
comforted her, when they faw Ma¬ 
ry, that die rofe up huftily, and went out, 
followed her, faying, She gocth unto the 
grave to weep there. 

32 Then when Mary was come where

33 When Jefus, therefore, faw her 
weeping, and the Jews alfo weeping who 
came with her, he groaned in the fpirit, 
and was troubled, 34 And faid, where 
Imve ye laid hiin?Theyfay unto him,Lord* 
come and fee. 35 Jefus wept. 

36 Then faid .the Jews, Behold how 
he loved him I 37 And fume of them 
faid, Could not this man, who opened the 
eyes of the blind, have caufcd that even 
this inan Ihould not have died > 

38 Jefus, therefore, again groaning in 
himfelf, coincth to the grave. It was a 
cave, and a Hone lay upon It. 39 Jefus, 
faid, T.ikc ye away the ltone : Martha, 
the lifter of him that was dead, faith un¬ 
to him, Lord, by this time he ftinketh ; 
fur he hath been dead four days. 40 Jefus 
faith unto In r, Said I not unto thee, that 
if thou would eft believe, thou fliouldett 
lee the glory of God ? [his glorious 
power ). 

4.1 Then they took away the ftone 
from the place where the dead was laid. 
And Jefus lilted up his eyes, and faid, 
I ather, I thank thee that thou haft 
heard me. 42 And I know that thou 
heareft me always j but beeaufc of the 
people who ftand by I faid it, that they 
may believe that thou haft lent me. 

43 And when lie had thus fpoken he 
cried with a loud voice, Lnzarus, come 
forth. 44 And lie that was dead came 
tw th, boun 1 hand and foot with grave- 
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clothes; and his face was bound about 
with a napkin. Jefus faith unto them* 
Loofe him, and let him go. 

45 Then many of the Jews who came 
. to Mary, and had feen the things which 
Jefus did, believed on him. 46 But fume 
of them went their ways to the Pharil'ees* 
and told them what things Jefus had 
done. 

47 T[ Then gathered the chief priefts 
and Pliarifces a council, and Lid, What 
do wc ? for this man doth many miracles. 
'4S If wc let him thus alone all ineu 
will believe on him [us the kirg of the 
yews to rebel), and then the Romans 
/hall come and put an end to our place 
and nation. 

49 And or»e of them named Cuiphus, 
being the high prieft that fame year, faid 
unto them, Ye know nothing at all, 53 
Nor conlider that it is expedient for us, 
that one man fliould rather die for 
tlie people, than that the w hole nation 
fhoulcl pefifli. v, x And this fpake he not 
of himfelf; but being high piieft that

IVIf O* 1 the nett day, much people 
that were come to the feaft, when they 
heard that Jefus was coming to- Jerufa- 
lem, 13 Took branches of pahn trees, 
and went forth to meet him, and cried, 
Hofanna ( all hail), blefled is the King 
of Ifrael that cometh in the name of the 
Lord. ' 

14 And Jefus, when he had found a 
young afs, fat thereon ; as it is written, 
15 Fear not, inhabitants of Sion; be¬ 
hold, thy King cometh, fit ting on an afs's 
colt. 

id Th.efe things underftood not his 
difciples at the firll; but when Jefus was 
glorified (afc ended ), then rememhered 
they that theft- things were written of 
hijp, and that they-had done thefe things 
unto him. 

17 The people, therefore, that were 
with him when he called Lazarus out o! 
his grave, and railed him from the dead, 
bare record. jS For this caufe the peo¬ 
ple alfo met him, fonthat they heard that 
he had done this miraclo. 

19 The Pliarifees, therefore, faid a- 
mong therofelves, Perceive ye how ye 
j prevail nothing? beheld, the world is 
gone after him. ■ 

ao And there were certain Greeks 
among thefe that came lip to w or (hip at 
the feaft; 21 The fame came, therefore, 
to Philip, who was of Bethfaida^of Gali¬ 
lee, and defired him, faying. Sir, we 
would fee Jefus. 22 Philip cometh and 


him follow’ me; and w here I am there (hall 
alfo my fervant be. If any man ferve me, 
him will my Father honour. 27 Now is 
my foul troubled ; and what fhn.ll ^fay ? 
Father, fave me from this hour: but for 
this caufe came I unto this hour. (ofOf¬ 
fering). 28 Father, glorify thy name, 
(thy jvjlice in the fatisjaSlion for Jin), 
Then there came a voice from liCavrn, 
faying, I have both glorified it (in thy 
holy life , dphlrine, and mirarles ), and 
will do it again (in thy Offerings for 
f.nners , 1 Pet. iii. 18.) 

29 The people, therefore, that flood 
by, and heard it, laid that it thundered ; 
others faid. An angel fpake to him. 

30 Jefus anfwered, and faid, This voice 
came not becaufe of me, but for your 
fakes. 31 Now is the judgment of this 
world (to reflifyit); now (ball (Satan) 
the prince of this world be caft out (oj 
his dominion in idolatry). 32 And 1 , 
if I be lilted up from tiic earth (on the 
crofs) will draw all the ends of the 
earth unto me. - 33 (This he faid, 
fignifying what death he fhould die.) 
34 The people anfwered him, we bate 
heard out of the law that Chrift a- 
bideth for ever; and how fayeft thou, 
The Son of man mull be lilted up ? W ho 
is this Son of man ? ( 

35 Then fjid Jefus unto them, yet a 
little whi*e is (MfJJiah) the light with 
you, (for I am foon to leave you): walk 
while ye have the light (diligently im¬ 
prove it); left (the) darkntfsjr/ trouble 
and anguifj) come upon you ; lor he 
that walkcth in darhntfs knoweth not 
whither he goetb. 36 V»’hile ye have 
(Chrift) the light believe in (him who 
"r/)the light, that ye may be the children 
of the light (hispeople). Thefe things 
fpake Jefus, and departed, and did hide 
himfelf from them. 

37 But though he had done fo many 
miracles before them, yet they believed 
not on him : So that the faying of 
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Efaias the prophet might be fulfilled, 
which fie fpake, Lord, who hath believ¬ 
ed our report ? and to- whom hath the 
arm of the Lord been revealed ? (or the 
power of the gofpel known.) 39 There¬ 
fore they would not believe, becaufe that 
Efiias faid again, 40 He hath given 
them up to judicial blindncfs of their 
mental eyes and hardnefs of heart, (Pfal. 
Ixxxi. it.) fo that they could not fee 
with their eyes, nor underftand with 
their heart, foasto be converted, that I 
fliould heal them, 41 Thefe things faid 
F.faias, when hefaw his glory, and fpake 
ol him. 

42 Neverthclefs, among the chief 
rulers aifo many believed on him ; hut 
becaufe of the Pharifees they did not coh- 
fefs him, left they fliould be put out of 
the fynagogue ; 43 For they loved the 

praife of men more than the praife of 
Cod. 

44 Jcfus cried and faid. He that be- 
lieveth on mebelicveth not on m e only, 
but 011 him that fent me 45 And he 
that fecth me by faith, feeth him that 
fent me. 46 I am come a li^ht into the 
world, that whofoever believeth on me 
fliould not abide in darknefs, 4^ And 
il any n\an hear ir.y words, and lielieve 
not, [judge him not now, for I came 
not to judge the world now, but to lave 
the world. 48 He that rejefteth me, 
and rcceiveth not my words, hath one 
that judgeth him : the word that I have 
1‘poken, the fame flial) judge him at the 
lad: day. 49 For I have not fpoken of 
myfclf; but the Father who fent me, 
he gave me a commandment what 
I Ihould fay, and what I fliould fpeak. 
50 And I know that his command (con¬ 
cerning faith and repentance) is the en¬ 
joyment of life evcrlafling. Whatfoever 
I i peak, therefore, even ai the Father 
laid unto me, fo I fpeak. 

CHAP. XIII. 

Chrifl wajbctb his difciples ’ feet. 

N OW before the feaft of tnc pafTo- 
ver, when Jefus knew that his 
hour was come that he shonhl depart 
out of this world unto the Father, ha¬ 
ving loved his own who were in the 
w orld, lie loved them unto the end.' 

2 And fupper being ended, (the devil 
having now 'pul it into the heart of Ju- 
ths Ifcariot, Simon’s fon, to betray him,) 
3 Jefus knowing that the Father had 
given.nil things into his hands, and that 
b'- was come from God, and went to 
God; 4 He rifeth from flipper,- and 
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laid slide his loofe upper garment; and 
took a towel, and girded himfeLf: $ 
After that he poureth water into a bafon, 
and began to wash his difciples’ feet, and 
to wipe them with the towel wherewith 
he was girded. 

6 Then cotneth he to Simon Peter ; 
and Peter faith unto him, Lord, doft thou 
walh my feet ? 7 Jefus anfwered, and- 

faid unto him, What I do thou knoweft 
not now ( but thou sbalt know hereaf¬ 
ter. B Peter faith unto* him. Thou 
shalt never wash my feet. Jefus an¬ 
swered him, If I w.ash thee not ( moral - 
/y. Rev. i. 5.} thqu haft no part with 
me. 9 Simon Peter faith unto him, 
Lord, not my feet only, but .alfo my 
hands and my head. 10 Jefus faith Lo 
him, He that is walhed needeth not, fave 
to waili his feet, but is (accounted) 
clean every whit; and ye. are clean, but 
not all. 11 For he knew who fliould 
betray him ; therefore faid he. Ye are 
not all clean. , 

12 So after he had wafhed their feet, 
and had taken his garments, and was fet 
down again, he faid unto them, Know 
ye what T ''ive done unto you ? 13 Ye 

call me M after and Lord; and ye fay 
well—for fo I ah). 14 If I then, your 
Lord and Mafter, have wafhed your 
feet, ye alfo ought to wafh one another's 
feet. 15 For I have given you an ex¬ 
ample, that ye fliould do as I have done 
to you. 16 Verily, yerily, I fay unto 
you, The fervant is not greater than his 
lord ; neither is he that is fent greater 
than he that hath fent him. 17 If ye 
know thefe things, happy are ye if ye do 
them. 

18 I fpeak not of you all—I know 
whon* I have chofen : but, that the* 
feature may be fulfilled. He that eat- 
eth bread with me hath lifted up hit 
heel againft me. 19 Now I tell you 
before it come, that, when it comes to 
paTs, ye may believe that I am (the 
Mcjjiab). 10 Verily, verily, I fay un¬ 
to you, He that recciveth whomfoever I 
fend, receiveth me ; and he that receiv¬ 
ed me, receiveth him that fent me. 

21 When Jefus had thus faid he was 
troubled in fpirit, and,teftitied, and faid. 
Verily, verily, I fay unto you, That one 
of you fliall betray me. aa Then fhe 
difciples looked one on another, doubt¬ 
ing of whom he fpake. 

23 Now there was leaning on Jcfua' 
bofom one of his difciples, whom Jefus 
loved, (vi%. John). .24 Simon Peter, 
therefore, beckoned to him, that he Ihould 
2 
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afk who it fhould be of whom he fpake. 
25 He then, lying on. Jefus ? brenft, faith 
unto him. Lord, who is it ? a6 Jefus 
anfwered, He it is to whom I fhall give 
& craft, when I have dipped it. And 
when he had dipped the fop he gave it 
to Judas Ifcariot, the fon of Simon. 

27 And after the fop Satan entered 
into him. Then faid Jefus unto him. 
That which thou doeft, thou wilt do 
uickly. 18 Now no man at the table 
new for what intent he fpake this unto 
him. if* For feme of them thought, 
becaufe Judas had the purfe, that Jofhs 
had fcid unto him, Buy thofe things that 
we have need of againft the feaft; or, 
that he fhould give fomething to the 
poor.' 30 He then, having received the 
fop, went immediately out: and it was 
night. 

31 Therefore, when he was gone 
out^ Jefus faid, Now is the Son of man 
glorified, ( defraying Jbe works of the 
devil)} and God is (thereby) glorified 
in liim. 31 If God be glorified in him, 
God will alfo glorify him with himfelf, 
(by making him Jit at bis right hand), 
and fhall ftraightway glorify him. 33 
Little children, yet a little while I am 
with you. ,Ye fhall feek me ; and, as I 
find unto the Jews, Whither I go ye can¬ 
not (now) come ; fo I fay now unto 
you. 34 A new commandment I give 
unto you. That ye love one another ; as 
I have loved you, that ye alfo love ane St¬ 
rother. 35 By this ftiaJl all men know 
that ye are my difciples, if ye have love 
•one to another. 

3XS Simon Peter faid unto him. 
Lord, whither goeft thou ? Jefus an¬ 
fwered him, Whither I go thou canft not 
follow me now ; but thou flialt follow 
rhe afterwards. 37 Peter faith unto 
him. Lord, why cannot I follow' thee 
now ? I will lay down my life for thy 
fake. 38 Jefus anfrvered him. Wilt thou 
lay dovtfn thy life for my fake ? Verily, 
verily, I fay unto thee. The cock fhall 
not crow till thou haft denied me thrice. 

CHAP. XIV. 

Cbriji comfortetb his difeiples . 

L ET not your hearts be troubled: 

'j ye believe in God, believe alfo in 
Hie. 4 In my Father’s houfe are many 
manfions ; if it were not fo I would have 
told you. I go to prepare a place for 
you. 3 And if 1 go and prepare a place 
for you I will come again, and receive 
you unto tnyfelf; that where I am, 
there ye may be alfo.

Jefus faith unto him. Have I been fo long 
time with you,and yet haft thou not known 
me* Philip ? he that hath feen me hath 
feen the Father; ap .4 how fay eft thou 
then. Shew.us the Father 10 Bcliev- 
eft thou not that I am in the Father, 
and the Father in me ? the words that I 
fpeak unto you, I fpeak not of myfelf ; 
but the Father, that dwelleth in me, he 
deeth the works. 11 Believe me that I 
am in the Father, and the Father in me: 
or elfe believe me for the very works* 
fake. n Verily, verily, l fay unto 
you. He that bclieveth on me, the works 
that I do he fhall do alfo ; and greater 
/works than thefe fhall he do, becaufe I 
go unto my Father, (fo fend the Spirit 
to work wonders by you). 13 And 
whatfoever ye fhall afk in my name, 
that will 1 do, that the Father may be 
glorified m the Son, (by the Spirit). 14

T HESE things'have I fpoken to 
yoq, that ye mould not take offence 
at the crofs. z They (hall put you out 
of the fynagogues; ^ea, the time cometh, 
that whofoever killoth you will think 
that he doeth God fervice. 3 And thefe 
things will they, do unto'you, becaufe. 
they have not known the Father, nor me. 
4 But thefe tilings have I told you, that, 
when the time (hall come, ye may re¬ 
member that I told you of them. Ard 
thefe things I faid not unto you at the be- 
• ginning, becaufe I was with you. 5But 
now I go mv way to him that fent me ; 
and none of you afleeth me, Whither 
goeft thou ? 6 But becaufe I have faid 

thefe things unto you forrow hath filled 
your heart. 7 Nevcrthelefs, I tell you 
the truth ; It is expedient for you that 
I go away : for if I go not away, the 
Comforter will not come unto you ; but 
if I depart, I will fend him unto you. 8 
And when he is come he will convince 
the world concerning fin, righteoufnefe, 
and judgment, 9 Concerning the fin of 
infidelity , becaufe they believe not on 
me.

19 Now Jefus knew that they 
were defirous to alk him, and faid urto 
them, Do ye enquire among yourfelves 
of that-I faid, A little while and ye shall 
not fee me ; and again, A little while, 
and ye shall fee me ? 20 Verily, verily, 

I fay unto you, That ye shall weep and 
lament at my going away y but the wick¬ 
ed world shall rejoice at it; and ye shall 
be forrowful at it, but your forrow shall 
be turned into joy, at my return, zt 
[A woman when she is in travail hath 
forrow, becaufe her hour is ccme ; but 
as fooh as she is delivered of the child 
she remembereth no more the anguish, 
for joy that a man is bohi into the 
world.]

26 At that day ye shall peti¬ 
tion in my name ; and I fay not unto you, 
That I will pray the l ather for you; 
27 For the Father himfelf loveth you, 
becaufe ye have loved me/ and have be¬ 
lieved that 1 came out from God. 28 I 
came forth from the Father, and am 
come into the world; again, I leave the 
world, and go to the Father. 

29 His difciples faid unto him, Lo, 
now fpeakeft thou plainly, and fpeakeft 
no proverb. 30 Now, we are fure that 
thou knoweft all things, and needed not 
to be alked of any man, (as thou telUfl 
all things plainly without enquiry ) : by 
this we believe that thou earned forth 
from God. 

31 Jefus anfwered them, Do ye now 
believe ? 32 Behold, the hour cometh, 

yea, is now come, that ye fliall be fcat- 
tered, every man to his own, and (hall 
leave me alone ; and yet I am not alone, 
becaufe the Father is with me. 

33 Thefe things I have fpoken unto 
you, that in me ye might have peace. 
In the world ye (kail have tribulation; 
but be of good cheer,—I have overcome 
the world* 

CHAP. XVII. 

Cbrijl's prayer to his Father. 
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T HESE words fpake Jcfus, and lifted 
up his eyes to heaven, and faid. 
Father, the hour (for overthrowing the 
powers of darhnefi) is come; glorify thy 
Son by the victory, that thy Son may al- 
fo glorify thee in the triumph, (Col. it. 
r 5.) a As ihou haft given him power over 
sill flefli, that he fhould give eternal life 
Lo as many as thou halt given him. 3 
And this is life eternal, that they might 
lovingly and experimentally know thee, 
the only true God, and Jefus Chrift 
whom thou haft fent fo fave the world. 
4 I have glorified thee on the earth, as 
I have finilhed the work which thou ga- 
*< It me to do. 5 And now, O Father, 
glorify thou me with thine own felf, ev¬ 
en with the gloty which 1 had with thee 
before the world was. 

6 I have rr.anifefted thy name unto 
the men whom thou gaveft me out of 
the world, to believe and obey the truth’, 
thine they were by creation and thou 
gaveft them me, toferve me, and they 
have kept thy word (obeying it). 7 
Now they have known that the words, 
and works,and all things vvhatfoeverthou 
htift given me are from thee : 6 For I 

have given unto them the words which 
thou gaveft me; and they have received 
them, and have known furely that I came 
out from thee, and they have believed 
that thou diJit fend me. 9 I pray for 
them,I pray not for the world {they will 
u it receive my words, 7.46. but for them 
whom thou haft given me to believe and 
obey ti e truth, for they are thine. 10 
And all mine are thine, and thine are 
mine ; and I am glorified in them by fa- 
y’Tig them- 11 And now 1 am no more 
in the world, hut thefe are in the world, 
and I come to thee. Holy Father, keep 
through thine own name thofe whom 
thou haft given me, that they may be 
one,//* love, as we are. 1 a Whilft I was 
with them in the world I kept them in 
the fear of thy name. Thofe that thou 
gaveft me I have kept, and none of 
them is loft ; but the fon of perdi* 
turn {Judas; who is gone to perdition), 
that the fcripturc might be fulfilled. 13 
And now I come to thee : and thefe 
things I fpcak in the world, that they 
might have tny joy fulfilled in themfelves. 
14 I have given them thy word ; and the 
v. orld hath hated them, becaufe they are 
not of the world, even as I am not of the 
world. 15 I pray not that thou flroyld- 
eft take them out of the world, but that 
thou fhuuhlcft keep them from the evil. 
16, They are not conformed to the world 
even as I am not conformed to the world. 
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17 Sanftify them thro* ihypure word of 
truth, (Jer. xxiii. 19. Eph. v. 2 6); thy 
word is truth, 18 As thou haft fent me 
into the world, even fo- have I alto fent 
them into the world, to teach it. 19 And 
for their fakes I fanclify myfelf, {being 
fet apart for the iv&nfr of their falva - 
tion ), that they alfo may be fanftified 
tin o’the truth, {purifed by it ft om er¬ 
ror and immorality). 

20 Neither pray I for thefe alone, but 
for them alfo which fhall believe on me 
thro’-their word ; 21 That they all may 
be one ; as thou. Father, art in me, and 
I in thee, that they alfo may be one in 
mutual love ; thal the world may be¬ 
lieve that thou haft fent me. 22 And 
the glory of doing Mighty works which 
thou gaveft ine, I have given them, that 
they may be one in love, as we are one. 
23 Thou in me, and I in them; that 
they may be made perfeft in one (cor¬ 
dial love); and that the World may 
know that thou haft fent me, and hast 
loved them, as thou haft loved me. 

24 Father, I will that they alfo whom 
thou haft given me may be with me 
where I am 1 ; that they may behold my 
glory which thou baft given me; for 
thou lovedft me before the foundation of 
the v orld. 25 O righteous Father, the 
world hath not known thee; but I have 
known thee, and thefe have known that 
thou haft fent me. 26 Aqd I have de¬ 
clared unto them thy name, and will de¬ 
clare it, that the love wherewith thou 
haft loved me may be in them, and I in 
them, b y my Spiiit abiding in them. 

C H A P. XVI(L 
Judas betrayetb Chrijl. 

W HEN Jcfus had fpoken thefe 
words he went forth with his 
difciples over the brook Cedron, where 
was a garden, into which he entered, 
and his difciples. 2 And Judas alfo, wl, 1 
betrayed him, knew the place ; for Jefus 
oft-times-veforted thither with his difci¬ 
ples. 

3 Judas then, having received a band 
of men and officers from the chief priefts 
agd Pharifees, cotncth thither with lan¬ 
terns, and torches, and weapons. 

4 Jefus, therefore, knowing all things 
that fliould come upon him, went forth, 
and fa^d unto them whom feek ye ? 5 

They anfwered him, Jefus of Nazareth. 
Jefus faith unto them, I am he. (And 
Jtulas alfo, who betrayed him, ftood 
with them.) 6 As lbon then as he had 
faid unto them, I am he, they went back¬ 
ward, and fell to the ground! as Were 
thunder fir uck by the power of his word 
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7 Then afked he them again, Whom 
fcek ye ? And they faid, Jefus of Naza¬ 
reth. 8 Jefus anfwered, I have told you 
that I am he ; if, therefore, ye feck me, 
let thefe (my difciples) go theii way: 
9 That the faying might be fulfilled 
which he fpake, Of them which thou 
gave ft me have I loft none (Ify apoflacy % 
xvii. ii.) 

to Then Simon Peter, haring a 
fword, drew it, and fraote the highprieft’s 
fervant, and cut ofF his right ear. The 
fervant’s name was Malchus. 

11 Then faid Jefus unto Peter, Put up 
thy fword into the fheath : the cup of 
/offerings which my Father hath given 
me, (hall I not drink it ? f 

il Then the band, and the captain, 
and .officers of the Jews, took. Jefus, and 
bound him, 13 And led him away to 
Annas firft ; (for he was father-in-law to 
Caiaphas, who was the high prieft that 
fame year.) 14 Now Caiaphas was he 
who gave, counfel to the Jews, that it 
was expedient that one man fliould ‘die 
for the people, (xi. 5 °) 

15 And Simon Peter followed Jefus, 
and fo did another difciple. That difei- 
ple was k^nown to the high prieft, and 
went in with Jefus into the palace of the 
high prjeft. 16 But Peter flood'at the 
door without. Then went out that other 
difciple, who was known unto the High 
prieft, and fpake unto her that kept the 
door, and brought in Peter. 17 Then 
faith the damfel that kept the door upto 
P^ter, Art not thou alfo one of this man’s 
difciples? faith, I am Ddt. iS And 
the fervants and officers flood there, who 
had made a fire of coals, (for it wascold;') 
and they warmed themfelves: And Pe¬ 
ter flood with them, and wanned him* 
felf ? 

19 The high prieft then afked Jefus 
of bis difciples, and of his. dodlrine. 20 
Jefus anfwered him, I fpake openly to the 
world; I ever taught in thje fynagogue, 
and in the temple, whether the Jews al¬ 
ways refort; and in fecret have I faid 
nothing. 21 Why afkeft thou me? alk 
them who heard me, what I have faid 
nnto them : behold, they know what I 
'faid. ' 

22 Anti, when he had thus fpoken, one 
of the officers who flood by ftruck Jefus 
with the pa)m of his hand, faying, An- 
(wereft thou the high prieft fo ? 23 Je- 

fus anfwered him. If I have fpoken.evil, 
bear lyftnefs of the evil; hut* if well, 
why fmiteft thou me ? 24 {Now Annas 

had fept hint bound unto Caiaphas the 
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high prieft.) 

15 If AnA Simon Peter flood and 
warmed himfelf; .they faid, therefore, 
unto him, Art not thou alfo one of bis dif¬ 
ciples ? He denied it, and faid, I am 
not. 26 One of the fervanls of the 
high prieft, being his kinfman whofe 
ear Peter cut off, faith. Did not I fee 
thee in the garden with lripi ? 27 Pe¬ 

ter then denied again ; and immediate¬ 
ly the cock crew. 

28 Then led they Jefus from Caia- 
phr.s unto the hall of judgment ; and it 
was early ; and they themfelves went 
not into the judgment-hall, left they 
fliould be defiled ; but that they might 
cat the paffover. 

29 Pilate then went out unto them, 

and faid, What accufatiun bring yr a- 
gaifift this man ? 30 They anfwered, 

and faid unto him, If he were not a ma¬ 
lefactor, we would not have delivered 
him up unto thee. 31 Then faid Pilate 
unto him. Take ye him, and judge hint 
according to your law. The Jews, 
therefore, faid unto him, It is not law¬ 
ful for us to put any man to death ; 32 

That the faying of Jefus might be ful¬ 
filled, which he fpake, fignifying what 
death he fliould die. 

33 Then Pilate entered into the judg¬ 
ment-hall again, and called Jefus, and 
faid unto him, Art thou the king of the 
Jews? 34 Jefus anfwered him, Sayeft 
thou this thing of thyfelf, or did others 
tell it thee of me ? 

35 Pilate anfwered, Am I a Jew ? 
Thine own nation, and the chief priffts, 
have delivered thee unto me. What haft 
thou done ? 

36 Jefus anfwered, My kingdom is not 
of this world. If my kingdom were of 
this world, then would my fei vants fight, 
that I fliould not be delivered tu the 
Jews; but now is my kingdom not trom 
hence, but from heaven, 1 Cor. xv. 47. 
Rev, xxi. 10. 

37 Pilate, therefore, faid unto him, 
Art thou a king then? Jefus anfwered. 
Thou fayeft that I am a king. To this 
end. was I born, and for this caufe came 
I into the world, that I fliould bear wit- 
nefs unto the truth. Every one that is of 
the truth, andagainft the father of lies , 
Pfal. xlv. 4. xevi, 13. heareth my voice, 
and fights under the protetiion of my 
feeptre of truth. 

38 Pilate faith unto him. What is 
truth ? And when he had faid this, he 
went out again unto the Jews,^anri faith 
unto them, I find in him na fault at all. 

* 0 
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39 But ye have a cuftom that I thould 
releafe unto you one at the piifl'over; will 
ye, therefore, that I releafe unto you the 
king of the Jews> 40 Then cried they 
all H'jain, faying, Not this man, but 
Bar abbas. Now Barabbasi was a rob¬ 
ber, 

CHAP. XIX. 

Chrifi is frontge A, and crucified. 

Pil ate, therefore, took Jefus, 
X and fcourged him. 1 And the fd- 
diers platted a crown of thorns, and put 
it on bis head, and they put on him a pnr- 
ple robe, 3 And laid, Hail, king of the 
Jews ! and they imote him with their 
hands 

4 Pilate, therefore, went forth again, 
and faith unto them, Behold, I bring him 
furLh to you, that ye may know that I 
find no fault in him. 

5 Then came Jefus forth, wearing jlie 

crown of thorns, and the purple robe.— 
And Pilate faith unto them, Behold the 
man ? 6 When the chief priefts, there¬ 

fore, and officers faw him, they cried 
out, faying, Crucify him, crucify him.' 
Pilate faith nrtto them, Take ye him, 
and crucify him : for I find no fault in 
him. 7 The Jews anfwered him, We 
have a law, and l>y our law he ought to 
die, becaufe he made himfelf the Son of 
God. 

S When Pilate, therefore, heard 
that laying he was the more afraid; 9 

And went again into the judgment-hall, 
and faith unto Jefus, Whence art thou ? 
But Jefus gave him no anfwcr. 10 Then 
laith Pilate unto him, Speakeft thou not 
unto me ? knoweft thou not that I have 
power to crucify thee, and have power 
to rclcalc thee? 11 Jefus anfwered. 
Thou couldeft have no power at all a- 
gainfl me, except it were given thee from 
above : therefore he that delivered me 
unto thee hath the greater fin. 12 And 
horn thenceforth Pilate fought to releafe 
him : but the Jews cried out, faying, If 
thou let this man go thou art not CcInr’s 
liicnd; whofuever maketh himfelf a 
king fpeaketh a gain ft Cefar. 

13 Tj Wnen Pilate, therefore, heard 
th.-t laying lie brought Jefus forth, and 
fat do wn in the judfinent-i'eat, in a place 
that i> called the Pavement, bjit in the 
Hebrew Gabbatha. 14 And it Was the 
preparation of Lhe |\aflbver, and about 
the ti.-:th hour ; and he faith unto th§ 
Jews, Bchu'd your king 1 15 But they 

cried out. Away with him, away with 
him, trueily him. Pilate faith unto them, 
Shad I 01-icily jour king? The chief 


priefts anfwered, We have no king but 
Cefar. 

1 6 Then delivered he h‘m, therefore, 
unto them to be crucified. And they took 
Jefus, and led him away. 17 And he, 
bearing his crofs, went forth into a place 
called the place of a fcull, which is call¬ 
ed in the Hebrew Golgotha; iS Where 
they crucified him, and two others with 
him, on either fide one, and Jefus in the 
nTidft. 

19 And Pilate, wrote a title, and 
put it on the crofs. And the writing 
was, Jesus of Nazareth, tIie Kino 
of-the Jews. 20 This title then read 
many of the Jews ; for the place where 
Jefus was crucified was-nigh to the city ; 
and it was written in Hebrew*, and Greek, 
and Latin. 

2 r ’Then faid the chief priefts of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not. The King of 
the Jews; but that he faid, t am the King 
of the Jc^s. 22 Pilate an tutored, What 
I have written, I dill approve. 

23 Then the (bldiers, whentfhey 
had crucified Jefus, took his garments, 
and made four'parts, to every foldier a 
part ; and alfo his coat- -Now the coat 
was without feam, woven from th^top 
throughout: 24 They faid, therefore, a- 
mong themfelvcs, I.et us not fend it, but 
caft lots for it, whofe ft fliall be ; that 
the feripture might "he fulfilled, which 
faith, They pirted my raiment among 
them, and for my vcfture they did caft: 
lots. Thefc things, therefore, the fol : 
diers did. 

25 Now there flood by the crofs of 
Jefus his mother, and his mother’s filter, 
Mary the wife of C.lcopas, and Miry 
Magdalene. 16 When Jefus, therefore, 
faw his mother, and the difciplc Handing 
by whom he loved, he faith unto his mo¬ 
ther, Woman, behold thy fon 1 27 Then 
faith he to the dil'ciple, Behold thy mo¬ 
ther ! And from that hour that difciplc 
took her unto his own home. 

28 After this Jefus, knowing that 
all things were now aecmnpliilied, that 
the feripture might be fulfilled, faith, 1 
third. 

29 Now there was fet a veil'd full of 
vinegar ; ami they-filled a fpungc with 
vinegar, anti put it upon by flop, and put if 
to his mouth. 30 When Jefus, there- 
fr .c, had received the'vinegar He laid. It 

(that is, this uuorl) is finished ; and he * 
bowed his head, and refigned his fpirit. 

31 jf Th^ Jews, therefore, becauic it 
was the preparation, that the JioditA- 
flie.ild net remain on the crofs onytftfc’fab- 
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bath-day, (fot that fabbath-day was an 
high day,) befought Pilate that their 
legs might be broken, and that they 
might be taken away. 

32 Then came the foldicrs, and brake 
the legs of the firlt, and Of the other who 
was crucified with him. 33 But when 
they came to Jefus, ^nd faw that he was 
dead already, they brake not his legs ; 
34 But one of the foWiers with-a fpear 
pierced his fide, and forthwith came 
thereout blood and water. 35 And he 
that faw it bare record, and his record is 
true ; and he knoweth that he faith true, 
that ye might believe. 36 For thefe 
things were done, that the. feripture 
fhouFd be fulfilled; A bone of lum (ball 
not be broken. 37 And again, another 
feripture faith. They (hall look! on him 
whom they pierced* 

38 Tf And after this, Jofeph of Ari- 
in at he a (being a diiciple of Jefus, but 
fecretly for fear of the Jews) befought 
Pilate that he might take away the body 
of jefus; and Pilate gave him leave. 
He came, therefore, and took the body of 
.Jefus. 39 And there came alfo Nicode- 
rrm^fwho at the firA came to Jefus by 
nigfity) and brought a mixture of myrrh 
and>£aloes, about an hundred pound 
weight. 

40 Then took they the body of Jefus, 
and wound it in linen clothes with the 
fpices, as the .manner of the Jews is to 
bury. 41 Now, in the place where he 
was crucified there was a garden ; and 
in the garden a new fepulchre, wherein 
was never man yet laid, .42 There laid 
they Jefus, therefore, becaufe of the 
"Jews* preparation-day; for the fepulchre 
was nigh at hand. 

CHAP. XX. 

Of ChriJl'j refurrettion . 

T H E -firft day of the week cometfi 
Mary Magdalene early* when it 
■Was yet dark, unto the fepulchre, and 
fferh the (tone taken away from the fe¬ 
pulchre. 2 Then foe runfieth, and co- 
xpeth to Simon Peter, and to the other 
diiciple whom Jefus loved, and faith un- 
■*to them. They have taken away the 
Lord out of the fepulchre, and we know 
not where they have laid him. 3 Peter,, 
therefore, went forth, and that other dif- 
ciple, and came to the fepulchre. 4 So 
they ran both’together; and the other 
difcipJe did•outrun Peter, and came firft 
to thtiftfejhilcbre. 5 And he t (tooping 
down,.'and looking in, typ the iinen 
clctMaJyiug-; yet went ltd not in. 

:4 afneti ctwieth Simon Peter follow- 
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ing him, and went into the fepulchre, 
and feeth the linen clothes lie; 7 And 

the tiapkin that was about his head 
not lying with the linen clothes, but 
wrapped together in .a place by itfclf. 

> 8 Then went in alfo that other dif- 
ciple who came firft to the fepulchre, 
and he faw, and believed, p For as yet 
they knew not the feripture, that he 
muft rife again from the dead. 

10 Then the difciples went away a- 
gain unto their own home. 

11 But Mary flood without at the 
fepulchre weeping : and, as flie wept, fhe 
Hooped down, and lookea into the fe¬ 
pulchre, 12 And feeth two angels in 
white fitting, the one at the head, and 
the other at the feet, where the body of 
Jefus bad lain. 13 And they fay unto 
her. Woman, why weepeft thou ? She 
faith unto them, Becaufe they have ta¬ 
ken away my Lord, and I know not 
where they have laid him. 14 And 
when fhe had thus faid fhe turned her¬ 
self back, and faw Jefus (landing, and 
knew not that it Was Jefus.» 

15 Jefus faith unto her. Woman, why 
weepeft thou ? whom feekelt thou ? She, 
fuppofing him to be the gardener, faith 
unto him. Sir, if thou have borne him 
hence, tell me where thou haft laid him, 
and I will take him away. . 16 Jefus 
faith unto her, Mary. She turned her- 
felf, and faith unto him, Rabboni; which 
is to fay, Mafter. 17 Jefus faith to her. 
Delay not to touch or handle me now ; 
for tho* I am not yet afeended to my Fa¬ 
ther, I am to afeend : go, therefore, to 
my brethren, and tell them, that I afcetul 
to my Father, and your' Father ; and to 
my God, and your God. 

18 Mary Magdalene came and told 
the difciples that (lie had feen the Lord, 
and that he had fpoken thefe things un¬ 
to her. 

19 T[ Then the fame day at evening, 
being the firft day of the week, when the 
doors were (but where the difciples were 
aflembled for fear of the Jews, came Je¬ 
fus, and flood in the midft, and faith 
unjo them, Peace be unto you. 20 And, 
when he had fo faid, he fhewed unto 
them his hands and his fide. Then were 
the difciples glad when they faw the 
Lord. ^ * 

21 Then faid Jpfus to them again. 
Peace be unto you ; as my Father hath 
lent roe, even fo^iend I you (to teach ). 
22 And, whence had faidthis, he breath¬ 
ed on them, and faith unto them, Receive 
ye the Holy Spirit. 33 Whofe foever fins 
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ye rightly declare to bt remitted, they 
are remitted unto them ; and 1 whole fo- 
ever fiiH ye declare to be not remitted, 
they arc not remitted. 

24 But Thomas, one of the twelve, 
called Didymus, was not with them when 
Jefus came. 25 The other difciples, there¬ 
fore, fa id unto him, We have feen the 
Lord. But he faid unto them, Except I 
lhall fee in his hands the printof the nails, 
and put my finger into the print of the 
nails, and thruft my hand into his fide, I 
will not believe. * 

16 If And, after eight days again his 
<lif iples were within, and Thomas with 
them. Then came Jefus, the doors be¬ 
ing flint, (.2/ before^ v. 19. having open¬ 
ed them unobfervedly), and flood in the 
inidft, and faid, Peace be unto you. 27 
Then faith he to Thomas, Reach hither 
thy finder, and behold my hands; and 
reach hither thy hand, and thruft it into 
my fide; and be not faithlefs, but believ- 
,ing. 28 And Thomas anfwered, and faid 
unto him. My Lord, anil my God. 29 
Jefus faith unto him, Thomas, beenufe 
thou haft feen me thou halt believed ; 
Lie fled arc they that have not feen, anil 
yet have believed- 

30 And many other figns truly did 
Jefus in the prefence of his difciples, 
which are not written in this book : 31 
But thefe are written, that ye might be¬ 
lieve that Jefus is the Chrift, the Son of 
God; and that believing ye might hava 
life through his name, {the Saviour). 
CHAP. XXI. 

Chrxfl appearetb to his difciples, 
FTEK. thefe things Jefus fliewed 
himfelf again to the difciples at 
the fea of Tiberias; and in this manner 
fliewed he himfelf. 2 There were toge¬ 
ther Simon Peter, and Thomas called 
Didymus, and Nathanael of Cana in Ga¬ 
lilee, and the fons of Zebcdee, and two 
otlicr of his difciples. 3 Simon Peter 
faith unto them, I go a fifhing. They 
fay unto him, We alio go witft thee.— 
They went forth, and entered into a {hip 
immediately ; and that night they 
caught nothing. 

4 But when the morning was now 
come, Jefus flood on the fhore ; but the 
difciples knew not that it was Jefus. 5 
Then Jefus faith unto them, Children, 
have yr any meat? They anfwered him. 
No. 6 And he faid unto them, Caft the 
net on the right fide of the (hip, and ye 
{hall find. They caft, therefore ; and 
row they were not able to draw it for 
the multitude of fiflies. 
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- 7 Therefore, that difciple whom Jefus 
loved faith unto Peter, It is the Lord. 
Now, when Simon Peter heard that it 
was the Lord, he girt his fifhers coat a- 
bout him, (for he was without it,) and 
did caft himfelf into the fca. 

8 And the other difciples came In a lit¬ 
tle fliip, (for they were not far from 
land, but as it were two hundred cu¬ 
bits) dragging the net with fillies. 

9 As foon then as they were come to 
land they faw a fire of coals there, and 
fifli laid thereon, and bread. 10 J-ius 
faith uuto them, Bring of the fiih which 
ye have now caught. 

11 Simon Peter went up, and drew the 
net to land full of great fifties, an hundred 
and fifty and three; and tho’ there were 
fo many, yet was not the net broken. 

iz Jefus faith unto them. Come and 
dine. And none of the difciples durft 
afk him, Who art thou ? knowing that it 
was the Lord- -(for tho ’ their 
metit made them doubt a little , they twet 
ajhamed of it.) 

13 Jefus then cometh and taketh. 
bread, and iriveth them, and fifli likcwife. 

14 This is now the third time that 
Jefufi (hewed himfelf to his difciploa after 
that he wasrifen from the dead. 

15 If So, when they had dined, Jefus 
faith to Simon Peter, Simon, fon of Jo¬ 
nas, lo-veft thou me more than thefe ? 
He faith unto him, Yea, Lord, thou 
knoweft that I love thee. He faith unto 
him, Feed iny lambs, ( nvenk believers). 

1 6 He faith to him again, the fecond 
time,Simon, fon ofjonas, loveft tiiou me ? 
He faith unto him, Yea, Lord, thou 
knowell that I love thee. He faith unto • 
him, Feed my fheep. 17 He faith unto" 
himtlic third time,Simon fon ofjonas, Lo¬ 
veft thou me > Peter was grieved becaufe 
he faid unto him.the third time, Loved 
thou me ? And he faid unto him. Lord, 
thou knowelt all things; thou knowelt 
that I love thee. Jefus faith unto him. 
Feed my fheep. 18 Verily, verily, I fay 
unto thee. When thou waft young, thou 
girded ft tiiyfelf, anil walked ft whether 
thou woul 'eft ; but when thou (halt be 
old, thou (halt ftretch fotth thy hands, 
and another lhall gird thee, and carry 
thee whither thou wonldeft not. 

19 This fpakc he, fignifying by what 
death he fhould glorify God. And when 
he had fpoken this, he faith unto him. 
Follow me. 

20 Theft Peter, turning about* feetli 
the difciple whom Jefus loved friGunving, 
who alfo leaned oh his bread at fupper, 
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Rnd faid, Lord, which is he that betray- 
cth thee ? 21 Peter, feeing him* faith to 
Jefus, Lord, and what fliall this.man do? 
12' Jefus faith unto him, If I will that 
he tarry till I zesmt to judge the world, 
what is that to thee ?’ follow thou me. 

23 Then went this faying abroad a- 
mong the brethren, that that difciple 
-fliould not die : yet Jefus faid not unto 
him, He Jhall not die ; but, if I will that 
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he tarry till I come, what is that to thee > 
24 This is the difciple who tef^i belli 
of thefe things, and wrote thefe tilings, 
and w$ know that his teftimony is true. 
15 And there are alfo many other things 
w hich Jefus did, the which, if they Ihoi.lJ 
be written every one, I flip pule that even 
the world it fell* rould not contain the 
books that fliould be written. Amen.

Cbri/l's hi/Tory hi part repeated. 
T^HE former treatife (Luke i. 3.) have 
_L J /trade, O Tlieophilus, of all that 
Jefus both did arid taught, 2 Until the 
day df his afcenlioji to heaven, after that 
he,by the Holy Spirit, had given com- 
ma.ndmcnts unto the apoftles whom he 
had cbofen ; 3 To whom alfo he (hew¬ 

ed In®fell alive, after his paflion by ma¬ 
ny infallible proofs, being feen of them 
forty flays, and fpeakfng of the things' 
pertaining to the kingdom of God : • 4 
And being affembled together with them, 
commanded them that they fliculd not 
depart from Jerufalem, (till endued with 
the Holy Spirit , Luke xxiv, 49. J bid 
wait for the. Spirit, as promifed by the 
Father, of \yhich, faith he, you have 
heard mefpeak y(Jobn xiv.,2(J.J 5 For 
John truly baptized with water, but ye 
jliall be baptized with the Holy Spirit 
\taught , enlightened , and purified by 
’hifnj not m^ny days hence. 1 

When they, therefore, were come 
together, they afked of him, faying, 
Lord, >viit thou at this time reftore again 
the kingdom to Ifrael * (as in the time 
of David.} 7 And he (aid unto them, 
It is not for you -to know the times or 
the feafons Tvhich the Father hath kept 
in his own ppwer, and kept bid. 8 But 
ye fliall receive power, after that the 
Holy Spirit is come upon you ; and ye 
fhall.be witneffes unto me, both in Jeru¬ 
falem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the utterrooft part of the earth. 

And when he had fpoken thefe 
things, while they beheld, he afeend-.. 
ed; and' a elqud received him out of 
their fight. 

10 .Arid while they looked ftedfaftly 
toward heaven as he went up, behold^ 


the Apostles. 

two men ftcod by them in white appa¬ 
rel ; T1 Who alfo faid, Ye men of Gal- 
lee, why Hand ye gazing up into heaven > 
this fame Jefus who is taken up from, yo u 
into heaven, fhall fo come again in like 
manner as ye have leen him go into hea- 
.ven. 

12 Then returned they unto Jeru¬ 
falem from the mount called Olivet, 
which is from Jerufalem a fabbath day's 
journey. 13 And when they were come 
in, they went up into an upper 1 room, 
where abode both Peter, and James, and 
John, and Andrew,' Philip, and Thomas, 
Bartholomew, and Matthew, James the 
fon of Alpheus, and Simon Zelit~s, ur 1 
Judas the brother of James. 14 Thefe 
all continued with one accord in prayer 
and fupplication, with the women, and 
Mary the mother of Jefus, and with his 
kindred. 

15 *}[ And in thofo days Peter flood up 
in the. roidft of the difciplcs, and faid, 
(the number of the names together weie 
about an hundred and twenty,) 

16 Men and brethren, this feripture 
muft needs have been fulfilled, which the 
Holy Spirit by the mouth of David fpake 
before concerning Judas, who was guide 
to them that took Jefus. 17 For He w-as 
numbered with us, and had obtained part 
of th\Kapo/loljc roiniftiy. iS No*v, this 
man purchafed a field w'ith the reward 
of iniquity ; add, falling headlong, he 
burft: afundcr in the rriidft, and all his 
bowels guflied out. 19 And it was 
known to all the dwellers at Jerufalem ; 
infomuch as that field is called in their 
proper tongue, Aceldama, that is to fay. 
Hie field of blood. 20 For it is writ¬ 
ten in the Pfalms, His habitation (hall be 
defolate, and no man (hall dwell there¬ 
in ; and Ids office another (hall take. 21 
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Wherefore, of thcfe men who have ac¬ 
companied us all the time that the Lord 
Jefu.s went in and out among us, 22 Be¬ 
ginning from the baptilm ot John, onto 
that fame day that he was taken up from 
hi, inuft one beotdained to be a witnefs 
with us of his re furred ion- ■ 

23 And they appointed two, Jofeph 
called Barfabbas, who was fmnamed Juf- 
tus, and Matthias. 

24 And they prayed, and faid, Thou, 
Lord, w ho knuweft the hearts of all men, 
fli.w whether-of thefe two thou haft 
rholen, 25 That he miy take part of 
this miniftry and apoftlefliip, from which 
Judas by tranlgreflion fell, to goto Iris 
own place. 

26 Ami they gave forth their lot^ and 
the lot fell upon Matthias; and he was 
numbered with the eleven apoftlts. 
CHAP. II. 

The apojllcs receive the holy Spirit • 
ND whe n the day of Pcntecoft (fif¬ 
ty days after the Pafsover) was 
fully come, they were all with one ac¬ 
cord in one place. 2 And fuddenly there 
came a found from heaven, as of a mill¬ 
ing mighty wind, and' it tilled all the 
houfe where they were fitting. 3 And 
there appeared unto them the likcncfsof 
cloven tongue? of fire, which alighted on 
each of them. 4 And they were all fill¬ 
ed with the Holy Spirit, and began to 
fpeak with other tongues, as the Spirit 
gave them utterance. 

5 And there were abiding at Jcrufa- 
lem Jews, devout men, out of every na¬ 
tion under heaven, 6 Now, when this 
was noiled abroad, the multitude came 
tugether, and were confounded, becaiife 
that every man heard them fpeak in his 
own language. 

7 And they were all anrazed, and 
marvelled, faying one to another. Behold, 
arc not all thefe who fpeak Galileans? 

8 And how hear wc every man in our 
own tongue wherein we were born ? 9 
P.uihUns, and Males, and Elamites, atid 
the dwellers i:i Mcfopotamia, and in Ju¬ 
dea, and Cappadocia, in Pontus, and A- 
fia, 10 Phrygia, «uul Pamphylia inE-. 
gypt, and in the parts of Lybia about 
Gyrene, and ftraugersof Rome, Jews and 
profel/tes, 11 Crete* and Arabians, we 
do hear them Ipeak in our tongues the 
wonderful works of God. 

it And they-were all amazed, qnfl 
wcic in doubt, laying one to another, 
\Vhat meaneth this? 13 Others,mock¬ 
ing, faid, Thefe men are full of new wine. 

IF Hu* Peter Handing up with the 
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eleven, lifted up his voice and faid unto 
them. Ye men 01 Judea, and all ye that 
dwell at Jerufalem, be this known unto 
you, aprl hearken unto my words: 15 
For thefe are not drunken, as ye fuppofe, 
feeing it is but the third hour ,of the day. 
16 But this is that which was fpoken by 
the prophet Joel; if And it fliall come 
to jjufs in the laft days (or gofpvl timer), 
faith God, I will pour out the influences 
of rny Spirit on all flefli, Gentiles as well 
as \'fetus : and your fons and your daugh¬ 
ters flmll prophefy, and your young men 
lhall fee vifions, and your old men Hi all 
dream divine <ireairis. 18 And on iny 
fervanls and on my handmaidens I'will 
pour out in thofc days of my Spirit, and 
they (kali prophefy : 19 And I will 

(hew wonders in heaven above, and figns 
in the earth beneath; blood and fire, 
and vapour of fmokc, (*ti war and burn - 
ing of cities). 20 The fnn fliall be 
turned into darknefs, and the moon into 
blood —(all the light and glory of the 
Jewiflj church and fate, ciiy , and tem¬ 
ple, and nation, JhaU be darkened and 
dcfolatcd, by bloody wars and the fmoke 
o f burning cities) before that great and 
notable day of the Lord come, (which 
will put a final period to it.). 21 And 

it fliall come to pafs, that whofocveT 
fliall call on the name of the Lord ffpr* 
believing in him, fliall be uved (from 
that dcfirUilion, and future mifery). 

22 Ye men of Ilrael, hear thefe words / 
Jefus of Nazareth, a man approved of 
God among you, by miracles, and won¬ 
ders and figns, which God did by him in 
the midft of you, as ye yourfelves alfo 
know ; 23 Having taken him who had 
been given you by the determinate*rouii- 
fel and foreknowledge of God* ye have 
crucified and (lain him with wicked 
hands; 24 Whom God hath raifed up, 
having looted the bands of death ; be¬ 
cause it was not poflible, that he fliould 
be holdt-n of it. 25 For David fpeaketh 
concerning him, I kept his glory always 
in view, for he is on my right hand to 
uphold me, that („ fliould not be moved : 
t2 6 Therefore did n\y heart rejoice, and 
my tongue yyas glad ; moreover alfo ray 
flefli fliall reft in hope of a refurrection. 
27 Becaufe thou wilt not leave my foul 
in the feparate (late, nor let the body of 
thy holy One fufler corruption. 28 Thou 
haft made known to me the ways of life ; 
thou fhalt make me full of joy with thy 
favourable countenance. 

■ 2 9 lWen and brethren, let <me freely 
fpeak unto you of the patriarch David, 
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that he Is both dead -and buried, and his 
fepulchre is with us unto this day. 30 
Therefore; being a prophet, and know¬ 
ing that God had fworn with an oath to 
him, that of his offspring he would raife 
up Chrift, to pofiVfe the* throne of which 
his was the type : 31 He, forefeeihg 

this, fpake of the refurredticn of Chrift, 
that his foul was not left ifi the feparate 
(late, nor did his body fuffer corruption. 
32 This Tefus hath God raifed up, where¬ 
of we all are witneffes. 33 Therefore, 
being by the right hand of God exalted, 
and having received of the Father the 
promife of the Holy Spirit, he hath (lied 
forth this which ye now *e and near. 34 
For David (in bit body) is not afeehded 
into the^heavens; but he himfelf faith. 
The Lord faid to,my Lord, Sit thou on 
my right hand, ( pofse/s the highefl ho¬ 
nour') 35 Until 1 make thy foes thy 
footftool, (by,fubduing them'vnder thee). 
• 3 6 Therefore, let all the home of If- 
rael know alluredly, that God h th made 
that fame Jefus whom ye have crucified 
both Lord and Chrift, (to fave and rule 
his people*) 

37 ir*™, w ^ en they heard this, they 
were pricked in their heart, and faid un¬ 
to Peter, and to the reft of the apoftlcs, 
Mon and brethren, what fhall we do? 
38 Then Peter faid untothcni, Repent, 
and be baptized every one of you in the 
frame of JefuS Chrift for the remiflion of 
fins, and ye (hall receive the.gift of the 
Holy Spirit. 3^ Fqr the promife is un¬ 
to you; and to your children, and to all 
that are afar off (among the Gentiles ), 
even as many as the Lord our God (hall 
call. 

40 And with many other words did he 
teftify and exhort, faying. Save yourfelres 
from (the Jin and punijbment of) this 
iroward generation. 

41 TI Then they that gladly received 
his word were baptized; and the fame 
day there were added unto them about 
three thoufand perfons. 42 And they 
continued (ledfaftly in the apoftles’ doc¬ 
trine, and fellow (hip (‘with the faints ) t 
and in receiving the Lord’s Tupper, and 
ip prayers. 43 And fear camp upon e- 
very foul; and many wonders dnd figns 
were done by the apoftles. 44 And all 
that believed were together, and had all 
things common ; 45 And fold their pof- 
fe (lions and goods, and parted them to all 
the biethren, as every man had need. 

46 And they, continuing daily with one 
accord in the temple, and eating in 
each other’s hoiifes, they did eat their 


meat with gladnefs and finglenefs of 
heart; 47 Praifing God, and having fa- 

' vour with all the people. And the Lord 
gcldctl to the chuich daily fuch as (hould 
be faved. 

chap. nr. , 

Peter curetb a lame man . 

OW Peter and John went up toge¬ 
ther into the temple at the hour of 
prayer, being the ninth hour. . 

2 Ami a certain man, lame from his 
mother*' wemb was carried, whom they 
Jaid daily at the gate of the t'emple which 
is called Beautiful, to a(k alms of them 
that entered into the temple ; 3 Who, 

feeing Peter and John about to go into 
v the temple,’ a(ked alms. 4 And Peter, 
(aliening his eyes upon him with John, 
faid, Look on us. 5 And he gave heed 
unto theny expecting to receive fome- 
thing of them. 6 Then Peter faid, Sil¬ 
ver and gold have I none ; but what I 
have give I thee—In the name of Jefm 
Chrift of Nazareth rife up and walk. 7 
And he took him by the right hand, and 
lifted hirfi up ; and immedistly his feet 
and ancle-bones received ftrength. 8 And 
he, leaping up, ftood and walked, and 
entered with them into the temple, 
walking, and leaping and praifing God. 
9 And all thp people faw’him walking 
and praifing God: 10 And they knew 
that it was he who fat for alms at the 
beautiful gate of the temple; and they 
were filled with wonder and amazement 
at that which had happened unto him. 
11 And as the lame man who was heal¬ 
ed held Peter and John, all the people ran 
together unto th« m in the porch that is 
Called Solomon’s, greatly wondering. 

12 T[. And when Peter faw it, he an- 
fwered the people. Ye men of Ilrael, why 
marvel ye at .this? or why look ye fo ear- 
neftly on us, as though by our own pow¬ 
er or. holinefs we had made this man to 
tfalk? 13 The God of Abraham, and 
of Ifaac, and of Jac«b, the God of our fa- 
thers^ hath glorified his fon Jefus—whom 
ye delivered up, and denied him in the 
prefence of Pilate, when he was deter¬ 
mined to let him go, 14 But ye denied 
the holy One and the Juft, and* defired a 
murderer to be granted unto you ; 15 

And killed the Prince of life, whom God 
hath raifed from the dead ; whereof we 
are witneffes. 16 And in his name, 
faith in his name hath made this man 
ftrong, whom ye fee and know: yea, the 
faith which is by him hath given him 
this perfect foundnefs in the prefence of 
you alL 17 And now, brethieh, I wot 
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that through ignorance ye did it, as ; - 
alfo your rulers. tl But thole thi j;’ - s 
which God before had (hewed by the 
mouth of all his picphcts, that Chrift 
fliould fuHer, lie hath fo fulfilled. 

19 ^ Repent ye, therefore, and be 
converted, that your fins may be blotted 
out, when the times of refrertring (cow- 
forts) fliall come from the piefence of 
the Lord ; 10 And he (hall fend Jefus 

Chrift, who before was preached unto 
you : - 21 Whom the heaven mud re¬ 

ceive until the times of replying all 
things, of which God hath fpoken by the 
mouth of all bis holy prophets fince the. 
world began. 22 For Mofes truly faid 
unto the fathers, A Prophet fliall the Lord 
your God rajfe up unto you of your bre¬ 
thren, typified by me ; him fliall ye hear 
in all things whatfoever he fliall fay unto 
you. 23 And it fliall come to pals, that 
every foul who will not hear that Pro¬ 
phet fliall be deftroyed from among the 
people. i4Yea, and all the prophets, from 
Samuel, and thofe that follow after, as 
many as have fpoken, have likewife fore¬ 
told of thefe days. 25 Ye are the chil- 
dreu of the prophets, and of the covenant 
which God made with our fathers, fay¬ 
ing unto Abraham, .Even in thy feed 
fliall all the kindreds of the earth be blef- 
fed. 2 6 Unto vou lirft, Ood, (having 
riifed up his Son Jefus,)fent him to blcft 
you, in turning away every one of you 
from his iniquities. 

CHAP. IV. 

Peter amt John imprifotied . 

A N D, as they fpak? ijnto the peo¬ 
ple, the priefta, and the captain of 
the temple, and the Sadducees, came u- 
pon them, 2 Being'grieved th t rhey 
taught the people, and preached through 
Jefus the lefurrudlion from the dead. 3 
And they laid hands on them, and put 
them in hold until the next day; for it 
was now even-tide. 

4 Howbcit many of them who heard 
the Word believed; and the number of 
the men was about five thoufand. 

5 And it came to pals on the mor¬ 
row, that their riders, and elders, and 
feribes, 6 And Annas the high prieft, 
and Cuiaphat, and-John, and Alexander, 
and as many as were of the kindred of 
the high prieft, were gathered together 
at Jerulalcm. 7 And, when they had let 
them in the midft, they alked, By what 
power, or by what mime (andauthority) 
have ye* done thri ? ^ > 

3 Then Peter, filled with the Holy 
Snnit, faid unto them, Yc rulers yf 


Chap. IV. 

people, and elders of Ifrael, 9 If we this 
day be examined o‘‘ the pood deed done 
to the impotent nun, by what means he 
is made whole ; 10 Be it known unto 

you all,. and to all the people of Ifrael, 
that by the name of Jefus Chrift ^of Na¬ 
zareth whom ye crucified, whom God 
raifed from the dead, even by him doth 
this man Hand here before you whole; 
ir This is the 'ftone which was fet aS 
nought by you builders, which is become 
the head of the corner —(Uniting the 
yews and Gentiles in one church). 12 
Neither is there falvation in any other; 
for there is none other name under hea«- 
ven given among rhen whereby we mull 
be Caved. 

1 3 Now, when they faw the bold- 
nefs of Peter and John, and perceived 
that they were unlearned and ignorant 
men, they marvelled ; and they took 
knowledge of them, that they had been 
with Jefus. 14 And beholding the man 
who was healed (landing *with them, 
they could fay nothing againft it. 15 
But when they had commanded them to 
go afide out of the council, they confer* 
red among themfelves, 1 6 Saying, 
What fliall we do to tljefe men ? foe, 
that indeed a notable miracle hath been 
done by them, is raanifeft to all them 
that dwell in Jerufalem ; and we caftnojt 
deny it. 17 But that it fpread no far¬ 
ther among the people, let us ftraitly 
threaten them, that they fpeakhence^ 
forth to no man in this name. ifl And 
they called them, and commandeditheqor- 
not to fpeak at >11, nor teach, in the name- 
of Jefus. 19 But Peter and John anfwer- 
ed, and faid into them. Whether it 1 be 
right m the light of God to hearken un¬ 
to you more than unto God, judge ye« 
20 For we cannot but fpeak the things 
which we have feen and heard. 

21 So, when they had farther threaten¬ 
ed them, they let them go, finding no¬ 
thing how they might punifli them, be- 
caufe of the people ; lor all men glori¬ 
fied Gcd for that which was done. 21 
For the man was above forty years old 
on whom this miracle of healing was 
(hewed. 

23 And, being let go, they went to 
rheir own company, and reported all that 
the chief priefts and ciders had faid unto 
them. 24 And, when they heard that, 
they lifted up their voice to God with 
one accord, and faid, Lord, thou art God, 
who haft made heaven and earth, and 
the lea, and all that in them is; 25 

Who by the mouth of thy fervant David 
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hfcft find, Why did/the heathen .rage, and 
the people imagine vain things ? 26 The 
kfoga*f the earth (lood up, and the rul¬ 
ers were gathered together againft the 
Lord, and againft his Chrift. 27 For of a 
truth, both, Herod and Pontius Pilate, 
with the Gentiles, and the people of If- 
rael, were gathered together, 28 .For 
to Uo whatfoever thy hand and thy cOuu- 
oji determined before to be done, againft 
vay holy child Jefus, whom thou haft a- 
nointed. 29 And new, Lord, behold 
their threatenings ;■ and grant unto thy 
fervants, that with ail boldnefs they may 
fpeak thy word, 30 By ftretching forth 
thine hand to heal; *and that figns and 
wonders may be done by the name of 
thy holy child Jefus. - 

31 5 T And, when they had prayed, the 
place was flbaken where they were af- 
fiunbled together ;* and they were all fil¬ 
led with the Holy Spirit, and they fpake 
the word of God with boldr.efs. 32 And 
the multitude of them that believed were 
0/ one licart grid of one foul ; neither faid 
any of them that ought of the things 
which he poflefTed was his own; but they 
had all things common. 33 And with 
great-power gave the apoftles witnefswf 
the refirrretftion of the Lord Jefus : and 
gggeat grace wasnupon them all. 34 Nei¬ 
ther - was there ' any among them 
that lackedfor as many as .were pof- 
felTors of lands or houfes folld them, and 
brought.thp prices of the things that 
were fijld, 35.-And-laid them down at - 
the apoftles’ feet: and diftribr.tion was 
made unto every man according as he 
had need. * ’ 

* 

t 36 And Jofes, who by the apoftles was. 
furnamed Barnahas, (which is, being in.- 
terprpted, The fon of c^infolntion,) a Le- 
wite, and of the country of Cyprus, ‘ 37 
Having larul^fold it, and brought the mo¬ 
ney, and laid it at the apoftles’ fecti.

Ananias and Sapphira fmitt en* 

B UT a certain man named Apanias, 

, with Sapphira hi£ wife, fold a pof- 
fefiion, 2 And kept back part of tKe price, 
his wife alfo being privy to it, &. brought 
a certain part, and laid it at the apoftles’ 
feet, lan&juiii. This is the whole price ). 
-3 But Jet $r laid, Ananias, wiry , hath 
Satan filled thine heart to lie to the Ho¬ 
ly Spirit, and to. keep,batk part of the 
price of.the land.?' 4 While ii remain* 1 
ed,-was.it not thine own ? and-after it 
was fold, it nut in thine own 1:0wef ? 
Vv'Hy haft thop conceived, this thing in 
thjue heart ? thou kail not lied unto mefi, 
but umo God* 9 
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? And Ananias, hearing tlrefe words, 
down, and gave up the ghoft : and 
great fear* came on all thofe that heard 
thefe things. 

6 And the young men arofe, wound 
him up, and carried him out, and bu¬ 
ried him. 

7 And it was about the fpace of three 
hours after, when his wife, not knowing 
what was done, came in. 8 And Peter 
anfwered unto Iter, Tell me whether ye 
fold the land for fo much. And fhe faid, 
Yea, for fo much. 

9 Then Peter faid unto her, How is it 
that ye have agreed together to tempt 
the Spirit of the Lord ? .Behold, the fat 
of them who have buried thy hulbaial 
are at the door, apd lhall carry thee out. 

10 Then fell fhe down ftfaightway at 
his feet, and yiplded up the ghoft : and 
the young men came in, and found her 
dead, and, carrying her forth, buried her 
by her hufband. 

11 And great fear came upon all the 
church, and upon as many as heard thefe 
things. 

1 2 And by the hands of the apof¬ 
tles were many figns 6c wonders wrought 
among the people; (and they were all 
with one accord in Solomon’s porch. 13 
And of the reft durft no man join him- 
felf to them ; but the people magnified 
them. 14 And believers were the more 
added unto the Lord, multitudes both of 
men and women ;) 15 Infomuch that 

they brought forth, the fick into the 
ftieets, and laid them on beds and couch¬ 
es, that at the leaft Jthe ftiadow of Peter 
palling by might overfliadow fome ol 
them. 16 There came alfo a multitude 
out of the cities round about uirtto Jeru- 
falero, bringing fick folks and them that 
were vexed with unclean fpirils, and 
they were healed every one. 

17 Then the high prieft rofe up, 
and all they that were with him, (which 
is the fe<ft of the Sadducees,) and were 
filled with indignation, iS And laid 
their hands on the apoftles, and put them 
in the commor\j>rifon 7 

19 But the angel of the Lord by night 
opened the prifon doors, and brought 
them forth, and faid, ao Go, (land ami 
fpeak .in the temple to the people all the 
W'ords of this eternal life. 

21 And when they heard that, they 
entered ii.to the < temple early io the 
morning, and taught. But the high 
prieft came, and they that were with 
him, and called, the council together, 
and all the fen ate of the people of Ifrael, 
and fcr.t to the prifon to have them 
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brought. 22 B'if, when the officers 
crmc and found them not iti the prifon, 
they returned, and told, 23 Saying, The 
prifon truly found we flint with all fafe- 
tv, and the keepers Sanding without be¬ 
fore the doors; but, when we hud open¬ 
ed, we found no man within, 

24 Now, when the high prieft, and 
llie captain of the temple, and the chief 
priefts, heard thefe thing?, they doubted 
of them whereunto this would grqw. 

25 Then came one and told them, fay¬ 
ing,' Behold the men whom ye put in pri¬ 
fon are Handing in the temple, and teach¬ 
ing the people. 

io Then went the captain with the 
officers, and brought them without vio¬ 
lence; (for they feared the people, left 
they Ihould have been ftoned :) 27 And 
when they had brought them they fee 
them before the council; and the High 
prieft niked them, 2S .Saying, Did not 
we ftraitly command you that ye should 
rot teach in this name ? an 1, behold, ye 
have filled Jerusalem with your doftrine, 
and intend to bring this man’s blood u- 
pon us. 

29 Ti lert Peter and the other apof- 
tles anfwered, and faid, We ought to o- 
bey Cud rather than men. 30 Luc £od 
of our fathers railed up Jet us, whom 1 ye 
flew, and hanged on a tree : 31 Him 

hath Cod exalted with his right hand to 
be a Prince and a Saviour, for to give re¬ 
pentance to Ifracl, and forgivenefs of fin*. 
32 And we are his witnefics of thefe 
things, and fo is alfo the Holy Spirit, 
whom God hath given to them t|iat 0- 
hey him. 

33 When they heard that, they were 
cut to the heart, and took councH to flay’ 

lie ni. 

34 Then flood there up one in the 

council, a Piiarifee, named Gamaliel, a 
doctor of the law, had in reputation a- 
niong all the people, ami commanded to 
put the apoliles forth a little fpace ; 35 

Am! faid ur.to them, Ye men cf Ifracl, 
take heed to yoorfelvc*, what ye intend 
In do as touching thefe men. 36 Kor 
le ion: thefe days rofc up TLenda's, boaft- 
ing hi mi r 11 to in* feme body ; ro whom a 
iv.tmiicr of Him, about four hundred join¬ 
'd thcmfeKes: u ho was Haiti; and'all, 
a-^ mary as obeyed liitn, were ft attcred, 
and brought to nought. 37 After this 
man roll. up jad„s of Galileo', in the days 
'■'» the taxing, mnl drew away much peo¬ 
ple alter liitn ; he alfo peri third; and all, 
< vui ns many as obeyed him were oif. 
p i'fvd. 33 AuJ now I fay unto you, 
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Refrain from thefe men, and let them a- 
lone ; for if this counfel or this work be 
of men, it will coire to nought; 39 But 
if it be of God, ye cannot overthrow it; 
left haply ye be found even to fight a- 
gainlb God. ' 

40 And to him they agreed; and when 
they had called the apoftles, and beaten 
them, they commanded that they fhould 
not (peak in the name of Jclus, and let 
them go. 

41 ^ And they departed from the pre- 
feucc of the council, rejoicing that they 
were counted worthy to fufter fliauic for 
his name. 

42 And daily in the temple, and in -e- 
very ho life, they c«qfed not to teach ami 
preach Jefus Chrift.

Seven deacons appointed. 

LI D in thofe days, when the nunm. 
her of the difciplcs was multiplied, 
there arofc a mu&nuring of the Grecians 
(Jenut dwelling in Greece who fpakv 
Greek) ngainft the Hebrews, becaufe 
their widows were neglecffccd in tile dai¬ 
ly miniftr.-tion. 

a Then the twelve called thevmulti- 
tude of the difciplestmto them, and faid, 
ft is not reafonable that we Ihould leave 
the word of God, and ferve tables (to 
fnpply the poor). 3 Wherefore, brethren, 
look ye out among you feven men of hoy 
neft report, full of the Holy Spirit’s wif- 
dom, whom we may appoint over this 
bufinefs. 4 But we will give ourfelves 
continually to piayer, and to the roinif- 
try of.the word. 

5 U And the faying plea fed the whole 
multitude : and they eliofe Stephen, a 
man full of faith and of the Holy Spirit, 
and Phil in, and Prochorus, and Nieanor, 
and Timon, and Pafmenas, ard Nicolas 
a profelyte (*r convert) of Antioch. 6 
Whom they fet before the apoftles: and, 
when they had prayed, they laid their 
hands on them. 

7 And the word of God increafecl j 
and the nuniher of the difciplcs multi¬ 
plied in Jerufalem greatly ; ami a great 
company of the priefts were obedient to 
the I'l^ith. 

3 -And Stephen, full of faith and power, 
did great wonders an<l miracles among 
the people. 

9 Then there arofe certain of the 
fynagogue, which is called the fynagpgue 
of the Libertines, and Cyrenians, 
Alexandrians, and of them of Cilicia, and 
of Alia, difputing with Stephen. 10 
And they were not ah!« to refill the wif- 
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dom and the fpirit hy which he fpake. 

it Then they ftiborned men, who 
faid, We have heard him fpeak blafphe- 
njerus words agatnft Mofes, gnd againft 
God. 12 And they ftirred vip the peo¬ 
ple, and the elders, and the feribes, and 
Came upon him, and caught him, ancl 
brought him to the council, 13 And fet 
tip falfe witnefTes, who faid, This man 
ceafeth not to fpeak blarphemous words 
againft this holy place, and the law. 14 
F6r we have heard him fay, That this Je- 
fus of Nazhrcth fhafl deftroy this place, 
and’ (hall change the cuftoma which Mo¬ 
fes delivered iis. '• , 

15 And air that fat in the council, 
'looking ftedfaftly,on him, faw his face 
as if it had been the face of an angel.

-Stephen anfive ret h for himfelf. 

T HEN faid the high prieft, Are thefe 
_ things fo ? ►' ■* 

1 ..And Stephen faWV Men, brethren, 
tmdvfethers, hearken. The God of glo- 
ty appeared unto our father Abraham, 
■when he was in Mesopotamia, before He 
dwelt in Cbarran, 3 And faid unto him, 
■>Cfct thee oiltofithy country, and from 
thy kindred, and 'come into Jthe land 
which! fliall (hew thee. 

4 Then cartie be out of the land of the 
Chaldeans, and dwelt'in Charran 1 and 
and from thence, when his father was 
dead, he removed him into this land 
-wherein ye now dwell. 5 And he gave 
him no inheritance In it; no, not' fo 
much gs to fet his foot on ; yet be pro- 
mifed that he would give it to him for a 
.pofleflion, and to his feed after him, when 
as yet he had do child. 6 And God fpake 
in this manner; That his feed flionld fo- 
jcnlr^ in d ft range land ; -and that they 
Ihould bring them into bondage, and en- 
treat them evil four hundred years. 7' 
And the nation'to whom they (hall *t>e 
■JH bondage will I judge, faid God3 and 
after that thall they cOme forth and ferve 
me in this place. 8 And he gave him 
the covenant of circumcifion ; and fo A- 
' braharo Vegrft Ifaac, and erreumcifed him 
the eighth day ; anti Ifaac begat Jacob, 
and Jacob begat the twelve patriarchs. 

-9 And the-patriarchs, moved with en- 
'vy, fpld Joleph into Egypt; but God 
was with him, 10 And delivered him 
eat of all his affihftjoijs-, and gave him 
favour and wifdora -in the light of Pha¬ 
raoh king of Egypt; and he made him 
governor over Egypt and all his houfe. 

it Now, there *came a dearth overallthe 
lund ofEjjyptatid Canazn, and great affhc * 
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tiop.and out fathers found no fuftcnancc. 
iaBut when*Jacob heard that there was 
corn in Egypt he fent out out fathers 
firlt. 13 And at the fccond time Jofeph 
was made known to his brethren ; and 
Jofepli’s kindred was made known unto 
Pharaoh, 14 Then fent Jofeph and call¬ 
ed hrs father' Jacob to him, and all his 
kindred, three fccrc and fifteen perforin. 
15 So Jacob went down intoFgypt, and 
died there, he and our fathers, 16 And 
were carried over intoSychcm, and laid 
in the fepulchre' that Abraham bought, 
-for a fum of money of the fons of Emir,01 
the father of Syehcm. 

17 But when the time of the promilV 
drew nigh, 1 whick God had fwom to A- 
braham, the people grew and multiplied 
in Egypt, 18 Till another king arofe 
who knew net Jofeph. 19 The fame 
dealt fubtilely with our kindred, .and c- 
vil-entreated our fathers, fo that they 
caft out their young children, to the end 
they might not live. 

20 In which time Mofes was bom, and 
was exceeding fair, and nouriflied up in 
hisJather’s houfe three months- 21 And 
when he way caft out, Pharaoh’s daugh¬ 
ter tock him up, and nourilhed him for 
heroWnfon. 22 And Mofes was learn¬ 
ed in all the wifdom of the Egyptian*, 
and was mighty in words and in deeds. 

23 And when he was full forty years 
old, it came into his heart to vifit his 
brethren the children of Ifracl. 24 And 
feeing' one of them fufler wrong, lie de¬ 
fended and avoiged him that was op- 
prefled, and fmote the Egyptian: 23 
For he fuppofed his brethren would have 
underftood how that God by his hand 
•would deliver them; but they uncer- 
ftood not. 2 6 And the next day he Ihew- 
cd himfelf to two of them as they ftrove, 
and would have fet them at one agftjfr, 
faying. Sirs, yc are brethren ; why do ye 
wrong one to another? 27 Dut he that 
did his neighbour syrong thruft him a- 
way, faying. Who made thee a ruler and 
a judge over us J 2S Wilt thou kill me 
as thou didfc the Egyptian yefterchy ? 29 
- Then fled Mofes at this faying, and was 
a ftranoer in the laiul of Madian, where 
he begat two fons.' 

30 And when forty years were expi¬ 
red, there appeared to him, in the wil- 
dernefs of mount’J>b*a, an angel of the 
Lord (Chr£/P) in a flame of fire in a bu(h. 

31 When Mofes faw it, lie wondered at 
the fight; ahd as he diew r.ear to behold 
it, the voice of the Lord came unto him. 

32 Saying, I afli the God of thy fallniij 
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the GoJ of Abraham, and the God of I- 
1 ’aVc, and the God of Jacob. Then Mo¬ 
les trembled, and durft not behold. 33 
Then laid the Lord unto him, Put off thy 
/lines frjrn thy feet: for the place where 
thou ftmdeft is hoi v ground. 34 I have 
furely feen the affliction of my people 
which is in Egypt, and I have heard their 
gruaning, anj aincoine down to deliver 
them. And now come, I will fend thee 
into Egypt- 33 This Myfcs whom they 
refilled, faying. Who made thee a ruler 
an 1 a iudge ? the fame did God fend to 
he a ruler and a deliverer by the hand ol 
• hr ar.gei who appeared to him in the 
bufh: 3 d And he brought them out, af¬ 
ter that lie had lliewcd wonders and figns 
in the laud of Egypt, nnd ip the Red Tea, 
and in the wiMcrnefsforty years. 

37 IF T his is that Mofes who fairl un¬ 
to the children of Ifrael, A Prophet /hall 
the Lord our God rail'c up unto you of 
your brethren, a deliverer like upto me : 
him f /liall ye hear. 38 This is he that 
vms in the church in the wiidemefs 
with the angel wljo fpnke to him in 
the mount Sma, and with our Fathers; 
and .who received the lively oracles to 
give unto us; 39 Whom our fathers 
would not qbey, buttluuft him from them 
and,in their hearts turned back again Into 
Egypt, 40 Saying u/ito Aaron, Make 
us gods to go before us; for as for this 
Mofes, who brought us out of the iatul 
of Egypt, \re wot not what is become of 
him. 41 And they made a golden calf 
In thole days, and offered facrifice unto 
the idol, and rejoiced in the work of their 
Lands. 

ai Then God turned away from them, 
nn<l fuffereJ them to worfliip the holt of 
heaven; as it is written in the book of 
•the prophets, O yc houfe of Ifr.iel, have 
ye off red to ms llain beaftsand facrilices 
by l he fpacc of forty years in the wiUler- 
nefs ? ye did not. 43 Yet, ye took up 
the tabcynncle 0/ Moloch', and the /tar 
ol your god R.einphnn, figures which ye 
made to worfliip -them : therefore I will 
c.arry you r.way beyond Babylon. 44 Our 
lathers had the taburnadc af [God for <7) 
witntls in the wildcrnefs. as he had ap¬ 
pointed, /peaking unto Mofts, that ho 
/lionld make it according to the fulhion 
that lie had feen ( on mount Sinai ). 
43 Which alfo odr lathers that came af¬ 
ter, brought in witli Jolliua into the pof- 
teflion ol tjie Gentiles, whom God drave 
out be lore the face of our fathers*- up to 
t!ic days ol l)avid ; 4$ Who found fa- 

v,mr btlorc God, and delircd, to find a 
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tabernacle for the God of Jacob. ' 47 
But Solomon built him an houle. 48 
Howbeit thc moft High dwelleth not in 
temples made with hands ; as faith t!w 
prophet, 49 Heaven is my throne, and 
earth is my footffool: what hopfe will 
ye build me ? faith the Lord \ -or, what 
is the place of my reft ? 50 Hath not my 
hand made all thefe things ? 

51 Ye ftiff-neckcd, atul,uncircumci- 
fed in heart and ears, ve do always refift 
the Holy Spit it; as your fathers did, lo 
do ye. 51 Which ot the prophets- have 
not vour fathers persecuted ? yea. they 
have /lain them who /liewed before of 
the coming of Jclus the Juft Ouc ; ol 
whom ye hive been now the betrayers 
and muidercrs : 53 Who have received 

the law by the miniftration u* a:rgeis, 
and have not- kept it. 

54 *[ When they heard thefe things, 
they were cut to the heart, and they 
gnaflied on him with their teeth.

p Bui there was a certain man called 
Simon, who before time in the city ufed 
magic, and aftoniflied the people .of Sa¬ 
maria, giving out that hinifelf was fotnc 
great one : ia To whom they all gave 
heed, from-the leaf! to the greateft, fay¬ 
ing, This man is the great power of God. 
n And to him they had regard, becauie 
that oflong time he had them 

v, ith forteries. <XJuxrtU/\Su 4 . 

12 But when they believed Fiailip 
preaching the things concerning the 
kingdom of God, and the name of Jefus 
‘Chrift, they were baptized both men anti 
women. 13 Then .Simon himfelf be¬ 
lieved alfo ; and when he was baptized 
. he continued with Philip, and wondered, 
beholding the miracles'and figns which 
were done. 

14 Now; when the apoftles, who 
were at Jerufalcm, heard that Samaria 
« had received the word of'God, they fent 
unto them Peter and John,; 15 Who 
when they wefe "ccme down, prayed for 
them that they might receive the Holy 
Spirit; 1 6 (For as yet he was fallen up¬ 
on none of them ; only the£ were'baptu 
. jeed'tn the name cf the Lord Jefus.) 1.7 
Then laid they their hands on them, and 
they received the Holy Spirit. 

18 And when Simon faw that thro* 
hying on of the apoftles’ hands the-.Holy 
Spirit was given, he offered them rtfoney, 
19 SayingvGive me alfo this po>ver, that 
cn whomfoever I lay hands, he ( may re~ 
ceive the Holy Spirit. 

20 But Peter laid unto him, Thy mo¬ 
ney perifn with thee, becaufe thou haft 
thought that the gift of. Gcd may be 
pur chafed with money. 21 Thou haft 
neither part nor lot in this matter ; for 
tlry heart is not right in the fight of God 
32 Repent, therefore, of this thy wick- 
ednefs, and pray. God, if perhaps the 
thought of thine heart may be forgiven 
, thee: 23 For Lperceive that thou art in 
the gall of bitteinefs, and in the bond of 
iniquity. 

24 Them anfwrered Simon, and laid 
Pray ye to the Lord for me, that noueif 
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thefe things whith ye have fpoken come 
upon me. • - 

15 And they, when they had teftified 
and preached the word of the Lord, re. 
turned to Je^ufalem, and preaclu’d the 
gofpelin many villages of the Samai tains. • 
2d And the angel of the Lord fpake 
/Unto. Philip, faying, Arifc and.go to¬ 
ward the louth, unto the way that gdtlh 
down from Jtrufalem unto Gaza, which 
is defa)‘t. r 27 Arid he arofe and went; 
arid, behold, a n.-an of Ethiopia, an eu¬ 
nuch of great authority under Candace 
the queen of the Ethiopian?, who had 
the charge of all her tieafifre, and had 
corbe to Jerufalem, for to-worfhip. 23 
Was returning, and, fitting in his chari¬ 
ot, read Efaias the prophet. ■ 

29 Then the Spirit fa id unto Philip, 
Go near and join thjfelf unto this chari¬ 
ot. 30 And Philip ran thither to him, 
and heard him read the prophet Efaias, 
and faid, Urdcrftandeft thou wliat thou 
veadeft ? 31 And he faid, How can I, 

except forne tntfo fkould guide me ? And 
he delired Philip that he would come up 
arid fit with him. 32 The* place of the 
feripture which he read was this, He was 
led as -a Iheep to the daughter; arid, like 
a Iamb dumb before his fiiearer, fo open¬ 
ed he not his mouth: 33 In his humilia- 
" tion he was deprived of judgment; and 
who (hall declare Iris generation ; (be e- 
uer liveCh ) tho’ his life is taken from the 
earth. 

34 And the eunuch anfwercd Plrihp, 
rnd f.vid, I pray thee, of whom fpeaketh 
the prophet this? of himfelf, or cf fome o- 
ther man ? 35* 'lhen Philip opehed his 

riuKitl), and began at the fame feripture, 
and preached unto him Je(us. 

3d And as they went on their way 
they came unto a Certain water ; and 
the eunuchLaid, See, heie is water; what 
doth hinder me to be baptized 37 And 
Philip faid, If thou belie vefi with all thine 
heart, thou mayeft. And he anfwered, 
and laid, I b</ieve-that Jefus .Chrift is the 
Son of God. 3S And he commanded the 
chariot -to ftand ft.’I; and they went 
down into the water, both Philip and tlje 
eunuch; and he beprizedhim. 39 And 
when they were Come up out of the water 
tbe Spirit of the Lord cr. light £waj\ Phi¬ 
lip, that the Eunuch faw him no more ; 
and hewent on his way rejoicing. 

40 But; Philip was found at Azotus; 
and, paffidg through, he preached in all 
the cities, till he came to Cefarca. 
CHAP. IX. 

ScaiI gocth to Jjamafnts . . 
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AND Sau!,yet breathing out threaten-? 
,/jl in'-;-) and daughter againft the d if- 
cities of the Lord, went unto the high 
ju iett, 2 And deGred of him letters to 
Dain.ilVus to the fynagogucs, that if lie 
found any of lids w.iy, whether they 
were men or women, he might bring 
them bound unto Jciufalcm. 

3 And, as he journeyed, lie came near 
Dainafcus ; and luddcnly there fliintd 
roun 1 about him a light from heaven ; 
4 And lie fell to the earth, and heard a 
voice laying unto him, Saul, Saul, why 
pcrfecutcft thdu me > 5 Apd he fa id, 

Who ait thou, Lord? And the Lord faid, 
I am Ji fos whom thou penecutcfh Jt is 
hard for thee to kick againlt the pricks., 

6 And he, trembling, and altonidicd, 
laid, Lord, what wilt thou have me to 
do ? And the Lord faid unto him, Arife, 
and go into the city, and it (hall be told 
thee what thou muft do. 

7 And the men who journeyed with 
him flood Ipecehlefs, hearing a voice, 
but feeing no man 

S And Saul mole from the earth; and 
when his eyes w en; opened lie could not 
Ice ; but they led him by the hand, and 
brought him into Danialcus. 9 And he 
was three da^ys without light, and nei¬ 
ther did eat nor drink. 

u ^ And there was a certain difciplc 
at Dmnafcus named Ananias; and to him 
faid the Lord in a vdion, Ananias. Apd 
he laid, Iv.hold, I am here, Lord. 11 And 
the Loul laid unto him, Arife, and go in¬ 
to the lire at which i> called Straight; and 
enquire m the home of Judas lor one call¬ 
ed ouiil of Tarlus ; for, beliold, he pray- 
Ltli, 1: \nd hath Icon in a vinm a man 
named Ananias coining in, and putting 
his hand 0:1 him, that he might receive 
his fight. 

i ] then Ananias anfwored, Lord, I 
have heard by many of this man, how 
much evil he hath done to tliy faints at 
Jeviif.dein ; 14 And here lie hath au¬ 

thority from the chief priolts to hind all 
that call on thy name. 15 But the Lord 
faid unto him, Go thy way—for'he is a 
cliofen vcJL-1 unto me, to bear my name 
be tore the Gentiles, and kings, and the 
children o! iifuel; i6"For I will (hew 
lurn how great things he muft fuller for 
rny name’s fake. 

17 Aril Ananias went his way, ;u\d 
entered intu the boufe ; and, putting his 
hands on liirn, ftiid, Brother “Saul, the 
Lad, even Jelus, that appeared iinlo 
tlice in the way as thou cameit, hath 
lent tne, that thou mighteft receive thy 
briii, and be tilled with the Holy Spirit. 
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iS And immediately there fell from his 
eyes as it had been fcalcs; and he receiv¬ 
ed fight forthwith, and arofe, and was 
baptized. 19 And whon he had receiv¬ 
ed meat lie was -ftren^thened. Then 
. was Saul certain days with the difciples 
who were at Dam a feus. 10 And 
ftiaightway he preached Chriil in the 
fyflagogues, that he is the Son of God. 

21 But all that heard him were amaz¬ 
ed, and faid, Is not this he that eleftroyed 
them who called on this name in Jerufa- 
lcni, and came hither for that intent,that 
he might bring them Minimi unto the 
chief priefts ? 

22 But Saul incrc.ifed the more in 
ft length, and confounded the Jews who 
dwelt at Damafcus, proving that this is 
very Chrrft. 

23 And, after that many days were 
pall, the Jews took counlel to kill him ; 
24 But their lying in wait was known of 
Saul; and they watched the gates day 
and night to kill him. 23 Then the dif- 
uiplcs took him- by night, and let him 
down by^the wall in u balket. 

26 T[ And when Saul was come to Jc- 
rufalem lie alTayed to join himudi to the 
difciples ; but tjify were a’l afraid-vf 
him, and believed not that he was a dii- 
ciple. 27 But Barnabas to,ok him, and 
brought him to the apollies, and /declar¬ 
ed unto them Jiow he had fecn the Lori 
in the way, and that lie had fpoken to 
him, and huw he had preached boldly at 
Damalcus in the name of Jefus. 28 And 
he was with them coming in and going 
out at Jeivlalem. 29 And he fpake 
boldly in the name of the Lord Jefus, 
and difpated again ft: the Greek Jews ; 
but they went about to 11 ay him. 30 
Which when the brethren* knew, they 
brought him down to Cefarea, and lent 
him forth td Tarfus. 

31 Then had the churches reft through¬ 

out all Judea, and Galilee, arid Saijjaria^ 
and were edified ; \i;v!, walking m the 
fear of the. Lord, and in the coipfor.t of 
the Holy Spirit were-multiplied. * ... 

32 And it came to pals, us peter 

palled throughout all quarters, be came 
down alfo to the faints who dwelt at 
Lydda; 33 And tiiere he found a cer¬ 
tain mau named Eueas, who had kept 
his bed eight years, and was fick of the 
pally. 34 And Peter-faid unto him, Li¬ 
ne as, Jefus Chrift miketh the whole ; a- 
rife, and make thy bed. And he arofe 
immediately^ 35 And all that dwelt in 
I.vdda and Saron law him, and turned to 
the Lord. • 

36 Now there w:vs at Joppa a cer- 
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tain difciple named Tabitha, which,, by 
interpretation, is called Dorcas; this wo¬ 
man was full of good wbrks and alms-, 
deeds . which fhe did. ’37 And it caoie‘ 
to pals in. thoft days that fhe wa*> fick, 
and died i whom, when they’had wafll- 
ed, they laid her in an upper chamber^ 

38 And forafVnuch as Lydda was nigh' 
to Joppa, and the dilciplcs had heard 
that Peter Was there, they lent unto him 
two men, defiring him that he would 
not delay to come to them. 39 Then Pe¬ 
ter axole, and went with them. When 
he was come, they brought him into the 
upper chamber ; and all the widows 
ftood by him weeping/ and fhewing.the \ 
Ooats and garments-which Dorcas made 
(fartbepoo'r) y while flie was with them. 
40 But Peter -put them all forth, and 
kneeledxlown and prayed ; and, turning 
him to the body, faid, Tabitha, a'rife. 
And lhe opened her eyes—and when (he 
faw Peter, die fatup. 41 And he gave 
her his hand, and lifted her up; and, 
when he Had 'called *the faints and wi¬ 
dows, he prefented her alive. 4a And it 
was known throughout all Joppa ; and 
many believed in the Lord. •- 

43'And it came to pafs, that he tarried 
many days , in Joppa *>vith one Simon A 
tanner. 

CHAP: X. 

Cornelius fendeth for Peter. 1 

T HERE.was ascertain man in CefaTea 
called Cornelius, atentufion of the 
bandcalledthe Italian band,' a A de- 
vopt man, and one that feared God w>ifh 
^.11 bis houfe* who gave much alms to the 
-people, and prayed to God alway ; 3 He 
f*w ‘in. a vifioff evidemiy, about the 
ninth hour of the day, an angel of God 
coining in to him, and faying unto hini, 
Cornelius. 4 And, when he locked on 
him; he whs.afraid, and faid; What is it, 
Lord? And he Caid unto him, Thy pray¬ 
ers and thine alms are come up for aobe- 
*noriabt>efore-»God. 5 And now fend 
men to Joppa, and call for one Simon, 
whole ■forhame is-Poter; <> He lodgeth 
with-one Simon a tanner, whofe houfe is 
by the fe*-fide; he (hall tell thee whht 
thou oughteft to do/ } 

7 And, when the angel who fpakeUn-> 
to Cornelius w-as departed, he called two 
of his houfehold fervants, and a devdtit 
foldier of them that’waited on him con¬ 
tinually ; 8 And, when, he had declar¬ 

ed all thefe things unto th^m, ‘tie feftt 

them to-Joppa 1 . ' * lr ’ ' • r / : 

9 *Oo the Hmrtbw,'as they Went ; bn 
their-joilrney, -and drew nigh Unto ttye 
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city, Peter went up upen the houfe-top 
to pray about the fiith hour. 10 And 
he-hecame very hungry, and would have 
eaten; but, while they made ready, he 
fell into a trance, 11 And fciw heaven 
opened, and a certain veflel dcfcendir.g 
unto-hinrl, as if it had been a great flicet 
knit at the four corners, and let down to 
the earth ; 12 *Whcicin wete all man¬ 

ner of four-footed beads of the earth, and 
wild beads, and creeping things, and 
fowls of the air. 13 And ilu re came a 
voice to bftri, Rife, Peter ; kill, and eat. 
14 But Peter faid, Nut lb, Lcrd ; for I 
have never'eaten any tiling that is com¬ 
mon or unclean. 15 And tlic voice fpake 
uitto him again the fecond time, What 
God hath cleanfed that call not thou 
common. 16 This was done thrice; ami 
the veflel was received up again into hea¬ 
ven. ' .. .. 

17 5 [ Now, while Peter doubted in 
him 1‘elf what this vrficn which he had 
fecn fhbuld mean, beheld, the men who 
were fent front Cornelius had made en¬ 
quiry for Simon’s hotife, and Itobd before 
the gatfc, t8 Ahd called, and afked 
^whether Simon, who was furoamed Pe¬ 
ter, lodged-there. 

7 9 If While Peter thought on the vl- 
fion, the. Spirit fnid unto him. Behold, 
three men fefek thee. 20 A rife, there¬ 
fore, and get thee down, and go with 
them, doubling nothing ; fdr I have fen't 
them. - 

21 Then Peter went down tb the men 
who were Pent unto him from Cornelius,, 
and faid. Behold, 1 am he whom ye feck; 
'what is the caufe wherefore je are come? 
la And they faid-, Ccrrtclius the centu¬ 
rion, a chafitable man, and one that feaf- 
eth 'God, and of good report among all 
the nation of the Jews, was Warned from 
God by an holy angel to fend for thep 
(to eerht) inter 1 his. houfe, and to heal 
words of thee. 33 Then called he them, 
sand lodged them. And on the morrow 
Peter went away with them, and cer¬ 
tain brethren from Joppa accompanied 
him. 24 And the morrow after they 
entered into Cefprca. Cornelius waited 
for them, and had called together hl$ 
kinfmen and near friends. 

25 T[ And, as J Peter Was coming in, 
Cornelius met liiin, and fell down at his 
x ftet, and worfliipped him. 26 But Pe¬ 
ter took him up, laying, Stand up; I my- 
felf aLfo arii a man. 

27 And, as he talked with him, he 
went In; andPitiUcL ro.any that were come 
.together.' 28 Afid lie faid unto thepp, 
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Ye know how that it is an unlawful 
thinfr far a man that is a Jew to keep 
ronunn v or come unto one <if another 
nation : but Go l hath fljewed me, that 
I fliouM ngt call any man ^common or 
nnclcan. 29 Therefore caqte I unto you 
wirhour gainfaying. as foon as I was f;nt 
for; I ufk, therefore, for what intent yc 
have font tor me ? 

30 An:l Cornelius fa id. Four days ago 

I was fatting until this hour ; and ?.t the 

II intii hour I prayed in my houfe, and, be¬ 
hold, a man flood hefore me in bright 
clothing, .31 And faid, Cornelius; thy 
player is heard, and thine aims are had 
ia remembrance in the Tight of God. 
31 Send, therefore, to Joppa, and call 
hither Simon, whole fnrname is Peter; 
he is lodged in the houfe of ore Simon a 
tanner, hy the fea-lide ; who, when he- 
cometh, lhall fpeak unto thee. 33 Im¬ 
mediately, therefore, I fent to thee; and 
thou haft well done that thou art come. 
Now, therefore, sire we all here prefent 
Udure God, to hear all things that are 
coin in an dud thee of God. 

34 Tlien Peter opened liifr mouth, 

III id faid, Of a truth I perceive that God' 

is no refpeifler of perfons; 3 5 But in,e- 

very nation he that fearfeth lilm, and 
worketh righteoufnefs i i accepted with 
him. 36 The word which God fent un¬ 
to tlie children £>f Ifrucl, preaching peace 
hv Jefus Chrifl(he is. Lord of all ;) 37 
That word, f fry, ye know, which was 
pubiiihed throughout all Judea, and be-, 
gan from Galilee, sifter the baptifm 
which John preached ; 38 How God 

anointed Jefus of Nazareth with the Ho-< 
ly Spirit and with power ; who went a- 
bout doing good, and healing all that 
were opprelTea of tile clevll ; for God 
Was with him. 39 An:l wc are witnef- 
fes of all things which lie did. both in the 
land of the Jews, (and in Jerufalem 
wliom they flew, ami hanged on a tree ; 
40 H:'ii God raifed up the third day, and 
thrived him openly ; 41 Not to all the 

people, but unto witueires chofen before 
id God, even to us, who did eat and drink 
with hi it after he rofe from the dead. 
42 And he amununded ns to preach un¬ 
to the people, and to teilify that it is he 
who was ordained of God to 1 2 the fudge 
of the living and the dead. 4; To hjuri 
pvc all the predicts a teftiiniiny, that, 
through his atonement, whofoever be- 
liavcih in him lhall rcceivc,remi(liofi.of 
tins.

45 „ And they of the circuracifion who 
believed were aftonifhed, as many as 
ra:nc with Peter, becaufe that on the 
Gentiles alfo was poured out the gift of 
the Holy Spirit. 4 6 For they heard 
them, fpeak with tongues, and magnify 
God/ Then anfwered Peter, 47 Can a- 
ny man forbid water that thefe ihould 
not be baptized, who have received the 
Holy Spirit as well as we ? 4S And he 
commanded them to be baptized in the 
name of the Lord. Then prayed they 
him to tarry certain days. 

CHAP. XL 
Peter maietb bit defence . 

N D the npoftles and brethren that 
were in Judea heard that the Gen^ 
tiles had alfo received the word of God. 

a And when Peter was come'up to 
Jerufnlem, they that were of the circurtb- 
cition contended with him, 3 Saying, 
Thou- wenteft in to men uncircumched, 
and Jidrt eat with theim 4 But Petev 
rehearred the mattei-fiont the beginning 1 , 
and expounded it by order unto them, 
faying, 5 I was in the city of Joppa 
praying; and in a trance faw a vifion, 
A certain veflejdefcend, as if it had been 
a great flieet, let down from heaven by 
four corners ; and it came even tq me : 
6 Upon the which*-when*! had faftened 
mine eyes, I obferved, and faw font-foot¬ 
ed beads of the earth, and wild be^Ls, 
and creeping .things, and.fowls of ihe 
air., 7 And I Jieartl a voice toying' 

v unto me, A rife, Petec ; flay and eat. 
8 But I faid, Not ,lo. Lord; for no¬ 
thing common or unclean hath at any 
time entered into my mouth. 9 But the 
voice anfwered roe again from heaven. 
What God hath clean fed, that call not 
thou common. 10 And Jhis whs done 
three times ; then all were drhwn up a- 
gain into heaven, T 1 And, behold, im¬ 
mediate ly there were three men already 
come junto the houfe where I wus, feot 
from iefarca unto qae. 12 And the-Spi¬ 
rit bade me with them, nothing doubl¬ 
ing. Moreover* thefie fix brethren accom¬ 
panied * me, and we entered into the jean's 
houfe : 13 And he fhesVed us how he 

had feen an angel in his houlV, who ftood 
.aud laid unto him, fend men U> Joppa, 
and Gall for Simon whofie furu&me is Pe¬ 
ter, 14 Who fhfill tell thee, words where¬ 
by tlieu and all thy houfe fhalt be laved. 
15 And as l began to fyteakj the Holy 
Spirit fell on them, as at the. be¬ 
ginning. r<T ihen remembered I the 
U'ord. pfp the 4-oid,«how that he fatd, 
John indeed baptized with water, but 
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ye fha.ll be baptized with the Holy, Spi¬ 
rit. 17 Forafinuch, then, as God gave 
them,the like gift as he did unto u» who 
believed on the Lord' Jefu* Chrift, what 
was I that I could withftand God ? 

*18 When they heard tliefe* things they 
held their,peace, and glorified God, fay¬ 
ing, Then hath Gbd a lib to the Gentile s 
granted repentance unto ljfe. 

19 Now they who were fcatterod 
abroad, upon th£ perfeention that aiofe 
^hout Stephen, ti a veiled as far as Phe- 
nice, and Cyprus,and Antioch, preaching 
the word to none but unto the Jews only, 
ao Aud fome of them were men of Cy¬ 
prus and Cerene, tfcho when they were 
corned to Antioch, fpake urtto the JeWr 
ifh Grecians, preaching the Lord Jefus. 

2 1 .And the power of the Lord was with 
them ; and a great number believed, and 
turned unto the Lord. 

\ 33 Then tidings of thefe tilings 
came unto the ears of the church which 
was in Jerufalem : and they fent forth 
IJarnabas, that he fliould go as far as An¬ 
tioch ; 33 Who, when he came, and 

had fecn the grace of God, was glad, and 
exhorted thenl all,- that with purpofe of 
heart they would cleave unto the Lord,, 
44 For he was a good man, and full of 
the Holy Spirit and of faith; and much 
people was added unto the Lord. 

. 25 Then departed Barnabas to Tar- 
ftis, tofeek Saul; 1 26 And, when he 
had found him,, he brought him unto An¬ 
tioch. And it came to pafs, that a whole 
year they aflembled-themfelves with the 
church, and taught much people. And 
the difciplfis were called Chriftians tirft 
in Antioch. 

27^ And in thefe days, caicc pro¬ 
phets from Jerufalem unto Aptioch. a’S 
And there ftood up one of them named 
Agabus, and fignified by the Spirit, that 
there Ihould be a great dearth through¬ 
out all the land : which came to pafs in 
the days of Claudius jCcfar. 

29 Then th.e difciples, every man ac¬ 
cording to his ability, determined to fend 
relief urito the brethren which dwelt .in 
Judea ; 30 Which alfo they tiki, and 

lent it to the elders by the hands of 
Barnabas and Saul. 

CHAP. XII. 

Her pel perfeenteth the C'brf(liens. 

N O W about that time Herod the 
king ftr^tched forth his handsio 
vex certain of the drivch. 2 Anti he 
hilled James the brother ofjehnwith 
the tword. 3 And, be call fe he l aw it 
pleafed the Jew®, h* proceeded further 
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to ta^e Peter alfo (at the pajfovcr}. 
(Then Were the-days of unleavenrd 
bread.) 4 And, when he had apprehend¬ 
ed him, he put him in prifdrt, and deliver¬ 
ed him to four quaternions of foldiers to 
keep him, intending after the paflover 
to bring him forth to the people. 

5 Peter, therefore, was kept in prifon ; 
but prayer was made without eeafing ol 
the church unto God for him. 

6 And when Herod would have 
brought him forth, the fame night Peter 
was flee ping between two foldiers, bound 
with two drains; and the keepers before 
the door kept the prifon. ' 7 And be¬ 
hold, the angel of the Lord came upon 
him, and a light firmed in the prilon ; 
and he fmote Peter on the fide, and raif- 
ed him up* faying, Arife up quickly. 
And his Chains fell ofF from his hands. 
8 And the angel faid unto him, Gird 
thyfelf, and bind on thy fandais; and fo 
he did. And he faith unto him, Call 
thy garment about thee, and follow me. 

9 And he went out, and followed 
him, and -wifi: not that it wsfs a reality 
which was done by the angel; but thought 
he faiv a vifion. lo^Vhen they were 
paft the firft and the fecond ward they 
came unto the iron gate that leadeth un¬ 
to the city, which opened to tirem of its 
own acCord ; and they went out, and 
paffed on through one ftreet, and forth¬ 
with the angel departed from him. 

11 And when Peter was come tp him- 
felf he faid, Now I know of a furety 
that the .Lord hath fent his angel, and 
hath delivered me out of the hand of He¬ 
rod, and from the expeftatiou of all the 
people of the Jews. 

13 And-when Ire htid confidered the 
matter he came to the lion fc of Mary the 
mother of John, whofe furname was 
Mark ; where many were gathered to¬ 
gether praying. T3 And as Peter knock¬ 
ed at the door of the gate a danrfel cam*; 
to hearken, named Rhccla. 14 Aud, 
when fhc knew Peter’s voice, flic opened 
hot the gate for gladnefs, but ran in, 
and told liowfeter ilood before the gait. 
15 And they faid unto her. Thou art 
mad. But flie confti^ntly affirmed that 
it was even fo. Then faid they, It is his 
angel. 16 But Peter continued knock¬ 
ing ; and when they had opejied the 
door, and faw him, they were altonifired. 
17 But Ire, beckoning unto them with the 
hard to h^!d their peace, declared unto 
them how the Lord lied brought him 
out of the prifon. And he faid, Go, 
u;er. ; 11 c.fe things uuto JainC^ and to the 
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brethren. And be departed, and went 
into another place. 

18 No'r, as foon as it was day, there 
was no fttiall flir among the foldiers what 
was become of Peter; 19 And when He¬ 
rod bad fought for him, and found him 
not, be examined the keepers, and com¬ 
manded that they fhould be put to death. 
And he went down from Judea to Ce- 
larea, ar.d there abode. 

20 And Herod was highly dlfpleaf- 
rd with them of Tyre and Sidon : but 
they came with one accord to him; and, 
having marie Blartus, the king's Cham¬ 
berlain, their friend, defired peace ; be¬ 
cause their country was nourilhed by the 
king's country. 

it And, upon a fet day, Herod, ar¬ 
rayed in royal apparel, fat upon his 
throne/and finale an oration unto them. 
22 ■Af^.jShe,people gave a fliout, faying, 
It is ihe trol^e of a god, and not of a man. 
a3 ArfttiliateIy the angel of the 
Lord fmpte him, IxVaufe he gave not 
God the glory and he was eaten of 
worms, and gave up the ghoft. 

24 fl,ButThe word of God grew and 
mftttiplieri. 

25 And Barnabas and Saul returned 
from Jerufalefn, when they had fulfilled 
their minirtry, and took with them John, 
whufc fumanie was Mark. 

CHAP. XIII. 

Paul and Barnabas cbofen. 

N OW, rhere were in the church that 
was at Antioch certain prophets 
and teachers ; as Barnabas, and Simon 
that was called Niger, and Lucius ofCy- 
renc, and Manncn, who hadbfeen brought 
up witlj Hrrod the tetrarch, and Saul. 2 
As they miniftcred to the Lord, and fart¬ 
ed, the Holy Spirit laid, Separate me 
Barnabas and S.iul for the work where- 
unto 1 have called them. 3 And when 
they had failed and prayed, and laid 
their hands on them, they fent them a- 
way. 

4 So they, being fent forth by the 
Holy Spirit, departed unto Seleucia : 
am! from thence they failed to Cyprus. 

S Anil wlien they were at Salamis they 
preached the- word of God in the fyna- 
gogueH of the Jews : and they had alfo 
John for their ininiftcr. 

6 And, wlu-n they had gone through 
the ifle unto Paplios, they found a certain 
lorcerer, a fa lie prophet, a Jew, wfiofe 
name Was Bar-jefus ; 7 Who was wilh 

the deputy of the country, Sergius Pau¬ 
las, a prudent man ; who called for Bar¬ 
nabas and Saul, and d.ltrcal to heir the 
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word of God. 8 But Ely mas the for- 
c^erer (for fo is his name by interpreta¬ 
tion,) withftood them, feeking to turn 
away the deputy from the faith. 

9 Then Saul, (who alfo is called 
Paul,) filled with the Holy Spirit, fet 
his eyes on him, ro And faid, O full of 
all fubtilty, and all mifehief, thou child 
of the devil, thou enemy of all lighteouf- 
nefs ! wilt thou not ceafe to pervert the 
right ways of the Lord ? 11 And now, 

behold, the hand of the Lord is upon 
thee, and thou flialt be blind, not feeing 
the fun for a fcafon. And immediately 
there fell on him amid and a darknefs; 
and he went about, feeking fome to lead 
him by the hand. 

12 Then the deputy, when he faw 
what was done, believed, being aftotiifh*> 
ed at the do&rine of the Lord. 

13 Now, when Paul and his company 
loofed from Paphos, they came to Perga 
in Pamphylia; and John, departing from 
them, returned to Jerusalem. 

14 ^ But when they departed front 
Perga they came to Antioch in Pifidia, 
and went into the fynagogue on the fab- 
bath-day, and fat down. 15 And, af¬ 
ter the reading of the law and the pro¬ 
phets, the rulers of the fynagogue fent 
unto them, faying, Ye men and brethren, 
if ye have any word of exhortation for 
the people, fay on. 

16 Then Paul flood up, and, beckon¬ 
ing with his hand, faid, Men of Tfrae), 
and ye that fear God, give audience. 17 
The God of this people Ifracl choft our 
fathers, and intreafed the people when 
they dwelt as ftrangers in the land of E- 
gypt, and with a mighty arm brought he 
them out of it. 18 And about the time 
of forty years fuffered he their murmur¬ 
ing in the wildernefs. t# And when he 
had deftroyed feven nations in the land 
Clianaan, ( /dr their t wickedncfs') % 
he divided their land to them by lot. 1 20 
And after that he gave unto them judges 
about the fpace of four hundred and fifty 
years, uutil Samuel the prophet. 21 And 
afterward they defired a king ; and GoS 
gave ufito them Sau! the fonofCis, a 
man of the tribe of Benjamin, by the 
fpace of forty years, 22 And when he 
had removed him he raiftd tip unto them 
David to be their king; to whom alfo 
he gave teftimony, and faid, I have found 
David the fon of JelVe, a man who will 
rule tbd people after mine own heait, 
who Iliali fulfil all my will. 23 Of this 
man’s feed, hath God, according to his 
promife, raifed up unto Israel a Saviour, 
R 
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Jefus ; 24 When John had Ivrft preach¬ 

ed, before his coming,'the baptifnv of re¬ 
pentance to all thp people of IfraM. 25 
And as John fulfilled hl$ eoiyfe, he faid, 
Whom think ye that I am ? I am not he. 
But, behold, there cometh orte after me, 
the flioes of whofc feet I am not worthy 
1q loofe. 

art Men and brethren, children of the 
flock of Abraham, and whofoever among 
yon feareth God, to you is the word of 
this 'falvation fent. 27 For'they that 
dwell at Jerufalem, and their rulers, be 
oaufe they knew him not, nor yet the 
voices of the'prophets who are read e- 
very fabbath-day, they have fulfilled 
them in condemning him. 28 And tho* 
they found no caufe of death in him, yet 
defired they Pilate that he fhould be flain; 
29 And when they had fulfilled all that 
was written of him, they took him down 
from the tree, and laid him in a fepul- 
chj*e. 30 But God raifed him from the 
dead; 3t And he-was feen many days 
©f-them who came-up with him from 
Galilee fo Jerufalem, wjio are his wit- 
nefles unto the people. 32 And we de¬ 
clare unto you glad tidings, how that the 
promife which Was made., unto the fa¬ 
thers, 33 God hath fulfilled the fame 
unto ustheii,children,in thathe hath raif¬ 
ed up Jefus again; as it is alfo written in 
the fecond'pfalm, Thou art my Son, this 
day have I begotteri thee from the dead. 
34 And becaufe he raifed him up from 
the dead, now ho more to. return to cor¬ 
ruption, he faid on this wife, I will give 
you the fare mercies of David. "35 
Wherefore he faith alfo in another pCahn, 
Thou fiialt not fuller thine holy One to 
fee.coiruption.' 3IS For David, after he 
had ferved his own generation, by the 
will of ,God fell on Ceep, and was laid 
unto his fathers, and law connption : 37 
But he whom God raifed again from the 
dead faw no corruption, 

38 If Be it known unto you, therefore, 
menand brethren, that through this mail 
is preached unto you the forgivenefs of 
fins; 39 And by him all that believe 
are juftified f:cm all things, from which 
ye could not be juftified and acquitted by 
the law of IvJofes. 40 Beware, there¬ 
fore, left that come upon you which is 
fpoken of in the prophets; 41 Behold, 

ye defpifers, and wonder, and perifti; for 
I work a work in your days, a work which 
ye fhall in no wife believe, though a man 
declare it unta you. 

42 And, when the Jews were gone 
out of the Synagogue, the Gentiles be- 
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fought that thefe words might be preach¬ 
ed to them th£ next fabbath. 

43 Now, when the congregation was 
broken up, many of the Jews and religi¬ 
ous profelyte's followed Paul and Barna¬ 
bas; who, fpeakihg to them, gerfuaded 
them to continue in the gofpel'of the 
grace of God. 

44 IT And the next fabbath-day came 
almoft the whole city together to hear 
the word of God. 45 But when the 
Jews faw the multitudes they were filled 
with envy, and fpake againft thole thing? 
which were fpoken by Paul, contradict - 
ing and blafpheming. . 

46 Then Paul and Barnabas waxed 
bold, and faid, It was neceftary that the 
word of God fhould firft have been fpo¬ 
ken to you ; biit feeing ye have put it 
from you, and judge yourfelves unworthy 
of evcrlafting life, lo, we turn to the Gen¬ 
tiles : 47 For fo hath the Lord com¬ 

manded us, faying, I have let thee to he 
a light of the Gentiles, that thou fliould- 
eft be for falvation unto the ends of"the 
earth. 48 And when th^’Gentiles heard 
this they were glad, and glorified the 
word of the.Lord : and as many as were 
ordained to eternal lift believed. 

49 And the word of the Lord was 
published throughout all the region. 50 
But the “Jews ftirred up the devout am) 
honourable women, and the chief menu! 
the city, and raifed perfecution againft 
Paul and BarnaBas, and expelled them 
out of their coafts, 51 But they fliock 
oft'the dull of their feet as a witnefs a- 
gainflthem, and,came unto Iconium. 52 
And the diftiplcs were filled with joy, 
and with the Holy Spirit- 

CHAP. XIV. 

Paul and Barnabas are perfecuted. 

N D it came to pafs in Iconium, 
that they went both together into 
the fynagogue of the Jews, and fo fpake, 
that a great multitude, both of the Jew 1 ?, 
and alfo of the Greeks, believed. 2 Bn! 
the unbelieving Jews ftirred up the Gen 
tiles, and made their minds evil-TifTe&ed 
,againft the brethren. 3 A long time, 
therefore, abode they fpeaking boldly in 
the name of the Lord, who gave teftimo- 
ny unto the word of his grace, and grant¬ 
ed figns and wonders to be done by their 
hands. 4 But the multitude of the citv 
was divided; and part held with th'* 
Jews, .and part with the - apoftles. 3 
And when there was an alia nit made, 
both of the Gentiles, and alfo # of the 
Jews, with their Rulers, to ufe them dc - 
TpitcfuLly, and to fter.e them, 6 Thev 
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were aware-of it, and fled unto Lyftra 
and Derbe, cities of Lycaonia, and unto 
the region that licth round about : 7 

And there they preached ^he gofpel. 

8 And there fat a certain man at 
T.vhra, impotent in his feet, being a crip¬ 
ple from his mother's womb, who never 
1 ) ad walked: 9 The fume heaid ]\ml 
ipei k; who ftedfaftly beholding him, 
and perceiving that he had faith to be 
hca!?d, 10 Said with a loud voice. Stand 
upright on thy feet. And he leaped and 
walked. 

n And when the people faw what 
Paul had done thev lifted up their voices, 
faying, in the fp'ecch of Lycaonia, The 
god-. are come down .to us in the likcnefs 
of men. 1 1 And they called Barnabas 
Jupiter, and Paul Mercurius, fiecailfe he 
was the chief fpeakcr. - 13 Then the 
pricll of Jupiter, who was before their 
city, 1)rouglit oxen and garlands unto the 
gates, and would have done facrifice 
'with the people. 14 Which when the 
apoftles, Barnabas and Paul, heard of, 
they rent their clothe, and ran in among 
the people, crying out, 15 And faying, 
Sirs, why do ye thefe things ? we alio 
are men of like paflions with-you, and 
P r each unto you-that yc Humid turn from 
thefe vanities unto the living God, who 
made heaven, and earth, jmyl the Tea, and 
all things that are therein; 1 6 Who in 
times paftr fullered all nations to walk in 
their own ways. 17 Neverthelefs he left 
jiot himiblf without witnefs, in that he 
did good, and gave us rain from heaven, 
i‘jvl fruitful feafons, filling our hearts 
with food and glad nets. i 3 And with 

thefe Payings fcarcc reftrained they the 
people that they had not done I'acrifke 
unto therm. 

1 9 And there came tliitTier certain 
Jews from Antioch and Iconimn, who 
perfu.ided the people; and,.having lion- 
ed Paul, drew him out ot the city, fup- 
pofmg ),o had been dead. 20 H 3 \vbeit 
as tne difciplcs ftood round about him he 
role up, and cane into tin; city; and the 
next day he departed with Barnabas to 
Darbe. 11 And \£hcn they had preach¬ 
ed the gofpel toth.it city, and had taught 
many, they returned again to Lyftra, and 
to Lonium, and to Antio'h, 27 Con- 
rUming the fouls of the difviples, and ex¬ 
horting them to continue in the faith, 
and that wc nmll through much tribula¬ 
tion enter into the kingdom of God. 23 
And when they had ordained them ciders 
in every church, and had prayed with fad - 
mg, they commended them to the Lord, 
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on whom they believed, ' 24 And aft^ 1 
they had palled throughout Pifidia they 
came to Pamphylia. 25 And when the}' 
had preached the word in Perga they 
went down into.Attalia; 26 And thence 
failed to Antioch, from whence they had 
been recommended to the grace of God 
for the work which they fulfilled. 27 
And when they weie come, and had ga¬ 
thered the church together, they rehearf- 
cd all that God had done yvitlj them, and 
how he had opened the door of faith un¬ 
to the Gentiles. 2S And rhere they a- 
bode long time with llic difciples. 

C H A P. XV. 
htjptnfion about circmncijiou. 

A ND certain men who came down 
from Judea taught the brethren, 
and fa id, Except, ye Tje.circumcifed af¬ 
ter the manner of JVIofcs ye cannot he 
faved. 2 When,therefore, Pauland Bar¬ 
nabas had no fmall difienfion and depu¬ 
tation with them, they determined that 
Paul and Barnabas, and certain others of 
them, fiiould go up to Jerusalemutito the 
apoftlcs and elders about this queftion. 

3 And, being brought on their way by 
the church, they paltcd through Phenice 
and .Samaria, declaring the couvcrfion of 
the Gentiles; and they cauled great joy 
unto all the brethren. 4 And when 
they were come to Jerufalcm they Were 
received of the church, and of the apoltles 
and ciders, and.they declared all things 
that God had done with them. 5 But 
there role up. certain of the feci of th~ 
Pharifccs who believed, faying, That it 
was needful to circumcifc. them, and to 
command tiiem tokeep tlieoercnioni.il 
law of Moles. 

6 And the apoftles and elders^ani* 
together for to confider of this matter. 

7 And when there had been much dif, 
pitting, Peter role.in, and fan! unto them. 
Men and brethren, ye know how that 
a good while ago God made choice among 
us, that the Gentiles by my mouth llioukl 
hear the: word of the gofpel, and believe. 

8 And GodjlwHo knoweth the hearts, 
bate tlum witnels, giving them, the HO- 
Jy Spirit even as he did unto us ; 9 And 

put no diftbrence betweci) us and then, 
purifying their heartsby faith, n Now, 
therefore, why tempt ye God to put a 
yoke upon the neck of the diiciplcs.whtcTi 
neither our rnth- rs nor tve were able to 
bear ? 'i 1 Bur w? believe that, through 
the grace of flm Lord Jefus Chvift, both 
they and we thouUl be laved. 

1 z Then all the multitude kept fdenee 
anil g.ive audience to Barnabas ami Paul, 
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declaring what miracles and v?otldcrs God 
had wrought among the Gentiles by 
them. . 1 

13 If And after they had held their 
peace, James anfwered, faying. Men and 
brethren, hearken untome. 14 Simeon 
hath declared how God at firft did vifit 
the Gentiles, to take out of them a people 
for his name. 15 And to this agree 
the words of the prophets, as it is writ¬ 
ten, 16 After this I will return, and 
will build again the fpiritiial kingdom 
'and tabernacle of David, which is fallen 
down temporally , antM will build again 
fpiritvally the ruins thereof, and I will 
fet it up among the Gentiles ; 17 That 

the refidue of men might feck after the 
Lord, even all the Gentiles who call on 
my namg {as mypeople) faith tho Lord, 
who doeth all thefe things. 18 Known 
unto God are all his works from the be¬ 
ginning of the world. 19 Wherefore, 
my fentence is, that we trouble not them 
whtj) from among the Gentiles are turned 
unto God ; 20 But that we write unto 

them, that they ahftain from pollutions 
of idols, and from fornication and from 
things ftrangled, (fArtt died of their oust 
accord and the blood is in them) and from 
hfood. 21 For Mofes of old time hath in 
every city them that preach him, being 
lead in the fynagoguesevery fabbath-day. 

22 Then plea fed it the apoftles and 

elders, with the \vho,Ie church,* to fend 
chofeh men oftheir own company to An¬ 
tioch with Paul and Barnabas; namely, 
Judas, furnamed Barfabbas, and Silas, 
chief men among the brethren: • 23 And 
they wrote letters by them, after this" 
manner; The apoftles, and elders, and 
brethren, fend greeting unto the brethren 
who are of the Gentiles in Antioch, and 
Syria, and Cilicia : 24 Forafmuch, as we 
have heard, that certain who went 
out from us have troubled you with 
words, fubverting ydur fouls, faying. 
Ye mud be circumcifed, and keep 
the ritual law; to whom we gave no 
iucfr commandment: 25ftTeemed good 
unto us, being aflembled with one accord, 
to fend chofen men unto you,'with our 
beloved Barnabas and Paul; 26 Men 

that have hazarded their lives for the 
name of our Lord Jefus Chrift. 27 We 
have tent therefore, Judas and Silas, who 
ihall alfo tell you the fame things by 
mouth. 28 For .it feenoed good to the 
Holy Spirit, and to us,*o lay upon you 
no greatey burden than thefe neceffary 
things; 29 That ye abftain from meats 
offered to idols, and from "blood, and from 


chap. xvr. 

things ftran^Icd, and fromjfomication; 
from which if ye keep yourfelvcs ye Ihall 
do well. Fare ye well. 

30 So when they weredifmiflcd (they 
came to Antioch ; and, when t hey had 
gathered the multitude together, they 
delivered the epiftle ; 31 Which, when 

they had read, they rejoiced for the con- 
folatlon. 32 And Judas and Silas, being 
prophets alfo themfelves, exhorted the 
brethren with many words, and confirm¬ 
ed them. 

33 And after they had tarried there a 
fpace, they were let go in peace from the 
brethren unto the apoftles. 34Notwith- 
ftanding, it plgafed Silas to abide there 
ltill. 35 Paul alfo and Barnabas con¬ 
tinued in Antioch, teaching and preach¬ 
ing the word of the Lord, with many o« 
thers alfo. 

3 6 IF And fome days after, Paul faid 
unto Barnabas, Let us go again and vi¬ 
fit our brethren in every city where we 
have preached the word of the Lord, and 
fee how they do. 37 And Barnabas de¬ 
termined to take with them' John, wliofe 
furname was Mark. 3$ But Paul thought 
not good to take him with them, who 
departed from them from Pamphylia, and 
went not with tl em to the work. 39 
And the dpntention was fo fliarp between 
them that they departed afunder one 
from the other ; and fo Barnabas took 
Mark, and failed unto Cyprus ; 40 And 

Paul chofe Silas, and departed, being re¬ 
commended by' the brethren unto the 
grace of God. 41 And he went'thro* 
Syria and Cilicia,confirming the churches. 
CHAP. XVf. 

Paul circunu rfeth Timothy. 

HJ£N came he to Derbe and Lyftra ; 
and behold, a certain difciple was 
there, named Timolheus, the fon of a cer¬ 
tain woman who was a Jewefs, and be¬ 
lieved ; but his father was a. Greek : 2 

Who was well reported of by the bre¬ 
thren i:hat were at Lyftra and Iconium ; 
3 Him wpuld Paul have to go with uim ; 
and took and circumcifed him, becaufc 
of the Jews who were in thofe quarters; 
for they knew all that his father was a 
Greek. ^ 

4 And as they went through the cities 
they delivered them the decrees for to 
keep, that were,ordai]ied of the apoftles 
and elders who were at Jerufalem. 5 
And fo were the churches eftabliflied in 
the faith, and increafed in numbcT daily. 

6 Now when they had gone through¬ 
out Phrygia, and the region of Galatia, 
and were forbidden of the Holy Spirit to 
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preach the word as yet in Proconfular A- 
iia, 7 After they were pome to My fin, 
tin y allayed to go into * Bithynia ; but 
the Spirit (uttered them not. 8 Ami they, 
pafllng by Myfia, came clown to Troas. 
9 And a vifion appeared to Paul in the 
night : there Hood a man of Macedonia, 
and prayed him, faying, Come over into 
M act* dor in, and help us. io And, after 
he had fecn the vifion, immediately we 
endeavoured to go into Macedonia, aflu- 
redly gathering that the Lord had called 
us to preach tne gofpel unto them. 11 
The re foie, loofing from Troas, we came 
with a ftraight"courfe to Samothracia, 
and the next day to Neapolis ; 12 And 

from thence to Philippi, which is the 
chief city of that part ol Ma< edonia, and 
a Roman colony ; and we were in that 
city abiding certain days. IJ And on 
the fabbath we went out of the city by 
a river fide, where prayer was wont to 
be made ; and we fat down, and fpake 
unto the women who reforted thither. 

14 And a certain Pagan woman, 
named Lydia, a feller of purple of the ci¬ 
ty of Thyatira, who worfhipped God, 
heard us; whofe heart the Lord opened 
that the attended unto the things which 
were fpuken of Paul. 15 And when flie 
was baptized, and her houshold, fhe bc- 
fuught us, faying, If ye have judged me 
to be faithful to the Lord, come unto my 
houfc, and abide there, and flie conftfain- 
cd us. 

16 And it came to pafs, as we went 
to prayer; a certain peifon pottofled with 
a lpirit of divination met us who brought 
her nutters much gain by foothf&y mg ; 
iyThcfarnc followed Paul fit us, and c r * e .^ 
faying, thefe men are the fervants of ^ ,e 
mott high God, who fliew unto us ^ ie 
way of falvation. il And thhfdid fl» u 
many days, Hut Paul, being grieved, turn¬ 
ed, and faid to the fpirit, I command thee 
in the name of Jefus Cliritt, to come out 
of her. And he came out that fame hour. 

19 Tf And when her matters faw that 
the hope of their gains was gone, they 
caught Paul and Silas, and drew them in¬ 
to the market-place unto the rulers, 10 
And brought them to the magiftrates, 
faying, ihcle men, being Jews, do ex¬ 
ceedingly trouble our city, 21 And 
teach cuttoms which are not law'ful for 
us to receive, neither to obferve, being 
Homans. 

22 And the multitude rofe up againtt 
them ; and the magiftrates rent off their 
clothes, and commanded to beat them. 
43 And when they had laid many ftripes 
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upon them, they caft them into prifon, 
charging the jailor to keep them fafely ; 
24 Who, having received fucli a charge, 
thmft them into the inner prifon, and 
made their feet faft in the ttocks. 

25 And at midnight Paul and Silas 
prayed, and fang praifes unto God ; and 
the prifoners heard them. 26 And fud- 
dcnly there was a great earthquake, fo 
that the foundations of the prifon were 
fliaken ; and innnediatedy nJl the doors 
were opened, and every man’s hands 
were loofed. 27 And the keeper of the 
prifon, awaking out of his deep, and fee¬ 
ing the prifon doors open, he, drew out 
hisfword, and would have killed himfelf, 
fuppofing that.the prifoners had fled. 28 
But Paul cried with a loud voice, faying, 
Do thyfelf no harm ; for we are all here. 
29 Then he called for a light and fprang 
in, and came in trembling, and fell down 
before Paul and Silas, 30 And brought 
them out, and faid, Sirs, what mutt I.do 
to be faved ? 31 And they faid, Believe 

on the Lord Jefus Chritt, and thou flialt 
be faved, and thy houfe. > 

32 And they lpake unto him the word 
of the Lord, and to all that were in Jh 3 
houfe. 33 And he took them the fame 
hourofthe night, and wallied their ftnpcs; 
and was baptized, he and all his, ttraight- 
way. jqAnd, when he had brought them 
into his houfe, he.fet meat before'theni, 
and rejoiced, believing in God with all 
his houfe. 

35 U And, when it was day, the ma- 
gittr ates fent the ferjeants, faying. Let 
thofc men go. 36 And the keeper of the 
prifon told this, faying to Paul, the raa- 
giftrates have fent to let you go; now, 
therefore, depart, and go in peace. 37 
But Paul faid unto them, They, have beat¬ 
en us openly uncondcmncd, being Ho¬ 
mans, and have call us .into prifon; 
and now, do they thru ft us out pri¬ 
vily i nay, verily; but let them 
come thcmfelves and fetch us out.' 38 
And the ferjeants told thefe words un¬ 
to the magiftrates; and they feared, 
when they heard that they were 
Homans. 39 And they came and be- 
fought them, and brought them out, and 
defired them to depart out of their city. 

40 And they went out of the prifon, 
and entered into the.houfe of Lydia ; and 
when they had fecn the brethren, they 
comforted tjiem, and departed. 

CHAP. XVII. 

Paulpreaeheth at TheJTalonica. 

N OW when they had patted through 
AmphipolU and Apollonia, they 
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came to'JThelfalonica,'where was a fyna- 
gogue of the Jews; a And Paul as his 
manner was, went in unto them', and 
three fabbath-days reafoned with them 
put of the fcripturcs; 3 Opening and aled- 
ging that Chrift mult needs have fuffered, 
and Tifcn again from the dead ; and that 
this Jefus, whom I preach unto you, is 
Thrift. .4 And fome of them, believed, 
and conforted with Paul and Silas ; ’and 
of the devout Greeks-a great multitude, 
and of the chief women rot a few. 

5 But thfc Jews who believed not, 
moved with envy, took unto them cer¬ 
tain lewd fellows of the bafer fort, and 
gathered a company, and fet all the city 
on an uprpar, and a (faulted the houfe of 
J-afon, and fought to bring them out to 
the people. 6 And, when they found 
them not, they drew Jafon, and certain 
brethren, unto the rulers o£ the city, 
crying, Thefe that have turned the 
world npfide down are com e hither alfo; 
7 Whom Jafon hath received , and thefe 
all do contrary to the decrees of Cefar, 
faying that there is another king, one Je- 
fus. 8 And they troubled the people, 
and the rulers of the city, when they 
heard thefe things. 9 And when they 
had taken fecurity of Jafon, and of the 
others, they let them go. 

10 And the brethren immediately 
fent away Paul and Silas by night unto 
Berea ; who; coming thither, went into, 
the fynagogue of the Jews, it Thefe 
were more noble than thofe.in Theflalo- 
nica, in that they received the word with 
all readinefs of mind, and fearched the 
feriptures daily whether thofe things 
were fo. iz Therefore many of them 
believed ; alfo of'honourable women who 
were Greeks, and of men not a few. 

13 But when the Jews of Thelfalonica 
had knowledge that the w ord of God was 
preached of Paul at Berea, they came thi¬ 
ther alfo, and ftirred up the people. 14 
And then immediately the brethren Tent 
away Paul, to go as it were to the fea: 
hut Silas and Timotheus abode their ftill. 
1 jAnd they that conduced Paul brought 
him untp' Athensand receiving a com¬ 
mandment unto Silas and Timotheus for 
to come to him with all fpeed, they de¬ 
parted. 

16 Now, while Paul waitedfor them 
at Athens his fpilit was ftirred in him, 
when he faw the city wholly given to ii 
dolatry. *7 Therefore difputed he in the 
fynagogue with the Jews, and with de¬ 
vout perfons, and in the market dMly 
with them that met flint. i 3 Then cer* 
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tain philofcphers of the Epicureans, and 
of the Stoicks, encountered him. And 
fome faid, What will this hahler fay ? 
ther fome, He fee met!) to be a fetter forth 
of llrange gods : bees life he preached un¬ 
to them Jefus and the rcfurre&ion. 

19 And they took him, and brought 
him unto .the court Areopagus, fay¬ 
ing, May we know what this new doc¬ 
trine, whereof thou fpeakeft is? 20 For 
thou bringeft certain ftrange things to our 
ears ; we would know, therefore, what 
thefe things mean. 21 (For all the A- 
thenians, .and ilrangers who were there, 
fpent their time in nothing 'tile,but ei¬ 
ther to tell of hear tome new tiring.) 

22 5 T Then Paul flood in the mid ft of 
(the court) Mars-hill and faid, Ye men 
of Athens, Pperceive that in all things ye, 
are too fuperftitieus. 23 For as I patted 
by and beheld your devotions, 1 found an 
altar with this inferiptipn, To the un¬ 
known Gof). Whom, therefore, ye ig¬ 
norantly worlhip, hiui declare I ugtoyou* 
24 God that made the world, and all 
things therein, feeing that he is Lord of 
heaven and earth, dwcllcth not in tem¬ 
pos made with hands ; (w notcompre¬ 
hended) 25 Neither is worfhipped with 
gifts from men's hands only , as tho’ lie 
needed any thing, feeing he giveth tc all 
life, atid breath, and all things ; 26 And 
hath made of one blood all nations of men 
for to dwell on all the face of the earth, 
and hath determined the'bounds of their 
habitations, at the times before appoin’- 
ed. 27 That they fhould feek the Lord, 
if haply they might teel after him ami 
find him, (by the dim light of nature) 
tho’ 1 , he be not far from every one of us; 
28 For in him, (/>j his power and good- 
fiefs') we live, and move, and have our 
being ; as certain alfo of your own poets, 
Aratus , have faid, For we are alfo his off- 
spfing. 29 Fotafmuch then as we are 
the offspring of God, wc ought not to 
think that the Divinity is like unto gold* 
or filver, or flone graven by art and man’s 
device. 30 And the times of this igno¬ 
rance God bore with; but new com - 
mandeth all men every where to repent. 
31 Bee a Ole he hath appointed a day in 
the which, he will judge the world in 
rightcoufnefs by that man whom he hath 
ordained; whereof lie hath given attu- 
ianre.unto all men, in that he hath rai- 
fed him from the dead. 

. 32'lfAnd when they heard of the rtfur- 
rection of the dead feme mocked r and 
othe rs faid, We will hear thee again pf 
lliis matter. 34 Ilowbeit certain men 
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clave unto him, and believed ; among 
the which was Dionyfiys the Areopagite, 
(a courtier) and a woman named Da- 
inaris,*iud others with them.’ 

C H A !\ XVIiF. 

Paul luhonrcth -with bit hands. 

A l? T E R Int.-fe tilings Paul depart¬ 
ed trom Alliens, and came to Co¬ 
rinth ; i And found a certain Jew na¬ 
med Aquila, horn in Ponttis, lately come 
from Italy wit!) his wife Prifcilla, ('be- 
raufe that Claudius had coirunandc.* all 
Jews ro depart from Rome,) and came 
unto them. 3 And bee an lie lie v/as of 
I he fame craft lie ah ode with the hi, and 
wrought : for by th?ir occupation they 
were tent-makers. 4 And he reafuned 
in the fynagoguc-cvcry labbath, and per- 
fuadc.l tlu* lews and the Creeks.' 

5 And wli en Silas and Timotkcus Were 
mine from Macedonia, Paul was preffed 
in fpirit, and teftilied to’ the Jews that Jt*- 
fus was Chrill. 6 And when they op- 
polrd them Ic Ives, and blnfphenicd, he 
{hook ( the dujl of) his raiment, (Jor a 
iuit/uj.i ), and faid untb them, Your 
blood be upon your own heads; lam 
clean : from henceforth I will'go phto 
t!ic Gentiles. 

7 ^ And he departed tliencej and en¬ 
tered into a certain man’s hoiife, nanitfd 
Julius, one that worlhipped God,.whofe 
Wile joined hard to the fynagogue. 8 
-And Crifpns. the chief ruler of the fyna- 
pogne, believed on the Lord with all his 
lioufe; and many oi the Corinthians,hear¬ 
ing, frlicved, and were baptized. 

9 If 1 hen fp :kc the Lord to Paul in 
the night by a vifion, Ik not afraid, but 
fpe.ik, and hold not thy peace ; 10 For 

1 am with thee, and no man .'hall fet on 
thee to hurt thee ; I r I have much peo¬ 
ple in this city. 71 And he continued 
there a year and fix months, leaching the 
word ot God among them. - 

1 2 If And when Gallio was the de¬ 
puty ot Achala the Jews made infurrec- 
tion with oiv: accord agninft Paul, and 
brought him to the judgment feat, 13 
Saying, This (el low perfuadeth men to 
worfiup God contrary to the law. 14 
And, wlicn Paul was now about to open 
his mouth, Guliiu laid unto the Jews, If 
it were a matter of wrong or wicked 
lewdnefs, O ye Jews! rcafon would that 
I fiiouhl bear with you : 15 But if it be 

a (picAion of words, and names, and of 
your law, look ye to it ; for 1 will be no 
judge of fuel) mutters. 16 And hedrave 
them front the jinlgincnt-lcat. 17 Then 
ail til.- Greeks took Sultlwu's, the chief 
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ruler of the fynagogue, and beat him be¬ 
fore the judgment-feat; and Galliocared 
for none of thole things. 

iS And Paul after this tarried there 
yet a good while, and then took his leave 
of the brethren, and failed thence into 
Syria, and with him Prifcilla and A- 
quila ; having fliorn his head iu Cen- 
‘chrea ; for he had 4 Nazsiritcs' vow, 
(i Cor . ix, ao.) 19 And he came to 
liphefus, and left them there ; where 
he hiinfclf entered into the fynagogue, 
and reafoned with the Jews. 20 When 
they defired him to tarry longer time with 
them he confcntcd not; 21 But bade 

them farewell, faying, I muft by all 
means keep this feafl that cometh in Je- 
rufalcm : Jiut I will return again unto 
you, if God .will. And he failed from E- 
phefus. 22 And when he had landed at 
Ccfarea, and gone up and faluted the 
church, he went down to Antioch. 23 
And after lie had {pent fomc time there 
he departed, and went over all tjbe coun¬ 
try of Galatia a nil Phrygia in order,con¬ 
firming the .tfifeiptes. 

24 TJ AffA'.a rdftain Jew named Apol- 
los, born arj ATexandfia, an eloquent 
man, and niijjhtv in*the fcriptuies, came 
to Ephefus. . ^ 1 'This plan was inllru&ed 
in the gofpcl of the Lord yefni; and, 
being fervent in the fp\rit, he fpake and 
tanght diligently the dodlrines of the 
Lord, knowing only the buptifrn of John. 
2 6 And he began to fpeak boldly in the 
fynagogue ; whom when Aquila and 
Pritilla had heard they took him unto 
them, and expounded unto him the gof T 
pel of God more perfectly. 27 And 
when he was difpofecj to pafs into Achaia 
the brethren wrote, exhorting the difei- 
ples to receive him ; who, when he was 
come, helped them much, who had thro’ 
grace believed; . 28 For he mightily 
convinced the Jews, and that publicly, 
flip wing by the fcriptures that Jefus was 
Chrilt. 

CHAP.' XIX. 

The Holy Spirit given. 

N D it came to pafs, that, while 
' A polios was at Corinth, Paul, hav¬ 
ing palled through the upper coalb,canic 
to Ephefus: and finding certain difciplcs, 
2 He faid nr.to them, Have ye recieved 
the gifts of the Holy Spirit fince ye be¬ 
lieved ? And they faid unto hint, We 
lmve not lb much as heard whether there 
be any 'who have received the Holy Spi¬ 
rit. 3 And he faid unto them, Unto 
what then were ye baptized? And they 
find, Unto John's baptifm. 
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4 Then faid Paul, John, verily, bap¬ 
tized 'with the baptum of repentance, 
faying unto the people. That they Ihould 
believe on him who fliould come after 
him, that is, on Chrift Jefus. 5 When 
they heard this they were baptized in the 
.name of,the Lord jefus. 6 And, when 
Paul had laid his hands upon them, the 
Holy Spirit came ,on them ; and they 
fpake with tongues, and propliefied. 7 
And all the men were about twelve. 

8 And he went into the fynagogue, 
and fpake boldly for the fpace of three 
months, difputing, and perfuading the 
things concerning the kingdom of God. 

9 But when diverfe’were hardened, and 
believed not, but fpake evil of that way 
before the multitude, he departed from 
them, and feparated thedifciples, difput¬ 
ing daily in the fchoo! of one Tyrannus; 

10 And' this continued by the lpace of 
"two years ; fo that jill they who dwelt 

in the lejfer Alia heard the word of the 
Lord Jefus, both Jews and Greeks. 11 
And God wrought fpecial miracles'by 
the hands of Paul: 12 So that from his 

body were brought yiito tjie lick hand¬ 
kerchiefs or aprons, and thpe dif^afes de¬ 
parted from them, and'the evil fpirits 
went out of them. Air, 1 

13 Then certain frfi the vagabond 
Jews, exorcifls, took upon them to call 
ovet them who had evil fpirits the name 
of tne Lord Jefus* faying,.We adjure yon 
by Jefus, whom Pauhpreacheth. 14 And 
there were feven fons of one Sceva a 
Jew, and chief of the priefls, who did fo. 
15 And the evil fpirit anfwered, and 
faid, Jefus I know, and Paul I know ; 
but who are ye? id And the .man in 
whom the evil fpirit was leaped on them, 
and overcame them, and prevailed againft 
them, fo that they fled out of that houfe 
naked .and wounded. 17 And this 
was-known to all the Jews and Greeks 
alfo dwelling at Ephcfus ; and fear fell 
on them all, and the name of the Lord 
Jefus was magnified. 

iS And many that believed came, and 
eonfefled, and Ihewed their evil deeds. 
*9 Many alfo of them who ufe curious 
arts brought their books together, and 
burner, them before all men : and they 
counted the price of them, and found it 
fifty'thoufand pices of filver. 2c So 
mightily grew the word of God, and pre¬ 
vailed. 

21 After thefe things were ended 
Paul purpofed in the fpirit, when he had 
pa(Ted through Macedonia and Achaia, 
to go to Jerufalem, faying, After I have 


Chap. XIX. 

been there I mdft alfo fee Rome. 22 So 
he fent into Macedonia two of them that 
mini fte red unto him, Timotheus and E- 
raftus; but ^e himfelf flayed in Afia for 
a feafon. 23 And at the fame time 
there aipfc no fmall ftir about that way; 
24 For a certain man, named Demetri¬ 
us, a filver fraitb, who madeTilver (brines 
for Diana, brought no fmall gain unto 
the craftfmen; 25 Whom he called to¬ 

gether, with the workmen of the like oc¬ 
cupation. and faid. Sirs, ye know that by 
this craft we have our wealth; 26 More¬ 
over, ye fee and hear, that not alone at 
Ephefus, but almoft throughout all A- 
fia, this Paul hath perfuaded and turned 
away much people, faying, That they lie 
no gods which are made with hands; 27 
So that not only this our craft is in dan¬ 
ger to be fet at nought; but alfo that 
the temple of the great goddefs Diana 
fliould be (l.efpifed, and her magnifiCence 
fliould be destroyed, whom all Afia and 
the world woifliippeth. 28 And when 
they heard thefe layings they were full 
.of wrath, and cried out, faying, Great is 
Diana of the Ephefians. 29 And the 
whole city was filled with Lconfufion; 
and having caught Gains and Ariflarchus, 
men of Macedonia, Paul’s companions in 
travel, they ruflied with one accprd into 
the theatre. 30 And when Paul would 
have entered in unto the people the dif¬ 
ciples fuffered him not. 31 And certain 
of the chief of Afia, who were his friends, 
Tent unto him, defiring him, that he 
would not adventure himfelf into the 
theatre. 32 Some, therefore, cried one 
thing, and fome another ; for the aflem- 
bly was confufed ; and the more part 
knew not wherefore they were come to¬ 
gether. 33 And they drew Alexander 
out of the multitude, the Jews putting 
him forward. And Alexander beckoned 
with the hand, and would have made his 
defence unto the people ; 34 But when 

they knew that he was a Jew, all with 
one voice, about the fpace of two hours, 
cried out, Great is Diana of the Ephe¬ 
fians. 35 And when the town clerk had 
appeafed the people he faid, Yc men of 
Ephefus, what man is there that know- 
eth- not how that‘the city of the Ephe¬ 
fians is a woilhipprr of the great ged- 
defs Diana, and of the image which ( as 
it is reported') fell down from Jupiter ? 
36 Seeing then that thefe things cannot 
be fpoken againft, ye ought to be quiet, 
and to do nothing ralhly. 37 For ye 
have brought hither thefe men, w'ho arc 
neither robbers of churches, nor yc t blaf- 
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phrmcrs of your goddefs. 38 Wherefore 
if Demetrius, and the craftfmen who are 
with him, have a matter againft any 
man, the Jaw is open, and there are de¬ 
puties ; Jet them implead one another. 
39 But if ye enquire any thing concern¬ 
ing other matters, it fhall be determined 
in a lawful aflcnibly. 40 For we arc in 
danger to be called In queftion for this 
day’s uproar, there being no caufe where¬ 
by we may give an account of this con- 
rmirfe. 41 And when he had thus fpo- 
Kcn he diiinifl'ed the aflembly. 

CHAP. XX. 

Paul ftocth to Macedonia . 

N D after the uproar was ceafcd 
Paul called unto him the difciples, 
and embraced them (with a farewell ), 
and departed for to go into Macedonia, 
a And when he had gone over thofe 
pnrts, and had given them much exhor¬ 
tation, he came into Greece, 3 And there 
abode three months; and when the Jews 
laid wait for him, as he was about to 
fail into Syria, he propofed to return thro* 
Macedonia: 4 And there accompanied 
him into the lejfer Syria, Sopatcr of Be¬ 
rea ; and of the ThclTalonians, Ariftar- 
chus and Secundus ; and Gaius of Derbe, 
and Timotheus; and of the lejfer Alia, 
Tychuus, and Trophimus. 5 TTiefe, go¬ 
ing before, tarried for us at Troas. 6 
Aud wc failed away from Philippi after 
the days of unleavened bread, and came 
unto then^to Troas in five days; where 
wc abode feven days. 

7 And upon the fufl: day of the 
week, when the difciples came together 
to break bread, {at the Lord's /upper), 
Paul preached unto them, ready to de¬ 
part on the morrow ; and continued his 
rpeech until midnight. 8 And there 
were in any lights in r lie upper chamber 
where they ucre gathered together. 

9 And there I at in a window a certain 
ruling man named Eutychus, being faU 
cn into a deep fleep ; and, as Paul was 
ong prcai hirsg, he lui.k down with f]cep, 
iiul fell iliuvn from the third loft, and 
a as taken up dead. 10 And Paul went 
!o\v;i, and tell on huT), and, embracing 
liin, laid, 'trouble not youiTelves; for 
:;is 1 :h .s in him. 11 When he, therc- 
lMt ‘- v ' r »nu* ujj again, and had broken 
iread.ai::! e it n,and talked a long while, 
‘ven till i»re.tk ot day, lie depaitcd. 12 
\t.d they brought the young man alive, 
:nd were nut a little comforted. 

T 3 ^ ^'»d we went before to fliip, and 
• n ‘ l d unto Alios, there intending to take 
■I 1 au 1 ) lor to b-d he appointed, mind- 
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ing hirnfelf to go afoot. 14 And when 
he met with us at Aflos we took him in, 
and came to Mitylene. 15 And we failed- 
thence, and came the next day over a- 
gainft Chios; and the next day we arri¬ 
ved at Samos, and tarried at Trogyl- 
lium ; and the next day we came to Mi- 
letuj. 16 For Paul had determined to 
fail by Ephefus, becaufe he would not 
fpend the time in the lejfer Alia ; for he 
halted, if it were -poflible for him, to be 
at Jerufalcm the day of Pentecoft. 

17 And from Miletus he fent to E- 
phefus, and called the elders df the 
church. 1 3 And, when they were come 
to him, he fatd unto them, Ye know, 
from the firft day that I came into the 
lejfer Afia, after what manner I have 
been with you at all feafons, 19 Serving 
the Lord with all humility of mind, and 
with many tears and temptations which 
befcl me by the .lying in wait of the 
Jews; 20 And how I kept back no¬ 
thing that was profitable unto you, but 
have fliewed you,, and have taught you 
publicly, and from lioufe to houfe r 21 
Tcftitying both to the Jews, and alfo to 
the Greeks, repentance toward God, and 
faith toward our Lord Jefus Chrilt. 11 
And now, behold, I go bound in the Spi¬ 
rit unto Jerufalein, not knowing the 
things that fhall befal me there: 23 
Save that the Holy Spirit witnefleth, 
faying. That bonds and aflliftions abide 
me in every city. 24 But none of thefe 
things move me ; neither count 1 my 
life dear tip to myfelf, fo that I might fi- 
nifli my com fe with joy, and the mini- 
ftry which I have received of the Lord 
Jefus, to teftify the gofpel of the grace 
of God. 25 And now, behold, I know 
that ye all, among whom I have gone 
preaching the kingdom of God, fiiall fee 
my face no more. 2 6 Wherefore I take 
you to record this day, that I am pure 
from the blood of all men. 27 For 1 
have not fhunned to declare unto you all 
the counfcl of God. 

a 3 Take heed, therefore, unto your- 
fclves, and to alt the flock over the w hi cl 1 
the Holy Spirit hath made you overfecis, 
to feed the church ofChtift, which lie 
hath jmrclmfed with his ow n blood, 29 
For I know this, that after my departing 
fliall grievous wolves enter in among you, 
not fparing the llock. 30 Aifo of your 
own felves fliall men arife, fpc'akingper- 
vei fe things, to draw .away dilcipics af¬ 
ter them. 31 Therefore watch, and re¬ 
member, that by the Ipacq of three years 
I ceyfed not to warn every one nighr and 
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day with tears. 32 And now*, brethren, 

I commend you to God, end to the word 
of h\f grace, which is able to build you 
up, in faith and boliuefs, and to give 
you an inheritance in heaven among all 
them who are fah&ified. 33 I have co¬ 
veted no man's filver, or gold, or apparel. 

34 Yea, ye yourfelves know, that thefe 
hands have miniftered unto my necefli- • 
ties, and to them that were with me. 

35 I have ibeWed you all things, how 
that fo labouring.ye ought to fupport the 
needy, (P[>h. iv. 28.) and to remember 
the words of the Lord Jefus, how he 
faid, It is more bleffed to give than to re¬ 
ceive. 

36 And, when he had thus fpoken, 
he -kneeled down and prayed with them 
all- 37 And they Ml wept fore, and fell 
on Paul’s neck, and kiffedL him ; 38 

Sorrowing rooft of all for tire words 
which he fpake, that they fl:oufd fee his 
face no more. And they accompanied 
him unto the fliip. 

C H A P. XXI. 

Pant goeth to Jet vfdlem. 

A ND it came to pafs/that, after we 
were gotten from them, and had • 
launched, w6 came with a ftVaight courfe 
unto Coos, and the day following unto 
Rhodes, and from thence untoTatara; 
2 And finding a fliip failing over unto 
Phenicia, we. went aboard, and fet forth. 
3 Now, when we had difeovered Cy¬ 
prus, we left it on the left hand, and 
failed unto Syria, and landed at Tyre; for 
there the flap was to unlade her burden. 
4 And finding difciples, we tarried there 
feven days; who faid to Paul, thro’, the 
Spirit, that he Ihould not go up* to Je- 
rufalem, (•without, dangt*?). 5 'And 
whcB we had accoroplifiied thofe days 
we departed, and went our way ; and 
-they all brought us on our way,, with 
wives and children, till we were cut of 
the city ; and we kneeled down on the 
fhore and prayed. 6 And wheD we had 
.taken our, leave one of another wc took 
fliipand they returned home again. 7 
And when we had finiflicd our courfe 
from Tyre we came toPtolemais, and fa¬ 
inted rite brethren, and abode with them 
one day. 8 And"the next day we that 
were of Paul’s- company departed, and 
came unto Tefarea ; ■ and- we'enlered in¬ 
to the houfe of Philip the evangelift, 
who Was one of the feven deacons , and 
"abodetvith hi'm. (vi. 5.) 9 And the 

fame man had four daughters, virgins, 
w ho did prophefy. 

xc And as we tarried there jnanyday^ 
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there came down from Judea a certain 
prophet named Agabus. 11 And when 
he was come unto us he took Paul’sgirdle, 
and hoOnd his own hands and feet, and 
faid, Thus faith the Holy Spirit, So fliall 
the Jews at Jerufalem bind the man that 
owneth this girdle, and fliall deliver him 
into the hands of the Gentiles, 12 And, 
when we heafd thefe things,. both we 
and they of that place befonght him not 
to go up to Jerufalem. 13 Then Paul 
anfwered, What mean ye to weep, and 
to break mine heart ? for I am ready not 
to be bound only, but alfo to die at Jeru¬ 
falem, for the name of the Lord Tefus. 
14 And When he would not be peifuad- 
ed we ceafed, faying. The will of the 
Lord be done. 

15 And after thofe days we took up 
oitf carriages,* and went up to Jerufalem. 
16 There went with us alfo certain qf 
the difciples of Cefarea, and brought 
with them one Mnafon of Cyprus, an old 
difciple, (n.uho ■ had a houfe at ferufa- 
lem ), with whom we fliould lodgfi. 

17 And when we were come to Je¬ 
rufalem the brethren received us gladly. 

iS And the day following Paul went 
in with us unto James; and all the ci¬ 
ders Were prefent. 19 And when he 
had fainted them, he declared particular¬ 
ly what tilings God had wrought among 
the Gentiles by his-miniftry. 

20 And when they heard it they glo¬ 
rified the Lord, and faid unto him, Thou 
Lceft, brother, how many thoufands id 
Jews there are who believe ; and they 
are all iealous of the ceremonial law. 21 
And 1 they aVe informed of thee, that thou 
teacheft all the Jews who are among the 
Gentiles to forfake Mofes’ laii’, faying, 
That they ought not to circumcife their 
children, neither to walk after the cuf- 
toms of the Jews. 22 What is it there¬ 
fore ? the multitude mult needs come 
together ; 1 for they w ill hear that thou 
art come. 23 Do, therefore, this that 
we'fay to thee : We have four men who 
have a vow on them of a Na&aritc ; 2 .\ 
Them take, and purify thyfelf with 
tjieqi. and be at charges with them, 
that they may (have their heads, and all 
may know that thofe things, wheretd 
they were informed concerning thee, art 
no tiling; but that thou thyfelf alfo walk- 
eft orderly; and keepeft the ceremonial 
law. 25 As touching the Gentiles who 
believe, we have .written and concluded, 
that they obf^rve no fuch thing,.fave on¬ 
ly that they keep themfeIves from things 
offered-to idols, and from blood, and from 
ftrar.glod, and from fornication. 
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26 Then Paul took theflien, and the 
next day, purifying himfelf with them, 
entered into the temple, to fignify the 
iiccomplifliment of the days oLpurifica- 
tion, until that an offering fliould be of- 
( ued for every one of them. 

27 And when the feven days were 
almoft ended, the Jews who were of the 
irjfer A fra, when they faw him in the 
temple, ftined up all the people, and laid 
hands on him, 2S Crying out, Men of 
I hat I, help : This is the man that tcach- 
cth all men every where againft the peo¬ 
ple, and the ceremonial law, and this 
place ; and further, brought Greeks alfo 
into the temple, and hath polluted this 
holy place. 29 (For they had feen be¬ 
fore with him in the city Trophimus an 
Ephrfian, whom they fuppofed that Pgul 
had brought into the temple.) 30 And 
all the city was moved, and the people 
ran together ; and they took Paul, and 
drew him out of the temple : and forth¬ 
with the doors were Unit. 3 1 And, as 
they went about to kill him, tidings came 
unto the chief captain oi the band, that 
all Jerufalem was in an uproar; 32 Who 
immediately took loldiers and centurions, 
mid ran down unto them; and when they 
faw the chief captain and the foldiers 
they left beating of Paul. 

33 Then the chief captain came near, 
and took, him, and commanded him to be 
bound with two chains ; arid demanded 
who he was, and what he had done? 34 
.And loine cried one thing, fotne another, 
among the multitude : and, when he 
could not kuow the certainty for the 
tumult, he commanded him to be car¬ 
ried into the caltlc. 35 And when he 
came upon the ft airs, i'o it was that he 
was- borne of the foldiers tor the vio¬ 
lence of the people. 3(1 For the mul¬ 
titude 01 the people followed after, cry¬ 
ing, Away with him. 

37 And as Paul was to he led into the 
cattle, lie laid unto the chief captain. 
May l (peak unto thee ? who faid, Canft 
thou fpcak Greek ? 38 Art not thou 

that Egyptian, who before thefe days 
madeft an uproar, and leddeit out into 
tbc wilder nefs four thou fund men that 
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filence, he fpake unto tKerpi in the He¬ 
brew tongue, faying, 

CHAP. XXII. 

Paul dectaretb hi: ronverfoit. 

M EN, brethren, and fathers, hear ye 
my defence which I make now un¬ 
to you. 1 (And when they had heard 
that he fpake in the Hebrew tongue to 
them they kept the more file nee ; and he 
faiih,^) 3 1 am verily a man who am 
a ]cw, born in TarfoS, a city in Cilicm, 
yet brought up in this city at the feet of 
Gamaliel, and taught according to the 
pcrfcifl manner of the ritual law of the 
fathers, and was zealous toward God, as 
ye all are this day. 4 Arid I perfecutod 
them of this way unto death, binding m,d 
delivering into prifons both men and wo¬ 
men. 5 As all'o the high priclt doth 
bear me witnels, and all the eftate ot the 
ciders; from whom alfo I received let¬ 
ters unto the brethren, and went to Dz- 
mafeus, to bring them who were there 
bound unto Jerufalem, for to be punidi¬ 
ed. 6 And it came to pads, that as I 
made my journey, and was come nigh 
unto Dainafcus, about noon, fuddeply 
there fiione from heaven a great light 
round about me. 7 And I fell unto the 
giound, and heard a voice faying unto 
ine, Saul, Saul, why perfccuteft thou me? 

S And I anfwered, Who art thou. Lord ? 
.And he faid unto me, I am Jefus of Na¬ 
zareth, whom thou perfecuteft. 9 And 
they that were with me law indeed the 
light, and were afraid ; but they heard 
not the voice of him that fpake to me. 
10 And I faid. What flial 1 I do. Lord * 
And the Lord faid unto nic, Arile and 
go into Damafcus ; and there it (hall be 
told thee of all tilings which are appoir.l- 
‘ed for thee to do. n And when I could 
not fee for the glory of that light, being 
led by the hand of them that w.ere with 
me, I came into Dainafcus. 12 And one 
Ananias, a devout man according to the 
law, having a good leport of all tlie Jews 
who dwelt there, 15 Came unto me, Sc 
ftood, and faid unto me, Brother Saul, re'- 
ceive thy fight. And the fame hour l 
looked" up upon him. 14 And he faid, 
The God of our fathers hath chofcn thcc, 


were murderers? 39 But Paul faid, I 
am a man who am a Jew of Tarfus, a 
city in Cilicia, a citizen of no mean city : 
and I be leech thee luffer me to fpeak un¬ 
to the people. 

40 Atnl, When he bad given him 
licence, Paul ftood on the flairs, and 
beckoned with the hand unto the peo¬ 
ple : and, when there was made a great 


'that thou. fbouldeft know his will, niul 
Le jfr/^Athat juft One, and fhouldcft hear 
the voice of his mouth. 15 For thou fiialt 
be his witnefs^unto all men of what thou 
haft fecn and heard. 16 And, now, why 
tar tie ft thou ? arife and be baptized, and 
w tilli away thy fins, calling on. the name 
of the Lord y^fus. 17 And it came to 
paf$, that .when I was v come again to Jr- 
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temple, I was in a trance; t8 And faw 
him faying unto me; Make hade, and 
get thee quickly out ofJeTufalem ; for 
they will not receive thy teflimony* con¬ 
cerning me. 19 And I faid, Lord, they 
know that I irrpriloned and beat in eve¬ 
ry fynagogue them that believed on thee: 
20 And when the blood of thy martyr 
Stephen was (lied, I alfo was (banding by, 
and confenting unto his death, and kept 
the, raiment of them that flew him. 21 
And die (aid unto me, Depart: for I will 
fend thee fay hence unto the Gentiles. 

12 And they gave him audience un¬ 
to this word, and then lifted up their voi¬ 
ces, and faid, Away with fuch a fellow 
from the earth ; for it is not fit that he 
(houid live. 23 And as they cried out, 
and caft off* their clothes, and threw duft 
into the air, 24 The chief captain com¬ 
manded him to be brought into the caftle 
and bade that he fliould be examined by 
frourging ; that he niight know where¬ 
fore they cried fo againft him. 25 And, 
as. they bound him with thongs, Paul faid 
unto the centurion that flood by. Is it 
lawful for you tp fcourge a man that is a 
Roman (citizen'), and uncondemncd ?. 
26 When the centurion heard that he 
Went and told the chief captain, faying, 
Take heed what thou doeft; for this man 
is- a Roman (citizen). 27 Then the 
chief captain came, and faid unto him, 
,Tell. me, art thou a Roman (citizen). 
He faid, Yea._ 28 And the chief cap¬ 
tain anfwered, With a great fum obtain¬ 
ed I this freedom. And Paul faid, but I 
was Jrce-boni. 29 Then ftraightway 
they departed from him who (hould have 
examined him: and the chief captain alfo 
was afraid after he knew that he was a 
Roman (citizen), and becaufe he had 
hound him. 30 On the morrow, becaufe 
he . would have known certainly (the 
matter ,) where fore he was accufed of the' 
Jews, he loofed him from his bands, and 
commanded the chief priefts and all their 
council to appear, and brought Paul 
down, and fet him before them. 

C H A P. , XXIII. 

Payl pleadeth his cavjc. 

ND Paul, earneftly beholding the 
, council, faid. Men and brethren, I 
have lived in all good confcience (as far 
as I knew.) before God until'thisday. 
a And the high priefl Ananias command¬ 
ed them that flood by him to fmite him 
on'the mouth. 3 Then faid Paul untp 
him, God fliall fmite thee f thou whited 
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wall: for fittfcft thou to judge nip after 
the law, and commanded me to be fmit- 
ten contrary to the llw ? 4 And they 

that flood by faid. Reviled thou G6d’9 
high priefl ? 5Tben faid Paul, I did not 
acknowledge , brethren, that he was :hc 
high priefl ; for it is written, Thou (halt 
not (peak evil of the ruler of thy people. 

6 If But when Paul perceived that 
the one part were Sadduccei, fic thejothcr 
Phafifees, he cried out in tlir council, Men 
and brethren, I am a Pharifce, '(tfj to the 
rcfvrrctlion) the fonof a Pharlfee; of the 
the hope and refurredlion of the dead I 
am called in queflion. 7 And, when he 
had fo faid. there arofe a diflenfion be¬ 
tween the Pharifees and the Sj d.Uicccs; 
and the multitude was divided. 8 For 
the Sadducees fay that there is no refur- 
redlion, neither any angel nor fpirit; but 
the Pharifees confefs both. 9 And there 
arofe a great cry ; and the feribes that 
were. of the Pharifees part arofe and 
Prove, faying. We find no evil in this 
man; but if a fpirit or an angel hath fpek- 
en to him, let us not fight agair.ft God. 

10 And when there arofe a great dif- 
fenfion.the chief captain, fearing left Paul 
fliould have been pulled in pieces of them, 
commanded the foldiers to go clown, and 
to take him'by force from among them, 
and to bring him. into the caftle. v i 1 And 
the night following the Lord (Jcfui) 
flood by him, and faid. Be of good cheer, 
Paul; for as thou haft teflifird of me in 
Jerufalcm, fo' imrft thou bear witnefs al¬ 
fo at Rome. 

12 And when it was day. certain of the 
Jews banded together, and bound them- 
felves under a curfc, faying, That they 
would neither eat nor drink till they had 
killed Paul. 13 And they were more 
than forty who had made this confpiracy. 
14 And they came to the chief pri^As and 
elders, and faid,We have bound ouifelves 
under a great curfe, that we will eat no¬ 
thing until we have (lain Paul. 15 Now, 
therefore, ye with the council fignify to 
the chief captain, that he bring him down 
unto you to-morrow, as though ye would 
enquire fomething more perfectly con¬ 
cerning him ; and we, or ever he come 
near, are ready to kill him. 

1 6 And when Paul's fifter’s fon heard 
of their hjng in wait, he went and en¬ 
tered into the caftle, and tohl Paul. 17 
Then. Paul called one of the centurions 
utito him, and faid. Bring this young man 
unto the chief captain ; lor he hath a cer¬ 
tain thing to tell him. 18 So he took 
him, and brought him to the chief cap- 
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tain, and Tat cl, Paul the prifone^ called me 
unto him, and prayed me to bring this 
young man unto thee, who hath fome- 
tliing to fay unto thee. 19 Then the 
chief captain took him by the hand, and 
went with him afule privately, and alk- 
ed him what is that thou haft to tell me ? 
v, And he faid, The Jews have agreed to 
dcfire thee, that thou wouldcil bring down 
Paul tomoi rowinto thecouncil.as tho’thcy 
would enquire fome whatofhun moreper- 
Jcftly.21 But do not thou yield unto them, 
fur there lie in wait for him of them 
more than forty men, who have bound 
themfelvcs with an oath, that t[iey will 
neither eat nor drink t ill they have killed 
him ; and now they are ready, looking 
for a piomifc from thee. 22 So the chief 
captain then let the young man depart, 
and charged him, See thou tell no man 
that thou haft flu wed thefc things to me. 

23 And he called unto him two cen¬ 
turions, faying, Make ready two hundred 
frddiers to go to Cefarca, and horfemcn 
thrcefcore and ten, and fpearmen two 
hundred, at the third hour of the night; 
34 And provide them hearts, that they 
may fet Paul on, and bring him fafe un¬ 
to Felix the governor. 

25 And he wrote a letter after this 
manner; 26 Claudius Lyfias unto the 

molt excellent governor Felix, fendeth 
greeting. 27 This tnan was taken of 
the Jews, and fliould been killed of them; 
then came I with an army and refeued 
him, having underitood that he was a 
Roman (citizen)■ 28 And when I 

would have known the caufe whereof 
they accufed him, I brought him forth in- • 
to their council ; 29 Whom I per¬ 

ceived to be accufed of qucltious of their 
law, but to have nothing laid to lits 
charge worthy of death or of bonds. 3O 
Anri when it was told me, how that the 
Jewslaid wait for the man, I font llraight- 
wayto thee,and gave commandment to his 
accufers alio to fay before thee what they 
had againft him. Farewell. 

31 Then the lohliers as it was com¬ 
manded them, took Paul, and brought 
him by night to Antipatris. 32 On the 
morrow they left the horfemen to go 
with him, and returned to the caftle ; 
33 Who, when they came toCefarea, and 
delivered the epiltle to the governor, 'pre- 
fented Paul alfo before him. 34 And 
when the governor had read the letter, 
he alked of what province he was. And 
when he undeiftuod that he was of Cili- 
fia; 35 I will hear thee, faid he, when 
thine accufcis are alio tome. And he

commanded him to be kept in Hcroit’a 
judgment-hall. 

. CHAP. XXIV. 

Paul accufed by T.'ertullus . 

JJD after five days Ananias the high 
prieft defeended vf ith the elders, 
and with a certain orator named Tertul- 
lus, whp informed the governor againft 
Paul. " a And, when he was called forth, 
Tertuliu.s began to accufc him, faying. 
Seeing that by thee we enjoy greatquict- 
nefs, and that very woi thy deeds are done 
unto this nation by thy providonce, .3 
We accept it always, and in all places, 
moft noble Felix.with all thankfulncfs. 
4 Notu'ithftandirig, that I be not fur¬ 
ther tedious unto thee, I pray thee that 
thou wouldeft hear us of thy clemency a 
lew words. 5 For wc have found this 
man a pcftilent man, and,a mover of fe* 
dition among all the Jews throughout 
the empire, and a ringleader of the 
feci: of the Nazaiene ( Chrijiitim) : 
6 Who alfo hath gone about to profann 
the temple ; whom wc to’ok, and would 
have judged according to our law ; 7 

Hut the chief captain Lyfias came upon 
us, and with great violence took him a- 
way out of our hands, S Commanding 
his accufers to come unto thee ; by ex¬ 
amining of whom, thyfelf mayeft take 
knowledge of all thefe things whereof we 
accufe him. 9 And the Jews alfo afferit- 
ed, faying, that thefc things were fo. 

10 If Then'Paul, after that the gover¬ 
nor had beckoned unto him to fneak, an- 
fwered, Forafmucli as 1 know that thou 
haft bi-en ol many years a judge unto this 
nation, I do the more chccvtufty anfwer 
formvfelf; 11 Becaufe that thou may- 
eft undcilland, that there ate yet but 
twelve days fince I went up to Jerufalcm 
for to worfliip. 12 And they neither 
found me in the temple difputing with a- 
ny man, neither railing up the people, 
neither in the fynagogues, nor in the city; 
12 Neither can they prove thethings 
whereof they now accufe me. 14 But 
this 1 confiTs unto thee, that after the 
way which they call hcrefy, fo v.'orfhip I 
the Godofniy fathers, belie viilg all things 
which are written in the law and in the 
prophets ; 15 And have hope toward 

God, which they themfelves alfo allow, 
that there fhall be a re fur reft ion of the 
dead, both of the juft and unjuft, id And 
herein do I cxercife my felt to have al¬ 
ways a confidence without offence toward 
God, and toward men. 17 Now after 
many years, I cam£ to bring alms to my 
nation, and offerings. 18 Whereupon

Chap. XXV. 

oertain Jews from (the leffer) Alia found 
me purified in the temple, neither with 
multitude, nor with,tumult .* 19 Who 

ought to have been here before thee, and 
objedt, if they had ought ag.dr.ft r.: e. 20 
Or elfe lot thefe fame here lay, if they 
have found any evil-.doin^ in me while X 
flood before,the council, 21 L\c*pt it 
be for this one voice, that I cried hand¬ 
ing among them, Touching the refurrec- 
tion of the dead I am called m queftion 
by you this day- 

22^And when Felix heard thefe things, 
having more perfect knowledge of that 
way, he deferred them, and faid. When 
Lyfias the chief captain fliall come down 
I will know the uttermoft of your matter, 
23 And he commanded a centurion to 
keep Paul, and to let him have liberty, 
and that he fhculd forbid none of his ac¬ 
quaintance to minifter or come unto him. 

24 And after certain days, when Fe¬ 
lix came with his wife Drufilla, who was 
a Jgwefs, he fent for Paul, and heard him 
concerning thefaith in Chrift. 25 And as 
he reafonedofriMiteoufnefs, temperance, 
andjudgmentto come,Felix trembled,and 
anfwered, Go thy way for this time; 
when I have a convenient feafon I will 
call for thee. 26 He hoped ,alfo that 
money .fhould have been given him of 
Paul, that he might loofe him ; where¬ 
fore he fent for him the oftener, and com¬ 
muned with him. 27 But, after; two 
years, Porcins Ffcftus came into Felix* 
room : and Felix willing tofhew the Jews 
a pleafure, left Paul bound. 

CHAP. XXV. 

TJje fewt accvfe Paul before Felix. 

N OW, when Feftus was come into 
the province, after three days he a- 
feended from Cefarea to Jerufalem. 

2 'then the high prieft, and the chief 
of the Jews informed hini againft Paul, 
and befougbl him, 3And defired favour a- 
gainft him, that he would fend for him to 
Jerufalem, laying wait in the way to kill 
him. 4 But feftus anfwered that Paul 
fiiould be kept at Cefarea, and that he 
himfelf would depart Ihortly thither. 5 
Let them, therefore, faid he, who among 
you are able go down with me, and accufe 
this man, if there be apy wickcdnefs in 
him; 

6 And, when he had tarried among 
thOm more than ten days, he went down 
unto Cefarea ; and the next day, fitting 
oh 'the judgment-feat commanded Pai^l 
to be brought. w 

7 And, when he was come, the Jews 
who catpe down from Jerufalem Hood 
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round q^out, end laid many and grievous 
com plai tits againft Paul, whijh they 
could not prove ; 8 While he anfwer¬ 

ed for himfelf, Neither againft the law 
of. the Jews, neither againft the temple, 
nor yet againft Cefar, have I offended a- 
ny thing at all. 

9 But Feftus, willing to do the Jews 
a pleafure, anfwered Paul, and faid, 
Wilt thou go up to Jerufalem, and there 
be judged of thefe things before me ? 10 
Then faid Paul, I ftand at Cefar’s judg¬ 
ment-feat, where I ought to be judged ; 
to the Jews have I done no wrong, as 
thou very well knoweft. 11 For if I be 
an offender, or have committed any thing 
worthy of death, I refufe not to die ; but 
if there be none of thefe things true 
whereof thefe accufe me, no man may 
deliver me unto them. I appeal unto 
Cefar. 

12 Then Feftus, when he had confer¬ 
red with the council, anfwered, Halt 
thou appealed unto Cefar ? unto Cefar 
flialt thou go. 

13 And, afteT certain days, king A- 

grippa and Bernice came unto Cefarea 
to i'alute Feftus. 14 And, when they 
had been ther£ many days, Feftus de¬ 
clared Paul’s caufe unto the king, fay¬ 
ing, There is a certain man left in bonds 
by Felix; 15 About whom, when I 
was at Jerufalem, the chief priefts and 
the elders of the Jews informed me, de¬ 
filing to have judgment againft him. 1 6 
To whom I anfwered, It is not the man¬ 
ner of the Romans to deliver any mau 
to die before that he who is accufed have 
the accufers face to face, and have li¬ 
cence to anfwer for. himfelf concerning 
the crime laid against him, 17 There¬ 
fore, when they were come hither, with¬ 
out any delay on the morrow I fat on tli« 
judgment-feat, aud commanded the man 
to be brough forth. 18 Againft whom, 
when the accufers flood up, they brought 
none accufation of fucli things as I fup- 
poled \ 19 But had certain quellions a- 

gainft him of their own fuperftition, and 
of one Jefus who was dead, whom Paul 
affirmed to be alive. 20 And, becaufe 
I doubted of fuch manner of quellions, I 

'alked him- whether he would go up to 
Jerufalem, and there be judged of thefe 
matters. • 21 But when Paul bad ap¬ 

pealed to be referved unto the hearing of 
Augustus, I commanded him to be kept 
till I might fend.him to*Cefar- 

i 2 Then Agrippa faid unto Festus, I 
would alfo hear the man myfclf. To¬ 
morrow, faid he^ thou (halt hear him. 
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23 If And on the morrow, when A- 
grippe was come, and Bernice, with great 
pomp, «nd was entered into the place of 
hearing, with the chief captains and prin¬ 
cipal men of the city, at Feftus' com¬ 
ment f*iiul was brought forth. 

24 And Fcftus laid, King Agrippa and 
all men who are here prefent with us, ye 
fee this man, about whom all the multi¬ 
tude of the Jews have dealt with me, 
both at Jcnifalem, and alfo here, crying, 
that he ought nuj to live any longer. 25 
But when I found that he hail committed 
nothing worthy of death, and that he 
himlelf hath appealed to Auguftus, I 
have determined to fend him. 26 Of 
whom I have no certain thing to write 
unto my lord. Wherefore I have brought 
him forth before you,and fptxially before 
thee, O King Agrippa, that, after exa¬ 
mination had, I might have fomewhat 
to write. 27 For it feemeth to rte nn- 
roafonable rri fend a prifoner, and not 
withal to fignify the crimes laid againft 
him. 

CHAP. XXVI. 

Of Paul's life and converfon. 
r T"’HEN Agrippa fa id unto Paul,'Thou 
-L art permitted to fpcak for thy felt, 
llicn Paul ftretchcd forth the hand, and 
anfwered for himfelf. 2 I think r- yfelf 
happy, king Agrippa, becaufe I fliall an- 
fvver for myfclf this day before thee, 
touching all the things whereof I am aC- 
rufed of the Jews; 3 Efpecially, becaufe 
I know thee to be expert in all cufloms 
and queftions which are among the Jews: 
wherefore I hefeedi thee to hear me pa¬ 
tiently. 4 My manner of life from my 
youth, which was at the firft among 
mine own nation at Jerufulem, know all 
1 lie Jews ; 5 Who knew me from the 

beginning, if they would teflilV, that, 
alier the molt ftraitelt l'cdl of our reli¬ 
gion. I lived a Pharifce. And now I 
Hard and am judged for the hope uMhe 
prymile of the gofpcl and the refurrei - 
tion made of Coil unto our fathers : 7 

l/nto which pfomife our twelve tribes, 
in faintly lrrving God day and night, hope 
to romc : fur which hope’s lake, king A- 
grippa, I am accufcd of the Jews. 8 Why 
Ihould It be thought a thing incredible 
with you thaL God fhould raife the 
dcid > 9 I verily thought with myfclf 

that I ought to do many things con¬ 
trary to tlie- name of Jcfus of Nazareth. 
10 Which thin" 1 alfo did in Jerusalem ; 
and many of the faints did I flint up in 
pii(ui), having received authority from 
Ji* ' 1 ■ 1 '■ t pittJlsj an.!, when thtv were 


put to death, I gave my voice againft 
them. ti And I puniihcd them olt in 
every fynagogue, and compelled them to 
blafpheme : and, being exceedingly mad 
zgainft thcm^I perfecuted them even un¬ 
to Orange cities. 12 Whereupon, as t 
went unto Damafcus with authority and 
commiffion from fhe chief priefts, 13 At 
mid-day, O king, I faw in the way a 
light from heaven, above the brightness 
of the fun, Ihining round about me, and 
them who journeyed with me. 14 And, 
when we were all fallen to the earth, I 
heard a voice fpeaking unto me, and fay¬ 
ing, in the Hebrew tongue, Saul, Saiih 
why perfecutcft thou me ? It is hard for 
thee to kick againft the pricks. 15 And 
I laid, Who art thou, Lord? Arid liefaid, 
I am Jefus, whom thou perfecuteft. 16 
But rife,* and (land upon thy feet; for I 
have appeared unto thee for tins purpofe, 
to make thee a minifter and a witnefs, 
both of thefe things which thou haft 
feen, and of thole tilings for the which I 
will appear unto thee ; 17 Delivering 

thee from the people, and from the Gen¬ 
tiles, unto whom now I fend thee, 18 
To open their eyes, (the eyes of their 
minds ), and to turn them from aarknefs 
to light, (from error to truth ), and from 
the power of Satari unto God, that they 
may receive forgivenefs of fins, and in¬ 
heritance among them who are fandti- 
fied bv faith that is in me. 19 Where¬ 
upon, O king Agrippa, I was notdifobe- 
dient unto the heavenly vifion ; -20 But 
fliewcd firft unto them of Damafcus, and 
at Jcrufalrin, and throughout all the 
co a If s of Judea, and then to the Gentiles, 
tl)at they Ihould repent and turn t^God, 
and do the works of repentance. 21 Fgt 
thefe capfes the Jews caught me in the 
temple, and went about to kill me. 22 
Having, therefore, obtained help of God,

*4 IF And, as he thus fpake for him- 
fclf, Fcftus Paid with a loud voice, P:<ul, 
thou are hefidc thyielf; much learning 
doth make thee mad. 25 But he laid, I 
am not mad, moft noble Fcftus; but fpeal: 
forth the words of truth and fobernefs, 
(for learning rather makes ‘wife). 2 5 
1 or tke king knaweth of thefe tilings, 
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before whom alfo I fpeak freely ; for I 
am peffaaded that none of thefe things 
are bidden from him; for this thing was 
hot donfe in a comef. 27 King Agrippa, 
belie veil: thou the prophets? I know that 
thou believed. 

28 Then Agrippa Paid unto Paul, Al- 
mod thou perfuadeft me to be a Chrif- 
tian.

CHAP. XXVIL 
Paul Jbippeth for Rome. ■ * 

A ND, when it was determined that 
we fbould fail into Italy, they de> 
livered Paul, and certain other prifoners. 
unto one named Juliu3, a centurion of 
Auguitus’ band. 2 Aud, entering into 
a Chip of Adramyttium, we launched, 
meaning to fail by the coafts of Alia; one 
Ariftarchus, a Macedonian of Theflaloni- 
ca, being with us. 3 And the next d?y 
we touched at Sidon. And Julius cour- 
teoufly entreated Paul, and gave him li¬ 
berty to go unto his friends to refreflt 
himfelf. 4 And, when we had launch¬ 
ed from thence, we failed under Cyprus, 
becaufe the winds were contrary. 5 And, 
wh A we _ had failed over the fea of Ci¬ 
licia and Pamphylia, we came to Myra, 
a city of Lycia.^ 6 And there the cen¬ 
turion found a fnKp of Alexandria failing 
into Italy; and he put us therein. 7 And 
when we had failed flowly many days, 
and Scarce were come over againit Cni¬ 
dus, the wind not fuffering us, we failed 
yndcr Crete, over againft Salmone; 8 

And, hardly palling it, came unto a place 
which is called The Fair Havens, nigh 
whercunto was the city of La fea. 9 
Now, when much time was fpent, and 
when failing was now dangerous, be- 
caufe the faft and thefcnjl oftabernacles 
w-as now already part, Paul admoniflied 
them, 10 And faid unto them, Sirs; J 
perceive that this voyage w ill be with 
hurt and much damage, not only of the 
lading and Ihip, but alfo of our lives. 11 
Ntyerthelcfs, the centurion believed the 
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matter and the owner of the (hip more 
than thofe things which were fpcikcn by 
Paul. 12 And, becaufe the haven w.-vs 
not commodious to winter in, the more 
part advifed to depart thence alftf, if by 
any m&ans they might attain to Phenice, 
and there to winter; which is an haven 
of Crete, and Iieth toward the foul li¬ 
ved and north-weft. 13 And, when the 
fouth wind blew foftly, fuppofing that 
they had obtained their purpofe, loofing 
. thence, they failed clofe by Crete. 14 
But not long after there arofe agninft it 
a tempeftuous wind, called Euroclydon, 
(whirling north-eajl wind}. 15 And 
when the ftiip was caught, and couid not 
bear up into the wind, we let her drive. 
1 6 And running under a certain illand, 
which is call Clauda, we had much work 
to come by the boat; 17 Which, when 
they had taken up, they ufed helps, un¬ 
dergirding the Ihip ; and, fearing left 
they fhould fall into the quick fands, 
ft rake fail, and To were driven.

CHAP. II. 

They that fin are inexcufablc. 

Her iron e thou art inexeufable, O 
man, wnofeever thou ait that jud¬ 
ged ; for wherein thou judged another 
thou condemned thyfclf; for thou that 
judgefl; Hoefl the fame things. 2 But we 
are fore that the judgment of God is ac¬ 
cording to juflice and truth againft them 
who commit fuch things. ^ And think- 
eft thou this, O man, that judgefl them 
who do fuch things, and doeft the fame, 
that thou lhalt -efcape the judgment of 
God ? 4 Or defpifcft thou the riches of 

his gentlenefs, and forbearance and long- 
fuflering, as not knowing that the good¬ 
nefs of God fhould lead theevto repent¬ 
ance ? 5 But, by thy hardnefs and im- 

penitency of heart, treafureft up unto thy- 
felfmote wrath againft the day of wrath 
and the revelation of the righteous judg¬ 
ment of God ; 6 WI10 will render to e- 

very man according to his works. 7 To 
them who, by patient continuance in 
well-doing, feek for glory, and honour, 8c. 
immortaility, he will render eternal life; 

8 But unto them that are contentious and 
do not obey the truth, but obey un- 
righteoufnels, he will render inj^nation 
and wrath, 9 Tribulation andanguifh, 
even upon every foul of man that docth. 
evil; to the Jetv firft, aud alfo to the 
Gentile : 10 But glory, honour, and 

peace, /hall be to every man that wark- 
eth good ; to the Jew firft, and alfo to 
the Gentile ; 11 For there is no refpctft 

of perfons with God. 11 Foe as many ag 
have finned without Mofes’ law iliall al¬ 
fo perifii without -that law, by the law' of 
nature; and as many as have finned under 
the law iliall be judged by the law ; 13 

(For not the hearers of the laiw are juft 
before God, but the doers of the law Iliall 
be juftified : 14 For when the Centiles, 
who have not the written law, do by 
nature the things required by the law, 
thefe having not the law, are a law unto 
themfelves: Who ftiew the work 

of the law written upon theif hearts; 
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their confcience joining alfo in hearing 
tvitnefs, and their thoughts in the mean 
while Xtcuftng them for breaking, or elfe 
approving them for doing the commands 
of the law 16 In the day when -God 
fhall, according as my gofpcl ftjcws,judge 
the fecrets of men by Jcfus Chrift. 17 
Behold thou art called a Jew, and refteft 
in thy profeflion of the law, and makeft 
thy boaft of believing in God, id And 
know£ft his will, and apptoveft the things 
that^are mote excellent, bting inftriufttd 
out of the law ; 19 And art confident 

that thou thyfelf art able to teach and 
guide the blind Gentile?, and fo be a 
Jight to them who ar6 yet in darknefs, 
to And an iriftrurftor of the ignorant, a 
teacher of thefe babes in undcrftandiwg : 
•who haft the form of the knowledge and 
of the truth contained in the law. 

21 Thou, „therefore, who teacheft an¬ 
other, teacheft thou not thyfelf? thou 
thatpreacheft a man fliould not fteal, doft 
thou fteal ? 22 Thou that fayeft a man 

fhould not commit adultery, doft thou 
commit adultery ? thou that abhorreft i- 
dols, doft thbu commit facrilege ? (rob¬ 
bing God of his Isomage'). 23 Thou that 
makeft thy boaft and glorieft in the law, 
through breaking the, law dishonoured 
thou God ? 24 For the name of God is 

blafphemcd among the Gentiles through 
your bad conduct, as it is written (If. 

Mi.. 2.) 

2c For circumcifion of being a Jew 
verily profitethif thou keep the law : but 
if thou be a breaker of the law, thy cir- 
cumcifion is.become iincircumcifion, thou 
£rt a Jew in profeflion but a heathen in 
practice. 2 6 Therefore, on the contrary, 
af the uii) circumcifion obferve the right- 
eoufnefs of the law, fhaU not his uncir- 
Cumcifidn be counted for circumcifion ? 
af'And fliall not that-which is uncircum- 
cifion by nature, if it fulfil the law, con¬ 
demn thee who by the letter of the law 
and circumcifion without the fpirit of it, 
doeft tMnfgrefs the law. • 28 For he is 
not a true Jew who is merely one out¬ 
wardly ; neither is that true cirtfumcifion 
ivhich is only outward in the flefli; 29 

But lie is a real Jew who is one in heart, 
and true circum'cifion is that of the heart, 
in the fpirit, and not in the letter of the 
Jaw only, whofe praife is not of men, 
but of God, (Deut. XXX. 4 .)

W HAT advantage their hath the 
Jew? or what profit is"there of 
oircutucifion l a Much every way, chief- 
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Iy,beqaufc that unto them were commi ted 
the oracles of God. 3 F° r wliat if fonu* 
did not believe, and embrace the gofpcl, 
Ihould their unbelief in rejecting it, ren¬ 
der the faithtulncfs of God (in introduc¬ 
ing that difpenfation at the time fore « 
told ) ineffectual to its fuccefs. 4 God 
forbid, yea let God be confidcred as true 
and faithful and every man as falfe or un¬ 
fit for confidence, as it is written, That 
thou mightft be juftified in thy words, and 
mighteft overcome when thou art judged 
bv foolifli men. c But if our unrighl- 
e ou fnc fs ( in rejeii ing th c gif pel) the y 
may fay, render the righteoufntfs of God 
the more commendable jn ufliering it in¬ 
to the worl^ according to his promife, 
what fhall we fay, is not God unrighteous 
taking vengeance on us for rejecting it, 
(I (peak as a foolifh man) 6 God for¬ 
bid, for then how fliall God judge the 
world rightebufly. 7 And if my infideli¬ 
ty ( may the Jew jay) conduces to the 
glory of God, by making his faiihfulncfs 
the more illuftrious, why am I judged for 
that as a criminal ? 8 Or why may I not 
rather fay, (as feme flanderoufly report 
and affirm that we fay) Let us do evil 
that good may come 5 fuch conduct juIl¬ 
ly merits condemnation. , 

9 What then 5 are we Jews better 
than they Gentiles? no, not at - all; for 
we have proved both Jews and Gentiles 
to be guilty Tinners; 10 As it is written. 
There is none ( wholly) righteous, no, 
not one; 11 There is none that (fully ) 

underftandeth (his errors) ; there is 
none that feeketh after God as he ought ; 
12 They are all gone out of the right 
way; they are altogether become unpro¬ 
fitable ,(as to their grcatcjl intcrejt) , 
there is none that doeth good (rightly), 
no, not one (as he ought) 13 Thtir 
throat’s an open fepulchre (to bury their 
neighbour's reputation) ; with their 
tongues they*have ufed deceit; (malici¬ 
ous.words, like) the poifon of afps, are 
under their lips; 14 Their mouth is 
full of curling, and bitter words.; 13 
Their feet are fwift to (Tied blood ; 16

others ^are in their ways, 17 And the 
way of peace and happinefs they have 
not known, 18 Becaufe there is no fear

every mouth may be flopped, having so 
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rxcufv ), and all may appear guilty be¬ 
fore God. 

20 Therefore no flelli can be jurtified 
or accounted righteous before God,-by 
the works of the law (cither natural or 
revealed, as all have come Jhort of the 
fifties it requires) for l*y the law is the 
knowledge of {the evil and ‘danger of) 
lin. 21 Rut now the mercy, of God with¬ 
out perfectly fulfilling the law if nve 
jinceirly obey it) is manifelted being at- 
tefted by the whole tenor oj the) /aw 
and the prophets. 21 Even the mercy of 
God which is obtained by faith in Jcfus 
thrill, unto all and upon all them that 
believe in him, for there is no difference 
between jews and Gentiles, 23 For all 
have linned and come fhort in glorifying 
God (aad therefore equally need it). 24 
Being jultified freely by his grate thro’ 
the redemption made by Chrift Jefus. 25 
Whom God hath let - forth, in-the gofpcl, 
for a propitiation to atone for the fins of 
them who truly believe that he Ihed his 
blood for their redemption, to mamfeft 
his mercy for the rcniiflion of fins that 
are pall, thro’ the forbearance of God : 
26 To m^ke appear, I fay, in this time 
his mercy, and that he.might alfo appear 
juft while lie juftifies him that believeth 
in Jcfus. 

27 Where is boa (ling in ourfelves 
then? it is excluded. By what law ? is if 
by ihc law of works ? nay, bilt by the 
law of faith. 2 9 Therefore we conclude, 
that a man, whether he be few or Gen¬ 
tile, is juftified by f.|ith, without the 
deeds of the law. 

20 fs he the God of the Jews only * is 
he not alfo the God of the Gentiles? yes, 
ho is the God of the Gentiles alfo ; 30 

Seeing he is one God who fliall juftify 
the eircumcifcd by faith, and the uncir- 
cumcilcd Gentiles by the fame faith. 31 
J}o we then let afide the moral law thro’ 
faith ? God forbid ; yea, we eftablifii the 
law, in making it the rule of our lives, 
after the example of Chrif {jfohn in 6.) 
who fulfilled it. 

CHAP. IV. 

Of Abraham*s faith. 

HAT fliall we fay then that A- 
braham, our father, according to 
the flcfh, hath obtained ? 2 For if A- 

braham were juftified (or faved) by 
(1 circumcifon or) works, he hath where¬ 
of to glory (before others ); but not before 
God. 3 For what faith the feripture, 
Abraham believed God, and it was count¬ 
ed to him for righteoufnefs.' 4 Now to 
him that worketb is the reward not rec- 
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koned as of grace, but as of debt. 5 But 
to the man that worketh not, but believ¬ 
eth on him that juftificth thofe that were 
ttngodly, his faith is counted 1’of riehte- 
oufncfs. 6 Even as David alfo deferib- 
eth thebleffedncfs of the man unto whom 
God imputelh righteoufnefs without 
works, 7 Saying, Bleffcd are they 
whole iniquities are forgiven, and whofe 
fins are coveted (with the merry of God 
in Chrif). S Bleffcd is the man to 
whom the Lord will not impute fin, (to 
condemn hirfi far it). 9 Cometh then 
t!iis blefirdnefs upon the circumcifcd on¬ 
ly, or upon the uncirtnmcifcd alfo * for 
we fay that faith was.reckoned to Abra¬ 
ham for righteoufnefs. 10 How was it 
then reckoned ? when lie was rircumcif- 
ed, or uncireumcifed ? Not rthen circum- 
cifed, but ( before) when uncireumcifed. 
11 And he received circumcificn, (fir* 
Jigu, Dent. xxx. 6 .) as a feal of the righ- 
•tcoufnefs of the faith, which he had be¬ 
fore he was cireiuncifed, that he might 
be the, father of all il*em that believe, 
tho* they be not circumcifrd, that righ¬ 
teoufnefs might be imputed to them alfo 
(by faith), it And the father of the 
circumcifcd, to them who are not only 
circumcifed, but who have alfo the good 
works of that faith of our father Abra-< 
ham, which he had^ before he was cir¬ 
cumcifcd. 13 F*or the promife that he 
fliould inherit all nations of the world, 
{as bis fpiritnal offspring by faith), was 
not to Abraham, or to his feed, {the Mef- 
Jiah, Gal, iii. 16.) through the law, but 
through the righteoufnefs of faith. 14 
For if they who are of the law be heirs 
of falvation, faith is rendered wain, and 
the f ulfilling of the promife is made of 
none efteft. 15 But the law worketh 
wrath {to finners who tranfgrefj it) ; 
for where there is no law, there is no 
tranfgreflion. , 16 Therefore, falvation 
is by faith, that it might be by grace, to 
the end that the promife might be lure 
to all the believing feed, not to that on-, 
ly which is ot the fewijb or ceremonial 
law, but to that alfo which is of the 
faith of Abraham, who {in this refpefl) 
is the father of us all. 17 As it is writ¬ 
ten, I have made thee a father of many 
nations. 1 So that, in this refpeft, he re- 
fembles him in whom he believed ; eveq 
God who quickeneth the dead, and call- 
eth tliofe things which are not {in exif- 
fence at firefent) as tho* they were. 18 
Whoagainft all human hope believed in 
divine hope, that he might become the 
father ttf many nations, according to that 
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which was fpoketi, (as the Jlarx for mul¬ 
titude ) So (hall thy feed be. . <^9 And, 
being not weak in faith, he regarded not 
his own body, *which <was as unfit to have 
poflerity as one dead ; for he was about 
an hnndred years old ; neither regarded 
he the deadnefs of Sarah’s body. 20 He 
doubted not the promile of God through 
unbelief; but was ftrong in faith, giving 
glory to God, 21 In being fully per- 
fuaded that what he had promifed he 
was able alfo to perform. 22 And there¬ 
fore his faith was imputed to him for 
rightecufnefs, (to juflify him). 23 
Now, it was not written for his fajte a- 
lone that it was imputed to him 
(in order to his juftification) ; 24 But 

for us alfo, to whom the like faith (hall 
be imputed, if we believe in his power 
atid faithfulnefs who ratted up Jefus our 
Lord from the dead ; 25 Who was de¬ 

livered unto death for our offences, and 
was raifed again (or liberated from pri- 
fon) for our juftification, (or acquittal, 
and difcharge). 

CHAP. V. 

Juflff cation by faith . 

Her efor e, being juftified (pardon¬ 
ed and accepted) by faith m our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, we have peace with 
God thro’ him ; 2 By whom alfo we 

have accefs by faith into this ftate of 
grace wherein we Hand and rejoice in 
nope of the glory of God, (to be inherit¬ 
ed by U5j), 3 And not only fo, but we 

glory in tribulations alio, (as they aie 
for our good, viii. 28. 2 Cor. iv. 17.) 
knowing that tribulation by grace work- 
eth patience, 4 And patience experi¬ 
ence 0/* ovr Jinrerity , and the dzvitie fvp- 
f ort ; and experience, hope of further 
comfort, and future glory. 5 And this 
hope maketh not afhamcd (by difap- 
pointment) ; for the love of God is thed 
abroad in our hearts by the Holy Spirit 
given unto us, (as an earnejl of future 
glpry). 6 For we being unable to fiifil 
the law, or atone for tranfgreffing it, in 
due time Chrift died for thofe that were 
ungodly. 7 For fcarcely inftead of a 
righteous man will one die, yet perhaps 
inftead of a good man, (who does all the 
good he- ran), feme would even dare 
to, die. 8 But God commendeth his love 
toward us, in that, while wo were yet fin J 
tiers, Chrift died for us; 9 Much more 
then, being now- juftified by his blood, 
fhall we be faved thro’ him from the wrath 
to ccme. 10 For if, when we were e- 
nemies to God, (as being finners), we 
were reconciled to him by the death of 


his Son; muGh more, being thus recon¬ 
ciled, fhall; we be fayed (from future mi- 
fery^ by his life, as he ever lives to inter¬ 
cede for us. 1 i"And not only fo, but we 
alfo joy in God, (as our covenanted God 
and Father), through our Lord Jefus 
Chrift, by whom vre have now received 
the reconciliation, 12 Wherefore, as 
by one man (Adam> the fir ft.) fin en¬ 
tered into the world, and death by fin; 
and fo death pafted upon all men, for 
that all have finned. 13 For until the 
Law (was intimated at Sinai) fin was in 
the work! ; but when there is no law, 
there is no reckoning of fin ; (but the 
moralfettfe of good and evil is a natural 
lano in oil mCn % ii. 15.) 14 Neveithe- 

lefs, death reigned from Adam, (who 
firft finned), to Mofes, (who firft 
publifhed the lawj, even over them 
(vi%. infants) that had not finned ac¬ 
tually, according to the iikenefs of A- 
dam’s tranfgreftion, who (as a common 
head or repr efentative) u as the type or 
figure of him (viz. Chrift) that was to 
come, (to fubdue fin and death), 15 Yet 
the free gift is fuperior to the offence ; 
for if by the offence of one many be dead, 
much more hath the grace of God, and 
the gift by that grace which is by one 
man, Jefus Chrift, abounded unto many. 
16 And the gift exceeds the lofe that 
came by the 6ne who finned, as to the 
number of offences, as the fentence of 
condemnation, was given for one offence, 
but the free gi/t is-effeftual to our jufti¬ 
fication, from the guilt of many offen¬ 
ces. 17 Moreover, if by one offence of one 
man, dea^h came upon*all, they who re¬ 
ceive :the abundance of grace and of the 
gift ofarighteoufnefs, by one Jefus Chrift, 
fhall obtain a more excellent life (even 
much more honour and glory) than they 
loft; 18 Therefore, as the confequence of 
the offence of one man brought condem¬ 
nation upon all men; even fo the righte- 
oufnefsof one is effectual for juftification, 
to obtain eternal life to all who will em¬ 
brace it. (ficb. ii. 3.) 19 For as by 

the difobedjence of one man, many were 
conftitUted finners: fo by the obedience 
of one, many fhall be.conftituted righte¬ 
ous. 20 Moreover the ritual law inter¬ 
vened between Adam and Chrift, that 
the offence; might abound, (as appearing 
magnified by it ); but where fin abound¬ 
ed, grace did abound with much more 
hiftre and triumph. 21 That as fin hath 
reigned untqdeath, even fo might grace 
reign unto eternal life, thro’ the righte- 
oufnefs obtained by Jefus Chrift our Lord, 
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IVc mujl not live in Jin. 

HAT conclufion fliall we draw 
then from jollification by faith, 
and falvation by grace ? Shall we conti¬ 
nue in fm, that grace may abound ? 2 

God forbid—How fliall we who are 
dead to fin yet live in it any longer ? ,3 
Know ye not, that fo many of us as 
were baptized into Jems Chrift, were 
baptized- into his death. 4 Therefore, 
(like as he was buried in tbe grave , fo) 
we are buried with him in baptifm, into 
the death of fin, (having been put into 
1 \,n water in baptifm, as tbe dead are 
into the grave); that, like as Chrift was 
raifed from the dead, by the glorious o- 
peration of the Father’s power, even fo 
we alfo live a new life. 5 For if we 
have been made conformed to the like- 
nefs of his death, fo fliall we alfo be con¬ 
formed to the likencfsof his re furred ion. 
6 As we know this; that our old man 
(tbe corrupt difpojition ) is crucified, and 
dead with Him ; that the body of fin 
(tbe finful inclination ) might be de¬ 
ft royed ; that we might no Jonger be 
fjaves to fin. 7 For lie that is dead is 
freed from his A a very to fm. 8 And, if 
we be dead With Chrift, (to fm , as he 
died for it), we believe that we fliall 
cilfo live with him for ever in glory. 9 
Knowing that Chrift, being raifed from 
the dead, dictli no more ; death hath no 
more dominion over him. 10 For where¬ 
as he died, he died a9 a lacrifice for fin 
once ; and as he liveth, he liveth unto 
God, to bis glory. 11 Like wile reckon 
ye alfo yourfelvc*) to lie for ever fo doad 
unto fin, as to be alive unto God, fo bis 
glory, in Jcfus Chrift our Lord. 11 There¬ 
fore, let not fin reign in your mortal bo¬ 
dies to obey its licentious detires. 13 
Neither yield your members to fin, as in- 
ftruments of unrightcouliiefs, but devote 
yourfeIves unto GoJ, as being made fpi- 
litually alive from your death in fin, and 
yield your members and faculties to, God, 
hs inftruments of 1 ighteoufnefs. 14 For 
fin fliall not have dominion over you, as 
ye are not under the law, but under 
grace, •which gives power to do good, 
and to overcome evil, 15 What then ? 
fliall we lin becauie we are not un¬ 
der the terror and bondage of the law, 
but under grace 1 God forbid. j 6 
Know ye not that to whomsoever ye 
yield yourfelvcs as fervants to obey his 
will, his k-rviinft you are whom ye 
obey ; whether of fm untO'death eternal, 
or of obedience unto righteoufuefs, in or- 
d-T unto life eternal. 
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17 But thanks be to. God, that where¬ 
as ye were once the fervants of fin, that 
ye have now obeyed from the heart that 
model of doctrine delivered unto you, fis 
tbe rule of your lives. 18 Being there¬ 
by made free from fin, ye are become the 
fervants of rightcoufnefs. 19 I fjffcak as 
a man becaufe of the wesknefs of your 
flelh, or frail nature, for as ye have yield¬ 
ed your members fervants to uncleannefs, 
and other kinds of iniquity, in your hea¬ 
then ftatc; even fo you yield your mem¬ 
bers fervants to righteoufnefs, and unto 
all holfoefs. 20 For when ye were the 
fervants of fin, ye were without righte¬ 
oufnefs. 

21 What advantage had ye then, in 
thofe tilings whereof ye are now afh a til¬ 
ed ; for the end of thofe things is death. 
22 But now, being made free from fin, 
and become fervants to God, ye have the 
fruits of holinefs, whofe end is everlaft- 
ing life. 23 For eternal death is tfye 
wage* of fin, but eternal life is the gift 
of God, in Jelus Chrift our Lord. 
CHAP. VII. 

Tbe law hath power only in life. 
NOW ye not, brethren, (for I (peak 
to them that know the law-of 
Mofes) how that the lasy ruleth over a 
man fo long as it liveth (or is in force)*. 
2 For the woman who hath an hulbjind 
is bound by the law to her hulband fa 
long as he liveth ; but if her husl^nd be 
dead. Hie is look.! from the law of her 
husband. 3 So then,if while her hus¬ 
band liveth, flie be married to another 
man. flie fliall he called an adulrerefs; 
but if her husband be dead, flie is free 
from that law; fo that flie is no adulter- 
efs, although flie be married to another 
man. 

4 Thus yc alfo, ray brethren, are be¬ 
come dead to the law by the death of 
Chrift, that yc might be, as it were mar¬ 
ried to another ,even to Cirritt who is rai> 
fed from the dead, that wc fliould bring 
forth the fruit of obedience unto God. 
5 For when we were in the flelh, (under 
tbe carnaldifpcnfJtion of tise ritual law, 
and n r jt fpiritually minded) the motions 
of fintul paflions, which were irritated by 
the law forbidding them, were adfive in 
our members lobring forth (Jas.-K 15. 
finful) fruit unto death (eternal). C 
But now vve are fet at liberty from (our 
obligation to) the law, that obligation in 
which , we were held being d*ad (and 
difsannulled ,) that we fliould ferve in h 
new and fpiritual manner, and notin the 
oldncfs ol the letterdoy ceremonial for- 





Chap. VII. , ROM 

7 IT C 1 ^ or ’ * v * fi 0 What,, fhall wp fay 
then, is the law evil, or does it lead to, 
fin ? God forbid, riay I had not, .in •vari¬ 
ous cafes, known fin' in the heart, to be 
etiil and dangerous, but by the law ; for 
I had not known the evil o/'luft, or evil 
dejires , Ja. i. 15* except the law hud 
faid, "thou flialt not covet. 8 But fin 
in the heart , taking occafion by the com¬ 
mand forbidding it tt> nifb on things 
forbidden , , and covet things denied , 
wrqught in me all manner of evil de- 
fires, for without the law fin appeared 
to be no more danger bus than a dead 
enemy. 9 For I once feemed to myfelf 
alive, being without fear of deathfqr Jin , 
without the law; but when the com¬ 
mand came with awakening power, fin, 
like a dead enemy, revived, and^I died 
with fear of it. io JAnd the command 
Which was ordained for giving life to 
them that keep it, ’ I found dooming me 
unto death for breaking it. 1 1 For fin, 
taking occafion- by the terror and curfe 
of the broken command, deceived ine, 
fo as to defpair , 2nd thereby flew me. 

12 Wherefore, the law, and every 
command of it, is holy, or pure, juft, and 
good. 

13' Was then that which is good made 
death unto me, or the caufe of my ruin ? 
God forbid ; but fin, that it might ap¬ 
pear what it is, working death in me 
by the occafion of that which is. good ; 
in penvertvig its ufe and ejid, that lin, 
^ the command fo perverted, might ap¬ 
pear exceeding finfwl. 14 For we know 
that the law is fpiritual; but T am car¬ 
nal, and foM as a JlaVe under fin. 15 
For that which Ido I approve not: for 
what I would, that I do not; but what 
I hate, that I do. 

16 If then I do -that which I would 
not, I confent unto the luw that it is 
good. 17 Now then it is no more I that 
do it, but fin that dwelleth in me, i£ 
For I know that in me, i. e. in my jiefh , 
or fenfual appetite , nothing that is good 
dwelleth ; for to will what is good I 
'find a defire,~ but I find not how to per¬ 
form it. 19 For the good that- I would 
ldo not; but the evil which I,would 
not that I do. 20 Now,, if I do that 
I would not, it is no more I that do it, 
but fin that dwelleth in me. 

-i I find that when Twould do good 
an inclination to evil is then prefent with 
me. 22 For with regard to the inner 
inaji, the mind I delight in the *law of 
God, i. 15. 1 Cor. iv. h. 23 Blit Ifind 
pnotfier difpofition jn my mcnjberj ma— 
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king war againft ttife'renewed refolution 
of my mind, and captivating me to the 
finful propenfity of my paflions. 

24 O wretched man that I am ! who 
fliall deliver me from this body of fin 
and death ? 25 Tthank God, thio’ Jefus 
Chrift our Lord, the deliverer. So then, 
with the mind I bnyfelf ferve the law of 
God, but with the fenfual appetite I ferve 
the finful difpofition. 

CHAP. VlTI. 

IV1)0 are free frotn.cofidemnation. 
HERE is, therefore, now no con¬ 
demnation to them who are in 
Chrift Jefus, by faith and repentance, 
who live not according to the fiefii, ui 
fenfual appetite, but according to the 
fpirit, or rational principle. 2 For the 
grace of the quickening Spirit of Chrift 
Jefus, Hath fet me at liberty from the 
dominion of fin and eternal, death. 3 
For what the law could not do, by rea- 
fon of the weaknefs of the flefh, or f\n - 
ful nature of man, in our prefent ft ate, 
God of his grace hath done by fending 
his own Sen in the likenefs of finful flefti, 
without the Jhining brightnefs of man's 
body at jirjl, the lofe of which wds call¬ 
ed nakednefs, Gen. iii. 7. and as a facrifice 
for fin; he condemned and conquered fin in 
the flefh, or human nature. 4 That the 
lighteoufnefs of the law might be fulfill¬ 
ed, by all holy obedience to it, in us who 
live not according to the fenfual appetite, 
but the rational principle. 5 For, they 
that are under the influence of the fen- 
fual appetite, defire the things that gra¬ 
tify it; ■ but they that are under the in¬ 
fluence of the lpiritual principle,.delight 
in the things fuitable fo i.t» 6 For to be 
carnSjiy minded is dcftru&ion and death; 
bht to be fpiritually minded is life and 
peace : 7 Becaufe the carnal mind is 

enmity againft God ; for it is not fubjett 
to- the law of God, neither indeed can 
be. * 

- 8 So theft, they* that are in the flefh 
cannot pleafe God. $ But.ye afe not in 
the flefli, but in the fpirit, if fo be that 
the Spirit of God.dwell in you. Now, it 
any man have not the Spirit of Chrift, he 
is none of his. 10 And tf Chrift be in 
you by his Spirit, tho* the body be dead, 
becaufe of fin, by Adam , yet the Spirit is 
life, or hgppy, becaufe of righteoufreft, 
by Chrift, (1 Cor: xv. 22.) n But if 
the Spirit of him that raifed up Jelus 
from, the dead dwell in you, he that rail¬ 
ed Chrift from the dead fhall alfo quick¬ 
en your mortal bodies by his Spirit 
that dwelletH'in you. 
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17 Therefore, blfcthren, we are not 
debtors tu thc.fleih, to live after the 
flcHi. it For if ye live afterthe flefh 
ye ilia! 1 diVj bin if ye through the Spirit 
do mortify the finful I nits of the body ye 
fliall live. 14 For as many jis are led hy 
the Spii't of God they are the Ions of 
(io.l. 1 >5 For )C have not received the 
Joint of bondage (Heb. xii. 21.) again to 
J. 4 ,r ; bat ye iuve received the Spirit of 
nd.mtiun, u'ncr by wc cry, Abb*, Father. 
1 f, The spirit iticif beareth witnefs with 
our jpi'ic, that wc are the children of 
God (Gal. v. 22. Kph. v. ix.) 17 And if 
children, then heirs; heirs of God, and 
joint heirs with Chrilt; if fo be that we 
I'iiH er with him, that we may be alfo 
glorified together. iS For I reckon 
that tl»e fnlT"rings of this prefent time 
are nor worthy to be compared with 
the glory which fliall be revealed to us. 
19 For tiie ea'iieit expectation of the 
uh< le creation is w itting lor the niani- 
l'cftation of tilt Jons of God. 20 Fur the 
vre.it run was made I object to vanity, 
■fry Jin , not by its own will, or deed, but 
by him, vi%. Adam , who lubpfted it. 
21 But there is hope of a / cassation,. ,(2. 
Pet. iii. 13.) that the creation itfelf alfo* 
Ilia 11 be Jet free from the bondage o/cor- 
Tupiion, onto the glorious liberty of the 
fons of God. 21 For we knaw that the 
whole creation, as it litre, groaneth 
agd trivellctli in pain together until 
now. (lfa. xxiv. 6. ffer. xii 4.) 23 And 
not only they but ourfelves alfo, who 
have the firft-frjuts of the Spirit, (Gal., 
v. 12.) even wc ourfelves groan witliiu 
•uricIves, waiting for the adoption, to 
wit, the redemption of our body from, 
death, (i Cor. xv. 52.J 24 For we are 

Awed liy hope : but hope that is feen is 
not liope; iur what a mail feeth why doth 
he yet hope for? 2; But if wc hope for 
what wl* fee nut, :s.do we with pa¬ 
tience wait fur that future glory. 26 
Lik-.wilc the Sp’rit alfo heloeth our in- 
firm itics : lor we know not what wc 
lb-mid pray for as we ought : but the 
Spirit itfelf maketli interccfllon in 11s 
with groanings winch cannot be uttered 
in words. 27 And God that fcarcheth 
the hearts knowetli what is the mind of 
the Spirit, be'aide he maheth intereef- 
Jinn lor the taints according to tlic will 
ot God. :$ And wc know that all things 
work together lor emud to tliemtimt love 
God, to them who aie the called accord¬ 
ing to his puipofe. 29 For whom he 
did foreknow, he aifo did predeftinatcto 
le conformed to the image of hit Son, in 
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bolinefs, that he might have the pre-em. * 
nence among many brethren. 30 More." 
oyer, whom he did predeftinate, them hs 
alfo called ; and whom he called, them 
he alfo juftifted ; and whom he jufhfied, 
them he alfo glori cd. 

31 What dJmll we then fay to thefe 
things ? It Gild be for us,, who can pr** 
vail againft us ? 32 He that in.nod ipt 

his own Son, but delivered lum up tp 
death for us all, how tliall he not with 
liitn allb freely give Lis all thing 1 ;? 33 , 
Who fliall l.'.y any thing to the charge of 
God’s eletfl to condemn it? It is Cod that 
juftilicth ; 34 Who is he that con Icmn- 
ctli ? It is (thrift that died for our fits ? 
yea, rather, which is tnojl delightful, 
that is rifen again, who is even at the 
right hand of God, who alfo makethan¬ 
te rcehi on for us. 35 Who (hall feparate 
us from tli? love of thrift? fliall tribula¬ 
tion, or dillrcls, or pei locution, or famine, 
or nakednefs, or peril, or Avoid? of (As 
it is written, For thy lake we are ki.lled 
all th? day long ; we ftre accounted as 
fheep far the daughter.) ,37 Nay, in 
all thefe things we aie more than con¬ 
querors through hi u that loved us. 3S 
For 1 am perfuaded, that neither tlic 
fear of death, in its tnofl terrible forms f 
nor the love of life, nor evil angels, 
principalities, or powers, nor evil things 
prefent, nor evil things to come, 93 
Nor the height of prosperity, nor the 
depth of advcifity, nor any other crea¬ 
ture in heaven, earth , or hell , fliall 
be able to lep.irate us true Chriflians 
from the love of God, in Chrilt Jelus our 
Lord.

' Paul's Jbr row for the Jews, 

SAY the truth in Clirift, I lie not, my 
conference alfo bearing me witnelsin 
the Holy Spirit, 2 That.I have gieuL 
heavinel’s and continual furrow in my 
henrr. 3 For I could wifli.that my A If 
were caft out of tlic church of Chrilt, 
yea, and rut of from the land of the liv¬ 
ing-, for my brethren,iny kinf.nen accord¬ 
ing to the fleili: 4 Who are I.i’raelites ; 

whofc is the adoption, to be his church 
and children , and the glory of the divine 
prefence in the- inner temple , and the co¬ 
venants with the fathers , Abraham , £- 
f L> ac , Jacob, Mojes, and the whole peo¬ 
ple at Sinai, where the law was given, 
and the temple Je-rvicc, and the piomiles 
of Canaan, and the Melfiah ; 5 Whole 

are the fathers, (vi 4.) and of whom, as 
concerning the tiefli, Chrilt came, who is 
over all, God blcflgd for ever. Amen. 
U 
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6 Not as tbo’ the word of God hath ta¬ 
ken no eftedt, for part of the yews be¬ 
lieved. But they are not all Jpiritual 
Ifraelites who are defeended of Ifrael: 

7 Neither, becaufe they are the feed of 
Abraham are they all children of the pro - 
tnife ; but, in Ifaac fliall thy feed be call- 
cdT 8 That is, they who aic the children 
only by natural generation; thefe are not 
the children of Gocl, but the* children of 
the promife are counted for the true' 
feed. 9 For this is the wofd of promife. 
At this time will I coroe, and Sara fliall 
have a fon. to And not only this; but 
when Rebecca alfo hafr twins by one, <*- 
Yen by our father Ifaac, 1i (For the 
children being not yet born, neither ha¬ 
ving done any good or evil, that the pur- 
pofe of God according to^election might 
Ttand, not of works, but of him that call- 
eth,) . iz It was faid unto her. The el¬ 
der fhaUferve the younger. 13 As it is 
Written, Jacob I have loved more than 
Efau. 

14 What /hall we fay then ? Is there 
unrrighteoufnefs With Gocl ? God forbid. 
15 For he faith to Mofes, I will have 
mercy on whom I will have mercy, and I 
will have compaflion on whom I will 
have compaflion. 16 So then it is not of 
him that willeth, nor of him that run¬ 
neth, but of God that flieweth mercy. 
17 For tire fcripture faith unto Pharaoh, 
Even for this fame purpofe have I made 
thee great, that I might fliew my power 
in thee, and that my name might be de¬ 
clared throughout all the earth. 18 
So then he lheweth mercy to whom he 
will, and whom he will he giveth up.ter 
the hardnefs of their heart, (v. 22.) 

19 Thou wilt fay then unto me. Why 
doth he yet find fault; for who hath re¬ 
filled his will ? 20 Nuy but, O roan, 

who art thou that replfrft ag3inft Qod ? 
■Shall the -thing formed fay to him that 
formed it, Why haft thou made me thus? 
21 Hath not the potter power over the 
clay, of the fame lump to make one vef- 
fel unto honour and another unto diflio- 
nour ? • 22 What if God, willing to 
Ihew his wrath, and to make his power 
known, endured with much long-fuBer¬ 
ing the vefiels of wrath fitted to deftruc- 
tio;i ; 23 And that he might make 

known the riches of his glory or goodnefs 
on the vefiels of mercy, which he had a- 
fore prepared unto glory, 24 Even us 
whom he hath called, not of the Jews 
only, but alfo of the Gentiies ? 25 As 

he faith alfo in Hofea, I will, call the 
Gentiles My people/who formerly were 
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not my people, aniftier Beloved, who, 
for a long tiny, was not my beloved. 

16 And it fliall come to pafs, that in 
the place where it was faid utito them. 
Ye are not my people ; there fliall they 
be called, The children of the living 
God, by adoption. 27 lfaias alfo crieth 
concetning Ifrael, Though the number of 
the children of Ifrael be as the fand of 
the fea, a remnant fliall be favtd ; 2S 
For he. will foon finifli the work in righ- 
teoufnefs, of pvt ting an end to the Jew- 
iffjjlate , bccaufe the Lord wiy make the 
work flioit upon the land. 419 And, as 
Efaias faid before, Except the Lord of fa- 
baoth had left us a feed, we had been as 
Sodoma, and been made like unto Go- 
morrha, 'utterly dejtroyed. 

36 What fliall we fay then? That the 
Gentiles, who,followed-not after rightc- 
oufnefs, have attained to righteoufnefs, 
-even the righteoufnefs which is of faith; 

31 But Ifrael, who followed after the 
righteoufnefs of the law, hath rot at¬ 
tained to the righteoufnefs of the law. 

32 And, wherefore did they mifs it ? Be¬ 
caufe they fought it not by faith, but as 
if it were* to be obtained by the woiks 
of the law; for they Humbled at that 
ftone of offence, the crofs oj Chrif. 33 
As it is written. Beheld; I lay in Zion A 
ftumblLiig-ftone and rock of offence; ami 
whofoever believeth on him fliall not be 
afhamed. 

CHAP. X. 

Difference between the law and faith. 
Retaken, my heart’s defire and 
prayer to Gqd for Ifrael is, that they 
might be faved. 2 For I bear them re¬ 
cord, that they have a zeal for God, but 
not according to knowledge. 3 For they 
being ignorant of the righteoufnefs of 
God’s appointing, and feeking to efla- 
blilh their own righteoufnefs, have not , 
fubmitted to the righteoufnefs of God’s 
appointment. 4 For the ule ami end of 
the law was to bring mankind to belieye 
in Chrift, for righteoufnefs and life. 5 
For Mofes deferibes the righteoufnefs of 
the law, that the man who does the du¬ 
ties of it fliall live. 6 But the righteouf¬ 
nefs which is obtained by faith, fpeaketh 
thus, Say not in thine heart, Who fliail 
afeend into heaven, to bring Chrift down, 
to injlrufl vs, and fave us ? 7 Or, Who 
fhall defeend into the bowels of the 
earth, in order to bring Chrift again 
From the region of the dead : 8 But 

what faith it? The word is nigh to tht e 
even in thy mouth, and in ttiy heart 
that is, the word of the Cbrijlian faith; 
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which we preach ; p That if thou flialt 
confefs with thy mouth that Jefus is the 
Lord, and believe in thy heart that God 
hath lailed-him from the dead, thou flialt 
be favcd. 10 For it is with the heart 
that a ni an belie veth,yb as to obtain righ- 
ttonfmf: for jujlifuation , and with the 
mouth confeflion is made unto falvation. 

11 For the feripture faith, Whofoevcr 
belie veth on him fhall not be afhamed. 

12 For there is no difference between the 

Jew and the Creek ; for the fame Lord 
over all is rich in mercy unto all that call 
unon him. 13 For whofoever fhall call 
iipon the name of the Lord ftiftll be fav- 
rd. 14 How then fhall they call on 
him in whom they have not believed ? 
and how fhall they believe in him of 
whom they have not heard ? and how 
fhall they hear without a preacher ? 15 
And how (hall they preach except they 
be fcnl ? as it is written, How beautiful 
arc the footftc'ps of them that preach the 
gofpel uf peace, and bring glad tidings of 
good things ! 16 But they have not all 

obeyed the gofpel; for I fa i as faith, Lord, 
who hath believed our report > 17 So 

then, faith corneth by hearing the word, 
and hearing by the command to preach 
Hut word of God. i 3 But I fay, Have 
they not heard ? Yes, verily, their found 
went into all the earth, and their words 
unto the ends uf the world. 

19 But I lay, Did net Ifrael know 
that the Cent ties Jbould receive the gof- 
\>cl ? Tvs ; for iirft Mofes faith, I will 
raile jour jealoufy by thofe that were 
not a nation, and your anger with a fool- 
iih people. 20 But I faias is very bold, 
and faith, I was found of them, that 
fought me not; I was made manifeft un¬ 
to them that aiked not after me. 21 But 
to Ifrael he faith, All day long I have 
ftrctched forth my hands unto a difobe- 
dient and gain faying people. 

C H A I\ XI. 

God hath not eajl off all Ifrael. 

I SAY then, Hath God caft away his 
people ? God forbid. For I alfo am 
an Ilrnclite, of the feed of Abraham, of 
the tribe of Benjiwniu. 2 God hath not 
call nvvay his people which he foreknew, 
Wot ye not what the feripture faith of 
Elias, how he inaketh interccffion to 
God again ft Ifrael, faying, 3 Lord, they 
have killed thy prophets, and digged 
down thine altars; and I am left alone, 
and they feek my life ? 4 But what (pith 
the anfwcr of God unto him ? I have re- 
h.Tved to myfelfieven thoufand men who 
have not bowed the kndc to the image of 
Baal- 


5 Even fo then, at this prefent time alfo 
there is a remnant according to the elec¬ 
tion of grace. 6 And if by grace, then 
it is no more of works : otherwife grace 
is no more grace. But if it be of works, 
then is it no more grace ; otherwife 
work is no more work, i 

7 What then ? all Ifrael hath not ob¬ 
tained that which he fcckcth for; but 
the eleftion hath obtained it, and the 
reft were blinded ; 8 According as it 

is written, God hath given them up to 
the fpirit of flumber, eyes that they 
fliould not fee, and ears that they fliould 
not hear, even unto this day. 9 And 
David faith, Their tabic fhall become a 
trap and a fnare, and an occafion of Hum¬ 
bling, as a recompence to them (for their 
witkednefs) : 10 Their eyes fhall be 

darkened that they fhall not fee ; and 
they fhall keep their back continually 
bent ('under a load of forrows for their 
infidelity). 

ni lay then, Have they ftumbleci 
that they fhould fall (irrecoverably),? 
God forbid ; but by this fall of theirs, 
falvation is now come to the Gentiles, 
to provoke them to emulation. 12 But 
if their fall be (oecafionally ) the riche9 
of the world, and the diminifhing of 
them the riches of the Gentiles, how 
much more their fuluefs ? 13 For 1 fpeak 
to you, Gentiles, in as much as I am the 
apoftle of the Gentiles I magnify mine of¬ 
fice ; 14 If by any means I may provoke to 
emulation them who are my flefh, and 
might rave fome of them. 15 For if their 
rejection were (the occafion of) the re¬ 
conciliation of tfie world to God, whet 
will the reception of them he, but as it 
were life from the dead ? 16 For if the 

firft fruits (thofe that believe) be holy, 
fo is the lump—(The reft will believe 
lad) ; and if the root (the patriarchs) be 
holy, the branches are Fkewife fo. 17 
And tho* fome of the branches were bro¬ 
ken off (by unbelief), and thou (O Fa¬ 
gan) being like a feion of a wild olive, 
wert grafted in among them (that be¬ 
lieved )St partiikcft of thtr(nonriflunent of 
the) root and fa toe Is of the good olive, 
18 Bonft no( again ft the natural branch¬ 
es; but if thou boafteft, remember that 
thou beareft not the root —baft done no 
fpin’tual good to Ifrael— but the root 
bcareth thee.. - . ' 

19 Thou wilt fay then. The tranches 
were broken off that I might be grafted 
in. 20 Well; becaufe of unbelief they 
were Broken off, and thou ftundeft by 
faith. Be not high-minded, but fear : 21 
For il God fpared not the 11 alui al branch- 
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es, take heed left he alio fpare not 
thee. 

- zz Behold, 'therefore, the goodnefs 
and feverity of God : on them Who 
fell, fevevity; but toward thee, good- 
nefs, if thou continue in his gpodn^fs; 
otherwife thou alfo fhalt he cut off. 23 
' And they alfo, if they abide not ftill in 
unbelief Oiall he grafted in: for God is 
able to graft them in again 24 For if 
thou vert nit off from the olive tree, 
which was naturally wild, and contrary 
to the courfe of nature w ert grafted on 
the eood oliyetree, how much more fhall 
thefe whi h are the natural branches he 
grafted oil their own olive tree (at laft)? 

■ 2^ For I would not have you to be igno- 
. rpnt, brethren, of this myftevy, lelt you 
ihould have too high an opinion of youf 
ft Ives, that blindnefs is happened to part 
of Ifrael till (A. D. loco, when they, 
with) the fulnefs of the Gentiles, fliall 
brought in (at the laft, as the riches 
of them, ver. 12. were at firft). 

26 And fo all the Israelites foal! then 
believe and be faved; as it is written. 
The deliverer flTa 11 come out of Zion, 
and (hall turn away ungodlinefs from 
Jacob. 27 And this is my covenant un¬ 
to which I will again bring them, when 
1 fhall take away their fins (?.s a nation). 
2S With refpedl to the gofpcl, they are 
regarded as enemies for your fakes and 
benefit (2000 years as ye were for theirs); 
but as for their election, they are belov¬ 
ed for their fathers fakes. 29 -£or the 
gifts and callihgs of God are not revoked. 
30 For as ye Gentiles were (many ages) 
id times paft difohedient to God, hut 
now have obtained 'mgrey by means of 
their ili (obedience, ' 3$ Even fo they al¬ 
fo have now been difobedient (to th.6 
gofpel, on bccafion of vour receiving it), 
that thereby they may alfo receive it at 
laft. 32 For God hath left them all un¬ 
der theirdiiobedience (fora time), that 
he might (the mor&remarkably) have 
mercy upon all. - . '• 

33O the depth of the riches both of the 
wifdom and knowledge of God ! how 
uniearckable are his judgments, and his 
ways paft finding'-out 1 34 For who 

hath known the mind of the Lord ? or 
who hath been his counfejlor ? 35 Or 

who hath firft given to him, and it fliall 
be recompenfed unto him again ? God is 
not indebted, to any . 3 6 For of him as 

the author , and thro’ him as the prefers 
er y and for hint (and his glory as the end ) 
are all things, to whem-be glory,forever, 
Am co. 
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CHAP. XII. 

God to be praifedfor his mercies. 

I Beseech you, therefore, brethren, 
by the mercies oi God, that ye pre- 
fent yourfelvcs a living facrifice, ho’y, ac¬ 
ceptable unto God, which is your reafon- 
able fervice. 2 And be not conformed 
to this world ; but be ye transformed by 
the renewing of your mind, that ye may- 
experience what is that good, and ac¬ 
ceptable, and perfect will of God. t 
For I fay, through the grace given unto 
rtie.to overv man that is amnnrr you, not 
to think of himfelf more highh- than he 
ought to think ; but to think moiellly ac¬ 
cording to the mcafure of faith which 
God hath dfttributed to every mar.. 4 
For as we have many members ip or.c 
body, and all members have not the fanii 
office; 5 So we, being many, are one 
body in C.hrift, and every one members 
one of another. 

6 Having then gifts differing accord¬ 
ing to the grace that is given to us, 
whether prophecy, let 119 prophecy ac¬ 
cording to the proportion of faith ; 7 

Or miniftry, let us wait on our mimlter- 
ing ; or he that teacheth, on teaching ; 
8 Or lie that exhorteth, on exhortation: 
he that givetlialms, let him do it with 
fincerity;- he that ruleth therein with 
diligence; he that fheweth mercy, wiih 
cHeerfulnefs. 9 Let love be without 
diflimulation. Abhor that which is c- 
Vil; cleave to that which is good. 11 
Be kindly afFedliorted one to another with 
brotherly love, in honour preferring one 
another; it Not fiothrul in Imlinels; 
fervent in'fpirit, ferving the Lord ; 1 2 

Rejoitfng in hope (of future glory), pa¬ 
tient’ in tribulation ; continuing inftant 
in prayer; 13 Diftributing to tlie neceffi- 
ty of the faints; given to hofpitality. 14 
BIcfs them who perfecute you ; blefs, 
curfe not. '15 Rejoice with them that 
do rejoice, and weep-with them that 
weep. i5 Be entirely united in your 
regards for one another; affe<5t not high 
things, but fuit yourfelves to mean things 
and mean perfor.s: be not wife in your 
"own conceits. 17 Kecompenfe to no 
tflan evil for evil ; do what is decent in 
tlm fight of all men. iS If it be poflible, 
as much as lieth in you, live peaceably 
with all men. 

19 Dfcariy beloved, avenge not your¬ 
felves, but rather yield unto wrath: for 
it is vvritten, Vengeance is mine ; I will 
repay, faith the Lord. 

20 Therefore, if thine enemy hunger, 
feed him; if he thirft, gave him drink :

7 Render, therefore, to all 
their dues; tribute, to whom tribute is 
due; cnHum, to whom c^Itom- fear, to 
whom fear ; honour, to whom honour.

Do not condemn one another . 

IM that is weak in the Cbriflian 
faith / and fill bigoted to the ce¬ 
remonial law, receive ye, but not to de¬ 
bates about matters in doubt. 2 For 
011c believeth that he may eat all things 
good for food , another, who is weak, 
eauth nothing h/t herbs. 3 Let not him 
tli at eatah del pile him that eateth not; 
and let not him who eateth not judge 
him that eateth ; for God hath received 
him. 

4 VVho art thou that judgeit another 
man’s favant ? to his own, mailer he 
ftandeth or fallcth ; yea, he fliall behol¬ 
den up; for God is able to make him 
ftand. 

5 One man preferreth one day, as the 
new moon , to another ; anotlicr efteem- 
cth ail fuch days alike. Let every man 
be fully per funded in his own mind. -6 
He that regardeth the day, regardeth it 
unto the Lord; and he that regardeth 
not the day, to the Lord he doth not re¬ 
gard it. He that eateth, eateth to the 
Lord, for he giveth God thanks; and he 
that eateth not, to the Lord he eateth 
not, and giveth not God thanks. 7 For 
none of us liveth to himfelf, (for his own 
glory), and none of us dieth to himfelf. 
8 For whether" we live, we live unto the 
Lord ; and whether we die, we^he unto 
the Lord: whether we live, therefore, 
or die, we are the Lord's. 9 For to this 
purpbfe (!lirill both died, and rofe a^ain, 
that he might be Lord (and judge) of 
both the dead and the living. 10 But: 
why duil thou judge thy brother ? or 
why doll thou let nought thy brother? 
for we lhall ail appear before the judg¬ 
ment-feat of Ckrifl. 11 For it is written, 
As I live, faith the Lord,every knee lhall 
bow to me, ;>nd every tongue lhall con¬ 
fers; to Gad. 12 So then, every one of 
us lhall ^ive an account ot himfelfio 
God. 13 Let us not, therefore, judge 
one another any more ; but judge this 
rftther, that no man put a ituinbling- 
block, or an occaftoh to fall, in his bro¬ 
ther’s way. 

14 I know, and am perfuaded hy the 
Lord Jelus, that there is nothing-unclean, 
ol itleif; but to him that efteemeth any¬ 
thing to be unclean, to him it is unclean. 
15 But If thy mother be grieved by thy 
meat how doil thou walk according to 
love ? Do not what is in thee to deitroy 
him with thy meat for whom Chrilt 
died. r6 Let not then your (liberty, 
thu’ in itfelf) good be evil fpoken of; 
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17 For the .kingdom of God, the gofpeb' 
difpenfation. is not meat and drink, but 
righteoufnefs, and peace, and joy in the 
Holy Spirit. , t8 For he that in thcfe 
things fervcth Chi id: is acceptable to God, 
and approved of men. 

19 Let us, therefore, follow after the 
the things which make for peace, and 
things wherewith one may edify another. 
20 Deftroy not’ the work pf God for 
meat. All things indeed are pure;' but 
it is evil for that man who eateth with 
offence. si It is good neither to eat 
flefli, por to drink wine, nor any thing 
whereby thy brother fturableth, or is of- 
feiided, or is made weak. 22 Had: thou 
faith, and doubted: no,t ? have it to thy- 
felf before God. Happy, is he that con- 
demneth not himfelf in that thing which 
he allovreth. 23 And he that doubteth 
is condemned if.he eat, becaufe he eatetli 
not of faith ; for whatsoever is not of 
faith is fin. * /

CHAP. XV. 

TbeJlrong l mujl bear with the weak* 
XT 7 \E, therefore, that are ftrong ought 
VV - to bear the infirmities of the 
weak,, and not to pleafe ourfclves. 2 
Let every one of jus pleafe hjs neighbour 
for his good to edification; 3 For even 

Chrift pleafed not himfelf; but, as it is 
written. The reproaches of them that re¬ 
proached .thee, fell ('as a grief ) on me. 
4 For whatfoever things were written 
afiocetime were written for our learning 
that we, through patiejice, and comfort 
of the fcriptures, might have hope. 5 
Now the God of patience ;^nd confola- 
tion grant you to bfe like-minded one to¬ 
ward another, according to Chrift'Iefus* 
example ; 6 That ye may with one 

mind and one mouth glorify God, even 
the Father of our Lord Jefus Chrift. 7 
Wherefore receive ye one another, with 
love, as Chrid: aifo received us, to the 
glory of God. 

8 Now I fay, that Jefus Chrift was’a 
Tninifterof the circurocifion, {Mat* xv. 
34. J to confirnl the truth of God, the' 
promifes made unto the fathers; ,9 And 
that the Gentiles might glorify Gad for 
his mercy : as it is written, For this 
caufe .1 will confcfs to thee among the 
Gentiles, and flag unto thy came. ro 
And again he faith, Rejoice, ye Gentiles, 
with his people. iji And again, Praife 
the Lord, all ye Gentiles; and laud him, 
ill ye people. 12 And again, Efaias 
faith, There fhall be a fproot of Jefle, 
and he that fliall rife to reign over the, 
Gentiles, in him fhall the Gentiles triift. 
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/ , • 

Now the God of hope fill you with 
all joy and peace in believing, that ye 
may abound in hope, through the power 
of the Holy Spirit. 14 And I myfelf ai¬ 
fo am perfuaded of you, my brethren, 
that' ye alfo are full of goodnefs, filled 
with all knowledge, able alfo to-admo- 
hidi one another. 15 Neverthelefs, bre¬ 
thren, I have written the more boldly 
unto. ygu in fome fort, as putting you 
in mind, becaufe of the grace that is 
given me of God, 1 6 That I fiiould 
. be the minifter of Jefus Chrift to 
the Gentiles, miniftering the gofpel of 
God, thaLth? offering up ofjhe Gentiles 
might be acceptable, being fandtified by 
the Holy Spirit, (xii, i.J 17 I have, 
therefore, whereof I may glory through 
Jefua. Chrift in thofe things which per¬ 
tain to God. 18 For I will not dare to 
fpeak of 6ny of thofe things which Cbrift 
hath not wrought by me, to make the 
Gentiles obedient by word and deed, 
( John xv. 5 .) 19 Through mighty figns 
and wonders, by-the power of the Spirit 
of God ; fo that from Jerufaleih, and 
'round about Illyricum, I have fully 
preached the gofpel of Chrift. 20 Yea, 
fo have I drived to preach the gofpel, 
not where Chrift was named, left I fliould 
build upon-another Irian’s foundation : 
a 1 But, as it is written, To whom he 
was not fpoken of, they ftall fee: and 
they that have not heard fhall urider- 
ftand. 

az £or which caufe alfo I have been 
much hindered from coining to yon. 23 
But now, having no more place in thefe 
parts, and having a great defire thele 
many yearSto come unto you ; 24When* 
foever I take my journey into Spain T 
will come to you,; for I truft to fee you 
in my journey, and to be brought by 
you on my way thitherward, if firft I be 
fome what fatisfied with your company. 

25 But now I go unto Jerufalem, to 
minifter alms unto the faints. For 
it hath pleafed them of Macedonia and 
A^haia to make a certain contribution 
for the popr faints who are at Jerufalem. 
27 It hath pleafed them but they arc 
in a fort their debtors: for if the Gen¬ 
tiles have been made partakers of the 
fpiri tual things proceeding out from them 
(Tf. ii. 3). It is their duty to minifter to 
them in carnal things. , 

28 When, therefore, I have perform¬ 
ed this, and,have fealed (fafely deliver¬ 
ed ) to- them this fruit, I will come by 
you into Spain. 29 And I am Cure that 
when I come unto you, I fhall come with 
the fulncfs of the bleflings of the gofpel 
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Chap. XVI. 

dfChrift. 

30 N f .nv, I befeedi you, brethren, for 
the L »ifi Chrift’s lake, and for the 
love of the Spirit, that ye ftrive together 
\kith nu' in your prayers to God for me ; 
31 That I may be delivered from them 
that do not believe in Judea; and that 
my fcrvice which l have for Jcrufale’m 
may be accepted of the faints; 32 That 

1 may come unto you with joy by the 
will of God, and may with you be re- 
fre fired. 

33 Now the God of peace be with’ you 
nil.

9 Salute Urbane, our helper in 
thrift, and Stachysmy beloved, 10 Sa¬ 
lute Apelles approved in Clirift, Salute 
them who are of Ariftpbulus’ houlehold. 
11 Salute Herodian, my kinfman. Greet 
them that be of the houfliold of Nareif- 
fus, who are in the Lord. 12 Salute 
Tryphena and Tryphofa, who labour in 
the Lord. Salute the beloved Perfis, who 
laboured much in the Lord.’ 

i3Salute Rufus chofen in the Lord, and 
his mother and mine. 14 Salute Afyn-

critus, Phlcgon, Hernias, Patrobas, Her¬ 
mes, and the brethren who are with 
them. ( 15 Salute Pliilologus, and Julia, 
Nereus, and his fifter, and Olympas, and 
all the. faints who are with them/ 16 
Salute one another with an holy faluta- 
tion. The churches of Chriil falute 
you. 

17 Now I befcech you, brethren, mark 
them who caufe divifions and offence9 
contrary to the dodlrine which ye have 
learned, and avoid them. 18 For they 
that arc fucli ferve not our Lord Jefua 
Chriil, hut their own belly ; and by good 
words and fair fpeeches deceive the 
hearts of the limple.

21 Timotheus my work-fellow, and 
Lucius, and Jafon, and Sofipater, my 
kinfmen, falute you.

23 Gaius mine lroft, and that of 
the whole church, faluteth you. • Eraf- 
tus, the chamber.lain of the city, faluteth 
you, and Quartus a brother.

AUL, called to he an apoftle of Je¬ 
fus Chrift, by the will of God, and 
Softhenes out brother. 2 To the church 
of God which is in Corinth being fanc- 
tified in Chrift Jefus, called holy ; and to. 
Bil thatfin every place call upoa the name 
of our Lord Jefus Chrift, both their Lord 
and ours; 3 Grace be unto you, and 

peace, from God our Father, and from 
«nr Lord Jefus Chrift. 

4 I always give thanks to my God on 
your account for the grace of Godgiven 
utito you by Chrift Jeiiis 5'That in all 
things ye are enriched by him, in all ut¬ 
terance, and in all knowledge ; .6 As, 
the teftimony of Chrift was confirmed a- 
rnong you. 7 So that yc are deficient 
in no gift$ waiting for the coming of 
our Lord Jefus Chrift : 8 Who fhall con¬ 

firm yon unto the end^ that ye may be 
bJaraelofs in the day of our Lord Jefus 
Chrift. 9 God is. faithfulj by whom ye 
Were called unto the fellowlhip of his 
Son our Lord Jefus Chrift. * 

10 Now .1 bqfecch you, brethren, by 
the name of our Lord Jefus Chrift, that 
ye all fpeajk the fame thing, and that 
there be no dividend among you; but 
that ye be. perfectly united together in 
tire fame mind, and in the fame judg¬ 
ment. 11 Becanfe it hath^been certi¬ 
fied to me concerning you, my bfethjreri7 
by thofc of Chloe’s family, that thertf are 
contentions among you. 12 Now this I 
fay. That every one of you faith, I am of 
Paul, and I of Apollos, and I of Cephas, 
and I of Chrift. 13 Is Chrift divided? 
was Paul crucified for you ? or were ye 
baptized in the name of Paul V 

14 I thank God that I baptized none 
of you, but Crifpus and Gaius ; 15 Left 

any fhould fay that I had baptized in 
mine own name. 16 And I baptized 
alfo the family of Stephanas; ; bo¬ 
lides, I know not whether I baptized a- 
ny other. 17 For Chrift fent me not to. 
baptize, but to preach the gofpel; not 
with vvifdom of words, left the crofsof 
Chrift fhould have been rendered vain.. 
1$ For the dodtrine of the crofs is indeed 
fofly to them that are perifliing ; but to 


us who are faved it is the power of God; 
19 For it is written, I Will deftroy the 
wifdom of the wife, and will bring to 
nothing the fagacity of the prude nr. u 
Where is the'wife ? where is the harri¬ 
ed fclibe ? where is the ciifputer'of this 
world ? hath not Gold made the wifdom 
of this world foolifli ? 2 I Fc 'lb c r-, in 

tjie wifdom of God, the world by wifooin 
knew not God, it pleafed God by the 
folly of preaching to fave them that be¬ 
lieve. zz For whereas the Jews de¬ 
mand a fign(in the fky), and the Gpeeks 
feek learning and eloquence. 23 We 
ncverthelefs preach Chrift crucified,*—to 
the Jews, indeed, a ftumbling block, 
and fooliflinefft to the Greeks. 24 But 
unto them who are called, both Jews 
and Greeks, Chrift t)*£ power of God, 
and the wifdom of God. 45 Beeaufe 
what the vain world profanely reckons 
a folly, un worthy of God,'s wifer than all 
that tho wit of men can dcvHe; and the 
weaknefs of the fervants of God is ftrpng- 
er in reforming the world, than the 
ftrongeft efforts of man’s wit. 26 For, 
behold, thole among you, that are called 
brethien, there are not many worldly- 
wife men, not many mighty, not many 
noble ; 27 But God hath chofen the 

foolifli thing? of the world, that he may 
fliame the wife men ; and ,God hath 
chofen the weak things of this world, to 
fliame its’mighty things ; 28 And bafe 

things of the world, and things wbah 
are defpifed, hath God chofen, yea, and 
things which are not regarded-, to bring 
to nought things that are; 29 That no 

fhefli should boaft in his prefence. 30 
For of him ye are in Chrift Jefus, who 
is made of God unto us wifdom. and 
righteoufnefs, and fan (ft: ideation, and re¬ 
demption ; 31 So that, according as it 

is written. He that boafteth Jet him boaft 
in the Lord. 

CHAP. n. 

Of the power of God. 

A ND I,’brethren, when I came a- 
moiigyou, came not with the pomp 
of language or worldly rvifdom, publifti- 
ing to you the gofpel of God. 2 For I. 
determined that I would know nothing 
among you but Jefus Chrift, even that 
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crucified perlbn. 3 And I was with you 
in weajrncfs, and in fear, and in mm h 
trembling. 4 And my lpeech and my 
preaching was not with enticing words 
of man's wifiloin, but in the powerful 
clem oh Ci ration of the Spirit. 5 That your 
faith Iho'jld not depend on the wifJorn of 
men, hut on the power of God. 6 Never- 
the Id's we fpeak (perfccT) wifdoni among 
thole wli.) „r * perfectly inftruoh d ; but 
not the wifdom of this world, nor of the 
rulers of this world, who (hall, r.evcrtliC- 
hfr, be brought down. 7 But wc fpeak 
the myfterious wifdom of Go.!, which was 
(^long) kept fee ret, which God from e- 
icinal ages pre-determined unto our glo¬ 
ry; 8 Which none of the princes of the 
World knew ; for had they known it, 
they would not have crucified the Lord 
of glory. 9 But as it is written, Eye 
hath not feen, nor ear heard, neither 
have entered into the heart of man, what 
things God hath prepared for them that 
love him. xo But God hath revealed 
them to u9 by his Spirit; for the Spirit 
feurcheth all things, yea, the deep things 
of God. 11 For what man knoweth the 
things of another man ? thefe are known 
only to ihe fpirit of the man which re r 
firlcs in him : fo alfo, none knoweth the 
things of God, but the Spirit of God. 12 
N ■)\v the Spirit which we have received, 
is not that of the world, but the Spirit 
which is from God, tliat we might know 
the tilings which are freely given us by 
God. 13 Which things wc alfo fpeak, 
not in words dictated by human wifdom, 
but in thole dictated by the Holy Spirit; 
explaining fuch fpiritua! things by fpiri- 
tual words. 14 But the animal man 
rcceivcth not the things of the Spirit of 
God : for they are foolimuffs unto him ; 
neither can he know the.11, becaufe they 
arc fpintuilly difeerned. 15 But the 
fpiritual man difeerneth all things, while 
he h ini felt is difeerned by no maiv 16 
for who hath knowp the mind of the 
Lord, or who hath inftri. cted him ? But 
Wc have the mind of Thrill.

Pai l's manner with 'loeah believers. 

N D I, brethren, could not fpeak 
unto you as unto fpiritual (inen), 
bur as unto carnal, even as unto babes in 
Thrift, ( and beginners in the divine life). 
2 I have ted you with milk, and not 
with ltrong meat ; becaufe ye a.ie not 
able to, bear it, nor arc y.- yet able. 3 
For ye arc yet carnal: for whereasthere 
is among you envying, andftrife, and di- 
vilions, are yc not carnal, and walk as 


men ? 4 For while one faith, I am of 

Paiil; and another, I am of Apollos; are 
ye not carnal * 5 Who then is Paul, and 

who is Apollos, hut minifters by whofe 
means you hive believed, even as the 
Lord gave to every man (ability and fuc- 
cel>). 6 1 have planted, Apollos water¬ 
ed ; but God gave the increafc. 7 There¬ 
fore, he that planted is nothing, (with¬ 
out charity), nor he that watereth ; but 
God who givetli the increafe (by his 
grace). 8 But as he that planteth, and 
he that watereth arc one (in interest and 
affection), and wc (hull receive every man 
his own (proper) reward according to his 
labour. j^For we are fellow-labourers 
for God, ye are the hufbandry.of God. 
10 According to the grace of God which 
is given unto me, as a wife mafter-build- 
cr, I have laid the foundation, and ano¬ 
ther buildeth thereon. But let every 
man take heed how he buildeth thereu¬ 
pon. 11 For other foundation can no 
man lay than tin; is laid, which is JefAs 
Thrift. 11 If any man build upon this 
foundation, (excellent materials), as 
gold, Liver, precious (tones, (or bafer 
(tuffs, as) wood,'('thatched) with hay 
and ftubbLe, (inftcad of the true faith, 
and praiftice of the gofpel, faith without 
works, enthufiafm, or fuperftition, and 
herefy, or fchifm) ; 13 Every one ? s 

work (hall be made manifeft: for the 
day (of judgment) (hall lay it open, be¬ 
caufe it Qia.ll be difciwered by fir^, 

Pet. iii. jo.) yea, the lire (hall prove e- 
very man’s wotk of what kind it is. 14 
If any man’s fupcrftni&ure abide (the 
teft), he (hall receive a’reward. 15 But 
if any man’s work be burnt up, he will 
fuftam the lofs : yet (iflie was fincere,) 
he himfelf ffiall be faved^ though as one, 
when his lioufc is on fire, and he pafling 
through it, lofeth all put his life. ' 

1 6 Enow ye not that ye are the tem¬ 
ple of God, as the Spirit of God dwelicih 
in you ? 17 If any one (by fin) defile 

the temple of God, him will God def- 
trny ; for the' temple of God is holy,—- 
whiMi temple ye are. 

iS Let no mart deceive himfelf: if a- 
ny of you feem to be wife in this world', 
let him become a fool (in ihe world's o- 
pinion), that he mny become wife (unto 
falvation). 19 For the wifdom of this 
world is fooliihiiefs with God ; as it 11 
written, lie entanglclh the wife in their 
own artifice: 10 And again. The Lord 
kno vctli the thoughts of. the wife that 
they are vain. 11 Therefore let none 
glory in men; for k11 things are year's, 
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,.{Rom. viii. 28. for your good); 22 

.'Whether Paul, or A polios, or Cephas, 
or the world, or life, or death, or things 
.prefent,' or things to come j. all are 
your*s;23 And ye are Chrift’s,( for his glo¬ 
ry ); and Cbrift is God’s, (for his glory).

of man’s judgment; yea, I Cam not a)

didit receive it^why doft thou glory as if 
thou had ft not received it ? 

S Now ye arc full, now ye are rich, (in 
your own opinion, with gifts and graces), 
- and have even reigned as kings, without 
(being indebted to) us (for any thing): 

, and I wi£!-i you did (fo) reign, that we 
might alfo reign with you, (partakiug 
of th^ comfort thereof). 9 For I think 

■ that God hath fet forth us the apoATcs 
laft .as it were appointed to death :-for 

■ we are made a’fpedlacle unto the world, 
both to apgels and to men. 10 We are 
treated as fools, for Qirift’s fake; but ye 
are \wfe in Chrilt, (as ye think, by your 
refinements) ; we are weak (thro’ fear 
jjpiid trouble), but ye are ftrong (in your 

own confidence), ye are (rich) and ho¬ 
nourable, but wc are (poor) and de’fgifed. 
H Even unto this prefedt hour we both 
hungersnd thiril, and are almoft naked, 
and are buffeted, and have no certain a- 
bode ; .12 And labour, working with 

our own hands: being reviled, we hltfs;

racles). 20 For the kingdom of God is 
not merely in word, but in power. 2 1 
What do ye choofe, that I fliould come 
to you with a rod (of reproof), or in 
love, and in the fpirit of meeknefs ? - 
CHAP. V.

I T is generally reported that there is 
lewdnefs among you, and that (too) 
fuch lewdnefs as is not heard of (even) 
among the heathy, that a certain per- 
fon fliould have his father’s, (divorce rl) 
wife. 2 /And yet ye are puffed Qp : 
fliould ye-pot rather have lamented, that 
he who hath done this deed might he ta • 
ken away from you. 3 For I verily, tho’ 
abfent ill body, but prefent in fpirit, have 
judged already, as though 1 were prefent, 
concerning him that hath fo done this 
deed; *4 That ye being affembled to¬

6 Your Loading i:» 
rot good. Know .ye not that a little 
leaven lcaveneth the whole maf>, (mo¬ 
ral and natural difeafes both itifedl J.» 7 
Therefore, purge out the old leaven, that 
ye may become a new mafs, as ye aie 
.(by profeflioh) unleavened. For even 
Chrifl: our'paffover is facrificed for us * 
8 Therefore, let us keep the feaft, not 
with old,Pagan leaven, neither with the 
leaven, fcf ipalice and wickednefs ; but 
with the unleavened bread of fincerity 
and truth. _ - 

9 I wrote to you in a letter not to 
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icep company with fornicators; ( a let- 
:er of introduction to Timothy, hut not 
nfpired) j io Yet not altogether ith 
the fornicators of this world, or with the 
:ovetous, nr extortioners, or with idola¬ 
ters ; for then inulfc yc indeed go out of 
die world, ii But now I liavr written 
unto you not to keep company with any 
man that is railed a brother if he be a 
fornicator, or covetous, or an idolater, or 
a i ailer, or a drunkard, or an extortioner; 
with fu ll an one not to converfe, nor to 
eat. iz For what h ive I to do to judge 
them alfo that are without ? do not ye 
judg* therri that are within the church ? 
13 But them that are without (the Pa¬ 
gans) God judgrth, Tnerefore put away 
from among yourlclves that wicked per- 
fou. 

C H A P» VI. 

Law with brethren forbidden. 

AK.E any of you, having a matter 
againft another, go to law before 
the unjuft, and not before the faints? 2 
Do ye not know that the faints Hia.il 
judge the world (as riflefl'ors with Chrift)? 
and if the world (hall i>e judged, by you, 
are yc unworthy to judge the fmalleft 
matters. 3 Know ye not that we fliall 
judge the evil angels ? . how much 
more (fliuuld ye judge ) things that per¬ 
tain to this life ? 

4 If therefore yc have controverficg 
relating to the affairs ol this life, do ye 
fet thofe Pagans to determine them who 
arc of no efteem at all in the church ? 5 
I (peak this to your flisune, What ! is 
there not one intelligent perfon among 
you who may be able to decide the eaule 
of a brother ? 6 But brother goeth to 

biw with brother, and, that before the 
unbelievers. 

7 Therefore, even this is altogether a 
fault among you, that yc have contefts 
with each other. Why do ye not rather 
endure wrong? why do yc not rather 
fufTer yourfelvrs to be- defrauded ? 8 

Kay, ye do wrong, and defiaud even 
your brethren. 

9 Know ye not that the unrighteous 
fliall not inherit the kingdom of God ? 
Be not deceived; neither Tornica^oVs, ngi* 
idulatr;s. nor adulterers, nor effeminate, 
nor abufers of themfelves with mankind 
(Catamites), io Nor thieves, nor covet* 
on*, nru drunkards, nor revilers, nor ex¬ 
tortioners, fliall iiiheiit the kingdom of 
God. 11 And Inch were fome of you ; 
.but ye arc wallied, but yc are famflifietl, 
but ye arc jultificd, in the name of the 
Lord. Jefus, and by the Spirit of our God. 


xa All things (indifferent, as meals), 
are lawful for me, but all things are not 
proper: all things'are lawful forme; 
reverthelefs I will uot be brought under', 
the power of any thing. 

13 Meats arc for the belly, and the 
belly for ‘meats • but God '.vill deftroy 
both it and them (in the grave) ;'but 
tlw body is not for fornication, but for. 
the (fcrvicc of the ) Lord, and the Lord- 
in the body, (to rule it, and glorify it.) 
14 And God hail) both' railed up the' 
Lord Jefus, and will ulfo raife up 11s by 
lus o« r power. 

15 Know yc not that your bodies are 
the member^ of Chrift, (as his Spint ac¬ 
tuates you) ? fliall I then take the mem¬ 
bers of Chrift and make them the inem- 
beis of an haAot ) God forbid.

13 Alfo the woman 
Who hr th' a hulband that believeth not, 
and if he be pleafed to dwelt with her, 
let her not leave him. 14 For the un 
believing hulband is fo fanil.ified to the 
wife, and the unbelieving wife ft fo fanc- 
tified to the hulband that the children are 
not unclfan, (as thofe of Pagans ) but ho¬ 
ly fas citizens of the church) 15 How¬ 
ever if the unbelieving party will depart, 
let him or her depart, a brother or a lif¬ 
ter is not in bondage or confined in fucb

cafes but God hath called ns to peace. 
16 For hoWknowcft thou, O wife,' but 
thou mayeft fave thy hushand, fby con¬ 
verting him) ? or how knowell thou, O 
husband, but thou may eft fave thy wife, 
(by thine .example and inflrudlion) ? 

17' But as God Lath diftributed to e- 
very one (his lot), let every one fo walk 
even as the Lord hath called him ; and 
thus I command in all the churches. 18 
Is any man called being circumcifcd ? let 
him not become uncircumcifed (by re¬ 
nouncing it: is any rtian called being 
uncircumcifed, let him not become cir- 
eumcifed. 19 Circumcifion is nothing, 
and uncircumcifion is nothing, but the 
keeping of the commandments of God. 

>20 Let every man abide in the fame 
calling wherein he was, called, 21 Art 
thou called being a fervant ? care not for 
it; but if thou mayeft be made free, ufe 
it rather. 22 For he that is called by 
the Lord, being a fervant, is the Lord’s 
free man : likewife alfo lip that is called, 
being liee, is CbilftYfervani. 23 Ye are 
bought with a price, .(1 Pet. i. 18.) do 
not become tht fluves of men. 24 Bre¬ 
thren, in whatever condition a man was 
called, thereto let him abide in the fear 


of God. 

• 25 Now, concerning virgins I,have no 
commandment of the Lord; yet I give 
my judgment as one that hath obtained 
mercy of the Lord to be faithful. 

26 I apprehend this, therefore, to be 
good in the pn*fi»nt exigency, that it is belt 
for a fmgle man to continue as lie is. 27 
Art thou bound unto a wife ? feek not to 
be loofed. A 1 1 thou Icol'ed from a wife ? 
feek not a wife. 2S But, and* if thou 
marry, thou hall not finned; and if a 
virgin marry, fiic hath not linm-d ; ne- 
vcithelefs, luch lhall huve a Blu'd ion in 
the flefli (by peifecution), 'but 1 Iparc 
% you. 

29 Bnt this I fay, brethren, the lime 
ft fiiort: it remaincih, that both they 
that have wives be as tho’ they had 
none; 30 And they that weep .is tho’ 
they wept not; and they that rejoice as 
tho’ they rejoiced not; and they that 
purchafe as not pofli fling, (beeaufe they 
mult foon refign it; 31 And they that 
nfe this world as not carrying any thing 
toexccfs; for the feheme of this world 
goes awuy, or periilu th. 

32 But I would have you without anx¬ 
iety. He that is unmarried careth for 
the things that belong to the Lord, how 
lie may pleafe the Lord : 33 But he that 
is married careth for the things that Hie 
of the world, how he may pleafe his 
wife, 34-There is difference alfo be¬ 
tween a wife and a virgin. The unmar¬ 
ried woman careth for the thin-s of the 
Lord, that flie may be holy both in body 
and iri fjjirit; hut flie that is married ca¬ 
reth for the things of the jrorld, how lhe 
may pleafe her husband. 

35 Arid this I fpeak for your own pro¬ 
fit ; not that I may lay a fnare upon 
you, but out of regard to that which is 
comely in his profeflion before the Lord, 
without violent conftraint. 36 But if a- 
ny apprehend that he aids an unbecom¬ 
ing part, to his virgin daughter, if flie 
pats the^ flower of her age in a fingie 
ftate, and he think it ought to have been 
fo, let him do what he will in this ref- 
pedt, he finnethirot: (if a proper part¬ 
ner occu) let them marry. 37 Never¬ 
theless, he that ftandeth fledfaft in his 
heart, having noneceffity, but hath pow- 
,cr over his own will, and hath fo decreed 
in his heart that he will keep his virgin, 
doeth well. 38 So then, be that giveth 
her in marriage doeth well; but he that 
giveth her not hi marriage doeth bet- 
ten 

39 The wife is bound by the Jaw ws 
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long ?s her husband livcth ; but if her 
husband be dead, Hie is at liberty to be 
nmnied to whom ilie will, only a believ¬ 
er in the Lord. 40 But Hie is happier 
if Hie abide, after my judgment; and I 
think alj'o that IJmve the Spiiit of God. 
CHAh VIII. 

To ahfiain from foi bidden meats. 
OW, as touching things offered un¬ 
to idols, we know that we all 
have knowledge. Knowledge puffeth 
up, but love edifieth. 1 And if ally man 
think that lie knoweth any thing, he 
Icnoweth nothing yet as he ought to 
know it. 3 But if any man love God, 
the fame is approved of him. 

4 A.s concerning, therefore, the eating 
of thoie things that are offered in facri- 
hce unto idols, we know that an idol is 
nothing in the world, and that there is 
none other God but one. 5 For though 
there be that are called gods, whether 
in heaven or in earth, as there be many 
falfc gods and falfe lords ; 6 Ncverthe- 

lefs to us there is but one God, the Fa¬ 
ther, from whom are all things derived, 
and we for him (lo his gloiy), and one 
Lord, even Jefus Chi ill, by whom are all 
things created, and we by him are lav¬ 
ed. 

7 But there is not m all men this 
knowledge (that an idol hath no power 
or virtue) ; fome do, even until now, 
with confcioulnefs of veneration for the 
idol, eat things as facrificed to the idol; 
and their confidence being too weak to 
with Hand the temptation to go to an i- 
<!()!’- temple to partake of a feait, is de¬ 
file,! ml tormented. 8 But meats lit 
them! ' lv(s commend us to God; for 
neither are we the better it we eat, nor 
the worfe if we eat not. 

9 But take heed left by any means this 
liberty of yours become a Humbling- 
blo> k to them that arc weak. 10 For if a-r 
ny man fee thee who haft: knowledge fit at 
meat in the idol's temple, flutll not the 
confidence of him who is weak be em¬ 
boldened to eat tliofe things which are 
offered to idols (with veneration) ; 11 

And thro' thy knowledge and liberty 
Hull the weak brother, for whom Chritt 
died, be liable to perifti ? 11 But when 

ye fn lo againft: the brethren, and wound 
their weak conference, ye lin againft 
Chrirt 

13 Wherefore, if my meat make my 
brother tooflend, I will eat no flefli while 
I live, left I make my brother to (Jffend. 
CHAP. IX. 

Mi/ti/lers ought to live by the gofpel. 


Chap, IX* 

MI not an apoftle ? am I not freer 
(to receive maintenance while I 
labour)? Have I not feen Jefus Cbrifl 
our Lord ('perfonally, as an apoftle) ? are 
ye not my work in the Lord ? 2 If I am 

not an apoftle to fome others, yet I 
doubt lefs am ft) to you, for ye are the 
feal of my apoftleftiip in the Lord (by 
your converfion). 

3 This is my apology to them that ex¬ 
amine me in this matter. 

4 Have we not power to eat and to 

drink (at their cxpetice for whom we la¬ 
bour) ? 5 Have we not power to lead 

about with us in our travels a Gfter or a 
wife, as wpll a s other apoftles, and as the 
kinfmen of the Lord and Cephas do ? 6 

Or (hould I only and Barnabas not have 
power to forbear working for our fup- 
port ? 7 Who ever goes to war at his 

Own expencc ? who planteth a vineyard, 
and expedteth not to eat of its fruit ? or, 
who feedeth a flock, and partakes not of 
the milk thereof? 

8 Do I fpeak thefe things merely as a 
man (without divine authority) ? doth 
not the law fpeak alfu the fame ? 9For 
it it written in the law of Mofos, Thou 
fhalt ndt muzzle the ox that treadeth 
out the torn for threfhing it. Is God fo- 
licitous for oxen ? 10 Or faith he it ra¬ 

ther for our fakes > furely more for our 
fakes was it written, that he who plow- 
cth might do it in hope (df partaking 
of the fruit of his lalrour), and that he 
who th re flies in hope fliould partake of 
his hope. 

ri If we have Town unto you fpiritua! 
things, is it any great matter that we 
fliould reap your carnal things? 12 If 
others partake of this power over you, 
fliould not we rather claim it ? but we 
have not made ufe of this power ; but 
we endure all things, that we may not 
occafiou any hindrance to the gofpel of 
Chritt. 

13 Know ye - not that they who are 
employed about tbc holy things (per¬ 
taining to the temple) live thereby, and 
■that they who wait upon the altar (are 
fed thereby) in partaking of the offering, 
with the altar? 14 So alfoahe Lord 
Jefus Chnft hath ordained, that they 
who preach'the gofpel fliould live there¬ 
by. Matth. x. 10. Luke x. 7. J _ 

15 But I have partaken of none of 
thole things; nor have I written thus 
that it flrouid be fo done unto me ; for it 
were better for me to die (for want), 
than that any man fhoilld make thus my 
boafting void, 16 For though I preach 
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the gofpel, I have. bo cauie to boaft ; for 
a neceffity lieth upon me, (by rnv com- 
milTior); and woe to me, if I preach not 
the gofpel. 17 If I indeed do this will¬ 
ingly, I have a reward ; but though I do 
it unwillingly, X muft do it, for a dif- 
penfation. is entrufted lo me. 

iS What then is ray reward ? Surely* 
when I preach the gofpel of Chrift faith¬ 
fully without essence, that fo I may not 
abide my power in the gofpel, tqftlf- 
rntereft; I fltail be rewarded at laft, i 
Pet. v, 19 For tho’ I be free from all 
men* ('and under obligations to none)* 
yet have I made myfelf the fervant of aif, 
that I might gain the more, ao And to 
the Jews I became as a Jew, that I might 
convert the Jews, (A<fts xvi. 3. xxi. 21, 
&ec.) to thofe that thought they were 
under the ceremonial law* as if under 
that law, (in things indifferent), that I 
might convert them ; 21 To thofe that 

were not under the ritual law* as be¬ 
ing myfelf without it, but not without 
the moral law to God, and under 
the law of gofpel obedience to Chrift, 
that I might win them that aie without 
the ritual law. 22 To the weak 
and fcrupulous I became as weak, that 
X might gain upon the weak; I became 
all things .(net morally evil) to all men, 
that by any means I might fave fome. 
23 And this I do for the gofpel’s fake, 
that I might partake with you of its 

j°y s - 

24 Know ye not that they who run in 
a race run all, but one receivcth the prize? 
So run that yjp may obtain. 25 And e- 
■very rrah that (in wreftling) flriveth 
for the maftery is temperate in all 
things. Now, they do it to obtain a cor¬ 
ruptible crown, hut we an incorrupt¬ 
ible. 2 6 I therefore fo run, not as un¬ 
certainly ; fo fight I, not as one that 
beateth the air: 27 But I keep under 
BiyJjcdy, and bring it jnto fubjedftion ; 
left that by any means after I have 
preached to others, I myfelf Ihould be a* 
caftatvay. ✓

N OW* brethren, I would by no means 
have you ignorant* that all our fa¬ 
thers were under the cloud, (Exod. xiii. 

2 x.) for a fliade by day* after they had 
;ili paffed thro* the fea, (coining out of 
Egypt) ; 2 And were all (as it were) 

baptized under the condutfc of Mofes, 
(into that dlfpenfation) in the cloud, and 
in the fea, (wetting them). 3 And they

did all eat the fame (miraculous, or) 1 
fpiritual food ; 4 And they all did drink 
the fame miraculous, or fpiritual drink: 
for they drank of that myltical Rock, 
provifions of Which followed them ; qnd 
that rock reprefented Chrift. 5 But with 
many of them God was nol well plea fed; 
for they were overthrown in the wilder- 
ncl's. 6 Now, thefe things'w’fre figures 
and examples tons, to the intent wefhould 
net loft after evil things, as they all'o lull¬ 
ed. 7 Neither be ye idolaters, ;;s were 
fomc of them; as il is written, The peo¬ 
ple fat dewn to eat and drink, and role 
up to piny before the idol. t S Neither let 
us commit whoredom, as fome of them 
did, and fell in'one day twenty-three 
thoufiind, (by the plague, and by the 
fword. Numb, xxv.) 9 Neither let 11s 
tempt Chrift, as fome of them alio did, 
and were deftroyed by fiery ferpents. 10 
Neither murmur ye, as fome of them al- 
fo murmured, and were deftroyed by the 
deftroycr, (the angel of death). 11 
Now^all thefe things that happened un¬ 
to them are examples to us, and they are 
written lor our admonition,on whom the 
ends of the world (the laft times) are 
come. 12 Wherefore, let him that think- 
eth he ftandetli take heed left he fail. 13 
There hath no trial taken you yet but 
fuch as is common to man : but God is 
faithful, who will not fuffer you to he 
tempted above your ability-; but'will 
with the temptation alfo make a way to 
efcape, that ye may be 2ble to bear it. 

14 Wherefore, my dearly beloved, flee 
from idolatry. 15 I fpeak as to wife 
men ; judge ve what 1 fay, 16 The 
facraroenta' £u 4 | (the emblem of pall 
and futuVe) trailing which (in the Lord). 
we blefs^ is it not the (token of our) 
communion (in the benefits) of the blood 
of Chrift ) the bread which we break, is 
it not likewile the communion of the 
body-of Chrift, (bruifed for our lin). 17 
For we, being many, are (as it were, dif¬ 
ferent parts of one, and) the fame broken 
bread, and one body ; for we are all par¬ 
takers of that one bread, (being one 
in love to Chrift, and each other), 18 
.Confider Ifrael according to the flcfli, 
by defeent. Are not they who eat of 
the facrifices partakers of the ahar (of 
God* as it were, 'feafting in communion 
with him). 19 What then do 1 fay b 
that an idol (of wood, ftone, or me¬ 
tal) has any virtue in It, or that the thing 
facrificed to idols, lias in itfelf any vice* 
or moral pollution ?■ 20 But 1 fay, that 
what the Gentiles fp.crifi.ee,.they oiler, t* 
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evil dxmons, ar.d not to God ; now I 
would not that y.vu fliould have commu¬ 
nion with dremons. ,zt Ye cannot (ac¬ 
ceptably ) drink the cup of the Lord, and 
of the t op of demons, ye cannot he par¬ 
takers of the table of the Lord, and the 
table of dre nons. 22 Do we mean to 
provoke the Lord to jcaloufy ? are we 
Hr on car than he > 23 All things (mo¬ 

rally indilVcrent) are lawful for me. but 
all tiling are not expedient (to be done) ; 
all lueh things are lawful for me, bnt 
all things edify not. 14 Let no man 
feck his own, but every man another’s 
'veil-fare. 25 Whatever flefh is fold 

the fliambles, that eat, afking no qucl- 
tion, (if it is part of an idol’s facritice), 
for conference’ fake: 26 For the whole 
earth is the Lord’s, and the fulnefs there¬ 
of. 11 And if any of the unbelievers in- 
Vite you to a feaft, and you are difpofed 
to go, eat whatever is fet before you, not 
silking any qireftiou for conlcieoce* fake, 
28 But if any one f^y to you, This hath 
been fact ificed to an idol, eat it not, both 
out of regard to him that told thee fo, 
anil alfo out of regard to conicience ; for 
the earth is the Lord's, and the fulnels 
thereof, (lb he will provide for thee o- 
thcr.vifc). 29 I fay, For the fake of con¬ 
ference, not tbine own only, but that of 
theother; for why ismy liberty judged at 
the bar of another man’s conference ? 30 
Tor if I by grace am made a partaker (of 
the gifts of Providence), why ami re¬ 
viled for the uTe*"of that for which I gave 
God thanks ? 

31 Whether, therefore, ye eat, or 
drink, or whatfoever ye do, do ail to the 
glory of God. 32 Give none offence, 
neither to tire Jews, nor tq tire Gentiles, 
nor to the church of God ; 33 Even as 

I pie a lb all men in nil things, not feeking 
mint- own profit, but the profit of many, 
■that they iuav be laved. 

CHAP. XL 

Hi' rc[>rovetb them fpr dvverfe abaft1. 

B E ye lollowers of me, even as I alfo 
mu of Chrift. 

2 Now I pi life you, brethren, that ye 
remember me in all things, and keep the 
ordi lances, as 1 delivered tirem to you. j 
But I would have you know,that the head 
of the woman is the man ■ and the head 
of every man is Chrilt; and tne head of 
Ghrill ;> Go 1 . 4 Every nmn praying or 

prophet ving, w.tli his head covered, dif- 
lionourcth fihrilt his head. 

5 (But every woman that prayeth or 
prophetic! U with her head unveiled 
diliiojioureth (man who is) her head ; 


for it is the fame as if fhe Were fliaved. 
6 For if the woman will not be veiled, 
let her even be ftiorn; but if it be a fliame 
for a woman to be ftioni or fliaven, let 
her be covered. 7 For a man, indeed, 
ought not to cover his head, forafmuch 
as he is the image and glory of God ; but 
the woman is the glory of the man. 8 
For the man is not of the woman ; but 
the woman ot the man. 9 Neither was 
the man created for the woman; but tho 
woman for the min. 10 For this caufe 
ought the woman to have a vail on her 
head, (for gravity ),becaufe of the aogels. 
11 Neverthelefs, neither is the mar* with¬ 
out rhe worn an,neither the woman with¬ 
out the man, in the Lord. 12 For as the 
woman was of the man, even fo is the 
man alfo by the woman; but all things 
ot God.] 

r 3 Judge in yourfelves; is it comely 
that a woman pray unto God uncover¬ 
ed ? 14 Doth not even nature ltfelf 

teach you, that if a man have long hair, 
it is a Ilia me unto him ? 15 But if a wo- 

I a! I 

man have long hair, it is a glory to her; 
for her hair is given her fora covering. 16 
But if any one appears to be contentious 
about this, we have no fuch cufloms, 
(as tor women to woribip unvailed), 
neither the other churches of God. 

17 But while I am giving you thefe 
in ft ructions, I do not praife you, that you 
come together, not for the better, but 
fer the ’vorle. 18 For, firft: of all, when 
ye come together in the church, I heSp 
that time be divitions among you ; ana 
I partly believe it 19 For there muft; 
be alfo lie relies among you, that they 
who are approved may be made manifelt 
among you. 40 Therefore, when you 
corue together into one place, it is not 
(lit) to (be called) eating the Lgid’s flip¬ 
per. 2t For every one in eating tnkctli 
before another his own fupper; and one 
is hungry, and another drinks to excefs. 

22 What ! have ye not houfes to eat 
and to drink in? or defpife ye the church 
of God. and ftiame them that have not 3 
What diall I fay to you? Ihall I praife you 
in this? I pmife you not. 23 For 1 receiv¬ 
ed (Gill. i. 12.) from the Lord that which 
I alfo delivered to you, That tire Lord Je- 
ius, the fame night in which lie was be¬ 
trayed, took bread. 34 And, having gi¬ 
ven thanks to God, he brake it, and 
faid, Take, eat; this is (a figure of) my 
body, which is (virtually, and loon to be 
atftually) broken for you; this do in com¬ 
memoration of me. 23 In like manner 
alio lie took the cup, after he had flipped. 
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laying, This cnp (as a Teal) ratifies the 
new covenant, confirmed in my blood : 
this do, as often as ye drink it, in com- 
memoiation 01 me, 26 For as often as 
ye eat this bread, and drink this cup, ye 
(hew forth the Lord’s death till he 
come. 

(N. B. This inftitution of the fupper 
diffe rs from that in the gofpel hiftory; as 
to time, place,Stobjefts, that was injeru- 
rufalem and Jewry among Jews, and 
by Chrift, while on earth, and even be¬ 
fore his- death : but Paul received this 
from heaven fome years after Chrift’s a- 
fcenGon; and he delivers it. here, after 
he was above thirty years an apoftle, not 
to Jewifli converts, but to Gentiles in 
Europe ; fo that it had no connection 
with or refpedl to the Jewifli law or 
ftate. This epiftle was writteri above 
fieven years before any of the gofpels. 
The day of Chrift’s death, which it 
was to commemorate, was the great 
yearly feaft of the fupper aS of the pafio- 
ver. 1 Cor. v. 7. He is very par¬ 
ticular in his charge about the fup¬ 
per ; not fo about baptifm, the original 
defign and practice of which sbaS for 
converts to Chriftianity .who firft believ¬ 
ed. The learned on each fide have fliew- 
en, that no infants were baptized, till 
near -the end of the third century, and'no 
adults of the pofterity of Chriftians, till a- 
bout 1520 .) 

.27 Wherefore, whofoever fliall eat this 
bjrfead, and drink this cup of the Lord, 
unworthily, fliall be guilty of the body 
and blood of the Lord. 28 But let a 
man examine hioifelf, and fo let him eat 
of that bread-,- and drink of'that cup. *9 
For he thnteateth and dfinketh unwor¬ 
thily, eateth and drinket'h judgment to 
himfelf, not' dii'ccrning the Lord’s body. 

30 On this account many are weak and 
fick among you, and many are fallen a- 
fleep (in death); ^'31 For if we would 
judge ourfelves, we fliould not be judged. 
32 But' when we are judged we are 
chafter.ed of the Lord, that we fhould 
not be eoudenined with the world. 

33 Wherefore, my brethren, when ye 
come together to eat, tarry one for ano¬ 
ther. 34 And if any man hunger, let 
him eat at home ; that ye come not to¬ 
gether unto condemnation. And the 
reft will I fet in order when I come. * 
CIIAP, XIT. 

Of fj'iritual gift*. 

OW, concerning fpiriutal gifts, bre¬ 
thren, I would not fiave you igno¬ 
rant. 


2 Ye know that ye were Gentiles, 
carried after dumb Idols, even as ye 
were led. 3 Wherefore I give you to 
underftand, that no man fpeaking by the 
Spirit of God calleth Jefus accurled ; and 
that no man can (experimentally) fay 
Jefus is the Lprd, but by the Holy Spi¬ 
rit. 

4 Now, there ‘are diverfitics of gifts, 
but of the fame Spirit. 5 And though 
there are diverfities of adminiftrations, 
there is but the fame Lord. 6 And there 
are diverfitics of operations, but it is the 

fame God who woiketh all thefe in all 

/ 

mem. 7 But to every one is given a mani- 
feftation of the gifts of the Spirit as is 
moft profitable (for hinifclf and others). 
8 For to one is given by the Spirit the 
word of wifdom ; to another the word of 
knowledge by the fame Spirit ; 9 To 

another (miraculous) faith by the lame 
Spirit; to another the gifts of healing by 
the fame Spirit; 10 To another the 

working ofdiverfc miracles; to another 
prophecy; to anbther difeerning of fpi* 
rits; to another diverfe kinds of tongues; 
to. another the interpretation of tongues. 
H But all thefe'worketh that one and 
the felf-fame Spirit, dividing to every 
man fevcrally as he will. 

12 For as the body one, and hath 
many members, and all the members of 
that one body, many as they are, are one 
body; fo alfo is Chrift. 13 For by one fpi- 
rit are we all baptized into one body, 
whether we be Jews or Gentiles, whe¬ 
ther we be bond or free ; and we arc 
all made to drink into the faith of one 
fpirit, Sc receive his virtues, in the Lord’s 
fupper. 14 For the body is not one 
membef, but many. Ifvhe foot fliall 
fay, Becaufe 1 am not the hand, I am not 
of the body ; is it, therefore, not of the 
body ? 1 6 And if the ear fliall fay, Be- 

cauie I am not the eye, I am not of the 
body ; is it, therefore, not of the body ? 
17 If the whole body were an eye, where 
were the hearing ? if the whole were 
hearing, where were the fmellir.g ? 18 

But now hath God fet the members eve¬ 
ry one of them in the body as he hath 
feen fit. 19 And if they were all one 
member, ,where were the body ? 20 

But now they are many members, yet 
but one body. 21 And the eye cannot 
fay unto the hand, I have no need of 
tlice ; Dor again, the head to the feet, I 
have no need of you. 22 Nay thofe 
members of the body, which feem to be 
more feeble, are rnoft neceftary; 23 

And thofe members of the body, which 
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feem to be the left honourable parts 
of the body, thofe we farround with 
more abundant honour, and our un¬ 
comely parts have more abundant come- 
linefs. 24 For our comely parts have 
no need ; but God hath tempered 
the body together, having given more 
abundant honour to that part which 
lacked : 15 That there Humid be no 

fchifm in the body ; but that the 
members Hiould have the fame care one 
for another. z6 And whether one mem¬ 
ber fuffer, all the members fuffer with 
it; or one member be honoured, all the 
members rejoice with it. 

27 Now ye are the body ofChrift, and 
members each in particular. 28 And 
God hath fct Tome in the church ; firft, 
apoftles; iecondarily, prophets; third¬ 
ly, teachers ; after that workers of mi¬ 
racles ; then gifts of healing, helpers, 
governments, diverfities of tongues. 29 
Are all apoftles ? are all prophets ? are 
all teachers ? are all workers of mi¬ 
racles? 30 Have all the gifts of heal¬ 
ing? do aU fpeak with tongues? do all in¬ 
terpret? 31 But ye contend earneftly 
about the belt gifts; and yet I (hew you 
a way of the higheft excellence. 
CHAP. XIII. 

Gifts are nothing •without charity. 

T Hough I fpeak with the tongues of 
men, and of angels, but have not 
love (to God and my fellow-creatures), 
I am become a founding orafs, or a tiuk T 
ling cymbal. 

2 And though I have alfo the gift 
of prophecy, and underftand all myfte- 
ries, and all knowledge; and tho* I have 
all miraculous faith, fo that I could re¬ 
move mountains, and have not charity, I 
am nothing. 3 And though I bellow all 
my goods to feed the poor, and though I 
give my body to be burned, and have not 
charity, it profiteth me nothing. 4 Cha¬ 
rity fuiVereth injuries long, and is gentle 
and kind ; chanty envieth not; charity 
is not outrageous, is not puffed up, 5 
Doth not behave itfelf unbecomingly, 
feeketh not her own itrtcreft only, is not 
e a lily provoked, thinketh no evil ; 6 

Re joneth no; in iniquity, but rejoiceth 
in the truth 7 Beareth all things, be- 
licveth all things, hopeth all things, en- 
durcth all things. 8 Charity never fail- 
eth : but whether there be prophecies, 
they fliall ceafe ; whether there be 
tefngucs, they (hall ceafe ; whether there 
be knowledge in rituals it Hull vanirti a- 
way, 9 F or we know in part, anu we 
prophefy in part. 10 But when that 


which is perfeft is come, thea that which 
is in part fliall be done away* 

x 1 When I was a child, J fpake as a 
child, I was affedled as a child, 1 thought 
as a child; but when I became a man I 
put away childifh things. 12 For now 
we fee through a mirror of polilhed metal 
darkly; but then face to face; now I know 
in part; but then fliall I know even as 
alfo I am known, (intuitively, as an¬ 
gels). 13 There now,abideth faith; 
hope, charity, thefe three (notable gra¬ 
ces); but the greateft of thefe is charity. 
CHAP. XIV. 

Prophecy commended. 

Oli.ow after charity, and defire fpi- 
ritual gifts, but efpecialty that yc 
may prophefy* 2 For he that fpeaketh 
in an unknown tongue fpeaketh not un¬ 
to men, but unto God : for none elfc 
underftandeth 'him, tho* in the fpirit he 
fpeak myfterie9. 3 But he that prophe- 
fieth fpeaketh unto men to edification, 
and exhortation, and comfort. 4 He that 
fpeaketh in an unknown tongue edifieth 
himfelfonly ; but he that propnefieth e- 
difieth the church. 

5 I would that ye all fpake with 
tongues; but rather' that ye prophefied; 
for greater is he that prophefieth than he 
that fpeaketh with tongues, except he 
interpret,thatthe church may receive e- 
Jifying. 

6 Now, brethren, if I come urtto you 

fpeaking with tongues, what fliall I prd- 
fit you, except I fliall fpeak to you either 
by Kwelation, or by knowledge of any 
feripture, or by prophefying, or by doc¬ 
trine ? 7 And even things without life 

giving found, whethci pipe or harp, ex¬ 
cept they give a due diftindlion in the 
founds, how fliall it be known what is 
piped or harped ? 8 For if the trumpet 

give an uncertain found, who fliall pre¬ 
pare himfelf to the battle ? 

9 So likewife you, except ye utter by 
the tongue words intelligible, how fliall 
it be known what is fpoken? for ye fliall 
lpeak into the air. 10 There may be fi¬ 
ver fo many kinds of language in th'i 
world, and none of them is without lig- 
nification. 11 But if I know not the 
meaning of the language, I fliall be into 
him that fpeaketh a barbarian, and he 
that fpeaketh (hall be a barharian unto 
me. 12 So you alfo, feeing ye defire 
fpiritual gifts, feek to excel in them fur 
the edification of the church. 

13 Wherefore, let him that fpeaketh 
in an unknown tongue privy that he alfo 
may ixj^erpret. 14 For if I pray in an 
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unknown tongue, nay fpirit prayctli, hut 
my underftanding Is* unfruitful. to o- 
lhers. r ■ , 

15 What is my duty then ? I will 
pray with the fpiWt, and I will pray with 
the underftanding alfo ; I will fing with 
the fpirit, and I will fing with the under¬ 
ftanding alfo. 1 6 Moreover, if thou 
»riveft thanks in the fpirit, how fliall he 
that filleth up a private place faylAraen 
„to thy jhank giving, feeing he knows not 
-what thou fayeft? 17 For thou, indeed, 
.verilr, givcft thanks well, yet the other 
is not edifierk 

iS I thank my God, that Ifpeak with 
tongues more than you all: 19 Yet in 

the church I had rathe* fpeak five words 
with my underftanding, that l might 
teaih others alfo, than ten thoufand 
words in an unknown tongue. 

20 Brethren,'be not children in under¬ 
ftanding ; howbeit, in malice be ye chil¬ 
dren, but in underftanding be men. 21 
Itrnhe law it is wiitten, With foreign 
language and foreign lip? will I fpeak 
unto this people ; and even fo they will 
rot hearken ti> me, faith the Lord. 

'' 'tz therefore tongues are for^a fign, 
not to them that believe, but to them 
'that believe not; hut prophefying ferv- 
cth^not for them that believe not, hut 
for them who believe. : 

43 If, therefore, the whole church he 
come together into one place, and "all 
fpeak with tongues; and there come in 
thofe that are unlearned, or unbelievers, 
will they not fay that ye are diftr^cled. 
44 But if all prophefy, and there come 
in one that believeth net, or one unlearn¬ 
ed, he is convinced by all, he is judged by 
all. 25 And thus arc the fecrets of his 
heart in ad e manifeft ; and fo, falling 
down on his face, he will worihip God, 
-and report that God is indeed among 
you. 

z6 How is it then, brethren? when ye 
come together, - every one of you hath a 
p'alrn, hath a doctrine, hath a tqngue, 
hath a revelation, hath an interpreta¬ 
tion. Let all things be done unto edify¬ 
ing. 27 If any man fpeak in an un¬ 
known tongue, let it be by two, or at 
the inoft by three, ,(at one meeting), and 
that by courfe ; and let one interpret. 
23 But if therebe no interpreter let him 
keeo filence in the church ; and let him 
fpeak to himfelf, and to GocL 29 Let the 
prpphcts fpeak two (at one meeting) or 
three, and let the others'judge. 

30 If any thing be revealed fo another 
that fttleth bt/ let -the firft have done 


fpeaking. 31 For -ye may all prophefy 
one by one, that all may learn, and all 
may be comforted. 32 And the fpirits 
of the prophets are orderly, and arc fub- 
jedl to the prophets fuccetiling, 33 Foi 
God is not tile author of confufion, hut 
of peace, as in all churches of the faints. 
‘ 34 Let your women keep filence in 
the Churches; for it is not permitted un¬ 
to thetit to fpeak; but they are command¬ 
ed to be under fubje< 5 lion, as alio faith 
the law. 35 And if they will learn a- 
ny thing, let them alk their hulbands at 
home ; for it is a fliaine for women to 
fpeak in the church. 

- 36 What ! came the word of God out 
from you? or came it unto you only, (and 
to none elfe) ? 37 If any man think 

himfelf to be a prophet, or lpiritual. Jet 
him acknowledge that the things that I 
write unto you are the commandments 
of the- Lord. 38 But if any man will be 
ignorant, let him be ignorant. 

39 Wherefore, brethren, defire to pro¬ 
phefy, yet forbid not to fpeak with 
tongues. 40 Let all things be done de¬ 
cently, and in ordeF. 

CHAP. XV. 

The resurrection proved. 
Oreover, brethren, I declare unto 
you the gofpel which I preached 
unto you, which alfo ye have received, 
and wherein ye Hand ; 2 By which alfo 
ye -are foved, if ye faithfully retain thofe 
joy fid tidings which I delivered unto 
you, unlefs, indeed, ye have believed -ill 
vain. 3 For I delivered unto you, among 
' the firft principles, that which 1 alfo re¬ 
ceived, how that Chrift died for our fins, 
according to the fcripturcs; 4 And that 
he was buried, and that he rofe again the 
• third day, according to the feriptures : 
5 And - that he was Teen of Cephas, then 
by the twelve. 6 After that, he was feen 
of abpve rive hundred brethren at once; 
of whom the greater part remain alive, 
unto.this prefent time, but feme are fal¬ 
len afleep. 7 After that lie was feen of 
James y then by all the apoftlcs. S And 
laft of all he was feen of me alfo, as of 
one born out of due time. 9 For J am 
the- lealt of the apoftlcs, that am not 
meet to be called an apoftle, becaufe 1 
persecuted ‘the church of God. 10 Bui 
by tlie grace of God ] am what I am ; 
and. h-is-grace which was beftowed upon 
me was pot in vain; but I laboured inou; 
abundantly than they all: yet rot I, but 
the grace of God which was with me. 

n Therefore, whether it were I or 
they, fo we-preach, and fo yc believed. 
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I? Now, if Chrift be preached that he 
rofc from the dead, how fay forae among 
you that there is no refurredlion of the 
dead ? 13 But if there be no refurrec- 

tion of the dead, then is Chrift not rifen. 
14 Aifd if Chrift be not rifen; then is our 
preaching vain, and your faith is alio 
vain. 15 Yea, and tve are found fulfe 
witncfles of God ; bccaufe we have tef- 
tified of God that he raifed up thrift ; 
whom he raifed not up, if fo be that the 
dead rife not. id For if the dead rife 
not, then is not Chrift raifed ; 17 And 

if Chrift lie not raifed, your faith is vain; 
ye are yet in your fins. 18 Then they 
(Chriftians and martyrs) alfo who are 
fallen aflcep in Chrift are perifhed. ly 
If in this life only we have hope in 
Chrift, we arc of all men nioft-wretch¬ 
ed. 

20 But now Chrift is rifen from the 
dead, and become the firft-fruits of them 
that llept. 21 For lince by man came 
death, by man came ulfqtherefurrec- 
tion of the dead. 22 For as in Adam all 
die, even fo in Chrift (hall all be made a- 
Jive. 

23 But every man in His own order: 
Chrift the firft-fruits ; afterward they 
that are Chrift's at his coming. 24 Then 
(hail the end (of the world) be, when he 
Ihall deliver up the (mediatorial) 
kingdom to God, even the Father, (the 
plan of it being finiflied); when he fhall 
have aboliflied all oppofite principality, 
and all authority, and power, (as Satan, 
fin, and death). 25 For he null 
reign, till he hath put all enemies under 
his feet. 

26 ■‘The laft enemy, even death, fhall 
be deftroyed. 27 For he hath put all 
things under his fecH. But when lie fait h, 
All things are put under him, it is mani¬ 
fest that he is excepted who did pul all 
things under him. 2S And when all 
things ihall be fubdued unto him, then 
fhall the Son alfo himfelf be fubje<ft un~ 
tn hVm that put all things under him, 
(having delivered up his mediatorial 
romciillion, and kingdom, the end being 
accompli fhed ), that God may be all in 
all, (without further need of a mediator). 
19 Life what fhould they do who are 
baptized in the room of the dead, (offer¬ 
ing themfelves to l'uccecd the martyrs, 
r.rnl occupy their places), if the dead arc 
not raifed all ? why are they, neverthe- 
Iefs, baptized in the place df the dead, 
(in the faith and hope of enjoying the 
loriety of their friends at the rcfurrec- 
tion). 3:. And why arc tve every hour 


expofed to danger, (without any reward 
in this world) 

31 I proteft by your rejoicings in 
Chrift Jefus our Lgrd, (which I may 
call my own, by the joy they afford 
me, that) I daily die (a living death, 
by fufferings). 32 If (tg ufe a common 
proverb) after the manner of men, (as 
favage as beads of prey), I have had a 
fight with (human) beads at Kphefus, 
what advantage have I thereby, if the 
dead life not (to future glory) ; Ictus 
(then as Epicures) eat and drink (to¬ 
day) ; fince we may die to-morrow'. 

33 Be not deceived (by infidels); 
good manners are debauched by talk pro¬ 
fane, (as Menander the Greek Boet 
fays). 34 Awake to truth and righte- 
oufnefs, and fin not, (in oppofing them); 
for fume have not the knowledge of God, 
(which even nature’s light affords); I 
fpeak this to fhame you. 

35 But fome one will perhaps fay, 
How are the dead'raifed up, (and their 
iluft collected) ?. and with >vhat kihd of 
bodies do they come ? 3 6 Thou thought- 
lefs creature, that feed which thou fovv- 
eft is not quickened except it die, (all 
but the bud, which is ijourifhed by the 
corruption of the reft, John xii. .24.) 
37 And as for that which thou foweft, 
thou f-flweft not the body which (hall be 
formed, but bare grain, perhaps of wheat, 
or of any other grain: 36 But God giv- 
eth it fnch a body as it hath pleafed him, 
and to every feed its own body. 39 All 
flefli is not of the fame kind ; hut the tiefil 
of men, and of cattle, of fillies, and off 
fowls, are all different from c.ych other 
(in quality). 40 There are alfo celei- 
tial bodies, and terreftrial bodies; but the 
glory of the celeftial and terreftiial are 
different. 41 There is one glory o f the 
fun, and another glory of the moon, and 
another glory of the ftars ; and one liar 
differeth from another flat in glory. 

42 So alfo fhall be the refurre(Hon of 
the dead ; it is fown in corruption, it is 
rHifeci in incomiption : 43 It is Town in 

difbonour, it is raifed in glory, (Matth. 
xvli. 2. xiii. 43.) it is foWn in weaknefs, 
it is raifed in power; 44 It is fown an 

animal body, it is railed a fpiritual body. 
There is-a natural body, and there is a 
fpiritual body. 45 And fo it is written-. 
The firft man Adam was made a living 
foul; Chrift, the laft Adam, is for a 
quickening 1‘pirit, (to fpintunltzc the bo¬ 
dy). 4<S» Ilowbeit, -that was not firft 
which is fpiiitual, but that which is na¬ 
tural ; .Bird afterward that which is fpiri- 
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tual. 47 The, firft man was from the 
earth; earthly ; the fecond man is the 
Lord from heaven. 48 As was the earth* 
Jy, fuch ,are .they alfo that are earthly : 
and as is the heavenly, fuch are they al- 
fo that are heavenly. 49 And as we 
have borne the-image of the earthly, we 
lhall alfo bear the image of the heaven¬ 
ly. „ 

30 Now this I fay, brethren, that flefli 
add blood cannot inherit the kingdom of 
God ; neither doth a corruptible inherit 
incorruption. 

51 Behold, I tell you a myllery; We 
fh&ll not all fleep, but we lhall all be 
changed, 52 In a moment, in the twink¬ 
ling of an eye, at the laft trump; (for the 
trumpet lhall found ;) and the dead fliall 
Ve raifed incorruptible, and we that are 
alive lhall -be changed. 53 For this cor¬ 
ruptible mull: put 6n incorruption, and 
this mortal mull put on immortality. 

1 54'So when this corruptible lhall have 
put on incorruption, and this mortal lhall 
have put on immortality, then lhall be 
brought to pafs the faying that is writ¬ 
ten, Death is fwallowed up. in victory. 
55 O death ! where is thy fting 1 O 
gravef where is tby vi&ory ? 56 The 

fting- oF'death is fin ; and the power of 
fin is the law. 57 But thanks be to 
God who givcth us the vidlory, through 
our Lord Jefus Chrift. 

58 Therefore, my beloved brethren, 
be ye ftedfaft, unmoveable, always a- 
bounding in the work of the Lord; foraf- 
much as ye know that your labour is not 
in vain in the Lord. 

CHAP. XVI. 

4 V 

'Exhortations to charity. 

OW, concerning the* collection for 
the poor faints, as I have given or¬ 
der to the churches of Galatia, ^ven fo 
do ye. 2 Upon the firft day of the week 
(when ye alTemble for public worlhip ) 
let every one of you lay fomething by, in 
proportion to the degree in which God 
hath profpered him (in his affairs), trea- 
futing it up (in a common ftock), that fo 
there be no (need of) collections when I 
come. 3 And*, when I come, whenso¬ 
ever ye lhall approve by your letters, 
them will 1 fend to bring your liberality 
unto Jerufalem. 4 And if it be meet 
that I go alfo, they lhall go with me. 

5 -Now I will come unto you* when I 
have paifed through Macedonia; (for I 
am juft £’oing to pafs thro* Macedonia): 
6 And it may be that I Will abide a 


while, yea, and winter with you, 
that ye may bring me on my journey 
whitherfoever I go: 7 For I will not 
fee you now in my way; but I hope to 
tarry a while with you, if the Lord per¬ 
mit. 8 But I will tarry at Ephefus un¬ 
til Pentecoll. 9 For a great and effec¬ 
tual door is opened unto me, and there 
dre many oppofers. 

10 Now, if Timotheus come, fee that 
he mAy be with you without fear (of ill 
tifage by you); for he worketh the work 
of the Lord, as I alfo do. 11 Let no 
man, therefore, dcfpife him ; but con¬ 
duct him forth in peace, that he may 
come unto me r for I look for him with 
the brethren. 

12 As touching our brother Apollos, 
I greatly defired him to como unto you 
with the brethren : but his will was not 
at all to qome at this time , but he will 
come when he fliall have convenient 
time., * 

Be watchful, Hand fall in the 
faith, acquit yourfelvcs like men, be 
ftrong in the faith. 14 Let all your affairs 
be done with mutual love. 15 And I 
befeech ypu, brethren, as ye know the 
houfe of ■ Stephanas, that it is the firll- 
fruits of Achaia, as they have fet them- 
felves to minifter to the faints, 16 
s That ye- fubmit yourfelves unto fuch, 
and to every one that helpeth with us, 
and labour^lh. 

17 .1 am glad of the coming of Stepha¬ 
nas, and Fortunatus, and Achaicus ; for 
that which was lacking on your part 
they have fupplied. 18 For they have 
refrelhed my fpirit and your’s; therefore 
acknowledge ye them that are fuchj 

19 The churches of Aha falute you. 
Aquila and Prifcilla falute you affec¬ 
tionately in the Lord, with the church 
that ifi in their houfe. 20 All the bre¬ 
thren greet you. Greet ye one another 
with an holy falutaiion. 21 The falu- 
tation of roe Paul with mine own band. 
. 22 If any man love not the Lord Jefus 
Chrift, he will be Anathema Maran-atha, 
(accurfed at the Lord’s coming.) 

23 The grace of our Lord Jefus Chrift 
be with you. 24 My love be with you 
all in Chrift Jefus. Amen. , 

Tf Ihe Jirfi epiftle to the Corinthianp 
•was •written from Philippi f by Ste¬ 
phanas, and Fortunatus , and Achai¬ 
cus, and Timotheus . 
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C H A P. I. - 
\ The church comforted. 

AUL, an apoftle of Jefus Clirift by 
the will of God, and Timothy our 
brother, unto the church of God which 
is at Corinth, with all the faints who are 
in all Achaia : 2 Grace and peace be 

to you, from God our Father, and from 
the Lord Jefus Clirift. 

3 BletTed be the God and Father 
of our Lord Jefus Chrift, the Father of 
mercies, and the God of all con¬ 
futation. 4 Who comforteth us in 
all our tribulation, that we may be able 
to comfort them who are in trouble, by 
the comfort wherewith we ourfelves are 
comforted of God. 5 For as the fufler- 
ings (for the caufe) of Chrift abound 
with rfefpedt to us, fo our confolation by 
Chrift does abound. 6 For whether we 
be afflidted, it is in fubfervience to your 
confolation and falvation, which is effec¬ 
tually wrought out by. the patient en¬ 
during of the fame fufterings which we 
alfo undergo; or whether we be com¬ 
forted, it is for your confolation and fal¬ 
vation. 

7 And our hope concerning you is 
ftedfaft, knowing, that as ye are partak¬ 
ers of the fufferings, fo alfo of the confo¬ 
lation. 

8 For we would not have you, igno¬ 
rant, *brethien, of our trouble which 
came to us in Afia, that we were exceed- 
ingly preffed above ftrenglh, in fo much 
that we defpaired even of life. 9 And 
we ourfelves received the fentence of 
death in ourfelves, (expecting to die,) 
that we might not truft in ourfelves, but 
in God, vyho raifeth the dead ; to Who 
delivered us from fo great a death, and 
doth deliver; in whom we truft that he 
will yet deliver us: it Ye alfo help¬ 
ing together in prayer for us, that, fo the 
gift obtained for us by the prayers of ma¬ 
ny perfons, may be matter of thankfgiv- 
ing by many on our behalf. 12 For this 
is our rejoicing, the teftimony of our con- 
fcience, that in fimplicity and godly fin- 
cerity, not with carnal wifdom, but by 
the grace of God, we have had our con- 
verfation in the world, and more efpeci- 
ally towards you. 13 For we write none 
other things unto you than what ye know 


or acknowledge, and I truft ye (hall ac¬ 
knowledge even to the end : 14 And 

indeed ye have acknowledged us in part, 
that we are your rejoicing, even as ye al¬ 
fo will be ours in the day ofthe Lord Jefus. 

15 And in this confidence I was mind¬ 
ed before to come unto you, that ye 
might have had a fecond benefit; i <5 
And to pafs by you into Macedonia, and 
to coirte again out of Macedonia unto 
you, and of you to be brought on my 
way towaru Judea. 

17 When I, therefore, was thus mind¬ 
ed, was lunftedfaft ? or the things that 
I purpofe* do I pur pole according to flefhly 
views, that wi;h me there ftiould be yea, 1 
yea, and nay, nay, (inconflancy)? 18 

But as God is faithful, our word toward 
you was not (wavering) yea and nay. 
19 For Jefus Chrift, the Son of God, 
who was preached among you by us, e- 
ven by me, and Silvanus, and Titnothe- 
us, was not yea and nay, but in him was 
(immutable) yea. 20 Now, all the pro- 
mifes of God are in him yea, and in him 
amen (immutable truth), unto the glo¬ 
ry of God by us. 

2r For he who alfo eftabliftieth 11s to¬ 
gether with you (in the faith and love 
of) Chrift, and hath anointed us (with pe¬ 
culiar gifts of the Spirit) is God; 21 
Who hath alfo fealed us (with the like- 
nefs of his image in holinefs), and given 
us the erneft of the Spirit in (th* joy$ of ) 
our hearts. 

23 Moreover, I call God for a record 
upon my foul (as I hope for mercy to it) 
that to fpare you I came not as yet to 
Corinth, ‘ 24 Not becaufe we have do¬ 
minion over your faith, but are helpers 
of your joy : for by faith ve Hand- 
CHAP. II. 

The reafon of his not coming to them . 

B U T I determined this with myfelf, 
that I would not come again to you 
in heavinefs. 2‘For if I make you lorry* 
who is lie then that maketh me glad, 
but the fame who is made forry by me ? 3 
And I wrote thus unto you, left, when 
I come, I fliould.have forrow from them, 
for whom I ought to rejoice; having 
this confidence in you all, that my joy is 
the joy of you all. 4 For out of much 
affliction, and anguilh of heart I wrote 
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unto you with many tears; not that ye 
ftiouldjbegrieved, but that ye might know 
the love which I have more abundantly 
uoto you. 5 But if any have caufed 
grief, he hath not grieved me only, that 
I may -not over-burden you all. 6 Suffi¬ 
cient to fuch a man is this rebuke, which 
■was given by many. 7 So that contra- 
rhvife ye ought rather to forgive him, 
and comfort him, left perhap'ffuch an one 
ihoulJ be (wallowed up with over-much 
fortow. 8 Wherefore I befeech you that 
ye would confirm your love toward him. 

9 For to this end alfo did I write, 
that I might know the proof of you, 
whether ye be obedient in all things, to 
To whom ye forgive any thing, I for¬ 
give it alfo ; for if I forgave any thing, 
to whom I forgave it, for youf fakes for¬ 
gave I it in the perfon and authority of 
Clirift. 11 Left Satan fhoulri get an ad¬ 
vantage over us; for wc are not ignorant 
of his devices. 

12 For when I came to Troas to preach 
Chrill's gofpel, a door was opened unto 
me in the work of the Lord. 13 I had 
rio reft in my fpirit, becaufe I found not 
Titus niy brother; but taking my leave 
of them, I went from thence into Ma¬ 
cedonia. 14 But thanks be unto God, 
who always caufeth us to triumph in 
Chrift, and maketh manifeft the favour 
Cit his knowledge by us in every place. 

For we are unto God afweet favour 
of Chrift with refpeift to them that are 
faved, and to them that periih. ^ 16 To 
the one we are. the favour of death 
unto death eternal; and the other the 
the favour of life unto life eternal, and' 
who is fufficient for thefe things. ✓ 17 
For we are not as many who corrupt 
the word of God; but as in fincerity, but 
as of God, in the fight of God fpeak we 
in the name of Chrift. 

CHAP. III. 

Paul cemmendeth his minijlry. 

D O We begin again to commend our- 
feives ? or need we, as fonle others, 
epiftles of commendation to you, or let¬ 
ters of commendation from you ? „ 2 Ye 
are our epiftle written in-your hearts, 
known and read of all men; 3 Foras¬ 

much as ye are manifeftly declared to be 
the epiftleofChrift, rniniftered by us, writ¬ 
ten not with ink, but with the Spirit of 
the living God, not in tables of ftone, 
but in fielhly tables of the heart. 

4 And fuch confidence /have we thro’ 
Chrift toward God. 5 Not that we 
are fufficient of omfelves to reckon up¬ 
on, any thing as from our-fclves; but our 


Chap. IV. 

fufficicncy is from Cod; GVVho alfo hath 
made us able minifters of the new cove¬ 
nant, not of the letter (which the infidel 
Jews alrnfc to their ruin, by miftaking 
the fpiritual fenfe and defign of the ritu¬ 
al Jaw and other farred writings), but of 
the fpirit; for the letter kiileth, but the 
fpirit giveth life. 

7 For'if (the Mofaic law) the’mini- 
ftration.of death (to the breakers of it), 
in letters, and engraven in (two tables 
of) ftonc, was attended with glory fothat 
the Ifraelitcs could not look directly up¬ 
on Motes' face, becaufc of the glory of 
his countenance,- which was foon to be 
abolilhtd (in death) ; 8 How much more 
fhall the miniftration of the Spirit be glo¬ 
rious ? 9 For if the miniftration of con¬ 

demnation be glorious, much more doth 
the miniftration of mercy exceed in glo¬ 
ry. 10 For even that which was made 
glorious had no glory in this refpe<ft, by 
reafon of the glory that excelleth it. 11 
For if that which was to be foon done a- 
way was glorious, much more that Which 
remaineth immutable is glorious. 

12 Seeing theb that we have fuch 
hope, we ufe great liberty of fpeech ; 13 
And are not as Mofes, wli6 put a vail o- 
ver his face, fo that the children of Ifra- 
el could not diretflly look to the end of 
that which was to be aboliflied. 14 But 
their minds were blinded; for until this 
day remaineth the fame vail untaken a- 
way in the reading of v the Old Tcfta- 
ment ; which vail is taken away in 
Chrift, 15 But even until this day, when 
Mofes is read the vail is upon their heart. 

16 Nererthtlefs, when Ifrael fhall 
turn to the Lord, the vail fliall be taken 
away. 

17 Now, the Lord Jefus is that Spirit 
(of the law) : and where the Spirit of 
the Lord is there is liberty. 

18 But we all, with unvailed face, be¬ 
holding as by a glafs the glory of the 
Lord, are transformed into the lame im¬ 
age (of holincf 5 , proceeding) from glory 
to glory, even as from the Syirit of the 
Lord. 

C II A P: IV. 

1 PauPs diligence in preaching. 
Herefore, having received fuch a 
miniftration, as we have obtained 
mercy (of God), we taint not (under the 
ciofs). 2 But we have renounced the 
hidden things of ftiarrie, not walking in 
rraftinefs, nor deceitfully corrupting the 
word of God ; but by the maniteftation 
of the truth, recommending ourfclves to 
every man’s confeiente in the fight of 
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of Cod. 

' 3 But if our go (pel (after all this plain- 
ntis for recovering man from his. igno¬ 
rance of fin and future mifery) be ftill 
under a vail, (as the ritual law is to the 
Jews, ) it is vailed to thofe that arc pe- 
rifhing (h/ roje<£li»g the remedy;; 4 

Among whom are all they, wliofe unbe¬ 
lieving minds (Satan, who a<fh as ) the 
god ot this world, (by whom he is ferv- 
cd as their god,) hath blinded (by its daz¬ 
zling allurements), left the light of the 
glorious gofpel of Chrift, who is the im¬ 
age of God, fhouhl ftiine into them. 

5 For we preach not ourfelvcs, (our 
own glory or gam,) but Chrift Jefus the 
Lord, and ourfcIves your fervunts for Jc- 
fus‘* lake. 6 For God, who command¬ 
ed the light to flune out of darknefs, hath 
lliined into our hearts, to give the light 
of the knowledge of the glory of God in 
the face of Jefus Chrift. 7 But wc have 
this treafure in earthen veflels, that the 
excellency of the power may be of God, 
and not of us. 

8 Wc are troubled on every fide, yet 
not ovor-prefied ; wc are perplexed, but 
not in defpair ; 9 Perfecuted, but not 

foiTakeu (of God) ; cult down, but not 
deftroyed ; 10 Always bearing about 

in the body the dying of the Lord Jefus, 
(by fullering as he did), that the life al¬ 
fo of Jefus may be inanifefted in our bo¬ 
dy (in all holinefs and purity), it For 
we who live are always delivered unto 
death for Jefus’ fake, that the life alfo 
of Jefus might be made manifeft in our 
mortal llefii. 12 So then death worketh 
in us, but life in you, (being called to 
live to his glory ). 

13 We having the fame fpirir of faith, 
(to flip port us as the faints of oldj ac¬ 
cording as it is written, I believed, and 
therefore have I fpoken : we alio believe 
a*.l therefore fpcal: the truth. 14 Know¬ 
ing that he who railed up the Lord Je- 
fus, fliall mile un us alfo by Jefus, and 
fliall prelent us with you. 15 For all 
th do things are for your fakes, that the 
abundant grace might, through the 
thanklgiving of many taints, icdound to 
lhe glury of God. 

id On this account we faint not, but 
ii our outer man prrilhes, our inner man 
’the mind getting vigour by the others de- ' 
ays) i-> daily renewed. 17 Fur-til is mo¬ 
mentary liglitncfs of our affliiflion is 
working out lor us a far more exceeding 
nul eternal weight of j^lory. iS While 
-ve regard not the tilings which are vili- 
dc but thofe Which are invifible ; for the 


things which are vifible are temporary, 
but thofe which are invfiblc are eternal. 
C H A F. V. 

Of the affuredbope of glory, 

OK. we know, that, if our earthly 
houfe of this tabernacle (this mut- 
tal body) were diflblved, (by death), we 
have a building of God, (John xiv. 
a houfe not made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens, a For in this body we 
groan (under a load of trouble J, earneft- 
ly defiring to he clothed upon with (im¬ 
mortal glory) our houfe which is from 
heaven. 3 Since, being fo clothed upon, 
(like Adam) we fliall not be found na¬ 
ked, (ftiipt of good, and expoled to evil). 
4 For wc that are in this tabernacle do 
groan, being burdened (with the crofs) ; 
neverthelefc, we would not be unclothed, 
(or ftript of the body ), but rather clothed 
upon, that what is mortal may be fwal- 
lowed tip by immortal life. 

5 Now he that hath wrought us to 
this very purpofe, is God, who hath alfo 
given us the erjieft of his 1 -Spirit, (as a 
foretafte). 

6 Therefore, we are always courage¬ 
ous (to die), knowing, that, while we 
are fojourning in the body, wc are (as it 
were) in a ftate of exile from the Lord. 

7 For we live by the faith (of future glo¬ 
ry, Heb. xi. i.) not by the fight thereof. 

8 We are courageous (to meet death), 
& think, with delight of being rather ab- 

-fent from the body, and prefent with the 
Lord. 9 Therefore, we make it the 
height of our ambition, that whether 
prelent (in the body),or abfent (fromit), 
we may be well pieafing to him, IQ Fpr 
we muft all appear before the judgment - 
feat of Cluift, that every one may re¬ 
ceive according to what he hath done in 
his body, whether it be good or evil. 

11 Knowing, therefore, the tenor ol 
the Lord, we perfuadc m. n; but we 
•are made manifeft unto God ; and, I 
truft, alfo are made manifeft to your 
confciences. i 2 For wc do not recom¬ 
mend ourfelvcs again unto you, but we 
are giving you occafiou of boarting on 
our account, thatye.may have fomething 
to anfwcr thufe who glory in appearance 
and not in heart. 13 For if we he 
transported beyond ourfelves, it is to 
God; or if we be foher, it is for your 
fakes. 14 For the love of Chrift con- 
ftraineth us ; bccaufe .we thus .judge, 
that if one died for all, then were all 
dead, or under condemn at ion; 15 And that 
lie died for all, that they Who live Ihould 
nut heQceforth live unto thejnfelves, but 
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unto him, (to pleafe him), who died 
for them, and rofc again. 

16 Wherefore, henceforth know we no 
mao ^ ie flQfh, (in a worldly man- 
nor)>,yea, though we have known Chrift 
afterlife flefli, yet now henceforth know 
we mm fo no more. 

17 Therefore, if any man be in Chrift, 
he is a new creature; old things are pair¬ 
ed away ; behold, all things are become 
new. 18 And all things are of God, 
who hath reconciled us to himfelf by Je- 
fus Chrift, and hath given to us the mi¬ 
ni ftiy of reconciliation; 19 To wit, 
that God was in Chrift, reconciling the 
world unto himfelf, not imputing their 
trefpafles unto them ; and hath com¬ 
mitted unto us the word of reconcilia¬ 
tion. 

20 Now then, we are ambaffadors for 
Chrift, fo that God is befeeching you by 
us; we pray you in Chrift’s ftead, be ye 
reconciled to God. 21 For he hath made 
him who had no fin, to be a fin offering 
for us \ that we might be made accept¬ 
ed in him, by the righteoufnefs (which 
the law) of Gpd requires. 

, CHAP. VI. 

Paul's faitbfulnefs in the minijlry . 

W E then, as'workers together with 
him, befeech you alfo that ye re¬ 
ceive not the gofpel of the grace of God 
in vain. a (For he faith; I have heard 
th^e in a time acceptable, and in the day 
of falvatipn hav<* I fuccoured thee ; be¬ 
hold, now is the accepted time ; be-, 
hold, now is the day of falvation.) 3 
Giving no offence in any thing, that 
the miniftry be not blamed : 4 But in 

all, things approving ourfelves as the mi-, 
miters of God, in much patience, in afflic¬ 
tions, in neceflities, in ftraits, 5 . In 
ftripes, in imprisonments, in tumults, in 
labours, in watchings, in fallings ; 6 In 
purity, in knowledge, in long-fuffe ring, 
in gentlenefs, in the comforts of the Ho¬ 
ly Spirit, in love unfeigned, 7 In the 
word of truth, in the power of God, with 
the armour of righteoufnefs on the right 
hand and on the left, 8 Thro* honour 
and diflionout, thro* evil report ar.d good 
report; as deceivers, and yet true ; 9 

As unknown, and yet well known; 
as dying, yet, behold, we live ; as chaf- 
tened, yet nof killed ; 10 As lorrowful, 

yet always rejoicing ; as poor, yet en¬ 
riching many ( with heavenly trealures); 
as having nothing,, and yet peffeflirig all 
things, (as thi’y are our "ood, Rom. 
viii. 2.3. i Cor. iii. 2 

it O yc Cor:;.cm.. ..*■ 1 u* :.. v uth is o- 
pen unto you, our heart is enlarged to¬ 


ward you. ii Ye are not ftrait$ned in 
us, but ye are ftra*tened in your own 
bowels of aftedlion for us 13 Now for 
a recompenfe in the fame, (I fpeak as un¬ 
to my children,) be ye alfo enlarged. 14 
Be ye not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers: for what fellow.ftiip hath 
righteoufnefs With unrighteoufnefs, and 
what communion hath Tight with dark- 
nefs? 15 And what concord hath Chrift 
with Belial ? or what part hath he that 
believeth with an infidel? 16 And what 
agreement hath the temple of God with 
idols? for ye are the temple of the living 
God; as God hath faid, I will dwell in 
them, and walk among them ; and I will 
be their God, and they (hall be my peo¬ 
ple. 

. 17 Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye feparate, faith the Lord, 
and touch not the unclean thing, and I 
will receive you, 18 And I will be a Fa¬ 
ther unto you, and ye fhall be to me for 
Tons and daughters, faith the Lord Al¬ 
mighty. , 

CHAP. VII. 

Paul exborteth to purity of life. 

H aving, therefore, theie promiff j, 
dearly beloved, let us cleanfe our¬ 
felves from all filthinefs of the flefli and 
fpirit; perfe&ing holinefs in the fear of 
God. 2 Receive us; we have injured 
no man in his perfon, we have corrupted 
no man in his morals, we have defiauded 
no man. 3 I fpeak not this to condemn 
you (of infidelity and ingratitude) j'for I 
have told you before, that ye are in our 
hearts to live and to die with you. 

4 Great is my freedom of fpeech to you, 
and great is my boafting concerning you; 
hereby I am filled with confolation, 
yea, I do exceedingly abound in joy in 
all our affliction. . 5 For when we came 
into Macedonia our flefli had'no reft, but 
we were afflicted in every place; with¬ 
out were fightings, (with cruel oppofi- 
tion), within were fears for you. 6 But 
God, that comforteth thofe that are 
brought low, - comforted us by the com¬ 
ing of Titus ; 7 And not merely by his 

coming, but with the confolation whu e- 
with he was cojnforted by you, when he 
told us of your earntfl defire (for a re- 
foini), o£ your .grief (for what was 
wrong) ; your 2ealuus,affection forime ; 
fo that I rejoiced the more. 8 Becaqfe 
if I grieved you in the epiftle, I do not 
repent (of it), however anxious I might 
before have been ; for I find that this e- 
piflle, however, for a little while, griev¬ 
ed you. 9 Now, I rejoice, i.ot that ye 
were made forry, but that ye forfoweil 
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to repent*nce i for ye were made forry 
a f trr a godly manner, fo that yc receiv¬ 
ed no damage by us. io. For godly for- 
row workcth repentance to falvation not 
to be repented of: but the forrow of the 
world worketh death, it For, behold, 
this fame, thing, that ye forrowed out of 
a regard to God, what' carefulnefs it 
wrought in you, (for reformation), ypa, 
what apologizing for yourfelvei, yea, 
what indignation (at evil), yea, what 
fear (of falling into it), yea, what ear¬ 
ned delire (ofgood), yea, what zeal (for 
it), yea, vrhat revenge (againft fin)! U- 
pon the whole, you have approved your- 
felves to be pure in this matter.* 

12 Therefore, what 1 wrote unto 
von, it was not on l»is account who had 
done, or his who had received, the inju¬ 
ry, but that onr care for vtju in the fight 
of God might appear to you. 13 There* 
fore we were comforted in your confola- 
tion ; and we exceedingly the more re¬ 
joiced for the joy of Titus, becanfe his 
fpirit was refrrflied by you gl!. 14 For 
if I have beaded any thing of you to him, 
I am not afiiamed ; but as we fpeak all 
things to you in truth, even fo ourboaft- 
ing concerning you, which I made before 
Titus, is found a truth. 15 And his in¬ 
ward a flexion is more abundant toward 
you, whilft he remembercth the obedi¬ 
ence of you all, how ye received him 
with fear and trembling, (left you fliould 
grieve him). 16 I rejoice, therefore, 
that I have confidence in you in all 
things. 

CHAP. viir. 

Of liberality to the faints. 

0\^ r , brethren, we inform you of the 
grace of God bellowed upon the 
churches of Macedonia : 2 How that, 

in a great trial of nflliftion, (by perlecu- 
rion and robbery), their overflowing joy 
(in Chrift), in the depth of their pover¬ 
ty, hath abounded to the riches of their 
liberality (to their poorer brethren). 3 
For to their power, (I bear record,) yea, 
and beyond their po wer, they were will¬ 
ing of themfelves: 4 Praying us with 

much entreaty that we would receive 
the gift, ami take upon us the fellowlhip 
of the miniftering to the faints. 5 And 
this thi*y did, not as we hoped ; but firft 
devoted rhfir own fclves, and alJLthey 
had. to the Lord, and unto us by the 
will of Cod : 6 Infomuch that we de¬ 

fined litus, that as he had begun, fo he 
would nlfo finifli among you the fame 
grace alfo. 

7 Therefore, as ye abound in every 0- 


thcr gift, in faith, and utterance, and 
knowledge, and in all diligepcfe, and in 
your love to u9; fee that ye abound in. 
this grace alfo. 

. 8 V I fpeak not by (way of) commands 
ment, but by occafion of the forwipdnefs 
of others, gnd to prove the fincerity of your 
love. 9 For ye know the grace of our 
Lord Jefus Chnft, that tho’ he was rich, 
(in the glories and dominion of the hea¬ 
venly world), yet for your fakes he be¬ 
came poor, that ye through his poverty 
might be made rich (in grace an-; glo* 
ry). 

10 And herein I give my advice ; for 
this is expedient for you, as you have be¬ 
gun before, not only to do, but alfo to be 
forward a year ago. ri Now, there¬ 
fore, finifli what ye have begun ; that, 
according to the readinefs to propole, 
there may alfo be the performance in 
proportion to what ye have. 12 For if 
there be firft a willing'miqd, according 
to that a man hath, hr is accepted, and 
not according to that he hath not. 13 For 
I mean not that other men be eafed, and 
you burdened ; T4 But by an equality, 
that now at this time your abundance 
may be a fupply for their want, that 
their abundance alfo may be. a fupply 
for your want, that there may bo an e. 
quality; 25 As it is written, (Exod. 
xvi. 18 ) He that had gathered much 
kept nothing over (an omer, which was 
enough to one, but gave what he had 
more to him ) that had gathered little* 
and fo he had no lake ; (as the quan¬ 
tity which Providence gave, Wa9 juft an 
orner to each)- 

16 But thanks be to God, who put tlio 
fame earneft care into the heart of Titus 
for you. 17 For indeed he complied with 
the exhortation ; but, being more for¬ 
ward, he went unto you of his own ac¬ 
cord. 18 And we have fent with him 
the brother Luke, whofe praife in the go I- 
pel is in all the, churches; 19 (And nut 
only fo, hut who Was alfo chofen of the 
churches to travel with us with this 
grace, which is adminiftered by us for 
the glory of the fame Lord, and the de¬ 
claration uf your ready mind.) 2b A- 
voiding this, that any man fliould blame ns 
in this abundance which is adminiftered 
by ai Providing things hdneft, not 
only in the fight of the Lord, but alfo in 
the fight eff men. 22 And we have lent 
with them Luke and Titus, fit our brother 
Apollo*, whom we have often times prov¬ 
ed to be diligent in many things, but now 
much more, diligent, on account of the 
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great confidence I have in you. 23 Whe¬ 
ther any do inquire of Titus, he is my 
partner nnd fellow-helper with'refpetl 
to you ; or if our brethren be enquired 
of, they* are the mefl*engeis of, the 
churches, and the gldry of Chrift (in the 
world). 24 Wherefore fliew ye to them, 
and before the'chvrrchcs, the proof of your 
love, and of our bo&fting on your be¬ 
half. 

CHAP. IX. 

Paul Jbeweth why be fcnt Titus. 

F OR as touching the miniftering to the 
faints, it is fuperfluous for me to 
write to you: 2 For I know the for- 

wardnefs of your mind, for which I boaft 
of you to them of Macedonia, that Achaia 
was ready a year ago; and your zeal hath 
provoked very many. 3 Yet have I fent 
the brethren, left; our boafting of you, 
that as Ilaid ye were ready, ihould be 
in vain in this behalf: 4 Left haply if 
they of 'Macedonia come with me, and 
find you unprepared, we (that we fay not 
you) fhonld be afhamed in this tame con¬ 
fident boafting. 

5 -Therfefore I thought it neceftary to 
exhort the' brethren, that they would go 
before untq you, and maky r.p before- 
ha'ild your WiHjity, whereof ye htfibnotice 
before, that the fame might^he ready as 
n matter of bounty, and not as extort¬ 
ed. 

6 But this I fay, He who foweth fpar- 
ingly fhall reajf> alfofpa'ringly • and he who 
fowethr bountifully fliall reap alfo bounti¬ 
fully. 7 Every man according- as he pur- 
pofeth in his heart, ft) let him give ; not 
grudgingly, or of r.cccflity; for Cod lov- 
eth a cheefful giver. 

8 And God is able to make all grace 
abound toward you; fhat ye,always ha¬ 
ving all-fufficiency in all things, may a- 
bound to every' good work ; p (As it is 
written, He hath difperfed abroad ; he 
bath given to the poor; his charity re¬ 
in aineth.forever, to Now may he that 
miniftcreth feed to the fower, both rninif- 
ter bread for your food, and multiply your 
feed fown, and increafe the fruits of your 
goodreft.) xi Being enriched in every 
wing to all bountifulnefs, which caufeth 
through us tbanfgiving to God." 12 For 
the mimftration of this fervice not only 
fupplieth the want of the faints, but is a- 
bunclantalfo,by many thankfgivings unto 
God; 73 ( Who by the experience of this 
miniftration are glorifying God, on ac¬ 
count of that fubjc&ion to the gofpel of 
Cbrift, which you profefs, and for your li¬ 
beral communication towards them, and 


towards all men ;) 14 And in their 

prayers for you, who long to fee you, on 
account of the exceeding grace of God 
which is in you. 15 Thanks be to God 
for (Chrift) Ms unfpeakable gift. 
CHAP. X. 

* Agatnjl the falfe apojlles. 

N OW, I Paul myfelf befeech you, by 
tl\e ■ meeknefir * and gentlcnefs of 
Chrift, who in prefence am lowly among 
you, but being abfent am bold toward 
you : 2 However, I befeech you, that I 

may not be bold when I am prefent with 
that confidence wherewith I think to be 
bold againft feme, who think of us as if 
we walked according to the flefli, (or 
felf-intereft). 3 Fof though wc walk in 
the flefb, (live in the body), we do not 
war after the flefli: 4 (For the wea¬ 

pons of our warfare are not carnal, 
tho* mighty through God to the pulling 
down of fortifications ; 5 Calling down 

imaginations, and every high thing that 
cxalteth itfelf againft the knowledge of 
God, and bringing into captivity every 
thought'to the obedience of Chrift ; 6 

And having it in readinefs to avenge all 
difobedienee, now your obedience is ful¬ 
filled. ' 

7 Do ye look after the outward ap¬ 
pearance of things ? If any man truft in 
.himfelf that he is Chrift’s, let him think 
this of himfelf again, that, as he is 
Chrift’s, even fo are we’Chrift *s. 8 For 

though I -fliould boaft fomewhat more of 
our authority, which the Lord hath gi¬ 
ven us for edification, and not for your de* 
ftruiflion, I Hi on Id n<Vt be alhamed ; y 
That I may not feem as if I would terri¬ 
fy you by letters. 10 For his letters 
(fay they) are weighty and powerful, 
but his bodily prcfence is weak, and his 
lpeech contemptible. ’ 

11 Let fucb an one'think this, that 
fuch as we are in words by letters when 
we are abfent, inch' will we be alfo in 
deeds when we are prefent. 12 For we 
dare not number, or compare ourfelves 
with fome that commend themfelves ; 
but they, meafurlng themfelves by them¬ 
felves, and comparing themfelves with 
themfelves, are not wife. 

13 But we will not boaft of things be¬ 
yond our bounds, but according to the 
meafure. of the rule which God hath dif- 
tributed to us, a meafure to reach even 
unto you. • 14 For, wc llretch not our¬ 
felves btyend our meafure, as though we 
reached not regularly unto you ; for we 
are come as far as to you alfo in preach¬ 
ing the gofpel of Chrift ; 15 Not fcoall- 
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ing of things withdut our mcafurc, th^t 
is, of other men’s labours; but having 
hope, when your faith is increafed, that 
we lhall be extolled by you abundantly 
according to our rule, 16 To preach the 
golpel in the regions beyond you ; and 
not to boaft in another man’s line of 
things made ready to our hand. 17 But 
he that glorieth, let him glory in the 
Lord. 18 For not he that commeBdeth 
him felt is approved, but whom the Lord 
commendeth. 

CHAP. XL 
Paul's godly boafting. 

I WISH ye could bear with me a little 
in my boafting ; and indeed bear 
with me, a For 1 am jealous over you 
with godly jealouly ; for i have efpoufed 
yon to one Imftnnd, that I may prefent 
you as a chafte virgin to Chrift. 3 For I 
fear, left by anyjneans, as the ferpent be¬ 
guiled Eve through his fubtilty, fo your 
minds fhould be corrupted from the fim- 
plicity that is in the gofpel of Chrift. 4 
For if he that comcth preacheth another 
Jefus, whom we have not preached, or if 
ye receive another fpirit which ye have 
not received, or another gofpel which ye 
have not accepted, yc might well bear 
with him. 5 For I fuppofe I was not a 
whit behind the very chiefeft apoftles. 
6 But though I be untkilful in fpeech, 
yet not in knowledge; but we have been 
thoroughly made manifeft among you in 
all things. 7 Have I committed an of¬ 
fence in abafing myfelf Uiat ye might W 
exalted, hecaufe I have preached to you 
the gofpel of God Freely ? 8 I fpared not 
other churches, taking wages of them for 
to do you ftrvice. 9 And when I was 
prefent with you, and wanted, I was 
chargeable to no man ; for that which 
was lacking to me the brethren who 
came from Macedonia fupplied ; arid in 
ail things I have kept myfelf from being 
burdenloinc unto you, and fo will I keep 
myfelf. 10 As the truth of Chrift is in 
me, no man Hull Itnp me of this boafting 
In the regions of Acliaia. 11 Where¬ 
fore ? is it be can fc 1 love you not ? God 
kno weth. 

1 2 But what I do, that I will do, that 
I may cut off occafion from them who de¬ 
file occafion to boaft; that wherein they 
glory, they may be found even as we. 13 
For furh are falfe apoftles, deceitful wor¬ 
kers, transforming themfelves into the a- 
poltlcs of Chrift. 14 And no marvel; 
for Satan hiinfclf is -transformed into an 
angel 01 light.. 15 Therefore it w-nh 
great thing if his mini Iters alio be trans¬ 


formed as minifters of rigJiteouQiefs ; 
whofe end fhali be according td their 
works. 

1 6 I lay again. Let no man think me 
foolifli; if other wife, yet as foolifli receive 
me, that 1 may boaft myfelf a little. 17 
That which I fpeak-now, I Ipeak it not 
after the Lord, but. as it were foolilhly, 
in this confidence of boafting. 18 Seeing 
that many glory according to the flefh, I 
will glory alfo. 19 For ye may well 
bear with foolilh perfons, feeing ye your- 
felves are wife. 20 For ye fuffer if a man 
bring you into bondage, if a man devour 
your goods, if a man. take of you, if a man 
exalt hiinfelf, if a man were to finite 
you on the face. 21 I fpeak this as a 
reproach, as though we had been weak. 
Howbeit, wherein l'oevcr any is bold, (I 
fpeak foolilhly,).I am bold alfo. 22 Are 
they Hebrews in fpeeph? fo am I. Are 
they Ifraelites ? fo arft I. Are they the 
feed of Abraham ? fo am I. 23 Are 
they minifters of Chrift ? (I fpeak foolilh¬ 
ly,) 1 am more ; in labours more abun¬ 
dant, in ftripes above mealiire, in pnfpns 
more frequent, in death’s jaws oft. 24 
Of the Jews five times received I forty 
ftripes Cave one. 25 Thrice was t beat¬ 
en with Roman roils, aiice was I ftoned, 
(Adis xiv. *9.) thrice I fuftered Ihip- 
wrcck, a night and a flay I have been.in 
the deep, (floating on the wreck). 26 hi 
journeyings often, in perils of rivers,, in 
perils of robbers, in perils by. minejhwn 
countrymen, in perils by the heathen,dn 
perils in the city, in perils in the wildfr- 
nefs, in.perils on the fea, in perils among 
falfe brethren;' 27 In liaid labour and 
toil, in watchings often, in/hunger and 
thirft, in failings often, ill CoI<L and al- 
moft naked. 28 Befidcs thofe things 
that are without, that which cometji u* 
pou me daily the care of all thc.c hurdles. 
29 Who is weak, and 1 am not weak ? 
who is offended, and I burn not (with 
indignation at it) ? 30 If I mill! needs 

glory, I will boaft of things wlu*'h relate 
to mine Infirmities. 3* The God and 
Father of our Lord Jefus Chrift, who is 
bleifed for evermore, kuoweth that I.lie 
not. 32 In Darqafciis the governor un¬ 
der king Aretas kept the gates of the ci¬ 
ty of the Damascenes with a garrifon, 
defitous to apprehend me; 33 Anu thro' 
a window in a baiket was I let down by 
the wall, 1 anti efcaped his hands. 

C H A L XII. 

Paul's revelations. ^ 

T is not-expedient for mo, doubt left, 
to glory; I will coma to tell my 11- 
2 
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lions and revelation* of the Lord, a I 
inew :a jnan^.ip thrift about fourteen 
ytajs ago, (whether in the body, I can¬ 
not. tell; or whether out of the body, I 
cannot tell; God knoWeth ;) fuch an 
one,caught up to the third heaven, (the 
teat of the glory of God, and of Chrift, 
&®d the angels). 3 And I knew fuch a 
29an, ('whether in the body of out of the 
body, I cannot tell; sGod knoweth;) 4 
How that he was caught up into paradife, 
(the feat of happy (pints,- between the 
death and refune&ion of their bodies), 
-and heard unfpeakable words, which it is 
not poffiblc for a man to utter. 5 In 
fmli an odc will I glory ; yet in myfelf 
I will not glory, but in mine infirmi¬ 
ties.* ; „ 

6 For though I would defire to glory 

(hall not be foolifh; for I will fay the 
truth : but now I forbear, left any man 
;fhould think of life above that which he 
feeth me to be, or that he beareth of me. 
7 .And left I fiiould be exalted above mea¬ 
sure through the abundance of the reve¬ 
lations, there-was given to me a thorn in 
t the flefli, the meflenger of Satan to buf- 
'fet.me, (tempting to defpqndency), left 
I Ihould be exa)ted above meafure. 

8 For this thing I befought the Lord 
thrice, that it might depart from me. 9 
And he fald unto me. My grace is fuffi- 
cient i'pr thee ; for my ftrength is made 
perfedl in weaknefs. Moft gladly, there¬ 
fore, will I rather glory in my infirmi¬ 
ties, that the power of Chrift may be with 
ine. 

xo Therefore I take,delight in infirmi¬ 
ties, in reproaches, in neceflities, in per¬ 
fections, in, ftraits, for Chrift’s fake; for 
when I am weak, then nun I ftronji (in 
'Chrift). 

•n I am become foolilh in glorying ; 
ye have compelled me: for I ought to 
have been commended of you; for in no¬ 
ting a pi I behind the very chiefeft a- 
'■pojyes, though I be nothing, ix Truly 
the figns of an apoftle were produced tf- 
xnong you in all patience, in figns, arid 
'wonder, and mighty deeds. 13 For what 
^is it wherein ye were inferior to other 
churches, except it be that I myfelf was 
-not burdeufome to you ? 'forgive me this 
wrong. ' - 

-X4 Behold, *h« third time I am ready 
to Gome to. yon ; arid I will not be bur- 
denfome to you; for I feek npt your’s, 
but you: for the children ought not to. 
lay up for the parents, but the parents 
&r the children. '1 15 And I'will very 


.gladly (pend and be fpent for you*; tho* 
the more abundantly 1 Jove you, the lets 
I be loved* 16 But be it fo I did not 
burden yoft; neverthelefs, being fubtilfl, 
I caught you with artifice. 17 Did I 
make a gai. 0; you by any of them whom 
I fent unto you ? 18 I deli red Titus,'and 
with him I fent a brother; did Titus 
make a gain of you ? walked we not in 
the fame fpirit ? walked wc not in the 
fame fteps ? 

19 Again, think yc that we excufe 
ourfeives unto you? we fpeak before God 
in' Chrift; but we do all things, dearly 
beloved, for your edifying. 20 For I fear, 
left when I come I (ball not find you fuch 
as I would, and that I (hall be found unto 
you fuch as ye would riot; left there he 
debates, envyings, wraths, ftrifes, back¬ 
bitings, whifpermgs, fwellings of pride, 
tuimdts: 21 And left my God wifi hum¬ 
ble me when I come again imong you, 
and that I ftiall bewail many who have 
finned already, and have not repfntcd oi 
the unejeannefs, and fornication, and 
lafeivioufnefs, which they have com¬ 
mitted. 

CHAP. XIII. 

Paul threateneth obflinatcJttmers . 

T HIS is the third time I am coming to 
you: by the,mouth of two or 
.three witnefles Ihall every word be ei- 
tablifhed. 2 I told you before, and fore- 
tel you’, as if. I were prefent the fecond 
tirae t and being abfent, now I write to 
them who heretofore have finned, and to 
all other, that, if I come again, I will 
not fpare. 3 Since ye leek a proof 
of Chiift (peaking in me, who toward 
.you is not weak, but is mighty among 
you. 4 For though he feeined crucified 
through weaknefs, yet he liveth by the 
power of God ; for we alfo feem weak 
in him, but we Ihall live with him by 
the power of God manifefted toward 
you. 5 Examine yourfeives whether 
ye be in the faith ; prove your own 
felves (if you have the fruits of it); know 
you not your 1 own felves, how that Je- 
ius Chrift is in you, except you be repro¬ 
bates ? 6 But I truft that ye fliu.il know 
that we are pot reprobates. 

7 Now I pray" to God that ye may do 
no evil; not tfyat we Ihould appear appro¬ 
ved, but that ye fiiould do that which is 
becoming though wc be as reprobates. 8 
For we can do nothing againft the truth, 
but for the truth. 9 For we aie glad 
when we are weak and ye are ftroog; 
and this alfo we wifli, even your per-

CHAP. I., made proficiency in the Jews* religion 

Paul reproveth the Galatians. above many my equals in age among my 

AUL, an apoftle, (not from men, own Dation, being more exceedingly 
neither by man, but by Jefus Chrift zealous of the traditions of my fathers. 


and God the Father, who raifed him 
from the dead, (and all the brethren who 
are with me, unto the churches of Ga¬ 
latia : 3 Grace be to you, and peace, 

from God the Father, and from our Lord 
Jefus Chrift, 4 Who gave himfelf to die 
fos our lins, that he might deliver us 
from this prefent evil world, according 
to the will of God and our Father; 5 

To whom be glory for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

6 I marvel that ye are fo foon remo¬ 
ved from him (i. e. The apoftle) that 
called you into the grace of Chrift unto 
y 11 other gofpcl.' 7 Which is not ano¬ 
ther ; Init there be fome that trouble 
you, and would fubvert the gofpcl of 
Chrift. 8 But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other gofpcl 
unto you than that which we hive preadi¬ 
ed unto you, let him he accurfed. 9 
As we fnid before, fo fay I r^ow-again, 
If any man preach any other gofpel unto 
you than ye have received, let him be 
accurfed. 10 The dlxftrino that I would 
here perfuadeis it (hat of men or of GodP 
or do 1 leek to pleafe men ? for if 1 yet 
pleafed men I (hould not be the fervant 
of Chrift. 

11 But I certify you, brethren, that 
the gofpel which was preached by me is 
not from man. 12 For I. neither re- 
cieved it frpm man, neither was I taught 
it, but hy the revelation of Jefus Chrift. 
13 For ye have heard of my convcrfation 
in times paft in the Jew's religion, how 
that heton \ meafure I persecuted the 
church cf God, 3nd waited it: 14 And 


15 But when it pleafed God, who fepa- 
rated me (to this office) from my nativi- 
p ty, and called me by his grace, 16 To 
reveal his Son by me, that I Height 
preach him among the hcathtn ; im¬ 
mediately I^onfqrred not with fiefhand 
blood (i.e. any man); 17 Neither went I 
ep to Jerhfalem to them which were a- 
poflles before me ; but l weritinto Ara¬ 
bia, and returned again unto Damas¬ 
cus. iSThen after three yean, I Went up 
to Jerufalem to fee Peter, and abode! 
with him fifteen days, 19 But other of 
the apoftles faw I none fave James the 
Lord’s kinfman. 

20 Now the things which I write Un¬ 
to you, behold, before God I lye out. 

21 Afterwards I came into the regions 
of Syria and Cilicia; 22 And was not 
known by face unto the churches of Ju¬ 
dea which were in- Chrift. 23 But they 
heard only, that he which perfecuted 
us in times paft, now preacheth the faith 
(of the gofpel) which once lie deftroyed. 
24 And they glorified God on my account. 

CHAP II. 

Of PavVs carriage . 

T HEN, fourteen years after, I went 
up again to Jerufalem with Bar¬ 
nabas, and took Titus with me alfo. 

2 And I went up by (the appointment 
of a).revelation, and communicated unto 
them that gofpel which I preach among 
the Gentiles, but privately to them 
which were of note left by any means I 
Ihouldj Tun, or had run, in vain. 3 But 
neither Titus who was with me, being a 
Greek, was^co rope lied to be circuracifed; 
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^And-that becaufe of falfe brethren una-* 
wares brought in, who came in privity 
to fpy out our liberty which we have in 
Chrift. Jefus, that they might bring us 
into bondage (to ceremonies). 5 To 
whom we gave place by fubjedlion, no 
not for an hour, that the truth of the 
gotyel might continue with yqu. 6 But 

thofe who appeared to be confiderable, 
how great foever they formerly were it 
makes po difference as to me, God accjep- 
teth not man’s perfon, for they*who were 
of note added nothing further to me. 7 
But conttariwife, when they faw that the 
gofpel of the uncircmncued- was com¬ 
mitted unto me, as the gofpel of the 
circumtifed was unto Peter ; 8 For he 

.that wrought efFeftually in Peter for the 
apOfUefhipnf the circurncifion, wrought 
•SetSlually alfoin me for the Gentiles ; 

9 Add when James, Cephas, and John 
who appeared to be pillars, perceived the 
grace that .was given unto me, they gave 
to me and Barnabas the right hand of 
fellowship, that we fhould go unto the 
heathen, and they unto the circumcifed. 

10 Only they would that ftiould re¬ 
member the poor; the fame which I alfo 
Was forward todo. 

11 But when Peter was come to An¬ 
tioch* I withftood him to the face, be- 
eaufe he was to be blamed. 11 For be¬ 
fore that certain (Jewifli converts) came 
from James he did eal with the Gentiles; 
but when they were come he withdrew 
and feparated himfelf, fearing them 
who were of the circumciiiun.' 13 
And th£ other Jews difiemblod Iikewife 
with him ; infoinuch that' Barnabas alfo 
Warcarried away with theirdiffimulatlon. 
14 But when I faw they wulked not up¬ 
rightly, according to the truth of the 
gofpe^ I laid unto Peter before them all, 
If thou, being a Jew, lived after the 
manner of Gentiles, and not as do the 
Jews, why compelled thou the Gentiles 
to live as do the Jevp ? 15 We who are 

Jews by nature, and not idolatrous Tin¬ 
ners of the Gentiles, 16 Knowing that 
a man is not judiGed by the works of 
the Mobile law, bofty the faith of Jc- 
lus Chrid ; even we have believed in Je- 
fus Chrid, that we might be jr.ftified by 
the faith of Chrid, and not by the works 
of the law ; for by the works of the law 
Ihall no flelh be jullified. 57 But if, 
while - we ieek to be jt^lified by Chrid, 
we ourfelves alfo are iourtd to hayfcheen 
Tinners, is then Chrid thfe roihiftfcrof fin f 
God forbid. 18 Now if I build agaip 
the ceremonies of the law vfhich I de£* 


troyed, I make myfelf a tranfgfeflbr. 

19 For I through the law of Chrid am 
•lead to the law of Mofes that I might 
live unto God. ■ to I am crucified with 
Chrid to the Mofaic law and fin, and the 
worlds allurements; nevertheless I live (a 
new and fpiritual life,) yet not I (of my¬ 
felf) but Chrid liveth in me (by his word- 
and fpirit quickening me) ; and the life 
which I now live in the flefli (in this 
mortal body) I live by faithinthe Son of 
God Avho loved me fo far as to give him¬ 
felf (to die) for me. 21 I do not fruf- 
trate the grace of God : for if righteouf- 
nefs come by the Mofaic law, then Chriit 
is dead in vain. 

CHAP. ni. 

Believers jvflijied and blejfed . 
Inconsiderate Galatians, who 
hath enchanted yon that you fiiould 
not obey the truth (of the gofpel) before 
whofe eyes Jefus Chrid crucified hath 
been evidently fet forth (in the word 6c. 
facrament) among you. 2 This only 
would I learn of you, received ye the 
(gifts) of t^e fpirit by the wofks of the 
(ceremonial) law, or by the hearing of 
the faith (of the gofpel). 3 Are ye fo 
inconfiderate? having begun in the fpirit, 
are ye now made- perfedl by the flefli 
(the carnal ordinances of the Mofaic 
law) ? 4 Have ye differed fo much (for 
the gofpel’s fake) in vain, if it be yet in < 
vain? 

S He, therefore, that minidereth to 
yoTi the (gifts of the) Spirit, and work- 
eth miracles among you, .doeth he it by 
the works of the law, or by the hearifig 
of faith ? 6 Even as Abraham believed 

God, and it was accounted ;to him for 
righteoufnefs. 7 Know, ye, therefore, 
that they who are of faith, the fame are 
the children of Abraham. 8 And the 
feript ure, fore feeing that God would juf- 
ftify the heathen through faith, preach¬ 
ed before the gofpel unto Abraham, fay¬ 
ing, In thee (ver. 16) Aiall-all nations b« 
bleiTed. 

9 So then, they who be of faith are 
bleiTed with believing Abraham. s io 
For as many as are of the works of the 
law are under a cnrfc : for it is Written, 
Curled is every one that continueth not 
in all things which are written in the 
book of the law to do them, li But 
that no man is judified in the fight ofGod 
by the law, is evident; for, Thofe judi¬ 
ed by faith flialllive. 12 And the law 
is not of faith ; but, The man that doeth 
the works of it flaa.ll live by them. 13 
Chrid hath redeemed us from the curie 
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of the law, being made a curfe for us ; 
for it is written, Cur fed'is every one that 
hangeth on a tree; 14 That the blef* 
ling of Abraham might come on the 
Gentiles through Jefus Chrift, that we 
through faith might receive the promife 
of the Spirit. 

J5 Brethren, I fpcak after the man¬ 
ner of men : Though it be but a nun’s 
covenant, yet if it be confirmed, no 
man ilifan mil loth or addeth thereto. 16 
froWj to Abraham and his feed were the 
proimfts made. He faith not, And to 
feeds, as of many ; but as of one, And to 
tlty feed, which is Chrift. 17 And this I 
f:iy, that the covenant, that was before 
confirmed by God i:i Clirifl, the law, 
which was four hundred and thirty years 
after, cannot difannu), that it fhould 
nuke the promife of none efte.tft. 18 
Tor if the inheiitance (of the blefling) 
be of the law, it is no more of promife : 
but God gave it to Abraham by promife. 

19 Wherefore then lerveth the law ? 
It was added becaufc of U anfgreflions, 
till the feed (Chrift) fhould come to 
whom the promife was made; and it 
was ordained by angels in the hand of a. 
mediator (Moles). 10 Now, a mediator 
is not the mediator of one, hut God is 
one. 21 Is the law tlioh againft the 
promifes of God ? God forbid : for if a 
law could have been given which could 
have (juftificd and) given life (to the 
breakers of it), verily | uftification fhould 
have been by the righteoulneis of the 
law. xi But the feripture hath fliut up 
all (both Jaws and Gentiles) under fin, 
that the promife (of life ) by faith in Je- 
fus C(irift might be given to them that 
believe (in him). 13 But before the 
faith (of the gofpel) came, we were 
kept under the law, fimt up (as prifonen) 
till the faith came which fiiould after¬ 
wards be revealed. 

24 So that the law was our fchoolmaf- 
fter (during the childhood of the church) 
to lead us to Chrift (by teaching us our 
duty and the evil of negledting it, and 
fhewing us the atonement of Chrift in a 
figure), that we might bejuftifiedhy 
laith. 25 But a/ter that faith is come 
we are no lunger under a fehoolmafter. 
2 <K For ye are the children of God by 
taith in Chrift Jcfus. 27 For as many 
as have been baptized into (the profef- 
1 *° a °f the faith of) Chrift have pnt on 
(the profelfion of the gofpel of) Chrift. 

28 There is no diftimftion between 
Jews arid Gentiles, bond men and free¬ 
men, males and females; for they have all 


the fame privileges, 29 And if ye be 
Chrift’s then arc ye Abraham’* (believ¬ 
ing and true) feed, and heirs (of life) In 
virtue of the promife. v 
CHAP. IV. 

Cbri/l fiTctb vs from the law. 

O W' I fay. That the Jieir, as long 
as he is a child, diflfereth no¬ 
thing from a fervant, though he be lord 
pf all (by title and lineage), 2 But it 
under tutors and governors, until the 
time appointed by the father. 3 Even 
fo we (the Jewifh church), being in 
childhood, were in bondage in the world’* 
childhood under the elements; of the 
world (carnal purifications, material or¬ 
dinances, as letters and figures of the fpi— 
ritual). 4-But when the fulnefs of the 
time was come, God feut forth his Son, 
made of a woman, made under the law, 
to fulfill it, and bear the curfe due to hi* 
people’s fins, 5 That he might redeem 
them that were under the law, that we 
might receive the adoption of fons (of 
God). 6 And, becaufe ye ate fons,God 
hath fent forth the Spirit of his Son in¬ 
to your hearts, crying Abba, Father. 

7 Wherefore thou nrt no longfef a fer¬ 
vant, but a fon ; and if a fon, then an 
heir of God through Chrjft. 3 Howbeifc 
then, when ye knew not God, ye did fer- 
vice unto them who by nature are no 
gods. 9 But now, after that ye have 
known God, or rather are known (being 
favoured) of God, how turn ye again to 
the weak and poor elements (of Mofaic 
ceremonies), whereunto yfc dejire again 
to be in bondage ? 10 Ye obferve cere¬ 

monial days, and numths, arid times, 
and years.,. 11 I am iifraid of you, left 
I Have beftowed upon you Tabour in 
vain. 

1 2 Brethren, I befcech you, be as I am; 
for I was as yc are : ye have not injured 
me at all. 13 Ye know how I preached 
the gofpel tinttf you at the firft, in the in¬ 
firmity of the 'ftcfh- 14 And my tempta¬ 
tion, which was in my flefh, ye defpifed 
not, nor rejgifted me for it; but received 
me as an angel of God, even as Chrift Je- 
fus. 15 What was then your felicity ^ 
for I bear you record, that; if it had been 
poffible, ye would have plucked out 
your own eyes, and have given them to 
me. 

(6 Am I, therefore, become jour ene¬ 
my becaufe I tell youthetiuth? 17 
They zealoufly affedt you, but not well; 
yea, they would exclude us from you, 
that ye might affedt them. 18 Byt it i» 
good to be zealoufly affedted always in 
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what is ^ood, and not only wtifen I am 
i prefent with you . 1 

19 I^y little children, of whom I (as 
it were) travail in birth again until (the 
image of) Chrift be formed in you. 20 
I defire to be prefent with you now, and 
to change my voice; for I ftand in doubt 
of you. ' 

' a 1 Tell me, ye that clefirc to be under 
the law) do yn not .hear the law read to 
yon ? 22 For it is written (there¬ 

in), That Abraham had two Tons, (Gen. 
xvi. 15. xxi. a. Iflimael and Ifaac), 
the one by Hagar, a bond woman, 
(an inferior wife), and the other by 
Sarah, a free \yomih, (and primary 
wife). 13 But he who was born of thh 
bond woman was born according to the 
flefli, (or the courfe of nature.) ; where¬ 
as he that was born of the free' woman 
w^s bom by virtue of the promife, (pre* 
tematurally). 24 Which things may be 
allegorized; for thefe :are (iigures of) 
the two covenants, (the law andj>;ofpel), 

^ the one from mount Sinai, which briqg- 
eth forth her children to bondage, which 
'is Hagar. . 25 This Hagar (1. e. a lock) 
is a figure of thofe under the law given 
from mount Sinai in Arabia, (where the, 
Hagarenes fettled), and anfwereth (in the 
allegpiy)to (the prefent ftate of theearth- 
v Jy ) jerufaJem, which with her children, 
h in a ftate of bondage, (to the rites of 
the ritual law, and its terrors). 26 But 
the Jerufalem above (the gofpel cove¬ 
nant), is (figured by) the free woman, 
whiqh is the mother of us all, (^s Chrif- 
- tians). *7 For it is written, (Ifa. liv. 

concerning the gofpel church of the Gen¬ 
tiles, and the Jews at laft), Rejoice, thou 
banea, who (for a long, time) didft not 
hear; break forth, and cry for joy, thou 
who didft not travail in birth ; for many 
more moiw are the children of her that 
was defolate, than of her who had an 
hufband. 

28 Now we, brethren, as Tfaac was, 
are the children of the promife, (the be¬ 
lieving Caed of Abraham). ,29 But as 
then, he who was born according to the 
ftefii perfecuted-him who was born ac¬ 
cording to the Spirit, (and the promife), 
even fo is it now, (the infidel Jews per¬ 
secute us). 30 But what laith the ferip- 
ture ? Cart out the bond woman and her 
infolent fon ; for the fon of the bond 
woman fhall not inherit with Ifaac the 
the fon of the free woman. 

. 31 So then, brethren, we (Chriftians) 
are not children of the bond woman, (un¬ 


der the Mofaic yok,e of ceremonies), but 
of the free woman. 

CHAP. V, 

The liberty of the gofpel. 
Hereto*e, ftand fall in the liberty 
wherewith Chrift hath made us 

1 

free, and be not entangled again with 
the yoke of bondage. 2 Behold, I Paul 
fay unto you. That if ye be circumcifed 
(with a dependance on the yoke of Jew- 
ifh rites for juftilicatjon) Chrift fhall pro¬ 
fit you nothing. 3 .And [ teftify again 
to every man who-is< ircumcifed (ih or¬ 
der to fubmit to the ritual law), that he 
is thus become a debtor to Ho the whole 
law. 4 Chrift is becomr of none effedl 
to fucli of you, whoever of you are (feck- 
ing to be) juftified by the MoCaie law,ye 
arc fallen from grace, (and the profeflion 
of the gofpel). 5 For we thro’ the Spi¬ 
rit's aid wait fur the hope of righteouf- 
nefs (and li/e) by faith. d For in.tliC 
gofpel of Jefus Chrift neither circumcj- 
fion availed) any thing, nor uncircumci- 
ficn ; but faith, which worketh by love 
(to God and man). 

7 Ye did once run well; who did bin¬ 
der you, that ye fliould not obey the, 
truth ? 8 This perfuafion cometh not oB 

him (the apoftle) that caileth you. 9 A 
little leaven leaverr th ti*e whole nral's. 
to I haVe confidence in von thro’ the 
Lord Jefus, that ye Will be none other- 
wife minded ; but he that trpuhleth you 
fliall bear his judgment, wliofuever he 
be. , 

11 And I, brethren, ifl yet preach cir- 
cumcifion, (as fome fuggeft), Why do I 
yetfuffer perfecution (by the Jews) ? then 
were the oflence (taken at the dodfrine ) 
of fthe crofs ceafed. . 42 I would they 
were even cut off (from the communion 
of the church), which trouble you. 13 
For, brethren, ye have been called unto 
gofpgHiberty; only abufe not liberty for 
an occafion to the fiefhly lufts, but by 
Jove ferve one another, 14 For all the 
law to man is fulfilled in one word, even 
in th is. Thou fhalt love (hy neighour as 
tHyfelf. 15 But if ye bite and devour 
one another, take heed that ye be not 
deftfoyed. by one another. 

16 This I fay then. Walk according to 
the Spirit, and ye (hall not fulfil the luft 
of tlitr flefh. 17 For the flefli (the finful 
difpofition),hath defires contrary to the 
Spirit, (the gracious principle), and the 
Spirit hath aefires contrary to the flelh, 
and thefe are oppofiteto each other, fo 
that ye do not the things that ye would. 
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18 But if y- hy the Spirit of God, 

ye are not under the curfe of the law. 

19 Now, tire works of the flefli are ma- 

uifeft, which are thfcfc, adullery. forni- 
i> hat ion, arid all unrlcannefs, l«if iviouf- 
jiefs, 20 Idolatry, poifoning fecretly, en- 
mi ties, ftrifes, furious zeal, refentmenM, 
contentions, party fpirit divifions, here- 
lies, 21 Envying*, murders, drunkennefs, 
levellings, and Inch like m . of the which I 
forewarn you, as I have alfo told you in 
time pall, that they who do fucli thirngs 
Jltill not inherit the kingdom of God. 
az But the fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace, lung-fuflciing, gentlenels, 
goodnefs, fidelity, 13 Mceknefs, tem¬ 
perance : Againlt furh there is no Irw, 
14 And they that are Chrift’s have cruci- 
tied the flefti, (th^ fmful difpofition), with 
its paflions and defircs. ' 

25 If we live in the Spirit, funder his 
influence), let us alfo walk according to 
the Spirit. 2 6 Let us not be dclirous of 
vain-glory, provoking one another, envy¬ 
ing one another. 

CHAP. VI. 

Paul exhort eth to mildnefs. 
Rethren, if a man be overtaken in 
a fault, ye who are fpiritual re- 
ftore fuch an one in the fpirit of meek- 
nefs; confulering thyfelf, left; thou alfo 
be tempted. 

2 Bear ye one another’s burdens (and 
troubles), and fo fulfil the law of thrift. 
3 For if a man think himfelf to be fortie- 
thing, when he is nothing, he deceiveth 
himUdf. 4 But let every man try by the 
rule his own work, and then ftiall he have 
rejoicing in liimfelf alone, and net in ano¬ 
ther. 5 For every man ftiall bear his own 
burden (of rcconipenfe at lalt). 6 Let 
him that is taught in the word communi¬ 
cate iii all tilings unto him that teacheth 
(for his fupport). 7 Be not deceived j 
God is not mocked : for whatfuever a 
man foweth, that ftiall he alfo reap. 8 
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For he that foweth to his flefti, (the fen- 
fual appetite), ftiall of the flefti reap cor¬ 
ruption, (and deftru£lion ); but he that 
foweth to the Spirit, (isfpiritually exercif- 
ed), ftiall of the Spirit reap life evcrlafting. 
9 And let us not be wcaiy in wcll-doinjj; 
for in due feafon we ftiall reap, if we faint 
not. 10 As we have, therefore, opportu¬ 
nity, let us do good unto all men, cfpeci- 
ally unto them who are of the houfehold 
of faith. 

11 Ye fee how large a letter I have 
written unto you with mine own hand. 
12 As many as delirc to make a fair 
ftiew in the flefti, (the rites of the laivj, 
they conltrain ycu to be circumciled, on¬ 
ly left they ftiould fafter perfecution for 
(depending for fulvation on) the crofs ot 
Chrift. rj For they themfelves who arc 
circumcifed keep not the Mofaic law; 
but defire to have you circurnifed, that 
they may glpry in (this mark in) your 
flelh. 14 But God forbid that I ftiould 
glory (in any thing), unlefs it be in the 
crofs of our Lord Jefus Clirift, (for falva- 
tion), by which the world is crucified to 
me, (frems dead and inflpid, (having 110 
defire lor its enjoyments), and I unto the 
world, (as I cannot relifti or partake in 
its plcafures and purfuits). 15 For 11^ 
Clirift Jefus neither circumcifion aVaileth 
any thing, nor uncircumcilion.bu't a new' 
creation. (Eph. ii. 10. 2. Cof. v. 17.) 
1 6 And as many as walk according to this 
rule, peace be on them, and mercy, and 
,upon the true Ifrael of God. N 

17 From henceforth let no man 
trouble me ; for I bear in my body the 
mark of the Lord Jefus, (in wounds, by 
fufle rings). 

18 Brethren, the grace of our 'Lord 
Je(us Chrilt be with your fpirit., Amen.

P AUL, an apoftlr of Jefus Clirift by 3 Blefted be the God and Father of oui 
the will of God, to the faints who Lord Jefus Clirift, wlio hath blefled ui 
ars at Ephefus, even to the faithful in with all fpiritual bleflings. in heavefily 
fchrift Jefm: 2 Grace be to you, ard thing* in Chiift; 4 According as he hath

chofen us in Him before the foundation of 
the world,* that we fhould be holy, and 
without blame, before him; in love (to 
God and man). 5 Having predeftinated 
us unto the adoption of children, by Je- 
fus Chrift, to himfelf, according to the 
good pleafure of his will, 6 To the 
praife of l\i$ glorious grace, wherein he 
hath made us accepted in thebeloved 
Son ; 7 In whom we have redemption, 

through his blood, even the forgitfenefsof 
fins, according to the riches of his grace; 
S Wherein he hath abounded toward us 
in all wifdom and prudende ; 9 Having 

made known tmto us the myftery of his 
will, according to his good pleafure, 
which he had before purpofed in him- 
felf; 10 That, m the economy of the 
fulftefs of the times, (when the time ap¬ 
pointed was fully come), he might re¬ 
unite under “One head all things in Chrift, 
both which aTe in heaven, and which are 
on earth. II Even in him, in whom al* 
fo we have obtained an’ inheritance, 
(grace here, and glory hereafter), having 
been predeftinated (to it) according to 
the purpofe of him who worketh all 
.things agreeable to the council of his 
own will; 12 That we, fhould be de¬ 
voted to the praife of his glory, even v. e 
who-firft trufted in Chrift. 13 In whom 
ye alfo traded, when ye heard the Word 
of truth, the gofpel of your falvation; in 
whom alfo, after that ye believed, ye 
were fealed with the Holy Spirit of pro- 
dnife, (by his gifts and graces), 14 Who 
is the eanieft of our inheritance, (by his 
joys, as a foretafte), till the redemption 
(of thofe) purehafed (fof his) pofleflion, 
to tl)e praife of his glorious grace. 15 For 
this caufe I alfo having heard of the 
faith you have in the Lord'Jefus, and of 
your love to all the faints, id Ceafe not 
to give thanks for you, making mention 
of you in my prayers; 17 That the God • 
of our Lord, Jefus Chrift, the Father of 
glory, may give unto you the Spirit of 
wifdom and revelation in the knowledge 
of him ; 18 The eyes of your underftand- 
ing being (thereby) enlightened, that ye 
may know how great the hope is to which 
he hath called you, and what are the glo¬ 
rious riches of the inheritance of his 
faints, 19 And what is the exceeding 
greatnefs of his power toward us who 
believe, according to the working of his 
mighty.power, ao Which he wrought 

in Chrift, when he raifed him from the 
dead, and fet him at his own right hand 
in the heavenly places, 21 Far above all 
angelic principality, and power, and 
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might, artd dominion, and every name 
that is named, not Only in this world, but 
alfo in that which istocome; 22 And hath 
put all things under his feet, (fubjedl to 
him), and gave him to be the head over 
all things for the good of the church, 23 
Which is his myftical body, (temple or 
chofcn dwelling,) which he completely 
fills as his; yea, all perfons in all places, 
with gifts and graces. 

CH A P. II. 

What *we 'were by nature . 

A N D you hath he quickened, who 
were dead in tfefpalTes and fins, 
(under the dominion of your finful dil- 
pofitions); 2 In which ye formerly walk¬ 
ed according to the courfe of this world, 
(Gal. i. 4.) according to (the will of Sa¬ 
tan) the prince of the power of the air, 
(Job i. 19.) the fpirit that worketh in 
the wicked that aredifobedient(toGod); 
3 Amongft whom alfo we all had former¬ 
ly our courfe of life, in the lulls of our 
flefh, (or finful difpofition); fulfilling the 
dictates of the flelli, and of the paflions; 
and were by nature the heirs of wrath, 
even as others. 4 But God, being rich 
in mercy, according to his great love 
wherewith, he loved us, 5 Even when 
■we were dead in fins, hath quickened U9 
together with Chrift, (by the virtue of 
his refurrerftion, and union, and commu¬ 
nion with him, in it, and conformity to 
him, we are dead to fin, or freed from 
the dominion ef it); by grace ye arefav- 
ed ; 6 And hath raifed us up together, 

(by virtue of this union), and (thereby) 
made us fit together in heavenly places 
in Chrift Jefus, (as our Head, Reprefen- 
tative, and Forerunner) ; 7 That he 

might fhew in the ages to come the ex¬ 
ceeding riches of his grace in his kindnefs 
toward us, through Jefus Chrift. S For 
by grace are ye faved through faith; and 
that not of yourfelves,—it is the gift of 
God ; 9 Not by works, left any man 

fliould boaft. 10 For we are his work- 
manfliip, created anew in Chrift Jefus 
'unto good works, which God had -before 
ordained that we fliould walk in them. 

11 Wherefore remember, that ye were 
formerly Gentiles, (living) in (the lulls 
of) the flelli, who were called The un¬ 
ci rcucncifcd. by them who were called 
The circumcifed, as performed with 
hands in the flelli; ti That ye were at 
that time without (an intercll in) Chrift, 
aliens from the commonwealth of If- 
rael, (and the privileges of the church of 
God), and ftrangers to the promifes of 
the csvenant (of grace and mercy), ha- 
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ving no hope (offalvation), and without 
God in the world (made and upheld by 
him). 13 But now, (by intereft) in 
Chrift Jefus, ye who were formerly a-far 
off (from the favour of God) are brought 
ney (to Goil) by the atoning blood of 
Chrift. 14 For he is out peace-maker, 
who hath made both (Jews .and Gen¬ 
tiles) one church, and hath thrown down 
the middle wall of reparation, (the cere¬ 
monial ritual); 15 Having abolifhed 
(by fu fieri ng) in his flefii the enmity 
(’twixt Jews and Gentiles), even the 
Jaw of ritutrt commands,.contained in ce¬ 
remonial Ordinances, that he might form 
the two (parties,by uniting both)in hiin- 
felf into one new body (and church), 10 
making peace (bniVeen them), 16 And 
that he might reconcile both thus united 
in one body, or church,’ unto God, by the 
(blood of his) crufs, having thereby flain 
the enmity, (by abulifhing the ceremoni¬ 
al law); 17 And he came and preached 
peace to you, Gentiles, who were afar 
off (from Gud), and to the Jews who 
were called near to him. 18 For thro* 
him we both have accefs by the fame 
Holy Spirit unto the Father. 

if) Now, therefore, ye are no more 
ftraugers and foreigners (to God and his 
church), but fellow-citizens of it, with 
the faints, and of the (church or) houfe- 
hold of God. 20 And are built upon the 
foundation (ur faith and doctrine) of the 
apofldes and prophets, Jefus Chrift himfelf 
being the chief corner-ltone, (uniting the 
two parts of the building, the Jews and 
Gentiles); 21 By whom the whole 
building harmonloufly cemented, increaf- 
cth (b/ additions) into an holy temple 
for the Lord : 22 By Whom ye all'o are 

built up together for an habitation of 
God by the Spirit. 

CHAP. III. 

Of the my firry of grace. 

F OR t.iis caufe, I Paul, a priibnerfor 
Jefus Chrift for the fake of you Gen¬ 
tiles, 2 Since you have heard of the dif- 
penfatinn of the grace of God, which 
hath been given to me in your behalf; 
How that by revedation he made known* 
unto me the myftery, as I wrote you be¬ 
fore in few woids, 4 Whereby, when 
ye read, ye may underftand my know¬ 
ledge in the myltery of Chrift, 5 Which 
in i ther a^es wjs not made known unto 
the fons of men, as it is now revealed un¬ 
to his holy apofldes and prophets by the 
Spirit; 6 That the Gentiles lliould be 
joint heirs of gofpel benefits, with the 
Jews, and of the fame church, and par- 
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takers together of his promife in Chrift, 
by the gofpel; y Whereof I was made 
a minifter, according to the gift of the 
grace of God given unto me, by the ef¬ 
fectual working of his power. 8 Unto 
me, who am lefs than the leaf! of all 
faints, is this grace given, that I fliould 
preach among the Gentiles the uniearch- 
able riches of Chrift ; 9 And to make 

all men fee what is the communication 
of the inyftery, which from eternal ages 
was hid in the.fecret purpofe of* G v od, who 
created all things, by Jefus Chrift ; 10 

That the manifold wiftlom of God might 
now be made known to the angelic prin¬ 
cipalities St powers in heavenly places, by 
means of the. church, 11 According to 
the eternal purpofe which he purpofed in 
Chrift Jefus our Lurd : 11 Thro’ whom 

we have freedom -of fpcech at the throne 
of grace, and accefs with confidence of 
acceptance by faith in him. 

13 Wherefore I defirc that ye faint not 
at my afBidlion for you, which' is your 
glory. 14 For this cauf? I bow my knees 
unto the Father of our Lpid Jefus Chrift, 
15 Of whom the whole family (of angel^ 
and faints) in heaven and <. artli is named 
(as head), 16 That he would grant you 
according to the riches of his grace, to 
be mightily ftrengthened by his .Spirit in 
the inner-man, (the foul). 17 That Chrift 
may dwell in your hearts by faith ; being 
rooted and grounded in love, i .3 Ye may 
be able to comprehend, with all faints, 
what is the breadth, and length, and 
depth, and height (of the love of Chrift), 
19 And labour to know the love of Chrift, 
which pafleth all knowledge,' that ye 
might be filled with all the fiilnefsofthe 
grace of God. 

• 20 Now, unto him that is able to do 
abundantly, exceeding all that we alk or 
think, according to the pifwer that work- 
erh in us, 21 Unto him he glory in the 
church through Chrift Jefus, throughout 
all ages, for ever and ever. Amen. 

CHAP. IV. 

Exhortations to unity. 

I Therefore, A pri Toner for the Lord 
Jefus, befecch you, that ye walk wor¬ 
thy of the vocation wherewith ye are 
called (to the hope of glory ), 2 With all 
humility and meeknefs, with long-fuller¬ 
ing, forbear one another in love ; 3 

Endeavouring to keep the unity of the 
one Spirit, in the bond of peace. 4 There 
is one body, (the church), and one Spirit, 
even as ye are called in one and the fame 
hope of-your calling; 5 One Lord, (Je¬ 
fus Chrift), one faith, one baptifm, 9 
a 2 ’ 
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One God wid Father of all believers, who 
is above all in power, and thfco* all by his 
vital influences, and in you all by l\is 
grace and Spirit. 7>But grace 1 * given to 
every gne, according to the meafu^eof the 
free gift of Ghrift. 8 Wherefore lib, fays. 
When he afeended up on high he led the 
Captivators captive, and gave giftS.to 
men. 9 Now, thisexpreflion, He afeend¬ 
ed, What isit? but that he alfo defceml- 
cdJirft into the region of the dead ? 10 

He who 4 e f tent l e d 1S alfo the fame w ho al 
1'cended far above all vifible heavens, that 
he might fill all things with his influence. 
11 And he gave fome, apoftles; and 
fome, prophets; and fome, evangelifts; 
and.fome, pallors and teachers ; v it For 
the perfecting of the faints, fitting fome 
for the work of the ntiniftry, for the edi¬ 
fying of the (church, the) body of Chriit. 
13THI we.all arrive at. the unity of faith, 
and of the knowledge of the Son of God, 
to the maturity of a perfect man/ to the 
full mchfure of the fpiritual ftature of 
the fulnefsofthe grace ofChrifl: i4That 
we may be no longer as children tofled to 
and fro, as.wavts of the fea, and borne a- 
hout as a vapour in the air with every 
wind of do&rinc, by the cheating Height 
of men, aild by their fubtiJty in every 
method of deceit 515 But fpeaking the 
trutlein love, may grow up in afl things 
into him, who is the head, even Chriit i 
1 6 By Whom the whole body being 
liarmonioufly joined and cemented toge¬ 
ther, by the fupplies from every joint, 
according to the ener|y neceflary^to 
♦very part, makes an increafe to the 
whole church, to the edifying of itfrlf in 
love. 17 -Thi$, I fay, therefore, and tef- 
tifj’ intlie (name of the) Lord, that ye 
henceforth walk net as other Gentiles 
walk, in the vanity of their mind : i 3 
Having the underflanding darkened, be¬ 
ing alienated from the life of God, *(in 
holinefs) through the ignorance that is 
:n them, becaufe of the blindnefs of their 
hearty 19 Who, being part feeling, have 
given themfelves over unto lafeivioufnefs, 
to wovli all uncleannefs with greedinefs. 
20 ?ut ye have not fo learned (the gof- 
pel of) Chrift; 21 Seeing ve have heard 
•f him, and have been taught in him, (and 
iii his gofpel, even) as the truth is in Je- 
fus : * 23 To put off, with refpeCl tq the 
former converfation, the corrupt difpofi- 
tion, which is depraved by deceitful lulls; 
2,3* And be renewed in the fpirit of your 
rnind ; 24 Aud that ye put on the new 

nature, which after God is created in 
righteoulnefs aod true holinefs.

E ye, therefore, imitators of God,, as 
dear children ; 3 And walk in 

love, as Chrift a) fa hath loved Us, and 
hath given himfclf for ns, a peace offer¬ 
ing and a. facriiice to God (for fin,) for a 
fweet fmelling favour (as incenfs). $ 
But fornication, and all unclennncfs, or 
covetoufnefs, let it not be once named 
inong-yau, as becometh faints; 4 Nei¬ 

ther filthinefs, nor foolifh talking, nor 
jelling, which are not convenient; but 
rather giving of thanks. 5 For this ye 
know, that no-whoremonger,'nor un¬ 
clean perfon, nor covetous man, who is 
an idolater, hath any inheritance in the 
kingdom of Clnift: and of God. 

6 Let no man deceive you w ith vain 
Words; for becaufe of thefe things com- 
eth the wrath of God upon the children 
of difobedience. 7 Be not yc, therefore, 
partakers with them. 8 For ye were 
once the darknefs of ignorance, but now 
are ye light in the Lohl. Walk as chil¬ 
dren of light; 9 (For the fruit of the 
Spirit is in all goodnefs, and righteoul*- 
nefs, and truth) ; 10 Proving what is 

wcll-pleafing unto the Lord. 11 And 
have no fellowftiip with the unfruitful 
works of the darknefs of wickcdncfs, but 
rather reprove them. 12 For it is a 
fhame even tofpeak of thofe things which 
are done by them in fecret. 

13 But all tilings that are reproved 
are made manifell by the light; 
fjt whatsoever doth make manifest is 
light (or true knowledge). 14 When- 
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fore he faith, Awake thou that fleepeft, 
(unconcerned), and arife from the dead 
(fleep), and Chrift (hall £ive thee light. 

15 See then that yc live circumfpt< 5 l- 
ly, not as fools, but as wife men, 16 
Redeeming the time, becaule the days 
uve evil. 

17 Wherefore he ye not inconfiderate, 
but unrierltanding what lire will ol the 
Lord is. tS Anri be not drunk with 
wine, wherein is excels; but he filled 
with the (influences of the ) Spirit ; 19 

Shaking to yourfelve .5 in pfalms, and 
hymns, and fpiritual longs, finding and 
making melody in your heart to the 
Lord; 70 Giving thanks always for all 
things unto God even the Father, in 
the name of our Lord Jehis Chrift; 21 
Submitting yourlclves each to another in 
the fear of God. 

77 Wives, fubmit yonrfelvcs untq your 
own luifbands, as unto the Lord. 23 For 
the hufband is the head of the wife, even 
as ChriA is the head of the church ; and 
he is the faviourof tho body. 24 There¬ 
fore, as the church is fubje<ft unto Chrift, 
fo let the wives be to their own huf- 
bands in every thing. 

25 Hufbands, love your wives, evep as 
ChriA alio loved the Church, and gave 
himfelf for it; 26 That he might fanc- 

tiry it (i)y his Spirit), and eleanle it,' as it 
were, with the wafhing of water, by the 
word. 

27 That he might place it in his pre¬ 
fence a glorious church, not having fpnt, 
or wrinkle, or any fuch thing ; but that 
it Ihould be holy, and without blcmilh. 

So ought men to love theii wives 
cvi-n as their own bodies. HJ that loveth 
his wife love 1I1 him fell'. 29 For no man 
ever yet hated his own flcih, but nou- 
riihclh and chcriihcth it, even as the 
Lord the church. 30 For we are e- 
ftcerncd by him as members of his body, 
of hi.s flelh and of his bones. 31 For this 
caufe fliall a man, leave his father and 
mother, and flia.11 h$ joined unto his 
wife, and they two fliallbe as one flefll. 

32 Ibis is a great myftery ; but I 
fpcak concerning ChriA and the church. 

33 Neverthclefs, let every one of you 
in particular fo love his wife even a$ 
himielf; and the wile fee that flic reve¬ 
rence her hufband. 

CHAP, VI. 

Children's duty to parents . 

G Hilphen, obey ypur parents in the 
Lord ; for this is right. ‘ 2 llo- 
Bour thy father and mother, (which is 
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thjefiiA comipandm'‘nt with (a particu¬ 
lar) promife.) 3 That rt may be well 
with thee, and thou ttaayeA live long on 
the earth. 

4 And, ye fathers, jlroroke not your 
children to wrath, but bring them up in 
the difeipline and admonition of th« 
Lord. 

5 Servants, be obedient to them thAt 

are your matters according to the flelh „ 
with*fear and tre.nbling, in linglcnels ot 
your ! •.-art as unto Chrift : 6 Not with 

eye fervice, as men pleafers; but as the 
(eryants of ChriA, doing the will of God 
fiom the heart; 7 With good wilt do¬ 

ing fervice as to the Loro, and not to 
men: S Knowing, that whatlbrver 

good any man doeth, the fame fhaH 
receive of the Lord, whether he be bond 
or free. 

9 And, ye mailers, do the fame to 
them, forbearing threatening; knowing 
that ye have a maAex alfu in heaven ; 
ncithefis there retpeft of perfons with 
him. 

10 Finally, my brethren, be ft rang 
in the LorJ, and in Ihe power of his 
might. 11 Put on the complete armour 
of God, that ye may be able to Hand a- 
gainft the wiles of the devil. 12 For our 
ftruggle is not with flefli and blood' Ma¬ 
lone, but with (diabolical) principalities 
and powers, who rule in the darknefs (t. 
e. ignorance, error, and \v:ckedne(s) of 
this world, with wicked (pints with re- 
fpect to heavenly things, 

13 ^Therefore, take unto youths whole 
annourof God, that ye may be able to 
with ft and in the evil day, and having 
done all, to ftaruh 14 Stand, therefore, 
having your loins girded with the girdle 
ol truth (and Jincerity), having on righ.- 
teoufnefs as a brcall-platc ; 15 Ami ha¬ 

ving youi feet fhod (atid fitted for thor¬ 
ny paths) with ('tlie paflive virtues of 
felf-d/euial and patience,) the prepara¬ 
tion for the practice of tiie gofpel of 
peace (in bearing the crofs or fullering 
for it). 16 Above all thefe, having 
faith as a fhicldy whereby yc fliall be., 
able to quench all the fiery darlm 

'fuggeftions) of the wicked one, as drivA, 
itig you to infidelity or dcfpair. 17 And 
have the hope of lalvation as a helmet 
for your head, and the fwonl of the Spi- ' 
rit, which is the word of God. i 3 Pray¬ 
ing at all times, with all kinds of prayer, 
fupplicattng in the fervency ofyour,fpi- 
rits (the aid of the divine Spirit, Koin.S. 
26.) and watching thereunto with all 
pcrleverancc and fupplication for all the 
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faints; 1$ And particularly for me, 
that utterance may be given unto me, 
that I may cpeo my mouth boldly to 
maVe known the myftery of the gofpel, 
no For which .1 fun an ambaflador in 
bonds; that therein I may fpeak. boldly, 
bs I ought to fpeakv 

2 t Bat that ye atfo may know the 
things that relate to me and what 1 am 
,doing, Tychicus, a beloved brother, and. 
l'aithful mini/ter in the Lord’s work fliall 
make known to you all things. 22 


Chap. I. 

Whom I “have lent unto you for the 
fame parpofe, thpt ye might know our 
affairs, and that he might comfort your 
hearts. 13 Peace be with the brethren, 
and faith with love from God the Fa¬ 
ther, -and;, the Lord Jefus Chrift. 04 
Grace be with all them that love our 
Lord Jefus Chrift in fincerity.

CHAP. I. . 

Paul's thankfulnefs to God. 

P AUL and Timothy, the. fervants of 
Jefus Thrift, to all the faints in 
Chrift Jefus who are at Philippi, with 
the bifhops and deacons: 2 Grace be 

■unto you, and peace, from God out Fa¬ 
ther, and from theLord Jefus Chrift. 3 I 
thank my God in every mentioningofyou, 
-. ,4 Always, in every prayer of mine, 
making fupplicaticn for you all, with 
joy, 5 For your participation in the 
gofpel frdnf the firft day (ye heard it) 
until now; 61 am confident of this very 

thing, that he who hath begun a good 
work in you, will bring it to perfection 
unjo the day of Jefus Chrift’s (appear- 
ing). 7 Even as it is meet for me to be 
thus affedled toward you all, becaufe I 
have you in my heart, as you arc all par¬ 
takers of grace with me in my bonds for 
the confirmation and defence of the gof¬ 
pel. 8 For God is my wilnefs how. 
greatly I long after you all in the bowels 
of love in Chrift Jefys. 

9 And this I pray, that your love may 
abound yet more and morein knowledge 
and in all experience ; 10 That ye may 
'approve things that are excellent; that 
ye may be finccre, and without offence, 
till the day of Chrift’s appearing ; 11 

Being filled"*WiLh the fruits of charity, 
which are by Jefus Chrift, unto the glo¬ 
ry and praife of God. 

1 £ But 1 would have you to know, 
brethren, that the things relating to 
have fallen out rather to the advance¬ 
ment of the gofpel; 13 So thaft my 

bobds for the caufe of Chrift aje mar.i- 
fefted in all; the Roman palace, and in 
all other places: 14 And many of the 

brethren in the Lord were emboldened 
by my bonds’ to venture with much more 


undaunted courage to preach the word. 
15 Some preach Chrift even from envy 
and contention, while others do it out 
of fincere affection.. 16 The firft indeed 
preach Chrift out of ftrife, not with pure 
motives, defiring to 'add more affliction 
to my bonds; 17 But the others of love r 
know ing that I am l'ef tor the defence 
of the gofpel. 

18 What then? yet every Way, whe¬ 
ther in pretence or in truth, Chrift is 
preached ; and I therein do rejoice, yea r 
end will reioicc. 19 For I know that 
this fliall ifl'ue in my falvation through 
your prayer, and the fupply of the Spi¬ 
rit of Jefus Chrift, 20 According to my 
earnelt expectation, and my hope, that 
in nothing I fhall be afhamed ; but that 
with all bcldneifs, as always, fo now alfo 
Chrift (ball be magnified in my body, (ei¬ 
ther in bonds or free) whether it be by 
life or by death. 21 For the end of my 
livingis to glorify God, and dying to me 
is gain. 

22 And if I live in the’flefli, this is the 
fruit of my labour: yet what I fliall 
choofe I know not. 23 For I am in a 
ftrait betwixt tWo, having a defire to de¬ 
part, and to be with Chrift , which is 
better (Ij^yond all expreffion). 24 Ne- 
verthei^fs, to abide in the flefii is more 
needibl for you. r 

5 And having this confidence, I know 
tX at I fliall abide and continue with you 
/ all, for the furtherance of your faith and 
joy. 26 - That your rejoicing may bfc 
mpre abundant in Jefus Chrift for me, 
hj my coming to you again 27 Only let 
your conversation he as it hecometh the 
gofpel of Chrift; that,’whether I ccme 
and fee you, or be abfent, I may hear of 
your affairs, that, ye ftand fall in one fpi- 
rit, ftnving together with cue mind, for 
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the faith of the gofpel; 28 And in no¬ 

thing terrified by }oui adverfaries: ‘which 
is to them an evident token of perdition, 
but to you of fulvation, and that from 
God. 29 For unto you it is granted as a 
favour on the part of Chrift, not only to 
believe in him, but alfo to fuller for hi9 
fake; 30 Having the fame conflict 

which ye faw in me, and now hear to bo 
in me. • 

CHAP. II. 

Exhortations to unity. 

I F there be, therefore, any confolation 
in Chrift, if any comfort oflove, ifa-- 
ny communication of the Spirit, if any 
bowels of mercies, 1 Fulfil my joy, 
that ye may be like minded, maintaining 
the fame love, having your fouls joined 
together in attending to the one thing 
(needful). 3 Let nothing be done thro* 
ftrife or vain-glcry ; but in lowlinefs of 
mind let cach^lteem another better than 
thcmfclves. 4 Do not every one aim at 
his own intcrefts, but each of you alfo at 
the interefts of others. 

5 Let the fame mind be in ydn, which 
was alfo in Chrift Jefus. 6 Who being 
in the form of God, he was not eager in 
retaining that likenefsto God (which he 
had before). 7 But emptied himfelf (of 
that glory), taking upon lum the form 
of a lervant, when made in the likenefs 
of men ; 8 And being found in f idiion 

as a man, he humbled himfelf, and be¬ 
came obedient unto death, even the 
death of the crofs. 9 Wherefore God 
Alfo hath highly exalted him, and given 
him a name which is above every name, 
10 That -at the name of Jelus every 
knee fliould bow, of things in heaven, fit 
things on earth, and things under the 
the earth (infcrnals), 11 And that e- 
very tongue flTould confeft that Jefus 
Chrift is Lord (of all), to the glory of 
God the Father. 

11 Wherefore, my beloved, as ye have 
always obeyed, not in my prefence only, 
but now much more in my abfenefi, 
work out your own falvation with fear 
and trembling : 13 For it is God wlio 

workctli in y<»u, both to will and to do of, 
his good plcafure. 

14 Do all things without murmurings 
and difputings, 15 That ye may be 
bj a me left and harmleft, the Ions of God 
without rebuke in the inidlt of a crook- 
f «l and perverfe nation, among whom 
lliine ye as elevated lights in the world, 
16 Holding out the word of life ; ..that I 
may rejoice in the day of Chrift that I 

have nut run in vain, neither laboured in 

» 
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vain. 17 . For if I fliould even be of¬ 
fered up as a facrifice, having my blood 
poured forth as a drink offering, on the 
roiniftration of your faith, I rejoice and 
congratulate you all therein. iS, For the 
lame caufe alfo do ye joy and rejoice 
with me. 

19 But I truft in the Lord Jefus to 
fend Timothy fhortly unto you, that I al¬ 
fo may be comforted when.I know your 
ftate. ao For I have no man like mind¬ 
ed who will naturally take the care of 
your affairs. 21 For all feek their own, 
not the things which are Jefus ChriftY 
22 But ye know the proof of him, that as 
a fon 'frith the father, he hath ferved 
with me in the golpel. 

23 Him, therefore, I hope to fend pre- 
fently, fo foon as I ft 1 all fee how it will 
go with me. 24 But I truft in the Lord 
that I alfo myfelf ftiall come fhortly. 

25 Yeti fuppofed it neceffary to fend 
unto you Epaphroditus, my brother and 
companion in labour, and fellow-foldier, 
but your meflenger to me,. and he that 
miniftered to my wants 26 For he long¬ 
ed after you all, and was full of heavr- 
nefs, becaule that ye had heard that He 
had been lick. 27 For- indeed he was 
lick nigh unto death ; but God had mer¬ 
cy on him ; and not on him only, but on 
me alfo, left I fhould have forrow upon 
forrow. 28 I fent him, therefore, the 
more carefully, that when ye fee him a- 
gain ye may rejoice, and that I may be 
the Id's forrow ful.- 

29 Receive him therefore in the Lord 
with all gladnefs, and hold fuch in high 
eftimation. 30 Becaufe for the work of 
thrift he was nigh unto death, not re¬ 
garding his life, to fupply the remainder 
of your beneficence to me. " 

CHAP. III. 

Paul nearneth of Jalfe teachers. 
Inally, my brethren, rejoce in the 
Lord. To write the fame things 
(which I fpoke) to you, is not grievous 
to me, and it is fafe for you. 

2 Beware of (fuchj doge (as bi¬ 
gots), beware of evil workers, beware 
of the the concifion, (fcbifmatics). 3 
For we are the circumciGon, who wor- 
Pnip God in the fpirit, and rejoice in 
Chrift Jefus, and have no. confidence in 
the flefh, (in forms, or the externals of 
religion). 4 Though 1 might alfo have 
confidence, in-- the flelh. If any other 
man thinketh that he hath whereof he 
might truft in the flefh, I more : 5 Cir- 

cumcifed the eighth day, of the ftock. of 
UVael, of the tribe of Benjamin, ftn He- 
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brrw of the Hebrews, (by both father 
and mother); 95 touching the law, a 
Pharifee; € Concerning zeal, perfect¬ 
ing the church ; touching the righteouf- 
nefs which is in the r'eiemonial law, 
blaauelcfs. 7 But What, things were once 
gain to me, thofd I counted lofs for Chrift. 
9 Yea, doubtlcfs, and I copnt all things 
hut lofs for the excellency of the know¬ 
ledge of Chrift Jefus my Lord; for whom' 
I have foffered the lofs of all things, aod 
do count them hut dung that I may win 
Chrift, 9 And be foun^l in him, not ha¬ 
ving mine own righteoufnefs, which is 
of the ritual law, but that which is 
through the faith of Chrift, the righte¬ 
oufnefs which is of God by faith ; 10 

Savingly to know him, and the power of 
bis refurre&ion, and the fellowlhip of his 
fufferings, being made conformable unto 
bis death, (Gal. vi. 14.) 11 If by any 

means I might attain unto the firft re- 
furredfcion of the dead, (1 ThefT.iv. jtf), 
it Not as though I had already attained 
to all, either were already perfect; but I 
follow after, if that I may apprehend that 
for which aJTo I am apprehended of Chrift 
Jefus. 

.13 Brethren, I count not myfelf to have 
attained; but this one thing I can fay, 
forgetting thofe things which are behind, 
and ft retching forth unto thofe things 
which are before, 14 I prefs toward the 
mark, for the prize of the high calling 
of God in Chrift Jefus. 

15 Let us, therefore, as many as be up¬ 
right, be of this mind; and if in any 
thing ye be other wife minded,. God fliaU 
reveal even tAis unto you. 16 Never, 
thelefs, whereto we have already attain¬ 
ed, let us walk by the fame rule, let us 
mind the fame thing. 

17 Brethren, be imitators of me, and 
mark them who walk fo, as ye have us 
for an example. iS For many walk, of 
whom I have told you often, and now 
tell you even weeping; that they are the 
enemies of the crofs of Chrift: 19 Whole 
end tsdeftniclion, whofe god is their bel¬ 
ly, and who glory in their fliame, who 
mind earthly things. 20 But we converfe 
as citizens of heaven; from whence alfo 
we look for the Saviour, the Lord Jefus 
Chrift; 21 Who fljail transform our 
vile body, that it may he fafoioned like 
unto his glorious body, accoiding to the 
working whereby he is able even to fub- 
je< 5 t all things unto liimieu. 

CH A P. IV. 

Adffioniticm and in/iruElionx, 


PIANS. 

HerzfoKe, my brethren, dearly be- 
' loved' and -longed for, my joy and 
crown, fo ftand faft in tho (WorK of th^ 
Lotd, my dearly beloved, i I befeech 
Euodias, and befeech Syntyche, that they 
be of the fame nilndin the (woik of the) 
Lord. 3 And I entreat thee alfo, the 
true Syzygus, help thole women who la¬ 
boured with me in the gofpel, with Cle¬ 
ment alfo, and my other fellow-labour¬ 
ers, whofe names are in the book of life. 

4 Rejoice in the Lord alway ; and a- 
giun I fay, Rejoice. 5 Let your mode¬ 
ration be known unto all men. The Lord 
is at hand. (Rev. x.vii. 12.) 6 Be anxi¬ 

ous for nothing ; but in every thing by 
prayer &C. Application, with thank (giving, 
let your requefts be made known before 
God. 7 And the peace of God, wl^ch 
fariurpaflethjall underltanding, flig.ll keep 
your hearts and minds through Chrift, Je¬ 
fus. 

8 Finally, brethren, what foe ver things 
ate true,' whatfoever things are honeft, 
whatfoever things are juft, whatfoever 
things are pure, whatfoever things are 
friendly, whatfoever things are of good 
report; think on thefe things if there be 
any virtue, and if there be any praife in 
them. 9 Thofe things which ye have 
iearnedand received, and heard and'feen 
in me, do; and the God of peace fliaU 
he with you. 10 But I rejoiced in the 
Lord greatly, that now at the lafl your 
care of me hath flourifliefl again wherein 
ye vfrere iudeed careful before, but ye lack¬ 
ed opportunity. 11 Not that I fpeak in 
refpedl of want; ’ fot I have learned, in 
whatfoever ftate I am, therewith to be 
content. 42 I know both how to be a- 
bafed, and I know how to abound : eve¬ 
ry where and in all things, I am inftrucl- 
ed, both to be full and to be hungry, 
both to abound and to fuffer need. 13 I 
can do all tilings through Chrift who 
ffirengtheneth me. 14 Notwithftanding, 
ye have well done that ye did communi¬ 
cate relief to my afflictions. 15 For ye, 
Philippians, well knew, that in the be¬ 
ginning of the gofpel, when I departed 
from Macedonia, no church communicat¬ 
ed with me, as concerning giving and re¬ 
ceiving, but ye 6nly. 16 For even in 
Theflalonica ye fent once and again un¬ 
to my neccflity. 17 Not becaufe I defire 
a gift: but I defire that fruit may a- 
bound to your account. 18 But I have 
all, and abound ; I am full, having re¬ 
ceived of Epaphroditus the thingsoshith 
were fent from you, an odour cf a fueet 
frnell, an acceptable Jhcrifice^ v.-efl-plcafa 
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fcig to God. rp But my God Aftll fup T 
pfy all y'9 nr wants, according to' his riche9 
in guodnefr, by Chrift: Jefus, 

-20 hfow, to out God and Father tie 
glory for ever and ever. Amen. 

'21 Salute every faint in Chrift Jefus. 
The brethren who are with me greet

have been taught, and abounding therein 
with thankfgiving. . 

S Beware left any man fpoil you by pre¬ 
tended philofophy, and v?.:n aeceit, ac¬ 
cording to the tradition'of men, (whether 
Jews or Gentiles), according ta the.ele¬ 
ments of the world, (literary or ceremo¬ 
nial), but net according to Chrift ; 9 For 
in him, (in his human nature, as a tem¬ 
ple), dwelleth all the fulnefs of the Divi¬ 
nity fubflantially. 10 And ye. are com¬ 
plete in him, who is the head of'all prin¬ 
cipality and power; 11 Thro* whom al- 
fo ye are circumrifed with the circumti- 
fion made without’hands, by putting off 
the body of the fins of the belli, in the 
cireumerfien made thro’ Chrift ; 12 Bn- 

rled with him in baptifm r * wherein alfo 
ye are riien with him thro* the faith of 
the operation of God, who hath raifed 
him from the dead.

10 Ariftarchus my fellow-prifoner falut- 
eth you, and John Mark, Gtter’s fon ul Bar¬ 
nabas, (touching whom ye received com¬ 
mandments: if he come unto you receive 
him ;) ri And Jefu?, vvhb is called Juf- 
tus. Thefe only are my fellow-workers 
unto the kingdom of God who are of the 
circumcifion, who have been a comfort 
unto me. 

12 Epaphras, who is one of you, a fer¬ 
vant of Chnft, faiuteth you, always la¬ 
bouring fei vent ly for you in prayers, that 
yc may (land perfect a ml complete in all 
the will ol God.

T HESS A] 

CHAP. I. 

Paul's tbankfgiving and prayer.. 
AUL, and Silvanus, (i.e. Silas) and 
Timothy, unto the church of the 
■jrhefi'alonians, which is in ,(the love cf) 
God the Father, and that of the Lord Je- 
fns Chrift : Grace be unto you, and peace, 
from God our Father, and the Lord Je¬ 
fus Chrift. 

2 We give thanks to God always for 
you all* making mention of you in our 
-prayers; 3 Remembering always your 
works of faitli and labours of love, and 
patient hope in our Lord Jefus Chrift, 
before God, even our Father ; 4 Know¬ 

ing, brethren beloved, your election of 
God. 

5 For out gofpel came not unto you ;n 
word only, but alfo in the. power of the 
Holy Ghoft, arid in much affurance; as 
ye kno^w what manner of men we were 
among you for your fakes. 6 And ye 
became, imitators of us and of the Lord 
Jdfus, having received the word in much 
affliction, with joy of the Holy Ghoft: 
7 So that ye were examples to ali that 
believe in Macedonia and Achaia. 

8 For from yo,u founded out the word 
of the-Loid, not only.in Macedonia and 
Achaia, but alfo in every place your faith 
toward God is nqifed abroad : fo that we 
need met to fpeak any thing. 9 For 
they (to whom we came J declare con- 
cerning^us what manner of entering in 
we had unto you, and how ye turned 
to GodTrom idols to l'erve the living and 
true God ; 10 And'to wait for his Son 

frofn heaven Whom he raifed from the 
dead, even Jefus who delivereth us from 
the wr ath to- c ome. 

CHAP. II. 

Hoyu the gofpel auas preached . 

F OR yourfelves, brethren, know our 
entrance in unto you, that it was 
not in vain : 2 But even when we had 

frittered before, and were fhamefully 
treated,..as ye know, at Philippi, we 
were bold in (the name of) our God to 
fpeak unto you the gofpel of God with, 
much contention. 

3 For our exhortation was not of de¬ 
ceit, nor of uncle&nnefs, nor in guile (like 
Pagans). 4 -But as we were approven 
ef God to be put iu ttuft with the go'pei, 


ONIANS.' 

even fo we fpeak; not as pleafing mert, 
but God, who trieth, our hearts. 5 For 
neither at any time ufed we flattering 
words, as ye know, nor a (fliew of piety 
for a) cloak of coveroufnefs; God is wit- 
nefs. ' 6 Nor of men fought we glory, 
neither of you, nor yet of others, tho* we 
might have been burdenfome as (lie 2pof- 
tles of Chrift. 

7 But we were gentle among you, e- 
ven as a nurfe cheriflieth her children ; 
8 So being tenderly affectionate towards 
you, we,were willing to have imparted 
unto you, not the gofpel of God only, but 
alfo our own fouls, becaufe ye were dear 
unto us. 

9 For ye remember, brethren, our la¬ 
bour and toils: for labouring night and 
day, becaufe we would not be burden¬ 
fome unto any of you, we preached unto 
you the gofpel of God. 

10 Ye are witneffes, and God alfo, 

flow holily, and juftly, and unblameably, 
we behaved ourfelves among you that be¬ 
lieve : 11 As ye know, how we exhort¬ 

ed, and comforted, and charged every 
one 01 you. as a Father doth his children,, 
12 That ye would walk worthy of God, 
.who hath tailed you unto his kingdom 
of glory. 

13 for this caufe alfo thank we God 
without ceafing, becaufe, when yc recei¬ 
ved the word of God which ye heard 
from us, ye received it not as the word 
of men, but, as it is in truth, the word of 
God, which efle&ually worketh in you 
that believe. 

14 For ye, brethren, became imitators 
of the churches of God which are in Ju¬ 
dea in Chrift Jefus: for ye alfo have fuf- 
fered like things of your own country¬ 
men, even as they have of the Jews; 15 
Who both killed the Lord Jefus and iheir 
own prophets, and have perlecuted us; 
and they pleafe not God, and are contra- • 
ry to all menj 16 Foibidding us to 
fpeak to the Gentiles that they might be/ 
faved; to fill up their fins always, for 
the wrath is coming upon them to the 
uttermoft. 

17 But we, brethren,being taken from 
you for a fkort time in prefence, nut in 
heart, endeavoured the mofc abundantly . 
to fee your face again with great .defile*. 
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18 Therefore we would have come unto 
you (even I Paul ) once and again, but 
Satan hindered us. 19 For what Is our 
hope, or joy, or crown of rejoK in ; ? Are 
not even ye in the prefenec of our Lord 
.Jefus Cnriit at his coining ? 20 for ye 

are our glory and joy, 

CHAP. III. 

Paul's love to the TheJJalonians . 

He repore, when we could no long¬ 
er forbear, we thought it good to 
be left at Athens alone, a And unit Ti¬ 
mothy our brother, and mimlter of God, 
and out fellow labourer in the golpel of 
Clirift, to eftablilh you, and to comfort 
you concerning your faith ; 3 That no 

man fhould be moved by thefc afflictions: 
for yourfelves know that we are appoint¬ 
ed thereunto. 4 For verily, when we 
were with you, we tohl you before that 
we fliould In tier tribulation, even as it 
came to pafs, and ye know. 

4 For this caufe, when I could no long¬ 
er forbear, I fent to koow your faith, left 
by any means the tempter fliould have 
tempted you,'and our labour fliould have 
been in vain. 

6 But now, when Timothy came from 
you unro us, and brought us good tidings 
of your faith and charity, and that ye 
have good remembrance of us always, 
defiring greatly to fee us, as we alfo to 
fee you ; 7 Therefore, brethren, we 

were comforted concerning you in all 
our affliction ami diflrefs, by your faith; 

B F< 5 r now we live (with comfort) if ye 
Hand fall in (the grace of) the Lord. 

9 For what thanks can wc render to 
God again for you, for all the joy where¬ 
with Vc joy lor your fakes before our 
God ; 10 Wight and day praying ex¬ 

ceedingly that we might lee your face 
and might perfect tiiat which is lacking 
in your faith ? 

11 Now God hiinfclf even our Fa¬ 
ther and our Lord Jcliis Chrift, clear our 
way unto you. 12 And the Lord make 
you to inereafe and abound in love one 
toward another, and toward all men, c- 
ven as we do toward you : 13 To the 

end ■ h c- m ly lfcabliih your hearts and you 
be tin b lam sable in holinels be lore God 
even our Father at the ajinearing of our 
hoid Jefus Chrift with all ins faints. 

C HAP. IV. ' 

Patti exhorteth to Godlinefs. 

F urthermore then we he leech you, 
brethren, and exhort you for the 
the Lord Jefus fake, that as ye have re¬ 
ceived of us how yc ought to walk fo as 
to pleafe Go.l, lb ye would ((bound more 


and more. a F<gfcye know what com¬ 
mandments we gave ytouin the name of the 
Lord Jefus. 3 For tljfo is the will of God 
even your fanffcification, that ye fhould 
abrtain from fornication : 4 That every 

one of you fhould know how to poflefs 
his corporeal vefTel in fan&incation and 
honour: 5 Not in the luft of concupin* 
cence, even as the Gentiles who know not 
God. 6 That no man go beyond and 
defraud his brother in any matter ; be- 
caufe tliat the Lord is the avenger of all 
fuch, as We alfo have forewarned you, 
and teftified. 7 For God h^fh not cal¬ 
led us unto uncleanefs, but unto holineli. 

8 He therefore that defpifeth, defpi- 
feth not man, but God, who hatl> allb gi¬ 
ven unto us the gifts of his Holy Spirit* 
9 But as touching brotherly love, ye need 
not that I write unto you ; for ye your- 
felvs are divinely taught to love one ano¬ 
ther.

14 For if ye 
believe that Jefus died, and rofe again, 
even fo them alfo who fleep in Jefus will 
God bring with him (from the dead), 
15 For this we fay unto you by the word 
of the Lord, That we (even thofe of us 
Chriftians) who ire alive at the coming 
of the Lord, ilia 11 not prevent them who 
are afleep. 16 For the Lord himfclf fliall 
defeend from heaven with a fliout, with 
the voice of the archangel, and with the 
trump of God; and the dead in Chrift 
fliall rife firft. 17 And then they who* 
are alive fhall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in.the air: and fo fliall we be ever 
with the Lord. 

18 Wherefore, comfort one another

3 Let no man deceive you 
by any means; for that (lay fliall not 
co ne except there come firft a gk at a- 
poftacy froujthe galpel.or th? purify of it, 
an l that ar.ti hrift : an power of t!»e man 
of fin, the fon of perdition, (John xvii. 
iL) bear rule, 4 Who oppofeth and 
exabeth linnu If ai*uvc all that is called 
Clod, (whether cmpernr, king, nr prince), 
or that is the object of vVuifhip ; fo that 
he him lei f, as Cod, fets hiinfdf in the 
(church, which is th*) temple of God, 
adlii^g as if he were tied. 

5 | Remember ye rot, th'2t when I was 
vet with you I tolJ you thefe things? 
6 And now ye know what prevents his be¬ 
ing man!felted, in this time, (viz. the Pa¬ 
gan empire).

mand, and exhort by our Lord Jefus 
Chrift, that with quictnefs they work, 
and eat their own bread. 

Ij But ye, brethren, be not weary in 
well-doing. 

14 And if any man obey not our word 
by this epiftle, note that man,and have no 
company with him, that he maybe afbam- 
cd.

CHAP. I. 

Timothy pvt in mind of bis charge. 

P AUL, an apoftle of Jefus Chrift, by 
the commandment of God our Savi- 
ptij, and the Lord Jefus Chrift, who is our 
hope ; * Unto Timothy, iny own fon in 

the faith: Grace, mercy, and peace, from 
God our Father, and Jefus Chrift our 
Lord. v‘. 

3 As I befought thee to abide ftill at E- 
phefus.wheri I went into Macedonia,that 
thou raighteft charge fome that they 
teach no other dodlriue ; 4 Neither give 
hebd to Jewifh fables, and endlcfs'genea¬ 
logies, which produce debates, rather 
than godly edification in the faitli; fo 
do. 

5 Now, the end of the gofpel declara¬ 
tion is. Love, from a pure heart, and a 
good cjonfcience, and faith unfeigned ; 6 
From which fome having fwerved, have 
turned afide unto vain jangling ; 7 De¬ 

ft ring to be teachers of the law ; untler- 
ltanding neither what they fay, nor 
whereof they affirm. 8 But we know 
that the law is good, if a man ufe it law¬ 
fully ; 9 Knowing this, that the law is 

not made againft a righteous man, but 
the lawlefs and di(obedient, the ifngodly, 
and finners. unholy and profane, murder¬ 
ers of fathers, and murderers of mothers, 
afTaffins, 10 Whoremongers, Sodomiries, 
for men-ftealers for liars, For perjured per- 
fons, and if there be any other thing that 
is contrary to found do&rine ; 11 Ac¬ 

cording to the glorious gofpel of the 
blefTed God, which was committed to 
my truft. 

12 And I thank Chrift Jefus our Lord, 
who hath enabled me, for that he count¬ 
ed me faithful, putting me into the tni- 
niftiy ; 13 Who was before a blafphe- 

mer, and a persecutor, and opprelTor; 
but I obtained mercy, becaufe I did it 
ignorantly in unbelief. 

. 14 And the grace of our Lord was ex¬ 
ceeding abundant, .by faith and love, in 
Chrift Jefus. 

15 This is a faithful faying, and wor¬ 
thy of all acceptation, that Chrift Jefus 
came into the world to fave fioners ; of 
whom I am chief. 16 Howbeit, for this 
caufe I.obtained mercy, that in me as the

chief, Jefus Chrift might fliew forth all 
long-fuffering, for a pattern to them who 
fhould hereafter believe on him to Ufe e- 
verlafling. 

17 Now, unto the King eternal, im¬ 
mortal, invifible, the only wife God, be 
honour and glory for ever and- ever. 
Amen. 

18 This charge I commit unto thee,fon 
Timothy, according to former prophecies 
concerning thee, that thou by minding 
them mighteft. war a gotid warfare ; 19 
•Holding faith, and a good confcience ; 
which fome having put away, roncerning 
faitli have made (hipwreck; 20 Of whom 
is Hymeneus and Alexander ; whom I 
have delivered unto Satan, that they 
may learn not to blafpheme. 

C H A P. II. 

It is meet to pray for all in en 

I Exhort, therefore, that, firft of all* 
fupplicarions, prayers, interceffions, 
and giving of thanks, be made for all 
men; % For kings,'and for all that are 
in authority ; that we may lead a,quiet 
and peace ah e life in all godiinefs and ho* 
nelly ; 3 For this is good and acceptable 
in the fight of God our Father; 4 Who 
wills that all men fhould be laved, and 
come unto the knowledge of the truth. 

5 For there is one God, and one, 
mediator between God and men the 
man Chrift Jefus; 6 Who gave him- 
felf a ranfom for all, to be teftified in 
due time. 7 Whereunto I am appoint¬ 
ed “a preacher, and an apoftle, (I fpeak 
the truth in Chrift,and lie not,) a teach¬ 
er of the Gentiles in faith and truth. . 

8 I will, therefore that men pray eve¬ 
ry where* lifting up pure hands without 
wrath and doubting. 

9 In like manner alfo that women a- 
dom theipfelves with decent apparel, with 
modefty and fobriety, not with plaited 
hair, or g^ld, or pearls, or coftly garments; 
10 But (in what becometh women profef- 
fing godiinefs) with good works. 11 Lee 
the*woman learn in Aience with all fubjec- 
tion. 1 zBiit I fuffer not a woman to teach* 
nor to ufurp authority over the man, but 
to be tn filence. ( 13 For Adam was firft 
formed, then Eve. 14 And Adam was. 
not firlt deceived ; but the woman, bein£ 
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deceive l,wasfirft in the trangreffion. f5 
Ncvertheleft,ftie' (hill be fave:' in partu¬ 
rition, if they continue in laith, charity, 
holim-fi, ami fobriety. 

, CHAP. III. 

How LiJljop r Jl.toultl be qualified. 

HIj U :i ime laving, If » man do lire 
the office of a hilltop, (or overleer 
of the flock), he defireth a good work. 2 
A hilltop th^n mull lie blamelr-fs, the huf- 
band of one wile, watchful, fuber, of good 
behaviour, given to hofpitality, fit to 
teach ; 3 Not one that fittcth long over 

wine, or ready to ftrike, not greedy of 
bafe gain ; but moderate, not given to 
contention, not a lover ol money ; 4 One 
that ruletli well hi* own houfe, having his 
children in lubjcction with all gravity j 
5 ( For if a man know not how to mle 
his own houfe, how (hall he take care of 
the church ol God?) 6 Not a novice, 
lefl, Wing lilted up with pride, he fall 
into the condemnation of the devil. 7 
Moreover, he. nuilt have a good report of 
them who are without (the church); left 
he fall into reproach, and the fnare of 
the .devil. 

8 Like wife mu ft the deacons be grave, 
not double -tongued, iiC-t given to much 
wine, not greedy of bal'd gain ; 9 Re¬ 

taining the myjlery of faith in a pure 
confciencc. 10 And let thofc alfo be firft 
proved ; and if found blaraclcfs, then let 
them ufe the office Of b deacon. 

11 Even fo mu ft- their wives be grave, 
not flandcrers ; fober, faithful in all 
things. 

11 Let the deacons be the liutbands of 
one wife, ruling thejr children and their 
own houfes well. 13 For they that have 
ufed the office of u deacon well purchale 
to tHemfelves a good degree, and great 
bolifncfs in the faith which ia in Chrlft 
Jefus. # 

14 I'liefc things wpi<- I unto thee, hop¬ 
ing to come muc tlice iliuitly : 15 But 

if I tarry long, that thou may eft know 
lmw thou oughlrft lo behave thyfclf in 
the houfe of God, which is the church of 
the living God, as the pillar and fupport 
of the truth. 

irt And without cor.trovrrfy, great is 
the myftc-ry of godlincft; God was ma- 
niielt m the flclh, approved by-the Spirit, 
feen 0! migels, preached unto the Gen¬ 
tiles, believed on in the world, received 
up into glory, 

CHAP. IV. ' 

A drparti?ig from the faith fopctold. 

N OW, the Spirit ejtprcfdy faith (in 
thft fciiptuies), that m the laft

times fame fliall apoftatize from the faith¬ 
giving heed ta deceitful fpirits, and doc¬ 
trines of daemons, 2 Thro’ the hypocri- 
fy of liais, whofe own confidence is fear¬ 
ed ; 3 Forbidding to marry, and com¬ 

manding to abftain from meats, which 
God hath created to be received with 
thankfgiving by them who believe and 
know the. truth. 4 For every creature of 
God is good, and nothing to be refilled,: 
if it be received with lliankfgiving : 5 

For it is fainflilied by the word of God. 
(allowing it) and prater. 

6 If thou put the brethren in remem-- 
brance of tliefe things, thou fhalt be a 
good tninifter of Jefus Clirift,nourifbed up 
in the words of faith and of good doctrine, 
whereunto thou haft attained. 7 But re-, 
fufe profane and old wives’ fables, and 
exfreife tliyfelf unto god line fs. 8 For 
bodily exercife about religion proflteth 
little: but godlincfs is profitable unto all 
things, having proinife of the liie that 
now is, and of that Which is to come. 

9 This is a faithful faying, and worthy 
of all acceptation. 

10 For therefore we both lalum *. and 

fuffer roproach, becaufe we trull ii< the 
living God, who Is the Saviour (and Pre- 
ferver) of all men, fpecially of thofc that 
believe. . 

11 Thefe things command and teach. 

12 Let no man dtfpifc thy youth, but 

be thou an example to the believers, in 
fpecch, in conduct, in love, in' fpirit, in 
fidelity, in purity. r 

13 Till t come, give attendance to 
reading, to exhortation, to teaching. . 14 
Neglect not the gift which is in thee, 
which was given thee according to the 
prophecy concerning thee, (i. 18.) with 
the laying on of the hands of the elder- 
fliip (of the congregation). 

15 Meditate upon thele things; give 
thyfclf wiiolly.t-? them, that thy profit¬ 
ing in all things may appear. 

16' Take heed unto thyfclf, and unto 
the doctrine ; continue in them : for in 
doing this thou fhalt fave tliyfelf, and 
them that liear thee. 

C II A P. V. 

Rules to~bc otfei'vrd in reproving. 
Ehuxe not an elder, but entreat him 
as a father, and the younger men 
as brethren; .2 The elder women as 
mothers, the younger as lifters, with all 
purity. 3 Honour widows that are wi¬ 
llows indeed. 4 But if any widow have 
children or grand children, i< : them learn 
fn ll to fliew piety at home, and to requite 
their parents; for that is good and tc-

coptable before, God. 

t; Now, Ihe that is a widow indeed, 
and left alone, trufteth in God, and con- 
tinueth in fupplicatiqns and prayers night 
and'day. 6 But Hie that liveth luxuri- 
ouflv is dead while ilie liveth. 

7 And thefe things give in charge, 
that they may be blamelefs. 

8 But if any provide not for his own, 
and fpecially for thofe of his own houfe, 
he hath denied the faith, and is worfe 
tfcan on infidel. 9 Let not a widow be 
taken into the number (of dcaconelfes) 
under threefcore yeais old, having been 
thewife of one in an, 10 Well reported 
offer good works; if flie have brought up 
children, if file have lodged ftrangers, if 
file have walked the faints feet, if Ihe 
have relieved the afflicted, if file have 
diligently followed every good work. 11 
But the younger widows refufe ; for 
when they have begun to wax wanton 
againft the laws of Chrift they will mar¬ 
ry; 12 Having condemnation, becaufe 
they have caft off their firft faith. 13 
And withal, being idle, they learn to 
wander about from houfe to houfe ; and 
not only idle, but tattlers alfo, apd bufy 
bodies, fpeaking things which they ought 
not. 

14 I will, therefore, that the younger 
women marry, bring up children, guide 
the houfe, give none occafion to the ad- 
verfary to fpeak reproachfully. 15 For 
feme are already turned afide after Sa¬ 
tan. 

16 If any man or woman that be lie v- 
eth have (relations that are ) widows, let 
them relieve them, and let not the church 
be charged; that it may relieve them 
that are widows indeed; 

17 Let the elders that rule well be 
counted worthy of double honour, efpeci¬ 
ally they who labour (rooftly) in the 
word and dodtrine. 18 For the feripture 
faith. Thou lhalt not muzzle the ox that 
treadeth out the corn : and, The labour¬ 
er 13 worthy of his reward. 19 Againft 
an elder receive not an accufatioo, but 
before two or three witnefles. 20 Them 
that fin rebuke before all, that others al¬ 
fo may fear. 

' .2t I charge thee before God, and the 
Lord Jefus Chrift, and the eledt angels,. 
that thou obferve tbefe things, without 
preferring one thing before another, do¬ 
ing nothing by partiality. 22 Lay hands 
fuddenly on.no man (for the miniftry), 
neither be partaker of other men’s fins: 
kefep thyfelf pure. 13 Drink r.o longer 
water, but ufe a little ^yiae for thy fto*. 


mach's fake, ami thine often infirmities. 
24 Some men’s fins are manifeft before¬ 
hand, going on to judgment; and fome 
privily follow after. 25 Like wife alfo 
the good works of lbme are manifeft be¬ 
forehand ; and they that are otherwife 
cannot be hid (by modefty itfelf). 
CHAP. VI. 

Of the duty of fervants. 

E T as many fervants as are under 
the yoke count their own mailers 
worthy df all honour, that the name of 
God and his dodlrine be not blafphemed. 
2 And they that have believing mafters, 
let them not defpife them, becaufe. they 
are brethren.; bu^ rather do 'them fer- 
vice, becaufe they are faithful and belov¬ 
ed, partakers of the fame benefit with 
them. Thefe things teach and exhort. 

3 If any man teach otherwife, and 
confent not to wholefome words, even 
the words of our Lord Jefus Chrift, and 
to the dodlriue which is according to 
godlinefs, 4 He is proud, knowing no¬ 
thing, but doting about queftions, and 
ftrifes of words, whereof comcth envy, 
ft rife, railings, evil-furmi lings, 5 Per- 
verfe difputings of men of corrupt minds, 
and destitute of the truth, fuppofmg that 
gain is godlinefs: from fuch withdraw 
thyfelf. 

6 But godlinefs with contentment is 
great gain. 7 For we brought nothing 
into the world, and it is certain we can 
carry nothing out. 8 And having food 
and raiment, let us be therewith con¬ 
tent. 

9 But they that will be rich fall into 
temptation, and a fnare, and into many 
foolifli and hurtful lulls, which drown 
men in ruin and deftrudlion. 10 For the 
love of money is the root of all evil; 
which, while fome coveted after, they 
have erred from the faith, and pierced 
themfelves through with many furrows. 

11 But thou, O man of God, flee thefe 
things; and follow after righteoufnefs, 
godlinefs, fidelity, love, patience, meek- 
nefs. .12 Fight the good fight of faith, 
lay hold on eternal life, whereunto thou 
art alfo called, and haft profclfed a good 
profeflion before many witnefies. 

T 3 I give thee charge in the fight of 
God, who quickeneth all things, and be¬ 
fore Chrift jefus, who be ore Pontius Pi¬ 
late witnefled a good confeflioD, 14 That 
thou keep this commandment without. 
fpot, unrebukeable, until the appearing 
of our Lord Jefus Chrift; 25 Which in 
his times he fliall fliew, who is the blelTr 
ed and only Potentate, the King of king?, 
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and Lord pfl ords; 1 6 Who only hath 

immortality (in hirofelf); dwelling in 
the light which no man can approach 
unto ; whom no man hath feen, nor can 
fee: to whom be honour and power ever- 
Jafting. Amen. ' 

17 Charge them that are rich in this 
world that they be nothigh-minded, nor 
truft in uncertain riches, but in the living 
God, who giveth us richly all things to 
enjoy; iS That they do good, that they 
be rich in good works, ready to diftributc, 
willing to communicate ; 19 Laying up 
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in ft ore for themfelves a good foundation 
againft the time to come, that they may 
lay hold on eternal life. 

20 O Timothy, keep that which is 
committed to thy truft, avoiding profane 
and vain babblings, and oppositions of 
fcirnce falfcly fo called: 21 Which fome 
profe fling, have erred from the faith. 
Grace be with thee. Amen.

CHAP. I. 

Paul's lo<ve to Timothy.' 

AUL, an apoftle of Jefus Chrift by the 
will of God, according to the pro- 
mife of life in Chrift Jefus, 2 To Timo¬ 
thy, my dearly beloved fon: Grace, mer¬ 
cy, and peace, from God the Father, and 
Chrift Jefus our Lord. 3 I thank God, 
whom I ferve from my forefathers' (ex¬ 
ample), with pure confciencc, that with¬ 
out ceafing I have remembrance of thee 
in my prayers night and day; 4 Great¬ 

ly defiring to fee thee, being mindful of 
thy tears, that I may be filled with joy; 

5 When I call to remembrance the un¬ 
feigned faith that is in thee, which dwelt ’ 
firll in thy grandmother Lois, and thy 
mother Eunice, and I am perfuaded that 
in tlfre alfo. 

d Wherefore I put thee in remem¬ 
brance, that thou ftir up the gift of God 
which is in thee, by the putting on pf my 
hands: 7 For God hath not given u* 
the fpirit of fear, but of fortitude, and of 
love, and of wifdom. 

3 Be not thou, therefore, afliamed of 
the teftimony of our Lord, nor of me his 
prifuner: but be thou partaker of the af- 
fli&ioiis of the gofpel, according to the 
power of God ; 9 Who hath laved us, 

having called us by an holy calling, not 
according to our works, but according 
to his own purpofe and grace, which was 
given us in Chrift Jefus before the world 
began: 10 But is now made manifest 
by the appearing of our Saviour Jefus 
Christ, who hath abolished death, and 
hath thrown light on life and immortali¬ 
ty by the gofpel: 11 Wliereunto I am 

appointed .1 preacher, and an apostle, and

a teacher of the Gentiles. 

12 For the which raufe I alfo fufler 
thefe things: ncvcrthelefs I am not a- 
fliamed‘; for I know whom I have believ¬ 
ed, and I am perfuaded that he is able to 
keep that (foul) which I have commit¬ 
ted unto him against that day. 

13 Hold fast the form of found words, 
which thou hast heard of me, in faith fit 
love which is in Christ Jefus. 14 That 
good thing (the truth) which was com¬ 
mitted unto thee.keep by the (aids of) 
the Holy Ghost, which dwelleth in us. 

This thou knowest, that all they 
who are in Alii be turned away - from 
me; of whom are Phygellus and Her- 
mogenes. 16 The Lord give mercy un¬ 
to the houfe of Oneliphorus ; for he oft 
refrefhed pie, and was not afliamed of 
my chain ; 17 But when he was in 

Rome he fought me out very diligently, 
and found me. 18 The Lord grant unto 
him, that he may find mercy of the Lord 
in that day; and in how many things he 
ministered unto me at Epheius thou 
knowest very well.

Paul exhortetb Timothy . 

HOU, therefore, my fon, be strong 
in the grace that is of Christ Jeftis. 
2 And the things that thou hast heard of 
me among many witnefles, the fame 
commit thou to faithful men, who (ball 
be able to teach others alfo. 

3 Thou, therefore, endure hardftiips, 
as a good foldicr of Jefus Christ. 4 No

7 Confider what Pfay ; and the Lord 
give thee underftanding in fill things, S 
Remember Jefus Chrift, of the feed of 
David, was raifed from the dead, accord- 
irig to my gofpel; 9 Wherein I fufter 

trouble, as an evil-doer,even unto bonds; 
but the word of God is pot bound, 10 
TB^efore I endure all. things for the 
eledtVfakes, that they may alfo obtain 
the, falvation .which is by Chrilt Jefus 
With eternal glory, ! * • 

11 It is a faithful faying, For if we x 
be dead with him (to the world and fin), 

* we fhall aJfo live with him ? 12 II we 

fuller, wc fliall alfo reign with him f' if 
we deny him, he alfo will deny us; 13 

' If we are unfaithful, yet he abideth faith¬ 
ful ; he cannot deny himfelf. 

14 Of thefe things put them in re¬ 
membrance, charging them belcrre the 
Lord that they ftrive not about words to 
no profit, but to the fubverting of the 
hearers,. 13 Study to fliew thyfelf ap¬ 
proved unto God, a workmah that need- 
eth not to be afhamed, rightly dividing 
th,e word of truth. 16 But finm profane 
and vain babblings, for they willincreafe 
unto more ungodlinefs. 17 And their 
words will eat as doeth a gangrene, 
of whom is Hymeneus'and Fhilctus ; 
18 Who concerning the truth haye er¬ 
red, faying, th«t the rtfuiTeCtion be¬ 
ing fpiritual only is paft already,and over¬ 
throw the faith of fome. 

19 Neverthelefs . the foundation of 
God ftandeth firm, having this feal, with 
a double fignature and confirmation, The 
Lord approveth them that are his* And 
Let every one that calls upon the name of 
Chrift depart from iniquity; 20 Butin 
a great houfe there are not only veflels 
of gold and of filver, but alio of wood 
and of earth; . and fome to honour 
and fome to difhonourahle ufes; 21 If 
a man; therefore purge himfelf from thefe 
men he fhall be a veffei of honour, fanCti- 
ified, and meet for the mailer's ufe, and 
prepared unto everygood work. 

22 ; Flee alfo youthful lufts, but follow 
righteoufnefs, fidelity, love, peace, to¬ 
wards <thera that call on the Lord out of 
a pure heart., 23 But foolifh and unlear¬ 
ned queftions avoid, knowing that they 
do gender flrifes. 24 And the fervant 
of the Lord mult not ftrive ; but be gen¬ 
tle unto all men, apt to teach, patient, 
In meeknefsiqftrufting thole that.op-

pofe themfelves ; if God by .any means 
will give to them repentance to the ac¬ 
knowledging of the truth ; 26 And that 
ttjey may awake out of the fnare of the 
devil, who are taken captive by him at 
his will. , 

CHAP. ITT. 

Perilous times in tfre la ft days. 

HIS know.alfo, that in the laft days 
perilous tirftes fhall come. 2 For 
men fhall be lovers of their own felvcs. 
lovers of money boafter.% proud, blaf- 
phemers, difobediem to parents, unthank¬ 
ful, unholy, 3 Without natural af- 
ffection, implacable, faKc accnfers, in¬ 
temperate, fierce, defpifers of thole that 
are good, 4 Traitors, heady, haughty 
lovers of plcafurc more than lovers of 
God ; 5 Having* a form of godlinefs, 

but denying the power thcleof; from 
fuch tym away. . 

. 6 For of this fort are they who creep 
into houfes, and lead captive filly women 
laden with fius, led away with diverfe 
lulls; 7 Ever learning, and never able 
to come to the knowledge of the truth. 

8 Now . as Jannes and Jambres with- 
ftood' Mo/es, fo do thefe alfo refill the 
truth: men of corrupt mindi, reprobate 
.concerning the faith. 9 But they fliall 
proceed no farther : for their folly fliall 
be manifeft unto all men, as their’s alfo 
was. 

10 But thou haft fully known my doc¬ 
trine, manner of life, purpofe, fidelity, 
long-fuftering, love, patience, n Fer- 
fecutions, afflictions, which came unto 
me at Antioch, at Iconium, at Lyltra, 
what perfecutipns I endured ; but out of 
them all the Lord delivered me. 12 Yea 
and all that will live godly in Chrift Je¬ 
fus fliall fuffer persecution. 13 But evil 
men and feducers fliall wax worfe and 
Worfe, deceiving, and being deceived. 

14,But' continue thou in the things 
which thou haftlearned, and haft beetiaf- 
fured of knowing of whomthouhaft lear¬ 
ned them; 15 And that from a child thou 
haft known the holy feriptures, which are 
able to make thee wile unto falvation, 
throughfaith in Chrift Jefus. 

16 All feripture is given by infpiration 
of God, and js profitable for doClrine, 
(for conviction) for reproof, for inftruc- 
tion in righteomhefs. 17 That the man 
of God may be complete thoroughly fit¬ 
ted unto all good works. 

CHAP. IV. 

Paul's charge to Timothy, 
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I Charge thee, therefore, before God 
and the Lord Jefus thrill, who (hall 
judge the quick and the dead at his ap¬ 
pearing in his kingdom. 2 Preach the 
word ; be inflaut in feafon, out of fea- 
fou ; convince, rebuke, exhort with all 
long fort'ering and dodtrine. 3 For the 
time will come when they will not en¬ 
dure found doctrine ; hut, having itching 
ears after their own lulls, (hall they neap 
to themfclves teachers. 

4 And they lhall turn away their ears 
from the truth, and (hall be turned unto 
fables. 

5 But watch thou in all things, en¬ 
dure afflictions, do the work of an evan¬ 
gel ill, accomplifli thy miniftry. 6 Fori 
am now ready to be offered to die, and 
the time of my departure is at hand. 7 
1 have fought a good fight, I hare finifh- 
ed my courfe I have kept the faith. 8 
Henceforth there is laid up'for roe a 
crown of lighteoufnefs, which the Lord, 
the righteous judge, Hull give me at that 
day ; and not to me only, but unto all 
them alfo that love his appearing. 

9 Do thy diligence to come Ihortly 
unto me ; to For Demus hath ferfaken 
me having loved this p re lent world, and 
is departed unto Thciralonica, Crcfcens 
to Galatia, Titus unto Dalmatia. 11 On¬ 
ly Luke is with me. Take Mark, and 
bring him with thee, for he is profitable 
to me for the miniftry. n And Tychi- 
cus have I lent to Ephefus. 
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13 The cheft of books'that I left at 
Troas.with Carpus, when thou corned 
bring with thee, and the books, blit ef- 
pecially the parchments. 

14 Alexander the copper-fmith did me 
much evil ; the Lord will reward him ac¬ 
cording to his work?; 15 Of whom 
be thou ware alio ; for he hath greatly 
withfluod our words. 

16 At my fil'd anfwer no man {food 
with me, but all men forfook me ; I pray 
God that it may not be laid totheir charge. 
17 Not^ ithdanding the Lord ftood with 
me, and drengthened me; that by me 
the preaching might be fully known, 
and that ail the Gentiles might hear, 
and I was delivered out of the mouth of 
the lion.’ i 3 And the Lord lhall deliver 
me from every evil work, and will pre- 
ferve nie unto his heavenly kingdom; to 
whom be glory for ever. Amen. 

19 Salute Prifcila and Aquila, and 
the household of Qnefiphorus. 20 Eraf- 
tus abode at Corinth; hut Trophimus 
have I left at Miletus lick: 11 Do thy 
diligence to come before winter. Eubu- 
Jus greets thee,andPudens, and Linus, and 
Claudia, and all the brethren, ai The 
Lord Jefus Chrilk be with you : the fpi- 
rit-of grace be with you all. Amen. 

Tf)c fecotid epifile unto Timotbeus , 
ordained the jirji bifbop of the church 
of tbc Epbcfians, was iw itten from 
Jiome, when Paul war brought before 
Nero the fecund time.

CHAP T. 

IWjy Titus •was left in Crete. 

P AUL, afervant of God, and an apof- 
tle of Jefus Chrift, according to 
the faith of God’s elect, and the acknow¬ 
ledging of the truth which is according 
tugodlinefs, 2 In hope of eternal life, 
which God, that cannot lye, promifed be¬ 
fore the world began; 3 But hath in due 
time manirefted by his .word through 
preaching, which is committed unto me 
according to the commandment of God 
our Saviour ; 4 To Titus, mine own 

fon after the common faith; Grace, 
mercy, and peace, from God the Father, 
and tne Lyrd Jehu Chrift our Saviour, 

5 For this tauie left I tlfee in Crete, 
that thou flionldeft fetin order the thing* 


that are wanting, and ordain elders in e. 
very city as I had appointed thee. 6 If 
any be blainelcfs, the hulband of one 
wife, having children believing, rot ac- 
cufed of riot, or unruly. 7 For a bilhop 
molt be blamelefs, as the fteward of God, 
not felLwilled, not foon angry, not giv¬ 
en to wine, no ftrikernot greedy of 
bafe gain. 8 Butja lover of holpitality, 
a lover of good men, fober, juft, holy, 
temperate ; 9 Holding fall the faithful 
word as he hath been taught, that he 
may be able in found-doctrine both tain- 
ftruct and to convince the gainfayers. 

10 For there are many unruly and 
vain talkers and deceivers, specially they 
of the circumcifion ; fi Whofe mouths 
mult be (topped ; who fubvert whole 
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houfes, teaching thibga which they ought 
not, for the fake of bafe gain, ia One 
.of themfelves, even the poet oftheirjawn, 
Epimenides, faid. The Cretians are ai¬ 
rway liais, favage beads, flow-bellies, glut¬ 
tons. 

* 

13 This witnefs is tiue, wherefore re¬ 
buke them Iharply, that they may 1?e 
found in the faith; 14 Not giving 

heed tojewifli fables, and command¬ 
ments of men, that pervert the truth. 

, 25 Unto the pure all things are pure, 

but unto them that are defiled: and un¬ 
believing is nothing pure; but even 
their mind and. conference is defiled. 
1 6 They profefs that they know God, but 
in works they deny him; being-abomina¬ 
ble, and difobedient, and unto every good 
work reprobate, 

CHAP. II, > 

Directions given to Titus, 

UT fpcak thou the things which be¬ 
come found doctrine; a That the 
aged men may be fober, grave, tem¬ 
perate, found in faith, in love, in pati- 
:en<;e. 

3 The aged women likewife, that they 
be in behaviour as bectimeth holinefs, 
not falfe accufers, not given to much wine 
teachers of good things; 4 That they 
■lay teach the young women to be fober, 
to love their hufl>and9; to love their chil¬ 
dren ; 5 To be difereet, chafte, keep¬ 

ing at home, good, obedient to their own 
hufbands, that the word of God be not 
blafphemed. 

6 Young men likewife exhort to be 
fober, 7 In all things fhewing thyfelf a 
pattern of good works ; in dotflrine fhew¬ 
ing uncorruptnefs, gravity, finceiity, 8 
Sound fpeech that cannot be Confuted 
that he that is of the contrary part may 
be afhamed, having no evil thing to fay 
■ of you. 

9 Exhort fervants to be obedient unto 
their own mailers, and to pleafe them 
well in all things ; not anfwering again ; 
zo Not defrauding, but fhewing all good 
fidelity ; that they may adorn the doc¬ 
trine of God our Saviour in all things. 

11 For the grace of God that bring- 
eth falvation hath appeared to'all men, 

1 a Teaching us, that denying ungodli- 
nefs and worldly lulls* we fhould live fo- 
berly, righteoufly, and godly, in this pre- 
fent" world; 13 Looking for that blef- 
fed hope, and the glorious appearing of 
the great God and our Saviour Jefus . 
Chrift ; 14 Who gave Uimfelf (to die} 
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for ui, tfiat he might redeem us from all 
iniquity, and purify unto himfelf a pe¬ 
culiar people^ zealous of good works. 

15 Thefe things fpeak, and exhort, and 
rebuke with a{l authority. Let no mail 
defpife thee. 

CHAP. in. 

Directions for c'onduCl. 

P UT them in mind to be fubjeCl to 
principalities and powers, to obey 
magiftrates, to be ready to every good 
work, 2 To calumniate no man, to be 
no brawlers, but gentle, fliewing all 
meeknefc unto all men. 

.3 -For we ourfelves alfo were fome- 
times foofifli, difobedient, deccivecl,.fer- 
ving diverfe lulls and pleafurei,' living in 
malice and envy, hateful, and hating one 
another. 4 But after that the kindnefs 
and love of God our Saviour toward man 
appeared, 5 Not by works ofrighteouf- 
nefs which we have done, but according 
to his mercy he faved us, by the wafhing 
of regeneration, even the renewing of 
the Holy Ghofl; 6 Which be-fhed on 
us abundantly by Jefus Chrift, our Savi¬ 
our ; 7 That being juftified by his grace 

we fhould be made heirs according to the 
hope of etCroal life. 

8 This is a faithful faying, and theft 
things I.will that thou affirm conftantly, 
that they who have believed in God 
might be careful to maintain good works: 
thefe .things are good and profitable unto 
men. 9 But avoid foolifh queftions, and 
genealogies, and contentions, and ftrifes 
about the law; for they arc unprofi¬ 
table and vain. 

10 A ill an that is an herctick, after 
the firft and fecond admonition, rejedl; 
11 Knowing he that is fuch is perverted, 
and finneth, being felf-condcmned. 

12 When I fhall fend Artemas unto 
thee,or Tychicus, be diligent to coroe un¬ 
to me to Nicopolis ; for I have determi¬ 
ned there to winter. 13 Bring Zenas 
the lawyer and A polios on their journey 
diligently, that nothing be wanting unto 
them. 14 And let our’s alfo learn to 
maintain good works for necelTary ufes, 
that they be not unfruitful. 

15 All that are with me falutethee. 
Greet them that love us in the common 
faith. Grace be with you all. Amen.

veJ Appliia, and Archippus our fcllow- 
foldier, and to the church in tby houfe : 
3 Grace to you, and peace from God our 
Father, and the Lord Jefus Chrift. 

4 I thank my God, making mention 
of thee always in my prayers, 5 Hearing 
of tne faith which thou halt toward the 
Lord Jefus, and of thy love to all the 
faint9; 6 That the communication of 
thy faith may become effectual, by the 
acknowledging of every good thing which 
is in you towards Jtfus Chrift.

THE EPISTLE OF ST. PAUL, THE APOSTLE, TO THE 
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CHAP. I. 

Chriji preferred above all angels. 

O D, who hath at many times, and 
in various manners of old, lpoken 
to the fathers by the prophets, a Hath 
in tlicfe Jail clays lpoken unto its by his 
&un, whom lie hath appointed heir (and 
poHcftbr) of all things, by whom alfo he 
made the worlds ; 3 Who, being the 

Iniglitnefj of his glory, and the expreft 


impreflion of his perfon, and upholding 
the univerfe by the word of his power,' 
when he had by himfelf purged away 
our fins, fat down on fhe right hand of 
the Majefty on high ; 4 Being made fo 

much luperior to the angels, as he hath 
by inheritance obtained a more excellent 
name than they. 5 For unto which of 
the angels faid he at any time, Thou art 
my Son, this day have I begotten thee ? 
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(Adits xiti. 33») And again, I will be to 
him a Father, and he lhall be to* me a 
Son? 6 And again, when lie biingeth 
in the firft-begotteo' into the .world, he 
faith, And let all the angels of Gort wor- 
fhip him. (Pfal. xcvii. 7.) .7 And of 

the angels he faith, Who maketb his an¬ 
gels fpiritsi and his minifteis a flame of 
fire. 8 But unto the Son he faith. Thy 
throne, 6 God, is for ever and ever ; a 
feeptre of nghteoufnefs is the feeptre of 
thy kingdom ; • 9 Thou haft loved righ- 
teoufnefs, and hated iniquity ; therefore 
God, even thy God, hath anointed thee 
with the oil of gladnels above thy aflo- 
ciates (the angels).' to And, Thou, 
Lord, in the beginning haft laid the foun¬ 
dation of the earth ; and the heavens are 
the works of thine hands: 11 They fliall 
perifli, but thou remained ; and they all 
lhall wax old, asdoth a garment; 12 And 
as a mantle (halt thou fold them up, and 
■they fliall be changed ; but thou art the 
fame, and thy years lhall not fail. / 

13 But to which of the angels faid he 
at any time. Sit (Jn hiy right hand, until 
I make thine' enemies thy footftoel ? 1 4 
Are they not all miniftcring 1 pints, fent 
forth to miniiter for them who fliall in¬ 
herit falvation ? 

CHAP. II. 

We mvjl be obedient to Chrijl . 
Herefore we ought to give the 
more eameft heed to the things 
which we have heard, left, at any .'time 
we lhould let them flip. 2 For if the 
word (the Mofaic law) fpoken by angels 
was ftedfaft, and every tranfgreflion and 
difobedience received a juft rccompenfe 
of reward ; 3 How fliall we efcape if 

we negledl fo great falvation $ which at 
the firft began to be fpoken by the Lonf, 
and was confirmed unto us by them that 
heard him; 4 God aifo bearing them 

witnefs, both with figns and wonders, 
and with diveiTe miracles, and gifts of the 
Holy Ghoft, according to his own will ? 
5 For unto the angels hath he not put in 
fubjedtion the world to come, (the laft 
difpenfation), whereof we fpeak, 

6 But one in a certain place testified,, 
faying, What fs man, that tbcu art mind- 
Tul of him ? or the fon of man, that then 
regarded him ? 7 Thou inadeft 'him a 

h'ttle lower than the angels; thou trown- 
edfl: him with glory and honour, and 
* didft fet him over the works of thy 
hands; 8 Thou haft put all things in 
fubjedtion under his lect. For in that he 
put all in fubj edition under him, lie left 
nothing that is not put under him. Eut 
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now we fee not yet all things, put under 
him: .9 But we fee Jefns, Who was made 
a little lower than the angels for the 
differing of death, crowned with glo¬ 
ry and honour; that he by the grace of 
God fhould tafte death for every’man. 
10 For it became him, for whom are all 
things, and by whom are all things, in 
bringing many fons unto glory, to confe- 
crate the Captain of their falvation thro’ 
fufferings. 1 1 For both he that fandti- 
fieth and they who are fandlified are all 
of one ftock; for which caufe he is not a- 
fhanied to call them brethren; 12 Saying, 

I will declare thy name (O God) unto 
my brethren; in the midft of the church 
Vill I ling praife unto thee. 13 And a- 
gain, 1 will put my truft in him. And a- 
gain, Behold I and the children . which 
God hath giyen roe. 

14 Forafmuch then as the children are 
partakers of flefh and blood, he alfo him- 
felf Iikewifc took part.of the fame ; that 
through death he might depofe him that 
had the power of death, that is, the 
devil; 15 And deliver them who thro* 

fear of death were all their life-time fub- 
jedfc t© bondage* 

1 6 For verily he took not hold of the 
angels ; but he took hold of the feed of 
Abraham. 

17 Wherefore in all things it behoved 
him to be made like unto his brethren ; 
that he might be a merciful and*faithful 
high prieft in things pertaining to God, 
to make reconciliation for the fins of the 
people. 18 For in that he hirofelf hatty 
fuffered, being tempted, he is able to fuc- 
cour them that are tempted. 

CHAP. III. 

• Christ's rjjqrthinefs above'Mofes* 

W HerefoRe, holy brethren, partak¬ 
ers of the heavenly calling* con- 
fider the Apoftle and High Prieft of ouf 
profeflion, Chrift JeIus ; 2 Who was faith¬ 
ful to him that appointed him, ai alfo 
Mofes was faithful for all his houfe (or 
church) 3 For he was efteemed wor¬ 
thy of more honour than Mofes, in pro¬ 
portion to the degree in which the buil 7 
der of the houfe (the head and founder 
of the family ) has more honour than a- 
ny perfon in the houfe. 4 For every 
houlc hath foine builder ; but he that 
built all things is God.' 5 And Moles 
verily was faithful in all his houfe as a 
fervant, for a teftimony of things after¬ 
wards to be fpoken. 6 Eut Chrift as a 
fon in his own houfe,whofie houfe. wt are 
,if we hold faft the confidence, even the 
rejoicing of our hope, firm utoto the end. 
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7 Wherefore, as tlic Holy Spirit faith, To¬ 
day, if ye will hear his voice, (“Hal. xcv. 
7.J 8 Harden not your hearts, as in the 

provocation, in the day of temptation, in 
the wilderncfs : 9 When your fathers 

tempted me, proved me, &, faw my works 
forty years, to Wherefore I was angry 
with that generation, and laid, They do 
alivay err in their heart; and they have 
not known my ways. 11 So I fware in 
my wr-'fh, That they ihould not cuter 
into my reft, (in Canaan). 

xi lake heed, brethren, left ih«*re be 
in any of you an evil heart of unbelief, in 
apolhitizing from the living God. 13 But 
exhort one another daily, while it is yet, 
To-day ; h it any of you be hardened 
through lin* deceitfulnefs of fin, 1-4 For 
wp are made partakers of Chrift’s bene¬ 
fits, if wc hold the beginning of our con¬ 
fidence ftedfuft unto the end ; 15 For as 

much as it is laid, To-day, if yc will hear 
his voice, harden not your hearts, as in 
the provocation. 16 For fome, who 
heard, did provoke him; howbeit not all 
that came out ol' Egypt by Mofes, 17 
And with whom was he provoked forty 
years > was it not with them that had 
finned, whofc- cartafes fell in the wilder- 
nefs? 18 And to whom fware he that 
they fiiould not enter into his reft, but to 
them that obeyed not ? 19 And we fee 

that they could not enter hecaufe of un¬ 
belief. . 

CHAR IV. 

How to attain the promt fed reft. 

L ET us, therefore, fear, left, a pro- 
mife being left us of entering into ' 
his reft, any of us ftiould feem to come 
fliort of it. z For we are made partak¬ 
ers of the good tidings (of a reft) as they 
alfo were ; but the word (of promife) 
which they heard did not profit them, 
not being mixed with faith in them that 
h-aard it. 3 For we who believe en¬ 
ter into reft ; but he faid, I have fworn 
in my wrath, fo they fhall not enter into 
my reft ; although the works for it were 
finifited from the foundation of the world. 

4 For he Ipake in a certain place of the 
irventh day on this wife. And God ‘did 
reft the feventh day from all his works. 

.S And in this place again, They fhall not 
enter into rry reft. 

6 Now, therefore, it remaineth that 
fome mult enter therein, and they to 
whom it was firft preached entered not 
in hecaufe of unbelief: 7 Again, he de- 
rermincth a certain day, faying by David, 
To-day, after fo long a time ; it is yet 
faid, To- day, if ye will hear his voice, 
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harden not your hearts. 8 For if Jo- 
ftiui had given them final reft, then 
would'he not afterward- have fpoken of 
another day. 

9 There remaineth, therefore/' a reft 
(a fabbath in heaven) to thf people of 
God. 10 For he (Chrift) that is entered 
into his reft, alfo hath ceafed fiom his 
own works, as God did from his. .5: 

11 Let us labour, therefore to enter 
into that reft, left any man fall after the 
fume example of di(obedience. 12 For 
Clirift, who is the rffential word of God, 
by the lively efficacy of his Spirit in his 
word, is quick, and powerful, and ftiarp- 
er than any two-edged fword, piercing 
even to the feparating between the foul 
and Spirit, fo as to .affect alfo the joints 
and marrow in the bones, and is a difeer- 
ner of the thoughts and intents of the. 
heart. 13 Neither is there any creature 
that is not manifeft in his fight: but alt 
things are naked and open unto the eyes 
of him to whom wc have to give an ac¬ 
count. 

14 Seeing then that we have a great 
high prieft, that is parted into the hea¬ 
vens, Jefus the Son of God, let us hold 
faft our profeffion. . 15 For we have not 
an high prieft who canyiot lympathize 
with us, by feeling onr infirmities; but 
was in all points tried like as we are, yet 
without fin. 

1 6 Let us, therefore, come freely unta 
the throne of grace, that we may obtain 
mercy, and find grace to help iu time ofi 
need. 

CHAR V. 

Of Chrift's priejlhood. 

OR every high prieft taken from a- 
mong men, is ordained for (the good 
of) men, over things pertaining to God, 
that he may offer both gifts and facri- 
fices for fins; X Who can have compal- 
fion on the ignorant, and on them that, 
are out of the way; for that he himfelf 
alfo is comparted witli infirmity ; 3 And 
for this reafon he ought, as for the peo¬ 
ple, fo alfo for him fell, to oiler for fins. 
4 And no man taketh this office himfelf, 
but he that is called of God, as was Aa¬ 
ron : 5 So alfo Chrift glorified not him- 

felt* to be made an high prieft ; but he 
that faid unto tym,Thou art my Son, to¬ 
day have I begotten thee, 6 Saith alfo 
in another place, Thou art a prieft for e-- 
ver, after the order of Melchifedcc : 7 

Who, in the days of his llelh, offered up 
prayeis and fiipplications, with ftrong 
crying and tears, unto him that was able 
to lave him from death, and was heard^ 
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ifi^that which he feared*; 8 Though he 
were a Son, yet learned he ohediencfc, by 
the things which he fuffered; 9 And be¬ 
ing ponfecrated, he became the author of 
eternal falvation unto all them that obey 
him : 10 Called of God an high prieft, 

after the order of Melchifedcc : 11 Of 

whom we have many things to fay, and 
hard to be uttered ; feeing ye arc dull of 
hearing, ia For when for the time ye 
ought to be teachers, ye have need Ihat- 
one teach you again which be the firft 
principles of the oracles of God ; and are 
become fuch as have need of milk, and 
not of ftrong meat. 13 For every one 
that ufeth milk is unflcilful in the word 
of righteoufnefs; for he is a babe. 14 
But ftrong meat belongeth to them that 
are of fufyage, even thofe who, bv reafon 
of ufe, have their fenfes exercifed to dif- 
cem both good and evil. 

CHAP. VI. 

Of fledfajlncfs in Chrijl. 
HerefoRe, leaving the firft prin¬ 
ciples. of the dodlrine of Chrift, let 
us go on unto perfection ; not laying a- 
ain the foundation of repentance from 
ead works, (fins), and of faith toward 
God, a Of the deCtrine of baptifms, and 
Of laying on of hands, and of refurreCtion 
of the dead, and of eternal retribution. 

3 And this will tfre do, if God permit. 

4 For it is impoflible for thofe who were 
once enlightened, and have tailed of the 
heavenly gift, and were made partakers 
of the Holy Spirit, (in gifts and graces), 

5 And have tufted the good word of God, 

and felt the powers of the world to come, 
(in joys and terrors); 6 If they fliall fall 
aWay, to renew them again unto repen¬ 
tance : feeing they crucify to themfelveil 
the Son of God afrefli, and put him to an • 
Qpen fhame, (as much as poflible). 7 For 
the earth, which drinketh in the rain 
that eometh oft upon it, and bringeth 
iofth herbs.meet for them by whom it is 
drefled, receiveth blefling from God ; 8 

But that which beaieth thorns and briers 
is rejected, and is nigh unto the curfe ; 
whofe end is burning. 

9 But, beloved, we are perfuaded bet-- 
ter things of you* and things that accom¬ 
pany falvation, though we thus fpeak. 
10 For God is not unrighteous, to forget 
your work and labour of love, which ye 
have fhewed toward his nRme, in that 
ye have miniftered to the faints, and do 
minifter.- 11 And we defire that every 
one of you do ftiew the fame deligence, 
to* the full aflurance of hope unto the 
end; n That ye be not fiothful, but i¬ 


mitators of them who through faith and 
patience inherit the promifes. 13 For 
when God made promife to Abraham, 
becaufc he could fwcar by no greater, he 
fware by himfclf, 14 Saying, Surely blef- 
fitig I will blefs thee, and multiplying I 
will multiply thee. 15 And fo, after lie 
had patiently waited, he obtaihed the 
promife. i<> For men verily . fwcar by 
the greater ; and an oath for confirma¬ 
tion is to them an end of all ftrife, on 
which account, God willing iff the moft 
abundant manner to fliew unto the heirs 
of promife the iraihutabifUy of his couri- 
fel, confirmed it by an oath; iS. That 
by two immutable things, (his word and 
oath), in each of which it was impoffible 
for God to lie, we might have a ftrong 
confolation, who have fled for refuge, fo 
Jay hold upon the hope fet before us; 19 
Which hope we have as an anchor of the 
foul, both fore and ftedfaft, and which 
entering into heaven, (the place) within 
the vail; ao Whither the forerunner is 
for us entered, even Tefus, made an high 
prieft for ever, afrei'lhe cider of Melchi- 
fedec. 

CHAP. VII. 

. Of the'Order of Melchifedcc. 

F OR this Melchiledec was king of Sa¬ 
lem, and prieft of the moft high God, 
who met Abraham returning from the 
'daughter of the kings, and blefled him ; 
2 To whom alfo Abraham gave a. tenth 
part of all (the fpoils) : firft being by 
interpretation, King of - righteoufuels, 
and after that alfo King>of Salem, w hich 
is, King of peace; 3 Without father, 
without mother, without defeent, having 
neither beginning of days nor end of life 
recorded; but made like unto the Son of 
God, having neither-predeceflbr, nor fuc- 
celfor in his fun&ion. 

4 Now, confider how great this man 
was, unto whom even the patriarch A- 
braham gave the tenth of the fpoils. 

5 And verily they of the Tons of Levi, 
who receive the office of the priefthood, 
have, according to the law, a command¬ 
ment to take tithes of the people; that is, 
of their brethren, though they come out 
of the loins gf*Abraham; 6 But he, 

whofe defeent is not counted from them, 
received tithes of Abraham, and blefled 
him that hud the promifes. 

■ 7 And without all contradiction the 
lefs is blefled of the better. 

' 8 And litre men'that die receive tithes, 

but therfc he receiveth them, of whom it 
is witnefled that he Jiveth, (for his death 
is not recorded). 9 And, as one may fay 
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Levi a!fo. who receiveth tithes, payed 
tith. i in Abiaham. 10 For he was yet 
in t!.c Joins of his father when Mclchife- 
dec met him. 

ii If, therefore, perfection w r ere by 
the bcvickul pt if flood, (for under it the 
people received the law,) what further 
need was there that another prieft fliould 
rile after the order of Mclchifedec, and 
not l>c reckoned after the order of Aa¬ 
ron? 1 1 For the priefthood being chang¬ 
ed, there is made of neccffity a change 
alfu of the law. ij For ne-of whom thefe 
things are fpoktn pertainetli to another 
tribe, of whiclj no man gave attendance 
at the altar. 14 For it is evident that 
our Lord fprang ont of Jndah ; of which 
tribe Mifts fpake nothing concerning 
priefthood. 

15 And it is yet far more evident, 
that after the fimilitude of Melchifcdec 
there arifefh another prieft, 16 Who is 
made not according to the law of the car- 
n.d commandment, but according to the 
power of an endlefs life. 17 For he tef- 
li.icth, Thou art a prieft: for ever, accord¬ 
ing to the order of Melchifcdec. 

18 For there is verily a difannulling of 
tire former commandment, for the weak- 
nefs and unprofitablenefs thereof. 19 For 
the ritual law made nothing perfect, but 
the bringing in of a better hope did ; by 
the which we draw nigh unto God. 20 
And in ns much as not without an oath 
he was made prieft; ‘ 21 (For thofe 
priefts were made without an oath ; but 
this with an oath by him that faid 
unto him, The Lord fware, and will not 
repent - , Thou art a prieft for ever after 
the order of Melchifcdec;) 22 By fo 
much dignity was Jefus made a furety of 
a better U i —tt Q <yV&nCL4lt— 

23 And they truly were many priefts, 
brcaule they were not luflcrcd to con¬ 
tinue by re a foil of death; 24 But Lhis 
man, bc.aule he continuelh ever, hath a 
prielthood, that palleth not over to ano¬ 
ther. 25 Wherefore he is able alfo to 
Live them to the uttennoft that come 
unto God by bun, feeing he ever liveth 
to make luteici fiion for them. 

2d For fu< h an high prieft befitted us, 
who is holy, harinlels, unde filed (with 
lin, being thus) kpuratc from Turners, fit 
made higher than the heavens. (PfaL 
rxiii. 4.) 27 Who needeth not daily, as 

thofe high piidls, to offer up facrifice, 
hr it foi his own fins, and then for the 
people’s; for this (laftj he did once, 
when lie offered up himfelf. 28 For the 
) t\v maketh men high priefts who have 
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infirmity, (or faults); but the word of the 
oath, which goes beyond the law, mak- 
eththe Son (a prieft), who is confeoiatcd 
for ever-more.. 

CHAP. VIII. 

The eternal priejlhood of Chrifl. - 

N OW of the things which we have 
fpoken this is the fum; We have 
fuch a high prieft, who is fetlm the right 
hand of the majeftic throne in the hea¬ 
vens; 2 A ininifter of the fandtuary 
(in heavenJ and of the true tabernaeje 
(himfelf) which the Lord pitched, and 
not man. 3 For every high prieft is or¬ 
dained to offer gifts and facrifices; where¬ 
fore it is of neceftity that this man have 
fomewhat alfo to offer. 4For if he were to 
be on earth, he could not be a prieft (as 
he is not of their pedigreeJ for there arc 
priefts (of Levi’s tribe), who offer gifts 
according tp the law; 5 Who ferve un¬ 

to the example and Ibadow of heavenly 
things, as Mofes was admonifticd of God, 
when he was about to make the taber¬ 
nacle ; for, See, faith he, that tliuu make 
all things according to the pattern Shew¬ 
ed thee in the mount. 

6 But now hath he obtained a more 
excellent miniftry, by how much alfo he 
is the mediator of a better covenant, 
which was cftahliflied upon better pro- 
mi fes. 7 For if that firft covenant had 
not been imperfedt then ftiould no place 
have been fought for the fecond. 8 For 
finding fault with the people, he laith, 
Behold, the days come, faith the Lord, 
when I will make a new covenant with 
the houfe of Ii'rael, and with the houfe 
of Judah; 9 Not according to the cove¬ 

nant that I made w ith their fathers, in 
the day when I took them by the hand to 
lead them out of the laud of Egypt ; be- 
caufe they continued not in my covenant 
tho’ I was an hu/band to them, faith the 
Lord. 10 For this is the cov.-nant that 
I will make with the houfe of llrael, Af¬ 
ter thofe days, faith the Lord, 1 will put 
my laws inio their mind, and write tliem 
in their hearts; fit I will be to them a God, 
and they (hall be to me a people : 11 And 
they Hull not teach eveiy man his neigh¬ 
bour, and every man his brother, faying,. 
Know the Lord ; for all fliall know me, 
from the leaft to the grenteft, n For X 
will be-tnerciful to their unrighteoufnefs, 
and their fins aud their iniquities will I 
ip member no more. 13. In that he faith 
A new covenant, he hath ,made the firft 
bid. Now’that which decaycth is antiqua¬ 
ted* and waxing old is ready to difap^ear 
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• CHAP. IX. 

The ritts of the law inferior to Chrifl. 
v^P'HEN verily the filft tabernacle lin'd 

JL alfo ordinances of divine fervice, fit 
a worldly tan A nary. 2 For there was a 
tabernacle made, and in the 'firft part, 
which is called the fanftoary wus the 
candleflick, and the table with the facred 
bread; ' 

3 And beyond the fecond vail was that 
• part of the tabernacle, which is called the 
Holieit of holies; 4 Which had the gol¬ 
den cenfcr, and the ark of the covenant 
overlaid round about with gold, by which 
was the golden pot that had manna, and 
Aaron’s rod that/budded, and in it were 
the tallies of the covenant; 5 And over 

it the cherubims that attended the cloud 
of glory fliadowing the mercy feat (the 
cover of tl\e ark), of which we cannot 
now fpeak particularly. 

6 Now, when thefe things were thus 
ordained, the priefts went always into 
the firft-part of the tabernacle, accomplifh- 
ing the fervice of God daily. 7 But in¬ 
to the fecond part .went the high prieft 
alone once every year, not without blood, 
which he offered for himfelf,. and for the 
people’s, fins of ignorance ; 8 The Holy 

Spirit by this fignifying, that the way'in¬ 
to the holieftof all was not yet made ma¬ 
in* (eft, while the firft tabernacle was yet 
ftanding : 9 Which was a figure for 

the time now prefent, in which were of¬ 
fered both gifts and facrifices, that could 
not make him that did the fervice per¬ 
fect, as pertaining to the conference. 10 
But conliftcd pnly in meats and drinks, fit- 
diverfe walkings, and carnal ordinances, 
irnpofed on tliem until the (gofpel) time 
of reformation, it But Chrift being be¬ 
come an high prieft of good "things to 
come in a greater and more per ft ft ta¬ 
bernacle, not made with hands, that is to 
fay, net of this lower creation; 12 Nei¬ 
ther by the blood of goats, and calves, 
but by his own blood, he enter ed in once 
koto the holy place above, having obtain¬ 
ed eternal redemption for us- 13 For if 
the blood of bulls, and cf goats, and tHe 
allies of an heifer, ipi Inkling the unclean, 
fanftifietli to the purifying of the flefh ; 
14 How much more fhall the blood of 
Chrift, who by the aids of the eternal 1 pi- 
lit offered himfelf without fpot to God, 
purge your coofciencc from dead works, 
(Tins) to ferye the living God. 15 And 
in this refpeft he is the mediator of 
a new covenant, that bv means of 
fleath, for the redemption,from the tranf- 
fieflipns againft the firft covenant, 
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they who are called ( might receive 
the protuife of an eternal inheritance. 
16 For where a covenant is, it necefiari- 
ly imports the death of that by which the 
covenant is confirmed. 17 For a tefta- 
ment has the effeft after men are dead, 
but it is of no force at all, whilft the tef- 
latorliveth, (as the legacy canr.ot le 
charged). 

18 Whence neither was the firft cove¬ 
nant orrginalLy tranfafted without blood. 
:9 For when Mofcshad fpoken every pre¬ 
cept to all the people according to the 
law, he took the blood of calves and 
of goats, tpith water, and fcarlet wool, fit 
hyfop, and fprinklecl both the book and 
all the people, 30 Spying, This is the 
blood of the covenant which God hath 
enjoined unto-you. 21 Moreover he 
fprinkled I ike wife with blood both the 
tabernacle, ancl all the vcffels for the ier- 
vice. 22 And almoft all things are by 
the law purified with blood ; and with¬ 
out fliedding of blood is no remiflion. 23 
It was, therefore, neceffary that the pat¬ 
terns of things in the heavens ftiould bd 
purified with thefe (viftims), but.thd 
heavenly things themlclves with better 
facrifices than thefe. 

24 For Chrift is not entered into the ho¬ 
ly places made with hands, which were 
the figures of the true ; but into heaven 
itfelf, now to appear, in the prefence of 
God, for us; 25 Not that fie' fiiould of¬ 

fer himfelf often, as the high prieft en¬ 
tered into the holy place every year with 
blood of others (i,s lambs). 26 (For then 
niuft lie Often have fullered lince the 
foundation of the world ;) but now once 
for all’ at the condulion of the prior ages 
hath he appeared to put away fin Ky the 
ffcc rifice of himfelf. - 

27 And as it is appointed unto nieu 
once to die, but after that the judgment ; 
28 So Chrift was once offered to bear the 
fins of many : and unto them that wait 
for him (hall he appear the fecond time 
without fin unto their falvation. (Rom. 
viii. 3.) 

CHAP. X. 

The weahnefs of the luw-faerifice s. 

F OR the law having a lhadow of fu¬ 
ture good things (in heaven), not 
the very image of the things (like the 
golpei), could in nowile by thole Inerifi- 
ces which they always offered yea’riy (on 
the great yearly fail and day of atone¬ 
ment) perfeft thofe who come unto them. 
2 Otherwise they would have ceaCed to 
be offered; bctatife they who hafl per¬ 
formed that fervice, being once purified 
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(by ir), would have had r.Q more confri- 
oul'ncf. of fins ; 3 But in them there is a 

yearly commemoration of fins. 4 For it is 
not pollible that the blood of bulls and 
of gouts ihould lake away fins. 5 There¬ 
fore .when ( Mefliah is fpoken of) as com¬ 
ing into the world, (Pfal. xl. 7.), he 
faith. Sacrifice and offering thou wouidft 
not accept, but a body haft thou provided 
me. 6ln whole burnt-offerings and fin-of- 
terings thou hadft no delight. 

7 Then laid I, Lo, I cortie (in the vo¬ 
lume of thy book it is written of me) to 
do thy will, O God. 8 Above, when he 
laid, Sacrifice, and offering, and burnt of¬ 
ferings, and offeriog for fin, thou wouldft 
not, nor hadft plea lure therein, (which 
aic offered by the law;) 9 Then laid 
li«, Lo I come to do thy will, O God. 
He taketh away the firft, that he may 
eftablifh the fecond. 10 By the which 
will we are faiuflifieJ, through the offer¬ 
ing of the body ol Jefus Chrift once for 
all. 

ri And every prieft ftandeth daily 
minillering, and offering oftentimes the 
fame facrilices, which can never take a- 
way fins; 1 2 But he, after he had offer¬ 

ed one lacnlice for fins, for ever fat down 
on the right hand of God ; 13 From 

henceforth waiting till his enemies be made 
Ins footftool. 

14 For by one offering he hath for e- 
ver perfected them that are landlified (by 
it); 15 Even the holy Spirit teftifieth 
to us (jcr. xxxi. 33), after having before 
I aid. 16 This js the covenant that I will 

make with them. After thofe days, faith 
the LahiI, I vyill put iny laws into their 
hearts, and in their minds will 1 write 
them ; 17 And tlieir fins aud iniquities 

will 1 remember no more. 

18 Now, where re million of the fe is 
there is no mote offering fur lin. 19 
Having therefore, brethren, liberty to en¬ 
ter into the hulieft by the blood of Jefus. 
2 d By a new and living way, which he 
hath coiifecrared lor 11s thro* the vail. 
That is to fay his llcfi) ; it And having 
a ere, it pried over the houfe of God; iz 
L-t us draw near with a fineere heart, in 
lull uffmuiice of faith, having our hearts 
ch ained (by the blood of fprinkling, 1 
Fe’. i. 2.) ; from the evils we are conic i- 
utu of, as our bodies are wallied with 
pure water, (that the heart devife not, 
nor the body practifc evil.) 

23 Let us hold faft the profeflion of our 
hope without wavering ; (for he is faith¬ 
ful that promifed ;) 24 And let us con- 

fidrr to provoke one anotherunto love, 
and to good works: 25 Not forfaking 
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r- 

i 

the affcmbling of ourfelves together, a« 
the manner of fume is ; but exhorting 
one another; and lo much the more as 
ye fee the laft day approaching. 

26 For if we fin wilfully after that we 
have received the knowledge of the truth, 
there remaineth no more facrifice for fins. 
7y But a certain fearful looking for of 
judgment and fiery indignation, which 
flia.ll devour the adversaries. 28 He that 
defpifed Mofes’ Jaw died without mtrey 
under two dr three witneffes ; 29 Of 

how much l'everer pnnilhment, think ye 
ihall he be counted worthy, who hath 
(as it were) trampled on the fon of God 
(by apoftacy,) and counted Itis blood 
wherewith he was confecratcd, arid the 
new covenant ratified, a common things 
hath done difgrace to the fpirit of grace. 
30For we know him that hath faid. Ven¬ 
geance belongeth to me, I will recom - 
penfe, faith the Lord. And.again. The 
Lord fhall judge his people. 31 It is a 
fearful thing to fall into the hands of the 
living God. 

32 But call to remembrance the former 
days, in which, after ye w ere illuminat¬ 
ed, ye endured a great fight of afflidtiqns; 
33 Partly, whilft ye were made a jaz- 
ing ftock, both by reproaches aud afflic¬ 
tions ; and partly, whilft ye became par¬ 
takers with them that were foufed. 34 
For ye had companion on me in my. 
bondf, and took joyfully the fpoiling of 
your goods, knowing in yeurfelves that 
ye have in heaven a better and an en¬ 
during fubftance. i 

35 Galt not away, therefore, your con¬ 
fidence, w hich hath great recompenCe of 
reward. 36 For ye have need of pati¬ 
ence ; that, after ye have done the will 
of God, ye might receive the promife. 
37 For yet a little while, arid he that 
fiiall come will dome, and will not tarry. 

38 Now, the juft (hall live by faith ; 
but if any man draw back, my foul Ihall 
have no plealure in him. 39 But we are 
not of them who draw back ui^i perdi¬ 
tion ; but of them that believe to the 
faving of the foul. 

C II A P. XL 
The nature offaith. 

N OW faith is the confident expedi¬ 
tion of things hoped for, the con¬ 
viction of the things not feen. 2 For (>y 
it the elders obtained an honourable tel- 
mony. 

3 By faith we underftand that the 
worlds Were flamed by the word of God; 
as the things which are feeh were not 
nud? of things which do appear. 4 Fy 
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faith Abel offered unto God a more ex¬ 
cellent facrifice^than Cain, by which he 
obtained teftimony that he wn righteous 
God teftifyipg of his gifts; and by it he, 
being dead, yet fpeaketh. 

5 By faith was Enoch tranflated that 
he ihould not fee death ; and was not 
found, becaufe God had tranflated him ; 
for before his tranflation he had this tef¬ 
timony, that he pleafed God. 

6 But without faith it is irnpoffible to 
pleafe him ; for he that cometh to God , 
mull believe that he is, find that he is a 
re warder of them that diligently feek 
him. 

7 By faith Noah, being warned by 

God concerning things not yet feen, 
moved with fear, prepared an ark for the 
faving of his houfe ; by the which he 
condemned the world, and became heir 
of the righteoafnefs which is obtained by 
faith. * 

8 By faith Abraham, when he was 
called to go out into a place which he 
ihould after receive for an inheritance, o- 
beyed; and went out, not knowing whi¬ 
ther he was. ‘going, p By faith he fo- 
journed in the land of promife as,in'a 
ftrange-country, dwelling in tabernacles 
with, Ifaac and Jacob, heirs with him of 
the fame promife ; io For he expelled 
a city which hath (immoveable) foun¬ 
dations, whofe builder and maker is God. 
II By faith alfo &arah received ftrength 
to become-prolific, and had a child when 
flie Was part age, becaufe flie accounted 
him faithful who had promifed. ra 
Therefore there fprung even of one, and 
him as gopd as dead, fo many as the ftars 
of the Iky in multitude, apd as the fand 
which is by the fca-lhore innumerable. 

i3 . Thefe all died in faith, not having 
received the promifes, but having feen 
them afar oft, and were perfuadecl of them 
and embraced them (by faith) and con- 
fefTed that they were Grangers and pil¬ 
grims on the earth. 14 For they that 
confefs fujh things declare plainly that 
tfiey feek a-(paternal) country. 15 And 
truly, if they had been mindful of that 
country from whence they came out, they 
might have had opportunity to have re¬ 
turned. 

16 But now they defire a better coun- 
tiy, that is an heavenly ; wherefore God 
is not afhamed to be calied their God ; 
or he hath prepared for them a< (heaven- 
fy^city. * 

1 17 By faith Abraham, when he was 
tried, offered up Ifaac, yea he that Ijad 
received" the promifes offered up his tfaly 
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* 

* 

begotten Jan ; 18 Of, whom it was faid, 

That in Ifaac fli all thy feed be called; 
19 Accounting that God was able to ruffe 
him up, even from the dead, from whence 
alfo be received him in a figure. 

20 By faith Jfaac blefled - Jacob and 
Efau concernihg things to come. 21 By 
faith Jacob, when he was a dying, blefled 
both the Tons of Jofeph ; and worfliipped 
leaning upon the top of his ftaff. 22 By 
faith Jofeph, when he died, made men¬ 
tion of the departing of the children of 
Ifrael; and gave copamandment concern¬ 
ing his bones. 

23 By faith Mofes, when born, was hid 
three months by his parents, becaufe they 
faw ,he was a proper child ; and they 
Were not deterred bv the king’s com¬ 
mandment. 24 By faith Mofes, when he 
was come to years, refufed to be called 
the fon of Pharaoh’s daughter ; 25 

Choofing rather tq fuffer affliction with 
the people of Gdd, than to enjoy the 
pleafures of (in for a fealon ; it Efteem- 
ing the reproach of Chrift greater riches 
than the treafures in Egypt; for he had 
refpeft unto the recompenfe of the (e- 
ternal) reward. 27 By faith he forfook 
Egypt, not fearing the wrath of the 
king, (Exod. xiv.) for he was lengthen¬ 
ed, as feeihg him who is invifible. 28 
Through faith h<6 kept the paffover, and 
the fprinkling of blood ; that he who de¬ 
ft royed the firft-bom fliould not touch 
them. 29 By faith they palled thro* 
the Red fea as on dry land ; 'which the 
Egyptians aflayifig to do were drowned. 

30 By faith the walls of Jericho fell 
down, after they were .com pa fled abput 
feven days. 

31 By faith Rahab the hoftefs periflied 
not with them that believed not, wHen 
flie had received the fpies in peace. 

32 And what lhall I more fay ? for 
the time would fail me to tell of Gedeon, 
and of Barak, and of Sampfon, and of 
Jephthae; and of David alfo and Samuel, 
and of the prophets; 33 Who by faith 
fubdued kingdoms, wrought righteonf- 
nefs, obtained promifes, flopped tlfe 
'mouths of lions, 34 Quenched the vio¬ 
lence of fire, efcaped-the edge of the 
fword, out of weaknefs were made ftrong, 
waxed valiant in fight, turned to flight 
the armies oKthe aliens. 35 Women 
received their dead raffed to life again ; 
and others were tortured, not- accepting 
deliverance, that they might obtain a re- 
furreCtign to a better life. 3 6 And others 
had trial of cruel mockings, and fcourg- 
ings, yea mortover, of bonds and impvi- 
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fonmcnt. 37 They were ftoned, they 
were fawn afunder, were tempted, were 
(lain with the fwoid ; they wandered a- 
bout in fheep-lkins, and goat-lkins; being 
deftitute, afflicted, tormented ; 38 (Of 

whom the world was not worthy ;) they 
wandered in defarts, and in mountains, 
and in dens and caves of the earth. 

39 And thefe ail having obtained a good 
report through faith,received not the pro- 
mife : 40 God having provided fome 

better thing for us, that they without us 
fhould not be made pcrfcdl. (t Theft", 
iv. 1 6.) 

CHAP. XII. 

An exhortation to conflant frritb, 
Herefore, being encompafled with 
fo great a cloud of witnefles, let us 
Jay afide every weight, and the fin which 
doth moil eafily befet us, and let us run 
with patience the race that is fet before 
us, a Looking unto Jefus, the author 
and finifher of our faith ; who, for the 
joy that was fet before him, endured the 
crofs, defpifing the rtiame, and is fet 
down at the right hand of the throne of 
God. 

3 For confnler him who endured fuch 
contradiction of Tinners againft: himfclf, 
left ye be wearied and faint in your 
minds, 

4 Ye have not yet refilled unto blood, 

driving againft fin. 5 And have ye for¬ 
gotten- the exhortation which fpeaketh 
unto you as unto children, My fon, d'efpife 
not thou the chaftening of the Lord, nor 
faint when thou art .rebuked of him : 6 

For whom the Lord loveth he chaftcneth, 
and fiourgeth every fon whom he recciv- 
eih. 

7 If ye endure chaftening, God dealcth 
with you as with fons; for what fon is 
he whom the father chaftencth not ? 8 

But if ye be without ehaftifeinent, where¬ 
of all are partakers, then arc ye baftards, 
and not fons. 9 Now, if wr have had fa¬ 
thers of our flefli who corrected us, and 
we gave them reverence ; Ihall we not 
much rather be in fubjeCtion unto the 
Father of fpirits, and live ? 10 For they 

verily for a few days chaftened us hs the/ 
law Jit; but he for our profit, that we 
might be partakers of his holinefs. 

1 1 Now, no chaftening for the prefert 
feemeth to be joyous, but grievous; ne¬ 
vertheless, afterward it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of rightcoufnefs unto 
them who are rightly exeicifed there¬ 
by* 

11 W herefore, lift up the hands which 
ha^^pwn, and (ftrengthen) the feeble 
knees j 13 And make ftraight paths for 
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your feet, that the lame be v not turned 
out of the way ; but rather be healed. 

14 Follow peace with all men, and 
holinefs, without which no man Hull fee 
the Lord : 15 Looking diligently, left a- 
ny man fail of the. grace of God ; left a- 
ny root of bitternefs fpringing up trouble 
you, and thereby many be hifeCW,; iC 
Left there be any fornicator, or profane, 
perfon, as Efau, who for one model of 
meat fold his birthright. 17 For ye 
know how -that afterward, when he 
would have inherited the blefling he 
was rejected; for he fount! no place of 
repentance, though fie fought it careful¬ 
ly with tears. (Gen. xxvii. 33. J 

18 For ye are not come unto the mount 
that could be touched, and to the burning 
fire, nor unto the black cloud, and dark- 
nefs, and temped, 19 And the found of 
a trumpet, and the voice of word*; which 
voice they that heard entreated that the 
word fiiould not be fpeken to them any 
further. 20 (For they were not able to 
endure that which was commanded, And 
if fo much .as a bead touch the mountain, 
it Dial! be ftoned, or thru ft through with 
a dart: 21 And fo terrible was the fight, 
that Mofes faid. I exceedingly fear and 
quake;) 22 But yc are come unto mount 
Zion, apd unto the city of the living God, 
the heavenly Jcrufalem, and to an innu¬ 
merable company of angels, 23 To the 
general afiembly and church of the firft- 
born, which are written in heaven, and 
to God the Judge of all, and to the fpirits 
of juft men made perfeCt, 24 And to 
Jefus the mediator of the new covenant, 
and to the blood of fprinkliiig.that fpeak¬ 
eth better things than that of Abel. 

25 See that ye v refufe not him that 
fpeaketh ; for if they efcaped not who 
refufed him that fpake on earth, much 
more dial! not we efcape, if we tum a- 
way from him that fpeaketh from hea.. 
ven ; 26 Whofe voice then (book the 

earth : but now he hath promifed, fay¬ 
ing, Yet once more I Ilmkc not the eartlv, 
only, but alfo heaven. 

27 And' this word, Yet once more, 
fignifiefh the removing of the things 
Jliaken, as of things that are made (but 
lor a time) ; that the things not to be 
Ihaken may remain. 

28 Wherefore, we receiving a kingdom 
which’ cannot be fttaken,lct \lshave grace, 
whereby we may ferve God acceptably 
with reverence and godly fear; 19 For 
our God is a confurmng fire.

C H A P. II. * 

JVc arc not to rcfpeCt perfons . 

Y brethren, hold not the faith of 
Out Lord Jefus Chrifl, the Lord 
of glory, with refpedt of perfons. a For 
if there come unto your nlfembly a man 
with a gold ring, in goodly apparel, and 
there corne in alfo a poor man in mean 
drefs: 3 And ye have refpedt to him 

that v/eareth the gay clothing, and fay 
unto him, Sit thou here in a good place; 
and fay to the poor. Stand thou there, or 
fit here under my footftool; 4 Are ye 

not then partial in yourfelves, and are 
become judges who reafon ill ? 

5 Hearken, my beloved brethren, Hath 
not God chofen the poor of this world (to, 
hej rich in faith, and heirs of the king¬ 
dom which he hath promifed to them 
that love "him ? ■ 6 But ye have'defpifed 
the poor. Ho not rich men dpprefs you, 
and draw you before the judgraeift-feats? 
7 Do not they blafpheme that worthy 
name, by the which ye are called ? 

8 If ye fulfil the royal law according 
to th^jjfcripturc, Thou Ilialt love thy 
neighbfJuir as thyfelf, ye do well; 9 But 

if ye have refpedl to perfonsyWftommit 
fin, and are convinced by the law as tranf- 
greffofs. 10 For whofoever (It all keep 
the whole law, and yet offend in one 
point, he is guilty of all. n For he that 
fa id, Do not commit adultery, fait] alfo. 
Do not kill. Now, if thou commit no 
adultery, yet if thou kill, thou art be¬ 
come a tranfgreflbr of the law. ■ . 

12 So fpeak yc, and fo do, as they that 
fhall be judged by the law oi' liberty, 
(the gofpel ). 13 For he (liall have judg¬ 
ment without niei cy that hath fheivrd no 
mercy; aoJ mercy rejoiceth againlt judg¬ 
ment. 

14 Whet doeth it profit, my brethren, 
tho’ a man fay he hath faith, and have 
not works ? can faith lave him (wiiiiout 
woiks) ? 15 If a brother or a fiber he 

naked and deftitute of daily food, 16 
And one of you fay, depart in peace, be 
ye warned and filled; notwithftamling 
yc give them not thofe things which are 
needful to the body, what cloth it profit ? 

17 Even fo faith, if it hath not works; 
is dead, being alone. i 9 Yaa, a maa 
may lay, Thou halt faith, antl- ; I have 
works; UieW me thy faith out of thy 
works, apd I will (hew thee my faith by 
my world. 19 Thou believe It that there 
is one God ; thovr doeft well; the devil® 
alfo believe and tremble. 

20 But \filt thou know, O vain man ! 
that faith without works is dgad i il 
e 
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Chap. III. 

Was not Abraham our father.j uftifiedby 
works, when he had offered Ifaac his Ion 
upon thtf altar ? 22 Thon feeft how 

faith wrought with’ his works, and faith 
was perfected by works. 

13 And the feripture was fulfilled,, 
which faith, Abraham believed God, and 
it was imputed unto him for righteouf- 
nef$ j and he was called, The Friend qf 
God. 34 Yc fee then how that by works 
a man is juftified, and not by faith only*. 
25 Likcwife alfo, was not Rahab the hof- 
tefs juftified by works, when Ihe had re¬ 
ceived the mefiengers, and had font them 
otit another way ? 

■ 76 For as the body without the fpirit 
is dead, fo faith without worksis dead 
alfo, 

. CHAP. III. 

The tongue mnjl be bridled. 

Y brethren, be not many teachers, 
knowing that we i1ia.ll undergo the 
greater judgment. 3 For in many things 
we all offend. If any man offend not in 
word, the fame is apeifcdl man, able alfo 
to bridle the whole body. 3 Beh^d, we 
put /bridles into the horl'es* moutttSfthat 
they may obey us; and we turn ibout 
■their whole body. 4 Behold alfa r the 
fliips, which, tho* they be fo great, and 
are- driven of fierce winds,- yet they are 
turned about with a very final 1 helm* 
whitherfoever the fteerfman lifteth. 5 
Even fo the tongue is a little member, 
and boafteth great things. Behold how 
great a matter a little fire hindleth ' 6 

And the tongue is a fire, a world of ini¬ 
quity ; ‘ fo is the tongue among our mem¬ 
bers, yhat it defileth the whole body, and 
fetteth^on fire the courfe of nature ; and 
it is fet on fire by hell. 7 For every 
kind of (wild ) beads, and of birds, and of 
reptiles and of fifties is fubdudd, and hath 
been'tamed of mankind; 8 Eut the 
tongue can no man fubdue ; it is an in- 
fuperable evil, fullof deadly poifon. ' 

9 Therewith blels we God, even the 
Father ; and therewith curfe we men, 
who aremade after the fimilitude of Ood. 
jo Out of the fame*mouth proceedeth 
blefiing and cmfing. My brethren, thefe 
things ought not fo to be. .-it Doth a 
fountain fend from the fame opening 
fwcet water aud bitter? . 12 Can the fig- 
tree, my brethren, bear oJive-berries ? ei¬ 
ther a vine figs? fo can no fountain both 
yiekl falt water and frefti. 

13 Who is a. wife ('and fenfible) man, 
a mong you ? let him ihew,out of a good 
conversation, his works with meeknefs 
and .wil'dom. 14 B::t if je have bitter 


zegl and ftrife in your hefcrts, boaft^gggy 
and lyt not againft the truth. 15 This 
wifdoro defeendeth not from above, but 
is earthly, fenfual, deviliftii. id For 
where envying and contention are, there 
is confufion, and every evil work. 17 
But the wifdoin that is from above is firft 
pure, then peaceable, gentle and eafy to , 
be entreated, full of mercy and good' 
fruits, without partiality, and without 
hypocrify. 18 And the fruit of righte- 
oufnefs is Town in peace for them that 
make peace. 

CHAP. IV. 

Of/lriving again(l covetouftefs. 

F ROM whence come wars and fight¬ 
ings among you ? come they not 
hence, even of your lulls, that war in 
your members? 2 Ye covet, and have 
not; ye kill, and defire to have, and can¬ 
not obtain ; ye fight and war, yet ye have 
not, becaufe ye nfk not. 3 Ys afk, ami 
receive not, becaufc ye alk amifs, that ye 
may confume it upon your lulls. 

4 Ye adulterers and adultertfles, know 
ye not that the triendlliip of the world, is 
enmity with God ? whofoever, there¬ 
fore, will be a friend of the world; is the 
enemy of God. 5 Do ye think that thlt 
feripture faith in vain, Does the (divine) 
Spirit that dwelleth in us lull to envy ? 

6 But he giveth greater grace; where¬ 
fore lie faith, God rdilteth the prbud, 
but giveth grace unto the humble. 

7 Submit yourfelves, therefore, to God. 
Refill the devil, and he will flee from 
you, 8 Draw nigh to God, and he will 
draw nigh to you. Cleanfe your hands, 
ye finneis; and purify your hcaits, yc 
double-minded. 

9 Lament, and mourn, and weep, let 
your laughter be tnrtied to mourning, 
your joy to. forrow. 10 Humble your¬ 
felves in the fight of the Lord, and he 
jfliall lift you up. 

u Speak not evil of one another, 
brethren. He that fpeaketh evil of his 
brother, fpeaketh evil of the law; and jud- 
geth the law (that forbids it), but if 
thou judge the law, thou- art not a doer 
of the law, but a judge. 12 There is, 
one law-giver, who is able to lave and to 
deftroy : who art thou/that judged ano¬ 
ther? , 

13 Come now, ye that fay. To-day, or 
to-morrow, we will go intb fuch a city, 
and cpntinuc there a year, and buy and 
fell, and get gnirr; 14 Whereas ye knew 
notwhat (hall be on the morrow, for what 
is your life ? it is even a vapour, that ap¬ 
peared for a little time and thou vanilii* 
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eth away. 15 Whereas ye pught to 
fay, If the Lord will, we fliall live, and 
do this 01 that. 16 But now ye rejoice 
in your boaftings; all Inch rejoicing is 
evil. 

17 Therefore to him that knoweth to 
do good, and doeth it not, to him it is 
(in. 

CHAP. V. 

Of patience in ajjliflion, 

Ome now, ye rich men, weep and 
howl over the miferie9 that are 
coining upon you. * Your riches are 
corrupted, and your garments are moth- 
eaten. 3 Your gold and filver are can¬ 
kered—and the ru(t of them fliall be a 
witnefs againit you, and fliall eat your 
Belli as it were with fire. Ye have 
heaped treafure together for the laft 
days, (deftruiftion). 4 Behold, the hire 
of the labourers which have reaped 
your fields, which is of you kept back 
by fraud, cricth : and the cries of 
them who have reaped are entered into 
the ears of the Lord of holts. 5 Ye 
have lived luxurioufly on the earth, and 
been wanton,—--ye have pampered your 
hearts, as for a day of (laughter. 6 Yc 
have condemned fit killed the ju'ft (One,), 
and he doth not refill you. 

7 Be patient, therefore, brethren, unto 
the coining of the Lord. Eehold, the huf- 
bandman waiteth for the precious fruits 
of the earth, and hath long patience for 
it, until he receive the early and latter 
rain. 

9 Be yc alfo patient ; ftablifli your 
h-arts: for the coming of the Lord draw- 
eth night 

9 Grudge not one againft another, bre¬ 
thren, left ye be condemned; behold, the 
Judge ftandeth before the door, (being 
ready to judge you). 
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ro Take, my brethren, the prophets* 
Who have fpoken in the name of the 
Lord, tor an example of fuft'erim, afflic¬ 
tion, and of patience. 11 Behold, we 
count them happy who endure. Ye 
have heard of the patience of Job, and 
have fecn the end of the Lc rd ; that the 
Lord is very pitiful, and of tender mercy, 
(in trying it. Job xiii. ip-) 

n But above all tilings, my brethren, 
fwear not j neither by heaven, neither 
by the earth, neither by any other oath ; 
bHt let your yea be yea; and your nay, 
nay ; left yc fall into condemnation. 

13 Is any among you afflicted ? let 
him pray. Is any merry ? let him fing 
pfalins. 14 Is any Tick among you ? let 
him call for the elders of the church, 
and let them pray over'him, anointing 
him with oil in the name of the Lord, 
(by miraculous faith) : 15 And the 

prayer of faith fliall fave the lick, and 
the Lord fliall raife him up ; and if he 
have committed fins,'they fliall be forgi¬ 
ven him. 

16 Confcfs your faults one to another, 
and pray one for- another, that ye 'may 
be healed. The effectual infpired pray¬ 
er of a righteous man availeth much. 

17 Elias was a man fubjedt talike paf- 
fions as we are, and he prayed eameftly 
that it might not rain; and it rained not 
on the earth by the fpace of three years 
and fix months. 18 And he prayed a- 
gain, and the heaven gave rain, and the 
earth brought forth her fruit. 

19 Brethren, if any of you do err from 
the truth, and one convert him ; 4 o Let 
him know, that he who converteth the 
finner from the error of his way, (hall 
fave a foul from death, and fo fliall covec 
a multitude of fins.

his abundant mercy, hath regenerated us 
to a lively hope, by the refurredlioit of 
Jefus Chrift from the dead, 4 J?Veh to 
that of an inheritance incorruptible, and 
undefiled, and unfailing, referved in hea¬ 
ven for you, 5 Who are kept by the 
po^er of God, through faith unto ialva- 
tion, ready to be revealed in the laft 
time, (at the end of all) , 6 Wherein ye 
greatly rejoice, though now for a feafbii 
(if need be) yc are grieved amidft raani- 
c 2 
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fold trials; 7 That the trial 6F your'' 
faith-, boing much more precious than of 
gold that p£ri(heth, though itjie tried as 
with fire, might found unto praife, 
and honour, and glory, at the appearing 
ofjefus Chrift: 3 Whom, pot having 
feenfye love ; io whom, though pow ye 
fee him not, yet believing, ye rejoice 
with joy imfpeakable, and full of glory ; 
p Receiving the end of your iaith, even 
the falvaticn of yoQr fouls. 

10 Concerning which falyation the pro¬ 
phets, who pyophefied of the grace that 
fbould come unto you, have enquired, 
and fearched diligently; 11 Searching 
what time, or what planner of time, the 
Spirit of Chrift which Was in them did 
fig-nify, when he teftified beforehand the 
fufferin^s of Chrift, and the glory that 
would follow. 12 Unto whom it was 
revealed, that not unto themfelves, but 
unto us, they did minifter the things 
which are now reported unto you, by 
them that hpve preached the gofpel unto 
yqu by the Holy Spirit feut down from 
heaven; which things the angels defire 
to look into. 

13 Wherefore gird up the loins of your 
mind, be fober, and hope to the end, for 
the grace that is to be brought unto you 
at the. revelation of Jefus Chrift : 14 As 
obedient children, not fafliioning your- 
felves according to the former lufts in 
your ignorance; 15 But as fie who hath 
. called you is holy, fo be ye holy in -all 
mantier of qonverfation: 16 Becaufe it 
is writtep, Be ye .holy, lor I am holy. 

17 And if ye call on the Father, who 
without tefpecl.of perfons judgeth ac- 
Wrding to every man’s work* pafs the 
time of your fojourning here in fear; 18 
Forafmuch as ye know that ye were not 
redeemed with corruptible things, as fil- 
ver and gold, from your vain converfa- 
tion received by tradition from your fa¬ 
thers,'■■ 19 But with the precious blood 
of Chrift, as of a lamb without blemilh 
ancl-without fpot, 20 Who verily was 
fore-ordained from tl\p foundation of the 
world, but was manifeft in thefe laft 
times for you; 21 Who.by him do be¬ 
lieve in God that raifed hitn up from the 
dea^lf^nd ^avc him globy, that your 
faith ahdhopemight be in God. 

2X Seeing ye have purified your fouls, 
By obedience to the truth through the 
Spirit unto'unfeigned love of the bre¬ 
thren, fee that ye love one another with 
a jhire heart fervently ; 23 Being rege¬ 

nerated, not by corruptible feed, but by 
incorruptible, even by the word of Gdd,

which irveth fit abiJcth forever. 24 For 
all fiefii is as grafs, and all the glory of 
man as the flower of grafs. The craTs 
witheiethjVid the flower thereof falleth 
away, 2-5 But the word of the Lord 
endureth for ever. Apd th’is is the 
word which is preached unto you in 
the gofpel.

T herefore, laying afide all malice, 
and all guile, and hypocrifies, and 
envies, and all evil-fpeakings, 2 As new¬ 
born babes, delire the puie milk of tlip 
wofd, that ye may grow theieby; 3 If 
fo be ye have tailed that the Loid is.gi a- 
cious: 4 To whom coming, as unto a 

living (foundation) (lone, difallowed in¬ 
deed of men, but chofen of God and pre¬ 
cious, 5 Ye alfo, as lively ftones, are 
built .up as a fpiritual houfe, (or tem¬ 
ple, and) an holy priefthood, to offer up 
fpiritual facrifices, acceptable to God by 
Jefus Chrift. ' . 

6 Therefore it is contained in the iVip- 
ture. Behold I lay in Zion a chief corner- 
done, chofen, precious; and he that con- 
fideth on it (hall not be confounded. 

7 To you, therefore, who believe, it is 
precious; but unto them who be difobe* 
dient, the ftone which the huilders dil- 
allowed, is made the headbof the corner, 
8 And a ftone of Humbling, and a rock 
of offence; they being difobedient. Rum. 
bled, whereunto they alfo were appoint¬ 
ed,, (for their iniquity). 

9 But ye arc a chofen generation, a 
royal priefthood, an holy nation, a pecu¬ 
liar people ; that ye fliould lhew forth 
the praifes of him who hath called you 
out of (Pagan) davknefs into his marvel¬ 
lous (gofpel) light; 10, Who-in time 
paft were net a people, but are now the 
people of God ; who had not obtain¬ 
ed mercy, but now have obtained mti- 
cy. 

11 Dearly beloved, I befeech you, as 
ftrangers and pilgrinls here, ablfain from 
.flellily lufts, which war againft the foul; 
12 Having your convirfation honeft a- 
mong the Gentiles, that, whereas they 
Tpeak againft you as evil-doers, they may 
by your gdod works, which they (hall 
behold, glorify God'in the day of their 
vilkation. 

13 Submit yourfelves to every ordi¬ 
nance of man for the Lord’s fake ; whe¬ 
ther it l?e to the king, as fupreme ; 14 

Or unto governors, as unto them that.are 
fent by him for the punifliment of evil¬ 
doers, and for the praife of them that do 
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wcU. 15. For it is the will of God, that 
with doing good ye may put to filcnce 
the ignorance of foolifh men ; 16 As 

free, and not ufing your liberty for a vail 
of wickednefs, but as the fervants of God. 

17 Honour ail men. Love the brother¬ 
hood. Fear God. Honour the king. 

ifi Servant* be fubjedl to your mailers 
with all reverence; not only to the good 
and gentle, but alfo to the fro ward. 19 
Fur this is graceful, if a man for (the 
lake of) confidence toward God rndure 
grief, fullering wrongfully. 20 For 
what glory is :t, if, ye lhall,take. it pa- 
tieutiy, when ye be buffeted for your 
faults ? 'hut if, when ye do well, and fuf- 
fer for it, ye take it patiently, this is 
graceful before God. 21 For even here¬ 
unto were ye called ; becaufe Clirilt alfo 
fudeled for us, leaving us an example, 
that we fliould follow his Heps; 22 Who 
did no fin, neither was guile found in his 
mouth ; 23 Who, when he was reviled, 
reviled not again ; when he fuffered, he 
threatened not ; but committed himfclf 
to him that judgeth rigliteoufly ; 24 

Who his own fell bare our lins in his own 
body on the tree, that we being freed 
frOm fins, Ihould live unto righteoufnefs; 
by whofe (tripes we are healed. 25 For 
ye were as flteep going aftray ; but are 
now returned unto the Shepherd and Bi- 
fliop of your fouls. 

CHAP. III. 

Wives' and hujbanAs' duties . 

L Ikkwise, ye wives, be in fubjetftion 
to your own huftnnds; that, if any 
obey not the word, they all'o may with¬ 
out the word be won by the convejfatiun 
of the wives, 2 While they behold your 
chnfte converfation in the fear of God ; 
3 Whofe adorning, let it not be that out¬ 
ward adorning, of plaiting the hair, and 
of wearing of gold, or of putting on of 
apparel; 4 Blit let it be the hidden 
man of lire heart, in that which is not 
corruptible, even the ornament of a meek 
and quiet fpirit, which is in the fight of 
God highly precious. 5 For after this 
maimer in the old time the holy women 
alio, who trufted in God, adorned them* 
felves, being in fubjedtion unto their own 
hufbands; 6 Even as Sara obeyed Abra¬ 
ham, calling him lord : whofe daugh¬ 
ters ye are as long as ye do well, and 
are not afraid fo as to err by any amaze¬ 
ment. 

7 Like wife, ye hufbands, dwell with 
them according to knowledge, giving ho¬ 
nour unto the wife, as unto the weaker 
veflel, and as being heirs together of the 
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grace of life; that your prayers be cot 
hindered. 

6 Finally, be ye all of one mind, bav- 
, ing compaflion one of another, love as 
brethren, be pitiful, be courteous : 0 

Ndt rendering evil for evil, or railing fer 
railing, but contrariwife bleffing; know¬ 
ing that ye arc thereunto failed* that ys 
ihould inherit a blclDag. 

To For he that will love life, and fee 
good days, let him refrain his tongue 
from evil, and his lips that they fpeak no 
guile ; 11 Let him avoid evil, and do 

good,—let him feek peace, and purfue it. 
12 For the eyes of the Lord arc upon the 
righteous, and his ears are open unto 
their prayers*—but the anger of the Lord 
is againft them that do evil. 13 And 
who is he that will harm you.ifye be fol¬ 
lowers of that which is good? 14 But if 
yc fuller for righteoufncf9' fake happy ate 
ye—S q be not afraid of their tenor, nei¬ 
ther be troubled; 15 Bpt fantflify the 

Lord God in your hearts; and be ready 
always to give an anfwer to every man. 
that alketh you a reafon of the hope that 
is in you, with meeknefs nnd fear.— 
16 Having a good confciencc ; that, 
whereas they fpeak againft you as evil¬ 
doers, they may be alhamed that falfely 
accufe your good converfation in Chrift. 

Z7 For it is better, if the will of- God 
be fo, that ye fufter for well-doing than 
for evil doing. 18 For Ghrifc alfo hath 
once TuHcrcd for fins, the juft for the un- 
juft, that he migh; bring u 4 to God, be- 
ing put to death in the flefli, but quick¬ 
ened by the Spirit (of God); - xp By 
which alfo he want and preached unto 
the -.fptrits now in prifon, 20 Which 
fometime were difobedient, when once 
the Iqng-fuitering of God watted in the 
days of tfoah, while the ark was a pr< - 
paring, wherein few, that is, eight fouls, 
were Hived upon water. 21 The antitype 
to whi* h ark, even bnptifm doth now alft 
feve us, (not the putting away of the pol 
lution of the fleflt ; but the anfwer of 1 
good confcience toward God,) hy the re 
furrettion of Jefus Cltrift ; 22 Who i 

gone into heaven, and is on the right han 
of God ; angels, and authorities, an 
powers, being made fubjedfc unto him. 

C H A I\ IV. 

An exhortation to ceafe from fw* 

F orasmuch then as Chrift hath iutfe 
ed for us in the flefli, arm yourfelv< 
likewife with the fame mind; for he th; 
hath fnffered in the fielh hath ceafed fro 
fin, 2 That he no longer fliould live tl 
reft of his time in the fleftt, according 
the lulls j,pf men, but to the will of G 
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3 For the time paft of our life may fuf- 
ficc us to have wrought the will of the 
Gentiles, when we walked in lafciviouf- 
nefs, lulls, excefs of wine, banquetiftgs, 
drunkennefs, and abominable idolatries. 

4 Wherein they think it ftrange that ye 

run not with them to the fame cxcefs of 
riot, fpeaking evil of you ; 5 Who fliall 

give account to him that is ready to judge 
the quick and the dead. 

6 For, to this purpofe was the gofpcl 
preached alfo to them that are dead ( in 
fins), that they might be judged accord¬ 
ing to (wieked) men ir\ the flefli, but 
(might be made to) live according to 
God in the fpirit. 

7 But the end of all things is at hand; 
be ye, therefore, fober, and watch unto 
prayer. 3 And above all things have fer¬ 
vent love among yourfelves, for charity 
fliall cover the multitude of fins. 

9 Ufe hofpitality one to another with¬ 
out grudging. 

ro As every man hath received the 
gift, even fo minifter the fame one to a- 
uother, as good fte wards of the manifold 
grace of God. 

n If any man fpeak, let him fpeak as 
the oracles of God ; if any man mihiltcr, 
let him do it as of the ability which God 
giveth—that God in all things may be 
glorified through Jefus Chrift—to whom 
be glory and dominion for ever and ever. 
Amen. ' 

ia Beloved, be not fur prized at the 
fiery trial which is to try you, as though 
fome ftraoge thing happened onto you; 
13 But rejoice, in as much as ye are par¬ 
takers of Chrift’s fufferings; that, when 
his glory fliall be revealed, ye may be. e- 
ven tranfported with joy. 

14 If ye be reproached for the name of 
Chrift, happy are ye ; for the Spirit of 
God and glory refteth upon you; on their 
part be is evil fpoken of, but on your part 
he is glorified. ,15 But let none of you 
fiiffer as a murderer, or as a thief, or as 
an evil-doer, or as over-bnfy in other 
men’s matters. 

But if any man fuffer as a Chris¬ 
tian, let him not be afliamed ; but let 
him glorify God in tjiis refpeft. 17 As 
the time is come that judgment is to be¬ 
gin at the houfe of God ; and if it firft- 
begin at ils, what fliall the end be of them 
that obey not the gofpel of God ? 18 
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And if th#* righteous fiercely be faved, 
where fliall the ungodly and the fmner 
appear? * 

19 Therefore, let them that fuffer ac¬ 
cording to the will of God commit the 
keeping of their fouls to him, as unto a 
faithful Creator, in well-doing. 

CHAP V. 

The elders exhorted to teach . 

HE elders who are among you I ex¬ 
hort, who am alfo an elder, and a 
witnefs of the fufferings of Chrift, and al¬ 
fo a partaker of the glory that (hall b6 
revea'-d: »a Feed the flock of God 
which is among you, taking the over fight 
thereof, not by conftraint, but willingly ; 
not for bafe gain, but of a ready mind ; 

3 Neither as being lords over "God’s 
heritage, but being examples to the flock; 

4 And when the chief Shepherd fliall ap¬ 
pear, ye fliall receive a crown of glory 
that fadeth not away. 

5 Likewife, ye younger, fubmit your- 
- fclves unto the elder; yea, all of you be 

fubjedt one to another, and be clothed 
with humility; for God refifteth the 
proud, and giveth grace unto the humble. 

6 Humble yourfelves, therefore, under 
the mighty, hand of God, that he may 
exalt you in due time; 7 Carting-all 
your (anxious) care upon him ; for he 
careth for you. 

8 Be fober, be watchful, becaufc ycur 
adverfary the devil, like a roaring lior> 
walketh about: feekingwhem he may de¬ 
vour; 9 Whom refift ftedfaft in the 
faith, knowing that the fame afflictions 
are accomplilhed in your brethren who 
are in the world. 

10 But the God of all grace, who hath 
called 11$ unto his eternal glory by Chrift 
Jefus, when that ye have fuffered a while, 
make you perfect, ftablifli, ftrenghthen, 
confirm you. n To him be glory and 
dominion for ever arid ever. Amen. 

. 12 By Silvanus, a faithful brother unto 
yon as I fuppofe, I have written briefly, 
exhorting, and testifying that this is the 
true grace of God, wherein ye ftand. 

• 13 The church that is at Babylon, cho- 
fen together with you, falutcth you ; and 
fo doth Mark my Ion. 

14 Greet ye one another with a falU- 
tation of love. Peace be with yau all 
that are in Chrift Jefus. Amen.

CHAP. I. 

Peter exhorteth to continue in faith. 
IMON PETEK, a fervant and an a- 
po'tle bf Jefus Chrift, to them that 
have cbtaincd like precious faith with U9 
thro’ the mercy of God and our Saviour 
Jefus Clirift : * Grace and peace be 

multiplied unto yob thro' the knowledge 
of God, and of Jefus our Lord. 3 Ac¬ 
cording as his divine power hath given 
unto us all things that pertain unto life 
and godlincfs, thro’ the knowledge of 
him thar" called us to glory and virtue; 

4 Whereby are given unto us exceeding 
great and precious promifes; that by 
ihefe ye might he partakeis of the diving 
nature, having elcaped the corruption 
that is in the world through luft. 

5 And for this purpofe giving all dili¬ 
gence, add to your faith, virtue ; and to 
virtue, know ledge ; 6 And to knowledge 
temperance; and to temperance; patience; 
and to patience, godlincfs; 7 And to 
godlincfs, brolherly-kindnefs; and to 
brothci ly-kindnefs, charity. 8 For if 
thefe things exift and abound in you, 
they make you that ye (hall be neither in¬ 
active nor unfruitful in the knowledge of 
our Lord Jefus Chrifl.* 

9 But he that lacketh thefe things is 
blind, or cannot fee far oft', and hath for¬ 
gotten that he (profelled he ) was purged 
from his old fins, ro Therefore, breth¬ 
ren, give (the more) diligence to make 
your cabling and election fure ; for if ye 
do thefe things ye lliall never fall; 11 

For so an entrance lliall be miuiftercd 
unto you abundantly into the everlaft- 
iag kingdom of our Lord and Saviour Je- 
fus Clirift. 12 Therefore I will not be 
negligent to put you always in remem¬ 
brance of thefe things, tho’ ye know 
them, and be eftablilhed in the prefent 
truth. 

13 But I thin!: it meet, as long as I am 
in this (bodily ) tabernacle, t«» flir you 
up, by putting you in remembrance ; 14 

Knowing that lliorrly I mult put off this 
rny tabernacle, even as our Lord Jefus 
Clirift bath Hie wed me. 

15 But 1 will endeavour that ye may 
be able after my deceafe to have thefe 
things always in remembrance. 

1 6 For we have not followed conning- 
ly-dcviled fables, when we made known 


untd you the power and coming of our 
Lord Jefus Chrift, but were eye-witnef- 
fes of his majefty. 17 For be received 
from God the Father honour and glory, 
when there came fuch a voice to him 
from the magnificent glory, This is my 
beloved Son, in whom lam well pleafed. 
18 And this voice which came from hea¬ 
ven we heard, when we were with him 
on the holy mount. 

ip We have alfo a very fure prophetic 
word whereunto ye do well that ye take 
heed, as unto a lamp that (liineth in a 
dark place, until the day dawn, and the 
morning ftar of glory arife in your 
hearts. 20 Knowing this firft, that no 
prophecy of the feripture is of any pri¬ 
vate impulfe, 21 For the prophecy came 
not in old time by the will of man ; but 
holy men of God fpake as they were mov¬ 
ed by the Holy Spirit. 

CHAP. II. 

Peter forte lie th offalfe teachers. 

UT there were falfe prophets alfo a- 
motig the people, even as there /hall 
be falfe teachers among you, who privi¬ 
ly fliall bring in damnable hereljes, even 
denying the Lord that bought them, and 
bring upon them (elves fwift deftrudtion. 

2 And many fliall follow their perui- 
cotus way9; by means of whom the way 
of truth fliall be evil fpoken of. 3 And 
through covetoufnefs (ball they with 
feigned words make mcrchandife of you :
